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PREFACE. 


The  "  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Remembrancer  and  Vade  Mecum," 
upon  the  plan  of  which  this  work  is  compiled,  was  published  in 
two  editions.  The  first  (undated)  was  issued  in  or  about  1801. 
It  appeared  in  pamphlet  form  (fcap  8vo),  and  contained  (1)  a 
brief  topographical  description  of  the  city  and  county;  (2)  a 
*'  Chronological  Retrospect  of  the  most  remarkable  events  which 
have  occurred  in  Norfolk  and  Norwich  during  the  18th  centuiy, 
with  a  list  of  Bishops,  Deans,  High  Sheriffs,  Mayors  and  Sheriffs 
of  Norwich,  and  Mayors  of  Yarmouth  and  Lynn  within  that 
period  " ;  (3)  an  Index  Yillaris,  ''  including  an  accurate  account 
of  the  population,  &c.,  of  every  parish  in  the  county,  extracted 
from  the  official  returns  taken  in  1801,  with  the  measured  and 
computed  distance  of  each  market  town  and  village  from  the 
city  of  Norwich  ;  also  the  returns  of  the  population  of 
Noi-wich,  as  taken  in  1693,  1752,  1786,  and  180l "  ;.  (4)  a 
list  of  direct  and  cross  roads  from  Yarmouth,  Lynn,  and  Cromer ; 
and  (5)  an  alphabetical  list  of  ^*  noblemen  and  gentlemen's  seats 
and  villas  in  the  county,  with  their  distance  from  Norwich." 
The  work  was  printed  and  sold  by  Stevenson  and  Matohett, 
Market  Place,  Norwich,  and  was  '^  to  be  had  of  the  distributors 
of  the  NoBFOLK  Chbonicle  and  of  all  booksellers." 

The  ''  Remembrancer "  consisted  of  80  pages,  and  was  pub- 
lished at  eighteenpence.  Although  the  *'  Chronological  Retro- 
spect "  extended  over  the  period  of  one  hundred  years — from  1701 
to  1800  inclusive,  it  was  compressed  into  43  pages.  This,  the 
most  important  section  of  the  work,  was  reprinted  from  a  local 
chronology  published  in  the  Norfolk  Chronicle,  compiled 
partly  from  old  Norwich  histories  and  partly  from  the  early  files 
of  the  newspaper.  "  Omissions  or  errors  which  may  have 
occurred  in  this  work,'  says  a  footnote  to  the  **' advertisement " 
to  the  first  edition,  "  shall  be  corrected  in  a  future  edition,  and 
notice  of  such  will  be  thankfully  received  by  the  Editors." 
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But  many  years  elapsed  before  the  publication  of  a  second 
edition,  and  it  was  not  until  1822  that  the  *'  Remembrancer '' 
again  made  its  a})pearauce.  The  modest  pamphlet  of  1801 
had  grown  to  a  crown  8vo  volume  of  274  pages,  bound  in 
cloth,  and  issued  at  three  shillings  and  sixpence.  It  was  printed 
in  bolder  type,  and  contained  additional  information  of  a 
miscellaneous  character,  which,  published  at  a  time  when  few 
general  directories  and  books  of  reference  were  in  circulation, 
and  local  statistics  difficult  to  obtain,  was  i*eceived  with  favour 
as  one  of  the  earliest  attempts  to  supply  the  want  now  so 
fully  met  by  local  handbooks  and  year-books.  In  this,  as  in 
the  first  edition,  the  Chronology  was  by  far  the  most  important 
part  of  the  book.  The  18  th  century  **  lletrospect "  was  revised 
and  amplified,  and  the  record,  continued  from  January,  1801,  to 
December,  1821,  occupied  208  pages.  The  compiler  of  this 
edition,  and  probably  of  the  former  issue,  although  his  name  did 
not  appear  in  connection  therewith,  was  Mr.  Jonathan  Matchett, 
the  senior  proprietor  of  the  Nohfolk  Ciikonicle,  who  states  in 
his  preface :  "  The  Ghi-onology  of  Remarkable  Events  has  been 
compiled  principally  from  the  volumes  of  the  Norfolk 
Chronicle,  of  which,  with  the  local  occurrences  of  the  last 
fifty  years  at  least,  the  Retros|)ect  may  be  considered  an  epitome. 
Such  errors  of  omission  or  commission  as  may  be  discovered  in 
this  humble  compilation  shall,  if  pointed  out,  be  corrected  in  a 
future  edition,  if  ever  a  third  should  be  called  for."  As  no 
subsequent  issue  appeared,  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  demand 
for  the  work  was  not  such  as  to  justify  the  expenditure  of  the 
time  and  labour  necessary  to  its  production!  Mr.  Matchett  died 
November  24th,  1844,  and  from  that  time  until  the  present  no 
effort  had  been  made  to  continue  the  Chronology. 

Little  need  be  written  by  way  of  preface  to  this  work.  It 
was  commenced  as  an  index  to  the  Nineteenth  Centuiy  files 
of  the  Norfolk  Chronicle,  and  was  not,  as  originally  planned, 
intended  for  publication.  The  compiler,  however,  was  advised 
to  elaborate  his  scheme  and  to  prepare,  in  place  of  a  MS. 
index  designed  for  private  use,  a  work  which  would  serve 
the  twofold  puri)ose  of  continuing  the  excellent  Chronology 
begun  by  Mr.  Matchett,  and  of  supplying  a  book  of  reference 
upon  a  variety  of  subjects  pertaining  to  Norfolk  and  Norwich. 
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In  Volume  I.  of  "  Norfolk  Annals  "  are  recorded  the  events  of 
thie  two  decades  included  in  the  second  edition  of  the  *^  Remem- 
brancer," but  the  matter  has  been  entirely  re-written,  and  the 
field  of  research  considerably  enlarged.  With  the  lapse  of  time 
many  things,  too  familiar  and  commonplace  to  be  very  fully 
noticed  in  the  "  Remembrancer,"— ^.g^.,  the  coaching  system, 
sports  which  are  now  obsolete,  country  celebrations  and 
observances,  &c., — ^have  acquired  an  interest  which  they  did 
not  present  to  a  compiler  of  eighty  or  a  hundred  years  ago. 
Some  of  the  facts  recorded  in  these  pages  may  not  in  them- 
selves be  considered  "  remarkable,"  but  collectively  they  illus- 
trate the  manners  and  customs,  the  wisdom  and  follies,  th>e 
labours  and  amusements,  of  Norfolk  people  in  the  century  just 
closed,  and,  it  is  hoped,  show  to  what  extent  the  county  and  city 
have  progressed  morally  and  socially  during  the  last  hundred 
years.  In  one  respect  "  Norfolk  Annals  "  is  less  pretentious 
than  its  antecessor — ^it  gives  no  topographical  and  statistical 
information  of  the  kind  published  in  the  "  Norfolk  and  Norwich 
Remembrancer " ;  in  another  sense  it  is  more  pretentious — ^it 
contains  an  index,  which  will  add  to  its  usefulness  as  a  book  of 
reference. 

The  writer  is  indebted  to  the  Chairman  (Sir  Charles  Oilman) 
and  the  Directors  of  the  Norfolk  Chronicle  Co.,  Limited,  for 
permitting  him  to  make  use  of  the  files  of  that  newspaper,  from 
which  exclusively  the  following  pages  have  been  compiled.

1801. 

JANUARY. 

1. — ^This  day  (Thursday)  wa»  observed  as  the  first  day  of  the 
Nineteenth  Century.  It  was  also  the  day  upon  ivlhioh  t&e  legislatiye 
Union  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  was  effected.  At  Norwich,  the 
13th  Regiment  of  Light  Dragoons  and  the  East  Essex  Militia  fired 
a  feu  de  joie  in  the  Market  Place,  and  the  Union  flag  was  displayed 
upon  the  tower  of  St.  Peter  Manoroft.  At  Yarmouth,  tlhere  was  a 
ceremonial  parade  of  the  Dur'ham  Militia,  and  the  vessels  in  the  Roads 
fired  a  royal  salute  and  hoisted  their  new  colours  in  honour  of  the 
Union.     Rain  fell  heavily  throughout  the  day. 

3. — ^The  Norwich  Theatre  was  opened  with  the  performance  of  "  the 
last  new  conxedy,  *  Life,'  and'  the  farce,  *  Curiosity.'  "  The  manager, 
Mr.  Hindee,  delivered  an  address  to  a  crowded  and!  fashionable 
audience.  The  alterations  in  the  house  were  executed  after  designs 
by  Mr.  William  Wilkins,  the  patentee,  and  it  was  said  to  be  one 
of  the  handsomiest  theatres  in  the  provinoes. 

5.* — '*  The  Duke  of  Grafton's  hounds  unkenneled  a  fox  at  Fakenham 
Wood,  near  Euston,  and  after  a  chase  of  upwards  of  60  miles  in 
4  hours  5  minutes,  killed  him  at  New  Buckenham." 

27.* — "A  match  for  ten  guineas  (two  miles)  was  trotted  on  the 
turnpike  road  between  Setch  and  Lynn,  between  Mr.  Robson's  pony 
Filch  and  Mr.  Scarfe's  p>ony  Fidler,  which  was  won  with  great  ease 
by  the  former,  he  having  trotted  over  the  ground  at  the  rate  of 
18  miles  an  hour." 

Great  scarcity  prevailed  throughout  this  month.  About  £1,500 
was    subscribed    for    supplying   the    poor    ol    Norwich    with    f>oup, 
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and  upwards  of  247,000  quarts  were  distributed.  At  Norwich  market 
wheat  waa  quoted  at  the  beginning  of  the  month  at  1468.  per  quarter, 
and  rose  at  the  end  to  1808. ;  barley,  848. ;  and  oats,  50s.  Various 
expedients  were  adopted  to  lespen  the  consumption  of  bread.  "The 
officers  of  the  West  Norfolk  Militia,"  it  wa«  stated,  "have  entirely 
left  o£f  the  use  of  bread  at  their  mess,  and  have  forbid  the  use  of 
puddings  and  pies,  except  the  crust  is  made  of  rice  or  potatoes,  which 
they  eat  in  a  variety  of  shapes  as  a  substitute  for  bread."  Nurses 
wero  advised  to  use  linseed  meal  and  water  instead  of  bread  and 
milk  in  making  poultices. 


FEBRUARY. 

9. — Died  at  Postwick,  aged  21,  Edward  West,  who  had  served  as 
midshipman  under  Lord  Nelson  at  the  battle  of  the  Nile,  and 
accompanied  Capt.  Sir  Eldward  Berry  in  the  Foudroyant.  In  the 
action  with  the  Guillaume  Tell  "he  received  a  most  severe  wound, 
which  occasioned  a  decline." 

11. — ^A  General  Fast  was  observed  in  Norwich. 

14.* — "  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  although  many  large  manu- 
factures of  hempen  cloth  are  established  in  Norwich,  all  the  spinning 
of  the  hemp  is  done  in  Suffolk,  and  a  sufficient  quantity  is  with  diffi- 
culty obtained  from  thence.  It  is  suggested'  to  establish  a  spinning 
school  for  children,  under  the  patronage  of  benevolent  ladies." 

17. — A  company  was  formed  at  Norwich  for  the  erection  of  a  "public 
mill  to  be  worked  by  steam  for  supplying  the  bakers  and  inhabitants 
with  flour."  A  capital  of  £12,500  was  raised  in  transferable  sharee 
of  £25.  and  the  mill  was  erected  upon  a  site  near  Blackfriars'  Bridge. 

24. — Mr.  Charles  Harvey,  Steward  of  Norwich,  elected  Recorder, 
in  place  of  Mr.  Henry  Partridge,  resigned. 

28. — ^The  price  of  wheat  at  Norwich  Market  was  IB8s.  per  qaarter. 

MARCH. 

6. — The  Anacreontic  Society,  *'  which  foi  inany  years  has  l^eu  estab- 
lished in  Norwich,  and  to  which  the  cause  of  music  owes  so  much,** 
closed  its  winter  session.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Wodehouse,  Sir  William 
Jerningham,  Sir  Riohard  Bedingfeld,  and  Capt.  Sir  Eidward  Berry  were 
present.  The  Society  gave  monthly  concerts  in  the  Assembly  Room 
from  October  to  March.  In  the  advertisement  annoimcing  the  com- 
mencement of  the  next  session,  it  was  stated  that  the  first  concert 
would  "  begin  precisely  at  6 ;  supper-rooms  open  at  9,  and  the  Presi- 
dent to  quit  the  chair  at  12  o'clock." 

7. — Arrived'  in  Yarmouth  Roads,  the  St.  George,  ol  98  guns,  bearing 
the  flag  of  Lord  Nelson.  The  grand  fleet  of  47  ships  of  war  (with 
3,000  marines),  sailed  on  the  12th,  imder  the  command  of  Admiral 
Sir  Hyde  Parker,  in  the  London,  of  98  gruns,  with  Nelson  as  his  Vice- 
Admiral.  Tlie  fleet  first  "  rendezvoused  "  in  Leith  Road^,  where  it  was 
joined  by  seven  sail  of  the  line,  and  afterwards  proceeded  to  Copen- 
hagen. 
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10. — ^A  mob  assembled  at  Lynn  and  grossly  assaulted  several  millers 
and  farmers  by  throwing  at  them  stones  and  dirt.  In  the  evening 
they  broke  the  windows  in  the  dining-room  of  the  Duke's  Head  Inn. 
"  One  of  the  ringleaders  was  taken  to  gaol,  and  by  the  active  exertions 
of  the  Rutland  Militia  tranquillity  was  restored  without  bloodshed." 

11.* — "Mr.  Kett,  butcher,  of  Norwich,  undertook  to  ride  his  horse 
50  miles  in  four  hours.  He  started  from  St.  Stephen's  Gates  at  12 
o'clock,  reached  the  25th  milestone  on  the  Thetford  road  in  about  2^ 
hours,  and  returned  to  the  place  whence  he  had  set  out  one  and  a  half 
minutes  before  the  time  allowed.  Six  to  four  was  laid  that  the  horse 
did  not  perform  the  journey." 

14.* — [Advt.]  "  The  Yarmouth  and  Norwich  mail  coach  will  set  out 
from  the  King's  Head,  Market  Place,  Norwich,  andl  the  Star  Tavern, 
Quay,  Yarmouth,  every  day,  at  12  o'clock." 

16. — The  Invincible,  of  74  guns  (built  in  1766),  Rear-Admiral  Totty, 
on  her  way  to  join  the  grand  fleet,  got  on  the  Ridge,  near  Happisburgh 
Sand,  and  remained  there  till  daybreak  next  morning,  when  she 
floated  off.  On  entering  deep  water  she  went  down  immediately, 
with  several  officers  and  300  men.  Daniel  Grigson,  master  of  the 
Nancy  ood-smaok,  saved  seven  offioerB  and  about  190  of  the  crew. 
At  a  Court  Martial  held  at  Sheemess,  on  March  31st,  on  Admiral 
Totty  and'  the  surviving  officers  and  crew,  it  was  proved  that  the 
disaster  occurred  through  the  ignorance  of  the  pilot,  and  a  verdict 
of  honourable  acquittal  was  returned. 

19. — At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  held  at  Thetford,  before  Mr.  Justioe 
Grose,  the  action,  the  King  v.  Augustus  Beevor,  clerk,  wbjs  tried.  The 
information  was  filed  against  the  defendant  by  leave  of  the  Court  of 
King's  Bench,  for  sending  a  challenge  to  Major  Edward  Payne,  in  con- 
sequence of  a  dispute  that  had  taken  place  between  the  Major  and  the 
defendant's  father.  Defendant,  referring  to  Hhis  dispute,  wrote  to 
Major  Payne,  demanding  an  apology,  **  or  he  should  be  under  the 
neoessity  of  compelling  it  by  a  mode  generally  used  among  gentlemen." 
No  notice  was  taken  of  the  letter,  and  the  defendant  meeting  Major 
Payne  in  the  Market  Place  at  Norwich  told  him  publicly  ttat  "  the 
contempt  he  had  for  his  character  protected  his  person."  The  defen- 
dant was  found  guilty,  and  at  the  next  term  of  the  Court  of  King's 
Bench  (May  7)  was  sentenced  to  three  weeks'  imprisonment  in  the 
King's  Bench  Prison,  and  ordered  to  enter  into  his  own  reoognisanoes 
of  £500,  to  find  two  sureties  of  £250  each,  and  to  be  of  good  behaviour 
for  three  years. 

20.* — "  The  remains  of  Miss  Sophia  Goddard,  of  the  Theatre  Royal, 
Norwich,  were  interred  at  St.  Peter  Mancroft.  Mr.  Hindee,  the  manar 
ger,  and  the  principal  actors  attended  on  the  melancholy  occasion. 
This  young  lady  had  obtained  considerable  reputation  on  the  Norwich 
boards,  and  was  miaking  rapid  advance  to  eminence  in  her  profession 
when  death  prematurely  deprived  the  theatrical  world  of  an  actress 
whose  talents  would  have  ensured  her  success  on  any  stage.  She  sup- 
ported with  great  fortitude  and  resignation  a  long  and  painful  illness, 
brought  on  by  exertions  that  her  constitution  was  unequal  to,  and 
died  on  Sunday  last  (March  15),  in  her  26th  year,  sincerely  beloved 
and  lamented  by  her  family  and  friends." 

Wheat  this  month  rose  to  IBOs.  per  quarter. 
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APRIL. 

3. — Died  at  the  Cavalry  B&rracka,  Norwich,  Lieut.  Robert  ScuUj, 
13th  Light  Dragoons.  Hia  remains  were  interred  on  Sunday,  April 
4th,  with  militaiy  honours,  at  St.  Peter  Mancroft. 

4. — Died  at  Cambridge,  Mrs.  Lloyd,  widow  of  Dean  Lloyd,  aged  79. 
**  Her  performances  in  needlework  were  so  exquisitely  wrought  that 
they  may  justly  be  compared  with  the  paintings  of  the  most  celebrated 
artists.  The  Transfiguration  and  other  figures  represented  in  the 
eastern  windows  of  Norwich  Cathedral  have  displayed  the  Buperior  skill 
of  her  personal  attainments." 

Mousehold  Heath,  Norwich,  was  enclosed  and  cultivated.     Plots 

of  land  were  afterwards  let  at  258.  per  acre. 

John  Allen  (23)  and  John  Day  (26),  for  burglary  at  the  house 

of  the  Rev.  Isaao  Horsley,  at  North  Walsham ;  Richard  Grafton,  for 
stealing  a  cow  and  three  heifers;  and  James  Chettleburgh  (36),  for 
stealing  six  sheep  af,  Saxlingham,  were  executed  at  TTietford.  '*  Day 
confessed  to  having  committed  four  burglaries  previous  to  that  for 
which  he  suffered,  and  to  having  d^eeerted  thirteen  times  from  different 
regiments." 

In  consequence  of  objections  being  made  to  the  elections  of 

Messrs.  Staff  and  Proctor  in  the  Wymer  Ward,  and  of  Messrs.  Brittan 
and  Scott  in  the  Northern  Ward,  Norwich,  on  the  ground  of  their 
being  ineligible  under  the  Corporation  Act,  having  omitted  to  receive 
the  Sacrament  within  a  year  previous  to  the  election  of  Common 
Coimcil,  the  Mayor  did  not  make  the  returns  till  several  days  after 
the  usual  time.  At  a  Court  held  on  this  day,  the  Recorder  (Mr. 
Harvey),  alter  the  objections  had  been  fully  argued-  by  counsel, 
declared  that  the  persons  objected  to,  who  had  the  majority  of  votes, 
having  omitted  to  come  into  Court  according  to  summons,  were  not 
duly  elected;  but,  a«  no  regular  notice  had  been  g^ven  previous  to 
the  election,  the  candidates  in  the  minoritv  could  not  be  returned. 
On  May  2nd  a  ride  was  moved  for  in  the  Court  of  King's  Bendi,  to 
show  cause  why  a  mandamus  should  not  be  directed  to  ihe  Mayor  of 
Norwich  to  admit  Mr.  (Jeorge  Wymer  into  the  office  of  Common  Council- 
man of  the  city.  Similar  motions  were  made  on  behalf  of  Messrs. 
Bacon,  Cooke,  Fiske,  and  Webster,  the  otiier  defeated'  candidates. 
*'  Lord  Kenyon  desired  counsel  to  take  rule  to  show  cause,  and  to 
serve  the  rule  not  only  on  the  Mayor,  but  also  on  those  persons 
who  were  elected  in  fact,  but  not  dr  jure.^*  On  May  l3th.  Lord 
Kenvon  confirmed  the  decision  of  the  Recorder  that  "  neither  the 
candidates  who  had  the  majority  of  votes,  from  their  not  having 
taken  the  Sacrament,  nor  those  in  the  minoritv  were  dulv  elected." 
Another  election  for  the  wards  took  place  on  May  25th  and  26th. 

11.* — (Advt.)  "To  be  seen  alive  in  a  genteel  room  at  Mr.  Peck's 
Coffee-house,  Church  Stile,  Market-place,  Norwich,  the  largest  Rattle- 
enako  ever  seen  in  England,  42  years  old,  near  nine  feet  long,  in 
full  health  and  vigour.  He  is  well  secured,  so  that  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen  may  view  him  without  the  least  danger.  He  has  not 
taken  any  sustenance  for  the  last  11  months.  Admittance,  Ladies 
and  (rentlemen,   Is. ;  working  people  and  children,  6d." 

14. — Intelligrence  received  at  Yarmouth  of  the  destruction  of  the 
Danish  fleet  in   Cq>enhagen  Bay,  by   the    British   fleets  under    the 
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immediate  command  of  Lord  Nelson,  on  April  2nd,  after  a  battl-e 
of  four  hours.  Seventeen  sail  of  the  Danish'  navy  were  taken  or 
destroyed.  The  news  was  conveyed  to  Norwich  by  the  ooaoh,  which 
entered  the  city  with  colours  flying;  the  Volunteer  corps  paraded)  in 
the  Market  Place  and  fired!  a  ftu  de  joie,  and  the  bells  of  St.  Peter 
Mancroft  and  of  other  churohes  were  rung. 

18.* — "  By  the  latest  returns  of  the  Secret  Committee  the  County 
of  'Norfolk  is  reported  amongst  the  most  loyal  counties  in  the 
kingdom." 

20. — ^A  perforuLajnce  took  place  at  the  Theatre  Royal,  Norwich, 
"towards  raising  a  fund  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  through  age 
or  infirmity  are  obliged  to  retire  fr<Hn  the  Stage." 

23. — ^Died  at  Norwich,  Mr.  John  Bonseil,  aged  75  years,  "an 
eminent  leather  cutter,  who  for  upwards  of  20  years  lived  an  abstemi- 
ous life,  refraining  from  animal  food  and  fermented  liquors.  He  ren- 
dered himself  very  conspicuous  in  the  religious  world,  as  he  professed 
opinions,  in  a  great  measure  peculiar  to  himself,  which  bordered  upon 
fanaticism.  He  wrote  several  religious  controversial  pamphlets,  as 
'  The  Ram's  Horn,'  &o." 

25. — Comparative  returns  of  the  population  of  Norwich,  "  as  taken 
in  1801,  1786,  1752,  and  1693,"  were  published.  In  1801,  the  popu- 
lation was  36,832;  in  1786,  40,051;  in  1752,  36,169;  in  1693, 
28,881.  "The  decrease  of  the  population  of  this  city  since  1786  is 
3,219,  but  it  is  to  be  observed  that  1786  was  a  year  of  peace,  and 
that  in  the  returns  of  1801  those  serving  in  the  Navy,  Army,  and 
Militia  are  not  included.  Norwich,  during  the  present  war,  has 
furnished  at  least  4,000  recrxiits  for  the  Army  and  Navy,  and  these 
will  account  for  the  decrease,  and  also  for  the  great  excess  of  females, 
which  appears  by  the  returns  to  be  above  one-fourthi.  Of  the  present 
population,  408  are  chiefly  employed  in  agriculture,  and  12,267  in 
trade,  manufactures,  and  handicrafts." 


MAY. 

1. — "  There  being  again  this  year  no  alderman  below  the  (^air  who 
had  served  the  oflioe  of  Sheriff,  the  following  aldermen  were  put  in 
nomination  for  the  office  of  Mayor  :  — James  Crowe,  Sir  Roger  Kerrison, 
John  Morse,  and  Jeremiah  Ives,  jun.  At  the  close  the  numbers  were 
Ives,  668;  Crowe,  638;  Kerrison,  376;  Morse,  37."  At  a  court  of 
Mayoralty,  held  on  Sunday,  May  3rd,  it  was  ruled  that  Mr.  Crowe 
was  ineligible,  in  consequence  of  having  served  the  office  three  years 
previously  to  the  date  of  the  election.  Sir  Roger  Kerrison,  who  stood 
next  on  the  poll,  retired  in  favour  of  Mr.  Ives,  who  was  thereupon 
dieclaredl  electiedt,  and  was  duly  sworn  on  June  16th. 

9. — Died,  at  Eaaton  House,  Sir  Lambert  Blackwell,  Bart.,  aged  69. 
The  title  (conferred  on  his  grandfather  in  1718)  became  extinct.  He 
bequeathed  all  his  estates,  with  his  valuable  paintings,  books,  coins, 
&a,  to  Mr.  William  Foster,  jim.,  of  Norwich,  subject  to  certain 
annuities. 

16. — ^A  reduction  of  fromi  15?.  to  208.  per  quarter  in  the  price  of 
bread  com  was  announced.     There  was  sJso  a  decrease  in  the  price 
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of  live  cattle  of  all  kinds.  "  A  sixpenny  standard  wheaten  loaf,  whioh 
about  six  weeks  ago  weighed  only  1  lb.  4  oza  6  drs.,  now  weighs 
2  lbs.  10  ozs.  6  drs." 

23.* — ''Another  capital  prize  in  the  lottery  haa  come  down  to 
Norwich.  The  whole  ticket,  number  24,350,  a  prize  of  £l5,000  in 
tlie  July  Irish  Lottery,  is  the  sole  property  of  Charles  Weston,  Esq., 
banker  and  brewer  of  this  city.  The  ticket  was  purchased  twelve 
months  ago,  and  not  being  registered,  the  fortunate  holder  remained 
unconscious  of  hi  a  wealth  until  last  week,  when,  on  examining  the 
public  lists,  he  discovered  that  his  ticket  was  a  prize  of  the  amount 
above  stated." 


JUNE. 

2. — ^Mr.  Henry  Harmer  elected  Speaker  of  the  Common  Council  of 
Norwich,  in  place  of  his  father,  Mr.  Samuel  Harmer,  who  held  the 
office  upwards  of  20  years. 

4. — The  King's  Birthday  was  celebrated  at  Norwich  with  great 
demonstrations  of  joy.  The  Corporation  attended  service  at  the 
Cathedral,  the  Loyal  Military  Association  and  the  several  parochial 
associations  paraded  in  the  Market  Place  and  fired  a  ftu  de  joie,  and 
the  metmbers  of  the  Norwich  Light  Horse,  after  a  like  ceremony, 
dined  at  the  Maid's  Head.  Major  Patteson's  corps  adjourned  to 
Neeche*8  Gardens,  Capt.  Blake's  corps  to  the  Rose  Inn,  St  Augustine's, 
and  the  other  oorps  to  different  taverns.  The  Mayor  gave  a  dinner 
to  the  Aldermen. 

8.* — "A  quartermaster  of  the  13th  Light  Dragoons  rode  a  certain 
distance  up  Thorpe  Road  in  a  given  time,  with  his  face  to  the  horse's 
tail,  and  afterwards  up  the  sand  hill  near  Rett's  Castle  in  the  same 
position,  and  won  both  wagers." 

18.— The  body  of  William  Suffolk,  who  was  executed  in  March,  1797, 
for  the  murder  of  Mary  Beck,  of  North  Walsham,  was  taken 
down  by  authority  of  the  magistrates  and  interred  on  the 
spot  where  the  gibbet  was  erected.  ''  About  ten  days  back  a 
starling's  nest,  with  yoimg  ones,  was  taken  out  of  the  breast  of 
Watson,  who  hangs  on  a  gibbet  on  Bradenham  Common,  near 
Swaffham,  for  the  murder  of  his  wife,  which  was  witnessed  by  hundreds 
of  people  as  something  very  singular  and  extraordinary.*' 

20. — The  ensign  of  the  G^n^reux  having  been  presented  to  the 
city  by  Capt.  Sir  Edward  Berry,  the  Corporation  caused  it  to  be 
displayed  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  with  a  suitable  inscription. 

22. — Holkham  Sheep  Shearing  commenced  and  lasted  until  the 
26th.  Among  those  present  were  the  Duke  of  Bedford,  the  Duke 
of  Manchester,  and  other  distinguished  visitors.  The  new  implements 
exhibited  included^  a  machine  for  drilling  turnips,  invented  by  the 
Rev.  T.  C.  Munnings.  It  was  described  as  "  nothing  more  than  a 
perforated  tin  box,  affixed  to  and  vertical  with  the  axis  of  a  wheel- 
barrow." A  thrashing  machine  "  was  much  approved  of."  At  this 
meeting  Mr.  Coke  announced'  his  intention  to  give  premiums  for 
promoting  the  improvement  of  live  stock  and  for  encouraging 
experimental  husbandry. 
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25. — A  fire  broke  out  on  the  roof  of  Norwich  Cathedral,  and 
occasioned  damage  to  the  amount  of  £500.  Bishop  Manners  Sutton 
personally  distributed  refreshments  to  the  soldiers  and  others  who 
assisted  in  extinguishing  the  flames.  About  45  feet  of  the  roof  were 
destroyed.  The  fire  originated  from  the  carelessness  of  plumbers  at 
work  upon  the  building. 

27.* — "  At  the  ordinary  visitation  of  the  clergy  and  general  confirma- 
tion held  during  this  month,  Bishop  Manners  Sutton  confirmed  at 
Newmarket  1,150  persons  of  both  sexes;  at  Bury  St.  Edmund^ 
4,500;  at  Stowmarket,  1,150;  at  Ipswich,  1,300;  at  Woodbridge, 
1,150;  at  Framlingham,  960;  at  Becoles,  660;  and  at  Norwich,  1,100." 

29. — Vice-Admiral  Lord  Nelson  arrived  at  Yarmouth  in  the  Kite 
sloop,  Capt.  Domett,  from  Copenhagen.  He  immediately  proceeded 
on  foot  from  the  jetty  to  the  Hospital,  and  visited  the  sick  and 
wounded  seamen.  After  a  stay  of  about  three  hours,  his  lordship 
left  Yarmouth  for  London,  imder  escort  of  a  troop  of  Yeomanry 
Cavalry. 

The  price  of  wheat  at  the  end  of  this  month  fell  to  1208.  per 
quarter. 


JULY. 

11.* — "The  duty  on  port  wine  expected  at  Lynn  alone  will,  it 
is  said,  amount  to  £80,000." 

*"  The  Postmasters  General  have   permitted  the  mail  ooach 

iA}  be  established  from  Lynn  to  unite  with  that  from  Norwich  and 
Yarmouth  at  Barton  Mills." 

17. — Wroxham  Regatta  took  place.  "The  novelty  of  a  sailing 
match  attracted  a  great  deal  of  company."  It  was  won  by  the  Union, 
the  property  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Preston. 

18. — ^The  population  of  Norfolk  was  returned  as  274,221,  of  whom 
130,249  were  males  and  143,972  females. 

28. — ^At  a  general  meeting  of  the  Deputy-Lieutenants  and  magis- 
trates, presided  over  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  (the  Marquis  Townshend), 
it  was  resolved  to  adopt  measures  for  the  effectual  defence  of  the 
counly  and  the  preservation  of  property. 


AUGUST. 

1. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  held  at  Thetford,  before  Lord  Chief 
Baron  Macdonald,  was  tried'  the  action,  Stracey  v.  Davy.  The  plaintiff 
was  lord  of  the  Manor  of  Raokheath,  and  the  defendant  a  tenant  of 
Mr.  John  Morse,  jun.  Tlie  action,  which  was  for  trespass,  was  brought 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  certain  rights  set  up  by  the  defendant. 
Davy  sought  to  establish  the  privilege  of  sheep  walk  over  that  part 
of  Mousehold  Heath  then  belonging  to  the  parish  of  Rackheath.  He 
claimed  severally  the  right  of  feeding  500,  400,  and  300  sheep,  and 
also  the  right  of  depasturing  his  sheep  levant  and  couchant,  and 
in  various  other  modes.     The  special  jury  found  a  verdict  for  the 
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defendant,  and  confirmed  his  right  of  feeding  600  gheep  at  six  acore 
to  the  hundred. 

3. — ^The  annual  Venison  Feaat  was  held  at  th«  Red  Lion,  Fakenham, 
to  celebrate  Lord  Nelson's  victory  of  the  Nile. 

4. — ^Tbe  Norwich  parochial  Volunteer  Aasociationa  assembled  at  St. 
Andrew's  Hall,  and  afterwards  marched  to  the  Market  Place,  where 
Capt.  William  Herring,  the  commanding  officer  for  the  day,  read  a 
letter  from  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  requesting  the  men  to  be  prepared 
in  case  of  invasion. 

-''This  day,  from  five  in  the  morning  till  ten  at  night,  heavy 


cannonading  was  distinctly  heard  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Burton  and  several 
of  his  parishioners  at  Horsford,  which  was  at  the  time  su{^sed  to 
be  (the  cannonading  from  Lord  Nelson's  fleet  before  Boulogne." 

15. — ^Heniy  Lawn,  aged  41,  executed  on  the  Castle  Hill,  Norwich, 
for  horse  stealing.  "  He  denied  to  the  last  tliat  he  was  guilty.  He 
left  a  wife  and  six  children.  He  would  have  enjoyed  a  considerable 
property,  which  the  present  possessor  has  entailed  upon  his  children.^' 

24. — ^Tlie  Supplementary  Militia  was  re-embodied*.  During  this 
month  meetings  were  held  in  different  parishes  in  city  and  county  to 
discuss  the  means  to  be  adopted  in  case  of  invasion.  The  clergy  in 
country  parishes  took  account  of  the  live  and  dead  stock  that  oould 
be  renu)ved,  and  of  the  number  of  waggons  and  carts  to  be  made 
use  of.     The  drilling  of  Yeomanry  and  Volunteer  corps  became  general. 

SEPTEMBEB. 

20. — Died  at  Brompton,  Sir  John  Gresham,  Bart.,  the  last  male 
heir  of  the  family. 

26.* — "  A  person  residing  in  this  city  has  within  the  last  week  been 
convicted  in  penalties  amounting  to  £166  10s.,  for  having  laid  a  leaden 
pipe  from  his  dwelling-house  to  communicate  with  the  pipQS  belonging 
to  the  proprietors  of  tho  waterworks,  without  having  obtained  their 
consent  or  paid  the  accustomed  water  rent.  The  amount  was  paid  to 
the  company's  solicitor,  who  immediately  returned'  the  money,  except 
30  guineas,  which  he  has  |>aid  to  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital 
for  the  benefit  of  that  institution." 

The  portraits  of  Lord  Nelson,  by  Sir  William  Beechey,  and  of  Mr. 
John  Herring,  Mayor  of  Norwich  in  1799,  by  Opie,  were  this  month 
placed  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall. 


OCTOBER. 

1. — Intelligence  was  received  at  Yarmouth,  from  Constantinople, 
of  the  surrender  of  Alexandria  to  the  British  and  Turkish  armies  under 
General  Hutchinson  and  the  Grand  Vizier. 

3. — The  intelligence  reached  Norwich  that  the  Preliminariee  of  Peace 
had  been  signed  in  Paris.  There  were  great  rejoicings  on  the  10th 
on  the  ratification  of  the  news.  The  horses  of  the  mail  coach,  by 
which  the  intelligenoe  was  brought  to  the  city,  were  so  terrified  by 
the  demonstration  that  they  became  unmanageable,  the  ooacAk  was

overtumed,  and  the  ooachmaii,  the  guard,  and  some  of  the  passengerB 
injured. 

5. — ^At  Tarmouth,  during  the  Peace  illuminationB,  a  mob  broke  the 
windows  of  several  houses  oooupied  hj  Quakers.  The  ringleaders  were 
oommitted  for  trial  at  the  Sessions. 

7. — At  the  Norfolk  County  Sessions,  Elizabeth  Manship,  of  Ormesby, 
was  indicted  for  committing  an  outrage  upon  the  Rev.  EHi  Morgan 
Price,  when  in  the  act  of  officiating  at  Divine  service  at  the  parish 
church.  It  appeared  that  while  Mr.  Price  was  reading  a  new  form 
of  thanksgiving  "  for  thQ  late  plentiful  season  "  the  defendant  rushed 
out  of  her  pew  and  snatched  the  paper  out  of  his  hands,  to  the  very 
great  disturbance  and  alarm  of  the  congregation.  The  jury  found  the 
defendant  guilty,  and  she  was  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  £20. 

21. — ^A  general  illumination  took  place  in  Norwich  in  celebration 
of  the  Peace.  There  was  a  grand  display  of  transparencies,  and  a 
huge  bonfire  was  lighted  in  the  Market  Place,  around  which  the  Mayor 
and  Corporation  paraded.  The  celebration  was  general  throughout 
the  county. 

24.* — "  In  the  spring  of  this  year  the  Palace  Workhouse,  Norwich, 
contained  1,017  paupers.  They  are  now  reduced  to  425,  a  smaller 
number  than  has  been  known  for  the  past  20  years.  The  reduction 
in  the  other  workhouse  has  been  nearly  proportionate.'' 

NOVEMBER. 

2. — ^The  Prince  of  Orange  arrived  at  Yarmouth  from  London,  and 
on  t!be  6th  sailed  in  the  Diana  packet  for  Cuxhaven. 

13. — Peter  Donahue,  a  sergeant  in  the  30th  Regiment  of  Foot,  was 
executed  at  Lynn,  for  uttering  counterfeit  Bank  of  England  notes. 
"We  are  sorry  to  add  that  he  appeared  sensible  for  many  minutes 
after  he  was  turned)  off,  and  a  large  effusion  of  blood  gushed  from 
his  mouth  and  nose,  which  rendered  the  scene  most  awful,  terrible, 
and  distressing." 

20. — ^Prince  William  Frederick  of  Gloucester  arrived  at  the  house 
of  Mr.  J.  Patteson,  at  Norwich,  and  in  the  afternoon  stood  sponsor 
for  Mr.  Patteson's  youngest  son,  who  was  christened  at  St.  Stephen's 
Church  by  the'  name  of  William  Frederick.  The  Prince  afterwards 
went  to  Houghton,  where  Lord  Cholmondeley  gave  a  grand  fite  in 
honour  of  the  Peace.  On  his  return  to  Norwich,  on  November  26th, 
his  Royal  Highness  attended  a  ball  and  supper,  given  by  Mrs.  Charles 
Manners  Sutton  at  fhe  Bishop's  Palace. 

21.* — "  The  coursing  meeting  at  Swaffham  last  week  was  numerously 
and  respectably  attended.  The  silver  cup  was  won  by  Mr.  Denton's 
bitdi  Nettle,  w'hicli  beat  Mr.  Tyssen's  bitch.  The  assembly  was 
brilliantly  and  numerously  attended." 

DECEMBER, 

6. — It  was  announced  that  the  Duke  of  Norfolk  intended  to  "  pull 
down  the  old  Palace,  now  used  as  a  workhouse,  and  employ  the 
premises  for  some  beneficial  and  ornamental  purpose." 
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16. — The  old  Hall  at  Stratton  Strawless,  belonging  to  Mr.  Robert 
Marsham,  waa  destroyed  by  fire.  The  family  had  removed  a  few  weeks 
before  into  the  new  hall. 

26. — ^A  serious  affray  occurred  at  Horsford  between  two  Excise 
officers,  assisted  by  two  privates  of  the  3rd  Dragoon  Guards,  and  30 
smugglers.  The  officers  had  seized  a  large  quantity  of  smuggled 
goods  at  Cawston,  and  the  smugglers  succeeded  in  retaking  only  a 
small  part.  One  of  the  soldiers  was  shot;  several  of  the  smugglers 
were  desperately  wounded,  and  two  died  of  their  wounds. 

*(Advt.)     *'  The  Lord  Nelson  now  Light  Coaoh,  fix>m  London 

to  Lynn  in  H  hours,  through  Cambridge  and  £ly.  Agreeable  to  tbe 
wishes  of  the  Vioe-Chancellor  and  several  members  of  the  University, 
the  proorietors  mean  to  relinquish  travelling  on  the  Sunday.  Hie 
coach  will  leave  the  Grolden  Cross,  Charing  Cross,  on  Monday,  Wednes- 
day, and  Friday  mornings  at  half-past  five,  arrive  at  Cambridge  at 
one,  and  Lynn  at  eight  in  the  evening.  The  coach  will  return  from 
the  Globe  Inn,  Lynn,  on  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday  mornings.

*(A(lvt.)     "Tlie     Lord     Nelson     Coach,     from     London     to 

Fakenham.  The  coach  leaves  the  Crown,  Fakenham,  on  Sunday, 
Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday ;  sups  at  Cambridge,  and  arrives  in 
London  about  seven  in  the  morning.  From  the  Golden  Cross,  siune 
days,  at  six  in  the  evening."

JANUARY. 

2.* — "  Mr.  W.  E.  Bulwer,  of  Heydon,  has  resolved  to  divide  all  his 
farms  into  200  acres,  as  they  come  out  of  lease.  They  are  worthy 
the  attention  of  industrious  men  wanting  situations." 

4. — ^The  Duke  of  Bedford^  Lord  Paget,  and  Lord  John  Thynne,  with 
four  other  gentlemen,  on  a  visit  to  Ijord  Cholmondieley  at  Houghton, 
"  had  the  greatest  day*s  sport  ever  known  in  Norfolk.  They  killed 
altogether  165  hares,  42  pheasants,  5  rabbits,  2  woodcock,  and  2 
partridges,  and  this  notwithstanding  that  the  woods  had  been  beat 
five  times  this  season." 

9. — A  reduction  of  Ss.  6d.  in  the  pound  poor-rates  announced.  The 
mulct  was  fixed  at  7s.  in  the  pound.  ''For  the  last  30  years  there 
have  not  been  so  few  paupers  in  the  two  workhouses,  principally 
owing  to  the  manufacturers  of  Norwich  having  such  large  orders 
to  execute  that  hands  are  actually  wanted." 

The  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  of  the  Blofield  and 

South  Walsham  troop  of  Yeomanry  Cavaliy  offered  to  continue  their 
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Rp.rvicefl  to  the  6overnm€iit,  and  "  thanked  the  afficers  for  the 
unremitting  and  polite  attention  paid  to  them  sinoQ  the  establishment 
in  1794."  Other  troops  of  Yeomanry  in  the  county  made  similar 
offers. 

13.* — "  Died  lately  at  Bristol  Hot  Wells,  where  she  had'  gone  for 
the  recovery  of  her  health,  the  Countess  of  Leicester." 

*"  Died  last  week  Mr.  William  Webedale.     This  venerable  man 

lived  in  three  centuries,  and  expired  at  the  advanced  age  of  102 
years." 

*The  following  Coach  advertisements  w^e  published  on  this 

date:  — 

"  Royal  Lynn  Mail  Coach  sets  out  daily  from  the  Duke's  Head  Inn, 
Lynn,  by  way  of  Brandon,  Barton  Mills,  Newmarket,  Boumbridge, 
and  Epping,  to  the  White  Horse,  in  Fetter  Lane,  whence  it  returns 
every  d&j  at  three  o'clock." 

"The  Fakenham  and  Swaffham  Light  Post  Coach  sets  out  daily 
from  the  Red  Lion,  in  Fakenham,  at  two  o'clock,  and  returns  from 
London  as  above." 

*'The  Lord  Nelson  Coach,  from  Lynn  to  Norwich  in  seven  hours. 
From  the  Globe,  Lynn,  to  the  King's  Head,  Norwich  every  Monday, 
Wednesday,  and  Friday,  returning  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday 
at  seven  o'clock  eaoh  morning." 

"The  Lynn  and  Norwich  Machine,  from  the  Crown  Tavern,  Lynn, 
to  the  White  Swan,  Norwich*.  Runs  three  times  a  week.  Insides, 
128.;  outsides,  Ts." 

14. — ^Mr.  William  Earle  Bulwer  installed  Provincial  Grand  Master 
of  FreemajMnis  at  the  White  Swan,  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich. 

15. — The  thermometer  "  very  near  to  0  (32  degrees  below  freezing 
point)." 

16. — ^A  fine  grey  eagle  was  taken  alive  in  a  trap  upon  the  estate 
of  Lord  Montrath,  at  Weeting.  It  measured  from  the  extremity 
of  each  wing  7  feet  8  inohes,  and  from  the  beak  to  the  tail  nearly 
four  feet. 


FEBRUARY. 

15. — ^The  Norwich  Court  of  Guardians  considered  the  question  of 
the  erection  of  a  new  workhouse.  The  average  number  of  poor 
maintained  in  the  two  workhouses  during  the  previous  18  years  had 
been  1,282.  It  was  recommended  that  one  building  be  erected  to 
acoonmiodate  1,300,  the  money  to  be  borrowed  on  shares  of  £100 
each,  bearing  interest,  and  to  be  paid  off  by  lot,  so  that  the  whole 
debt^  with  interest  thereon,  would  be  discharged  in  20  years.  A 
Bill  was  brought  before  Parliament  and  received  the  Royal  assent  on 
May  24th,  and  a  site  for  the  building  was  purchased  near  "  the 
opening  to  Ohapel  Field."  On  December  7th,  in  consequence  of 
observations  made  by  Mr.  Alderman  Rigby  on  the  subject  of  outdoor 
relief,  the  question  was  deferred  imtil  the  committee  had  informed 
the  Court  whether  "  these  allowances  may  not  be  so  extended  without 
any  diminution  of  the  comforts  of  the  poor  as  to  render  unnecessary 
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the  building  of  sudh  a  workhouse  as  has  hitiherto  been  proposed." 
The  scheme  for  the  erection  of  t&e  workhouse  was  ultimately 
abandoned. 

2L — Died,  Mr.  Henry  Skipper,  djrer,  St.  Peter  Hungate,  Norwich. 
''  He  was  in  his  time  a  famous  pugilist,  and  fought  seyeral  pitched 
battles  with  Algar,  Henry,  and  others." 


MARCH. 

16. — Died,  at  his  house  in  Greville  Street,  Hatton  Garden,  London, 
in  the  2dth  year  of  his  age,  Thomas  Archibald  Murray,  M.D.,  one 
of  the  physicians  of  the  public  dispensary  in  Carey  Street,  and  of 
the  House  of  Recovery  for  Infectious  Diseases,  an  institution  which, 
in  a  great  measure,  owed  its  establishuient  to  Dr.  Murray*B  exertions. 
He  was  the  youngest  son  of  Dr.  John  Murray,  founder  of  the  Scots 
Society  in  Norwich,  who  died  September  26th,  1792. 

20.* — '*  Died,  lately,  at  Strawberry  Hill,  near  CoUunipton,  Devon- 
shire, aged  78,  the  Earl  of  Montrath,  of  Woeting  Hall.  The  Elarldom 
is  extinct.  His  lordship  left  a  legacy  of  £2,000  to  the  Norfolk  and 
Norwich  Hospital.  His  invariable  dread  of  small-pox  occasioned  his 
lordship  to  lead  absolutely  the  life  of  a  recluse.  His  terror  was  so 
great  that  ho  had  five  houses  between  his  seat  at  Weeting  and  his 
house  in  Devonshire,  to  prevent  the  chance  of  infection,  and  at  these 
houses  small  establishments  were  kept  up,  as  he  dared  not  sleep 
in  an  inn." 

24. — At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  held  at  Thetford,  the  Grand  Jury 
made  a  presentment,  to  the  effect  that,  as  hay  and  com  were 
considerably  reduced  in  price,  publicans  and  posting-masters  might, 
without  injury  to  themselves,  decrease  their  charges.  It  was  resolved 
"  That  those  publicans  and  posting-masters  who  have  already  reduced 
their  charges  are  deserving  approbation  and  encouragemeivt.'^  In  an 
advertisement  published  on  April  24th  the  post-masters  stated  that 
from  the  heavy  duties  imposed  upon  carriages,  the  first  expense  of 
chaises  and  their  repair,  tbe  increased  price  of  horses  and  of  smith's 
work,  tbey  could  not,  without  ^eat  injury  to  themselves  and  their 
families,  make  any  abatement  in  the  charge  of  fifteen  pence  (which 
included  the  payment  of  a  duty  of  3d'.)  per  mile,  they  having  been 
considerable  losers  during  tihe  previous  two  years. 

27. — ^Died,  at  Melton  Constable,  Sir  Ekiward  Astley,  Bart.,  who 
represented  Norfolk  in  four  successive  Parliamenta  He  was 
succeeded  in  the  title  and  estates  by  Sir  J.  H.  Astley,  his  only 
surviving  son  by  his  first  wife,  the  eldest  sister  of  John  Lord  Delaval, 
of  Seaton  Delaval,  Northumberland. 

30. — News  was  received  of  the  Definite  Treaty  of  Peace  having 
been  signed  at  Amiens,  on  March  27th,  by  the  Marquis  Cornwallis 
and  Buonaparte.  The  Norwich  Loyal  Military  Associations  assembled 
at  St.  Andrew's  Hall.  "Instead  of  field-pieces  and  ammunition 
waggons  the  martial  divisions  were  procedied  in  their  march  from 
the  Hall  to  the  Market  Place  by  two  brewers'  drays,  laden  with  six 
barrels  of  Norwich  porter,  which  were  drunk  with  much  joy.'

remembered.  The  next  poor-rate,  in  consequenoe,  will  not  exceed 
4s.  3d.  in  the  pound  in  Norwich." 

*"It  appears  from  the  returns  of  assessment  of  income  that 

Norfolk  and  Norwich  last  year  oontributedl  £111,513  17«.  Id.,  of  which 
sum  £18,801  Os.  3^d.  was  paid  by  persons  possessing  incomes  under 
£200  a  year,  and  £92,712  IBs.  9fd.  by  persons  of  superior  income.'* 

17.* — (Advt.)  "Bear  Baiting.  Henry  Gerrard  respectfully 
informs  the  public  that  there  will  be  a  Bear  Baiting  in  a  meadow 
belonging  to  the  Ferry  Farm  House,  Great  Yarmouth),  on  Monday 
next,  the  19th  inst.,  in  the  afternoon.  Admission  Is.;  6d.  to  be 
returned  in  liquor."  (Die  baiting  was  presented  by  the  action  of 
the  county  justices.) 

^William  Dunnett,  for  horse  stealing,  and  John  Saunders,  for 

stealing  a  cow,  were  executed  at  Thetford. 

24. — The  East  and  West  Regiments  of  Norfolk  Militia  disembodied 
at  Yarmouth  and  Dereham..  The  seyeral  corps  of  Yeomanry  Cavalry 
and  Volunteer  Infantry,  on  being  disbanded,  were  thanked  by  the 
Government  for  their  services. 

***The  whole  of  the  French  and  Dutch  prisoners  confined  in 

Yaxley  Barracks  were  lacrt  week  put  on  board  different  vessels  in 
Lynn  harbour,  from  whence  they  proceeded  to  their  respective 
countries." 

26. — Died,  at  Bath,  aged  78,  the  Rev.  Edmimd  Nelson,  father 
of  Lord  Nelson.  He  was  rector  of  Bumham  Thorpe,  to  which  he 
was  presented  in  1755  by  Lord  Walpole. 

27. — ^To  oommemorate  the  opening  of  the  new  organ,  '^  built  by 
the  celebrated  Mr.  England,  of  London,"  the  oatitorio,  "  The  Messiah," 
was  performed  at  St.  George  Colegate  Church,  Norwich,  which  was 
"lighted  up  and  matted  for  the  occasion."  The  organ  was  opened 
by  Mr.  Beckwith,  who  also  conducted'  the  band.  'Riree  shillings  was 
chaiged  for  admission  to  the  church. 

MAY, 

3. — The  Corporation  of  Norwich  voted  an  address  to  his  Majesty 
the  King  on  the  acquisition  of  Peace.  The  address  was  presented 
to  his  Majesty  at  a  Lev^e  at  St.  James's  Palace,  on  May  2l8t,  by  Mr. 
Jeremiah  Ives,  jun..  Mayor;  Sir  Roger  Kerrison,  Mayor-Elect;  and 
Mr.  William.  Foster,  jun. 

4. — ^Peaoe  was  proclaimed  by  the  Mayor  and  Corporation,  who  went 
in  procession  through  the  streets  of  Norwich.  Major  Patteson's  corps 
of  Volunteers  and  the  several  parochial  military  associations,  after 
firing  volleys  in  the  Market  Place,  marched  to  the  residence  of  th^ 
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Mayor-Elect,  where  they  deposited  their  muskets  and  reginieiital 
oolours.  Officers  and  men  afterwards  repaired  to  Neeohe's  Gardens, 
where  they  dined.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  general  illumination. 
The  day  was  similarly  observed  at  Yarmouth. 

10. — ^A  fUe  was  held  in  Reffley  Wood,  near  Lynn.  A  "fine 
Norfolk  sheep"  was  roasted  for  the  fea»t,  presided  over  by  Sir 
Martin  ffolkes. 

13. — Died,  aged  85,  Mrs.  Beaton,  of  St.  John  Maddermarket, 
Norwich.  "  She  was  a  native  of  Wales,  and  commonly  called  here 
"The  Freemason,'  from  the  ciroumstance  of  her  having  contrived 
to  conceal  herself  one  evening  in  the  wainscoting  of  the  lodge-room, 
where  she  learnt  that  secret,  the  knowledge  of  which  thousands  of 
her  sex  in  vain  attempted  to  arrive  at.  She  was  a  very  singular 
old  woman,  and,  as  a  proof  of  it,  the  secret  died  with  her." 

14. — ^A  heavy  fall  of  snow,  which  in  many  places  lay  more  than 
an  inch  thick  upon  the  ground.  On  the  15th  there  was  a  severe 
frost,  and  snow  fell  for  two  hours.  At  Langley  and  other  places 
it  was  between  three  and  four  inches  in  depth. 

22. — Between  one  and  two  o'clock  in  the  morning  the  dwelling- 
house  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sykes,  of  Guestwick,  was  burglariously  entered 
by  two  men.  "  They  presented  themselves  at  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sykes' 
bedside,  llieir  faces  were  blackened,  and  one  of  them  had  on  a  slip 
of  linen,  and  the  other  a  woman's  checked  bed-gown.  They  eacdi  had 
a  oud'gel  and  a  candle  in  their  hands.  They  said,  '  We  have  pistols ; 
your  money  or  your  lives.'  One  of  them  remained  by  the  bedside, 
while  the  other  plundered  the  drawers.  Then  they  departed*,  carrying 
away  some  money  and  a  watch." 

24. — The  Duke  of  Cambridge  sailed  from  Yarmouth  in  the.  Amphion 
frigate  for  Hanover,  of  which  kingdom  he  was  appointed'  Regent. 

24. — ^Died,  aged  90,  Mrs.  Ann  Fuller,  of  Raveningham.  "Her 
remains  were  interred  at  the  parish  of  Toft  Monks.  The  pall  was 
supported  by  six  grandchildfen,  and  the  funeral  attended  by  children, 
grandchildren,  and  great  grandchildren  in  her  o^vn  lineal  descent  to 
the  number  of  47." 

29. — ^At  a  county  meeting  an  address  to  his  Majesty  on  the  Peace 
was  moved  by  the  Hon.  Col.  Wodehouse,  seconded  by  the  Hon.  Col. 
Harbord,  and  unanimously  adopted.  The  addreps  was  presented  to 
the  King  by  Mr.  Robert  Wilson,  High   Sheriff. 

31. — A  fire  occurred  at  Swanton  paper  mill,  a  great  part  of  which 
was  destroyed,  with  all  the  paper.  The  damage  was  estimated  at 
£4,000. 


JUNE. 

1. — ^This  day  was  ordered  to  be  observed  as  one  of  general 
thanksgiving  for  the  Restoration  of  Peace.  The  Mayor  and 
Corporation  of  Norwich  attended  the  Cathedral,  and  the  appointed 
service  was  performed  at  all  parish  churches.  At  Lynn,  the 
inhabitants,  instead  of  having  an  illimiination,  collected  £300,  which 
was  distributed  amongst  the  poor. 
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21. — ^Holkham  Sheep  Sheering  commtenced.  A  new  thrashing 
machine  was  exhibited.  An  improved  drill  for  turnip  sowing  was 
also  shown.  ''From  the  same  barrel  seed  and  oilcake  manure  are 
delivered  into  one  tube,  through  which  it  is  deposited'  in  the  earth 
by  the  same  coulters." 

22. — Guild  Day  at  Norwich.  The  Mayor,  Sir  Roger  Kerrison,  went 
to  the  Cathedral  "  in  a  most  elegant  new  chariot,  the  colour  of  royal 
blue;  the  coachm.an  and  the  three  footmen  behind  had  handsome 
new  liveries,  with  gold-laced  cocked  hats  and  gold-headed  oanes." 
His  worship  "  wore  a  full  dress  coat  and  embroidered  waistcoat."  At 
ihe  Guild  feast,  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  800  guests  were  present;  and 
at  the  ball  given  in  the  evening,  at  Chapel  Field  House,  Mr.  T.  A. 
Kerrison  and  Miss  Chad  opened  the  dancing  for  the  450  guests. 

26.* — (Advt.)  "On  Wednesday,  the  30th  inst.,  a  main  of  cocks 
will  be  fought  at  Aylsham,  between  the  gentlemen  of  Suffolk  and 
tbe  gentlemen  of  Norfolk,  for  ten  guineas  a  battle  and  twenty  the 
odd.  Feeder  for  Suffolk,  Nath.  Rowen;  ditto  for  Norfolk,  Henry 
Seaman." 

JULY. 

2. — Dibden  gave  his  entertainmyent,  "  Sans  Souci,"  at  the  Theatre 
Royal,  Norwioh.  The  performance  was  repeated  on  the  succeeding 
evening. 

5. — ^Parliament  having  been  dissolved  on  June  29th,  the  election 
of  members  for  the  ci^  of  Norwich  took  place  on  this  day.  The 
candidates  were  the  Right  Hon.  Wra.  Windham,  of  Felbrigg,  and  Mr. 
John  Frere,  of  Roydon ;  Mr.  Robert  Fellowes,  of  Shottesham,  and  Mr. 
William  Smith.  At  the  close  of  the  poll  the  numbers  were : — ^Fellowes, 
1,532;  Smith,  1,439;  Windham,  1,356;  Frere,  1,328.  There  was 
great  rioting.  The  chairing  took  place  on  the  day  following  the 
declaration  of. the  poll. 

12. — ^After  the  lapse  of  34  years,  a  contested  election  took  place 
for  the  county  of  Norfolk.  The  poll  opened  on  the  12tli,  and 
continued  for  eight  days.  The  result  was  declared  as  follows:  — 
Mr.  Thomas  Wm.  Coke,  4,317;  Sir  Jacob  Henry  AsUey,  3,612;  the 
Hon.  Col.  Wodehouse,  3,517.  A  scrutiny  was  demanded  by  tlie 
friendts  of  tlhe  latter  and  granted.  It  commenced  on  July  30th, 
and  continued  till  Auerupt  28th,  when  Col.  Wodehouse's  counsel  retired 
from  the  case,  and  Sir  J.  H.  Astley  and  Mr.  Coke  were  declAred  duly 
elected.  The  expenses  of  the  contest  were  estimated  at  £35,000, 
and  the  amount  spent  by  the  successful  candid'ates  to  bring  distant 
voters  to  the  poll  was  enormous. 

Mr.  John  Hockham  Frere,  of  Roydon,  was  this  month  appointed 
Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  the  Court  of 
Madrid. 

AUGUST. 

12. — ^This  year's  anniversary  service  at  the  Cathedral,  in  aid  of  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwioh  Hospital,  realised  £165  3s.  4|d.      With  the 
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prooeedi  of  the  dinner  at  the  Maid's  Head  Inn,  the  total  amount 
handed  to  the  inatitution  was  £204  I7ft.  8}d. 

14.* — ^"We  hear  from  Brussels  t^t  a  party  of  gentlemen  from 
L3mn  haye  reached  that  city  in  the  Hebe  pleasure  yacht.  This  being 
the  first  yessel  that  eyer  displayedl  the  British  flag  in  Brussels  tibe 
quay  of  the  port  has  been  crowded  with  spectators  looking  at  bar." 

17. — ^A  duel  was  fou^t  on  Household  Hemth,  Norwicfci,  by  Mr. 
Robert  Alderson,  a  well-known  barrister,  and  Mr.  Gri^by.  The  latter 
conceiyed  that  he  had  been  unfairly  treated  in  cross-examination  by 
Mr.  AldersoQ  at  the  Suffolk  Asnzes,  and,  refusing  to  accept  his 
explanation,  sent  him  a  challenge.  "  Mr.  Alderson  was  attended  to 
the  field  by  Mr.  Mackintosh,  and  Mr.  Grigby  by  Mr.  Turner.  Two 
shots  were  exchanged,  with  no  effect  than  that  of  Mr.  Grigby's  first 
ball  passing  thny^gh  the  skirts  of  Mr.  Alclerson's  coat.  A  oordial 
reoonciliation  waa  afterwards  effected." 

28. — ^William  Rix  was  executed  on  Castle  Hill,  Norwich,  for  sheep 
stealing. 

SEPTEMBER. 

5. — ^The  organ  of  the  Octagon  Chapel,  Norwiclh,  was  opened  by 
Mr.  Beokwith.     The  instrument  wa«  built  by  Crotch. 


OCTOBER. 

4. — ^A  grand  Musical  Festiyal  was  held  in  Norwich,  under  the 
direction  of  Messrs.  Beckwith  and  Sharp,  and  Mr.  Ashley,  of  London, 
Mrs.  Billington,  Mr.  Bartleman,  and  Mr.  Braham  were  the  principal 
artistes.     The  last  performance  was  giyen  on  the  7th. 

8. — ^The  Princess  of  Wales  concluded  a  visit  to  the  Marquis  and 
Marchioness  Townshend  at  Rainham,  and  returned  to  Blackheath. 

13. — ^Mr.  Alderman  Francis  Cohunbine  resigned  his  seat.  Owing 
to  his  pecuniary  distress,  the  Corporation  of  Norwich  granted'  to  him 
and  his  daughter  an  annuity  of  £100. 

14. — ^Races  were  held  at  Blickling  Park.  Lady  Caroline  Harbord 
gaye  a  ball  and  supper,  attended'  by  upwards  of  100  guests  from 
Aylsham  and  the  neighbourhood. 

18. — Three  gentlemen,  for  a  considerable  wager,  undertook  to  walk 
blindfolded  from  Post  Offioe  Court  to  the  great  doors  of  St.  Peter 
Mancroft  Church,  Norwich,  in  15  minutes.  "  Two  of  them  performed 
it  in  less  than  the  given  time,  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  spectators, 
but  the  other  unfortunate  gentleman  bent  his  course  rapidly  for  the 
Upper  Market,  and  found  himself  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  at 
the  great  doors  of  St.  Andrew's  Hall." 

21. — Mr.  Edward  Rigby  was  elected  Alderman  of  the  Great  Northern 
Ward,  in  room  of  Mr.  Francis  Columbine,  after  a  severe  contest  lasting 
two  days.     His  opponent  was  Mr.  Jonathan  Davey. 

23. — ^Died,  at  Vienna,  aged  80,  General  Jemingham,  nephew  of  Sir 
George  Jemingham,  Bart.,  of  Costessey.     He  was  upwards  of  50  years 
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in  the  Imperial  Bervioe,  and  waa  Ghazniberiin  to  the  EmpreeB  Maria 
Thereaa  and  to  the  Bmperon  Joeephs  Leopold,  and  Franoia. 


NOVEMBER. 

8. — Swafiham  ooun&ng  meeting  commenoed. 

25. — ^Mr.  Welby,  of  Blicklin<r,  undertook,  for  a  bet  of  50  guineas, 
to  ride  his  mare  90  miles  on  the  Aylsham  road  in  ten  hours,  all  paces. 
''She  performed  the  first  80  miles  in  8  houn  25  minutes,  and  had 
an  hour  and  thirty-five  minutes  to  run  the  last  ten  miles,  but  was 
unable  to  aooompHsh  it,  to  the  great  disappointment  of  those  who 
bet  three  and  four  to  one  that  the  mare  perfonned  the  journey."

FEBRUARY. 

8. — At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwioh,  a  oommittee  was 
appointed  to  prepare  a  Bill  to  be  laid  before  a  future  meeting  for 
the  better  paring,  lighting,  watching,  and  cleansing  of  the  oity.  A 
meeting  was  held  on  the  15th,  at  which  resolutions  were  passed  in 
opposition  to  the  proposal;  and  in  the  month  of  March  it  was 
announced  that  the  Paving  Comjnittee  deemed'  it  adrisable  in  the  then 
state  of  public  affairs  to  defer  going  to  Parliament  with  their  Bill  until 
the  next  Session. 

^Died,  after  baring  lived  in  three  centuries,  Mary  Helsdy)n,  of 

East  Ruston,  widow.  ''Her  age  wajs  105  years  11  months;  she 
retained  her  faculties  till  about  a  year  before  her  death,  and  she  left 
a  progeny  of  near  80  persons,  including  children,  grandchildren,  great 
grandchildren,  and  great-great  grandbhildren." 

12.* — ^"Mr.  Coke,  of  Holkham,  let  out  his  Southdown  tups  last 
season  for  £1,500." 

Nearly  100  pairs  of  shoes,  the  property  of  20  different  persons 

who  had  been  fined  for  making  them  contraiy  to  Act  of  Parliament, 
were  publicly  burnt  in  Norwich  Market  Place.  One  shoemaker,  for 
refusing  to  allow  the  searchers  to  perform  their  duty,  was  fined'  the 
full  penalty  of  £5.  The  tradespeople,  after  obtaining  counsel's 
opinion,  gave  notice  that  actions  for  trespass  would  be  taken  against 
searchers  and  sealers  of  leather  if  they  entered  their  premise&  On 
March  7th  two  riioemakers  were  fined-  for  offering  resistence. 

23. — ^Died,  Mr.  Wignell,  manager  of  the  Philadelphia  Theatre.  He 
married,  a  short  time  before  his  death,  Mrs.  Merry,  formerly  Misa 
Brunton,  of  Norwich  Theatre. 

24. — ^Died,  at  Coltishall,  Mr.  Bartlett  Gumey,  banker,  of  Norwich, 
aged  46.    He  left  £500  to  the  {Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital. 
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MARCH. 

5.* — ''Mr.  Stephen  Martin,  an  old  gentleman  who  lately  died  at 
Brentwood,  bequeathed  to  the  minister  and  churoliwardens  of  St. 
Giles',  Norwich,  the  sum  of  £1,000  Stock  in  the  three  per  cent. 
Consols,  to  be  laid  out  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  of  that 
pariah,  of  which  he  was  a  native.  He  was  bom  in  1717,  and  when 
an  infant  waa  taken  to  Jamaica,  where  he  am^aaed  a  fortune." 

7. — At  an  assembly  of  the  Corporation  of  Norwich  an  address  of 
congratulation  was  ordered  to  be  piresented  to  his  Majesty  ''on  the 
providential  discovery  of  ^e  late  traitorous  conspiracy  against  his 
Royal  person  and  Government,  entered  into  by  Col.  Despard  and  six 
other  persons,  wiio  were  executed  on  the  top  of  the  new  Surrey  prison, 
in  Horsemonger  Lane,  on  February  2l8t."  The  address  waa  presented 
to  the  King  by  the  Mayor  (Sir  Roger  Kerrison),  accompanied  by  Mr. 
Robert  Fdlowes,  M.F.,  and  Alderman  John  Harvey.  Similar  addresses 
were  voted  by  the  Corporations  of  Yarmouth,  Thetford,  and  Lynn; 
and  by  the  High  Sheriff  and  Grand  Jury  of  Norfolk  at  the  Assizes 
at  Thetford.  The  latter  address  was  presented  by  Sir  J.  H.  Astley, 
M.P.,  and  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P.,  on  March  30th. 

11. — ^Died,  aged  73,  Mr.  Thomas  Twiddy,  "who  had  been  many 
years  trumpet  herald  to  the  Norwich  Company  of  Comedians." 

14. — ^Died,  Mrs.  Parfrey,  aged  80,  wife  of  Mr.  R.  Parfrey,  of  Holme 
Hale,  near  SwafFham.  "  T^e  public  will  beet  recollect  her,  as  a 
doctress,  by  her  former  name  of  Fyson,  and  for  the  many  cures  she 
made  in  dropsy  and  other  complaints." 

15. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall  the  late  members  of 
the  Norwich  Loyal  Military  Association,  in  consequence  of  the  aspect 
of  public  affairs,  offered  their  services  to  the  Government. 

19.* — "  Two  pairs  of  eagles  were  lately  shot  near  Yarmouth-.  One 
pair  measured  and  weighed  as  follows: — ^Female,  length,  3  feet 
4  inches;  extent  of  wings,  8  feet;  weight,  9}  lbs.  Male,  length, 
2  feet  9  indies;  extent  of  wings,  7  feet  1  inch;  weight,  9^  lbs. 
Seventeen  wild  swans  have  also  been  shot  by  one  man  in  t^  week.'' 

21. — ^The  Militia  Regiments  in  the  ooimty  this  day  assembled  at 
Yarmouth,  East  Dereham,  and  Swsffham. 

22.— At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  held  at  Thotlord,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Grose  and  a  special  jury,  the  case,  Astley  v,  Harwood,  was  tried. 
This  was  an  action  for  defamation.  It  was  alleged  that  the  defendant, 
at  a  ball  held  on  July  6th,  1802,  the  day  after  the  Norwich  election, 
moxmted  a  table,  and,  addressing  the  company,  called  the  plaintiff 
a  liar,  a  ooward,  an  assassin,  a  scoundrel,  and  a  murderer,  "  for  he  had 
murdered  his  father."  The  jury  found  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff, 
and  assessed  the  damages  at  £2,000.  On  June  11th  the  Court  of 
King's  Bench  granted  a  new  trial,  on  the  ground  diat  the  impression 
the  words  made  on  the  hearers  was  matter  for  a^rgravation  or 
mitigation  of  damages.  The  new  trial  took  place  at  Norwich  Assizes 
in  August,  1803,  when  a  special  jury  confirmed  the  former  verdict, 
and  awarded  Sir  Jacob  Astley  £2,000  damages.  On  December  3rd, 
it  was  announoed  that  the  oasQ  had  been  removed  to  the  Court  of 
Exchequer  on  writ  of  error.  In  June,  1804,  the  judges  in  the 
Exchequer  Chamber  unanimously  confirmed  the  former  verdict,  and 
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gave  judgment,  with  costs,  against  Col.  Harwood  Finallj,  on  Julj 
19th,  1804,  the  oase  waa  taken  to  tdie  House  of  Lords,  when  the  Lord 
Chancellor  delivered  his  opinion  in  favour  of  Sir  Jacob  Astley,  which 
was  confirmed  by  the  Lords,  who  ordered  Col.  Harwood  to  pay  Sir 
Jacob  £100  costs,  occasioned  by  the  writ  of  error. 

The  portrait  of  Capt>.  John  Harvey,  of  the  Norwich  Light  Horse 
Volunteers,  painted  by  Opie  at  the  request  of  the  corps,  was  this 
montib  placed  in  St.  AndreVs  Hall. 

APRIL. 

9. — ^Henry  Ford  was  executed  st  Thetford,  for  stealing  a  silver 
watoh,  coat,  and  jacket  from  the  person  of  Thomas  Aylmer,  of  Pentney. 

16. — ^A  county  meeting  held  at  the  Shirehall,  Norwich,  when  an 
address  of  congratulation  to  his  Majesty,  on  has  escape  "from  the 
late  traitorous  conspiracy,"  was  moved  by  the  Hon.  Col.  Wodehouae, 
seconded  by  Sir  Roger  Kerrison,  and  unanimously  adopted. 

26. — ^A  rowing  match  took  place  between  two  crews,  manning 
respectiv^y  two  well-known  Norwich  boats,  the  Lion  and  the  Dove. 
It  was  the  only  contest  of  the  kind  that  had  been  witnessed  in  Norwiob 
for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century.  The  course  wa»  from  Carrow  Abbey 
"to  a  signal  poet  standing  in  Whitlingham  reach,  and  return  to 
Carrow,  a  distance  of  four  miles."  In  consequence  of  the  narrowness 
of  the  stream,  "  the  boats  started  about  300  yards  distant  from-  each 
other,  the  first  having  to  go  to  the  place  whence  the  last  set  off." 
The  Lion  won  by  about  80  yards  in  38  minutes  40  seoonds.  (l%e 
number  of  oars  not  mentioned) 

27. — ^A  public  dispensary  was  established  in  Norwicb.  "The 
committee  propose  to  recommend  to  the  general  meeting  an  extension 
of  the  original  plan,  and  to  connect  with  it  inoculation  for  the 
cow-pox." 

MAT. 

3. — ^Bfr.  William  Firth  was  elected  Steward  of  the  Corporation  of 
Norwich. 

-lie  Norwich  Loyal  Military  Association  was  re-established, 


and  300  men  entered  to  serve  therein. 

5. — ^An  impressment  took  place  at  Yarmouth. 

7.* — "  Lately,  was  married  at  Ranworth,  Wm.  Brown,  a^ed  80,  to 
Elizabeth  Gunton,  aged  63.  The  bridegroom  had  had  three  wives, 
the  bride  three  husbands,  and  the  bridegroom's  daughter,  who  attended 
this  wedding,  had  also  had  three  husbands." 

14. — ^The  friends  of  the  Right  Hon.  Wm.  Windham  celebrated  his 
birthday  by  dining  at  the  White  Swan,  St.  Peter  Manoroft,  Norwich. 

15. — Found  dead  in  his  bed,  Eldward  Baldwin,  of  Wereham,  near 
Stoke  Ferry.  He  was  a  glover,  aged  89,  "  commonly  reputed  '  the 
Almanack'  of  that  neighbourhood,  as  he  was  remarkable  for  many 
years  paat  for  being  a  true  prognosticator  of  the  weather." 

16. — ^An  emlMurgo  was  laid  on  all  the  shipping  in  Yarmouth  Roads. 

B8 
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18. — ^The  Mayor  of  Norwich,  attended  by  the  two  Sheriffs,  the  city 
officers^  and  citizens,  proceeded  on  horseback,  at  nine  o'clock,  with 
band  playing  and  colours  flying,  from  the  Guildhall,  to  visit  the 
boundaries  of  the  city  and  county  of  the  city  oi  Norwich.  The 
cavalcade  went  from  Conesford  Giate  'to  Trowse  ''Eye,"  thrice  to 
Trowse,  Lakenhanii,  Hartford  Bridge,  Eaton,  Earlham,  Hellesdon,  Mile 
Cross,  Catton  Field  ("including  Sir  Edward  Berry's  house '%  across 
Mousehold  Heath  to  Thorpe,  Trowse  Newton  Hall,  and  Bishop's 
Bridge.  The  company  then  returned  to  the  Market  Place,  where 
three  cheers  were  given  and  the  band  played  "  God  Save  the  King." 
In  the  evening,  the  Mayor  dined  with  a  largQ  party  at  the  King's 
Head.     (A  similar  perambulation  took  place  in  1793.) 

30. — ^Died,  st  Hardingham,  aged  64,  Sir  Archibald  Dickson, 
Admiral  of  the  Blue. 

31. — ^Thomas  H.  Case,  of  Great  Fransham,  formerly  a  private  in 
the  East  Dereham  or  Second  Troop  of  Yeomanry  Cavalry,  was  charged 
before  the  Rev.  Dixon  Hoete  with  "  obstinately  refusing  to  deliver 
up  his  anna,  accoutrements,  and  clothing,"  for  which  he  was  fined 
£10. 

-A  two   da3rs'  race  meeting'  commenced   at  Tivetshall.    '"Hie 


poney  races  afforded   excellent   sport,    and   there    was    some   good 
running  between  the  hunters.'^ 


JUNE- 

4.* — "  This  week  the  Weat  NorfdUt  Militia  march^  from  Thetford 
and  Dereham  to  Colchester  Barracks,  to  which  [^aoe  the  East  Norfolk 
have  received  orders  to  mardi  next  week.'' 

13. — ^The  Duke  of  Cambridge  and  suite  arrived  in  Norwich  from 
Yarmouth.  After  dhaiiging  horsee  and  taking  refreshment  at  the 
Maid's  Head,  they  proceeded  on  their  way  to  London,  by  Attleborough. 
His  Royal  Highness  had  come  to  Yarmouth  in  the  Amethyst  frigate, 
with  Prince  William  of  Gloucester,  from  Cuxhaven,  where  they 
narrowly  escaped  being  made  prisoners  by  the  advance  guard  of  the 
French  army.  Tlie  French  general  in  Holland  put  an  immense 
number  of  fishing  boats  in  requisition  for  the  avowed  purpose  of 
invading  England. 

^The    Aldermen    requested   the    ooncurrence    of   the    CMnmon 

Council  of  Norwich  to  a  dutiful  and  loyal  address  to  his  Majesty  "  on 
the  present  important  crisis,"  and  a  motion  was  made  for  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  draw  up  such  address.  It  was 
opposed  by  several  members  of  the  Common  Council,  and  on  a 
division  rejected  by  29  votes  to  19. 

*21. — IAt,  John  Patteson  was  appointed  to  be  Ueutenant-colonel,  Mr. 
Charles  Harvey,  major,  and  Messrs.  Andrew  Sieley,  J.  H.  Cole,  R. 
Partridge,  and  Hammond  Fiske,  captains  in  the  battalion  of  Norwich 
Volunteers. 

This  month  a  ballot  took  place  for  the  Supplementary  Militia. 
Under  the  Army  of  Reserve  Aot,  Norfolk  (includmg  Norwich)  raised 
927  men. 
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JULY. 

9. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  deputy-lieutenantB  and  magistrates  of  the 
countjy  presided  over  by  the  Marquis  Townab^nd,  the  plan  recom- 
icended  by  the  Govenmient,  for  establishing  a  system  of  communi- 
cation throughout  the  oounty  and  for  rendering  thQ  body  of  the 
people  instrumental  in  the  general  defence  and  preseryation  of 
property  in  case  of  invasion,  was  approved  and  adopted.  The  oounty 
was  formed  into  13  divisions,  consisting  of  a  certain  number  of 
hundreds;  each  division  was  placed  under  the  charge  of  lieutenants 
of  divisions,  nominated  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant;  each  hundred  was 
under  a  magistrate,  known  as  an  Inspeotor  of  tbe  Hundred;  and  each 
parish  under  some  gentleman,  clergyman,  or  principal  farmer,  termed 
Superintendent  of  the  Parish. 

13. — On  thds  day  and  on  the  14th,  William  Gr^en,  bricklayer, 
undertook  at  Yarmouth,  for  a  bet  of  five  guineas,  to  lay  3,800  bricks 
in  a  workmanlike  manner  in  24  hours,  and  oompleted  his  task  in  20 
hours,  on  a  new  building  at  the  Bowling  Green  House. 

23. — Two  men,  named  Denny  and  Allen,  were  placed  in  the  pillory 
at  Norwich,  in  accordance  with  sentence  passed  upon  tihem  at  the 
Quarter  Sessions  on  Jidy  15th,  for  conspiracy  against  Mr.  F.  Latham. 
"  Over  their  heads  was  the  inscription,  '  False  Conspirators.'  Allen 
wept  bitterly  when  he  was  put  in,  but  Denny,  with  great  effrontery, 
continued  to  nod  and  smile  at  the  numerous  spectators,  until  the 
people,  by  a  shower  of  rotten  eggs,  and,  at  last,  potatoes,  convinced 
him  of  their  detestation  and  abhorrence  of  his  character  and  mme. 
TLiis  continued  for  about  half-an-hour,  when  Denny,  against  whom 
all  their  violence  was  directed,  appeared  to  faint,  and  by  the  advice 
of  a  medioal  man  was  taken  out  of  tbe  pillory  and  conducted  to  the 
gaol,  where,  being  examined  by  several  medical  men,  he  was  deemed 
to  be  in  a  fit  state  to  be  replaced  on  the  pillory,  and  was  carried 
back  for  that  purpose,  but  all  efforts  to  reinstate  him  there  proved 
ineffectual,  and  he  lay  thereon  till  the  hour  was  expired,  amidst  the 
execrations  of  the  enraged  multitude.  When  D^nny  was  taken  out 
the  populace  clamorously  demanded  that  Allen,  whose  appearance 
excited  t^eir  commiseration  rather  than  their  indignation,  should  be 
taken  dowin.  Mr.  Shieriff  Back  immediately  asoended  the  scaffold, 
and  with  the  greatest  firmness  and  severity  expressed  his  determination 
tc  enforce  obedience  to  tihe  laws  and  to  carry  the  sentence  fully  into 
execution.  When  the  hour  was  expired  they  were  taken  down  and 
removed  to  the  Bridewell  to  undergo  two  years'  imprisonment." 

23.* — "All  persons  arrived  from  France  and  Holland  and  witnessed 
the  immense  preparations  which  are  now  ms^ng  for  the  invasion  of 
this  country,  express  astonishment  at  ihe  apathy  and  indifference 
which  prevail  here." 

24. — ^This  day  (Sunday)  the  Norfolk  Rangers  (Yeomtfuniy  Cavalry) 
had  a  field  day  at  Rainhiam  Park,  and  subscribed  £100  towards  the 
fund  instituted  by  the  merdhants  of  London  for  the  relief  of  persons 
"who  may  suffer  in  the  general  defence  of  the  cotmtry." 

30.* — **  At  a  Court  of  the  Commissioners  of  SewQrs,  concerning  the 
repairing  of  sea  breaches  between  Happisburgh  and  Yarmouth,  the 
jury,  after  hearing  read  three  several  verdicts  of  former  juries  given 
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in  1702,  1715,  and  1742,  and  &Lbo,  hearing  several  witneeses,  deliyered 
a  Terdict  agreeable  to  the  above,  by  all  of  which  it  was  determined 
that  no  particular  per  Bona  were  bound  to  sustain  or  r^air  the  sea 
walls  adjoining  their  lands." 

*"  The  male  part  of  the  Norwich  Company  (theatrical)  have 

agreed  to  enroll  themselves  to  learn  the  use  of  arma" 

^*"  Messrs.  Marsh  and  Sons,  Norwich  and  Cambridge  carriers, 

have  within  the  last  few  days  offered,  for  the  service  of  the  Government 
in  case  of  invasion,  100  horses,  12  broadl-wheel  waggons,  24  men  as 
drivers  and  assistants,  24  boats,  amounting  altogether  to  200  tons 
burden,  6  watermen,  and  9  boys,  with  blacksmiths,  with  their 
apparatus,  tools,  &».,  and  2  wheelwrights,  and  2  harness  makers,  with 
all  necessary  tools.'' 

Major-General  Money  published  an  address  on  the  necessity  of 

immiodiately  associating,  subscribing,  and  arming  for  the  defence  of 
the  county  in  case  of  invasion.  It  resulted  in  the  formation  of 
Volunteer  oorps  in  all  the  seaports  and  market  towns  in  Norfolk. 

Capt.  John  Harvey  was  this  month  promoted  to  be  major  of  the 
squadron  of  Norwich  Light  Horse  Volunteers. 

During  this  month  the  number  of  poor  in  the  Norwioh  Workhouse 
did  not  exceed  400,  **  a  circumstance  almost  unpreoedented." 

AUGUST. 

6.* — **  The  Rev.  Mr.  Beloe,  formerly  of  this  oity,  ha«  been  appointed 
librarian  to  the  British  Museum.'' 

9. — ^A  brig  was  launched  from  Cattermoul's  yard  at  Thorpe,  near 
Norwioh,  in  the  presence  of  many  hundreds  of  spectators.  "  She  went 
off  the  stocks  in  very  fine  style,  but  when  she  was  towing  ashore  for 
the  company  on  board  to  get  off  her,  everyone  endeavouring  to  get 
ashore  first,  the  weight  of  such  a  body  of  people,  added  to  those  on  the 
rigging,  overset  her.  Nearly  one  hundred  men,  women,  and  children 
were  plunged  into  the  water,  and  messengers  were  at  onoe  sent  to 
Norwioh  for  medical  assistance."  It  is  somewhat  remarkable  that  no 
lives  were  lost. 

20. — ^The  oase  of  Mr.  Cony,  a  ward  in  Chancery,  came  before  the 
Court  of  Chancery.  He  was  only  17  years  of  age,  and  had  married 
Elizabeth  Franklin,  the  daughter  of  an  innkeeper  at  Downham  Market, 
in  which  district  he  possessed  a  large  property.  The  marriage  took 
place  by  licence  in  London.  The  Chancellor  annulled  the  marriage, 
ordering  the  cessation  of  all  further  intercourse  between  the  parties, 
at  the  same  time  intimating  that^  if  his  orders  were  nob  strictly 
oomplied  with,  "  he  should  take  such  steps  as  would  prevent  the 
possibility  of  their  meeting." 

25. — Mr.  George  Wyer,  of  Downham  Market,  "  carried  a  20  stone 
aack  of  flour  one  mile,  leading  through  the  town  of  Watton,  for  a 
wager  of  230  guineas,  which  he  pcrfonned  with  great  ease  in  18 
minutes,  to  the  aatonishment  of  a  vast  number  of  spectatora" 

Active  preparations  commenced  for  the  defence  of  the  cotmty 
in  view  of  possible  invasion.  On  the  8th  several  officers  and  non- 
commissioned' officers  of  the  47th  Regiment  of  Foot  arrived  in  Norwich 
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to  reoeive  the  balloted  men  and  subetitutes  of  the  Army  of  Beserre, 
the  training  of  whom  commenoed  next  day  in  Chapel  Field.  A  county 
meeting  was  held  at  the  Shirehall,  Norwich,  on  the  10th,  when 
resolutions  were  passed,  assuring  his  Majesty  of  the  readiness  of  the 
county  to  take  defensive  measures.  A  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Norwich  was  held  at  the  Guildhall  on  the  16th,  at  which  a  subsoription 
was  opened  for  raising  a  regiment  of  Volunteer  Lifantry.  Clerks 
attended  in  the  porch  of  the  Guildhall  to  enroll  the  names  of  the 
Volunteers,  and  the  city  flag  was  displayed  from  the  window  of  the 
Town  Clerk's  office.  On  the  following  day  702  men  had  offered 
themselves,  and  by  Saturday,  the  20th,  the  number  had  increased'  to 
1,085,  and  the  public  subscription  exceeded  £3,000,  of  which  £500 
was  given  by  the  Corporation.  On  the  26th  the  regiment  was  formied, 
800  strong,  under  Lieut.-Col.  Harvey  (commanding),  Lieut.-Col. 
Plumptre,  and  Major  Sigismund  Trafford.  The  public  subscription 
then  amounted  to  £6,400.  A  Rifle  Corps  was  also  formed,  with  Mr. 
R.  M.  Bacon  as  captain.  At  Yarmouth,  500  persons  enrolled  them- 
selves, under  the  command  of  Lieut. -Col.  Wm.  Gould.  On  the  27th, 
it  was  announced  that  the  number  of  Volunteers  in  the  county  enabled 
the  Lord  Lieutenant  to  suspend  the  compulsory  clauses  of  the  Defence 
Act^  The  total  number  was  about  7,300.  The  Government  purchased 
seme  properties  in  Norwich  to  be  converted  into  temporary  barracks 
for  the  reception  of  800  infantry. 


SEPTEMBER. 

1. — ^The  first  parade  of  the  Norwich  Regiment  of  Volunteer  Infantry 
took  place.  Eight  battalion  companies,  a  light  infantry  company, 
and  a  grenadier  company  were  formed,  and  ''  from  five  barrels  of 
British  brown  stout  they  drank  the  King's  health  and  prosperity  to 
their  country  and  city,  and  success  to  the  oorps." 

7. — ^The  brass  ordnance  belonging  to  the  city  were  tested  by  some 
of  the  regular  artiUery  stationed  in  Norwich.  Four  of  the  guns  burst, 
and  appended  to  the  account  delivered  to  the  Corporation  was  the 
intimation  : — "  It  is  customary  for  the  corporal  to  have  the  old  metal 
when  any  of  the  pieces  burst."  The  official  reply  was  to  the  effect 
that  the  Corporation  were  of  opinion  that  the  corporal  **  ddd  not  want 
brass."  The  iron  nine-pounders  stood  the  test.  The  brass  gun  used 
by  Kett  in  1549  was  preserved  as  a  relic 

22. — ^The  Norwich  Volimteers,  commanded  by  Lieut.-Col.  Patteson, 
entered  the  Market  Place,  and  after  marching  round  tibo  Hall  and 
saluting  the  Corporation,  had  their  colours  presented  to  them  by  the 
Mayor.  The  men  were  afterwards  regaled  at  Neeohe's  Gardens,  and 
the  officers  dined  at  the  King's  Head. 

24* — "Telegraphs,  signal  flags,  or  tar  barrels  are  being  stationed 
on  all  the  churches  and  lofty  edifices  on  the  coast,  in  order  to  give 
in  a  chain  of  oommunioation  the  earliest  intelligence,  either  by  night 
or  day,  of  the  event  of  the  enemy's  landing." 

29. — ^A  trial  was  made  on  the  Castle  ditches,  Norwich,  of  carriages 
constructed  for  the  conveyance  of  troops.  A  wooden  frame,  serving 
as  a  seat,  was  affixed  to  the  skeleton  of  a  four-wheel  cart.     A  board 
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for  the  feet  was  attached  to  it  by  ropes.     The  vehicle  wa«  citable  of 
oonvejring  17  men. 

OCTOBER. 

6. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Sesflions  variouB  resolutions  were 
ack>pted  and  transmitted  to  the  GoTemnient  regarding  the  defence  of 
the  county.  The  princdpal  resolution  was  as  follows :  — '*  An  object 
of  most  essential  concern,  which  this  meeting  think  it  incumbent  upon 
them  to  point  out,  is  the  town  and  port  of  Yarmouth,  the  infinite 
importance  of  which  as  the  principal  and  almost  only  nayal  station 
in  the  North  Sea,  and  the  circimistances  of  which  they  do  not  wish 
to  detail,  but  which,  they  conceive,  require  the  immediate  attention 
of  the  Government,  in  order  that  they  may  be  rendered  as  secure 
against  attack  likely  to  be  made  upon  it  by  land  as  by  the  presence 
of  a  fleet,  it  is,  they  presume,  against  any  attempt  by  sea." 

15. — ^At  a  parade  of  the  Norwich  Volunteers  this  day  (Sunday)  a 
letter  was  read  from  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  asking  if  they  would 
undertake  to  perform  permanent  duty  at  Yarmouth.  A  unanimous 
reply  was  given  in  the  aflirmative,  and  ''  the  officers  and  gentlemen 
of  the  Light  Horse  Volunteers  laid  their  hands  on  their  breasts,  as 
an  appeal  to  their  honour  to  undertake  the  duty  whenever  they  should 
be  required."  Shortly  aftei' wards  the  commanding  officers  received 
instructions  to  have  their  corps  in  a  perfect  state  of  military 
equipment,  and  be  prepared  to  march  at  a  moment's  notice. 

18. — The  Artillery,  Shropshire  Militia^  and  die  Volunteer  Corps 
(horse  and  foot)  took  part  in  a  sham  fight  on  Bramerton  Common. 
General  Milner,  the  inspecting  officer,  commended  all  arms  for  their 
steadiness  on  parade. 

19. — ^A  general  fast  was  observod.  The  Bishop  of  Norwich  preached 
at  the  Cathedral,  and  the  military  attended  service  in  the  evening. 

22. — Died,  at  Norwich,  Mr.  Elias  Norgate,  aged  76.  He  served 
the  office  of  Sheriff  in  1781,  and  of  Mayor  in  1785,  and  was  a  surgeon 
of  great  local  eminence. 

26. — ^The  Lord  Lieutenant  transmitted  to  the  justices  of  the  peace 
his  Majesty's  proclamation  for  establishing  certain  regulations  under 
the  Act»  respecting  aliens  arriving  in  the  kingdom  or  resident 
therein. 

The  monument  to  the  memory  of  the  Poet  Cowper  and  of  his  friend, 
Mrs.  Unwin,  in  the  church  of  St.  Nicholas^  EkuBt  Dereham,  was  erected 
this  month. 


NOVEMBER. 

5. — Bonfires  were  prohibited  in  city  and  county,  '*as  they  might 
cause  a  false  alarm." 

8. — The  battalion  of  Norwich  Volunteers,  commanded  by  Lieut- 
Col.  Patteson,  paraded  in  the  Market  Place  at  seven  a.m.,  and,  amid 
the  ringing  of  St.  Peter  Manoroft  beUs,  started  on  their  march  to 
YamMnith   for    the   pecformAnoe  of   garrison  duty.      The    ba44alion 
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halted  at  Ada,  and,  on  reeuming  their  maroh,  reached  Yarmouth  at 
four  o'dook.  The  rank  and  file  numbered  280,  out  of  an  establishment 
of  312,  and  two  officers  onlj  were  abeent.  On  the  same  day  two 
troope  of  the  Norfolk  Rangers,  headed  by  the  Marquis  Townsfaend 
and  commanded  by  Capt.  Sir  M.  B.  ffolkes,  Bart.,  and  Capt. 
Beauchamp,  entered  Norwich  on  ^th^ir  way  to  Yarmouth.  Here  were 
seven  officers,  two  quartermasters,  seven  sergeants,  two  trumpeters, 
and  94  privates.  The  offioers  dined  in  the  evening  with  Sir  Roger 
Eerrison,  and  on  the  following  morning  the  squadron  resumed  its 
march. 

9. — ^The  Fakenham  Volunteers,  Capt.  P.  M.  Case,  marched  into 
Norwich  from  Aylsham.  There  were  four  officers,  seven  sergeanU, 
four  drunuoera,  and  80  privates.  This  was  the  first  Volunteer  corps  in 
Norfolk  to  volunteer  for  garrison  duty  at  Yarmouth. 

16. — ^Tbe  Norfolk  Rangers  arrived  at  Norwich  on  the  termination 
of  their  duty  at  Yarmouth,  and  on  the  next  day  proceeded  to  their 
homes. 

22. — ^The  Norwich  Regiment  of  Volunteer  Infantry,  under  Lieut.- 
Col.  Harvey,  paraded  on  Tombland  and  marched  to  Yarmouth  for 
garrison  duly.  On  the  same  day  Col.  Patteson's  battalion  marched 
in.  They  were  preceded  l^  the  Fakenham  corpw,  whose  headquarters 
were  at  the  White  Swan. 

30. — ^The  troops  stationed  at  Yarmouth  were  reviewed  upon  the 
Denes  by  Genersd  Milner. 

* 

^At  the  annual  mieeting  of  the  Society  of  Universal  Grood  Will, 

Norwich  (formerly  the  Soots  Society),  it  was  reported  that  since  its 
establishment  in  1775  it  had  relieved  1,813  persons. 

The    Lord    Lieutenant    received   a    circular   letter    from    the 

Government,  relative  to  the  appointment  of  suoh  householders  to  act 
as  special  constables  who  were  not  enrolled  in  any  Volunteer  corps. 

^Mr.  Thomas  Wm.  Coke  was  gazetted  captain  of  the  Holkham 

Yeomanry  Cavaliy. 

^Alderman  John  Herring,  of  Norwich,  received  from  the  Duke 

of  York  a  letter,  in  which  his  Royal  Highness  expressed  approbation 
of  the  readiness  with  which  the  Norwich  Volunteers  had  undertaken 
to  do  gafrrison  duty  at  Yarmouth. 


DE0EM6EB. 

1. — ^Died,  in  Norwich,  aged  43,  Mr.  James  Burkin  Burroughes, 
captain  of  the  Blofi^d  and  South  Walsham  troop  of  Yeomanry 
Cavalry.  His  remaijis  were  interred,  with  military  honours,  at 
Burlingham  on  December  6th. 

^The  squadron  of  Norwich  Light  Horse,  Major  John  Harvey, 

marched  to  Yarmouth,  to  relieve  iihQ  Tunstead  and  Happing  troop. 

6. — Col.  Harvey's  battalion  returned  to  Norwich  from  Yarmouth. 
In  the  Regimental  Orders,  Col  Harvey  referred  to  the  steady  and 
orderly  march  on  the  road,  to  the  loyal  discharge  of  duty  at  Yarmouth, 
and  to  the  kindness  with  which  the  people  of  that  town  treated  the 
men  while  in  quarters. 
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16. — ^The  Ljnn  and  Freebridge  Yeomanry  Cavalry,  with  the  artillery 
and  rifle  oorps,  conunanded  by  Major  Taylor,  marched-  through  Norwich 
for  Yarmouth,  to  relieve  the  South  Erpingham  troop  in  garrison 
duty. 

20. — ^The  North  Walsham  Volunteeri}  marched  from  that  town  at 
four  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  arrived  at  Yarmouth  at  one  o'clock, 
*  without  leaving  a  gingle  man  behind,  although  the  roads  were 
extremely  bad,  and  the  difltanoe  26  malee." 

22. — ^Thie  Dereham  and  SwafHiam  troops  of  Yeomanry  Cavalry 
(Capts.  Crisp  and  Johnson)  marched  through  Norwich  to  Yarmouth, 
to  relieve  the  Lynn  and  Freebridge  troops.  The  Diss  (Capt.  Wood- 
ward), Wells  (Capt  Bloom),  and  Old  Buckenham  (Capt.  Powell) 
oompanies  of  infantry  manned  into  Yarmouth  for  a  fortnigl^'s 
garriflon  duty. 

26. — This  day  (Sunday)  the  Norwich  Rifle  Corpe  paraded  at  St. 
Andrew's  Hall,  took  the  oath  of  allegiance,  and  attended  service  at 
the  church  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft.  (The  uniform  and  appointments 
of  this  corps  consisted  of  a  dark  green  jacket,  with  lacQ  of  the  same 
colour,  pantaloons,  and  short  black  gaitera;  hussar  cap,  with  green 
feather  and  trimmings;  a  rifle-carbine,  sword  bayonet  attached  to 
the  side  by  a  black  waist  belt,  and  a  ball  pouch  and  powder  horn 
slung  from  the  left  shoulder.) 

^At  a  church  parade  of  the  Lynn  Sea  Fenoibles,  Capt.  Bentinck, 

the  oonunanding  officer,   presented  to  the  corps  "  a  most  elegant 
banner,"  worked  by  Viscountess  Andover,  daughter  of  Mr.  Coke,  M.P. 

30. — ^The  Hingham  troop  (Capt.  Alpe)  and  the  Wymondham  troop 
(Capt.  the  Hon.  Wm.  Wodlehouse)  marchod  to  Yarmouth,  to  relieve 
the  Dereham  and  Swaffham  troops. 

31. — The  Dereham  troop,  which  left  Yarmouth  on  the  30th,  arrived 
at  Dereham,  and  was  welcomed  by  a  gr^at  concourse  of  the  inhabitants. 
The  church  bells  were  rung,  and  the  oflicers  and  many  members  of 
the  troop  dined  in  the  evening  at  the  King's  Arms  Lin. 

The  twenty-two  troops  of  Yeomanry  Cavalry  in  the  county  were 
this  month  formed  into  three  regiments.  The  Marquis  Townshend 
was  appointed  colonel  of  the  Western  Regiment;  Major-General 
Money,  colonel  of  the  Eastern  Regiment;  and  Col.  (afterwards 
Brigadier-General)  Bulwer,  colonel  of  the  Midland  (or  Mid  Norfolk) 
Regiment. 

31. — Polito's  wild  beasts  were  exhibited  in  the  yard  at  the  Duke's 
Palace,  Norwich. 


1804. 

JANUARY. 

3. — ^The  Old  Buckenham  Volunteers  marched  into  Norwich  from 
Yarmouth,  and  next  day  proceeded  to  their  homes.  The  corps 
numbered  5  officers  and  125  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates. 
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Capt.  Dickens,   of  the  Sbropshire  Militia^   "  undtertook   for  a 

oonsiderable  wager  to  walk  from  the  Angel  at  Yarmouth  to  the  Angel 
at  Norwich  and  back  again  (47  miles)  in  twelve  hours,  which  he 
performed  with  apparent  ease  in  eleven  hours  and  a  half." 

7. — ^Died,  at  Colchester,  aged  65,  Sir  William  Gordon,  Bart., 
captain  in  the  West  Norfolk  Militia,  and  for  many  years  a  resident 
in  Norwioh. 

12. — ^A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Shirehall,  Norwich,  as  to  the 
depressed  state  of  the  corn  trade.  It  was  resolved  to  petition 
Parliament  on  the  subject.  (The  prices  quoted  at  this  date  were:  — 
Wheat,  14s.  to  26s.;  barley,  9s.  6d.  to  10s.;  oats,  9s.  6d  to  lOs.  6d. 
per  coomb.) 

13. — ^The  Wymondlham  troop  of  Yeomanry  Cavalry,  commanded  by 
Capt.  the  Hon.  Wm.  Wodehouse,  attended  at  Kimberley  and  "  thanked 
Lady  Wodehouse  for  the  colours  lately  presented  by  her  ladyship, 
when  they  had  the  honour  of  dining  with  the  family.'' 

14. — ^The  colours  of  the  Norwich  Juvenile  Regiment  of  Infantry 
were  presented  to  them  by  "  a  young  lady  of  the  city."  (This  was 
a  cadet  corps,  armed'  with  dummy  muskets  and  tin  bayonets.) 

14.* — (Advt.)  "The  Norwidi  and  Yarmouth  Volunteer  Coach 
leaves  the  Bell  Inn,  Hog  Hill,  every  morning  at  eight  o'clock,  to  the 
Wreeilers  Inn,  Great  Yarmouth,  and  returns  at  four  o'clock." 

18. — ^Tbe  City  of  Norwich  Regiment  of  Volunteer  Infantry,  Lieut.- 
Col.  Harv^,  were  presented  with  colours  by  the  Mayor  and 
Corporation.  The  colours  were  oonsecrated  by  the  Rev.  E.  S. 
Thurlow,  Prebendary  of  Norwich,  and  handed  to  the  colonel 
by  the  Mayor  (Mr.  John  Morse);  and  the  King's  and  regimental 
standards  were  delivered  to  the  ensigns.  The  artillery,  on  Castle 
Hill,  fired  salutes,  and  the  regiment  discharged  three  volleys  in  the 
Market  Place  in  the  presence  of  an  immense  crowd. 

22. — ^This  day  (Sunday)  John  Baker,  a  private  in  the  Loddon 
Volunteers,  was  dismissed,  "  with  every  mark  of  ignominy  at  the  head 
of  the  company,  for  refusing  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  his 
Majesty.  His  arms  and  accoutrements,  together  with  the  Volunteer 
clothing,  were  stripped'  off  on  parade,  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
whole  corpe." 

31. — ^A  baker  of  Norwioh,  named  Winter,  undertook,  for  a  wager 
of  £40,  to  carry  6s.  worth  of  bread  in  a  basket  from  Norwich  to 
Yarmouth  within  six  hours.  He  accomplished  his  task  in  5  hours 
35  minutes. 

Mr.  T.  W.  Coke  was  this  month  promoted  to  be  lieutenant-colonel 
of  the  Western  Regiment  of  Yeomanry  Cavalry;  Mr.  Hammond  Alpe 
to  be  lieutenant-colonel  of  the  Eastern  Regiment;  and  Mr.  John 
Smyth  to  be  lieutenant-colonel  of  the  Midland  Regiment. 

The  several  companies  of  Norfolk  Volunteer  Infantry  were  this 
month  formed  into  battalions  as  follow: — Ist  (Lynn),  l2eut.-Col.  E. 
Everard;  2nd  (Wells,  &o.),  Lieut.-Col.  Francis  Bedangfeld;  3rd  (not 
then  appointed);  4th  (Cromer,  &a),  lieut.-Col.  the  Right  Hon.  Wm. 
Windham;  5th  (Aylsham,  Ac.),  Lieut.-Col.  Thomas  Hutton  (after- 
wards Sir  Thomas  Preston,  Bart.) ;  6th  (Yarmouth),  Lieut.-Col.  Wm. 
Gould;  7th  (Norwich),  Lieut.-Col.  Harvey;  8th  (Loddon,  &a),  Lieut.- 
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C6L.  John  Kenrioh;  9th  (Diss,  ko.),  Lieut.-Col.  T.  J.  Woodward; 
10th  (SwaffhMtt,  &o.),  Lieut.-CoL  R.  W.  Ottley;  llth  (Preebridge 
Lynn,  Ac.),  Lieut.-Col.  A.  Hamond. 

300  pikes  wore  sent  to  Norwich  for  the  use  of  the  special  constables, 
who  were  called  out  to  receive  instruction  in  the  pike  exercise. 

Flag  staffs  were  placed  at  Rainham  Hall,  Holkham  Hall,  and 
Houghton  Hall.  The  red  flag  was  only  to  be  hoisted  in  case  of  actual 
inya«ion  or  on  the  appearance  of  an  enemy  on  the  coast. 

The  ladies  of  Lynn  inaugurated  a  movement  for  making  flannel 
underclothing  for  the  use  of  the  men  of  the  Lynn  Volunteera 

PE3BUABY. 

4. — ^The  Cromer  Sea  Fencibles  were  practising  with  canister  and 
grape  shot  upon  the  beach,  when  a  ball  struck  Capt.  Tremlett,  R.N., 
on  the  foot,  and  shattered  the  leg  of  Mr.  John  Smith,  so  as  to  render 
immediate  amputation  neoessary.  A  public  subscription,  amo^unting 
to  £500,  was  made  for  Mr.  Smith. 

21. — ^Died,  at  Long  Stratton,  Mrs.  Everitt,  a  Quaker,  who  had 
attained  her  one  hundredth  year.  Lineally  deeoended  from  her  and 
living  at  the  time  were  77  children,  grandchildren,  and  great  grand- 
children. 

27. — Colours  were  presented  to  the  East  Dereham  troop  of  Yeomanry 
Cavalry  by  Mrs.  Smyth,  on  behalf  of  the  ladies  of  the  town  and 
neighbourhood.  The  troop,  accompanied  by  Capt.  Leeder's  corps  of 
infantry,  attended  service  at  the  pejish  church,  where  the  colours 
were  '*  consecrated  by  prayer,"  and  the  sermon  was  preached  by  the 
Rev.  Geo.  Preston,  curate.  A  dinner  followed  a.t  the  King's  Arms 
Inn. 

The  Corporation  of  Norwich  this  month  ordered  an  iron  bridge  to 
be  erected  at  St.  Michael's  Coslany.  It  was  opened  on  November 
15th. 

MARCH. 

1. — ^The  birthday  of  tiie  Marquis  Townshend  was  celebrated  at 
Fakenham  by  a  dinner  to  the  Norfolk  Rangers. 

27. — ^Lieut.-€reneral  Sir  James  Craig  inspected  the  batteries  and 
works  from  Holt  to  Cromer.  Next  duy  he  reviewed,  near  Norwich, 
the  24th  Regiment  of  Foot  (Col.  Macdonald);  the  detachment  of 
Royal  ArtUlery  under  Capt.  Fyera ;  and  two  troops  of  the  Isrt  Dragoons 
(Capt.  Graven). 

APRIL. 

4. — ^Arrived  at  Yarmouth,  the  Anteloi>e,  cruiser  brig.  Commodore 
Sir  Sidney  Smith,  and  the  Prinoe  of  Wales  cutter,  from  the  Flushing 
station.  Some  boats  sent  out  by  Sir  Sidney  made  an  unsuccessful 
attempt  to  cut  out  an  armed  brig  near  th.e  Soaw.     The  boats  were 


^ 
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attacked  by  an  armed  schooner,  and  obliged  to  abandon  their  enter- 
prise, with  the  loss  of  five  killed  and  ten  wounded. 

10. — ^Died,  aged  12,  Lord  Viscount  Bury,  eldest  son  of  the  Earl 
of  Albemarlo. 

11. — Commodore  Sir  Sidney  Smith  arrived  at  Norwich  from 
Yarmouth,  proceeded  next  day  on  a  tour  of  the  county,  and  returned 
to  Yarmouth  on  the  13th. 

21. — James  Airton  was  publioly  whipped  in  Norwich  Market  Place 
for  stealing  a  box  ooat  from  the  coach-house  of  Mr.  Wm.  Harvey. 

25. — ^The  Scipio  of  North  Shields,  Capt.  Robinson,  coal  laden,  wbb 
attacked  by  a  sloop-rigged  privateer  four  miles  from  Cromer.  A 
sharp  action,  lasting  three  quarters  of  an  hour,  ensued,  when  the 
privateer  sheered  off.  Capt.  Robinson  was  wounded  in  the  foot  by 
a  musket  ball,  and  the  vessel,  whose  sails  and  rigging  were  very  much 
cut,  was  taken  by  the  crew  to  Yarmouth  Roads^  where  medical 
assistance  was  rendered  to  Capt.  Robinson  on  board  the  Irresistible. 

The  portrait,  painted  by  Hoppner,  of  the  Right  Hon.  William 
Windham  was  this  month  placed  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich.  It 
was  afterwards  engraved  in  mezzotinto  by  Reynolds. 

MAY. 

2. — ^The  gibbet  on  which  the  body  of  Payne  (the  pirate)  was  hung 
in  chains,  about  23  years  previously,  upon  Yarmouth  North  Denes, 
was  taken  down  by  order  of  the  Corporation.  "A  ludicrous 
circumstance  happened  the  night  it  wa«  erected.  The  different 
tackling  being  all  adjusted  previous  to  putting  down  the  gibbet  the 
day  before  Payne  was  handed,  some  daring  licenoious  bloods  hoisted 
up  a  young  ass  by  the  hind  legs,  to  the  amusement  of  the  spectators 
next  morning,  who  could  not  but  be  surprised  to  find  the  gibbet  so 
unexpectedly  occupied.  In  consequence,  however,  the  tackling  became 
so  entangled  that  until  a  young  sailor  undertook  to  climb  the  gibbet 
the  prisoner  could  not  be  suspended." 

3. — ^The  2nd  Battalion  Norfolk  Volunteer  Infantry  m*arohed  into 
Yarmouth  for  a  fortnight's  permanent  duty. 

^A  party  of  the  Shropshire  Militia  marched  into  Norwich  from 

Yarmouth  with  84  French  and  Dutch  prisoners,  including  five  officers. 
The  next  day  they  proceeded  on  their  route  for  Yaxley  Barracks, 
under  an  escort  provided  by  the  24th  Regiment  of  Foot. 

^An   assembly    of    the    Corporation    of    Norwich    unanimously 

requested  Mr.  Charles  Harvey,  Recorder  of  the  city,  to  sit  for  his 
portrait. 

5.* — (Advt.)  "  There  will  be  a  regular  main  of  cocks  fought  between 
the  gentlemen  of  Norwich  and  the  gentlemen  of  Norfolk,  to  show  21 
mains  for  ten  guineas  the  battle,  and  50  the  odd.  The  three  turn 
outs  for  ten  guineas  a  battle;  to  fiphft  on  the  23rd  and  24th  days 
of  May  at  Mrs.  Back's,  at  the  Bowling  Green,  Chapel  Field.  A  pair 
of  cooks  to  be  pitted-  at  six  o'clock  precisely.  Feeders,  Lamb  for 
Norwich;  Cox  for  Norfolk." 

7. — Col.  Patteaon's  Battalion  of  Volunteers,  (with  the  RFfle  Corps 
littacfaed^,   commanded    by  Capt.   Cole;    and  the  City   of   Norwicb 
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Regiment  of  Volunteer  Infantry  were  brigaded  uncler  the  oomzoand 
of  Lieut.-Col.  Harvey,  and,  with  the  Royal  Artillery  under  Capt. 
Fyers,  were  manoBuvred  at  Hellegdon. 

13. — Died,  aged  76,  the  Rev.  John  Bruckner.  He  was  invited  to 
Norwich  in  1750  as  minister  of  the  Walloon  congregation,  and  during 
many  years  gave  public  and  private  lessons  in  French. 

^The  10th  Battalion  Norfolk  Volunteer  Infantry  marched  into 

Lynn  for  ten  days'  permanent  duty. 

14. — The  birthday  of  the  Right  Hon.  Wm.  Windhtem  was  celebrated 
by  a  numerous  party  of  his  friends  at  the  Angel  Inn,  Norwioh. 

^The  Ist  Battalion  of  Norfolk  Volunteer  Infantry  marched  to 

Yarmouth  for  14  dayV  permanent  duty. 

21. — ^The  3rd  Regiment  of  Norfolk  Yeomanry  Cavalry  marched  into 
Norwich  for  five  days'  drill,  and  on  the  24th  were  inspected  by  Major- 
General  Milner  at  Hellesdbn. 

22. — ^The  Blickling  and  Gunton  Riflemen,  commanded  by  the  Hon. 
Lieut.-Col.  Harbord,  marched  into  Norwich,  and  next  day  proceeded 
to  Yarmouth  for  14  days'  permanent  duty. 

24. — ^A  tight  rope  performer,  named  Richer,  appeared  at  Norwich 
Theatre,  where  his  perfomanoes  were  "the  theme  of  general 
admiration." 

25. — A  general  fast  was  observed-.  At  Yarmouth,  the  Shropshire 
Militia  and  Volunteers  on  permanent  duty,  to  the  number  of  nearly 
2,500,  attended  Divine  service. 

26. — The  Helena  war  sloop,  of  20  gims,  Capt.  Losack,  was  launched 
from  Mr.  John  Preston's  dockyard  at  Yarmouth. 

^The  Norjh  Walsham  Light  Infantry  marohed  into   Yarmouth 

for  14  days'  permanent  duty. 

T^e   7th  Battalion   of  the  Army   of  Reserve,   to  which   500 

Norfolk    and   Suffolk    men   belonged,    volunteered    to    extend    their 
services  and  become  a  regiment  of  the  line. 


JUNE. 

1. — ^The  City  of  Norwioh  Battalion  of  Volunteer  Infantry,  under 
the  command  of  Lieut.-Col.  Harvey,  began  one  month's  permanent 
duty  in  Norwidb.     The  battalion  mustered*  500,  exclusive  of  officers. 

4. — ^The  King's  birthday  was  oelebrated"  in  Norwich.  The  detach- 
ment of  Royal  Artillery,  the  24th  Regiment  of  Foot,  and  the  Norwich 
and  Catton  Volunteers,  to  the  total  number  of  1,700,  paraded  on  the 
Castle  Hill,  and  fired  a  feu  de  joie.  At  Cromer,  the  Sea  Fencibles, 
under  Capt.  Tremlett,  R.N.,  three  companies  of  the  4th  Battalion 
Norfolk  Volunteers,  commanded  by  Lieut. -Col.  George  Windham,  and 
the  Volunteers  of  the  Crom.er  battery  had  a  aham  fight  at  that  place. 
Other  Volimteer  corps  in  the  county  held  ceremonial  parades. 

7. — The  water  mills  of  Mr.  Wm.  Partridge,  of  North  Walaham, 
were  destroyed  by  fire. 

11. — ^A  sham  fights  in  which  all  the  regular  and  auxiliary  troops 
^tioDei  in  Norwich  were  enga^ed^  took  place  at  Brajmerton.    A 
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pontoon  bridge,  formed  of  wherries,  waa  made  use  of  in  the  oourse 
of  the  operations. 

18. — ^The  Corporation  of  Norwich  granted  the  Blaokfriars*  site  in 
St.  Andrew's  to  the  Court  of  Guardians  for  200  years,  thq  latter  body 
having  considered  plans  for  improving  the  workhouse  there  for 
the  accommodation  of  800  persons. 

^A  nM>tion  by  the  Conmion  Coimoil  of  Norwich,  to  oonfer  the 

freedom  of  the  city  upon  Mr.  R.  Fellowes^  M.P.,  and  Mr.  W.  Smith, 
M.P.,  was,  on  a  division,  rejected  by  the  aldermen  by  ten  votes  to 
eight. 

^A  motion  was  made  in  the  Common  Council  to  augment  the 

sum  of  £100,  allowed  to  the  Mayor  towards  defraying  the  expenses 
of  the  Guild-diay  festival,  but,  as  the  revenue  of  Norwich  did  not 
justify  the  increase,  it  was  not  acceded  to  by  the  aldermen.  The 
allowance  of  £100  was  fixed  80  years  previously. 

25. — ^Holkham  Sheep  Shearing  commenced.  '*  Mr.  Coke  won  the 
sweepstakes,  having  estimated  with  more  exactness  than  any  of  his 
competitors  the  weight  both  of  wool  and  of  carcase  of  the  Southdown 
ewe  slain  on  the  occasion."  A  drill  for  "  scattering  at  the  same  time 
turnip  seed  and  the  dust  of  pounded  oil  cakes,  believed  to  be  the 
best  adapted  manure,"  was  exhibited. 

30. — Several  "battles"  were  fought  on  Yarmouth  Denes  by  the 
soldiers  of  the  Shropshire  Regiment.  In  an  encounter  between  a 
private  and  an  offioer^s  servant,  the  former  received  injuries  from 
which  he  died  three  hours  after,  and  at  the  inquest  a  verdict  of 
manslaughter  was  returned  against  his  assailants 

Majoi^General  Money  was  app>ointed  to  the  staff  of  the  Eastern 
District.  The  command  consisted  of  32,000  fully  equipped  and 
efficient  men. 

Under  Mr.  Pitt's  Defence  Bill  ihe  quota  for  Norfolk  was  1,813  men. 


JULY. 

1. — The  City  of  Norwich  Battalion  of  Volunteer  Infantry  terminated 
its  permanent  duty  of  30  days.  All  ranks  received  the  highest 
commendation  of  Major-General  Milner  and  Lieut.-Col.  Metzner. 

3. — ^The  malt  kiln,  with  a  granary  and  dwelling-house,  at  the  new 
brewery  of  Messrs.  Prentice  and  Co.,  King  Street,  Norwich,  was 
destroyed  by  fire.     Tlie  loss  amounted  to  nearly  £1,000. 

5. — ^The  East  Harling  magistrates  fined  a  farmer  20s.,  for  refusing 
to  send  his  waggon  to  assist  in  taking  the  baggage  of  the  East  Suffolk 
Militia  from  Thetford  to  Downham,  after  having  been  summoned  for 
that  purpose. 

6. — Mrs.  Bennett,  wife  of  an  actor  in  the  Norwich  company,  gave 
birth  to  triplets. 

-A  foot  race  was  run  bv  Lord  Frederick  Bembinck  and  the 


Hon.  Edward  Harbord  for  the  sum  of  100  guineas,  between  the  second 
and  third  milestone  on  the  Edgeware  Road,  London.  Mr,  Harbord 
won  easily. 
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12.— Died,  aged  82,  at  Walaingiham  Abbey,  Mr.  Henry  Lee  Warner, 

"  in  whom  the  g^entleman  and  scholar  were  happily  blended.*'  His 
fine  estate  at  Walsingham  was  devastated  by  lawless  persons,  whom, 
from  mistaken  leniency,  he  would  not  molest.  He  rose  late  in  the 
evening,  breakfasted  at  midnight,  and  dined  at  four  or  five  o'clock  in 
the  morning.  He  wore  a  gold-laced  hat,  and  waistcoat,  with  deep 
slaahworked  sleeyee  and  richly-embossed  buttons,  a  deep  chitterling  of 
rich  yellow  lace,  and  curved-toed  shoes,  with  oblong  buoklea.  Mr. 
Lee  Warner  served  the  office  of  High  Sheriff  in  1782,  and  was  lineally 
desoended  from  John  Warner,  Bishop  of  Rochester,  whose  estates  he 
possessed,  as  well  aa  those  of  Sir  James  Howe,  Bart.,  of  Bewick, 
Wilts.,  and  of  Mr.  Henry  Lee,  in  Kent. 

14. — ^Messrs.  Fiaher  and  Scragg's  Company  of  Comedians  concluded 
a  theatrical  season  at  East  Dereham.  Fisher  ultimately  assumed  the 
sole  management  of  the  company,  which  for  many  years  performed 
in  its  own  theatres  on  the  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  Circuit. 


^At  the  Norwich  Court  of  Mayoralty,  Mr.  £d*ward  Manning, 

citizen  and  brasier,  was  elected  Sheriff,  but  was  discharged  from  office 
on  paying  the  statutory  fine  of  £80.  The  letter  was  afterwards  sent 
to  Mr.  James  Paatons,  citizen  and  grocer,  and  to  Mr.  John  Howard, 
citizen  and  baker,  who  were  also  ezoused  from  serving  on  both  paying 
the  same  fine.  The  letter  was  then  sent  to  Mr.  James  Watts,  citizen 
and  butcher,  who  received  his  disdiarge  on  payment  of  the  fine.  It 
was  next  sent  to  Mr.  Cotton  Wright,  citizen  and  ooomber,  who  yerbally 
replied  that  "he  had  neither  ate  nor  dtank  at  the  expense  of  the 
Corporation,  and  he  should  neither  pay  the  fine  nor  serve  the  office.'' 
Mr.  Wright  paid  the  fine,  but  denied  that  he  had*  sent  the  message 
above  quoted.  Eventually  Mr.  John  Wright,  citizen  and  linen  draper, 
accepted  office. 

16. — ^The  Yarmouth  Volunteer  Infantry  terminated  a  fortnight's 
garrison  duty  there. 

21.* — "  The  Norwich  and  Yarmouth  water  frolics  last  week  offered 
the  utmost  gratification  to  lovers  of  aquatic  exercises.  Nearly  twenty 
boats  proceeded  from  Sandling's  Ferry  to  Post  wick  Grove  and  the 
Wood's  End,  and,  if  the  day  proved'  unfavourable,  mirth  and  good 
humour  prevailed.''  The  Mayor  of  Yarmouth  and  several  members  of 
the  Corporation  proceeded  in  a  wherry,  "purposely  fitted  up  and 
plentifully  stored,"  over  Breydon.  Several  boats  started  for  a  silver 
cup,  which  was  won  by  Mr.  Lovell's  craft. 

^A  "  farewell  dejeune  "  was  given  at  Cromer  by  Brigadier-General 

Sherbrooke,  on  his  removal  from  the  Holt  district.  Breakfast  was 
served  at  the  New  Inn,  and  was  attended,  amongst  others,  by  Col. 
and  Mrs.  Macdonald,  Sir  Jacob  and  Lady  Astley,  and  Sir  Edward  and 
Lady  Berry.  Then  the  company  adjourned  to  a  bam,  where  dancing 
was  kept  up  till  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

23. — ^A  silver  vase,  which  cost  upwards  of  £700,  was  presented  by 
Mr.  Dusgate,  in  the  name  of  the  farmers  of  Norfolk,  to  Mr.  T.  W. 
Coke,  ^'  as  a  token  of  their  esteem,  for  the  liberality  of  his  conduct 
as  a  landlord,  and  of  their  gratitude  for  the  benefit  of  his  example 
as  a  practical  farmer  and  most  valuable  member  of  society." 

24. — ^The  Mayor  and  magistrates  of  Norwich  resolved  to  present  a 
petition  against  the  Com  Regulation  Bill,  which,  howeyer,  was  passed 
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and  received  the  Royal  assent.  The  Act  was  fraiaed  to  govern  the 
export  and  import  of  England  and  Scotland  by  one  general  average 
of  eaoh  country,  taking  the  aggregate  average  of  the  twelve  maritime 
districts  of  EIngland  and  four  of  Scotland  as  the  rule.  Exportation 
was  prohibited  when  wheat  w-aa  above  Sis.  and  barley  31s.  per  quarter. 
Wben  wheat  was  at  or  under  48s.  a  five  shilling  bounty  was  to  be 
given  per  quarter  on  exportation,  and  when  barley  was  at  or  under 
288.,  a  bounty  of  2s.  6d.  a  quarter.  A  duty  of  from  6d.  to  28.  6d.  was 
to  be  imposed  on  foreign  com  imported  if  the  pricQ  was  as  high  aa 
66s.  or  63s. 

25. — The  East  and  West  Regiments  of  Norfolk  Militia  marched  from 
Colchester  Barracks  to  Coxheath  Camp,  in  Kent,  which  was  reached 
on  the  27th. 

28. — ^A  general  meeting  of  Lieutenancy  was  held  at  the  Shirehall, 
Norwich,  to  carry  into  execution  an  Act  "  for  establishing  and  main- 
taining a  permanent  additional  force  for  the  defence  of  the  realm, 
and  to  provide  for  augmenting  his  Majesty's  regular  forces,  and  for 
the  gradual  reduction  of  the  Militia  of  England" 

30. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  held  at  Norwich,  before  Lord  Chief 
Justice  Mansfield,  a  prisoner,  named  John  Heath,  was  charged  with 
an  offence  committed  at  Great  Melton,  "but  it  being  proved  that  the 
prisoner  was  both  deaf  and  dumb  by  the  visitation  of  God,  the 
prosecution  was  stopped,  but  he  waA  ordered  to  remain  till  the  next 
Assizes."     (There  is  no  further  record  of  the  case.) 

Col.  Bulwer,  of  Heydon,  was  this  month  appointed  Brigadier-General 
in  the  Eastern  District.  On  Ausrust  8th,  he  fixed  his  headquarters 
in  Norwich,  and  reviewed  the  several  corps  of  Volunteers  in  the  city, 
and  on  September  1st  it  was  announced  that  the  general  Had  been 
ordered  to  Liverpool,  to  take  command  of  the  Volunteers  in  that 
district. 


AUGUST. 

3. — A  violent  thunderstorm  occurred.  Several  horses  were  killed 
by  lightning  in  different  parts  of  the  county;  mills  and  bams  were 
damaged,  and  trees  torn  up  by  the  roots. 

4. — ^At  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Assizes,  the  action.  Palmer  v. 
James  and  William  Bloomfield,  was  tried'.  It  was  an  action  for 
trespass,  and  the  plaintiff,  a  railler  at  Elsins:,  claimed  £2,000  damages 
because  the  defend'ants,  occupiers  of  land  at  Bylaugh,  had  out  away 
a  largie  part  of  the  bank  of  the  river  Wensum,  whereby  a  creat 
quantity  of  water  escaped  from  the  stream  into  an  old  river  or  drain, 
and  he  was  deprived  of  its  service  for  the  working  of  his  mill.  The 
hearing  lasted  ten  hours,  and  Lord  Chief  Justice  Mansfield,  who  left 
the  court  at  eleven  p.m.,  received  the  jury  at  his  lodgings,  when  they 
returned  a  verdict  for  the  defendants.  In  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  on  November  12th,  rule  nin  was  taken  for  a  new  trial,  but 
there  is  no  further  record  of  the  case. 

9. — ^Died,  acred  83,  the  Rev.  Robert  Potter,  M.A.,  Prebendary  of 
Norwich  Cathedral,  vioar  of  Lowestoft,  and  a  translator  of  iEschylus 
and  other  writers  of  Greek  tragedy. 
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13. — ^The  troops  in  the  Eastern  diatriot  received  orders  to  hold 
themselves  in  readiness  to  take  the  field  at  the  shortest  notice. 

IS.^The  death  was  recorded,  at  Bungay,  of  Mr.  Thomas  Miller, 
who  was  bom  at  Norwich  on  August  Uth,  1731.  He  was  an  ertensive 
collector  of  books  and  antiquities,  and  in  1795  issued  the  '*  Miller 
half-penny,"  of  which  only  twenty-three  pieces  were  struck  off. 

22. — ^A  threshing  machine  on  an  entirely  new  principle,  invented 
by  a  Devonshire  engineer,  named'  Ball,  was  tested  at  Norwich.  At 
Hethersett,  on  December  6th,  in  competition  with  another  machine, 
built  by  John  Brown,  a  Norwich  mechanic,  it  thrashed  in  50  minutes 
40  seconds  about  29^  coombs  of  barley,  Brown's  machine  breaking 
down.  Mutual  recriminations  and  threats  of  legal  proceedings 
followed,  but  without  result. 

Night  signals  were  established  along  the  coast>  and  special  constables 
sworn  in  at  Yarmouth,  Lynn,  and  elsewhere. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Major-General  Money,  two  companies  of  Sharp- 
shooters wore  raised,  and,  with  a  company  of  Cavalry  Pioneers,  were 
attached  to  the  East  Norfolk  Regiment  of  Yeomanry  Cavalry. 

SEPTEMBER. 

1. — ^What  was  oonsidered  to  be  a  big  bag  of  partridges  was  killed 
at  Stiffkey  by  Lord  James  Townshend  and  Major  Loftus>  namely,  43 
brace.     At  Cromer,  Major  Windham  killed  25  brace. 

4. — ^The  Musquito  brig,  of  18  guns,  was  launched'  from  Mr.  John 
Preston's  yard  at  Yarmouth. 

6. — ^The  Cygnet  sloop  of  war,  of  18  guns,  was  launched  from  Mr. 
Nathaniel  Palmer's  yard  at  Yarmouth. 

13. — ^Excessive  heat  prevailed.  On  this  day  80  d^ees  Fahr.  was 
recorded. 

15.* — ''  The  Ipswich  Mail  now  goes  every  day  from  the  King's  Head 
Inn,  Market  Place,  Norwich,  to  the  Swan  with  two  Necks,  Lad  Lane ; 
and  the  Newmarket  Mail  to  the  Grolden  Cross,  Charing  Cross,  daily. 
The  mails  arrive  in  London  every  morning  at  seven  o'clock. ' 

24. — The  East  Norfolk  Regiment  of  Yeomanry  Cavalry,  with  Capt. 
C.  Brown's  Company  of  Cavalry  Pioneers,  and  Capt.  Pillan's  Company 
of  Sharpshooters^  encamped  on  Hellesdion  Field,  under  the  command 
of  Major-General  Money.  A  sham  fight,  in  which  were  engaged  the 
Norwich  Volunteer  Infantry,  under  Col.  Harvey,  the  Norwich  Rifles, 
and  the  Artillery  detachment,  under  Capt.  Fyers,  followed. 

Major-General  Milner  was  appointed  to  the  charge  of  the  Volunteer 
Infantry  of  Norfolk,  which  were  inspected  by  him  during  the  month. 

OCTOBER. 

6. — Died,  aged  60,  Sir  Wm.  Kemp,  Bart.,  of  Briston.  '*  He  was 
riding  on  a  hobby,  from  which  he  fell  and  expired  immediately." 

13. — ^A  report  was  published  by  Messrs.  Kent  and  Crease,  suggest- 
ing   improvements    to    Wells    harbour    at    the    estimated    oost   of 
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17. — ^Died,  in  St.  Augustine's,  Norwich,  Mr.  John  Thompson,  aged  70. 
"  He  efltablished  himself  the  heir-at-law  of  the  late  John  Tilyard, 
whose  property  had  long  been  the  subject  of  litigation,  by  obtaining 
a  verdict  in  his  fayour  at  the  summer  Assizee  for  this  county  in  1792, 
whereby  he  became  entitled  to  a  valuable  estate  at  Oby." 

20. — ^A  musical  farce,  entitled  ^'Daeh,  or  who  but  hel"  written 
hy  Mr.  F.  Lathom,  of  Norwioh,  was  produced  at  Druiy  Lane.  It  was 
first  performed  at  Norwich  Theatre  under  the  title  of  "Holiday  Time, 
or  the  Scho<d  Boy's  Frolic." 

26. — ^Died,  aged  83,  the  Rev.  John  Peele»  38  years  Upper  Minister 
of  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwioh.  He  was  suooeeded  by  the  Bev.  C  J. 
Chapman. 

Races  were  held  at  Blickling  Park.    Events:  A  sabsoription 

purse  for  horses  bred  in  Norfolk,  tibe  best  of  three  one  mile  heats; 
a  subscription  purse  of  £50,  for  the  best  of  three  two  mile  heats. 
Silver  cup  for  the  best  of  three  two  mile  heata  A  purse  of  five  g^neas 
for  ponies,  for  the  best  of  three  two  mile  heats. 

27.* — (Advt.)  "  The  public  are  respectfully  informed  that  the  first 
number  of  a  new  weekly  newspaper,  entitled  libe  '  Yarmouth  Herald, 
or  Norfolk,  Suffolk,  and  Essex  Advertiser,'  will  be  published  on 
Saturday,  November  10th,  1804,  and  sold  by  James  Black,  bookseller, 
Great  Yarmouth." 

**'  Mrs.  Tuthill,  wife  of  Mr.  John  Tuthill,  of  Heigham,  is  the 

fortunate  holder  of  a  16th  of  the  £10,000  prize/' 

28. — ^Died,  at  Ipswich,  Lord  Viscount  Chedworth.  His  estate  was 
valued  at  £500,000,  of  which  sum  he  bequeathed  £180,000  in  legaoies 
to  various  persons,  somo  of  whom  were  unknown  to  him  personally. 
Mr.  Thomas  Penrioe,  of  Yarmouth,  received  £20,000  legacy,  and  was 
also  residuary  legatee,  by  which  he  came  into  a  property  of  at  least 
£300,000.  His  lordship  left  £40,000  to  his  solicitor,  and  large 
amounts  to  actors  and  actresses  in  Norwich  and  London.  A  caveat 
was  entered  by  the  next  of  kin,  and  on  July  5th,  1805,  an  action 
to  contest  the  validity  of  the  will  was  tried  before  Lord  Ellenborough 
in  the  Court  of  King's  Bench.  The  jury  confirmed  the  will,  and  gave 
a  verdict  accordingly.     An  application  for  a  new  trial  was  refused. 

31. — ^At  a  public  meeting  at  Cromer  it  was  resolved  to  establish 
a  lifeboat,  and  upwards  of  £500  was  subscribed  for  the  purpose. 

NOVEMBER. 

10. — A  one  hundred  yards  race  took  place  in  Gunton  Park  between 
the  Hon.  Edward  Harbord  and  a  well-known  nmner,  named  Wade, 
of  Aylsham.     Mr.  Harbord  won  by  about  four  yards. 

11.* — "In  pulling  down  the  old  workhouse  in  the  Lower  Close, 
Norwich,  to  improve  the  entrance  to  the  Deanery,  some  very  curious 
remains  of  an  ancient  Saxon  Gothic  building  were  disoovered.  The 
arches  and  capitals  had  been  richly  gilt  and  ornamented.  The  style 
of  architecture  appeared  to  be  that  in  use  about  the  reign  of  Emg 
Stephen." 

14. — ^Died,  at  Norton,  near  Lincoln,  aged  74,  the  Ri^t  Hon.  George, 
Earl  of  Buckinghamshire,  Baron  Hobart,  of  Blickling,  in  Norfolk.     He 
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waB  micceeded  in  his  title  and  estates  by  the  Right  Hon.  Lord  Hobart, 
formerly  his  Majesty's  Principal  SecT'^tary  of  State  for  the  Department 
of  War  and  the  Coloniea. 

16. — ^The  Rev.  J.  Bowman  was  elected  Under  Minister  at  St.  Peter 
Manoroft,  Norwich,  in  succession  to  the  Rev.  C.  J.  Chapman. 

22. — ^The  Romney,  of  60  g^ns,  whioh  sailed  from  Yarmouth  Roads 
on  the  18th,  with  bullocks  and  vegetables  for  the  blockading  fleet  off 
the  Texel,  was  lost  in  a  gale  on  the  South  BTaak  Sand.  All  the 
officers  and  crew  saved  themselves  on  rafts^  but  were  made  prisoners 
by  the  Dutch.  The  officers  were  liberated  on  their  parole  by  the 
Dutoh  Admiral  Kikkert. 

24. — ^The  night  coach  from  Norwich  to  Tarmouth  was  left  near  the. 
King's  Arms,  Burgh,  in  charge  of  a  lad,  when  the  horses  broke  away 
and  galloped  in  the  direction  of  Tarmouth.  A  Norwich  tradesman, 
who  was  an  inside  passenger,  climbed*  upon  the  box,  succeeded'  in 
reaching  the  reins,  whioh  had  become  entangled  upon  the  splinter 
bar,  and  stopped  the  animals. 

26. — Ninety-^ight  French  prisoners,  the  crew  of  a  large  French 
privateer,  of  18  guns,  commanded  by  the  noted  Blackman,  and 
captured  by  Capt.  Hancock,  of  the  Cruiser  sloop,  marched  into 
Norwich,  and  next  morning  proceeded,  under  a  guard  of  Fifeshire 
Militia,  for  Norman  Cross  Barracks.  The  Corporation  of  Yarmouth 
and  the  merchants  of  the  port  voted  their  thanks  to  Capt.  Hancock 
and  his  officers  for  their  exertions  in  capturing  Blackman,  who  had 
committed  great  depredations.  Blackman  himself  was  shipped  to 
Chatham  in  the  Monmouth.  His  veesel,  La  Contre-Amiral  Magon, 
had  sustained  but  trifling  damaQ:e,  and  while  she  was  lying  at  Mr. 
Palmer's  dock  at  Yarmouth,  £2,500  was  offered  for  her  for  privateering 
purposes. 

27. — ^David  Graham  was  convicted,  before  the  Rev.  J.  Oldershaw, 
for  driving  cattle  on  Sunday  at  Harleston,  and  under  tihe  Act  of 
Charles  I.  paid  a  penalty  of  20s. 

30. — It  waa  reported  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  of 
Universal  Good'  Will,  at  Norwich,  Ihat  the  number  of  persons  relieved 
by  it  since  its  establishment  was  1,940.  An  appeal  was  made  for 
public  support.  «» 

DECEMBEB. 

3.* — "The  inhabitants  of  Loddon  have  entered  into  a  subscription 
for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expense  of  lighting  the  town.*' 

4. — Signer  Belzoni  from  Sadler's  Wells,  by  permission  of  the  Mayor, 
gave  a  performance  in  the  assembly  room  at  the  Maid^s  Head  Inn, 
Norwich.  It  was  described  as  "  a  grand  hydtaulic  exhibition,  called 
Fire  and  Water,  along  with  his  phantasmagoria  and  wonderful  feats 
of  strength  performed  by  the  Patagonian  Samson,  who  will  carry  on 
his  head,  arms,  and  body  from  five  to  ten  men  with  the  greatest 
ease."  This  was  the  famous  Belzoni,  the  traveller  and  discoverer  of 
Elgyptian  antiquities,  whose  book  entitled,  "  Narrative  of  the 
Operations  and  recent  Discoveries  in  the  Pyramids,  Temples,  Tombs, 
and  Cities  of  Egypt  and  Nubia,"  obtained  a  wide  circulation. 

10. — ^Thetford  ooursing  meeting  oommenoed.     It  lasted  four  days.

1806. 

JANUARY. 

10. — ^The  Supervisor  and  officers  of  Elxcise  belonging  to  the  East 
Dereham  district  seized  at  Melton  a  horse  and  cart,  with  80  gallons 
of  Geneva  and  four  gallons  of  brandy. 

IL — ^A  murderous  poaching  affray  occurred  in  Thorpe  Wood,  near 
Aylsham,  when  several  game  watchers,  in  the  service  of  Lord  Suffield, 
were  severely  woundled.  At  the  Norfolk  Assizes  at  Thetford,  in  March, 
six  of  the  poachers,  indicted  under  the  Black  Act,  were  found  gruilty 
and  sentenced  to  death.  Lord  Suffield  and  the  Hon.  Edward  Harbord 
pleaded  that  their  livee  might  be  spared,  and  the  sentence  was  ultimately 
commuted  to  transportation.  When  the  gang  were  being  conveyed 
by  the  Expedition  night  mail  coach  from  Norwich,  on  their  way  to 
Portsmouth,  the  convicts  got  free  from  the  chain  and*  made  a  desperate 
attempt  to  escape,  but  were  too  heavily  ironed.  They  attacked  the 
coachman,  and  one  of  the  guards  presented  a  pistol,  which  missed 
fire;  Johnson,  the  gaoler,  rushed  amongst  them  with  a  cutlass,  and 
subdued  them.  One  prisoner  escaped,  and  the  others  were  lodged  in 
the  Surrey  New  Gaol  on  the  following  morning. 

17. — ^At  a  public  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwidi,  it  was 
resolved  to  establish  a  Hospital  and  School  for  the  Indigent  Blind 
in  Norfolk  and  Norwich ;  towards  the  foundation  of  which  Mr.  Thomas 
Tawell  contributed  a  house  and  3^  acres  of  land  in  Magdalen  Street, 
valued  at  £1,050.  Mr.  Tawell,  who  was  himoelf  blind,  made  an 
eloquent  and  successful  appeal,  and  the  institution  was  opened  on 
October  14th. 

28. — ^The  pantomime,  "  Don  Juan,''  was  produced  at  Norwich  Theatre 
"in  a  style  which,  for  the  display  of  beautiful  scenery  and  of 
appropriate  decorations  and  costumes,  is  very  rarely  to  be  witnessed 
on  provincial  boards." 

29. — Died,  aged  57,  Mr.  Thomas  Wodehouse,  of  Sennowe  Lodge. 
He  was  one  of  the  gentlemen  of  his  Majesty's  Privy  Chamber,  in 
which  office  he  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Thomlinson,  of  Cley. 

FEBRUARY. 

2. — Bishop  Manners  Sutton,  of  Norwich,  was  nominated  by  the  King 
and  chosen,  February  12th,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  On  the  13th, 
his  Grace  arrived  at  the  Palace,  Norwich,  from  London;  and  on  the 
15th,  the  Mayor  and  Court  of  Aldermen  proceeded  in  state  from  the 
Guildhall  to  the  Palace,  where  the  Recorder  (Mr.  Harvey)  read 
an  address  of  oongratulation  to  the  Archbishop.  The  clergy  of 
Norwich,  on  the  16th,  waited  on  his  Grace,  when  the  Rev.  Prebendary 
Pretyman  addressed  the  Archbishop  in  an  appropriate  speech.  On 
the  17th,  his  Grace  preached  his  farewell  sermon  at  the  Cathedral, 
and  on  tlie  18th  departed  for  Lambeth. 
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9. — A  woman,  who  had  eloped  from  her  home  in  Kent  with  a  horse 
dealer,  was  found  by  her  husband  in  a  houaQ  in  St.  Peter  Mancroft, 
Norwich.  She  refused  to  return  to  him.  The  dealer  offered  to  buy 
the  woman  for  J&5,  and  her  husband,  agreeing,  plaoed  a  halter  round 
her  neck,  and  surrendered  all  right  and  title  to  her  for  the  sum 
nam^d. 

19. — Died,  at  his  house,  the  Town  Close,  Norwich,  Mr.  Jeremiah 
Ives,  senior  alderman  of  Norwich.  He  was  78  years  of  age,  and 
had  served  the  office  of  Mayor  in  1769>1795. 

20. — ^A  solemn  fast  waa  observed  at  Norwich. 

22. — ^Mr.  Robert  Herring,  of  Bracondale,  elected  an  alderman,  in 
place  of  Mr.  Jeremiah  Ives,  deceased. 

23. — ^Experiments  were  made  at  Norwich  to  test  the  practicability 
of  firing  a  field-piece  from-  a  oommon  waggon  without  injury  to  the 
vehicle.  The  idea,  whidii  originated  with  Major-General  Money, 
"  succeeded  perfectly,  and  the  horsee  stood  steady  during  the  discharge 
of  the  field^pieoe." 

24. — ^The  olergy  of  Norwich,  having  intimated  that  it  was  their 
intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  an  increase  of  their  incomes 
by  assessment,  considerable  feeling  was  manifested  in  opposition. 
The  Corporation  at  a  quarterly  assembly  resolved  to  oppose  the 
application.  Vestry  meetings  were  held  throughout  the  city,  and  the 
inhabitants  unanimously  expressed  an  opinion  adverse  to  the  clergy's 
proposal. 

^The  freedom  of  the  oity  was  conferred-  on  Mr.  John  Frere,  the 

former,  and  Mr.  Robert  Fellowes  and  Mr.  William  Smith,  the  then 
Parliamtentaxy  representatives  of  Norwich. 

^A  lease  of  the  Dutch  Church  was  granted  to  the  Corporation 

for  200  years,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  in  the  workhouse;  the  I>utch 
congregation  reserving  the  right  to  bury  their  dead  in  the  church, 
and  to  hold  Divine  service  therein  every  forenoon  of  the  first  Sunday 
in  the  month. 

MARCH. 

4.— Died,  aged  60,  Elizabeth  Clayton,  of  Wellsmext^the-Sea.  "  This 
woman,  from  an  early  propensity  for  masculine  employments,  had 
worked  as  a  ship's  oarpenter  at  the  dockyard  of  the  above  port 
upwards  of  40  years,  and  always  in  man's  apparel.  She  used  to  dnnk, 
chew  tobacco,  and  keep  company  only  with  workmen,  yet  would  never 
enter  into  the  matrimonial  state.  She  was  a  strong  robust  woman, 
and  never  permitted  anyone  to  insult  her  with  impunity." 

18.— The  Rev.  Henry  Bathurst,  D.D.,  "elected  Bishop  of  this 
Diocese  by  the  Dean  and  Qiapter."  His  lordship  was  installed  on 
May  10th. 

23. — ^At  a  meeting  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  resolutions  were 
agreed  to  "condemning  the  proposed  alterations  of  the  course  of  the 
mail  ooach  from  London  to  Norwich  by  way  of  Bury,  from  the 
consequent  later  d^ivery  of  the  letters  to  the  post-office  here,  and 
from  the  earlier  despatch  from  thence,  to  the  great  inconvenience  of 
the  mercantile  and  trading  houses  of  the  oity."     Representations  to 
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this  effect  were  made  to  the  PostmaBter-Greneral,  but  without  result. 
The  coach  started  from  the  King's  Head,  Norwich,  at  four  o'dock, 
and  passed  through  Thetford,  Bury,  and  Newmarket.  It  ran  every 
day  and  stopped  at  the  Golden  Cross,  Charing  Cross,  London. 
Another  coach,  by  Ipswich  and  Colohester,  set  up  at  the  Swan  with 
two  Necks^  Lad  Lane. 

28. — ^Miss  Aickin,  "*  an  actress  of  superior  talents  and  personal 
attractions,"  made  her  first  appearance  at  Norwich  Theatre  in  the 
character  of  Widow  Cheerly  in  the  oomedy  of  ''The  Soldier's 
Dau^ter,"  and  as  Aura  in  the  farce  of  "  The  Farm  House."  She 
played  the  part  of  Hamlet  on  May  4th. 

30.* — "  The  Rev.  William  L.  Gebbart  has  been  elected  minister 
of  the  Dutch  congregation,  and  also  appointed  minister  of  the  French 
church  in  Norwich." 

*''  It  is  in  contemplation  to  establish  telegraphic  communica- 
tion between  Norwich  and  Yarmouth  for  meroantile  purposes."  In 
October  the  Norwich  Corporation  agreed  to  pay  £10  annually  for  its 
support. 

*"An  earthen  pot,  containing  600  pieces  of  antient  English 

ailyer  coin,  was  ploughed  up  in  a  field  near  Aylsbam.  The  pieces 
consisted  ohiefiy  of  groats  of  Henry  VIL  and  pennies  of  the  Edwards. 
There  were  two  gold  angels  of  Henry  VI." 


APRIL. 

6.* — '*  A  person  in  the  country  has  lately  been  convicted,  before 
Mr.  Crowe,  Mr.  Asiley  and  Mr.  Norris>  in  the  legal  penalty  for 
working  and  digging  in  his  garden  and  openly  profaning  the  Sabbath. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  his  exam.ple  will  operate  towarde  the 
discontinuance  of  the  practice,  which,  perhaps,  is  nowhere  so  prevalent 
as  in  this  county." 

^Leeds  Mays,  for  horse  stealing,  was  executed  on  the  ''new 

drop"  on  the  Castle  Hill,  Norwich. 

Charles  Pegg  was  publicly  whipped  in  Norwich  Market  Place, 

for  purchasing  scdcEers'  necessarieB. 

13.* — (Advt.)  "  A  main  of  cocks  will  be  fought  on  E^aster  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday,  21  in  the  main  for  ten  guineas  the  battle,  and  30 
guineas  the  odd;  and  likewise  two  turn  outs  for  X20  the  battle,  and 
also  two  byes.  April  16th  and  17th,  at  Hindringham  Duke  of  York. 
The  first  pair  of  cocks  to  be  pitted  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon. 
Accommodation  for  man  and  horse.  Feeders,  Fox  for  Walsingham; 
Whisker  for  Wighton." 

22. — ^At  Swaffham,  a  man,  named  Angel,  imdertook  for  a  trifling 
wager  to  run  20  miles  in  three  hours.  He  ran  it  with  ease  in 
2  hours  50  minutes. 

27. — ^Two  gun  brigs,  of  14  gune  each,  were  launched  from  Mr. 
John  Preston's  dockyard  at  Tarmouth. 

28. — ^The  oil  mill  at  Hellesdon,  belonging  to  Mr.  Wm.  Parkinson,  was 
destroyed  by  fire.     The  loss  amounted'  to  between  £2,000  and  £3,000. 
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MAY. 

2. — ^A  public  meeting  was  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  when 
resolutions,  expressive  of  obligations  to  Elarl  St.  Vincent,  for  pro- 
moting an  enquiry  into  naval  abuses,  Anth  thanks  to  Mr.  Whi thread 
for  introducing  the  tenth  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Naval 
Enquiry  to  the  notice  of  the  House  of  Commons;  and  thanks  to  Mr. 
Robert  Feliowes,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  W.  Smith,  M.P.,  for  Bupporting  llr. 
Whitbread^s  motion,  were  unanimously  agreed  to. 

3. — The  Common  Council  of  Norwich  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
Earl  St.  Vincent,  to  the  Commissioners  of  Naval  Elnquiry,  to  Mr. 
Whitbread,  and  to  the  members  of  Parliament  for  the  city.  This  was 
negatived  by  the  aldermten  by  12  votee  to  4. 

6. — ^An  impressment  took  place  at  Yarmouth.  '*  Ships'  parties 
stopped  every  person  they  met  without  discrimination  or  respect  for 
appearances.  No  less  than  300  persons  were  impressed.  Som;e  were 
confined  in  the  rendezvous  of  the  town  gang,  others  were  OLarched 
to  the  barracks  or  conveyed  to  the  boats  lying  in  readiness  at  the 
jetty,  and  the  w'hole  body  were  carried  during  the  night  on  to  the 
Monmouth.  Next  morning  a  regulation  took  plaee,  and  50  only  were 
detained." 

14. — ^At  a  county  meeting,  held  at  the  Norwich  Shirehall,  several 
resolutions,  thanking  Earl  St.  Vincent  and  the  Commissioners  of  Naval 
Enquiry,  and  Mr.  Whitbread,  Sir  J.  H.  Astley,  and  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke 
for  their  patriotic  and  independent  conduct  in  Parliamient,  were 
unanimously  agreed  to. 

18. — ^An  officer  of  the  Shropshire  Militia  decided  in  bis  favour  a 
wager  of  ten  guineas,  ''  to  pick  up  100  stones  laid  in  Chapel  Field, 
Norwich,  at  a  distance  of  a  yard  from  each  other,  and  to  deposit  them 
in  two  baskets  placed  at  the  extremities  of  the  line,  in  the  space  of 
one  hour.''  Another  peraon,  a  few  weeks  afterwarck,  performed  the 
same  feat  in  44  minutes. 

25. — Married,  by  special  licence  by  the  Bishop  of  Norwich,  at  his 
lordship's  house  in  Mancheeter-square,  London,  Mr.  Benjamin  Bathurst, 
secretary  of  legation  to  the  Court  of  Stockholm,  to  Miss  Call,  daughter 
of  Sir  John  Call,  Bart.  (In  November,  1809,  when  travelling  to 
EIngland  with  important  despatches  as  envoy  to  the  Court  of  Vienna, 
Bathurst  mysteriously  disappeared  in  the  town  of  Perleberg,  and  was 
never  more  seen  or  heard  of.) 

^*"A  street,  26  feet  wide,  is  about  to  be  opened,  forming  an 

entrance,  which  has   long  been  most  desirable,   from  Chapel  Field 
directly  into  Bethel  Street,  Norwich." 

The  several  battalions  of  Volunteer  Infantry  in  the  county  performed 
a  month's  garrison  duty  in  Yarmouth.  The  Norwich  Volimteem 
were  on  duty  in  the  city. 


JUNE. 

1. — ^Lord  Frederick  Beauclerk  and  the  Hon.  Edward  Harbord  ran 
a  hxmdred  yards  race  on  Lord^e  Cricket  Ground,  London.     Mr.  Harbord 
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waB  beaten  by  two  yards.     He  afterwards  ran  the  same  dUtaaoe 
against  Mr.  Lambert,  and  won  oasily. 

4. — ^The  Bang's  birthday  was  celebrated  in  Norwich  by  the  garrison 
and  Volunteers,  who  paraded  to  the  number  of  1,800  and  fired  a 
feu  de  joie  on  the  Caatle  Meadow.  The  weather  was  yery  cold,  and 
at  nine  o'clock  at  night  the  thermometer  registered  36  degrees,  only 
four  degrees  above  freezing  point. 

8. — ^William  Carter,  a  private  in  the  City  of  Norwich  Battalion 
of  Infantry  Volunteers,  convicted,  before  a  regimental  court  martial, 
of  absenting  himself  from  parade  on  four  successive  days,  was  publicly 
disgraced  and  dismiased  the  battalion. 

22.* — "  Gabriel  Swallow,  aged  13,  son  of  a  gamekeeper  to  the  Hon. 
Col.  Harbord  at  Him  worth,  shot  21  bullets  at  a  target  80  yards  distant 
for  a  bet  of  two  guineas.  With  the  exception  of  three  shots,  they 
were  all  placed  within  5^  inches  of  the  centre;  three  bullets  were 
one  inch  from  the  centre ;  five  ditto,  two  inches ;  six  ditto,  three 
inches;  one  ditto,  four  inches;  two  ditto,  five  inches;  one  ditto, 
b^  inches." 

24. — ^Holkham  Sheep  Shearing  commenced.  Mr.  Ball's  threshing 
machine  was  shown  at  work.  An  intrenious  model  of  a  dibbling 
machine,  made  by  a  young  man  in  the  neighbourhood;  a  mowing 
machine,  invented  by  Mr.  Burrell,  of  Thetford;  a  scuffler,  by  Mr. 
Clarke ;  the  model  of  a  threshing  machine,  by  Mr.  Cook,  of  Aylsham ; 
and  an  improved  driU,  by  Messrs.  Wilson  and  Standish,  of  Lynn, 
were  also  exhibited.  The  sweepstake,  to  estimate  the  weight  of  Mr. 
Coke's  three^shear  Leicester  wether,  was  won  by  Lord  Winchilsea^ 
who  guessed  within  half  a  pound  of  the  actual  weight. 


JULY. 

6. — ^Mr.  Edward  Rigby,  Mayor  of  Norwich,  in  a  letter  to  the 
NoBFOLK  Chboniclb,  advocatod  vaccine  inoculation.  He  wrote :  "  I 
inoculated  my  twin  children  when  they  were  eight  months  old  with 
smallpox  ichor,  and  they  resisted  the  infection.  Since  then  I  have 
exposed  them  to  patients  under  smallpox  and  at  that  period  of  the 
disease  when  most  likely  to  communicate  infection,  which,  as  before, 
they  were  insusceptible  to." 

9. — ^Mdlle.  Eloise  Adelaid^e  de  Bourbon,  daughter  of  the  Prince  of 
Cond^,  took  the  veil  at  Bodney  Hall,  the  retreat  of  the  nuns  of 
Montargis. 

A  "  bugle  man  "  of  the  Norwich  Rifle  Corps,  named  Hardingham, 

was  killed  by  the  accidental  discharge  of  a  rifle  at  target  practice. 
His  remains  were  interred^  with  military  honours,  in  St.  Giles' 
churchyard  on  the  11th. 

16. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall,  presided  over  by  tlhe 
Mayor  of  Norwich,  resolutions  were  adopted  for  taking  the  best  means 
of  stopping  the  progress  of  the  contagion  of  smallpox,  and  of 
extending  vaccine  inoculation.  A  committee  afterwards  presented 
a  memorial  in  favour  of  vaccination.  On  September  14tn  it  was 
announced  that  nearly  400  of  tlie  poor  had'  been  vaccinated. 
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24. — ^A  gift  of  silver  plate  waa  presented  to  Sir  Tliomaa  Beevor, 
Bart.,  at  Hethel,  by  the  Chairman  and  Committees  of  Chief  Constables 
in  Hiunbleyard  and  adjacent  Hundreds,  as  *'  a  testimonial  ol  esteem 
and  respect  and  approbation  of  the  able  and  upright  manner  in 
which  he  had  discharged  the  duties  of  a  magistrate  for  more  than 
half  a  century." 

27.* — '*  At  Diss,  a  number  of  labourers  in  husbandry  refused  to 
work  for  the  customary  wages,  and  being  out  of  employment  applied 
to  the  magistrates)  who  advised  the  parish  officers  to  put  them  to 
work,  which  they  accordingly  did.  Their  business  was  to  carry  bricks 
in  a  hod  from  Palgrave  to  Diss,  a  distance  of  two  miles.  This 
medicine  had  the  desired  effect,  for  after  two  days  ihej  returned  to 
their  former  employment." 

AUGUST. 

3.* — (AdTt.)  "A  main  of  cocks  will  be  fought  at  the  Sun  Inn, 
Wells,  on  Tuesday,  August  13th,  between  the  gentlen^n  of  Foulsham 
and  the  gentlemen  of  Wells,  five  guineas  the  battle  and  twenty 
guineas  the  odd  There  will  be  two  pits.  Feeders,  Whisker  for 
Foulsham ;  Souther  for  Wells." 

6. — ^The  Norwich  Society  of  Artists  opened  an  exhibition  of 
paintings  and  drttwings  in  their  room  in  Sir  Benjamin  Wrenche's 
Court. 

8. — ^In  consequence  of  official  intelligence  of  preparations  along  the 
enemy's  coast,  Major-General  Money  addressed  a  letter  to  the 
commandtots  of  Yeomanry  and  Volunteer  Cavalry  in  Norfolk  and 
Suffolk,  requesting  them  to  have  their  corps  ready  for  inspection,  and 
in  marching  order.  A  similar  letter  was  sent  by  Major-General  Milner 
to  the  conmiondanta  of  Norfolk  Volunteer  Infantry,  adding  that  the 
requisite  number  of  waggons  was  ordered  for  their  conveyance  in  osAe 
of  necessity. 

12. — ^A  cricket  match  was  played  at  Reepham  between  the  gentlemen 
of  Foulsham  and  the  gentlemen  of  Reepham,  Haokford,  Whitwell, 
and  Corpusty  "  for  a  considerable  smn."  It  was  won  by  the  former, 
"with  eight  notches  to  spare."  The  return  match,  on  October  2l8t, 
was  also  won  by  Foulsham. 

26. — ^A  cricket  match  was  played  in  Blickling  Park  between  elevens 
of  the  Blickling  and  Norwich  clubs,  and  was  won  by  the  former.  It 
was  followed  by  a  single  wicket  match  between  the  same  teaoLS, 
when  Blickling  again  won,  with  nine  wickets  to  go  down. 


SEPTEMBER. 

3. — ^The  committee  of  the  Court  of  Guardians,  appointed  to 
examine  the  poor-rates  of  the  city  and  hajnlets  of  Norwich,  and  to 
obtain  a  more  equal  assessment,  reported  that  an  increase  of  £16,000 
stock  and  £1,800  rent,  calculating  on  the  half-rental  only,  might  be 
made;  and  recommended  a  general  survey  and  new  valuation  to  be 
taken,  in  consequenoe  of  the  great  alteration  which  had  taken  place 
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in  property,  and  in  the  value  of  land  in  particular  since  1786,  when 
t<be  last  survey  wab  made. 

7. — ^A  remarkable  whirlwind  occurred  at  Rockland  St.  Mary.  A 
rowing  boat,  lying  on  the  bank  of  the  broad,  was  lifted  into  the 
air  and  blown  a  distance  of  70  yards;  and  another  large  boat  was 
raised  out  of  the  water  and  hurled  a  considerable  distancew  A  young 
man  was  lifted  three  or  four  yards  in  the  air  and  blown  seyeral  yards. 
Much  damage  was  done  to  the  roofs  of  cottages  and  to  wheat  sheafs 
in  the  fieldB. 

13. — ^Mr.  Indedon,  the  famous  vocalist,  appeared  at  Norwich 
Theatre  in  his  entertainment,  "  The  Wandering  Melodist.'' 

21. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Corporation  the  committee 
appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  applying  to 
Parliament  for  an  Act  for  the  better  lighting,  watching,  and  paving 
of  the  city,  reported  in  favour  of  the  proposal,  and  a  gentleman 
present  (^ered  to  subscribe  £500  towards  tihe  undertaking.  On 
October  26th,  it  was  reported  that  the  aldermen  had  adopted  the 
recommendation,  but  the  Commons  threw  it  out  by  20  votes  against 
16.  At  a  meeting  held  on  October  30th,  at  which  the  Biahop,  the 
Mayor,  and  many  of  the  principal  owners  and  occupiers  of  estates 
were  present,  the  petition  was  unanimously  agreed  to  and  signed. 

28.''^ — ''A  finely  preserved  Saxon  font  has  been  discovered  in  the 
church  of  Great  Hautbois,  near  Coltiahall,  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Repton. 
Many  curious  remains  of  antient  sculpture  are  obscured  by  repeated 
coats  of  dirt  and  whitewash  in  our  diurchea." 

*"  Died,  lately,  Sir  James  Tylney  Longe,  Bart.,  in  the  eleventh 

year  of  hia  age.  By  his  death  the  Tylney  property,  amounting  to 
£26,000  per  annum  and  nearly  £300,000  in  the  Funds,  devolves  on 
the  distant  branches  of  the  Longe  family.'' 

During  this  month  Mr.  James  Neild,  of  Chelsea,  a  well-known 
philanthropist,  visited  the  county  gaol,  the  city  gaol  and  bridewell, 
the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital,  and  the  Duke's  Palace  Workhouse. 
In  his  report  on  the  Hospital  he  wrote :  **  It  does  honour  to  the 
county,  and  is  one  of  the  best  I  have  seen." 


OCTOBER. 

7. — ^A  mysterious  outrage  was  committed  at  Fakenham.  A  man 
entered  the  bed-room  of  two  maiden  ladies,  namied  Bale,  brutally 
thrashed  one,  and  attempted  to  cut  the  throat  of  the  other,  after 
which  he  decamped.  The  Home  Office  oiffered  his  Majesty's  pardon 
to  any  accomplice  who  gave  evidence  that  would  lead  to  a  conviction, 
and  Mr.  Edward  Bale,  of  Toftrees,  offered  a  reward  of  £100  for  the 
discovery  of  the  guilty  person.     No  clue  was  forthcoming. 

12.* — ''A  few  dajTs  since  the  Russian  Countess  Mengdon  arrived  at 
her  newly-purchased  seat,  called  New  Place,  Thetford,  late  the  residence 
of  Mr.  James  Mingay.'' 

18. — One  of  a  pair  of  eagles  was  shot  at  Cantley.  The  extended 
wings  measured  7  feet  i^  inchee,  and  the  bird  was  2^  feet  in  height. 
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22. — ^A  two  dajs'  race  meeting  oomxnenoed  in  Blickling  Park.  A 
ball  and  supper  were  given  by  Lord  Sufiield. 

^The  Norwich  Battalion  of  Volunteers,  oonmuuided  by  Lieut.- 

CJol.  Patteeon,  and  the  City  of  Norwich  Battalion  of  Volunteer 
Infantry  (Lieut.-CoL  Harvey)  were  inspected  by  Major-Greneral  Milner. 
**  A  portion  of  the  latter  corps  proceeded  from  the  Castle  ditches  to 
Mile  Elnd  in  waggons,  fitted*  up  with  seats,  and  provided  throughout 
the  county  pursuant  to  general  orders." 

Under  the  Additional  Force  Act,  Norfolk  raised  this  month  248 
men  to  supply  vacancies  occasioned  by  those  who  had  enlisted  out 
of  the  Militia  into  the  regular  Army. 

NOVEMBER. 

2  ♦_"  The  Sheriff  of  Norwich,  Mr.  J.  H.  Yallop,  is  the  fortunate 
hdder  of  a  sixteenth  share  of  the  ticket  drawn  for  a  prize  ol  £3,000. 
Li  the  lottery  of  1803,  Mr.  Tallop  also  shared  a  prize  of  £2,000, 
and  in  1804,  part  of  the  £20,000  prize." 

7. — Intelligence  was  received  of  the  battle  of  Trafalgar,  which  was 
fought  on  Ootober  2lBt,  and  of  the  death  of  Nelson.  **  The  bells  were 
rung  and  fired  throughout  the  day,  but  all  the  joy  that  would  have 
arisen  from  the  victory  was  wholly  absorbed  in  sorrow  and  regret  for 
the  death  of  the  Hero  of  the  Nile  and  Trafalgar."  Great  rejoicings 
afterwards  took  place,  and  addresses  ol  congratulation  to  his  Majesty 
were  unanimously  voted  by  the  Corporations  of  Norwich,  Yarmouth, 
Lynn,  &c. 

30. — ^A  county  meeting  was  held  at  the  Shirehall,  Norwich,  when 
an  address  to  his  Majesty  on  the  victory  of  Trafalgar  was  agreed  to. 
It  was  also  resolved  to  open  a  subscription  for  erecting  a  memorial 
to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  Lord  Nelson's  victories. 


DECEMBER. 

3. — ^The  Duke  of  Norfolk  arrived  at  Norwich,  and  visited  the 
Cathedral,  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  and  other  public  buildings. 

^Thanksgiving  day.     Collections  were  made  in  the  churches  for 

the  relief  of  the  families  of  those  who  fell,  and  for  those  who  were 
wounded.  At  Aylsham,  there  was  a  "  grand  naval  procession,"  barrels 
of  beer  were  drunk  in  the  Market  Place,  and  a  display  of  fireworks 
took  place  at  night. 

17. — ^A  grand  fite  was  held  at  the  Norwich  Assembly  Rooma,  in 
honour  of  Nelson's  victory.  Upwards  of  450  ladies  and  gentlemen 
of  the  county  and  city  were  present  at  the  ball  and  supper,  and  the 
rooms  were  decorated  with  transparencies  and  brilliantly  illuminated. 
The  arrangements  were  carried  out  by  the  Norfolk  Society,  established 
in  1770. 

Among  the  Acts  of  Parliament  passed'  this  year  was  one  to  enable 
Mr.  Daniel  Henry  Woodward,  his  sons,  and  their  descendants  to  use 
the  surname  and  family  arme  of  Mr.  Henry  Lee  Warner,  late  of 
Walsingham. 
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1806. 

JANUAET. 

4.* — (Advt.)  "  To  be  sold,  a  Proprietar'a  Share  in  the  Norwich 
Theatre,  with  or  without  transferable  ticket,  which  will  admit  the 
holder  to  the  Yarmouth,  Ipswich,  and  Colche«ter  Theatre©.'^ 

*"  A   man   of   the   name   of    Baxter,    formerly   a   respectable 

farmer  at  Buckenham,  who  took  a  raah  resolution  of  refusing  any 
kind  of  sustenance  but  water,  which  he  continued  to  do  for  38  days 
at  the  White  Horse  at  Renninghall,  was  induced  to  give  up  the 
same  on  Monday  last  by  the  ojffer  of  a  noble  lady  to  settle  an  allowance 
upon  him.  He  some  time  ago  persisted  in  the  same  mode  of  existence 
for  19  days." 

9. — ^The  church  bells  in  city  and  county  were  tolled  from  twelve 
o'clock  to  two  o'clock,  on  the  occasion  of  the  funeral  of  Lord  Nelson 
at  St.  Paul's  Cathedral. 

12. — ^A  subscription  was  made  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  in 
Germany,  who  were  suffering  under  the  combined  miseries  of  war  and 
famine.     About  £300  was  collected. 

14. — ^A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Guildhall  for  the  purpose  of 
opposing  the  Norwich  Paving  Bill,  and  a  petition  against  the  measure 
was  signed  by  1,600  owners  and  occupiers.  On  February  8th,  the 
Mayor  (Mr.  Rigby)  announced  that  "  the  respectability  of  the 
signatures  to  the  petition  in  favour  of  the  Bill,  and  the  large  sum 
raised  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  application  to  Parliament,  could 
not  but  determine  its  supporters  to  persevere  firmly  in  promoting  it." 
On  February  24th,  the  aldermen,  by  ten  votes  to  eight,  ordered"  the 
city  seal  to  be  affixed  to  the  Bill.  Leave  was  given  on  March  7th 
for  the  insertion  of  fresh  notices  in  the  Bill,  in  order  that  it  might 
be  carried  before  Parliament  that  Session.  The  Bill  wae  read  a  first 
time  on  April  21st,  and  was  in  due  course  transmitted  to  a  committee 
of  the  House  of  Commons.  The  taking  of  evid>ence  for  and  against 
the  Bill  concluded  on  May  2l8t,  and  on  June  13th  it  passed  both 
Houses  of  Parliament  and  received  the  Royal  assent.  The  first  election 
of  Commissioners  under  the  Norwich  Paving  Act  took  place  in  July, 
and  the  first  meeting  of  Commissioners  was  held  on  July  15th,  when 
the  Deputy-Mayor  (Mr.  Rigby)  was  appointed  chairman;  Mr.  Elisha 
De  Hague,  clerk;  Messrs.  Harvey  and  Hudson,  treasurers;  and  Mr. 
John  Roots,  surveyor. 

15. — ^The  vane  and  spindle  of  the  "  antient  and  beautiful  spire  " 
of  St.  Gregory's  Church,  Norwich,  were  blown  off  during  a  severe 
gale. 

FEBRUARY. 

3. — On  opening  a  vault  at  the  church  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft, 
Norwich,  a  live  bat  was  found  therein,  of  a  greyish  colour,  where  it 
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had  probably  lain  in  a  torpid  state  mot^  than  32  years,  tho  distance 
of  time  since  the  yault  was  before  opened." 

8.* — (Adnrt.)  *'A  main  of  cocks  will  be  fought  on  Wednesday, 
February  19th,  at  the  Red'  Lion  Inn,  Fakenham,  between  the 
gentlemen  of  Fakenham  and  the  gentlemen  of  Foulsham..  EHeren 
mains,  two  byes,  and  one  turn  out  for  five  guineas  the  battle,  and 
ten  guineas  the  odd.  Feeders,  George  Syder  for  Fakenham;  David 
Lamb  for  Foulsham." 

9. — James  Coleman,  bricklayer,  of  Swardeston,  was  tolling  the  bell 
at  the  parish  church,  "  when  the  crown  and  cannons  bcx)ke  from  the 
bell,  and  she  came  down  through  both  floors,  killing  him  on  tJie 
spot." 

13. — Married,  at  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich,  Henry  Robert 
Bowles,  acting-manager  at  ihe  Theatre  Royal,  to  Miss  Aickin,  of  the 
same  theatre. 

16. — Died,  at  St.  George  Colegate,  Norwich,  Thomas  Troughton, 
aged  88.  ''He  was  a  member  of  the  corps  of  Artillery  raised  for 
the  internal  defence  during  the  Rei7olution  of  1746,  and  is  believed 
to  be  the  last  Burvivor  of  that  loyal  corps." 

22.* — **  The  interior  of  the  Cathedral  is  about  to  undergo  a  thorough 
cleaning  and  repair.  It  is  sixty  years  since  a  similar  repair  was 
done."     It  was  re-opened   November  22ndL 

24. — ^At  a  quarterly  assembly  of  tihe  Corporation  of  Noirwich  an 
address  was  ordered  to  be  presented  to  his  Majesty,  "expressive  of 
their  gratitude  for  the  paternal  alPection  he  has  shown  to  his  subjects 
by  waiving  eveiy  consid'eration  for  the  public  good  in  the  appointment 
of  men  of  the  first  abilities  in  the  country  to  the  high  offices  of 
State."  A  county  meeting  was  held  at  the  Shirehall,  Norwich,  on 
March  28th,  when  a  similar  resolution  was  adopted,  congratulating 
his  Majesty  on  the  appointment  of  an  administration  ''in  whom  the 
nation  feels  a  well-grounded  confidence."  Like  addresses  were 
presented  by  the  Corporations  of  Yarmouth  and  King's  Lynn. 

27. — ^Landed  at  Yarmouth,  on  their  return  from  the  Continent, 
the  4th,  23rd,  and  28th  Regiments  of  Foot,  and  300  riflemen, 
comprising  the  brigade  commanded  by  General  Paget. 


MARCH. 

1.* — "Lately,  died,  at  the  age  of  113,  Mrs.  Roope,  of  Tharston, 
near  Long  Stratton.     %e  lived*  to  see  her  flfth  generation.'^ 

5. — A  troop  of  the  King's  Gorman  Legion  (heavy  cavalry)  arrived 
at  Norwich  from  Yarmouth,  and  on  the  following  day  proceeded  on 
their  march  to  Scotland. 

7. — ^A  public  concert  was  given  at  Chapel  Fidd  House,  Norwich. 
Tocalists :  Mr.  Vaughan  and  Mrs.  Vaughan  (formerly  Miss  Tennant) ; 
leader  of  the  band,  Mr.  Pamell;  at  the  pianoforte,  Mr.  Beckwith. 

11. — ^The  Board  of  Agriculture  voted  their  gold  medal  to  Mr.  Thomas 
William  Coke,  "  for  his  extensive  and  successful  mode  of  irrigation, 
by  which  he  has  converted'  a  track  of  unprofitable  boggy  land  in 
Norfolk  into  sound  and  excellent  wat^  mead^Qwa." 
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-The  Marquis  TownshendTs  85th  birthday  was  celebrated  by  a 


dinner  at  the  Grown  Inn,  and  by  a  ball  and!  snippy  at  the  Red  Lion 
Inn»  Fakenham. 

15. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  held  at  Thetford,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Grose,  was  tried  the  case,  the  Ring  v.  Anthony.  This  was  an 
information  filed  against  the  defendant  by  the  Attomey-€reneral  for 
assaulting  John  Stevenson,  an  offioer  of  ESxcise,  wliile  in  the  execution 
of  his  duty.  Stevenson  called  at  the  White  Horse  Inn,  ESdgefield,  on 
December  2nd,  1805,  and  found  smuggled  liquor  in  panniers  belonging 
to  the  defendotnt,  whose  ostensible  trade  was  that  of  a  vendor  of 
oystera  The  officer  seized  the  panniers,  but  defendant,  in  regaining 
ihem,  committed  an  assault.  He  was  found  guilty,  and  the  case  was 
remitted  to  the  King's  .Bench  for  judgment.  (No  further  record 
appeara) 

*(Advt.)     "A  main  of  cooks  will  be  fought  at  the  Maid's 

Head  Inn,  Norwich,  on  Tuesday,  the  25th  inst.,  and  two  following 
days  between  the  gentlemen  of  Norwich  and  the  gentlemen  of 
Yarmouth.  To  show  31  mains,  and  ten  bye-cocks,  to  fight  for  ten 
guineas  a  battle,  and  50  guineas  the  odd  battle.  There  will  be  five 
pits.

16. — ^Died,  at  his  house  in  Surrey  Street,  Norwich,  John  Manning, 
M.D.,  upwards  of  30  years  physician  at  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich 
Hospital 

17. — ^Died,  at  Snettisham  Lodge,  Mr.  Thomas  Daniell,  Attomey- 
Creneral  of  Dominica. 

24. — ^Intelligence  was  received  at  Norwich  of  Vice-Admiral  Duck- 
worth's victory  over  the  French  squadron  in  St.  Domingo  Bay.  Col. 
Patteson's  Volunteers  fired  a  feu  de  joie  in  the  Market  Place,  and 
the  bells  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft  rang  until  midnight. 

27. — ^Mr.  Heath  caught  in  Pamcworth  Broad  a  pike  weig>hing  31 
lbs.,  and  measuring  45  inches  in  length,  and  25  inches  in  girth. 

^^  28.— Died,  at  Bodney  Hall,  aged  49,  Madame  Elizabeth  de  Kirepoix. 
"Descended  from  one  of  the  most  distinguished  families  in  France, 
she  forsook  the  allurements  of  the  Court  for  the  retirement  and 
austerity  of  monastic  life.  From  the  storms  of  the  French  Revolution 
the  Benedictine  Monastery  (of  which  she  had  been  a  member  31  years 
and  superior  22  years)  sought  shelter  in  England,  and  found  aoi 
asylum  in  this  county,  where  for  the  last  15  years  the  nims  have  been 
occupied  in  the  education  of  Catholic  young  latfiea.'' 

This  month  upwards  of  £800  was  subscribed  to  defray  the  cost 
of  the  erection  in  Norwich  of  a  monument  to  the  memory  of  Lord 
Nelson.  Mr.  Browne  and  Mr.  Percy  submitted  designs  and  models 
to  the  committee,  but  insufficient  support  was  given  to  the  movement. 


APBIL. 


5.*—  The  King  has  granted  the  dignity  of  Earl  to  the  Right  Hon. 
Horatio  Baron  Walpole,  to  be  known  as  the  Earl  of  Orford."  Mr. 
Thomas  Wm.  Coke  was  offered,  but  declined  a  peerage. 
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12. — At  a  meeting  of  fanners  and  others  at  Thetford,  it  was 
decided  to  hold  a  sheep  and  lamb  fair  in  that  town  annually  on 
September  Ist. 

19. — The  Boreas  frigate,  28  guns,  was  launched  from  the  dockyard 
of  Messrs.  Stone  and  Custance,  at  Yarmouth.  On  the  same  day  the 
Ariel  sloop,  of  18  guns,  was  launched  from  Mr.  N.  Palmer's  yard. 

27 — General  Milner  inspected  the  Norwich  Rifle  Corps  this  day 
(Sunday);  the  Norwich  Volunteer  Regiment  on  the  28th;  and  Col. 
Patteson's  Battalion   on  the  29th. 

MAY. 

6. — ^Died,  in  his  82nd  year,  the  Rev.  George  Thomas,  vicar  of  Eaat 
Dereham  and  brother  of  Dr.  Thomas,  Bishop  of  Rochester.  He  was 
succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Charles  Hyde  WoUaston. 

14. — ^The  annual  meeting  of  the  Dissenters  Benevolent  Society, 
presided  over  by  Mr.  Geo.  Watson,  was  held  at  the  Angel  Inn, 
Norwich. 

16. — ^A  hundred  yards  foot  race  took  place  on  Lord^s  Cricket  Ground 
between  Lord  E.  Somerset  and  the  Hon.  Eldward  Harbord.  "  Lord 
Edward  had  the  start  of  Mr.  Harbord,  and  maintained  the  lead  about 
60  yards,  when  Mr.  Harbord  gained  upon  and'  crossed  him.  There 
was  a  foul,  and  Lord  Edward  fell.  Lord  Frederick  Beauclerk,  who 
was  umpire,  gave  his  decision  as  follows: — That  on  account  of  the 
accident  the  race  was  deemed  void,  but  Mr.  Harbord  is  allowed  the 
power  of  calling  upon  Lord  Eidward  to  run  the  race  over  again  any 
time  with^in  the  next  six  months  upon  giving  his  lordlBhip  six  weeks' 
notice." 

17. — ^The  sword  of  the  Spanish  Admiral,  Don  Xavier  Francisco 
Winthuysen,  who  died  of  his  wounds  at  the  battle  off  Cape  St.  Vincent, 
February  14th,  1797,  presented  to  the  city  of  Norwich  by  Lord  Nelson, 
was  placed  in  the  mural  monument  at  the  Guildhall. 

29. — General  Milner,  in  a  letter  addressed'  to  the  commanding 
officers  of  Volunteers  in  Norwich  and  Norfolk,  expressed  '*  the  high 
sense  he  entertained  of  the  merit  of  the  Volunteer  corps  in  coming 
forward  in  such  force,  when  the  country,  and  this  district  in 
particular,  was  threatened  with  invasion  by  a  powerful  enemy." 

30. — Died,  at  Calabar,  East  Indies,  in  his  32nd  year,  Capt.  Smyth, 
56th  Regiment,  son  of  Mr.  James  Smyth,  attomey-at-law,  of  Norwich. 
He  served  in  all  the  campaigns  in  Flanders  and  Holland  imder 
General  Coote,  in  Ireland  at  the  battle  of  Vinegar  Hill,  at  Gibraltar 
during  the  mutiny,  and  under  Sir  Ralph  Abercromby  in  Egypt. 

JUNE. 

9. — ^Vice- Admiral  Russell,  accompanied  by  several  officers  of  the 
North  Sea  Fleet,  stationed  at  Yarmouth,  visited  Norwich. 

10. — A  rowing  match  took  place  between  the  Lion  and  the  Dove. 
The  course,  five  miles,  was  between  Carrow  and  Whitlingham,  and 
the  Lion  won  by  100  yards  in  .34  minutes 
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18. — ^WreBtling  matcbes  were  conteetod  on  Panxworth  Green  in 
the  presence  of  a  large  number  of  spectators.  "  Green,  of  Beighton, 
was  champion  of  the  green,  and  came  off  victorious  from  all  his 
engagements."     He  was  eighteen  years  old 

19. — ^Norwich  Guild  day.  In  consequence  of  the  Cathedral  under- 
going reparation,  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  attend^  service  at  the 
church  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft.  The  Mayor,  Mr.  Thomas  AUday 
Eerriaon,  entertained  500  guests  at  dinner  at  St.  Andrew's  Ball ;  the 
ball  was  held  at  Chapel  Field  House. 

23. — At  Holkham  Sheep  Shearing,  Mr.  John  Herring,  jun.,  of 
Norwich,  exhibited  three  shawls,  manufactured  by  Messrs.  John 
Herring  and  Sons  entirely  from  the  fleece  of  Mr.  Coke's  Southdown«. 

24. — ^Lord  Waldiegrave,  in  command  of  a  detachment  of  the  7t^ 
Light  Dragoons,  stationed  at  Norwich,  commenced  a  series  of  three 
cricket  matches, ''  with  a  select  number  of  the  men  imder  his  command 
against  a  party  of  gentlemen  of  this  city  and  neighbourhood."  The 
solcfiers  won  two  out  of  the  thiiee  gamea.  In  the  following  month 
Lord  Waldegrave  oame  of  age,  and  succeeded  to  a  property  amounting 
to  £30,000  a  year. 

28. — ^Mr.  Incledon  appeared  at  Norwich  TheatrQ  in  his  entertain- 
ment, consisting  of  songs  and  recitations,  ''  Hospitality,  or  the  Harvest 
Home."    He  reappeared  on  the  30tii. 

JULY. 

6. — ^Died,  at  his  house  in  George  Street,  Portman  Square,  London, 
Arthur  Richard  Dillon,  Archbishop  and  Duke  of  Narbonne,  Primate 
of  the  Gauls,  President  of  the  Statee  of  Languedoc,  and  Commander 
of  the  Order  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  "This  venerable  prelate  was  imcle 
to  Lady  Jemingham,  of  Costessey." 

^The   Primary   Visitation    of   the   Bishop   of    Norwich   (which 

commenced  at  Thetford  on  May  22nd')  terminated  at  St.  Peter  "Mancroft, 
Norwich.  "Six  himdred  and  ninety-nine  young  persons  from  the 
adjacent  parishes,  and  on  the  following  day  nearly  600  persons  from 
the  several  parishes  und  hamlets  of  the  city  were  confirmed.  The 
total  number  of  persons  who  had  been  confirmed  throughout  the 
diocese  in  the  course  of  this  visitation  is  computed  at  nearly  17,000." 

10. — ^This  day  "  the  thermometer  stood  at  82,  expoeed  to  the  north." 
On  the  19th  of  the  previous  month  the  heat  was  so  great  that  many 
post  horses  died-. 

12. — ^The  Royal  assent  was  given  to  an  Act  to  enable  his  Majesty 
"to  grant  the  Ca«tle  of  Norwich,  with  the  county  eraol.  Castle  Hill, 
and  certain  land  adjacent  thereto,  in  Norfolk,  and  for  vesting  the 
same  in  the  justices  of  the  peace  for  the  said  county,  with  the  use 
thereof.^' 

13. — ^A  remarkable  suicide  took  place  at  Yarmouth.  "Two  servant 
women  tied  themselves  together  with  ribbon,  walked  into  the  sea,  and 
were  drowned."  They  were  the  wives  of  privates  in  the  Shropshire 
Militia.  "Their  husbands  had  come  to  see  them  the  previous  day, 
and,  refusincr  to  permit  them  to  return  with  them,  they  committed 
the  rash  act."

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14. — A  large  concourse  assembled  to  witness  a  camping  match,  on 
Croetwick  Common  between  the  Hundireds  of  Taverham  and  of  Blofield. 
Conditions :  — ''  Play  40  minutes ;  candidates  to  be  young  men  under 
26  and  unmarried.  Prize,  a  hat  of  the  value  of  10s.  6d.  for  each  of 
the  successful  combatants."  The  affair  ended  in  a  walk  over,  owing 
to  the  absence  of  the  Blofield  men.  "It  i%  now  20  years  since  a 
reg^ar  camp  was  playedi  at  Crostwick,  and  that  one  waa  patronised 
by  one  of  his  Majesty's  present  ministers,  who  is  not  more  celebrated 
for  his  political  talents,  and  the  accomplishments  of  a  liberal  and 
enlightened  mind,  than  for  his  attachment  to  the  ancient  sports  and 
amusements  of  his  country."  (Reference  is  here  mad^  to  William 
Windham.) 

17. — The  annual  water  frolic  and  aquatic  proceesion  took  place  at 
Norwich,  "  led  by  Admiral  Clarke  in  full  uniform  in  the  Apollo." 

21. — The  Corporation  of  Norwich  a^ain  granted  the  use  of  St. 
Andrew's  Hall  to  the  corn  merchants,  as  a  place  of  exchange,  at  the 
annual  lent  of  60  guineas.  ''A  Utter  from  Mr.  Opie  was  read,  in 
which  that  celebrated  artist  stated  that,  if  due  oare  was  taken  to 
prevent  ]>er6ons  from  touching  the  paintings  in  the  hall,  they  would 
sustain  no  injury  if  the  hall  was  opened  ten  times  a  week." 

26. — ^Arrived,  at  Yarmouth,  the  Blanche  frigate,  Capt.  Lavie,  with 
La  Guerriere,  French  frigate  of  50  guns,  Capt.  Hubert,  captured  on 
the  18th,  after  a  desperate  action  of  46  minutes.  La  Guerriere  had 
taken  eight  Greenlandmen  and  one  Yarmouth  vessel,  all  of  which  she 
had  destroyed. 

28. — The  Volunteer  corps  agreed  to  continue  their  services  under 
new  regulations  and  at  reduced  pay.  The  regulations  were  made  in 
accordance  with  a  new  Act  of  Parliament,  which  provided  for  the 
military  training  of  the  population  by  the  calling  out  of  200,000  men 
in  each  year. 

31. — The  Duke's  Palace  estate  in  Norwich,  belonging  to  the  Duke  of 
Norfolk,  was  sold  in  lots  for  £6,066,  exclusive  of  the  Public  Library 
and  house  adjoining. 


AUGUST. 

^•*7-{Advt.)  "  To  be  seen  alive  (from  Mr.  Kendrick's  menagerie, 
42,  Piccadilly),  in  a  commodioua  room  at  Mr.  Peck's,  the  Church  Stile, 
in  the  Market  Place,  Norwich,  a  most  surprising  crocodile  from  the 
Nile  ever  seen  in  this  kingdom..  He  is  eo  remarkably  tame  that  any 
lady  or  gentleman  may  touch  him  with  safety." 

13. — ^The  Norwich  Society  of  Artists  opened  an  exhibition  in  their 
room  in  Sir  Benjamin  Wrenohe's  Court.  The  exhibitors  included  A. 
Brown,  W.  Browne,  aiid  Stone,  architectiu-al  subjects;  Crome,  Dixon, 
Gordon,  C.  Hodjgson,  Ladbrooke,  Leeds',  and  Thirtle,  landscapes; 
Cooper,  horses  and  cattle;  Mrs.  Coppin,  Freeman,  and  Thirtle, 
portraits ;  and  Sillett,  flowers  and  still  life.  "  The  exhibition  is  such 
as  to  authorise  our  predicting  that  the  seedb  of  genius,  which  have 
evidently  taken  deep  root  in  some  of  the  artists,  will  secure  them 
most  respectable  places  in  th^  roU  of  fame," 
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14. — ^Th«  anniyersary  aermon  for  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital 
was  preached  by  the  Bishop  of  Norwich  at  St.  Peter  Manoroft.  The 
sum  collected  was  £185  IGs.  6d.,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  dinner  at 
the  Swan  Inn  amounted  to  £41  98.  6d. 

28. — ^The  GomuB  frigate,  22  guns^  wa«  launched  from  the  dockyard 
of  Messrs.  Custance  and  Co.,  at  Yarmouth. 

30. — ^The  Norwich  Paving  Commissioners  advertised  that  they  were 
"  ready  to  contract  with  any  person  or  persons  for  watch  boxes,  to  be 
made  of  good  and  well^easoned  yellow  deal,  and  painted  on  the  outrides 
of  a  lead  colour  three  times  in  oil.  Also  to  receive  proposals  for 
and  contract  with  any  person  or  persona  for  36  strong  and  well-made 
watchmen's  coats  of  a  dark  drab  coloured  cloth,  large  double  collar, 
with  belt  of  the  same  sewed  to  the  coat,  and  white  and  strong  mjetal 
buttons."

11. — ^Died,  at  the  age  of  100  years,  Mrs.  Crisp,  of  Loddon. 

12. — ^Died,  at  Brighton,  aged  76,  the  Right  Hon.  ESdward  Lord 
Thurlow,  Lord  Chancellor  1778  to  1793,  eicepii  for  a  few  months 
during  the  Coalition  Administration  in  1783,  when  tfce  seals  were  put 
in  Commission.  He  was  the  son  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thurlow,  rector  of 
Ashfield,  Suffolk,  and  was  bom  at  Braconash,  Norfolk,  December  9th, 
1730.  He  waa  succeeded  in  his  title  and  estates  by  his  nephew,  only 
son  of  the  Bishop  of  Durham. 

^Died,  at  Breocles,  near  Watton,  aged  107  years  and  8  months, 

John  Stubings,  husbandman.       "  He  never  occupied  more  than  five 
acres  of  land  nor  received  any  parochial  relief." 

13  * — (Advt.)  "  Dockinf?,  Snettishara,  Lynn,  and  Norwich  Telograph, 
from  Docking  to  Lynn  and  Lynn  to  Norwich.  Leaves  Dockine  at  seven 
o'clock  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  through  Snettisham 
and  Castle  Rising,  to  Star  Inn,  Lynn.  Leaves  Lynn  at  eleven  o'clock, 
to  tiie  Woolpack,  St.  Giles,  Norwich,  through  Gayton,  Litcham, 
Mileiham,  Brisley,  Elmham,  Bawdeswell,  Lenwade  Bridge,  Attlebridge, 
and  Drayton,  and  returns  the  following  morning  at  seven  o'clock."

3. — ^The  bells  of  several  parish  churches  in  Norwich  were  tolled  at 
noon,  tiie  hour  appointed  for  the  interment,  in  Westminster  Abbey, 
of  the  remains  of  t&e  Right  Hon.  Charles  James  Fox,  who  died 
September  13th. 

4.* — (Advt.)  "The  Norwich  and  Yarmouth  Machine  runs  every 
day  from  the  Black  Horse,  Tombland,  and  White  Hart»  near  the 
WrestJers,  Yarmouth." 

15. — ^Died  suddenly,  aged  58,  Henry  Bowles,  th^  elder,  formerly  of

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21. — ^Blicklisg  races  commenced,  and  afforded  "  the  greatest  sport 
ever  known  at  this  place.''  The  principal  event,  a  «weepst-ake  for  50 
guineas  for  horses  bred  in  Norfolk,  was  won  by  Col.  Harbordfs  bay 
filly  Czarina. 

Launched  from  the  dkxkyard  of  Mr.  J.  S.  Douglas,  Yarmouth, 

the  Lord  Nelson  packet,  91  tons^  intended  for  the  Harwich  station. 

29. — ^A  trotting  match  for  50  guineas  took  place  on  the  turnpike 
road  from  Norwich  to  Watton,  between  Mr.  King's  chestnut  horse 
Doubtful  and  Mr.  Jeary's  brown  mare  Velocity.  "  The  horse  won 
by  about  two  lengths.  Owing  to  a  dispute  respecting  Hhe  horse 
galloping  within  the  last  hundred  yards  the  match  still  remains 
undetermined.     Fifteen  and  a  half  miles  were  coveredi  in  one  hour." 

Capt.  Sir  Ekiward  Berry,  R.N.,  was  this  month  created  a  baronet, 
in  consid^eration  of  his  eminent  services  to  the  country. 


NOVEMBER. 

3. — ^A  Parliamentary  election  took  place  at  Norwich,  resulting  in 
the  return  of  Mr.  John  Patteson,  1,733  votes,  and  Mr.  Robert  Fellowes^ 
1,370  votes.  Mr.  Wm.  Smith,  who  polled  1,333  votes,  was  the 
unsuccessful  candidate.  On  the  10th  'Hhe  Norwich  Battalion  of 
Volunteers  received  Col.  Patteson,  M.P.,  with  a  general  salute,  and 
fired  three  vollies  and  gave  three  cheers  in  token  of  their  satisfaction 
at  his  being  elected  one  of  the  representatives  of  the  city." 

King's  Lynn  election.       Lord  Walpole  and  Sir  M.  B.  ffolkes 

returned  unopposed. 

4. — ^Thetford  election.  Lord  William  Fitzroy,  28  votes;  Mr.  James 
Mingay,  17  votes.  Mr."  Thomas  Creevey,  the  unsuccessful  candidate, 
polled  14  votes. 

Yarmouth  election.       The  Hon.  Eldward  Harbord  and  Mr.  S. 

Lushington  returned  unopposed.  A  petition  was  lodged  against  the 
return,  but  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  declared'  it  to 
be  frivolous  and  vexatious,  and  the  members  retained  their  seats. 

Q. — Miss  Elizabeth  Qidwell,  niece  of  Mr.  Bidwell,  of  Thetford, 
arrived  at  Harwich  from  Berlin.  "  She  was  tutoress  to  the  King 
of  Prussia's  children,  and  had'  a  narrow  escape  of  falling  into  the 
hands  of  the  French,  and  when  she  landed  was  destitute  of  money 
and  change  of  raiment."  Miss  Bidwell  afterwards  had'  an  audience  of 
the  Queen  at  Windsor,  to  whom  she  related  the  details  of  her  escape. 

12. — ^The  Sapphire  sloop  of  war,  18  guns,  launched  from  Messrs. 
BrindJey's  yard  at  Ejng's  Lynn. 

13. — County  election.  The  poll  was  open  for  six  days.  Mr.  T.  W. 
Coke,  4,118  votes;  the  Right  Hon.  William  Windham,  3,722  votes. 
The  unsuccessful  candidate,  the  Hon.  John  Wodehouse,  received*  3,366 
votes.  "  On  iHie  chairing  day,  as  well  as  every  day  during  Uie 
election,  there  were  excellent  dinners  provided  at  the  White  Swan 
and  Angel,  where  Mr.  Coke  and  Mr.  Windham  met  large  parties  of 
their  friends,  whose  convivial  enjoyments  were  much  heightened  by 
the  eloquent  orations  of  Mr.  Plumptre  and  the  exertions  of  Mr.  Mingay, 
whose  good-humoured  sallies  and  witticisms  never  failed'  to  set  the 
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tables  in  a  roar."  A  petition  against  the  return  of  the  members  was 
presented  by  Mr.  T.  T.  Bemey  and  others,  and  on  February  12th, 
1807,  the  committee  of  Hhe  House  of  Commons  declared  the  election 
void.  On  February  26th,  Mr.  Coke  was  returned  unopposed  for 
Derby,  in  place  of  his  brother,  Mr.  K  Coke,  who  had  accepted  the 
Chiltern  Hundreds.  On  March  5th,  Mr.  £.  Coke  and  Sir  Jacob  Astley, 
Bart.,  were  returned  unopposed  for  Norfolk,  and  Mr.  Windham  took 
his  seat,  without  opposition,  as  member  for  New  Romney. 

24. — Died,  in  St.  Lawrence',  Norwich,  Mrs.  Galey,  aged  101. 

30. — ^At  the  meeting  of  the  Society  of  Universal  Good  Will,  at 
Norwich,  it  was  reported  that  187  persons,  besides  weekly  pensioners, 
had  been  relieved  during  the  year,  making  in  all  2,218  since  the 
establishment  of  the  institution. 


DECEMBER. 

4. — ^Mr.  J.  W.  Robberds  was  elected  an  alderman  for  the  Ward 
beyond  the  Water,  Norwich,  in  place  of  Mr.  J.  G.  Baseley,  who  died 
December  1st. 

6. — Died,  in  the  63rd  year  of  his  age,  ThouLas  Osborn,  bell  founder, 
Downham  Market. 

13.* — "Died,  lately,  in  tibe  parish  of  St.  Mary,  Norwich,  Sarah 
Pickwood,  aiged  49  years.  This  was  one  of  the  most  enormous  causes 
of  dropsy  on  recond).  In  the  course  ol  about  50  months  she  was 
tapped  38  times,  and  dischai'ged  350  gallons  of  the  fluid,  weighing 
4,656  lbs.  troy.  The  greatest  quantity  discharged  at  one  operation 
measured  11^  gallons,  and  weighed  153}  Ibe." 

1 8. — In  the  course  of  alterations  at  Ketteringham  Hall,  a  fire  occurred, 
which  destroyed  the  centre  of  the  building,  with  all  the  new  work. 

20.* — "  Whenever  a  fire  occurs  in  the  neighbourhood  the  large 
travelling  engine,  belonging  to  the  Norwich  Fire  Office,  may  he 
obtained  by  sending  a  man  and  two  horses  and  applying  to  the  sexton 
of  St.  Peter  Mancroft  Church,  in  which  place  the  engine  i$  deposited ^ 

The  following  Acts  were  parsed  ttiis  year:  — 

An  Act  to  enable  his  Majesty  to  grant  an  annuity  to  Lady 
Viscoimtess  Nelson,  in  oonsidieration  of  the  eminent  services  performed 
by  the  late  Vico-Admiral  Lord  Nelson  to  his  Majesty  and  the  public. 

An  Act  for  settling  and  securing  a  certain  annuity  on  Earl  Nelson 
and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body  and  such  persons  to  whom  the  title  of 
Earl  Nelson  may  descend,  and  for  granting  the  sum  of  £100,000  to 
purchase  an  estate  to  accompany  the  .said  title;  and  for  granting 
£10,000  to  each  of  the  sisters  of  the  late  Lord  Nelson  (Mrs.  Matchem 
and  Mrs.  Bolton),  in  consideration  of  the  eminent  and  signal  services 
performed  by  the  said  Lord  Nelson  to  his  Majesty  and  the  public. 

An  Act  for  amending,  altering,  and  enlarging  the  powers  of  an 
Act,  passed  in  the  42nd  year  of  his  Majesty,  for  paving  and  otherwise 
improving  the  borough  of  King's  Lynn. 

An  Act  for  repairing  the  parish  Church  of  Great  Yarmouth  and 
rebuilding  the  tower  thereof. 
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1807. 

JANUAEY. 

10. — J.  S.  Cotman  advertised  tbat  he  had)  taken  a  house  in  Wymer 
Street,  St.  Andrew's,  Norwich,  **  for  the  accommodation  of  those  ladies 
and  gentlemen  who  may  favour  him  by  becoming  pupils."  Terms : 
In  the  Academy,  £2  28.  quarterly.     Four  private  lessons^  £1   Is. 

16. — ^At  Norwich  Quarter  Sessions,  William  Cliapman,  a  coal  hawker, 
appealed  against  his  conviction,  imder  the  Hawkers  and  Pedlars  Act, 
29th  Geo.  III.  c.  26,  for  ''  carrying  coals  about  the  streets  of  Norwich 
to  Bell  by  retail."  Mr.  Steward  Firth  ordered  the  conviction  to  be 
quashed,  with  costs.  This  case  was  considered  of  great  importance 
to  the  citizens,  and  especially  to  the  poor. 

17.* — "  Ordters  liave  been  received  in  Norwich  from  the  East  India 
Company  for  16,000  pieces  of  fine  cambletft." 

18. — ^A  length  of  about  40  yards  of  the  city  wall  at  Norwich  fell 
in  Ber  Street  with  a  tremendous  cra^di.  At  the  Quarter  Sessions 
on  the  16th,  the  Grand  Jury  made  a  presentment,  in  which  attention 
waa  called  to  the  dajigerous  state  of  the  wall. 

26. — Died,  at  Lakenham,  Mr.  James  Crowe,  alderman  of  Norwich, 
aged  58.  He  twice  served  the  office  of  Mayor,  in  1774  and  1797. 
Mr.  John  Steward  was  elected  in  his  place. 

Little  Dunham  Liodge,  near  Swaffham,  was  this  month  purchased 
by  Mr.  St.  George  Knudson,  for  £20,000. 

FEBRUARY. 

7.* — ''A  sixteenth  dhare  of  No.  23,815,  which  has  drawn  a  prize 
of  £10,000,  was  sold  to  J.  Turner,  servant  to  Mr.  M.  F.  Rishton, 
of  Lynn." 

*"The  Paving  Commissioners  have  decided  to  lay  the  first 

stone  according;  to  the  new  system   of  paving   in  Norwich,  in  St. 
Stephen's  Street." 

10. — ^At  Harper's  Pantheon,  Norwich,  was  exhibited  a  moving 
panorama,  representing  the  funeral  of  Lord  Nelson. 

11. — ^A  heavy  fall  of  snow  rendered  the  roads  impassable.  The 
Ipswich  mail  arrived  at  Norwich  two  hours  after  its  usual  time;  and 
the  Bury  coach  reax^hed  the  city  at  about  the  same  time,  after  having 
been  once  overturned'.  The  Newmarket  mail  and  the  Expedition 
ooach  were  unable  to  get  through.  The  guard  of  the  mail  procured 
horses,  rode  across  country  with  the  mail  bags,  and  on  reaching  Bury 
took  a  post  chaise,  arriving  in  Norwich  at  four  o'clock  on  the  12th. 
The  Expedition  coach  reached  the  city  about  eight  o'clock  the  same 
night,  drawn  by  eight  horses.  The  Newmarket  mail  arrived'  on  the 
13th  at  1.30  p.m. 
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11. — Seyeral  ships  were  wrecked  during  a  severe  gale  on  the 
Norfolk  coast.  His  Majest^s  gun  brig  Snipe  came  ashore  on  the 
South  Ham,  with  30  French  prisoners  on  board,  many  of  whom,  with 
part  of  the  crew  and  soma  women,  perisihed.  In  all  60  lives  were 
lost  in  this  ship.  Twelve  vessels  were  wrecked  between  Cromer  and 
Yarmouth. 

14.* — "  The  number  of  men  liable  to  serve  for  this  county  imder 
the  Training  Act  is  18,152."  On  April  6th,  607  persons,  between  the 
ages  of  18  and  45,  were  drawn  by  ballot  at  Norwich  to  be  trained 
and  exercised  for  24  days.  Among  those  drawn  were  "several 
magistrates  and  other  distinguished  personages." 

17. — ^Died,  at  Windeor,  m  his  67th  year,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lancaster 
Adkin,  rector  of  Belaugh  and  minister  of  St.  Andrew,  Norwich.  "  He 
was  the  first  founder  in  Norwich  of  Sund^iy  Sdiools,  which  he 
constantly  attended  and  instruct^  for  more  than  21  years." 

Orders  were  given  for  the  enlargemient  of  the  courts  in  the 

Norwich  Shire4L0use,  for  the  repair  of  the  bridge  leading  to  the 
Casrtle,  for  providing  a  palisade,  and  for  bringing  a  supply  of  river 
water  from  the  main  pipes  in  Gold<en  Ball  Lane  to  the  county  gaol. 


MARCH. 

7. — Sergt.  John  Parker,  3rd  Dragoons,  stationed  at  Norwich  on 
recruiting  service,  was  apprehended  on  suspicion  of  having  committed 
a  murder  at  Brig'hton  in  1796.  The  extraordinary  statement  upon 
which  the  accused'  was  apprehendied  was  concocted  by  a  man  named 
William  Cobb,  of  St.  Martin-at-Oak,  who  informed  the  Mayor  that 
Parker,  when  a  private  in  the  Somerset  Fencible  Cavalry,  met  him 
(Cobb),  then  a  private  in  Col.  Villier's  Fencible  Light  Dragoons,  while 
halting  at  Dorking,  and  told  him  that  he  had  murdered:  a  woman  at 
Brighton  and  had'  thrown  her  body  into  a  well.  An  affidavit  sent 
from  CoUumpton,  in  Devonshire,  to  the  effect  that  Parker  was  there 
ill  at  the  time  of  the  alleged  murder,  was  sufficient  to  procure  him 
his  discharge  from  custody. 

9. — ^Died,  in  his  85th  year,  Henry  Eeymer,  of  East  Dereham,  "  many 
years  a  respectable  auctioneer  and  land  surveyor,  and  late  sole 
proprietor  of  Herring's  valuable  antidote  for  the  cure  of  the  bite 
of  a  mad  dog." 

11. — ^A  bull,  the  property  of  Edward  Kett,  butcher,  of  Norwich,  was 
baited  near  "  Bishop  Gates."  The  baiting  "  offered'  very  great  sport ; 
the  bull  was  a  game  one,  and  the  dogs  equally  so." 

24. — ^Died,  in  the  Close,  Norwich,  aged  90,  the  Rev.  Groorge  Sandby, 
D.D.,  39  years  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese.  He  was  Vice-Cliancellor  of 
Merton  College,  Oxford,  in  1760. 

28.* — ^"His  Majesty  has  been  pleased  to  appoint  Wm.  Firth,  Esq., 
Steward  of  Norwich,  to  be  attorney-general  in  the  province  of  Upper 
Canada."  On  his  resignation  of  the  Stewardbhip  on  May  3rd,  Mr. 
Firth  received  the  thanks  of  the  Corporation,  and  Mr.  Robert  Alderson 
was  appointed  in  his  place.  At  about  this  date,  Mr.  Thomas  Amyot 
was  appointed  secretary  and  registrar  of  Lower  Canada. 
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APBIL. 

4. — ^William  Carter,  aged  35,  wae  executed  on  the  "new  drop," 
Castle  Hill,  Norwich,  for  horse  stealing. 

5. — ^The  Norwich  Court  of  Guardians  resolved  to  petition  the  House 
of  Commons  against  Mr.  Whitbread's  Bill  for  amending  the  Poor 
Laws. 

9. — Died,  at  his  house  in  Bemers  Street,  London,  in  his  46th  year, 
John  Opie,  R..A.  His  remains  were  interred  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  on 
April  20th. 

13. — ^The  Rev.  James  Brown  was  elected  minister  of  St.  Andrew, 
Norwich,  in  place  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Adkin,  dieceased.  There  were  three 
other  candidates.  None  but  resident  parishioners  were  allowed  to 
vote. 

16. — Died,  at  his  house  in  King  Street,  Norwich,  aged  60,  Mr.  James 
Hudson,  banker.  He  served  the  office  of  Sheriff  in  1788,  was  elected 
alderman  for  the  Manoroft  Ward  in  1791,  and  was  Mayor  in  1794. 
Mr.  Starling  Day,  jun.,  was  elected  alderman  in  his  place. 


MAY. 

4. — ^An  election  took  place  at  Norwich  on  the  dissolution  of 
Parliament.  Mr.  J.  Patteeon,  who  polled  1,474  votes,  and  Mr.  W. 
Smith,  1,156  votes,  were  returned.  The  unsuccessful  candidate,  Mr. 
Robert  Fellowes,  polled  546  votea 

^Lynn  election :  Lord  Walpole  and  Sir  M.  B.  ffolkes  returned 

unopposed. 

8. — ^Thetford  election:  Lord  Wm.  Fitzroy  and  Mr.  T.  Oreevey 
returned  unopposed. 

Yarmouth  election:    Mr.  S.  Lueftiington,  604  votes;   Mr.  W. 

Jacob,  341 ;  Mr.  A.  Upcher  (unsuccessful),  21. 

12. — County  election :  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke  and  Sir  Jacob  Astley,  Bart., 
elected  unopposed. 

At   a   county  meeting  a   committee  was   appointed'   for   the 

purpose  of  forming  a  club  for  the  independent  freeholders  of  Norfolk. 
It  was  a  revival  of  the  Norfolk  Club,  and  met  three  times  a  year 
in  Norwich,  namely,  in  the  Summer  Assize  week,  in  the  Michaelmas 
Sessions  week,  and  in  the  Easter  Sessions  week.  The  first  meeting 
was  held  at  the  Angel  Inn,  on  October  6th,  when  Sir  John  Lombe, 
Bart.,  presided. 

14. — ^The  birthday  of  the  Right  Hon.  Wm.  Windham  was  celebrated 
by  a  dinner  at  the  Angel  Inn,  Norwich,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr. 
Wm.  Smith,  M.P. 

25. — ^A  rowing  match  took  place,  from  Carrow  Abbey  to  Whitling- 
ham,  between  the  Victory,  four  oars,  and  the  Britannia,  six  oars. 
The  course  was  4^  miles,  and  the  time  of  the  winning  boat,  t^e 
Britannia,  33  mim.  60  sees. 
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JUNE. 

1. — ^Died,  at  Worstead,  Mrs.  Add  Miller,  formenrly  of  Yarmouth, 
aged  102  yeara 

4. — ^His  Majesty  the  King  entered  upon  the  70th  year  of  his  age. 
There  were  great  rejoicings  in  Norwich.  The  Mayor  and  Corporation 
attended  service  at  the  (^thedtal,  the  troops — ^Regular,  Militia,  and 
Volunteer — paraded  in  the  Market  Place,  fired)  a  feu  de  joie,  and 
marched  past.  The  Mayor  gave  a  dinner,  and  the  seyeral  corps  dined 
at  their  respective  inns. 

16. — ^Mr.  Robert  Herring  was  sworn  into  office  as  Mayor  of  Norwich, 
and  gave  a  dinner  to  150  guests  at  Chapel  Field  House.  ''The 
MayoT^s  wine  being  of  the  first  flavour  and  quality,  the  festivity  of 
the  day  was  kept  up  till  past  one  o'clock  the  next  morning." 

22. — ^Holkham  Sheep  Shearing  commenced.  The  implements 
exhibited  included  an  improved  Norfolk  plough,  invented  by  Mr. 
Balls,  of  Saxlingham.  Mr.  Herring,  jun.,  of  Norwich,  produced  goods 
of  his  manufacture,  and  stated  t^at  117  shawls  had  that  year  been 
made  by  his  firm  from  224  lbs.  of  Mr.  Coke's  Southdown  wool.  Mr. 
Paul,  of  Norwich,  showed  some  beautiful  specimens  of  shawls 
manufactured  by  himself,  ^'  including  a  flowered  shawl,  a  very  close 
imitation  of  Indi%  made  wholly  of  Mr.  Coke's  marine  wool."  The  best 
implement  shown  this  year  was  an  ingenious  dsvice  by  Mr.  Paul,  of 
Starston,  for  catching  turnip  fly. 

29. — ^Mr.  Bannister  appeared  at  the  Theatre  Royal,  Norwich,  in 
''  Bannister's  Budget,  or  an  Actor's  Ways  and  Means."  The  enter- 
tainment was  repeated  on  July  4th. 

JULY. 

3. — ^Died,  at  Femey  Hill,  Gloucester,  Mrs.  Cooper,  widow  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Cooper,  of  Yarmouth,  and  daughter  of  Mr.  James  Bransby, 
of  Shotedham.  She  was  the  author  of  several  well-known  works, 
namely,  "  Fanny  Meadows,"  "  The  Daughter,"  "  The  School  for  Wives," 
and  ''  The  Exemplary  Motiier." 

7. — ^Died,  at  Heydon  Hoiise,  aged  53,  William  Earle  Bulwer,  Colonel 
in  the  Army  and  Brigadier-General  of  Volunteers. 

9. — ^An  action  for  crim,  con.  was  heard  in  the  Court  of  King^s 
Bench,  in  which  Sir  G.  B.  Brograve,  of  Worstead  Hall,  Lieut.-Col.  of 
the  East  Norfolk  Militia,  was  plaintiff,  and  Capt.  Elwin,  of  the  same 
regiment,  defendant.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff, 
damages,  £2,000.  At  Doctor's  Commons,  on  November  21st,  1808, 
the  court  granted  a  divorce  a  mansd  et  thorOf  prayed  for  on  the  part 
of  Sir  Geo.  Brograve  against  Lady  Brograve. 

8. — Capt.  Manby,  baxraok-master  at  Yarmouth,  made  several 
experiments  with  his  life-saving  apparatus  in  the  presence  of  Admiral 
Douglas  and  other  officers  of  the  Navy,  who  expressed  satisfaction 
with  the  invention. 

^A  single  wicket  cricket  match  was  played  at  Thetford  between 

two  gentlemen  of  that  town  and  two  of  Newmsffket.  The  former  won, 
with  37  runs  to  spare. 
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11. — Died,  at  Leudj  Fenn's,  Eaat  Dereham,  aged  67,  Mr.  John  Frere, 
of  Rojdon,  Norfolk,  and  of  Finninghaoi,  SuffolL  He  was  member  for 
Norwich  from  1799  to  1802. 

15. — ^Mr.  Paul,  of  Starston,  exhibited  a  machine  for  removing  lice 
from  peaa  Two  men,  in  four  hours,  caught  24  pecks  of  lice,  and  in 
the  afternoon  took  16  pecks  in  2^  hours. 

16. — ^Died,  aged  81,  Mr.  Peter  Finch,  who  for  many  years  held  tlie 
office  of  Clex'k  of  the  Peace  for  the  county. 

23. — ^A  fleet  of  24  sail  of  the  line  assembled  in  Yarmouth  Roads, 
under  the  command  of  Admiral  Gambier,  who,  with  Vice-Admiral 
Stanhope,  sailed  on  the  26th  with  16  sail  of  the  line,  10  frigates,  10 
sloops,  9  gun  brigs,  Ac,  for  the  Baltic.  Sir  Sidney  Smith  sailed  in 
the  Prince  of  Wales,  of  98  guns.  Admiral  Gambier's  flagship.  A 
strict  embargo  commenced  on  tihe  24th.  The  remainder  of  the  fleet 
afterwards  sailed.  An  expedition,  undier  Lieut.-General  Sir  David 
Baird,  sailed  from  Harwich  about  the  same  time.  On  September  16th, 
intelligence  was  reoeived  of  the  surrender  on  the  7ih  of  Copenhagen, 
with  the  arsenal  and  the  whole  of  the  Danish  Navy,  to  the  British 
forces,  under  the  command  of  Lieut.-Creneral  Lord  Cathcart  and 
Adlniral  Gambier.  The  British  fleet,  which  sailed  from  Tarmouch, 
sustained  but  comparatively  trifling  loss. 

27. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  held  at  Norwich,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Grose,  Martha  Alden  was  tried  for  the  murder  of  her  husband,  Samuel 
Alden,  at  Attleborough,  on  July  18th.  While  the  man  was  asleep  in 
bed  his  wife,  with  a  bill-hook,  inflicted  terrible  wounds  on  his  head, 
face,  and  throat.  With  the  assistance  of  a  girl,  named  Mary  Orvice, 
the  prisoner  on  the  19th  deposited  the  body  in  a  dry  ditch  in  the 
garden;  on  the  20th,  they  carried  it  in  a  com  sack  to  the  common 
and  *^  shot  "  it. into  a  pond,  where  it  was  subsequently  discovered  His 
lordship,  in  summing  up,  said  that  Orvice  miglit  have  been  charged 
with  being  accessory  to  an  attempted  concealment  of  miu'der.  The 
jury  found  the  prisoner  guilty,  and  the  judge  ''  doomed  her  to  death, 
to  be  drawn  on  a  hurdle  to  the  place  of  execution,  there  to  be  hanged 
by  the  neck,  and  her  body  to  be  dissected'.*'  The  execution  took  place 
at  Norwich  on  July  31st.  The  populace  at  Attleborough  showed  their 
detestation  of  the  crime  by  destroying  the  former  dwelling-house  of 
the  prisoner.  It  was  reported  that  the  ghost  of  Alden  ''  walked  "  on 
the  Castle  Hill,  and  in  the  month  of  December  a  party  of  drunken 
men,  who  went  there  to  "  lay  "  the  spirit,  were  seized  by  the  jailer  and 
detained  in  prison  for  two  days,  pending  an  inquiry  into  th^ir  conduct. 

At  tihe  same  Aseizes,  before  L#ord  EUenborough,  an  action  was 

tried,  in  wliich  Lord  Albemarle  claimed  for  the  recovery  of  penalties, 
amounting  to  £700,  luider  tlie  game  laws.  Tlie  defendant,  one  Brooke, 
a  poulterer  and  wholesale  dealer  in  game,  at  Thetford,  was  connected 
with  the  poachers  and  gamekeepers  in  Norfolk,  and  with  the  dealers 
in  Leadenhall  market.  "  The  intertruption  of  ihis  commerce,"  said 
counsel,  ''  had  created  as  much  alarm  in  Leadenhall  market  as  the 
stagnation  of  trad>e  between  this  country  and  the  North  of  Grermany 
had  occasioned  amongst  the  merchants  at  the  Royal  Exchange.^'  A 
verdict  was  given  for  the  plaintiff,  damages  £40,  "ait  the  rate  of  £6 
for  each  head  of  game  which  had  fallen  out  of  a  basket  sent  by  the 
defendant  to  the  London  waggon  office  at  Thetford  for  transit  to  the 
metropolis." 
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29. — ^At  the  public  breakfasting  at  Harper's  Ranela^  Gardens, 
Norwich,  nearly  1,100  persons  aseembled,  and  3,500  were  present  at 
the  eyening  performance. 

30. — ^The  sum  of  £180  38.  was  collected  at  the  anniversary  service 
held  at  the  Cathedral  on  behalf  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital, 
and  £bO  IGs.  resulted  from  the  dinner  at  the  White  Swan. 


AUGUST. 

6. — In  the  House  of  Commons  a  petition  was  presented  on  behalf  of 
Messrs.  Blackbume  and  Bonner,  brewers,  of  Lynn,  and  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town,  who  complained  of  the  undue  influence  and 
the  arbitrary  proceedings  of  the  magistrates  of  that  borough  in 
¥(ithholding  publicans'  licences. 

8. — ^The  Norwich  Paving  Commissioners  advertised  for  tendara  for 
lighting  tiie  city.  The  number  of  lamps,  it  was  stated,  would  not  be 
fewer  than  1,200  nor  mx)re  than  1,400. 

10. — ^Mr.  Edmund  Reader,  of  SisLand,  near  Loddon,  undertook,  for 
a  bet  of  five  guineas,  to  cut  and  tie  one  auore  of  wheat  in  16  hours 
in  a  field  belonging  to  Mr.  Burton,  at  Barford.  In  14  hours  he  had 
cut  one  acre  seven  roods,  and  had  tied  430  sheaves. 

31. — ^A  match  at  bowls  was  played  at  Cley,  between  three  gentlemen 
of  that  parish  and  three  of  Holt,  for  50  guineaa  a  side.  The  latter  won 
five  games  out  of  seven. 

SEPTEMBER. 

7. — The  City  of  Norwich  Regin^ent  of  Volunteers  assembled  on 
Tombland  at  five  a.m.,  and  marched  to  Yarmouth  for  garrison  duty. 
There  were  on  parade  26  officers,  30  sergeants,  25  corporals,  and  500 
rank  and  file. 

12. — ^Mr.  Philipsthal's  Phantasmagoria  was  exhibited  at  the  Theatre 
Royal,  Norwich. 

14. — Died,  at  Rainham,  in  hia  84th  year,  George  Marquis  Towns- 
hend,  a  Field  Marshal,  Colonel  of  the  2nd  Regiment  of  Dragoon 
Guards,  and  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Norfolk.  His  lordship  represented 
Norfolk  from  1747  to  1764,  and  from  1768  to  1772  was  Viceroy  of 
Ireland.  He  acted  as  Brigadier-General,  and  gained  much  honour  at 
the  taking  of  Quebec  in  1759,  when  the  command  of  the  troops 
devolved  upon  him,  in  consequence  of  the  death  of  General  Wolfe  and 
of  the  wounding  of  Greneral  Monkton,  second  in  command.  His 
Majesty  granted  a  pension  of  £1,000  a  year  out  of  the  privy  purse 
to  the  Marchioness  Townshend. 

19.* — "  One  day  last  week  a  child,  playing  in  the  churchyard  of  St. 
Michael-atrPlea,  Norwich,  foimd  concealed  behind  a  gravestone,  covered 
with  a  tile,  a  parcel,  containing  more  than  £90  in  forged  Bank  of 
England  notes  and  £14  in  counterfeit  shillings." 

21. — At  a  quarterly  assembly  of  the  Norwich  Corporation  the  city 
gates  still  remaining  were  ordered  to  be  taken  down. 
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OCTOBER. 

13. — ^The  Duke  of  Clarence,  accompanied  by  the  Karl  and  Countess 
Cbohnondeley,  visited  hjim.  The  Corporation  presented  an  address 
to  his  Royal  Highnew,  who  waa  afterwards  admitted  a  free  burgess. 

19. — ^Blickling  races  were  this  year  supplemiented  by  wrestling 
match^. 

22. — ^Died,  aged  40,  at  Brickhill,  Buckinghonu^ire,  on  his  way  from 
Liverpool,  where  he  had  arrived  from  America,  Robert  Murray, 
merchant,  of  New  York,  fifth  son  of  Dr.  John  Murray,  of  Norwich. 
He  had  been  abeent  more  than  16  years,  and  had  revisited  England, 
in  the  hope  of  alleviating  the  symptoms  of  a  pulmonary  complaint. 

24. — Died,  in  Dublin,  aged  72,  Mr.  James  Bradfield,  of  Stoke  Ferry, 
who  by  his  will  endowed  a  school  in  that  village  for  25  poor  children. 

28. — ^Lord  Cathcart,  CommandSer-in-Chief  of  the  Army  employed 
against  Copenhagen,  arrived  in  Norwich  from  Yairmouth,  and  next  day 
proceedied  to  London. 

29. — ^Louis  XVIIL,  travelling  as  Count  de  Lille,  arrived  oflf  Yarmouth 
in  a  Swedish  frigate,  and  landed  on  November  2nd.  He  was 
accompanied  by  the  Duke  D'Angouleme,  the  Duke  de  Berri,  and  by 
other  representatives  of  the  French  nobility. 

^A  severe  storm  occurred  off  the  Norfolk  ooast,   and  several 

transports  were  lost  at  Yarmouth,  where  Admiral  Gambier  arrived 
with  32  sail  of  the  line,  several  Dutob  prizes,  and  a  great  number 
of  frigates. 

31.* — "  The  Militia  ballot  has  commenced.  The  quota  for  Norfolk 
and  Norwich  is  907." 

^At  the  Old  Bailey,  J.  Hopgrave  was  indicted  for  an  assault, 

with  intent  to  murder  his  Majesty^s  officers  of  Ekcise  in  a  smuggling 
affray  at  Cawston.  The  ringleader,  one  Jeremiah  Abel,  was  convicted 
at  the  Old  Bailey  some  month«  previously.  Hopgrave  succeeded  in 
proving  an  alibi,  and  was  acquitted.  On  December  8th,  Richard 
Wiseman,  of  the  Three  Pigs,  at  Edgefield,  was  charged  at  the  Old 
Bailey  with  obstructing  the  Excise  officers  at  the  same  time.  He  also 
was  acquitted  on  proving  an  alibi. 

At  the  end  of  this  mont»h>  a  shooting  party  at  Holkham  killed  in 
three  days  1,467  head  of  game.  The  party  included  Mr.  Coke,  the 
Marquis  of  Tavistock,  Lords  Albemtairle,  Spencer,  Althorpe,  Anson, 
and  Bradford,  Generals  Walpole  and  Eeppel,  Sir  J.  Shelly,  Col. 
Keppel,  Messrs.  W.  Smith,  Churchill,  Collet,  Wilbraham,  W.  Fitaroy, 
and  Smith.  Bir.  Coke  killed  60  the  first  day,  66  the  second,  and  70 
the  third. 

NOVEMBER. 

4. — ^A  large  hem  full  of  barley  in  the  straw,  and  a  stack  of  barley, 
the  property  of  Greneral  Money,  of  Trowse,  were  destroyed  by  fire, 
caused  by  an  incendiary,  named  Thomas  Sutton.  At  the  Assizes, 
held  at  Thetford,  on  March  21st,  1808,  before  Mr.  Justice  Grose,  he 
waa   found   guilty   and   sentenced   to    death.    He   had   eight  years 
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previously  been  Bentencedl  to  seven  years'  transportation  for  stealing 
a  pony  beloncnng  to  the  general,  and  his  father  had  suffered  de&ih. 
for  horse  stealing.  ''At  the  trial  he  behaved  in  a  most  audacious 
manner  to  the  judge,  and  when  sentenced  requested  the  Sheriff  to  let 
bim  be  taken  to  Norwich  that  he  might  be  hanged  amongst  his 
friend*/'  He  was  esecuted  on  the  Castle  Hill,  Norwich,  April  9th, 
1808. 


^An  entertainment  was  given  by  Lord  and  Lady  Cholmondeley  to 

upwards  of  300  persons  at  Houghton  Hall.  The  great  hall  was 
converted  into  a  theatre  for  the  performance  of  an  opera  written  by 
Mr.  Panton.  Tbe  performers  included  the  author,  Miss  Wood,  Lord 
Malpas,  and  the  Messrs.  Lanyas.  Between  the  acts  Lady  Charlotte 
Cholmondeley  and  Miss  Cholmondeley  played  a  pianoforte  duet.  The 
opera  was  preceded  by  an  addrees,  spoken  by  Lord  Malpas,  and  was 
followed  by  a  dance  and  supper. 

7.* — ^''Nathaniel  Easthaugh,  bellman  in  Norwich,  in  gratitude  for 
having  had  possession  of  the  city  bell  for  27  years  (one  year  only 
excepted),  has  liberally  flubsoribed  the  sum  of  ten  guineas  towards  the 
new  pavement,  he  being  at  times  unable,  through  infirmity,  to  walk 
over  the  old  one." 

10. — ^Died,  aged  62,  the  Rev.  John  Walker,  one  of  the  minor  canons 
of  Norwich  Cathedral.  His  widow  afterwards  published  a  volume  of 
his  poenifi. 

11. — Seven  fishermen  were  drowned  within  50  yards  erf  the  shore 
at  Sheringham,  through  the  upsetting  of  their  boats  in  a  sudJen  gale. 

14. — ^The  privateer  La  D^cidl6  was  brought  into  Yarmouth  by 
L'Amiable  frigate,  Capt.  G.  Stuart.  The  privateer  had  long  evaded 
the  cruisers  and  committed  great  depredations  upon  commerce.  She 
was  supposed  to  have  captured  30  prizes  within  three  years. 

27. — ^Died,  aged  77,  John  Clarke  Snell,  of  Norwich.  "  He  was 
formerly  of  Bury  St.  Edmundfs,  and  remarkable  for  his  eccentricities 
and  for  his  study  of  astrology,  which  rendered  him-  a  well-known 
character." 

28. — John  Gulley  and  Tom  Cribh,  the  famous  pugilists,  gave  an 
eAibition  of  sparring  in  the  great  room  at  tfee  King's  Head  Inn, 
Norwich.  Upward^  of  200  persons  were  oresent,  including  the  Rigiit 
Hon.  William  Windham  and  the  Hon.  Edward  Harbord. 

30. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  of  Universal  Good  Will 
at  Norwich,  it  was  reported  that  2,420  persons  had  been  relieved  since 
its  establishment. 


DECEMBER. 

12. — ^Married,  at  his  lordship's  house,  Charles  Street,  Berkeley 
Square,  London,  the  Right  Hon.  the  Earl  of  Craven  to  Miss  Louisa 
Brunton,  of  Covent  Garden  Theatre,  and  daughter  of  John  Brunton, 
Esq.,  formerly  of  Norwich,  who  gave  the  brid^  away.  "  The  Earl  is 
in  his  37th  and  the  fair  bride  in  her  25th  year."  Mr.  Brunton  was, 
for  many  years  manager  of  the  Norwich  Theatre,  and  Miss  Louisf^ 
Brunton  was  a  favourite  performer  there, 
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13. — ^Died,  in  St.  Simon's^  Narwiob,  aged  86,  Mivt.  Mary  Mack. 
**  She  lived  several  years  in  the>  aervicQ  of  the  late  Mr.  W.  'Klyard,  of 
Poringland,  dtiring  which  time  she  constantly  travelled  tlie  number 
of  2,920  miles  annually,  which  in  ten  years  amounted  to  29,220,  the 
house  being  fully  four  miles  from  Norwich,  and  her  master,  who  was 
a  very  eccentric  character,  never  failed  sending  !her  every  day  (Simday 
not  excepted)  for  such  things  as  his  whimsical  and  capricious  fancy 
suggested  he  stood  in  need  of." 

Died,  at  Claxton,  Mrs.  Eliza  Norton,  in  her  lOlst  year. 

19.* — ''A  t^egraph  or  signal  station  is  on  the  point  of  being 
erected  upon  the  hills  leading  from  Norwich  to  Thorpe.  It  is  to  be 
conmianded  by  a  naval  officer,  and  the  object  of  it  is  to  open  and 
maintain  a  prompt  communication  with  Yarmouth  on  the  one  side, 
and  with  the  telegraphs  between  Norwich  and  London  on  the  other." 
Messages  were  afterwards  sent  from  the  Admiralty  to  Yarmouth*  in 
17  minutes.  The  chain  of  communication  waa  by  Strumpshaw, 
Thorpe  Hills,  Honingham,  Carlton,  and  Harling,  and  thence  by  way 
of  Thetford  and  Bury  St.  Ekknund^s,  across  Newmarket  Heath,  to 
London. 

21. — ^Experiments  were  made  at  Norwich,  with  the  view  of  testing 
the  practicability  of  General  Money's  proposal  to  Government  for 
mounting  cannon  on  waggone  for  the  protection  of  vessels  on  the 
coast.  The  Artillery  officers  at  Woolwich  gave  Greneral  Money  credit 
for  his  invention,  and  many  ship  owners  and  masters  of  vessels 
approved  the  plan. 

An  Act  was  passed  this  yeer  for  enabling  Rear-Adm^iral  Bentinck, 
tenant  for  life  imder  the  will  of  his  late  father,  Mr.  John  Albert 
Bentinck,  to  diarge  his  estates  in  the  county  of  Norfolk  with  the 
sums  therein  mentioned,  for  embanking,  improving,  and  increasing 
the  same  estates  by  the  means  therein  mentioned. 


1808. 


JANUARY^ 

9* — "Capt.  Manby's  invention  for  rescuing  persons  from  vessels 
stranded  on  a  lee  shore  has  received'  the  approbation  of  the  Lords  ol 
the  Admiralty."  On  February  12tli  the  apparatus  was  successfully 
employed  in  saving  the  crew  of  a  vessel  named  the  Elizabeth  of 
Plymouth.  In  May,  the  Society  of  Arts  awarded  their  gold  medal  to 
Capt.  Manby  for  his  invention;  and  Parliament  at  different  timee 
rewarded  him  with  grante  amounting  to  £6,000,  and  adopted  his 
apparatus  at  various  stations  on  dangerous  parts  of  the  coast. 

10. — ^Lord  Hutchinson  and  Lord  L.  Gower  arrived  at  Norwich  firom 
Yarmouth,  where  lihiey  had  landed  from  the  Belette  sloop  of  war,  on 
their  return  from  St.  Petersburgh, 
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14. — ^During  a  beavy  gale  seyeral  yeesels  were  atnnded  between 
Blakenej  and  Sheringham.  Much  damage  waa  done  by  an  inundation 
at  Cley-nezt-the-Sea. 

17. — Died,  of  t3rphu8  ferer,  in  his  20tb  year,  Visoount  Trafalgar, 
only  son  of  Earl  Nelson. 

23.* — "  In  consequence  of  the  anniversary  of  King  Charles's  martyr- 
dom, tihe  nights  of  performance  at  the  Theatre  Royal,  Norwich,  next 
week,  will  be  Monday,  the  25th,  Wednesday,  the  27th,  Thursday, 
28th,  and  Friday,  29th." 

FEBRUARY. 

11. — ^A  great  snow  storm.  The  coaches  which  should  have  arrived 
on  Friday  did  not  reach  Norwich  imtil  the  following  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday.  "The  mail  guards  were  obliged  to  traverse  the  country 
with  the  bags  on  their  shoulders,  sometimes  on  foot,  up  to  their  breasts 
in  snow,  and  sometimes  on  horseback,  across  the  open  fields  and 
heaths.  From  the  Friday  till  the  following  Tuesday  the  bags  for 
London  by  Newmarket  were  dispatched  henoe  in  post  chaises. 
Labourers  were  employed  in  clearing  the  highways,  and  in  some  places 
they  cut  three  miles  through  the  snow.''  So  complete  an  obstruction 
to  communication  had  not  occurred  since  1797,  when  the  ooex^hes  were 
four  days  performing  the  journey  from  London. 

14. — Died,  in  London,  in  his  60th  year,  "  that  eccentric  and  truly 
worthy  character,"  the  Rev.  Joshua  Larwood,  rector  of  Swanton  Morley, 
and  many  years  chaplain  on  board  the  Britannia.  He  was  the  author 
of  "Erratics,"  and  of  seiveral  other  works. 

15. — The  constables  of  Norwich  destroyed  many  dogs  which  had  been 
found  without  muzzles  in  the  public  streets.  Several  cases  of  rabies 
and  of  deaths  from  hydrophobia  were  reported  at  this  date. 

17. — ^Died,  at  the  age  of  83,  at  Norwich,  Mr.  Francis  Columbine. 
He  served  the  offioe  of  Sheriff  in  1769,  and  of  Mayor  in  1776. 

Meetings  were  held  in  Norwich  and  throughout  Norfolk  this  month, 
at  which  Mr.  Joseph  Lancaster  lectured  on  his  improved  method  of 
education.  Lancasterian  schools  were  established  in  Norwich,  Lynn, 
and  Downham  in  May,  1809.

MABGH. 

2. — ^The  Hon.  William  Asheton  Harbord  appointed  Lord  Lieutenant 
and  CustcB  Rotulonmi  of  the  county  of  Norfolk,  in  place  of  the  Marquis 
Townflbend,  deceased.  The  (Corporation  of  Norwich,  on  May  3rd, 
conferred  upon  Mr.  Harbord  the  honorary  freedom  of  the  city. 

5.* — "The  Dean  of  Norwich  hjas  appointed  Dr.  Beckwith  to  be 
organist  of  the  Cathedral,  in  the  room  of  Mr.  T.  Garland,  resigned.'* 
(Mr.  Grarland  died  on  February  21st,  aged  77,  having  been  organist 
69  years.) 

8. — ^Died,  at  Norwich,  aged  77,  William.  Love,  musician.  "  He  was 
formerly  leader  of  the  band  at  the  Theatre,  a  person  of  ^eat  genius 
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in  his  profession,  of  great  suavity  of  manners,  and  of  great  improvidence 
in  condluct." 

11. — ^At  -a  meeting  held  at  the  Angel  Inn,  Norwich,  at  which  Mr. 
T.  W.  Coke  presidled,  Mr.  Nathaniel  Kent,  of  Ripon  Hall,  was 
presented  by  the  agriculturists  of  the  county  with  a  massive  silver 
goblet,  in  recognition  of  "  his  integrity  and  impartiality  between  land- 
lord and  tenant,  in  his  profession  as  a  surveyor  of  land,  and  for  his 
liberal  and  upright  attachment  to  the  interests  of  apiculture.'' 

30. — The  Racoon  sloop  of  war,  20  guns,  was  launoh<ed  from  Mr.  J. 
Preston's  dockyard  at  Yarmouth. 

31. — Died,  at  Wells-next-the-Sefl,  aged>  82,  Mr.  Charles  Boyles, 
brother  of  Mrs.  Murray,  widow  of  Dr.  John  Murray,  of  Norwich. 

^Died,  at  Melton  House,  aged  18,  Miss  Astley,  eldest  daughter 

of  Sir  Jacob  Astley,  Bart.  She  was  in  the  act  of  placing  coals  upon 
the  fire,  when  her  dress  became  ignited,  and  she  succmnbed  to  her 
injuries  within  twenty-four  hours. 


APRIL. 

2.* — "  We  imderstand  tihat,  in  consequenoe  of  many  burdens  lately 
brought  on  the  city  by  the  birth  of  Illegitimate  children,  the 
Corporation  of  thie  Guardians  have  offered  a  reward  of  28.  6d.  to  any 
person  who  shall  give  information  of  the  pregnancy  or  dyivery  of  any 
unmarried  woman  in  Norwich." 

4. — ^The  week  commencing  this  date,  during  which  the  ward 
elections  were  held  at  Norwibh,  was  for  the  first  time  referred  ^x)  as 
''cleansing  week."  "Many  voters,  who  had  been  cooped  up  at  farm 
houses  in  iiie  country  at  great  expense,  were  brougrht  in  post  chaises 
to  the  polling  places.  For  the  last  four  days  we  have  had  as  much 
ringing  and  firing  of  bells  as  if  we  had  received  a  confirmation  of  the 
reports  of  the  naval  victory  in  the  Mediterranean." 

9. — The  performance  for  the  benefit  of  Mr.  Hinder,  manager  of  the 
Theatre  Royal,  Norwich,  produced  the  largest  receipt  ever  known  at 
the  house  on  a  like  occasion,  namely,  £163. 

16. — John  Chapman,  34,  And  William>  Fuller,  26,  for  shooting  at 
and  wounding  a  gamekeeper  in  the  service  of  Lord  Cholmondeley,  were 
executed  on  Castle  Hill,  Norwich. 

28. — A  county  meting  was  held  at  the  Sh'ire^iouse,  Norwich,  to  take 
into  consideration  the  measure  pending  in  Parliament  for  prohibiting 
the  use  of  grain  in  distilleries,  and  for  the  substitution  of  sugar.  It 
was  resolved  to  petition  against  such  prohibition  as  likelv  to  prove 
injurious  to  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  land  in  Norfolk.  (Parliament 
determined,  however,  in  favour  of  using  Colonial  produce  instead  of 
Englififti  barley.) 

30.* — (Advt.)  "  There  will  be  a  match  of  cocks  fought  between  the 
gentlemen  of  Norwich  and  the  gentlemen  of  Norfolk,  to  show  25  mains 
and  8  byes,  to  fight  for  two  guineas  a  battle,  and  20  guineas  the  odd. 
One  turn  out  for  ten  guineas;  to  be  fouQ:ht  on  the  2nd  and  3rd  day 
of  May,  at  the  King's  Head,  in  Magdalen  Street^  Norwich.     A  pair 
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of  cooks  to  be  pitted  at  twelve  o'clock  precisely.    FeederB,  Lamb  for 
Norwich;  Carter  for  Norfolk." 

Died,  this  month,  aged  100,  Mr.  John  Myhill,  of  Catfield. 

MAY. 

2. — ^A  new  peal  of  ten  beUa  was  opened  at  St.  Nicholas,  Great 
Yarmouth. 

3. — Mr.  Robert  Alderson  was  elected  Governor  of  tlie  Norwich  Court 
of  Guardians,  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Robert  Partridge,  resigned. 

6. — Mrs.  and  Miss  Robertson,  of  the  dose,  Norwich,  and  the  Misses 
Doune  were  returning  to  the  city  from  Hockering,  when  they  were 
stopped  by  a  highwayman  near  Cossey  Wood.  He  was  armed  with 
pistols,  and,  alter  taking  all  their  valuable  articles  of  jewellery,  rodle 
off. 

10. — ^An  Expedition,  consisting  of  150  transports,  sailed  from 
Yarmouth  for  the  Baltic,  for  the  protection  of  Sweden.  The  Mars, 
Admiral  Keats,  the  Audaoious,  Capt.  Lukin,  and  otiher  warships  formed 
the  convoy;  and  Sir  John  Moore,  with  Major-GeneraJs  Paget  and 
Murray,  had  commajid  of  the  troops. 

21. — ^The  coach  house,  brew  house,  and  offices  at  BlickHng  Hall, 
with  180  stand  of  arms,  were  destroyed  by  fire. 

JUNE. 

4. — The  Society  for  the  Encouragement  of  Arts  and  Manufactures 
awarded  their  silver  medal  to  Mrs.  Coppin,  of  St.  St^hen^s  Street, 
Norwich,  for  her  oil  painting,  "  The  Gamesters." 

^An  annual  ploughing  match  waa  inaugurated  at  EUingham  by 

the  Rev.  Wm.  Johnson,  to  encourage  the  use  of  oxen  in  husbandry. 

6. — The  Norwich  Regiment  of  Volunteer  Infantry,  Col.  Harvey,  500 
strong,  proceeded  to  Yarmouth  for  garrison  duly,  and  returned  to 
Norwich  on  the  18th. 

13. — ^A  cricket  match,  for  50  guineas  a  side,  was  play^<  at  Swaffham, 
between  the  gentlemen  of  Swaffham  and  the  gentlemen  of  Shipdham, 
and  was  won  by  the  latter. 

16. — Died,  at  Norwich,  in  this  68th  year.  Sir  Roger  Eerrison, 
banker,  and  for  many  years  Receiver-General  for  Norfolk.  He  was 
an  alderman  of  the  Mancroft  Ward,  served  the  office  of  High  Sheriff 
in  1800,  and  was  twice  Mayor  of  Norwich,  1778-1802. 

20. — ^Holkham  Sheep  Shearing  commenced.     The  sweepstakes  of  28 

subscribers,  at  lOs.  6d.  each,  for  naming  the  weight  of  Mr.  Coke's 

three-shear  half-bred  merino  wether,  was  won  by  Mr.  Thomas  More,  of 

Watham,  who  guessed  the  exact  weight,  132  lbs.     A  patent  dibbling 

iron,  which  deposited  the  seed  at  the  time  the  holes  were  struck, 

exhibited  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Barker,  of  Woodbridge,  was  the  winning 

implement.       Mr.    F.    Smith,    of    Norwich,    exhibited   specimens   of 

ladiesi'    merino    dresses,    scarves,    shawls,    stockings:,    ooating,    and 

cassimersy  most  of  which  were  made  from  the  wool  of  Mr.  Cokeys 
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sheep.  "A  pair  of  worstead  stockings  were  of  so  delicate  a  fabric 
that  the  two  fltockings  passed  at  the  same  time  tihrough  a  lady's  ring. 
A  manufacturer  had  ordered  a  dozen  pair  at  18  guinea*." 

21. — ^The  Guild  feast  given  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall  by  the  Mayor  of 
Norwich,  Mr.  Starling  Day,  jun.,  was  attend'ed'  by  580  gueste. 


JULY. 

12. — ^At  tike  Norwich  Quarter  Seeeions,  the  Norwich  Flour  Company 
appealed  against  the  asdessment  of  their  premiaea  in  St.  Andrew's. 
The  company  was  d^escribed  as  an  unprofitable  concern.  The 
assessment  waa  reduced. 

^A  member  of  the  Swaffham  Cricket  Club  played  and  beat,  with 

great  ease  in  one  innings,  "  six  players  of  professional  celebrity  in 
that  town." 

13. — ^The  thermometer  registered  97  degrees  in  the  shade  at  Catton. 
Many  horses  died  from  the  ezcessiye  heat. 

14. — Sergt.-Major  Marshall,  of  the  Thetford  Volunteer  Corps,  and 
his  son  were  killed  by  an  accidental  explosion  while  sorting  damaged 
cartridges. 

18. — ^A  prize  fight,  for  £40  a  side,  took  place  on  Kirstead  Green, 
between  Wm.  Underwood,  of  Seething,  and  John  Chase,  of  Brooke. 
Eighty-five  rounds  were  founght  in  two  hours.     Underwood  won. 

21.— Thorpe  Water  Frolic  took  place.  "  Tlie  Adkniral  of  the  flotilla 
was  placed  in  a  small  boat  and  carried  round  Thorpe  Gardens  several 
times,  with  guns  firing,  flags  flying,  and  music  playing.  The  company 
sang  *  God  Save  the  King '  and  '  Rule  Britannia.'  A  young  gentleman 
favoured  the  company  with  an  excellent  hornpipe  on  the  top  of  the 
Apollo  barge." 

23. — The  bankruptcy  of  Sir  R.  Kerrison  and  Sons  created  much 
sensation  in  Norwidu.  "  The  crowd  was  so  great  in  the  King's  Head 
Inn  yard  of  persons  who  came  to  prove  their  debts  that  many  had 
to  rettUTi  without  proving  them."  The  amount  proved  was  con- 
siderably over  £580,000.  On  January  IBUi,  1809,  the  creditors  agreed 
to  pay  the  sum  of  £5,500  to  Lady  Kerrison,  in  lieu  of  dbwer  and 
of  other  claims  and  demands  she  might  havQ  on  the  estate.  On  May 
13th,  a  dividend  of  6s.  8d.  in  the  pound  was  ordered  to  be  paid  on 
the  I7th  to  the  3,600  creditors  who  had  proved  their  debts.  Dividends 
amounting  to  168.  4d.  in  the  pound  were  afterwards  paid. 

29. — ^At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Norwiob  Corpo(ration,  an  address 
to  his  Majesty  was  unanimously  agreed  to,  "on  the  subject  of  the 
noble  struggle  of  the  i>atriots  of  Spain  and  Portugal  against  the  Ruler 
of  France,  and  of  the  generous  aid  given  to  their  endeavours  by  our 
Government." 

AUGUST. 

1. — ^Mr.  Stephen  Springall,  farmer,  of  Wroiham  Hall,  and  his 
nephew,  ag^  12,  were  drowned  at  Wroxham  Water  Frolic,  through  the 
capsizing  of  their  boat, 
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8. — ^A  r^Qiarkable  storm  occurred  at  Norwich.  Streete  were 
inundated  and  cellars  flooded.  ''  The  roaring  of  the  waters  in  falling 
from  'the  roof  to  the  lower  leads  of  the  Catlie<£ral  was  so  tremendous 
as  literally  to  drown  the  noise  of  the  thund'er  that  accompanied  it." 

15. — ^llie  Norwich  Society  of  Artists  opened  their  fourth  exhibition. 

20.* — "  At  the  Hospital  anniversary  at  Norwich,  the  sum  collected 
at  the  Cathedral  was  £161  Is.,  and  at  the  dinner,  £53  7s.  Of  the 
church  collection,  £1  6s.  6d.  was  base  coin." 

*"Amx)ng  the  many  performers  who  have  contributed  in  the 

course  of  the  Assize  week  to  the  entertainment  of  the  city,  may  be 
reckoned  the  wonderful  John  Howes,  from  Eyke,  near  Woodbrid^. 
Though  bereft  of  sight  and  moving  in  a  humble  sphere  of  life,  his 
arrival  in  Norwich  wa«  announced  by  the  ringing  of  bells,  for  he 
carries  a  complete  peal  of  twelve  about  with  him,  which,  when  he 
performs,  he  suspends  upon  a  pole  plaoed  horizontally  across  the  backs 
of  two  chairs.  A  variety  of  peals,  aa  well  as  song  tunes,  country 
dances,  &c„  he  plays  with  a  degree  of  accuracy  and  precision  that 
charm  all  those  who  witness  his  performance." 

28. — Braconaahi  Church  was  reopened  for  service  by  the  Bishop  of 
Norwich,  after  its  complete  restoration.  Mr.  T.  T.  Bemey,  of  Bracon 
Hall,  entertained)  many  of  the  neighbouring  clergy  at  dinner. 

30. — Died^  at  the  age  of  101,  Mrs.  Mary  Moneyment,  of  St.  Faith's. 

Many  of  the  Yolimteers  transferred  their  services  to  the  Local 
Militia,  established  this  month  under  the  Act  passed  in  July. 

SEPTEMBER. 

2. — ^Died,  in  his  49th  year,  Dr.  Richard  Lubbock,  of  Norwich.  He 
was  educated  at  the  Grammar  School,  under  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Lemon, 
autihor  of  the  ^'  English  Derivative  Dictionary,"  was  a  pupil  of  Mr. 
Rigby,  and  studied  for  several  years  at  Edinburgh  Universitv. 

5. — ^A  cricket  match  was  played  at  Thotford',  between  the  Thetford 
and  Newmarket  dubs.     The  former  won  by  50  *'  notches." 

17.* — ^"At  the  late  meeting  of  the  county  magistrates,  it  was 
agreed  that  the  passage  way  from  the  top  of  the  Castle  Hill,  Norwich, 
to  the  north-east  side  should  be  filled  up,  and  the  iron  railing  continued 
from  the  bridge  quite  round.  The  descent  from  that  part  of  the  hill 
towards  Gumey's  bank  will  be  by  a  flight  of  stonQ  steps." 

19. — Great  festdvities  took  place  at  Rainham  Hall  to  celebrate  the 
arrival  of  the  Marquis  Townshend.  ''A  bullock  was  roasted  and  four 
sheep  boiled,  and  a  large  quantity  of  that  old  beverage  made  from 
malt  and  hops  contributed  to  make  all  heads  and  hearts  glow  with 
gratitude  to  the  noble  donor." 

21. — ^At  a  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Corporation,  the 
Commons  proposed  that  the  representatives  of  the  city  be  instructed 
to  oppose  the  Bill  for  erecting  a  bridge  over  the  river  at  Carrow 
Abbey.  The  motion  was  not  agreed  to  by  the  aldermen.  On  December 
15th,  a  numerous  meeting  was  held  at  the  Guildhall  to  oppose  the 
erection  of  the  bridge,  on  the  groimd  that  it  was  unnecessary.  On 
February  20th,  1809,  Mr.  Patteson  presented  a  petition  to  the  House 
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of  Commons,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  Bill  for  carrying  out  the 
proposal.  On  April  21  at,  Mr.  Patteson  moved  the  second  reading  of 
the  Carrow  Bridge  Bill,  whioh'  was  opposed  by  Mr.  W.  Smith.  Fourteen 
voted  for  the  motion,  and  nine  against.  Theee  numbers  not 
cons^tituting  a  House,  the  further  consideration  of  the  Bill  was  deferred 
to  a  future  sitting,  when  the  second  reading  was  carried  by  48  votes 
to  26.  Ultimately,  the  Bill  received  the  Royal  assent.  On  July  26th, 
the  Commissioners  selected  Mr.  A.  Brown's  plan  for  an  iron  bridge, 
and  on  July  31st,  contracts  were  entered  into  with  Mr.  J.  G.  Aggs  for 
casting  the  ironwork;  with  Messrs.  Athow  and  De  Carle  for  the 
stonework ;  and  with  Mr.  N.  Wyeth  for  the  brickwork  and  abutments. 
On  December  18th,  a  proposition  wa«  submitted  to  the  Commissioners 
in  favour  of  abandoning  the  Carrow  Bridge  schemie,  in  view  of  the 
projected  erection,  near  the  Foundry,  of  a  bridge  over  the  Wenstun. 
It  was  decidied,  however,  to  push  on  with  the  work  as  speedily  as 
possible;  and  the  first  stone  was  laid  on  April  26tih^  1810,  by  the 
Mayor,  Mr.  Thomas  Back. 

25. — Died,  the  celebrated  Greek  scholar,  Richard  Porson.  He  was 
a  native  of  Ruston,  in  Norfolk.  He  left  a  sister,  the  wife  of  Mr.  S. 
Hawes,  of  Coltishall.  His  brother  Thomas,  who  kept  a  boarding  school 
at  Fakedbam,  died  in  1792. 

27. — ^A  rowing  mateh,  for  ten  guineas  a  side,  took  place  at  Norwich, 
between  the  six-oared  boats,  the  Britannia  and  the  Crown  Point.  The 
latter  won.     Distance,  4^  miles;  time,  30  minutes  30  seconds. 

OCTOBER. 

5. — ^Mr.  Shelford  Bidwell  was  elected  Mayor  of  Thetford  "The 
usual  entertainment  was  given  to  the  Corporation.  The  source  from 
whence  it  was,  as  usual,  derived  is  worthy  of  record  The  roast  beef 
is  providied  by  the  Town  Clerk ;  the  boiled  beef  by  the  tenant  of  the 
tolls  of  the  navigation;  the  geese  by  the  tenant  of  the  bridge  tolls; 
the  game  and  wine  by  the  Mayor-Elect;  and  the  keeper  of  the  tavern 
adjacent  te  the  Guildhall  finds  the  plumb  puddings.  Is  this 
immemorial  custom  in  the  above  very  ancient  borough  not  the  origin 
of  the  present  fashionable  Pic  Nics  ? " 

10. — ^About  two-thirds  of  Col.  Patteson's  Volunteer  Infantry  were 
enrolled  as  Local  Militia. 

15. — ^The  Norwich  com  merchants  demanded  of  the  farmers  a 
month's  credit,  instead  of  paying  ready  money  for  their  corn  as 
hitherto,  but  it  was  resisted  by  the  growers,  and  ultimately  abandoned 
by  the  merchants.  In  the  Court  of  King's  Bench,  on  November  25th, 
Lord  EUenborough,  who  was  applied  to  for  a  rule,  held  that  individlials 
might  buy  and  sell  upon  terms  agreed  to,  but  combining  to  impose 
terms  upon  the  growers  was  calculated'  to  enhance  the  price  of  grain 
in  the  market,  and  to  lessen  the  supply  in  the  market,  which  was 
another  cause  for  an  increased  price. 

16. — ^Fundtenhall  Church  was  opened,  after  extensive  repair.  The 
chancel  was  almost  rebuilt  by  Mr.  T.  T.  Bemey,  the  impropriator. 

18. — ^A  rowing  mateh,  for  five  &:uineas  a  side,  took  place  between 
the  Revenge,  six  oairs,  and  the  Lion,  four  oars.  The  course  was  from 
Carrow  to  Whitlingham  and  back.     The  Revenge  won. 
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25. — ^At  Blickling  Races  a  silver  cup  was  for  the  first  time  offeredl 
for  competition  by  horses  ridldeii  in  a  regiment  or  troop  of  Norfolk 
Yeomajiry  Cavalry. 

28. — ^The  organ  erected  at  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Norwich^  was 
opened  by  Dr.  Beckwith.  A  grand  selection  from  the  works  of  Handel 
was  played  upon  the  instrument,  and  upwards  of  £120  was  collected. 

3L — ^At  Holkham,  from  October  Slst  to  November  17th,  Mr.  Coke 
and  seven  other  guns  killed  1,131  hares,  214  pheasants,  366  peirtridges, 
983  rabbits,  30  woodcock,  12  wood  pigeons,  and  5  snipe. 


NOVEMBER. 

9. — ^A  woman,  named  Mary  Hudson,  aged  35,  escaped  from  Norwich 
City  Gaol  under  extraordinary  circumstances.  She  made  a  hole  through 
the  wall  of  the  room  in  which  she  was  confined,  and  crept  through 
it  into  the  street,  taking  her  six  months  old  infant  with.  her.  The 
wall  was  two  feet  in  thickness,  and  she  must  have  been  employed  some 
nights  in  making  the  aperture.  The  bricks  were  concealed  beneath 
her  bed,  and  the  loose  rubbish  put  into  the  pillowcase.  Another  bed 
served  to  conceal  the  hole  in  tihe  wall.  In  the  hue  and  cry 
advertisement,  oifering  a  rewaaid  of  ten  guineas  for  her  recapture, 
it  was  stated  that  a  Yarmouth  hawker  and  pedHar,  named  Thomas 
Cocks,  "  who  frequently  feeds  cocks  for  fighting  in  Norfolk  and 
Suffolk,"  was  suspected  of  having  assisted  the  woman  to  escape. 
Tliere  is  no  record  of  her  recapture. 

15. — S  waff  ham  Coursing  Meeting  took  place.  It  was  described  as 
''the  most  successful  meeting  since  the  renewal  of  coursing  here." 
Two  hundred  persons  attended  the  ball. 

24. — ^The  Wymondham  troop  of  Yeomanry  Cavalry  presented  a 
valuable  sword  to  the  commanding  officer,  Capt.  John  Darell. 


DECEMBER. 

10.* — "  The  lay  clerks  of  Norwich  Cathedral  have  lately  had  their 
salaries  augmented  £12  each,  being  only  the  second  advance  since  the 
time  of  Henry  VIII." 

17. — ^From  Saturday,  the  17th,  to  Saturday,  the  24th,  the  New- 
market mail  coach,  owing  to  the  heavy  fall  of  snow,  did  not  arrive 
in  Norwich  with  the  letters  until  after  the  departure  of  the  coaches 
for  London.  Great  inconvenience  was  occaisioned  thereby  in 
conunercial  circles. 

21. — ^Died,  aged  18,  Miss  Fisher,  only  daughter  of  Mr.  Fisher,  of 
the  Newmarket  Theatre,  and  formerly  of  Norwich. 

24.* — (Advt.)  "  A  main  of  cocks  will  be  fought  at  the  Maid's  Head 
Inn,  Norwich,  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesduy,  the  3rd  and  4th  of  January, 
1809 ;  to  show  31  mains,  to  fight  for  ten  guineas  a  battle,  and  100  the 
odd  battle.  Likewise  to  show  ten  bye  cocks  for  five  guineas  a  battle, 
and  two  turn  outs.     Feeders,  Lamb,  Norfolk ;   Cock,  Norwich," 
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3L — John  Gulley,  Tom  Crib,  and  Tom  Beloher  gave  a  boxing 
exliibition  at  Norwich  before  an  auddence  of  800  persons. 

CoL  Robert  Harvey,  not  being  joined  by  a  sufficient  number  of  the 
Volunteers  under  his  command  to  permit  of  its  becoming  a  battalion 
of  Local  Militia,  he  resigned  his  commission,  and  was  succeeded  by 
Lieut.-Col.  De  Hague. 


1809. 


JANUARY. 

14.* — "  The  orders  lately  come  down  to  Norwich,  besides  affording 
constant  employment  to  most  of  the  manufacturing  poor  for  nearly 
twelve  months,  will  in  the  different  branches  of  labour  diffuse  upwarck 
of  £40,000  in  earnings,  exclusive  of  the  amount  circulated  for 
combing  and  spinning.'' 

15. — The  Norwich  Volunteer  Infantry,  commanded!  by  Lieut.-Col. 
De  Hague,  was  formed  into  a  battalion  of  five  companies  of  60  men 
each. 

25. — ^A  "  grand  operatical  zx)manoe,''  entitled!  "  The  Forty  Thieves," 
was  produced  for  the  first  time  at  Norwich  Theatre,  with  scenery 
specially  painted  by  Dixon. 

28.* — (Advt.)  "A  card.  Mr.  Lambert,  from  Leicester,  respectfully 
informs  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  Norwich  and  its  vicinity  that  he 
arrived  on  Sunday  at  Mr.  Leeohe's,  at  the  King's  Head,  where  ho  will 
see  company  from  11  to  2,  from  3  till  6,  and  from  7  till  9  each  day. 
Admission  one  shilling  each."  Lambert  died  on  Wednesday,  June  21st, 
1809,  at  Stamford.  He  was  in  his  40th  year,  and  weighed  52  stones 
11  lbs. 

28. — In  consequence  of  a  rapid  thaw,  the  low  lying  parts  of  Norwich 
were  flooded.  "  Some  of  the  houses  were  six  or  seven  feet  under  water," 
and  boats  were  rowed  in  the  street  at  St.  Martin-at-Oak.  The  marshes 
below  Norwich  were  so  inundated*  that  the  course  of  the  river  could 
not  be  traced,  and  the  barge  proceeding  to  Yarmouth  had  to  return, 
in  oonsequence  of  the  men  being  unable  to  find  the  channel. 

30. — ^During  a  violent  gale  a  stack  of  chimneys  fell  on  the  roof  of 
an  old  bouse  in  Cockey  Lane,  Norwich.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Graham  were 
buried  in  the  ruins  and  killed.  On  the  same  ninrht  a  large  tree  in 
Sprowston  Park  waa  blown  down.  It  was  planted  the  day  King  Charles 
was  behead'ed,  January  30th,  1649. 

FEBRUARY. 

3. — Mr.  S.  Mitchell  (as  nominee  for  the  Wymer  Ward,  Norwich) 
obtained  judgment  in  the  Court  of  King's  Benohi,  by  which  it  was  ruled 
that  Militiamen  out  on  duty,  but  having  dwellings  in  the  city  in  which 
tlieir  families  lived,  had  a  right  to  vote  at  ward  elections.

7. — A  atage  coach,  owned  by  Mr.  Wm.  Funnell,  and  known  as  the 
L3mn  and  Norwioh  Telegraph,  commenced  running.  It  left  the  Star 
Inn,  Lynn,  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  at  eight  a.m.,  and  arrived  at  the 
Woolpack  Inn,  Norwich,  at  eight  p.m.  It  ran  by  way  of  Grimston, 
Great  Massingham,  Rougham,  Litcham,  Mileham,  Sttanfield,  Brisley, 
Elmham,  Billingford,  Bawdeswell,  Lenwadid  Bridge,  Attlebridge,  and 
Drayton.     The  return  journey  was  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays. 

24. — ^Died,  at  his  bouse  in  Bruton  Street,  London,  aged  85,  the  Right 
Hon.  the  Earl  of  Orford.  His  lordship  was  the  nephew  of  the  famous 
Sir  Robei't  Walpole,  aftien-wardiB  Earl  of  Orford.  For  many  years  he 
sat  in  the  House  of  Lords  as  Baron  Walpole  of  Wolterton.  On  the 
death  of  Horace,  Earl  of  Orford,  he  succeeded  to  the  Barony  of 
Houghton,  the  Earldom  becoming  extinct,  but  he  was  afterwards 
created  Earl  of  Orford.  He  was  succeedied  by  his  eldest  son.  Lord 
Walpole,  who  was  for  many  years  member  for  Lynn.  General  Walpole, 
who  concluded  the  treaty  with  the  Maroons  in  Jamaioa^  who  seconded 
Mr.  Tiemey  in  his  duel  with  Mr.  Pitt,  and  who  was  one  of  Mr.  Fox's 
secretaries,  was  a  younger  son  of  the  deceased  Earl.  The  remains  were 
brought  from  London  for  interment  in  the  family  vault  at  Wolterton. 
The  funeral  procession  paeeed  through  Norwich  on  March  10th  in  the 
following  order :  — "  Four  horsemeu  preceding  the  EarFs  coronet,  borne 
on  a  cushion  of  crimson  velvet  by  a  person  on  horseback,  bare  headed ; 
then  the  body  in  a  hearse,  surmounted  with  plumes  and  drawn  by  six 
horses,  followed  by  a  mourning  coaoh  and  six;  his  lordship's  coach 
and  six,  with  blinds  up,  and  servants  on  horseback  closed  the 
procession."  The  great  bell  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  and  the  bells  of 
other  churches  tolled  as  the  procession  passed  tlhrough  the  city. 

28. — ^The  Norwich  Squadron  of  Light  Hosve  Volunteers  had!  just 
concluded  their  drill  on  Mulbarton  Common,  when  Capt.  Darell's 
hounds  drove  a  stag  across  the  parade  ground.  The  Volunteers  at  onoe 
joined  in  the  chase,  ''to  which  it  will  readily  be  conceived  their 
numbers  and  appearance  gave  a  great  Selat"  The  stag  was  taken 
alive  in  a  shed  at  Mangreen,  after  a  run  of  3  hours  10  minutes. 

Died,  this  month,  Mr.  John  Wagstaffe,  of  Bawburgh.  He  was  the 
author  of  a  poem,  entitled  ''  Stonehenge,"  dedicated  to  his  friend  and 
neighbour,  Mr.  Edward  Jerningham. 

APRIL. 

3. — A  trotting  match  took  place  between  Toung  Adonis,  a  colt 
belonging  to  Mr.  James  Neeve,  of  Terrington  St.  Clement,  and  an 
eight  year  old  horse,  Hue  and  Cry,  owned  by  Mr.  James  Mathew,  of 
the  same  place.  The  stakes  were  £20  a  side,  and  the  distance  five 
miles.  The  oolt,  which  carried  13  stones,  covered  the  distance  in  19 
minutes,  and  won. 

10. — ^A  meeting  was  held  at  St.  Andrew^s  Hall,  Norwich,  at  which 
resolutions  were  passed,  thanking  Col.  Wardle  and  his  supporters  for 
their  conduct  in  Parliament,  respecting  tsbe  charges  preferred  against 
the  Duke  of  York. 

21. — ^A  new  peal  of  bells  was  opened  at  Wiveton.  The  tenor, 
weighing  upwards  of  11  cwts.,  was  cast  and  hung  by  Mr.  Wm.  Dobson, 
of  Downham  Market. 
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22. — ^The  poetmasterB  announced  that  '^  from  the  wond^fuUj  high 
prices  of  'horsey  hay,  com,  dec./'  they  were  "  under  tho  disa^eeable 
neceesity  of  charging  eighteen  pence  per  mile  from  this  date.*' 

27. — ^Died!,  aged  32,  in  Arras  prison,  John  Rising,  sixtih  son  of  Mr. 
Robert  Rising,  of  Somerton  Hall.  He  commaDded  the  Vanguard  letter 
of  marque,  which  wafl  captured,  on  her  return  from  Trinidad,  off 
Beaohy  Head,  by  the  Ambuscade,  after  a  desperate  resistance.  The 
remains  of  the  dJeceased  were  followed  to  tihe  grave  by  upwards  of  200 
Englishmen. 

MAT. 

9. — ^The  six  regiments  of  Norfolk  Local  Militia  aaeembled'  for  28 
days'  training  at  Norwich,  Yarmouth,  Lynn,  and  Swaffham. 

11. — Notice  was  issued  of  an  intend^  application  to  Parliament 
for  an  Act  for  erecting  a  bridge  over  the  river  Wensum,  at  or  near 
the  Foundry,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Peter  per  Mountergate,  Norwich, 
for  making  roads  for  connecting  the  bridge  with  the  Thorpe  turnpike 
road  and  the  Castle  Hill,  and  for  raising  money  to  carry  the  Act  into 
execution.  A  petition  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  Bill  was  presented  in 
the  House  of  Commons  in  February,  1810,  and  on  March  13th  the  Bill 
wi\s  reiid  a  second  time,  and  couuuitted.  It  was  announced  on  April 
14th  that  the  measure  had  passed  the  House  of  Commons,  and  been 
read  a  first  time  in  the  House  of  Lords.  On  April  18th,  the  Bill 
received  the  Royal  assent.  The  first  stone  of  the  bridge  was  laid  on 
August  6th  by  Aldorman  Jonathan  Davey,  the  projector  of  the  imder- 
taking.     The  contractor  was  Mr.  Mendham,  of  Holt. 

12. — On  thifl  day  the  thermometer  stood  at  80  degrees  in  Norwich. 

13. — ^The  Rev.  Charles  Millard  appointed  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese 
of  Norwich,  on  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Batimrst. 

19. — The  officers  of  the  Lynn  Freebrid|?e  Legion  presented  a  sword 
to  their  commanding  officer,  Lieut.-Col.  Taylor. 

JUNE. 

3. — ^Died,  aged  49,  John  Christmas  Beckwith,  Mus.  Doc.,  organist 
of  Norwich  Cathedral  and  St.  Peter  Mancroft.  On  the  7th,  "  the 
remains  of  this  eminent  musician  wore  interred  in  St.  Peter  s  Church. 
und*er  the  organ,  agreeable  to  his  own  desire."  His  son,  Mr.  John 
Beckwith,  succeeded  him  in  both  appointments. 

7. — ^Died,  in  his  68th  year,  at  his  house  in  St.  Saviour,  Norwich, 
Mr.  Thomsfl  Watson,  who  served  the  office  of  Sheriff  in  1789,  and  of 
Mayor  in  1790. 

17. — Mr.  Bannister  appeared  at  the  Theatre  Royal,  Norwich,  in  his 
entertainment,  "  Bannister's  Second  Budget  for  1809." 

18. — ^Miss  Booth,  a  well-known  Norwich  musician,  elected  organist 
at  the  Octagon  Ohapel,  in  the  place  of  Mr.  John  Beckwith. 

19. — ^Holkham  Sheep  Shearing  commenced.  An  improved  turnip 
drill,  made  by  Mr.  Coke's  blacksmith  (Mann),  was  exhibited.       **  By 
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this  (kill  the  oilcake  dust  and  turnip  seed'  are  kept  separate  till  they 
cooM)  into  the  funnels,  from  which  they  combine  and  fall  into  the 
drills."  A  manure  drill  cart.,  invented  by  Blyth,  of  Norwich,  was  also 
shown.  "  This  implement  first  ploughs  the  soil,  deposits  the  nmnure, 
and  sows  the  seed  after  it,  and  both  are  instantly  buned  up.^'  It  was 
worked  by  two  'horses  and  three  men.  Mr.  Le«ter,  of  Paddington, 
exhibited  a  working  model  of  a  newly-invented  machine  for  separating 
the  corn  and  seeds  from  the  straw  nnd  chafi. 

20. — Guild  Day  at  Norwich.  Mr.  Thomas  Back  wa*  sworn  in  as 
Ma7or,  and  entertained  64G  guests  at  the  Guild  feast  in  St.  Andrew's 
Hall.  At  the  ball  at  Chapel  Field  House  the  diancing  wa«  opened  by 
the  Mayor  and  Mrs.  William  Jemingham.  The  prisoners  in  tilie  city 
gaol  thanked  the  Mayor  "  for  one  guinea  on  the  Guild  Day,  and  for 
a  plentiful  basket  of  meat  fromt  tbe  hall,  which  was  equally  divided 
amongst  them." 

26. — 'The  Bishop  of  Norwich  confirmied  800  persons  at  the 
CathedraL 

27. — Swaffham  Races  re-established  with  great  success.  Four  plates 
were  run  for  on  tliis  and  the  next  day,  and  several  of  thq  horses  were 
from  Newmarket.  **  Public  ordinaries  were  provided  at  the  different 
inns;  that  at  the  Crown  was  attended  by  a  select  party  of  68  ladies 
and  gentlemen.  At  seven  tlio  former  retired  to  their  toilettes,  and 
at  about  nine  o'clock  prooeed^  to  the  assembly-roomi,  where  tlhe 
company  numbered  200  persons.  The  ball  was  opened  by  Mr.  P. 
Haau)nd  and  Miss  Upoher." 

Brooke  House  (with  170  acres  of  land),  formerly  the  residence  of 
Sir  Roger  Kerrison,  was  this  month  purchased  by  Mr.  Thomas  Kett, 
of  Seething,  for  £16,010. 

JULY. 

5. — Arrived,  at  Yannouth,  part  of  the  40  sail  of  transports,  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  on  board  the  2nd  Battalions  of  the  11th  and  59th 
Regiments  of  Foot,  the  1st  Battalion  of  the  79th,  and  other  regiments 
for  the  Expedition. 

11. — At  Norwich  Quarter  Sessions,  George  Hubbard  was  indicted 
for  stealing  a  pair  of  velveteen  breeches.  '*  The  offence  being  for  a 
grand  larceny  the  prisoner  was  allowed  to  plead  the  benefit  of  clergy." 
He  was  sentenced  to  six  months'  solitary  confinement^  and  to  be  publicly 
whipped. 

12. — ^A  curious  case  was  tried  at  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Seesions.  In 
the  course  of  the  inquiry  into  the  conduct  of  the  Duke  of  York  in 
September,  1808,  it  was  stated  that  a  Mrs.  Sinclair  Sutherland  had 
written  to  his  Royal  Highnes*}  to  induce  him,  "  for  certain  reasons," 
not  to  permit  Major  Turner,  3rd  Dragoon  Guards,  to  sell  out  m  favour 
of  Lieut.  Sitwell  until  t!ho  following  March.  In  consequence  of  this 
communication.  Major  Turner's  resignation  was  not  accepted  until 
some  months  after  it  had^  been  sent  in.  Major  Turner  went  to  reside 
at  Buckenham,  in  this  county.  Owing  to  the  annoyance  to  which  he 
was  subjected  by  Mrs.  Sutherland,  who,  it  was  alleged,  had  been  under 
his  protection,  he  appeared  in  court  and  movod  to  exhibit  articles  of 
the  peace  against  "her.     The  fcourt  ordered  the  defendant  to  enter  into 
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her  own  recognisauceB  of  £100  and  to  keep  the  peace  for  one  year. 
At  the  Quarter  Seesions  on  October  4th,  Major  Turner  exhibited  fresh 
articles  against  Mrs.  Sutherland,  and  stated  that  SQven  days  after 
entering  into  her  recognisances  she  again  appeared  at  his  house  and 
committed  a  breach  of  the  peaoe.  The  court  thereupon  ordered  Mrs. 
Sutherland  to  find  two  sureties  of  £100  each,  and  to  keep  tihe  peace 
for  twelve  months.  Not  being  prepared  with  her  bond,  she  was 
committed  to  Norwich  Castle,  but  was  afterwarda  released  upon  two 
Norwich  gentl^ooen  agreeing  to  be  bound  for  her. 

15. — ^Mr.  Incledon  appeared  at  the  Theatre  Royal,  Norwich,  in  his 
entertainment,  in  three  parts,  entitled,  ''A  Voyage  to  India."  A 
recitation  was  given  by  Mr.  Powell,  fonnerly  of  Norwich  Theatre,  and 
of  Drury  Lane  Theatre. 

22. — A  duel  was  fought,  "  in  a  grove  near  Norwich,  between  Mr. 
B  .  .  .  n  and  Mr.  L  .  .  b  .  .  t,  both  of  Norwich,  in  ooneequence,  we 
understand,  of  their  paying  their  addresses  to  the  same  young  lady. 
The  parties  fired,  but  neither  received  any  injury,  after  whach  a  recon- 
ciliation took  place,  and  Mr.  L.  resigned'  his  pretensions  to  the  fair 
lady." 

24. — ^A  letter  was  received  by  the  Commandant  of  the  Norwich 
Volunteer  Infantry,  from  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  County, 
**  signifying  his  Majesty's  intention  not  to  make  any  further  allowance 
for  clothing  to  Volunteer  corps,  and  desiring  to  know  whether  the 
Norwich  Volunteers  would  consider  themselves  a  oorps,  or  transfer 
their  services  to  the  Local  Militia?  "  The  Colonel  replied  "  that  they 
would  continue  their  services  as  long  as  his  Majesty  would  be  pleased 
to  accept  them  and  their  present  clothing  held  out." 

29. — It  was  announced  that  Mr.  Henry  Aston  Barker,  *'  who  painted 
the  pictures  of  London,  Paris,  Constantinople,  Eklinburgh,  Dublin, 
Cairo,  Ac,"  exhibited  in  Leicester  Square,  London,  had  drawn  "  a 
panoramic  view  of  Norwich  and  the  surrounding  country,  as  seen  from 
the  Castle  Hill,  accompanied  by  a  perspective  view  of  the  Castle, 
engraved  in  stroke  by  Mr.  Williams." 

31. — The  annual  exhibition  of  the  Norwich  Society  of  Artists  was 
opened  in  Sir  Benjamin  Wrenche's  Court. 

^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  held  at  Norwich,  the  case  of  the  King 

V.  Larke,  Mileham,  and  others  was  tried.  This  was  a  prosecution  for 
rioting  in  a  Dissenting  meeting-house  at  Aylsham,  and  for  an  assault 
upon  a  preacher,  named'  Joseph  King,  on  Sunday  evening,  Maroh  13th, 
1808.  The  defendants  behaved  in  a  very  disorderly  manner  in  the 
chapel,  and  carried  oflf  the  minister  by  force  to  the  Dog  Inn.  The 
case  was  settled  by  the  defendiants  apologising  to  the  prosecutor  in 
open  court,  and  by  paying  the  costs  of  the  prosecution. 

At  the  sanie  Assizes,  Lord  Qiief  Justice  Mansfield  had  before 

him  the  action,  Leathes,  clerk,  v.  Baker.  It  was  brought  by  the  Rector 
of  Reedham,  under  a  statute  of  Eidward  VI.,  to  recover  treble  the  value 
of  the  tithes  of  com  grown  on  the  defendant's  farm  there,  in  1808, 
and  involved  in  dispute  a  sum  of  between  £300  and  £400.  The  two 
main  points  which  the  plaintiff  endeavoured  to  substantiate  were, 
first,  that  the  tenant  had  not  set  out  the  tithes  according  to  law ;  and, 
secondly,  if  set  out,  it  was  done  fraudulently  and  unfairly.  It  was 
proved)  that  in  one.  field  defendant  cut  the  whole  crop,  tithed  and 
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carried  a  part  on  one  day,  and  thQ  remainder  on  the  following  day. 
The  Judge  ruled  that  this  mode  of  tithing  was  contrary  to  law,  and 
said  he  was  sorry  to  be  obliged  to  direct  the  special  jury  to  find  for 
the  plaintiff.  The  jury,  after  requesting  his  lordship  to  inform  them 
what  was  the  lowest  sum  they  could  award,  so  as  not  to  subject  the 
defendant  to  costs,  aasessed  the  amoimt  at  £8.  A  similar  action 
was  brought  by  the  same  plaintiff  at  the  Lent  Assizes  at  Thetford,  on 
March  19th,  1810,  against  a  farmer,  named  Maddieon,  when  the  jury 
found  for  the  defendant.  At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  Iheld  at  Norwich, 
on  August  13th,  1810,  before  the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  Baker  brought 
an  action  against  Mr.  Leathes,  to  recover  damages  for  inconvenience 
and  lofift  sustained  by  him  in  1808,  by  reaaon  of  the  defendant  allowing 
his  tithes  to  remain  and  rot  on  the  plaintiff's  land.  A  verdict  was 
given  for  Baker,  damages,  £150.  At  the  sanie  Assizes,  Mr.  Leathes 
brought  an  action  againat  a  farmer,  nam^ed  Long,  for  not  setting  out 
his  tithee  according  to  law.     Verdict  for  the  plaintiff,  damages,  £12. 

31. — ^The  Grand  Jury  for  the  County  held  a  meeting,  at  which 
renewed  efforts  were  commenced  to  procure  the  removal  of  the  Lent 
Assizes  from  llietford  to  Norwich.  It  waB  decided  to  petition 
Parliament  with  that  object.  At  Norwich  Quarter  Sesaions,  on 
October  3rd,  the  Grand  Jury  made  a  pre6entm;ent,  asking  the  city 
magistrates  to  co-operate  with  the  county  justices.  On  October  11th, 
the  Norwich  Corporation  resolved  to  aid  the  county  in  the  application 
to  Parliament,  and  in  February,  1810,  a  petition  in  favour  of  the 
removal  was  presented  in  the  House  of  Commons  by  Mr.  Patteson. 


AUGUST. 

6. — ^A  wedding  ''  of  an  unusual  kind  was  celebrated  at  S  waff  ham. 
The  bride  and  bridegroom,  young  persons,  were  both  quite  blind." 

10. — ^Races  took  place  at  Mattishall.  A  purse,  "  given  by  the 
town,"  was  won  by  a  horse,  named  Lord  Paget,  owned  by  Mr.  Carter, 
a  well-known  leader  of  sport  in  the  diatrict. 

14. — Died,  at  his  seat  at  Costessey,  aged  74,  Sir  William 
Jemingham,  Bart.,  ("subject  to  the  decision  now  pending  in  the 
Hoiee  of  Lordis")  Baron  Stafford,  of  Stafford  Caatle.  He  was 
succeeded  in  his  title  and  estate  by  his  eld'est  son,  Mr.  George 
Jemingham,  Haughley  Park. 

15. — News  was  received  at  Norwich  of  the  victory  of  the  British 
Army  in  Spain,  under  Sir  Arthur  Wellesley. 

16. — The  first  division  of  thq  West  Norfolk  Militia  marched  into 
Norwich  from  Colchester,  imder  the  command  of  Lieut.-Col.  Nelthorpe. 
The  second  division,  commanded  by  Capt.  Bamham,  arrived  next 
day.  The  regiment,  which  had  not  been  stationed  in  Norwich  for 
nearly  30  years,  had  the  Earl  of  Orford  as  its  colonel-in-chief. 


SEPTEMBER. 

4. — One  hundred  prisoners  of  war,  from  Flushing,  arrived  at  the 
Cavalry  Barracks,  Norwich,  from  Yarmouth,  and  next  day  proceeded 
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on  their  route  to  Norman  Cross.  Among  them  were  several  officers, 
and  their  wivee  and  familiefi,  who  were  sent  to  Northampton  and 
Chesterford.  Tliey  expressed  their  gratitude  to  Hhe  Mayor,  magis- 
trates, and'  citizens,  for  the  humane  treatment  they  had  received  in 
Norwich. 

13. — Overstrand  Hall  was  purchased  by  Lord  Suffield  for  £16,510. 

16.* — "Mr.  Laverock  Love,  a  young  officer  of  the  Aboukir,  only 
18  years  of  age  (son  of  Mr.  Love,  surgeon,  of  East  Dereham,  in  this 
county),  had  the  command  of  a  launch  at  the  bombardment  of 
Flushing,  and  was  the  first  who  fired  a  shot.  Letters  have  been 
received  from  several  of  his  brother  officers,  spealdng  in  thQ  highest 
terms  of  his  intrepid  gallantry." 

21. — ^A  plan  for  the  regulation  of  the  Cattle  Market  was  adopted 
by  the  Corporation  of  Norwich. 


OCTOBER. 

3. — H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  York  left  Buckeniham  Lodge,  the  seat  of 
General  Sir  J.  Pulteney,  to  whom  'he  had)  been  on  a  visit  for  the 
shooting. 

7.* — (Advt.)  '*  Tliis  day  the  *  Norwich  and  Yarmouth  Courier '  will 
be  published  and  ready  for  delivery  on  the  arrival  of  the  mail,  at 
the  '  Courier '  Office,  late  Po«t  Office,  Market  Place,  Norwich, 
containing  the  same  news  as  the  London  papers  delivered  on  Saturday 
in  Norwich,  and,  of  course,  such  as  cannot  appear  in  any  country  paper 
till  the  following  week.  A  newspaper,  gratis,  sent  post  free  to 
every  advertiser." 

11. — The  Corporation  of  Norwich  voted  a  loyal  address  of 
coDgratulation  to  his  Majesty,  on  his  entering,  on  October  25th, 
upon  the  50tih  year  of  his  reign.  It  was  decided  by  nine  votes  to 
eight  not  to  celebrate  the  Jubilee  "by  roasting  a  bullock  in  the 
Market  Place  and  giving  away  10  barrels  of  beer  " ;  and  the  aldermen 
negatived  a  proposal  to  appropriate  a  sum  out  of  the  Corporation 
revenues  to  secure  the  discharge  of  certain  dlobtors,  as  a  means  of 
oommemorating  the  event. 

17. — Three  newly-ereoted  paper  mills  at  Elsing  "  were  set  to  work 
on  an  entirely  new  principle." 

19. — Died,  in  an  obscure  apartment  in  the  White  Hart  Yard,  St. 
Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich,  Mr.  Robert  Fenn.  "  In  the  early  part  of 
his  life  his  company  was  sought  after  and  welcomed'  by  persons  of 
high  rank  in  the  sporting  line.  He  possessed  great  skill  as  a 
marksman,  and  had  the  best  method  of  training  dogs.  As  a  tavern 
companion  he  was  jocular,  facetious,  and  replete  with  anecdote, 
entertaining  the  company,  and  inspiring  mirth  with  his  oddities  and 
eccentricities."     He  was  in  his  75th  year. 

20. — The  worsted  and  silk  and  worsted  manufacturers  of  Norwich 
granted  the  weavers  an  increase  of  wages,  involving  an  additional 
expenditure  of  .£5,000  per  annum. 

22. — ^A  new  altar-piece,  of  Gothic  design,  the  work  of  Mr.  Copping, 
of  St.  Stephen's,  Norwich,  was  erected  in  Braoonash  Cliurch. 
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26. — Celebration  of  the  Jubilee  of  GeorgQ  III.  The  Mayor  (Mr. 
Thos.  Back)  and  the  Corporation  of  Norwich  attended'  servioe  at  the 
Cathedral.  At  the  cooiclusion  of  tlhe  aervice  the  civic  proceesion 
returned  to  the  Guildhall,  and  iho  garrison  and  Volunteers  fired)  a 
feu  de  joie  on  the  Castle  Ditches.  The  Mayor  entertained  340  guests 
at  dinner  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall.  A  baron  of  beef,  weighing  172  lbs., 
surmounted  by  the  Union  flag,  was  brought  in  by  four  grenadiers, 
who  bore  it  twice  round  the  hall  to  the  air  of  "  The  Roast  Beef 
of  Old  England,"  and  then  placed  it  upon  the  head  table.  Before 
the  con^pany  separated  it  was  resolved  "  that,  as  a  testinLony  of 
respect  for  the  Mayor  and  particularly  for  his  conduct  on  this  day, 
he  be  requested  to  have  his  portrait  painted."  Numerous  benevolent 
movements  were  instituted  in  celebration  of  the  Jubilee.  One  was  the 
relief  of  about  thirty  poor  citizens,  with  large  families,  who  were 
liable  to  have  thedr  persons  and  effects  seized  under  an  execution  of 
the  Court  of  Requests,  for  various  small  debts,  ranging  from  5s.  to 
408.,  and  the  whole  amounting  to  between  £26  and  £27.  The  day 
was  celebrated  at  Yarmouth,  Lynn,  and  other  towns  in  the  county. 

28.* — "  A  lover  of  improvements  requests  us  to  hint  that  what  has 
been  improperly  termed  Cockey  Lane  (Norwich)  for  a  long  time, 
should,  in  consequence  of  the  recent  alterations,  assume  a  new 
appellation,  by  terming  it  Market  Street  or  some  other  appropriate 
name."  (The  thoroughfare  here  referred  to  is  now  known  as  London 
Street.) 

*"The   harriers   belonging  to   Mr.    T.    Thompson,    of   Bergh 

Apton,  had  last  week  one  of  the  severest  and  longest  chases  they 
have  yet  experienced.  M)r.  Dyke's  famous  horse  died  in  tlhe  field 
long  before  the  death  of  the  hare,  and  three  other  capital  horses 
were  very  badly  knocked  up  at  the  same  time.  Only  a  few  of  the 
most  dashing  sportsmen  could  keep  within  sight  of  the  hounds." 

29. — ^Died,  at  EJarlham  HaJl,  in  his  60t.h  year,  Mr.  John  Gurney. 
His  remains  were  interred  on  November  3rd  at  the  Gildencroft  burial 
ground,  Norwich,  in  the  presence  of  an  immense  concourse  of 
citizens. 


NOVEMBER. 

2. — ^After  the  interval  of  seven  years,  a  Musical  Festival  was  held 
at  Norwich.  The  opening  p>erformaiice  on  Thursday,  2nd,  consisted 
of  the  prodtiction  of  the  "  Messiah "  at  the  church  of  St.  Peter 
Mancroft;  and  in  the  evening  a  grand  miscellaneous  concert  was 
given  at  the  Theatre.  On  Friday,  3rd',  '*  Sampson  "  was  performed 
at  the  church,  where  also  in  the  evening  were  rendered  selections 
from  various  oratorios.  The  Festival  concluded  on  Saturday  evening, 
the  4th,  witli  a  miscellaneous  concert  at  the  Theatre.  The  principal 
vocal  performers  were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Vaughan,  Miss  Booth,  Mr.  Goss, 
and  Mr.  Elliott.  Professor  Hague,  of  Cambridge,  led  the  band,  and 
Mr.  Beckwith  was  conductor.  The  admission  to  the  churoh  was:  — 
Middle  aisle,  5s.;  side  aisles,  38.  6d.,  but  no  money  was  taken  a.t 
the  dk>or. 

11.* — ^'^The  pleasant  town  of  Diss  has  lately  undergone  so  much 
improvement  as  is  scarcely  to  be  conceived,  the  streets  having  been 
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entirelj  new  payed,  the  road«  much  improved,  and  all  obfitruotionfl 
by  the  projection  of  housee  and  shope  removed.  It  will  also  be 
shortly  lighted  in  suoh  a  manner  as  to  render  it  as  complete  a  town 
aa  any  in  the  county.'' 

18.*— "Died,  lateljy,  at  Warhams  in  his  T^rd  yeaa-,  Capt.  Isaax5 
Eglis  Warren.  Ho  was  a  volunteer  in  the  siege  of  Quebec,  and  it 
was  his  solemn  task  to  support  on  the  rock  and  witness  the  last 
moments  of  the  immortal  Wolfe." 

20.— Died,  Sir  Philip  Stephens,  Bart.,  of  Horeford',  in  his  80th 
year.  He  was  52  years  secretary  to  the  Admiralty  Office,  and  was 
afterwards  one  of  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty.  He  possessed  large 
estates  in  Norfolk,  Suffolk,  Essex,  and  Middlesex. 

25.* — "Some  idea  of  the  extent  of  Norfolk  farms  may  be  formed 
when  it  is  known  tlhat  one  occupier  in  the  western  district  last  year 
expended  more  than  £1,100  for  only  one  sort  of  manure  (brought 
many  miles),  notwithstanding  the  immense  quantity  made  at  home, 
and  the  great  number  of  ^eep  annually  folded  on  the  grounds.  On 
another  farm,  25  acres  are  oonsumed  in  roods  crossing  the  lands." 


DECEMBER. 

2. — ^At  the  King's  Head  Inn,  Norwich,  an  estate  near  Harleston, 
consisting  of  120  acres  of  moderate  land,  was  sold  by  auction  for 
5,990  guineas.  The  purchaser  had  also  to  pay  a  considerable  siun 
for  timber  growing  upon  the  estate.  A  short  time  previously  22  acres 
of  "  unmixed'  and  widely  lying  land ''  near  Aylsham,  and  by  no  means 
of  the  best  quality,  fetched  nearly  2,000  guineas;  the  timber  was 
taken  by  valuation. 

12. — Died,  in  his  80th  year,  Mr.  John  Dalrymple,  formerly  a 
merchant  in  Norwich.  "  He  was  a  native  of  Scotland,  and  descended 
of  an  honourable  family,  set  immediately  at  Thomhill,  in  Dumfries. 
His  nvanly  body  was  inhabited  by  a  noble  soul,  for  he  was  a  model 
of  probity,  constancy,  fortitude,  and  disinterefitedness.  To  his  fellow- 
citizens  he  presented,  during  a  long  and  difficult  career,  an  example 
of  zealous  and  unshaken  adihcrence  to  the  cause  of  liberality."  Mr. 
Dalrymple  was  a  steward  of  the  Scots  Society,  founded'  in  Norwich 
by  Dr.  John  Murray. 

19. — ^Mr.  Saunder's  Equestrian  Company  opened  their  season's 
engagement  at  the  Pantheon,  Ranelagh  Gardens,  Norwich,  "with  a 
stud  of  horses,  all  cream  coloured',  late  the  property  of  his  Majesty." 

23. — Accounts  were  received  at  Yarmouth  of  the  evacuation  of  the 
island  of  Waloheren  by  the  BritisAi  troops,  5,000  of  whom  died'  of  fever 
after  the  capture  of  Flushing. 

Intelligence   was    received   of   the   successful    attack   on    the 

enemy's  forts  at  Cortelasso,  between  Venice  and  Trieste,  by  Capt. 
Host©,  of  the  Amphion  friofate,  who  on  August  24th  captured  ten 
Venetian  gun  boats  and  other  prizes. 

News  reached  Norwich  of  the  loss  of  the  Glory,  outward  bound 

East  Indiaman,  Capt.  Horatio  Beevor,  with  all  the  officers,  crew^  and 
passengers. 
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30.* — ^"The  quantity  of  turkiea  sent  up  to  town  from  Norwich 
within  the  last  ten  days  amounted  to  no  less  than  30  tons  weight, 
which,  averaging  each  bird  at  12  lbs.,  the  number  would  amount  to 
6,000." 


1810- 


JANUARY. 

6. — Th/b  estate  of  Sir  K  Kerrison,  deceased',  at  Thorpe,  waa  sold 
for  £38,219.  Carrow  Abbey  House,  with  32j^  acres  of  land,  waa 
purohased  by  Mr.  P.  M.  Martineau  for  £2,020. 

8. — ^A  prize  fight  took  place  at  Thorpe,  between  Chapman  and  Pegg, 
"noted  bruisers."  It  ended  in  the  defeat  of  Pegg,  who  sustained  a 
broken  jaw. 

9. — ^His  Majesty's  ship  Nemesis  struck  on  Happisburgh  Sand.  On 
the  following  day  her  guns  were  thrown  overboard,  and  she  was 
floated  off. 

18. — Died,  in  his  76th  year,  Mr.  John  Mitchell,  of  New  fioughton. 
"  His  favourite  mule,  over  34  years  old,  at  the  request  of  the  deceased, 
went  in  procession  to  the  grave,  and  was  to  have  been  shot  immediately 
after  his  return,  but  through  the  humane  intercession  of  his  grand- 
daughter, Miss  Toung,  the  life  of  this  excellent  animal  was  saved, 
with  the  promise  never  to  suffer  it  to  be  again  used."  By  a  singular 
coincidence,  Mr.  Reynolds,  surgeon,  of  Massingham,  while  in  the  act 
of  attending  on  Mr.  Mitchell,  died  suddienly  of  the  same  complaint 
to  which  the  patient  succumbed. 

20. — ^A  reconciliation  dinner  was  held  by  the  corn  growers  and 
buyers  at  the  King's  Head  Inn,  Norwich.  Mr.  Crisp  Brown  presided. 
Among  the  toasts  were  "  May  the  Buyers  and  Sellers  in  future  meet 
together  in  friendship,"  and  ^'  May  the  enemies  of  reconciliation  keep 
a  cold  water  club  by  themselves."  A  second  dinner  was  held  at  the 
King's  Head  on  March  3rd,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  Fellowes. 

*(Advt.)      "To    be    seen    at    the    Angel    Inn,   Market   Place, 

Norwich,  where  he  will  arrive  this  day,  that  mx)st  wondterful  and 
surprising  Yorkshire  youth,  17  years  of  age,  7  ft.  6  ins.  high,  and 
who  weighs  upwards  of  24  stones,  who  has  had  the  honour  to  be 
introduoed  to  their  Majesties  and  the  Royal  Family  at  Windsor,  where 
he  was  most  graciously  received'  and  entertained." 

25. — At  a  meeting  of  corn  and  coal  merchants,  held  at  the  King's 
Head  Inn,  Norwich,  it  was  resolved,  in  consequence  of  the  numerous 
deprediations  committed  on  the  river  between  Norwich  and  Yarmouth, 
not  to  employ  any  vessel  after  March  1st,  the  hatches  of  which  were 
not  scoured  by  locks  and  iron  bars.  It  was  further  resolved  tlhat 
every  lock  be  sealed  by  the  merchant  before  the  vessel  started  upon 
its  voyage. 
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FEBRUARY. 

1. — Died,  the  eccentric  John  Franeham,  of  Norwich.  H©  wa«  well 
versed  in  Latin,  Greek,  and  mathematics,  of  whioli  for  many  years  he 
was  a  teaoher. 

^Died,  in  her  59th  year,  Mrs.  Martineau,  wife  of  Mr.  Philip 

Meadk>w8  Martineau.  (Mr.  Martineau  was  re-married  on  February 
18th,  1811,  at  St.  Peter  Permountergat©  Church,  Norwich,  by  the  Rey. 
C.  Elwin,  to  Mrs.  Somers  Clarke,  of  Taeburgh.) 

3. — BagshaVfl  menagerie  was  exhibited  on  the  Castle  Ditches, 
Norwiohi. 

4. — ^Died,  at  Gun  ton,  in  his  77th  3rear,  the  Right  Hon.  Lord 
Suffield,  who  represented  Norwich  from  1756  to  1786. 

10. — ^Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bowles  terminated  their  theatrical  career  at 
Norwich  Theatre,  and  took  their  farewell  benefit.  There  was  a 
crowdted  audience,  and  the  receipt  of  the  house  amounted  to 
£160  158.  6d.  '*  Equally  respectable  in  private  as  in  public  life,"  said 
the  newspaper  notice,  *'  their  success  in  the  scholastic  line  will,  we 
trust,  be  ae  flattering  and  substantial  as  that  of  the  drama."  On 
March  10th,  Mr.  Bowles  advertised  the  academy  conducted'  by  himself 
in  Queen  Street,  Great  Yarmouth.  On  July  27th,  1811,  it  was 
announced :  "  Mr,  Bowles,  of  Yarmouth  and  late  of  the  Theatre  Royal, 
Norwich,  qualified  as  a  dissenting  minister  at  the  last  Quarter 
Sessions." 

14. — ^The  ESast  Dereham  Troop  of  Yeomanry  Cavalry  presented  to 
Capt.  John  Crisp  a  silver  cup,  "as  a  mark  of  respect  for  his  conduct 
during  the  twelve  years  he  had  commanded  tihem," 

20. — ^At  a  general  meeting  of  the  Norfolk  Agricultural  Society,  it 
was  resolved  to  petition  Parliament  against  the  Bill  for  prohibiting 
distillation  from  grain. 

22. — Died,  at  his  house  on  Castle  Meadow,  Norwich,  aged  74,  Mr. 
William  Foster,  attorney.  "  He  was  a  promoter  of  most  of  the  public 
charities  in  the  city,  and  the  founder  of  many  of  them. 

24.* — "A  farm  near  Norwich,  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  and 
containing  not  more  than  77  acres  of  profitable  land,  wae  lately  hired 
at  the  astonishing  sum  of  £263  per  annum;  and  the  tithes,  being 
all  arable  land,  have  long  been  78.  6d.  per  acre." 

28. — This  day  was  observed  as  one  of  solemn  fast  and  hiuniliation. 
At  Norwich,  "  nearly  all  the  8hop>s  were  shut  up,  and  Divine  service 
performed  at  all  the  churches.  The  market  was  held  on  Tuesday, 
instead  of  Wednesday." 


MARCH. 


3.* — "There  is  now  living  at  Oxburgh,  in  this  coimty,  William 
Durrant,  a  gardener,  who  yearly  eat-s  1,095  red  herringa,  cbews  18 
lbs.  of  tobacco,  and,  to  give  his  nose  pleasure,  takes  3(j5  ozs,  of 
snuff.  The  total  sum  of  tobaicco,  snuff,  and  red  herrings  is 
£13  188.  10<J." 
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^(Advt.)    "A  main  ^-ill  be  foug^ht  at  the  Fleece  Inn,  Wells, 


on  Monday  and  Tuesday,  the  19th  and  20th  inst.,  between  the  gentle- 
men of  Norfolk  and  Wells.  To  show  31  cocks  and  10  byes,  and  to 
fight  for  10  gs.  the  battle  and  100  the  odd;  to  make  four  in  goes. 
Feeders :  Fisher  for  Norfolk,  Lamb  for  Wells." 

10.* — "  During  the  last  eleven  months,  the  period  of  Miss  Harriett 
Howell's  visits  to  this  city,  three  schools  have  been  established  in 
Norwidi,  in  which  no  fewer  than  294  children  are  now  educated  on 
the  plan  advocated  by  Mr.  J.  Lancaster." 

*"A   drover,    near   Norwich,    has    attended   tihe   market    at 

Smithfield  for  25  years,  in  which  time  he  has  ridden  on  those 
joume>7B  alone  126,000  miles." 

^A  court  martial  was  held  on  his  Majesty's  ship  XJtile  on  a 

seaman  belonging  to  the  I>6sir6e,  "  at  his  own  request,"  for  striking 
an  officer  and  ueing  mutinous  language.     He  was  sentenced  to  death. 

19. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  held  at  Thetfordl,  Thomas  William 
Middleton,  for  embezzling  money  the  property  of  Messrs.  Gumey  and 
Co.,  by  whom  he  was  employed  as  clerk,  at  Fakeniham,  was  sentenced 
to  14  years'  transportation. 

^The  panorama,  by  Serries,  of  the  town  and  port  of  Boulogne 

*'with  the  flotilla,  designed  to  invade  this  country,  at  anchor  in 
the  outer  road,"  was  exhibited  at  Harper's  Pantheon,  Norwich. 

22. — ^Died  in  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich,  aged  57,  Nathaniel 
E^staugh,  the  common  crier,  and  one  of  the  Mayor's  beadles,  "  who 
except  one  year  held  the  bell  from  1780  up  to  the  time  of  his  db&th." 
He  was  succeeded  by  Anthony  Bailey. 

23. — Mr.  Joseph  Lancaster  visited  Norwich,  and  at  the  Theatre 
gave  lectures  on  his  system  of  education.  At  a  meeting  at  the 
Guildhall  on  April  17,  a  free  school  for  boys,  on  Mr.  Lancaster's 
plan,  was  established  by  public  subscription. 

^Died  in  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich,  a^fed  72,  David  Kinnc- 

brook,  for  40  years  master  of  one  of  the  charity  sdhoolsi^  "who 
never  till  his  laist  illness  absented  himself  from  the  school  for  a 
single  day." 

24. — ^A  large  meeting  of  landowners,  occupiers,  and  Scottish 
drovers  was  held  at  the  Rampant  Horse  Inn,  to  discuss  the  right  of 
the  Corporation  of  Norwich  to  levy  tolls  upon  cattle  sold  or 
exhibited  for  sale  at  the  weekly  mart  on  the  Castle  Hill.  A  deputation 
waited  upon  the  Mayor  and  tlie  Market  Committee,  and  on  April  lith 
a  fbrther  meeting,  presided  over  by  Sir  James  Beevor,  was  held  for 
the  purpose  of  defending  any  action  that  might  be  brought  by  the 
Corporation  to  recover  tolls. 

APRIL. 

3. — ^For  the  benefit  of  the  Norwich  Theatrical  Fund,  a  performance 
of  "The  English  Fleet  in  the  year  1342,"  and  of  "the  grand  serio- 
comic pantomime,  called  'Don  Juan,  or  the  Libertine  destroyed,'" 
was  given  at  the  Theatre  Royal. 

12. — ^Died,  aged  60,  Mr.  Thomias  Barber,  attorney,  27  years 
vecretarT*  of  the  NorfoQ^  an4  Norwich  Hospital. 
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19. — ^Tombland  Fair  took  place.  It  was  stated  to  be  cu&tomaiy 
on  the  occaaion  of  this  annual  event  for  military  bands  to  play  in 
the  Upper  Qoae,  wiiich  was  used  as  a  fashionable  prom/enade.  The 
band<B  of  the  5th  Dragoon  Guards  and  the  Wiltshire  Militia  were  pro- 
sent  on  this  occasion. 

23. — ^The  Norwich,  Aylsham,  and  Cromer  coach  commenced  running 
from  21,  Lobster  Lane,  Norwich,  to  thQ  Redl  Lion  Inn,  Cromer.  It 
left  Norwich  on  Mondiays,  Wednesdiays,  -and  Fridays,  and  returned  on 
Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  andl  Satuixllaya  The  proprietor  was  Mr.  W. 
Spanton. 

28.* — (Advt.)  "Cocking.  A  main  will  be  fought  at  the  Maid's 
Head  Inn,  Norwioh,  on  the  14ih  and  15th  days  of  May  next,  between 
the  gentlemen  of  Norfolk  and  the  gentlemen  of  Ipswich,  to  show  27 
mains  for  six  guineas  a  battle  and  100  guineas  the  odd;  likewise  six 
byes  and  two  turn-outs  for  five  guineas  a  battle,  to  make  four  in 
gees.  A  pair  of  cocks  in  the  pit  precisely  at  12  o'clock.  Feeders: 
Lamb  for  Norfolk,  Smith  for  Ipswioh." 

30. — ^A  rare  fish  called  the  Opah  or  King-fish  (Chsetodes  of  Lin- 
nseus)  was  found  on  Mundlesley  beach. 

^Mr.  Patteson  presented  in  the  House  of  Commons  a  petition 

from  the  Mayor,  Alderman,  and  Justices  of  Norwich,  against  the  Bill 
to  (alter,  explain,  and  amend  the  laws  in  force  respecting  bread,  and  for 
better  regulating  the  mode  of  setting  the  price  thereof  out  of  London. 
The  petition  stated  that  the  proposed  Bill  would  add  4s.  to  the  then 
allowance  of  128.  for  every  quarter  of  wheat,  and  the  baker  for  his 
labour,  salt,  &o,,  which  would  tend  to  raise  the  price  of  breadl  The 
magistrates  had  consulted  tihe  master  and  wardens  of  the  Norwich 
Bakers'  Company,  who  declared  that  the  bakers  were  perfectly  «;atis- 
fied  with  the  mode  of  regulating  the  assize  and  with  the  allowance  of 
120.  per  quarter. 

MAY. 

2. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions,  a  man  named  Stebbing,  of 
WynLondham,  was  indicted  for  using  seditious  language  in  tiie  presence 
of  several  persons,  some  of  whom  were  Militia  men.  The  prisoner  was 
alleged  to  have  asserted  that  "  if  Buonaparte  would  come  he  would  be 
the  first  man  to  join  him  "  and  that  "  Buonaparte  was  a  better  man  to 
his  country  than  King  George  was  to  this."  The  jury,  "  to  the  surprise 
of  the  whole  court,"  returned  a  verdict  of  not  guilty,  "  and  several 
gentlemen  on  the  bench  expressed  their  strongest  reprobation."  Sergt. 
Money,  of  the  Militia,  one  of  the  principal  witnesses  for  the  prosecution, 
was  afterwards  appointed  to  an  ensigncy  in  the  4th  Garrison  Battalion. 

10. — ^The  Victory,  100  guns,  Vice-Admiral  Sir  J.  Saumarez,  and 
seven  other  sail  of  the  line,  sailed  from  Yarmouth  for  the  Baltic. 

16. — ^The  First  Eastern  Regiment  of  the  Local  Militfia,  commanded 
by  Lord  Suffield,  assembled  at  Aylsham  and  marched  thence  to  Yar- 
mouth for  20  days'  training.  Tlie  dates  and  places  of  aasembly  of  the 
other  regiments  were  as  follow: — 2nd  Eastern  Repriment,  Col.  Patte- 
son, Norwich,  May  22nd;  Ist  Western  Regimen'ti,  Col.  Petre,  Norwioh, 
May  17th;  2nd  Western  Regiment,  Col.  Edtnund  Wodehouse,  Lynn, 
May  2l8t;   Srd  Westera  Regiment,  Col.  Chad,  Swaffham,  May  lOth^ 
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whence  th&y  marched  to  Norwidi.  Li  ooneequenoe  of  iuffufficiency  of 
aoconunodatioii  at  Norwich,  three  compfaniefi  of  the  3rd  'Western 
Regiment  marched  to  Dereham,  where  the  course  of  training  was  oomr 
pleted. 

19.* — "  One  ^j  last  week,  a  yoimg  woman,  of  Dereham,  being 
strongly  attached  to  a  soldier  in  tihe  24th  Regiment  of  Foot,  resolved 
to  follow  him  to  the  wars,  and  habiting  herself  in  man's  attire  enlisted 
by  mistake  into  the  54th  Regiment  of  Foot  recruiting  in  Norwich. 
Her  sex  was  discovered  and  her  intentions  frustrated." 

20. — ^Died  in  London,  aged  81,  the  Rigtht  Hon.  Charles  Lord  Bayn- 
ing,  of  Honingham  Hall,  a  Privy  Councillor,  and  High  Steward  of 
Great  Yarmouth.  He  wa«  succeeded  by  hia  son,  the  Hon.  Charles 
Frederick  Pawlett  Townshend. 

28. — ^The  birthday  of  William  Pitt  waa  celebrated  by  the  members 
of  tihje  Castle  Corporation,  Norwich^  and  other  gentlemen  to  the  num- 
ber of  130,  in  Mr.  Bailey's  great  roomw 

JUNE. 

2.* — (Advt.)  "A  stagQ  waggon  sets  out  from  the  wareihouse, 
Tombland,  Norwich,  every  Friday  evening,  and  arrives  at  Bury  every 
Saturday,  returning  from  Bury  every  Wednesday,  and  arrives  at 
Norwich  early  on  Friday  morning.  The  London  waggons  through 
Cambrid'ge  every  Tuesday  and  Friday.  The  Yorkshire  waggons  come 
regularly  twice  a  week."  (Messrs.  Marsh  were  the  proprietors  of  the 
Norwich  waggons.  A  similai*  service  of  waggons  was  also  run  at 
about  this  date  by  Mack,  of  Norwich.) 

4. — ^The  King's  birthday  was  observed  as  usual.  "  The  prisoners  of 
the  city  gaol  return  thanks  to  thQ  Mayor  and  Corporation  for  the 
excellent  dinner  of  roast  beef  and  plum  pudid&ngs,  with  plenty  of 
strong  ale.  Likewise  to  numierous  unknown  p^aAsengers  for  their  gifts 
to  the  box  wbioh  is  carried  about  every  Saturdlay  afternoon  by  a  man 
appointed  by  the  court  to  attend  on  them.  And  they  humbly  request 
the  oiharitably  disposed  to  put  their  contributions  into  the  box 
themselves,  which  is  locked  up  by  the  governor,  and  its  contents 
equally  distributed  by  him.  They  have  also  another  box  outside  the 
gaol  which  is  opened  every  quarter." 

Died  at   hia  house   in  Pall  Mall,   aged   60,  the  Right  Hon. 

William  Windham,  of  Felbrigg.  Three  days  before  the  event  he 
predicted  that  he  would  expire  on  the  King's  birthday.  He  repre- 
sented Norwich  in  three  successive  Parliaments — from  1784  to  1802. 
The  remains  of  the  deceased  statesman  arrived  in  Norwich  on  their 
way  to  Felbrigg  on  the  10th.  The  body  lay  in  state  at  the  Maid's 
Head  Lin  until  the  morning  of  the  11th,  when  tthe  journey  to  Felbrigg 
was  resumed,  and  the  funeral  took  place  there  in  the  afternoon.  In 
the  funeral  procession  at  the  church  was  ''  a  man  bearing  a  false 
coffin." 

5. — ^A  cricket  uMitoh  was  played  between  the  Norwich  Club  and  the 
officers  of  the  Wiltshire  Reeriment,  on  the  Town  Close  ground, 
Norwich.  Norwich,  134;  Wiltshire  Regiment,  49-43.  The  return 
match  was  plaved  on  the  same  ground  on  the  14th.  Norwich, 
71-150;  Wiltshire  Regiment,  57-53. 
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10. — At  the  burial  of  a  woman,  naniied  Bumpfttead,  at  Thurlton,  "  it 
was  not  a  little  singular  that  the  husband  and  an  sms  walked  to  church 
next  the  corpse,  and  also  back  again  to  the  house,  as  chief  moumers." 

11. — ^A  prize  fight  took  place  at  Limpenhoe  between  John  Green, 
of  Beighton,  and  David  William  Rushiner,  of  Thurlton.  *'  In  the  first 
seven  rounds  the  latter  received  seven  knock-down  blows ;  but  in  the 
eighth  he  gave  the  other  such  a  violent  blow  that  hQ  knocked  him  out 
of  time  and  won." 

16.* — "  Mr.  Alderman  Yallop,  of  Norwich,  is  the  fortunate  holder  of 
an  eighth  of  tlie  ticket,  1,537,  which  drew  a  prize  of  £1,000  on  Friday 
last.  This  is  the  fourth  capital  prize  Mr.  Yallop  has  had  a  share 
of  in  the  different  lotteries." 

19. — Guild-day  at  Norwich.  The  Mayor,  Mr.  John  Stewards  enter- 
tained 750  guests  at  dinner  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  and  400  attended 
the  ball  at  Chapel  Field  House,  where  dancing  waa  kept  up  until  two 
o'clock  next  morning.  "  Several  friends  of  conviviality  kept  the  jovial 
spirit  alive  at  the  hftll  till  after  that  late  or  rather  early  hour." 

25. — ^Holkham  Sheep  Shearing  commenced.  One  of  the  implements 
exhibited  was  '*  a  fmnigating  machine  on  two  wheels  which,  in  turning, 
worked  a  pwr  of  bellows  that  blew  into  an  iron  cylinder  filled  with 
burning  sulphur,  and  sha vinous  or  sawdnst.,  and  perforated  at  the 
bottom,  which,  when  pushed  over  the  land,  suffocated  the  turnip  flies, 
cankers,  Ac,  or  caught  them  on  a  tarred  cover  fixed  over  the  head 
of  the  cylinder."  This  remarkable  contrivance  was  exhibited  by  a 
Mr.  Plenty,  of  London. 


JULY. 


16. — A  cricket  match  was  played  on  the  Town  Close  ground, 
Norwich,  between  eight  of  the  Norwich  Club  and  thirteen  of  the 
Wiltshire  Regiment.      Wiltshire  Regiment,   72-78;    Norwich,   32-69. 

20. — A  cricket  match,  for  50  guineas  a  side,  was  played  at  Swaffham, 
between  the  Norwich  and  Swaffham  clubs.  Norwich,  42-26 ;  Swaffham, 
67.  The  return  match  took  place  on  the  Town  Close  ground,  Norwich, 
on  August  20th..     Norwich,  35-51 ;  Swaffham,  55-30. 

25. — ^Mr.  Alderson,  the  City  Steward,  entertained  the  Common 
Council  of  Norwich  at  dinner  at  his  house  in  St.  Helen's.  The 
Commons  returned  the  compliment  by  entertaining  the  Steward  at  the 
Maid's  Head  Inn  the  following  week. 

26. — Died,  a^ed  70,  the  Rev.  William  Sheepshanks,  rector  of 
Ovington,  and  Prebendary  of  Carlisle.  He  had  been  tutor  to  Lord 
EUenboroughs,  Sir  S.  Lawrence,  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  Ac,  and  was  the 
intimate  friend  of  Dr.  Paley. 

29. — ^Died  in  his  73rd  year,  Mr.  John  Crisp,  of  Eiast  Dereham, 
attorney,  clerk  to  the  magistrates,  the  commissioners,  the  deputy 
lieutenants,  &c.  He  was  captain  of  the  Dereham.  Yeomanry  Cavalry, 
and  his  remains  were  interred  with  military  honours,  at  Shipdham,  his 
native  place. 
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AUGUST. 

2. — ^Earl  Moira  and  tbe  CounteBa  of  Loudon  arrived  ab  Cromer  for 
the  bathing  season,  and  on  the  following  d&j  witnessed  a  demonstra- 
tion of  the  capabilities  of  Capt.  Manbj's  life-saving  apparatus. 

3. — ^At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Corporation  it  was 
resolved  ''  that,  having  taken  into  consideration  a  paper  called  ^  Uoope's 
Weekly  Letters,'  No.  9,  and  being  of  opinion  that  it  contains 
gross  libellous  matter  against  Thomas  Back,  Esq.,  late  Chief  Magis- 
trate, this  assembly  direct  a  prosecution."  On  August  18th  a  ULeeting 
of  freemen  was  held  to  take  such  measures  '^  as  will  best  ensure  the 
election  of  Mr.  Roope  as  Sheriff  for  the  ensuing  year."  It  was 
announced  on  August  25th  that  Mr.  Mills,  of  Thetford,  had  been 
"  persuaded  "  to  discontinue  printing  the  "  Weekly  Letters."  At  the 
election  of  Sheriff  on  August  28th,  Roope  was  put  in  nomination  in 
opposition  to  Mr.  Troughton.  Tbe  latter  was  returned  with  625 
votes  to  the  former's  313.  Roope  afterwards  challenged  the  City 
Steward,  Mr.  Alderson,  to  fight  a  duel,  in  consequence  of 
his  having  called  him  a  rascal  as  he  was  leaving  the  court  after 
the  election.  An  information  was  laid  against  Roope  for  endeavour- 
ing to  incite  Alderson  to  commit  a  breach  of  the  peace;  and  at  the 
Quarter  Sessions  on  October  2nd,  application  was  made  that  his 
recognisances  of  £100  in  respect  of  the  libel  case  be  estreated  on  tiie 
groimd  of  his  having  committed'  a  fresh  breach  of  the  peace  by  public 
comments  on  Mr.  Alderson's  conduct.  He  was  ordered'  to  enter  into 
fresh  recognisances,  himself  in  £200  and  to  find  two  sureties  of  £100 
each,  and  to  keep  the  peace  towards  Mr.  Alderson  and  the  public 
generally.  At  the  Quarter  Sessions  on  January  15  th,  1811,  the 
defendant,  for  inciting  Mr.  Alderson  to  fight  a  duel,  was  fined  408.  and 
sentenced  to  one  month^s  imprisonment.  On  Jime  29th  Roope  appeared 
before  the  Court  of  King's  Bench  for  the  libel  on  Mr.  Back,  and  was 
committed  to  the  custody  of  the  Marshal  for  three  months,  and 
ordered  to  find  sureties  for  his  good  behaviour.  Roope  died,  in  his 
37th  year,  on  July  4th,  1812.  **He  sustained  a  lingering  illness  of 
nearly  four  months  with  a  resignation  and  fortitude  highly  exemplary, 
and  met  the  approach  of  his  last  moments  with  the  utmost  ccwnposure, 
leaving  a  widow  and  five  young  children." 

^A   trotting  match   took   place   between   the  celebrated   horse 

Shales,  the  property  of  Mr.  John  Chamberlain,  of  Magdalene,  and 
Driver,  owned  by  Mr.  Reuben  West,  of  Gaywood.  They  started  from 
the  South  Gates,  Lynn,  at  six  o'clock,  and  trotted  to  the  ninth  mile- 
stone on  the  S  waff  ham  road  and  back.  At  the  expiration  of  an  hour 
Shales  had  trotted  17  miles,  beating  the  other  by  about  Ij  miles, 
"  with  the  greatest  of  ease,  notwithstanding  that  he  was  the 
smaller  horse  and  carried  two  stone  more  weight  than  the  other." 
The  stakes  amounted  to  £200. 

6. — At  Wroxham-  Water  Frolic  about  one  himdred  sail  of  boats  were 
present. 

22. — ^Mr.  Chalmers,  a  comedian  of  considerable  merit,  and  formerly 
a  member  of  the  Norwich  Company,  was  found  speechless  upon  the 
doorstep  of  a  house  in  Worcester.  He  was  removed  to  the  infirmary, 
where  he  died. 

27. — ^A  cricket  match  was  played  on  Hardingham  Common  between 
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the  gGntlemen  of  Norwich  and  SwafEham.     Norwich,  32-72 ;  SwafTham, 
143. 

29. — ^Died  at  Lynn,  aged  85,  Mrs.  Middleton,  "  who  resided  83  years 
in  the  house  in  which  E;he  died." 

30. — ^Iihe  Norwich  Cricket  Club  played  a  match  against  the 
Wiltshire  Regiment.     Norwioh,  88-93 ;  Wiltshire  Regiment,  73-92. 

SEPTEMBER. 

7. — ^Died  at  Ganibrid>ge,  Mr.  James  Bunn,  miniature  painter, 
formerly  of  the  Pantheon  and  Gardens,  Norwich,  and  for  many  yeajtj 
a  performer  in  the  Norwich  Company  of  Comedians. 

15.*— (Advt.)  "  Cooking.— To  be  fought  on  Thursday  and  Friday, 
the  20th  and  2l8t  inst.,  a  main  of  cocks,  Yarmouth  against  Beccles. 
Feeders :  Danes  for  Yarmouth,  Caisey  for  Beccles.  Seven  battles  each 
night;  five  guineas  a  battle  and  ten  guineas  the  odd.  All  cocks  to  be 
pitted  at  eeven  o'clock  precisely  each  night  at  Cooper's  bowling'- 
green.  North  Quay,  Yarmouth." 

21. — ^Ehed,  at  Earsbam  Park,  aged  71,  Mr.  Joseph  Windiiam, 
distinguished  as  a  scholar  and  antiquary. 

23. — Died,  Aged  71,  Mr.  John  Herring,  of  Norwich.  He  served  the 
office  of  Sheriff  in  1786,  was  elected  alderman  October  20,  1798,  and 
Mayor  in  the  following  year.  He  introduced  a  scheme  for  the  employ- 
ment of  workhouse  ohildlren  in  spinning  wool,  by  which  many  hundreds 
of  pounds  were  annually  raised  by  them.  It  was  d>uring  Mr.  Herring's 
nM.yoralty  that  the  British  troops  returned  from  the  disastrous 
expedition  to  Holland,  and  for  his  humane  treatment  of  them  he 
received  the  thanks  of  Government. 

29. — ^Mr.  Francis  Morse  and  Mr.  Tliomae  Troughton  were  sworn 
into  office  as  Sheriffs  of  Norwich.  ''  Mr.  Morse  appeared  in  his  shoot- 
ing dress,  namely  a  short  ooat,  leather  breeches,  kc,  and  on  the 
Steward  proceeding,  as  usual,  to  invest  him  with  the  gold  chain  he 
refused  to  put  on  what  he  termed  '  a  bauble ' ;  nor  would  he  wear  the 
gown,  he  said,  unless  it  was  absolutely  necessary.  Mr.  Steward 
Alderson  observed  that  his  refusal  seemed  to  convey  some  little 
disrespect  to  the  oourt.  Mr.  Morse  disavowed  any  individual  dis- 
respect, and  said  he  would  perform  his  office  irre6p>ectivQ  of  outward 
forms.  He  denied  having  assumed  the  office.  It  was  forced  upon 
him  in  the  expectation  of  obtaining  a  fine  of  £80,  as  he  was  convinced 
there  was  not  a  gentleman  on  the  Bench  who  believed  when  the 
precept  was  sent  to  him  that  he  would  serve  the  office." 


OOTOBER. 

6. — Grand  musical  performances  were  given  at  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
Norwich,  on  this  and  the  following  day.  The  principal  vocal  per- 
formers were  Mr.  Phillips,  of  the  Lyceimi,  Mr.  Clouting,  and  Miss 
Booth.  Mr.  Fish  was  leader  of  the  band,  and  Mr.  Beckwith  was  at 
the  organ.  The  first  part  of  the  programme  consisted  of  selections 
from  "  Judas  Maccabeus,"  part  two  of  the  "  Messiah,"  and  part  three 
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of  a  miscellaneous  selection.     On  Saturday  evening,  the  6th,  a  mis- 
cellaneous ooncert  was  given  at  the  Theatre. 

11. — ^Died  at  Fuliham,  aged  73,  Mr.  Nathaniel  Kent,  land  agent, 
and  compiler  of  "  The  Agricultural  Report  of  Norfolk." 

17. — ^The  first  division  of  the  West  Norfolk  MiHtia,  commanded  by 
Capt.  Bamham,  and  on  the  following  day  the  second  division,  comr 
mandled  by  Major  Custance,  passed  through  Norwich  on  their  route 
to  Yarmouth  after  nearly  seven  months'  duty  oyer  the  French 
prisoners  at  Norman  Cross. 

18. — ^Died  at  Southbergh,  near  Hingham,  Mrs.  Ann  Smyth,  "  one  of 
the  nominees  in  the  Irish  Tontine  eetablished  by  Act  of  Parliament 
in  1773." 

25. — The  Slst  anniversary  of  his  Majesty's  accession  was  celebrated 
in  Norwich  by  the  ringing  of  bells  and  by  a  military  demonstration. 


NOVEMBER. 

2. — ^Ihiring  a  severe  gale  many  vessels  were  lost  on  the  Norfolk 
coast.  "  The  beach  from  Wells  to  Yarmouth,  covered  with  wrecks  and 
strewed  with  the  bodies  of  unfortunates  washed  ashore,  presented  a 
scene  of  calamity  not  easy  to  describe."  Another  ^e  and  high 
tide  occurred  on  the  10th.  Capt.  Manby's  life-saving  apparatus  wias 
instrumental  in  rescuing  18  seamen. 

12. — GustavuiB  Adolphus,  ex-King  of  Sweden,  travelling  und^er  the 
title  of  Count  Grottorp,  arrived  at  Yaxmouth  from  the  Baltic  on  board 
the  Tartarus  sloop,  Capt.  Mainwaring.  He  landed  under  a  Royal 
salute,  and  at  onoe  set  out  for  London  with  Capt.  Mainwaring.  The 
ex-Eing  sailed  from  Yarmouth  on  his  return  to  the  Continent  on 
March  28,  1811. 

13. — ^The  bella  of  the  Norwich  churches  were  tolled  from  seven 
p.m.  to  nine  p.nL  on  the  occasion  of  the  burial  of  the  Princess 
Amelia  at  Windsor. 

17]* — ^^  In  the  parisli  of  Pulham  Market  are  now  living  five  men 
whose  united  ages  amx)unt  to  436  years,  and  what  is  extraordinary  is 
the  five  mien  now  go  to  daily  labour." 

^Died,    aged    58,    Ediward    Castleton.      "  He    was    the    lineal 

descendant  of  Sir  William  Castleton,  of  Hinghami,  created-  a  baronet 
in  1641.  He  died  a  bachelor  and  never  assumed  the  titk.  For  many 
years  he  followed  the  very  humble  employment  of  breeches  maker 
in  Lynn,  and  latterly  lived  on  a  small  patrimonial  allowance." 

21. — ^A  cause  of  divorce  and  separation  promoted  by  Mrs.  Beevor 
against  her  husband,  came  on  for  further  hearing  in  the  Court  of 
Archee,  Doctors'  Conrnions,  when,  Mrs.  BeQvor  having  declared  that 
she  should  proceed  no  further,  the  court  dismissed  the  suit. 

DECEMBER. 

8. — ^At  the  Norwich  Court  of  Mayoralty  the  Rev.  Edward  Valpy, 
B.D.,  second  miaster  of  Reading  School,  and  rector  of  Stanford  Dingley, 
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in  Berkahire,  waa  aLected  by  the  casting  vote  of  the  Major,  head- 
master of  the  Free  Grammaj:  School,  Norwich.  The  other  candidate 
was  thB  Bey.  John  Clarke^  M.A.,  Ingham. 

15. — ^Died,  aged  79,  at  Mortlake,  Mrs.  Ck>ke,  of  Hanover  Square, 
London,  motlier  of  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  of  Holkham* 

22. — Norwich  Market  was  ''glutted"  with  turkeys.  ''The  sama 
fowls  for  which  in  the  morning  14d.  per  pound  was  asked,  in  the 
afternoon  when  tiie  last  coaches  were  going  away  9d.  per  pound  would 
have  gladly  been  taken.  At  one  coach  office  800  hampers  were 
received.  Twelve  carriages  were  laden  with  poultry  and  game,  and 
each  carriage  was  drawn  by  six  horses,  and  having  10  stages  60  horses 
were  employed  by  every  coach,  which  will  amount  to  the  a&toni^ing 
number  of  720  horses  to  draw  poultry,  sausages,  and  game  sent  within 
three  days  from  this  city  to  the  Metropolis.'' 

25. — ^The  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  Norwich  attended  service  at  the 
Cathedral  on  "  the  feast  of  the  Nativity,  commonly  called  Christmas 
Day."  In  the  afternoon  "  most  of  the  churches  and  chapels  were 
lighted  up  and  decorated  with  holly  and  evergreens,  according  to 
antient  custom." 

This  year  was  passed  an  Act  for  the  better  paving,  lighting,  cleansing, 
and  watching  of  Great  Yarmouth,  for  removing  nuisances  and  annoy- 
ances therein,  and  for  m>aking  other  improvements  in  the  town. 


1811. 


JANUARY, 

19.* — "Greatly  *o  th-i  credit  of  the  numerous  population  of 
Norwich  the  Bridewell  doors  were  thrown  open  several  days  during 
the  present  week,  there  not  being  a  single  person  confined  for  any 
misdemeanour,  a  circumstance  that  has  not  before  happened  for  a 
great  number  of  years." 

A  pieoe  of  plate,  ^value  100  guineas,  was  this  month  presented  by 
the  principal  inhabitants  of  East  and  W^st  Flegg  Hundreds  to  the 
Rev.  B.  U.  Sahnon,  for  his  public  services  as  a  magistrate,  and  as  a 
mark  of  their  individual  esteem. 

FEBRUARY. 

2. — ^A  county  meeting,  presided  over  by  the  High  Sheriff,  was 
held  at  the  Shirehouse,  Norwich,  when  resolutions,  stating  the  injury 
that  would  be  sustained  by  a  continuation  of  the  prohibition  of  the 
use  of  grain  in  the  distilleries,  were  agreed  to.  A  committee  of 
landowners  and  com  growers  was  appointed  to  adopt  measures  for  the 
protection  of  the  interests  of  agriculture.  (The  Distille(ry  Bill  was 
thrown  out  by  the  House  of  L#ordiB.) 

7. — Died,  at  Norton  Plaoe,  near  Lincoln,  in  his  78th  year,  Mr. 
John  Harrison,  twice  member  of  Parliament  for  llietford. 
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10. — ^Died,  at  the  RoTal  Obaervatory,  Greenwich,  in  hifl  7dih  year, 
the  Rev.  Neville  Maakelyne,  ABtronomjer  RojbI,  and  rector  of  North 
Runcton. 

12. — ^IKed,  the  Rev.  Philip  Wodehouse,  brotJher  of  Lord  Wodehouae, 
and  a  Prebendary  of  Norwich  Gath^edral,  aged  66.  In  digging  the 
grave  for  the  interment  of  the  deceased,  beiieath  the  organ  loft  at 
the  Cathedral,  the  workmen  found,  two  feet  beneath  the  surface,  a 
stone  coffin  encloong  a  wooden  shell  containing  the  body  of  Dean 
Croft,  who  died  in  1670.  "  His  remains  were  found  apparently  in  a 
perfect  state,  excepting  the  tip  of  the  nose,  and  the  shroud  was  a 
little  diaooloured." 

16. — ^Robert  Waller  and  John  Eerrison,  who  were  in  the  permanent 
employment  of  Mr.  Lindley,  of  Catton,  were  commiitted  to  Aylsham 
Bridewell  for  one  month's  hard  labour,  for  ''illegally  combining  to 
alter  and  lessen  the  usual  time  of  his  labourers  going  and  being  at 
work." 

17. — ^Died,  aged  62,  John  Thompson,  lamp  lighter  of  Norwich. 
**  Hifl  lamp  of  life  being  out,  and  all  his  oil  consumed,  he  was  by  his 
own  request  buried  at  St.  Martin-at-PaJaoe  at  night,  all  his  brethren  of 
the  ladder  and  torch  attending  in  the  funeral  procession  with  their 
flambeaux  to  light  him  to  hia  long  home,  in  the  presence  of 
thoufiandis  assembled  on  the  plain." 


MARCH. 

14. — ^Died,  at  his  seat  at  Euston,  in  his  76tih  jeaac,  the  Duke  of 
Grafton.  His  Grace  had  been  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Cam- 
bridge, and  Recorder  of  Thetford  and  Coventry. 

16. — ^A  complaint  was  published  that  the  posting  masters  in  Norfolk 
charged  at  the  ratQ  of  Is.  9d.  per  mile,  when  nowhere  else  was  the 
charge  more  than  Is.  6dL 

17. — ^A  disastrous  fire  occurred  at  the  warehouse  of  Messrs.  R.  and  S. 
Culley,  grocers,  the  Upper  Market,  Norwich.  The  fire  engines  were 
inefficient,  and  the  appliances  out  of  repair.  Notwithstanding  the 
exertions  of  a  detachxment  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  under  Capt. 
Cockbum  and  Liout.  Day,  the  fire  commiuiicated  with  the  adjoining 
premises  of  Mr.  Freeman,  and  the  two  upper  storeys  of  his  house 
were  destroyed.  ''The  Pope's  Head  had  a  wonderful  escape,  almost 
surrounded  as  it  was  by  fire."  The  damage  wias  estimated  at  upwards 
of  £5,000. 

20. — ^A  geineral  fast  was  observed.  Business  was  suspended  in 
Norwich,  where  the  churches  and  chapels  were  numerously  attended, 
and  collections  made  for  the  relief  of  British  prisoners  in  France. 

23. — ^The  county  magistrates  examined  plans  for  tihe  erection  of  a 
Itmatic  asylum,  and  accepted  those  of  Mr.  William  Brown,  architect, 
of  Ipswich. 

25. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  which  commenced  at  Thetford,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Grose,  William  Charles  Forteecue,  Lord  Viscount  Cler- 
mont, was  charged  with  an  assault  on  Sarah  Lumley,  a  widow, 
residing  at  Sahami  Toney.  His  lordship  was  ordered  to  pay  a  fine 
of  50  marks  to  the  King. 
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-At  the  same  Aefldzefi  the  tithe  oeae,  Boyle,  clerk,  v.  Parsley, 


was  heard.  The  plaintiff,  who  was  rector  of  Hilgay  and!  proprietor 
of  the  tithes,  sought  to  recover  treble  the  value  of  the  tithes  ou  ei^t 
acres  of  wheat  grown  on  the  defendiasntfs  farm.  The  defendlant  was 
the  only  occupier  in  the  parish  who  paid  the  tithes  in  kind,  and  it 
was  alleged  that  ihe  had  not  fairly  set  them.  out.  The  jury  returned 
a  verdict  for  the  diefendlant. 

28. — ^Died,  aged  43,  Lady  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Lieut.-General  Loftue, 
and  daughter  of  itihe  Marquis  Townshend. 

30.* — *'  This  week  a  main  of  41  battles  (of  which  31  came  in  fray) 
was  fough't  at  the  King's  Head  Inn,  Norwich  (Norwich  against  Cam- 
bridgeshire) for  10  guineas  the  battle,  and  100  the  odd.  Neither, 
however,  were  winners,  each  having  won  15  battles,  and  the  odd 
battle  bedng  a  draw." 

APRIL. 

2. — ^Miss  Greenfieldl,  an  actress,  made  her  first  appearance  at  the 
Theatre  Royal,  Norwich. 

2. — ^A  Lancasterian  free  school  was  opened  in  College  Court,  St. 
Martin-at-Palace,  Norwioh,  for  420  boys. 

6. — The  receipts  at  Norwich  Theatre  on  the  occasion  of  the  benefit 
of  the  manager,  Mr.  Hindes,  amoimted  (to  £177  15s. 

9. — ^Mr.  J.  Moreton,  formerly  of  the  Norwioh  Theatre,  died  at 
Woolwich,  in  his  62nd  year. 

11. — ^Miss  Biffin,  bom  deficient  of  arms  and  legs,  was  exhibited  in 
a  booth  at  Tombland  Fair,  Norwich.  She  had  previously  displayed 
her  powers  in  miniature  painting  and  needlework  at  the  Angel  Inn. 

15. — ^Died  in  St.  Simon's,  Norwich^  aged  86,  James  Fuller,  who 
was  for  51  years  clerk  of  that  parish^  His  funeral  was  attendied  by 
all  the  parish  clerks  in  the  city. 

21. — ^Interred  at  St.  Saviour's  Chuiroh,  Noi^ch^  the  remains  of 
William  Andlrews,  aged  85,  many  years  sexton  of  the  parish.  The 
funeral  was  attend^  by  22  sextons  of  the  city. 

26. — ^Died,  at  Buckenham,  General  Sir  James  Pulteney,  Bart,  from 
the  effects  of  an  accidental  explosion  ol  a  fla^k  of  gunpowder  six 
days  previously.  He  was  colonel  of  the  18th  Regiment  of  Footi,  and 
had  distinguished  himself  in  the  American  War.  He  served-  on  the 
Continent  under  the  Ihike  of  York,  and  was  Commander-in-Chief  of 
the  unsuccessful  expedition  against  Ferrol.  He  was  afterwards 
appointed  Secretary  of  War.  The  interest  of  the  money  left  him  by 
his  wife,  the  Countess  of  Bath,  amounting  to  £50,000  per  annum, 
devolved  at  his  death)  upon  tlie  four  children  of  Mra.  Monkham,  who  had 
been  divorced  from  her  husband,  a  son  of  the  Archbishop  of  York. 

30. — ^IMed  in  St.  Peter  Permountergate,  Norwich,  aged  63,  William 
Harwin,  nearly  40  years  superintendent  of  the  Unitarian  Free  Schoola 
"  He  had  published  a  remarkably  concise  system  of  Stenography." 

MAY. 

4.* — "Lieut.   Richard  Brunton,  of  the  43rd'  Begiment,  son  of  J. 
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Brunton,  Esq.,  laitle  manager  of  our  Theatre,  is  appointed)  Captain  in 
the  6th  Regiment  of  Portuguese  Cacadbres." 

21. — Intelligence  reoeiyed  of  a  brilliant  achieyement  in  th^  Adtiatic 
by  Capt.  William  Hoste  in  the  Amphion,  who  with  two  frigates  and 
a  sloop  dbfeated  itihe  combined  French  and  Italian  squadrons  of  Rye 
frigates,  a  conrette,  kc.  He  capturod  and  destroyed  four  of  the 
enemy's  frigates.     The  action  took  place  on  Mardi  l3th. 

25. — ^A  Royal  license  was  granted  to  Elizabeth  Raorber  Bulwer, 
widow  of  Brigadder-General  Bulwer,  of  Wood  Dalling  and  Heydon,  and 
only  dhildl  of  Richard  Warburton  Lytton,  late  of  Enebworth  Place, 
Herts.,  to  take  and  use  the  surname  andJ  arms  of  Lytton  in  addition 
to  and  with  tho&e  of  Bulwer.

This  week  the  churchwardens  andi  officers,  andl  many  of  the 
inhabitants  of  St.  John  MaddJermarket,  St.  Stephen'si,  St.  Augustine's, 
and  St.  John  Timberhill,  went  the  boimd's  of  their  respectiye 
parishes,  when  the  usual  ceremonies  of  bumping  and  ducking  (inside 
and  out)  took  place  amid  the  ringing  of  bells,  &c."

15.*^ — *'  General  Money  has  made  an  offer  to  the  Commander-in-Chief 
to  raise  400  rough  hussars  mounted-  on  Welsh  horsee,  by  men  below 
the  larmy  standard,  to  be  ^nbarked  in  four  monthjs.  The  object  of 
this  corps  is  to  relieye  the  fine  regiments  of  Cayalry  in  the 
Peninsula  from  all  the  harassing  d'uties  of  the  camp." 

18. — A  new  Methodist  Chapel  was  opened  in  Calvert  Street,  St. 
George's  Colegate,  Norwich,  by  the  Rey.  T.  Cooke,  LL.D.,  successor 
to  the  Rey.  John  Wesley. 

Guild  Day  at  Norwich.     "  St.  Giles'  Broad  Street  was  decorated 

with  streamers,  garlands,  and  evergreens,  whilst  old  Snap  displayed 
his  glittering  wings  and  gilt  tail,  and  cleared  th^  way  for  the  civic 
procession  to  the  Osithedtal."  After  the  service  Robert  Burrage,  senior

29. — ^A  cricket  match  was  played  on  Mulbarton  Common  between 
the  Asihwelthorpe  and  Mulbarton  team»,  ^'  for  22  botitles  of  cyder  and 
22  lbs.  of  cherries."     The  Aflhwelthorpe  players  won. 

The  East  Norfolk  Militia,  commanded  by  Col.  Wodehouse,  volun- 
teered to  serve  in  Ireland.  The  Government  accepted  their  services, 
and  the  regiment  arrived  in  Cork  in  the  following  November.

^An  inquest  was  held  in  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich,  on  ihe 

body  of  Ann  Hammiont,  aged  28.  ''She  destroyed  herself  in  a 
manner  very  uncommon.  She  wound  a  piece  of  tape  three  times  tight 
round  her  neck,  and,  finding  it  insufficient  to  effect  her  purpose,  she 
resolutely  put  her  haad  into  a  tub  of  water  and  so  completed  her 
suffocation."

servant  to  Mr.  E.  Holman,  of  the  former  place.  "After  two  rounds 
in  which  Cox  was  confronted)  by  his  adversary,  the  conceit  was  pretty 
well  taken  out  of  him.

3. — ^Married  at  North  Ebnham^  Mr.  Frost  to  Mi«  Oopsej.  ''The 
marriage  ceremony  suffered  a  delay  of  two  hoioiB  in  consequence  of 
the  bride  not  having  fully  made  up  her  mind,  which  occaaioncKl  a  large 
assembly  of  the  inhabitants  at  thje  church,  before  whom-  at  last  the 
knot  WB8  tied." 

5. — ^A  comet  appeared  and  remained  yisible  until  October  2ith, 

11th. — ^The  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Auxiliary.  Bible  Society  waA 
instituted  at  a  numerous  meeting  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich. 
The  Mayor  (Mr.  J.  H.  Cole)  presided.  The  Bishop  of  Norwich  was 
appointed  president  of  the  Society. 

16. — ^At  a  meeting  held,  under  the  presidency  of  Losid  Suffield,  at 
the  King's  Arms  Inn,  North  Walsham,  it  wa«  reeolved  that  tihe  county 
members  be  requested  to  petition  Parliament  for  a  Bill  for  making  a 
canal  from  Wayford  Bridge  to  Lingate  Common,  North  Walsham.

Goss,  and  Mr.  Bellamy.  The  prioeB  of  admission  were :  Single  tickets 
for  the  churoh  from  the  orchestra  to  the  altar,  10s.  6d. ;  side  adsles, 
7s.  Single  tickets  for  the  hall,  for  the  division  west  of  the  orchestra, 
10s.  6d. ;  other  parts,  Ts.     The  receipts  amounted  to  £1,800. 

Died,  this  month,  Mr.  Thomas  Cooke,  of  Pentonville,  a  native  of 
Norfolk.  He  bequeathed  £6,600  three  per  cent.  Consols  to  Doughty's 
Hospital,  Norwich,  expressly  to  augm^ent  the  weekly  allowance  to  the 
inmates;  £1,750  to  Cook's  Hospital;  £1,000  to  tihe  Norfolk  and 
Norwich  Hospital;  and  a  like  sumi  to  the  Blind  School.  He  also 
gave  £2,100  three  per  cents,  to  Framlingham  Hospital;  £700  to 
Valinger's  Hospital;  and  £2,300  to  St.  Jamee's  Hospital  at  Lynn, 
where  the  testator  residted  some  years  previously.  Mr.  Cooke  was 
an  ecqentric  character,  and'  was  known  ^  the  "Pentpnvill^  Miser/' 
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NOVEMBER. 

9.* — "  Died,  lately,  at  Soarborougb,  Mr.  Bramwell,  formerly  of  the 
Theatre  Royal,  Norwich." 

16.* — "  The  Master  of  the  Rolls  has  lappointed  Mr.  Charles  Knight 
Miirray,  eldest  son  of  Mr.  Charles  Murray,  and)  grandson  of  Dr.  John 
Murray,  of  Norwich,  to  b^  second  secretary  to  his  Honour." 

18. — ^At  a  special  assembly  of  the  Corporation  of  Norwich  it  was 
resolyed,  in  consequence  of  the  increafied  prices  of  grain,  to  petition 
the  Prince  Regent  to  cause  the  distillation  of  spirits  from  com  to 
be  su6i>ended  imtil  the  sense  of  Parliament  could  be  taken  thereon. 
Wheat  at  that  time  was  quoted'  at  45s.  to  63s.;  barley  at  208.  to 
26s.;  oats,  13s.  to  17s.  per  coomb;  malt,  44s.  per  coomb;  and  flour, 
95o.  per  sack.

fine  arts  was  exhibited  in  the  large  room  at  the  An^l  Inn,  Norwich. 

Prices  were  veay  high  this  montW.  Wheat  was  quoted'  at  100s. 
to  110s.;  rye,  468.  to  488.;  barley,  36s.  tb  478.;  and  oats,  288.  to 
32s.  per  quarter.  The  average  price  of  wheat  was  53fl.  4d.  per  coomb, 
and  the  average  price  of  flour  £4  lis.  6d.  per  sack.  Coals  were 
468.  4d.  per  chaldron.

JANUARY. 

2. — ^A  sUrer  vase,  of  the  value  of  200  guineas,  was  presented  to  Sir 
Edttnund  Bacon,  premier  baironeb,  of  RaTeningliainiy  at  the  Swan  Inn, 
Loddon,  hj  the  inhabitants  of  the  Loddon  and  CLavering  Hundred,  as 
a  token  of  their  respect  for  him  as  a  magistrate,  and  in  reoogaition 
of  his  valuable  servioee  in  the  improvement  of  the  roadls  in  the  district.

This  mont^  the  public  lighting  of  Thetfonl  by  voluntary  subficrip- 
tion  was  inaugurated. 

APRIL. 


6. — ^The  first  annual  meeting:  of  the  Norwicib  Atsociation  against 
Felonies  was  held  at  the  Guildhall. 

7. — ^Died  from  the  effects  of  a  wound  received  in  the  storming  of 
Badlajoz,  in  his  25th  year,  Lieut.  W.  S.  Unthank,  of  the  44th 
Regiment,  eld<est  son  of  Mr.  William  Unthank,  of  Norwich. 

15. — Died  at  Scoulton,  Lieut.-General  James  Hethersett,  in  his 
77th  year.  "  He  was  the  last  surviving  officer  who  fought  by  the 
side  of  the  immortal  Wolfe  on  tihe  day  that  he  fell."  General 
Hethersett  possessed  property  of  the  value  of  £80,000. 

18.* — ^''A  few  days  since  at  Corpusty,  aged  102,  Samuel  Mog,  one 
of  the  last  survivors  of  that  British  Army  which  fought  under  the 
celebrated  General  Wolfe  at  the  battle  of  Quebeo." 

MAY. 

1. — ^Election  of  Mayor  at  Norwich.  Mr.  Starling  Day  was  nominated 
for  the  office,  but  asked  to  be  relieved  on  account  of  his  advanced  age 
(78).  A  poll  result^  and  on  the  2nd  the  numbers  were  declared  as 
follow: — Mr.  Day,  761;  Mr.  R.  Harvey,  jun.,  757;  Mr.  Alderman 
Davey,  566;  Mr.  Alderman  Leman,  507.  ''Mr.  Day  sent  a  message 
to  St.  Peter's  ringers  ordering  them  to  CQase  their  triumphant  peal, 
on  the  ground  that  he  had  d^lared  his  intention  not  to  serve.'' 
Guild  Day  was  fixed  for  June  16,  and  the  usual  quarterly  assembly 
of  the  Corporation  on  the  d&j  preoeding  it  had  to  be  abandoned 
because  the  attendance  was  insufficient  to  foirm<  a  quorum.  Mr.  Day 
was  sworn  into  office  on  the  1 6th,  but  "  there  was  no  ohurdh,  no 
dinner."  Mr.  Alderman  Davey  invited  the  freemen  of  the  Blue  and 
White  interest  to  dine  with  him  beneath  the  trees  at  Baton  Hall. 
The  guests,  500  in  number,  "  were  refreshed  on  their  dusty  march  by 
Mr.  Alderman  Yallop,  at  his  cottage,  with  a  pint  of  beer  each,  600 
of  which  were  swallow^  in  twenty  minutes." 

11. — ^Died,  Mr.  Johnson,  the  venerable  parish  clerk  of  St.  Peter 
Mancroft,  Norwich,  after  about  35  years'  service.  He  was  succeeded 
by  James  Twiddy,  a  hairdresser,  who  possessed  considerable  literary 
ability,  and  was  the  author  of  many  poetical  prod'uctions  and  pamphlets 
on  various  subjects. 

JUNE. 

22. — Holkham  Sheep  Shearing  commenced.  Mr.  Mann,  of  Thornage, 
was  awarded  the  prize  for  Hbe  best  implement  of  busbandvy,  namely, 
fin  improved  drilling  machine, 
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27. — Jn  the  Court  of  Elzoheqtier,  before  the  Lord  Ohief  Baron,  a 
prosecution  was  instituted  by  the  Board  of  Taxes  ag&inst  Daniel 
Morling,  of  Yarmouth,  for  having  ob&tructedi  Mr.  Hunter,  thQ  inspector 
for  that  district,  when  surveying  the  windows  of  his  houoe.  A  penalty 
of  £50  was  asked  for,  and  a  verdict  was  given  for  the  Crown  for 
that  amount. 

JULY.

2. — ^A  wrestling  match  took  place  at  Blofield  Globe  between  William 
Benstead,  of  that  parish,  and  Charles  Layton,  ''  the  famed  wrestler, 
who,  for  his  invincible  skill  in  thiat  science,  had  been  declared  the 
'  Reedham  Game  Chicken '  at  the  late  wrestling  match  at  Lingwood, 
and  who  has  since  challenged  all  England."  Benetead  succeeded  in 
beating  the  champion. 

9. — ^Died,  at  Ashfield,  Suffolk,  Mr.  Jamee  Mingay,  for  many  years 
eminently  distinguished  as  a  King's  Counsel,  Recorder  of  AJdborough, 
and  one  of  the  capital  burgesses  of  the  borougii  of  Thetford. 

14. — Died,  aged  71,  Simon  Watling,  "many  yeojs  master  of  the 
ESght  Ringers  public-house,  St.  Michael-atrCoslany,  Norwich,  and  one 
of  St.  Peter's  ringers.  He  was  one  of  the  company  that  rang  at 
St.  Peter's  in  York  in  1772." 

17. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Shirehouse,  Norwich,  at  which.  Lord 
Viscount  Primrose  presided,  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Society  for  the 
Education  of  the  Poor  in  the  Principles  of  the  Church  of  England  was 
established.

23. — ^Died,  Mrs.  Coppin,  wife  of  Mr.  Daniel  Coppin,  of  St.  Stephen'fi, 
Norwich.  "  She  possessed  a  refined  taste  for  the  polite  arts,  and 
great  skill  in  imitating  the  works  of  the  old  masters." 

25. — ^Mr.  Soraggs  and  his  company  of  comedians  concluded  a 
theatrical  season  atl  Holt.  "  There  is  ground  to  hope  that  Uie  patron- 
age which  was  so  liberally  conferred  by  the  county  on  the  late  Mr. 
Scraggs,  will  be  continued  to  his  mm  and  family."  The  company  was 
advertised  as  "  The  Original  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  Company." 

27. — General  Viscotmt  Cathcort,  Ambassador  Extraordinary  to  the 
Court  of  Russia,  passed  through  Norwich  and  embarked!  on  board  the 
Aquilon  frigate  at  Yarmouth.  Lord  Walpole,  one  of  the  Lords  of  the 
Admiralty,  sailed  in  the  Calypso,  on  his  appointment  as  Secretarv  of 
Legation  to  Lord  Cathcart,  who  proceeded  to  the  headquarters  of  the 
Russian  Army. 

AUGUST.

Robert  Bowles,  an  officer  on  the  Bombay  EiStablishment.     He  served 
in  the  Ejast  India  Company  35  years,  and  was  a  native  of  Norwich. 

14. — ^The  first  stone  of  the  new  chapel  in  the  Black  Boys  Yard, 
St.  Clement,  Norwich,  laid  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wilkos  and  Mr.  Alderman 
Davey.     The  ohapel  was  opened  for  public  worship  on  May  5th,  1814. 

21. — ^Yarmouth  Raoes  oommieinoedL  There  was  an  attendance  of 
about  18,000.  Most'  of  the  county  families  were  present  at  the 
assembly,  where  the  dsncing  was  opened  by  Sir  George  Jcmingham 
and  Ladv  Hoste. 

22. — ^Died  at  Yarmouth,  aged  73,  Mr.  Robert  Warmington.  He 
served  the  office  of  Mayor  in  1790  and  1808,  and  was  Prussian, 
Swedish,  Danish,  Hamburgh,  and  American  Vice-Consul,  and  Naval 
Store  Keeper  at  that  port. 

25. — ^At  the  Norwich  Court  of  Trials  a  motion  was  madte  by  Mr. 
Cooper  that  the  attornies,  who  Ihien  held  briefs  on  behalf  of  clients, 
be  not  allowed  the  privilege  of  pleading.  It  was  urged  that  the 
actual  right  of  pleading  existed  in  favour  of  barristers  to  the  exclu- 
sion of  attornies.  The  City  Steward  (Mr.  Alderson)  thought  that  the 
eiolusive  right  of  coimsel  rested  more  upon  courtesy  than  upon  any 
positive  right,  and  as  no  authority  had'  been  cited  he  declined  to  give 
any  diecision  upon  the  point. 

OOTOBBR. 

3. — ^A  correspondent  in  a  letter  to  the  Norfolk  Chronicle  expressed 
the  hope  *'  that  now  Parliament  is  dissolving,  the  ancient  custom  of 
nominating  the  members  in  St.  Andrew^s  Hall,  Norwich,  previously  to 
the  day  of  eleottion,  may  be  revived    This  used  to  be  done  formerly 
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in  order  to  give  the  ol<i  members  an  opportunity  of  explaining  and 
justifying  tihieir  pa«t  oonduct  as  representatiyes,  and  of  oach  candidate 
stating  his  pretensions  to  popular  support."  The  Mayor  refused  to 
grant  the  use  of  the  hall  for  the  purposQ. 

6. — ^Yarmouth  Election  :  CaptL  Lacon,  607 ;  Greneral  Loftus,  387 ; 
Mr.  Giffen  Willson,  329.     The  two  first-named  were  retunied. 

7. — ^Norwich  Election  commenced  on  this  date  and  concluded  on  the 
8th:  Mr.  W.  Smith,  1,544;  Mr.  Charles  Hajrvey,  1,349;  Mr.  John 
Patteson,  1,221. 

^Thetford  EHection :  Lord  John  Fitzpoy  and  Mr.  Creevey  returned 

unopposed. 

14.— Norfolk  Elootion :  Sir  J.  H.  Astley  and  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke  were 
re-elected  unopposed. 

17. — St.  Faith's  Fair  commenced.  "John  Dunn,  the  clerk  of  St. 
John  Maddemmrket,  Norwich,  and  whb  for  the  last  46  years  acted 
as  the  leader  of  the  men  who  chaired  the  Whig  mem.bers  at  their 
election,  attended  St.  Faith's  Fair  for  the  76t^>  time,  without  inter- 
mission, having  been  carried  to  St.  Faith's  when  he  was  two  years  old." 
Dunn  died  Januairy  20,  1813. 

24.* — (Advt.)  "Norwich  and  Ipswich  New  Post  Coach  through 
Scole,  Eye,  Debenhami,  and  Helmingham,  by  W.  Norbrook,  sets  off 
from  the  Greyhound,  in  Norwich,  on  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday 
mornings  at  eight  o'clock,  arrives  at  the  Old  White  Hairt  Inn,  Ipswich, 
the  same  evening,  whence  it  sets  off  every  Monday,  Wednesday,  and 
Friday  morning  at  eight  o'clock,  and  arrives  at  Norwich  the  same 
evening." 

29. — A.  branch  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Auxiliaay  Bible  Society 
was  formed  at  Yarmouth;  branches  wcn^  established  at  about  tins 
date  at  Wymondham.,  Downham  Market,  and  otfher  towns. 

31.* — "  A  few  days  since  the  Norwich  Expedition  Coach  was  robbed 
of  bank  notes  to  the  amount  of  £500."  A  man,  named  Silvester,  who 
presented  £140  worth  of  the  notes  at  a  London  bank,  was  arrested 
on  suspicion. 

NOVEMBER. 

1. — James  Parsons,  a  farrier,  in  the  employment  of  Mr.  Richard 
Watson,  veterinary  surgeon,  Norwich,  was  buried  witlh  "veterinary 
and  masonic  "  ceremonies  at  St.  Gregory's  Church,  in  the  presence  of 
2,000  persons.  The  procession  was  head^  by  two  farriers  with  white 
aprons,  and  their  implements  bound  with  white  ribbons  and  reversed. 
"  The  corpse  was  carried  by  six  brethren  of  a  lodge  called  the  Stags 
Lodge,  in  their  regalia,  the  sword,  middle  apron,  and  collar  laid  on 
the  pall.  His  favourite  horse  which  he  rode  for  many  years,  covered 
with  black  velvet,  the  boots  and  spurs  across,  was  led  behind.  The 
head  stall  and'  bridle  were  adorned  with  white  roses  and  facings,  he 
dying  a  bachelor."  At  the  conclusion  of  the  service  "  a  solemn  dirge 
was  sung  which  much  gratified  many  hundreds  of  persons." 

5. — Died,  Thomas  Gill,  aged  86,  fifty-two  years  sexton  of  St. 
Margaret's,  Norwich.  ''He  had  been  five  times  married,  never  had 
any  children,  and  buried  all  his  wives,"

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13. — ^Whilst  thle  bells  of  St.  P^ter  Mancroft,  Norwich,  were  ringing 
on  the  occasion  of  the  receipt  of  the  intelligence  of  the  defeat  of  the 
French!  by  the  Russians,  and  of  the  recapture  of  Moscow,  the  Prince 
Regent  passed  through  the  city  from  Houghton  on  his  way  to  Sax- 
mundJham.  His  Royal  Highness  changed  horses  at  the  Angel  Inn,  but 
did  not  alight.  On  thie  14th  the  Duke  of  Qarence,  accompanied  by 
the  Earl  of  Yarmouth,  aarived  at  Norwich,  and  after  dining  at  the 
Angel  Inn,  proceeded  to  join  the  Prince  Regent  at  Saxmundham. 

15. — The  Duke  of  Cambridge  passed  through  Fakenham,  from 
Houghton,  on  his  way  to  join  a  shooting  party  at  Blickling,  the  seat 
of  Loird  Suffield. 

17. — Died,  at  Green  Street,  Groevenor  Square,  London,  in  his  75th 
year,  Mr.  Edward  Jeminghank  "  Although  all  his  family  were  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  religion  he  very  early  conformed  to  the  Proteetant 
faith,  and  remained  in  it  till  his  death,  having  received  the  sacrament 
according  to  the  ritee  of  the  Church  of  England  He  waa  a  good 
scholar  and  an  elegant  poet." 

21. — ^A  fuUy-rigged  vessel,  built  for  Mr.  John  Bloom,  was  launched 
from  ihe  ship-yard  of  Mr.  Parker  at  WeUsr^next-the-Sea.  ''  Seven  ships 
in  the  harbour  belonging  to  Mr.  Bloom,  diressed  in  their  colours,  fired 
a  royal  salute  as  the  ship  went  off.*' 

23. — ^Died  at  his  house,  Tombland,  Norwich,  Mr.  Edward  Colman, 
one  of  the  siirgeons  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital.  He  served 
the  office  of  Sheriff  in  1795.  **  Having  been  for  twenty-four  years  a 
member  of  the  Friars'  Society  the  brethren  held  a  special  conclave, 
when  appropriate  compositions  in  prose  and  verse  were  delivered,  and 
his  obituary  medial  was  deposited  in  the  sepulchral  urn.'' 

28. — ^Died  at  Cheltenham,  in  his  74th  year,  the  Rev.  George  William. 
Lukin,  LL.D.,  Dean  of  Wells,  forty-nine  years  rector  of  Felbrigg  and 
Aylmerton,  and  half-brother  to  the  Right  Hon.  William  Windham. 

^Equestrian  entertainments  commenced  at  Harper's  Pantheon, 

Norwioh,  under  the  management  of  Mr.  IL  Key. 


DBOBMBBR. 

3. — ^Intelligence  received  at  Yarmouth  of  the  defeat  of  the  French 
Army  in  Russia.  On  the  arrival  at  Norwich  of  the  coaches  conveying 
the  news,  the  bells  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft  were  rung. 

17. — ^Further  celebrations  took  place  at  Norwich  on  the  receipt  of 
the  intelligence  of  ihe  victories  obtained  by  the  Russians  over  the 
two  divisions  of  the  French  Army,  conunAnded  by  Marshals  Daoust 
and  Ney. 

20. — ^Died,  aged  101,  Thomas  Armstrong,  of  West  Dereham,  upwajxls 
of  40  years  clerk  of  the  parish. 

25. — On  Christmas  Day  **  the  Corporation  of  Thetford  assembled, 
according  to  custom,  at  the  house  of  the  Mayor  (Mr.  L.  S.  BidweU), 
and  after  partaking  of  an  elegant  cold  collation,  attended  divine  service 
at  St.  Peter's  Church." 

26.* — "In  the  Court  of  Kfing^s  Bench  last  week  an  action  was 
brought  by  Mr.  Bignold,  banker  of  Norwich,  a^nst  Mr.  Waterhouse, 
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one  of  the  coacfh  proprietors,  at  Lad  Lane,  for  the  loes  of  a  paroel 
containing  bills  and  notes  to  a  considerable  anvount.  The  Solicitor- 
General,  for  the  defendant,  produced  a  notice  in  which  he  stated  tibat 
he  would  not  hold  himself  responsible  for  parcels  above  the  value 
of  £b.  The  judge  held  this  to  be  a  good  defence,  and  non-suited 
the  plaintiff." 

In  the  course  of  this  jesx  upwards  of  1,400  persons  were  vaccinated 
in  Norwich. 


1813. 


JANUARY. 

2. — ^Polito's  menagerie  was  exhibited  on  the  Castle  Ditches,  Norwich. 

*"  A  smuggling  cutter,  with  600  casks  of  Geneva  on  board,  was 

last  week  captured  off  Salthouse  by  the  Sheringham  Revenue  boat. 
The  vessel  was  taken  to  Blakenej  harbour,  and  her  cargo  deposited 
in  the  King's  warehouse,  at  Cley.'^ 

13. — ^A  Methodist  Chapel,  erected  in  Tower  Street,  King's  Lynn, 
and  estimated  to  hold  3,000  persons^  was  opened. 

17. — ^Upwards  of  1,000  persons  attended  evening  service  at  St. 
Andrew's  Church,  Norwich,  when  the  sermon  was  preached  by  the 
Rev.  Robert  Walpole.  This  was  one  of  a  series  of  services  arranged 
under  a  scheme  of  "  evening  lectures  "  by  clergymen  who  had  "  volun- 
teered to  officiate  alternately  at  the  churches  of  St.  Stephen,  St. 
Andrew,  and  St.  Lawrence."  The  churches  were  ''  excellently  lighted 
with  lamps,"  and  the  "  acoommodiation  of  strangers  particularly  attended 
to  by  parish  officers  and  other  gentlemen." 

19. — ^Mr.  Steward  Alderson,  at  the  Norwich)  Quarter  Sessions,  called 
attention  to  ''  a  species  of  nuisance  existing  in  various  parts  of  the 
town  which  not  only  endangered  the  public  peace  but  also  the  public 
health  and  morals.  He  referred  to  the  species  of  housos  commonly 
called  gin  shops.  If  the  magistrates  had  signed  the  licenses  of  buch 
houses,  it  was  wholly  through  ignorance  of  the  sort  of  houses  to  which 
they  were  giving  their  sanction." 

^At  the  Duke's  Head  Inn,  Lynn,  a  committee  of  barley  growors 

of  the  county  presented  to  Mr.  Wm.  Becher,  of  Docking,  a  valuable 
piece  of  plate  in  recognition  of  his  exertions  in  promoting  the  success 
of  agriculture,  and  in  opposing  injurious  restrictions  on  the  com 
trade. 

25. — Died,  aged  45,  Mr.  William  Money  Hill,  of  Waterden,  an 
agriculturist  of  great  repute  in  the  breeding  and  selection  of  stock, 
and  the  winner  of  many  prizes  at  the  Holkham  Sheep  Shearings. 

^The   third   great   main  of   cooks   between   the   gentlemen   of 

Norwich  and  the  gentlemen  of  Cambridge  commenced*  at  tlie  White 
Swan  Inn,  Norwich,  and  was  continued  on  the  26thf  and  27th.  The 
conditions  were :  to  show  41  mains  for  10  guineas  a  battle,  and  100 
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guineas  the  odd,  and  tfOn  byes  for  five  guineafi  a  battle.  The  feeders 
were  Dean  for  Norwich,  Flemion  for  Cambridgeshire.  Cambridge  won 
by  five  battles. 

30.* — "  A  small  farmer,  who  a  few  years  since  resided  in  the 
iieighbourhood  of  Norwich,  haa  written  from  Botany  Bay  to  his  former 
landlord,  stating  that  Cabel,  who  about  25  years  since  was  sent  from 
Norwich  Castle,  is  now  become  a  very  great  merchant  and  the  owner 
of  twenty-five  ships."  (In  the  year  1786  Cabel  and  a  female  prisoner 
were  in  Norwich  Caatle  under  sentence  of  transportation.  During 
the  two  years  thut  elapsed  between  the  trial  and  the  departure  of  the 
first  batch  of  convicts,  the  woman  gave  birth  to  a  child.  Cabel,  the 
father,  was  passionately  fond  of  the  infant,  and  appealed  to  the 
authorities  to  allow  him  to  marry  the  mother.  This  was  refused. 
The  female  and  her  infant  were  sent  with  the  first  contingent  of 
convicts,  and  after  a  wearisome  journey  by  coach  in  the  depth  of 
winter  arrived  at  Plymouth  in  charge  of  Simpson,  the  turnkey  of 
the  prison.  When  Simpson  handed  over  his  prisoners  to  the  captain 
of  the  transport  that  officer  refused  to  take  the  child  on  board,  alleging 
that  he  had  no  authority  to  do  so.  The  mother  was  distracted  by 
the  separation.  Simpeon  acted  with  great  humanity.  Taking  with 
him  tibe  six  weeks  old  child  he  proceeded  to  London  by  coach,  and 
with  much  difficulty  obtained  an  interview  with  the  Secretaoy  of  State, 
to  whom  he  related  tJhe  story.  The  result  was  that  not  only  was  an 
order  issued  for  the  restoration  of  the  child  to  its  mother,  but  Cabel 
was  permitted  to  fiail  by  the  same  transport  to  the  land  of  their  exile.) 


FEBRUARY. 

2. — ^Mr.  Charles  Harvey  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons  a 
petition  against  the  olaims  of  the  Rom^an  Catholics,  which  was 
extensively  signed  by  the  clergy  of  the  archdeaconries  of  Norwich  and 
Norfolk. 

-Mr.  James  Webb,  known  as  the  "  Benevolent  Stranger,"  distri- 


buted  considerable  sums  of  money  among  the  public  institutions  and 
the  necessitous  poor  of  Norwich.  '^  For  three  diays  the  Ang^  Tnn 
yard  was  thronged  with  applicants  who  seemed  imwilling  to  quit  the 
spot  even  till  some  time  after  the  philanthropist  had  taken  his 
departure."  Mr.  Webb  made  similar  distributions  at  Yarmouth, 
Bungay,  and  other  places. 

-Died,  Major  John  Bland,  aged  77,  many  years  in  the   46th 


Regiment. 

memorable   battle   of  Quebec."      He   gave  various   bequests   to  the 

Norwich  charities. 

6. — It  was  reported  that  small-pox  had  appeaired  in  St.  Stephen's, 
Norwich  Six  unvaccinated<  children  died  from  the  effects  of  the 
disease.  The  Court  of  Gaardians  offered  a  reward  of  2s.  6d.  to  parents 
for  each  child  vaccinated.  During  the  month  unvaccinated  children 
continued  to  suffer.  On  March  27th  it  was  stated'  that  Letton, 
Cranworth,  West  and  East  Bradenliam,  and  Shipdham,  were  among 
the  parishes  of  the  county  "  who  had  set  a  most  laudable  example  in 
vaccination." 
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20.* — "The  second  cousins  of  Mr.  Henry  Eett^  late  of  Norwich, 
have  generously  presented  the  sum  of  £500  towards  the  establishment 
of  a  Lancasterian  school  at  Dickleburgh,  the  native  place  of  the 
deceased." 

26. — ^A  trotting  match  took  place  between  a  mare,  the  property  of 
Mr.  Crisp,  of  Stow,  Downham  Market^  and  a  mare  belonging  to  Mr. 
Brett,  of  Fordham,  on  the  turnpike  road  from  the  Chequers  at 
Downham  Market  to  the  toll-bar  at  Fincham.  The  stakee^  £20  a  side, 
"  were  won  by  the  former  by  a  furlong,  the  latter  having  broke  eleven 
times  during  the  journey."  The  winner  was  ridden  by  Mr.  Abraham 
Spinks,  of  Magdalen. 

27. — "  Died,  few  days  since  in  his  105th  year,  Mr.  Ling,  of  Wood- 
bastwick." 

MARCH. 

4. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  it  was  resolved 
to  open  a  subscription  for  the  relief  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Russian 
provinces  suffering  from  the  invasion  of  liheir  country  by  th«  French. 

5. — ^Died  in  London,  William  Noble,  formerly  a  member  of  the 
Norwich  Company. 

6.* — "  We  hear  the  Society  of  the  Antient  Order  of  Stagorians  is 
now  reviving  in  this  city,  and  is  likely  to  become  a  very  respectable 
one." 

7. — ^Downham  Church  was  re-opened  for  service  after  being  closed 
some  months  for  restoration. 

10. — ^A  general  fast  observed  at  Norwidh.  The  diope  were  cloeed, 
and  services  held  at  the  churches  and  chapels,  at  which  collections  were 
made  for  the  relief  of  the  poor. 

12. — ^Died,  aged  69,  Mr.  Edward  Sharpe,  for  upwards  of  22  years 
keeper  of  the  Norwich  city  gaol. 

24. — In  consequence  of  the  establishment  of  the  Local  Militia,  the 
Volunteer  corps  of  Infantry  in  Norwidh  and  Norfolk  were  disbanded 
and  deposited  their  arms.  Each  corps  received  the  thanks  of  the 
Prince  Regent  for  t^heir  patriotic  services. 

27.* — "  The  Amelia  frigate,  the  Hon.  Captain  F.  P.  Irby,  has  arrived 
at  Portsmouth  after  a  night  action  with  L'Arethuse,  Frencli  frigate, 
one  of  the  most  desperate  that  has  been  fought  during  the  present 
war.  This  excellent  officer,  who  has  been  severely  woundedi,  has  been 
so  actively  employed  diiring  the  last  five  years  that  he  has  not  been 
resident  at  his  seat,  Boyland  Hall,  more  than  five  days  dHiring  that 
period." 

31. — ^Died  at  Weascnham,  aged^  74,  Mr.  Thomas  Sanctuary.  "  For 
many  years  he  was  an  extensive  and  opulent  farmer.  He  left  his 
property  among  his  relatives,  with  a  legacy  of  £2,000  to  Miss  Coke 
out  of  respect  and  gratitude  to  his  worthy  landlord-,  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke, 
under  wliom  he  acquired  his  handsome  fortune." 

APRIL. 

5. — The   West   Norfolk   Militia   mardbed   in   three   divisions  from 
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Berwick-upon-Tweed  to  Edinburgh  Castle,  where  they  entered  per- 
manent quarters. 

10. — Chorlee  Harper,  26,  and  Edimond  Impeon,  21,  were  executed  on 
Caetle  Hill,  Norwich,  for  a  burglary  at  the  dwelling-house  of  Mr.  John 
Butler,  of  Barney.  "  After  hanging  the  usual  time  t/heir  bodies  were 
delivered  to  their  afflicted  relatives,  and  by  them  conveyed  hoin«  for 
interment.'* 

17. — Mary  Turrell,  apprehended  on  suspicion  of  being  the  mother 
of  a  newly-born  child,  whose  dead  body  was  found  in  Vipond's  pond 
at  Harleston,  committed  suicide  by  poisoning.  The  coroner's  jury 
returned  a  verdict  of  felo  de  se,  "  and  on  the  same  evening  about  seven 
o'dock  she  was  buried  in  the  high  road  with  a  stake  driven  through 
her  body  in  the  presence  of  a  vast  concourse  of  people." 

26. — ^Died,  in  his  67th  year,  Mr.  James  BuUard,  many  years  master 
of  Ubie  Bethel  Hospital,  Norwich.  His  death  resulted  from  a  woimd  in 
the  stomach,  inflicted  with  a  scythe  by  a  patient  named  Jonathan 
Morley,  who  was  engaged  in  mowing  the  lawn  in  the  inner  oourt.  The 
coroner's  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  wilful  murder,  and  Morley  was 
committed  for  trial  at  the  Assizes,  when  h^e  was  ordered  to  be  kept 
in  custody,  ''being  insene  at  the  time  he  comjnitted  the  act."  In 
December,  1816,  an  order  was  received*  from  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  the  Home  Depoj-tment  for  the  removal  of  the  prisoner  from  Norwich 
gaol  to  the  new  Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum  in  St.  George's  Fields, 
London. 

27. — The  **  light  machine  "  commenoed  running  between  Wells  and 
Norwidh.  It  set  out  from  Wells  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  travelled  through  Fakenhamj  and  Bawdes- 
well  to  the  Bell  Inn,  Orford  Hill,  Norwich.  The  ooac^  returned  by 
the  same  road  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays.  Mr.  J.  Sizeland  was  the 
proprietor. 

29. — ^The  Duke  of  Cumberland  arrived  at  Yarmouth,  and  embarked 
on  board  the  Nymphen  frigate  for  the  Continent. 

MAT. 

1.* — "  The  commanding  officers  of  the  Norfolk  Regiments  of  Local 
Militia  and  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Volunteers  have  received  ordeis 
to  send  the  accoutrements  of  their  respective  regiments  to  the  nearest 
ports  for  the  use  of  the  Grerman  levies  against  the  common  enemy. 
The  arms  have  this  week  been  sent  to  Yarmouth." 

1. — ^A  contested  election  took  place  for  the  mayoralty  of  Norwich. 
The  candidates  were  Alderman  R.  Harvey,  jun.,  Alderman  J.  Harvey, 
and  Alderman  Davey.  The  freemen  demanded  a  poll  for  Mr.  R. 
Harvey,  sen.,  and  Mr.  J.  Ives  Harvey.  Mr.  Harvey,  the  elder,  strongly 
opposed  his  nomination  in  consequence  of  his  infirm  state  of  health. 
The  polling  comm,enced  at  once,  and  continued  till  six  p.m.  The 
contest  was  resimied  on  the  2nd  (Sunday)  at  ten  o'clock,  and  at  the 
close  the  voting  was  declared  as  follows: — ^Davey,  764;  J.  Harvey, 
730;  R.  Harvey,  jun.,  717;  R.  Harvey  sen.,  9.  The  two  firstrnamed 
were  returned  to  the  Court  of  Aldermen.  At  a  Court  of  Mayoralty 
held  on  the  3rdj,  Mr.  John  Harvey  was  objected  to  on  the  ground  that 
he  was  not  an  ii^abitant  of  the  city  as  required  by  the  Charter.     This 
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objection  was  upheld  hj  Mr.  Serjeant  Lens,  to  whom  the  case  was 
Bubrndtted,  and  on  May  20  it  was  resolved  at  a  Special  Assembly  to 
apply  to  the  Oourt  of  King's  Bench  for  a  mandamua  to  elect  a  Mayor. 
A  writ  was  granted,  and  the  election  took  place  on  June  7,  when 
the  candidates  were  Mr.  Davey,  who  polled  801  yotes;  Mr.  Barnabas 
Leman,  797;  and  Mr.  J.  Harvey,  749.  The  two  first-named  wore 
returned  to  the  Court  of  Aldermen,  who  elected  Mr.  Leman,  and  he 
was  sworn  into  office  on  Jime  22. 

6. — ^A  rowing  match  took  place  between  four  4-oared  boats  from 
Carrow  Bridge  to  Whitlingham  and  back,  for  a  silver  cup.  Thie 
Zephyr  (Mr.  Yarrington)  won.     Distance,  four  miles ;  time,  36  minutes. 

15. — A  historical  drama,  entitled  '^The  Siege  of  Sarragossa,  or 
Spanish  Patriots  of  1808,"  by  Mr.  Bennett,  a  member  of  the  company, 
was  produced  at  Norwich  Theatre. 

17. — ^The  birthday  of  the  Princess  of  Wales  was  observed  in  Norwich 
for  the  first  time  by  the  ringing  of  the  church  bells. 

23. — Died  at  Bangalore,  in  his  26th  year,  Capt.  Robert  Beauchamp, 
of  the  Hon.  East  India  Company's  Horse  Artillery,  Madras  Establish- 
ment, third  son  of  Sir  Thomas  Beauchamp  Proctor,  Bart.,  Langley  Park. 

24. — ^The  Bishop  of  Norwich  commenced  his  ordinary  visitation  of 
the  diocese,  at  l^etford,  and  on  the  following  day  at  St.  Peter's 
Church,  confirmed  upwards  of  700  persons.  At  St.  James's  Church, 
Bury  St.  Edmund's,  his  lordship  confirmed  2,700  young  persons;  at 
Ipswich,  1,300;  Woodbridge,  600;  Framlingham,  700;  Downham 
Market,  1,000;  St.  Nicholas'  Chapel,  Ljrnn,  1,000;  Redenhall,  662; 
at  Norwich  Cathedral,  800;  and  in  the  city  and  hamlets,  1,000.  The 
Bishop  expressed  the  opinion  "that  the  number  confirmed  in  the 
diocese,  whioh  was  much  increased  since  the  last  confirmation,  was 
decisive  of  the  laudable  exertions  of  the  clergy." 

^The  bounds  of  the  pariah  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich,  were 

perambulated, ''  the  officiating  individiials  being  saluted  at  every  part  of 
the  parodhial  confines  by  sprinklings  as  memorials  of  the  occasion. 
The  water  ordeal  being  gone  through,  the  gentl^nan  repaired  to  a  good 
dinner  and  the  cheerful  glass."  On  the  26th  "  the  boundls  of  St. 
Andrew's  were  in  like  manner  ascertained." 

30. — Three  African  youths  taken  out  of  a  Portuguese  slave  ship 
by  Capt.  the  Hon.  P.  F.  Irby,  of  the  Amelia  frigate,  and  sent  by  him 
to  Norwich  for  education,  were  baptised  at  St.  Peter  Mancroft  C^iurcih. 

JUNE. 

4.* — "  At  Gretna  Green,  Mr.  Thomas  Bunn,  com  merchant,  to  Miss 
Sarah  Cobb,  second  daughter  of  Mr.  John  Cobb,  of  Yarmouth."  The 
parties  were  re-married  at  Gorleston  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Forster,  on 
Jime  4. 

7. — ^Mr.  J.  Yoimgs,  of  St.  Peter  Hungate,  Norwich,  was  carried  in 
a  sedan  chair  to  record  his  vote  at  the  Mayor^s  election.  On  his 
return  home  he  immediately  expired.     He  was  85  years  old. 

8. — ^Died,  at  the  Grotto,  Thietford,  Mr.  John  Ellis,  "  long  known  as 
an  industrious  c(^lector  of  antiquities,  fossils,  foreign  birds,  &o.,  of 
which  he  had  a  large  and  very  curious  cabinet." 
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17. — ^The  first  recorded  ^*  speech,  day  "  at  Norwich  Grammar  School. 
It  was  described  as  "  fhe  first  speech  day  of  the  kind  ever  held  at 
Norwich  or  at  this  school,"  and  its  inception  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
"  the  Latin  oration  which  in  former  times  used  to  be  delivered  at  the 
school  porch  on  Guild  Day,"  had  been  "  for  tJhe  la«t  two  years  super- 
seded by  the  non-observance  of  that  annual  festival." 

19.* — ^"Died,  laat  week  in  St.  Clement's,  the  Widow  Herring,  in 
her  106th  year." 

^The  offioers  of  the  Norwich  Court  Leet  seized  the  defective 

nMasures  of  £kiward  Phillipp«,  a  retail  com  dealer,  in  King  Street.  The 
offender  waa  fined  by  the  court,  who  ordered  the  forfeiture  of  two  of 
the  measures. 

20. — ^Mr.  Bowles,  "  formerly  a  respectable  performer  in  the  Norwich 
Compejiy  of  Comedians,"  preadbed  at  the  Octagon  Chapel  to  a  numerous 
congregation. 

21. — Opening  day  of  Holkham  Sheep  Shearing.  It  was  stated  in  the 
course  of  the  proceedings,  that  "a  very  large  quantity  of  bones  is 
collected  in  Norfolk  and  exported  from  Yarmouth  to  distant  counties, 
w^here,  after  being  ground  or  crushed,  they  are  used  as  manure  by 
farmers."  "  Why,"  it  was  asked,  "  should  not  Norfolk  and  Suffolk 
farmers  lay  their  bones  in  their  own  counties? " 

JULY. 

1. — A  rowing  match  for  pair-oared  boats  took  place  at  Whitlingham. 
Distance,  one  and  a  half  miles ;  the  best  two  heats  out  of  three.  The 
winner  of  the  silver  cup  was  the  Achilles,  owned  by  Mr.  Homer. 

4. — ^The  Expedition  coach  entered  Norwich,  with  colours  flying,  and 
with  the  intelligence  of  the  great  victory  of  the  Allied  Army  at 
Vittoria  imder  Lord  Wellington  on  June  21.  "Mr.  Cold  well,  the 
proprietor  of  the  coach,  himself  brought  down  from  London  a  oopy 
of  the  '  Gazette  Elxtraordinary,'  and  read  its  glorious  contents  from 
the  coach  box  to  his  fellow  citizens  assembled  in  tihe  Market  Place." 

7. — ^The  Mayor  of  Lynn  (Mr.  John  Hemington)  laid  the  foimdation 
stone  of  the  new  Theatre  in  that  town. 

10.* — "  Among  the  officers  promoted'  to  be  lieutenant-colonels  in 
the  army  in  consequence  of  the  victory  at  Vittoria  is  Major  Robert 
John  Harvey,  assistant  Quarter-M aster-General  of  the  Portuguese 
Army,  son  of  Mr.  John  Harvey,  Tliorpe  Lodge,  Norwioh.  This  gallant 
young  officer  had  two  horses  severely  wounded'  under  him  in  the 
battle." 

13. — Died',  in  this  70th  year,  Mr.  Edward  Barrow,  of  St.  Saviour, 
Norwich).  "  A  native  of  Manchester,  and  a  yam  factor,  Mr.  Barrow 
was  the  first  person  who  undertook  the  manufacture  of  cotton  in  this 
city;  but  what  in  a  peculiar  manner  consecrates  his  memory  is  the 
miorit  of  his  having  also  been  the  first  manufacturer  of  the  shawl  in 
this  city,  or  perhaps  in  the  kingdom^  This  brought  in  a  new  history 
in  the  era  of  the  loom." 

14. — At  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions  the  Rev.  Augustus  Beevor 
ai^ared  to  try  his  traverse  for  an  assault  on  Daniel  Turner  on  June 
4tht,  1812.     The  Rev.  James  Carlos  had,  in  consequence  of  the  absenoe 
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of  the  rector  (the  defendant),  gone  to  officiate  at  Berghapton,  by 
virtue  of  the  license  of  the  Bishop  of  Norwich.  Mr.  Garloe  also  farmed 
the  glebe  lands,  and  Turner  was  one  of  his  tenants.  Turner  received 
a  message  from  the  defendant  that  he  was  about  to  clear  the  premises 
of  stock  belonging  to  Mr.  Carlos,  and  on  his  going  to  the  parsonage 
he  was  met  by  Mr.  Beevor,  who  **  scientifically  fibbed  him  "  about  the 
head  and  face  that  plaintiff  shrieked  aloud  for  assistance,  and  two 
men  rescued  him  from  the  clutches  of  his  assailant.  The  defence  was 
that  it  was  "  a  square  stand-up  fight."  The  jury  returned  a  verdicO 
of  guilty,  upon  which  an  arrangement  was  made  between  the  parties 
before  ^hie  court  pronounced  judgment.  Defendant  was  then  fined  one 
shilling,  and  discharged. 

17.* — "  We  are  happy  to  hear  that  ifhe  good  effects  of  the  victory 
of  Vittoria  were  immiediately  felt  in  Norwich,  as  several  manufacturers 
received  large  orders  for  broad  bombazines  which  are  made  for  the 
Spanish  market,  and  which  were  ordered  upon  the  idea  of  the  wtuole  of 
the  Peninsula  being  now  open  to  our  trade." 

*"  Died,  lately,  in  his  69th  year,  that   ingenious  artist,  Mr. 

Henry  Neale.  He  was  the  inventor  of  a  model  of  maohinery  to 
represent  a  cotton  manufactory." 

19. — ^A  trotting  matchj,  attended  with  much  cruelty,  took  place 
between  two  ponies  belonging  to  Mr.  Hewlett^  of  Fakenham,  and  Mr. 
Burgess,  of  the  same  town.  They  were  matched  to  trot  twice  to  and 
from  Norwich,  a  distance  of  100  miles^  in  the  least  time.  "  They 
both  performed  tibe  first  50  miles  in  five  and  a  quarter  hours. 
Hewlett's  pony,  however,  became  quite  exhausted  when  it  reached  the 
sixth  mile-Btone  coming  to  Norwich  on  the  second  time  and  gave  in. 
Burgees  pursued  his  journey  to  Norwich,  and  returned  as  far  as 
Morton,  wluere  the  poor  beast  died  almost  immediately.  Hewlett's 
reached  Fakenham  much  injured." 

21. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Unitarian  Society  was  held  at 
Norwich.  The  Rev.  Robert  Aspland,  of  Hackney,  preached  at  the 
Ootagon  Chapel,  and  the  members  dined'  at  the  Swan  Inn,  under  the 
presidency  of  Mr.  John  Taylor. 

24.*—"  Mr.  Powell,  of  Weeting  (familiarly  called  '  Pogey  PoweU '), 
who  shot  the  laite  Lord  Falkland  in  a  <luel,  was  kiUed  a  f^w  days  ago 
by  a  fall  from  his  horse,  near  Worwell,  Hampshire." 

27. — Died  at  licr  house  in  Pall  Mall,  in  her  79th  year,  the  Hon. 
Mrs.  Eeppel,  widow  of  the  late  Hon.  Dr.  Eeppel,  Bishop  of  Exeter, 
aunt  of  his  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Gloucester,  and  mother  of 
Mr.  Frederick  Keppel,  of  Lexham  Hall. 

31.* — "Died,  lately,  Susanna,  the  wife  of  Thomas  Bolton,  of 
Bradenham,  eldest  daughter  of  the  late  Rev.  Edmund  Nelson,  of 
Bumham  Thorpe,  and  sister  of  our  immortal  Nelson,  still  more  happy 
in  her  virtues  than  in  her  lineage." 

AUGUST. 

2. — ^This  day  was  played  "  a  grand  cricket  match  in  a  field  opposite 
the  Prussia  Gardens,  Norwidh^  for  100  guineas,  between  eleven  gentle- 
men of  Norwich  and  eleven  gentlemen  of  Bungay."  Norwich,  37-46 ; 
Bimgay,  74-10,  andl  eight  wickets  to  go  down.     "  Bimgay  refused  to 
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allow  Messrs.  Bredwell,  Oabburn,  and  Fooley,  three  expert  cricketers, 
to  play  in  this  match.''  The  return  match  took  placQ  at  Bungay  on 
August  23.     Norwich,  36-30;  Bungay,  116. 

4. — ^A  piece  of  plate  was  presented  by  the  officers  of  the  late  City 
of  Norwich  Regiment  of  Volimteers  to  Mr.  fHisha  De  HaguQ,  their 
former  Lieutenant-Colonel  Commandant. 

5. — ^A  six-oared  rowing  matoh  took  place  from  Carrow  Bridge  to 
Whitlingham  Point  and  back,  distance  upwardb  of  four  miles,  between 
the  Sylph  (Mr.  J.  Haryey,  jun.),  and  the  Aurora  (Mr.  Lowe).  The 
Sylph  won  by  50  yards  in  34  minutes  8  eeccmds. 

7. — ^At  this  date  was  published  the  statement  '*  Norfolk  grows  the 
finest  barley,  and  makes  the  worst  ale  of  any  county  in  the  ^ngcbom." 

^An  official  notice  was  published  announcing  that  it  was  in 

contemplation  to  d^moli^  "  the  pubHo-hlouse  called  St.  Andrew's  Steps, 
and  the  tenements  adjoining  in  London  Lane,  Norwich,  to  lay  a  small 
part  of  tftie  site  into  the  street  for  the  better  oonvenience  of  the 
publio,  and  to  erect  new  houses  thereon." 

9. — ^A  steam  packet,  intended  for  traffic  between  Yarmouth  and 
Norwicftii,  had  her  trial  trip  to  Breydon.  On  her  return  '*  the  boat 
went  through  the  bridge  amidst  the  acclamations  of  thousands  of 
spectators."  This  yesoel,  which  was  built  near  Leedft,  plied  regularly 
upon  the  Yare,  leaving  Turner's  bowling-green,  Yarmouth,  at  seven 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  returning  from  Norwich  at  three  in  the 
afternoon. 

17. — ^News  was  received  at  Norwich  of  thQ  defeat  of  Marshal  Soult 
by  the  Marquis  of  W^lington. 

^The   High    Sheriff,    Mr.   Thomtae    Trench   Bemey,   arrived   at 

Norwich  from  Bracon  Hall,  ''preceded  by  a  numerous  cavalcade,  his 
carriage  drawn  by  four  beautiful  bays  richly  caparisonedl,  the  attendant 
pages,  one  on  each  side,  mounted  on  grey  ponies  and  ddcorated  with 
silk  scarves  and  favours  in  the  anoient  style.  The  High  Sheriff,  in 
full  court  dress,  proceeded  to  the  Rampant  Horse  Inn,  where  he  enter- 
tained a  large  company  at  dinner." 

18. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes  at  Norwich,  before  Lord  Chief  Justice 
Mansfield  and  a  special  jury,  an  indictment  was  preferred  against  the 
keeper  of  the  county  gaol  for  suffering  a  prisoner  to  escape.  The 
indiotment  had  been  moved  by  certiorari  from  the  Court  of  King's 
Bench,  and  was  tried  at  niH  prius.  The  main  question  was  whether 
or  not  the  mAgistrate«  of  the  borough  of  Castle  Rising  had  legally  the 
power  of  conmutmicnt  to  the  county  gaol.  They  had  in  this  case 
exercised  such  power,  and  the  gaoler  hiad  accepted  the  dielinquent  into 
his  custody  and  given  a  receipt  for  him,  but  afterwards,  on  the  advice 
of  one  of  the  visiting  justices,  had  suffered  him  to  go  at  large.  The 
Lord  Chief  Justice  thought  it  a  question  for  decision  in  Westminster 
Hall  rather  than  for  an  Assize  of  oyer  and  terminer.  Prosecuting 
counsel  disclaimed  all  intention  of  enforcing  the  punishment  of  the 
gaoler,  and  the  facts  were  all  admitted  on  the  part  of  the  county, 
whereupon  tfce  special  jury,  pro  formay  found  the  defendant  guilty. 

Lord  Wodehouse,  this  month,  presented  to  the  parish  church  of 
Hingham  a  stained  glass  window,  in  which  were  represented  the 
subjects  of  the  Crucifixion,  the  Descent  from  the  Cross,  the  Resurrec- 
tion, and  the  Ascension. 
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SEPTEMBER. 

1. — ^Killed  at  the  siege  of  San  Sebastian,  in  his  2l8t  jeai*,  whilst 
gallantly  fighting  with  his  regiment,  Lieut.  George  Norris,  of  the 
47th  Regiment,  eldest  son  of  the  Bey.  George  Norris,  of  Foulsham. 

2. — Died,  at  the  house  of  her  nephew,  Mr.  C.  P.  Herbert^  at  Setch 
Bridge,  near  Lynn,  in  her  85th  year,  Mrs.  Stevens,  ''widow  of  Mr. 
George  Alex.  Steyens,  of  facetious  memory,  well  known  as  the  author 
and  performer  of  the  celebrated  'Lectures  upon  Heads,'  and  other 
pieces." 

3. — ^At  Yarmouth  General  Sessions  and  gaol  delivery,  before  the 
Mayor  and  Sub-Steward  (Mr.  W.  Adair),  John  Boult  Hannah,  aged  70, 
was  indicted  for  the  wilful  murder  ol  his  wife  by  strangling  her  on 
April  14th.  "  After  the  murd.er  he  washed  the  woman's  face,  laid 
the  oorpse  out^  and  was  found  sitting  by  the  fire  smoking  his  pipe 
with  the  body  near."  He  was  hanged  at  Yarmouth  on  tho  Monday 
following  the  trial. 

18.* — ''  The  Earl  of  Kingston  one  day  this  week,  at  Heydon,  bagged 
56  brace  of  bird's  for  a  wager  with  Hbe  ESarl  of  Yarmouth,  for  a  large 
sum." 

28. — ^EKed,  aged  80,  Edward  Whetstone,  44  years  olerk  of  the  parish 
of  Trowse  Newton.  He  was  originally  a  journeyman  weaver,  and  had 
acquired  some  property.  He  purchased^  and  presented  an  orp^n  which 
was  plaoed  in  the  church  in  1803,  and  his  remains  were  interred  beneath 
t^e  instrument. 

29. — ^A  meeting  was  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  for  the 
puri>ose  of  forming  an  association  in  aid  of  the  Church  Missionary 
Society.  The  Rev.  H.  J.  Hare^  of  Docking,  premded,  and  it  was 
resolved  that  such  association  be  formed,  aud  "that  it  be  known  as 
the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Church  Missionary  Society  for  Africa  and  the 
East."     Upwards  of  £800  was  subscribed'. 

OCTOBER. 

2. — ^Died  at  Yarmouth,  Mra  Martha  Biggs,  widow,  aged  103. 

^Bannister^s  Equestrian  Company,  from  Astley's  Royal  Amphi- 

iSieatre,  commenced  a  season  at  the  Pantheon,  Norwich. 

5. — ^A  grand  Musical  Festival  commenced  at  Norwich,  imder  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Pettet,  with  a  miscellaneous  concert  in  St.  Andrew's 
Hall.  On  the  morning  of  the  6th,  7th,  and  8th,  the  "  Messiah,"  the 
"  Creation,"  and  the  "  Redemption,"  were  rendered  in  St.  Peter  Man- 
cpoft  Church,  and  concerts  were  given  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall  on  the 
evenings  of  the  7th  and  8th.  The  principal  performers  were  Mrs. 
Dickons,  Mrs.  Bianchi  Lacy,  Miss  Booth,  Master  Hobbee,  Mr.  Braham, 
Mr.  Goes,  Mr.  Hawes,  and  Mr.  Bellamy;  leader  of  the  band,  Professor 
Ha^ue ;  organ  and  pianoforte,  Mr.  Pettet. 

11. — Seventy  of  the  supporters  of  Mr.  William  Smith  ddned  at  the 
Swan  Lin,  Norwioh,  to  celebrate  his  return  as  member  for  the  city. 

16.* — ^"Mrs.  Faucit  and  Mr.  Vining,  both  late  of  the  Norwich 
Company,  have  made  iAieir  a.ppearanoe  on  the  boards  of  Covent 
Garden  Theatre,  and  have  been  very  favourably  r^eived." 
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17. — ^The  Duke  of  York,  accompanied  by  the  Earl  of  Yarmouth, 
passed  through  Dereham  on  his  way  from  Heydon,  where  has  Royal 
Highness  had  been  shooting  with  the  Earl  of  Kingston. 

23.* — "  In  consequence  of  the  numerous  robberies  which  have  lately 
been  committed  in  the  vicinity  of  Norwich,  it  is  in  contemplation  to 
establish  a  horse  patrol  to  act  in  various  directions  for  the  protection 
of  property  and  persons." 

25. — The  festival  of  St.  Crispin  and  Oispianus  was  revived  by  the 
journeymen  shoemakers  of  Norwich,  "  who  paraded  the  streets  with 
music,  and  celebrated  the  day,  through  the  liberality  of  their  masters, 
at  various  houses." 

28. — ^Died,  aged  65,  Mr.  Edward  Billingsley,  of  Hockwold-Ksum- 
Wilton.     He  served:  the  office  of  High  Sheriff  in  1787. 

31. — ^IHed  at  New  Buckenham,  in  her  lOlst  year,  Mrs.  Mary  Gibbs. 
"She  was  bom  the  5th  day  of  May,  1713,  being  the  day  peace  was 
proclaimed  with  France  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne." 


NOVEMBER. 

1. — Died,  at  Elast  Dereham,  Dame  Eleanor  Fenn,  widow  of  Sir  John 
Fenn,  knight.  "Under  the  names  of  Mrs.  Teaohwell  and  Mrs.  Love- 
child,  she  wrote  several  books  for  the  benefit  of  the  rising  generation." 
Her  remains  were  interred  at  Finningham,  Suffolk. 

4. — ^News  was  received!  at  Norwich  of  the  defeat  of  Buonaparte 
near  Lieipsic.  St.  Peter  Majicroft  bells  were  rung,  and  a  bonfire 
lighted  in  the  Market  Place.  There  were  further  celebrations  on  the 
10th  on  receipt  of  the  news  of  the  successes  in  Germany,  and  of  the 
surrendler  of  the  fortress  of  Pamplona. 

14. — ^A  new  organ  was  opened  at  Holt  CJhuroh. 

15. — ^This  day  was  fixed'  for  the  celebration  of  the  victories  gained 
over  France  in  Spain  and  Germany.  At  Norwich  a  bullock  was  roasted 
whole  in  the  Market  Place.  The  roasting  commenced  at  nine  o'clock 
the  previous  evening  (Sundlay,  14th).  At  noon  a  grand  procession 
started  from  the  Castle  Meadow,  and,  parsing  through  the  principal 
street©,  entered  the  Market  Place.  "  At  one  o'clock  Mr.  Lowdfen,  the 
butcher,  commenced  to  carve  the  bullock,  but  the  crowd  broke  over 
the  barriers,  and  there  was  a  disgusting  waste  of  good  provision." 
Six  hundred  2d.  loaves  and  ten  barrels  of  stout  were  given  away.  A 
public  dinner  took  place  at  the  Anprel  Inn,  and  in  the  evening  a  hugre 
bonfire  was  lightedl  in  the  Market  Place.  Great  depredations  were 
committed  in  obtaining  materials  for  the  fire,  and  several  offenders 
were  committed  to  Bridewell.  There  was  also  a  procession  of  stajre 
coaches,  and  an  effiery  of  Buonaparte  was  burned.  A  general  illmnina- 
tion  followed.  Celebrations  also  took  place  in  nearly  every  town  and 
village  in  the  county. 

16. — ^Died  at  Worlingworth,  Suffolk,  aged  81,  Lewis  Johnson,  .35 
years  parish  clerk  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich.  He  resigned  the 
office  in  1812. 

23. — ^Intelligence  received  in  Norwich  of  a  counter  Kevolution  in 
Holland, 
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29. — Capt.  Cockbum,  oommanding  Royal  Artilleiy  in  Norwich, 
sent  to  Yarmouth  500,000  ball  cartridges  for  the  use  of  the  Orange 
Patriots  in  Holland. 

30. — ^A  wrestling  match  took  place  at  Barford  between  "  the  noted 
Game  Chicken  "  and  ''  the  East  Tuddlenham  champion.  There  was  a 
vaat  concouree  of  spectators,  and  the  odds  were  seven  to  one  on  the 
Gamje  Chicken,  who  won  with  the  greatest  ease,  and  was  offered  to  be 
backed  for  100  guineas  against  any  11  stone  man  in  EIngland." 


DEGEMBEB. 

4.* — ^"  Among  the  ofGicers  seyerelj  wounded  in  the  late  action  in 
Bayonne  were  Lieut.  James  Day,  of  the  Royal  Horse  Artillery,  son 
of  Mr.  M.  S.  Day,  jun.,  of  Norwich,  and  Lieut.  Charles  Eaton,  second 
battalion,  95th  Regiment,  son  of  the  Rev.  Eaton  Browne,  of  EUsing." 

18. — ^Eight  French  officers,  taken  prisoners  at  Cuihaven,  arrived  at 
Norwich  by  steam  barge  from  Yarmouth,  on  parole,  and  on  the  20Ui 
left  for  Chesterfield.  In  a  letter  to  the  Mayor  they  acknowledged, 
in  warm  tenna,  the  kindnese  they  had  received  from  the  citizens  of 
Norwich. 

19. — ^The  Expedition  coach  arrived  at  Norwich  with  the  intelligence 
of  the  defeat  of  Marshal  Soult  by  the  Marquis  Wellington. 


1814. 


JANUARY. 

1. — A  remarkable  funeral  took  place  at  Shelf  anger.  The  body  of 
Mr.  Smith,  a  farmer,  waA  conveyed  from  Persfield  in  a  waggon  drawn 
by  his  own  team.  The  coffin  was  covered  with  a  waggon  tilt,  and 
sacks  of  straw  served  as  seats  for  his  children  and  grandchildren. 
Behind  the  waggon  walked  his  riding  horsQ  as  chief  mourner,  and 
the  singers  of  the  congregation  chanted  a  funeral  dirge.  '*  He  was 
a  person  who  in  habits,  manners,  and  opinions  exhibited  a  singularity 
that  was  not  easily  paralleled." 

4. — Died  at  St.  Gregory's,  Norwich,  aged  61,  Mrs.  Chesnutt,  wife 
of  Mr.  John  Chesnutt.  For  many  years  she  was  a  favourite  dancer 
on  the  Norwich  stage. 

^At  a  special  assembly  of  the  Corporation  of  Norwich,  it  was 

decided  to  present  to  the  Prince  Regent  an  address,  congratulating  him 
upon  "  the  late  glorious  victories  with  which  the  Almighty  had  been 
pleased  to  crown  the  arms  of  his  Majesty  and  his  Allies." 

5. — ^Died,   of  woundb  (received   at  Bayonne,  Ensign  Hardy,   31st 
Regiment  of  Foot,  son  of  Mr.  Jamee  Hardy,  of  Hethersettb 
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6. — Died,  at  his  house  at  Catton,  Mr.  Jeremiah  Ives  Harvey,  Alder- 
man of  Conisford  Ward,  Norwich.  He  a^nred  the  office  of  Sheriff  in 
1779,  and  was  Mayor  in  1783.     He  was  in  his  69th  yeair. 

7. — ^A  curious  incident  occurred  at  the  funeral  of  Benjamin  Eklwards, 
for  20  years  coachman  to  Lord  Suffieid  at  Blickling.  ''The  corpse 
was  conveyed  from  the  house  to  the  church  for  interment,  followed  by 
thirty  servants  in  their  liveries.  After  the  Rev.  Mr.  Churchill  had 
retired  from  the  grave  an  old  acquaintance  cam«  forward  and  performed 
a  promise  which  had  been  madie  by  each  party,  which  was  done  aa 
follows: — ^He  enquired  his  ago,  and  was  informed  it  was  64.  He 
then  took  a  bottle  of  rum  from  his  pocket  and  threw  it  upon  the  head 
of  the  coffin.  From  the  fall  the  bottle  broke  and  the  rum  was 
distributed  upon  the  lid  of  thie  coffin.  He  said  'God  Uess  him.  I 
have  performed'  my  promise  as  1  am  sure  he  would  have  dbne  had  1 
gone  first." 

8.* — **  A  few  days  since  the  harriers  of  Mr.  J.  Gooch  unexpectedly 
found  an  outlying  deer  in  Hempnall  Wood,  which  they  immediately 
drove  from  covert,  and  it  afford^  a  most  capital  chase  without  a  break 
for  an  hour  and  forty  minutes,  through  sixteen  parishes  and  a  hard 
run  of  28  miles.'' 

***  Lieut.  Robert  Blake,  of  the  3rd  Regiment  of  Foot,  was  so 

severely  wounded  in  the  action  near  Bayonne  that  he  had  his  leg 
amputated." 

9. — Very  severe  weather  was  experienced  this  month.  On  the  9tb 
at  nine  p.m.  the  thermometer  fell  20  degrees  below  freezing  point,  and 
the  severity  of  the  frost  rendered  the  river  impassable  between  Norwich 
and  Yarmouth.  On  the  19th  occurred  a  heavy  fall  of  snow,  which 
blocked  the  roads  and  prevented  traffic.  The  mail  bags  were 
brought  to  Norwich  on  horseback ;  the  London  waggons  which  should 
have  arrived  on  the  19th  came  in  on  the  evening  of  the  20t$L,  drawn 
by  teams  of  twelve  or  fourteen  horses.  Carriers  who  had  arrived  in 
the  city  were  unable  to  return ;  the  Yarmouth  coach  was  precedied  by 
an  empty  waggon  which,  drawn  by  six  horses,  made  a  road  for  it.  A 
second  i^arp  frost  occurred  on  February  15th,  and  continued  to  the 
26th,  when  the  thermometer  registered  17  degrees  below  freezing  point. 

10. — ^Mr.  Crisp  Brown  was  elected  an  Alderman  for  Ooslany  Ward^ 
Norwich,  in  place  of  Mr.  Jeremiah  Ives  Harvey,  deceased. 

13. — A  general  thanksgiving  took  place  for  the  late  victories.  The 
Mayor  and  Corporation  of  Norwich  attended  service  at  the  Cathedral, 
and  at  the  various  churches  and  chapels  in  the  city  collections  were 
made  for  the  poor. 

The  portrait  of  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P.,  painted  by  Sir  Thomas 

Lawrence,  was  presented  to  the  county  magistrates  by  the  subscribers, 
and  placed  in  the  Grand  Jury  chamber  at  the  Shirehouse,  Norwich. 

26. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  presided  over  by 
Mr.  Steward  Alderson,  it  was  decided  to  establish  a  similar  society  to 
the  Norwich  Benevolent  Society,  but  upon  a  more  extemsive  /and 
permanent  plan.  Visitors  were  appointed  for  each  parish,  and  £2,400 
was  raised. 

-News  was  received  at  Norwich  of  the  conclusion  of  Peace 


between  this  countiry  and  Denmark,  and  St.  Peter  Mancroft  bells  were 
rung  in  celebration. 
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29. — ^A  main  of  cocks  was  fought  at  the  Swan  Lin,  Norwich,  between 
the  gentlemen  of  Cam.bridgeehire  and  the  gentlemen  of  Norwich,  for 
10  guineeB  a  battle  and  100  guineas  the  odd.  Cambridgeshire  won 
with  five  battles  to  the  good. 


FEBRUARY. 

5. — Died  at  Soratby  Hall,  the  Countees  Dowager  Home,  aged  68. 

^*"At  the  last  General  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  peace  for  the 

borough  of  Lvim,  before  Mr.  Robert  Bevill,  Recorder,  Mrs.  Ann 
Clarke  received  the  awful  sentence  of  death  for  wilfully  and  maliciously 
attempting  to  stab  her  husband,  Mr.  W.  Clarke,  a  ship  master,  with 
intention  to  mturder  him."  The  prisoner  was  afterwardiB  reprieved, 
and  the  sentence  commuted  to  transportation  for  life. 

^Arrived  at  Yarmouth,   Capt.  Spencer,  of  that  port,  who  had 

escaped  from  France,  where  he  had  for  four  years  been  a  prisoner  of 
war  in  the  fortress  of  Bitche. 

18. — Died,  at  Hethel  Hall,  in  his  89th  year,  Sir  Thomas  Beevor, 
Bart.  An  active  magistrate  for  more  than  half  a  century,  he  was 
created  baronet  during  the  Whig  adiministration  of  the  Duke  of  Port- 
land in  1783. 

Died,  at  Walfdiam,  Suffolk,  aged'  69,  the  Very  Rev.  Coombe 

Miller,  Dean  of  Chichester  and  rector  of  Winfarthing  and  Snetterton. 
He  was  buried  at  Ekscles,  near  Attleborough. 

22. — ^The  Corporation  of  Norwich  subscribed  £100  to  the  fund  for 
relieving  the  distresses  of  the  imfortunate  sufferers  in  Germany. 

26. — In  the  Arcli^es  Court,  Doctors'  Commons,  was  heard  a  cause  for 
the  restitution  of  conjugal  rights  promoted'  by  Mr.  (afterwanJs  Sir) 
ThomAS  Beevor,  of  Mangreen  Hall,  against  Ann  Beevor.  The  parties 
were  married  at  the  parish  church,  Harghamj,  on  August  24th,  1795, 
and  cohiabited  together  until  June  30th,  1802,  when  Mrs.  Beevor  left 
her  husband's  house,  and  some  time  after  promoted  ai  suit  of  divorce 
or  separation  by  reason  of  his  cruelty.  In  that  suit  Mr.  Beevor  was 
dismissed  from  the  cause.  In  this  case  the  court  adtnonished  Mrs. 
Beevor  to  return  again  to  the  society  of  her  hlusband'. 

28.— Died  at  Cardiff,  Lieut.  W.  H.  Qifford,  husband  of  Mrs.  Clifford, 
of  the  Norwich  Theatre. 


MARCH. 

1. — On  tiie  information  of  Joseph  Stannard,  a  Norwich  printer, 
named  Stewardson,  was  fined  ''  for  omitting  to  affix  his  name  to  a  song 
printed  by  him."     (See  July  12th,  1814.) 

11. — ^Died,  at  Ms  house  in  Welbeck  Street,  London,  Mr.  Henry 
Jod>rell,  of  Bayfield  Hall,  who  was  for  many  yeiCrs  Recorder  and 
Member  of  Parliament  for  Yarmouth,  and  one  of  the  chairmen  of 
Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions. 

12.* — "Died,  last  week,  at  Woodbridge,  Mrs.  Fisher,  wife  of  Mr. 
Fisher,  ntanager  of  the  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  Theatrical  Company." 

H 
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15. — ^Died,  at  Bath,  aged  34,  Mr.  R.  Harley  Cushing,  comedian,  a 
native  of  Norwick 

18. — ^The  Newmarket  mail  arrived!  at  Norwich,  with  the  horses 
decorated  with  laurel,  bringing  confirmation  of  the  intelligence  in  the 
"  Hague  Gazette,"  of  Marshal  Blucher's  victory  over  th^  French  on 
March  9th.     The  bells  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft  were  rung. 

21. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  held  ab  Thetford,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Heath,  the  action  Mann  v.  Carroll  and  others  was  tried.  The  plaintiff 
was  master  of  the  Red  Lion  Inn,  Thetford,  and  the  defendants 
executors  of  the  late  Mr.  James  Mingay,  Member  of  Parliament  for 
tthe  borough.  The  claim  was  for  £338  15s.  6d.,  the  amount  of  certain 
expenses  incurred  at  plaintiff's  hiouse  at  the  Greneral  Election  of  1806, 
including  a  dinner  on  the  polling  day,  and  a  ball  and  supper  on  the 
following  evening.  Mr.  Mingay  and  Lord  William  Fitzroy  were 
returned,  but  the  former  had  been  unseated,  and  several  questions 
arose  as  to  his  personal  liability :  first,  whether  or  not  any  assumpsit 
could  be  fixed  upon  him  at  all;  second,  whether  or  not  be  was  liable 
for  the  whole;  third,  whether  he  was  or  not  jointly  liable  with  his 
•colleague ;  and  fourth,  whether  or  not  upon  the  event  of  his  death 
such  liability  vested  in  the  survivor,  absolving  the  personal  represen- 
tatives of  the  deceased.  The  defendants  endeavoured  to  sEow  that 
the  expense  of  the  entertainments  was  incurred  by  the  Corporation  of 
Thetford,  and  that  Mr.  Mingay  took  part  as  a  guest  and  not  as  lord 
of  the  feast.  The  Judge  held  that  Mr.  Mingay  "  was  personally  liable 
from  having  partaken  of  the  entertainments,  it  having  been  decided  . 
in  many  cases  that  in  all  public  feasts  the  individuals  present  were 
jointly  and  severally  liable  for  the  whole  expense  incurred."  A  verdict 
was  given  for  the  plaintiff  for  the  full  amount,  subject  to  a  reference 
as  to  th«  items  of  the  bill. 

-At  the  same  Assizes  Robert  Trundle  and  Rosetta  Trundle  were 


criminally  indicted  for  forging  a  writing  purporting  to  be  the  will  of 
Mary  Inalls,  of  Great  Dunham,  and  for  suborning  witnesses  to  prove 
the  due  execution  of  such  writing  to  affect  the  disposition  of  the 
property  of  the  deceased  with  intent  thereby  to  defraud  the  next 
of  kin.  The  document  had  been  proved  as  a  will  in  the  Archdeaconry 
Court  of  Norwich  on  July  17th,  1812,  and  was  drawn  in  favour  of  the 
prisoners.  The  Judge  thought  there  was  not  sufficient  evidence  of 
forgery,  and  under  his  direction  the  jury  acquitted  the  accused. 

24. — The  Dutch  Regiment,  about  600  strong,  whioh  had  been  formed 
at  Yarmouth,  embarked  in  three  transports  from  that  port  for  Holland. 

25. — Died,  at  Bambougle  Castle,  his  lordship's  seat  in  Linlithgow, 
in  his  86th  year,  the  Right  Hon.  Neil  Earl  of  Rosebery,  K.T.  He 
married  first,  in  1764,  Susan,  only  sister  and  heiress  of  Sir  Randal 
Ward,  Bart.,  of  Bixley,  who  died  in  1771,  without  issue,  and  secondly, 
in  1775,  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir  Francis  Vincent,  Bart.,  by  whom  he 
had  two  sons  and  three  duughters. 

26.* — "LieutL-Col.  Harvey,  acting  Quarter-Master-General  of  the 
column  of  Lord  Wellington's  army  which  fought  in  the  battle  of 
St^.  Boes,  and  had  the  brunt  of  the  late  actions,  escaped  unhurt.  Lieut.- 
Col.  Kerrison,  of  the  7th  Hussars,  greatly  distinguished  himself  in 
the  late  actions.  He  seized  the  opportunity  of  charging  the  French 
infantry  in  disorder  and  flight,  taking  a  great  many  of  them.    This 
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regiment  took  about  600  prisoners.     The  whole  army  waB  witness  of 
this  affair  with  whom  it  is  a  subject  of  ad!miration." 


APRIL. 

2.* — "Mr.  William  George  Daniel,  of  F0II7  House,  Kent,  and  of 
Fould^n  Hall,  in  this  county,  a  captain  in  the  Army,  and  lord  of  the 
manor  of  Hackney,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  takes  the  surname  and 
arms  of  Tyssen." 

6. — ^Witlb  colours  flying  and  the  passengers  decorated'  with  the 
white  cockade,  the  Newmarket  mail  brought  to  Norwich  news  of  the 
entry  of  the  Allied  Army  into  Paris  on  March  Slst.  The  church  bells 
were  rung,  and  a  bonfire  lighted  in  the  Market  Place.  The  rejoicings 
were  renewed  on  the  9th,  10th,  and  11th,  upon  the  receipt  of  the 
intelligence  of  the  counter  Revolution,  Buonaparte's  abdication,  and 
the  restoration  of  the  Bourbons.  On  the  last  mentioned  day  the 
horses  were  removed*  from  the  m>ail  ooach,  and  the  people  diragged  it 
thrice  round  the  Market  Place.  The  Chevalier  De  Bardelin,  a  Frencji 
emigrant  gentleman,  formerly  in  the  service  of  the  King  of  France, 
left  Norwich,  where  he  had  resided  15  years,  to  accompany 
Louis  XVIII.  to  Paris. 

9. — ^The  Rev.  T.  C.  Munnings,  of  Gorgate  Hall,  Baat  Dereham, 
exhibited  at  Norwich  Market  specimens  of  his  "  preserved  turnips." 
He  introduced  the  plan  of  earthing  up  the  roots  in  November  and 
December  for  consumption  in  March  and  April. 

11. — ^Miss  Binfield,  of  the  Norwich  Theatre,  was  elected  organist  of 
St.  Mary-le-Tower  Church,  Ipswich. 

16.* — "  Mr.  G.  G.  Lowne,  a  native  of  Norwioh,  who  was  taken 
prisoner  on  board  his  Majesty's  ship  Shannon,  when  that  frigate  was 
wrecked  on  the  rocks  of  La  Hogue  in  December,  1803,  lately  arrived 
here,  having  made  his  escape  from  close  confinement  at  Cambay  on 
the  approach  of  the  Allies  to  that  part  of  the  French  frontiers." 

19. — ^A  grand  fHt  was  held  at  Yarmouth  in  honour  of  the  victories. 
It  commenced  with  a  pageant  called  "  The  Triumph  of  Neptune.'* 
The  ''  eoa  god  "  landed  upon  the  beach  and  headed  a  procession  round 
the  town.  In  the  procession  was  an  efiigy  of  Buonaparte  in  fetters. 
"Afterwards  58  tables  were  laid  on  the  Quay  from  north  to  south, 
each  accommodating  from  120  to  150  persons,  to  whom  roast  beef 
and  plum  pudding  were  served."  After  dinner  tlhere  was  a  naval 
procession  to  the  Denes,  where  donkey  races  and  other  sports  took 
place;  a  bonfire  concludled  the  diay's  rejoicings.  Thie  public  sub- 
scription to  defray  the  cost  of  the  celebration  exceeded  £1,000. 

23.* — "  The  Earl  of  Home  takes  the  surname  of  Ramey  in  addition 
to  that  of  Home,  in  compliance  with  a  condition  contained  in  the 
will  of  liis  maternal  grandfather,  Mr.  John  Ramey,  of  Yarmouth." 

^*"Died  last  week,  aged  83,  Mr.  William  Cutting,  formerly  a 

manufacturer,  of  Norwich,  who  served  the  office  of  Sheriff  in  1790." 

*"  Died  last  week,  at  Oakingham,  Berks.,  aged  63,  John  Waddy, 

late  of  Covent  Garden,  and  formerly  of  Norwich  Theatre." 

29. — ^An  or^ui  erected  in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Norwich,  by  Mr. 

H8 
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England,  was  opened  by  Mr.  Pettet.  Mrs.  Solomon  and  Mr.  C.  Smith 
were  the  vocalistft,  who  also  took  part  in  a  concert  held  in  the  evening 
at  Noverre'e  Room,  St.  Michael-at-Plea. 


MAY. 

1. — ^This  day  (Sunday),  being  May  Day,  ''came  on  agreeably  to 
charter,"  the  election  of  Mayor  of  Norwich.  The  polling  continued 
throughout  Sunday  and  Monday.  At  seven  o'clock  on  Sunday  evening 
the  votes  recorded  were :  Alderman  Robberds,  762 ;  Alderman  Davey, 
616;  Alderman  Back,  508;  Alderman  Patteson,  170.  "The  majority 
for  Alderman  Davey  over  Alderman  Back  being  108,  the  friends  of  the 
latter  demanded  that  the  books  should  be  opened  again  next  morning." 
The  second  day's  poll  was  closed  by  agreement  at  12  o'clock,  when 
the  result  was  declared  as  follows:  Davey,  757;  Robberds,  919; 
Patteson,  180;  Back,  763.  A  scrutiny  was  demanded  on  behalf  of 
Mr.  Davey.  It  commenced  on  the  12th  and  continued  till  the  19th, 
when  Mr.  Davey  withdrew.  Mr.  Robberde  and  Mr.  Back  were  then 
returned  to  the  Court  of  Aldermen,  by  whom  the  former  was  elected 
to  the  office  of  Mayor. 

5. — Mr.  Fitzgerald,  a  flavourite  actor  in  the  Norwidh  Company, 
appeared  as  Shylock,  and  dielivered  a  farewell  address,  on  leaving  the 
circuit  for  the  Theatre  Royal  at  Hull  and  York,  of  which  he  was 
appointed  patentee. 

7.* — (Advt.)  ^'  Stoke  Mills  near  Norwich.  Jeremiah  Colman  having 
taken  the  stock  and  trade  lately  carried  on  by  Mr.  Edward  Ames, 
respectfully  informs  his  customers  and  the  public  in  general  that  he 
will  continue  the  manufacturing  of  must-ard,  and  he  takes  leave  to 
assure  those  who  may  be  plea/sed  to  favour  him  with  their  orders  that 
they  shall  be  supplied  in  such  a  manner  as  cannot  fail  to  secure  their 
approbation.'' 

17. — ^At  a  special  assembly  of  the  Corporation  of  Norwich  it  was 
resolved  to  petition  Parliament  against  the  proposed'  alteration  in 
the  Com  Laws. 

18. — ^Thorpe  Asylum  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  forty  male 
pauper  limatics. 

19. — ^The  minister,  churchwardens,  and  principal  inhabitants  of  St. 
Giles',  Norwich,  went  the  bounds  of  tlie  parish,  and  afterwards  dined 
at  the  Woolpack  Inn.  "  Ale,  buns,  and  bumps  were  distributed  among 
the  attendants,  one  of  whom  swam  across  the  basin  in  Chapel  Field  to 
observe  the  line  of  demarkation  between  St.  Peter's  parirfi  for  which 
he  received  half  a  crown." 

21.* — "  The  long  depending  wrestling  match  between  Lock  and 
the  Game  Chicken  was  lately  diecided  in  favour  of  the  former  after  a 
severe  contest  of  a  quarter  of  an  hour." 

24. — ^A  file  in  celebration  of  the  victories  commenced  at  Thetford. 
A  procession  escorting  an  effigy  of  Buonaparte  "loaded  with  irons" 
went  round  the  town,  and  a  ball  took  place  in  the  evening.  On  the 
26th  1,500  persons  were  entertained  at  dinner  in  a  paddock.  The 
Mayor  presided,  and  the  Bishop  of  Norwich  witnessod-  the  proceedings. 
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Sports  were  held,  and  at  nigiit  a  bonfire  was  lighted,  and  the  effigy 
of  Buonaparte  consumed  in  the  flames. 

The  death  took  place  at  Oulton,  this  montih,  of  Mrs.  Margaret  Dent, 
at  the  age  of  100. 

JUNE. 

1. — ^Died  in  Londbn,  aged  53,  Mr.  Robert  Herring,  of  Bracondale, 
Norwich.  He  was  alderman  for  South  Conisford  Ward,  served  the 
office  of  Sheriff  in  1791,  and  was  Mayor  in  1807.  Mr.  Thomas 
Thurtell,  of  Lakenham,  was  elected  to  thQ  vacant  aldermanship  on 
June  6th. 


^A  public   meeting  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  when 

resolutions  were  moved  by  Mr.  £.  Taylor  in  opposition  to  the  Com 
Bill.  The  resolutions,  which  were  unanimously  adopted,  represented 
that  tihe  citizens  had  for  twenty  years  suffered  great  privationB  and 
hardships  from  the  adivance  in  price  of  all  necessaries  of  life,  and 
particularly  of  ''  bread  corn,"  that  they  viewed'  with  alarm  ihe  measure 
introduced  in  Parliament  as  calculated  to  raise  the  prioe  of  grain; 
and  that  the  proposed  alterations  in  the  Com  Laws  were  ill-timed, 
unwise,  and  oppressive. — The  "  Bill  for  Regulating  the  Importation 
Duties  "  was  defeated  in  the  House  of  Coimnons  by  a  majority  of  ten 
on  June  6th,  and  on  the  arrival  of  the  intelligence  by  the  Newmarket 
mail  on  the  8th,  the  horses  were  removed  from  the  coach,  which  was 
drawn  for  three  hours  through  the  streets.  Persons  with  large  loaves 
of  bread  on  their  heads  were  on  the  box  seat,  bells  were  rung,  and 
pibtols  fired,  and  at  midnight  a  bonfire  was  lighted  in  the  Market 
Place,  and  many  depredations  were  oommitted  by  those  who  obtained 
the  materials  with  which  to  feed  the  fiRmea, 

3. — Tlie  Expedition  coach)  arrived'  at  Norwich  with  news  of  the 
definite  Treaty  of  Peaxje,  which  was  signed  in  Paris  on  the  30th  ult. 
Amid  great  rejoicings  the  people  dragged  tlie  coach  four  times  round 
the  Market  Place,  and  through  the  principal  streeta  On  the  15th 
500  freemen  of  the  Long  Ward  were  entertained  by  Mr.  S.  Mitchell 
to  a  dinner  of  roast  beef  at  Harper's  Gardens;  on  the  16th  the  Mayor 
entertained  the  parochial  poor,  and  there  was  a  grand  illumination  in 
the  evening.  Peace  was  formally  proclainiod  on  the  27tih  by  the 
Mayor  and  Corporation  walking  in  procession  to  various  parts  of  the 
city.  Before  being  admitted  to  the  Close  the  Mayor  knocked  thrice 
at  the  gate,  and  informed  Mr.  J.  Kitson,  the  Bishop's  registrar,  that 
admittance  was  asked  by  virtue  of  his  Majesty's  writ.  The  proclama- 
tion was  then  made  in  the  Cathedral  precincts,  and  on  returning  to 
the  Guildhall  the  (Corporation  partook  of  refreshments.  Mr.  Sheriff 
Higgins  entertained  the  company  to  dinner  at  his  house  in  Pitt  Street, 
and  also  feasted  the  poor.  Thanksgiving  services  were  held  on  July 
7th,  and  723  charity  children  were  entertained-  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall. 
On  the  20th  at  a  quarterly  assembly  of  the  Corporation  an  address 
was  voted  to  the  Prince  Regent  congratulating  him  on  "  the  highly 
honoiu'able  and  auspicious  Peace  ooncluded  with  France." 

20. — Mr.  Robert  Partrid<2re,  alderman,  presented  to  the  Cbrporation 
of  Norwich  "  an  elegant  trii>od  in  the  Grecian  style,  to  support  a 
silver  candelabrum  of  three  lights,  surmounted  withj  the  figures  of 
St  George  and  the  Dragon,"  given  by  him  in  1786. 
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21. — Guild  Day  waa  held  in  the  "  old  style  **  at  Norwich  by  Mr. 
J.  W.  Robberds  on  his  being  sworn  in  aa  Mayor.  The  feast  at  St. 
Andrew's  Hall  was  attended  by  upwards  of  500  guests,  and  a  ball 
took  place  in  the  evening  at  Chapel  Field  House. 

22. — A  Musical  Festival,  "  in  celebration  of  the  Peace,"  commenced 
at  the  church  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich,  with  a  performance  of 
"  Judas  Maccabaeus."  The  ''  Meh«iah  "  was  given  on  the  23rd,  and  a 
selection  of  sacred  muaic  on  the  24tli.  On  each  evening  a  mis^ 
cellaneouB  concert  took  place  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall.  The  principal 
performers  were  Madame  Catalani,  Miss  Stephens,  Miss  Booth,  Mr. 
Braham,  Mr.  Garbett,  Mr.  Turner,  and  Mr.  Welsh ;  leader  of  the  band. 
Dr.  Hague;   organ  and  pianoforte,  Mr.  Beckwith. 


JULY. 

1. — ^A  meeting,  presided  over  by  the  Mayor,  was  held  at  St. 
Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  when  resolutions  were  passed  in  favour  of 
the  abolition  of  the  African  slave  trade,  and  it  was  decided  to  petition 
the  House  of  Commons  to  tiie  same  effect.  The  opponents  of  the 
resolutions  moved,  as  an  amendment,  that  the  Prince  Regent  was  the 
only  person  to  be  addressed  pending  the  negociations  with  France 
upon  the  subject.     The  resolutions  were  adopted  by  large  majorities. 

2.* — ''  Capt.  Mattluas,  of  Stanhoe  Hall,  has  returned  to  his  family 
in  perfeot  healtth  after  being  a  prisoner  in  France  ten  and  a  half 
years." 

4. — ^Holkham  Sheep  Shearing*  commenced  on  this  date,  a  fortnight 
later  than  usual  owing  to  the  Peace  celebrations  in  Norwich  and  the 
county.  '^  None  of  the  implements  possessed  sufficient  m^t  to 
entitle  the  inventor  to  the  handsome  premium  offered  by  Mr.  Coke." 

6. — ^Peace  was  proclaimed  at  Yarmouth  by  the  Mayor  and  Corporar 
tion  going  in  procession  through  the  town.  At  night  there  was  a 
general  illumination. 

7. — ^Peace  was  proclaimed  at  King's  Lynn. 

12. — ^At  the  Norwich  Quarter  Sessions  the  case  of  the  King  v, 
Griggs  was  tried.  This  was  a  prosecution  at  the  suit  of  Mr.  Joseph 
Stannard,  a  pork  butcher,  against  the  defendant^  a  dealer,  for  the 
publication  of  a  libel  in  the  form  of  a  song,  entitled  **  Soup  Meagre 
Joe."  The  song  reflected  on  the  quality  of  the  soup  made  by  Mr. 
Stannard,  at  the  request  of  a  Mr.  Mitchell,  for  distribution  among 
the  poor  of  the  city  during  the  severe  weather  in  February,  1814.  It 
was  stated  that  the  prosecutor  neither  received  nor  expected 
remuneration.  His  beneficence  was  rewarded'  by  gross  insults  from 
the  mob,  by  assaults,  by  placards  in  the  streets,  by  anonymous  letters, 
and  by  songs  which  were  sung  by  "  Blind  Peter  "  and  another  ballad 
singer.  One  of  these  songs  was  prints  by  Mr.  Stewardson  from  MS. 
furnished  by  the  defendant.  The  jury,  after  four  hours'  deliberation, 
returned  a  verdict  of  guilty,  and  the  defendant  was  fined  £10. 

13. — The  first  division  of  West  Norfolk  Militia,  imder  the  command 
of  Col.  Nelthorpe,  marched  into  Norwich,  from  Yarmouth,  where  they 
had  landed'  the  previous  morning  from  the  Tickler  cutter,  and  four 
Berwick  traders  from  Leith.     St.  Peter's  bells  were  rimg,  and  the 
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men  receiyed  the  hearty  congratulations  of  the  citizens.  The  second 
division  arriyed  on  the  16th,  commanded  by  Major  Bamham.  On 
the  18th  the  Earl  of  Orford,  colonel  of  the  regiment,  entertained  the 
officers  and  their  friends  at  the  Maid's  Head  Inn.  The  regiment  on 
the  19th  received  the  thanks  of  the  House  of  Commons  for  their 
services. 

19.— Died  at  Long  Stratton,  aged  60,  the  Rev.  William  D'Oyly, 
for  more  than  20  years  curate  of  Stratton  St.  Michael  and  Flordon 
with  Hapten.  He  raised  a  fimd  of  nearly  £500  by  small  subscriptions 
for  widening  and  improving  Briggs'  Lane,  Norwich. 

23. — Capt.  William  Hoste,  B.N.,  was  created  a  Baronet. 

28. — Dr.  James  Edward  Smith,  of  Norwich,  founder  and  President 
of  the  Linnean  Society,  presented  to  the  Prince  Regent  a  set  of  the 
Transactions  of  the  Society,  and  received,  on  the  recommendation  of 
Lord  Sidmouth,  the  honoiir  of  knighthoodL 

30.*— "The  four  sons  of  Mr.  C.  E.  Bagge,  M.P.,  late  of  Quebec 
House,  Dereham,  are  authorised  to  take  the  name  and  arms  of  Lee 
Warner  instead  of  Bagge." 


AUGUST. 

8. — ^The  Mayor  and  Court  of  Aldermen  visited  thQ  annual  exhibition 
of  the  Norwich  Society  of  Artists. 

11. — ^The  Hon.  John  Wodehouse,  as  foreman  of  the  Grand  Jury  at 
the  Norfolk  Assizes,  proposed,  and  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P.,  seconded, 
resolutions  recommending  that  a  subscription  be  opened  for  the 
erection  of  a  monument  to  the  memory  of  Lord  Nelson.  At  a  meeting 
of  the  Norwich  Corporation  on  October  22nd  it  was  resolved  that  the 
city  subscribe  £200,  and  the  Speaker  was  requested  to  attend  the 
county  meeting,  and  urge  that  the  moniunent  be  erected  on  the 
Castle  Hill  "  or  some  other  commanding  situation  in  or  near  the  city.'' 
At  the  county  meeting,  held  the  same  week,  it  was  announced  that 
the  subscriptions  amounted  to  £5,138.  At  a  meeting  held  at  the 
Norfolk  Hotel,  Norwich,  on  January  14th,  1815,  it  was  resolved  that 
the  monument  be  erected  at  Yarmouth.  The  conmiittee,  at  a  meeting 
held  dtiring  the  Norfolk  Assizes  at  Thetford  on  March  29th«,  1815, 
after  inspecting  44  plans  and  designs,  ''  selected  an  Athenian  Doric 
column  sent  by  Mr.  William  Wilkins,  architect,  of  London,  a  native 
of  Norwich,  and  author  of  *  Magna  GrsBcia.' "  Nearly  £7,000  was 
subscribed. 

14. — Died,  in  Parliament  Place,  London,  aged  85,  Mr.  E.  H. 
Delaval,  of  Seaton  DelavaJ,  Northumberland,  and  of  Hoddington, 
Lincolnshire.  ''By  his  death  the  mansion  house  of  Seaton  Delaval, 
and  the  family  estate  of  the  late  Lord  Delaval,  has  devolved  upon  Sir 
Jacob  Henry  Astley,  Bart.,  M.P.,  for  Norfolk,  whose  mother  was  his 
lordship's  eldest  sister." 

20.* — "  The  ofBicers  of  the  7th  Hussars  have  presented  Col.  Eerrison 
with  a  piece  of  plate,  of  the  value  of  200  guineas,  in  testimony  of  their 
admiration  of  his  gallantry  at  the  battle  of  Orthes." 

22. — ^Races  were  held  at  Cromer,  which  at  the  time  was  very  full 
of  company,  and  the  ''new  subscription  room"  and  dances  a  great 
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attraction  to  many  diislinguiahed  visitors.  "  From  the  course  being 
in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  Gunton  and  Bliokling,^'  it  was 
expected  ih&t  Cromer  races  would  ''  soon  vie  with  those  of  Yarmouth, 
Ac." 

30. — Mr.  William  Burt  and  Mr.  R.  Hawkes  were  candidates  for  the 
office  of  freemen's  Sheriff  at  Norwich.  The  former  was  returned  with 
810  votes  as  against  726  polled  by  his  opponent.  It  was  stated  that 
"  so  severe  a  contest  at  tihe  election  of  Sheriff  hiad  not  taken  place 
since  1781." 

SEPTEMBER. 

11. — Died,  at  Hoveton  House,  aged  85,  Mr.  Anthony  Aufrere,  for 
fifty  years  an  active  magistrate  in  the  county. 

13.— The  portrait  of  Mr.  WiUiam  Smith,  M.P.  (painted  by 
Thompson),  was  placed  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich. 

17. — Capt.  Robert  D.  Patteson,  6th  Regiment  of  Foot,  second  son 
of  Mr.  John  Patteson,  of  Norwich,  was  killed  dtiring  tihe  sortie  made 
by  the  American  troops  from  Fort  Erie. 

*"  Last  week  a  single  wicket  match  was  played  at  Downham 

Market  for  a  considerable  sum  between  Mr.  William  Griggs,  of  Stow 
Bardolph,  and  Mr.  James  Hall,  of   Downham.     Griggs,  8-37:    Hall. 

26.— Died  at  Hadleigh,  aged  34,  Henry  Reeve,  M.D..  one  of  the 
physicians  of  lihe  Norfolk  and  NorwichI  Hospital,  and  of  tiie  Bethel 
Hospital,  Norwich. 

28.— A  peal  of  six  bells,  purchased  by  public  subscription  in  celebra- 
tion of  the  Peaoe,  was  opened  at  New  Buckenham.  The  bells  were 
cast  by  Dobeon,  of  Downham  Market,  and  the  tenor  weighed  12  cwt. 
"  A  prize  of  six  hats,  value  lOs.  each.,  was  given  to  the  company  who 
gave  proof  of  their  skill  in  ringing  the  best  peal."  The  Helton 
company  were  declared  winners,  a  distinction  which  was  warmly 
contested  by  the  Norwich  men. 

29.— Died,  in  St.  Giles',  Norwich,  aged  85,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Howes, 
rector  of  Momingthorpe,  and  of  Thomdon,  Suffolk.  "  He  waa  a  pro- 
found scholar,  and  a  formidable  antagonist  with  Bishop  Horsley  of  Dr. 
Priestley  in  the  Tractarian  controversy  in  1781.  He  was  also  the 
author  of  several  theological  works." 


OCTOBER. 

17. — ^Mr.  Thomas  Coldwell,  coach  proprietor  of  Norwich,  was  pre- 
sented by  tiie  Corporation  with,  the  freedom  of  the  city  in  recognition 
of  his  services  in  forwarding  the  mails  to  and  from  Norwich  during 
the  severe  weather  of  the  previous  winter. 

19.— At  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions,  "  the  justices  having  regard 
of  the  present  high  price  of  hay  and  oats,"  ordered  the  following 
additional  rates,  of  allowance  to  be  made  in  the  county  to  persons 
who  provided  carriages  for  die  conveyance  of  his  Majesty's  forces  in 
fheir  marches^  or  for  their  arms,  clothing,  or  accoutrements :   Is.  for 
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every  mile  any  waggon  with  four  or  more  horses,  or  any  wain  with 
six  oxen,  or  with  four  oxen  and  two  horses  and  their  driver;  9d.  for 
every  mile  any  cart  with  four  horses,  or  carrying  not  less  than  15  owt. ; 
and'  6d.  for  every  mile  any  cart  or  carriage  with  less  than  four  horses, 
and  not  carrying  15  owt. 

20. — ^Mr.  Samuel  Wesley,  tbe  eminent  organist,  gave  a  recital  at 
the  church  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich. 

21. — lh»  Castle  Corporation  at  Norwich  celebrated  ite  jubilee.  The 
first  meeting  was  held  at  the  Bell  Inn,  Orford  Hill,  in  1764,  under  the 
name  of  the  Bell  Corporation,  and  "  was  governed'  by  a  Mayor,  Sheriffs, 
and  Aldermen,  and*  the  usual  officers  attached  to  a  Corporation."  In 
1793  the  members  were  "  much  divided  on  the  politics  of  the  day,  and 
particularly  upon  the  French  Revolution.''  The  society  then  separated 
into  two  political  parties,  '^  when  thoee  who  viewed  with  horror  the 
proceedings  of  the  French  Convention,  and  the  attempts  made  by  the 
correspondents  to  bring  about  a  revolution  in  this  country,*'  removed 
to  the  Castle  Inn,  assumed  the  name  of  the  Castle  Corporation,  and 
espoused  the  principles  of  Pitt.  At  this  dinner  Mr.  Charles  Harvey, 
M.P.,  presented  to  and  invested  the  "  Mayor  "  (Mr.  Crisp  Brown)  with  a 
medallion  containing  a  cameo  likeness  of  Pitt. 

22. — ^Four  troops  of  the  5th  Drngoon  Guards  mardied  into  Norwich 
and  occupied  the  Cavalry  Barracks,  whence  tihe  detachment  of  Royal 
Artillery  was  removed  to  the  Infantry  Barracks  in  St.  Michael  at 
Coslany. 

29. — ^For  an  attempted  felony,  Charles  Pegg  stood  in  the  city  pillory 
in  Norwich  Market  Place  for  one  hour.  "  ThQ  hoary-headed  culprit 
was  taken  back  to  the  City  Gaol." 


NOVEMBEB. 

20. — ^Died,  aged  74,  James  Church,  sexton  of  St.  Peter  Permounter- 
gate,  Norwich.  "He  had  held  the  situation  near  fifty  years,  and 
buried  upward's  of  3,000  persons." 

22.— ^Died,  at  Eaton  Hall,  in  his  55th  year,  Mr.  Jonathan  Davey, 
alderman  of  Norwich.  Mr.  Nathaniel  Bolingbroke  was  eleoted  in  bis 
place  alderman  of  Colegate  Ward. 

23. — ^Died,  at  Costessey  (at  the  seat  of  his  nephew.  Sir  George 
Jemingham),  General  Jemingham,  who  was  bom  in  1742,  entered  the 
service  of  France,  and  became  colonel  commandant  of  several  of 
the  Irish  regiments.  At  the  Revolution  he  returned  home,  where  he 
remained  until  the  Peaee  of  Amiens  in  1802,  when  he  again  proceeded 
to  France.  Unable  to  recover  his  property  there,  he  was,  on  the 
renewal  of  hostilities  in  1803,  by  order  of  Bonaparte,  detained  a 
prisoner  with  the  rest  of  his  countrymen,  and  it  was  only  on  the  King's 
restoration  that  he  was  released. 

26.* — "  Tower  half-|>ence  being  refused  to  be  taken  in  exchange,  Mr. 
Smith,  M.P.,  has  written  to  the  Mint,  who  have  agreed  to  accept  them 
under  certain  conditions." 

28. — Four  troops  of  the  5th  Dragoon  Guard's  marched  from  Norwich 
for  Ipswich.  A  tfoop  of  the  Duke  of  Brunswick's  Oels  marched  in  on 
December  2. 
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DBOBMBBR. 

9. — ^A  riot  waa  occasioned  at  King's  Lynn  hj  sailors  who,  with  a 
number  of  other  persons,  forcibly  took  a  portion  of  the  crew  from  a 
vessel  about  to  sail,  and  demanded  a  general  rise  of  wages.  The 
Brunswick  Hussars  from  Norwich  and  the  Freebridge  and  Lynn  Legion 
speedily  put  an  end  to  the  tumult,  and  three  of  the  rioters  were  taken 
to  Norwich  Castle  under  cavalry  escort.  At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  held 
at  Norwich  in  July,  1815,  the  offenders  were  sentenced  to  two  months' 
imprisonment. 

12. — ^The  Duke  of  Gloucester  left  Holkham  Hall  alter  a  week's  visit 
to  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P. 

13. — ^The  new  tenor  bell  for  St.  Peter  Manoroft  church,  Norwich, 
was  deposited  in  the  tower  prepwratory  to  its  being  hung  in  place  of 
the  old  one,  which  had  been  taken  down  and  broken  up.  The  new 
bell  was  inscribed,  "  To  the  King,  Queen,  and  Royal  Family,  this 
harmonious  peal  of  12  bells  is  dedicated  Thomas  Hears,  London, 
fecit,  1814."  The  weight  was  42  owt.,  2  qrs.,  or  about  28  lbs.  heavier 
than  its  predecessor. 

21. — Gas  light  was  introduced  at  the  shop  of  Mr.  Harrison,  the 
Market  Place,  Norwich.  "  Sixteen  brilliant  lights  were  kept  burning 
for  five  hours  at  the  trifling  expense  of  9d.  in  coals.  The  gas  is  con- 
veyed from  a  small  fireplace  in  the  kitchen  through  tubes  into 
branches." 

31.* — "The  Prince  Regent  has  been  pleased  to  grant  the  dignity  of 
a  baronet  te  Mr.  Thomas  Preston,  of  Beeston  St.  Lawrence." 


1816. 

JANUARY. 

6. — At  Brighton  Pavilion  the  Prince  Regent  conferred  the  honour 
of  knighthood  on  Colonel  Kerrison,   7th  Hussars. 

12. — ^Mr.  Crisp  Brown,  as  *'  Mayor "  of  the  Castle  Corporation, 
Norwich,  presented  to  Mr.  Thomas  Back  a  silver  vase  in  recognition 
of  his  "  zealous  and  liberal  support  of  the  loyal  and  constitutional 
principles  of  the  society." 

13. — At  a  public  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  presided 
over  by  the  Mayor,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  te  petition  Parliament 
against  the  continuance  of  the  Property  Tax  under  any  modification 
whatever.  Both  Members  for  the  city  supported  the  resolutions.  A 
meeting  of  the  owners  of  estates,  and  other  contributors  to  the 
Property  Tax,  in  Norfolk,  took  place  at  the  Shirehouse  under  the 
presidency  of  the  High  Sheriff.  Similar  resolutions  were  adopted  on 
the  ground  that  the  tax  was  ^^  imjust,  unequal,  and  inquisitorial."  At 
Yarmouth,  Lynn,  and  other  towns  in  the  county  like  protests  were 
made. 
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IL — Equestrian  performances  were  given  at  Norwich  Ttieatfe  for  a 
short  season,  comnMncing  on  this  date.  The  ''  beautiful  and  surprising 
troop  of  horses  "  appeared  in  th«  dramatic  spectacles  of  ''  Timour,  the 
Tartar,"  "  Blue  Beard,"  "  The  Tiger  Horde,"  and  ''  Lodorska." 

*"  All  those  who  have  witnessed  the  performance  of  Mens,  du 

Pain,  at  the  Angel  Inn,  Norwich,  particularly  his  emorsing  his  hands 
and  feet  in  boiling  lead,  express  their  astonishment  at  his  feats,  and 
the  room  is  crowded  every  day." 

*"Died,  lately  at  Lynn,  aged  70,  Mr.  William  Mimsen,  who 

pursued  the  employment  of  a  shoeblack.  He  was  reported  to  be  the 
illegitimate  son  of  a  nobleman,  and  would  never  accept  offers  of 
pecuniary  assistance  which  were  secretly  made  to  himi  by  his  unknown 
parents.  He  supported  himself  for  50  years  by  his  humble  employ- 
ment, and  was  generally  known  as  "  Billy  Boots."  (A  detailed  account 
of  this  individual  was  compiled)  by  Hone  from  the  notice  in  the 
Norfolk  Chronigus.) 

15. — The  fifth  great  main  of  cocks  between  the  gentlemen  of 
Norwich  and  the  gentlemen  of  Cambridgeshire  comm£>nced  at  the 
White  Swan  Inn,  Norwich,  and  after  a  sharp  contest^  which  lasted 
the  two  following  days,  was  won  by  the  home  representatives  by  a 
single  battle.     Betting  was  in  favour  of  Cambridgeehire. 

21.* — "The  game  bull  which  has  been  frequently  baited  near 
Carrow  Abbey  is  a  very  gentle  animal,  but  no  dog  has  yet  been  found 
that  can  pin  him  down." 

24. — ^A  prize  fight  took  place  between  Pegg,  "the  noted  bruiser," 
and  Fox,  a  horse  dealer,  of  Costessey.  "  It  lasted  an  hour,  when  the 
former  received!  such  a  *  pegging '  i^at  he  was  carried  off  in  a  state 
of  insensibility." 

^A  sea  eagle,  measuring  seven  feet  six  inches  from  tip  to  tip 

of  its  expanded  wings,  and  three  feet  from  the  crown  of  its  head  to 
the  end  of  its  tail,  was  killed  at  Rolleaby. 


PBBBUARY. 

4:* — "  Messrs.  Mackie,  of  Norwich,  in  a  very  handsome  and  public- 
spirited  manner,  have  presented  the  trustees  of  Carrow  Bridge  with 
nearly  500  plants  of  the  CoBrulean  willow,  and  have  also  been  at  the 
whole  expense  of  planting  them  os  each  side  of  the  road  leading 
towards  Thorpe." 

7. — ^The  new  Theatre  at  Lynn  was  opened  under  the  management 
of  Mr.  John  Bnmton  with  "  Lovers'  Vows  "  and  "  Raising  the  Wind." 
In  addition  to  the  manager,  the  company  included  Mr.  Foote,  of  the 
Theatre  Royal,  Dublin;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hall,  from  the  Theatre  Royal, 
York;  Mr.  Tokeby,  Mr.  Renaud,  Mr.  Gomery,  and  Mrs.  Grove,  of  the 
Theatre  Royal,  Haymarket.  On  the  9th  Mr.  C.  Kemble  appeared  as 
Macbeth;  on  the  11th,  Miss  Eliza  Bnmton  made  ''  her  first  appearance 
on  any  stage  "  as  Desdemona  to  Mr.  Eemble's  Othello ;  and  on  March 
25th  Mrs.  Jordan  appeared  as  Widow  Cheerley  in  "  The  Soldier's 
Daughter,"  and  on  sucoeeddng  evenings  as  Miss  Hoyden  in  "  The  Trip 
to  Scarborough*"  aa  Widow  Belmour,  and  as  Nell  in  "  The  Devil  to 
Pay."    A  brUliant  seaaon  terminated  on  April  18th«    Jt  was  said  that 
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*'  in  beauty,   simplicity,   and  correctness  of  style "  this  house  could 
**  hold  competition  with  any  theatre  out  of  the  Metropolis." 

9. — ^Fifty  thousand  persons  assembled  to  witness  a  balloon  ascent 
by  a  Mr.  Steward  from  the  Prussia  Gardens,  Norwich.  The  balloon 
rose  a  short  distance  and  fell  in  Messra  Mackie's  nursery  grounds^ 
went  up  again  and  desoendled  in  a  garden.  The  mob  ruahed  in, 
tore  the  balloon  to  pieces,  and  would  have  roughly  bandied  the 
aeronaut  but  for  General  Money  taking  him  into  his  carriage  and 
conveying  him  to  a  place  of  safety.  A  public  subscription  had  been 
opened  for  some  weeks  previously  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  ascent; 
and  another  list  was  started  to  recoup  Mr.  Steward  his  loss. 

27. — ^A  cocking  match'  took  place  at  the  Lobster  Inn,  St.  John 
Maddiermarket,  Norwich,  between  North  Walsham  and  Norwich. 
Feed'ers:  Lamb,  for  North  Walsham;  Stafford,  for  Norwich. 


MARCH. 

1. — The  poor  freemen  of  Great  Wymer  Ward,  Norwich,  presented  a 
silver  cup,  of  the  value  of  50  guineas,  to  Mr.  Samuel  Mitdiell,  one  of 
the  nominees  of  the  ward. 

^A  match  was  decided'  at  Blickling  Park  between  three  horses 

belonging  respectively  to  Mr.  Sheppmxd  and  Mr.  Roper,  of  Coleby,  and 
Mr.  Wright,  of  Aylsham.  The  best  of  three  one  mile  beats  was  won 
by  Mr.  Sheppard's  horse.  A  second  race  between  two  horses,  the 
property  of  Mr.  Gay,  of  Oulton,  and  Mr.  Smith,  of  Aylsham,  was  won 
by  thu  former. 

4. — ^Died,  at  Drayton,  Sarah  Codenham,  aged  105.  ''  tliis  poor 
woman  had  been  so  long  in  poverty  and  aiiiiction  that,  according  to 
the  overseer^s  calculation,  she  had  cost  them  £500." 

8. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall,  and  presided  over  by  the 
Mayor,  it  was  resolved  to  petition  the  House  of  Lordis  against  the 
Com  Bill,  which  had  been  passed  by  the  House  of  Conmions  by  a 
majority  of  119.  (The  Bill  was  passed  by  the  Lords  and  received  the 
Royal  Assent  on  the  23rd.) 

16. — Tlie  Expedition  coach  arrived  in  Norwich  "  with  the  gratifying 
account  displayed  in  large  letters  on  its  panels  "  of  tlie  ratification  of 
the  Treaty  of  Peace  with  America.  The  bells  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft 
were  rung,  and  a  bonfire  was  lighted  in  the  Market  Place. 

17. — ^Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P.,  Lord  Albemarle,  and  other  gentlemen, 
while  attending  a  cattle  show  held  on  the  Castle  Ditches,  NorwicJi, 
by  the  Norfolk  Agricultural  Association,  were  attacked  by  a  mob  in 
consequence  of  their  supposed  support  of  the  Corn  Bill  before  the 
House  of  Commons.  Tlie  mob  drove  them  into  the  Angel  yard,  and  it 
was  not  imtil  the  Brunswick  Hussars  had  been  called  out,  and  the 
Riot  Act  read,  that  the  disturbance  was  quelled.  By  strategy  Mr. 
Coke  and  his  friends  escaped  through  the  back  gate  of  the  Andrei  Inn 
and  drove  to  Quidenham  Hall.  Some  of  the  rioters  were  apprehended, 
and  one  of  the  Brunswickers  was  wounded  by  a  stone.  The  Mayor  and 
magistrates  of  Norwich  received  the  commendations  of  Government  for 
their  activity  and  exertions  in  suppressing  the  disturbance.  The  Grand 
Jury  at  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  held  at  Thetford  on  March  29th,  resolved 
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ti 


to  enter  into  a  subscription  to  bring  to  justice  the  instigators  of  the 
late  premeditated  attack  on  Mr.  Coke  and)  other  gentlemen."  On 
May  2nd  the  Corporation  of  Norwich  accorded  their  thanks  to  Col. 
Von  Tempsky  and  the  officers  and  privates  of  the  Brunswick  Hussars 
for  their  prompt  assistance  in  quelling  the  riot. 

^A  curious  raoe  took  place  in  Chapel  Field,  Norwich.  The  com- 
petitors were  Thomaa  Jenner  and)  William  Palmer,  ''two  men  with 
two  wooden  legs  each.''    The  wager  of  £1  was  won  by  the  former. 

25. — In  the  official  year,  ending  this  diate,  Norfolk  (including 
Norwich)  raised  the  sium  of  £219,238  lOs.  IdL  for  the  poor,  church 
rate,  highway  rates,  &c. 

27. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  which  commenced  at  Thetford  on  tiiis 
date,  before  Mr.  Justice  Heath,  a  curious  oase,  the  King  v.  Garratt, 
was  heard.  This  was  a  criminal  indictment  which  had  been  moyed  by 
certiorari  into  the  Court  of  Kinpr's  Bench,  and;  was  tried  at  nisi  prius, 
''It  was  for  a  nmsance  complained  of  by  the  exp>osition  of  a  stallion 
in  the  public  market  of  East  Dereham."  The  Judge  was  of  opinion 
that  the  mere  fact  of  leading  a  stallion  to  market  was  not  an  offence 
indictable  at  law,  and  the  defendant  was  acquitted. 

A  number  of  hiunan  bones  and  upwardls  of  20  urns,  containing  bones 
in  a  calcined  state,  were  this  month  dug  up  at  a  farm  at  Markshall, 
adjoining  the  Roman  camp  at  Caister,  near  Norwich. 


APRIL. 

6. — ^A  new  farce  ("written  by  an  eminent  artist  resident  in  the 
city  "),  founded  upon  the  story  of  "  John  Gilpin,"  and  interspersed  with 
music,  was  produced  at  the  Theatre  Royal,  Norwich.  On  the  17th 
another  new  production  was  staged,  "an  historical  operatic  drama  in 
two  acts,  called  '  The  Rebellion,  or  Norwich  in  1549,' "  by  Mr.  George 
P.  Bromley,  a  member  of  the  Norwich  Company. 

22. — Died,  at  his  son's  house  in  Weymouth  Street,  London,  aged 
67,  Mr.  William  Wilkins,  of  Newnham,  near  Cambridge,  patentee  of 
the  Norwich  Theatre  Royal. 

^The  staff  of  the  West  Norfolk  Militia,  stationed-  in  Norwich, 

received  orders  to  raise  men  by  beat  of  drum  instead  of  by  ballot. 
Recruiting  parties  were  sent  out  for  that  purpose.  It  was  announced 
on  May  13th  that  these  parties,  undfer  the  direction  of  Capt.  Borrow, 
had  been  very  successful  in  obtaining  men. 

24. — ^A  smuggling  lugger  was  captured  off  Hunstanton  by  the  Tiger 
revenue  cutter  with  840  tubs  of  Geneva  on  board. 

26. — ^Died,  at  Norwich,  aged  89,  Dr.  John  Beevor,  an  eminent 
physician. 

MAY. 

2. — ^The  Norwich  Court  of  Guardians  having  em.ployed  surveyors  at 
a  great  expense  to  make  new  assessments  of  property  in  the  several 
parishes  within  the  walls  of  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  equalising 
the  poor-rates,  St.  Saviour's  Vestry  meeting  passed  9f  resolution  pro- 
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testing  against  it  on  the  ground  that  it  would  have  the  effect  of 
inoreaaing  both  general  and  local  taxes.  The  yestries  of  other 
parishes  passed  similar  resolutions.  At  this  time  the  Norwich 
Guardians  raised  about  £20,000  annuallj  for  the  relief  of  the  poor. 

11. — ^Early  in  the  morning  a  boat's  crew  from  his  Majesty's  ship 
Cadmus,  at  Yarmouth,  when  passing  down  the  river  to  the  harbour's 
mouth  with  impressed  seamen,  were  attacked  hj  a  mob  on  both  banks, 
and  sereral  of  the  sailors  were  severely  wounded  with  stones.  The 
mob  seized  the  gig  belonging  to  the  Cadmus  and  destroyed  her.  The 
Admiralty  offered  a  reward  of  £20  for  the  conviction  of  the  offenders. 
At  the  Norfolk  Assizes  held  at  Norwich  on  August  14th,  1816,  before 
Lord  Chief  Justice  Gibbs,  seven  persons  were  indicted  for  riotously 
assembling  and  rescuing  from  the  press  gang,  legally  authorised,  a 
person  who  had  been  impressed.  The  defendants,  with  one  exception, 
were  found  guilty.  In  the  following  December  they  were  sentenced  in 
the  Court  of  King's  Bench  to  nine  months'  imprisonment  each. 

13.— Died,  in  St.  Giles'  Street,  Norwich,  aged  20,  Mr.  H.  Fidier, 
son  of  Mr.  David  Fisher,  manager  of  the  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  Company 
of  Comedians. 

18. — ^At  this  date  a  series  of  disturbances  oocurred  at  Norwich 
Theatre.  Mr.  F.  A.  Vining,  a  member  of  the  company,  in  a  letter 
dated  May  18th,  and  addressed'  to  the  patrons  oi  the  Theatre,  referred 
to  the  "  injustice  and  cruelty  which  had  been  heaped  upon  him  within 
its  walls."  He  had  left  Norwich  to  accept  an  engagement  at  Covent 
Garden  Theatre  and  appeared  there  with  success  for  90  or  100  nights. 
At  the  end  of  the  Londlon  season  he  accepted  a  further  engagement 
at  Norwich,  when,  it  was  alleged,  that  Mr.  Vining,  "  being  found 
unworthy  of  a  situation  in  another  theatre,"  Mr.  Jones,  a  member  of 
tihe  Norwich  Com-pany,  was  "  discharged'  tto  make  room  for  him." 
Mr.  Vining  denied  any  personal  knowledge  of  the  matter.  On  May 
29th  several  friendls  of  Mr.  Jones  were  committed  for  trial  at  the 
Quarter  Sessions  for  creating  disturbances  at  the  Theatre.  At  the 
Quarter  Sessions  on  July  11th  the  recognisancee  of  the  sureties  who  had 
been  bound  over  for  the  accused  were  discharged,  "  it  feeing  the 
intention  of  t^e  prosecution  to  prefer  an  indictment  at  the  ensuing 
Assizes."  At  the  Assizes  held  on  July  25th  the  Grand  Jury  found 
true  bills  against  the  defendants,  when  the  indictments  were  traversed 
and  the  accused  discharged  till  the  next  Assizes.  On  that  occasion 
the  defend'ants  entered  into  recognisances  to  appear  at  the  next  ensuing 
Assizes,  and  no  further  record  is  given. 

20.* — "  The  diversion  of  hawking,  a  spwrt  antiently  much  used,  has 
been  revived  in  this  country  on  a  considerable  scale  by  Lord  Rivers, 
Major  Wilson,  of  Didlington,  amd  Mr.  Downes,  of  Gunton.  Their 
suh^cription  hawks,  under  the  management  of  German  falconers,  have 
afforded  much  amusement  to  numerous  spectators.  Last  week  they 
were  exhibited  at  Newmarket  after  the  races,  and  flown  off  at  some 
rooks  in  the  Flat,  which  they  speedily  brought  down." 

26. — A  Methodist  Missionary  Society  for  the  Norwich  District  was 
formed  at  a  meeting  held  at  Calvert  Street,  Norwich. 

29. — ^The  prisoners  in  the  City  Gaol,  Norwich,  returned  thanks  to 
the  Mayor  and  Corporation  "  for  lOs.  worth  of  beer  given  them  on 
the  anniversary  of  King  Charles  Restoration," 
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JUNE. 

4. — King  George  III.  attained  his  78th  jear  on  this  daj  (Sunday). 
The  Corporation  of  Norwich  attended  service  at  the  Cathedral,  the 
Brunswiok  Hussars  fired  a  feu  de  joie  in  the  barrack  square,  and  the 
Light  Horse  Volunteers,  commanded  by  Major  J.  Harvey,  marched  into 
the  Market  Place,  and  after  thrice  discharging  their  pistols  ^ave  three 
cheers  for  the  King.  *'  The  children  belonging  to  the  SunccBiy  School 
of  the  Independent  Chapel  at  Lynn,  about  800  in  number,  were  regaled 
with  cake  and  wine."  On  the  5th  a  society  at  Norwich,  known  as 
*'  The  Loyal  Heroes,"  celebrated  the  Royal  birthday  by  dining  at  the 
Pigeons,  Charing  Cross. 

6. — ^Married  at  St.  Peter  Mancroft  church,  Norwich,  Lieut.-Col. 
Robert  John  Harvey  to  Charlotte  Mary,  only  daughter  of  Mr.  Robert 
Harvey,  of  Watton.  After  the  service  "the  wedding  party  returned 
to  their  carriages,  a  wedding  peal  was  rung,  and  the  Norwich  Light 
Horse,  forming  a  guard  of  honour,  acted  as  escort  to  the  bride  and 
bridegroom,  and  fired  a  feu  de  joie  in  front  of  their  house." 

1 2. — ^A  grand  camping  match  took  place  at  Ranworth.  "  They 
played  24  a  side,  but  neither  party  goaled  the  ball,  and  it  was  decided 
by  a  bye."     Between  2,000  and  3,000  persons  were  present. 

^A  wrestling  match  for  a  subscription  purse  of  £5  took  place 

at  the  Bird-in-Hand,  Kirby.  The  prize  was  won  by  a  Reedham,  man. 
"  A  grand  milling  afterwards  took  place  between  Chapman  and  Ellis, 
the  Newmarket  Lad.  It  was  strength  and  ferocity  against  soience  and 
steady  courage,  and  was  won  by  the  latter,  who  blinded  his  opponant 
in  25  minutes." 

17. — ^The  Brunswick  Hussars,  commanded  by  Col.  von  Tempsky, 
left  Norwich  on  their  route  to  Harwich  to  embark  for  tihe  Continent. 

23.^New8  was  received  at  Norwich  of  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  fought 
on  June  18th.  Cannon  were  fired,  and  bells  rung  in  celebration  of  the 
victory.  The  rejoicings  were  renewed  on  the  27th,  when  the  Expedition 
and  other  coaches  broupfht  intelligence  of  the  second  abdication  of 
Buonaparte.  The  Expedition  coach,  d^orated  with  laurel  and  flags, 
was  dragged  through  the  streets  to  the  singing  of  "  God  save  the  King  " 
and  ''  Rule  Britannia,"  and  a  bonfire,  fed  with  the  stalls  from  the  fish- 
market,  and  with  other  stolen  material,  was  lighted  at  night. 

24.* — "  That  long  and  justly  oomplained-of  nuisance,  St.  Stephen's 
pit,  is  about  to  be  removed.  The  Corporation  of  Norwich  have  ordered 
a  lease  of  it  to  be  granted  to  Mr.  EVliward  Bacon,  builder,  and  four  houses 
are  to  be  erected  on  its  scite  agreeable  to  a  plan  delivered  by  him  for 
that  purpose." 

JULY. 

3. — ^Holkham  Sheep  Shearing  commenced.  Among  the  implements 
exhibited  was  a  machine  for  spreading  hay.  "  It  was  drawn  by  one 
horse,  and  by  means  of  strong  iron  rakes  affixed  to  an  axle  or  centre 
completely  spread  a  number  of  swathes  (three  or  four  according  to 
the  length  of  the  rakes)  as  fast  as  the  horse  could  walk." 

6. — ^A  "  long  and  scientific  battle  "  took  place  between  Chapman  and 
Ellis  on  a  meadow  on  the  Suffolk  side  of  the  Waveney,  near  St.  Olave^ 
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Bridge.  "From  thfe  first  to  ttie  17th  round  the  superior  size  and 
strength  of  CSiapman  cairied  him  through,  andl  betting  was  two  and 
three  to  one  in  his  favour ;  but,  in  the  18th,  Ellis  went  in  and  gave 
his  opponent  three  desperate  facers,  which  brought  the  betting  even 
till  the  31st  round,  when  Chapman  beginning  to  show  evident  marks 
of  severe  punishment,  had  his  right  eye  closed;  betting,  two  to  one 
on  Ellis.  In  the  54rth  round  the  left  eye  was  closed,  and  his  head  became 
truly  terrific,  and  had  from  its  swollen  state  a  giant-like  i^pearance." 
Ellis  was  the  winner  after  a  contest  of  one  hour,  12  minutes,  for  a 
subscription  purse  of  £71 

8. — Died  at  Swaffham,  aged  88,  Thomas  Chesney,  gardener.  "  What 
is  very  remarkable  he  never  was  more  than  four  miles  from  SwafHiam." 

^The  following  names  were  published  as  those  of  local  officers 

present  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo: — ^Lieut.-Col.  Charles  West,  3rd 
Regiment  of  Guairds;  Lieut,  the  Hon.  Horace  G.  Townshend,  1st  Regi- 
ment of  Guards;  Lieut.  Sigismund  Trafford,  Ist  Royal  Dragoons, 
eldiefl*t  son  of  Mr.  S.  Trafford  Southwell;  Ensign  Alfred  Cooper,  14th 
Regiment,  youngest  son  of  Mr.  C.  Cooper,  Norwich ;  Col.  Sir  Ekiward 
Eerrison,  7th  Dragoons  (i  Hussars)  ;  Lieut.-Col.  Archibald  Money,  11th 
Light  Dragoons;  and  Major  Sir  George  Hoste,  Royal  Engineers. 

11. — ^At  Norwich  Quarter  Sessions,  John  Watson  was  indicted  for 
conspiring  with  two  other  persons  unknown  to  fraudulently  obtain  a 
bank  note  for  £10  from  Thomas  Starling.  The  prisoner  and  two 
persons,  apparently  strangers,  were  boasting  at  a  public-house  how 
much  money  they  pK>88essed,  when  the  accused  taking  prosecutor  aside 
told  him  that  if  he  could  lend  him  a  £10  note  it  would  enable  him 
to  win  a  wager.  The  prosecutor  went  out,  borrowed  the  money,  and 
placed  it  in  the  hands  of  the  prisoner,  who  with  the  other  conspirators 
went  away,  taking  the  money  with  them.  The  prisoner  waa  sentenced 
to  seven  years'  transportation. 

13. — Arrived  at  Yarmouth  two  transports  from  Ostend  with  300  sick 
and  wounded  soldiers  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington's  army.  They  were 
removed  in  keels  from  the  ships  to  ihe  hospital  on  the  Denes. 

15.* — "  The  Postmasters-treneral  have  established  a  penny  post  six 
days  a  week  to  Staihom,  with  open  letter  boxes  for  the  receiving^  of 
letters  at  that  place,  Neatishead,  and  Hov^ton,  near  Wroxham  Bridge." 

28. — The  High  Sheriff,  in  compliance  with  a  requisition  signed'  by 
the  county  justices  in  Quarter  Sessions,  convened'  a  meeting  at  the 
Shirehall,  Norwich,  when,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Robert  Fellowes, 
seconded  by  tihe  Hon.  Col.  Wodehouse,  a  subscription  was  opened  for 
the  relief  of  the  wounded  survivors,  and  the  widows  and  children  of 
the  soldiers  who  fell  at  Waterloo.  This  subscription  amounted  to 
£7,000.     Collections  were  also  miade  in  the  city  and  county  churches. 

29. — ^A  balloon  ascent  was  made  from  the  Ranelagh  Gardens, 
Norwich,  by  Mr.  Sadler.  ^'  All  night  long  himdireds  continued  to  flock 
into  town,  and  at  daybreak  the  road's  were  literally  thronged  with 
people.  Some  hours  before  noon  the  principal  avenues  to  the  Market 
Place  were  blocked  up  with  vehicles  for  which  accommodation  could 
not  be  foxmd  in  the  inn  yards,  and  horses  were  picketed  in  tjie  streets. 
Lodging  and  accommodation  at  the  inns  were  very  difficult  to  obtain, 
and  in  many  instances  a  guinea  was  given  for  a  bed."  Miss  Bathurst, 
daughter  of  the  Bishop  of  Norwich,  present  the  aeronaut  with  a  banner 
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preyious  to  the  ftscent.  The  balloon  rose  at  3.35  audi  deecended  at 
4.30  p.m.,  in  a  field  near  Sprowstou  Hall.  "  Among  the  company 
presMit  in  the  Ranelagh  Gardens  was  General  Money,  who  30  years 
previously,  namely  on  Saturday,  July  23rd,  1785,  made  a  similar  ascent, 
and  was  blown  out  to  sea,  Vhere  he  was  rescued  by  the  Argus  Revenue 
cutter." 

31. — ^A  baker  was  fined  before  the  Mayor  of  Norwich  for  "  exposing 
bread  to  sell  on  the  Lord's  day  before  the  hour  of  ten  o'clock  in  the 
morning."  Shortly  afterward^  15  persons  were  summoned  for  like 
offences,  and  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Bakers'  Company  applied 
that  tiie  fines  might  be  strictly  enforced. 


AUGUST. 

1. — ^A  cricket  match  was  played  on  Henupton  Green  between  the 
united  parishes  of  Litoham,  Dunham,  and  Brisley,  and  of  Walsingham; 
and  FakenhaoL  "  The  latter  team,  although  unparalleled  in  the  annals 
of  cricketeering,  did  not  get  a  single  notch." 

5.* — "  Mr.  Bellamy,  the  favourite  comedian  of  the  Norwich  Company, 
is  engaged  by  the  managers  of  Covent  Garden  Theatre  at  a  liberal 
salary."  The  London  Press  criticised  his  "  provincial  twang,"  and 
described  his  performance  of  the  part  of  Polonius  as  '^  somewhat  out- 
landish." 

8. — ^Died,  at  Downbam  Market,  Mr.  Zachary  Clark,  "  one  of  the 
people  called  Quakers."  He  founded  a  Lancasterian  school  in  the  town, 
and  in  1811  published  an  account  of  the  different  charities  belonging 
to  the  poor  in  Norfolk. 

13. — A  serious  fire  occurred  near  the  church  of  St.  Lawrence,  Norwich. 
Six  houses  were  destroyed.  The  fire  originated  at  the  house  of  a 
cabinet  maker  named  Hubbard. 

15. — ^The  first  division  of  the  West  Norfolk  Militia  marched'  from 
Norwich  for  Ipswich  under  command  of  Major  Bamham;  the  second 
division,  under  Lieut.-Col.  Nelthorpe,  marched  on  the  16th,  and  the 
remainder  on  the  17th.  The  strength  of  the  regiment  was  upwards  of 
500  rank  and  file,  chiefly  raised  in  three  months  by  beat  of  drum. 
The  corps  embarked  at  Harwich,  and  sailed  for  Ireland  on  August 
28th. 

^A  division  of  the  King's  German  Legion,  imder  command  of 

Capt.  Meyer,  marched  into  Norwich  from  Harwich,  where  they  had 
landed  from  Cuxhaven. 

19.* — "  Last  week  a  well-contested'  battle  was  fought  at  Cley  between 
John  Bell  and  the  noted  Matthew  Randall,  well  known  for  his  skill  in 
gymnastic  exercises.  Betting  was  two  and  three  to  one  in  favour  (rf 
Randall.  After  20  minutes'  hard  fighting  Bell  won.  The  known 
bottom  of  Bell  and  the  tried  science  of  Randall  drew  a  oonsiderable 
concourse  of  people,  am;ong  whom  were  noticed  many  distinguished 
characters  of  the  neij^hbourhood.  A  handteome  subscription  was  made 
for  the  conqueror,  who  was  taken  from  the  ground  in  a  gentleman's 
carriage." 

^The    Norfolk,    Suffolk,    and    London    Accommodation    Coaoh, 

owned  by  John  NoUer,  was  advertised  to  leave  the  Norfolk  Hotel, 
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Norwich,  every  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  morning,  at  eight 
o'clock,  and  to  travel  through,  Scole,  Eye,  and  Debenhank  Fares :

He  had  anticipated  the  event  16  years  ago,  and 
had  then  his  coffin  made,  which  he  had  ever  sinoe  kept  in  an  adjoining 
loom,  and  actually  used  aa  a  cupboard." 

22. — The  Corporation  of  Yarmouth  elected  Mr.  Robert  Alderson, 
Steward  of  Norwich,  Recorder  of  that  borough. 

SEPTEMBEB. 

3. — ^A  lad,  named  Henry  Thirkettle,  when  nutting  in  Hempnall 
Wood,  touched  the  wire  of  a  spring  gun,  and  the  diarge  entering  his 
body  inflicted  terrible  injuries.  Williami  Elbbage,  in  the  service  of 
Mr.  Henry  Usbome,  of  Heydbn  Hall,  was  on  Ootober  28th  similarly 
injured.  Mr.  Gumey,  barrister,  was  consulted  as  to  the  legality  of 
the  use  of  spring  guns.  His  opinion  was  that  their  usq  was  not  lawful, 
and  that  in  case  of  death  a  verd&ct  of  murder  might  be  returned  against 
the  master  who  authorised  the  use  of,  and  the  servant  who  set  a 
spring  gun.     A  contrary  opinion  was  expressed  by  another  barrister. 

6. — Died  at  Ber  Street,  Norwich,  aged  68,  Martin  Dnimmee,  a  noted 
bird  fancier,  "  by  whi(^  business  hie  had  accumulated'  considerable 
property." 

9.* — "According  to  the  Charter  of  the  borough  of  Yarmouth,  the 
Aldermen  and  Common  Councilmen  are  annually  to  assemble  and 
choose  before  they  separate  *  the  most  discrete '  alderman  to  be  Mayor. 
The  election  of  Mr.  Cory  did  not  take  place  until  after  a  strong  trial 
of  patience  and  abstinence  on  botlhi  sides.  The  electors  flasembled  on 
the  Tuesday  noon,  and  remained  thnt  up  (with  only  such  provisions  as

19. — At  the  Ya.rmouth  Race  Aseembjy  on  this  d»te  "  it  was  the 
general  remark  that  there  was  too  much  display  in  the  ball-room, 
attributed  by  some  to  the  ladies  in  the  hurry  of  setting  off  having 
left,  wiiat  ought  to  be  considered  a  necessary  article  of  dress,  behind 
them." 

25. — ^Married,  Mr.  D.  Fisher,  manager  of  the  Norfolk  and  Suffolk 
Company  of  Comedians,  to  Miss  F.  B.  Bane,  niece  to  Mr.  Aldrich,  oi 
PulhanL 

Died  at  Bumham  Westgate,  Sir  Mordaunt  Martin,  Bart.,  aged 

76.  He  passed  the  last  60  years  of  his  life  in  retiremient  at  Bumham 
Thorpe,  devoting  his  time  principally  to  the  study  and  practice  of 
agriculture.

26. — ^Died  at  Tarmouth,  aged  50,  Mrs.  HoUandi  ''  Her  death;  was 
occasioned  by  her  being  frightened!  by  the  storieR  of  a  Mrs.  Spaul,  who 
pretended  to  tell  fortunes.''  Mrs.  Spaul  was  committed  to  gaol  by 
the  Mayor. 

29. — ^Mr.  Thomas  Thurtell,  alderman,  andl  Mr.  Williami  Foster  were 
sworn  into  office  as  Sheriffs  of  Norwich^  and  entertained  a  large 
company  to  dinner  at  CThapel  Field  House. 


OCTOBER. 

1. — Died  at  his  house  on  Tombland,  Norwich,  Robert  Dixon,  aged 
35.  He  studied  at  the  Royal  Academy,  settled)  in  Norwich  as  an 
artist  in  1800,  and  gave  lessons  in  drawing.  "  As  a  scene  painter  Mr. 
Dixon  stood  proudly  preeminent,  and  Norwich  Theatre  may  boast  of 
monuments  of  his  greatnese."  A  public  exhibition  of  his  works  was 
held  in  the  room  of  the  Norwich  Society  of  Artists,  and  on  January 
22nd,  1816,  a  performance  was  given  at  the  Theatre,  for  the  benefit 
of  his  widow  and  children. 

17. — ^At  the  Norwich  Quarter  Sessions  the  Grand  Jury  made  a 
presentment  on  the  defective  state  of  the  pavements,  and  expressed 
the  opinion  that,  the  streets  were  inadiequately  cleansed  and  lighted. 

19. — ^A  grand  musical  performance  was  given  at  St.  Stephen's  Church, 
Norwich,  in  aid  of  the  Blind  School.  The  principal  performers  were 
Miss  King,  Mr.  Baarow,  and  Mr.  French;  leader  of  the  band,  Mr. 
Fish;  at  the  organ,  Mr.  Pettet. 

21. — l^e  Norwich,  Ipewichi,  Colchester,  and  London  Post  Coach 
was  advertised  to  start  from  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  Norwich,  at  eight 
o'olock  every  Monday,  Wed'nesday,  and  Friday  morning. 


NOVEMBER. 

4.*— "Died  lately,  aged  101,  Mrs.  Stockings,  of  East  Harling." 

11. — ^The  Day  Norwich  and  London  New  Post  Coach  was  adver- 
tised to  perform  the  journey  between  Norwich  and  the  Metropolis  in 
14  hours.  It  started'  from  the  Rampant  Horse  Inn  every  morning  at 
six  o'clock,  and  arrived  the  same  evening  at  the  Black  Bull  Inn 
and  Spread  Eagle  Inn,  Gracechurch  Street.  It  left  London  at 
six  o'clock  on  the  following  nwrning.  The  proprietors  were  Richard 
Gumey,  Ann  Nelson  and  Sons,  T.  and  J.  Boyce,  Samuel  Bright,  and 
William  Jones. 

14. — ^The  Duke  of  York  arrived  at  Qiiid'enhara  Hall  on  a  visit  to  the 
Earl  of  Albemarle  for  a  week's  pheasant  shooting. 

16. — In  the  Court  of  King's  Bench,  Benjamin  Branford,  Joshua 
Forby,  James  Jessup,  and  William  Quant,  convicted  at  the  Norfolk 
Assizes  of  conspiring  to  falsely  accuse  Mr.  Henry  Goggs,  of  Whissonsett, 
of  a  serious  offence,  were  sentenced',  Branford  to  twelve  months',  Forby 
to  six  months',  and  Jessup  and  Quant  to  three  months'  imprisonment 
in  Norwich  Castle. 

24. — ^Died,  at  Thursford,  Sir  George  Chad,  Bart.,  aged  84.

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27. — ^The  Marquis  Cornwallis,  Earl  and  Lady  Chatham,  and  other 
notabilities,  passed  throuf^h  Norwich  on  their  way  from  Blickling  Hall 
to  Hen  ham  Park. 

30. — ^The  Duke  of  Gloucester,  the  Lord  Bi^op  of  Norwich,  and  the 
Earl  and  Countesa  of  Albemarle,  visited  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke  at  Holkham. 

DECEMBER. 

L — Lord  Sydney  visited  Yarmouth  and  was  presented  with  the 
patent  of  the  office  of  High  Steward  of  the  borough.  His  lordship 
invited  the  Corporation  to  dinner  at  the  Nelson  Hotel,  and  Greneral 
Loftus,  M.P.,  by  whom  he  was  accompanied,  gave  a  ball  at  the  Town 
Hall. 

7. — ^A  sixteenth  share  of  the  lottery  prize  of  £50,000  three  per 
cent,  consols  was  drawn  by  Mr.  C.  Davy,  farmer,  Great  Plimistead.

He  was  8ucceed>ed  in  his  titles,  hereditary 
honours,  and  principal  estates,  by  Mr.  Barnard  Edward  Howard,  of 
Fomham,  near  Bury  St.  Edmund'^s. 

18. — Colombier's  French  Company  of  £k|uestrians  commenced  an 
engagement  at  the  Pantlheon,  Norwich. 

24. — Died,  Mrs.  Mary  Dye,  of  Elsing,  aged  101. 

^Lord  and  Lady  Caatlereagh  arrived'  in  Norwich,  and  after  dining 

at  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  proceeded  on  a  visit  to  Lord  Suffield,  at  Blickling 
Park. 

30.* — ''  A  fire  engine  completed  by  Mr.  Jordan,  an  ingenious 
mechanic,  of  this  city  (Norwich),  and  requiring  only  18  men  to  work 
it,  was  tried  against  one  of  Hadley  and  Co.'s  patent  engines  in  the 
Market  Place  yesterday,  and  proved  equal,  if  not  superior,  to  it  in 
power.     Messrs.  Hadlejr's  engine  coot  .£180  and  Mr.  Jordan's  only  £80."

JANUARY. 

6. — ^At  a  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Freemasons  held  at  Norwich, 
Sir  Jacob  Henry  Astley,  M.P.,  was  elected  Grand  Master. 

6. — Mr.  Thoma«  Coldwell  was  appointed  postmaster  at  Norwich,  in 
place  of  G.  Litchfield. 

*"  One   day  this  week   a  salmon   trout  measuring   one   yard 

four  inches,  and  weighing  twenty-one  pounds,  was  caught  in  Trowse 
River,  near  Norwich." 

18. — Thanksgiving  day  for  the  restoration  of  Peace.  The  Mayor 
and  Corporation  of  Norwich  attended  the  Cathedral  in  state,  and 
services  were  held  at  most  of  the  city  ohuiohes. 
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20. — ^Died,  aged  83,  Mr.  James  Clabbum,  monj  years  keeper  of  the 
Close  Jail,  at  Norwich. 

*"  An  order  ha«  been  received  at  Norwich  for  upwards  of  10,000 

pieces  of  broad  whites  from  the  East  India  Company,  and  distributed 
among  the  different  manufacturers  much  in  the  same  proportions  as 
la«t  year." 

**'  There  is  now  living  in  Fomoett  St.  Mary  a  Mrs.  Knights, 

who  is  106  years  old." 

24. — Mr.  Betty,  originally  known  as  the  Young  Roscius,  commenced 
an  engagement  at  Norwich  Theatre.  He  appeared  as  Douglas,  Sir 
Edward  Mortimer  (**  The  Iron  Chest "),  and  RoUa  ("  Piaarro  '). 

25. — ^At  the  51st  anniversary  meeting  of  the  Castle  Corporation,  at 
Norwich,  Mr.  Thomas  Back  presented  to  the  society  two  medals  to  be 
worn  respectively  by  the  *'  Recorder "  and  "  Steward."  They  were 
intended  to  commemorate  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

26. — ^A  menkorial  was  sent  to  the  Postmaster-General  by  the 
inhabitants  of  Norwich,  setting  forth  the  great  inoonvenience 
occajsioned  by  the  late  delivery  of  letters  by  the  mail.  Afterwards  the 
coach  arrived  at  twelve  o'clock  instead  of  at  one  o'clock. 

27.* — ''Died,  at  Exeter,  aged  63,  Mr.  John  Bennett,  formerly  of 
ihe  Norwich  Theatre." 

29. — Died,  in  his  87th  year,  Mr.  Robert  Harvey,  of  Norwich.  He 
twice  served  the  office  of  Mayor  (1770  and  1800),  and  at  his  death  was 
'*  Father  of  the  City."  ''  He  enjoyed  the  gratification  ol  seeing  his 
three  surviving  sons  holding  high  municipal  positions,  one  of  whom 
received  the  additional  honour  of  being  its  repiresentative  in 
Parliament." 


FEBRUARY. 

3. — Mr.  Dowton  commenced  an  engagement  of  four  nights  at 
Norwich  Theatre.  He  appeared  as  Sir  Anthony  Absolute,  Abednego 
("The  Jew  and  the  Doctor"),  Sir  Francis  Gripe  ("The  Busybody"), 
Scout  ("  The  Village  Lawyer"),  and  Old  Dorley  ("  Who's  the  Dupe?  "). 

4. — ^Died  at  Hamilton  Pla^e,  London,  Robert,  Earl  of  Buckingham- 
shire, Baron  Hobart,  President  of  the  India  Board.  He  was  half 
brother  to  John,  Earl  of  Buckinghamshire,  who  resided  at  Blickling, 
and  who  was  father  of  Lady  Suffield  and  Lady  Castlereagh. 

5. — ^Died  in  St.  Stephen's,  Norwich,  aged  69,  Sir  John  Odingsells 
Leake,  Bart.,  formerly  of  Quebec  House,  Ekist  Dereham. 

12. — ^Mr.  EHliston  appeared  at  Lynn  Theatre  as  Duke  Aranza  ("  The 
Honeymoon  ")  and  Rover  (*'  Wild  Oats  "). 

16. — ^A  high  tide  at  Yarmouth.  The  Denes  and  the  west  side  of 
the  haven  were  inundated.  A  similar  occurrence  had  not  been 
recorded  since  1791.    A  flood  also  took  place  at  Lynn. 

17. — Mrs.  Davison,  of  Drury  Lane,  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  as 
Letitia  Hardy  (**  Belle's  Stratagem  "),  and  on  succeeding  evenings  as 
Maria  ("  Of  Age  To-morrow  "),  Peggy  ("  The  Country  Girl  "),  &c. 

20. — ^A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  when  resolutions 
against  the  continuance  of  the  Property  Tax,  and  a  petition  to  the 
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House  of  Commona,  were  adtopted'.  On  the  9th  a  county  meeting  was 
held  at  the  Shirehouse,  Norwich,  at  which  a  petition  to  both  Houses 
of  Parliamjent  for  repealing  some  of  the  taxes  affecting  agriculture, 
was  unanimously  agreed  to.  The  meeting  was  held  in  consequence  of 
a  requisition  signed  by  farmers  only  who  confined  their  objection  to 
the  clause  in  the  Property  Tax  which  related'  to  ihj&  tenants'  duty,  and 
to  the  Agricultural  Horse  Tax.  On  the  23rd  a  second  county  meeting 
was  held,  when  resolutions  oongratulating  the  county  on  the  rejection 
of  the  Property  Tax  and  the  relinquishment  of  the  War  Duty  on 
malt  were  passed.  A  petition  to  Parliament  was  also  unanimously 
agreed  to,  recomm/ending  a  redtiction  of  the  military  esrtablishnient,  and 
the  adoption  of  such  a  system  of  economy  as  might  render  a  further 
continuance  of  War  Taxes  unnecessary. 

25. — ^IHed  at  Ranworth,  Willianu  Browne,  in  his  104th  year. 

26. — Mrs.  Hartley,  of  Drury  Lane,  appeared  aa  Isabellai  {"  The  Fatal 
Marriage  "),  at  Norwich  Theatre. 

MARCH. 

4. — ^Mr.  Lidedon,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Collyer  and  Master  Taylor, 
commenced  a  four  nights'  engagement  at  Norwich  Theatre.  He 
appeared  as  Capt  Macheath  ("  Beggars'  Opera "),  Hawthorne,  Tom 
Tug,  and  Steady  ("  The  Quaker  "). 

9.* — "  One  day  this  week  some  men  were  opening  in  St.  Peter 
Mancroft  Church,  Norwich,  a  vault  which  had  been  closed  nine 
years,  when  they  found  three  bats  entirely  covered  with  mould  and 
dust.  They  were  in  a  state  of  complete  torpidity,  but  one  of  them 
immediately  took  flight.'' 

13. — ^A  severe  thimderstorm,  accompanied  by  rain  and  hail,  occurred 
at  Tarmouth  and  other  pleuses  in  the  neighbourhood. 

18. — Miss  L.  Kelly,  of  Drury  Lane,  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre 
as  Juliet.     She  was  joined  on  the  21st  by  her  sister.  Miss  F.  Kelly. 

^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  held  at  Thetford,  before  Mr.  Baron 

Wood,  Robert  Lord,  alias  Davies,  and  William  Hardy  were  indicted 
for  having  forged  notes  in  their  possession.  A  curious  circumstance 
led  to  the  detection  of  the  first-named  prisoner.  A  parcel  was  sent 
from  London  by  the  Fakenham  coach  addressed'  to  "  Isaac  Davies, 
Tivetshall  Ram,  Norfolk."  The  address  was  bo  badly  written  as  to 
be  mistaken  for  '^  Swetahall  Ram,"  and,  aa  no  such  place  could  be 
foimd,  the  proprietor  of  the  coaoh  opened  the  parcel  and  discovered  the 
forged  notes.  Lord  was  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  14  years' 
transportation.     Hardy  was  acquitted'. 

19. — ^Died,  Nehemiah  Haylett,  of  Kenninghall,  aged  101. 

21. — Died,  at  Lynn,  Mr.  Thomas  Day,  in  his  87th  year.  He  was 
the  oldest  burgess  in  that  town,  and  the  last  of  the  officers  of  the 
West  Norfolk  Militia,  who,  in  1759,  volunteered  their  services  to  the 
Government.  In  1779,  when  the  Lynn  Volunteers  were  formed,  Mr. 
Day  was  selected  Colonel  Commandant. 

23.* — "Died  lately  at  Dunham,  in  his  85th  year,  Thomas  Grounds, 
and  about  an  hour  alter,  Jane,  his  wifei,  in  her  83rd  year.  They  were 
both  buried  in  one  coffin." 
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29. — ^At  a  public  meeting  held-  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  it  waa 
resolved  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Robert  Fellowes,  seconded  by  the  Rev. 
J.  Ive8>  to  establifth  a  Savings  Bank.  The  bank  was  opened,  with 
offioes  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  on  April  29th!,  and  on  the  iiret  diay 
£86  3s.  6d.  was  received  from  depositors  in  sums  of  Is.  and  upwards. 

30.*— (Advt.)  "  By  desire  of  Thomas  Thurtell,  Esq.,  and  William 
Foster,  Esq.,  Sheriffs  of  the  City  of  Norwich,  at  the  Theatre  Royal, 
on  Saturday,  April  6th,  the  Comedy  of  *  The  Road  to  Ruin,'  the  Faroe 
called  *  The  Lyar,'  and  the  Burlesque  Opera  *  Bombostes  Furioso.'  " 

31. — ^Died  very  suddenly  at  an  advanced  age,  in  the  pulpit  of  Hales 
Church,  the  Rev.  Valentine  Lumley  Barnard,  rector  of  Stockton, 
Norfolk. 

APRIL. 

3. — A  meeting  of  merchants,  mianufacttu*er%  kc,  was  held  at  the 
Guildhall,  Norwich,  when  resolutions  were  passed  to  instruct  the 
members  of  Parliament  for  the  city  to  watch  and  oppose  the  intended 
measure  for  allowing  the  exportation  of  wool  free  of  all  restrictions. 
The  measure  was  for  the  time  relinquished. 

4. — ^A  pubUc  meeting  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  at  which 
it  was  unanimously  resolved  to  petition  Parliament  for  the  repeal  of 
the  Insolvent  Debtors  Act,  as  being  in  its  operation  injurious  to  trad^ 
and  commeroe. 

6.* — "  A  troop  of  the  Ist  Royal  Dragoons  arrived  at  Norwich  from 
Ipswich  last  .week.  The  officers  and  soldiers  were  wearing  their 
Waterloo  medala'' 

^Edward  Lea  was  executed  on   the  C&stle  Hill,  Norwich,  for 

uttering  forged  Bank  of  England  notes. 

15. — Sir  Simon  le  Blanc,  one  of  the  judges  of  the  Court  of  King's 
Bench,  and  many  years  leading  counsel  on  the  Norfolk  Circuity  died 
in  London,  in  his  68th  year. 

Mr-^  and  Mrs.  Bartley,   of  Druoy  Lane  Theatre,  commenced 

playing  a  round  of  characters  at  Norwich  Theatre. 

16. — ^The  Rev.  St.  John  Priest  was  instituted  to  the  rectory  of 
Billingford,  on  the  presentation  of  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P.,  who  **  acknow- 
ledged^ in  a  very  handisome  manner,  the  obligation  he  felt  to  that 
gentleman  for  his  exertions  in  the  cause  of  agriculture,  and  particularly 
as  seoretary  to  the  Norfolk  Agricultural  Association,  which  office  he 
had  held  for  13  years  without  emolument." 

19. — ^A  main  of  cocks  of  21  battles  was  fought  at  the  Feathers 
Inn,  Yarmouth,  between  Uie  gentlemen  of  Norfolk  and  the  gentlemen 
of  Suffolk,  at  five  guineas  the  battle  and  ten  guineas  the  odd.  Feeders  : 
Layton  for  Norfolk,  Reraey  for  Suffolk.  The  match  was  continued  on 
the  20th. 

23. — ^At  Norwich  Quarter  Sessions  John  William  Smith  was  charged 
vrith  stealing  a  silver  spoon  from  the  Waggon  and  Horses  public-house, 
the  property  of  William  Smith,  and  a  coat,  the  property  of  Michael 
Callow,  from  the  Crown  Inn,  St.  Stephen's.  The  prisoner,  a  farmer, 
had  occupied  300  acres  of  land,  and  resided  on  his  own  estate  at 
Great  EHingham.     He  was  sentenced-  to  seven  years'  transportation. 
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24. — By  the  alteration  introduced  by  Grovemment  in  tJie  Local 
Militna  efltablishment  the  pay  of  t(he  permanent  staff  cen«e<),  the 
accoutrements  were  sent  into  store,  and  the  non-commissioned  officers 
and  drummers  discharged.  The  only  officer  retained  was  the  adjutant^ 
who  was  placed  on  the  reduced  pay  of  4  s.  per  diem. 

27. — Died,  aged  85,  Mr.  Henry  Thompson,  one  of  the  chief  burgesses 
of  Thetford.  He  had  been  a  member  of  the  Corporation  more  than 
half  a  century,  five  times  served  the  office  of  chief  magistrate,  and  in 
1806  was  appointed  one  of  the  aaaiatant  justices  of  the  borough. 

MAY. 

3. — ^At  a  quarterly  m^eeting  of  the  Norwich  Corporation  it  was 
ordeir^d  that  the  Hospital  and  City  Committees  be  em'powered  to 
recommend  to  the  next  assembly  to  make  such  abatements  in  the 
rents  of  the  Corporation  farms  as  they  might  think  necessary  in 
consequence  of  the  reduced  price  of  grain,  wheat  being  from  36s.  to 
37b.  ;  barley,  lis.  6d  to  13s.;  and  oats,  9s.  6d.  to  lOs.  6d.  per  coomb. 

11. — ^The  first  division  of  the  West  Norfolk  Militia,  imder  command 
of  Col.  Nelthorpe,  marched  into  Norwich  on  their  return  frOxU  Ireland ; 
tbe  second  division,  under  Major  Barnhami,  larrived  on  the  13th.  The 
regiment  was  cbsembodied  on  June  17th. 

*"  Died  in  September  last  at  Allahabad,   in   his  32nd  year, 

Richard  Turner,  jun.,  Judge  of  the  Provisional  Court  at  Agra,  and 
eldest  son  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Turner,  Great  Yarmouth." 

16. — ^A  serioua  riot  occurred  at  Norwich.  A  crowd  assembled  in 
the  Market  Place,  threw  fire  balls  and  broke  the  windows  at  the 
Guildhall.  They  then  broke  into  the  New  Mills,  threw  a  quantity  of 
flour  into  the  river,  and  carried  some  away  in  flacks.  On  their  return 
from  the  Mills  they  smAshed  many  windows  in  St.  Andrew's,  Bank 
Street,  Tombland,  Magdalen  Street,  and  other  localities.  Dr.  Alderson 
came  out  of  his  hou£e  to  remonstrate  with  them  and  was  knocked  down. 
The  Mayor  and  magistrates  assembled  at  the  Guildhall,  special 
constables  were  sworn  in,  end  the  mob  dispersed.  A  picket  of  the 
West  Norfolk  Militia  was  stationed  all  night  at  the  Guildhall,  and  a 
party  of  the  1st  Royal  Dragoons  patrolled  the  streets.  The  distur- 
bances were  renewed  on  the  18th,  when  the  Riot  Act  was  read,  and 
the  mob  dispersed  by  the  military. 

18. — ^The  proprietors  of  the  Norwich  Expedition  coach  to  London 
by  Thetford  and  Newmarket  announced  a  reduction  of  fares  to  £1  15s. 
for  inside,  and  £1  for  outside  passengers.  From  this  date  the 
Elxpedition  started  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  and  reached 
London  at  nine  o'clock  next  morning. 

20. — ^A  riot  took  place  at  Downham  Market.  Tlie  magistrates 
assembled  at  the  Crown  Inn  were  publicly  insulted,  and  so  much 
disorder  ensued  that  the  Upwell  Yeomanry  Cavalry  were  called  out, 
and  the  Riot  Act  reed',  after  which  the  crowd  gradually  dispersed.  A 
demand  had  been  made  for  wages  of  2s.  per  day  to  be  paid  every 
Monday  and  Thursday.  In  consequence  of  the  farmers  having  refused 
to  comply,  another  disturbance  took  place  on  the  24th',  when  two 
women  and  seveiral  men  were  apprehended  and  committed  to  Norwich 
Castle.     The  priBoners  were  charged  at  the  Norfolk  Assises,  held  at 
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Norwich  in  August,  before  Lord  Chief  Justice  Gibbs,  when  sixteen  were 
found  guilty  and  sentenced  to  death,  but  only  two,  Daniel  Harwood 
and  Thomas  Thod'y,  were  left  for  execution,  which  took  place  on  the 
Castle  Hill  on  August  3l8t.  '*  The  recollection  of  his  wife  and  children 
and  the  horror  of  immediiate  death  oyercame  Thody's  fortitude.  He 
was  nearly  sinking  down  under  the  agony  of  grief  and  terror,  which 
he  expressed  by  oonvulsive  shrieks,  and  was  obliged  to  be  supported 
by  several  men." 

22. — ^At  a  meeting  of  owners  and  occupiers  of  land,  at  IMss,  a  series 
of  resolutions  was  proposed  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Manning,  rector,  in 
favour  of  the  conmiutation  of  the  tithes.  It  was  decided  to  petition 
the  House  of  Commons  on  the  subject.  Similar  meetings  were  held 
in  other  parishes  in  the  district. 

27. — ^Mrs.  Mardyn,  of  Drury  Lane  Theatre,  commenced  an  engage- 
ment at  Norwich  Theatre  \&s  Albina  Mandeville  in  the  comedy  of 
'*  The  WilL"  On  succeeding  evenings  she  appeared  as  Amelia 
Wildenham  ("Lovers'  Vows"),  Widtow  Brady  (**  The  Irish  Widow"), 
Miss  Peggy  ("  The  Country  Girl "),  and  Miranda  ("  The  Busybody  "). 

28. — ^At  a  "  grand  wrestling,"  whi<^  took  place  at  Kirby,  twenty- 
four  '' prof esBOirs "  entered  the  ring,  and  "a  finer  display  of  science 
was  never  exhibited."  A  man  named  Starling  was  the  winner.  "  A 
smart  milling  took  place  between  Brougliton  and  Ives,  the  former  a 
regulaj:  descendant  of  the  great  pugilist  of  that  name.  Ives  proved 
entirely  destitute  of  science  and  was  badly  beaten." 

31. — ^Under  the  sanction  of  the  Norwich  magistrates  and  the 
Court  of  Guardians  the  defective  silver  of  the  kibouring  poor  of  the 
city  was  exchanged  for  current  coin. 

JUNE. 

8.* — "  Died  last  week  at  Reedham,  in  his  104th  year,  John  Andrews, 
a  labouring  brickmaker.  He  married  in  the  early  part  of  his  life, 
and  had  six  children,  who  are  now  old  people.  He  was  left  a  widower 
at  55,  and  at  64  married  his  present  widow,  who  was  but  22.  Not- 
withstanding the  disparity  of  years  she  proved  the  greatest  blessing 
to  him  in  his  old  age,  for  she  treated  him  with  the  greatest  kindness 
and  attention." 

10. — ^A  new  theatre  was  opened  at  East  Dereham  by  the  Noirfolk 
and  Suffolk  CcMnpany  of  Comedians.  "  It  is  fitted  up  in  a  style  of 
neatness  and  elegance  scarcely  to  be  met  with  in  any  country  town. 
The  painting  and  decorations  of  the  interior  were  executed  by  Mr. 
D.  Fisher,  to  whose  known  taste  they  do  ample  oredit.  Mr.  Fisher 
has  brought  with  him  a  most  respectable  company." 

15. — ^Died,  Mrs.  Gross,  of  Swaffham,  aged  100. 

17. — ^At  a  quarterly  assembly  of  the  Corporation  of  Norwich  a  con- 
gratulatory address  was  ordered  to  be  presented  to  the  Prince  Regent 
on  the  marriage  of  the  Princess  Charlotte  of  Wales  and  Prince 
Leopold  of  Saxe-Coburg.  A  similar  address  waa  voted  by  the  Court 
of  Mayoralty  on  July  10th. 

^A  three  days  cocking  match  between  the  gentlemen  of  Norwich 

and  the  gentlemen  of  Norfolk  commenced  at  the  White  'Swan,  St. 
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Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich,  for  10  guineas  a  battle  and  100  g^neas  the 
odd.     Norwich  won  by  aix  battles. 

17. — ^The  old  people  in  the  Great  Hospital,  St.  Helen's,  Norwich, 
having  been  deprived  of  the  dinner  of  roast  goose  on  Michaelmas  Day 
in  consequence  of  the  death  of  the  benefactor  who  provided  it,  Mr. 
Bobert  Partridge  on  this  date  "  signified  to  the  Norwich  Corporation 
his  intention  to  give  £100  as  a  benefaction  that  the  Michaelmas  dinner 
of  goose  may  be  revived  and  continued  in  future." 

18. — Guild  Day  at  Norwich,  The  Mayor  (Mr.  W.  Hawkes)  enter- 
tained the  members  of  the  Corporation  at  luncheon  at  the  Guildhall ; 
and  on  the  19th  "  gave  plenty  of  beer  and  plumb  cake  "  to  the  poor 
of  his  own  and  of  other  parishes. 

^The  first  anniversary  of  the  battle  of  Waterloo  was  celebrated 

at  the  Cavalry  Barracks,  Norwich,  by  a  dinner  to  the  non-commissioned 
officers  and  priviaites  of  the  1st  Royal  Dragoons,  to  other  soldiers 
quartered  in  Norwich,  and  to  pensioners.  The  wives  and  children 
of  the  soldiero  were  also  entertained.  The  cost  was  defrayed  by  public 
subscription,  of  which  £10  was  given  by  the  Corporation. 

29.* — ''  At  Whaplode  Drove  feast  last  week  Mr.  John  Goodger,  aged 
104  years^  danced  a  hornpipe,  sang  a  song,  and  played  at  four-corners, 
the  latter  being  his  favourite  am.usement,  to  the  great  gratification  ol 
the  company  presontw" 

JULY. 

1. — At  Holkham  Sheep  Shearing,  which  commienced  on  this  date, 
improved  horse  hoes  were  shown  by  Mr.  Blaikie,  Mr.  Coke's  farm 
manager. 

10. — George  Wilson,  the  pedestrian,  undertook  to  walk  50  miles  in 
12  hours  at  the  Prussia  Gardens,  Norwich.  He  commenced  at  eight 
o'clock  and  finished  the  first  mile  in  1 1  minutes  35  seconds.  His  pace 
was  afterwards  a  mile  in  from  12^  to  13  minutes.  He  completed  the 
distance  at  7.45  p.m.  with  15  minutes  to  si>are.  On  the  22  nd  a  man 
named  Skipper,  an  ostler  at  the  Barley  Mow  public-house,  Norwich, 
backed  himself  to  walk  over  the  same  course  in  the  same  time,  and 
completed  his  task  in  11  hours  10  minutes.  On  August  27th  Wilson 
commenced  a  walk  of  50  miles  |>er  day  of  13  hours  for  five  successive 
days  on  the  bowling-green  of  the  Grown  public-house  at  South  Lynn, 
and  accomplished  the  task.  '*  What  is  very  remarkable  he  never 
perspired.  On  the  third  day  he  lost  his  great  toe  nail  off  the  left 
foot,  which  he  pulled  out  by  the  roots  in  the  presence  of  numerous 
spectators." 

17. — At  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions  four  labourers  were  indicted 
for  having  riotously  assembled  with  100  other  persons  at  Hockham, 
on  May  19th,  and  destroyed  a  thraehing  machine,  the  property  of 
Mr.  William  Burlingham.  Two  of  the  prisoners  were  sentenced  to 
twelve  months^  and  two  to  three  months'  imprisonment^  and  all  were 
required  to  find  sureties  for  their  future  behaviour.  (This  was  the 
first  machine  breaking  case  recorded  in  the  county.) 

18. — ^After  a  week's  continuous  rain,  which  greatly  impeded  the 
hay  harvest,  a  severe  thunderstorm  occurred.  On  the  31  st  the  crops 
were  beaten  down  by  heavy  rains,  acres  of  tumipe  were  washed  away. 
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and  in  several  villages  the  lanes  were  full  of  water.  On  August  12tih 
there  was  another  heavy  rain,  and  on  August  31st  a  hurricane  blew, 
wrecking  many  colliers  between  Blakeney  and  Mundlesley.  The  rains 
continued  to  the  month  of  October,  wihen,  in  consequence  of  the  low 
lying  lands  being  under  water,  all  hopes  were  abandoned  for  thto 
favourable  termination  of  the  haar7est.  Such  wet  weather  had  not 
been  experienced  since  1799,  in  which  year  there  were  only  166  fair 
days. 

20. — ^A  public  annoimcement  on  this  date  stated  that  thie  follow- 
ing coaches  started  from  the  Angel  Inn,  Norwich: — ^The  London 
Royal  Mail,  by  way  of  Newmarket,  every  afternoon  at  3.45;  the 
London  Royal  Mail,  vid  Ipswich  and  Colchester,  ditto;  the  Wells 
Prince  of  Orange  Post  coach  (William  Sizeland  and  T.  S.  Coldwell), 
Wednesday  and  Friday  at  12.45  p.m.,  Sunday  at  8.15  a.m. ;  Holt 
Duke  of  Wellington  Post  coach  (T.  Goldwell  and  J.  Love),  vid  Aylsham, 
every  afternoon  at  3.45.  From  the  Rampant  Horse  Inn  :  The  London 
Day  coach  (in  14  hours)  every  morning  at  six.  From  the  Norfolk 
Hotel :  The  Telegraph  London  coach  (in  13  hours)  every  morning  at 
seven  o'clock,  vid  Newmarket.  The  last  two  were  opposition  coaches. 
The  proprietors  of  the  Day  coach  announced  that,  although  the 
Telegraph  had  been  started  in  opposition,  they  would  '*  not  risk  the 
lives  of  their  passengers  by  racing  against  time,"  but  would  continue 
to  perform  the  journey  "  with  steadiness  and  regularity." 

29. — One  of  the  new  steam  packets  plying  between  Norwich  and 
Yarmouth  got  aground  on  Breydon.  Mrs.  Clifford  and  other  numbers 
of  thie  Norwich  Company  of  Comedians  were  on  board.  "By  their 
detention  the  performance  at  the  theatre  could  not  take  place,  and 
the  expectant  audience  had  their  money  returned." 

30. — ^A  two  days  cockiog  match  commenced  at  Yarmouth,  "in  the 
large  room  adjoining  the  Feathers  Inn,"  between  the  gentlemen  of 
Norwich  and  th,e  gentlemen  of  Yarmouth. 


AUGUST. 

10. — ^The  annual  exhibition  of  "  The  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Society 
of  Artists  "  was  advertised  to  open  on  tliis  date  at  the  "  New  Room," 
Theatre  Plain,  Norwich.  It  waa  announced  that  "  this  Society  oonsists 
of  the  principal  part  of  the  original  artists."  On  the  same  day  was 
advertised  "  The  12th  annual  exhibition  of  the  Norwich  Original  Society 
of  Artists,  established  1803."  The  exhibition  was  to  take  place  during 
the  Assize  week,  "  in  their  great  room,  Sir  Benjamin  Wrenche's  Court, 
Cockey  Lane."  The  Nobfolk  Chroniclb  makes  this  comment :  — "  The 
schism  which  has  taken  place  among  the  exhibiting  artists  appears 
to  have  been  productive  of  increased  exertions  on  the  part  of  the 
respective  mtembers  of  both  societies.  Our  sincere  wish  to  promote 
their  fame  and  prosp>erity,  and  to  heal  rather  than  to  ferment  their 
differences,  induces  us  earnestly  to  recommend  their  performances  to 
the  attention  and  patronage  of  the  public  which  they  highly  deserve." 

12. — ^Mr.  Kemble  appeared  in  the  part  of  Cato  at  Norwich  Theatre. 
On  succeeding  evenings  he  took  the  characters  of  Penruddock  ("  Wheel 
of  Fortune  "),  King  Lear,  Shylock,  Sir  Giles  Overreach  ("  A  New  Way 
to  Pay  Old  Debts  "),  and  Macbeth. 


uo  Norfolk  annai^.  1816. 

18. — The  Judjres  of  Assize  on  leaving  Norwich  pajBsed  through  Attle- 
boTOugh,  and  attended  seryice  at  the  parish  church.  The  Lord 
Chief  Justice,  Sir  Vioary  Gibbs,  in  walking  through  the  nave,  discovered 
a  stone  on  which  were  his  own  crest  and  aorma ;  the  inscription  thereon 
was  to  the  memory  of  Capt.  John  Gibbs,  who  died  October  22,  1695. 
''Mr.  Le  Neve,"  says  Blomfield,  ''calls  him  the  fam/ous  Capt  Gibbs. 
He  was  a  celebrated  man  on  the  turf  in  King  Charles  the  Secondfs 
time.  He  laid  a  wager  of  500  guineas  that  he  drove  his  light  chaise 
and  four  horses  up  and  down  the  deepest  place  of  the  Devil's  Ditch 
on  Newmarket  Heath,  which  he  performed  by  making  a  very  light 
chaise  with  a  jointed  perch,  and  without  any  pole,  to  the  surprise 
of  the  spectators." 

24.* — ''  Her  Royal  Highness  Princess  Charlotte  ha<s  graciously 
expressed  her  determination  not  only  to  wear  but  to  introduce  and 
recommend  the  coloured  bombazins,  manufactured  in  Norwich."  Mr. 
William  Williment  was  appointed  manufacturer  to  her  Royal  Highness. 

25. — ^A  woman  named  Fox,  100  years  old,  walked  from  Norwich  to 
Plumstead,  a  distance  of  nearly  five  miles.  '^  She  commenced  her 
journey  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning,  rested  tliree  hours  at  her 
friend's  house,  and  walking  home  arrived  at  Norwich  at  seven  o'clock 
in  the  evening." 

31.* — "The  stupendous  undertaking  of  the  tunnel  of  Tavistock 
canal,  communicating  the  Tavy  and  the  Tamar,  was  engineered  by 
Mr.  John  Taylor,  jun.,  of  Norwich." 

Thomas  Moy  was  executed  on  the  Castle   Hill,  Norwich,  for 

sheep  stealing.     "  He  was  33  years  of  age,  farmed  100  acres  of  land 
at  Binham,  and  has  left  a  wife  and  seven  young  children." 

SEPTEMBER. 

7. — Cromer  Theatre  was  described  as  a  place  of  entertainment 
"  fas-hionably  attended."  "  The  house,  or  rather,  bam,  which  is 
neatly  fitted  up,  is  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Eldlred." 

11. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Guildlhall,  Norwioh,  ''the  situation 
of  children  employed  in  sweeping  chimnies "  was  discussed,  *'  and  the 
means  of  superseding  the  necessity  for  such  employment  by  mechanical 
means  "  were  taken  into  consideration.  A  committee  was  appointed  to 
promote  the  use  of  the  sweeping  apparatus,  which,  however,  was  but 
partially  adopted. 

16. — Intelligence  was  received  at  Norwich  of  the  successful  attack 
on  Algiers  by  the  British  fleet,  under  the  command  of  Admiral  Lord 
Exmouth,  on  August  27th.  The  bells  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft  were  rung 
in  celebration  of  the  event. 

23. — A  silver  cup  and  two  drinking  horns  were  rowed  for  by  four- 
oared  boats,  the  best  two  heats  out  of  three,  from  Carrow  Bridge 
to  Thorpe  and  back,  distance  two  and  a  quarter  miles.  Five  boats 
competed.  The  cup  was  won  by  the  Cytherea  (Mr.  Joseph  Stannard), 
and  the  horns  by  the  Friends  (Mr.  Garland). 

OCTOBER. 

4. — ^The  third  or  "  grand  victory  match  "  was  played  on  Hempton 
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Green,   Fakenham,    between   the  Holt    and    Ayldiam   orickot   clubs. 
Aylsham  won  with  seven  wickets  to  spare. 

14. — ^A  public  ni«eeting  was  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  at 
which  it  was  agreed  to  petition  the  L^slature  to  effect  a  retrenchment 
of  the  public  expenditure,  and  a  reform  of  tihe  House  of  Commons. 

17. — The  new  Concert  Boom  in  St.  George's  Bridge  Street,  Norwich, 
purchased  of  the  proprietors  of  the  Steam  Flour  Mill,  and  fitted  up 
by  the  members  of  the  Hall  Concert  (a  musical  society  which  had 
existed  30  years)  was  opened.  The  room  was  capable  of  seating  300 
persons. 

23. — A  pigeon  shooting  match  took  place  on  a  field  near  the  Town 
Close,  Norwich,  between  Mr.  Nicholas  Bacon,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pitman, 
of  Qui  ton.  "  They  fired  21  shots  each,  but  it  proved  a  drawn  bet, 
for  they  each  killed  14  birds.  Mr.  Pitman  brought  down  his  15th 
bird,  but  as  it  fell  two  inches  beyond  the  distance  allowed,  100  yards, 
it  could  not  be  reckoned.  There  were  many  bets  depending,  which, 
of  course,  remained  undecided."  (This  is  the  first  recorded  pigeon 
match  in  Norfolk.) 

24. — ^Wheat  was  standing  uncut  in  several  parts  of  Norfolk,  on  the 
same  farm  where  com  was  sown  for  next  year's  crop. 

28. — ^A  salmon  trout,  57  inches  in  length  and  weighing  16^  pounds, 
was  caught  at  the  New  Mills,  Norwich.  On  the  31st  another  of  26 
pounds  weight  was  taken  at  the  same  place. 

29. — ^At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Corporation  an  address 
was  ordered  to  be  presented  to  the  Prince  Regent,  praying  for  "  the 
utmost  retrenchment  of  the  public  expenditure  consistent  with  the 
welfare  of  the  State." 

NOVEMBER. 

2. — ^Died  at  Narford  Hall,  the  seat  of  Mr.  Andrew  Fountaine,  his 
son-in-law,  Mr.  Thomas  Pen  rice,  of  Great  Yarmouth,  to  whom  the 
eccentric  Lord  Chedworth  left  the  bulk  of  his  large  property. 

9.* — '^  The  wealth  of  Mr.  Watson  Taylor,  the  purchaser  of  Houghton 
Hall,  IS  immense.  For  that  mansion,  and  a  large  traick  of  land  around, 
he  gave  the  Marquis  Cholmondeley  £350,000.  Mr.  Taylor,  by  the 
will  of  an  ancestor,  is  bound  to  spend  £700,000  in  landed  estates,  and 
becddes  the  income  which  may  arise  from  them  he  has  £95,000  a  year.'' 

10. — ^Buxoo,  a  Bengalese,  a  native  of  Calcutta,  was  publicly  baptised 
at  Bumham  Market  church  by  the  Rev.  Johm  Glasse,  by  the  names 
of  John  Heniy  Martin.  He  was  brought  over  to  this  country  in  a  5;hip 
commanded  by  Capt.  Glasse. 

14. — The  Courier  steam  packet  made  its  passage  from  Foundry 
Bridge,  Norwich,  to  Yarmouth  in  three  hours  twenty-five  minutes. 

28. — The  Duke  of  Gloucester  made  his  annual  visit  to  Mr.  T.  W. 
Coke,  M.P.,  at  Holkham  Hall.  During  the  week's  sbooting  Mr.  Coke 
killed  at  Warham  a  female  Falco  LagojmSy  or  rough  legged  falcon, 
measuring  nearly  five  feet  across  the  wings,  and  two  feet  one  inch  in 
lens^h.  The  male  bird  was  afterwards  caught  in  a  trap  at  Wighton. 
Two  of  these  birds  were  taken  the  following  week  at  Wighton. 

Died  this  month,  Mrs.  Tabitha  Starling,  of  Brooke,  aged  103. 
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DECEMBER. 

7. — ^The  Duke  of  Gloucester  conclud'ed}  hi«  visit  to  Holkham.  On 
the  last  day  ihis  Royal  Highness  proposed  the  toast,  "  Prosperity  to 
those  Whig  principles  which  placed  the  House  of  HanoTer  on  the 
Throne  of  Britain." 

14.* — "  Died  lately,  regretted  by  all  who  knew  him,  in  the  65tih 
year  of  his  age,  Charles  Boyles,  Esq.,  Vice-Admiral  of  ih^  Blue,  and 
a  few  years  since  Colonel  of  the  Royal  Marines.  This  distinguished 
officer  oommanded  the  Windsor  Castle  man-of-war  in  the  action  off 
Ferrol,  between  the  English  fleets  under  Sir  Richard  Calder,  and  the 
combined  fleets  of  France  and  Spain.  During  this  engagement  it  fell 
to  the  lot  of  but  few  ships  to  be  adrantageou^y  <^posed'  to  the  enemy. 
The  return  to  Portsmouth  of  the  crippled  Windsor  Castle  with  two 
Spanish  74'8  was  a  triumph  exultdngly  spoken  of  by  Nelson  as  being 
principally  the  achievement  of  a  Noiiolk  man.  Admiral  Boyles  was 
a  native  of  Wells  in  this  county,  and  eldest  son  of  Charles  Boyles,  Esq., 
many  years  collector  of  the  custoiDs  at  that  port.  He  commenced  his 
naval  career  with  Lord  Nelson  in  the  Raisonnable,  when  commanded  by 
Capt.  Suckling." 

21. — ^Wombwell's  "Royal  Menagerie  of  foreign  beasts  and  birds" 
was  exhibited  on  the  Castle  Ditches,  Norwich. 

31 . — ^A  prize  fight  took  place  at  Wickhampton  between  Samuel  Smith 
and  James  Rushmer.  One  hundred  and  eleven  rounds  were  fought  in 
two  hoiirs  five  minutes,  when  the  ring  was  broken  into,  and  owing  to 
the  confusion  it  was  impossible  to  renew  the  fight,  which  was  declared 
drawn. 


1817. 


JANUARY. 

1. — ^At  a  public  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  a  sub- 
scription was  opened-  for  the  relief  of  the  labouring  and  manufacturing 
poor.  Upwards  of  £3,050  was  contributed,  and  several  works  were 
commenced  for  the  improvement  of  the  city.  At  Yarmouth  aver 
£1,000  was  subscribed,  and  460  men  were  employed  in  forming  roads 
to  the  bath-'house,  jetty,  &c. 

4. — Several  coach  advertisements  were  published  this  month.  On 
the  4th  it  was  announced  that  the  Norwich,  Ipswich,  Colchester, 
Chelmsford,  and  Lond'on  Accommodation  coach  (J.  Noller  and  Co.)  set 
out  eveary  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Saturday  from  the  Coach  and 
Horses,  Bethel  Street,  Norwich.  The  proprietors  of  the  Expedition 
ooaxsh  announced  that  a  "  single  body  coach  upon  a  now  construction  " 
would  start  from  the  White  Swan,  St.  Peter's,  Norwich,  every  after- 
noon at  three  o'clock,  and  travel  by  Thetford  and  Newmarket,  to 
London,  where  it  arrived  on  the  following  morning  at  eig'ht  o'clock. 
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^For  the  better  acoommodation  of  outride  paaBengers  tiie  coach  haa 
a  car  attached  to  it  with  an  awning  and  sliding  curtain." 

4.* — "Died  lately,  at  an  advanced  age,  Mr.  Chrin-topher  Jarvis, 
many  years  a  miller  at  Wendling,  and  waa  wounded  at  the  memorable 
battle  of  Minden."

25.* — "  Messrs.  Squire,  Son,  and  Hills,  of  St.  Faith's  Lane,  Norwich, 
in  addition  to  the  rectifying  and  vinegar  depairtments  have  erected 
extensive  works  for  the  purpose  of  making  flour  of  mustard." 

26. — Died  at  Grosvenor  Place,  London,  Caroline,  Dowager  Countess 
of  Buckinghamshire,  widow  of  John,  Earl  of  Buckingham,  of  Blickling, 
and  mother  of  Viscountess  Castlereagh.  "She  requested  in  her  will 
that  none  of  her  family  should  wear  mourning  for  her."  The  funeral 
was  at  Blickling. 

^The  church  of  St.  Michael  Coslany,  Norwich,  was  opened  for 

Sunday  evening  lectures^  in  addition  to  those  of  St.  Andrew  and  St. 
Stephen. 

27. — ^Mlfls  Kelly  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  as  Peggy  ("The 
Country  Girl "),  and  Annette  ("  The  Maid  and  the  Ifogpie  "). 

FEBRUARY. 

L* — ^"Died  lately,  aged  87  years,  John  Hoy,  of  Haokford,  near 
Reepham.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the  48th  Regiment  of  Foot  under 
General  Wolfe,  and  saw  him  fall  on  the  plains  of  Abram,  in  North 
Am>erica.  When  on  saying  his  noble  commander  was  slain  he  was 
knocked  down  by  a  Lieut.  Clarke  with  the  butt  end  of  a  musket.  Hoy 
was  a  soldier  18  years,  17  of  whioh  he  prassed  without  once  reposing 
on  a  bed." 

4. — ^A  loyal  address  was  voted  by  the  Corporation  of  Great  Yarmouth 

congratulatinp:  the  Prince  Regent  upon  his  escape  from  the  attack  made 

upon  him  on  his  return  from  the  opening  of  Parliament  on  January

14. — Died,  aged  70,  at  his  houae  in  the  Close,  Norwich,  Mr.  Robert 
Partridge,  alderman  for  the  Conisford  Ward.  He  was  Sheriff  in  1780 
and  Mayor  in  1781. 

15. — ^Mrs.  C.  Kemble  appeared  at  King^s  Lynn  Theatre  in  the 
character  of  Mrs.  Oakley  ("The  Jealous  Wife").  The  proceeds  of 
the  performance  were  in  aid  of  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  the  poor.

Member  of  Parliament  for  Castle  Rising,  in  place  of  the  Hon.  Caven- 
dish Bradshaw. 

22.* — "  A  Yarmouth  correspondent  is  anxious  to  know  (1)  by  what 
autihority  the  communicatdon  between  the  body  and  aisles  of  Stc 
Georsfe's  Chapel  has  been  cut  off;  and  (2)  why  the  Mayor  or  Lord

26. — An  inquest  was  held  at  Norwich  on  the  body  of  Elizabeth 
Pope,  aged  83,  "  who  on  Sunday  evening,  being  alone  in  her  apart^ 
ment  over  the  portico  of  St,  Lawrence^s  churchy  accidentally  set 
herself  on  fire,  and  was  burnt  in  a  terrible  manner." 

26. — ^Died,  aged  75,  at  Swaffham,  Mr.  Francis  Blomfield,  "the  last 
male  branch  of  the  family  of  Blomiield,  the  county  historian." 

27. — ^Mrs.  C.  Kemble  appeared'  at  Norwich  Theatre  as  Mrs.  Oakley 
C  The  Jealous  Wife  ").  On  subsequent  evenings  she  took  the  parts 
of  Letitia  Hardy  ("  The  Belle's  Strata^^em  "),  Caroline  ("  The  Prize  "), 
Lady  Teazle,  and  Myrtelle  ("  The  Broken  Sword  "). 

T^e  Prince  Regent  this  month  conferred  the  honour  of  knighthood 
on  Lieut.-Col.  Robert  John  Ha'rvey,  K.T.S.,  in  recognition  of  his 
distinguished  services  in  the  Peninsular  War. 


MARCH.

10. — ^Miss  Davison,  of  Drury  Lane  Theatre,  oommenced  an  engage- 
ment at  Norwich  Theatre,  during  which  she  appeared  as  Rosalind, 
Juliana  ("  The  Honeymoon  "),  Maa-garetta  ("  No  Song,  no  Supper  "), 
Lady  Townley  ("The  Provoked  Huaband"),  Miss  Tomboy  ("The 
Romp  "). 

14. — ^A  cliarge  of  blasphemy  was  exhibited*  before  the  magistrates  at 
EsLst  Dereham  against  one  Henry  Balls,  for  publislhing  a  Ihandibill 
entitled  "  The  Great  Assize."     (There  is  no  further  record  of  the  case.) 

19. — ^The  Revenue  cutter  Ranger,  Capt.  Sayers,  of  Yarmouth, 
captured  a  large  lugger  with  an  armed  crew  of  36  men.  In  the  action 
the  Ranger  lost  three  killed  and  seven  wounded.  The  cargo  con- 
sifirted  of  507  ankers  and  945  halves  of  spirits,  27  bales  of  tobacco,  and 
47  bales  of  Bandannas,  the  whole  worth  £8,000. 

24. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assize©,  which  commenced  at  Thetford  on  this 
date  before  Sir  Robert  Grab  ami,  one  of  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer, 
the  crim,  con.  action,  Laton  v,  Beauchamp,  clerk,  was  tried.  The 
special  jury,  without  leaving  tihe  box,  gave  a  verdict  for  the  defendant. 

^l£r.   Bartley   appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre   as  Dr.  Cantwell 

(*•'  The  Hypocrite  ")  and  the  Mook  Doctor.  Mrs.  Bartley  '.n  the  29tli 
played  Lady  Constance  to  Mr.  Bartley's  King  John.  On  subsequent 
evenings  he  impersonated)  Capt.  Allclack  ("  The  Invisible  Girl "),  and 
Sir  Adam  Contest  ("  The  Wedding  Day  "). 

Mr.  Blanohaird,  at  Lynn  Theatre,  appeared  a«  ODapod  ("The 

Poor  Gentleman  "),  and  Crack  ("  The  Turnpike  Gate  "). 

26. — ^Died  at  Trowse  Old  Hall,  aged  77,  General  John  Money,  Colonel 
of  the  3rd  Regimient  of  Norfolk  Yeomanry  Cavalry.  He  entered'  the 
Army  as  a  volunteer  in  EUliott's  Light  Horse  in  the  Seven  Years' 
German  War,  and  was  with  them  at  the  battle  of  Tillinghausen.  He 
was  afterwards  a  captain  in  the  9th  (or  Norfolk)  Regiment  of  Foot, 
and  in  the  American  War  was  Deputy-Assistant  Quarter-Master  General 
to  the  army  commanded  by  General  Burgoyne.  He  was  the  autbor 
of  several  pamphlets  on  military  and  other  subjects.  About  40  years 
before  his  death  he  built  the  mansion  known  as  Crown  Point,  where 
for  more  than  30  years  he  gave  an  annual  ball. 

APRIL. 

3. — ^A  grand  performance  of  sacred  music  was  given  at  St.  Andrew's 
Church,  Norwich.  Mrs.  Card,  a  native  of  the  city,  was  the  principal 
vocalist,  and  the  choruses  were  sustained  by  local  amateurs. 

^Norwich  Infantry  Barracks  (disused)  were  sold  by  auction,  with- 
out reserve,  by  Mr.  R.  Cana,  auctioneer. 

4. — ^A  terrible  explosion  occurred  on  Wright's  Norwich  and  Yar- 
mouth steam  packet  at  Foundry  Bridge,  Norwioh.  Of  the  22  persons 
on  board,  five  men,  three  women,  and  a  child  were  killed;  six  women 
with  fractured  legs  and  arms  were  conveyed  to  the  Norfolk  and 
Norwich  Hospital,  where  one  died;  and  the  remaining  seven  escaped 
without  sustaining  material  injury.     The  sum  of  £350  was  raised  for 
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t^e  relief  of  tlie  sufferers.  A  boat  worked  by  horse  power  was 
Mibsequentty  placed  upon  the  river.  "  l%a  four  horses  walked  as  in 
A  thrashing  machine  or  mill.  Elach  in  his  path  which  wa^  18  feet 
ii\  diameter.  The  horses  by  walking  a  distance  of  two  miles  propelled 
the  vemeA.  six  or  seren  miles." 

6. — ^A  county  meeting  was  held  at  the  Shirehall,  Norwich,  pursuant 
to  requisition  and  presided  over  by  the  High  Sheriff  (Mr.  H.  N. 
Burroughes),  "for  the  purpose  of  congratulating  the  Prince  Regent 
on  his  escape  from  the  late  atrocious  attack  upon  his  person,  and 
of  praying  his  Royal  Highnees  to  dismiss  from  his  presence  and 
councils  those  advisers  who,  by  their  conduct,  had  proved  themrselves 
to  be  alike  enemies  to  the  Throne  and  the  people."  The  resolutions 
were  moved  by  the  Earl  of  Albemarle,  seconded  by  Mr.  S.  T.  Southwell, 
and  supported  by  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P.,  and  the  Rev.  George  Glover. 
They  were  opposed  by  the  Hon.  Col.  Wodlehouse,  Mr.  Edmond  Wode- 
house,  Mr.  Serjeant  Firth,  and  Mr.  J.  Harvey.  The  High  Sheriff 
declared  the  resolutions  to  be  carried  "  by  a  most  decided  majority." 
An  address  founded  on  the  resolutions  was  also  adopted,  and  was 
presented  to  the  Prince  Regent  by  Mr.  Coke  at  the  Lev^e  on  April 
21st. — In  consequence  of  these  proceedings  a  document,  known  as  the 
''  Norfolk  Declaration,"  was  signed  by  upwards  of  900  noblemen, 
gentlemen,  clergy,  and  freeholders  of  the  county,  who  considered  the 
Ministers  **  eminently  entitled  to  the  gratitude  of  their  Sovereign  and 
the  country."  The  Declaration  was  presented  to  the  Prince  Regent 
at  the  Lev6e  at  Carlton  House  on  Ji:dy  1st,  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
of  the  county,  acoompanied  by  the  Earl  of  Orford<,  the  Earl  of  Ancram, 
Lord  C.  Townshends  the  Hon.  Col.  Wodehouse,  tihe  Hon.  Eldward 
Harbord,  Mr.  Edmund  Bacon,  Mr.  Edmond  Wodehouse,  M.P.,  Mr. 
Charles  Harvey,  M.P.,  &c. 

7. — ^Mr.  Incledon  commenced  a  five  nights'  engagement  at  Norwich 
Theatre  previous  to  his  departure  to  America.  He  appeared  as  Haw- 
thorn ("  Love  in  a  Village  "),  and  Harry  Blunt  ("  The  Turnpike  Gate  "). 

14. — ^A  ''  three  double  days'  play  of  cocks  "  commenced  at  the  White 
Swan  Inn,  Norwich,  between  the  gentlemen  of  Norwich  and  t^ 
gentlemen  of  Cambridgeshire,  for  10  guineas  a  battle  and  200 
guineas  the  odd.  Feeders:  Fisher  for  Norwich,  Thompson  for 
Cambridgeshire.     The  match  was  won  by  Cambrid|geshire. 

^A  peal  of  eight  bells,  including  a  new  tenor  cast  by  Moars,  of 

London,  was  open^  at  North  Elmham  by  the  St.  Peter  Mancroft 
company  of  ringers,  who  rang  5,040*  changes  of  Norwich  Court  Bob 
in  three  hours  nineteen  minutes. 

16. — ^A  new  tragedy,  entitled  "Edwin,  Heir  of  Cressingham," 
founded  on  Mrs.  Porter^s  historical  romance,  "The  Scottish  Chiefs," 
and  written  by  Mr.  Edward  Ball,  of  Norwich,  was  produced  at 
Norwich  Theatre  for  the  first  time,  and  received  with  much  applause. 

21. — ^Mr.  A.  T.  Fayerman,  "surgeon  professor"  to  the  "Royal 
Medical  Institution,"  Red  Lion  Street,  Norwich,  presented  to  the  Prince 
Regent,  at  the  Jj&vie  at  Carlton  House,  the  first  annual  report  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  institution,  with  an  address  from  "  the  Brunswick 
Knights  of  Norwich,  and  the  two  lodges  of  the  Ancient  and  Royal 
Order  of  Stagorians,"  congratulating  his  Royal  Highness  on  his  "  escape 
from  the  late  attack."    The  Knights  and  Sta(;orian%  with  a  band  of 
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musio  and  colours,  set  out  from*  the  Rampant  Horse  Tnn  to  meet  their 
President  on  his  return  to  Norwich  on  the  22nd,  "  but  the  harmony 
and  conviviality  of  the  meeting!  were  completely  outraged  by  the 
assembled  mob,  who  broke  the  windows  of  Mr.  Simmon's  house  at 
Prussia  Gardens,  tore  up  the  shrubs,  threw  vollies  of  etones  at  the 
processionists  who  were  on  horseback,  and  broke  the  windows  of  Mr. 
Fayerman's  house  in  Red  Lion  Street."  (The  Stagorians  were  a  society 
foundted  in  1728.) 

28. — ^Died,  at  his  house  in  Berners  Street,  London,  aged  61,  Sir 
Jacob  Henry  Astley,  Bart.,  M.P.  He  was  succeeded  in  his  title  by 
his  eldest  son. 

Died  in  St.  Giles',  Norwich,  Mra  K  Layton,  aged  100  years. 

MAY, 

1. — ^Mr.  Crisp  Brown  and  Mr.  Thomias  Thurtell,  the  two  senior 
aldermen  below  the  chair,  were  returned  to  the  Norwich  Court  of 
Aldermen  without  opposition,  and  on  the  3rd  Mr.  Brown  was 
unanimously  elected  Mayor. 

5. — ^Mr.  A.  Guggle,  of  Wells-neit-the-Sea,  introduced  an  "  improved 
double  bathing  machine,  so  constructed  as  to  render  it  perfectly  safe 
at  all  times,  and  regulated  in  a  few  seconds  to  any  depth  of  water 
preferred  by  the  bather." 

8. — ^The  Norwich  Court  of  Guardians  ordered  a  new  valuation  of 
property  in  the  city  and  hamlets. 

19. — ^The  election  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  in  the  repreeentation  of 
the  coimty  by  the  death  of  Sir  H.  J.  Astley,  commenced  at  Norwich. 
The  candidates  were  Mr.  E.  R.  Pratt,  of  Ry&ton,  and  Mr.  Edmond 
Wodehouse,  of  Sennowe  Lodge.  The  polling  continued  for  Qve  days 
and  closed  on  the  23>rd,  when  the  result  was  declaired'  asi  follows:  — 
Wodtehouse,  3,896;  Pratt,  3,321. 

27. — ^Died  at  his  seat^  Great  Melton  Hall,  aged  86,  Sir  John  Lombe, 
Bart.  He  was  succeeded  in  his  title  by  his  great  nephew,  Mr. 
Richard  Paul  JodTell.  The  deceased  baronet  bequeathed  his  large 
estates  to  Mr.  Edward  Beevor,  of  the  Middle  Temple,  barrister-at-law, 
who  by  special  Act  of  Parliament,  which  received  the  Royal  Assent  on 
July  7th,  was  authorised  to  assume  the  surname  and  bear  the  arms 
of  Lombe  instead  of  those  of  Beevor,  in  compliance  with  a  condition 
in  the  will  of  the  deceased. 

28. — ^The  birthday  of  Mr.  Pitt  was  celebrated  by  a  dinner  at  the 
Assembly  Rooms,  Norwich,  at  which  Mr.  Charles  Harvey,  M.P., 
presided. 

^Died  at  St.  George's  Torabland,  Norwich,  Mrs.  Phoebe  Crow, 

aged  77,  "who  in  40  years*  practice  as  a  midwife  brought  into  the 
world  9,730  children." 

31. — ^Mr.  Betty  appeared  as  Hamlet  at  Norwich  Theatre  on  the 
closing  night  of  the  season,  when  Mr.  Smith,  the  new  manager, 
delivered  an  address  at  the  conclusion  of  the  performance. 

^The  Brampton  Indianman  was  launched  from  Mr.  Bottomley's 

yard,  and  the  Wodehouse  brig  from  Messrs.  Lauker  and  Spong's  yard. 
King's  Lynn. 
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JUNE. 

4. — King  George  III.  entered  upon  his  80th  year.  The  event  waa 
celebrated  in  Norwich  by  the  ringing  of  bells  and  by  a  parade  of  the 
Light  Horse  Volunteers  and  Yeomanry  Cavalry. 

9. — ^Two  thousand  spectators  were  present  at  "  the  10th  annual 
grand  wrestling  match  for  prizes  given  by  &  society  of  amateurs  for 
the  encouragement  of  gymnastic  exercises,"  held  at  Kirby  Cane. 
There  were  24  competitors,  and  the  winner  was  Martin  Hingle. 

17. — Guild  Day  at  Norwich.  Mr.  Crisp  Brown,  the  Mayor  elect, 
observed  all  the  ancient  customs,  and  entertained  300  guests  at  the 
guild  feast. 

18. — ^A  meeting  of  resident  gentry,  clergy,  yeomanry,  and  jM^incipal 
householders  of  North  Greenhoe  and  Brotheroroes  Hundreds,  was  held 
at  Wells-next^the^Sea,  under  the  presidency  of  Sir  William  Bolton, 
when  resolutions  were  passed  expressive  of  their  deep  concern  at  the 
insults  offered  to  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P.,  at  a  meeting  held  at  Norwioh 
on  the  previous  Saturday  and  during  the  county  election,  and  an 
address  was  ordered  to  be  presented  in  accordance  with  I  he  terms 
of  the  resolutions. 

19. — ^Mr.  Mathews  gave  his  entertainment,  ''Mail  Coaoh  Adven- 
tures," at  Norwich  Theatre. 

22. — Moses  Levi,  aged  62,  "  of  tho  Jewish  persuasion,"  was  baptised 
by  the  Rev.  George  Baldero  at  the  parish  church  of  Rainham  St. 
Martin. 

25. — ^A  severe  hailstorm  occurred  in  West  Norfolk.  Some  of  the 
hailstones  measured  six  inches  in  circumference.  Much  damage  was 
done.     Many  rooks  were  afterwards  found  dead. 

JULY. 

5. — Haddock's  exhibition  of  automata  was  opened  in  the  Great 
Room,  Davey  Place,  Norwich. 

7. — ^At  the  Holkhank  Sheep  Shearing,  which  commenced  on  this 
date,  the  addtess  voted  at  Wells-next-the-Sea  on  June  18th  was  pre- 
sented te  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P.,  who,  in  reply,  said  he  did  not  attribute 
blame  to  the  poorer  classes  who  had  been  deluded  into  the  belief  that 
he  was  their  enemy,  but  he  did  blame  the  Mayor  of  Norwich^  who, 
in  his  official  capacity,  should  have  prevented  what  had  taken  place. 
These  remarks  led  to  a  very  long  and  acrimonious  newspaper  corres- 
pondence. 

9. — ^The  Rev.  Charles  Nourse  WodehouBe  was  installed  a  prebendary 
of  Norwich  Cathedral,  in  place  of  the  Rev.  John  Pretyman,  D.D.,  who 
died  at  Lincoln  on  June  5th. 

16. — The  salt  marshes  near  Wells-next-the-Sea  were  inundated  by 
a  high  tide  during  a  northerly  gale,  and  nearly  300  sheep,  the  property 
of  Messrs.  Tuthill,  Moore,  and  John  Blomfield,  of  Warham,  were 
drowned. 

A  meeting  of  the  gentry,  clergy,  and  yeomen  of  the  Hundreds 

of  Guiltcross  and  Shropham  was  held  at  East  Hai-ling,  under  the 
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preddenoy  of  the  Earl  of  Albeioyarle,  when  an  addrem  was  TOted  to 
Mr.  Coke,  M.P.,  and  presented  to  him  at  Thetford  Wool  Fair  on  July 
26tL 

19. — ^Thomas  Carter  was  publicly  whipped  in  Norwich  Market 
Place  for  stealing  a  cow. 

At  the  Norwich  Court  of  Mayoralty,  the  Mayor  stated  that 

complaints  had  been  made  to  him  of  offences  committed  in  th<e  city 
by  bakers,  foggers,  and  others,  exercising  their  trades  on  Sunday.  The 
Court  gave  notice  that  it  was  not  lawful  "  to  make  or  bake  any  bread, 
rolls,  or  cakes  of  any  sort  or  kind  on  the  Lord's  Day,  comimonly  called 
Sunday,"  nor  to  deliver  them  "  at  any  time  after  half  past  one  of 
the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of  that  d^y." 

24. — Skipper,  the  pedestrian,  imd'ertook  for  a  wager  of  25  guineas 
to  walk  from  Norwich  to  Thetford  and  back,  a  distance  of  55  miles, 
in  12  hours.  ^'  He  walked  54  miles,  but  having  only  four  minutes  to 
perform  the  last  mile^  gave  in." 


AUGUST. 

6. — ^Died  at  his  house  in  the  Lower  Close,  Norwich,  aged  55,  Mr. 
Frank  Sayers,  M.D.,  author  of  '^  Poems,  including  Sketches  of  the 
Northern  Mythology,"  and  "  Disquisitions,  Metaphysical  and  Literary, 
Antiquarian  and  Historical."  A  monument,  with  a  Latin  insoription 
by  the  Rev.  F.  Howes,  waa  erected  in  the  Cathedral  to  the  memory 
of  the  deceased. 

7. — Died  at  Hoveton  St.  John,  Mr.  Thomas  Blofeld,  D.L.,  for  many 
years  one  of  the  chairmen  of  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Seesions* 

11. — Sports  were  held  at  ReedSiam  undbr  the  patronage  of  Mr. 
Layton,  of  Reedham  Hall.  The  principal  event  was  a  wreetling 
match,  taken  part  in  "  by  twenty-four  as  fine  athletic  young  fellows 
as  England  can  produce." 

12. — ^A  cocking  match,  "  fought  in  silver,"  between  the  gentlemen 
of  Norwidh  and  the  gentlemen  of  Tarmouth,  commenced  at  the 
Feathers  Inn,  Yarmouth,  and  conclude*  on  the  14th.  Feeders :  Lamb 
for  Norwich,  Nash  for  Y^umouth. 

15. — The  first  stone  of  the  Nelson  Monument  on  the  South  Denes, 
Yarmouth,  was  laid  by  the  Hon.  Col.  Wodehouse  (chairman  of  tiie 
sub-committee),  in  the  presence  of  the  Mayors  and  Corporations  of 
Yarmouth  and  Norwich.  A  civic  dinner  was  given,  and  in  the 
evening  a  ball,  attended'  by  350  persons,  took  place  at  the  Town  Hall. 

^Mrs.  Rigby,  wife  of  Dr.  Rigby,  gave  birth,  at  Framingham,  to 

three  boys  and  a  girl.  One  lived  18  days,  and  the  other  three  from 
eight  to  ten  weeks.  At  a  quarterly  meetinp^  of  the  Norwich  Cor- 
poration on  September  12th,  the  Court  of  Aldermen  resolved  that  a 
piece  of  plate  be  presented  to  Aldennan  and'  Mrs.  Rigby  in  commemora- 
tion of  the  birth,  to  which  the  Commons  *'  cordially  acquiesced  on  the 
understanding  that  if  the  same  event  should  happen  in  their  own 
body  they  should  put  in  a  claim  for  a  similar  complimentary  memento." 
A  violent  personal  dispute  ensued  between  two  members  of  the  Common 
Council,  "  whidh  so  alarmed  eight  of  the  members  for  the  Ward  beyond 
the  Water  that  they  left  the  room  without  leave  of  the  Speaker,  the 
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oonsequence  being  that  the  whole  proceedings  proved  abortive." 
Another  meeting  was  held  on  the  27th,  when  the  presentation  Was 
amicably  agreed  to,  and  on  December  24th  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Rigby  were 
given  a  silver  bread  basket,  ''  with  the  names  of  the  children  and  the 
arms  of  the  family  richly  emblazoned  thereon.'' 

16. — ^The  thirteenth  annual  exhibition  of  the  Norwich  Society  of 
Artists  was  opened  in  Sir  Benjamin  Wrenche's  CJourt.  Mr.  W.  M. 
Sharp  was  president,  Mr.  J.  Freeman  vice-president,  and  Mr.  P. 
Barnes,  secretary.  The  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Original  Society  of 
Artists  advertised  their  thirteenth  exhibition  to  be  held  at  the  New 
Room,  Theatre  Plain — ^Mr.  R.  Ladbrook,  president;  Mr.  J.  Silletty 
vice-president;  Mr.  J.  Thirtle,  secretary.  Both  exhibitions  were 
honoured  by  tSie  presence  of  the  Mayor  and  Corporation. 

Died  at  his  house.  Chapel  Field,  Norwich,  Mr.  John  Ninham, 

aged  63,  artist  and  engraver. 

23. — ^Mr.  Eean  performed  at  Norwich  Theatre  in  the  character  of 
Richard  III.  On  succeeding  nights  he  appeared  as  Othello,  Bertram, 
Sir  Giles  Overreach,  Sir  Ed'ward  Mortimer,  Selim  ("  Barbarossa "), 
Shylock,  Octavian  ("  The  Mountaineers "),  and  Paul  ("  Paul  and 
Virginia").  He  afterwards  fulfilled  an  engagement  at  Yarmouth 
Theatre. 

26. — ^A  contested  election  took  place  at  Norwich  for  the  office  of 
freemens'  Sheriff.  Mr.  John  Lovick  was  returned  with  807  votes  as 
against  718  polled'  by  his  opponent,  Mr.  George  Harvey. 


SEPTEMBER. 

6.* — *^  Last  week  two  troops  of  the  5th  Dragoon  Guards,  under  the 
command  of  Major  Irwin,  marched  into  Norwich  Barracks,  and  rdieved 
the  two  troops  of  the  Royal  Dragoons,  ordered  to  Scotland." 

10. — ^The  Bishop  of  Norwich  confirmed  800  persons  of  both  sexes 
at  a  special  service  held  at  Norwich  Cathedra L 

13.* — "  Died  lately,  at  Madrid,  at  the  house  of  her  sister,  Lady 
Whitlingham,  Barbara,  wife  of  Mr.  Bartholomew  Frere,  his  Majesty's 
secretary  to  the  Embassy  at  the  Ottoman  Porte.  The  marriage  had 
beeu  solenmized  by  proxy!  according  to  tlie  usual  forms,  but  Mr.  Frere 
having  been  detained  at  Constantinople,  neither  had  the  happinees  of 
seeing  each  other  since  their  union." 

26. — Skipper,  the  pediestrian,  undertook  to  walk  60  miles  in  12 
successive  hours  on  Ihe  bowling-green  at  the  King's  Head  Inn,  East 
Derehanoi.  "  He  was  so  exhausted  in  the  last  two  miles  that  he  could 
not  accomplish  his  task." 

^A  meeting  was  held  in  St.  Andlrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  when  an 

auxiliary  association  to  the  London  Society  for  Promoting  Christianity 
among  the  Jews  was  established',  with  the  Lord  Bishop  as  president. 

27. — Died  at  Kirby  Cane  parsonage,  from  injuries  received  by  the 
accidental  discharge  of  a  gun,  the  Hon.  C.  J.  Keppel,  fifth  son  of  the 
Earl  of  Albemarle. 

A  party  of  Indian  jugglers  gave  a  performance  at  Mr.  Noverre's 


ball-room,  "  near  Messra  Ghumey's  bank,"  Norwich. 
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OCTOBER. 

1.* — (Advt.)  "  Christopher  Woods  has  been  a  prisoner  in  Norwich 
Castle  during  four  and  a  haJf  years,  and  there  must*  remain  for  life, 
unless  assisted  with  £20  to  enable  him  to  put  in  an  answer  to  a  bill 
in  Chancery.  The  attention  of  the  truly  Charitable  is  earnestly 
requested  in  behalf  of  this  unhappy  man,  his  distressedl  wife,  and 
four  children." 

11. — ^Mr.  Robert  Baker,  glover  and  breeches  maiker,  of  Wells-next- 
the-Sea,  was  found  murdered  in  Market  Lane,  about  200  yards  from 
the  town.  SUs  skull  was  beaten  in  and  his  throat  cut.  The  county 
magistrates,  assembled  for  other  business  at  the  Shirehall,  Norwich, 
ordered  the  printing  of  3,000  handbills  giving  notice  of  the  murder. 
These  were  taken  by  the  constables  to  every  coach,  fish  cart,  and 
other  conveyance  leaving  Norwich.  A  man  named  James  Johnson, 
29  years  of  age,  was  apprehended  on  suspicion  at  the  King's  Head'  Inn, 
Hethersett,  on  October  15th.  The  prisoner  was  tried  at  the  Norfolk 
Assizes,  h^d  at  Thetford  on  March  19,  1818,  when,  after  a  trial  lasting 
seven  and  a  half  hours,  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  guilty,  and 
he  was  sentenced  to  death  by  Mr.  Justice  Dallas,  "  his  body  to  be 
delivered  to  the  surgeons  to  be  anatomised  "  on  the  Saturday  follow- 
ing. On  the  prisoner  asking  for  '^  a  longer  period  than  two  days  in 
which  to  prepare  for  eternity,"  the  judj^  onlered  death  to  be  post- 
poned until  the  following  Monday,  on  which  day  the  execution  took 
place  on  tlie  Castle  Hill,  Norwich,  in  the  presence  of  6,000  spectators. 
*'Mr.  Wilson,  a  gentleman  from  London,  and  Mr.  Austen,  a  pupil  of 
Mr.  Dakymple's,  performed  the  dissection  and  prepared  the  subject 
for  the  lectures  which  have  been  daily  delivered  by  Mr.  Crosse.'^ 
At  the  trial  an  indictment  was  preferred  against  an  accomplice  of 
the  prisoner,  one  Williank  Hardiment,  not  in  custody.  A  third  man, 
Benjamin  Neal,  was  in  custody  charged  with  being  an  accessory  before 
the  fact,  but  the  biU  was  thrown  out  by  the  Grand  Jury.  (See  March 
28th,  1822.) 

14. — Under  the  direction  of  Messrs.  Beckwith  and  Pettet  a  grand 
Musical  Festival  began  at  Norwich,  and  was  continued  until  October 
L91^  Miscellajneous  ooncerts  were  given  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  and 
selections  from  oratorios  in  St.  Peter's  churohL  'Hie  principal  per- 
formers were  Mrs.  Salmon,  Miss  Frith,  Mr.  Vaughan,  Mr.  Hawes,  and 
Mr.  Bellamy. 

22. — A  single  wicket  match  was  played  at  Holt  by  Frost,  a  member 
of  the  Holt  Cricket  Club,  and  Pilch,  of  the  Litcham-  Club,  for  £10  a 
side.     Pilch  was  the  winner. 

28. — ^Mr.  W.  Finch  announced  that  he  had  acquired  Harper^s 
Gardens,  "near  St.  Stephen's  Gates,  Norwich."  Mr.  Harper,  the 
former  proprietor,  removed  to  the  Falcon  Inn,  Ditchingham. 

30. — Died,  in  his  85th  year,  James  Vines,  for  upwards  of  60  years 
a  member  of  the  St.  Peter  Mancroft  company  of  ringers,  at  Norwich. 

NOVEMBER. 

5. — ^A  salmon  trout,  measuring  40  inches  in  length  and  weighing 
21  pounds,  was  killed'  at  the  New  Mills,  Norwich. 
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7. — ^An  expcreee  arriyed  at  Norwich  bearing  tidings  of  the  death  of 
Princess  Charlotte.  "  Three  post  chaises  and  four  followed  a  few 
hours  after  with  gentlemen  from  some  of  the  first  London  houses,  to 
buy  up  all  the  black  bombazines  that  the  manufacturers  had  on  hand, 
some  of  whom,  however,  had  earlier  intelligence  of  the  melancholy 
event  by  letter  brought  by  the  expresa  messenger,  who  arrived  here 
on  horseback.''  It  was  subsequently  stated :  "  Notwithstanding  the 
immediate  and  nec^s&SLjry  exert iona  of  all  persons  employed  in  the 
manufacture  of  bombazines  and  other  articles  of  sable  hue,  they  have 
not  yet  been  able  to  satisfy  the  demand  for  goods  of  this  description, 
whilst  the  dl-esaanakers,  &c.,  have  found  it  difficult  to  execute  all  the 
orders  they  have  received.  During  the  last  week  all  th-e  coaches  have 
departed  heavily  lad^n  with  manufactured  goods."  On  November 
19th,  the  diay  of  the  funeral,  black  was  worn  generally,  St.  Petei^'s 
bell  was  tolled,  and  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  attended  service  at  the 
Cathedral.  "  The  Mayor  substituted  for  the  official  cloak  of  justice 
one  of  black  crape,  and  he  also  wore  weepers." 

10. — ^Messrs.  Ad'ams'  troupe  of  equestrians  commenced  a  season  at 
the  Pantheon,  Norwich. 

14. — Died,  whilst  on  a  visit  to  Holkham  Hall,  Eaizabeth,  Countess 
of  Albemarle. 

15.* — "  There  have  recently  been  cast  at  the  bell  foundry  at  Down- 
ham  five  clock  bells  for  the  new  General  Post  Office,  Dublin.  A  large 
bell  is  now  preparing  at  the  same  place  for  erection  in  the  Wabash, 
Indiana  State,  North  America,  by  a  religious  society  of  Gennans  who 
have  settled  tiiere." 

20.— Several  persons  "who  had  long  resistedl  the  threats  and 
entreaties  of  the  inhabitants  of  Old  Buokenham  "  weare  convicted  before 
a  magistrate  at  Larlingford,  and  fined-  for  playing  cricket  on  Sunday, 
October  2nd,  on  Old  Buokenham  green. 


DECEMBER. 

5. — ^At  a  special  assembly  of  the  Corporation  of  Norwich  addresses 
of  condolence  were  voted  to  the  Prince  Regent  and  to  Prince  Leopold 
of  Saxe-Coburg,  expressive  of  the  deep  grief  felt  by  the  citizens  on 
the  dieathi  of  the  Princess  Charlotte.  Similar  addressee  were  presented 
by  the  Corporations  of  Yarmouth,  Lynn,  and  Thetford. 


^Died  in  St.  Stephen's,  Norwich,  in  his  74th  year,  Mr.  James 

Hardy,  of  Hethersett.     He  served'  the  office  of  Sheriff  of  Norwich  in 
1800. 

6.— Messrs.  Caldwell,  Waterhouses,  and  Co.,  advertised  the  establish- 
ment of  a  service  of  "new  light  caravans  upon  springs."  The 
conveyances  left  Norwich  every  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday 
morning  at  eight  o'clock,  and  arrived  at  the  Swan-with-two-Necks,  Lad 
Lane,  London,  on  the  following  momintr  at  six  o'clock.  They  were 
despatched  from  London  every  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday 
evening  at  five  o'clock,  and  arrived  in  Norwich  ihe  next  aitemoon 
at  three  o'clock.  The  rate  of  carriage  from  London  to  Norwich 
was  98.  per  cwt.,  and  from  Norwidi  to  London  lis.  per  cwt. 
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15. — ^A  three  days'  cocking  match  commenced  at  the  White  Swan, 
St.  Peter  Manoroft,  Norwich,  between  the  gentlemen  of  Norfolk  and 
the  gentl^oaen  of  Suffolk.  A  main  of  31  cocks  was  won  by  Norfolk 
six  battles  ahead,  and  a.  match  of  1 1  chickens  by  Norfolk  one  battle 
ahead.  The  byes,  of  which  14  were  fought,  were  even.  Stakes :  £10 
a  battle  and  £200  the  odd;  chickens,  £5  a  battle  and  £50  the  odd; 
byes  £10  per  battle.     Feeders :  Lamb  for  Norfolk,  Nash  for  Suffolk. 

16. — ^A  prize  fight  took  place  on  Bungay  Common  between  Sutton, 
the  Black,  and  Ned  Painter,  who  was  accompanied  from  Norwioh  by 
a  large  number  of  his  supporters.  Fifteen  roimds  were  fou^t  in 
one  hour  forty-two  minutes  for  a  purse  of  £100,  £80  for  the  winner 
and  £20  for  the  loser.  Painter,  "  the  beet  man  of  the  day  with 
Norfolk  training,"  won.  "  Several  well-dressed  women  were  present 
at  the  fight." 

20. — ^The  Fakenham  and  London  post  coach,  the  Patriot,  was  adver- 
tised to  run  from  Fakenham  on  Monday,  Wedliesday,  and  Friday.  The 
proprietors  were  Robert  Leamon,  Fakenham ;  T.  W.  Woer,  Swaffham ; 
Thos.  Golding,  NewnMLxket;  George  Barton,  Cambridge;  and  John 
E^mes,  London. 

Joeeph  Penny,  of  Yarmouth,  who  impersonated  Neptime  at  the 

Peace  festival  at  Yarmouth  on  April  21,  1814,  was  drowned  with  his 
son  whilst  mailing  a  small  boat  in  stormy  weather. 

27.* — "  The  commissions  executed  and  presents  sent  from  this  land 
of  turkies  greatly  exceeded  any  former  year.  It  is  calculated'  that 
upwards  of  4,000  have  been  despatched  by  different  conveyances  from 
Norwioh  during  the  past  week,  which,  averaged  at  nine  pounds  each) 
at  lOd.  per  pound,  amounted  to  £1,500.'' 


1818 


JANUARY. 

3. — Shore's  menagerie  was  exhibited  on  the  Castle  Ditches,  Norwich. 

5. — ^The  Norwich  Court  of  Guardians  determined  to  proceed  with 
the  valuation  of  property  in  the  city  and  hamlets.  Messrs.  Rooks, 
Athow,  and  Stannard  were  appointed  to  make  the  valuation  at  the 
remuneration  of  £850. 

6. — ^Twelfth  Day  waa  observed  in  Norwich,  "  when  the  confectioners 
made  a  grand  display  of  tiheir  frosted  and  ornamented  cakes.  Mr. 
Turner,  of  the  Gentleman's  Walk,  had  one  weighing  220  pounds  and 
measuring  three  yards  in  circumference.  It  was  sawn  to  pieces  next 
day."  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Patteson  gave  a  Twelfth  Night  ball  and  supper 
at  their  residenoe  in  Surrey  Street,  at-  which  140  guests  were  present. 

8. — ^At  a  meeting,  presid'ed  over  by  Mr.  T.  0.  Springfield,  at  the 
Swan  Inn,  Norwich,  resolutions  were  moved  by  Mr.  Edward  Taylor, 
and  a  aubscription  raised  to  testify  "the  estimation  in  which  they 
hold  the  extraordinary  and  intrepid  exertions  of  Mr.  Hone,  in  defenoe 
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of  the  liberty  of  the  PresB,  and  to  assist  to  defray  the  expenses  of  his 
repeated  prosecutions." 

Died,  aged  100  years,  Aiihton  Goody^,  formerly  hdeper  of  the 

workhouse  at  Tilney. 

13. — ^At  a  county  meeting  held  at  the  Shirehall,  under  the  presidency 
of  the  High  Sheriff  (Mr.  U.  N.  Burroughes),  addresses  of  condolenoe 
with  tihe  Prince  Regent  and  Prinoe  Leopold  on  the  death  of  the 
Princess  Charlotte,  were  moved  by  Lord  Walpole  and  seoonded  by 
the  Hon.  Col.  Wodehouse.  The  Yen.  Archdeacon  Bathurst  opposed 
the  addresses  on  account  of  the  omission  of  the  name  of  the  Princess 
of  Wales,  and  moved  as  an  amendment  '^  That  any  addresses  to  the 
Prince  Regent  and  Prince  Leopold,  unaccompanied  by  an  address  to 
the  Princess  of  Wales,  would  operate  as  an  insulting  neglect  to  one 
of  the  first  characters  in  the  Royal  Family,  and  as  a  dasrespect  to 
the  memory  of  her  who  was  the  pride  and  hope  of  the  British  people." 
The  an^ndment  was  seconded  by  Mr.  N.  Palmer,  of  Yarmouth.  The 
High  Sheriff  objected  to  put  the  amendment,  as  the  name  of  the 
Princess  of  Wales  had  not  been  included  in  the  requisition.  The 
addresses  were  then  adopted.  Archdeacon  Bathutst  alone  dissenting. 

15. — ^Lord  and  Lady  Castlereagh  and  Prinoe  EIsteifhaKy,  the  Austrian 
ambassador,  passed  through  Norwich  on  their  return  to  London  after 
a  visit  to  Lord  Suffield  at  Blickling. 

16.— Died  at  Old  Windbor,  aged  71,  the  Right  Hon.  Lord  Walsing- 
ham,  of  Merton  HalL  He  was  the  only  son  of  Sir  William  de  Grey, 
Bevertl  years  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  Comanon  Pleas.  Li  1787  he  was 
appointed  joint  Postmaster-Creneral,  and  to  within  two  years  of  his 
death  had  been  chairman  of  the  Committees  of  Privileges,  &c.,  in  the 
House  of  Lords. 

19. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  Yarmouth,  held  at  the  New 
Hall,  upwards  of  £6,000  was  subscribed  for  aiding  a  plan  to  extend 
the  navigation  of  the  river  Waveney  from  Bungay  to  Diss.  The  sum 
of  £5,000  was  raised  in  the  latter  town.  At  a  meeting  held  at 
Bungay  on  February  5th  the  scheme  was  opposed  by  the  landowners 
through  whose  property  the  projected  canal  was  to  pass.  On  February 
13th  the  inhabitants  of  Thetford  met  to  oppose  the  undertaking,  as 
it  was  likely  to  be  injurious  to  the  tolls  of  the  Lesser  Ouse.  It  was 
announced  on  February  28th  that  £20,000  hnd  been  subscribed,  and 
that  the  expense  of  carrying  the  scheme  into  execution  would  be 
£36,931.  A  meeting  was  held  at  Yarmouth  on  March  10th,  at  which 
it  was  decided  '^  out  of  respect  to  Mr.  Adair  and  the  rest  of  the 
proprietors  to  def'er  application  to  Parliament  until  the  ensuing 
Session."  Ultimately  the  scheme  was  abandoned.  In  the  course  of 
the  discussions  on  the  project,  "  it  was  thrown  out  in  a  highly 
respectable  quarter  that  the  end  in  view  might  be  answered  and  all 
objections  obviated  by  the  substitution  of  an  iron  railway  for  a  canal." 
(This  is  the  first  instance  in  Which  a  *'  railway  "  is  mentioned  in  the 

NOBFOLK  ChBONIOLB.) 

^Mr.  Sinclair,  from  Covent  Garden  Theatre,  appeared  at  the 

Theatre  Royal,  Norwich,  as  Oriando  ("  The  Cabinet "),  Apollo  ^in  the 
burletta  of  "  Midas  '*),  and  Henry  Bertram  ("  Guy  Mannering  *'). 

26. — ^Tfae  stacks  of  Mr.  John  Balls,  farmer,  Lessingham,  were 
destroyed  by  fire,  his  calves  suspended  by  their  necks  from  a  beam  in 
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an  oulAH>a8e,  and  other  outrages  committed.  At  the  Norfolk  Assizes, 
held  at  Thetford  in  the  month  of  March,  James  Thompson  was 
indicted  for  firing  the  sUicks,  and,  after  a  trial  lasting  five  hours, 
was  acquitted. 

3L — ^Miss  Davison,  of  Drury  Lane,  commenced  an  engagement  at 
Norwich  Theatre,  during  which  she  appeared'  as  Lady  Teazle,  Priscilla 
TcHnboy  ("  The  Romp  "),  Lady  Bell  ("  Know  your  own  Mind  "),  Roxalana 
("  The  Sultan  ")>  ^^  Ladjr  Racket  (''  Three  Weeks  after  Marriage  "). 

FEBRUARY. 

4. — ^Died,  at  Hethersett,  aged  70,  Mr.  John  Buckle,  one  of  the  alder- 
men of  the  Great  Ward  of  Mancroft,  Norwich.  He  served  Hbe  office 
of  Sheriff  in  1787,  and  of  Mayor  in  1793. 

16. — ^Mr.  Emery,  of  Covent  Garden,  made  his  first  appearance  at 
Norwich  Theatre,  as  Tyke  ("The  School  of  Reform").  His  other 
characters  included  Robin  Roughead  ("  Fortime's  Frolic "),  Zekiel 
Homespun  ("Heir  at  Law"),  and  Sheepface  ("  The  Village  Lawyer"). 

21. — ^Died,  a^ed  88,  Mr.  William  Utten,  of  the  Lower  Close, 
Norwich,  formerly  chapter  clerk  to  the  Dean  and  CSiapter,  and 
secretary  to  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Norwich. 

28.* — ^''Mr.  D.  Fisher,  whose  performance  of  the  arduous  characters 
of  Hamlet,  Macbeth,  and  Richard  III.  at  Drury  Lane  were  so  excellent 
as  to  induce  the  managers  to  engage  him  at  a  liberal  salary  from  the 
commencement  of  neizt  season,  has  been  engaged  to  perform  those 
characters  at  Norwich,  and  will  make  his  first  appearance  this  evening 
in  the  part  of  Hamlet."  Mr.  Fisher  was  a  son  of  the  manager  of  the 
Norfolk  and  Suffolk  Company  of  Com^ians. 

MARCH. 

2. — ^The  Carrow  Bridge  toll  bar,  at  Norwich,  was  let  for  three  years 
at  the  annual  rent  of  £224. 

4. — ^During  a  seyere  gale  from  the  south-east  great  damage  was 
done  to  shipping  on  the  Norfolk  coast,  and  several  Tessels  were 
driven  ashore.  At  the  church  of  Pulham  St.  Mary  the  Virgin  the 
chancel  window,  20  feet  by  1 1  feet,  was  almost  demolished,  and  another 
window  on  the  south  sid^  was  entirely  blown  out  with  the  stone  work. 
Four  large  sheets  of  lead  were  blown  off  the  roof  of  l&aat  Bilney 
Church. 

^It  having  been  represented  to  the  Norwich  Court  of  Mayoralty 

that  '*  the  annual  Fair  on  Tombland  hath  for  several  years  past  been 
continued  to  an  unreasonable  time  of  the  night,  not  only  to  the 
disturbanoe  and  inconvenience  of  the  inhabitants,  but  so  as  to  prevent 
the  decent  observance  of  next  day,  being  Good  Friday,"  it  was  ordered 
''that  the  ensuing  Fair  on  Maunday  Thursday  shall  end  at  eleven 
o'clock  in  the  evening  of  that  day,  when  all  persons  resorting  to  the 
same  are  to  repair  to  their  respective  houses,  and  all  those  who  shall 
have  goods,  stalls,  and  shows  are  directed  to  cease  their  several  trades 
and  occupations  at  the  said  hour  of  eteven,  and  immediately  to  remove 
and  carry  their  goods  and  effects  from  the  said  fairstead."    The  Fair 
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waslhelii  on  March  19,  when  ''  there  were  few  exhibitions  on  Tombland, 
the  ^ow  caravans,  which  were  more  numeroiia  than  usual,  being 
judiciously  arranged  on  the  Cattle  Meadow." 

9. — The  election  of  Common  Counoilmen  for  the  four  wards  of 
Norwich,  commenced  on  this  date.  "  The  ascendency  of  the  Purple 
and  Orange  or  of  the  Blue  and  White  party  in  the  Corporation  is 
supposed  to  have  some  influence  at  a  General  Election,  and  as  that 
event  is  considered  to  be  at  no  great  distance,  neither  money  nor 
exertions  were  spared  to  obtain  a  majority  in  the  Long  Ward"  The 
expenses  were  estimated  at  some  thousands  of  pounds,  from  X15  to 
£4:0  was  paid  for  votes,  and  the  freemen  were  brought  in  carriages 
from  the  country  to  vote  a£  at  a  Parliamentary  EUection. 

10. — ^Married  at  Benacre,  by  the  Rev.  Richard  Gooch,  Capt.  G.  W. 
Manby,  barrack  master,  Yarmouth,  to  Sophia^  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas 
Gooch,  Bart.,  of  Benacre  Hall,  and  sister  of  Mr.  Sherlock  Gooch,  M.P., 
for  Suffolk. 

16. — At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  held  at  Thetford,  the  erim,  con,  action, 
Muskett  V.  Gumey,  in  which  the  d&mages  were  laid  at  J&10,000,  was 
tried  before  a  special  jury.     Verdict  for  the  defendant. 

19. — ^The  first  Norwich  Sick  Poor  Repository  was  held  at  Mr. 
Noverre'e  roomi,  St.  Michael-atrPlea,  on  Tombland  Fair  day.  "The 
room  waa  crowded  by  the  beauty  and  fashion  of  our  town  and  its 
vicinity,  and  the  counters  were  completely  cleared  at  three  o'clock, 
when  the  receipts  amounted  to  £115." 

24. — ^Died  at  Hare  Street,  Romford,  Mr.  Humphrey  Repton,  the 
celebrated  landscape  gardener.     He  was  buried  at  Ayldbam. 

26. — ^The  organ  at  Swaffham  church  was  opened  by  Mr.  Beckwith, 
of  Norwich.  Selections  of  sacred  music  were  rendered  at  the  church, 
and  in  the  evening  a  miscellaneoufl  concert  was  given  in  the  Assembly- 
room.  The  principal  vooalists  were  Mrs.  Card,  Miss  Williams,  Mr.  C. 
Fisher  (tenor),  and  the  choristers  from  Norwich  Cathedral. 

31. — ^Married,  at  Redenhall  Church,  by  the  Ven.  Archdeacon  Older- 
shaw,  Mr.  Gumey  Barclay,  of  Tavistock  Square,  London,  to  Miss 
Fi>ef^eld,  of  Harleston.  ''  On  the  bride's  return  the  horses  were  taken 
from  her  carriage,  and,  amid  the  cheering  of  the  delighted  people,  fhe 
was  drawn,  attended  by  a  band  of  music,  through  the  town." 

APRIL. 

5. — The  Londion  mail  by  way  of  Bury  and  Newmarket  was  dis- 
continued, and  two  light  four-insidte  coaches,  called  the  Mercury, 
substituted,  starting  from  the  Angel  Inn,  Norwich,  at  4.45  p.m.,  and 
from  the  Golden  Cross,  Charing  Cross,  London,  at  six  p.m.,  Sundays 
excepted.  The  proprietors  of  the  Exi)edition  post  coach  substituted 
two  light  poet  coaches  which  ran  from  the  Swan  Inn,  Norwich,  every 
afternoon  at  four  o'clock,  and  from  the  White  Horse,  Fetter  Lane, 
London,  at  4.30.  The  mail  by  Bury  and  NewTnarket  had  been 
esTtablished  33  years,  and  was  discontinued'  from  lack  of  public  support. 
The  Norwich  and  London  mail  by  Ipswich  and  Colchester  continued 
to  run  as  before. 

8. — ^The  Eau  Brink  Drainage  Bill  wae  read  a  third  time  in  the 
Houfie  of  Commons,  and  the  Act  wa«  subsequently  passed  for  increasing 
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the  fund  lor  carrying  into  execution  the  several  preyiouB  Acta  for 
improving  the  drainage  of  the  fens,  and  the  navigation  of  tbie  Eeveral 
Norfolk  rivers  communicating  with  the  river  Ouse. 

II. — Six  prisoners  escaped  from  the  Norwich  City  Gaol  by  breaking 
throu^  an  18-inoh  brick  wall,  whence  they  entered  the  snuff 
manufactory  of  Messrs.  Waite  and  Cozens,  and  with  their  irons  on 
made  their  way  to  the  Market  Place.  With  one  exception  they  were 
speedily  recaptured. 

^*"  According  to  the   returns  of  the  Tax  Ofl&oe  to  March  25, 

1817,  the  Norfolk  Land-tax  amounted  to  £63,471  lOs.  7d.;  redeemed, 
£18,526  16s.  2d." 

14. — ^The  Norwich  Paving  Commissioners,  in  consequence  of  com- 
plaints regarding  the  imperfect  lighting  and  watohing  of  the  streets, 
appointed  a  committee  of  fourteen  of  their  members,  and  co-opted 
other  persona,  to  superintend  the  plaxnng  of  the  watchmen.  The 
committee  were  requested  to  "  occasionally  perambulate  the  city,  and 
to  observe  the  state  of  the  lamps  and  the  conduct  of  the  watchmen." 

18.* — (Advt.)  "  To  be  fought  at  the  White  Swan  Inn,  Norwich,  on 
Monday,  April  2(>th,  1818,  and  two  following  days,  three  double  days 
play  of  oocks  for  10  guineas  a  battle,  and  200  guineas  the  odd,  between 
the  gentlemen  of  Norwich  and  the  gentlemen  of  Cambridge.  Feeders : 
Lamb  for  Norwich,  Thompson  for  Cambridge." 

*(Advt.)     "  The  London  and  Norwich  mail  coach  by  Colchester 

and  Ipswich.  The  Postmaster-Greneral  having  thou^t  proper  to  dis- 
continue the  mail  coach  by  Newmarket,  which  had  been  established 
33  years,  from  the  public  not  having  latterly  given  it  that  support 
which  its  usefulness  demanded,  the  contractors  for  the  remaining  mail 
by  Ipswich  and  Colchester,  which  will  in  future  be  the  conveyance  of 
the  Norwich  letters,  hope  that  so  useful  a  carriap^e  in  this  commercial 
city  and  county  will  have  such  success  as  to  promote  its  future 
encouragement  and  continuance." 

23. — St.  George's  Day  was  observed  in  Norwich  as  the  festival  of 
the  tutelar  saint  of  England  and  as  the  appointed  date  for  the 
celebration  of  the  birthd'ay  of  the  Prince  Regent.  St.  Peter's  bells 
were  rung,  and  at  night  a  ball  was  given  at  Chapel  Field  House. 

24. — ^A  meeting,  presided  over  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Gumey,  was  held  at 
the  Lanoasterian  School,  Norwich,  to  encourage  the  establishment  of 
Sunday  schools. 

26. — ^Died  at  Norwich,  aged  47,  the  Rev.  Augustus  Beevor,  M.A. 
"  He  was  educated  at  Bennet  College,  Oambridlge,  where  he  early 
distinguished  himself,  and  as  a  reward  of  his  literary  merits,  received 
many  college  prizes.  He  was  rector  of  Berghapton,  Norfolk,  and  of 
Otley,  Suffolk." 

27. — ^After  the  interval  of  15  years  the  boundaries  of  the  county 
of  the  city  of  Norwich  were  perambulated  by  the  Mayor  (Mr.  Crisp 
Brown),  attended  by  the  Sheriffs,  several  of  the  aldermen,  city  officers, 
and  others  on  horseback,  and  by  a  great  number  of  persons  on  foot. 
Much  beer  was  drunk  en  route,  and  at  Earlham  the  chief  personages 
were  entertain^  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Gumey,  and  400  men  and  boys  received 
each  a  pint  of  beer  and  a  piece  of  cake.  A  man  swam  the  river  at 
Earlham,  another  crossed  it  at  Hellesdon.  "Wlien  proceeding  in  the 
direction  of  Sprowston  they  were  met  on  the  road,  leading  from 
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Norwich  to  Crostwiok,  bj  Mr.  Jamee  Cozens,  who  formally  declared 
his  intention  to  protest  against  the  etftablidhment  of  the  line  oi 
boundary  which  they  were  taking,  and  pointed  out  a  boundary  mark 
nearer  Norwich,  which  on  inspection  proved  to  be  that  of  St.  Clement's 
parish." 

MAY. 

1. — ^A  two  days'  poll  commenced  for  the  election  of  Mayor  at 
Norwich.  The  poll  was  declared  on  the  2nd  as  follows :  — ^Ald.  Man^ 
821;  Aid.  Leman,  820;  Aid.  ThurteU,  474;  Aid.  Back,  412.  Mr. 
Leman  was  on  the  3rd  elected,  by  the  Court  of  Alderm^i,  Mayor  for 
the  second  time. 

3. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Corporation  it  was  agreed  to  present 
congratulatory  addresses  to  the  Prince  Regent  and  to  the  Princess 
EHizabeth  on  her  marriage  with  the  Hereditary  Prince  of  Hesse 
Homburgih.  On  a  ballot  in  the  commion  council-room  there  were 
24  for  and  24  against  the  addresses.  The  Speaker  (Mr.  Samuel  Stone) 
gave  his  casting  vote  in  favour  of  the  addressee,  which  accordingly 
became  acts  of  assembly. 

6. — ^The  birthday  of  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P.,  was  celebrated  at 
Harleston,  Wells,  WymoncDham,  and  other  places  by  public  dinners. 

12. — ^A  prize  fight  took  place  on  a  field  near  Thorpe  Asylum  between 
William  Cox,  blacksmith,  and  John  Camplin,  a  Norwich  weaver. 
"  Among  the  spectators  were  a  great  number  of  females.*'  Camplin 
was  seconded  by  Ned  Painter,  and  Cox  by  Wharton.  Twenty-nine 
rounds  were  fought  in  42  minutes  for  £5  a  side.  Cox  won.  Another 
fight  between  Pegg  and  Short,  "  who  milled  each  othor  for  more  than 
an  hour,"  resulted  in  the  victory  of  the  latter. 

13. — ^A  new  gallery  erected  in  North  Walsham  church  was  opened 
with  a  grand  selection  of  sacred  music  from  the  works  of  Handel, 
under  the  direction  of  Messrs.  Fish  and  Card,  of  Norwich.  The 
principal  vocal  performers  were  Mrs.  Card,  Mr.  Frewer,  and 
Mr.  Barron,  and  the  choruses  were  supported  by  performers  from  the 
Norwich  concerts,  and  by  the  Cathedral  choristers. 

16. — ^Died  at  Lynn,  Ann  Crawforth,  aged  104,  supposed  to  be  the 
oldest  member  of  the  Methodist  Society. 

18. — Mies  Brunt  on,  granddlaughter  of  Mr.  John  Brunton,  the  former 
manager,  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  as  Letitia  Hardy  {"  The  Belle's 
Stratagem").  Her  other  characters  during  the  engagement  were 
Miss  Hardcastle,  Rosalind,  and  Lady  Elizabeth  ("  The  Day  after  the 
Wedding  "). 

19. — ^A  new  peal  of  six  bells,  cast  and  hung  by  William  Dobson, 
of  Downham  Market,  was  opened  at  Northwold.  Prizes  of  ten  guineas 
and  five  guineas  were  offered  to  competing  companies  who  performed 
the  beet  and  next  best  peals  of  720  complete  changes.  The  New 
Buckenham  and  Hopton  ringers  were  adjudged  equal. 

^At  the  Norwich  Consistory  Couirt,  sentence  of  suspension  for 

two  years  was  passed'  by  the  Rev.  William  Young,  Chancellor,  on  the 
Rev.  Edward  Loathes,  rector  of  Reedham  with  Freethorpe,  for 
neglecting  to  perform  his  ministerial  duties  in  those  churches  for 
about  eight  months  in  the  course  of  the  years  1816  and  1817. 
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20.— Bull-baiting  took  place  on  Caarrow  Hilk,  Norwich.  "The 
game  old  bull  reeisted  ^very  effort  of  the  well-seasoned  dog»,  and 
remained  master  of  the  ring.  A  young  bull  was  afterwards  brought 
in,  who  ie  to  be  trained  up  to  exercise  the  rising  generation  of  the 
canine  speoieo,  and  for  the  amueement  of  the  lovers  of  this  fine  art." 

^A  rowing  match  between  two  four-oaa^  boats,  the  Swift  and 

the  Adriadne,  took  place  from  Carrow  to  Whitlingham.  The  Swift, 
"  rowed  by  four  brothers  of  the  name  of  Lanham,  well  known  on  the 
stream,"  won.  "  The  match  was  for  each  other's  boat,  valued  com- 
plete at  £14  or  £15."  (This  is  the  first  instance  in  which  the  names 
of  the  rowers  are  given.) 

28. — ^The  annual  dinner  in  commemoration  of  Pitt's  birthday  was 
held  at  the  Assembly  Roonus,  Norwich,  under  the  presidency  of  the 
Hon.  Col.  Wodehouse. 

-Tenders  were  invited  for  taking  down  the  existing  and  building 


the  new  bridge,  at  Hellesdon,  either  of  timber  or  iron.  Tlie  Cor- 
poration on  June  30  acoepted  the  tender  of  Mr.  Frost  to  build  an 
iron  bridge  for  £1,140. 

30. — ^Miss  Byrne  began  a  short  engagement  at  Norwich  Theatre, 
during  which  she  appeared  in  favourite  comic  operas  and  musical 
entertainments.  Her  impersonations  included  Adela  ("The  Haimted 
Tower  ")  and  Rosina. 

*(Advt.)     "  A  match  of  cocks  will  be  fought  at  the  Angel  Inn, 

St.  Stephen's,  Norwich,  on  June  15th  and  16th,  between  the  gentle- 
men of  Norfolk  and  the  gentlemen  of  Norwich,  to  show  fifteen  mains 
and  five  byes.  To  fight  for  £5  a  battle  and  £20  the  odd.  Feeders : 
Stafford  for  Norfolk,  Lamb  for  Norwich." 

31. — ^Died  at  Wakefield,  Mr.  Fitzgeraldl,  manager  of  the  Leeds, 
Lincoln,  Sheffield,  and  Hull  Theatres,  and  many  years  a  favourite 
performer  in  the  Norwich  Company. 

JUNE. 

1. — ^Mr.  Charles  Harvey,  M.P.,  issued  an  address  to  the  electors  of 
Norwich,  in  which  he  annoimced  his  intention  of  declining  to  offer 
himself  for  re-«lection. 

2. — ^Died  at  Coltishall,  Mr.  William  Warrant,  aged  100  years. 

4. — ^The  81st  birthday  of  George  III.  was  celebrated  in  Norwich.  The 
Mayor  and  Corporation,  preced^  by  a  band  of  music,  went  in  state 
to  the  CathedrsJ. 

8. — ^A  camping  match,  Norfolk  againet  Suffolk,  took  place  at  Kirby 
Cane  for  £10  a  side,  and,  after  a  spirited  contest,  Norfolk  won.  "This 
is  the  first  thorough  boxing  camping  mcUch  which  has  taken  place  for 
these  last  35  years,  and  considering  that  not  five  out  of  the  twenty 
individtials  who  played  had  ever  before  been  engaged  in  any  pugilistic 
contest^  it  was  astonishing  to  observe  the  spirit  of  gallantry  which 
animated  both  parties.  The  spectators  amounted  to  some  thousand^ 
among  whom  were  many  gentlemen  of  rank  and  fortune." 

9. — ^Parliament  having  been  disoolved  and  the  writ  for  the  election 
received,  Mr.  W.  Smith  and  Mr.  R.  H.  Gurney,  the  "  Blue  and  White  " 
candidates,  made  their  public  entry  into  Norwich.  The  Hon.  Ekl'ward 
Barbord^  the  "  Orange  and  Purfde  "  candddate,  waa  m^t  at  Mile  End 
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on  the  nth.  Hie  barouche  was  drawn  into  the  city  by  the  orowd,  and 
a  large  cavalcade  of  freeholders  and*  freemen  wa»  in  attendance. 
Thence  until  the  day  of  election  there  was  an  active  canvasB  in  the 
city,  and  party  feeling  ran  high. 

15. — Seaman's  Museum  of  Natural  History  was  exhibited  on  Orford 
Hill,  Norwich. 

16. — Guild  Day  at  Norwich.  Many  members  of  the  freemen's  clubs, 
with  blue  and  white  favours  in  their  hats,  and  with,  party  flag»  flying, 
marched  into  the  Market  Place  in  order  to  attend  the  new  Mayor  to 
the  Ciathed'ral.  Alderman  Herring  protested  against  such  a  display  of 
party  feeling  on  this  day.  Mr.  Smith,  the  Parliamentary  candidate, 
addressed  the  people  from  a  window  in  the  Market  Place,  saying  that 
anything  like  party  appeared  to  be  indecorous  on  such  an  occasion, 
and  he  for  one  should  put  his  colours  into  his  pocketc  His  example, 
however,  was  not  generally  followed.  After  service  at  the  Cathedkul 
Mr.  Barnabas  Leman  was  sworn  in  as  Mayor,  and  the  guild  feast, 
given  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  wa«  attended  by  300  guests. 

17. — Norwich  EHection  began  on  this  day,  and  the  poll  closed  on 
the  day  following  at  1.30  p.m.,  with  the  following  result: — ^W.  Smith, 
2,089 ;  R.  H.  Gumey,  2,032 ;  the  Hon.  Edward  Harbord,  1,475.  The 
two  first-named  were  returned. 

^Thetford  Election :  Lord  C.  Fitzroy  and  Mr.  N.  R.  Colboume 

were  returned  without  a  contest,  on  the  withdrawal  of  Mr.  Webster. 

Castle  Rising  Eleetion :    Lord  Rocksavage  ajnd  the  Hon.  F. 

Greville  Howard  were  returned  unopposed. 

18. — ^Lynn  Election:  Lord  Walpole  and  Sir  M.  B.  ffolkeo  were 
returned  unopposed. 

19. — ^Yarmouth  Election:  The  Hon.  George  Anson,  780;  C.  E. 
Rumbold,  760;  E.  K.  Lacon,  651;  General  Loftus,  612.  The  two 
first-named  were  elected'. 

23.— Norfolk  Election  :  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke  and  Mr.  E.  Wodeiiouse  were 
returned  imopposed.  Mr.  Philip  Hamond,  of  Westaore^  opened  a 
canvass  in  opposition  to  Mr.  Wodehouse,  but  relinquisibied  it  on  the  eve 
of  the  election.  After  the  chairing  Mr.  Coke  and  his  friends  dined 
at  the  Swan  Inn,  Norwich,  and  Mr.  Wodehouse  and  his  supporters  at 
the  Angel  Inn.  At  night  tlie  members  attended  the  ball  at  Chapel 
Field  House,  where  the  dancing  was  opened'  by  Mr.  Coke  and  Mrs. 
Micklethwaite  and  by  Mr.  Wodehouse  and  Mrs.  N.  Bacon. 

Dr.  C.  Brown,  of  Margaretta  Farm,  and  Mr.  T.  B.  Plestow,  of 
Watlington  Hall,  received,  this  month,  the  honour  of  knighthood. 


JULY. 

4.— Spring,  Scroggins,  Purcell,  and  other  celebrated  pugilists,  gave 
a  boxing  display  at  the  Swan  Inn,  Norwich. 

6. — Died,  aged  78,  Mr.  Richard  Beatniffe,  many  years  a  well-known 
bookseller  in  Norwich. 

Holkham  Sheep  Shearing  commenced.  The  only  new  imple- 
ments exhibited  were  a  manure  drill,  by  Mr.  Frost,  of  Saham,  and  a 
self-sowing  dibbling  machine,  by  Air.  Woodward,  of  Norwidb. 
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12. — ^A  severe  drought  of  nine  weeks'  dhiration  was  ended  on  this 
day  by  a  "  joyful  rain." 

A  new  light  post  coach,  called  "  The  Day,"  carrying  four  insides 

and  ten  outsid^es,  commenced  nmning  from  the  Angel  Inn,  Market 
Place,  Norwich,  to  the  Crown  and  Anchor  Tavern,  the  Quay, 
Taxmouth.  The  journey  occupied  three  hours  each  way,  and  the  coach 
was  owned  by  T.  S.  Coldwell  and  Co. 

13. — ^Racea  for  hackneys,  hunters,  and  ponies,  took  place  at  Wells- 
nezt-the-Sea,  upon  *'  a  fine  level  width  of  firmi  beach  sand."  An 
immense  concourse  of  spectators  attended. 

15. — Died  at  St.  Peter  Manoroft,  Norwich,  aged  72,  Capt  James 
Murray,  adjutant  of  the  2nd  Regiment  of  Norfolk  Yeomanry  Cavalry, 
and  formerly  captain  in  the  9th  Regiment  of  Foot.  He  served  with 
distinction  during  the  whole  of  the  American  War. 

16. — ^The  first  stone  of  a  new  bridge  at  Letheringsett  was  laid  by 
Mrs.  Best,  of  Bayfield  Hall.  The  company,  after  being  entertained  to 
breakfast  by  Mr.  William  Hardy,  proceeded  through  his  gardens  to 
a  deep  excavation  in  the  bed  of  the  river,  where  the  stone  was  plaoed 
in  position  amid  the  cheers  of  the  spectators  and  the  firing  of  guns. 

20. — ^Tho  performances  of  Mr.  David  Fishei^s  company  in  "  the 
elegant  little  theatre"  at  East  Dereham!,  terminated  on  this  date, 
"  when  the  performers  assembled  on  the  stage  and  drank  a  parting 
glass  and  bade  farewell  of  the  crowded  audience  amid  shouts  of 
applause." 

22. — A  grand  cricket  match  played  on  Newmarket  Heath  for  330 
guineas  a  side,  between  the  Holt  and  Newmarket  clubs.  It  concluded 
on  the  23rd,  when  the  score  was  as  follows :  — Newmarket,  84-101 ; 
Holt,  114-74. 

23. — ^A  silver  cup  was  rowed  for  by  three  boats  at  Norwich,  and 
won  by  the  Apollo  (Bacon).     Distance,  five  milee;  time,  38 j^  minutes. 

^A  troop  of  the  15th  Light  Dragoons  (King's  Hussars),  com- 
manded by  Major  Cochrane,  marched  into  Norwich  to  relieve  the 
5th  Dragoon  Guards,  who  the  same  day  set  out  for  York. 

25.* — "  Mr.  Case,  a  respectable  farmer,  at  Stratton  Strawless,  lately 
sustained  a  loss  of  30  young  turkies  and  11  goslings,  all  which,  a 
voracious  fat  sow  dievoured  after  a  hearty  breakfast." 

27. — Mr.  Blanchard,  of  Covent  Garden  Theatre,  appeared  at 
Norwich  Theatre  as  General  Heartall  ("The  Soldier's  Daughter"). 
Among  the  other  characters  impersonated  by  him  during  his  engage- 
ment were  Crack  ("  The  Turnpike  Gate  "),  lizarillo  ("  Two  Strings  to 
your  Bow"),  Abednego  ("Jew  and  Doctor"),  Caleb  Quotem  ("The 
Wags  of  Windsor  "),  and  Dr.  Ollapod  ("  The  Poor  GenUeman  "). 

^At  a  meeting  of  the  merchants  of  the  city,  held  at  the  Angel 

Inn,  Norwich,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  Crisp  Brown,  it  was  agreed 
to  open  up  a  trade  from  Gainsborough  to  Yarmouth,  and  to  employ 
four  vessels  to  sail  alternately  from  both  places. 

31. — ^Died  at  his  house  in  St.  James's  Square,  London,  Visooimt 
Anson.  He  married  in  1794  Ann  Margaret,  second  daughter  of  Mr. 
T.  W.  Coke,  of  Holkham,  and  was  succeeded  in  his  title  and  estates 
by  the  Hon.  Thomas  William  Anson,  M.P.  for  Yarmouth.

AUGUST. 

12. — ^Two  gentlemen  "  angling  on  that  beautiful  riyer  at  Bucken- 
ham,  belonging  to  Sir  Thomas  B^uchamp  Prootor,"  caught  210  pounds 
of  fish,  the  greater  part  of  which  were  bream.  Thifl  was  described!  as 
"  a  oiroumflt«nce  unprecedented  in  this  or  any  other  paxt  of  the 
country." 

16. — The  wiialer  Enterprize  from  Greenland,  Capt.  Sanderson, 
arrived  at  her  berth  at  South  Lynn,  with  eleven  "  fish  "  on  board,  '  which 
it  is  supposed  will  produce  about  160  tons  of  oil,  eotimated  to  be 
worth  £6,000,  exclusive  of  whalebone,  &c." 

28. — ^A  cricket  matcbi  was  played  at  Bungay  between  the  Holt  and 
Bungay  clubs,  for  stakes  amounting  to  £132.  Scores :  Holt,  89-130 ; 
Bungay,  54-28.  The  return  match  wa9  fixed  for  September  7th,  but 
Bungay  paid  forfeit.  In  the  first  match,  owing  to  men  being  objected 
to  on  both  sides,  "  it  waa  played  with  only  ten  batemen,  but  with  the 
usual  numbers  in  the  field." 


SEPTEMBEB. 

1. — Robert  Skipper,  the  Norwich  pedestrian,  began  a  walk  of  1,000 
miles  in  20  successive  daya  He  started  from  St.  Stephen's  Gates  at 
five  o'clock  a.m.  and  returned  from  the  twenty-fifth  milstone  on  the 
Thetford  road  at  nine  p.m.  He  relinquisihed  the  tafik  on  the  ninth  day 
in  consequence  of  lameness. 

8. — ^Miss  O'Neil  commenced  a  five  nights'  engagement  at  Norwich 
Theatre.  She  appeared  in  the  characters  of  Belvidera  ("  Venice  Pre- 
served "),  Juliet,  Mrs.  Haller  ("  The  Stranger  "),  Mrs.  Beverley  ("  The 
Gamester  "),  and  Mrs.  Oakley  ("  The  Jealoufl  Wife  ").  "  The  box  office 
was  literally  besieged  every  morning,  and  the  spirit  of  politeness  and 
gallantry  maintained  only  a  very  feeble  influence  over  the  conduct 
of  the  assembled  multitude.  No  law  prevailed  but  that  of  the  strong- 
est ;  nothing  was  to  be  heard  but  shrieks,  reproaches,  and  lamentations 
— nothing  to  be  seen  but  bonnets  cramped  up,  hats  squeezed  flat,  torn 
gowns  and  coat  flaps,  and  a  motley  mob  in  the  highest  state  of 
exasfperation,  fermentation,  and  desperation.  On  the  nights  of  the 
performance  the  house  was  crowded  in  every  part.  Families  of  the 
highest  respectability,  both  of  the  town  and  from  the  country,  were 
to  be  seen  contenting  themselves,  many  of  them  with  inconvenient 
situations.  Even  the  orchestra  was  occupied  by  the  audience."  The 
receipts  averaged  £200  a  night,  and  Miss  O'Neil,  including  her  benefit, 
received  £700. 

^A  public  meeting  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  at  which 

it  was  decided  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  Bill  for 
widiening  and  deepening  the  Norwich  river  so  as  to  render  it  navigable 
by  vessels  of  burd*en  from-  Norwich  to  the  sea.  The  Mayor  presided, 
and  the  project,  which  afterwards  gave  rise  to  the  famous  agitation 
"  Norwich,  a  Port,"  was  introduced-  by  Mr.  Crisp  Brown. 

^Buonaparte's  military  coach  was  exhibited  by  Mr.  Bullock,  of 

the  London  Museum,  at  Mr.  Smith's  coach  manufactory.  Swan  Yard, 
St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich. 
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26. — Tbb  Phenomena  day  coach  was  adyertised  to  run  from  the 
Angel  Inn,  Norwich,  and  the  One  Bull  Inn,  Bury,  to  the  Bull  Inn, 
Aldgate,  London,  in  fourteen  hours.  It  aet  out  from  Norwich  at  a 
quarter  to  six.  The  proprietors,  William  Pawson,  T.  Bridgeman, 
George  Archer,  and  Ann  Nelson,  Son,  and  Co.,  prohibited  racing  on  the 
part  of  their  coachman.  The  riTal  coach,  the  Norwich  andl  London 
Original  day  coach,  started  from  the  Norfolk  Hoitel  every  morning  at 
a  quarter  to  seven  and  ran  to  the  Spread  Eagle,  Graceohurch  Street, 
and  the  Swan  with  Two  Necks,  Lad  Lane,  through  Bury,  Sudbury, 
Chehnflford,  and  Romford  Racing  was  prohibited  by  the  proprietors, 
namely,  R.  Gumey,  T.  Boyce^  Qiapmon,  S.  Bright,  J.  Boldero,  J. 
Tomlinson,  Elizabeth  Boyce  and  Son,  and  W.  Waterhouse. 

28. — ^Died,  the  Rev.  StL  John  Priest,  A.M.,  master  of  Seaming  Free 
School,  rector  of  Reeph^am  with  Kerdliston  and  of  Billingford,  and 
vicar  of  Parham  with  Hieushest^n,  Suffolk.  He  was  secretory  of  the 
Norfolk  Agricultural  Society  from  its  institution  in  1800. 


OOTOBEB. 

1. — ^Married,  at  York,  Upper  Canada,  Mr.  Samuel  Peters  Jajrvis, 
barrister,  and  son  of  the  late  secretary  of  that,  province,  to  Mary 
Boyles,  youngest  daughtietr  of  the  Hon.  W.  D.  Powell,  CShief  Justice 
of  Upper  Canada,  and  granddlaughter  of  Dr.  John  Murray,  of  Norwich. 

3. — Sir  Edknund  Lacon,  Et.,  of  Great  Tarmouth,  Mr.  Thomas  Hare, 
of  Stow  Hall,  and  Mr.  Eklward  Stracey,  of  Rackheath  Hall,  were 
created  baronets. 

12. — ^I>ied  at  St.  George's  Colegate,  Norwich,  a^ged  50,  Mr.  Thomas 
Allday  Eerriaon,  who  was  Sheriff  in  1798,  Alderman  in  lB03,  and 
Mayor  in  1806. 

13. — A  sailing  match,  which  took  place  at  Thorpe  for  a  silver  cup, 
was  won  by  the  Dreadnought  (Stone),  which  beat  the  Albion  (Ganning), 
and  the  Argo  (Harvey). 

^A  trial  took  place  at  midnight  of  a  gasometer  with  complete 

apparatus  erected  by  Messrs.  John  and  Philip  Taylor,  of  London,  at 
the  factory  of  Messrs.  Joseph  Oxley  and  Sons,  of  Norwich.  They  were 
the  first  to  introduce  gaslight  into  a  Norwich  factory. 

21. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions,  Mark  Woodcock  appealed 
i^ainst  a  conviction  for  taking  toU  at  a  turnpike  gate  off  soldiers 
when  on  duty.  The  15th  Light  Dragoons,  stationed  at  Lynn,  were 
being  ''taken  out  for  an  airing"  and  on  passing  through  Gaywood 
gate  the  appellant  demanded  toll  of  them,  to  the  amount  of  is.  4^ 
He  alleged  that  the  soldiers  were  not  on  duty,  and  that  they  passed 
through  the  gate  wantonly  and  unnecessarily,  and  in  order  to  give 
him  trouble.     The  court  confirmed  the  conviction. 

24. — ^Messrs.  T.  S.  Coldwell  and  William  Home,  proprietors  of  the 
Mercury  coach,  from  the  Maidfs  Head,  Norwich,  through  Wymondham, 
Attleborough,  and  Thetford',  to  thie  Grolden  Cross,  Charing  Cross, 
London,  advertised  '' reduced  fares  at  what  you  please."  The  coach 
ran  every  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday. 

^Adams'  Equestrian  Troupe  commenced  a  season  at  the  Rane* 

lagh  Gardens,  Norwich,  where  a  stage  was  provided  for  the  production 
of  pantomime  and  burletta. 
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25. — ^The  premises  and  stock  of  Mr.  Griffiths,  plane  and  tool  maker, 
uear  St.  Gregor3r's  Church,  Norwich,  were  destroyed  by  fire. 

3L — Died  of  apopleacy,  at  Holt,  Mr.  William  Stokes,  Clerk  of  the 
Peace  for  Norfolk.  He  was  66  years  of  age,  and  had  held  the  office 
19  years.  His  eldest  son  died  at  Fakenham  on  the  following  day. 
Mr.  Robert  Copeman,  of  Aylsham,  was  appointed  to  the  vacant  clerk- 
ship. 

^Four  bojTB  were  whipped  in  Norwich  Market  Place,  pursuant  to 

sentence  passed  upon  them  at  the  Quarter  Sessions. 


NOVEMBER. 

L — ^Tbe  Expedition  coach  from  Norwich  to  London,  carrying  only 
four  insides,  with'  oar  added  to  carry  six  insidea,  started  running  on^ 
this  date  from  the  White  Swan,  Norwich'.  Fares,  four  insides,  18sw 
each;  the  car,  six  insides,  14s.  each;  outrides,  10s.  6d.  eaoh.  The 
proprietors  were  "Hiomas  Biyant  and  John  Eamee  and  Co. 

2. — Thiodon's  "mechanical  and  picturesque  theatre  of  arts"  (auto- 
mata) was  opened  at  Norwich  Theatre. 

4. — ^Bfarried  at  Gassing,  W.  Newby,  of  Burston,  to  Susanna  Fleet,  of 
the  former  place,  widow.  '^  Their  united  ages  amoimted  tQ  upwards 
df  140  years.  Nearly  40  years  ago  she  married  John  Fleet,  her  first 
husband,  who,  after  living  with  her  several  years,  set  out  on  his 
travels  and  visited  the  most  distant  part«  of  the  world.  The  only 
report  that  ever  reached  her  was  the  news  of  his  death,  when,  having 
given  what  she  considered  a  decent  time  to  his  memory  and  his  loss, 
she  again  entered  into  the  state  of  matrimony.  After  living  several 
years  with  her  second  Imsband  the  first  returned  and  claimed  her,  and 
his  death  which  lately  happened  gave  her  the  second  opportunity  of 
being  legally  united'  to  the  man  of  her  heart,  which  actually  took 
place,  and  she  was  a  second  time  married  to  the  same  persan." 

5. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  Navigation  Committee,  held  at  the  Guild- 
hall, Norwich,  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Mayor  of  Yarmouth,  in 
which  he  expressed  the  fear  that  the  projected  scheme  for  widening 
and  deepening  the  Norwich  river  would  prove  injurious  to  Yarmouth 
harbour.  It  was  pointed  out  that  there  was  an  alternative  plan  of 
making  a  cut  about  a  mile  lon^::  aoross  Thurlton  marshes  to  join  the 
Waveney  about  a  mile  below  St.  Olave's  Bridge,  and  thence  proceed- 
ing to  Oulton  and  Lothing  Broads  and  entering  the  sea  at  Lowestoft. 
The  meeting  considered  the  alternative  scheme  the  more  eligible  one, 
and  Mr.  Cubitt,  engineer,  was  ordered  to  make  a  survey  and  prepare 
an  estimate  of  the  expense. 

9. — ^At  Holkham  eight  guns  killed*  516  head  of  game  in  one  day, 
namely,  eight  partridges,  40  pheaeants,  237  hares,  216  rabbits,  14 
woodcock,  and  one  snipe.     In  seven  days  2,574  head  were  killed. 

18. — On  the  official  account  being  received  of  the  death  of  the. 
Queen  at  Kew  Palace,  the  great  bell  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich, 
and  the  bells  of  the  other  churches  in  the  city  were  tolled  for  two 
hours.  On  Sunday,  the  22nd-,  the  pulpits  in  the  churches  were  draped 
with  black,  and  on  December  2nd,  the  day  of  interment,  the  shops 
were  closed,   and  the  bells  tolled  from  six  to  edght  o'clock  in  the 
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evening.  The  Corporation  attendied!  service  at  the  Cathedral.  At 
Yarmouth  and  Lynn  the  day  was  observed  in  a  similar  manner. 
Adckresses  of  condolence  were  afterwards  passed  by  each  Corporation. 

20. — ^Mr.  William  Bell,  of  Norwich,  while  shooting  with  a  party  at 
Sprowston,  "  killed  at  one  shot  five  and  a  half  brace  of  that  rare  bird 
called  the  golden  plover,  a  shot  not  to  be  paralleled  in  the  annals  of 
sporting  notoriety." 


DECEMBER. 

3. — ^Mr.  Ekiward  E.  Laoon,  who  had  oanvassed  Yarmouth  as  a  candi- 
date for  the  Parliamientary  election  con-sequent  upon  the  elevation  to 
the  peerage  of  the  Hon.  T.  W.  Anson,  announced  in  an  address  to 
the  electors  his  intention  to  retire  from  the  candidature  on  the  ground 
that  "  the  prejuddoes  so  unjustly  excited)  against  him  were  not  yet 
fully  allayed."  The  Hon.  George  Anson  was  returned  without 
opposition  on  February  11th,  1819. 

5. — Land*ed  at  Cromer  from  the  Earl  of  Leicester  packet,  from 
Holland,  Mr.  Horsley,  of  Islington,  and  his  litUe  son.  The  boy  had 
been  kidnapped  by  Charles  Rennett,  a  cousin  of  Mrs.  Horsley,  who  had 
entered  into  litigation  respecting  some  property  to  which  the  child 
was  entitled.  Rennett  carried  him  to  France,  whence  he  was  traced 
to  Braker,  near  Bremen.  The  boy  was  recovered  unharmed  and  handed 
over  to  his  father,  and  Rennett,  on  has  arrest,  was  tried  in  London  on 
May  28th,  1819,  and  sentenced  to  seven  years'  transportation. 

12. — ^Wombwell's  Menagerie  waa  exhibited  on  Castle  Hill,  Norwich. 

24. — ^A  tradesman  at  Beeston  next  Mileham  made  a  wager  that  he 
would  carry  twelve  stone  of  flour  a  distance  of  ten  miles  in  six  hours, 
''  which  Herculean  task  he  performed  in  five  hours  and  a  quarter.  The 
odds  at  the  start  were  three  to  one  against  him." 

26. — A  oounty  meeting  was  held  at  the  Shirehouse,  Norwich,  to 
consider  the  propriety  of  presenting  an  address  of  condolence  to  the 
Prince  Regent  on  the  death  of  tlie  Queen.  Col.  Wodehouse  was  about 
to  move  an  address,  when  Mr.  Nathaniel  Palmer,  jun.,  of  Yarmouth, 
anticipated  him  by  moving  one  of  his  own  framing,  the  last  paragraph 
of  which  contained  an  allusion  to  the  criminal  code.  It  was  seconded 
by  Mr.  Clarke,  of  Berghapton,  and  supported  by  Archdeacon  Bathurst. 
Col.  Wodehouse  then  moved  his  addiresa,  which  was  seconded  by  Mr. 
T.  Cubitt,  and  supported  by  Mr.  M.  Elwin  and  Mr.  C.  Harvey.  Much 
altercation  and  confusion  ensued,  and  the  High  Sheriff  (Mr.  Edward 
Lombe),  who  presided!,  adjourned  the  meeting  sine  die.  Those  who 
approved  the  address  proposed  by  Col.  Wodehouse  adjourned  to  the 
grand  jury  room  and  signed  it.  It  was  subsequently  presented  t-o  tlie 
Prince  Regent. 

^Died  in  Little  Charlotte  Street,  London,  aged  29,  Mrs.  Fisher, 

wife  of  Mr.  David  Fisher,  of  Drury  Lane  Theatre.     She  left  a  family 
of  three  children. 

Remarkably  mild  weather  was  experienced  d'uring  this  month.  The 
puckoo  was  heard  at  the  beginning,  and  vegetation  advanced  till  the 
jniddile  of  the  month. 
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1819. 


JANUARY. 

12. — ^A  new  peal  of  six  bells  hung  in  St.  Gregery's  Oburch  by  Mr. 
Henry,  of  Norwich,  wa«  opened'  by  the  St.  Peter  Manoroft  ringers,  and 
a  dinner  in  commemoration  of  the  event  took  place  at  the  Old  Goet> 
Goat  Lane. 

13. — At  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Seaaiona  was  tried  the  appeal  Burrows 
V.  J.  Stracey.  The  appellant  was  the  keeper  of  the  Norfolk  and 
Norwich  Arms  public-house  at  Sprowston,  and  waa  conyicted  by  the 
respondient  und&r  26th  Geoi^  III.,  for  eelling  beer  without  a  licence^ 
when  in  reality  he  then  'had  a  licence  authorising  him  to  do  so  from 
the  Supervisor  ol  Excise  for  Norwich  under  certificate  from  the 
magistrates  of  that  city.  He  appealed  against  the  conviction 
on  the  ground  that  the  county  magistrates  had  not  the  power 
ixi  grant  him  such!  licence,  his  house  being  situated  in  the 
coimty  of  the  city  of  Norwich,  and  not  within  the  county 
of  Norfolk  aa  contended  by  the  reepond^nt.  Counsel  for  the 
appellant  produced  the  C%iarter  madle  in  the  reign  of  Philip  and 
Maiy,  whereby  various  land's  lying  in  the  county  were  granted 
to  the  Corporation  of  Norwich,  amongst  which  waa  that  part  of 
Sprowston  where  the  appellant's  house  stood,  l^e  Town  Clerk  of 
Norwich}  was  called  for  the  respondent,  and  said  he  never  remembered 
the  magistrates  of  the  city  having  exercised  acts  of  jurisdiction  over 
the  locality  in  question,  nor  had  it  ever  paid  rates  to  the  city.  The 
court  confirmed  the  conviction. 

14. — Died  at  hia  apartments  in  Drury  Lane,  London,  Mr.  B.  H. 
Seymour,  formerly  of  Norwich  Theatre.  He  was  author  of  a  work 
dedicated  to  Sheridan — '*  Remarks  Critical,  Conjectural,  and  Ezf^anar 
tory  on  the  Works  of  Shakespeare." 

23. — ^Madame  Tuasaudfs  collection  of  "  composition  figures  repre- 
senting ninety  public  characters"  waa  exhibited  at  the  Angel  Inn, 
Norwich. 

25. — ^The  Fox  birthday  dinner,  h^ld  at  the  Norwich  Assembly  Rooms, 
was  presided  over  by  the  Sari  of  Albemarle,  who  was  supported  by 
Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P.,  Viscount  Bury,  the  High  Sheriff,  and  Mr.  W. 
Smith,  M.P. 

29. — ^The  Rev.  Levi  Walton  was  elected  head-master  of  the  Free 
School,  Seaming,  in  place  of  the  Rev.  St.  John  Priest^  whose  prede- 
cessor was  the  Rev.  Robert  Potter,  Prebendary  of  Norwich  Cathedral. 

It  was  announced  this  month  that  Mr.  Thomaa  dabbum,  of  All 
Saints,  Norwich,  had  left  the  following  bequests:  To  the  parishes  of 
St.  John  Timberhill,  St.  Miohael-at-Thom,  St.  Michael-at-Coslany,  and 
St.  John  Sepulchre,  £200  each;  and  to  All  Sainte'  and  St.  Pauls, 
£400  each;  the  interest  to  be  given  in  bread  and  coaJs  the  first 
Monday  in  February  each  year.  To  the  pariah  of  Tasburgh,  £400; 
and  to  Tharston,  Flordom,  and  Newton  Flotman,   £200  each;    the 
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intereflt  to  be  applied  in  like  manner.  To  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich 
Hospital,  £800 ;  to  the  Treasurer  of  Ck>ok'B  Hospital,  £800 ;  and  the 
like  sum  to  the  Hospital,  on  tniat,  "  that  the  poor  women  therein 
might  receive  one  shilling  each  eyery  Monday  for  ever'*;  to  the 
Bethel,  £200 ;  and  a  like  sum  to  seyen  of  the  benevolent  institutions 
in  Norwioh. 


FEBRUARY. 

2. — ^The  petition  of  the  Norwioh  Grancli  Jury  at  the  last  Summer 
Assizes,  praying  for  two  general  gaol  deliveriea  in  the  year,  was 
presented  to  the  House  of  Commons  by  Mr.  W.  Smith.  Mr.  Colbome, 
member  for  Thetford,  presented  another  petition  from  the  Mayor  and 
Corporation  of  that  borou^  praying  that  there  should  be  no  change 
in  the  existing  arrangements.  On  tl^  24th  the  Corporation  of  Norwich 
petitioned  Parliament  in  favour  of  Assizes  beiog  held  twice  a  year  in 
the  city. 

^At  a  general  Court  of  Guardians  held  at  Norwich,  Dr.  Rigby 

reported  that  small*p>ox  had  made  its  appearance  in  several  parishes 
in  the  city,  and  an  order  was  made  that  the  city  surgeons  vaccinate 
all  poor  i>ersons  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  their  assistance. 

3. — ^Mr.  J.  W.  H.  Payne,  a  native  of  Norwich,  where  he  was  formerly 
a  printer  and  bookseller,  "  being  reduced  in  circunkstances  was  allowed 
to  appear  at  the  Theatre  in  the  character  of  Hamlet.  He  succeeded  in 
exciting  the  risibility  of  the  other  performers,  and  the  loud  laughter 
of  the  audience."

8. — ^Mr.  Mathews  appeared  at  Norwioh  Theatre  as  SolonMn  Gundy 
(''Who  Wants  a  Guinea  I").  His  impersonations  on  succeeding 
evenings  included  Scrub  (''The  Beaux'  Stratagem")  and  Goldfinch 
("The  Road  to  Ruin  ").  He  aleo  gave  his  entertainments,  *'  A  Trip 
to  Paris,"  "  At  Home,"  and  "  The  Actor  of  All  Work." 

9. — ^At  a  general  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Paving  Act  Commisaioners 
a  plan  submitted  by  Mr.  Goatling,  of  Birmingham,  for  lighting  the  city 
with  gas  was  taken  into  consideration,  and  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  P.  M. 
Martineau  it  was  agreed,  by  26  votes  to  17,  that  *^  it  is  expedient  to 
light  such  parts  of  the  city  with  gas  on  the  plan  suggested  and  that 
the  necessary  steps  be  taken  to  carry  the  plan  into  effect."  A  com- 
mittee was  also  appointed  to  further  the  project.  On  September  30th 
a  meeting  was  held  at  the  Guildhall  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
information  relative  to  the  proposed  introduction  of  oil  gas.  Thi 
meeting  was  adjourned  until  the  25th,  when  the  Mayor  was  invited 
to  call  a  public  meeting.  The  Paving  Commissioners  met  on  October 
12th,  when  permission  was  given  to  break  up  the  streeta  to  lay  down 
pipes,  provided  that  euch  breeches  were  repaired  to  the  aatisfaction 
of  the  City  Surveyor  at  the  expense  of  the  promoters.  A  public  meeting 
was  held  on  October  26th,  at  which  it  was  recommended  that  a  company 
be  formed  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  the  oity  with  oil  gas,  and  that 
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not  lesB  than  JC2,500  be  raieed  in  sharee  of  £25  each  for  canying  the 
resolution  into  effect.  Two  aeparate  bodies  appear  to  hare  ocMoe  into 
existence,  the  one  known  as  the  Oil  GaA  Company,  and  the  other  as 
the  Oil  Gas  Community.  These  bodies  adjusted  their  differences,  and 
on  December  Ist  Mr.  Charles  Harvey  obtained  leave  in  the  House  of 
Commons  to  bring  in  a  Bill  for  lighting  with  gas  the  city  and  county 
of  the  city  of  Norwich.  Tlie  Bill  was  read  a  second  time  on  December 
21st,  and  in  due  oourse  became  law.  On  January  3 Ist,  1820,  the  first 
of  the  iron  gas  pipes  were  laid  in  the  Market  Place;  and  on  May  10th, 
1820,  the  street  lamps  and  burners  in  several  shops  were  lighted  with 
gas  for  the  first  time.  **  In  the  Market  Place  it  produced  a  strong 
and  steady  light  as  far  as  it  extended,  and  before  Messrs.  Bignold^s 
house  and  office  in  Surrey  Street,  where  there  were  three  lamps,  the 
effect  was  brilliant." 

12. — A  salmon  measuring  48  inches  in  length,  23  inches  in  girth, 
and  weighing  33  lbs.,  was  caught  at  the  New  Mills,  Norwioh.  **  These 
fish,  wluch  are  frequently  taken  in  the  same  jdace,  are  mistaken  by 
some  for  trouts  or  salmon  trouts." 

16. — Miss  Booth,  of  Coven t  Garden  Theatre,  appeared  at  Norwich 
Theatre  as  Letitia  Hardy  ("The  Belle's  Stratagem").  Her  other 
impersonations  included  Little  Pickle  {'*  The  Spoiled  Child  "),  Helen 
Worret  ("  Man  and  Wife  "),  Priscilla  Tomboy  ("  The  Romp  "),  Angela 

*'  The  Castle  Spectre "),  Amanthus  ("  Child  of  Nature "),  and  Mary 

"  The  Innkeeper's  Daughter  "). 

16. — Miss  Fanny  Brunton  made  her  dihut  at  Lynn  Theatre  as  Una 
('*  The  Wood  Demon  ").  Mr.  Brunton  spoke  an  introductory  address. 
At  the  close  of  the  Lynn  season,  Mr.  Brunton  and  his  company  pro- 
ceeded to  Birmingham,  where  he  had'  engaged  the  Theatre  on  his 
own  account* 

18. — Died  in  London,  Sir  Thomas  Berners  Plestow,  Kt.,  of  Watling- 
ton  Hall,  aged  70. 

20.— Elizabeth  Wells,  wife  of  Robert  Wells,  of  Gressenhall,  gave 
birth  to  four  living  childiren — three  boys  and  a  girl. 

24. — The  honorary  freedom  of  the  city  was  conferred  upon  Mr. 
R.  H.  Gumey,  M.P.,  for  Norwich. 

^The  portrait,  by  Clover,  of  Mr.  B.  Leman,  Alderman  of  Norwich, 

was  ordered  to  be  placed*  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall. 

^The  Corporation  of  Norwich  petitioned  Parliament  praying  that 

the  punishment  of  dieath  for  the  crime  of  foi^ery  be  commuted  for  one 
less  severe,  and  for  a  general  revision  of  the  penal  laws. 

27,— One  John  Larkin  was  apprehended  at  Norwich  "on  a  strong 
suspicion  of  being  the  person  who  stole  a  bag  containing  £4,739  in 
notes  belonging  to  the  Fakenham  bank,  on  August  13th,  I8l7,  from 
the  messenger's  gig,  which  was  conveying  it  from  Messrs.  Gumey's 
bank  in  Norwich.''    (There  is  no  further  reference  to  this  case.) 

Died,  this  month,  aged  100,  Thomas  Goodings,  carpenter,  of  Lammas. 

MABOn. 

7. — ^Die4  in  lier  89th  year,  Mrs.  Mary  Murray,  widow  of  Dr.  John 
Murray,  of  Norwich.     "Possessing  a  dispoeition  congenial  with  that 
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of  her  late  excellent  husband,  her  long  life  wae  distinguiabed  by  th« 
practice  of  benevolence  and  of  every  Christian  virtue." 

8. — A  new  tragedy,  entitled  "  Bertha,"  written  by  Mr.  Edward  Ball, 
of  Norwich,  was  prochiced  for  the  first  time  at  Norwich  Theatre. 

A  public  meeting  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  at  which 

a  subscription  was  raised  for  the  relief  of  the  distressed  inhabitants 
of  the  Scilly  Islands.     It  anwunted  to  £315. 

9. — ^The  Hon.  Edward  Harbord,  the  unsuccesaful  candidate  for 
Norwich  at  the  previous  General  Ejection,  arrived  in  the  city  and 
dined  with  the  King  and  Constitution  Club  at  the  Maid'^s  Head  Inn. 
He  was  elected  a  member  of  the  club. 

-At  a  mfeeting  of  merchants,  manufacturers,  and  tradesmen,  held 


at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  it  was  resolved  to  petition  Parliament  to 
amend  and  alter  the  Acts  for  the  Belief  of  Insolvent  Debtors  in 
England. 

15. — Capt.  Manby  exhibited  before  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of 
Yarmouth  "  a  light  fire  cart,  provided  with  the  necessary  apparatus 
ready  on  the  alarm  of  fire,  to  be  applied  by  one  man." 

^Mrs.  Faucett,  formerly  a  permanent  member  of  the  Norwich 

Company,  and  afterwards  of  Oovent  Garden  Theatre,  appeared  ait 
Norwich  Theatre  as  Widow  Cheerly  ("The  Soldier's  Daughter *'V 
During  her  engagement  she  also  impersonated  Clara  ("  Matrimony  "), 
Florinda  ("The  Apostate"),  Mrs.  Haller  ("The  Stranger"),  Lady 
Contest  ("  The  Wedding  Day  "),  and  Ellen  Rosenberg. 

16. — ^The  foimdation  stone  of  Prince's  Street  Chapel,  Norwich,  was 
laid  by  the  Rev.  John  Alexander.  A  brass  plate  was  placed  in  the 
stone  with  the  following  insoription :  — "  This  plate  was  deposited  on 
the  16th  day  of  March,  1819,  and  in  the  59th  year  of  the  reign  of 
George  HI.,  in  the  foundlation  stone  of  the  FVotestant  Dissenting 
Chapdi,  erected  on  a  piece  of  freehold  ground  in  the  city  of  Norwich, 
and  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Michael-at^Plea  and  St.  Peter  Hungate,  by 
the  congregation  attending  the  ministry  of  the  Rev.  John  Alexander." 
The  building  was  opened!  for  service  as  the  Independent  Chapel  on 
December  1st,  1819,  when  sermons  were  preached  by  the  Rev.  TTiomaa 
Raffles,  A.M.,  Liverpool,  and  the  Rev.  John  Leifchiild^  of  Kensington. 

20.* — "  We  understand  that  the  cooping  of  freemen  preparatory  to 
election  of  nominees  for  the  Long  Ward,  Norwich,  on  the  31st  inst., 
commenced  more  than  a  fortnight  ago.  This  practice  has  hitherto 
been  treated  with  muoh  indifference,  but  as  it  is  likely  to  be  annually 
resorted  to,  every  sincere  friend  of  the  purity  of  election  and  of  the 
real  interests  of  the  poor  men  who  are  thereby  taken  from  their 
families  and  from  their  ordinary  occupations,  mu«t  view  it  in  a  very 
serious  light."  The  election  of  common  councilnien  commenced  in 
the  week  beginning  March  28th.  "  'Rie  consequence  of  this  year's 
struggle  has  been  to  continue  the  ascendancy  of  the  '  Blue  and  White ' 
interesft  in  the  Common  Council.  Both  parties  succeeded  in  creating 
a  superabundance  of  noise  and  confusion  and'  in  putting  themselves  to 
a  vast  deal  of  trouble,  vexation,  and  expense.  In  length  of  purse  the 
'  Blues  and  Whites '  appear  to  possess  a  decided  advantage  over  their 
'Purple  and  Orange'  opponents,  and  cooping,  bribin^r.  and  corrupt- 
ing were  freely  and  openly  practised." 
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29. — ^Mr.  Richard  Mingay,  a  well-known  m^nber  of  the  orcheetra 
at  Norwich  Theatre,  appeared  upon  the  stage  as  Craok  in  tiie  farce 
of  "  The  Turnpike  Gate." 

APRIL. 

1. — ^A  prize  fight  for  a  subscription  purse  of  £50,  given  by  the 
amateurs  of  Norwich,  took  place  on  Rumburgh  Green,  near  Bungay, 
between  Purcell  and  Warkley,  of  Norwich,  a  pupil  of  Oliver.  The 
former  was  seconded  by  Ned  Painter  and  Fuller,  and  the  latter  by 
Oliver  and  Scroggins.  Forty-five  rounds  were  fought  in  two  hours 
three  minutes,  and  the  battle  ended  in  favour  of  Purcell. 

3. — ^A  grand  boxing  entertainment  took  place  at  the  White  Swan, 
St.  Peter  Manoroft,  Norwidi,  at  which  Oliver,  Fuller,  Turner,  and 
Scroggins  appeared. 

5. — ^Died  at  St.  George's  Colegate,  Norwich,  aged  67,  Mr.  John 
Aldis,  who  served  the  office  of  Sheriff  in  1813. 

10. — ^Died,  aged  101,  Charles  Grimmer,  of  Norwich. 

^Died,  Mr.  George  Cobb,  of  Diss,  aged  100. 

James   Belcham  was  executed   on    Castle   Hill,   Norwich,   for 

committing  a  burglary  in  an  outhouse  at  Castleacre.  He  was  34 
years  old,  and  "  left  an  aged  mother,  a  wife  in  her  laat  stage  of 
pregnancy,  and  two  children."  The  execution  was  witnessed  by  many 
well-dressed  women.  The  culprit  was  buried  in  Castleaore  churchyard, 
and  on  the  Sunday  following  the  execution  '*  a  funeral  sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gibbe  to  a  congregation  amounting  to  1,000 
persons." 

15. — ^A  public  meeting  was  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  at 
which  it  was  decided  to  petition  Parliament  against  the  duty  of  6s.  6d. 
per  chaldron  on  coals. 

17.* — "  We  are  informed  that  three  cargoes  of  foreign  barley  have 
aiTived  this  week  at  Yarmouth,  which  were  purchased  in  London,  and 
that  the  greater  part  is  already  brought  to  this  oity  (Norwich),  where 
it  will  be  nuilted.  It  is  a  novel  circmnstance  to  have  barley  in  the 
London  markets  at  such  low  prices  as  to  induce  the  Norfolk  maltsters 
to  bring  it  into  this  great  barley  coimty  to  be  manufactured  into  malt." 

*"  Several  of  those  machines  denominated  Pedestrian  Hobl^ 

Horses  have  been  exhibited  here  this  week.  The  principle  of  this 
invention  is  taken  from  the  art  of  skating,  and  consists  in  the  simple 
idea  of  a  seat  upon  two  wheels  propelled  by  the  feet  acting  upon  the 
ground.  The  riding  seat  or  saddle  is  fixed  on  a  perch  upon  two 
double  shod  wheels,  running  after  each  other,  so  that  they  can  go 
upon  the  footways.  To  preserve  a  balance  a  small  board  covered  and 
stuffed  is  placed  before  on  whdch  the  arms  are  laid,  and  in  front  of 
which  is  a  little  guiding  pole,  which  is  held  in  the  hand  to  direct  the 
route.  The  swiftness  with  which  a  person  can  travel  is  almost  beyond 
belief— eight,  nine,  or  even  ten  miles  an  hour  may  be  done  on  good 
level  ground." 

18. — ^In  response  to  a  circular  letter  issued  by  the  Bishop  of  Norwidi 
to  the  clergy  of  the  diocese,  sermons  were  preached  at  the  Cathedral, 
and  at  most  of  the  churches  in  the  city  and  county  in  aid  of  the  funds 
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of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  tihe  Goepel  in  Foreign  Farts. 
The  effort  was  made  chiefly  with  the  view  of  assisting  the  fiishop  of 
Calcutta  (the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Middleton,  formerly  of  St.  Peter  Man- 
croft^  Norwich),  in  his  benevolent  plans  to  establish  Christianity  in 
the  East  Indies.  Tbe  ooUeotions,  subecriptions,  and  benefactions 
exceeded  J^l.SOO. 

19. — ^A  three  ''  double  day  play  of  oocks  "  commenced  at  the  White 
Swan  Inn,  Norwich,  between  the  gentlemen  of  Norwich  and  the  gentle- 
men of  Cambridge,  for  10  guineas  a  battle  and  200  guineas  the  odd. 
Norwich  won  by  a  single  battle.  Feeders :  Lamb  for  Norwich, 
Thompson  for  Cambridge. 

24. — ^Master  Seweli,  the  Lincolnshire  gigantic  youth,  13  years  of 
age,  and  weighing  18  stone,  and  Miss  EHenor  Fitzjohn,  Queen  of  the 
Ihvarfs,  19  years  old,  30  inches  high,  and  weighing  27  lbs.,  were 
e^diibited  at  the  Two-Necked  Swan,  Market  Place,  Norwich. 

^Died  at  St.  Stephen's,  Norwich,  aged  60,  Mr.  James  Wade, 

butcher.     He  served  the  office  of  Sheriff  in  1810. 

26. — James  Bigmore,  aged  20,  left  Sudbuiy  at  12.30  noon  with  the 
Phenomenon  coach  by  the  side  of  which  he  ran  the  whole  way  thence 
to  Norwich,  where  he  arrived  at  five  minutes  to  seven  o'clock.  "To 
keep  up  with  the  coach  he  was  obliged  to  run  eleven  miles  in  the 
first  hlour.  On  arriving  at  places  where  the  coach  stopped  he  did 
not  take  refreshment  or  repose,  but  assisted  in  putting  H^  horses  to 
at  every  change.    He  was  not  at  all  distressed  on  reaching  Norwich." 

MAY. 

1. — At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Rampant  Horse  Inn,  Norwich,  it  was 
determined  to  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  farmjers  to  consider  the 
propriety  of  establishing  an  agricultural  association  to  co-operate  with 
the  London  General  Association  lor  tbe  Protection  of  the  Rights  and 
Interests  of  Agrioulture.  At  the  meeting  which  took  place  on  the 
15th  the  Norfolk  Association  of  Agriculturists  was  duly  formed,  and 
on  the  29th  Mr.  Utting,  of  Ashwellthorpe,  was  appointed  president. 

3. — George  Bidder,  only  12^  years  of  age,  demonstrated  in  the  Old 
Library  Room,  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  his  extraordinary  powers 
of  mental  calculation.     He  made  a  retiim  visit  in  August. 

6. — The  Grand  Jury  at  the  City  Sessions  made  a  presentment  to  the 
effect  that  the  Norwich  gaol  was  not  capable  of  being  converted'  into  an 
efficient  prison  for  the  purpose  of  the  classification  of  prisoners. 

13. — Died,  aged  100,  Mrs.  Hannah  Scott,  of  Holt. 

21. — A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Assembly  Room,  East  Dereham,  to 
take  into  consideration  the  best  meana  of  obtaining  navigation  between 
that  town  and  Norwich.     A  subscription  was  opened. 

22. — Thomas  Jennings,  pedestrian,  ran  18  miles  on  the  turnpike 
road  between  Downham  Market  and  Denver  in  two  hours  three  minutes. 

24. — ^The  24th  Regiment  of  Light  Dragoons,  commanded  by  Greneral 
Loftus,  and  chiefly  composed  of  Norfolk  men  enlisted  in  Norwich,  was 
disbanded  at  Chatham.  The  regiment  left  Elngland  in  1796,  and  was 
actively  employed  in  India,  under  Lord  Lake,  during  the  Marhatta 
campaigns,  for  which  cervice,  among  other  distinctions,  it  received  an 
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honorary  standard  In  general  orders  issued  on  the  departure  of  the 
regiment  from  India  on  October  8th,  1818,  its  services  were  very 
highly  spoken  of. 

26. — A  silver  candelabrum,  valued  200  guineas,  was  presented  to 
Mr.  John  Patteson,  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  Norwich,  by  members  of  the 
Norwich  Fire  and  Life  Societies,  in  recognition  of  the  services  rendiered 
by  him  to  the  institutions.  Mr.  Patteeon's  collection  of  pictiires  by 
English,  Italian,  and  flemish  artists  was  this  month  sold  by  auction 
by  Mr.  Christie,  and  realised  the  sum  of  £2,349. 

28. — ^Pitt's  birthday  was  odebrated  by  a  dinner  at  the  Assembly 
Rooms,   Norwich.     Mr.  J.  Patteson  presided. 

JUNE. 

1. — Died  suddenly  at  Yarmouth,  Mr.  Thomas  Sutton,  aged  66.  He 
was  surveyor  to  the  Corporation  of  that  borough,  and  was  also 
6i>rveyor  of  the  works  in  connection  with  the  erection  of  the  Nelson 
mommient.  Mr.  Sutton  was  on  the  summit  of  the  pillar  when  he 
complained  of  dizziness,  and  instantly  expired. 

Mr.  Johm  Watson,  of  Chapel  Field,  Norwich,  proprietor  of  the 

Royal  Ipswich  Mail  coach,  issued  Uie  following  notice  t — ^*^As  I  have 
been  unexpectedly  turned  out  of  my  coach  office  in  the  Angel  yard, 
and  have  been  the  proprietor  of  the  Ipswich  mail  35  years,  I  trust 
you  will  continue  to  give  that  long  eistablished  City  Coach  your 
accustomed  protection,  and  I  hope  my  residence  amongst  you  for 
seventy-four  years  will  plead  so  much  in  my  favour,  that  you  will  be 
induced  to  desire  your  parcels  for  the  city  to  be  sent  to  the  Maid's 
Head,  St.  Simon's,  or  to  Mr.  J.  M.  Murry's,  No.  9  J,  Davey  Place." 

4. — The  birthday  of  George  III.  waa  celebrated  for  the  last  time 
in  Norwich,  Yarmouth,  Lynn,  East  Dereham,  and  other  towns  in  the 
county. 

5. — "Flying  Actaeons"  were  exhibited  at  the  Prussia  Grardens, 
Norwich,  by  Messrs.  Brously  and  Stratford.  "  The  macliine  consists 
of  a  chair  fixed  on  to  a  four-wheeled  carriage,  in  which  the  rider  sits 
and  guides  the  fore  wheels,  turning  comers  in  a  similar  manner  to 
the  velocipedes.  One  hand  only,  however,  is  necessary,  the  other 
being  at  liberty  to  hold  an  umbrella.  The  hind  wheels,  which  force 
the  machine  alonp:,  are  put  in  motion  with  the  feet  of  tlie  rider  by 
means  of  two  foot-boards  moved  up  and  down  alternately.  With  the 
assistance  of  the  hand  bars  in  going  up  steep  hills  thjis  carriage  will 
travel  at  the  rate  of  eight  miles  an  hour,  and  may  easily  be  made  for 
two  persons  to  sit  abreast.  It  is  equally  convenient  for  both  males 
and  females." 

9. — ^Mr.  Eean  commenoed  a  short  engagement  at  Norwich  Theatre, 
during  which  he  appeared'  as  Brutus,  Sir  Giles  Overreach,  RoUa,  and 
Hamlet. 

13. — ^Died  at  Cheltenham,  aged  63,  Hiomas  Holl,  formerly  of 
Norwich,  and  many  years  proprietor  of  the  "  Worcester  Herald." 

17. — A  grave  was  opened  under  peculiar  circiunstances  in  St.  Julian's 
churchyard,  Norwich.  A  woman  had  died  of  small-pox,  and  was  buried 
within  48  hours  of  her  death.     It  was  suspected  that  she  had  been 
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buried  aliire,  and  the  rumour  was  circulated  that  groans  had  been 
heard  proceeding  frpm  the  grave.  On  the  body  being  exhumed  a 
medical  man  pronounced  life  to  be  extinct. 

18. — Died  at  his  house  on  Castle  Meadow,  Norwich,  aged  53,  Mr. 
William  Stevenson,  veterinary  surgeon.  "  He  was  an  excellent 
operator,  and  stood  alone  and  unrivalled  in  comparative  anatomy  and 
pathology." 

A  piece  of  plate,  valued  at  100  guineas,  was  presented  at  the 

Half  Moon  Tavern,  Yarmouth,  to  Mr.  N.  B.  Palmier,  in  recognition 
of  his  services  in  securing  the  return  to  Parliament  of  the  Hon.  George 
Anson  and  Mr.  Rumbold. 

19.-:— The  Norwich  and  London  caravans  were  ad^vertised  to  perform 
the  journey  in  24  hours.  They  set  out  from  the  Angel  Inn  at  six 
a.m.  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday,  and  from-  the  Swan-with- 
Two-Necks,  Lad  Lane,  London,  on  Tuesday,  Friday,  and  Saturday 
evening.  Groods  were  conveyed  from  London  to  Norwich  at  7b.  per 
cwt.,  and  from  Norwich  to  London  at  98.  per  cwt. 

22. — ^Mr.  Nathaniel  Bolingbroke  was  sworn  into  office  as  Mayor  of 
Norwich.  There  was  no  guild  feast,  but  80  of  the  Mayor's  friends 
dined  at  the  Assembly  Rooms  in-  honour  of  Uie  day. 


JULY. 

4. — ^A  severe  thunderstorm  occurred,  aocompanied  by  a  tremendous 
hailstorm  and  a  heavy  rain.  Hundreds  of  acres  of  turnips  were 
If  a^ed  away  in  various  parts  of  the  county.  Upwards  of  JB600  worth 
of  damage  was  done  to  tho  wheat  and  barley  crops  of  Mr.  William 
Unglesfi,  of  Whitwell,  near  Beepham. 

5. — ^Holkham  Sheep  Shearing  commenced.  In  a  speech  at  the 
dinner  Sir  Johh  Sinclair  confessed  that  he  came  to  Holkham  prejudiced 
in  favour  of  the  broad-cast  system  of  agriculture,  but  after  what  he 
had  seen  and  heard  during  his  visit  he  was  now  convinced  that  the 
drill  system  was  superior. 

8. — Many  deaths  having  occurred  from  small-pox  in  Norwich  the 
Mayor,  in  accordance  wit.h  a  requisition,  called  a  public  meeting  at 
the  Guildhall,  and  resolutions  were  passed  in  favour  of  general 
vaccination.  From  January  6th  to  the  September  ensuing  619  deaths 
were  recorded.  "There  has  not  been  a  single  deatJil  from  small-pox 
in  those  parishes  where  vaccination  has  most  prevailed." 

9. — ^Work  was  completed  at  the  Nelson  Monument,  Yarmouth,  and 
the  scaffolding  on  the  top  removed. 

12. — ^The  Duke  of  Gloucester  and  Princess  Mary,  with  other  dis- 
tinguished personages,  paid  a  visit  to  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P.,  at 
Holkham. 

14. — Died  at  his  house  in  Union  Place,  Norwich,  aged  39,  Mr. 
William  Saint,  "  whose  extraordinary  mathematical  talents  advanced 
him  to  the  honourable  situation  of  professor  of  that  science  in  the 
Royal  Institution  at  Woolwich."  In  the  latter  part  of  his  life  he  was 
employed  in  teaching  mathematics  in  Norwich.  His  widow  was 
appointed  matron  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital. 
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20. — ^A  cricket  match  for  £500  wa«  played  at  Newmarket,  between 
the  Holt  and  Cambridge  olubs.     Holt,  93-56 ;  Cambridge,  66-34. 

27. — A  meeting,  presidied  over  by  tJie  Mayor,  wag  held  at  the 
Guildhall,  Norwich,  for  the  purpoee  of  "  taking  into  oonsideration  the 
state  of  mendicity  in  the  city."  The  meeting  was  adjourned  imtil 
October  22nd,  when,  on  the  motion  of  the  Hon,  Edward  Harboard,  it 
waa  unanimously  resolved  to  establish  a  Society  for  the  Suppression  of 
Mendicity  in  Norwich.  At  the  first  annual  meeting,  held  on  October 
9th,  1820,  it  was  reported  tliat  437  vagrants  had  been  dealt  with  by 
the  society,  and  had  been  relieved  with  food  and  lodlgings  at  small 
expense,  and  others  had  been  handed  over  to  the  magistrates  aa 
ikotorious  impostors. 

28. — ^The  first  anniversary  of  the  King  and  Constitution  Qub  was 
celebrated  by  a  dinner  at  the  Maid's  Head  Inn,  Norwich.  Mr. 
Thomas  Starling  Day  was  president,  and  Mr.  Skipper,  vice-president. 


AUGUST. 

1. — ^Mr.  Thomas  Amyot,  formerly  private  sec^retaiy  to  the  Right 
Hon.  William  Windiham>,  dieceased,  and  a  resident  in  Norwich,  was 
appointed  Registrar  under  the  Act  for  establishing  a  Registry  of 
Colonial  Slaves  in  Great  Britain. 

3. — ^Two  troops  of  ^tte  9th  Lancers,  commanded  by  Capt.  Daly, 
arrived  in  Norwich  to  replace  the  15th  Light  Dragoons  ordered  to 
Manchester. 

4. — ^A  prize  fight  took  place  in  Kirby  Park  between  Cox,  the  Norwich 
blacksmith,  and  Christopher  Barlee,  the  Berghapton  Groom.  Seventy- 
two  roundlB  were  fought,  and  Cox  won.  Upwards  of  5,000  persons 
were  present. 

10. — ^At  the  reception  of  his  Majesty's  Judges  of  Assize  at  Norwich 
the  ooach  of  the  High  Sheriff  of  Norfolk  (Sir  W.  W.  Dalling)  was 
drawn  by  a  team  of  six  piebald  horses,  "  preceded-  by  a  full  retinue  " ; 
and  the  C^ty  Sheriffs  rode  in  a  coaoh  drawn  by  four  greys,  and 
attended  by  their  servants. 

^Married,  at  Quidienham  Church,  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the 

Diocese,  Mr.  James  Macdbnald,  M.P.,  only  son  of  Sir  Archibald 
Macdonald,  Lord  Chief  Baron  of  the  Exchequer,  to  the  Righib  Hon. 
Lady  Sophia  Eeppel,  eldest  daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Albemarle.  A 
grand  entertainment  was  given  to  the  gentry,  yeomanry,  and  poor 
of  the  neighbourbood  in  tents  erected-  in  the  park ;  sports  were  held, 
and  among  the  banners  displayed  were  thoee  taken  at  the  Havanna 
by  the  late  earl. 

11. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  which  oommenced  at  Norwioh  on  thas 
date,  John  I^craft,  of  Westwick,  was  charged  before  Mr.  Justice 
Burrough,  with  administering  airsenic  to  hia  infant  child,  in  con- 
sequence of  which  it  diedi.  The  prisoner,  who  made  no  defence,  was, 
after  a  trial  of  six  hours,  found  guilty  and  sentenced  to  d>eath,  "his 
body  to  be  delivered!  to  the  surgeons  to  be  anatomised"  The  execution 
took  plaoe  on  the  Castlo  Hill  on  the  16tih.  "The  culprit  had  a 
diminutive  form  and  decrepid  figure ;  when  the  platform  fell  his  chest 
expanded  at  intervals  during  the  spaoe  of  seven  or  eight  minutes. 
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altbough  every  precaution  was  taken  to  dbiorten  hia  snfferingB  hy  the 
addition  of  some  heavy  appendages.  After  disseotion  had  been  per- 
formed the  body  was  exposed  to  public  view  at  the  Shirehouse  for 
one  hour." 

12. — ^Married  at  Holkham,  by  the  Rev.  Charles  Anson,  Archdeacon 
of  Carlisle,  the  Earl  of  Rosebery  to  the  Hon.  Anne  Margaret  Anson, 
eldest  daughter  of  Viscount  Anson,  deceased. 

14. — ^Messrs.  R.  Goose,  Goldings,  and  Co.,  advertised  that  ihe  "  Real 
Telegraph  "  coach  which  ran  from  the  Rampant  Horse  Inn,  Norwich, 
at  seven  in  the  morning  and  arrived  in  London  at  eight  in  the 
evening,  had  *'  no  concern  whatever  with  the  coach  starting  from  the 
Angd,  and  called  *  Th»  Telegraph.'"  The  fares  were: — ^Inside, 
£1  48.;  outside,  14s. 

^The  Norwich  Society  of  Artists  annoimced  its   15th   annual 

exhibition  of  picturee  at  its  room  in  Sir  Benjamin  Wrenoiiie's  Courtw 
This  year  there  was  no  rival  exhibition. 

23. — ^The  Duke  of  Sussex,  as  Grand  Master  of  England^  installed 
Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P.,  as  Provincial  Grand  Master  at  a  Masonic 
gathering  which  took  place  in  Norwich. 

The  proprietors  of  the  Expedition  ooaoh  commiOnoed  running 

the  Defence  day  ooach,  from  the  White  Swan  Yard,  St.  Peter  Mau- 
croft,  Norwich,  to  the  Angel  Inn  at  the  back  of  St.  Clement's  Church', 
Strand.  The  up  journey  was  performed  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and 
Friday,  and  the  down  on  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday.  Fares .  — 
inside,  21s. ;  outside,  12s.     The  Expedition  night  coach  ran  as  usual. 

28. — ^Edward  Fisher,  convicted  at  the  previous  Norfolk  Assizes  of 
stabbing  William  Harrison,  was  executed  on  the  Castle  Hill,  Norwich. 
"After  receiving  the  sacrament  he  long  held  thie  cup  and  bread!  with 
the  wildest  expression  of  agony  in  his  eyes  and  features.  He  left  a 
wife  and  seven  children  to  lament  the  unhappy  end  of  a  husband 
and  father.  He  was  of  a  reserved,  sullen,  and  gloomy  temper,  in 
his  religious  profession  a  Methodist,  and  to  a  oertain  degree  of 
unsound  mind." 


SEPTEMBEB. 

2. — A  cricket  match  between  Holt  and  Bungay  was  played  on 
Bungay  Common.  "  The  Bungay  players ,  although  allowed  Fennex, 
had  souuggled  into  their  side  two  more  professed  Marylebone  players." 
Much  wrangling  took  place  on  the  3rd,  when  Bungay  refused  to  go 
on  with  the  game,  and  the  match  was  claimed  by  Holt,  l^e  return 
match  was  played  at  Holt  on  the  13th;  Bungay  had  Fennex,  Sparks, 
and  Razell  on  their  sidle.  Scores:  Holt,  120-73;  Bungay,  73-104. 
"  Mr.  Pilch,  of  the  Holt  club,  made  57."  Tk^  following  notice  was 
appended  to  tihe  report  of  the  match: — "The  Holt  club  take  this 
opportunity  of  publicly  declaring  their  determination  to  decline  any 
further  contest  or  connection  whatever  with  the  Bungay  club." 

11. — ^Mr.  Young,  who  had  previously  appeared  at  Yarmouth,  com- 
menced an  engagement  at  Norwich  Theatre.  His  characters  included 
Hamlet,  Macbeth,  Penruddock  ("  The  Wheel  of  Fortune  "),  King  Lear, 
and  Zanga  ("  The  Revenge  "). 
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13. — The  comer-fttone  of  tiie  new  punup-room  and  badui  at  tlie 
Thetford  chalybeate  spring  was  laid  with  appropriate  ceremony  by 
the  Duke  of  Grafton.  His  Grace  and  the  Duchess  drank  of  the  water 
of  the  spring,  dinner  was  served  at  the  Guildhall,  and  a  bail  took 
place  in  the  evening. 

15. — ^A  prize  fight  took  place  on  Tasburgh  Common,  between 
Barlee,  the  Berghapton  Groom,  and  Belasco.  Between  8,000  and 
10,000  persons  were  present.  Hundreds  of  women  attended,  "some 
of  very  dashing  and  many  more  of  rcftpectable  appeai^nce  to  be 
spectatresses  of  bloody  noses  and  cross  buttocks."  Forty-one  rounds 
were  fought,  and  the  contest  ended  in  favour  of  Belasco. 

16. — A  public  meeting  was  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  "  in 
ord^  to  take  into  consideration  the  late  disastrous  transactions  at 
Manchester  on  August  16th.  The  Mayor  presided,  and  resolutions 
were  passed  asserting  the  right  of  the  subject  to  petition  the  King. 
The  legality  of  the  Manchester  meeting  was  affirmed,  the  conduct  of 
the  magistrates  and  Yeomanry  Cavalry  censured,  and  a  subscription 
was  opened  for  the  relief  of  the  sufferers.  An  address  was  also  proposed 
for  presentation  to  the  Prince  Regent,  in  which  his  Royal  Highness 
was  asked  to  remove  certain  niinisters  fromi  his  presence  and  councils. 
The  address  was  afterwards  presented  to  the  Prince  at  Carleton  House 
by  the  members  for  the  city.  A  counter  declaration  was  also  circulated 
in  Norwich,  and  received  1,608  signatures.  In  due  course  it  was 
presented  to  the  Prince  Regent. 

20. — ^A  meeting,  presidted  over  by  the  Mayor,  was  held  at  the 
Guildhall,  Norwich,  to  take  into  consideration  the  best  means  to  be 
adopted  to  carry  into  effect  a  plan  for  making  a  new  street,  and  for 
erecting  a  bridge  over  the  river  Wensum  at  Duke's  Palace.  The 
meeting  was  adjourned'  till  October  18th,  when  a  resolution  in  favour 
of  the  plan  was  rejected  by  a  considerable  majority.  A  meeting  of 
the  supporters  of  the  undiertaking  was  held  on  November  29th,  under 
the  presidencv  of  Mr.  George  Morse,  when  it  was  reported  that  £7,000 
of  the  £9.000  proposed  to  be  raised  by  shares  of  £25  each  had  been 
subscribed.  A  Bill  was  afterwards  introduced  into  Parliament,  and 
was  read  a  second  time  on  December  17th.  On  February  26th  it  was 
announced  that  the  Bill  had  not  been  passed  in  Committee  of  the 
House  of  Commons  owiner  to  the  interference  of  the  petitioners,  and 
that  the  promoters  would  have  to  commence  fresh  proceedings  in  the 
new  Parliament.  On  Julv  8th,  1820,  it  was  stated  that  the  Bill  had 
passed  both  Houses.  The  foimdation-frtone  of  the  bridge  was  laid 
on  August  28th,  1821,  by  Mr.  Alderman  T.  S.  Day. 

24. — ^The  Mavor  and  Corporation  of  Yarmouth  voted  a  loyal  address 
to  the  Prince  Regent,  expressive  of  their  "detestation  of  the  wicked 
and  atrocious  attempts  of  seditious  and  disaffected  subjects  in  various 
parts  of  the  kinedom,  now  openly  and  avowedly  meditafinc:  the  sub- 
version of  the  laws  and  Government,  the  annihilation  at  once  of  all 
distinctions  of  rank,  and  the  saored  rights  of  property." 


OCTOBER.

Capt.   Anderson,   arrived   at    Norwich  to   replace  the   9th  Lancers. 
Detachments  were  sent  to  Tarmouth  and  Holt^ 
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5. — ^Died,  aged  32,  Mr.  John  Charles  Beckwitih,  organist  of  the 
Gathedlral  and  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft  church,  Norwich.  His  remains 
were  interred  on  the  llth  in  a  grave  beside  that  of  his  late  father 
beneathi  the  organ  loft  of  St.  Peter's  church.  Mr.  Z.  A.  Buck  was, 
on  the  9th,  appointed  Cathedral  organist  and  master  of  the  choristers, 
and  on  the  13th  Mr.  Alfred  Pettet  was  elected  organist  by  the  parish- 
ioners of  St.  Peter  Mancroft. 

16. — ^The  Blast  Dereham  and  London  Telegraph  coach  was  adver- 
tised by  John  Leverett  and  Co.  It  started  from  the  Cherry  Tree  Inn 
eveiy  Sunday,  Tuesday,  and  Thursdiay  at  6.30  a.m.,  and  travelled  by 
Shipdham  and  Watton  to  the  King's  Head,  Thetford,  to  meet  the 
Norwich  Telegraph.  The  Dereham  Telegraph  then  proceeded  to  the 
Woolpack  Inn  and  the  Angel  Inn  at  Bury  St.  Edmund's,  whence  it 
returned  to  Thetford  on  the  following  day  and  met  the  Norwich 
Telegraph  on  its  return  from  Londbn,  and  arrived  at  Dereham  the 
same  evening  at  nine  o'clock.  On  Saturday  the  Dereham  Telegraph 
ran  to  Norwich  and  back. 

25. — ^The  Duke  of  Wellington  passed  through  Norwich  on  his  way  to 
Blickling  Hall.  On  changing  horses  at  the  Angel  Inn  he  was  warmly 
oheered  by  the  crowd. 

29. — ^Pursuant  to  requisition  a  county  meeting  was  held  at  St. 
Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  on  adijoumment  from  the  Shirehouse  in 
consequence  of  the  excessive  crowd,  to  ''  take  into  consideiration  the 
transactions  which  unfortunately  took  place  at  Manchester  on  August 
16th."  The  High  Sheriff  (Sir  William  Windham  Dalling)  presided, 
and  resolutions  were  passed  asserting  the  right  of  Englishmen  to  meet 
for  the  purpose  of  petitioning,  and  demanding  a  Parliamentary  inquiry 
into  the  transactions.  It  was  also  decided  to  present  an  address  to 
the  Prince  Regent.  A  declaration,  previously  published,  was  signed 
by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  upwards  of  1,000  oilier  noblemen,  gentle- 
men, olergy,  and  freeholders,  expressing  their  reasons  for  dissenting 
from  the  meeting  as  tending  to  prejudice  the  public  mind  against  the 
magistrates  and  military. 

NOVEMBER. 

1. — A  peal  of  five  bells,  oast  at  the  Whitechapel  foundry,  and  hung 
by  Hurry,  of  Norwich,  was  opened  at  Wroxham  church.  Five  hats 
were  offered  as  a  prize  to  the  company  who  rang  the  best  of  three 
peals.     The  South  Walsham  ringers  won. 

Sir  Edward  James  Smith,  of  Norwich,  President  of  the  Linnaean 

Society,   was   elected    Honorary   Professor   of   Botany   at  the   Royal 
Institution^  London. 

6. — ^The  Norwich  and  Yarmouth  Telegraph  post  coach  was  announoed 
to  run  daily  from  the  Angel  Inn,  Norwich,  to  the  King's  Bead  Inn, 
Yarmouth,  in  two  and  a  half  hours.     Fares :  Inside,  5s. ;  outside,  3s. 

13.* — '*  Capt.  Borrow  has  retired  from  the  adjutancy  of  the  First 
or  West  Norfolk  Regiment  of  Militia  after  42  years'  service." 

24. — ^A  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  interested  in  the  woollen  manu- 
factures of  Norwich/  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  foi'  the  purpose  of 
taking  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  applying  to  Parliament  for 
a  repeal  of  the  d*uty  imposed  upon  the  importation  of  foreign  wool. 
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DECEMBER. 

7. — Died  at  St.  Gile•^  Norwich,  at  a  very  advanoed  age,  Mrs.  Mary 
Fisher,  mother  of  Mr.  David  Fisher,  oomediaa. 


1820. 


JANUARY. 

1.* — (Advt.)  ''Ned  Painter  begs  to  inform  his  friends  and  the 
public  that  he  has  taken  the  Sun  and  Anchor  Tavern,  Lobster  Lane, 
Norwich,  where  he  will  have  for  their  accommodation  the  best  ales^ 
Londbn  porter,  spirits,  wine,  dbc,  and  he  hopes  by  strict  attention 
to  merit  patronage  and  support.  N.  P.  begs  to  informi  tihe  Amateurs 
of  Norwich  and  Norfolk  that  he  intends  to  give  private  lessons  in 
sparring  in  ihQ  most  scientific  style  and  at  reasonable  terms  ac  all 
hours  of  the  day." 

13. — ^Died  at  Ciatton,  aged  68,  Mr.  Robert  Harvey,  an  Alderman  of 
Norwich,  and  a  magistrate  for  the  county.  He  served  the  office  of 
Sheriff  in  1784,  and  of  Mayor  in  1787. 

15. — ^Very  severe  weather  set  in.  The  thermometer  fell  to  seven 
degrees.    A  rapid  thaw  took  place  on  the  18th,  and  a  flood  ensued. 

17. — ^Lord  and  Lady  Castlereagh,  accompanied  by  the  Marquis  of 
Ancram,  arrived  in  Norwich  on  their  way  to  visit  Lord  Suffield  at 
Gunton.  Whilst  the  horses  were  being  changed  at  the  Angel,  a  mob 
hooted  and  hissed  the  visitors,  and  one  of  the  ringleaders  was  seised 
by  Mr.  Crisp  Brown. 

18. — Died  in  London,  aged  92,  Mrs.  Linley,  widow  of  Mr.  Linley, 
formerly  proprietor  of  Drury  Lane  Theatre,  who  was  father  of  the 
first  Mrs.  Sheridan,  and  of  the  Rev.  0.  T.  Linley,  of  Norwich. 

20. — ^The  Duke  of  Wellington  passed  through  Norwich  on  his  way 
to  Gunton.  His  grace  returned  to  the  city  on  the  27th  on  his  journey 
back  to  town. 

21. — ^Died,  John  Nash,  of  Hempnall.  He  was  clerk  of  the  paridi 
56  years,  keeper  of  th^  Swan  Inn  35  yean,  and  at  the  age  of  40 
weighed  24  stone. 

23. — ^Died  at  Ludham^  aged  79,  Thomas  Smith,  shoemaker.  "By 
his  particular  request  he  was  carried  to  the  grave  by  six  men  of  his 
own  trade,  each  with  his  leather  apron  tied'  round  Mm,  and  stirrups 
with  hand  leathers  attached  slung  across  their  shoulders." 

24. — ^Fox's  birthday  was  commemorated  by  a  dinner  at  St. 
Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  at  which  460  noblemen  and  gentlemen  were 
present.  Hie  company  included  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Sussex,  the  Duke 
of  Norfolk,  the  Earl  of  Albemarle  (who  presided),  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke, 
M.P.,  ice. 

25. — ^Intelligenoe  was  reoeived  in  Norwich  of  the  deathi  of  H.R%H. 
the  Duke  of  Kent. 
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27. — ^The  Castle  Corporation  at  Norwicli  celebrated  tJieir  65th 
anniTersary. 

S9. — ^ICr.  Harley,  of  Drury  Lane  Theatre,  commenced  an  engage^ 
ment  at  Norwich  Theatre.  The  performances  were  intemipted  by  the 
intelligence  of  the  death  of  George  III.,  and  irere  resumed  on 
February  17th.  His  diaracters  included  Marplot  (''The  Busybody"), 
Trifltran  Fickle  (''The  Weathercock "X  Popolino  ("The  Sleeping 
Draught"),  Risk  ("Love  Laughs  at  Locksmiths"),  Caleb  Quotem 
("The  Wags  of  Wind&or"),  Peter  Fidp^et  ("The  Boarding  House"), 
Phantom  ("  Frightened  to  Death"),  and  Somno  ("  The  Sleep  Walker"). 

30. — ^A  messenger  from  London  brought  to  Lord  and  Lady  Castle- 
reagh,  who  were  staying  at  Gunton  Hall,  intelligence  of  the  death  of 
George  in.,  whdch  wae  announced  in  Norwich  on  the  morning  of  the 
31st.  Most  of  the  shops  were  immediately  closed»  and  the  bells  of 
the  parish  churches  were  tolled  for  three  hours. 

FEBRUARY. 

2. — ^The  accession  of  George  IV.  was  proclaimed  on  the  Castle  Hill, 
Norwich,  by  Sir  William  Windhami  Dalling,  Bart.,  High  Sheriff  of 
the  county  of  Norfolk,  who  was  accompanied  by  Mr.  Eldmond  Wode- 
house,  M.P.,  and  other  gentlemen,  who  gave  three  cheers  for  his 
Majesty.  In  accordance  with  a  writ  addressed  to  the  Mayor  and 
Sheriffs  of  Norwich  on  the  1st  inst,  the  proclamation  was  mad^  in 
the  city  with  due  formality  on  the  2nd.  The  Corporation  assembled 
at  the  Guildhall,  and  the  14th  Light  Dragoons  paraded  in  the  Market 
Place.  From  the  leads  of  the  Guildhall,  after  a  flourish  of  trumpets, 
the  Town  Clerk  (Mr.  Elisha  die  Haigue)  read  the  proclamation  amid  loud 
cheers.  A  procession  was  afterwards  formed  and  passed  through  the 
city,  the  proclamation  being  read  at  various  points.  "  At  the  upper 
gate  of  the  Close  the  Under  Chamberlain  advanced  and  demanded  the 
gates  to  be  opened  in  pursuance  of  the  King's  writ.  Mr.  J.  Eitson, 
the  Chapter  clerk,  then  answered  from  within,  '  In  obedience  to  his 
Majesty's  commands  the  gates  shall  be  opened.' "  After  the  proclamar 
tion  had  been  made  in  the  Close  the  prooession  returned  to  the 
Guildhall,  where  refreshments  were  served.  The  proclamation  was 
made  in  similar  form  at  Yarmouth,  Lynn,  and  Thetford. 

16. — ^This  being  the  day  of  the  funeral  of  the  late  King,  all  the 
shops  in  Norwich  were  closed,  and  almost  every  person  appeared  in 
deep  mourning.  The  Mayor,  members,  and  officials  of  the  Corporation, 
wearing  black  scarfs  over  their  robes,  went  in  solemn  procession  to 
the  Cathedral,  where  a  sennon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Prebendary 
Thurlow.  At  the  different  churches  and  chapels  throughout  the  city 
proper  PsaJms  and  lessons  were  read,  and  in  die  evening  muffled  peals 
were  rung. 

21. — ^Died  in  the  Council  Cham>ber  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  Mr. 
Thomas  Back,  aged  52.  He  served  the  offise  of  Sheriff  in  1802,  was 
elected  alderman  of  the  Great  Wa<rd  of  Mancroft  in  1808,  and  Mayor 
in  1809;  and  shortly  before  his  death  was  appointed  a  deputy 
lieutenant  for  the  coxmty  of  Norfolk.

24. — ^Mr.  Young  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  as  Othello.  On

] . — ^A  ceveire  stornir  and  high  flood  oocurrGd  in  the  Ljnn  district.  A 
lai^e  number  of  yeBsela  were  stranded  an  the  Norfolk  ooaat. 

2.— Died  at  Norwioh,  aged  85,  Mr.  Starling  Day,  wlio  served  the 
office  of  Sheriff  in  1775,  wafl  elected  aldenn«n  in  1777,  and  Mayor 
in  1782-1812, 

6. — Miss  Brunton  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  tm  Rosalind.  She 
also  played  the  p«rU  of  Lady  Contest  (''  The  Wed(Mng  Day "),  and 
Lady  Teazle  (to  the  Charles  Surface  of  Mr.  Brunton).  In  a  piece, 
entitled  "An  Actress  of  all  Work,"  she  sustained  seven  different 
characters. 

7. — ^Parliament  haYin<?  been  dissolved  by  proclamation  on.  February 
28th,  consequent  upon  the  death  of  the  late  King,  the  Norwich  election 
was  fixed  for  this  diate.  The  sitting  representatives,  Mr.  William  Smit^ 
and  Mr.  R.  H.  Gumey,  were  returned  without  opposition.  The 
ciroumstance  of  a  Norwich  election  passing  off  without  a  contest  had 
not  occurred  since  1774,  when  Sir  Harbord  Harbord,  Bart.,  and  Mr. 
Edward  Bacon  were  elected. 

10. — Yarmouth  election,  which  begian  on  the  7th,  concluded  on  this 
date.  The  result  was  declared  as  follows  : — ^The  Hon.  George  Anson, 
753;  Mr.  E.  K  Rumbold,  750;  Lieut-General  Michel,  612;  Mr.  Josiae 
H.  Stracey,  612.     The  two  first-named  were  elected. 

13. — ^Mr.  T.  W.  Coke  and  Mr.  Eklmond  Wodehouse  were  re-eleoted 
without  opposition  to  represent  Norfolk.  Among  the  other  local 
elections  which  took  place  were  the  following: — ^Ilietford,  Lord  C. 
Fitzroy  and  Mr.  N.  W.  R.  Colboume,  returned  unopposed;  Castle 
Rising,  the  Earl  of  Rocksavage  and  Col.  F.  6.  Howard,  unopposed. 

15. — Died  in  St.  Andrew's,  Norwich,  aged  64,  Mr.  John  Lovick, 
common  councilman  for  the  Great  Ward  of  Wymer.  He  served  the 
office  of  Sheriff  in  1817. 

16. — ^At  a  special  assembly  of  the  Corporation  of  Norwich  an 
address  of  condolence  on  the  death  of  his  late  Majesty  and  of  the 
Duke  of  Kent  was  unanimously  passed^  and  afterwards  presented  to 
the  King  by  the  members  for  the  city. 

20. — ^At  the  Lent  Ajsalzes  held  at  Thetford,  the  Grand  Jury  made 
n  presentment  to  the  effect  that  Norwich  Castle  was  inefficient,  as 
then  constructed,  for  the  purposes  of  a  county  prison. 

24. — Died  at  Catton,  aged  66,  Mr.  Jeremiah  Ives,  an  acting 
mao^istrate  for  the  coimty,  and  aldierman  for  the  Great  Wymer  Ward. 
He  was  Sheriff  in  1782,  and  Mayor  in  1786-1801. 

25.* — "  Cleansing  week,  at  Norwich,  has  resulted  in  the  restoration 
of  the  ascendancy  of  the  '  Purple  and  Orange '  party  in  the  Corporation 
of  the  city." 

APRIL. 

3. — ^A  prize  fight  took  place  in  a  field  at  West  Burlinghaxn  between 
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Rufthmore,  a  blaoksmith,  of  Limpenhoe,  and  Lajden,  the  Cantlej 
carpenter.  Tbe  matohi  was  for  £100,  sulwcribed  by  the  fathers  of 
the  oombatanta.  Rushmore  was  attendied  by  Ned  Painter,  and  Layden 
by  Potter,  of  Yarmouth.  ''  There  were  44  rounds  of  hard  milling 
without  science  or  skill,  and  Rushmore  won." 

^Mr.  Eean  appeared  at  Lynn  Theatre  for  a  short  season  as  King 

Richard  III.,  Othello,  Shylock,  kc. 

6. — A.  prize  fight  took  place  at  St.  Faith's  between  Cox,  the  black- 
smith, of  Norwich,  and  Teasdale,  *'  the  noted  prize  fighter  from  London, 
who  had  been  brought  to  Norwich  and  passed  off  as  a  ooimtryman 
under  the  feigned  name  of  Jahnson.''  More  than  5,000  persons  were 
present.  Ned  Painter  and  Purcell  attended  on  Teasdale,  and  Warkley 
and  Hurry  on  Cox.  "JThe  battle  lasted  one  hour  thirteen  minutes,  and 
65  desperate  rounds  were  fought.  '*  Cox  faced  his  man  and  fought 
with  great  resolution,  and  drove  his  adyersary  oyer  tbe  ropes  eleven 
times.  In  the  end,  however,  superior  science  prevailed,  and  in  the 
65th  round  Cox  received  several  violent  blows  on  the  left  eye,  wbich 
had  been  cut  on  one  of  the  stakes  in  a  fall  in  the  second  round,  and 
victory  was  declared-  in  favour  of  Teasdale.  After  the  battle  the 
imposition  was  discovered,  and  a  hand  bill  circulated,  declaring  all 
bets  void.  The  friends  of  Teasdale  denied  any  deception,  and  said 
his  name  was  really  Johnson." — ^Another  battle  took  place  for  a  sub- 
scription purse  of  £5  on  the  same  ground,  between  Dan,  a  stonemiason, 
of  Norwich,  and  Sparks,  a  blacksmith,  of  Norton.  Dan  won  after  25 
rounds  had  been  fought. 

13. — ^Mr.  Edward  Ball's  new  melodrama^  '^  Giraldi  "  (founded  on  Mrs. 
Opie's  popular  tale»  "  He  Russian  Boy  "),  was  performed  for  the  first 
time  at  Norwich  Theatre,  and  received  with  great  applause. 

15. — ^A.  county  meeting  was  held  at  the  Shirehouse,  Norwich,  the 
High  Sheriff  (Mr.  G.  S.  Rett)  presiding,  at  which  an  address  of  con- 
dolence on  the  death  of  the  late  King  was  adopted,  and  afterwards 
j>re0ented  to  his  Majesty  by  the  High  Sheriff. 

24. — ^This  day  was  appointed  for  the  celebration  of  his .  Majesty's 
birthday.  At  Norwich  the  Union  flag  was  hoisted  on  the  steeple  of 
St.  Peter  Mancroft,  and  the  bells  were  rung.  The  14th  Light  Dragoons 
fifed  a  feu  de  joie  in  the  barrack  square,  and  the  Norwich  Liglit 
Horse  Volunteers  a  salute  on  the  Castle  Meadow  The  several  troops 
of  Norfolk  Yeomanry  Cavalry  paraded  in  review  order. 

28. — ^A  grand  fete  was  given  in  Heydon  Park  in  celebration  of  the 
majority  of  Mr.  William  Earle  Lytton  Bulwer.  The  inhabitants  of 
Heydon  and  of  the  neighbouring  villages  went  in  procession  to  the 
park,  where  dinner  was  served  at  155  tables.  A  performance  was 
given  by  a  troupe  of  equestrians,  and  ''  28  barrels  of  strong  ale  were 
placed  in  different  positions  in  the  pcurk.'' 


MAY. 

1. — ^A  contested  election  for  the  office  of  Mayor  of  Norwich  com- 
menced this  day  and  ended  on  the  2nd,  when  the  result  was 
declared  as  follows: — Alderman  Burt,  1,173;  Alderman  Marsh,  1,077  ; 
Aldennan  Thurtell,  1,018.  Mr.  Burt  was  afterwards  chosen  Mayor 
by  the  aldermen. 
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2.— Died,  in  his  89th  year,  Mr.  William.  Calthorpe,  the  oldest 
inhabitant  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich.  *' He  generally  oom- 
menoed  Ihiie  morning  walk  about  four  o'clock  during  the  summer  season, 
and  gradually  later  as  the  days  became  shorter.  He  almost  constantly 
attended  daily  prayers  at  St.  Peter's  Church." 

3. — ^At  a  quarterly  as8em.bly  of  the  Norwich  Corporation,  B£r.  A.  A.  H. 
Beckwith  was  dected  SpeaJLer  of  the  Common  Council. 

5. — Four  prisoners  mad^  their  escape  from  the  city  gaol  at  Norwich. 
Each  prisoner  was  wearing  his  leg  irons,  and  their  escape  waa  observed. 
One  was  apprehended  immediately,  another  was  captured  at  Wymond- 
ham,  a  thin)  at  St.  Augustine'6  gates,  and  the  fourth  surrendered. 

10. — ^Died  at  Cheltenham^  aged  67,  Major-General  Sir  Haylett 
Framingham,  K.C.B.,  colonel  of  the  Royal  Horse  Artillery  and  com* 
manding  officer  of  Royal  Artillery  in  Ireland.  He  waa  the  eldest  K*n 
of  Mr.  C.  Framingham,  of  Swaffham,  and  serred  und^r  Wellington  in 
the  Peninsula. 

14. — ^The  Bishop  of  Norwich  commenced  his  Ordinary  Visitation  at 
Thetford,  where  he  confimned  1,500  persons.  'Hie  numbers  confirmed 
in  other  centres  in  the  d&oceee  were : — ^At  Newmarket,  2,900 ;  Sudbury, 
2,400;  Bury  St.  Edmund's,  4,320;  Stowmarket,  2,200;  Ipswich,  2,300; 
Woodbiidge,  1,400;  Framlingham,  1,900;  Halesworth,  1,300;  Lowee- 
toft,  600;  Beccles,  700;  North  Walsham,  1,370;  Holt,  1,200;  Faken- 
ham,  2,000;  Lynn,  2,000;  Downham,  1,300;  Swa^Fham,  1,600;  and 
Dereham,  1,230.  The  Visitation  concluded  on  July  Ist,  and  was  said 
to  have  '*  redounded  highly  to  the  honour  of  the  clergy  of  this  extensive 
diocese,  as  the  number  of  persons  confirm^  greatly  exceeded  all 
former  visitations." 

^Died  at  King  Street^  Norwich,  in  her  104th  year,  Mrs.  Laney, 

widow  of  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Laney,  formerly  rector  of  Mulbarton. 

20.* — ^"The  depredations  on  the  river  Tare  diuing  the  last  five 
yecu:«  have  amounted  to  £25,000." 

■  24. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  clei^gy  of  the  county  of  Norfolk  and  of 
the  diocese  of  Norwich,  held  at  the  Swan  Inn,  St.  Peter  Mancroft, 
Norwich,  under  the  presidency  of  Archdeacon  Bathurst,  it  was  decided 
to  petition  Parliament  against  the  daime  of  ''  the  Roman  Catholic 
persuasion." 

29. — ^Pitt's  birthday  was  celebrated  by  a  pubUc  dinner  at  St. 
Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  at  which  350  noblemen  and  gentlemen  were 
present.     Lord  Bayning  presided. 


JUNE. 

1. — ^A  detachment  of  the  10th  Light  Dragoons,  commanded  by  Major 
Stapleton,  arrived  at  Norwich  to  relieve  the  14th  Light  Dragoons, 
who  on  the  same  day  left  on  their  route  to  Canterbury. 

4. — Died  at  his  house  in  the  Close,  Norwioht,  Mr.  Thomas  Tawell, 
aged  57,  "who,  having  been  dei»*ived  of  his  sight  for  some  years, 
founded  the  Hospital  and  Solbool  for  the  Indigent  Blind  in  N<Nrwidi, 
in  1806." 
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13. — ^Died,  aged  84,  at  her  house  in  Surrey  Street,  Norwich,  Mrs. 
Holland,  ''formerly  and  for  many  years  a  respeotablo  actrees  in  the 
Norwich  company." 

14. — ^Died  at  the  Greait  Hospital,  Bishopgate  Street,  Norwich,  aged 
70,  John  Dale»  ''  who  for  many  years  travelled  the  circuit  with  the 
Norwich  company  aa  dresser  to  the  actresses^  and  whose  fkill  and 
ingenuity  in  tiiat  capacity  stood  unrivalled,  for  the  taste  and  excellence 
which  he  manifested  in  his  profession.  By  his  industry  he  was  enabled 
to  support  his  father  and  mother  in  their  extreme  old  age." 

19. — ^Mr.  Booth  appeared  on  the  Norwich  stage  aa  Richard  III. 
His  other  characters  were  King  Lear,  Octavian,  Sir  Giles  Overreach, 
and  Jerry  Sneak  ("  The  Mayor  of  Garrat "). 

20. — Guild  Day  at  Norwich.  The  Corporation  attended  service  at 
the  Cathedral,  and  Mr.  William  Burt  was  sworn  in  as  Mayor  at  the 
Guildhall.  He  afterwards  entertained  600  guests  at  the  guild  feast 
at  St.  AndreVa  Hall,  and  in  the  evening  gave  a  ball  at  Chapel  Field 
House. 

22. — ^A  fire  engine,  constructed  by  Mr.  Jordan  for  the  Norwich 
Union  Fire  Office,  ''  was  tried  on  the  society's  house  in  Surrey  Street. 
It  discharged  three  badrrela  of  water  a  minute,  and  it«  price  is  £78 — 
cheaper  by  £bO  than  the  more  cumbrous  engines." 

26. — The  First  or  West  Norfolk  Militia^  commanded  by  the  Elarl  of 
Orford,  assembled  on  the  Castle  Hill,  Norwich,  for  28  days'  training. 
"*  The  next  nK>ming  the  men  paraded  in  their  new  scarlet  coa.ta  and 
blue  pantaloons."  The  regiment  was  paid  off  on  July  23rd,  when 
**  the  £kkrl  of  Orford  made  each  of  the  non-comimiesioned  officers  a 
handsome  present  for  their  exertions.'' 

28.^-A  dinner  was  given  at  the  Feathers  Hotel,  Holt,  in  honour  of 
Mr.  W.  E.  L.  Bulwer,  on  his  accession  to  the  Heydon  estate.  Mr.  R. 
Brereton  presided  over  320  guests. 

30. — ^A  meeting  of  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  lands  and  tenements 
in  the  hamlets  of  the  city  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  under 
the  presidency  of  Mr.  J.  Harvey,  when  resolutions  were  moved  ag^inat 
the  new  and  increased  asees^ment  of  the  hamleta  to  the  poor  rates, 
according  to  the  valuation  of  property  made  by  order  of  the  Court 
of  Guardians,  and  a  subscription  was  started  for  defraying  the  expenses 
of  appealing  againat  the  mulct  and  of  any  other  legal  proceedings. 


JULY^ 

3. — ^Holkham  Sheep  Shearing,  whdch  commenced  on  this  date,  was 
attendled  by  a  very  large  company.  "  Perhaps  we  cannot  give  oiir 
readers  a  better  idea  of  the  utility  of  tlie  system  of  agriculture 
practised  at  Holkham,  than  to  inform  them  that  it  and  the  adjoining 
country  for  many  miles  around  were  fifty  years  ago  a  barren  waste 
wibere  scarcely  a  rabbit  could  find  subsistence,  and  that  it  is  now  the 
garden  of  England,  covered  with  most  luxuriant  crops  of  every 
description."  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Sussex,  and  the  Russian  Princes 
Potemkin  and  Trabetzkoy,  were  present  this  year.  Mr.  Morton,  of 
Leith,  showed  a  small  cast-iron  plough,  performing  five  different 
operations;  a  revolving  harrow,  and  a  weed  extirpator. 
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3. — A  prize  fight  took  place  on  TliarBtoji  ComnLon  between  Dan, 
the  stonemafioni  and  Gales,  the  butcher.  The  stakes  amounted  to  £20, 
and  120  rounds  were  fought  in  one  hour  twenty-one  minutes.  Gales 
was  the  winner. 

8.* — "We  congratulate  the  county  on  the  election  of  a  Norfolk 
man,  Dr.  Hyde  WoUaston,  to  the  president's  chair  of  the  Royal 
Society.  It  is  a  curious  circum&tance  that  the  presidents  of  thoree 
very  distinguished  and  scientific  bodies,  andl  two  of  the  principal 
officers  of  two  others  are  natives  of  this  county,  namely,  Dr.  Wollaston, 
president  of  the  Royal  Society;  Sir  James  Edward  Smith,  president 
of  the  Linnsean  Society ;  Dr,  Astley  Cooper,  president  of  the  Medical 
Chirurgical  Society;  Mr.  Riobard  Taylor,  secretary  of  the  Linn»an 
Society;  and  Mr.  John  Taylor,  treasurer  of  the  Geological  Society." 

17. — The  great  prize  fight  between  Painter  and  Oliver,  commemorat- 
ed by  Borrow  in  **  Lavengro,"  took  place  near  Nortli  Walsham-  The 
stakes  were  £100  a  side,  and  tlie  amateurs  of  Norwich  gave  £20  towards 
the  training  czpensee  of  Oliver,  on  condition  that  he  fought  within 
i^asonable  distance  of  Norwich.  The  battle  was  contested  upon  a 
platform.  A  staging  about  100  yards  in  length  was  erected  for  the 
accommodation  of  spectators,  for  whom-,  al<so,  sixty  waggons  were 
formed  in  a  ciix>lc  round  the  outer  ring;  £50  was  collected  at  the 
gate,  and  the  sums  charged  for  admission  to  the  seats  on  the  staging 
prodliced  £80.  The  greatest  order  prevailed  among  the  20,000  persons 
present,  the  ring  being  kept  by  Shelton,  Randall,  Turner,  Scroggins, 
Elales,  Josh  Hudson,  Harmer,  Purcell,  and  other  noted  pugilista 
Oliver  was  seconded  by  Cribb  and  Belcher,  and  Painter  by  Spring  (his 
former  opponent)  and  Paul.  The  odds  were  five  and  a  half  to  four  on 
Painter.  Twelve  rounds  were  fought,  and  Painter  won.  Hia  colours 
(yellow)  were  hoisted  upon  a  waggon,  and  he  was  everywhere  greeted 
with  loud  cheering.  Many  of  the  London  contingent  lost  heavily  over 
the  fight. — ^A  second  battle  took  place  between  Sampson,  the  Birming- 
ham youth,  and  Martin,  the  baker  (the  Master  of  the  Rolls).  The 
former  was  seconded'  by  Turner  and  Paul,  and  the  latter  by  Cribb  and 
Spring.  The  odds  were  six  to  four  on  Martin,  who  won  rifter  29 
rounds,  fought  in  38  minutes.  It  was  during  this  fight  that  the 
thunderstorm,  so  vividly  described'  by  Borrow,  occurred.  At  a  dinner 
given  at  North  Walsham  the  same  evening  Painter  announced  that 
this  was  his  last  appearance  in  the  prize  ring.  Other  "  festivities  " 
took  place  the  same  week.  On  the  19th  there  was  a  "  turn  up " 
between  Joeh  Hudson  and  Belasco  on  Gurney's  bowling-green,  Norwich, 
the  former  of  whom  was  seconded  by  Spring  and  a  Norwich  amateur, 
and  his  opponent  by  Martin.  .Thirty-three  rounds  were  fought,  in  the 
course  of  which  Hudson  dislocated  his  shoulder  and  lost.  The  sum  of 
£10  was  collected  round  the  ring.  On  Saturd'ay,  22nd,  a  benefit  was 
given  for  Painter  in  the  large  room  at  the  Swan  Inn,  at  which  most 
of  the  above-named'  pugilists  appeared.  "  The  amateurs  could  not 
separate  without  giving  a  chance  to  West  Country  Dick,  who  was 
matched  aprainst  George  Redgrave."  The  fight  was  decfded  in  the 
room.  Dick  won  after  a  contest  of  eleven  rounds  occupying  sixteen 
minutes. 


^The  great  main  of  cocks  annuallv  fought  between  the  gentle- 
men of  Norwich  and  the  gentlemen  of  Cam.bridg<?shire  this  year  fell 
through.  A  match  was  aeoordingly  arranged  with  the  gentlemen  of 
London.     It  commenced  on  this  date  at  the  Swan  Inn,  Norwich;  for 
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£10  ft  battle  and  £100  the  odd,  and  ended  on  the  19thy  when  the  local 
sportsmen  won  by  four  battles.  Feeders:  Naah,  sen.,  for  London, 
Lamb  for  Norwich. 

19. — ^Married  at  St.  Luke's  Chapel,  Norwich  CatbedTal,  by  the 
Loi:d  Bishop,  the  Rev.  Heaton  C.  de  Crespigny,  second  son  of  Sir 
W.  de  Crespigny,  Bart.,  M.P.,  to  Miss  Caroline  Bathurst,  third  daughter 
of  his  lordship. 

AUGUST. 

1. — Died  in  St.  John  Maddermarket,  Norwich,  the  Bev.  Edwai'd 
Beaumont, ''  who  for  62  years  had  exercised  the  functicms  of  a  Catholic 
priest  in  this  city."  He  took  up  his  residence  in  Norwich  on  August 
1st,  1758.  His  remains  were  interred  on  August  8th  in  Bt.  Giles' 
church  after  the  funeral  service  had  been  performed  in  his  own  chapel 
according  to  the  rites  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

2. — ^A  meeting  was  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  for  the 
purpose  of  passing  resolutions  expressive  of  sympathy  with  her 
Majesty  Queen  Caroline.  The  Mayor  (Mr.  W.  Burt)  declined  to  preside 
find  left  the  Hall,  and  Mr.  Alderman  Leman  then  took  lihe  chair.  The 
reeolutiofis  were  adopted.  The  only  person  who  expressed  disapproval 
was  Mr.  Eerrison  Harvey,  who  narrowly  escaped  rough  handling.  An 
address  of  congratulation  was  also  adopted,  and  was  presented  to  the 
Queen  by  Mr.  N.  Bolingbroke  and  Mr.  Ekiward  Taylor. 

11.: — ^Died  in  St.  Margaret's,  Norwich,  aged  46,  Capt.  Robert 
Tinkler,  R.N.  ''  He  eigsialised  himself  by  Ihis  intrepid  bravery  in 
several  engagements,  in  which  he  had  received  twenty-one  wounds. 
Capt.  Tinkler  was  cabin  boy  on  board  his  Majesty's  ship  Bounty  (Capt. 
Blyth)  at  the  time  the  crew  of  that  ship  mutinied  in  the  South  Seas 
in  1789,  and  was  one  of  the  twelve  persons  who  with  the  captain  were 
turned  adrift  in  a  boat  by  the  mutineers.  Capt.  Blyth  and  his  com- 
panions, after  a  voyage  of  1,200  leagues,  during  which  the  only 
sustenance  they  had  was  one  ounce  of  bread  and  a  quarter  of  a  pint 
of  water  each  per  day,  had  the  good  fortune  to  arrive  at  the  Dutch 
settlement  of  Cu]>an,  in  the  island  of  Timor." 

14. — Jennings,  the  pede£trian,  undertook  to  walk  100  miles  in 
twenty-two  hours  at  ihe  Prussia  Gardens,  Norwich.  He  covered  90 
miles  in  twenty  hours  eight  minutes,  **  and  would  have  finished  with 
ease,  but  a  misunderstanding  having  taken  place  between  the  time- 
keepers he  thought  proper  to  give  up." 

19. — ^A  detachment  of  the  9th  Lancers  marched  into  Norwich  from 
Nottingham,  under  the  command  of  Capt.  D'Este. 

^The  Norfolk  Society  celebrated  the  50th  year  of  its  establish- 
ment by  a  dinner  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  Norwich.  Mr.  1\  Cubitt, 
Father  of  the  Society,  presided,  and  Major  Payne  was  vice-chairman. 
(This  was  a  non-political  society.) 

^A  coimty  meeting  was  held  at  the  Shirehouse,  Norwich,  when 

resolutions  protesting  against  the  mood  of  proceeding  by  Bill  of  Pains 
and  Penalties  against  her  Majesty,  Queen  Caroline,  were  adopted.  A 
petition  for  presentation  to  the  House  of  Commons  against  the  Bill 
was  also  agreed  to.  The  resolutions  were  moved'  by  the  Hon.  George 
Walpole,  seconded  by  the  Ven.  Archdeacon  Bathurst,  and  suppotrted 
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hj  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P.  The  High  Sheriff  (Mr.  S.  Kett)  declined  to 
preaide»  and  Mr.  Edmond  Wod^house,  M.P.,  dissented  from  the  pro- 
ceedings as  impolitic  and  unnecessary. 

29. — ^This  being  the  anniversary  of  the  Decollation  of  St.  John  an 
assembly  wa£  held  at  the  Church  Hall,  Yarmouth,  at  which  the  Mayor 
and  Corporation  were  present,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  Mayor, 
chamberlain,  churchwardens,  and  other  (^cers  of  the  borough  for  the 
year  ensuing.  "  The  inquest  was  balloted  for  and  locked  up  on 
Tueed&y  afternoon,  and  kept  without  fire,  candle,  meat»  or  drink  till 
ten  o'clock  on  Thursd-ay  morning,  when  they  returned  the  following 
gentlemen  as  being  elected  to  fill  the  respective  offices: — Mr.  John 
Goat  Fisher,  Mayor;  Mr.  William  Barth^  ohamberladn;  Mr.  T.  Bate- 
man  and  Mr.  John  Preston,  churchwardens. 

^A  contest  for  freemen's  Sheriff  took  place  at  Norwich.     Mr. 

E.  T.  Booth  was  elected  with  929  votes,  against  478  recorded  for  Mr. 
Peter  Finch. 

SEPTEMBER. 

1. — ^Mr.  Robert  Hamond,  shooting  in  West  Norfolk,  killed  to  one 
brace  of  pointers,  and  **  without  cleaning  his  gun,"  63  brace  of 
partridges^  a  hare,  and  a  landrail.  He  missed  eight  shots,  lost  only 
one  brace  of  birds,  and  had  only  one  double  ^lot.  The  gun  was  by 
Scarlett,  of  Swaffham. 

6. — ^A  prize  fight  took  place  on  Ashby  Common,  near  Thurton, 
between  Coz,  the  Norwich  blacksmith,  and  Barlee,  the  Berghapton 
Groom,  for  a  purse  of  X25.  Walkley  and  Payne  seconded  Cox,  and 
Ned  Painter  and  Teasdale  waited  upon  Barlee.  ''The  odds  were 
greatly  in  favour  of  Cox  till  the  30th  round,  when  Barlee  planted  some 
severe  blows,  and  in  the  47th  round  floored  his  opponent.  In  the 
53rd  round  Cox  made  a  desperate  effort  and  beat,  or  rather  ran  do^n, 
his  opponent  in  every  rotmd  till  the  80th.  The  betting  was  now 
seven  to  four  in  favour  of  Cox.  Barlee  again  exerted  himself,  and  in 
the  next  six  rounds  planted  several  desperate  hits  on  his  adversary's 
face,  and  in  the  88th  round  brought  Cox  to  the  ground  by  a  tremendous 
blow  under  the  jaw,  and  won  the  fight  in  one  hour  twenty-three 
minutes.  Cox's  head  and  face  presented  a  frightful  spectacle,  and  not 
a  feature  of  his  countenance  could  be  distinguished." 

^Died  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Robert  Marsham,  at  Stratton,  Sir 

Edmund  Baoon,  premier  baronet,  of  Raveninghamw  He  was  in  his 
71st  year,  and  his  death  was  occasioned  by  a  fall  from  his  carriage 
on  August  30th.  "  Sir  Edmund  was  director  of  the  Loddon  and 
Clavering  Incorporation,  and  chairman  of  the  committee  of  the 
Norfolk  Lunatic  Asylum.  He  had  made  unremitting  exertions  to 
improve  the  public  roade.  It  was  one  of  his  fixed  opinions  that 
the  roads  misrht  be  kepi  in  a  good  state  of  repair  by  the  fair  per- 
formance  of  the  Statute  duty  without  the  imposition  of  UAIb,  and  he 
practically  evinced  the  truth  of  the  opinion  which  he  had  formed. 
In  the  attainment  of  this  important  object  he  had  to  encounter  the 
prejudices  of  the  ignorant  and  the  complaints  of  the  interested,  but 
be  steadily  pursued  his  course  regardless  of  the  unpopularity  which 
he  thus  caused,  and  at  length  had  the  gratification  of  making  converts 
of  his  most  decided  opponents." 
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12. — ^Miss  Macauley,  from  the  King's  Concert  Room,  London,  gave 
her  literary  and  mueical  entertainment^  La  Petit  Soupery  at  Norwich 
Theatre.  On  the  14th  she  gave  a  dramatio  reading  at  the  New 
Concert  Room,  St.  George's. 

18. — A  fire  broke  out  on  the  premises  of  Mr.  Neale,  coach  mAker, 
St.  Giles'  Gatee.  The  whole  range  of  workshops  was  oonsmned,  and 
damage  done  to  the  amount  of  £2,000. 

24. — ^Died  at  his  seat  apt  Nackington,  Kent,  Mr.  Ridiard  Miller,  of 
North  Elmham,  aged  85. 

25. — Cossey  bells,  rehung  by  Messrs.  T.  and  J.  Hurry,  of  Norwich, 
were  re-opened.     ''Five  good  hats"  were  offered  for  competition. 

29.— Mr.  Henry  Francis  and  Mr.  K  T.  Booth,  Sheriffs  of  Norwich, 
gave  a  dinner  to  130  guests  at  Chapel  Field  House.  ''  A  turtle, 
weighing  130  lbs.,  was  dressed  by  Mr.  Snow,  and  so  highly  relished 
that  not  a  fragment  remained." 

Rear-Admiral  Philip  Wilkinson  assumed  this  month  the  surname  and 
the  arms  of  Stephens,  in  compliance  with  the  request  contained  in 
the  will  of  his  maitemal  great  uncle.  Sir  Philip  Stephens,  Batrt.,  for 
many  yeai«  Secretary  to  the  Admiralty. 

OCTOBER. 

1. — ^Died,  aged  47,  at  Dunkirk,  Mr.  Charles  Williann  Jemingham, 
second  son  of  Sir  William  Jeminghiam,  of  Coatessey.  "  Mr.  Jeming- 
ham had  served  eight  camps  in  the  Austrian  Army  with  distinguished 
valour,  being  engaged  in  the  great  battles  of  Jenu^pe  and  Fleurus, 
and  was  several  times  wounded."  His  remains  were  interred  at 
Coetessey  on  October  23rd. 

7.* — "It  is  with  mingled  feelings  of  shame  and  disgust  that  we 
state  no  less  than  four  pugilistic  battles  were  fought  on  Sunday 
morning  last  on  Mousehold  Heaitih,  near  Norwich,  and  that  many 
hundreds  of  persons  were  present  to  witness  the  unchristianlike 
scene.'' 

16. — ^At  a  dinner  held  at  the  King's  Arms  Inn,  North  Walsham, 
under  the  preeidenoy  of  Capt.  Simpson,  Capt.  Cooper  was  presented 
with  a  piece  of  plate  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  and  neighbourhood 
as  a  'testimony  of  their  high  esteem  for  his  public  conduct  and  private 
worth. 

19. — ^At  the  opening  concert  of  the  Harmonic  Society,  Mr.  and 
Miss  Mori  made  their  first  appearance  in  Norwich.  Mr.  Mori  is 
stated  to  have  been  **  well  known  as  one  of  the  first  violin  performers 
of  the  present  dtay." 

21. — The  Rev.  Eldward  Bankes,  LL.B.,  was  installed  a  Prebendary 
of  Norwich  Cathedral,  in  place  of  the  Rev.  George  Anguish,  A.M., 
resigned. 

**'  Died  at  her  father's  house  in  Gim  Lane,  in  this  city,  aged 

19,  Miss  Smith,  daughter  of  Mr.  Smith,  of  Norwich  Theatre." 

NOVEMBER, 

3. — ^Died  at  Yadrmouth,  aged  70,  Sir  Edmund  Laoon,  Bart.,  senior 
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aldernum  of  the  borough.     He  four  times  aerred  the  office  of  Mayor. 
He  waa  succeeded  by  Mr.  Edmund  Knowles  Lacon,  of  Ormaby. 

11. — Soon  after  the  arrival  at  Norwich  of  the  ooachea  with  the 
intelligence  of  the  abandonment  of  the  Bill  of  Paina  and  Penalties 
after  its  third  reading  in  the  House  of  Lords,  the  bells  of  "  one  or 
two  of  the  minor  perishes  "  were  nmg,  a  few  houses  iUumdnated,  and 
parties  paraded  the  streets  with  flambeauZy  orying  "  Light  up  for  the 
Queen/'  An  attempt  to  make  a  bonfire  on  the  Castle  ditohes  was 
prevented  by  the  magistrates,  many  of  the  torches  were  put  out,  and 
eight  of  the  torch  bearers  taken  to  the  watch-house.  In  view  of  a 
disturbance  1,000  speoial  constables  were  sworn  in  on  the  13th,  on 
which  evening  a  procession  was  formed  on  Tombland.  In  passing 
through  the  city  the  mob  groaned  outside  houses  which  were  not 
illuminated,  and  an  iron  bail  wae  hurled  through  the  window  of  Dr. 
Keeve's  house  in  St.  Giles'.  On  tlie  23rd  a  public  meeting  was  held 
at  St.  Andrew's  Hail,  presided  over  by  the  Mayor,  when  congratullitdry 
resolutions  and  an  address  to  the  Queen  were  adopted.  (The  address 
was  subsequently  presented  to  her  Majesty  at  Bradenburgh  House  by 
Mr.  N.  Bolingbroke,  who  was  accompanied  by  Mr.  W.  Smith,  M.P.,  and 
Mr.  Edward  Taylor.)  After  the  meeting  a  bonfire  was  lighted  in:  the 
Market  Place.  "  We  understand  that  an  impression  of  the  Nobvole: 
Chboniglb  (surely  not  dishonoured  by  being  obnoxious  to  such  a  crew) 
was  committed  to  the  flames.'^  Demonstrations  took  place  at  Yarmouth, 
Lynn,  and  other  towns. 

13. — Tte  Olympic  Circus  was  opened  by  Mr.  T.  Cooke  at  the 
Pantheon,  NorwicL 

19. — ^Died  in  St.  Andrew's,  Norwich,  aged  81,  an  eocentrio  person 
named  Charles  Archer.  "  It  was  his  constant  practice  to  be  at  his 
post  every  morning  at  four  o'clock  with  his  kettle  of  hot  cocoa  and 
saloop.  His  station  was  near  the  Two-Necked^wan,  and  he  was 
allowed  half  a  pint  of  porter  each  morning  for  calling  up  'the  landlord 
at  six,  which  custom  continuing  14  years  he  drank  at  that  house 
2,556  half  pints,  or  something  more  than  319  gallons.  He  had 
formerly  been  in  the  12th  Regiment  of  Foot,  and  lost  a  leg  in  the 
memorable  siege  of  Gibraltar,  for  which  he  waA  granted  a  pension 
which  he  received  39  years.  But  what  most  afiected  his  mind  next 
to  the  misfortune  of  having  his  leg  shot  away  was  to  see  a  hog,  a 
ciroiuBfitance  related  by  himself,  snatch  it  up  in  his  mouth  and  run 
away  with  it  without  his  being  able  to  prevent  it." 

28. — Died,  in  his  82nd  year,  at  the  Great  Hospital,  Bishopgate 
Street,  Norwich,  Robert  Davey,  "  who  for  several  years  was  leader  of 
the  nocturnal  band  of  musicians  vulgarly  ceiled  *  mumpers,'  though 
their  performances  justly  entitled  them  to  a  more  respectable 
appellation.  He  personated  Orpheus  in  the  grand  procession  which 
took  place  in  Norwich  in  honour  of  Bishop  Blaize  on  March  24th', 
1783." 

29. — ^H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  York  passed  through  Norwich  on  his  way 
to  Gunton  Hall,  the  seat  of  Lord  Suffield.  On  the  duke's  approach 
to  St.  Stephen's  Gates  the  horses  were  taken  from  his  carriage,  and 
it  was  dragged  through  St  Stephen's  Street  and  Rampant  Horse  Street 
to  the  Market  Place.  After  changing  horses  at  the  Angel  Inn,  his 
Royal  Highness  proceeded  on  his  journey.      On  ihe  following  day 
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the   Duke  of  Wellington  passed  ihfrou^  tihe   city  on    his  way  to 
Gunton. 

30.^1>ied»  aged  102,  Mr.  Johb  Walden,  of  Wells-neixt-the-Sea. 


DECEMBER. 

1. — ^A  special  assembly  of  the  Norwioh  CSorporation  was  held  at 
which  a  loyal  address  to  his  Majesty  was  adopted.  Similar  addresses 
were  passed  by  the  Corporations  of  Yarmouth  and  Lynn. 

2. — ^At  a  ^>ecial  assemUy  of  the  Corporation  it  was  resolved  to 
grmoit  the  honorary  freedom  of  Norwich  to  the  Dulte  of  Yor£  and  the 
Duke  of  Wellington.  These  illustrious  personages  arrived  unexpectedly 
in  the  city  on  ^eir  return  from  Gunton  on  the  following  day  (Sundlay, 
3rd).  After  attending  service  at  the  Cathedral  they  proceeded  to 
the  Angel  Inn,  where  th^  Mayor  (Mr.  William  Burt),  the  Sheriffs,  and 
other  civic  officials  waited  upon  them.  The  Steward  (Mr.  Robert 
Alderson)  read  the  addhrese  passed  on  the  previous  day,  and  the 
admission  to  the  freedom  of  the  city  was  completed  in  due  form. 
His  Royal  Highness  and  thle  Duke  of  Wellington  returned  thanks,  and 
afterwards  invited  the  company  to  luncheon.  On  their  depad*ture 
from  Norwich  the  eame  afternoon  they  were  enthusiastically  cheered. 

9. — ^The  Duke  of  Gloucester  visited  Col.  Dixon  at  Rainham,  and 
afterwards  proceeded  to  Holkham  as  the  guest  of  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke, 
M.P. 

10. — ^Died  at  Hethel,  aged  68,  Sir  Thomae  Beevor,  Bart.,  D.L.,  one 
of  the  ohidrmen  of  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions. 

13. — ^A  meeting  of  the  owners,  occupiers,  and  inhabitants  of  the 
hamlets  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  to  take  into  consideration 
the  expeiSiency  of  establishing  an  effective  police  for  the  district. 
Resolutions  were  passed  asking  the  assist anoe  of  the  city  magistrates. 
In  consequence  of  the  numerous  highway  robberies  and  burglaries,  and 
other  depredations  committed  in  city  and  county,  public  meetings 
were  held  and  resolutions  passed  granting  a  reward  of  £5  to  watchmen 
who  apprehended  offenders.  It  was  stated  that  more  burglaries  had 
been  oommdtted  within  the  three  preceding  months  than  in  the 
former  twenty  years. 

25. — ^The  Hon.  George  John  Watson,  of  North  Elmham,  second  son 
of  the  Righli  Hon.  Baron  Sondes,  deoeased',  assumed  the  surname  and 
arms  of  Milles,  in  compliance  with  the  will  of  his  maternal  grandfather, 
Mr.  Richard  Milles,  of  North  Elmham>,  and  of  Nackington,  Kent. 

27. — ^A  meeting,  presided  over  by  Mr.  John  Morse,  Father  of  the 
City,  was  held  at  the  Angel  Inn,  Norwich,  at  which  resolutions 
expressive  of  attachment  to  his  Majesty's  person  and  Grovemtnent, 
and  to  the  established  constitution  in  Church  and  State  were  passed, 
and  a  loyal  address  to  the  King  adopted.  The  address,  which  received 
1,634  signatures,  was  presented  to  his  Majesty  in  the  following  January 
by  Mr.  Charles  Harvey,  M.P.,  Mr.  John  Harvey,  alderman,  and  Sir 
Robert  John  Harvey.  Similar  addresses  were  adopted  by  the  Cor- 
porations of  Yarmiouth  and  Lynn. 
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1821. 


JANUARY. 

3. — ^A.  meeting  of  the  dy^re,  droooore,  and  manuf aoturecB  was  held 
at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  under  the  prendlenoy  of  Mr.  John  Harvey, 
chairman  of  tibe  manufacturing  interest,  to  consider  "  the  most  effectual 
means  of  checking  the  violation  of  the  Sabbath,  whidi  has  of  late  arieen 
to  a  most  shameful  height,  in  consequence  of  the  recent  increase  in 
the  trade  of  the  city  " ;  and  the  notice  "  on  the  part  of  the  dyers  and 
dressers  of  bomibazinies  announcing  to  the  manufacturers  the  conditions 
on  which  alone  they  had  agreed  to  conduct  their  business,  namely  that 
of  holding  goods  which  they  may  have  in  hand  at  the  time  of  any 
bankruptcy  or  failure  as  a  lien  for  any  balance  due  to  them  on  their 
aooounts."    The  meeting  was  adjourned  sine,  die, 

6.*—''  The  Rev.  Alfred  Inigo  Fox,  of  Wood'Kon  Hall,  has  assumed 
the  surname  of  Suckling  only,  with  the  arms  of  Suckling,  quarterly, 
with  his  own,  punuant  to  the  will  of  the  late  Robert  Sudding,  of 
Woodton  Hall." 

9. — ^Mr.  Mathews  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  in  his  entertainments, 
"At  Home,"  "A  Trip  to  Paris,"  and  "Country  Cousina" 

^At  Norwich  Quarter  Sessions,  Sarah  Powell,  keeper  of  a  bosird- 

ing  school,  was  sentenced  to  three  months'  imprisonment  for  cruelly 
ill-treating  and  wounding  Mary  Ann  Phillips,  aged  6^  years. 

13. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions,  the  case  of  the  King  on  the 
prosecution  of  Robert  Leamon,  the  younger,  against  Edmund  Heagren 
Gibbs  for  assault,  was  tried.  The  defendant,  an  opulent  fairmer  living 
at  Quarles,  pleadied  guilty  to  the  charge.  Th»  offence  was  committed 
in  Fakenham  Market  Place,  and  it  was  alleged  that  the  defendant 
several  times  struck  the  plaintiff  with  a  jockey  whip.  He  was  fined 
£300. 

22. — ^Mr.  Dowton  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  as  Sir  Peter  Teasle 
and  Restive  ("Turb  Out").  On  succeeding  evenings  he  took  tiie 
parts  of  Job  Tliomberry,  Sir  Anthony  Absolute,  Bamaby  Brittie,  Old 
Drugget  ("  Three  Weeks  after  Marriage  "),  Sheva  ("  The  Jew  "),  Ac. 

27.* — (Advt.)  "  £100  Reward.  Whereas  at  about  nine  o'clock  on 
the  evening  of  the  22nd  inst.,  Mr.  John  Thurtell  was  attacked  in 
Chapel  Field,  Norwich,  by  three  men,  knocked  down,  ajid  robbed  of 
a  pocket  book  containing  £1,508  in  notes,  thirteen  of  which  were  of 
the  Bank  of  EIngland,  value  £100  each,  and  the  name  of  John  Thurtell 
is  endorsed  on  them.  Notice  is  hereby  given  that  whoever  will  (rive 
information  which  migbt  lead  to  the  apprehension  and  conviction  of 
the  persons  concerned  in  this  robbery,  shall  be  paid  the  above  reward 
on  applying  to  Mr.  Thurtell ;  and  any  person  concerned  in  the  robbery 
who  will  give  information  of  his  accomplices  will  receive  the  reward 
and  a  free  pardon.  Norwich,  January  23rd,  1821."  (In  the  following 
week  it  was  announced  that  a  commission  of  bankruptcy  had  issued 
against  John  Thurtell  and  John  Giddena,  bombazine  manufacturers, 
dealers,  and  chapmen.    Soon  afterwards  Thurtell  absconded.)

39. — ^The  first  anmyersary  of  the  King's  Accession  to  the  Throne 
waa  odebrated  in  Nomich  b^  peals  on  the  bells  of  St.  Peter  Manoroft, 
and  of  several  of  the  m'inor  parishes  of  the  city.  At  Methwold  a  lad 
named  T.  Coates^  aged  11,  rang  second)  in  a  peal  of  single  bob  major, 
and  "  the  company  challenged  England  for  his  equal" 


FEBRUARY. 

3. — At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Rampant  Horse  Inn,  Norwich,  th^e 
Norfolk  Agricultural  Association  adopted  a  form  of  petition  to  be 
presented  to  the  House  of  Commons  upon  ''  the  present  deplorable 
condition  of  Agriculture." 

10.* — ^"The  remains  of  two  bodies  (no  dioubt  those  of  Roman 
soldiers)  were  lately  dug  up  in  a  field  opposite  the  west  front  of  the 
Roman  oamp  at  Caister,  near  Norwich.  Nothing  was  entire  of  them 
except  several  teeth  and  a  mietal  brooch  in  excellent  preservation, 
although  they  cannot  have  been  interred  less  than  1,400  years.  Sleven 
or  twelve  human  skeletons,  supposed)  to  have  been  buried  alter  some 
battle,  were  also  disoovered  on  a  farm  at  Longham,  near  Mileham, 
close  at  the  foot  of  an  antient  ditch,  which  Parkin  supposes  gives 
name  to  the  Hundred  of  Launditch.  Eight  or  ten  years  ago,  in 
removing  a  tumAilus  in  the  same  parish,  some  urns  were  discovered." 

10. — ^Bloggs'  London  caravan  was  advertised  to  run  from  the 
Rampant  Horse  coach  office,  Norwich,  to  London  in  24  hours.  It 
started  on  Monday,  Wedlnesday,  and  Friday  mornings  at  four  o'clock, 
and  returned  on  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday.  The  Norwich  and 
London  Fly  vans  ran  from  the  Star  Inn,  Norwich,  to  the  Bull  Inn, 
Aldgate. 

Dr.  Lewis  Evans  was  elected  phyncian  to  the  Norfolk  and 

Norwich  Hospital  on  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Alderson,  to  whom  a  vote 
of  thanks  was  accorded  by  thie  governors  for  his  professional  services 
of  50  joaan. 

12. — ^Miss  Maoaulay  commienoed  at  Norwich  Theatre  an  engagement 
of    four    nights,    during    which    she   appeared    as    Lady    Raniolph 
"Douglas"),    Violante    ("The    Wonder"),    Jane    Shore,    Rosabello 
" Rugantino "),    Lady   Townley    ("The    Provoked    Husband"),    and 
PboDbe  ("  Rosina  "). 

15. — ^By  the  oareless  driving  of  the  coachman  the  Morning  Star, 
Yarmouth  coach,  was  overturned  at  Scole  Inn,  and  of  the  three  inside 
and  nine  outside  pamengers,  one,  Mr.  Butterfield,  of  Leeds,  was 
seriously  injured,  and  died  on  April  14th.  At  the  Norfolk  Assizes 
in  March,  1822,  an  action  was  brought  by  Butterfield^e  employers 
against  the  owners  of  the  coach  for  the  recovery  of  damages  sustained 
by  them  by  the  loss  of  their  servant.  The  jury  found  for  the  plaintiffs, 
damages,  £100;  expenses,  £258;  and  costs,  40s. 

17. — ^The  perfectly  new  houise  of  Mr.  John  Cator,  at  Woodbastwick, 
was  destroyed  by  fire.  "  The  interior  of  the  building  was  consumed, 
the  walls  alone  left  standing." 

24. — ^Mr.  J.  M.  Murry,  of  Davey  Place,  Norwich,  advertised  himself 
as  "  sole  agent  tor  the  sale  of  Bridgman's  patent  iron  coffins  as  security 
to  the  deceased  peisons."

26. — Urs,  Dayison  appeared  at  the  Theatre  Royal,  Norwich,  in  the 
character  of  Letitia  Hardy.  On  subsequent  eyenings  she  performed 
Priacilla  Tomboy,  Hypolita  ("  She  Wou'd  and  She  Wou'd  Not ''),  and 
Kathleen  ("The  Poor  Soldier"). 

28. — ^An  unusually  large  eupply  of  white  herring  was  received  from 
Yarmouth  at  Norwich.  The  fish  were  sold  at  a  penny  a  dozen  at 
Fye  Bridge  staith,  and  afforded  great  relief  to  the  poor. 


MARCH. 

3.« — "Died  lately  at  Reepham  Moor,  St.  John  Hunt,  who  was 
buried  by  his  desire  in  his  best  suit  of  clothes,  great  coat,  hat,  kc 
A  tobacco  box,  short  pipe,  and  walking  stick  were  also  deposited  by 
his  side  in  the  coffin." 

^Mr.   Richard   Taylor,   of   Norwich,  published  hie  well-known 

work,  the  "Lidex  Monasticus." 

Died  at  his  'house  in-  Queen  Street,  Norwich,  Mr.   WiUiam 

Foster,  i^n  alderman  of  the  Wymer  Ward. 

5. — ^Died,  at  Versailles,  in  her  70th  year,  Mise  Hannah  Brand, 
formerly  of  Norwich. 

7. — ^Three  prisoners  confined  in  the  city  gaol,  Norwich,  and  diarged 
with  capital  offences,  effected  their  escape  by  making  a  hole  through 
the  wail  of  their  cell.     They  were  recaptured. 

Mr.  Edward'  Temple  Booth,  Sheriff  of  Norwich,  was  elected  an 

alderman  of  the  Great  Ward  of  Wymer,  in  place  of  Mr.  Foeter,  dieceased. 
The  other  caudidate  was  Mr.  Richard  Shaw,  who  served  the  office  in 
1818. 

8. — ^A  new  tragedy,  entitled)  "Antigone,*'  written  by  Mr.  Edward 
Ball,  of  Duke's  Palace  House^  Norwich,  was  produced  at  Norwich 
Theatre  for  the  first  time. 

13. — ^Mr.  E.  Wodehouse  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons  petitions 
from  the  ownere  and  occupiers  of  land  in  the  vioinity  of  Norwich^ 
Yarmouth,  and  North  Walsham,  on  the  depressed  state  of  agriculture, 
praying  for  a  repeal  of  the  last  duty  on  malt,  and  for  the  suBstitution 
of  a  modified  tax  on  property.  At  this  date  wheat  was  making  256. 
to  31s. ;  barley,  9s.  to  12s.  6d. ;  oats,  9s.  to  lOs. ;  and  malt,  34s.  per 
coomb. 

22. — A  performance  took  place  for  the  benefit  of  the  llieatrical 
Fund,  established  for  the  relief  of  aged  and  decayed  actors  of  the 
Norwich  company.  The  Freemasons  gave  their  patronage,  and.,  in 
full  regalia,  attended  the  Theatre,  where  the  pieces  produced  were  the 
comedy  "  Secrets  worth  Knowing,"  and  the  musical  farce  "  The  Pad- 
lock."    The  proceeds  amounted  to  £117  28.  6d. 

26. — Mrs.  Bartley  commenced  at  Norwich  Theatre  an  engagemient, 
dtiring  which  she  appeared  in  the  characters  of  Bianca  ("  Fasio  "), 
Jane  Shaw,  Madame  Chermont  ("  Adrian  and  Orrila "),  Mary  Stuart, 
and  Catherine  ("  The  Taming  of  the  Shrew  "). 

31. — The  freedom  of  the  city  of  Norwich  was  presented  to  Capt; 
William  Edward  Parry,  R.N.,  prior  to  his  departure  for  the  Arctic  Seas 
to  ascertain  the  existence  of  a  north-west  paflsa^^e.     He  was  a  nephew 
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of  Dr.  Bigby,  of  Norwich.  The  parchment  was  presented  in  aa  oak 
box,  made  of  a  piece  of  the  wood  of  the  Hecla,  the  ^ip  commanded 
by  him  in  his  voyage  of  discovery  towards  the  North  Pole  in  1819-20. 


APRIL. 

2. — ^A  new  peal  of  belh,  hung  by  Mesan.  Hurry,  of  Norwich,  was 
opened  at  Ditohingham. 

3.— Died»  aged  92,  Thomas  Burton,  ''father  of  the  St.  Peter's 
company  of  ringers,  Norwich." 

^Died  in  St.  George  Colegate,  Norwich,  aged  88,  Mrs.  Goulty, 

widow  of  Mr.  John  Goulty,  and  aunt  to  Admiral  Lord  Nelson. 

Mr.  R.  Morlege,  many  years  confidential  clerk  to  Messrs.  W. 

and  S.  Bircham,  of  Reepham,  ''left  that  place  with  his  family,  a 
wife,  and  seven  children,  <me  an  infant,  in  a  covered  van  for  Liverpool, 
there  to  embark  for  Baltimore,  and  from  thence  to  proceed  in  his 
van,  which  he  takes  on  board  with  him,  about  400  miles  up  the 
country,  and  to  settle  on  the  banks  of  ih&  Ohio." 

5. — ^Died  in  St.  Swithin's,  Norwich,  aged  84,  the  Bev.  James  Lane, 
for  32  years  Roman  Catholic  priest  in  the  city. 

7. — ^A  "new  and  elegant"  light  poet  coach,  "The  Times,"  was 
announced  to  set  out  from  th<e  Angel  Inn,  Norwich,  to  the  Swan-with- 
Two-Neoks,  Lad  Lane,  LondH)n,  on  Sund;ay,  Wednesday,  and  Friday 
morning  at  six  o'clock,  by  way  of  Scole,  Bury,  Sudbury,  and  Halstead. 
It  returned  on  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturdiay.  The  proprietors,  W. 
Start,  J.  Thorogood  and  Co.,  regretted  "  tho  circumstance  which 
rendered  the  dissolution  of  partnership  between  them  and  Mrs. 
Nelson  indispensable,  in  consequence  of  which  they  had  no  connection 
with  the  Phenomiena  coach."  Thorogood  himself  drove  the  coach  both 
to  and  from  London. 

9. — ^Mr.  J.  Brunton,  tbe  former  manager,  and  his  daughter.  Miss 
Fanny  Brunton,  performod  at  Norwich  Theatre.  They  appeared 
respectively  as  Othello  and  Desdemona  on  the  opening  night,  and  on 
subsequent  evenings  as  Horatius  and  Horatia  ("The  Roman  Father"), 
and  Wildlove  and  Zephyrina  ("The  Lady  and  the  Devil").  "Miss 
Brimton,  though  not  19  years  of  age,  has  made  fi^reat  progress  towards 
histrionic  excellence." 

10. — ^At  a  public  meeting  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  Yarmouth,  under 
the  presidency  of  the  Mayor  (Mr.  Fisher),  a  committee  was  appointed 
and  a  subscription  opened  for  the  formation  of  a  fund  from  which  to 
reward  boatmen  for  rescuing  persons  from  shipwreck. 

14. — ^Th©  Wellington  ooach  ran  from  Norwich  on  Tuesday,  'Riursday, 
and  Saturday  to  Stamford,  where  it  effected  a  oonnection'  with  coaches 
to  the  Midland^  and  the  North. 

15. — Wombwell's  Menagerie  was  exhibited  on  the  Castle  Meadow, 
Norwich. 

17. — ^The  erection  of  a  new  jetty  was  commenced  at  Cromer.  It 
was  finished  in  tbie  sunmier  of  1822.  "  Erected  on  massy  iron  frames 
by  Mr.  Hase,  of  Saxthorpe,  it  exhibits  a  magnificent  proof  of  the  skill 
of  the  engineer,  and  of  his  honourable  attention  to  his  contract." 
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22. — ^Died  in  St.  George's  Oolegate,  Norwioh,  after  a  few  days' 
illness,  John  Crome,  the  elder.  He  was  president  of  the  Norwich 
Society  of  Artists,  and  an  artist  of  coneidierable  repute.  His  reoLains 
were  interred  on  the  27th  in  a  vault  in  St.  George's  church. 

23. — St.  George's  Day  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  celebration 
of  his  Majesty's  birthday,  the  Corporation  of  Norwich  attended  eenrice 
at  the  Ca^edral,  and  the  9tii  Liu:ioers  and  the  Norwich  Light  Horse 
Volunteers  fired  three  volleys  with  their  pistob  in  the  Market  Place. 
The  Mayor  gave  a  dinner  at  hie  hous?,  Major  Harvey  and  the  officers 
and  men  of  the  Light  Horse  dined  at  the  White  Lion  Inn,  St.  Benedict's, 
and  several  mem.bers  of  the  Common  Council  met  for  dinner  at  the 
Castle  Inn.  The  Loyal  Heroes  or  Sons  of  Pitt,  and  several  other 
societies  dined  at  their  respective  club  houses. 

^Miss   Rosalie  Corri    appeared   at   Norwich   Theatre   as  Polly 

(''The  Beggars'  Opera").  Her  other  characters  included  Louison 
("  Henri  Quatre  "),  Zerlina  ("  The  Libertine  %  kc. 

25. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  for  the  promotion 
of  vacoination  amongst  the  poor,  it  was  stated  that  in  1819,  when  about 
500  persons  died  of  small-pox,  '^  the  figures  of  persons  liable  to  take 
the  disease  was  on  an  average  of  dye  years  not  less  than  1,000 
annually."  Since  that  year  vaccination  had  again  languished,  and  in 
1 820  not  100  ol  the  poor  were  vaccinated.  The  meeting  directed  that 
a  census  be  immediately  taken  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  how 
many  persons  remained  unvaccinated,  and  what  would  be  the  eactent 
of  the  danger  attending  the  introduction  of  small-pox. 

26. — ^A  vnuggling  boat  was  captured'  at  Yarmouthi  between  the 
Nelson  monument  and  the  old  jetty,  by  boats  of  the  Revenue  cutter 
Ranger,  Capt.  Sayer.  The  smuggler  had  on  board  about  400  tubs  of 
Geneva,  and  a  quantity  of  dry  goods,  and  her  crew  escaped  by  jumping 
overboaard  and  swimming  a«^ore. 

28.* — ^''Died  last  week  at  Swaffham*,  the  widow  Turner,  aged  96, 
formerly  a  midwife.  Mrs.  Turner  had  a  perfect  remembrance  of  the 
girl  who  was  burnt  at  Lynn  on  April  1st,  1731,  for  aiding  and  assisting 
in  the  murder  of  her  mistress,  and  was  taken  by  her  friends  to  visit 
her  in  prison  a  few  days  before  the  execution  of  that  dreadful  sentence." 

GumeVs  Original  day  ooaoh  was  advertised  to  leave  the  Norfolk 

Hotel,  Norwich,  for  the  Spread  Eagle,  Gracechurch  Street^  and  the 
Black  Bear,  Piccadilly.  The  proprietor  referred  to  the  liberal 
patronage  he  had  received  ''  amidst  the  powerful  ruinous  competition 
among  ol^er  parties  concerned  in  the  Norwich  and  London  coaches." 

30. — ^At  the  White  Swan  Inn,  Norwich,  commenced  a  thiree  double 
days'  play  of  oocks,  for  10  guineas  a  battle  and  200  guineas  the  odd, 
between  the  gentlemen  of  Norwich  and  the  gentlemen  of  Cambridge- 
shire. Feeders:  Lamb  for  Norwicii,  Bum  for  Cambridge.  Norwich 
won  by  seven  battles  ahead  in  the  mains,  and  two  in  the  byes. 


MAY. 

1. — ^There  was  a  contest  this  year  for  the  Mayoralty  of  Norwich. 
At  the  close  ol  the  poll  the  numbera  were  dieclared  as  follow: — ^Alder- 
man Baokhamii  986;  Alderman  Hawkes,  950;  Aldenoan  Marsh,  630; 
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Alderman  Tallop,  631.  The  two  first-named  were  returned  to  the 
Court  of  Aldermen,  who  elected  Mr.  Rackhami  to  serve  the  office. 

2. — Died  at  his  ancestral  seat  ttt  Great  Ormesby,  aged  68,  Mr. 
James  STmonds,  who  was  descended  from  one  of  the  old^t  families  in 
Norfolk. 

8. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  merchants,  misnufacturers,  dyers,  A^c,  held 
at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  presided  over  by  Mr.  John  Harvey,  it  was 
resolved  to  petition  Parliament  for  a  repeal  of  the  tax  on  imported 
foreign  wool. 

12. — A  foot  race  of  30  miles  was  run  at  New  Buckenhiam,  between 
two  men  named  Tuttle  and  Beales.  The  former  won  easily  in  five 
hours  nine  minutes. 

13. — ^Died  at  Ms  house  in  Surrey  Street,  Norwich,  aged  72,  Mr. 
William  Stevenson,  upwards  of  35  years  proprietor  of  the  Nobfolk 
CmtONiGLB.     He  served  the  office  of  Sheriff  in  1799. 

Died  at  Lyng,  Christopher  Allcock,  aged  91.     "He  served  in 

the  first  draft  of  the  Norfolk  Militia  when  called  out  in  the  glorious 
year,  1759,  and  such  was  his  attachment  to  the  military  service  that 
he  made  a  reserve  of  his  coat  that  it  might  serve  him  for  a  shroud." 

18. — Died  at  Norwich,  aged  53,  Robert  Chesnut,  leader  of  the  St. 
Peter's  ringers. 

19. — The  "safety"  coach  from  the  Rampant  Horse  Inn,  Norwich, 
commenced  running  to  London  on  Simday,  Tuesday,  and  Thursday 
evenings  by  way  of  Thetford,  Bury,  and  Newmarket. 

23. — ^At  a  special  court  of  the  Norwich  Guardians  it  was  agreed  to 
petition  the  House  of  Commons  against  the  Bill  introduced  into 
Parliament  by  Mr.  Scarlett,  for  amending  the  laws  relating  to  the 
relief  of  the  poor  in  England. 

28. — ^The  principal  inhabitants,  with  many  other  parishioners, 
l^erambulated  the  parish  of  St.  Clement's,  Norwich,  and  afterwards 
dined  at  the  Bull  Inn,  Magdalen  Street. 

30. — ^A  glass  bottle  was  thrown  from  the  gallery  on  to  the  stage 
of  Norwich  Theatre  by  a  youth  named  Wheeler,  eon  of  a  former 
member  of  the  Norwich  company.  He  was  apprehended  by  Mr.  Smith, 
the  manager,  taken  before  the  Mayor,  and  sentenced  to  one  month's 
imprisonment  in  the  Bridewell. 


JUNE. 

12. — Costessey  Guild  was  held,  and  the  "  Mayor "  sworn  in  with 
great  formality.  Several  "splendid  equipages"  appeared  in  the 
subsequent  procession. 

^The  festivities  connected  with  Nectoo  Guild  were  carried  out 

on  a  scale  of  m>uoh  splendour  in  a  field #  adjoining  tthe  residence  of 
Major  Mason,  of  Necton  Hall,  the  patron  of  this  annual  gathering. 

^The  Census  was  completed  on  this  day  at  Norwich.     The  city, 

with  its  hamlets  and  the  Close,  contained  10,833  houses  and  50,173 

souls,  namely,  22,732  males  and  27,441  females.     In  comparison  with 

the  returns  ait  the  previous  Censiis  these  figures  showed  an  increase 

of  2,300  houses  and  of  12,917  persons.

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18.— Guild  Day  at  Norwich.  Mr.  William  Raokham  was  sworn  in 
Mayor,  and  entertained  650  gueets  at  the  guild  feaat  at  St.  Andrew's 
Hall. 

Died,  aged  62,  Charlea  Hagu-e,  Mus.  Doc,  professor  of  muno  at 

the  University  of  Cambridge. 

^At   an  assembly   of   the   Norwich   Corporation,   the   Tonnage 

Committee  was  ordered  to  obtain  plans  and  estimates  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  south  side  of  St^  Andrew's  Hall,  and  of  the  plain  and 
gardens.  The  proposed  work  included  the  taking  down  of  the  old 
Library  Room  and  tho  Court  of  Conscience,  which  formed  part  of  the 
entrance  to  the  Hall,  and  completely  obsoiired  and  disgraced  the 
Blructure;  the  erection  of  a  Gothic  porch  on  part  of  their  ©ite  to 
correspond  with  the  airchitecture  of  the  original  building,  and  the 
laying  open  of  the  whole  south  si<ie  of  the  Hall,  "  by  taking  down  the 
present  garden  walls,  so  as  to  form  a  square  in  front  of  Ihe  hall." 
It  was  also  proposed  that  the  building  bo  no  longer  used  as  a  com 
exchange. 

^About  twenty  of  the  Waterloo  men  resident  in  Norwich  were 

entertained  to  dinner  at  the  Coach  and  Homes,  Red  Lion  Lane,  in 
celebration  of  the  anniversary  of  the  battle. 

23.*— "The  curious  antique  pump  in  St.  Lawrence,  in  this  city 
(Norwich),  erected  by  Robert  Gybson  in  1676,  has  been  lately  put 
into  repair,  and  the  singular  inscription  and  ornaments  thereon  re- 
painted by  the  present  proprietor,  Quarter-Master  Betts,  of  the  West 
Norfolk  Regiment." 

28. — ^The  Marshland  free  bridge,  built  by  Messrs.  JoUiffe  and  Bank, 
under  the  direction  of  the  engineer,  Mr.  Rennie,  and  forming  a  direct 
means  of  communication  between  the  eastern  and  northern  districts, 
was  o(>ened  on  this  date.  A  procession  of  carriages,  preceded  by  a 
band  of  music  and  banners,  with  7,000  pedestrians,  passed-  over  the 
bridge  at  one  o'clock.  The  carriage  of  Mr.  Thomas  Hoseason  led  the 
van.  Among  the  vehicles  was  the  Lynn  and  London  coach,  drawn 
by  four  bays  decorated  with)  ribbands  and  flowers. 


JULY. 

2. — Twelve  smacks  were  despatched  from  Wells  to  a  newly  discovered 
oyster  bed  at  Happisburgh,  whence  they  returned  on  the  following 
day  with  from  100  to  121  tuba  each. 

*"  Notwithstanding   the    clouds   which    lower    on    tbe   landed 

interest,  the  sun  of  Holkham's  prosperity  has  i^one  forth  with 
undiminished  splendour,"  was  the  comment  which  prefaced  tihis  year's 
report  of  the  Holkham  Sheep  Shearing.  The  business  of  the  meeting 
commenced  with  an  inspection  in  front  of  the  hall  "of  the  various 
processes  in  the  manufacture  (bv  the  labourers'  children  and  the  parish 
poor)  of  part  of  the  orop«of  flax  and  hemp  grown  upon  Holkham 
Park  Farm  in  the  last  year.  The  several  operations  of  breaking, 
heckling,  and  spinninor  were  gone  through  by  females  of  various  ages 
with  ease  and  facility."  Some  of  the  sacks  and  sheeting  manufactured 
from  thie  materials  were  also  shown.  The  gathering  was  attended  by 
H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Sussex,  the  Duke  of  Bedford,  the  Earl  of  Albemarle, 
Lord  Elrskine,  Lord  Crewe,  Sir  F.  Bufdett,   Mr.  Hume,  4c,     "Tbe 
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uagnifioent  hospitalitj  of  these  meetdngs  congregated  men  from  all 
piartB  of  the  ciyilized)  world.  Nome  but  agricultural  subjecte  were 
discussed.  On  these  the  most  oonflioting  opinions  were  freely  given 
and  as  freely  oanyas^sed,  but  anything  political  was  excluded.  And 
ihuSy  although  the  political  opinions  of  Mr.  Coke  and  mosft  of  his 
personal  friends  were  not  only  very  decided;,  but  for  a  great  period, 
and  that  the  most  brilliant  era  of  the  Holkham  meetings,  unpopular 
with  the  great  majority  of  those  connected  with  the  landed'  interest, 
yet  men  of  eyery  shade  of  political  opinion  were  heartily 
welcome  .  .  .  and  although  they  might  hear  some  favourite 
theory  of  farming  ridiculed  they  never  would  find  anything  hurtful  to 
their  political  feelings  advanced.  The  Sheep  Shearing  of  1821,  ind'eed, 
was  an  exception.  Political  topics  were  then  introduced.  It  was  a 
bad  omen.  This  Sheep  Shearing}  was  the  last." — "Journal  of  the 
Royal  Agricultural  Society,"  Vol.  XIV.,  pext  1.) 

7. — ^MisB  Bifi&n  paid  a  return  visit  to  Norwich,  and  waa  exhibited  at 
St.  Peter's  Steps,  the  Market  Place. 

19. — Norwich,  in  common  with  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  kingdom 
generally,  celebrated  the  Coronation  day  of  King  George  lY.  The 
Mayor  and  Corporation  went  in  prooession  to  the  Cathedral,  preceded 
by  a  troop  of  ^e  9th  Lancers,  commanded  by  Capt.  Campbell,  sixty- 
four  Waterloo  men  wearing  their  medals,  and  by  the  loyal  and 
constitutional  clubs  with  their  flags.  The  procession  was  dosed  in 
by  the  Norwich  Light  Horse  Volunteers.  After  service  a  roasted 
bullock,  weighing  60  stones,  was  distributed  in  the  Market  Place, 
with  2,880  penny  loaves,  and  several  barrel-s  of  beer.  There  was  a 
similar  distribution  in  Ber  Street.  A  dinner  took  place  at  St. 
Andrew's  Hall,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Mayor,  and  at  night  a 
display  of  fireworks  was  given  on  a  staging  erected*  on  the  south  side 
of  the  Market  Place.  A  very  elaborate  triumphal  arch,  erected  near 
the  Guildhall,  was  brilliantly  illuminated.  There  were  like  demon- 
strations at  Yarmouth,  Lynn,  and  other  towns  in  the  county. 

29. — ^Died  at  St.  John  Timberhill,  Norwich,  Johin  Smith,  school- 
master, aged  64,  "the  author  of  several  scholastic  works  and  an 
English  grammar." 

30. — ^A  grand  cricket  match  between  the  Holt  and  Nottinghami 
clubs  commenced  at  Holt,  and  was  continued  on  the  two  following 
days.  It  terminated  in  favour  of  Nottingham,  with  ten  wickets  to 
spare — Nottingham,  150-154;  Holt,  80-73.  The  Holt  team  included 
R.  J.  Brereton,  Garwood,  N.  Pilch,  William  Pilch,  F.  Pilch,  W. 
Englebright,  R.  Einglebright,  Frost,  Brunton,  Carmichael,  and  Goggs. 

31 — ^The  new  river  or  Cut  from  King's  Lynn  to  Eou  Brink  was 
opened.  At  8.30  a  steam  barge  passed  beneath  the  new  bridge  into 
the  Cut,  followed  by  a  gp*eat  number  of  boats.  After  the  commissioners 
had  viewed  the  work  the  steamboat  returned  to  L3mn,  where  dinner 
was  served  at  the  Town  Hall,  under  the  presidency  of  Lord  William 
Bentinck. 


AUGUST. 

1. — Died  at  his  house  in  Charles  Street,  Berkeley  Square,  the  Rip:bt 
Hon.  Lord  Suffield,  his  Majesty's  Lieutenant  of  Norfolk.     His  lordship. 
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who  waB  in  his  54th  Tear,  dying  without  issue,  he  was  succeeded  in 
his  title  and  estates  by  his  brother,  the  Hon.  Edward  Harbord,  M.P. 
for  Shaftesbury.  The  remains  of  his  lordship  arriyed  at  Aylsham,  and 
lay  in  state  at  the  Black  Boys  Inn  on  August  12th,  and  the  funeral 
took  place  at  Gunton  on  the  13Ui. 

4.* — "In  the  recent  creation  of  baronets  are  Maj<M:-General  Sir 
Edward  Kerrison  and  Mr.  Astley  Paston  Cooper,  surgeon  to  his 
Majesty's  person." 

6. — ^The  Norwich  Assurance  Company  and  t^e  Norwicb  Union 
Society  combined  their  establishments  under  the  style  of  the  Norwich 
Union  Fire  Insurance  Society,  with  a  capital  of  £550,000. 

9. — Official  intelligence  was  received  in  Norwich  of  the  death  of 
Queen  Caroline.  Her  Majesty  died  at  Bradenburgli  House,  Hammer- 
smith, on  the  7th. 

10. — l^e  organ  in  Loddon  church,  the  gift  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Reynolds,  of  Chedgrave,  was  opened  with  a  performance  of  sacred 
music  by  Messrs.  Pettet  and  Woolman.  The  principal  vocalists  were 
Miss  Gaskill,  of  Norwich  Theatre,  Mrs.  Card,  and  Mi*.  French;  and 
the  instrumental  band  was  composed  of  Norwich  and  Yarmouth 
amateurs.     "Tickets:  middle  aisle,  3s.;  side  aisle^  2s." 

11.* — ^''A  troop  of  the  4th  Dragoons  arrived  here  last  week  to 
replace  the  troop  of  9th  Lancers,  who  have  gone  to  Canterbury." 

^*"I>ied,  last  week,  at  Surlingham,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Utting,  in 

her  104th  year." 

14. — ^Mr.  Justice  Richardson,  in  charging  the  Grand  Jury  at  the 
Norwich  Summer  Assizes,  made  reference  to  the  large  number  of 
street  robberies  and  burglaries  that  had  taken  place  in  the  city. 
"Several  persons  had  their  pockets  picked  in  court;  one  man  was 
detected  in  the  act,  and  wa«  committed  to  Bridewell." 

17. — ^Among  the  civil  actions  tried  at  the  Norwich  Assizes,  before 
Sir  Robert  Dallas,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  was 
that  of  Crawcour  v.  Smith.  It  was  for  the  recovery  of  the  cost  of  a 
suit  of  clothes,  A^c,  bought  by  the  plaintiff  in  consequence  of  having 
received  from  the  defendant  a  fictitious  card  of  invitation  to  dine  at 
the  Guild  feast  ia  1820.  The  defendant^  who  admitted  the  sending  of 
the  card,  was  heard  to  remark  that  "  he  would  rather  tmdergo  trans- 
portation than  not  see  the  plaintiff  (a  Jew  dentist)  at  the  door  of 
the  Guildhall  in  his  pomps  and  opera  hat."  Counsel  for  the  defendant 
endeavoured  to  show  that  the  order  for  the  appairel  was  given 
subsequent  to  the  plaintiff  receiving  notice  of  the  fictitiousness  of  the 
card;  and  he  argued>  that  even  if  he  had  gone  to  the  feast  he  could 
not  have  partaken  of  it  without  incurring  the  censure  of  the  higher 
orders  of  bis  religion.  Mr.  Sergeant  Blossett,  for  the  plaintiff, 
replied  that  "of  the  600  covers  placed  on  the  tables  on  Guild  Day 
there  were  several  of  which  Mr.  Crawcour  might  partake  without 
injury  either  of  his  soul  or  his  stomach."  The  jury  found  for  the 
plaintiff — dvimages  Is.  (Mr.  Crawoour  on  September  23rd  met  with 
a  terrible  accident  on  Tombland.  The  horse,  which  he  was  driving, 
ran  away,  and  he  was  thrown  from  the  vehicle.  His  leg  was  fractured 
in  so  shocking  a  manner  that  immediate  amputation  was  rendered 
necessary.) 

18. — CoL   the   Hon.    John   Wodehouise,    M.P.,    was   aj^inted  his 
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Majefity's    Lieutenaat,    Vice-Admiral    of    the    ooimty,    and    Ciistos 
Rotulonim,  in  plaoe  of  the  late  Lord  Suffield. 

20. — A  fire  took  place  on  the  premises  of  Mr.  Croes,  Lower  Elarlham, 
by  which  his  bams  and  outhouses,  haj,  corn,  and  straw  stacks  were 
destroyed.     The  damage  was  estimated  at  £1,000. 

21. — ^Belzoni,  the  celebrated  traveller  and  discoverer  of  Egyptian 
antiquities,  visited  Norwich,  and  stayed  with  Mr.  Jeremiah  Ives,  at 
his  residenoe,  St.  Catherine's  Hill,  where  several  gentlemen  of  the 
city  were  invited  to  meet  him. 

22. — Died,  aged  72,  Mrs.  Mary  Mountain,  oi  Norwich.  "  On  the 
first  establishment  of  the  Institution  for  the  Indigent  Blind  in  this 
city  she  tendered  her  gratuitous  services  as  matron,  and  for  16  years 
filled  that  situation." 

28. — ^A  contest  for  freemen's  Sheriff  took  i^ace  at  Norwich.  Mr. 
Joseph  Gibson,  680;  Mr.  T.  O.  Springfield,  442.  A  scrutiny  was 
afterwards  demanded  and  granted,  but  was  abandoned. 


SEPTEMBER. 

1.*—''  The  Easton  Lodge  estate,  toe  property  of  the  late  Mr.  W. 
Foster,  has  been  purchased  by  Mr.  Thomas  Trench  Berney,  of  Morton 
Hall,  for  30,000  guineas." 

^*''The  tower  of  the  antient  church  of  St.  John  of  Madder- 
market,  Norwich,  which  has  long  been  in  a  state  of  dilapidation,  is 
now  taking  down  to  be  reduced  by  14  feet^  eo  as  just  to  leave  room 
for  the  bells." 

^A  panorama  of  Waterloo  was  exhibited  at  Banelagh  Gardens, 

Norwich. 

6. — ^The  freemen  of  thie  "  Blue  and  White  "  interest  presented  to  Mr. 
Alderman  James  Marsh  a  silver  vaae,  weighing  upwards  of  100  ozs. 
The  presentation  was  made  at  the  Angel  Inn,  Norwich,  by  Mr.  Edward 
Taylor. 

^Workmen  digging  at  the  bottom  of  Bethel  Street,.  Norwich^ 

discovered  a  humian  skeleton  ''laid  exactly  in  the  crossway  of  the 
roads;  it  was  thought  to  be  the  body  of  a  criminal  who  died  in  prison 
and  was  buried  there." 

8.* — "  That  highly  esteemed  performer,  Mr.  Vining,  has  formed  a 
very  advantageous  engag^nent  with  the  proprietor  of  the  Bath 
Theatre,  and  will  leave  ^le  Norwich  company  at  the  termination  of 
Bury  Fair."  (He  was  succeeded  by  his  brother,  Mr.  J.  Yiniug,  who 
ultimately  became  a  great  favourite  on  the  Norwich  stage.) 

10. — ^Miss  Dance,  of  Covent  Garden  Theatre,  appeared  at  Norwich 
Theatre  in  the  character  of  Belvedera  (" Venice  Preserved").  Her 
other  impersonations  included  Lady  Teazle,  Juliet,  Widow  Cheerly 
("  The  Soldier's  Daughter  "),  Mrs.  Haller,  Maria  ("  The  Citizen  "),  &o. 

16. — ^Died*  at  Downham  Market,  at  a  very  advanced  age,  William 
Hewlett.  *'  He  was  for  many  years  employ&d  as  a  labourer  on  the 
premises  of  Mr.  E.  R.  Pratt^  at  Ryston.  About  30  years  ago  he  sold 
his  wife,  and  delivered  her  to  the  fortunate  purchaser  in  a  halter  in 
the  Market  Place  at  Downham,  with  whom  she  has  ever  since  lived,, 
and  it  is  mxppo9di  they  will  now  marry." 
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21. — ^At  ft  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Corporation  of  Norwich,  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  take  into  conaideration  Mr.  Cubitt'B  plan  for 
connecting  the  citj  with  the  sea  by  way  of  Lowesti^ 

26. — ^The  foundation-Btone  of  the  Unitarian  Chi^pel  in  Pafk  Field, 
Diss,  waa  laid  by  Mr.  Meadows  Taylor  and  Mr.  Thomas  Dyson. 

28. — ^Elxperiments  with  a  life-saving  rocket  on  Tregrouae's  principle 
were  made  on  Yarmouth  beach  by  Rear-Admiral  Spranger.  The  rocket 
carried  a  line  from  the  ship  to  the  shore,  and  running  rigging  waa 
then  brought  into  use. 

OCTOBER. 

4. — ^Died  in  London,  aged  64,  the  celebrated  engines,  Mr.  John 
Rennie,  who  a  few  weeks  previously  had  attended  the  opening  of  the 
Eau  Brink  cut. 

6.* — (Advt.)  *'  Distressing  case  of  long  impriaonment.  Christopher 
Wood,  formerly  of  Lynn,  bricklayer,  committed  in  1813  to  Norwich 
Castle  for  contempt  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  incurred  by  his  inability 
through  poverty  to  put  in  an  answer  to  a  bill  filed  against  him  to 
foreclose  a  mortgage  on  aji  estate  of  which,  unfortunately  for  him,  he 
beoame  owner.  He  haa  been  in  prison  eight  years,  and  has  hitherto 
been  supported  by  hin  labour  beyond  the  prison  allowance  of  bread, 
but  having  lately  nearly  lost  his  sight  he  must  in  future  depend 
entirely  on  the  latter.  The  expense  of  putting  in  his  answer  will 
amount  to  £18,  and  being  totally  unable  to  raiae  that  aum  must  end 
his  days  in  prison  unless  the  benevolent  shall  extend  their  bounty 
towards  him  by  putting  in  his  answer  to  obtain  his  iiacharge.  the 
Act  for  the  Relief  of  Insolvent  Debtors  not  extending  to  persons  in 
custody  for  contempts." 

10. — ^Robert  Skipper,  the  Norwich  pedestrian,  commenced  the  task 
of  -walking  1,000  miles  in  twenty  successive  days  at  the  Prussia 
Gardens,  Norwich.  He  had  completed  100  miles  on  the  evening  of 
the  11th,  and  at  the  390th  mile  was  compelled  to  give  up  in  conaequence 
of  magisterial  interference. 

27.* — ^"Lady  Beevor,  widow  of  the  late  Sir  Thomas  Beevor,  has 
taken  the  surname  of  Hare  out  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  her  late 
father." 

^Died,  aged  74,  Mr.  Edward  Rigby,  M.D.,  of  Norwich.      He 

received  hia  medical  education  under  Mr.  Martineau,  and  first  began 
practice  in  1769,  when  he  distinguished  himself  as  an  accoucheur,  and 
was  the  author  of  a  treatise  on  subjects  connected  with  that  branch 
of  his  profession.  In  1814  he  took  his  degree  in  physio.  Dr.  Rigby 
in  1786  established  the  Benevolent  Medical  Society  for  the  relief  of 
the  widows  and  orphans  of  medical  men;  and  in  1789  became  a 
member  of  the  Corporation  of  Surgeona  and  of  the  Medical  Society 
in  London.  He  was  assistant  aurgeon  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich 
Hospital  on  its  establishment  in  1771,  surgeon  in  1790,  and  physician 
in  1814.  For  many  years  he  kept  a  private  lunatic  asylum ;  and  made 
constant  and  unremitted  exertions  in  the  cause  of  vaccination.  He 
wrote  several  treatises  on  agricultural  subjects,  and  waa  in  1820  elected 
an  hon.  member  of  the  Philadelphia  Society  for  Promoting  Agricul- 
ture.    He  waa  also  a  member  ol  the  Linnsean  Society.    Dr.  Rigby 
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warn  elected  an  aldermaa  in  1802,  Sheriff  in  1803,  and  Mayor  in  1805. 
Hi«  remains  were  interred  at  FraminghAm,  near  Norwich,  on  NoYember 
5th. 

28. — ^The  county  magistratea  adopted  a  plan  prepared  by  Mr. 
Wilkina  for  the  erection  of  a  new  oounty  gaol  on  the  Castle  Hill, 
Norwich,  *'  so  far  as  the  sum  of  ^26,000  would  carry  it  into  effect." 
This  plan  included  the  removal  of  the  then  Shirehouse  and  incon- 
Tenient  courts  of  justice.  In  order  that  the  whole  of  the  expense  of 
the  work  should  not  fail  upon  occupiers  it  was  arranged  that  half  only 
be  paid  by  them,  and  the  other  half  by  the  owners  of  estates. — On 
December  1st  a  meeting  of  the  county  magistrates  was  held  at  the 
Noffolk  Hotel,  Norwich,  to  remonstrate  against  the  selection  of  the 
Castle  Hill  as  the  site  for  the  new  gaol.  At  the  Norfolk  Quarter 
Sessions  in  January,  1822,  the  subject  was  reconsideredi,  and  it  was 
finally  decided  by  30  to  24  Yotes  to  adhere  to  the  Castle  Hill  site. — 
On  July  29th  the  workmen  began  to  prepare  the  ground  for  the 
foundations  of  ihe  Shirehall,  and  on  September  9th  the  foundation- 
stone  was  laid  with  '' Masonic  ceremony.''  Current  coins  were 
deposited  in  the  cavity,  and  upon  the  stone  was  a  Latin  inscription 
composed  by  the  Rev.  F.  Howes. — ^The  demolition  of  the  old  debtors' 
court  commenced  on  May  7th,  1823,  previous  to  which  the  prisoners 
committed  on  criminal  charges  were  removed  to  the  different  bride- 
wells and  houses  of  correction  in  the  oounty,  the  debtors  only  remaining 
in  the  Castle  keep. — On  July  11th  some  workmen  employed  on  the 
building  were  raising  a  large  stone,  which  fell  and  injured  four  of 
themi,  and  one,  Nicholas  Mase,  died  next  day  in  hospiUl.  The  new 
Shirehall  was  completed  in  time  to  admit  of  the  Quarter  Sessions 
being  held  therein  on  October  15th,  1823,  which  was  the  first  occasion 
on  which  the  building  was  used.  "As  to  the  prison  buildings  the 
ancient  Saxon  castle  with  Bigod's  tower  is  left  entire  in  its  pristine 
state.  The  hill  is  now  surrounded  with  a  castellated  wall  of  Aberdeen 
gpranite  20  feet  high,  leaving,  however,  in  general  a  space  of  nearly 
20  feet  for  a  public  promenade  on  the  siunmit  of  the  hill."  The 
Castle  ditches  and  meadow  had  previously  been  improved  at  considerable 
expense  by  the  city.  These  works  completed  the  first  part  <^  the 
extensive  scheme  undertaken  by  the  county. 

^Lord  Suffield  was  elected  one  of  the   chairmen  of  Norfolk 

Quarter  Sessions,  in  the  room  of  the  late  Sir  Thomas  Beevor,  Bart. 

31. — There  were  two  candidates  for  the  vacancy  occasioned  upon 
the  Norwich  aldermanic  bench  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Rigby — namely, 
Mr.  Jeremiah  Ives  and  Mr.  Thomas  Osborne  Springfield  Both  political 
parties  paraded  the  streets  with  bands  of  music,  flags,  kc.  The  poll 
was  declared  as  fellows: — Springfield,  430;  Ives,  268.  "The  major 
part  of  the  electors  of  the  Great  Northern  Ward  received  a  couple  of 
guineas  each  for  their  free  and  independent  votes." 

NOVEMBER. 

3. — ^An  accelerated  mail  service  was  introduced  between  London  and 
Norwich  by  the  Postmaster-Creneral.  By  this  arrangement  the  Norwich 
and  Ipswich  mail  coach  performed  the  journey  in  one  hour  less  time 
than  previously.  On  December  8th,  however,  it  was  announced  that 
in  consequence  of  the  Ipswich  mail  not  having  kept  to  the  prescribed 
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rate  of  travelling  the  Poet  Office  authoritiee  had  been  obliged  to  return 
to  the  former  times  of  departure  and  airiyal  in  req>ect  to  the  London 
mail.  On  the  17th.  a  new  contract  was  entered  into,  by  which  the 
London  mail  to  Norwich  was  conveyed  vid  Newmarket.  The  coach 
reached  the  city  at  ten  o'clock  ank  and  departed  at  five  p.m. 

4. — ^A  great  gale  occurred  on  the  Norfolk  coast,  many  veesela  were 
driven  ashore  between  Yarmouth  and  Wells,  and  several  foundered 
at  sea. 

10*—"  Mr.  Charles  Thurtell,  son  of  Mr.  Thk>mas  Thurtell,  of  Laken^ 
ham,  has  obtained  a  lieutenancy  on  board  the  Rochefort,  now  in  the 
Mediterranean. " 

13. — Died  at  Bidd^ford,  Devonshire,  aged  63,  Major  Charles 
Berkeley  Money,  Eoyal  Marines.  "  He  had  retired  from  the  service 
some  years  on  account  of  a  severe  wound  received  when  captain  on 
board  the  Boyal  Sovereign  on  the  glorious  1st  of  June.  He  was  a 
native  and  freeman  of  Norwich." 

16. — ^A  severe  storm  took  place.  The  roads  were  in  many  parts 
of  the  county  rendered  impassable  by  tiie  heavy  rains,  and  t^e 
marshes  and  low  grounds  were  flooded. 

18. — Died  at  the  house  of  his  son-in-law,  Mr.  William  Mason,  of 
Necton,  the  Rev.  Paul  Colombine,  D.D.,  rector  of  Little  Plumstead 
with  Witton  and  Bnmdall,  perpetual  curate  of  Hardley,  and  rector 
of  Chilton,  Suffolk.  He  was  presented  to  the  living  of  Tliurlton  by 
the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  Norwich  in  1757.  He  was  in  his 
92nd  year. 

23. — ^Died,  aged  62,  Mr.  William  Burrows,  alderman  of  the  Great 
Northern  Ward,  and  Sheriff  of  Norwich  in  1817. 

24. — Dr.  Yelloly  was  ekcted  physician  to  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich 
Hospital,  in  place  of  Dr.  Bigby,  deceased. 

26. — ^Mr.  Peter  Finch  was  elected'  an  alderman  of  the  Great  Northern 
Ward,  Norwidi,  in  place  of  Mr.  William  Burrows,  deceased. 


DECEMBER. 

1. — ^A  troop  ,of  the  ith  Light  Dragoons,  under  the  command  of 
Capt.  Pratt,  left  Norwich  for  Romford. 

3. — ^A  coursing  party  at  Horsford  ''  started  a  fine  stout  fox  which 
was  instantly  pursued  by  a  brace  of  fleet  greyhounds.  He  kept  before 
them  for  more  than  half  a  mile  when  the  dogs  turned  him.  After 
beating  them  off  for  more  than  an  hour  he  was  taken  alive.  Soon 
after  Sir  George  Brog^ve's  huntsman  and  hounds  came  up,  when 
the  coursing  party,  who  had  joined  in  the  chase,  offered  to  \mbag  the 
fox  for  another  run,  but  he  was  found  too  exhausted  and  injured  for 
the  purpose,  and  it  became  necessary  to  give  him  the  coup  de  gract^ 
and  his  head  and  brush  were  carried  off  in  triumph." 

7. — ^Mr.  R.  Hamond  turned  off  a  deer  at  Swaffham  which  led  the 
field  a  chase  of  nearly  30  miles.  '*  It  crossed  the  river  twice,  and 
what  is  most  extraordinary  Mr.  A.  Hamond,  who  is  in  his  81st  year, 
partook  of  the  whole  chase,  and  was  at  the  spot  when  tbe  deer  was  taken 
near  Lynn." 
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8.* — "  Died  last  week  at  Ramsgate,  at  an  adyaaced  age,  the  Rev. 
Samuel  Vinoe,  M.A.,  F.R.S.,  Plumian  Ptofeeaor  oi  Agronomy  in  the 
Uniyeraity  of  CajoJbridge,  and  Archdeaoon  of  Bedford.  He  was  also 
rectCHT  of  Kirbj  Bedon  and  yicar  of  South  Cieake.'' 

11. — ^Died  at  his  house  in  Man«field  Street,  Sir  Martin  Browne 
ffolkes,  Bart.,  of  Hillington  Hall,  M.P.,  F.R.S.  He  was  created  baronet 
in  1774,  senred  the  office  of  High  Sheriff  in  1783,  and  in  1790  was 
elected  member  of  Parliament  for  King's  Lynn,  and  continued  to 
represent  the  borough  without  intermission  until  the  time  of  his  death. 

-^ — ^An  inquest  was  held  at  Lynn  by  Mr.  Samuel  Hadley,  one  of 
the  coroners  of  the  borough,  on  the  body  of  Robert  Roberson,  who  was 
shot  by  Mr.  Heniy  Pond,  a  linen  draper  in  High  Street,  whilst  in  the 
act  of  breaking  into  his  shop.  The  jury  returned  a  yezdict  of 
justifiable  homicide. 

15.* — ^''Robberies  and  depredations  upon  the  publio  haymg  been 
made  to  an  extent  hitherto  unknown,  it  is  the  determination  of  the 
justices  in  certain  Hundreds  to  form  an  establishment  that  will  gi?e 
yigour  and  effect  to  the  exertions  of  the  magistrates  in  preyenting 
robberies,  burglaries,  larcenies,  poaching,  and  felonies  of  yarious 
descriptions." 

17. — Cooke's  Company  of  Exjuestrians  oomiuenoed  a  season's  engage- 
ment at  the  Norwich  Pantheon. 

18. — ^A  deputation  waited  upon  Mr.  Alderman  Crisp  Brown,  of 
Norwich,  to  acquaint  him  that  300  citizens  had  subscribed  for  his 
full-length  portrait,  as  a  mark  of  *^  the  respect  and  esteem  entertained 
towards  him  for  his  manly  and  loyal  conduct  upon  all  occasions,  and 
for  the  st^renuous  exertions  which  he  made  during  his  mayoralty  to 
promote  the  better  obseryance  of  the  Lord's  day."  The  portrait,  by 
Cloyer,  was  luung  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall  in  October,  1822. 

22.* — ^^'Mr.  Alexander  Baring  has  purchased  the  mansion  and 
dcHuains  of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Petre  in  Norfolk,  it  is  said  for  £300,000.  The 
estate  is  situate  near  Thetford,  and  there  are  26,000  acres  of  land." 

*''An  experiment  has  been  tried  for  the  bettering  of  tiie 

condition  of  the  labourers  in  agriculture,  ajid  for  reducing  the 
poor  rates  in  the  parish  of  Terrington  by  the  apportionment  of  parcels 
of  land  from  one  to  fiye  roods,  which  has  been  foimd,  after  three 
years'  trial,  to  be  productiye  of  the  happiest  effects." 

23. — ^During  a  yioleovt  gale  from  the  N.N.W.  a  new  East  Indiaman, 
the  Indian,  of  400  tons,  from  Hull  to  London,  was  wrecked  off 
Yarmouth.  The  crew  of  20  hands  and  a  small  part  of  her  stores 
were  sayed.     The  yalue  of  the  ship  and  cargo  was  estimated  at  £10,000. 

25. — Service  was  held  at  St.  Peter  Manoroft,  Norwich,  when  **  the 
lighting  of  the  ohurch  was  strikingly  beautiful,  and  had  a  yery 
imposing  effect  by  the  admission  of  some  additional  lamps,  which 
were  yery  judioiously  arranged,  giving  to  the  altar  and  the  communion 
plate  upon  the  table  a  very  brilliant  and  splendid  appearance." 

28. — ^A  prize  fight  took  place  at  Testerton  Park,  the  residence  of 
Major  Csuee,  between  Barlee,  the  Berghapton  Groom,  and  Gales,  the 
Norwicb  butcher.  The  former  was  attended  by  Ned  Painter  and 
Hervey,  and  the  latter  by  Josh  Hudson  and  Cullington.  Seventy-eight 
rounds  were  fought  in  one  hour  three  minutes,  and  the  battle  was 
won  by  Barlee.      '^  Barlee,   on  being  declared  victor,   immediately

planted  an  oak  in  the  ring  in  the  pre«ence  of  about  5,000  speotators 
in  front  of  Teeterton  Hall.  The  two  young  pugilists  were,  hj  order 
of  Major  Case,  taken  under  hi»  hospitable  roof  and  put  to  bed,  where 
everything  needful  waa  generously  offered  them.  A  large  party  of 
the  Fancy  had  the  honour  of  dining  with  the  major." 


1822. 


JANUARY. 

2. — ^A  party  of  thieves,  known  as  the  '^  Coasey  gang,"  committed  great 
depredations  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Norwich.  On  the  nigbt  of  the 
2nd  they  broke  into  the  Half  Moon  public-house.  Stone  Uilb,  and 
stole  sixteen  gallons  of  spirits  and  other  property.  "*  Tired'  of  com- 
mitting depredations  on  foot,  about  ten  o'clock  at  night,  as  soon  as 
they  find  those  who  keep  horses  are  gone  to  bed,  they  resort  to  the 
stables  and  take  out  what  horses  they  want,  ride  to  the  spot  of  depre- 
dation, whether  for  game,  poultry,  sheep,  <&c.,  and  when  done  return 
the  horses  almost  jaded  and  harassed  to  death."  (See  August  2nd, 
1822.) 

9. — The  Marquis  of  Titchfield  was  elected  without  opposition  as 
member  of  Parliament  for  King's  Lynn,  in  place  of  Sir  Martin  Browne 
ffolkes,  deceased 

12. — ^The  poor  of  Norwich  and  its  neighbourhood  were  informed  by 
advertisement  that  medical  and  surgical  advice  was  given  free  at  the 
Infirmary  for  Diseases  of  the  Eye,  St  Benedict's,  Norwich  (late  Messrs. 
Day's  bank),  by  Mr.  L.  Evans,  M.D.,  physician,  and  Messrs.  Robert 
Hull  and  T.  Martineau,  jun.,  surgeons.  At  a  public  meeting  held  on 
July  11th,  under  the  presidency  of  Sir  Robert  J.  Harvey,  it  was 
resolved  that  "  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Infirmary  for  Diseases  of  the 
Eye,  instituted  and  supported  by  Dr.  Evans,  Mr.  Hull,  and  Mr.  T. 
Martineau,  has  already  been  productive  of  great  advantage,  and  is 
deserving  of  public  support." 

^A  meeting  of  the  proprietors  and  occupiers  of  land  was  held  at 

the  Shirehouse,  Norwich,  "  for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  consideration 
the  present  most  truly  alarming  state  of  agriculture."  The  High  Sheriff 
(Sir  Jacob  Astley)  presidied.  Resolutions  were  adopted  urging  the 
diminution  of  taxation  by  means  of  rigid  economy,  the  repeal  of  one 
half  of  the  Malt  Tax,  and  the  removal  of  the  heavy  imposts  upon 
candles,  salt,  leather,  6cc.  A  petition  embodying!  these  views  was 
ordered  to  be  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons.  After  this  date 
many  similar  meetings  were  held  in  the  principal  towns  and  villages 
in  the  Hundreds  of  the  county,  ostensibly  for  the  purpose  of  suggest- 
ing remedies  for  agricultural  distress  and  of  promoting  Parliamentary 
reform.  It  was  alleged  that  many  of  these  gatherings  were  of 
a  party  character,  and  on  May  18th,  the  Noivolk  (^oniglb  observed : 
''The  discussion  of  agricultural  distress  was  last  week  suspended, 
and  the  mask  of  Parliamentary  Reform  entirely  tlirown  off  by  those 
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who  for  the  last  four  months  have  displayed  so  much  violence  against 
the  Goremmient  in  pursuing  the  one,  and  casting  so  much  obloquy  upon 
Parliament  in  assuming  the  other." 

24. — The  annual  dinner  held  at  Norwich  in  celebration  of  thie  birth- 
day of  Fox  was  attended  by  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Sussex,  the  Duke  of 
Norfolk,  the  Earl  of  Albemarle  (who  premded),  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  and 
many  other  representatiyee  of  tiie  Whig  nobility  and  gentry  of  the 
county. 

28. — ^Two  Corsican  stags,  presented  by  Lord  Maynard  to  Mr.  Robert 
Hamond,  gave  the  Westacre  Hunt  good  sport  this  seaaon.  *'  The  first 
was  turned  off  at  Rougham  on  tihe  28th,  and  gave  them  a  severe  chase 
of  nearly  three  hours,  from  the  effects  of  which  two  horses  died.  They 
are  very  superior  to  the  red  deer  of  this  country  from  their  capability 
to  endure  extreme  fatigue  and  to  take  the  most  extraordinary  leaps." 

3L — Norwich  Theatre  was  opened  for  the  season  with  the  grand 
spectacle  of  "  The  Coronation." 

PBBRUABT. 

L — ^Lord  Henry  Cholnkondeley  was  elected  Member  of  Parliament  for 
the  borough  of  Castle  Rising,  in  the  room  of  the  Earl  of  Rocksavage, 
oreated  a  peer  by  the  title  of  Baron  Newburgh. 

11. — ^The  Papyruseum,  an  exhibition  of  models  formed  of  paper  by 
Mrs.  Aberdein,  was  opened  at  the  White  Swan  Inn,  Norwich. 

14. — A  smuggling  boat  landed  80  tubs  of  gin  and  brandy  on 
Snettisbam  beach.  The  crew  of  the  preventive  boat  seized  the  cargo^ 
a  portion  of  which  with  their  boat  was  rescued  by  the  smugglers^ 
who  had  the  assistance  of  about  100  persons,  some  of  whom  were 
armed  with  bludgeons  and  fowling  pieces.  Twenty  or  thirty  horses 
and  carts  were  in  waiting  to  rem6ve  the  contraband  goods.  Two  of 
the  smugglers  were  wounded  in  the  affray. 

18. — ^Lynn  Theatre  was  opened  under  the  management  of  Mr.  T. 
Marsters. 

19. — Skipper,  the  Norwich  pedestrian,  walked  50  miles  in  a  few 
minutes  undier  eleven  bours  at  Lynn. 

23.* — ^"We  understand  that  the  manufactory  of  bombazines  and 
.crapes  in  Norwich  is  likely  to  be  affected  from  the  circumstance  of 
those  articles  being  now  made  in  considerable  quantities  in  various 
parts  of  Lancashire  at  a  much  lower  rate  of  wages  for  the  weaving 
than  that  whichi  is  paid  here." 

26. — ^Married,  by  special  licence,  at  the  house  of  the  Earl  of 
Albemarle,  St.  James's  Square,  London,  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Norwich, 
Mr.  Thomas  William  Coke,  M.P.,  of  Holkham,  to  Lady  Anne  Keppel, 
second  daughter  of  the  earl. 

27. — ^The  machine  breaking  riots  oommenoed  in  Norfolk.  Upwards 
of  a  hundred  labourers  aesemibled  at  Kenninghall,  and  seized  the 
threshing  machine  of  Mr.  Bailey,  a  farmer.  The  Rev.  J.  Surfcees,  of 
Banham,  a  county  justice,  at  once  proceeded  to  a  neighbouring  farm 
where  an  auction  was  being  held,  and,  in  ih.e  King's  name,  requested 
the  auctioneer  and  the  farmers  present  to  assist  him  in  quelling  the 
disturbfudce.    The  whole  party  rode  oyer  to  Kenninghall^  and  alter 
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the  Riot  Act  hiad  been  rend  the  mob  disperaed.  On  Maroh  4th  there 
were  further  riotous  a«9emblie«  at  Attleborough,  Shropham,  Bucken- 
ham,  Banham,  dec.  The  Eye  troop  of  Yeomanry  Cavalry  were  called 
out,  and  of  the  30  rioters  secured  eight  who  were  regarded  aa  ring- 
leaders, and  they  were  sent  to  Norwich  Castle  under  cavalry  escort. 
The  Yeomanry  after  lodging  the  prisoners  in  gaol  were  assailed  by  a 
Norwich  mob,  who  stoned  them  in  the  streets,  and  attacked  the  Trowel 
and  Hamtmer  public-house,  St.  Stephen's,  where  they  had  halted  to 
bait  their  horses.  The  troopers  returned  to  headquarters  at  East 
Harling  after  a  march  of  eisrhty  miles  in  twenty  hours.  Many  prisoners 
were  also  committed  to  the  Castle  from  other  districts,  and  several 
cases  of  incendiarism  were  reported.  At  the  adjourned  Quarter  Sessions 
for  the  county,  held  at  Norwich  on  the  6th,  the  rioters  were  tried 
and  sentenced  to  various  terms  of  imprisonment  in  tihe  Bridewells 
and  houses  of  correction  in  the  county.  A  guard}  of  the  West  Norfolk 
Militia  was  stationed  at  the  Castle,  and  a  squadron  of  the  Norwich 
Light  Horse  Volunteers  did  duty  at  the  Cavalry  Barracks  until 
relieved  by  the  16th  Lancers.  The  Lancers  and  Light  Horse  after- 
wards acted  as  escorts  to  the  vans  by  which  the  prisoners  were  conveyed 
to  the  different  prisons.  On  the  march  the  military  were  repeatedly 
stoned  by  the  mobs.  Detachments  of  the  7th  Dragoon  Guards  were 
stationed  at  Hingham.  and  Attleborough,  and  remained  at  Ihoee  places 
until  the  lawless  disposition  manifested  by  the  rural  population  had 
subsided. 

MARCH. 

9. — ^Wombwell  exhibited  his  menagerie  on  the  Castle  Meadow, 
Norwich. 

16. — ^Mr.  Blanohard  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  as  Toby  Allspice 
("The  Way  to  Get  Married")  and  Crack  ("The  Turnpike  Gate"). 
Among  the  other  characters  impersonated  dKiring  his  engagement  were 
Dr.  OUapod,  Sir  Abel  Handly,  Mungo,  Job  Thomberry  ("  John  Bull "), 
Capt.  Meadows  ("The  Deaf  Lover*'),  Ac. 

28. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes  lield  at  Tlietford,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Richards,  William  HardSment  and  Benjamin  Neal,  who  were  con- 
cerned with  James  Johnson  in  the  murder  of  Mr.  Baker  at  Wells- 
next-the-Sea  on  October  11th,  1817,  were  put  upon  their  trial. 
Hardimont  had  evaded  apprehension,  and  at  the  Spring  Assizes  >n 
1818  1)he  bill  charging  Neal  ae  an  accessory  was  thrown  out  by 
the  Grand  Juay.  Several  witnesses  now  deposed  to  having  seen 
Johnson  and  Hardiment  in  company  at  about  the  time  of  the  murder, 
and  two  persons  confined'  in  Aylsham  bridewell  at  the  ftame  time  that 
Hardiment  and  Neal  were  prisoners  there  gave  evidence  as  to  hearing 
conversations  between  the  two  when  planning  the  murder.  One  of 
these  witnesses  (Thomas  Robinson),  on  December  24th,  1821,  met 
Hardiment  at  Beverley,  in  Yorkshire,  and  gave  information  which  led 
to  his  arrest.  The  jury  found  Hardiment  guilty,  and  acquitted  Neal. 
Hardiment  was  executed  on  thie  Castle  Hill,  Norwich,  at  noon  on 
April  Ist  in  the  presence  of  an  immense  crowd  of  spectators.  "Not 
more  than  three  yards  from  the  gallows  a  boy  wa«  knocked  down  by 
a  gentleman  who  detected  him  picking  his  pockets." 

^At  the  same  Assizes,   before  Mr.  Justice  Richards,  the  cause 

Lock,  D.D.,  V.  the  Bishop  of  Norwich  ww  tried    In  consequence  of 
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BiiDonj  allegeci  to  have  been  committedl  by  ttie  Rev.  Dr.  Lock,  tbe 
patron  of  the  acl^owson  of  Hilgay,  the  Cno^m  had!  seized  the  living  and 
presented  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hewlett  thereto  on  April  6th,  1819.  This 
action  of  quare  impedit  was  instituted  by  the  plaintiff  to  try  the  right 
of  the  Crown  to  suoh  presentation.  Thie  defendant  raised  three  pleas : 
(1)  that  the  Rev.  John  Royle  being  seized  of  the  living  of  Hilgay 
if  was  corruptly  agreed  that  Lock  should  resign  the  living  of  Compton 
Martin,  in  Somersetshire,  and  cause  him  (Royle)  to  be  presented  to 
it,  and  also  that  Lock  should!  pay  Royle  the  sum  of  £12,900  for  the 
advowson  of  Hilgay,  and  that  in  consideration  of  the  promiseii  Royle 
should  resign  the  living  and  cause  Lock  to  be  presented  to  it.  (2) 
That  Lock  being  seized  of  the  living  of  Hilgay  did  oorruptly  agree  with 
one  Jamee  Craddock,  that  in  consideration  of  the  sadd  Craddock  pay- 
ing to  him<  the  sum  of  £25,000  he  (Lock)  ahould  oonvey  to  Craddock 
the  advowson  of  Hilgay,  and  also  resign  the  living  and  cause  him 
(Craddock)  to  be  presented  to  it.  (3)  That  Lock,  being  seized!  of 
Hilgay,  having  presented  Craddock,  did  corruptly  agree  that,  in  con- 
sideration of  Lock  aband'oning  certain  proceedings  in  an  action  for 
debt  against  Craddock,  he  should  forego  proceedings  upon  a  bill  ol 
in<£ctment  for  perjury  preferred  by  Lock  against  Craddock,  but  Lock 
oorruptly  prevailed  upon  Craddook  to  resign  the  living  in  order  that 
he  (Lock)  might  present  himself  to  it.  The  jury  gave  a  verdict  for 
the  Crown  generally  upon  all  pleas.  The  Judge:  A  very  proper 
verdict.     It  is  very  ddsgraoeful  dealing,  gentlemen. 

30.*— (Advt.)  "  To  be  fought  at  the  White  Swan  Inn,  Norwich,  on 
Monday,  April  15th,  1822,  and  two  following  days,  three  double-days' 
play  of  cocks  for  ten  guineas  a  battle  and  200  guineas  the  odd,  betwe^i 
the  gentlemen  of  Norwich  and  the  gentlemen  of  Northampton. 
Feeders :  Stafford  for  Norwich,  Na^h  for  Northampibon.'' 

APRIL. 

6.* — ''A  fish  of  tihe  whale  epecies  was  killed  in  shallow  water  on 
Cromer  beach  last  week.  Its  dimensions  were  67  feet  long,  breadth 
of  tail,  13  feet;  pectoral  fin,  six  feet;  from  the  eye  to  the  end  of  the 
jaw,  13  feet;  length  of  jaw  bones,  14  feet;  length  of  tongue,  nine 
feet;  breadth,  four  feet.  It  answers  the  description  of  the  under- 
jawed  wh^ale." 

13. — Noah  Peak  and  Groorge  Fortie  were  executed  on  the  Castle 
Hill,  Norwich,  for  setting  fire  to  three  stacks  on  February  25th.  Both 
men  had  been  soldiers.  Peak  was  present  at  Bu0aoo,  Albuera^  and 
Waterloo;  and  Fortis  was  aJso  in  the  last-named  battle.  "It  is  not 
three  years  since  Peak  came  to  Norwich  and  conveyed  home  for  burial 
the  body  of  £^%ard  Fisher,  his  fellow  parishioner,  who  was  executed 
on  the  Hill  in  August,  1819,  for  stabbing  William  Harrison." 

20. — Among  the  passengers  who  perished  in  the  ship  Albion, 
wrecked  upon  the  coast  of  Ireland!,  was  Miss  Powell,  eldest  daughter 
of  the  Hon.  W.  D.  Powell,  Chief  Justice  of  Upper  Canada,  and  grand- 
daughter of  Dr.  John  Murray,  of  Norwich. 

MAY. 

I. — ^Four  o«iM]i4a(ee  v©re  iM)nii9ate4  for  tl»e  Mayoralty  of  Norwich, 
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and  the  poll  waa  declared  as  follows: — ^Aldennaii  Hawkes,  957; 
Alderman  Patteson,  908;  Alderman  Thurtell,  364;  Alderman  Tallop, 
318.  The  Court  of  Aldermen  unanimoualj  returned  Mr.  Robert 
Hawkes  aa  Mayor. 

4.* — ^''Laflt  week  two  gentlemen  on  searching  the  burial  ground 
belonging  to  the  Roman  camp  at  Caister  discoyered  the  remains  of  a 
kiln  with  several  urns  upon  it  as  they  were  placed  for  burning. 
Antiquaries  having  doubted  whether  urns  found  at  Caister  were  burnt 
in  a  fire  or  only  dried  in  the  sun,  the  discovery  of  this  kiln  may  be 
decisive  of  the  question.'* 

11. — ^A  county  meeting  was  held  at  the  Shirehouse,  Norwich,  ''for 
the  purpose  of  taking  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  presenting  a 
petition  to  Parliament  for  a  reform  in  the  representation  of  the 
people."  There  wae  a  crowded  gathering,  and  much  confusion  pre- 
vailed until  the  High  Sheriff  (Sir  R.  P.  Jodh-ell)  adijoumed  the  meeting 
to  the  Castle  Hill,  where  the  speeches  were  dielivered  from  waggons. 
Sir  Thomas  Beevor  moved  a  series  of  resolutions,  the  sixth  of  whioh 
stated  '*  that  a  petition  be  presented)  to  the  House  of  Commons  pray- 
ing that  the  House  will  forthwith  give  to  the  people  a  real 
representation  in  place  of  that  corrupt  and  defective  one  which  now 
exists."  Mr.  S.  T.  Southwell  seconded  the  resolutions,  which  were 
put  seriatim  and  carried  nem.  eon.  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P.,  and  Mr. 
Edmond  Wodehouse,  M.P.,  spoke  from  their  respective  waggons,  and 
each  surrounded  by  his  partisans,  left  the  Hill  amid  much  cheering. 

20. — ^A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  Norwich,  to  decide 
upon  the  rules  of  a  society  for  enabling  traders  to  oppose  the 
discharge  of  fraudiulent  debtors  under  the  Insolvent  Acts. 

25. — An  immense  number  of  persons  assembled  at  the  Eau  Brink 
Cut  at  Lynn  to  witness  the  performance  of  ''Zachariah  Witmore,  of 
Philadblphia  "  upon  a  "  water  velocipede."     It  was  a  hoax. 

30. — ^A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  the  Mayor  (Mr. 
W.  Rackham)  presiding,  at  which  a  fund  was  inaugurated  for  the 
relief  of  the  distress  in  Ireland.  Sermons  were  also  preached  in  the 
churches  and  chapels  in  oity  and  county  in  aid  of  the  same  object. 
The  amount  raised  in  Norwioh  and  Norfolk  was  upward>B  of  £3,000. 

JUNE. 

3. — ^The  Leicester  and  Yarmouth  Royal  Mail  coach  commenced 
running.  It  started!  from  Yarmouth  at  1.45  p.m.  and  travelled  by 
way  of  Norwich,  Dereham,  Swaffham,  Lynn,  Wisbech,  Peterborough, 
Stamford,  and  Melton  Mowbray.  At  Stamford  and  Leicester  it  was 
in  connection  with  coaches  to  the  north  and  west. 

5. — ^Died  at  his  house  in  Bolton  Row,  London.  Mr.  Edward  Jeming- 
ham,  youngest  son  of  Sir  William  Jerninghant,  Bart.  The  remains 
were  removed  from  London  to  Costessey,  where  they  were  interred 
beneath  the  altar  in  the  private  chapel.  Mrs.  Edward  Jemingham 
died  on  June  24th. 

10. — ^A  camping  match  took  place  at  Ranworth  between  ten  men 
of  that  parish,  and  a  like  number  from  neighbouring  parishes.  "  After 
half  an  hour's  excellent  sport,  which  produced  some  good  set-tos  and 
a  few  bloody  noses,  victory  wus  declared  in  favcHir  of  Ranworth/' 
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14. — Died  at  his  house  in  Ckyendierk  Square,  London,  the  Right  Hon. 
Horatio  Walpole,  Earl  of  Orford,  Baron  Walpole  of  Wolverton,  and 
Baron  Walpole  of  Walpole,  High  Steward  of  the  Borough  of  King's 
Lynn,  and  colonel  of  the  West  Norfolk  Regiment  of  Militia.  The 
deceased  nobleman,  who  was  in  his  70th  year  and  was  buried'  on  the 
25th  at  Wickmere,  was  succeeded  in  his  title  and  estates  by  the 
Right  Hon.  Horatio  Lord  Walpole,  Member  of  Parliament  for  Lynn. 

18. — ^The  Guild  Day  festivities  at  Norwich  were  carried  out  with 
great  splendour  by  the  Mayor-elect,  Mr.  Robert  Hawkes.  After  return- 
ing from  serrice  at  the  Cathedral,  the  Corporation  listened  to  the 
Latin  oration  delivered  at  the  Free  School  porch  by  the  head  boy,  Peter 
Hansell,  and  after  the  customary  ceremonies  at  the  Guildhall,  700 
guests  assembled  at  the  feast  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall.  In  Bethel  Street, 
where  the  Mayor  resided,  were  two  triumphal  arches,  and  on  the  summit 
of  one  a  band  played  selections  of  music. 

23. — '^e  tower  of  Happisburgh  church  was  considerably  damaged 
by  lightning  during  a  severe  thunderstorm,  which  occasioned  much 
loss  throughout  the  county. 

27. — ^The  election  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  representation  of  Lynn 
caused  by  the  elevation  to  the  peerage  of  Lord  Walpole  commenced. 
The  candidates  were  Col.  the  Hon.  John  Walpole,  brother  of  the  late 
member,  and  Sir  William  Browne  ffolkes.  Considerable  disturbanoe 
prevailed  throughout  the  contest.  About  40  voters  had  polled  for  each 
candidate,  when  the  mob  demolished  Col.  Walpole's  polling  booth, 
set  fire  to  the  materials,  and  stoned  the  poll  clerks.  They  then  pro- 
ceeded to  the  Duke's  Head'  Inn,  smashed  the  windows,  tore  the 
Corporation  flag  to  pieces,  and  committed  other  acts  of  violence.  The 
polling  was  adjourned  until  the  28th,  when  the  disturbances  were 
renewed,  and  a  further  postponement  was  rendered  necessary,  the 
numbers  then  standing:  Walpole,  137;  ffolkes,  72.  About  thiree 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  a  detactiment  of  the  7th  Dragoon  Guards 
arrived  from  Norwich,  under  the  command  of  Lieut.  Everard.  One  of 
the  ringleaders  of  the  mob  was  captured  and  sent  under  escort  to 
Swaffham  Bridewell.  The  pollincf  was  resumed  on  the  29th,  and  at 
noon,  when  every  vote  appeared  to  have  been  recorded,  the  Town 
Clerk  announced  the  numbers  as  follow :  Walpole,  156 ;  ffolkes,  92. 
The  former  was  then  declared  duly  elected.  At  the  Norfolk  Assizes 
held  at  Norwich  on  July  3l8t,  before  Mr.  Justice  Best,  William 
Chiandler  was  indicted  for  taking  pa.rt  in  the  riot  at  Lynn,  and  was 
ordered  to  enter  into  his  recognisances  to  come  up  for  judgment  when 
called  upon.  Thomas  Johnson  and  other  persons  were  at  the  Lent 
Assises  at  "Rietford  in  March,  1823,  sentenced  by  Mr.  Justice  Garrow 
to  various  terms  of  imprisonment  for  participating  in  the  disturbances. 


JULY. 

4. — Died,  at  the  age  of  101,  Mrs.  Aldborough,  of  Trowse. 

5. — ^A  meeting  of  the  manufacturers  was  held  at  the  Guildhall, 
Norwich,  "to  consider  the  present  prices  paid  for  weaving.^'  It  was 
agreed  to  adopt  a  reduced  scale  of  payment.  Meetings  of  the  men 
were  called,  and  the  employers  were  requested  to  reconsider  the 
question.     Another  meeting  was  accordingly  held  on  the  9th,   when 
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Mr.  Beloe  urg«ed  that  the  proposals  of  the  emplojare  were  ill-adyised. 
On  the  other  hand  it  was  stated  that  goods  were  bcing^  manufactured 
in  Yorkshire  in  larjre  quantities  at  much  lower  rates  tJian  in  Norwich. 
It  was  contended  by  the  weavers  that  ^i^reatlv  increased  demands  had  been 
made  upon  them  for  house  rent  and  coals,  and  that  it  was  impossible 
for  them  to  live  on  reduced  wagea  A  further  statement  was  made  to 
the  effect  that  the  lowering  of  prices  would  tend  to  inferior  workman- 
ship. A  mob  assembled  outside  the  Guildhall  and  cheered'  or  hooted 
the  different  manufacturers  whom  they  deemed  friendly  or  adverse  to 
their  claims.  One  gentleman,  Mr.  William  Bosley,  was  very  roughly 
handled,  and  his  hat,  coat,  and  shoes  were  taken  from  him  and  torn 
to  pieces.  It  was  considered  necessary  to  summon  the  assistance  of 
the  7th  Dragoon  Guards,  but  the  mob  dispersed  after  the  announce- 
ment had  been  made  from  the  leads  of  the  Guildhall  that  the 
manufacturers  had  consented  to  return  to  the  old  prices.  *  The  weavers 
spent  the  10th  in  festivity  and!  rejoicing. 

6. — Died,  William  Coward,  aged  86,  for  54  years  parish  clerk  at 
St.  Margaret's,  Lynn.  "He  was  borne  to  the  grave  by  six  grave- 
diggers,  and  the  pall  was  supported  by  six  parish  clerks." 

8. — ^Died  at  Calcutta,  the  Ricrht  Rev.  Thomas  Fanshaw  Middlcton, 
D.D.,  Bishop  of  Calcutta,  and  formerly  vicar  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft, 
Norwich. 


A  camping  match  took  place  at  Ranworth,  in  the  presence  of 

6,000  spectators,  between  men  of  the  BloEeld  and  of  the  Tunstead 
and  Happing  Hundreds.  "So  closely  were  the  men  (ten  a  side) 
matched  for  strength,  courage,  skill,  and  actsivity  that  the  ball  was 
nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  ground  when  time  was  called  and  play 
stopped  At  the  ooncktsion  of  the  camp,  Turner,  of  Witton,  and 
Riches,  of  Upton,  had  a  pugilistic  trial  of  manhood.  A  well-fought 
battle  of  thirty-two  rounds  of  hard  milling,  with  little  or  no  science, 
ended  in  favour  of  Riohes." 

19. — ^Mr.  T.  Filby,  of  Elsing,  fell  down  dead!  in  the  Sessions  Court 
at  the  Shirehouse,  Norwich,  when  in  the  act  of  entering  the  jury  box. 

20. — ^Puxley  and  Nelson's  "  New  Flv  Vans "  were  advertised  to  run 
between  the  Star  Inn,  Norwich,  and  the  Bull  Inn,  Aldgate,  every 
day.     The  journey  was  accomplished  in  twenty-four  hours. 

^At  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions,  Giuliano  Mantova,  an  Italian 

boy,  who  travelled  the  country  with  pictures  for  one  Dominioo  Crostea, 
of  Norwich,  wa«  indicted  for  maliciously  and  fraudulently  taking  by 
force  from  William  Hill,  employed  by  Messrs.  Copeman  and  Petworth, 
solicitors,  Aylsham,  a  child!  named'  Susan  Hoffratih.  The  prisoner 
denied  that  he  had  enticed  the  child  away,  and  his  master  gave  him 
ft  good  character ;  but  thie  jury  found  him  cruilty,  and  he  was  sentenced 
to  two  years*  imprisonment  in  Norwich  Cattle. 

21. — Died  at  his  house,  Tombland,  Norwich,  aged  76,  Mr.  Charles 
Kit8on,  one  of  the  Chapter  Registrars  of  the  diocese  of  Norwich. 

29. — Norwich  Theatre  was  opened  for  the  Apsize  week.  "  Since  the 
period  of  its  leaving  Norwich  the  company  has  been  subject  to  almost 
an  entire  change,  and  it  is  now  equal  to  any  provincial  establishment 
of  the  histrionic  kind  in  the  kingdom."  The  new  members  included 
Miss  Wensley,  Mrs.  Dowton,  Mr.  Osbaldiston,  and  Mr.  Ford  White. 
Mrs.   Dowton  was  a  favourite   actress  in  the  Norfolk   and  Suffolk 
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Gompaaiy  of  Comedians,  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Fisher,  and 
afterwardts  mamedi  Mr.  Sloman,  the  low  oom«dian  of  the  Norwich 
Company. 


AUGUST. 

2. — At  Norwich  Theatre  a  new  tragedy,  entitled  ''The  Persian 
Heroine,"  written  by  Mr.  Riohard  Paul  Jocbell,  waa  performed  under 
the  patronage  of  the  High!  Sheriff  and  Lady  Jodirell. 

^At  the  Norfolk  Asisizes,  held  at  Norwich,  before  Mr.  Justice  Beat, 

James  Smith  was  indicted!  for  breaking  into  the  house  of  William 
Balls,  the  Half  Moon,  Stone  Hills,  near  Norwich,  and  stealing  on 
January  2nd  16  gallona  of  liquors  in  bottles,  a  purse  containing  £8 
in  notes  and  cash,  a  quantity  of  copper  coin,  &o.  He  was  found  guilty 
and  sentenced  to  deathL  (Although  it  was  not  stated  at  the  trial,  the 
prisoner  was  evidently  one  of  the  ''  Coss^  gsuig "  referred  to  under 
date  January  2nd!,  1822.)  At  the  Norwich  Assizes,  Henry  Carter  was 
sentenced  to  death  for  entering  the  dwelling-house  of  John  Clarke, 
of  St.  Paul's,  and  stealing  therein  several  articles.  The  execution  of 
these  me>n  was  carried  out  under  revolting  circiunstances  on  August 
24th.  From  an  early  'hour  in  the  morning  they  were  incessantly 
appealed  to  by  the  chaplain  of  the  gaol  and  a  Wesleyan  minister  to 
acknowled!ge  the  justice  of  their  sentence.  The  procession  from  the 
gaol  in  St.  Giles'  Street  to  the  scaffold  was  headed  by  the  Under 
Sheriffs  on  horseback;  the  Sheriffs  accompanied  by  the  chaplain  and 
the  minister  came  next  in  a  mourning  coach,  *^  followed  by  a  cart 
covered  with  black  cloth  on  which  sat  the  two  malefactors  each  with 
arms  pinioned,  neck  bare,  and  head  uncovered,  each  sitting  on  the 
coffin  destined  to  receive  his  lifelese  body."  Smith  was  well  behaved, 
but  Carter  acted  with  great  levity  during  the  progress  of  the  pro- 
cession through  the  Market  Place  to  the  scaffold  erected  near  the 
weighing  machine  on  the  Castle  Meadow,  and  on  the  very  drop  itself 
"he  seemed  to  evince  perfect  indifference  to  the  fate  which  awaited 
him."  After  hanging  for  an  hour  "  the  bodies  were  carried  by  twelve 
bearers  to  the  house  of  Carter's  pai^nts  in  St.  Margaret's,  and  were 
buried  on  the  26th  in  the  churchyard  of  that  parish." 

3.* — *'  Mr.  Yarrington,  of  this  city,  plumber  and  glazier,  has  pre- 
sented the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Norwich  with  a  valuable  pi^^e  of 
stained  glass,  a  portrait  of  the  Virgin,  which  has  been  placed  in  the 
west  window  of  the  Cathedral." 

6. — ^A  great  cocking  match  lasting  two  days  commenced  at  Yarmouth, 
between  the  gentlemen  of  that  town  and'  of  Norwich.  Yarmouth  won 
eleven  mains  and  five  byes,  and  Norwich  nine  mains  and  seven  byes. 
'*  The  feeder  for  Norwich  (Nash)  proved  the  excellence  of  his  manage- 
ment. On  Wednesday  evening  the  Norwich  cock  was  pounded  and 
taken  by  Nash,  and  from  the  superiority  of  his  condition  afterwards 
won  the  battle.  In  the  second  pit  the  same  evening  one  of  the 
Norwich  cocks  had  his  thigh)  broken  in  the  first  part  of  the  battle, 
and  afterwardis  fought  two  hours,  and  at  one  time  brought  the  odds 
from  ten  to  one  against  him  to  the  same  odds  in  has  favour.  He, 
however,  eventually  lost.  This  battle  would  have  been  withdrawn, 
but  as  the  money  depended  upon  it  they  were  induoed  to  continue  it." 

Si  m 
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7. — ^Hr.  Heber,  "  the  very  eminent  book  collector  and  ILP.  for  the 

University  of  Oxford,"  dined  with  the  Bishop  of  Norwich  at  the 
Palace,  and  on  tlie  following  morning  proceeded  to  Blickling  to 
inspect  the  library  at  the  hall. 

8. — A  cricket,  match  between  eleren  members  of  the  Holt  club  and  the 
first  eleven  of  the  Nottingham  club,  com^menoed  at  Nottingham,  and 
owing  to  unfavourable  weather  was  protracted  to  the  11th.  Sooree: 
Nottingham,  109-91;  Holt,  52-43.  ''Bets  to  the  amount  of  several 
thousand  pounds  were  dependent  upon  the  match." 

11. — His  Majesty  the  King  passed  off  Yarmouth  on  his  voyage  to 
Scotland.  ''About  half  past  five  o'clock  two  steam  tugs  were  seen 
with  the  Royal  yacht  in  tow,  and  thousands  of  persons  crowded  to 
the  jetty  and  beach."  The  vessels  steered  a  course  outside  the  Roads ; 
but  the  Perseverance  yawl  put  off  with  thirty  persons  on  board,  "  and 
had  the  good  fortune  to  fidl  in  with  the  yacht  as  it  was  weathering 
the  Newarp  floating  light.  The  company  in  the  boat  gave  four 
cheers  for  the  King,  who  came  on  board  and  returned  the  salutation." 
On  his  return  voyage  on  Saturday,  August  31st,  his  Majesty  passed 
through  the  Roads,  and  the  yacht  came  close  in  shore.  ''His 
Majesty  was  greatly  disappointed  in  not  receiving  a  supply  of  fre&h 
provisions  which  had  been  previously  ordered  to  be  ready  for  him  on 
his  arrival  off  the  town.  The  letter  arrived  two  hours  after  the  King 
had  passed." 

12. — Marshland  free  bridge  and  causeway  were  opened  for  the  use 
of  the  public.  A  procession,  led  by  the  carriage  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Hooeaaon,  and  followed  by  those  of  Sir  Thomas  Hare,  Mr.  Anthony 
Hamond,  and  others  started  from  the  South  Gates,  Lynn,  preceded  by 
a  band  of  music.  On  the  arrival  of  the  procession  at  the  foot  of  the 
bridge  the  horses  were  taken  out  of  Mr.  Hoeeaaon's  carriage  and  men 
who  had  been  employed  on  the  works  dragged  it  over  the  bridge 
and  causeway.  After  a  congratulatory  speech  by  Mr.  Hoseason, 
luncheon  was  provided  for  200  guests  at  the  expense  of  the  directors. 
In  the  evening  a  dinner  was  given  at  the  Freemasons'  Tavern,  and  on 
the  marshes  belonging  to  Mr.  W.  Ooddard,  at  West  Lynn,  a  fair  for 
stock  was  held  for  the  first  time,  a  sheep  roasted,  and  several  barrels 
of  beer  given  away. 

17.* — "  Thorogood,  one  of  the  proprietors  of  the  Times  coach  from 
Norwich  to  London,  has  actually  driven  the  whole  distance,  116  miles, 
and  been  in  both  those  cities  every  day  for  more  than  a  twelvemonth, 
an  instance  of  laborious  perseverance  altogether  unparalleled." 

19. — Lee  Sugg,  the  ventriloquist,  who  had'  been  before  the  publio 
for  half  a  century  as  a  performer,  gave  his  entertainment  at  the 
Prussia  Gardens,  Norwich. 

29. — This  being  the  anniversary  of  the  Decollation  of  St.  John 
the  usual  formalities  were  observed  at  the  election  of  the  Mayor, 
chamberlain,  and  churchwardens  of  Yarmouth.  The  inquest  was 
locked  up  at  twelve  noon,  and  did  not  come  to  a  decision  until  next 
morning  at  7.30,  when  the  following  officers  were  returned:  Mayor, 
Mr.  Isaac  Preston ;  churchwardens,  Messrs.  Robert  Cory  and  Danby 
Palmer;  chamberlain,  Mr.  James  Lawes. 

SEPTEMBER. 

9. — ^At  Thorpe  Water  Frolic  a  match  was  sailed  by  nine  boats  for 
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a  silver  cup,  gave  hj  Mr.  Harvey.  Rowing  matchee  followed^  and 
"  the  banks  of  the  Yare  were  thronged  beyond  all  pi^ccdency  with 
genteel  company." 

12. — ^A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  for  the  purpose 
of  furthering  the  scheme  for  making  Norwich  a  port,  in  accordance 
with  the  plans  prepared  by  Mr.  William  Cubitt,  C.E.  On  the  motion 
of  Mr.  Crisp  Brown,  seconded  by  Mr.  Joseph  Geldart,  it  wa&  agreed 
to  open  a  subscription  for  carrying  the  plans  into  effect,  an^i  formal 
notice  was  given  of  the  introduction  of  the  Bill  into  Parliament.  (See 
December  21st,  1822.) 

14.*-— "Died  last  week  in  Norwich,  well  s^ioken  in  years,  Mr. 
Jamee  Paston,  a  comedian  of  considerable  talent,  many  years  a  per- 
former in  the  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  Company,  and  was  much  admired 
in  that  circuit  as  an  actor." 

25. — ^A  camping  match  took  place  at  Worstead  between  ten  men  of 
the  Blofield  Hundred  and  ten  of  the  Tunstead  and  Happing  Hundred. 
It  terminated  in  favour  of  the  former.  "  A  poor  old  man,  who  had 
repaired  thither  to  see  the  sport,  fell  down  and  expired  on  the  spot." 

27. — ^A  deputation  of  journeyman  weavers  presented  Mr.  John 
Harvey  with  a  silver  vase,  subscribed  for  by  2,300  persons,  "  in 
testimony  of  the  high  esteem  in  which  they  regarded  him  as  a  liberal 
patron  and  spirited  promoter  of  the  manufactures  of  his  native  city 
of  Norwich,  and  as  a  small  tribute  of  gratitude  for  the  many  acts  of 
kindness  he  had  manifested  towards  them  on  various  occasions.*' 

30. — ^Mr.  David  Fisher's  season  terminated  at  Swaffham  Theatre. 
'*  With  the  close  of  the  season  has  ended  the  use  of  the  present  Theatre, 
which  is  to  be  pulled  down  and  a  new  one  on  a  more  extended  and 
improved  scale  erected." 

A  dinner  was  given  at  the  Town  Hall,  Lynn,  by  the  Mayor- 
elect,  Mr.  Edward  Everard.  The  company  present  included,  among 
others,  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P.,  the  Marquis  of  Tiohfield,  M.P.,  Col. 
Walpole,  M.P.,  &c.  *'  Some  pointed  remarks  fell  from  both  parties, 
and  Mr.  Coke  made  some  remarks  which  called  forth  some 
observations  from  Mr.  Wodehouse."  Alderman  Blencowe  proposed 
"  the  health  of  Jjady  Anne,"  and  Mr.  Coke,  in  reply,  said  "  it  was 
extremely  natural  that  he  should  wish  for  a  son  and  heir  to  the 
Holkham  estate,  but  declared  that  rather  than  his  son  should  prove 
a  Tory  he  should  wish  not  to  have  a  son  at  all." 

^A  serious  accident  occurred  at  Yarmouth  on  the  occssion  of 

the  dinner  given  by  the  Mayor-elect.  As  the  company  were  entering 
the  Town  Hall  a  salute  was  fired  from  sonbe  "  swivels  "  laid  on  the 
Quay,  one  of  which  burst  and  severely  wounded  seven  or  eight  ladb. 
Prom  the  effects  of  the  terrible  injuries  he  received,  one  of  the  lads 
died  next  day. 

OCTOBER. 

1. — ^H.RH.  the  Duke  of  Sussex  arrived  at  Lynn  on  his  way  to 
Holkham  Hall.  A  meeting  of  the  Corporation  was  held,  at  which 
his  Royal  Highness  was  enrolled  a  free  burgess  of  the  borough. 
Luncheon  was  served  at  the  Town  Hall,  and  "  the  Mayor  presented 
that  exquisite  relic  of  antiquity,  King  John's  cup,  filled  with  wine, 
of  which  his  Royal  Highness  partook." 
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1. — ^Died,  in  his  81st  year,  at  Weetacre  High  House,  Mr.  Anthony 
Hamond.  "He  lived  a  life  of  extraordinary  activity,  and  rode  the 
foremost  in  the  coursing  as  well  as  in  the  hunting  field  on  the  most 
spirited  horses,  even  to  a  few  weeks  of  his  death.  He  was  bom  at 
South  Woodton,  near  Lynn,  and  succeeded  his  uncle,  Mr.  Richard 
Hamond,  in  poseesision  of  his  extensive  landed  property.  Bj  the 
female  line  he  was  related  to  tbe  Duke  and  Princess  Sophia  of 
Gloucester,  the  late  Elarl  of  Orford,  and  tlie  present  Marquis  Ghol- 
mondeley,  his  grandmother  being  sister  of  Sir  Robert  Walpolo.  He  was 
the  only  surviving  original  member  of  the  Swaffham  Coursing  Society, 
established  in  1779.  He  served  the  office  of  Sheriff  of  Norfolk  in 
1792,  and  leaves  surviving  three  aons  and  two  daughters." 

2. — M.  Chalon,  the  famous  French  oonjurer,  perforaiedl  at  tbe 
Norwich  Theatre. 

8. — ^The  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Literary  Listitution  was  founded  at 
a  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall.  The  rooms  of  the  institution  were 
at  a  house  in  the  Haymarket. 

12.* — "  A  short  tinke  since  as  two  gentlemen  of  Norwich  were  fishing 
at  Halvergate,  they  caught  a  pike  which  weighed  twenty-two  ounces 
and  measured  twenty-three  inches  in  length;  in  the  bodly  of  which 
they  found  a  weasel  in  a  perfect  state,  which  weighted  six  ounces  and 
measured  twelve  inches  in  length.'' 

13. — During  a  terriblie  gale  the  Revenue  cutter  Ranger,  Capt. 
John  Sayers,  was  lost  off  Happisbuigh  with  30  of  her  crew.  Capt. 
Sayer  was  appointed  to  the  command  of  the  Lapwing  cutter  in  1807, 
and  of  the  Ranger  in  1809.  The  la^tter  vessel  was  wrecked  within  50 
yards  of  the  spot  where  another  Revenue  cutter,  the  Hunter,  was  lost 
some  years  previously.  Allegations,  the  truth  of  which  was  denied, 
were  made  that  the  inhabitants  of  Happisburgh  shamefully  neglected 
the  signals  of  distress  mAde  by  the  Ranger.  ''The  shrielLs  of  the 
crew,''  it  was  said^  "  were  heard  distinctly  on  the  shore,  yet  no  attempt 
was  made  to  rescue." 

16. — ^A  ''grand  music  meeting"  commenced  in  Norwich,  and  con- 
cluded on  the  18th.  Evening  concerts  were  given  at  the  Theatre,  and 
morning  performances  in  the  Hall  Concert  Room,  St.  Geoi^ge's.  The 
managers  were  Messrs.  A.  and  E.  Pettet,  and  tbe  principal  vocal  per- 
formers M.  Sapio,  Mr.  Beale,  and  Madame  Camporese. 

18. — Died,  aged  51,  Daniel  Coppin,  of  St.  Catherine's  Plain, 
Norwich.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Norwich  Society  of  Artists,  and 
was  principally  known  for  his  highly  creditable  studies  from  Opie. 

28. — ^Two  men  named  Grint,  a  dyer,  and  Purdy,  a  weaver,  "  neither 
of  whom  had  any  pretensions  to  pugilistic  science,"  fought  for  an 
hour  near  Bishop  Bridge,  Norwich,  until  Purdy  became  insensible,  and 
three  days  afterwards  died.  Grint  was  committed  for  trial,  and  at 
the  Norwich  Summer  Assizes,  in  1823,  was  foimd  guilty,  and  sentenced 
by  Mr.  Justice  Blossett  to  three  months'  imprisonment. 

31. — The  ohandling  office  of  Messrs.  Staff  and  Chamberlin,  St. 
Martin-at-Palaoe,  Norwich,  was  destroyed  by  fire.  "  Several  hogsheads 
of  tallow  and  a  large  quantity  of  candles  were  melted  and  ran  down 
the  streets  in  a  streami  into  the  river,  from  the  surface  of  which 
more  than  ten  owt  wasi  skimmed  off  by  persons  in  boats." 
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NOVBMBER 

4. — ^Bir.  Harvey  was  presented  by  the  Corporation  with  a  mafisive 
silver  candelabrum  in  recognition  of  his  impartial  and  honourable 
conduct  as  Steward  and  Recorder  of  Norwich  during  the  period  of 
40  yearB^  and  of  his  zeal  on  all  occasions  for  the  interests  of  the  city. 

5. — ^Mutton  <^  the  beat  quality  was  sold  in  Lynn  Market  at  3d. 
per  pound.  On  the  6th  Mr.  Martin,  butcher,  sold  mrutton  at  2^d. 
per  pound. 

9.* — "Lately  was  lauaidhed  from  Mr.  Bottomley's  yard  in  South 
Lynn  a  ship  of  600  tons  burden  with  figure-head  and  quarter  galleriefi, 
built  for  the  Jamaica  trade.     She  was  called  the  Marlborough.'' 

The  Phoenix  new  night  coach  from  the  Star  Lan,  Market  Place, 

Norwich,  left  on  Sunday,  Tuesday,  and  Thursday,  at  four  o'clock  and 
arrived  at  the  Bull  Inn,  Aldgate,  at  eight  in  the  morning.  It  was 
advertised  on  this  date  as  the  property  of  Ann  Nelson  and  Sons  and 
Thomas  Ridley  and  Co. 

^Died  at  Coltishall,  aged  77,  Mr.  WiUiami  Palgrave,  an  aldei- 

man  of  Yarmouth,  who  served  the  office  of  Mayor  of  that  borough 
in  1782  and  1805. 

26. — ^A  grand  moving  panorama  of  the  battle  of  Genappe,  St. 
Helena^  kc,  was  opened  in  Mr.  Noverre's  room,  St.  Miohael-at-Plea, 
Norwich. 

28. — Died  at  Dought/s  Hospital,  in  his  63rd  year,  John  Swan, 
for  many  years  an  inhabitant  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft.  "  In  the 
former  part  of  his  life  he  aoted  as  watchman  and  parish  constable. 
Being  of  atihletic  make,  of  a  stem  oountenanoe,  and  possessing  a 
sonorous,  rough  voice  he  excited  terror  and  commanded  obedience  to 
his  authority.  He  was  several  years  one  of  the  appointed  trumpeters 
for  sounding  before  the  judges  in  the  Assize  week,  and  also  for  attend- 
ing at  Thetford  on  the  same  occasion." 

29. — ^An  inquest  was  held  at  Loddon  by  Mr.  Pilgrim,  ooroner,  on 
the  bodly  of  Jamee  Dale,  who  was  killed  the  preceding  day  by  a  patient 
in  the  private  limatic  asylum  l^ept  by  Mir.  JoUye^  surgeon.  The 
deceased,  a  keeper,  incautiously  laid  diown  the  carving  knife  which 
he  was  using  at  the  dinner  table,  when  the  patient  snatched  it  up 
and  stabbed  him  in  the  left  breast^  killing  hun  inataatly. 

30. — ^Lloyd's  Equestrian  Troupe  commenced  a  season's  engagement 
at  the  Ranelagh  Gardens,  Norwich. 

DECEMBER. 

1. — ^H.RH.  -tihe  Duke  of  York  passed  through  Norwich  on  returning 
from  a  visit  to  Houghton  Hall. 

^Died  at  Downham  Market,  Mrs.  Pidgeon.      "This  venerable 

person  was  89  years  of  age,  and  what  is  remarkable  she  never  had 
any  other  place  of  residence  than  the  one  slie  died  in,  and  expired 
upon  the  same  bed  on  which  she  was  born." 

6. — Sir  Jacob  Astley's  hounds  drew  at  Ringatead  and  chased  a  fox 
to  within  a  mile  of  Fakenham,  a  distance  of  16  miles,  when  the  hounds 
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becanie  at  fault.  "Reynard  was  spied  upon  the  tiles  of  a  cottage, 
when  a  general  cry  was  raised  to  spare  him.  The  huntsman  dis- 
mounted and  caught  him  as  he  slipped  off  the  tiles  by  t^e  cottage 
door,  and  drove  him  in,  when  he  was  secured  andi  sared  and  taken 
home  in  a  sack  for  another  day's  i^rt." 

7. — A  panorama  iliu^trating  Lord  Exmouth's  victory  over  the 
Algerines  was  exhibited  in  a  wooden  building  «peoially  erected  on  the 
Castle  ditches,  Norwich.  It  was  described  as  ''the  peristrephio  or 
moving  panoramav"  and  was  invented  by  the  exhibitors.  Mesons. 
Marshall. 

12.— Died  at  Hampatead  Park,  Berkshire,  the  seat  of  the  Earl  of 
Craven,  Mr.  John  Brunton,  aged  82.  "  He  was  father  of  the  late  Mrs. 
Merry,  of  the  present  Lady  Craven,  and  of  Mr.  John  Brunton,  manager 
of  the  West  London  Theatre.  He  was  a  native  of  Norwich,  and  for 
many  years  patontee  and  manager  of  the  Norwich  Theatre,  in  which 
situation  he  was  highly  esteemed  for  his  judicio-us  and  liberal  conduct. 
He  was  a  superior  actor,  and  in  the  charaoters  of  Lear,  lago,  Evander, 
and  The  Stranger  but  few  excelled  him." 

21.* — ''  We  understand  that  Mr.  Telford,  successor  to  the  late  Mr. 
Rennie,  has  delivered  a  report  on  the  proposed  plan  for  making  Norwich 
A  port,  in  which  he  bears  ample  testimony  to  the  satisfactory  nature 
of  Mr.  Cubitt's  professional  investigations  and  remarks."  Mr.  John 
Harvey,  chairman  of  the  committee  for  carrying  the  project  into 
execution,  forwarded  to  the  Mayor  of  Yarmouth  a  copy  of  Mr.  Telford's 
report,  and  received  in  reply  an  assurance  that  the  Corporation  of 
Yarmouth  would  do  everything  in  its  power  to  oppose  an  undertaking 
"  which  was  pregnant  with  >ihe  most  ruinoxw  consequ^icee  to  the 
navigation  of  that  port  and  to  the  trading  interests  of  the  town  and 
neighbourhood."     (See  January  21st,  1823.) 

26. — ^Lady  Anne  Coke  gave  birth  to  a  son  and  heir  at  Holkham.  The 
infant  was  christened  at  the  town  house  of  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P., 
Hanover  Square,  on  June  21st,  1823,  when  their  Royal  Highnesses 
the  Dukes  of  Sussex  and  Gloucester  stood  sponsors,  and  Lady  Andover 
goiknother.  The  ceremony  was  performed  by  die  Lord  Bishop  of 
Norwidh. 


1823. 


JANUARY. 


1. — At  the  Norfolk  Adjourned  Quarter  SessiDns,  the  magistrates 
decided  to  build  a  new  gaol  on  a  piece  of  ground  outside  St.  Giles' 
Gates.  On  February  23rd  tlie  Corporation  granted  to  the  justices  a 
lease  of  the  site,  five  acres  in  extent,  for  500  years,  at  the  annual 
rent  of  £50.  At  a  full  assembly  of  the  magistrates  on  August  26th 
the  tenders  of  Messrs.  Mears  and  Blyth  for  building  the  new  gaol  in 
accordance  with  plans  prepared  by  Mr.  Barnes,  for  the  sum  of  £17,395, 
were  accepted. 
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2. — ^The  ooming  of  age  of  Mr.  Henry  Jemingham,  eldest  son  of  Sir 
George  and  Lady  Jemingham,  wsb  celebrated  at  Coeteesey  Park  with 
great  f^oicinga. 

3. — ^Pursuant  to  requisition  »igned'  by  540  oooupierg  of  land,  dec, 
in  the  oounty  the  High  Sheriff  of  Norfolk  (Sir  R.  P.  Jodrell),  conyened 
a  meeting  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  "*  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
into  consideration  the  severe  and  unprecedented  dis&re&aee  oif  agricui- 
tore  and  the  best  means  of  relieving  i^iem."  The  High  Sheriff 
presided^  supported  by  the  county  members,  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke  and 
Mr.  Edmond  Wodehouse.  Mr.  Gobbett  was  in  the  body  of  the  Hall, 
and  great  confusion  prevailed  at  intervals.  Mr.  Alderman  Thui*tell 
moved  a  string  of  resolutions  in  favour  of  the  reduction  of  taxation 
and  the  abolition  of  needlees  and,  therefore,  useless  places,  pensions, 
and  sinecures,  such  a  reduction  of  the  National  Debt  as  was  required; 
and  the  total  repeal  of  the  Malt  and  Beer  taxes,  wMch  would  relieve 
heavy  burdens  and  encourago  the  growth  of  barley.  Mr.  George 
Watson  seconded  the  resolutions.  Mr.  Cobbett,  amid  great  uproar, 
then  moved,  as  an  amendment  to  Mr.  Thurtell's  resolutions,  that  a 
petition  be  presented  to  Parliament  oontaining  among  other  sugges- 
Uons  the  following :  the  appropriation  of  part  of  the  public  property, 
commonly  called  Church  property,  to  be  applied  to  the  liquidation  of 
the  National  I>ebt;  the  abolition  of  the  standing  army;  the  total 
abolition  of  sinecure  pensions,  grants,  and  emoluments;  the  bale  of 
numerous  public  estates  commonly  called  Crown  lands,  and  the 
application  of  the  money  towards  the  liquidation  of  the  public  debt ; 
to  suspend  by  law  for  one  year  all  distraints  for  rents;  to  suspend 
all  processes  for  tithes  for  the  same  period,  and  all  processes  arising 
out  of  mortgages  effected  on  houses  or  land;  and  to  repeal  the  taxes 
on  malt,  hops,  leather,  soap,  and  candles.  Not  three-fourthe  of  the 
audience  were  able  to  hear  the  reading  of  the  petition,  but  it  was 
adopted,  and  the  resolutions  moved  by  Mr.  Thurtell  negatived  by  at 
least  twenty  to  one.  Mr.  Cobbett,  at  the  close  of  the  meeting,  stood 
forward  and  eaid  this  was  the  greatest  triumph  he  had  ever  had; 
it  waa  their  triumph  also — the  triumph  of  truth  and  sound  principles. 
Subsequently  meetings  were  held  in  the  various.  Hundreds  of  the 
county  *'  to  disavow  the  Norwich  proceedings  of  the  3rd,''  and  "  to 
express  abhorrence  and  detestation  of  thle  revolutionary  doctrines 
promuleatedj,  and  the  measures  of  fraud  iind  spoliation  recommended 
for  legislative  adoption."  On  March  8th  the  Norfolk  Chroniglb 
piiblished  t^  following  paragraph:  ''Norfolk  Petition.  Serious  loss. 
We  understand  the  county  has  been  so  unfortunate  as  to  be  de|Mrived 
of  its  Petition  hj  some  daring  depredator  who  had  the  audacity  to 
steal  it  from  the  coach  by  which  it  was  sent  to  London  about  a 
fortnight  ago.  The  most  diligent  search  has  been  made  for  this 
important  document,  but  without  success." 

4.* — ^"We  have  been  called  upon  by  several  gentlemen  who  were 
witnesses  of  the  curoiunstanoe  to  notice  the  very  reprehensible  conduct 
of  the  persons  who  drove  the  Day  and  Times  coaches  into  this  city 
on  Tueeda^y  evening.  These  coaches  had  been  racing  on  the  road, 
and  proceeded  at  such  a  rapid  rate  that  they  readbed  Norwich  at  a 
quarter  before  ^e  o'clock,  having:  performed  the  journey  from  London, 
112  miles,  in  less  than  eleven  hours." 

11. — ^Master  Hubbard,  "the  scissor  artist,"  exhibited  his  proficiency 
in  cutting  out  profiles  in  paper  at  Norwich. 
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11. — At  a  fire  which  occurred  at  Blackthorn  Farm,  Din,  in  the 
occupation  of  Mr.  John  EUsey,  a  chimney  fell  and  killed  John  Gardiner 
and  William  Tipple.     Two  other  persona  were  severely  injured. 

16. — ^Married  at  Lakenluun  church,  by  the  Rev.  Greorge  Carter,  Mr. 
Greorge  Thurtell,  son  of  Mr.  Aldierman  Thurtell,  to  Miw  Edwards. 

^Married  at  Nortob  Walshan^  by   the  Rev.   W.   F.  Wilkinaon, 

Mr.  George  Fisher,  of  the  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  Company  of  Comedians, 
to  Miiw  Marianne  NicklesB,  nieoe  of  Mra  Saul,  of  that  place. 

20. — ^A  coach  commenced  nmning  from  the  Crown  Tavern,  Lynn, 
ereiy  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  morning  by  Swaffham  and 
Dereham  to  Norwich.  It  returned  from  Norwich  vid  Hingham, 
Walton,  and  Swaffham.  Another  coach  set  out  from  the  White  Swan, 
Norwich,  every  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday  morning  at  eleven 
o'clock,  and  travelled  by  Dereham  and  Swaffham  to  meet  the  Stamford 
coach  at  Lynn.  It  rettuned  after  the  arrival  of  the  Stamford  ooach, 
by  Swaffham,  Watton,  and  Hingham. 

21. — ^At  a  public  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  presided 
over  by  the  Mayor  (Mr.  Robert  Hawkes),  it  was  resolved,  on  the  motion 
of  Mr.  John  Harvey  seconded  by  Mr.  Crisp  Brown,  and  unanimously 
agreed,  that  direct  and  improved  commimication  with  the  (^ea  was  an 
object  of  the  first  importance  to  the  future  prosperity  of  the  city; 
tiiat  the  plan  for  an  open  harbour  at  Lowestoft  be  approved;  that 
application  be  made  to  Parliament  for  carrying  the  undertaking  into 
execution;  and  that  a  subscription  for  the  purpose  based  on  shares 
of  J&IOO  each  be  immediately  opened.  On  February  8th  a  letter  from 
th)e  fishing  masters,  boatmen,  and  pilots  to  Mr.  ELarvey,  ezpresfiing  the 
hope  that  the  proposed  plan  would  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the 
city  of  Norwich  as  well  as  to  the  town  of  Lowestoft,  was  published. 

24. — Capt.  Hayes,  "the  Father  of  the  British  Army,"  was  enter- 
tained at  the  Star  Inn,  Norwich,  on  the  anniversary  of  his  entrance 
into  the  servioe.     He  had  served  62  years. 

25. — ^It  was  announced  that  Messrs.  W.  and  M.  Stark,  manufacturers 
of  Norwioh,  had  completed  an  establishment  for  carrying  into  operation 
the  patent  of  Mr.  J.  F.  Smith,  of  Duns  ton  Hall,  Chesterfield,  in  the 
method  of  finishing  bombazines  and  other  silk  and  worstead  goods. 

FEBRUARY. 

1. — ^Died,  Mrs.  Browne,  fonnerly  of  the  Tbeatre  Royal,  Norwich, 
and  mother  of  Mrs.  J.  Brunton. 

^A  new  drama,  entitled! ''  The  Fortunes  of  Nigel,  or  King  James 

the  First  and  his  Times,"  founded'  upon  Mr.  Scotit's  novel,  and  written 
by  Mr.  Edward  Ball,  formerly  of  Norwich,  was  produced  at  Norwich 
Theatre  for  the  first  time. 


An  action  **of  an  entirely  novel  description  to  Norfolk"  was 

tried  in  the  Sheriffs'  oourt  at  Norwich,  **  Jonathan  Wrench  v.  the  men 
inhabiting  the  Hundred  of  Holt  in  Norfolk."  It  was  brought  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  the  amount  of  damage  the  plaintiff  had 
sustained  by  having  a  stack  of  com  destroyed  by  fire  through  the  act 
of  an  incendiary.  It  was  enacted  by  9th  George  I.  c  22,  that  the 
owner  of  property  so  injured  wae  entitled  to  recover  an  amount  not 
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ezoeediiig  £200  from  the  inhabitants  of  ttbe  Hundred  in  which  the 
property  was  situate  on  oompljing  witih  the  requiramjentB  of  the  Act, 
namely  by  giving  notice  within  two  days  after  the  conunisaion  of 
the  offence  *'  to  some  of  the  inhabit  ant®  near  unto  the  place  where 
any  auoh  act  shall  be  committed,  and  within  four  days  alter  such  notice 
that  statement  be  made  before  a  justice  of  th«  peace/'  It  was 
admitted  that  the  requirements  of  the  Act  had  been  oomplied  with, 
and  a  verdict  was  given  for  the  plaintiff — damiages  £143  15s. 

2. — A  congregation  of  about  120  persons,  *'  of  the  seot  commonly 
called  Ranters/'  were  assembled  for  worship  in  a  room  aajoimng  the 
Cfity  of  Norwich  public-'house,  St.  Stephen's,  Norwich,  when  the  floor 
gave  way  and  the  whole  were  precipitated  into  a  cellar  nine  feet  deep. 
Twenty-five  received  material  injury  and  were  conveyed  to  the  Norfolk 
and  Norwich  Hospital.  Four  were  Buffering  from  fractured!  limbs,  and 
one  person  had  his  leg  amputated. 

10. — A  trotting  match  took  place  between  a  brown  mare,  the 
property  of  Mr.  William  Day,  of  St.  Stephen's,  and  a  mare  owned  by 
Mr.  J.  Harper,  auctioneer, — stakes  £10,  distance  two  miles.  Ned 
Painter  rode  Mr.  Harper's  mare  and  the  brown  had  her  owner 
up.  ''They  started  from  Earlham  toll-gate,  and  within  a  short 
distance  of  the  starting  post  Mr.  Day's  mare  broke  into  a  gallop, 
and  she  had  to  turn  back.     By  this  circumstance  she  was  dead  beat." 

16. — Owing  to  the  frequem^  with  which  a  number  of  trunks, 
measuring  28  inches  long,  13  inches  wide,  and  12  inches  deep,  had 
been  sent  from  the  Ramipant  Horse  Inn,  Norwich,  by  the  TelegrafMi 
coach  to  London,  suspicion  was  aroused  at  the  coach  office,  and 
directions  were  given  that  the  porter  bringing  the  next  be  detained 
and  the  parcel  examined.  This  was  done  on  the  16th,  when  it  was 
found  that  the  package  contained  the  dead  and  naked  body  of  an 
old  man.  The  Rev.  Groorge  Carter,  vica^r  of  Lakenham-,  identified  the 
body  as  that  of  a  man  named  Brundall  whom  he  had  buried  a  few 
days  previously.  Brundall's  grave  was  examined  and  it  was  found 
that  only  tho  coffin  and  the  shroud  remained.  From  information 
given  by  the  porter,  two  men  named  Ck>llins  and  Crowe  were  appre- 
hended and  committed  for  trial  at  the  Quarter  Sessions.  On  July 
16th  they  were  tried,  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  three  months' 
imprisonment^  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  £60. 


MARCH. 

8. — ^Messrs.  MaFshall's  panorama  of  the  battle  of  Trafalgar  and  the 
death  of  Nelson  was  exhibited  at  Norwich. 

31. — "A  serio-comic  Mill-Dramatic  Farcical,  Moral  Burletta,  called 
*  The  Tread  Mill,  or  Tom  and  Jerry  at  Brixton,' "  was  produced  at 
Norwich  Theatre.  ''An  exact  representation  of  a  tread  mill  with 
culprits  at  work  made  a  goodly  show  in  the  lower  circle,  crowded'  the 
gallery,  and  filled  the  pit  to  the  excess  of  squeezing." 

APRIL. 

2.* — (Advt.)  ''  It  having  been  represented  that  there  are  well- 
founded  grounds  of  apprehension  that  some  mad  dogs  have  made 
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tlieir  appearanoe  in  different  parts  of  the  city  and?  neighbourfaood'  of 
Norwich  by  whom  several  other  doga  have  been  bitten,  the  Mayor 
hereby  recommends  all  of  the  inhabitanta  who  hnve  dogs  immediately 
to  cause  them  to  be  tied  up  or  otherwise  confined,  as  in  caae  of  their 
continuing  to  suffer  them  to  be  in  the  streets,  an  order  will  be  issued 
for  their  being  killed"  (sic). 

5. — The  Rev.  Chancellor  Yonge,  aa  one  of  the  Visiting  Justices  of 
Swaflham  Bridewell,  reported  to  the  Home  Secretary,  in  rep^y  to 
inquiries  made  respecting  the  use  of  the  tread-wheel,  *'  it  has  been 
in  uae  here  about  four  months,  and  during  that  time  no  injurious 
effects  whatever  have  been  experienced  to  the  health)  of  the  prisoners. 
There  have  been  in  general  ai  large  number  of  prisoners  and  they  iiave 
been  very  healthy,  which  may  in  some  measure  be  owing  to  the  regular 
exercise  on  the  tread^wheel.  The  exercise  of  the  tread'-wheel  is  veiy 
salutary." 

*(Advt.)  "  The  annual  great  main  of  cocks  between  the  gentle- 
men of  Norwich  and  Northamptonshire  for  £5  a  battle  and  £200  the 
odd,  will  be  fought  at  the  White  Swan  Inn,  St.  Peter  Mancroft^ 
Norwich,  on  Tuesday,  April  22nd,  and  two  following  days.  A  silver 
tankard  will  be  fought  for  by  16  subscribers.  No  cock  to  exceed 
four  pounds  ten  ounces.  The  above  to  be  fought  in  fair  silver  spurs, 
and  to  commence  fighting  each  day  at  twelve  o'clock.  Feeders  :  Nash 
far  Northampton,  Skipper  for  Norwich." 

^At  noon  William  Bray,  a^ed  20,  was  executed  at  the  foot  of 

the  bridge.  Castle  Hill,  Norwich,  for  a  burglary  at  Shouldham. 
"  Almost  continually  night  and  day  he  was  crying  out'  to  God  for 
mercy  in  so  lamentable  a  manner  as  to  leave  little  room  for  religious 
impressions.  His  parents  were  too  poor  to  send  for  his  remains, 
which,  were  interred  the  same  day  in  St.  Michael-at-Thorn  church- 
yard." 

11. — At  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions,  the  county  justices  appointed 
a  committee  to  consider  the  best  means  of  procuring  the  holding 
of  the  Lent  Assizes  at  Norwich  instead  of  at  Thetford.  On  April 
14th  the  Norwich  Corporation  petitioned  his  Majesty  in  favour  of  two 
gaol  deliveries  each  year.  (The  Norpolk  Chuoniclh  contained  the 
following  editorial  note :  The  holding  of  the  Lent  Assizes  for  Norfolk 
at  Thetford  has  been  long  and  justly  complained  of  aa  a  serious 
grievance.  It  is  high  time  to  put  an  end  to  the  disgraceful  scene 
annually  exhibited  of  a  body  of  criminals  being  exposed  in  open 
waggons  from-  Norwich  to  Thetford,  and  there  congregated'  for  a  week 
without  regard  to  age  or  crime.") 

16. — ^Died  at  Great  Malvern,  Mrs.  Bathurst,  wife  of  the  Lord  Bishop 
of  Norwich. 

23. — On  the  occasion  of  the  celebration  of  the  King's  birthday,  the 
members  of  the  Norwich  Light  Horse  Volunteers  presented  to  Lieut^- 
Col.  Harvey  "  a  valuable  scymetar,  in  recognition  of  his  services  during 
the  26  years  that  he  had  commanded  the  corps." 

25. — Purauant  to  requisition  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  Guildhall, 
Norwich,  presided  over  by  the  Mayor,  "to  take  into  consideration  the 
ftate  of  the  British*  West  L^ian  Colonies  with  the  view  to  the  gradual 
and  complete  abolition  of  slavery."  Resolutions  were  paaaed  in  favour 
of  the  movement. 
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30. — A  man  who  sold  fland  about  the  streets  of  Norwich  drove  his 
cart  and  pair  of  horses  up  the  flight  of  ten  steps,  leading  from  Davey 
Place  to  the  Castle  ditches.  '^  The  horses  did  it  with  much  ease  and 
without  receiving  any  injury,  to  the  aBtonishment  of  the  speotators." 

A  singular  case  came  before  the  Mayor  of  Norwich.     A  man 

named  Stebbings  had  sold  his  wife  to  a  person  named  Turner  for 
£6  lOs.,  who,  huving  paid  down  £4  on  account^  took  home  his 
"  bargain  "  and  brutally  turned  his  lawful  wife  out  of  doors.  On  Mrs. 
Turner  applying  to  the  court  for  relief,  the  parties  were  Summoned 
before  the  Mayor,  who  obliged  Turner  to  relinquish  his  bargain  and 
Stebbings  to  support  his  own  wife. 


MAY. 

1. — ^Four  candidates  were  nominated  for  the  Mayoralty  of  Norwich, 
and  the  polling  resulted  as  follows :  Alderman  Patteson,  835 ;  Alder- 
man Francis,  774 ;  Alderman  Leman,  101 ;  Alderman  Yallop,  94.  Mr. 
Patteeon  was  returned  by  the  Court  of  Aldermen  on  May  3rd. 

3. — ^At  a  quarterly  assembly  of  the  Norwich  Corporation,  it  was 
resolved  that  a  former  order  for  taking  toll  for  cattle  standing  for 
sale  on  the  Castle  Meadow  be  rescinded. 

5. — ^A  great  main  of  cocks  was  fought  at  the  White  Swan  Inn, 
Norwich,  on  this  and  the  three  following  days  between  the  gentlemen 
of  Norfolk  and  the  gentlemen  of  Herefordshire.  The  stakee  were  Ave 
guineaa  a  battle  and  200  guineas  the  odd  battle.  The  feeders  were 
Bum  for  Herefordshire,  Lamib  for  Norfolk.  Herefordshire  won  by  ten 
in  the  main  and  three  in  the  byea. 

12. — ^Messra.  Stannaid,  Athow,  De  Carle,  Wright,  and  Coleman,  of 
Norwich,  became  the  purchasers  of  Wanstead*  House,  Esaez,  which  was 
sold  by  auction  on  thia  date.  Thie  amount  given  waa  £10,000,  and 
one  of  the  conditions  of  sale  was  that  the  purchaser  or  purchaisers 
should  dear  everytJiing  away  even  to  the  foundation  by  Lady  Day, 
1825.  The  purchasers  "  absolutely  sold  a  pair  of  marble  chimnev 
pieces  for  300  guineas  before  they  left  the  room.  Thus  is  sacriiced 
on  the  shrine  of  extrava^nce  and  gambling,  a  mansion  which  cost  in 
its  erection  more  than  £360,000,  and  which  has  no  equal  in  the  county 
of  Essex." 

13. — ^The  first  annual  dinner  of  the  Norfolk  Society  in  London  was 
held  at  the  City  of  London  Tavern.  The  objects  of  the  society  were: 
to  afford  means  of  social  intercourse  between  persons  connected  with 
the  county  residing  m  London;  to  promote  by  mutual  co-operation 
the  general  interests  of  its  members;  and  to  form  a  fund  for  the 
relief,  education,  or  apprenticeship  of  such  objects  of  charity  as  the 
society  considered  suitable. 

22. — Died,  aged  53,  Mr.  Thomas  Coldwell,  postmaster  of  Norwich, 
and  a  common  councilman  of  the  Great  Mancroft  Ward. 

23. — ^A  oricket  match  was  played  at  Hockwold-cum-Wilton  between 
11  married  and  11  single  females  for  eleven  pairs  of  gloves.  The 
match  terminated  in  favour  of  the  former.  "  The  parties  were  dressed 
in  jackets  and  trousers  tastefully  deoorated  with  blue  ribbands." 

27, — ^Majrried  at  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich,  by  the  liev.  John 
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Bowman,  Mr.  James  Vining,  of  Norwich  Theatre,  to  Miss  Cafoline 
HolmeB,  daugliter  of  Mr.  Greorge  Holme>B,  of  Burstall  Hall,  Suffolk. 

29. — in  celebration  of  the  Restoration  of  Ghsurlea  11.  the  Mayor  aad 
Corporation  of  Yarmorrdi  attended  serrice  at  St.  Nicholas'  Church, 
the  ships  in  the  harbour  were  **  dressed,"  and  a  salute  was  fired  from 
the  fort  at  noon. 

JUNE. 

2. — ^A  curious  incident  ocourred  at  the  Figl^ting  Cocks  Lin,  "Win- 
farthing.  "A  large  cock,  of  the  true  fighting  breed,  attacked  a 
beautiful  child,  of  a  year  and  a  half  old,  belonging  to  the  family  of 
the  landlord,  and  wounded  him  in  several  places  in  the  head  and  f ace, 
and  if  timely  assistance  had  not  been  at  hand  there  is  little  doubt 
tbat  he  would  have  repeated  hi^  attacks  till  iue  had  depriyed  him  of 
his  sight,  if  not  his  life.    The  cock  was  killed  immediately." 

4. — A  new  melo-drama,  entitled  ''Eugenic,  or  the  Secrets  of  the 
Abbey,"  written  by  Mr.  J.  Bambri^e,  a  native  of  the  city,  was  per- 
formed at  Norwiohl  Theatre  for  the  first  time. 

6. — ^Mr.  Marker  Graze  was  appointed  Postmaster  of  Norwich,  in  place 
of  Mr.  Thomas  Coldwell,  deoeased. 

11. — The  theatrical  season  ended  at  Norwich.  The  benefit  receipts 
were  as  follow:  Mr.  Smith  (manager),  £146;  Mr.  Thome,  £54;  Mr. 
Vining,  £118;  Mr.  Cliffordi,  £87;  Mr.  G.  Smith,  £72;  Mrs.  Jonee,

(second  benefit  in  consequence  of  wet  weather  on  the  previous  occasion), 
£75;  Mr.  Simpson  and  Mies  Adoock,  £35.  Total,  £1,738;  average, 
£82  15s. 

16. — ^A  prize  fight  took  place  near  Wymondham  for  £5  a  side  between 
Gales  and  Dann.  "  After  a  hard  milling  contest  of  more  than  an  hour, 
during  which  70  rounds  were  fought  without  the  least  display  of 
skill  or  science,  Dann  was  obliged  to  give  in." 

17. — Guild  Day  at  Norwich.  The  Recorder,  Aldermen,  and  Sheriffs 
went  in  their  carriages  to  the  mansion  of  the  Mayor-elect  (Mr.  J.  S. 
Patteson)  in  Magdalen  Street,  and  partook  of  **  an  elegant  dejeune  " ; 
they  next  proceeded  to  the  house  of  the  Mayor  (Mr.  R.  Hawkes),  '*  with 
whom  they  took  some  refreshment,"  and  then  to  the  CatJiedTal,  where 
the  Mayor's  Chaplain,  the  Rev.  William  Frederick  Patteeon,  preached. 
George  Steward,  second  son  of  Mr.  Alderman  Steward,  delivered'  the 
Latin  oration  at  the  Free  School  porch.  After  the  ceremony  at  the 
Guildhall  Mr.  Patteson  entertained  650  guests  at  the  Guild  feast, 
and  500  at  the  ball  at  Chapel  Field  House. 

20. — ^The  House  of  Commons  in  Committee  of  Supply  granted 
£2,000  to  Capt.  Manby  for  his  serviocss  in  saving  the  livee  of  ship- 
wrecked seameiL 

24.— Died  at  Thetford',  aged  70,  Mr.  Shelford  Bidwell,  who  had 
served  many  times  as  Mayor  of  the  borough,  and  was  a  great  benefactor 
of  the  poor, 
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29. — Died  at  Acle,  aged  59,  Samuel  Morris.  "He  was  generally 
known  as  *  Old  Sam.'  For  many  years  he  delivered  letters  from  the 
post  office  there,  and  he  must  have  travelled  some  tihousands  of  miles 
on  foot.  On  various  occasions  when  he  might  have  madie  the  delivwy 
on  horaeback  he  invairiably  walked,  and  being  furmshed  with  a  red 
guard's  ooat  he  waa  frequently  dignified  with  the  appellation  of  the 
*  Scarlet  Runner.' " 

30. — ^Died  in  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich,  aged  60,  Matthew  Joy. 
"  This  poor  man  was  known  by  the  appellation  of  *  Thie  Walking  Bakeir,' 
and  for  the  last  eleven  years  of  his  life  used  to  carry  a  large  basket 
of  bread,  about  eight  stones  weight,  upon  his  shouldfers  to  several 
villages,  walking  no  less  than  20  miles  per  day.  He  walked  in  all 
about  68,440  miles.'' 


JULY. 

1. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Swan  Inn,  Norwich^  at  which  Mr. 
Dalr3nnple  presided,  resolutions  were  passed  condemning  the  French 
invasion  of  Spain.  A  subscription  was  opened  "  in  aid  of  the  suffering 
and  heroic  people  of  that  country." 

11. — Died  at  Stiffkey,  Col.  Henry  Loftus,  of  the  Coldstream  Guards, 
eldest  son  of  General  Lioftus.  His  remains  were  interred  in  the 
chancel  of  Rainham  Church. 

12.* — **  The  antient  pastime  of  heron  hawking  is  still  carried  on 
in  this  county.  Ten  cast  of  hawks  and  four  falconers,  natives  of 
Germany,  to  which  country  they  repair  annually  in  the  autumn  to 
catch  a  supply  of  hawks  for  the  ensuing  season,  are  kept  at  Didlington 
Hall,  the  seat  of  Major  Wilson,  near  to  which  place  is  an  extensive 
heronry." 

16. — Died  at  North  Walsham,  where  he  had  some  time  resadied  for 
the  benefit  of  ins  health,  the  Rev.  Marmaduke  Revell,  aged  56.  "  He 
was  23  years  minister  in  the  Methodist  connexion,  among  whom  he 
was  a  useful  and  zealous  preacher  of  the  Gospel,  which  he  adorned  by 
strict  conformity  to  its  precepts." 

19. — ^Mr.  John  Cross  was  elected  assistant  surgeon  of  the  Norfolk 
and  Norwich  Hospital 

22. — ^The  Norfolk  Rangers,  under  the  command  of  Major  Lord 
James  Townsihend,  were  inspected  at  Fakenham.  by  Col.  the  Hon. 
John  Wodehouse,  his  Majesty's  Lieutenant  for  the  county. 

24. — ^A  troop  of  the  15tli  Huf^ars  arrived  at  Norwidh  to  relieve  the 
troop  of  the  Ist  Royal  Dragoons,  who  marohledl  for  York. 

26. — ^A  machine  exemplifying  perpetual  motion  was  advertised  to 
be  exhibited  at  Mrs.  Chesnut's,  St.  Giles',  Norwich.  "  This  grand 
machine,"  it  was  stated,  ^'has  been  going  ever  since  it  was  invented, 
now  upwards  of  seven  years,  and  will  continue  to  go  without  any 
assistance  whatever  by  power  of  its  own  balance  and  pivots,  or,  in 
other  words,  if  the  materials  it  is  made  of  would  last  for  ever."  Tlie 
Mayor  made  inquiries  which  proved  the  exhibition  to  be  a  deception, 
and  prohibited'  its  further  stay  in  the  oity. 

28. — ^Died,  at  the  age  of  110,  Mr.  John  Lock,  of  Larling.  "He 
left  behind  him  130  children  and  grandchildren." 
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AUGUST. 

1. — ^The  Norwich  weavers  held  a  deniontstration  in  celebraUon  of 
the  succe^  of  their  Spitalfields  brethren  in  obtaining  the  deoifiion  of 
both  Houses  of  Parliamient  upon  the  Spitalfields  Act.  The  clubs  met 
in  Chapel  Field,  and  afterwards  went  in  procession  through  the  streets. 

2.* — "  Mr.  Mueller,  from  the  Haymarket  Theatre,  has  succeeded  Mr. 
Phillips  as  leader  of  the  orchestra  at  the  Theatre  Royal,  Norwich.^ 

-Died  at  Winchester,  the  Rigiht  Hon.  Charles  Frederick  Powlett 


Townshend^  Lord  Bayning,  of  Honingham,  aged  38.  His  remains 
were  conveyed  to  the  Ring's  Head  Inn,  Wymondham,  on  the  12th,  and 
were  intemd  at  Honingham  on  the  13th.  His  lord^p  wa«  succeeded 
by  his  only  brother,  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  Henry  Townahend,  Baron 
Bayning. 

6. — ^Married,  by  special  licence,  by  the  Lord  Bisbop  of  Norwich,  at 
the  parish  church,  Costeseey,  Thomas  Alexander  Fraaer,  of  Lovat  and 
Strichen,  to  Charlotte  Greorgina,  eldeut  daughter  of  Sir  George  Jer- 
ningham,  Bart.,  Coeteesey  Hall.  The  marriage  ceremony  was  previously 
performed  in  the  chapel  at  th^  Hall,  according  to  the  rites  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church,  by  the  Rev.  Frederick  Husenbetb,  domeatic 
chaplain  to  Sir  George.  Soon  after  the  service  the  bride  and  bride- 
groom left  Costessey  in  their  travelling  barouche  and  four  for  Beaufort 
Castle,  Invemeaa 

^In  the  preeence  of  Lord  Suffield,  Col.  Wodehouse,  Mr.  T.  W. 

Coke,  M.P.,  Mr.  Wodehouse,  M.P.,  and  other  gentlemen,  experiments 
wei^  made  on  Mundeeley  beach  with  a  new  life-saving  apparatus 
invented  by  Capt.  Manby.  It  consisted  of  "an  airtiglit  tin  oa«e 
encompassing  the  body  beneath  the  armpits. 

12. — ^Mr.  R.  C.  Harvey,  an  eminent  sgriculturist  at  Alburgh,  near 
Harleston,  held  his  first  annual  show  and  sale  of  stock.  Mr.  Spehnan, 
of  Norwich,  was  the  auctioneer,  and  the  company,  numbering  2,000, 
included  the  Marquis  of  Blandford,  Lord  Huntingfield,  and  some  of 
the  most  distinguished  agriculturists  of  the  county. 

^The  Corporation  of  Norwich  conferred  the  honorary  freedom  of 

t^e  city  on  Col.  the  Hon.  John  Wodehouse,  Lieutenant  of  the  county. 

16.* — "Died,  Litely,  at  Sheemess,  Mr.  Edward  Quin,  many  years 
connected  with  the  public  press  of  the  Metropolis,  and  formerly  a 
member  of  the  Common  Council.  He  was  previously  a  respectable 
performer  in  the  Norwich  Company,  under  the  theatrical  name  of 
Stanley.  He  was  the  author  of  a  tragecfy  called  "  Elmira,''  which  he 
published  at  Norwich,  with  some  other  works.  He  was  a  native  of 
Ireland.  The  cause  of  his  death  was  a  stroke  of  apoplexy.  His  body 
was  found  resting  upon  the  wall  from  Sheemess  to  Queensborough 
long  after  he  had  ceased  to  breathe." 

23. — ^Mons.  Alexandre  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  in  his  ven- 
triloquiaJ  entertainment,  "The  Rogueries  of  Nicholas.'' 


*"  Died,  last  week  in  London,  Mr.  Robert  MildfenhaU,  comedian 

and  freeman  of  Norwich,  formerly  of  the  Norwich  Theatre.  He 
pursued  his  profession  nearly  to  the  end  of  his  life,  was  happy  In  a 
great  variety  of  characters,  and  a  strictly  honest  man." 
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26. — ^Thorpe  Water  Frolio,  '' ingtituted  two  years  ago  bj  Lieut.- 
Col.  Harvey/'  took  place.     Ten  thousandi  persona  were  present. 

^Died  at  Uardmgham,  Mr.  Hamond  Alpe,  aged  80.      He  was 

LieutenantO>lonel    of    the    2nd    Regiment    of    Norfolk    Ycomaiuy 
Cavalry. 

SEPTEMBEB. 

10. — ^The  Tarmouth  Court  of  Gaol  Delivery  was  proclaimed  to  be 
held  for  the  trial  of  two  persons  charged  with  robbery  from  a  vessel 
upon  the  hdgh  seas  within  the  Admiralty  jurisdiction  of  that  borough. 
On  such  oocaaions  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Steward  of  Norwich  were 
associated  with  the  borough  magistrates  in  forming  the  court.  The 
Mayor  of  Norwich  and  the  Mayor  of  Yarmouth,  with  Mr.  Robert  Alder- 
son,  who  was  both  Recorder  of  Tarmouth  and  Steward  of  Norwich,  "  in 
full  legal  dress^"  with  the  magistrates  and  members  of  the  Corporation, 
attended  service^  and  afterwards  proceeded  to  the  Toll  House,  where 
the  trial  was  conducted  in  due  form.  "  A  similar  instance  of  holding 
an  Admiralty  court  for  the  trial  of  {Hrates  and  robbers  hem  not 
occurred  here  since  the  reign  of  Gharlea  I." 

13.* — ^''The  Norwich  Company  of  Comiedaans  is  about  to  lose  one 
of  its  oldest  and  most  efficient  membera  Mr.  Bennett  quits  the 
theatrical  profession.  Having  become  proprietor  of  the  Star  Inn, 
Yarmouth,  thi«  able  performer  and  respectable  individual  will  doubt- 
less on  the  stage  of  real  life  exercise  that  happy  zeal,  and  we  hope 
with  equal  success  that  happy  art  of  pleasing  wluch  rendered  him  in 
the  mimic  scene  so  truly  and  deservedly  a  public  favourite." 

20. — A  mineral  spring  was  reported  to  have  been  discovered  on 
the  estate  of  Mr.  F.  Wheatley  at  Mundesley.  The  spring  was  situate 
about  600  yards  from  the  ec^e  of  the  cliff. 

23. — A  prize  fight  took  place  on  Yarmouth  Denes  between  two 
young  men  named  Tennant  and  Pile.  The  contest  lasted  about  46 
minutes,  when  Pile  received  a  blow  which  rendered  him  unconscious, 
and  from  the  effects  of  which  he  died  two  days  after.  At  the  Quarter 
Sessions  in  April,  1824,  Tennant  was  sentenced  to  five  months', 
and  the  seconds,  Christopher  Parker  and  Bennet  Paul,  to  one  month's 
imprisonment. 

29. — ^The  foundation-stone  of  the  Rehobeth  chapel.  Union  Place, 
Norwich,  was  laid  by  the  Rev.  R.  G.  Lemare.  'Hie  <^pel  was  opened 
for  divine  service  on  December  25th. 


OOTOBBB. 

4.— A  shooting  match  between  Mr.  William  Coke  and  Lord  Kennedy 
for  200  sovereigns  a  side,  play  or  pay,  '*  who  shoots  and  bags  the 
greatest  number  of  partridges  in  two  days'  sport  on  September  26th 
and  October  4th,"  was  decided.  Mr.  Coke  shot  over  his  uncle's 
manors  in  Norfolk,  and  Lord  Kennedy  over  Sir  William  Maxwell's 
lands  at  Monteith.  Mr.  Coke  on  the  first  day  bagged  80^  brace, 
and  on  the  second  day  90  brace.  Lord  Kennedy  on  the  fiirst  day 
killed  60  brace^  and  on  the  sepond  day  82  brace. 
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11. — ^William  Burton  Feeling,  a  prisoner  in  SwafFham  gad,  was 
endeaYOuring  to  hold  a  oonTersation  witli  another  prisoner  in  the 
adjoining  ddvisdon  of  the  tread-mill,  when  he  accidientally  plaoed  his 
hiead  in  the  wi&eel,  which  drew  him  in  and  crushed  him.  to  death. 

17. — ^The  8th  King's*  Royal  Irish  Hussars,  commandied  by  Lieut.- 
Col.  Westenra,  wev^e  inspected  at  Noirwioh  by  Lord  Edward  Somerset, 
Inspeotor-General  of  Cavalry. 

18.* — "  Mr.  Bellamy,  well  known  as  a  favourite  actor  on  the  Norwich 
boards  and  late  mana^r^r  of  the  Theatre,  is  about  to  resume  his 
professional  career  at  Bath  alter  a  short  retirement  from  the  stage." 

22. — Ihsd  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Literary 
Institution  was  held  in  the  society's  rooms  in  the  Haymarket,  Norwich^ 
laout.-Col.  Harvey,  the  president^  in  the  chair. 

25.* — ^"'In  consequence  of  d&rections  given  at  the  end  of  last  year 
by  the  Hon.  Fulke  Greville  Howard,  one  of  the  members  for  the  most 
antient  borough  of  Castle  Rising,  and  who  is  also  lord  of  the  meuDor, 
the  rubbish  which  had  eccumiulated  for  ages  in  thie  greet  hall,  where 
the  court  leet  is  held  in  the  inward  part  of  the  castle  or  keep,  having 
been  cleared  away,  the  bases  of  two  pillars^  which  apparently  sup- 
ported an  arch,  were  discovered,  and  likewige  a  well  between  these 
columns,  63  feet  deep,  in  a  very  perfect  state.  Many  hundred  cart 
loads  of  thie  ruins  which  had  fallen  in  from  above  were  removed  b^ore 
these  interesting  remains  were  laid  open  to  view." 

26. — ^Died,  Dr.  W.  B.  Carter,  assistant  surgeon  in  the  8th  King's 
Royal  Irish  Hussars,  whose  remains  were  buried  with  military  honours 
at  St.  Peter  Hancroft  church,  Norwich,  on  the  SOtk  The  grave  was 
dlig  at  the  lower  extremity  of  the  middle  aisle,  and  the  customary 
volleys  were  fired  by  a  party  of  hussars  stationed  in  the  roadway 
between  the  great  west  door  of  the  ohuroU  and  the  entrance  to  the 
Swan  Inn. 

27. — ^Tfaie  Norwich  Pantheon  was  opened'  under  the  management  of 
Mr.  Kinloch,  with  his  company  from  the  Royal  Amphitheatre,  London. 
"A  real  fox  chase,  with  dogs,  horses^  fox,  and  hounds,"  was  the 
principal  attraction. 

31. — ^By  virtue  of  a  writ  of  mandamus  granted  by  t^  Court  of 
King's  Bendh,  the  Norwich  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  was  compelled 
to  hear  the  appeal  ''the  Churchwardens  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor 
of  the  Hamlet  of  Lakenham,  appellant^  v.  the  Governor,  Deputy- 
Governor,  and  others  of  the  Court  of  Guardians  of  Hbtd  CJity  of  Norwich, 
respondents."  The  appellants  contended  that  the  assessment  made 
upon  stock  was  not  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  Parliament,  by 
virtue  whereof  the  rate  for  the  maintenance  of  th^  poor  of  Norwicfti 
was  raised,  and  was  unfair  and  inequitable.  It  was  stated  in  the 
course  of  the  trial  that  the  real  estate  of  the  city  was  valued  at 
£54,041,  that  of  the  hamlets  at  £15,028;  the  personal  property  in 
the  former  was  estimated  at  £99,800,  and  in  the  latter  at  £6,700. 
The  court  confirmed  the  certificate,  and  dismissed  the  appeal. 

One  of  the  most  violent  storms  ever  remembered'  occurred  on 

this  date,  and  resulted  in  many  disasters  on  eea  and  land  Tl&e 
whole  of  the  coast  of  Norfolk  was  strewn  with  wrecks,  many  lives 
were  lost,  and  much  misery  prevailed.  At  Cromer  the  brig.  Duchess 
of  Cumberland,  came  ashore  near  the  lighthouse^  and  notwithstanding 
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the  brave  exertions  of  Mr.  Buxton,  Mr.  Sanmel  Hoare,  Mr.  William 
Lukin,  Mr.  Windfham,  and  other  gentlemen,  to  effect  their  rescue  the 
crew  of  sixteen  periabed.  Among  the  most  remarkable  of  the  incidents 
on  land  was  the  mibsidenoe  of  a  cottage  at  Corpusty.  The  occupier, 
Robert  Fairoloth,  and  two  women  felt  the  houee  in  motion,  rushed  out, 
and  a  few  seconds  afterwards  '^€aw  it  sink  out  of  sight  into  the 
bowels  of  the  earth,  leaving  ai  vacuum  of  several  feet  ^p  above  it 
which  presently  filled  with  water."

1.* — "Died  veiy  recently  in  London,  aged  62,  Mr.  Williami  Perowne, 
formerly  an  actor  in  the  Phoenix  Company.  ILe  was  a  truly  honest 
and  industrious  man." 

8. — ^Died  at  YaimoulAi,  Mr.  Luke  Waller^  in  tflde  105th  jem  of 
his  age. 

22. — ^A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Shirehall,  Norwich,  undier  the 
presidency  of  the  Hon.  I^ohn  Wodehouse,  Vice-Admiral  of  the  county, 
at  w^ich  it  was  decide  to  form  a  society  for  saving  the  lives  of  ship- 
wrecked mariners  on  the  coast  of  Norfolk.  At  an  adjourned  meeting 
on  Deoamber  13ih  it  was  agreed  to  place  lifeboats  immediately  at 
Tannouth,  Winterton,  Blakeney,  &c. 

30. — ^Married,  at  Walcot  ohurch,  Bath,  Mr.  Frederick  Henry  Tates, 
of  Charlotte  Street,  London,  to  Miss  Brunton,  daiughter  of  Mr.  John 
Brunton,  of  Norwich. 


DEOEMBEB. 

1. — ^The  " extravaganzic  burletta"  entitled  "Tom  and  Jerry" 
WM  produced  at  the  Pantheon,  Norwich.  It  was  described  as  "an 
animated  picture  deprived  through  the  filtering  stone  of  the  proprietor's 
ohanieter  and  career,  of  all  t^t  might  offend  even  the  most  fastidious 
imagination." 

6. — ^Messrs.  J.  and)  W.  Wiggens  advertised  their  Phenomena  coach 
to  run  from<  ihe  Angel  Inn,  Norwich,  every  morning  at  a  quarter  to 
six  and  to  arrive  at  the  BiQl  Inn,  Aldgate,  at  seven  o'clock  the  same 
evening. 

9. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  presided  over  by 
the  Mayor  (Mr.  J.  S.  Patteson),  it  was  resolved  to  petition  fhe  House 
of  Commons  for  the  repeal  of  the  duty  on  coals  carried  coastwise. 

20.* — "  The  portrait  of  Mr.  William  Hankes,  Mayor  of  Norwich  in 
1817,  painted  by  Mr.  Glint,  has  lately  been  placed  in  St.  Andrew's 
Hall." 

^Drake,  a  showman,  advertised  the  exhibition  "  in  a  commodious 

theatre  upon  the  Castle  ditobies^  Norwich,"  of  a  performing  elephant^ 

a  boa  constrictor,  and  a  sea  serpent  alive,  "  which  was  discovered  when 

they  were  in  seardi  of  the  great  one,  and  is  supposed  by  the  most 

nH>derate  calculation  to  measure  more  than  300  feet  in  length.     It 

is  asserted  by  Idue  Linnean  Society  that  this  is  of  the  same  breed  as 

tike  laave  one," 

08 
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30. — Some  remairkable  yaults — ^the  diau«ed  workingB  of  ancient 
chalk  pits — were  diecoYeredi  on  the  property  of  Mr.  Sendall,  near  St. 
Giles'  Gates,  Norwich.  They  were  35  feet  beneath  the  aurfaoe,  and 
extendedl  in  various  directions.  The  vaulta  were  thrown  open  for 
public  inspection  and  illuminated  with  ooloured  lamps.

JANUARY. 

L — ^At  a  public  meeting^  held  at  Calyert  Street  dhapel,  it  was 
decided  to  erect  a  second  Wesleyan  Methodist  chapel  in  Norwich.  A 
subscription  waa  opened,  and  £600  contributed.  Xiie  foundation-stone 
of  the  new  (Lady  Lane)  chapel  waa  laid  on  April  14tlL  by  the  Kov. 
William  Gilpin,  superintendent  of  the  Norwioh  circuit;  and  the 
building  waa  opened  for  worship  on  October  21st  by  the  Rey.  R. 
Newton,  president  of  the  Methodist  Conference^  the  Rey.  John  Ander- 
son, of  London,  and  the  Rey.  Mr.  Farrar,  of  Leedk 

2. — ^Persistent  efforts  were  made  this  year  to  obtain  the  remoyal 
of  tlie  Lent  Asaizes  from  Thetiord  to  Norwich.    At  a  meeting  of  the 
oounty  magistrates  on  January  2nd,  it  was  decided  to  present   an 
addlresB  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  and  Mr.  Secretary  Peel,  representing 
the  inconyenienoe  and  ill  oonsequenoee  resulting  from  the  then  existing 
arrangement.     At  a  quarterly  assembly  of  the  Corporation  of  Norwich 
on  Februafy  24th,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  co-operate  with  the 
county  justices,   and  a  petition   to  the  House  of  Commons  and  a 
memorifd  to  the  Lord  C3>ancellor  weie  prepared.    On  Jime  6th  the 
city  petition  reoeiyed  the  seal  of  the  Mayor,  and  on  June  11th  Lord 
Suffield,  in  the  House  of  Lords,  presented  the  petition  from  the  Norfolk 
magistrates.     It  stated  that  the  prisoners  were  carried  in  open  certs 
through  the  towns  and  yillages,  guarded  by  soldiers^  and  '*  it  was  not 
long  since  that  they  were  exhibited  as  sights,  one  shilling  being 
charged  to  see  conyiotA  of  the  second  and  third  degree,  and  two 
shillings  or  more  for  condemned  felons."     There  was  a  dungeon  at 
Thietford,  thirteen  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  ground,  measuring 
eighteen  feet  by  nine  feet^  and  eight  and  a  half  feet  in  height,  and 
in  this  cell  upon  one  occasion  no  less  than  seventeen  persons  were 
placed  to  sleep.     The  Lord  Chancellor  intimated  that  the  subject  was 
under  consideration,  and  tho  petition  was  ordered  to  be  printed.     On 
August  7th  the  announcement  was  made  that  the  Lieutenant  of  the 
county  had  receiyed  a  letter  from  the  Lord  Chancellor,  stating  that 
the  twelye  Judges  had  unanimously  decided  against  the  remoyal  of  the 
Lent  Assizes  from  Thetford.    At  the  Summer  Assizes  on  August  11th, 
the  Grand  Jury  for  the  oounty  presented  an  address  to  the  Judges 
expressing  regret  at  their  decision,  and  pointing  out  that  the  ohief 
benefits  contemplated  by  the  recent  Act  of  Parliament  for  the  regular 
tion  of  gaols  must  be  in  a  great  degree  frustrated  by  a  continuance 
of  the  tiien  state  of  things  in  Norfolk.     ''The  late  city  calendar/'

sadd  the  Norfolk  Chroniclb,  ''  fumi^ihiea  no  less  than  ihree  caees  of 
exceptional  long  oonfinement  before  trial;  namely,  on«  person  for 
more  than  twelve  months,  wlio  has  been  acquiitted,  audi  two  others  in 
custody  upwards  of  deven  months  against  whom  no  true  bills  were 
found.^' 

16. — ^At  iihe  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions  at  Norwiohi,  tbe  magiatrates 
agreed  that  the  whole  of  Mr.  Wilkin's  plan  for  erecting  a  new  gaol 
at  Norwich  Castle  be  carried  into  execution.  It  was  understood  that 
the  entire  oost  of  the  Shirehiall  and  prieon  would  not  exceed  ^46,000. 

24. — 6i>eat  seosation  was  caused  in  Norwidb  hj  the  trial  and 
execution  at  Hertford  of  John  ThurteU  for  the  murder  of  Mr.  Wear 
on  October  24th,  1823.  The  execution  took  place  on  January  9th, 
and  on  the  24th  was  published  in  the  Norfolk  Chroniclb  a  letter 
received  by  Mr.  Alderman  Thomias  ThurteU,  of  Norwich,  the  father 
of  the  culprit^  from  Mr.  Robert  Sutton,  High  Sheriff  of  Hertfordshire, 
in  which  the  writer  commiserated  with  him  in  his  great  aJfliction. 
In  the  same  paper  was  another  letter  addtressedl  by  Mr.  N.  Bolingbroke, 
of  Norwich,  to  tihe  High  Sheriff  of  Hertfordshire,  in  which  he  wrote : 
''It  m&j  appear  to  some  that  he  (the  father)  has  not  acted  with 
sufficient  kindnese  of  feeling  towards  hie  unhappy  son;  but  you  may 
be  assured.  Sir,  that  there  was  no  part  of  his  conduct  which  could 
not  be  satisfactorily  explained.  He  hae  generally  acted  imder  the 
advice  of  Mr.  Unthank,  a  respectable  solicitor  in  this  city,  my  own, 
and  others.  There  are  many  actions  in  a  man's  life  of  which  no  correct 
opinion  can  be  formed  without  a  knowledge  of  tibe  motives  by  which 
such  have  been  influenced." 

29. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich.,  under  Uie 
presidency  of  Lieut.-Gol.  Harvey,  supx>orted  by  Mr.  £.  Wodehouse, 
M.P.,  and  Mr.  T.  F.  Buxton,  M.P.,  it  was  agreed  to  petition  Parliament 
to  carry  into  effect  the  resolutions  passed  iu  the  previous  Session  of 
the  House  of  Commons  on  the  subject  of  colonial  slavery. 


FEBRUARY. 

2. — ^A  fine  ehip  called  the  Colville,  built  for  the  India  trade,  was 
launched  from  the  shipyard  of  Mr.  William  Bottomley,  at  Lynn. 

4. — ^Thirty-two  half  ankers  of  Geneva,  sixteen  casks  of  tobacco,  and 
six  casks  of  tea  were  discovered  in  a  vault  in  a  plantation  belonging 
to  Lord  Suffield  by  the  coastguard  stationed  at  Mimdesley. 

7.* — "  In  Norfolk  the  number  of  miles  of  turnpike  road  ia  271.  The 
inoome  per  mile  ia  £38;  the  expenditure  per  mile,  £26;  excess  of 
income  over  expenditure,  £12." 

^*"Thie  following  notice  appeared  in  a  Norwich  paper  about 

60  years  ago  and  affords  a  curious  instance  of  the  then  stage  coach 
celerity :  '  A  wain  will  set  off  on  Thursday  from  Norwich  early  in  the 
morning  and  be  in  London  on  Saturday  evening.'  Our  coaches  now 
perform  the  journey  in  14  hours,  and  our  fly  waggons  in  24  hours !  " 

19. — The  eight  bells  of  St.  Margaret's  chm-ch,  Lynn,  hiung  by  Meesrs. 
T.  and  J,  Hurry,  of  Norwich,  were  opened. 

24. — ^To  effect  improvements  in  Willow  Lane,  Norwich,  and  to  Jay 
open  to  view  the  churchyard  of  St.  GiW,  a  lease  was  grauted  by 
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the  Corporation  to  Mr.  Edward  Browne,  Messrs.  Fountain  and 
Cattermoul,  Mr.  William  De  Carle,  and  Mr.  J.  Wrigbt^  of  certain 
premises  in  that  lane,  for  a  term  of  99  years  at  tfaie  yearly  rental  of 
£42,  they  covenanting  to  lay  out  from  £3,000  to  £4,000  on  the  erection 
of  suitable  buildings  imder  the  direction  of  the  Corporation  Surreyor. 

28  *— "  Died,  lately,  in  St.  Giles',  Norwich,  aged  78,  Mr.  Benjamin 
Guyton,  who  for  miany  years  followed  what  may  justly  be  called  the 
first  of  occupations — ^a  gardener  and  hortioulturisi.  His  sk'ill  m  the 
knowledge  and  properties  of  plants  -and  yegctablee  could  only  be 
equalled  by  hde  ingenuity  in  d^elineating  with  his  pencil  the  curious 
productione  of  nature,  particularly  those  of  the  insect  tribe.  Some 
few  specimens  of  his  art,  in  the  various  species  of  papilio,  ai^e  in  the 
poasestfion  of  some  gentlemen  in  this  city,  who  knew  how  to  appreciate 
merit  though  found  in  an  obscure  individual  moving  in  a  humble  sphere 
of  life." 

^Died,  "gi^eaily  and  justly  esteemed  by  all  hia  old  comrades 

and  friends,"  Capt.  John  Borrow,  many  years  adjutant  of  the  First 
or  West  Norfolk  Regiment  of  Militia. 

MABOH. 

3. — ^A.t  a  meeting  of  manufacturers  and  others  at  the  Guildhall, 
Norwich,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  John  Harvey,  resolutions  were 
adopted  expressing  satisfaction  with  the  proposal  of  the  Government 
to  reduoe  the  duties  on  raw  and  thrown  silks  an  well  as  on  foreign 
wools ;  but  they  viewed  with  surprise  and  alarm  the  proposal  to  allow 
the  free  exportation  of  British  wool,  ''  as  a  consequence  of  supplying 
foreigners  with  the  raw  material  must  be  to  throw  out  of  employ- 
ment many  thousands  of  the  labouring  poor." 

6. — Intelligence  was  reoeived  at  Lynn  of  the  death,  which  occurred 
on  the  5th,  of  the  Marquis  of  Titohlfield,  M.P.  A  writ  for  the  election 
of  a  new  member  was  moved  for  in  the  House  of  ComjxK>n8  on  the 
9th,  and  two  candidates,  Lord  John  C.  Bentinck,  eldest  brother  of 
tbe  deceased  marquis,-  and  successor  to  the  title,  and  Sir 
William  Browne  ffolkes,  Bart.,  immediately  issued  addresses. 
The  election  took  place  on  March  19th.  "  Sir  William  ffolkes, 
after  leaving  the  hustings,  was  carried  in  a  chair  round 
the  Market  Place  and  down  High  Street,  he  addressed  the  crowd 
from  the  window  of  his  committee-room,  and  threw  amongst  theok  a 
large  quantity  of  silver  coin,  which  was  eagerly  scrambled  for."  The 
result  of  the  polling  was  declared  «a  follows :  Marquis  of  Titohlield, 
177;  Sir  WiUiam  ffolkes,  89. 

11. — A  mei*ting  of  the  manufacturers,  merchants,  and  others  inter- 
ested in  the  silk  trade  was  ;held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  under  the 
presidency  of  Mr.  Alderman  Roberts,  to  take  into  oonsideration  the 
resolutions  passed  by  the  House  of  Commons  relative  to  alterations 
in  the  silk  duties.  A  resolution  was  moved  to  the  effect  that  the 
meeting  viewed  witlh  satisfaction  the  measures  proposed  for  the  exten- 
sion of  the  silk  manufactory,  "  but  the  object  could  not  fully  be 
attained  by  the  proposed  immediate  remi^ion  of  eo  great  a  proportion 
of  the  duties  on  raw  and  thrown  silks."  It  wae  advocated  that 
end'eavours  be  made  to  obtain  compensation  for  the  loss  sustained 
upon  stocks  of  manufactured  goods^  and  a  petition  to  Parliament 
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embodying  that  yiew  was  udoptec).  On  April  5tb  '*  an  unuaiial  scene 
was  witnessed  in  Norwich,  that  being  the  last  day  on  which  manufac- 
turers of  the  dty  warehoused  their  raw  and  foreign  ailk  in  order  to 
obtain  the  drawback  according  to  ttbe  late  decision  of  Parliament.  The 
number  of  pieces  of  bombazines  and  crapes  bonded  was  about  40,000, 
which  may  be  averaged  at  Ts.  6d.  each,  and  tihe  total  amount  of  the 
drawback  will  be  £30,000.  Such  of  the  goods  as  are  for  exporta- 
tion aie  already  returned  to  the  owners,  and  an  order  is  expected  in 
a  few  days  for  the  delivery  of  those  intended  for  the  home  trade. 
By  this  arrangement,  which  was  reconrnvended  to  Government  by  a 
gentleman  deputed  from  Norwich,  little  time  will  be  lost,  and  the 
manufacturer  will  obtain  the  relief  which,  but  for  its  adoption,  would, 
under  the  late  alteration  of  the  law,  have  proved  Mghly  injurious  to 
many  of  our  f^low  citizens."  On  June  23rd  a  dinner  was  given  at 
the  Rampant  Horse  Inn  by  the  merchants  and  manufacturers  to  Mr. 
John  Qairey,  Mr.  E.  T.  Booth,  and  Mi.  T.  0.  Springfield,  "  for  the 
seal  and  ability  with  which  they  promoted  the  interests  of  the  trade, 
and  for  their  successful  exertions  in  obtaining  the  drawback." 

11. — Died  at  his  house  in  Chapel  Field,  Norwich,  in  his  71st  year, 
Mr.  John  Clayton  Hindes,  many  years  manager  of  the  Norwioh  Theatre. 
"  His  loss  is  sincerely  deplored  by  his  relatives  and  friends  and  many 
others  whose  necessities  have  been  relieved  by  his  benevolent  hand." 

^Died  at  Uxbridge,   Mrs.   F.  £.  Home,   widow  of  the  Right 

Rev.  George  Home,  D.D.,  formerly  Bishop  of  Norwich. 

17. — ^The  Norwich  Penny  Lihraoy  **  having  after  12  months'  experi- 
ence proved  its  worth,"  it  was  resolved  at  a  general  meeting  of 
eabsodbers,  presided  over  by  Mr.  William  Toungnun,  that  it  be 
placed  on  a  permanent  footing  by  public  subscription.  The  library 
room  was  at  Mr.  Dainos'e,  St.  Michael-at-Coslany. 


APRIL. 

2. — ^A.t  a  public  meeting  held  at  L3mn,  the  Mayor  presiding,  it  was 
resolved  that  a  gaa  company  be  formed'.  The  shares  were  fixed  at 
£20  each,  and  Mr.  John  Jan^es  Goulton  appointed  secretary  and  agent. 

3. — ^Died  at  the  house  of  his  son-in-law  (Mr.  H.  Dowson,  of 
Greldeston),  aged  65,  the  Rev.  PendLebury  Houghton.  *'He  received 
his  education  at  Warrington  at  the  time  Dr.  Atkin  was  the  classical 
teacher  there,  and  after  the  completion  of  his  studies  continued  there 
one  year  as  assistant  classical  tutor.  He  first  settled  as  minister  at 
Dob  Lane,  near  Manchester,  whence  he  removed  to  Shrewsbury,  and 
in  1787  was  chosen  a  pastor,  with  Dr.  Enfield,  of  the  Unitarian  con- 
gregation in  Norwich.  On  the  death  of  Dr.  Enfield  in  1797  he 
became  sole  minister.  In  1808  he  succeeded  Mr.  Jervis  at  Prince's 
Street,  Westminster,  and  in  1811  returned  to  Norwich.  In  1812  his 
waa  invited  to  become  joint  pastor  with  Mr.  Yates,  of  the  congregation 
in  Paradise  Street,  Liverpool,  where  he  continued  till  1823,  when  he 
retired  from  his  ministerial  labours." 

7. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  Norwich,  it  was  agreed  "  that  the  Rosary 
burial-ground  having  been  duly  entered  at  the  offioe  of  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  and  therein  designated  a  general  burial-ground  for 
the  use  of  persons  of  all  sects  and  denominations,  shall  be  invested 
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in  truBtees  on  behalf  of  those  who  tqaj  become  the  holders  of  shares, 
to  be  limited  to  500.'* 

8. — ^A  performance  was  given  at  Norwich  Theatre  hj  the  Stagoriane. 
''  The  stage  exhibited  the  appearance  of  the  interior  of  a  Stagorian 
Lodgie,  and  preaented  a  spectacle  at  once  noyel  and  striking.  In 
aecordance  with  the  principles  of  the  assembled  brethren  the 
ceremony  opened  with  '  God  save  the  King/  and  olosed  with  the  last 
verse  of  that  same  loyal  strain.  The  whole  was  conducted  and  well 
supported  by  Mr.  Hudson,  treasurer  of  the  lodge  No.  2,  Independent, 
who  sang  a  song  in  so  good  a  style  that  the  audience  testified  their 
approbation  by  loud  and  repeated  obeerings." 

9. — ^Died,  €uddenly,  in  the  Fleet  Prison,  the  Rev.  John  Cross 
Morphew,  rector  of  Cley  and  of  Walpole  St.  Peter. 

10.* — (Advt.)  "Mr.  Edward  Painter  inform*  his  friends  and  the 
public  that  his  horse,  the  celebrated  Tarn  o'  Shanter,  will  be  shown 
upon  Norwich  Hill  this  day,  and  every  Saturday  during  the  season, 
at  12  o'clock.  His  trotting  and  other  paces  the  proprietor  leaves  for 
the  public  at  large  to  be  their  own  judges,  as  puffing  i&  quite  out  of 
the  question.  N.B. — ^Tam  o'  Shanter  will  be  found  at  the  White 
Hart,  St.  Peter's,  Norwich." 

***  Miss  Bathurst,  daughter  of  the  late  Mr.  Benjamin  Bathurst, 

and  granddaughter  of  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese^  waa  riding  in 
Rome  on  horseback,  accompanied  by  Lord  and  Lady  Aylmer  and  the 
Due  de  Montmorency,  when  her  horse  slipped  down  the  steep  bank 
into  the  Tiber,  and  with  it«  rider  was  washed  away,  and  never  seen 
again."     The  body  of  Miss  Bathun»t  was  recovered  on  September  26th. 

^The  proprietors  of  the  Expedition  coach  started  new  coaches, 

called  the  Magnet,  which  ran  from  the  Swan  Inn  and  Rampant  Horse 
Inn,  Norwich,  each  afternoon  at  f«>ur  o'clock  and  arrived  in  London 
at  seven  in  the  morning.  The  return  coach  left  the  Golden  Cross, 
Charing  Cross,  at  six  p.m.,  called  at  the  White  Horse,  Fetter  Lane, 
at  6.20,  the  Cross  Keys,  Wood  Street,  at  6.30,  "  cleared "  from  the 
Flower  Pot  and  Bull  Inns  at  seven  o'clock,  and  arrived  at  Norwich  at 
nine  the  nest  morning. 

^The  following  malefactors  were  executed  at  Thetford*:  James 

Reeve  for  rape;  Miles  Wiseman  for  shooting  at  and  wounding 
William  Everett,  gamekeeper,  lat  Rackheatli;  and  Robert  Gibson  for 
sheep  stealing.  "  The  body  of  Wiseman  was  buried-  at  Hardingham 
churohiyaird,  whence  it  was  stolen  by  resurrection  men,  who  had  been 
observed  lurking  about  the  chief  part  of  the  previoue  day.^ 

15. — ^Wombwell's  National  Menagerie  was  exhibited  at  Tombland 
Fair,  Norwich.  It  was  described  as  "  the  greatest  variety  of  living 
animals  ever  collected  together  since  the  d«iys  of  Noah." 

16. — Died  at  Caister,  near  Norwich,  Francis  Neale,  in  the  100th 
year  of  his  age. 

21. — ^Died  at  Harley  Street,  Cavendish  Square,  aged  71,  Mr.  John 
Dixon,  of  Rainham  Hall,  Norwich,  and  of  Gledhow,  Yorkshire,  Colonel 
of  the  West  York  Militia. 

25. — ^The  organ  at  North  Walsham  church  was  opened  with  a  recital 
given  by  Mr.  E.  Pettet,  of  Norwich, 

29. — The  members  of  the  three  Church  of  England  Societies,  namely 
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for  the  Education  of  the  Poor,  for  Promoting  Chrifitiiaii  Ejiowledge, 
and  for  the  Pn>pagation  of  the  Crospel  in  Fo(reign  Parts,  had  tWr 
"  first  united  anniTeraaiy "  dinner  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  Norwich. 
The  Deputy  Mayor,  Mr.  Robert  Hawkes,  presided. 

MAY. 

1. — ^lir.  Henry  Francis  was  elected  Mayor  of  Norwich. 

5. — ^Died  at  an  advanced  age,  Mn.  Windiham,  widow  of  the  Right 
Hon.  William  Windiham,  of  Felbrigg. 

6. — ^Tbe  second  anniversary  dinner  of  the  SwafFham  Rat  Society 
was  held  at  the  George  Inn,  in  that  town.  The  report  stated :  "  From 
the  time  the  ferrets  re-oommienced  their  operations  in  October,  1823, 
assisted  by  the  terriers,  the  total  number  of  rats  killed  up  to  May 
6th  was  1,140,  which  added  to  la^t  yeai^s  return  makea  2,947  rats 
exterminated  in  the  course  of  twelve  months.'' 

8.* — "  Tbie  King  has  granted  William  Lukin,  E&q.,  Rear-Admii'al  of 
the  White  Squadion  of  his  Majesty's  Fleets  to  take,  use,  and  bear 
the  arms  of  Windham,  in  memory  of  his  uncle,  the  Right  Hon.  William 
Windham,  of  Felbrigg  Hall."  (By  the  death  of  Mrs.  Windham 
Admiral  Windham  oame  into  possession  of  the  estates  of  his  late 
uncle.) 

***  We  understand  that  thiere  are  at  tliis  tiuM*  persona  stationed 

upon  the  road  between  Norwich  and  London  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
information  against  the  proprietors  of  coaches  carrying  more  dum 
the  nimiber  of  paseengers  allowed  by  Act  of  Parliament,  or  any 
waggon  or  van  carrying  passengers  without  being  diuly  Ucensed." 

10. — ^A  prize  fight  took  place  near  Arminghall  between  NichoUs  and 
lliompson,  of  Norwich.  ''The  battle  lasted)  upwards  of  two  }iours> 
and  both  men  displayed  better  bottom  than  science." 

^For  the  benefit  of  the  manager  of  Norwich  Theatre  (Mr.  Smith), 

his  younger  son,  Mr.  J.  Smith,  appeared  as  Selico  in  **  The  Africans." 

15.* — "  A  gentleman  lErom  Lynn  for  a  wager  shot  20  dozen  rooks 
with  an  air  gun,  which  he  loaded  himself,  in  the  course  of  a  day. 
He  commenced  shooting  at  half -past  six  in  the  morning,  and  finif^ied 
his  task  in  a  masterly  manner  at  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  in  the 
rookery  belonging  to  Mr.  John  Lioyd,  of  Pentney." 

*(Advt.)     "Cocking.    To  be  fought  at  the  White  Swan  Inn, 

Norwich,  on  May  31st  and  two  following  days,  three  double  days' 
jAaj  of  oocks  for  £b  a  battle  and  £100  the  odd*,  between  the  gentlemen 
of  Norwich  and  the  gentlemen  of  Yarmouth.  Feeders:  Stafford  for 
Norwich,  Anson  for  Yarmouth." 

^The  Magnet  coach  firom  London  to  Norwioh  had  just  crossed 

the  bridige  at  Qiesterford,  £jssex,  when,  owing  to  the  swollen  Rtate  of 
the  river,  the  arch  burst  with  a  tremendous  crash.  Another  coach 
was  approaching,  and  received  a  lantern  warning  from*  the  guard  of 
the  Magnet.  The  up  Magnet  coach  from  Norwich  crossed  the  bridge 
shortly  before  its  demolition  but  got  off  the  road  into  a  swamp.  The 
passengers  had  to  olimb  out  upon  the  roof  and  renuained  there  while 
the  water  flowed  through  the  windows.  The  coach  was  dragged  out 
by  a  strong  team  of  cart  horses^  A  public  subscription  was  started 
in  Norwioh  to  reward  the  guard  of  the  Magnet. 
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22. — ^TowDBheiDdy  the  pedeetriiaii,  oommenoed  a  walk  of  64  milee 
per  day  of  sixteen  hours  for  six  suocessive  days.  He  started  from 
Swaffluun  at  4.30  a.m.,  passed  through  Watton  at  6.30,  through 
Derehiam  at  8.30,  and  arrived  at  Swailthaxn  at  noon,  and  completed 
the  same  journey  in  the  afternoon.     (No  further  reoord.) 

27. — ^Died,  Mrs.  M.  Jones,  of  the  Theatre  Royal,  Norwich,  in  her 
61st  year,  ''  after  long  and  patient  suffecing  under  one  of  the  most 
tormenting  of  human  disorders."  She  was  a  daughter  of  the  Rev. 
Nathaniel  Gerard,  rector  of  Waxhiam  and  vicar  of  Palling,  and  of 
Whepstead  Rectory,  Suffolk. 

28. — Six  officers  of  the  8th  Hussars  rowed  in  Capt.  Cartwright's  six- 
oared  boat  from  Norwioh'lo  Tarmouth  in  four  hoinrs  againet  the  tide, 
and  returned  in  four  and  a  half  hours  witfai  a  strong  stream  against 
them. 

29. — ^The  Ottawa,  320  tons,  intended  aa  a  passage  vessel  from 
London  to  Quebeo^  was  launched  from  the  yard  of  Messn.  John  and 
Thomas  Douglas^  at  Yarmouth. 

31. — ^The  Mayor  of  Norwich  (Mr.  J.  S.  Patteson),  with  the  Sheriffs, 
magistrates,  and  aideruMn  went  in  procession  from  the  Guildhall  to 
the  site  of  the  new  gaol  outside  St.  Giles'  Gates,  and  bid  the  foundation- 
stone.  Several  g^ld,  silver,  and  copper  coins  were  deposited  in  the 
stone,  "and  the  whole  was  cemented  with  mortar  and  fastened  withi 
lead  poured  in  boiling  hot."  The  proceedin^B  were  witnessed  by 
hundieds  of  spectators,  one  of  whom,  '*  a  person  of  respectalnlity,  had 
his  pocket  picked  of  a  gold  watch,  chain,  and  seals." 

JUNE. 

3. — ^Died,  on  his  return  from  Madeira,  aged  29,  Dr.  Thomas 
Martineaa. 

4. — ^The  Srd  Norfolk  Te<Mnanry  Cavalry  was  inspected  at  Sprowston 
at  the  conclusion  of  permanent  duty  at  Norwidi. 

7. — ^The  Tarmouth  Yeomanry  Cavalry,  commanded  by  Sir  E.  K. 
Laoon, :  Bart.,  were  inspected  by  Major  Deare^  8th  Hussars,  after 
pernMioent  duty. 

^Townshend,  the  pedestrian,  "imdertook  to  pick  up  with  his 

mouth,  on  Monday  last,  from  the  ground  in  Finches'  Gardens,  300 
stones  placed  one  yard  apart  and  to  deposit  the  same  in  a  basket  in 
eleven  successive  hours,  being  a  distance  of  61  miles  540  yards.'*  The 
feat  was  performed  sixteen  minutes  within  the  time.  On  June  14th 
he  undertook  to  walk  40  males  backwards  in  ten  hours  at  the  same 
Gardens,  but  failed  owing  to  the  unfavourable  state  of  the  weather. 

8. — ^The  commissioners  appointed  under  the  Norwich  Paving  Act 
determined  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  Bill  for 
amending  the  Act  and  for  raising  additional  funds. 

A  prize  fiprht  took  place  at  Poringland  between  Fenn  and 

Camplin,  of  Norwich.  Three  thousand  persons  were  present,  and  76 
rounds  fought.     The  contest  terminated  in  favour  of  Fenn. 

9. — McMullon,  a  youth  of  sixteen,  at  the  Prussia  Gardens,  Norwich, 
walked  12^  miles  in  two  hours;  and  on  the  14th  walked  for^  miles 
in  eight  hours. 
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16. — ^Died  ait  Gueing,  aged  86,  Mr.  J.  Hunt,  «urge(>n,  andl  founder 
of  the  Ebenezer  Chapel  in  Ber  Street,  Norwioh.  ^'  He  was  a  man  of 
extraordinary  piety  and  eztenaive  benevolenoe,  who  was  singularly 
infatuated  by  a  diveirsity  of  religious  opinions  as  to  render  his 
character  in  the  highest  degree  eccentric.  Hoiying  suoceesively 
embiaoed  the  profession  of  Preehjtmmi,  IndlBpeoxlent,,  Anabaptist^ 
Swedenborgian,  Unitarian,  and  Methodist,  he  recently  founded  and 
endowed  a  chapel  at  Gissing  to  a  profession  miadie  up  of  a  heterogeneous 
mixture  of  doctrines.  That  nothdng  might  be  wanting  to  complete  his 
religious  diaracter  he  was  a  constant  attendant  on  the  worship  of  the 
parish  ohurch,  keeping  his  meeting  closed  on  those  occasions,  and  a 
regular  communicant  with'  the  minister  of  the  parish  till  a  short  time 
before  his  death,  when  his  advanced  age  and  increasing  infirmities 
precluded  the  possibility  of  his  attendanoe." 

17. — A  trotting  match  took  place  on  St.  Stephen's  Road,  Norwich, 
the  best  two  of  three  one  mile  heats,  between  a  pony  belonging  to 
Mr.  Durrant,  of  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  and  a  pony  the  property  of  Mr. 
Davey,  horse  dealer.    The  former  won  easily. 

^The  8th  Hussars  marched  from  Norwich  Barracks  for  Ipswich. 

19.* — ^"One  day  last  week  MessnL  J«mes  Stannardi,^  T.  Turner, 
Samuel  Poll,  and  Alfred  Stannard,  foiur  oars,  rowed  from  Norwioh  to 
Yarmouth  and  bcusk  in  eight  hours,  notwithstanding  wind  and  tide 
were  full  against  them  in  crossing  Breydon/' 

The  season's  benefits  at  Norwich  Theatre  were  announced  to 

hare  be^i  aa  follow:  Mr.  Smith,  £125;  Mr.  Chippendale,  £39;  Mr. 
Yining,  £114;  Mr.  Beacham,  £89;  Miss  Pindar,  £40;  Mr.  G.  Smith, 
£70;  S[r.  Harrison,  £46;  Mr.  Clifford,  £67;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sloman, 
£156;  Mr.  Benson,  £69;  the  Misses  Glover,  £91;  Mr.  ax>ok,  £63; 
Miss  Wensley,  £72 ;  Mies  Mason,  £74 ;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hamerton,  £51 ; 
Mr.  Brundall,  £45  ;  Mr.  Wharton,  £41  ;  Mr.  Mueller,  £62  ;  Mr. 
Thome,  £28;  Miss  Tubby,  £99;  Mr.  Hunt,  £78;  Mr.  Chippendale 
(second  benefit),  £57.  The  total  amount  was  £1,556;  average, 
£70  14s.  9}d. 

22. — Guild  Day  at  Norwich.  The  Mayor-elect,  Mr.  Henry  Francis, 
entertained  806  guests  at  the  guild  feast,  and  the  ball  at  Chapel 
Field  House  was  fully  attended.  The  streets  in  the  parish  of  St. 
Stephen's,  where  the  Mayor  resided,  were  decorated. 

29. — Great  rejoicings  took  place  at  Costessey  in  celebration  of  the 
devation  to  the  peerage  of  Sir  George  Jeming<hacni,  Bart.,  by  the  title 
of  Baron  Stafford,  of  Stafford'  Castie,  in  Staffordshire,  of  Shiffnall  in 
Shropshire,  and  of  Costessey  in  Norfolk.  A  large  cavalcade  attended 
by  a  band  of  music  proceeded  to  Ektston,  whlere  Lord  and  Lady  Stafford 
and  their  daughters  were  received  with  enthusiastic  cheering  and 
escorted  to  Costessey  Hall.  Sh^ep  were  roasted,  500  loaves  of  bread 
distributed,  and  many  barrels  of  beer  consumed. 

JULY. 

7. — ^At  a  nkeeting,  presided  over  by  Dr.  Yelloly,  at  the  Rampant 
Horse  Inn,  Norwich,  the  medical  men  of  the  city  decided  "to  form  a 
union  between  the  two  previously  existing  societies  in  order  to  render 
more  efficient  thie  circulation  of  medical  books,  and  the  establishment 
of  a  medical  library  in  Norwich.'' 
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12. — ^MeetingiB  of  Loyal  Orange  Societies,  No.  50,  held  at  the 
Waggon  and  Horses,  Tombland,  and  No.  213  at  the  Waterloo  Tayem, 
St.  Stephen's,  Norwich,  celebrated  the  anniversacy  of  the  battle  of 
the  Boyne. 

14. — ^A  severe  thunderstorm  occurred  at  Norwich  alter  a  period  of 
very  sultry  weathier.  ''  Almost  imnnediately  after  the  tempest  a  cloud 
of  immense  magnitude  and  extreme  density,  having  the  appearance  of 
a  mass  of  snow,  pasaed  over  the  city.  IXrifting  with  a  strong  westerly 
wind  it  was  so  low  as  to  envelope  a  consideorable  portion  of  the 
Cathedral  spire.  Its  passage  was  attended'  with  a  very  curious 
phenomenon.  The  current  of  the  river,  which!  had  previously  been 
sluggish,  suddenly  became  very  rapid,  as  if  propelled  by  the  irruption 
of  some  mighty  flood.  This  accderation  lasted  about  ten  minutes, 
the  cloud  having  once  passed  over,  the  stream  gradually  resumed  its 
former  rate  of  progression." 

15. — ^Died  at  hiis  residence,  Catton  Phtce,  aged  58,  Mr.  Joseph  Fitch, 
who  served  the  office  of  Sheriff  of  Norwidi  in  1808. 

16. — A  troop  of  the  2nd  Queen's  Dragoon  Guards,  commanded  by 
Capt.  Kearney,  marched  into  Norwich  Barrau)ks,  and  were  followed  by 
three  other  troops.  "  This  fine  regiment,  whose  uniform  is  free  from 
modem  fineiy,  and  luas  a  truly  British  appearance,  is  commanded  by 
Lieut.-Col.  Kearney.  They  were  the  first  regiment  who  occupied  the 
Norwich  Barracks  after  thedr  erection  in  the  year  1793." 

22. — ^The  new  Union  steamboat  intended  for  passenger  traffic 
between  Lynn  and  Cambridge  nkade  her  first  voyage.  ''She  is  72 
feet  long,  12  wide,  carries  100  passengers,  and  is  propelled  by  two 
engines.  Her  paddles  are  in  the  stem;  they  communicate  with  the 
boiler  and  engine  by  means  of  long  rods  through  more  than  half  the 
length  of  the  vessel." 

30. — ^Died  at  her  house  in  the  Close,  Norwich,  aged  65,  Mrs. 
Dickens,  wife  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Dickens.  ''  She  was  the  widow  of  the 
late  Mr.  William  Crowe,  of  Lakenham^  who  on  his  death  bed  enjoined 
her  to  marry  Capt.  Dickens  immediately  after  his  (Mr.  Crowe's) 
deoease." 

31.*— (Advt.)  "To  the  com  growers  of  the  county  of  Norfolk. 
Gentlemen,  the  merchants  of  Norwich  having  honoured  noe  by  accept- 
ing the  Pantheon,  in  which  to  hold  their  com  market,  permit  me 
to  acquaint  you  the  same  will  be  held  at  the  Pantheon,  Ranelagh 
Gardens,  during  their  pleasure. — ^W.  Finch."  The  removal  of  the 
com  market  to  the  Pantheon  was  rendered  necessary  by  the 
alterations  in  progress  at  the  Hall  in  preparation  for  the  first 
Triennial  Musical  Festival.  On  August  14th  a  meeting  of 
millers,  merchants,  and  com  growers  was  held  at  tihe  Norfolk 
Hotel,  "for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  oonsideration  the  best 
means  of  erecting  a  Com  Elzchange."  Mr.  J.  Culley  presided, 
and  resolutions  were  adopted  in  favour  of  the  proposal,  the 
required  amount  to  be  raised  in  £100  shares.  A  committee  was 
appointed'  to  ask  the  county  magistrates  to  grant  a  site  "  within  the 
iron  railing  on  the  north  sidle  of  the  Castle  Hill,  in  the  intermediate 
space  between  the  road  leading  from  Messrs.  Gumey's  Bank  on  the 
right  to  the  opening  from  Davey  Steps  on  the  left."  A  further  meeting 
was  held  on  Ootober  23rd,  at  which  it  was  reported  that  the  magistrates 
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declined  to  accede  to  the  request,  but  that  the  Corporation  of  Norwioh 
bad  Agreed  "  that  a  piece  of  ground  on  the  Castle  Meadow,  in  length 
130  feet  and  in  breadth  70  feet,  be  granted  to  the  corn  mierchants 
for  a  term  of  99  years  at  the  yearly  rent  of  £10,  for  tho  purpose  of 
building  thereon  a  com  exchange."  A  mpeeting  was  held  on  November 
lat,  at  which  it  was  deddied  to  accept  the  offer,  and  to  issue  shares 
of  £50  each  to  the  amount  of  £2,000.     {See  February  24th,  1825.) 

AUGUST. 

4. — ^In  oonflequence  of  a  requisition  the  Mayor  of  Norwich,  convened 
a  meeting  at  the  Guildhall  to  consider  the  subject  of  establishing  a 
botanical  garden  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Norwich.  Resolutions  were 
adopted  in  favour  of  the  scheme,  which  waa  introduced  by  Dr.  Telloly. 

^Died  at  Norwich,  aged  72,  Mr.  John  Funnell  GroldsmiUi  Atkin- 
son, solicitor.  ''He  was  devotedly  attached  to  the  constitution  in 
Church  and  State,  and  was  in  reality  the  character  which  has  often 
been  drawn  of  Honest  John  Bull.'' 

11. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes  at  Norwich,  before  Sir  William 
Alexander,  Chief  Baron  of  the  Exchequer,  came  on  the  action  Howard 
V.  Howes.  The  plaintiff  sought  to  substantiate  his  right  to  the 
exclusive  enjoyment  of  a  pew  in  the  parish  chniroh  of  FundienhalL  He 
and  his  father  had  occupied'  it  since  1787  until  disturbed  in  such 
occupation*  by  the  defendant  on  November  2nd,  1823.  Verdict  for 
the  plaintiff,  damages  Is. — ^At  the  same  Assizes,  a  similar  action, 
Readiefl*  v.  Bloom,  was  tried,  and  damages  claimed  for  assault.  The 
declaration  set  forth  that  the  defendant  on  August  31st,  1823,  at 
Wells,  "  did  grievously  with  his  hand»  and  feet  assault  the  plaintiff," 
a  maiden  lady,  in  the  same  town,  to  wh(Hn  had  been  bequeathed  a 
house,  which,  it  was  supposed,  entitled  her  to  the  use  of  a  certain  pew 
in  the  parish  church.  Defendant  contested  the  right,  locked  the  pew, 
and  nailed  over  the  door  a  piece  of  wood  to  prevent  entry  thereto. 
When  plaintiff  endeavoured  to  effect  an  entrance  Mr.  Bloom  kicked 
her  legs  and  nipp^  her  arm.  The  defence  was  that  the  plaintiff  first 
"  clapperclawed "  the  defendant.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  for 
plaintiff,  damages  Is. 

31. — ^An  election  took  place  at  Norwich  for  the  office  of  freemen's 
Sheriff.  Mr.  Charles  Turner  was  nominated  in  the  ''Purple  and 
Orange,"  and  Mir.  T.  0.  Springfield  in  the  **  Blue  and  White  "  interest. 
"  About  an  hour  after  the  poll  had  oommenced  it  was  announced  to 
Mr.  Turner's  committee  that  the  '  Blue  and  Whites '  were  giving  5a. 
for  each  vote.  This  information  caused  the  '  P\irple  and  Orange  * 
party  also  to  unloose  their  purse  strings,  and  the  cash  was  paid  down 
on  both  sides  to  all  who  would  receive  it."  Hesult  of  the  poll :  Turner, 
1,165;  Springfield,  929. 

SEPTEMBER. 

6. — ^Died,  aged  73,  Mrs.  Death,  widow  of  Mr.  Thomas  iXeath,  of  the 
Theatre  Royal,  Norwich,  and  of  Covent  Garden,  London. 

11. — St.  Andrew's  Efall,  Norwich,  waa  for  the  first  time  lighted  with 
gas  in  preparation  for  the  Musical  Festival,     '^  The  pure  bright  flame 
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tiMtt  issued  from  the  numerous  gtm  bumere  oommunicated  a  lustre  to 
ef^eiy  part  of  the  edifice  more  evident)  perliaps,  than  what  it  reoeives 
from  Uie  light  of  day." 

17. — ^Married  at  St.  Maxtin'a-in-th^Fields,  London,  Mr.  William 
Henry  Brundali  to  Miss  Prisoilla  Mason,  both  formerly  of  the  Theatre 
Royal,  Norwich. 

19. — ^Died  at  Chelsea,  Mr.  Heniy  Cooper,  barrister,  aged  39.  The 
son  of  an  eminent  Norwich  barrister,  he  went  to  sea  with  Nelson,  and 
as  a  boy  was  present  at  the  battle  of  the  Nile.  He  early  quitted  the 
naval  profession  for  that  of  the  law,  and  was  afterwards  appointed 
Attorney-General  of  the  Bermudas.  On  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Sergeant  Blosset  to  the  Chief  Justiceship  of  Bengal,  Mr.  Cooper,  who 
was  then  rapidly  rising  on  the  Norfolk  circuit,  became  one  of  tiie 
leaders. 

21.— The  first  Triennial  Musical  Festival,  **tor  the  benefit  of  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital,''  commenced  on  this  date.  On  the 
evenings  of  the  21st,  22nd,  and  23rd  a  misoellaneous  concert 
was  given  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall;  on  the  mornings  of  the 
22nd,  23rd,  and  24th  oratorios  were  performed  in  the  same 
building;  and  on  the  evening  of  the  24th  a  ball  took  place. 
The  principal  vocal  performers  were  Mrs.  Salmon,  Miss 
Stephens,  Miss  Carew,  Madame  Renzi  De  Begnes,  Mr.  Yaughan, 
M.  Sapdo,  Mr.  Bellamy,  Mr.  Edward  Taylor,  of  Norwich  (in  place  of 
Mr.  F.  Norello,  absent  through  family  bereavement),  Mr.  Terrail, 
Master  Eempton,  and  Signer  De  Begnes.  Sir  George  Smart  was  the 
conductor.  The  Festival  was  attended  by  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Sussex, 
who  was  the  guest  of  the  Bishop  of  Norwich.  The  receipts  amounted 
to  £6,696,  and  the  amount  given  to  the  Hospital  was  £2,411  4s.  2d. 
At  a  quarterly  aas^nbly  of  the  Corporation  on  September  27th,  the 
freedom  of  the  aity  was  voted  to  Sir  Geoige  Smurt,  ''  for  the  eminent 
services  rendered  by  him  to  the  city  and  oouniT'  as  conductor  of  the 
late  Musical  Festival  '^;  and  the  Corporation  further  screed  to  purchase 
the  organ  erected  for  the  occasion  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall  by  Mr.  Grey, 
for  the  sum  of  280  guineas. 

29. — ^Raoes  were  held  at  ESast  Derehami,  and  were  well  attended  by 
**  beauty  and  fashion." 

OOTOBER. 

« 

14. — ^The  premises  of  Mr.  Ling,  upholsterer  and  oabinet  maker, 
Bridewell  Alley,  Norwich,  were  destroyed  by  fire.  The  terrified 
prisoners  were  removed  from  their  cells  in  the  Bridewell  adjoining 
and  conveyed  to  the  City  Gaol,  and  all  the  property  that  could  be  saved 
from  the  burning  premises  was  taken  into  St.  Andrew's  church.  The 
2nd  Dragoon  Guanils  were  called  out  to  preserve  order,  snd  the  staff 
of  the  West  Norfolk  Militia  assembled  under  arma.  "  Owing  to  the 
goods  being  stored  in  St.  Andtew's  church  it  was  impossible  to  hold 
servioe  there  on  Sunday." 

15. — ^Died,  in  his  88th  year,  Mr.  Robert  Priest,  of  St.  James'  Street, 
Norwich.  He  was  for  many  years  treasurer  to  the  Charity  Schools, 
and  in  1786  paid  the  fine  on  declining  the  office  of  Sheriff. 

81. — ^Died  of  oonsumption,   in  his  34th  year,  at  Little  Baddow, 
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Essex,  the  Rev.  Stephen  Morell,  '*  pastor  of  the  Ghristian  Society  at 
the  Old  Meeting  House,  Norwich." 

26. — ^Mrs.  Sloman,  formerlj  of  the  Norwich  Company,  made  her 
first  appearance  at  Covent  Garden  as  Belvedera  in  "  Venice  Preserved." 
The  "  Times  "  described  thie  performance  as  "  more  than  respectable — ^in 
many  parts  excellent " ;  and  the  "  Moorning  Herald  "  stated  that  **  it 
was  the  most  promising  tragic  dibui  sinoe  the  days  of  Miss  O'Neil, 
and  the  applause  at  the  dropping  of  the  curtain  was  long,  loud,  and 
universal."  Mrs.  Sloman  was  subsequently  engaged  by  the  managers 
of  Covent  Garden  for  three  years  at  a  high  salaiKy. 


NOVEMBER. 

7. — ^William  Brownsell,  many  years  in  the  service  of  Mr.  Williaiii 
Mason,  of  Necton,  was  accidentally  shot  in  his  master's  plantation 
by  a  spring  gun.  He  lay  in  dreadful  agony  all  night  andi  died  soon 
after  being  found  next  morning. 

15. — A  private  watch  instituted  and  maintained  by  the  inhabitants 
of  St.  Stephen's,  Norwich,  commienced  its  duties. 

^A  prize  fight  took  place  near  Mattishall  between  Mike  Fenn 

and  John  Short,  of  Norwich.  ^' After  14  rounds  Fenn  was  so  dread- 
fully beaten  that  he  was  carried  off  the  ground  in  a  state  of 
insensibility."     Two  thousand  persons  were  present. 

20.* — "  Died  at  East  Dereham  last  week  a  poor  woman  of  the  name 
of  Rumble,  aged  103  years.  She  retained  her  faculties  till  within  a 
month  of  her  decease." 

DECEMBER 

3. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwioh^  under  the 
presidency  of  the  Mayor,  it  was  reserved  to  establish  o  law  library 
in  the  city. 

11. — The  prospectus  of  a  plan  for  establishing  a  "Museum  of 
Natural  History,  Antiquity,  &c."  in  Norwich  was  issued  in  acoordance 
with  a  resolution  passed  at  ai  meeting  held!  a  short  time  previously 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  John  Harvey. 

14. — ^The  London,  Yarmouth,  and  Norwich  Steampacket  Company 
announced  the  comipletion  of  a  new  veaeel,  called  the  City  of  Norwiol]^ 
for  the  liondon  and  Yamnouth  trade.  A  considerable  portion  of  the 
stock  of  this  company  was  raised  in  Norwich  and  Yarmouth. 

15. — ^Married  at  East  Dereham,  by  tbie  Rev.  C.  H.  Wollaston,  Mr. 
Fisher,  jun.,  of  thie  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  Company  of  Comedians,  to 
Saraih,  third  daughter  of  Mr.  William;  Howard. 

^A  mieeting  was  held  at  the  King's  Arms  Inn,  North  Walsham, 

at  which  it  was  resolved  to  oanry  into  immediate  execution  the  Act 
of  Parliament  for  thie  construction  of  the  North  Walshajni  and  Dilham 
Canal. 

17. — Concerts  were  given  on  the  17th  and  18th  at  Norwich 
Theatre  under  the  management  of  Messrs.  Pettet.  The  performers 
included  Signer  and  Madame  Renzi  De  Begnee  and  Miss  Paton. 
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20. — Signor  Antonio,  "generally  called  H  Diarolo  Antonio/'  com- 
menoed  an  engagement  at  the  Norwich  Aasemblj  Boom  in  an  enter- 
tainment consisting  of  gymnastic  exercises,  feats  of  strength,  juggling, 
and  fantoccini. 

Died  at  his  house  in  St.  Giles',  Norwich,  the  Rev.  Thomas 

Deeker,  ICA.,  66  years  vicar  of  Bawdsey,  Suffolk,  rector  of  St.  Simon 
and  Jude,  Norwich,  perpetual  ciunte  of  St.  Mafg^aret  and  St.  Swithin, 
and  chaplain  of  the  county  gaol. 

23. — ^Married  at  Norwich,  by  the  Bey.  George  Carter,  M.A.,  Mr. 
James  Archibald  Murray,  solicitor,  under  secretary  to  the  Master  ol 
the  Bolls^  and  second  son  of  Mr.  Charles  Murray,  of  John  Street^ 
Bedford  Bow,  London,  to  Elizabeth  Powell,  youngest  daughter  of 
Capt.  B.  Browne,  of  the  Precincts,  Norwich  Cathedral. 

29. — ^A  new  Masonic  Hall  was  "  dedicated  "  at  Yarmouth  by  Deputy 
Provincial  Grand  Master  Ives  and  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  Province. 


1826. 


JANUARY, 

1. — ^Th»  "Norfolk  and  Suffolk  Bailway  Company"  advertised  its 
prospectus.  It  was  proposed  to  raise  a  capital  of  one  million  sterling 
in  10,000  shares  of  £100  each.  The  prospectus  stated :  ''  The  trade 
from  London  to  Norwich  in  bombazeen  and  crape  is  at  once  extensive 
and  permanent^  yet  the  conveyance  of  goods  is  dilatory,  expensive, 
and  trouUesome.  The  mode  of  conveyance  of  fish  is  insufficient  on 
the  one  hand,  and  extravagant  on  the  other."  It  was  proposed  to 
construct  the  railway  from  London  to  Norwich  through  Chelm^ord  and 
Colchester,  with  a  branch  to  Harwich;  to  Ipswich  with  a  branch  to 
Bury  St.  Edmimd's;  and  to  Norwich  wil^  branches  to  Lynn  and 
Yarmouth.  The  cost  of  the  undertaking  was  estimated  at  £980,000, 
and  there  were  to  be  twelve  country  and  twelve  London  directors. 
Among  the  formor  were  Messrs.  E.  T.  Booth,  W.  Foster,  Joseph  Geldart,

6. — ^At  a  public  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  under  the

22. — ^A  new  roadway  madie  through  the  city  wall  at  the  west  end 
of  Pottergate  Street,  Norwich,  was  completed  on  this  date,  and  opened 
for  vehicular  traffic  on  the  24th.  "  This  greaitl  improvement  was 
effected  by  Mr.  Aldennan  T.  S.  Day,  aided  by  the  exertions  of  Mr. 
Blyth,  who,  in  company  with  Mrs.  Blyth,  was  the  first  who  rode 
thirougb  the  iiefW  way." 
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24. — ^IHed  »t  Lynn,  aged  78,  William  Hall,  auctioneer  and  book- 
seller. ''  He  was  generally  kinown  by  the  appellation  Antiquarian 
Hall,  liaying  for  many  years  been  in  the  habit  of  dealing  in  works 
of  black  letter  lore,  of  which,  at  one  time,  he  had  a  good  collection. 
He  was  a  man  quite  uneducated,  but  of  strong  natural  abilities,  and 
had  read  a  greait  dieal  on  subjects  of  antiquity.  Though!  a  man  of 
yery  ecoentric  habits,  he  was  miiyersally  respected  for  his  industry 
and  integrity."

25. — ^The  Castle  Corporation  at  Norwich  celebrated  its  GQth  anni- 
versairy. 

29.* — "  Died  last  week,  at  Holt,  Mary  Ann  Edge,  at  the  advanced 
age  of  103." 

31. — ^Norwich  Theatre  reopened  for  the  season.  The  new  members 
of  the  company  included  Mr.  Balls,  comedian ;  Mr.  Baker,  comedian ; 
Mr.  Warren,  "  walking  gentleman " ;  Miss  Scruton,  Mrs.  Sheppard 
(formerly  Miss  Diddiear),  Mrs.  Balls,  and  Mrs.  Watkinson. 

PBBBUARY. 

2. — ^Tbe  bodiy  of  an  old  man,  buriedi  in  Hethorsett  churchyard,  was 
stolen  by  resurrection  men.  A  similar  outrage  took  place  in  Thorpe 
churchyard  on  the  same  diate. 

5.* — "  Sir  Edmund'  Bacon  (one  of  the  three  gentlemen  nominated 
to  serve  the  office  of  Sheriff  of  this  county)  is  gone  to  London  to 
prefer  some  antient  claim  of  exemption  from  it  on  account  of  his  being 
the  premier  baronet  of  England.  Such  claim  had  been  successfully 
made  on  a  similar  occasion  by  his  late  father."  Exemf^tion  was 
granted;  but  on  November  11th,  in  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  the  Lord 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  King's  Bench  stated  that  the  authorities, 
after  duly  investigating  the  claim,  hiad  decided  to  disallow  it. 

*"  The  govemcMrs  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  have 

presented  a  silver  waiter,  of  the  value  of  50  guineas,  to  Mr.  Edward 
Taylor  for  his  eminent  services  in  promoting,  arranging,  and  assisting 
at  the  grand  Musical  Festival." 

10. — ^An  exceptionally  high  tide  occurred  at  Yarmouth.  The  river 
overflowed  and  floodied  cellars,  stables,  granaries,  and  other  buildings 
on  the  Quay ;  and  the  Southtown  Road  from  the  Bear  Inn,  ne€ur  the 
bridge,  to  Gorleston  was  completely  under  water,  in  places  to  the 
depth  of  thlree  feet.     At  Cromer  great  damage  was  done  to  the  cliffs. 

11. — ^A  petition  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  Bill  to  amend  the  Norwich 
Paving  Act  was  presented  in  the  House  of  Comnions  by  Mr.  William 
Smith. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Duke's  Palace  Inn,  Norwich,  on 
March  1st,  it  was  decided  to  oppose  the  Bill  because  the  Paving 
Commissioners  by  clause  8  sought  to  obtain  authority  to  levy  an 
additional  due  of  8d.  per  ton  on  all  goods  brought  by  vessels  up 
the  river  higher  than  Thorpe  Old  Hall. — ^The  Bill  was  read  a  first 
tinike  on  March  4(th,  but  in  consequence  of  the  opposition  to  clause  8 
Mr.  Smith  withdrew  the  measure  and  suffered  the  second  reading  to 
pass  as  a  dropped  order. — Qn  March  28th  Mr.   Smith  moved  the 
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second  reading  on  the  understanding  that  thie  objeofaionaible  clause 
would  be  withdrawn  in  Committee.  The  Bill  was  then  read  «i  second 
time. — ^It  passed  its  third  reading  on  May  3rd;  received  the  Royal 
Assent  in  the  House  of  Lords  on  May  20th;  and  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Commissioners  under  the  new  Act  was  held  at  Norwich  on 
June  14th. 

15. — ^The  prospectus  of  the  Norwich  and  Lowestoft  Navigation 
Company  was  adopted  at  a  meeting  held  at  Gray's  Lin  Coffee  House, 
London,  presided  over  by  Col.  Harvey,  High  Sheriff  of  Norfolk.  The 
principal  objeott  for  which  the  company  was  fonmed  was  that  of  making 
Norwich  a  port  for  seaborne  vessels  not  exceeding  ten  feet  draught, 
by  opening  the  beat  and  most  direct  line  of  communication  between 
that  city  and  the  sea.  In  addition  ito  the  old  list  of  shares,  amount- 
ing to  £27,000,  it  was  decided  to  raise  £120,000  in  shaxes  of  £50 
each,  and  to  apply  to  Parliament  in  the  ensuing  Session  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Bill — The  first  general  meeting  of  the  shareholders  was 
held  at  itihe  Guildhall,  Norwich,  on  June  l&t,  and  on  July  2nd  a  meeting 
of  proprietors  of  land  adjoining  the  proposed  canal  between  the  Tare 
aoid  the  Waveney  resolved'  to  oppose  the  Bill  on  account  of  threatened 
danger  to  their  property. — ^The  proprietors  of  the  Northi  Walsham 
and  Dilham  Canal,  and  of  tihe  ColtishaJl  and  Aylsham  Canal  also 
decided  to  oppose  the  measure  beoause  it  would  divert  the  traffic 
from  Yarmouth  to  Lowestoft,  would  lead  to  the  neglect  of  Breydon, 
and  consequenUy  to  the  injury  of  the  navigaftion  of  the  Bure  and 
Ant. 

19.* — "  Died  last  week  in  Bishopgate  Hospital,  Norwich,  Mr.  John 
Green,  aged  101." 

24. — ^In  the  House  of  Commons  Col.  Wodehouse  moved  that  petitions 
from  the  magistrates  of  Norfolk  and  from  itihe  Maiyor  and  Corporation 
of  Thetford  in  reference  to  the  removal  of  the  Lent  Assizes  from 
l^etford  to  Norwich  be  referred  to  a  Select  Committee.  The  motion 
was  defeated  by  72  votes  against  21. 

^The  Corporation  of  Norwich  rescinded  the  resolution  by  which 

they  had  offered  the  com  merchants  si  site  for  a  Com  Exchange,  and 
appointed  a  committee  to  report  on  the  propriety  of  the  Corporation 
erecting  a  building  of  their  own  for  the  sale  of  com  and  other 
agricultural  produce.  The  committee,  on  March  15th,  reported  in 
favour  of  the  proposal,  the  Under-Chamberlain  was  directed  to  mark 
out  a  site  150  feet  by  70  feet  on  the  Castle  Meadow,  and  on  May 
3rd  it  was  resolved  to  advertise  for  plans  and  estimates. — ^The  com 
merchants  held  a  meeting  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel  on  July  25th,  and 
finally  agreed  to  erect  an  exchange  *'  on  part  of  the  present  site  of 
Sir  Benjamin  Wrenohe's  Court.''  It  was  announced'  ''a  new  street  is 
to  be  made  to  oommunioate  with  the  Market  Place  from  St.  Andrew's 
Street,  to  enter  it  at  t^  upper  end  of  Cockey  Lane."  A  proposal 
was  made  to  erect  in  the  Exdhange  galleries  for  the  accommodation 
of  tihe  Norwich  Society  of  Artists,  who  would  be  deprived  of  their 
rooms  in  the  Court. — At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Corporation  on 
August  10th  ''the  further  consideration  of  the  erection  of  a  Com 
ExohJange"  was  indefinitely  deferred. 

28. — A  peel  of  six  bells,  oast  by  William  Dobson,  of  Downham 
Market)  was  opened  a;t  Marham  by  tbe  Aylsham  company  of  ringers. 
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28. — ^Mr.  David  Fisher,  "  a  flower  of  our  own  garden,  a  nativo  of 
our  own  county,"  made  his  first  appearance  at  Lynn  Theatre  in  the 
character  of  Richard  III.    He  afterwaa-ds  appeared  as  Macbeth.

MAY. 

1. — ^Four  candidates  were  nominated  at  the  Mayoral  Election  at 
Norwich.  A  poll  was  demanded,  and  the  result  was  declared  on  the 
same  day  (Sunday)  as  follows: — ^Alderman  Day,  679;  Alderman 
Booth,  579;  Alderman  Leman,  152;  Alderman  Burt,  150.  ''It  is 
somewhat  singular  that  the  father  of  the  Mayor-elect  was  also  chosen 
on  a  Sunday,  May  Day  so  falling  in  1808J' 

9. — ^The  Norwich  Museum  was  opened  at  a  house  in  the  Upper 
Haymarket. 

14.* — "  The  work  of  constructing  the  new  Theatre  was  commenced, 
at  Norwich,  last  week.  Mr.  Wil^ns  is  the  architect  and  patentee, 
and  the  site  is  nearly  adjoining  to  the  ground  on  which  the  present 
Theatre  stands,  and  at  the  back  of  the  green  rooms.'' 

29. — As^  Yarmouth  Quarter  Sessions,  before  the  Recorder  (Mr. 
Robert  Aldlerson),  Mary  Neal,  aged  42,  Susan  Neal  (21),  her  daughter, 
and  William  Neal  (18),  son,  were  charged  with  attempting  to  murder 
the  family  of  Mr.  Hales,  cordwainer,  of  Howard  Street,  Yarmouth,  by 
poisoning  them.  It  was  alleged  that  the  female  prisoners  persuaded 
William  Neal,  an  apprenftioe  of  the  prosecutor,  to  place  arsenic  in 
the  food  of  his  master's  family  to  avenge  some  fancied  grievance.

15. — ^A  cricket  match  was  played  at  Litcham  "  with  the  six 
Alexanders,  of  Hingham,  and  the  five  Cushions,  of  Shipdhain,  on  the 
one  side,  against  the  town  of  Litoham  on  the  other."  The  stakes, 
22  sovereigns  a-side,  were  won  by  the  "  families  "  by  one  wicket.  The 
families,  55-88;  Litcham,  82-60. 

18. — The  last  performancee  took  place  at  the  old  Norwich  Theatre. 
The  pieces  were  *'  The  Provoked  Husband "  and  the  farce  "  A  Roland 
for  an  Oliver."  The  concluding  season  had  proved  very  productive  to 
the  patentee  and  the  performers.  The  total  amount  accruing  from 
the  twenty  benefits  was  i>l,732,  an  average  of  £86  12s.  exclusive  of 
"  ticket  nights."

The  guests  at  the 
Guild  feast  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall  numbered  450,  and  "  the  prooeedings, 
from  the  excellence  of  the  wines,  were  protracted  till  about  eleven 
oVlock,  when  the  worthy  donor  of  the  feast  retired  from  the  chair."

30.* — (Advt.)  "  The  annual  main  between  the  gentlemen  of  Norwich 
and  Yarmiouth  will  be  fought  at  the  Two-Necked  Swan,  Market  Place, 
Yarmouth,  on  the  race  days,  for  £5  «  battle  and  £25  the  odd;  to 
show  25  mains  and  six  byes.     Feeders:   Lamb  for  Norwioh;  Steward 
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for  Tarmouth.     The  first  pit  will  begin  fighiting  at  tea  o'clock  each 
morning  before  the  racing." 

30. — Died  at  Cowes,  the  Right  Hon.  the  Earl  of  Crayen,  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  the  county  of  Berka,  Reoorder  of  Coventoy,  aiodl  a 
lieutenant-general  in  the  Army.  His  lordship,  who  was  in  his  55th 
year,  married  on  December  12th,  1807,  Miss  Brunton,  of  Govent 
Garden  Theatre,  and  formerly  of  the  Norwich  Company,  and  left 
issue  Viscount  Uffington,  anotiier  son,  and  a  daughter. 

AUGUST. 

1. — ^Lord  Chief  Justice  Abbott  and  Lord  Chief  Baron  Alexander, 
Judges  of  Assize,  were  received  a/b  Harford  Bridge,  Norwich,  ty  the 
High  Sheriff  of  Norfolk  (Col.  Harvey).  "  Bedng  a  member  of  the 
Corporation,  the  Mayor  and  his  brethren  determined  to  accompany 
him  with  the  city  Sheriffs,  and  a  procession  was  formed  in  the 
following  ordear: — Two  blue  coats  on  horseback;  justices  and  alder- 
men of  Norwich  in  their  carriages;  city  Sheriffs'  ofiGlcers  on  horse^ 
back;  the  Under  Sheriff's  ditto;  the  Sheriffs  in  a  carriage  and 
four;  two  blue  coats,  with  th«  castles,  on  horseback;  two  mace 
bearers,  ditto;  the  Under-Ghamberlain  with  small  mace,  ditto;  the 
Mayor  in  his  carriage  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  sword  bearer;  the 
High  Sheriff's  trimipeters  on  horseback;  his  marshalmen,  ditto; 
24  javelin  men,  ditto,  in  dark  blue  liveries  wiftih  orange  oockadles; 
the  Under-Sheriff  of  Norfolk;  the  High  Sheriff  in  his  elegant  carriage 
drawn  by  six  fine  brown  horses,  the  ooaichman,  postillions,  and  foot- 
men in  livery,  with  his  chaplain,  the  Rev.  Edward  Bellman;  servants 
on  horseback;  Sir  Robert  John  Harvey  and  Mr.  George  Harvey,  the 
High  Sheriff's  sons,  in  a  chariot.  It  is  said  that  a  similar  procession 
has  not  taken  place  here  for  iihe  last  100  years." 

2. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  held  at  Norwich  before  Lord  Ohdef 
Justice  Abbott^  the  action  Fellowes  v.  Stewiard,  clerk,  was  tried, 
with  the  object  of  deciding  whether  the  plaintiff  had  set  out  his 
tithe  in  a  manner  warranted  by  law.  The  plaintiff's  men  cut  the 
tithe  wheat  on  seven  acres  of  landi,  each  man  taking  «  strip  or  rig 
of  land,  and  after  cutting  each  strip  returned  and  put  his  sheaves 
into  shocks  of  ten  each.  The  plaintiff's  bailiff  set  out  the  tithe  by 
taking  every  tenth  sheaf  from  the  shock  and  placing  it  a  yard  or 
two  from  the  rest.  He  tlhen  put  a  bough  on  every  sheaf  so  laid  apart, 
and  replaced  it  in  the  shock  whence  he  had  taken  it.  The  next  day 
the  sheaves,  except  those  marked  as  tithe,  were  oacrted.  Mr.  Alderman 
Steward,  of  Norwich,  who  was  acting  as  agent  for  his  son,  the  rector 
of  Saxlingham,  stated  that  the  com  should  be  tithed  in  sheaves  before 
it  was  shocked.  Mr.  Fellowes  endeavoured  to  prove  that  the  corn 
had  been  set  out  accorddng  to  the  custom  of  the  place.  The  Judge 
oensured  the  plaintiff  for  adopting  the  method  of  separating  the 
tithe  com  from  the  other  com  and  mixing  iit  with  the  shock  again, 
as  it  opened  the  door  to  the  practice  of  all  kinds  of  fraud.  The 
plaintiff  was  non-suited. 

5. — At  the  Norwich  Assizes,  before  Lord  Chief  Justice  Abbott,  the 
qui  tarn  action  Woodewis  v,  J.  S.  Patteson  came  on  for  trial.  It  was 
brought  to  recover  a  penalty  of  JBIOO  under  3rd  George  IV.,  chap.  77, 
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by  which  persons  trading  in  excisable  liquors  were  precluded  from 
taking  part,  as  magistrates,  in  licensing  proceedings.  It  was  alleged 
that  Mr.  Patteeon  interfered',  on  the  application  of  the  plaintiff,  to 
have  a  house  licensed  for  the  sale  of  home-brewed  beer  and  London 
porter  in  Fishgate  Street,  Norwich,  nearly  opposite  one  belonging  to 
himaelf.  The  answer  was  that  thds  was  am  attempt  to  fix  a  stigma 
on  the  character  of  Mr.  Patteeon.  The  Judge  said  the  jury  could 
find  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff  without  impeaching  the  character  of 
the  defendant.  The  jury  returned  the  following  verdict:  ''We  give 
the  plaintiff  £100  damages;  at  the  same  time  we  entertain  a  very 
high  opinion  of  the  high  honour  and  good  faitih  of  Alderman  Patteson 
and  the  other  gentlemen  of  the  Corporation." 

6.— Died  at  Ryde,  Isle  of  Wight,  Mr.  JiAm  Lens,  "his  Majesty's 
ancient  Sergeant  at  Law,''  aged  69.  He  was  a  native  of  Norwich,  and 
was  educated  at  the  Free  Grammar  School. 

^Mr.    Graham    made   a   balloon    ascent   from    Richmond    Hill 

Gardens,  Norwich,  at  6.5  and  descended  at  Beighton  at  6.30  p.m.  He 
made  a  second  ascent  on  August  30th.  and  descended  at  E^lham. 
He  was  advertised)  to  asoend  on  September  6th  in  company  witih 
the  Higib  Sheriff,  but  the  balloon  was  inadequate  in  lifting  power. 
A  second  attempt  wars  made  on  the  7th.  Mr.  Graham  had  to  resign 
his  place  to  Mrs.  Graliami,  who  successfully  made  the  ascent  with 
Col.  Harvey,  and  descended  in  safety  at  Bradeeton,  near  Brundall. 

13. — The  governors  of  tihie  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  received 
from  his  Majesty  the  King  a  copy  of  Arnold's  edition  of  Handel's 
works  in  49  volumes  "  for  the  use  of  those  engaged  at  the  Musical 
Festival  connected  with  the  charity." 

22. — At  a  reot  audit  dinner  held  at  Woodbastwiok  the  tenants  pre- 
sented to  Mr.  John  Cator  a  silver  vase,  of  the  value  of  £120,  as  '^  a 
token  of  regard  and  respect  for  his  liberal  abatement  of  rent  during 
four  years  of  unprecedented  depreciation  of  agricultural  produce,  by 
which  means  they  were  able  to  continue  in  the  occupation  of  their 
farms  during  the  wreck  and  ruin  of  thousands,  and  now  times  are 
altered  for  the  better,  liope  to  be  enabled  to  pay  their  rents  and  meet 
their  landlord  as  before  with  money  in  their  pockets,  cheerful  counter 
nances,  and  grateful  hearts." 

30. — ^Election  of  freemen's  Sheriff  at  Norwich.  The  candidates 
were — Mr.  James  Brooks,  jun.,  865  votes;  Mr.  Alderman  Springfield, 
5C1 ;  Mr.  William  Scott  (*'  nominated  with  tlhe  view  of  dividing  Mr. 
Brooks's  interest "),  0. 


SEPTEMBER. 

1. — ^Mr.  William  Simpson,  Chamberlain  of  the  city  of  Norwich, 
was  presented  by  the  Corporation  with  a  piece  of  plate,  of  the  value 
of  100  guineas,  in  recognition  of  the  aible  discharge  of  his  official 
duties. 

3.*— "Died  at  Yarmouth,  Mary,  tJh-e  wife  of  Mr.  Clifford,  of  the 
Norwich  Theatre,  in  her  66th  year." 

10. — The  Swaffham  and  London  new  post  coach  was  advertised  to 
run  from  the  Grown  Inn,  SwaffSiam,  on   Monday,  Wedtiesday,  and

Fruity  mornings. at  seven  o'clock,  and  to  return  from  the  Three  Nuns 
Inn,  Ald^te,  on  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday  mominga  2A,  the 
same  hour.     It  performed  the  journey  in  twelve  hours. 

14. — ^A  piece  of  plate,  of  the  value  of  £120,  was  presented  to 
Mr.  William  Palgrave,  of  Yarmouihh,  by  the  manufacturers  and 
merdbants  of  Norwioh,  "  to  express  their  sense  of  his  official  oonduot 
in  regulating  the  drawback  granted  to  them  by  the  Government  on 
the  repeal  of  the  duties  on  silk." 

23. — ^The  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Clarence  passed  through  Norwioh. 
Their  Royal  Higfhnesses  had  luncheon  at  the  Rampant  Horse  Inn,  and 
afterw«urds  proceedied  on  their  way  to  Newmarket  and  London. 


OOTOBBR. 

2.— Died,  Mrs.  Hannah  Want,  of  Ditchingham,  aged  106.  ''She 
was  bom  August  20th,  1720.  Till  the  day  of  her  death  she  was  not 
confined  to  Iher  bed,  and  on  the  anniversary  of  her  105th  birthday 
cnftiertained  at  party  of  her  relatives,  who  visited!  her  to  celebrate  it. 
She  lived  to  see  a  numerous  progeny  of  the  fifth  generation,  and 
at  her  death  there  were  living  children,  grandchildren,  great  grand- 
ofhildren,   and  great  great  grandchildren  to  the  number  of  121." 

4. — ^Mr.  Daniel  Woods,  surgeon  to  the  Gressenhall  House  of 
Industry,  aad  to  sixteen  of  the  surrounding  parishes,  was  presented 
with  a  piece  of  plate  by  the  Guardians  of  the  Mitf  ord  and  Launditch 
Hundred  in  recognition  of  his  efficient  services  during  the  period  <^ 
36  years. 

8. — ^The  Defiance  Swafflhiam  and  London  day  coach  wars  advertised 
to  run  to  the  Flower  Pot  Inn,  Bishopsgate  Street,  every  Monday, 
Wednesday,  and  Friday  in  twelve  hours. 

11. — ^A  shooting  match  for  200  sovereigns  commenced  at  Holkham 
between  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P.,  and  Capt.  Ross.  Conditions :  to  sLoot 
partridges;  to  toss  for  choice  of  ground  on  first  day  and  exchange 
grounds  on  the  second  day;  to  load  own  guns  and  bag  own  game; 
and  to  (have  no  other  beaters  than  the  dogs.  On  the  first  day  Mr. 
Coke  killed  54  and  Capt.  Ross  40  brace.  The  second  day's  shooting 
took  place  on  the  lith,  when  Capt.  Ross  had  men  to  mark,  beat,  and 
pick  up  game.  At  the  first  day's  shooting,  it  was  alleged,  Mr.  Coke 
inadvertently  broke  the  rules  of  tiie  match.  Elxplanations  followed, 
and  bets  were  declared  off. 

17. — ^The  Rev.  T.  D.  Atkinson,  St.  Mary's,  "nietford,  was  presented 
with  tt  piece  of  plate  by  the  parishioners,  churchwardens,  and  others 
in  recognition  of  his  unwearied  zeal  as  "  a  most  exemplary  parish 
priest." 

20. — ^Messrs.  Pettet's  Session  Week  Concerts  at  Norwioh  Theatre 
and  the  Hall  Concert  Room,  St.  George's,  commenced  on  this  date. 
The  principal  vocalists  were  Mr.  Phillips  and  Madame  Caradori; 
leader  of  the  band,  Mr.  Mori. 

Died  at  his  houfic,  St.  Clement's,  Norwich,  aged  83,  Dr.  James 

Alderson.     The  funeral  took  place  on  October  27  in  the  Gildencroft 
burial-ground  belonging  to  tibe  Society  of  Friends.

20. — ^A  county  meeting  wajs  held  at  the  Shirehadl,  Norwich,  under 
the  presidency  of  the  High  Sheriff,  at  which  it  was  decided  to  petition 
Parliament  ''for  the  immediate  mitigation  of  slavery  throughout  the 
British  Colonies,  and  for  its  extinction  at  the  earliest  safe  and 
practicable  period  in  oomplianoe  with  the  resolutions  of  the  House 
of  Commons  in  May,  1823." — The  petition,  which  was  presented  in 
the  House  of  Commons  by  Mr.  EJdmond  Wodehouse  on  March  1st, 
1826,  received  17,125  signatures,  and  was  82  yards  in  lengtik 

22. — Mr.  James  Vining,  formerly  of  the  Norwich  Company,  appeared 
at  the  Haymarket  Theatre  in  the  character  of  Ootavian  (''  The 
Mountaineers  "),  and'  was  favourably  received. 

23. — ^The  Baron  Von  Bulan  gave  an  address  at  the  Old  Meeting 
House,  Norwich,  as  agent  for  a  Continental  society  "  for  the  distribu- 
tion of  Bibles  and  CHlristian  instruction  where  Popery  and  infidelity 
prevail" 

25. — ^The  Magnet  coach  from  London  to  Norwich  was  accidentally 
overturned  in  passing  through  the  EUdon  gate  at  Thetford,  and  one 
of  the  passengers,  a  widow  from  Hargham,  was  crushed  to  death  by 
tAw  vehicle  falling  upon  her. 

26. — ^Died  at  the  Cavalry  Barracks,  Norwich,  aged  59,  Lieut.-Col. 
Sir  Thomas  Pate  Hankin,  oommianding  the  Scots  Greys.  He  joined 
the  regiment  as  comet,  July  2l8t,  1795;  was  promoted  lieutenant, 
August  13th,  1796;  captain,  October  ISUi,  1798;  major,  April  4t!h, 
1808;  lieutenant-colonel  in  the  Army,  Jime  -ith,  1814;  and  lieutenant- 
odionel  commandling  the  regiment,  October  11th,  1821.  He  was 
with  that  distingui^ed  oorpe  at  the  battle  of  Waterloo,  when  he 
received  a  severe  wound  in  the  knee.  Previous  to  entering  the  Army 
he  was  a  surgecm  at  Upwell  in  this  county,  and  afterwards  captain  of 
the  grenadier  company  of  the  Middlesex  Militia.  Sir  Thomas  was 
buried  with  military  honours  in  the  north  transept  of  Norwich 
Catlbedral  on  November  2nd. 


NOVEMBER. 


3. — ^lliopogood,  thsi  driver  of  "  "Hie  Times "  coach,  gave  up  the 
reins  on  this  date,  having  held  tbem  since  July  14th,  1822,  "  during 
which  time  (hie  drove  the  coach  every  day  to  e^nd  from  the  Norfolk 
Hotel,  Norwich,  and  the  Swan  with  Two  Necks,  Lad  Lane,  London, 
a  distance  of  116  miles  without  any  accident  of  consequence,  a  task 
which  we  believe  was  never  before  performed  by  any  man.  In  the 
above  space  of  time  he  travelled-  182,352  miles,  independent  of  the 
distance  he  regularly  walked,  which  oould  not  have  been  less  than 
a  mile  each  day,  as  he  always  slept  at  the  Blxie  Boar,  Aldgate,  when 
in  London,  and  at  the  Bell,  Orford  Hill,  when  in  Norwich."  Thorogood 
married  on  November  8th  Miss  M.  Westall,  of  London. 

4. — H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Sussex,  who  was  staying  witihi  Admiral 
Windham  at  Felbrigg,  visited  Cromer,  when  the  inhabitants  removed 
the  horses  from  his  carriage  and  dragged  it  through  the  town. 

7. — ^According  to  annual  custom,  a  grand  battue  took  place  at 
Holkham,  when  upwards  of  700  head  of  game  were   shot.     "Game 
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has  not  been  found  so  plentiful  as  in  fonxiier  seasons.  The  deficiency 
was  in  (bares,  of  which  not  more  than  220  have  been  shot  in  one  day. 
In  preyious  years  upwards  of  500  hares  have  been  killed  in  the  park 
in  one  day." 

12. — ^The  Norwich  Sociely  "  for  promoting  the  immediate  mitigation 
and  final  abolition  of  slavery  "  was  established  at  a  meeting  held  at 
St.  Andrew's  Hall,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Mayor  (Mr.  T.  S. 
Day). 

14. — ^Married  at  Minto,  Roxburghshire,  Mr.  J.  P.  Boileau,  jun., 
eldest  son  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Boileau,  of  Mortlake,  and  of  Tacolneston  Hall, 
to  La^y  Catherine  Elliott,  daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Minto. 

Swaffham   Coursing  Meeting   commenced   with   a   very   small 

attendance.  "  We  have  to  regret  the  retirement  of  Lord  Rivers, 
whose  advanced  age  and  infirm  state  of  (health  have  obliged  him  to 
relinquish  his  favourite  pursuits.  The  superior  greyhounds  his  lord- 
ship used  to  bring  secured  him  the  victory  in  almost  every  nuatch 
he  made — indeed,  (he  was  allowed  to  possess  the  best  breed  of  grey- 
hounds in  the  kingdiom.  The  noble  lord,  during  hds  ooiursing  career, 
has  been  the  winner  of  fourteen  cups,  and  is  the  only  member  since 
the  establishment  of  the  SwaMuam  Coursing  Meeting  in  1779  who 
has  won  five  cupe  at  Swaffham,  and  this  during  the  ket  eleven  years, 
his  lordship  first  entering  in  1813.  His  greyhounds  sold  at  TattersalFs 
in  May  last  for  1,029  guineas;  with  seven  Iborses  and  two  dog  carts 
the  amount  was  brought  up  to  1,339^  guineas,  which  sum  his  lordship 
generously  presented  to  his  servants.  One  dog,  Rex,  who  has  never 
been  beaten,  and  also  a  bitch,  as  companion  to  this  nonpariel,  are 
retained  by  Lord  Rivers  as  a  memento  of  his  celebrated  kennel." 

21. — ^A  meeting  of  the  Norwich  and  Norfolk  Law  Library  was  held 
at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  at  which  were  adopted  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions drajwn  up  by  a  committee  appointed  on  December  3rd,  1824. 
The  books  were  ordered  to  be  deposited  in  a  room  in  Institution 
Court,  Upper  Haymarket. 

23. — ^The  Norwich  Association  for  Assisting  in  the  Detection  and 
Prosecution  of  Criminal  Offenders  was  instituted  at  a  meeting  held 
at  the  Guildhall. 

26. — ^A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Angel  Inn,  Norwich,  at  which  an 
association  was  formed  for  the  protection  of  agriculture.  It  was 
known  as  the  East  Norfolk  Agricultural  Society,  and  Mr.  Jehosaphat 
Postle  was  elected  president. 

^A  corn  market  was  re-established  at  Wells-next-the-Sea. 

28. — ^The  first  annual  meeting  of  subscribers  to  the  Norfolk  and 
Norwich  Museum  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  under  the  presidency  of 
Sir  James  E.  Smitik  Rules  for  the  management  of  the  institution 
were  adopted. 

30. — St.  AndreVs  Day  was  celebrated  by  the  Scots  Greys  at  the 
Cavalrv  Barracks,  Norwich.  A  soldier  dressed  as  St.  Andrew  was 
escorted  from  the  city  boundary  to  the  barracks  by  a  party  of  forty 
troopers  in  Highland  dress,  who  called  at  the  house  of  the  Mayor, 
in  Pottergate  Street,  and  danced  a  reel.  The  festival  was  afterwards 
kept   in  a  convivial  manner  at  the  barracks. 
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DEGEMBEB. 

9. — ^Mr.  De  Hague's  portrait,  painted  by  Sir  William  Beeobey,  was 
hung  in  SU  Andrew's  H«ll,  Norwich. 

12. — ^Died,  aged  83,  Mr.  Burks,  one  of  the  proprietorB  of  the 
"  Norwich  Merouiy." 

16. — Messrs.  T.  H.  and  W.  Day,  of  the  Norwich  and  Swaffham  Bank, 
announced  tfhai  they  were  compelled  to  suspend  their  payments.  On 
the  17tih  it  was  made  known  that  a  docket  had  been  struck  preparatory 
to  a  commission  of  bankruptcy  being  issued  against  the  firm. — ^Messrs. 
Finoham's  Bank  at  Diss  stopped  payment  at  about  the  same  date 
owing  to  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Benjamin  Fincham  on  November 
19th,  but  was  re-opened  on  January  9thi,  1826. 

20. — ^The  Rev.  Robert  Forby,  rector  of  Fincham,  was  found  drowned 
in  his  bath.  It  was  suppoeed  t^at  he  was  seized  with  sudden  f  aintness 
wbile  bathing. 

27. — ^Died  at  Tittleshall  parsonage,  the  Rev.  Dixon  Hoste,  aged  76, 
for  many  years  an  acting  magistrate  in  the  Hundred  of  Launditch. 

28. — ^A  public  meeting  at  Lynn  apf^roved  a  plan  for  constructing 
a  bridge  and  embankment  over  the  Cross  Keys  Wash,  in  order  to 
establish  direct  communication  between  the  whole  of  Norfolk  and 
part  of  Suffolk  with  Lincolnshire  and  the  nort^  of  England. 

31. — ^Wombwell  exhibited  his  menagerie  on  the  Castle  Hill,  Norwich, 
and  advertised  as  an  attraction  "  the  two  unequalled  lions,  Nero  and 
Wallace,  the  same  who  fought  and  conquered  the  dogs  at  Warwick." 


1826. 
JANUARY. 

7. — ^In  consequence  of  continued  applications  for  relief  by  the 
unemployed  weavers,  &c.,  the  Norwich  Court  of  Guardians  increased 
the  mulct  f<Nr  the  ensuing  quarter  £3,000 — an  addition  to  the  rates 
of  2s.  in  the  pound. — On  J-amuary  12th  a  Crape  Ball,  at  wihich  the 
lady  patronesses  wore  white  Norwich  crape,  other  ladies  scarlet 
geranium-coloured  Norwich  crapes,  and  gentlemen  waistcoats  of  plain 
white  shawl  with  shawl  pattern  border  as  part  of  their  evening  dress, 
was  (hleld  at  the  Assembly  Room  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  a  fund 
for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  and  produced  a  clear  profit  of  £79.  The 
fund  was  formally  inaugurated  at  a  public  meeting  held  at  the 
Guildhall  on  January  16th,  and  upwards  of  £5,000  was  afterwards 
subscribed. — ^The  Paving  Act  Commissioners  on  January  24th  decided 
to  macadamise  Ber  Street  in  order  to  afford  relief  work,  and  in  Mardh 
the  manufacturers,  with  the  same  object,  commenced  making  bombazetts 
and  twilled  stuffs,  aa-ticles  that  were  entirely  new  to  Norwich.  On 
March  10th  the  governors  of  the  Bank  of  England  granted  to  the 
manufacturers  the  loan  of  £80,000  for  four  monthls  at  the  rate  of 
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five  per  oaat.  per  amnum;  and  on  May  15th  application  was  made 
to  the  oommattee  in  London  for  the  relief  of  dfistreesed}  manufactures, 
who  granted  X600  to  the  unemployed  wea^erB,  still  numbering 
seyeral  thousands. — ^The  Court  of  Guardians  on  July  4th  increased 
the  mulct  for  the  ensuing  quarter  to  £15,000;  and  in  August  offered 
to  obtain  employment  for  a  considerable  number  of  distressed  weavers 
if  ijblefy  would  consent  to  a  slight  reduction  of  wages.  The  men  deolined 
the  offer  because  the  mant^acturers  refused  to  guarantee  that  they 
would  not  send  work  into  the  country.  During  the  remaining  portion 
of  the  year  employment  continued  to  be  scarce. 

14.*— "Mr.  W.  K  L.  Bulww,  of  Heydon  Hall,  has  lately  been 
presented  by  Ms  tenants  with  a  piece  of  plate,  of  the  value  of  500 
guineas,  as  a  testimony  of  their  respect  and  esteem'  for  his  general 
good  conduct,  and  especially  as  a  mark  of  gratitude  for  his  disinter- 
ested generosiiy  during  the  late  agricultural  distresses." 

18. — ^Died  at  Yarmouth,  John  Joy,  for  30  years  guard  of  the  mail 
ooach  to  London.  "  He  has  left  three  sons,  two  of  whom,  since  the 
death  of  Serres,  are  said  to  be  the  first  marine  painters  in  the 
kingdomL" 

26. — ^A  great  skating  match  at  Wisbech,  in  which  aJl  tlbe  principal 
fen  skaters  took  part,  was  won  by  Farrow,  of  Nordelph. 

31. — ^A  large  number  of  weavers  caused  a  riot  in  Norwich,  and 
destroyed  a  carrier's  cart  which  was  conveying  into  the  country 
materials  for  manufacturing  purposes.  On  February  1st  the  mob 
stopped  all  country  carts  and  seized  what  manufacturing  articles  were 
found  upon  them,  broke  the  windows  of  several  factories,  and  became  so 
aggressive  that  the  Scots  Greys  were  called  out  to  quell  the  disturb- 
ance. The  rioting  was  resumed  on  February  13th,  when  many 
citizens  were  sworn  in  as  special  constables,  and  after  the  Riot  Act 
had  been  road  tihie  cavalry  cleared  the  streets. 

FEBRUARY. 

4.* — "  Died  at  a  rustic  and  old  habitation  on  Eettlestone  Common, 
at  the  age  of  99,  Robert  Pamell,  an  honest  husbandlman,  who,  imtil 
he  was  93,  never  took  relief  from  the  parish.  He  had!  frequently  said 
he  never  recollected  hlaving  taken  physic  in  his  life." 

9. — ^TSie  Norwich  and  Lowestoft  Navigation  BiU  was  introduced! 
into  the  House  of  Commons  and!  read  a  first  time;  it  passed  its  second 
reading  on  February  17th,  and  on  February  27th  petitions  were 
presented  against  the  measure  from  the  Corporation  of  Yarmouth  and 
the  owners  of  estates,  and  in  its  favour  from  the  inhlabitants  of 
Lowestoft  and  the  Port  Reeve  and  inhabitants  of  Beccles.  On  April 
10th  a  Committee  of  the  House  proceeded  to  take  evidence,  and  after 
81  sitting  of  18  days  20  votes  were  given  for  the  Bill  and  25  against. 
The  result  of  the  Parliamentary  proceedings  gave  rise  to  great 
rejoicings  at  Yarmouth,  where,  on  May  18th»,  a  dinner  was  held  to 
celebrate  the  defeat  of  the  Bill. — On  August  8th  the  Haven  and  Pier 
Commissioners  received  a  deputation  from  the  Norwich  and  Lowestoft 
Navigation  Committee,  and  a  conference  was  <hield.  Further  discussion 
was   deferred  until  September   5th. — On   August  26th)  the   county 
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magistrates  held  a  meetins^  at  the  Norwich  Shirehall,  and  reeolved 
that  it  was  desirable  that  Norwich  be  made  a  port  through  Yarmouth-, 
and  requested  the  Haven  and  Pier  Commissioners  to  continue 
negooiations  with  the  Norwich  Joint  Stock  Company. — ^At  the 
adjourned  meeting  on  September  5th  the  negociations  fell  through 
owing  to  the  strong  opposition  manifested  hj  the  traders  and 
merchants  of  Yarmouth.  The  Navigation  Compaoij,  on  September 
29th,  decided  to  revive  the  Lowestoft  scheme,  to  execute  the  work 
for  a  sum  not  exceeding  £100,000,  and  to  apply  for  a  Bill  in  the  next 
Session  of  Parliament.  On  November  22nd  a  petition  was  presented 
in  tihle  House  of  Commons  for  leave  to  bring  in  the  Bill,  and  was 
referred  to  Committee.  At  a  public  meeting  at  Yarmouth  on  Novem- 
ber 28th,  it  was  resolved  to  exercise  every  influence  to  bring  about 
the  defeat  of  the  measure. — ^The  Bill  was  read  a  first  time  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  November  29th. 

12. — ^Died  at  his  house  in  St.  Giles*,  the  Rev.  Charles  John 
Chapman,  B.D.,  upper  minister  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich.  He 
was  educated  at  the  Norwich  Free  Grammar  School,  under  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Parr,  and  at  tihe  University  of  Cambridge,  and  was  some  time 
fellow  of  Corpus  Christi  College. 

13. — Capt.  Parry,  R.N.,  was  presented  with  the  freedom  of  Lynn 
"  in  testimony  of  his  meritorious  and  enterprising  conduct  in  his 
several  voyages  of  discovery."  On  the  15th  the  Corporation  gave  a 
dinner  in  his  honour  at  the  Town  Hall. 

14. — ^Died,  Mrs.  Mary  Seaman,  of  Norwidh,  aged  100. 

23. — ^The  Soots  Greys  marched  from  Norwich  for  Liverpool. 


MARCH. 

3. — ^The  1st  Dragoon  Guards  marched  into  Norwich. 

9. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  county  magistrates,  held  at  the  Shirehall, 
Norwidhl,  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  State  was  read  on  the  subject 
of  the  removal  of  the  Lent  Assizes  from  Tlietford  to  Norwich.  It  was 
agreed  to  answer  the  various  objections  it  contained,  and  to  strongly 
urge  the  removal  of  the  Assizes. — The  Grand  Jury  at  Norwich  Assizes 
on  July  22nd  made  a  presentment  of  the  grievance  from  which  the  city 
suffered  in  the  absence  of  a  second  gaol  delivery  in  the  course  of  the 
year. 

18.* — "Died  lately  in  London,  aged  62,  Mr.  Henry  Smith,  of 
Elllingham  Hall,  who  for  29  years  held  the  situation  of  solicitor  to  tIhe 
East  India  Dock  Company,  and  clerk  of  the  Drapers'  Company.  Mr. 
Smith  some  time  ago  represented  the  borough  of  Colne  in  Parliament." 

25. — Between  60  and  70  friendls  of  Mr.  Cobbett  dined  at  the 
Bowling  Green  Inn,  Norwich,  under  the  presidency  of  Sir  Thomas 
Beevor.  Mr.  Cobbett  was  present,  and  replied  to  the  toast  of  "  Our 
Guest,"  proposed  by  Sir  Thomas. 

27. — ^The  new  Theatre  at  Norwich  was  opened  with  the  perform- 
ance of  "  The  School  for  Scandal "  and  of  iJhe  farce  "  Youth,  Love,  and 
Folly."  The  proceedings  commenced  with  the  singing  of  the  National 
Anthem  by  the  whole  of  t&e  oompaoiy,  after  whidbl  the  leading  actor, 
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Mr.  OsbaJdiston,  delivered  an  address,  "  written  by  a  young  lady  of 
this  city  for  the  occasion."  On  the  previous  Saturday  evening  (March 
25tfb)  the  patentee,  Mr.  Wilkins,  entertained  a  party  of  150  ladies  and 
gentlemen  in  the  green  room  of  the  Theatre.  The  High  Sheriff  (Col. 
Harvey)  proposed  "Success  to  the  new  Theatre,"  "which  tfie  guests 
readily  plef^ed  in  glasses  of  sparkling  chanLpagne,"  and  the  evening 
concluded  with  a  dance  upon  the  stage. 

APRIL, 

IL — ^Died  at  her  bouse.  Rue  Neuve  du  Luxembourg,  Paris,  Madame 
De  Bardelin,  wife  of  Monsieur  le  Chevalier  Laget  De  Bardelin,  OfiGlcier 
Sup^rieur,  Lieutenant  des  Gardes  du  Corps  du  Roy.  "  Madame  De 
Bardelin  was  well  known  and  highly  respected  by  many  distinguished 
families  in  Norwich  and  Norfolk,  where,  when  she  was  Miss  Sutton, 
she  residled  for  a  considerable  time." 

14. — ^A  squadron  of  Ist  King's  Dragoon  Guards  left  Norwich  for 
Leeds,  and  on  the  same  day  the  depdt  of  the  40th  (2nd  Somersetshire) 
Regiment  of  Foot  arrived  in  the  oity  and  occupied  the  Cttvaby 
Barracks. 

20. — Mr.  Osbaldiston  took  leave  of  the  Norwich  stage  in  the  part 
of  Virginius,  and  proceeded  to  the  Haymarket  Theatre,  London. 

30. — ^The  large  east  window  of  Norwich  Cathedral  was  exposed  to 
view  after  restoration.  "  The  central  light  formerly  comprised  the 
Transfiguration,  after  Raphael,  painted  by  the  lady  of  the  late  Dean 
Lloyd,  with  varnished  colours,  but  these  not  having  been  burnt  in 
were  after  a  time  entirely  dissipated.  The  same  subject  has  now 
been  re-executed  in  vitrified  colours  from  the  picture  by  Julio  Romanos 
in  the  possession  of  Mr.  W.  Wilkins.  To  that  ingenious  artist,  Mr. 
Zobel  (in  the  employment  of  Mr.  Yarrington,  of  Norwich),  we  oflFer  our 
congratulations  on  the  success  of  his  undertaking." 

MAY. 

1. — ^Mr.  Barton,  from  the  Bristol  Theatre,  who  succeeded  Mr. 
Osbaldiston  sb  the  tragedian  of  the  Norwich  Company,  made  has  first 
appearance  in  the  part  of  Hamlet.  ^'The  thanks  of  the  pure  lovers 
of  the  stage  are  due  to  Mr.  Chippen<}ale  for  not  playing  the  grave- 
digger  in  the  traditionary  number  of  waistcoats." 

4. — Major  Jonathan  Peel,  son  of  Sir  Robert  Peel,  and  brother  of 
the  Right  Hon.  Robert  Peel,  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Depart- 
ment, issued  his  address  as  candidate  for  Norwich  in  the  "  Purple  and 
Orange  "  interest. 

17. — ^Mr.  William  Smith  issued  his  address  as  candidate  for  Norwich 
in  the  "Blue  and  White"  interest.  "I  regret,"  he  wrote,  "that 
practices  exist  against  which  I  have  frequently  and  earnestly  remon- 
strated; not  only  in  private,  but  before  thousands  of  you  assembled 
I  have  openly  protested  against  thte  right  of  any  man  to  call  for  a 
reform  in  Parliament  who  accepted  any  reward  for  his  own  vote." 

18. — Died  at  his  lodging  at  Yarmouth,  aged  86,  Mr.  Roger  Hays, 
of  Norwich,  formerly  captain  in  the  11th  Light  Dragoons,  and  many

years  adjutant  of  the  3rd  or  Ea«t  Norfolk  Teomanry  Caraby.  He 
entered  the  Army  in  1760,  and  was  on  duty  with  the  Household'  troope 
at  the  ooronation  of  George  IIL 

19. — ^The  several  troops  of  the  3rd  Norfolk  Yeomanry  Cavalry, 
commanded  by  Lieut.-Gol.  Harvey,  completed  28  days'  permanent 
duty  at  Norwich,  and  were  inepeoted  at  Mile  EInd  by  Major  Rutledge, 
6th  CaraibineerB. 

JUNE. 

9. — ^Mr.  William  Smith,  the  former  member,  and  Major  Peel  were 
returned  unopposed  for  Norwich.  A  Mr.  Morrison  had  been  invited 
to  contest  the  seat  as  a  th&rd  oandidate,  but  excused  himself  on  the 
ground  that  he  was  already  nominated!  for  Great  Marlow.  It  was  by 
the  extreme  section  of  the  "Blue  and  White"  party  that  Mr. 
Morrison's  services  were  sought.  Failing  in  this  they  nominated  Mr. 
R.  H.  Gumey,  but  it  being  represented  to  the  Sheriff  that  he  would 
not  consent,  the  nomination  was  withdrawn.

10.— Lynn  Election :  The  Hon.  John  Walpole,  199 ;  Lord  William 
Bentinck,  174;  Sir  W.  B.  ffolkes,  104. 

*"  Died  a  few  days  since  at  Hampstead,  in  Berkshire,  Mrs. 

Brunton,  widow  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Brimton,  of  Norwich." 

12. — ^Lord  Charles  Fitz  Roy  and  Mr.  William  Bingham  Baring  were 
returned  unopposed  for  Thetford. 

Lord  H.    Cholmondteley    and    Col.    the   Hon.   F.    G.   Howaard 

were  returned  unopposed  for  Castle  Rising. 

^The  portrait  of  Mr.  J.  S.  Patteson,  by   Beeohey,  and  of  Mr. 

William  Simpeon,  Chamberlain  of  the  city  and  Treasurer  of  the  county, 
by  Phillips,  R.A.,  were  hung  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich. 

14. — ^The  Wesleyan  Methodists  of  Norwich  presented  to  the  Rev. 
William  Gilpin,  superintendent  of  the  Norwich  circuit,  a  pair  of  silvM* 
cupe  as  a  token  of  gratitudb  and  esteem.  The  inscriptions  were  sur- 
mounted by  engraved  representatione  of  Calvert  Street  and  St. 
Peter's  Chapels,  both  of  w*hioh  were  erected  under  Mr.  Gilpin's 
superintendence,  the  fonner  in  1819  and  the  latter  in  1824. 

^The  first  laden  wherries  proceeded  along  the  North  Wa-lsham 

and  Dilham  Canal  from  Wayford  Bridge  to  Mr.  Cubitt's  mill  at  North 
Walsham,  with  musio  playing  and  flags  flying.  ''Thousands  of 
spectators  assembled  to  witness  this  interesting  scene,  and  the  day 
finished  with  a  plentiful  treat  to  the  workmen  of  Mr.  Sharpe's  strong 
ale  and  Barclay's  brown  stout." 

19. — Mr.  T.  W.  Coke  and  Mr.  EdmoDd  Wodehouse  were  returned 
unopposed  for  Norfolk.  '*  At  Mr.  Walter's  house  on  the  Gentleman's 
Walk,  Lady  Anne  Coke,  with  her  two  lovely  children,  presented  her- 
self at  the  windows,  and  was  greeted  with  loud  acclaims  by  Mr.  Coke's 
friends.  When  the  hon.  member  himself  passed  the  spot  our  venerable 
Lord  Bishop  was  holding  the  young  heir  of  Holkham  in  his  arms,  and 
each  time  that  his  father  was  triumphantly  thrown  up  in  his  chair 
the  plaudits  were  renewed  with  an  enthusiasm  which  must  have  been 
truly  grateful  to  his  parental  feelings." 
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20. — Guild  Day  at  Norwich  was  observed  with  the  customary 
formalities.  Mr.  Ed.  Temple  Booth  having  been  sworn  in  as  Mayor, 
thie  Right  Hon.  Robert  Peel,  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home 
Department,  and  his  brother,  Major  Peel,  M.P.,  took  the  oath  as 
freemen  of  the  city.  The  Guild!  feast,  given  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall, 
was  attended  by  650  guests,  and  'the  ball  at  Chapel  Field  House  by 
300. 

2L — ^Messrs.  Charles  and  George  Green  ascended  in  their  balloon 
from  the  gasworks  at  Lynn  in  the  presence  of  15,000  spectators,  and 
descended  at  Southtery,  near  Downham  Market. 

JULY. 

4. — ^A  meeting  of  the  "  Blue  and  White  "  freemen  was  held  at  the 
Ranelagh  Gardens,  Norwich,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  William 
Smith,  M.P.,  at  which  was  formedl  the  Norwiohl  Union  Independent 
Society.     Its  object  was  "  to  promote  the  purity  of  election." 

8. — Died  at  Dublin,  aged  24,  Lieut.  Henry  Francis  Bell,  58th 
Regiment  of  Foot,  grandson  of  Mr.  Henry  Bell,  of  Wallington.  He 
was  accidentally  shot  by  a  recruit  while  at  practice  with  ball  cartridge. 

10. — Great  rejoicings  took  place  at  Cromer  on  th^  coming  of  age 
of  the  hieir  of  Felbrigg.  The  horses  were  removed  from  Mr.  Wind- 
ham's carriage,  which  wa»s  dragrged'  through  tYte  streets  of  the  town. 
"Fourteen  barrels  of  strong  ale  and  porter  having 'been  placed  on  a 
pleasant  eminence  on  tlie  road  to  Felbrigg,  thirteen  were  broached 
and  distributed  among  the  company,  and  the  remaining  barrel  was 
given  to  the  poor  of  Cromer.  A  ball  wa«  held  at  FelBrigg  Hall  in 
the  evening." 

13. — ^In  the  Rolls  Court  Lord  Gifford  delivered  judigment  in  the 
tithe  case  Bayley  v.  Sewell.  The  plaintiff  was  the  lessee  of  the 
impropriate  rectory  of  Wyniondham,  and  the  defendant  the  occupier 
of  certain  farms  called  the  Great  Park  Farm  and  the  Little  Park 
Farm,  which  had  been  purchased  upwards  of  200  years  previously  by 
Sir  Henry  Hobart,  the  then  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  Common  Pleas,  as 
tithe  free,  subject  only  to  the  demand  of  a  modus  of  £1  6s.  8d.  in 
respect  of  the  Great  Park  and  of  ISs.  4d.  in  respect  x>f  the 'Little 
Park.  This  suit  was  instituted  for  the  purpK>8e  of  compelling  pay- 
ment of  tithes  in  resp^ect  of  both  farms;  and  at  the  Norfolk  Summer 
Assizes  in  1825  tlue  jury  foimd  for  the  plaintiff.  Lord  Gifford,  in 
his  judgment,  established  the  two  ancient  moduses  which  exempted 
the  properties  from  the  payment  of  tithes. 

15. — ^The  discontinuance  of  Magdalen  Fair,  Norwich,  was  announced 
in  the  following  oflScial  notice: — ^"  Sprowaiton,  July  15th^  1826. 
Whereas  it  has  been  represented  to  the  executors  and  trustees  of  the 
estate  of  the  late  Thomas  Woodruffe  Smith,  Esq.,  lord  of  the  manor 
of  Sprowston  and  lord  of  the  fair  called  Mary  Magdalene  Fair,  yearly 
held  at  Sprowston  in  the  Hundred  of  Taverham  in  the  county  of 
Norfolk,  that  divers  tumults  and  riotous  proceedings  have  taken  place 
at  the  above  fair  to  the  terror  and  fear  of  the  lives  of  the  peaceable 
inhabitants  of  the  said  parishi,  and  great  nuisances  and  depredations 
have  been  committed  on  their  property,  notice  is  hereby  given  to  all 
dealers  and  chapmen  and   all  pereons  whatever   who  have  usually 
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resorted  thereto,  that  no  fair  will  be  iheld  this  yew  on  the  2nd  day 
of  August  or  any  subsequent  day  at  Sprowston  aforesaid,  nor  again 
in  future,  and  any  person  or  persons  who  may,  after  this  notice,  be 
found  trespassing  on  the  lands  where  the  fair  has  been  usually  held, 
or  on  any  other  lands  adjoining,  or  obstructing  the  public  roads  in 
Sprowston  aforesaid,  will  be  dealtr  with  acoording  to  law.  By  order 
of  the  flaid  Trustees,  Lordis  of  the  Majior  of  Sprowston. — ^Thomas 
Sayer,  BaiUff." 

15. — A  fine  vessel  called  the  Rapid,  upwards  of  160  tons,  was 
launched  from  Mr.  Preston's  yard  at  Tarmouth. 

22. — ^A  historical  play  entitled  "Viriatus,  the  Lusitanian  Hero," 
written  by  Mr.  Thwaites,  jun.,  of  Norwich,  a  member  of  the  Norwich 
Company,  was  produced  at  the  Theatre  for  the  first  time,  and  "  was 
received  with  great  approbation." 

30. — ^A  singular  phenomenon  was  witnessed  at  Cromer.  "  The 
lighthouse  hill  and  adjacent  heights  were  literally  oovered  with 
myriads  of  the  insect  called  Lady  Bird  of  an  unusually  large  sort." 


AUGUST. 

7. — The  prisoners  at  the  old  City  Gaol  at  Norwich  were  removed 
to  the  new  Ga^l  nt  St.  Giles'  Gates. 

28. — Ten  thousand  persons  were  attracted  to  the  neighbouitiood  of 
St.  James's  Hill,  Norwich,  to  witness  the  performanoes  of  "Signor 
Carlo  Cram  Villecrop,  the  celebrated  Swiss  Mountain  Flyer  from 
Geneva  and  Mont  Blanc,"  who  was  to  exhibit  "with  the  Tyroleee 
pK)le,  50  feet  long,  the  most  astonishing  gymnastic  flights  never 
before  witnessed  in  this  country."     It  was  a  hoax. 

29. — ^The  election  of  the  freemen's  Sheriff  at  Norwich  was  attended 
with  great  excitement.  The  candidates  were  Mr.  J.  Bennett  and 
Mr.  T.  0.  Springfield^.  "  Complimentary  'half-crowns  were  paid  to  tlbe 
*  friends  of  independence,' "  and  it  was  mentioned  as  a  circimistajioe 
highJy  creditable  to  the  pK)or  freemen  of  the  "Purple  and  Orange" 
interest,  that  "  they  ^x>ntented  themselves  with  a  fee  of  5s.  each  from 
their  own  p^irty."  The  poll  was  declared  as  follows :  Bennett,  1,164 ; 
Springfield,  1,079. 

The  North  Walsham  and  Dilham  Canal  was  formally  opened 

by  a  grand  procession  of  vessels  which  started  from  Wayford  Bridge 
accompanied  by  a  bandl  of  musio  and)  filled  witih  company,  among 
whom  were  Lord  Suffield  and  many  of  the  principal  residents  in  the 
district  At  Antingham  the  company  landed,  formed  in  procession, 
and  marched  to  North  Walsham,  where  a  dinner  was  held  at  the 
King's  Arms  Inn,  under  the  presidency  of  Col.  the  Hon.  John  Wode- 
house. 

SEPTEMBER. 

4. — ^Tlie  Ven.  Archdeacon  Oldiershaw  preached  at  Pulham  Market 
church  on  thie  occasion  of  the  opening  of  the  newly-erected  organ,  built 
by  Mr.  Bullcn,  "  an  ingenious  mechanic  of  that  place." 
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9.* — "The  aged  inhabitants  residing  in  the  alms-houBes  in  St. 
Gregory's,  bequeathed  by  Alderman  Thomas  Pye  to  the  poor  people 
belonging  to  St.  Giles',  were  removed  this  week  into  their  newly- 
erected  and  comfortable  dwellings  in  West  Pottergate  Street." 

13. — A  man  named  Gibeon,  for  a  wager  of  £50,  undertook  to  walk 
from  Norwich  to  Yarmouth  in  seven  and  a  half  'hiours  carrying  JB4 
worth  of  copper  coins,  weighing  four  stones  four  pounds.  He  started 
■from  Bishop  Bridge  at  five  o'clock  in  the  morning,  accomplished'  the 
first  twelve  miles  in  three  hours,  and  arrived  at  Tarmoutb  balf  an 
hour  within  the  stipulated  time. 

18. — ^A  prize  fight,  **  one  of  those  revolting  scenes,  which  are  equally 
an  outrage  on  every  feeling  of  hum«jiity  4ub  well  as  a  scandal  to 
civilised  society,''  took  place  at  Bramerton.  The  combatants  were 
prevented  by  a  magistrate  from  bringing  off  thie  affair  at  Surlingham ; 
and  the  parish  constable  at  Bramerton  on  attempting  to  stop  the 
figlii  was  almost  killed  in  the  execution  of  his  duty. 

OOTOBBB. 

5. — Joseph  Wiggins,  driver  of  the  Norwich  Phenomena  coach,  was 
fined  at  Ixworth  in  the  mitigated  penalty  of  £90  for  having  36  head 
of  partridges  in  his  poeseesion,  contrary  to  the  statute  5  Anne  c.  14, 
s.  2. 

11. — Died  in  Goat  Lane,  Norwich,  aged)  75,  Mr.  John  Reynolds, 
who  served  the  office  of  Shieriff  in  1796. 

17. — ^At  Norwich  Quarter  Sessions  a  committee  of  justices  reported 
that  the  Bridewell  was  **  insuffioient,  inconvenient,  and  inadequate  to 
give  effect  to  the  rules  and  regulations  enforced  in  recent  legislation, 
and  it  was  neceesary  from  the  increased  number  of  commitments  to 
such  Bridewell  that  some  other  and  more  commod^ious  building  should 
be  erected   or  substituted." 

i9. — A  meeting  was  hield  at  the  Angel  Inn,  Norwich,  under  the 
preeidlenoy  of  Mr.  Unthank,  at  which  was  passed  a  resolution  to  the 
effect  "  that  by  the  present  mode  of  electing  Guardians  the  great 
body  of  the  payers  of  the  poor-rates  are  entirely  unrepresented,  that 
the  extraordinary  increase  in  the  poor-rates  of  the  city  within  the 
last  six  months  has  caused  the  greatest  alarm  and  demands  the 
strictest  scrutiny,  and  that  it  is  d'esirable  a  Bill  should  be  brought 
in  to  amend  the  present  Court  of  Guardians  Act  so  far  as  to  the 
choosing  members  of  thie  Court."  A  petition  embodying  the  principle 
of  this  resolution  was  ordered  to  be  presented  to  the  House  of 
Commons. 

21. — ^Died,  Mr.  John  Ansell,  plumber  and  glazier,  St.  John  Madder- 
market,  who  served  the  offer  of  Sheriff  of  Norwich  in  1806. 

^At  about  this  date  large  numbers  of  people  assembled  nightly 

on  Orford  Hill,  Norwich,  to  wa.tch  for  a  "  ghoet "  which  was  said  to 
haunt  the  premises  of  a  Mr.  Hart.  Martin,  a  police  officer,  examined 
some  unoccupied  premises  adjoining,  and  discovered  a  hiding-place 
which  had  evidently  been  used  by  the  person  who  had  annoyed  Mr. 
Hart's  family. 

^Mr.  Stone,  thie  County  Surveyor,  was  reported  to  have  "dis- 

oovered  rooms  and  passages  within  the  walls  of  the  Keep  of  Norwich 

Q  2 
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Castle  which  have  been  unknown  since  it  has  become  a  county  gaol, 
a  period  of  nearly  500  years." 

22. — ^The  Friends'  Meeting  House  in  Goat  Lane,  Norwich,  erected 
on  the  site  of  the  old  Meeting  House  demolished  in  1825,  was 
opened  for  public  worship.  The  architect  was  Mr.  Patience,  and  the 
builder,  Mr.  John  Bensley. 

28. — At  the  adjourned  Quarter  Sessions  at  Norwich,  Mr.  Alderman 
Crisp  Brown  made  serious  allejrationn  as  to  the  way  in  which  the 
contractors  for  the  now  Gaol  had  done  their  work.  The  court 
appointed  Mr.  Niohollfi,  of  London,  to  survey  the  work.  Vestry 
mcetinp^s  were  held  in  St.  Giles',  St.  Peter  M^'iicroft,  St.  Andrew's, 
and  St.  Julian's,  at  which  resolutions  were  adopted  expressing 
approval  of  Mr.  Brown's  action.  On  May  12th,  1827,  it  was 
announced  that  Mr.  Nicholls  had  awarded  the  sum  of  £1,552  to  the 
contractors  over  and  above  the  balance  previously  due  to  them. 

NOVEMBER. 

5. — A  prreat  part  of  the  premises  erected  on  the  site  of  the  old 
alms-houses,  adjoininir  the  Friends'  Meeting  House,  Croat  Lane, 
Norwich,  fell  with  a  tremendous  crash. 

11.* — "Mr.  W.  Wilkins  has  received  another  testimony  to  hie 
ability  as  an  architect  in  the  preference  given  to  his  desiorn  for  the 
London  University." 

Die<l  at  Brundall,  aged  72,  Mr.  Elisha  De  Hague,  Town  Clerk 

of  Norwich,  to  which  office  he  was  elected  on  August  8th,  1792,  on 
the  death  of  his  father. 

18.* — ^"An  intelligent  mercantile  gentleman  from  Russia,  who 
landed  at  Yarmouth,  with  whom  we  had  some  conversation  on  the 
subject  of  the  free  admission  of  foreign  corn  into  this  country,  gave 
it  as  his  opinion  that  the  fears  entertained  here  by  the  landed  interest 
of  excessive  importations,  at  least  for  some  time  to  come,  are  quite 
groundless.  He  admitted,  however,  that  in  eight  or  ten  years,  from 
the  encouragement  we  shall  have  given  to  the  foreign  grower  by  oiu* 
free  trade  system,  if  it  should  be  extended  to  com,  abundant  supplies 
may  be  expected.  What  will  then  be  the  state  of  the  agriculture 
of  this  country  by  no  means  too  flourishing  now  may  be  easily 
imagined." 

21. — ^At  a  special  assembly  of  th>^  Corporation  of  Norwich,  Mr. 
William  Simpson,  for  34  years  Chamberlain,  waa  elected  Town  Clerk 
and  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  and  steward  of  the  several  manors  belonging 
to  the  Corporation,  in  the  room  of  Mr.  Elisha  De  Hague,  deceased. 

25. — ^A  county,  meeting  waa  held  at  the  Shirehall,  Norwich,  for 
the  twofold  purpose  of  opposing  the  Bill  presented  to  Parliament  for 
the  appointment  of  district  surveyors  of  highways,  and  of  expressing 
dissent  from  the  practice  which  prevailed  at  the  Shirehall  of  con- 
ducting county  husiiioss  with  closed  doors.  With  regard  to  the 
first  subject  a  resolution  ^^'tls  passed  stating  that  the  county-rate  had 
increased  from  £7,200  to  £20,400  in  twenty  years,  and  that  it  was 
undeeirable  to  increase  it  by  making  the  proposed  appointments.  It 
was  decided  to  take  counseFs  opinion  upon  the  other  matter.  {See 
January  12th,  1827.) 
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27. — The  Rev.  William  Whitear,  rector  of  Stars  ton,  met  with  his 
death  imder  singular  circumstancea.  He  had  gone  out  with  a  party 
to  apprehend  poachers;  the  party  divided  themselves  into  two 
bodies,  and  on  proceeding  to  t^e  place  where  it  had  been  agreed 
upon  to  reafisemble,  Mr.  Whitear  wa£  mistaken  for  a  poacher  and 
shot  in  the  right  sid-e  by  another  of  the  party,  a  young  man  named 
Thomafi  Pallant.  He  died  from  the  effects  of  the  wound  on  Decem- 
be-r  10th,  and  Pallant  was  committed  for  trial  on  the  charge  of  man- 
slaughter. The  oafie  was  tried  at  the  Norfolk  Assizes  at  Thetford 
before  Mr.  Justice  Gaselee,  on  March  26th,  1827,  when  the  accused  wa^ 
acquitted.  "  He  was  so  seriously  affected  during  the  trial  that  before 
its  conclusion  he  became  quite  insensible,  and  was  taken  home  in 
that  state." 


DEGEMBEB. 


2.* — [Advt.]  "  Whereas  a  report  waa  very  generally  circulated  last 
week,  and  in  a  great  measure  obtained  credit,  that  the  body  of 
William  Tounsh-end,  which  was  buried  at  Lakenham,  on  Sunday, 
November  19th,  had  been  disinterred  and  taken  away,  we,  the  under- 
signed, have  investigated  the  matter  and  oertify  the  following 
statement  to  be  correct: — ^The  relatives  of  the  deceased!  being  much 
affected  at  such  a  report  and  naturally  anxious  to  ascertain  the  truth 
of  it,  made  application  to  have  the  grave  examined.  After  due 
deliberation  upon  the  subject  permission  was  granted  for  that  purpose. 
The  grave  was  opened  on  Saturday  last  in  the  presence  of  them, 
together  with  us,  when  it  was  discovered  that  the  body  reposed  in  its 
peaceful  abode  undisturbed.  We  consider  it  to  be  our  duty  to  give 
this  public  contradiction  to  so  groimdless  and  scandalous  a  report,  in 
order  thereby  to  satisfy  the  minds  of  the  parishioners  and  the  public 
at  large. — George  Carter,  vicar;  Hunton  Jackson,  William  Noirman, 
churohiwardena  j   Lakenham  Vestry,  November  26th." 

6. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Corporation,  Mr.  Robert  Alderson 
was  elected  Recorder  in  place  of  Mr.  C.  S.  Onley,  resigned.  "  Mr. 
Alderson,  though  only  what  is  technically  termed  an  'utter  barrister,' 
is  now  the  Recorder  of  three  Corporations,  namely,  Norwich,  Yar- 
mouth, and  Ipswiolk  An  *  utter  barrister '  (according  to  Bailey)  is 
a  young  lawyer  admitted  to  plead  at  the  Bar,  or  a  person  well  schooled 
in  the  common  law  who  is  called  from  contemplation  to  practice." 

8. — ^At  a  special  court  of  the  Corporation  of  Guardians, 'Norwich, 
Mr.  Roger  Eerrison,  solicitor,  was  elected  clerk  in  the  room  of  Mr. 
William  Simpson,  resigned. 

Died  at  Holkham,  aged  90,  William  Jones,  for  upwards  of  50 

years  hJuntsman  and  principal  stable  servant  in  the  Coke  family. 
"  On  his  death-bed  he  was  seen  by  Mr.  Coke,  who  took  with  him  the 
young  heir  of  Holkham,  to  shake  his  faithful  old  servant  by  the  hand. 
Lady  Anne  Coke,  Lady  Anson,  and  all  the  family  at  Holkham  showed 
every  possible  kindness  and  attention  to  the  venerable  and  muoh- 
respected  old  man.'' 

11. — ^A  serious  poaching  affray  took  place  in  Heydon  Woods  between 
a  band  of  25  poachers  and  about  20  keepers  and  watchers.  The  Hon. 
George  Edwards  (a  son  of  Lord  Kensington),  who  accompanied  the 
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keepers,  was  knocked  do\(ii  by  a  stone,  and  shot  wiiile  upon  the 
ground.  At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  held  at  Thetford  on  Maroh  26th, 
1827,  before  Mr.  Justice  Gaselee,  13  persons  were  indicted  in  con- 
nection witb  the  affair.  Sentences  of  death  passed  upon  them  were 
commuted  to  terms  of  transportation. 

12. — ^Mr.  Isaac  Preston  was  elected  Steward  of  Norwich  in  room 
of  Mr.  Robert  Alderson,  appointed  Recorder. 

14. — ^A  meeting  of  tlie  Hundred  of  Eynsford  wa«  held  at  the  Swan 
Inn,  Reepham,  at  which  it  was  diecided  to  petition  Parliament  against 
any  alteration  in  the  Corn  Laws.  Similar  petitions  were  adopted  by 
almost  every  Hundred  in  the  county. 

17. — ^The  depot  of  the  4Qtih  Regiment  of  Foot  marohed  from 
Norwich  for  Bradford. 


1827. 

JANUARY. 

6. — ^Mons.  Louis,  a  native  of  Lorraine,  26  years  of  age,  seven  feet 
six  inches  in  height,  was  exhibited  at  the  Angel  Inn,  Norwich. 

7. — Intelligence  was  received  in  Norwich  of  the  death  of  H.R.H. 
the  Duke  of  York,  and  the  great  bell  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  and  the 
bells  of  other  churches  in  the  city,  were  tolled  for  two  hours.  On 
Saturday,  the  13th,  the  day  of  the  funeral,  "all  the  shops  in 
Norwich  were  kept  as  closely  shut  as  on  the  Sabbath  " ;  the  Mayor 
and  Corporation  attended  service  at  the  Cathedral;  and  funeral 
sermons  were  preached  at  many  of  the  parish  churohee  and  city 
chapels. 

11. — A  meeting  of  the  Norfolk  Cricket  Club  was  held  at  Norwich, 
when  rules  were  adopted.  It  was  agreed  to  play  four  matdies 
during  the  year,  one  on  each  of  tlie  four  grounds  to  be  established 
by  the  club  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Norwich,  Yarmouth,  Swafi^am, 
and  Gun  ton.  Rule  20  provided  that  members,  clergymen  excepted, 
should  wear  at  the  annual  meetings  the  uniform  dress — "  a  dark 
blue  coat  with  buttons  lettered  '  N.C.C.,'  with  white  waistcoat,  &c." 
Mr.  Philip  Gurdon,  of  Letton,  was  elected  treasurer. 

12. — ^A  bull  driven  along  St.  Martin's  Street,  Norwich,  entered 
the  Bess  of  Bedlam  public-house,  and  rushing  upstairs  made  its  way 
into  a  room-  where  a  musical  party  was  held.  The  animal  was  disr 
lodged  with  great  diflficulty. 

^At  a  meeting  of  the  county  magistrates  the  question  of  the 

conduct  of  business  was  discussed.  Several  magistrates  resisted  the 
idea  that  the  public  had  a  right  to  claim  admission,  and  it  was  agreed 
that  the  proceedings  be  read  in  the  lower  court  at  the  close  of  each 
meeting,  and  ^'  such  of  them  as  appeared  advisable  be  advertised  in 
the  newspapers." 

13. — ^Very  severe  weather  was  experienced  in  Norfolk.  The 
thermometer  on  this  date  registered  li  degrees  below  freezing  point. 
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A  tieavy  fall  of  snow  on  the  16th  impeded  ooach  traffic  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Swaffhams.  "  Many  hundTedg  of  rabbit*  j>eri8hed 
in  the  Thetford  and  Brandon  diartriots  through  being  out  in  search  of 
food  and  unable  to  find  their  burrows  again." 

26. — ^A  severe  storm  occurred  on  trhe  Norfolk  ooast.  Four  vessels 
drove  from  their  anchors  and  stranded  on  Yarmouth  beach;  and  a 
brig  was  wrecked  on  Happisburgh  sands.  The  whole  of  her  orew 
perished. 

29. — On  November  28th,  1826,  three  candidates  were  nominated  for 
the  office  of  City  Ohamberlain  at  Norwich,  of  whom  Mr.  Jiaues 
Groodlwin  had  the  majority  in  the  Court  of  Aldermen  and  Mr.  Beck- 
with  in  the  Common  Council.  The  assembly  broke  up  without 
electing  the  Chamberlain.  On  January  29th  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Corporation  waa  held  in  consequence  of  the  Mayor  having  received 
notice  that  a  rule  of  the  Court  of  King's  Bench  would  be  applied  for 
requiring  them  to  shew  cause  why  a  writ  of  mandamus  should  not 
issue  conmianding  them  to  admit  and  swear  Mr.  Goodwin  into  the 
office  of  Chamberlain  and  other  offices.  It  was  ordered  thjtt  cause  be 
shown.  On  February  10th  the  Court  of  King^s  Bench  discharged  the 
rule  nin.  At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Corporation  on  March  9thi, 
the  Town  Clerk  reported  on  the  result  of  the  motion,  and  Mr.  A.  A.  H. 
Beckwith  was  then  unanimously  elected  Chamberlain,  and  Mr.  Jolm 
Skipi>er  Speaker  of  the  Common  Council,  in  place  of  Mr.  Beckwith. 
A  new  Counoil  was  elected  in  April,  and  at  a  special  assembly  on 
May  16th,  Mr.  Beckwith  waa  requested'  to  leave  the  room.  The 
Speaker,  Mr.  J.  S.  Parkinson  (who  had  been  elected  in  place  of  Mr. 
Skipper),  declined  to  recognise  Mr.  Beckwith  as  Chamberlain.  Mr. 
Goodwin  was  then  proposed,  and  elected  to  the  office.  At  a  Council 
meeting  on  Jime  7th,  Mr.  Beckwith  took  his  seat  as  Chamberlain,  and 
was  asked  to  retire;  he  refused',  and  the  beadle  was  called'  in.  Mr. 
Beckwith,  adldressing  that  officer,  said,  "  I  give  you  notice,  if  vou  lay 
your  hands  on  me  you  do  so  at  your  peril."  One  of  the  members 
remarked  that  if  the  beadle  did  not  turn  him  out  they  would.  Mr. 
Beckwith  was  then  led  out  by  the  beadle,  and  the  incident  terminated. 


FEBRUARY. 

2. — ^A  fine  specimen  of  iihe  «ea  eagle  (falco  ossifragus)  was  shot 
near  Fritton  Decoy.  It  measured  from  tip  to  tip  of  its  w^ings  seven 
feet  nine  inches,  and  wa^  presented  to  the  Norwicfh  Museimi. 

5. — Four  thousand  weavers  met  at  Ranelagh  Gardens,  Norwich,  and 
passed  resolutions  protesting  against  the  action  of  certain  manufac- 
turers in  reducing  the  rate  of  wages  without  consulting  other  em- 
ployers, and  requesting  the  Mayor  to  summon  a  meeting  of  the  masters 
to  shew  cause  why  the  reduction  had  been  made.  On  the  12th  a  |)ro- 
cession  of  600  operatives,  headted  by  a  man  carrying  a  loaf  of  bread 
draped  in  black  crape,  passed  through  the  streets  of  the  city.  A 
petition  to  Parliament  was  prepared,  in  favour  of  an  Act  to  regulate 
the  price  of  labour.  The  petition  was  presented  in  the  House  of 
Conmtions  on  May  30th,  by  Mr.  William  Smith. 

12. — ^Thie  lafit  stage  of  the  agitation  for  making  Norwich  a  port 
waa  oomanieiioed  on  this  date,  when  Major  Peel  presented  a  petition  in 
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the  House  of  Commons  from  tbo  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  inhabitants  of 
Norwich  in  favour  of  th»e  Norwich  and  Lowestoft  Navigation  Bill. 
The  Bill  having  been  read  a  sooond  time,  entered  the  Gomniittee  stage 
on  February  lilst,  Av^ben  Mr.  Alderson  opened  the  case  on  behalf  of 
the  promoters;  the  examination  of  their  witnesses  concluded  on  Feb. 
27th.  The  case  for  the  opposition  was  commenced  on  the  same  day, 
andf  the  evidence  concluded  on  March  7  th.  In  the  division  on  the 
question  **  that  the  preamble  of  this  Bill  is  proved,"  there  were  25  ayes 
and  5  noes.  Peals  were  rung  on  the  church  bells  at  Norwich,  when 
intelligence  was  received,  on  March  8th,  that  the  Bill  had  passed 
through  Committee,  and  Mr.  Crisp  Brown,  on  his  return  from  London,  on 
the  9th,  was  met  at  St.  Stephen  s  Gates  by  a  large  number  of  citizens, 
who,  headed  by  a  band  of  music,  drew  his  carriage  to  his  residence  in 
King  Street.  On  March  11th  the  Bill  was  reported  to  the  House,  and 
on  the  22nd  it  was  read  a  third  time  and  passed.  On  the  same 
evening  it  was  read  a  first  time  in  the  House  of  Lords;  it  parsed  its 
second  reading  on  March  26th,  and  was  referred  to  Committee,  who 
took  evidence  on  May  7th,  and  on  the  22nd  it  was  read  a  tliird  time 
niid  carried  without  op}X)8itiou.  The  news  of  the  final  success  of  the 
measure  was  received  in  Norwich  with  great  rejoicing.  On  the  23rd 
a  procession  was  organized  to  meet  the  promoters  on  their  arrival 
from  town.  The  Times  coach,  by  which  they  travelled,  was  met  at 
Harford  Bridges,  and  at  St.  Stephen's  Gates  the  horses  were  removed 
from  the  vehicle,  which  was  dragged  in  triumph  through  the  city, 
preceded  by  beunds  of  music  and  by  men  carrying  models  of  ships  and 
naval  emblems.  At  niglit  a  bonfire  was  lighted  in  the  centre  of  the 
Market  Place,  and  was  fed  with  wooden  spouts,  palings,  and  watch- 
boxes.  Some  of  the  ringleaders  were  lodged  in  clink,  but  their  com- 
rades rescued  them  and  threw  the  clink  doors  upon  the  bonfire.  Sheep 
wore  roasted  in  Ber  Street  and  Bishop  Street.  The  Bill  received  the 
Royal  assent  on  May  28th.  The  first  meeting  of  the  proprietors  of 
the  Norwich  and  Lowestoft  Navigation  Company  waa  held  at  the  Guild- 
hall, on  July  3rd),  when  Col.  Harvey  presided.  Mr.  EMmund  Newton 
was  api>ointed  clerk,  Mr.  Cubitt  engineer,  and  Messrs.  Harvey  and 
Hudson  treasurers.  The  work  of  excavation  was  begun  in  the  Lowes- 
toft section  on  September  4:th,  when  Mr.  Crisp  Brown  dug  tihe  first 
spadeful  of  earth,  and  a  dinner  and  aquatic  sports  were  held  to  cele- 
brate the  event. 

17. — Died  at  Wymondham,  aged  69,  Mr.  Thomas  Troughton,  who 
waa  Sheriff  of  Norwich  in  1810. 

19. — ^Mr.  William  Smith,  in  the  House  of  Commons,  presented  a 
petition  from  the  inhabitants  praying  leave  to  bring  in  a  Bill  to  regu- 
late the  state  of  the  poor  in  Norwich.  The  Norwich  Court  of  Guardians 
Amendment  Bill  was  brought  in  and  read  a  first  time  on  March  1st. 
On  March  2-4th  it  was  stated'  that  the  promoters  of  the  measure 
had  effected  a  compromise  with  the  Court  of  Guardians  as  to  the 
proportion  of  representation;  ]>er8onR  assessed  .£10  and  upwards  were 
to  have  two  votep,  and  those  above .£5  one  vote;  tlio  Recorder,  Steward, 
and  Aldermen  not  to  l>e  Guardians ;  the  hamlets  not  to  be  assessed 
on  stock,  but  tlie  proi>ortion  of  assessment  between  them  and  the  city 
to  be  five-sixths — I.e.,  when  the  city  was  assessed  Is.  tlie  hamlets  were 
to  be  assessed  lOd.  The  Bill  went  through  Committee  of  the  House 
on  the  2r)th,  and  was  reported  on  the  28tL  It  was  read  a  first  and 
second  time  in  the  House  of  Lorde  in  April,  finally  passed  on  May  4th, 
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and  received  the  Royal  assent  on  May  28th.  The  first  election  under 
the  new  Act  took,  place  on  June  11th,  and  the  first  meeting  of  the  new 
Court  was  held  on  June  20th,  when  Mr.  Anthony  Hudson  was  elected 
GcTernor,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Geldart  Deputy-Governor. 

19. — The  Grim.  Con.  case,  Sir  Jacob  Astley,  Bart.,  v.  Capt.  Garth, 
was  tried  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  wlien  a  verdict  was  given 
for  the  plaintiff,  damages  one  shilling. 

20. — ^A  cricket  match  was  played  on  the  ice  at  Diss  Mere.  It  com- 
menced at  10  a.m.,  and  was  well  contested  until  dusk,  in  the  presence 
of  about  1,500  spectators. 

24.* — "  Died  last  week,  at  Kenninghall,  aged'  105,  Mrs.  Sarah 
Barham.^' 

"  Died  at  Yarmouth  Mr.  Nathan  Fenn,  in  his  101st  year." 

A  detachment  of  the   12th   (Prince  of  Wales')  Royal  Lancers 

marched  into  Norwich  Barracks  from  Hounslow,  under  the  command 
of  Capt.  Cunnyngham. 

25. — Died  at  Norwich,  aged  101,  Thomas  Greenfield,  gardener. 

26. — Major  Peel  presented  in  the  House  of  Commons  a  petition  from 
the  Chancellor  and  Prebendaries  of  Norwich  Cathedral,  and  from  the 
Archdeacon  and  clergy  of  Norfolk,  against  further  concessions  to  the 
claims  of  Roman  Catholics. 


MABGH. 

3. — Died  at  Costessey  Hall,  the  Rev.  Lawrence  Strongithjirm,  aged 
34,  formerly  of  the  Roman  Catholic  church,  St.  John  Maddermarket, 
Norwich.  '"  To  great  learning  and  a  highly  gifted  mind,  to  the  most 
elegant  and  refined  manners,  and  to  the  most  powerful  and  command- 
ing eloquence  he  added  a  most  fervent  and  unaffected'  piety  and  undying 
zeal  for  the  furtherance  of  religion."  His  remains  were  interred  on 
tlie  9th,  before  the  altar  in  the  chapel  of  St.  John  Maddermarket. 

8. — "  Two  celebrated  amateurs  of  fashion,"  the  Hon.  W.  Berkeley 
and  the  other  ''  a  military  man,"  appeared'  in  the  parts  of  Othello  and 
Roderigo  at  Norwich  Theatre.  They  afterwaipde  appeared  as  Romeo 
and  Mercutio,  and  in  other  characters. 

9. — ^Died  Adam  Burrell,  many  years  carrier  between  Flitcham  and 
Lynn.  "  The  deceased  was  rather  an  eccentric  character,  and  often 
designated  as  '  Adam  Slow,'  as  he  usually  occupied  six  or  seven  hours 
going  from  Flitcham  to  Lynn,  a  distance  of  about  10  miles.  He  was, 
however,  a  very  honest  audi  inoffensive  man." 

10. — Particulars  were  published  on  this  date  of  the  Norfolk  and 
Norwich  Joint  Stock  Banking  Company,  of  whioh  Mr.  Samuel  Bignold 
was  managing  director.  The  capital  was  advertised  as  ,£200,000,  and 
the  bank  had  branches  at  Lynn,  S  waff  ham,  Dereham,  Foulsham,  and 
Harling. 

17.* — [Advt.]  "Marshland  Shales.  The  well-kno^vn  trotting  stal- 
lion. Marshland  Shales,  will  be  sold  by  auction  on  Tonibland  Fair-day, 
unless  previously  dispoijed  of  by  private  contract.  Tliis  is  the  horse 
which  on  August  3rd,  1810,  trotted!  17  miles  in  56  minutes,  carrying 
12  St.  2  lb.,  and  was  then  sold  by  auction  for  305  gs.     For  particulars 
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apply,  if  by  letter  poet-paid,  to  Mr.  Moneyment,  veterinary  surgeon, 
Norwidk" 

19. — ^A  large  portion  of*  the  city  wall  at  Richmond  Hill  GardenB, 
Norwich,  fell  into  the  Bracondole  Road,  from  the  effects  of  a  violent 
gale  on  the  17th. 

Died,  aged  59,  Mr.  Edward  Dewing,  of  Guiat.      He  wa«  out 

hunting  with  his  hounds  when  he  was  seized  with  a  fit  of  apoplexy  and 
dropped  from  his  horse.     During  a  second  attack  he  expired. 

22. — Sixty-five  prisoners  for  trial  at  the  Lent  Assizes  at  l^etlord 
were  escorted  from  Norwich  Castle  to  that  place  by  men  of  t/he  Norfolk 
Yeomanry  Cavalry. 

31.* — "Lately  died  at  Wicklewood,  Mrs.  Mary  Spraggs,  aged  100." 

*"  Died  lately,  Mrs.  Catherine  Mann,  a^  102." 


APRIL, 

1. — ^A  newly-erected  malthouse,  belonging  to  Mr.  W.  Hardy,  at 
Letheringsett,  was  destroyed  by  fire.  The  building  was  150  feet  by 
40  feet,  and  contained  90  last  of  malt,  a  considerable  quantity  of  wool, 
barley,  and  empty  casks.  *'  The  engine  from  Holt  did  not  arrive  until 
after  the  roof  fell  in,  the  people  supposing  the  alarm  of  fire  to  be  only 
an  April  hoax." 

2. — The  annual  election  of  Common  Councilmen  commenced  at  Nor- 
wich. "  For  several  years  *  cleansing  week '  has  passed  off  without 
any  serious  contests,  and  the  '  Purple  and  Orange  *  party  has  held 
uninterrupted  ascendency  in  three  of  the  great  wards  since  1820.  All 
at  once,  however,  the  '  Blue  and  Whites  *  have  roused  themselves  from 
their  inaction,  and  again  entering  the  field  of  i>arty  warfare,  have  suc- 
ceeded in  displacing  tlheir  opponents.  It  is  useless  to  deny  that  the 
week's  proceedings  have  been  marked  by  undisguised'  bribery  and  cor- 
ruption, and  that  the  object  of  the  triumphant  party  has  mainly  been 
achieved  by  superior  weight  of  metal — by  dint  of  money." 

10. — Died  at  his  residence  in  London,  agedi  78,  the  Marquis  of 
Cholmondeley,  of  Houghton  Hall,  Lord  Steward  of  his  Majesty's 
Household),  ^c. 

13. — Died,  aged  82,  Mr.  Daniel  Clark,  of  Norwich.  "  He  was  in  the 
oommercial  establishment  of  Messrs.  Ives  for  nearly  70  years  and  was 
justly  esteemed  in  nautical  and  musical  oommunities,  To  the  last  his 
song  was  cheerful  and  his  convivial  good  himiour  imabated,  and  many 
a  head  must  lie  as  low  as  his  before  the  name  of  *  Admiral '  Clark  will 
be  forgotten,  or  his  memory  ceased  to  be  cherished  witli  respect." 

14. — Tlie  Norwich  Cricket  Club  announced  that  a  lease  had  been 
taken  of  a  field  at  Lakenham,  "  without  Ber  Street  Gates,  and  nearly 
opjjosite  Lrtkenham  Terrace,"  and  that  the  ground  had  been  "  laid 
down  with  fine  turf  by  Mr.  Bentley,  of  Lords."  Tlie  secretary  of  the 
club  was  Mr.  Henry  Hobai't,  solicitor,  of  Bethel  Street. 

22. — ^Died  at  Harleston,  aged  66,  Mr.  Robert  Paul,  formerly  of 
Starston,  "  well  known  to  agi-iculturists  for  several  ingenious  inventions 
and  for  his  inquiries  into  the  nature,  history,  and  habitudes  of  the 
turnip  fly  and  wireworm." 
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MAY. 

1. — Four  candidates  were  nominated  for  the  Mayoralty  of  Norwich, 
namely,  Alderman  Peter  Finch,  who  received  918  votes  ;  Alderman 
Yallop,  867 ;  Alderman  J.  S.  Patteson,  566 ;  and  Alderman  C.  Brown, 
665.  At  the  Court  of  Aldermen  on  the  3rd  Mr.  Finch  was  elected  Mayor. 

3. — Newspaper  reporters  were  for  the  first  time  admitted  to  the 
assembly  of  the  Norwich  Corporation. 

9. — Died  at  Margaretta  Farm^  Clenchwarton,  aged  83,  Dr.  Charles 
Browne^  for  many  years  physician  to  the  King  of  Prussia.  On  his 
return  to  England  his  Majesty  conferred  upon  him-  the  Order  of  the 
Red  Eagle  as  a  mark  of  his  esteem.  Dr.  Browne  was  a  man  of  liigh 
literary  attainments. 

24. — Ttke  bounds  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich,  were  perambulated. 
"  It  gave  rise  to  those  scenes  of  vulgar  mirth  for  which  occasions  of 
this  kind  are  used  as  an  excuse  for  indulging  in  with  impunity.  We 
never  remember  the  ducking  system  carried  to  such  lengths,  llie 
Rev.  J.  Bowman,  in  the  early  stage  of  the  proceedings,  was  on  Hay 
Hill  drenched  from  head  to  foot.  The  pail  which  a  fellow  had  in  his 
hand  (and  which  had  been  filled  with  water  from  an  adijoining  pump) 
being  dropped  at  !has  feet,  he  accidentally  fell  over,  but  fortunately 
escaped  without  any  serious  injury.  The  company  afterwards  met  for 
dinner  at  the  Angel  Inn." 

29. — The  Bishop  of  Chichester,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  Bishop  of 
Norwich,  held  a  visitation  at  Lynn  and  confirmed  1,400  persons  at  St. 
Margaret's  church,  and  620  at  St.  Nicholas*  chapel.  The  number  con- 
firmed at  Holt  was  1,120;  at  Fakenham,  1,800;  at  Elast  Dereliam, 
1,100;  and  at  Hingham,  803. 


JUNE. 

4. — ^Mr.    Bolton,    formerly  ooach   proprietor   and   landlord   of  tlh© 

Norfolk  Hotel,  Norwich,  was  driving  between  Melton  Mowbray  and 

Stamford  when  his  horse  ran  away  and  overturned  the  vehicle.  Mr. 
Bolton  received  severe  injuries,  from  which  he  died'  on  the  10th. 

12. — ^A  serious  riot  ocourred  at  Norwich.  A  party  of  Wymondham 
weavers,  who  had  damaged  looms  and  destroyed  silk  to  the  value  of 
£1,000,  at  Ai^wellthorpe,  had  been  conveyed  to  Norwich  Castle  for 
examination.  The  witnesses  were  broug'hit  to  the  city  in  hackney 
coaches,  escorted)  by  a  detachment  of  the  12th  Lancers.  The  Norwich 
weavers,  who  had  barricaded  the  GJolden  Ball  Lane  entrance  to  Castle 
Mead'ow  with  a  waggon,  and  placed  a  similar  obstruction  near  the 
Castle  Bridge,  received  the  military  with  a  volley  of  stones.  The  wit- 
nesses were  then  conveyed  by  way  of  Timberhill  to  Orford  Hill,  and 
whdle  a  large  body  of  special  constables  displaced  the  waggon  at  the 
bridge,  a  second!  detachment  of  Lancers  came  from  the  Barracks, 
charged  the  mob  at  full  gallop,  and  dispersed  them  in  all  directions. 
An  attempted  rally  was  frustrated  by  a  second  charge.  Tlie  Militia 
staff  were  under  arms  on  the  Castle  Hill,  and  the  streets  were  patrolled 
by  tbe  Norwich  light  Horse  Volunteers.  At  the  Norwich  Assizes,  on 
August  11th,  aeveral  of  the  rioters  were  indicted  before  Mr.  Baron 
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Garrow  for  aasaults,  and  were  dischargedj  on  entering  into  their  recog- 
nisances. David  Seeker,  Henry  llii,  and  William  Thurston  were 
charged  with  the  capital  offence  of  riotously  assembling  toirether  to 
the  disturbance  of  the  public  peace.  Mr.  Cooper,  for  the  defence, 
objected  to  the  wording  of  the  indictment.  The  words  of  the  King's 
proclamation  readi  at  the  time  of  the  disturbance  were  "  clmrgeth  and 
commandeth  all  pernons,"  <fec. ;  the  indictment  said  "  cliargeth  and  com- 
mand "  ;  and  instead  of  directing  the  people  to  **  depart  to  their  lawful 
habitations  or  to  their  lawful  homes,"  the  indictment  said  "  and  to 
their  lawful  homes."  The  learned  Judge  pronounced  the  objection  to 
be  valid,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  the  prisoners  "  would  go  homie 
sensible  of  the  blessings  of  Providence  in  having  shield)ed  them  that 
day,  and  saved,  them  from  an  ignominious  death."  The  Aaixwellthorpe 
rioters  were  bound  over  in  the  sum  of  £bO  each. 

19. — ^Breakfafit  d  la  fourchette  with  the  Mayor-elect  (Mr.  Peter 
Finch)  and  lunoheon  with  the  Mayor  (Mr.  £.  T.  Booth),  prepared  the 
Sheriffs,  Aldermen,  Ac,  for  the  Guild  Day  proceedings  at  Norwich. 
The  customary  ceremonies  were  observed  at  the  Guildhall,  service  was 
attended  at  the  Cathedral,  and  600  guests  dined'  at  St  Andirew's  Hall. 

23. — The  Surrey  Gardens,  Thorpe  Road,  Norwich,  were  advertised 
as  a  resort  "  for  the  reception  of  respectable  families  and  invalids," 
where  '*  pure  air,  unbounded  prosj)ects  of  land  and  water,  refreshing 
fruits  and  odoriferous  flowers  "  could  be  obtained.  A  military  band 
played  on  Sunday  evenings,  from  live  to  seven  o'clock. 

27. — The  Bishop  of  Norwich  confirmed!  at  North  WaJshaia  ohiUrch 
1,280  persons.  On  one  day  in  the  previous  week  his  lordship  con- 
firmed in  Norwich  Cathedral  1,100  persons. 

30. — Died  at  Yarmouth,  aged  87,  Mr.  Jacob  Preston,  senior  magis- 
trate of  the  borough.     He  was  Mayor  in  1793,  1801,  and  1813. 

Mr.  Yates  gave  his  entertainment,  "  Portraits  and  Sketches,"  at 

Norwidhi  Theatre.     On  subsequent  evenings  he  was  assisted  by  Mr. 
Brimton  and  Mrs.  Yates  (formerly  Miss  Brunton). 


JULY. 

25. — A  well-contested  prize  fight  took  place  at  Bessingham,  between 
Rix  and  Sharpens,  for  £b  aside.  The  former  beat  his  opponent,  tit&r 
fighting  78  rounds  in  45  minutes. 


AUGUST. 

5. — A  dtiel  took  place  on  Yarmouth  Denes  "  between  J B- 


Esq.,  and  W.  M ,  Esq.,  in  consequence  of  a  dispute  the  previous 

day  at  the  Bath  Rooms.  Both  were  to  tire  at  the  same  time,  but  on 
the  signal  being  given  Mr.  M.'s  ball  did  not  take  effect,  and  Mr.  B.'s 
pistol  missed  fire.  The  seconds  then  interfered,  and  the  affair  was 
adjusted  without  much  difficulty." 

6. — Norwich  Theatre   was  re-opened   for  the  Assize  week.      "The 
return  of  Mr.  Osbaldiston  gave  rise  to  scenes  of  disturbance  which 
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interruptedi  the  progrees  of  the  performance  for  several  evenings.  A 
kind  of  set  appears  to  have  been  made  against  him,  but  hte  has  been 
warmly  applauded  by  the  respectable  part  of  the  audienoa" 

6. — ^The  Norfolk  Cricket  Club  played  the  first  of  a  series  of  m^^tches 
which  took  place  during  the  Norwich  Assize  week.  The  annual  dinner 
was  held  at  the  Rampant  Horse  Inn  on  the  10th,  under  the  presidency 
of  Lord  Suffield,  and  in  the  evening  a  ball  was  criven  at  Cliapel  Field 
Rooms.  The  patronesses  were  the  Countess  of  Albemarle,  Ladv  Anne 
Coke,  Lady  Stafford,  Lady  Suffield,  the  Hon.  Mrs.  Wod^ouse,  Lady 
Laoon,  and  Mrs.  Gurdoai.  "  Tlie  waltz  wafi  introduced  for  the  first 
time  in  the  course  of  the  evening,  but  a  very  select  few  appeared  in- 
olined  to  join  in  that  rotatory  movement." 

28. — The  election  of  freemen's  Sheriff  took  place  at  Norwich;  the 
candidates  were  Alderman  T.  0.  Springfield  and  Lieut.  Fred  White, 
R.N.  "  As  soon  as  the  polling  commenced,  a  ticket  was  given  by  the 
*  Blue  and  White  *  party,  entitling  the  voter  who  ohose  to  accept  it  to 
half-a-crown.  Nothing  was  given  on  the  side  of  the  *  Purple  and 
Orange,*  Lieut.  White  having  merely  come  forward^  in  consequence  of 
a  requisition  sent  to  him  by  the  poor  freemen  and  signed  by  upwards 
of  300  namee."  The  poll  was  thus  d'eclaredJ:  Springfield,  1,210; 
White,  474.  Lieut.  White,  in  his  subsequent  address,  wrote :  "  I  con- 
sider my  failure  more  honourable  than  to  have  gained  the  day  by 
bribery  and  corruption.  The  474  votes  I  obtained!  will  at  least  rescue 
the  character  of  a  considerable  portion  of  our  fellow-citizens  from  the 
reproach  of  selling  themselves  to  the  highest  bidder." 


SEPTEMBER. 

5. — ^The  first  stone  of  the  new  Roman  Catholic  chapel  in  St.  Giles' 
parish,  Norwich,  was  laid  by  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  Edward  Clifford. 

8. — Died,  aged  74,  at  his  house  in  St.  Faith's  Lane,  Norwich,  Mr. 
William  Herring,  32  years  an  alderman  of  the  city.  He  was  the 
second  son  of  the  Very  Rev.  William  Herring,  D.D.,  Dean  of  St.  Asapb. 

12. — ^The  election  of  an  alderman  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  Mr.  Herring  took  place  at  Norwich.  Tlie  candidates  were  Mr. 
Angell,  "  Purple  and  Orange,"  and  Mr.  Marshall,  "  Blue  and  White." 
Great  excitement  prevailed  throughout  the  contest.  "  The  '  Purple 
and  Orange '  party  were  informed  in  the  course  of  the  day  that  some 
of  their  friends  had  been  carried  off  and  were  detained  in  a  warehouse 
in  St.  Clement's.  A  magistrates'  warrant  was  applied*  for  and  the 
captives  set  at  liberty."  At  the  close  of  the  day  iJtie  voting  stood  as 
follows  :  Angell,  215  ;  Marshall,  195.  The  friends  of  the  latter 
demanded  that  the  poll  be  continued  on  the  13th,  "because  seven  of 
Mr.  Marshall's  friends  were  d"etained  at  Ranworth  against  their  will." 
The  other  side  retaliated  that  eleven  of  their  voters  had  been  forcibly 
carried  away  by  the  "  Blue  and  Whites."  Tlie  Mayor  deprecated  the 
system  thlat  had  been  put  in  force,  and  adjourned  the  poll  till  10  o'clock 
the  following  morning.  The  poll  was  finallv  declared  as  follows  : 
Angell,  218;   Marshall,  196.     (See  September "  24th.) 

18. — ^A  Musical  Festival  for  the  l>enefit  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich 
Hoopital  commenced  at  St.  Andtrew'e  Hall,  Norwich,  and  concluded  with 
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a  ball  in  the  same  building  on  tftue  2l8t.  The  prinoipals  engaged  for 
the  oratorios  and  concerts  were  Madame  Pasta,  Miss  St^hens,  Miss 
Bacon,  Miss  Farrar,  Madtime  Caradori  Allan,  Mr.  Braham,  Mr.  Yaughan, 
Mr.  Terrail,  Mr.  Edward  Taylor,  and  Signor  Zuohelli.  Sir  George 
Smart  condiuoted.  The  total  receipts  amounted  to  about  j£6,400,  of 
which  £1,672  12s.  Id.  was  handed  to  the  Hospital. 

24. — An  inquest  was  held:  by  Mr.  Bell,  the  Norwich  Coroner,  on  the 
body  of  James  Bailey,  one  of  the  persons  whio  was  forcibly  carried 
away  to  prevent  his  voting  at  the  Aldeiman's  election  on  the  12th. 
"  On  the  10th  he  was  taken  away  by  the  *  Blues  and  Whites '  to 
Wroi'ham  Castle  public-house,  the  next  morning  removed  to  Homing 
Swan,  afterwards  taken  to  Smallburgh,  and  on  the  same  night  removed 
to  Ridlington  Plough.  Tliey  wanted  nothing  for  eating  and  drinking, 
but  Bailey  being  very  ill,  suffered  very  much  from  being  moved  about." 
On  his  return  to  Norwich  he  wafi  engaged  to  sell  programmes  at  thie 
Musical  Festival,  where  he  was  in  attendance  from  the  18th  to  the 
20th.  On  the  22nd)  hie  broke  a  blood  vessel  and'  died.  ''  His  attend- 
ance at  the  Festival  took  the  onus  off  his  captors,  and  the  jury  re- 
turned a  verdict  of  '  Died  from  the  visitation  of  God.*  " 

28. — Mr.  Samuel  Stone  was  elected  Speaker  of  the  Common  Council 
of  Norwich,  in  the  room  of  Mr.  J.  S.  Parkinson,  deceased. 

29.*— [Advt.]  *'£100  Reward,  and  his  Majesty's  Pardon.  Eight 
horses  belonging  to  Mr.  William  Slack,  of  Norwich,  died  between  the 
25th  Aug^t  last-  and  the  10th  September,  six  soon  after  their  return 
from  Attleborough  (one  of  tlhie  d!ep5ts  for  horses  dlrawing  the  London 
vans)  to  Norwich,  one  at  Attleborough,  and  the  other  at  Newmarket, 
and  upon  being  opened  it  has  been  ascertained  tliat  they  died  by 
mineral  poisoning,  supposed  to  have  been  administered  in  water  or  in 
some  liquid  form.     Thie  Government  offer  the  above  reward." 

*"  The  week  before  last  Mr.  Meyer  Levi,  gold  and  silver  smith, 

a  converted  Jew,  together  with  Mrs.  Hannah  Levi,  a  converted  Jewess, 
received  the  rite  of  Christian  baptism  at  the  hands  of  the  vicar  in  the 
parish  church  of  St.  Stephen's,  Norwich,  when  the  Christian  names  of 
John  and  Hannah  were  given  to  the  above  parties,  and  at  the  same 
time  they  adopted  the  surname  of  Herbert." 


OCTOBBB. 


6. — A  number  of  silver  coins,  some  of  them  bearing  date  1577,  were 
dug  up  by  a  gardener  at  Thorpe,  who  sold  tihem  for  £30. 

13. — The  portrait  of  Mr.  Henry  Francis,  Mayor  of  Norwich  in  1824, 
was  hunc:  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall.  Tlie  artist  was  Mr.  Lane,  of  Greek 
Street,  Soho. 

18. — Died  at  Costessey,  Mrs.  Anne  Maria  Teresa  Vere,  aged  100, 
sister  of  Mr.  Charles  Gosnold,  formerly  of  Norwich. 

20. — Killed  at  the  battle  of  Navarino,  aged  24,  Lieut.  George 
William  Howe  FitzRoy,  R.N.,  of  H.M.S.  Dartmouth,  second  son  of 
Lieut-General  tifce  Hon.  Williani  FitzRoy,  of  Eempston  Lodj^e, 
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NOVEMBER. 

3.* — "  At  the  auction  mart  last  week  Mr.  Hoggart  sold  the  well- 
kjiown  estate  called  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Old  Buckenliam,  a  fine  mansion 
house,  and  532  acres  of  land,  at  £29,300." 

10. — It  was  announced  that  Mr.  Smith),  manage-r  of  Norwich  Theatre, 
had  taken  of  the  patentee,  Mr.  Wilkins,  a  seven  years'  lease  of  tliat 
and  the  other  houses  in  the  circuit. 

^Mr.  Mathews  commenced  a  three  nights'  engagement  at  the 

Assembly  Booms,  Norwich. 

17.* — "  Tlie  expense  of  erecting  the  house  of  ind\istry  at  Wicklewood 
in  1777  was  defrayed  by  a  tontine  called  tlie  'Forehoe  Tontine,'  con- 
sisting of  110  shaires  at  £100  each,  bearing  an  interest  of  £5  per  cent. 
Fifty  yeexB  have  now  elapsed,  and  in  1827  tlhiere  are  still  50  survivorn 
out  of  the  original  number." 

25. — ^Died  at  Prospect  Place,  Gorleston,  aged  65,  Mr.  F.  F.  Hope, 
for  30  years  paymastw  of  the  East  Norfolk  Militia.  "  Previously  he 
was  an  officer  of  the  line,  saw  much  service  during  the  great  American 
War,  was  at  ttie  si^e  of  Yorktown  in  Virginia  in  1781,  and  there 
taken  prisoner  by  the  combined  Armies  of  France  and  America^  with 
thie  whole  of  the  British  Army  under  Lord  Gomwallis." 

DEOBMBBR. 

16. — ^The  small  organ  in  Eiast  Dereham  church,  mentioned  by  Dr. 
Bumey  in  his  "  History  of  Music  "  as  a  curiosity,  which  was  built  by 
the  famous  Schmidt,  in  1666,  for  the  Hon.  Roger  North,  of  Roug'ham 
Hall,  and  purchased  for  the  parish  in  1786  for  the  small  sum  of  £30, 
was,  after  enlargement  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  R.  F.  Elwin, 
of  Norwich,  opened  before  a  congregation  of  1,600  persons,  by  Mr. 
Last,  of  Orford.  The  builder,  Mr.  Josepftii  Hart,  of  Redgrave,  found 
that  Scihimidlt's  pipes  were  as  sound  as  on  the  day  they  were  finished. 

^A  boy  of  13,  named  Williapi  Moore,  was  brutaJly  murd'ered  in 

a  field  at  Brisley,  by  John  Kenney,  a  lunatic,  aged  24.  The 
body  waa  horribly  mutilated.  The  prisoner  was  committ^  for  trial 
on  the  Coroner's  warranty  on  the  dharge  of  wilful  murder,  and  at  the 
Lent  Assizes,  held  at  Thetford  on  March  21st,  before  Mr.  Baron  Garrow, 
the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  not  guilty,  on  the  ground  of  the  insanity 
of  thIe  accused. 

22.* — [Advt.]  "  A  main  of  cocks  will  be  fought  at  the  White  Hart 
Inn,  Swaffham,  on  Thursday,  the  27th  of  December,  1827,  for  f.O 
guineea,  between  Mr.  J.  Farrer,  of  Necton,  and  Mr.  G.  Gould,  of  SwaflF- 
ham.  A  very  superior  day's  play  is  expected,  as  there  are  several  other 
matches  besides."

^Lieut.-Col.  Harvey,  commanding  the  3rd  Regiment  of  Norfolk 

Yeomanry  Cavalry,  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Marquis  of  Lansdowne, 
Secretary  of  State  for  War,  detailing  the  services  rendered  by  the 
re^ment  in  quelling  disturbances,  &c.,  and  expressing  the  hope  that 
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the  Government  would  not  order  the  disbandment  of  the  oorpe.  His 
lordship  replied  tlhlat  he  had  not  loat  sight  of  the  valuable  8^*vice8  of 
the  Yeomanry,  but  that  the  Barracks  at  Norwich  were  then,  and  were 
likely  to  continue,  a  station  for  regular  cavalry,  and  consequently  he 
was  unable  to  accede  to  the  request  to  continue  the  pay  and  allowance 
to  the  regiment. 

24t, — Died  at  Lynn,  Samuel  Pearson,  a  journeyman  cabinetmaker, 
"  who,  in  tihe  intervals  of  his  labour,  acquired  a  deep  knowledge  of 
mathematics,  and  possessed  tlie  faculty  of  communicating  his  know- 
ledge to  others.  He  establisihed  a  mathematical  academy,  which  had 
every  prospect  of  success." 

29. — Miss  C.  Morgan's  Menagerie  was  exhibited  on  the  Castle  Hill, 
Norwich. 

Great  excitement  was  caused  in  Yarmouth  by  the  discovery 

that  upwards  of  twenty  recently  interred  bodies  had  been  removed 
from  the  churchyard  by  resurrection  men.  "  Thie  churchyard  was 
quickly  crowded  by  the  population.  Wives  were  seaix^hing  for  the 
remains  of  their  deceased  husbands,  husbands  for  those  of  their  wives, 
and  parents  for  tJheir  diildren."  Three  men,  Thomas  Smith,  alia^ 
Vaughan,  William  Barber,  and  Robert  Barber,  were  apprehended,  and 
committed  for  trial  at  Yarmouth  Quarter  Sessions,  whence,  on  April 
Ist,  1828,  the  indictment  was  removedl  by  writ  of  certiorari  to  the 
C-ourt  of  King's  Bench.  The  case  was  tried  at  Norwich  Assizes,  before 
Lord  Chief  Baron  Alexander,  on  August  11th,  1828,  wlhen  only  Vaughan 
(or  Smith)  was  proceeded  against.  Robert-  Barker  turned  King's 
evidence,  and  described  the  method  by  which  the  graves  were  robbed, 
and  how  the  bodies  were  sent  to  Londooi  by  the  wain.  A  vwdict  of 
guilty  was  returned,  and  on  November  14th,  1828,  the  prisoner  was 
brought  up  for  sentence  in  the  Court  of  King's  Bench.  He  urged  that 
he  was  driven  by  poverty  to  the  commission  of  tbe  offence,  imd  was 
sentenced  by  Mr.  Justice  Bayley  to  six  months'  imprisonment  in  the 
house  of  correction  at  Norwich. 

31. — Miss  Clark,  a  native  of  tihle  city,  commenced  an  engagement 
with  her  equestrian  company  at  the  Pantheon,  Banelagh  Gardens, 
Norwich. 


1828. 


JANUARY. 

4. — A  grand  concert,  given  at  Wells  Theatre,  was  attended  by  Earl 
Rosebery,  Lord  and  Lady  Bury,  I^ord  Dahneney,  Viscountess  Andover, 
Admiral  Digliy,  Lady  H.  Primrose,  the  Hon.  Misises  Anson,  the  Hon. 
B.  Primrose,  &c.  Tlie  prograinine  opened  with  Haydn's  "  Surprise 
Siufonia,"  and  the  artistes  engaged  included  M.  Venna,  Master  Sporle, 
Madame  Baur,  and  Mr.  Barron.  "  Genflemen  ama-teurs  "  sang  glees, 
and  at  the  close  of  the  concert  a  ball  took  place,  at  which  200  were 
present. 
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18. — ^A  reeurreotian-man  waA  shot  in  Bacton  churdiyard  by  a  party 
of  grave  watobera.  He  was  in  the  act  of  diflinterring  the  body  of 
one  James  Hewlett,  who  was  accidentally  killed  a  few  days  previously. 
Thie  resurrectionist,  although  badly  wounded!,  effected  his  escape  in 
the  darkness. 

23. — Norwich  Theatre  opened  for  the  season  with  Mr.  Smith  as 
manager  and  lessee. 

24. — ^Died,  Mr.  Martin  Fountain,  who  was  Sheriff  of  Norwich  in  1812. 

26. — ^Atkins'  Menagerie  was  exhibited  on  the  Castle  Hill,  Norwich. 

31. — ^Lord  William  Bentinck  addressed  a  circular  letter  to  has  con- 
stituents at  Lynn,  announcing  bis  resignation  as  one  of  the  members 
for  the  borough,  in  oonsequenoe  of  his  appointment  as  Governor-General 
of  India. 


PBBRUABY. 

4. — ^Lord  Creorge  Bentinck  was  elected  without  opposition  a  member 
for  King's  Lynn.  '^  No  colours  were  worn,  agreeable  to  the  regulations 
of  Lord  John  Russell's  most  sapient  Act^  and  for  which  the  ribbon- 
makers  must  feel  highly  indebted  to  hinn  in  depriving  them  of  a  source 
of  consumption  for  an  important  branch  of  British  manufacture  of  no 
inconsiderable  extent." 

5. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Court  of  Guardians,  a  report  was 
adopted'  in  favour  of  altering  the  mulcts  of  the  assessable  property  in 
each  of  the  parishes  and  hamlets  of  the  city.  In  the  parishes  the  (Ad 
valuation  was  £61,302 ;  the  new,  £89,080 ;  increase,  £27,778 — 45  per 
cent.  In  the  hamlets  the  old  valuation  was  £19,722  ;  the  new, 
£21,487 ;  increase,  £1,765 — about  9  per  oent.  At  the  vestry  meetings 
in  several  paricfttes  the  new  assessment  was  rejected — (1)  on  the  ground 
of  increased  local  and  public  burdens  to  which  the  citizens  would  be 
exposed  by  increased  rent  on  such  valuation;  and  (2)  because  of  the 
disproportion  of  the  assessment  of  the  hamlets  as  compared  with  the 
assessment  of  the  city  at  large.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Guardians  on 
April  1st,  a  resolution  was  adopted  declaring  the  mulct  to  be  imequal, 
and  fuivising  that  steps  be  taken  to  place  it  upon  a  fair  and  equitable 
basis. 

8. — ^A  ''  trial  of  speed  "  took  place  between  the  Westacre  and  Melton 
Constable  hounds.  ''  A  noble  stag  stood  before  tbe  hound)B  an  hour 
and  ten  minutes,  but  from  the  numerous  field,  amounting  at  least  to 
400,  the  greater  part  of  whom,  were  shamefully  riding  the  roads  and 
heading  the  stag  at  every  point,  the  sport  was  not  brilliant.  lliroug^L 
the  greater  part  of  the  day  the  Westaore  hounds  took  the  lead,  carried 
the  best  Ibbad,  and  did  all  the  work;  but  from  the  jockeyship  of  Sir 
Jacob  Astley's  huntsman  in  continually  lifting  his  hounds,  and  numerous 
horsemen  pressing  on  them  in  the  lanes  atnd  woodls,  so  oom[4etely 
frightened  the  Westacre  hounds,  which  are  more  timid  and  less  accus- 
tomed to  such  crowds  than  the  Melton,  that  most  of  them  were  thrown 
out  and  oouldj  not  again  recover  their  ground."  Tbie  match  took  place 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  E/ast  Dereham. 

12. — In  tihe  Court  of  King's  Bench,  Sir  James  Scarlett  moved  for  a 
fule  to  show  cause  why  a  quo  warranto  information  should  not  be  filed 
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against  Mr.  Angell,  of  Norwioh,  for  exercising  ihe  office  of  aldennan 
without  being  properly  elected  thereto.  "  A  very  ancient  custom,"  he 
said,  "  prevailed  at  Norwich  on  the  election  of  aldermen,  wlhdch  he  was 
sure  would  not,  from  its  antiquity,  receive  their  lordships'  sanction. 
It  was  called  the  cooping  of  voters,  and  consisted  of  taking  the  voters 
by  force  in  a  body,  bribing  them,  giving  them  drink,  and  keeping  ihem 
locked  up  until  they  consented  to  vote  for  tJhe  party  on  whoee  sidte 
they  had'  been  taken."  It  waa  alleged'  that  several  of  the  supporters 
of  Mr.  Angell's  opponent  (Mr.  Marshall)  were  waylaid,  carried  away  by 
force  in  a  ooaoh,  put  on  board  a  boat  on  the  broads,  and  bad  persons 
placed  over  them  as  guards.  If  these  persons  had  had  their  liberty, 
Mr.  Marshall,  it  was  contended,  would  have  been  elected.  Lord  Tenter- 
den  granted  a  rule  to  show  cause.  It  waa  abandoned,  however,  on 
April  28th,  and  ''  the  bells  of  St.  Peter  rang  a  triumphant  peal  on  the 
result  being  known." 

1 3. — ^A  squadron  of  the  Gtjh  Dragoons  arrived  at  Norwioh  Barracka, 
to  replace  the  depdt  of  the  12th  Lancers. 

23. — ^A  man  named  Bailey  did  penance  in  the  ohanoel  of  Yarmouth 
parish  church  for  applying  an  opprobrious  epithet  to  a  Mrs.  Jenner. 
"  It  being  a  very  great  novelty,  tihtere  was  a  large  assemblage  of  persons 
to  witness  the  performance  of  the  ceremony  and  to  hear  Bailey  repeat 
his  recantations,  which  continued  for  some  time,  but  he  did  not,  as 
generally  supposed,  stand  in  a  white  sheet." 


MARCH. 

5. — ^The  election  of  a  County  Coroner  took  place  at  Norwioh,  con- 
sequent upon  the  resignation  of  Mr.  C.  Bringloe.     Mr.  E.  Press,  of 
Hingham,  the  suocessful  candidate,  polled  1,073  votes,  as  against  766 
obtained  by  his  opponent,  Mr.  Henry  Hobart,  Norwich. 

17. — Died  at  his  house  in  Surrey  Street,  Norwich,  aged  68,  Sir 
James  Edward  Smith,  M.D.,  F.R.S.,  President  of  the  Linnsean  Society. 
He  was  bom  in  Norwich  December  2nd,  1759,  proceeded  to  Edinburgh) 
University  in  1780,  and  completed  his  medical  wtudiefl  in  London.  In 
1792  he  had  the  honour  of  instructing  her  Majesty  the  Queen  and 
the  Royal  Princesses  in  botany  at  Windsor.  He  married,  in  1796, 
a  daughter  of  Mr.  Robert  Reeve,  of  Loweetoft,  and  in  1810  reoeived 
tihe  distinction  of  knighthood.  He  was  the  author  of  "  English  Botany," 
and  other  works. 

18. — ^Mr.  Macready  appeared'  at  Norwich  Theatre  in  the  part  of 
Virg^nius.  On  subsequent  evenings  he  performed  the  characters  of 
Macbeth  and  William  Tell. 

22.* — "Died  at  Canton,  in  China,  by  falling  overboard,  Henry,  son 
of  Mr.  Alderman  Tburtell,  of  Norwich,  master-at-arms  of  the  Atlas 
Indiaman." 

*"  Died  at  Yarmouth,  Mr.  David  Service,  aged  52,  the  well- 
known  author  of  the  '  Caledonian  Herd-boy '  and  many  other  poetical 
pi  eductions  of  considerable  merit.'' 

24. — ^The  ward  elections  conmienced  at  Norwich  on  this  date.  "  Five 
shillings  a  man  had  been  given  on  eadh  side  from  the  commencement ; 
but  about  eleven  o^clock  a  placard  waa  put  out  from  the  window  of  th^ 
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*  Blue  and  White  '  (the  Reformers')  room,  bearing  the  word*,  *  The  Blues 
pay  gold.'  This  alteration  in  the  market  waa  followed,  about  an  hour 
afterwards,  by  a  similar  declaratioKi  from  the  *  Orange  and  Purples.' 
From  this  moment  stock  looked  up ;  the  price  for  the  freemen  altered 
from  five  shillings  to  half  a  sovereign,  and  a  whole  sovereign,  and  so 
on  to  sums  of  which  we  are  not  prepared'  to  limit  the  extent.  A  whole 
club,  consisting  of  20  m^nberB,  calling  themselves  '  the  Independent 
dub,'  was  purchased  in  the  lump  by  one  of  the  '  Blue  and  White '  can- 
didates. The  price  first  demanded  was  5  guineaa  a  man,  but  otihers 
allow  they  were  knocked'  dbwn  at  the  price  of  50  gs." 

APBIL. 

2.— Died,  aged  106,  Thoma*  Scrape.  "  He  waa  the  father  of  Mrs. 
Lovell,  of  t^  Lobster  Lin,  St.  John  Maddermourket,  Norwich,  and  was 
bom  at  Stalham  in  1722,  in  iftue  9th  year  oi  the  reign  of  George  I.  He 
had  been  often  heard!  to  speak  of  remembering  as  a  child  the  illuminar 
tions  on  the  occasion  of  the  accession  of  George  IL  At  the  age  of 
105  this  extraordinary  old  man  presided  at  a  large  convivial  party  at 
his  residlence.  His  pipe  was  his  constant  companion,  and  he  was  often 
to  be  seen  smoking  and  enjoying  it  at  his  daughter's  house,  where  his 
latter  days  were  renderedl  oomfortable." 

3. — ^Tombland  Fair,  Norwich,  was  ue^hered  in  by  a  severe  snowstorm. 
''  The  Banisters,  the  Sam  wells,  the  Chipperfieldn,  the  Adamses,  and  a 
host  of  other  ornaments  of  the  vagrant  stage  for  daylight  gauds  and 
the  practical  wit  of  buffoons  displayed  themselves  in  imposing  array." 
The  only  "  rational "  exhibition  at  iibe  fair  was  Atkins'  Menagerie. 

5. — ^A  vessel,  named  the  Lord  William  Bentinck,  was  laimched  from 
the  shipyard  of  Mr.  Ftederick  Preston,  at  Yarmouth.  She  was  nearly 
500  tons  burden,  and  the  largest  ship,  wiiAu  one  exception,  ever  built 
at  the  port. 

7. — Ching  Lau  Lauro,  "  the  celebrated  posture  master  and  buffo  from 
Drury  Lane,"  appeared'  at  Norwich  Theatre.  On  the  10th  he  performed 
in  a  harlequinade,  entitled,  "  The  Man  in  the  Moon."  "  No  viler  tissue 
of  nonsensical  stuff  could  be  foisted  on  the  patience  of  an  insulted 
audience.  It  had  more  revolting  coarseness,  and  infinitely  less  in- 
genuity than  ever  characterised  the  worst  puppet  shows'  clumsiest 
performers.  '  Harlequin  in  the  Shad'ee '  descended  to  the  lowest  vault 
of  the  Capulets,  amidst  universal  hisses  which  such  execrable  tradhj 
deservedly  called  forth,  in  spite  of  Ching  Lau  Lauro  swallowing  his 
own  head." 

19. — ^T^e  Norfolk  County  Cricket  Club  announced  the  completion  of 
a  new  cricket  ground  at  East  Dereham,  described  as  one  of  the  beet 
in  the  provinces. 

25. — A  remarkable  whirlwind  occurred  at  Gresham.  "  It  came  sud- 
denly as  in  a  moment  from  the  south-west,  accompanied  by  a  roar  like 
thunder,  and  taking  a  north-easterly  direction  towards  Cromer,  spent 
itself  at  sea.  The  extreme  force  of  the  whirlwind  lasted  scarcely  three 
minutes,  but  in  that  time  it  completely  ruined  one  William  Watts,  by 
rending  the  sails  and  stocks  from  his  mill,  lifting  the  whole  fabric  from 
off  the  post,  and  crushing  the  beams  and  insidb  works  to  piecea, 
together  with  the  roof  and  walls  of  the  rounds-house." 
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27.— Died  at  hia  houae,  Vauxhall,  Lambeth^  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Hull, 
Bged  74,  "  a  gentleman  well-known  in  Norwiob  ancH  Norfolk  for  a  great 
number  of  years,  andi  where  many  of  his  beautifuUy-exeouted  pictures 
remain  as  specimens  of  his  superior  talent  in  the  miniature  departr 
ment  of  portrait  painting.'^ 


MAY. 


1. — Mr.  Angell  and  Mr.  Pattern  were  nominated*  for  the  Mayoralty 
of  Norwich.  Mr.  W.  Wilde  nominated  Mr.  Alderman  Thurtell,  the 
senior  alderman  below  the  chair;  and  Mr.  Alderman  Yallop  was  also 
proposed.  A  poll  was  demamded,  and  the  result  was  declared  as 
follows:  Thurtell,  1,144;  Yallop,  1,148;  Angell,  1,042;  Patteson,  979. 
Application  was  made  by  Messrs.  Angell  and  Patteson  for  the  r&> 
opening  of  tho  books  on  the  following  morning,  wlhen  the  voting  was : 
Thurtell,  1,210;  YaUop,  1,212;  Angell,  1,097;  Pattesoo,  1,020.  The 
Court  of  Ald)ermen  subsequently  elected  Mr.  ThurtelL 

5. — ^A  public  meeting  was  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  under 
the  presidency  of  the  Mayor  (Mr.  Finoh),  at  which  resolutions  wwe 
passed  affirming  that  it  was  objectionable  to  continue  bounties  on  the 
export  of  sugar  and  proliibitory  duties  on  the  produce  of  Colonial 
free  labour,  by  which  slavery  was  supported  at  the  expense  of  the 
British  public.  It  was  also  decided  to  petition  Parliament  to  repeal 
such  bounties  and  duties,  and  to  take  measures  to  ensure  the  immediate 
alleviation  and  the  ultimate  extinction  of  British  Colonial  slavery.  The 
petition,  which  was  signed  by  10,125  persona,  measured  150  feet  in 
length,  and  was  presented  in  the  House  of  Commons  by  Mr.  William 
Smith. 

6. — ^A  new  theatre  was  opened  at  North  Waleham  by  Mr.  Fie/Ker,  with 
the  performanoe  of  the  comic  opera,  *'  Sweethearts  and  Wives,"  and 
the  musical  farce  of  "  The  Turnpike  Gate." 

8.— Died  at  Tittleslinll,  Mr.  Thomaa  Ridhes,  farmer,  aged  69.  "  In 
his  early  life  he  for  many  years,  by  being  pressed'  from-  Lynn,  served 
his  country  at  sea.,  and  was  in  many  distinguished  actions.  He  was  at 
Gibraltar,  «ut  the  Chesapeak  with  Hood,  in  the  eame  ahip  with  our 
present  Lord-  High  Admiral,  then  a  boy;  and  was  in  the  Formidable 
(flagship)  with  Sir  George,  afterwards  Lord  Rodney,  in  the  memorable 
battle  of  1782,  when  M.  De  Grasse  was  taken.  On  his  discharge  and 
his  return  to  his  native  county,  he  embraced  farming  for  a  livelihood, 
and  always  retained  many  of  the  peculiarities  and  superstitions  of  a 
sailor's  life." 

27. — The  first  seaborne  vessel  from  London  to  Norwich  port  direct, 
tihe  Thames  steam  packet,  Capt.  John  Morley,  arrived  at  Carrow 
Bridge.  She  was  of  120  tons  burden,  82  feet  in  length,  and  hand- 
somely fitted  up  for  the  accommodation  of  i>assengers.  The  duration 
of  her  voyage  was  28  hours. 

-The  Norwich  Corporation  d^ecided  to  rebuild  Fye  Bridge  of  iron, 


in  accordance  with  the  plans  of  Mr.  Stone.     The  foundation-stone  oi 
the  new  bridge  was  laid  by  the  Mayor  (Mr.  Thurtell)  on  June  2nd^  1829, 
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JUNE. 

9. — ^Bfr.  Eean,  jun.,  made  his  first  appearance  at  Norwich  Theatre 
in  the  ciharacter  of  RoixLeo.  During  hie  engagement  he  appeared  also 
as  Jaffier  (*'  Venice  Pr«8«rved ")  and  Felix  ('*  Himter  of  the  Alps  "). 
'*  It  k  difficult,  indeed,  to  imagine,"  says  the  critic,  '*  what  besides  an 
irresistible  penchant  for  the  stage  and  an  hereditajry  attaehmant  for 
the  most  elevated  dramatic  work,  could  have  induced  this  gentleman 
to  choose  the  profession  of  a  tragedian.  Of  a  stature  rather  below  the 
middle  size,  and  with  a  countenance  that  forms  no  index  of  the  heroic 
mind,  the  younger  Kean  seems  studious  of  displaying  all  those  pecu- 
liarities of  attitude,  action,  and  intonation  which  we  have  been  accus- 
tomed to  regard  rather  as  defects  tihan  as  excellencies  in  his  justly 
celebrated  father.  The  genius  of  tho  elder  Eeaoi  does  not  shine  forth 
in  his  son/' 

-A   prize-fight  took   place   between.  Warren   and  Cocks,    light 


weights,  for  £50  a  side.  Thie  gathering,  which  was  at  Mattishall,  was 
attended  by  many  of  the  principal  gentry  in  the  coimty,  and  by  several 
members  of  the  London  ring,  including  Phil  Sampson  (oomqueror  of 
Big  Brown),  Dick  Curtis,  Tom  Oliver,  Frank  Redmond,  Ned  Stockman, 
and  Frosty-Faced  Fogo,  "  the  Poet  Laureate  of  the  Ring."  The  com- 
batants met  in  a  meadow  belonging  to  Mr.  Petchell,  but  a  magistrate 
interfered,  and  a  move  was  made  to  EUsing  Common,  where  the  fight 
was  brought  off.  Cocks  was  attended  by  Ned  Painter  and  Ben  Gale, 
and  Warren  by  Curtis  and  Redmond.  Forty-one  rounds  were  fought 
in  66  minutes.  CockB,  who  won,  threw  his  man  23  times  in  ihe  first 
25  rounds. 

17. — Guild  Day  was  celebrated  in  Norwich.  Mr.  Alderman  Thurtell, 
on  being  gwom  in  as  Mayor,  stated  that  he  stood  in  rotation  for  the 
office  in  1818,  and  to  his  utter  astonishment  the  late  Mr.  Back  was  put 
in  nomination  and  elected  "  I  thank  God,"  he  added,  **  I  have  had 
nerve  enough  to  break  all  connection  with  a  set  of  men  who  have  acted 
with  so  much  duplicity  and  injustice  towards  me."  The  Guild  feast 
at  St.  Andrew's  Hall  was  attended  by  460  guests. 

24. — Died,  Captain  John  Murray  Browne,  of  the  75th  Regiment, 
aged  36,  only  son  of  the  Rev.  M.  Browne,  Minor  Canon  of  Norwich 
Cathedral,  and  grandson  of  Dr.  John  Murray.  Capt.  Browne,  who  was 
drowned  while  fishing  on  a  lake  near  Mullingar,  had  been  in  the  Army 
from  his  youth,  and  served  throughout  the  Peninsidar  War.  He  was 
the  author  of  a  work  entitled,  "  The  State  of  Portugal,  by  an  eye- 
witness." 

26. — Died  at  Hingh)am,  suddenly,  Charles  Alexander,  aged  23,  "  an 
excellent  cricketer,  and  the  fastest  length  bowler  in  the  county." 


JULY. 


4. — ^A  severe  storm  occurred  in  the  Derehajn,  Fakenham,  and 
Cromer  districts.  Unsettled  weather  prevailed  until  the  13th,  when 
the  lower  parts  of  Norwictb  and  the  meadows  and  marshes  above  and 
below  the  city  were  flooded.  Much  meadow  hay  was  swept  away,  and 
the  graiii  crops  beaten  down. 
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8. — ^Twenty-three  mackerel  luggers  contested  for  a  subsoription 
purae  of  £100,  at  Yarmouth.  The  race,  which  took  place  in  tft^  Roads, 
was  won  by  the  Brothers  (Capt.  John  Ayres),  owned  by  Messrs.  R.  and 
B.  Fenn, 

9. — An  inter-county  cricket  match,  Norfolk  v.  Lincolnshire,  was  oomr 
menced  at  Eaat  Dereham.  Scores:  Lincoln,  110;  Norfolk,  74 — 30. 
At  the  concluaion  of  the  first  day's  play,  a  dinner,  presided  over  by 
Lord  Suffield,  and  attended  by  eighty-six  ladies  and  gentlemen,  was 
given  at  the  Assembly  Rooms ;  and  on  the  10th  a  grand  ball  took  place 
in  the  evening. 

12. — The  following  statement  waa  published  of  the  number  of  bene- 
fits, with  the  gross  receipts,  at  Norwich  Theatre  during  the  period  of 
22  years,  ending  1828: —

16. — At  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions,  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P.,  gave 
notice  that  at  the  ensuing  October  Sessions  be  would  move  '*  that 
reporters  for  the  newspapers  be  admitted  into  the  Grand  Jury 
Chamber  when  the  magistrates  assemble  there  at  Quarter  Sessions  f(M" 
the  despatch  of  the  business  of  tlie  county."  The  motion  was  discussed 
on  October  17th,  when,  alter  three  hours'  debate,  the  Court  divided, 
witih  the  following  result :  For  the  motion,  46 ;  against,  45. 

22. — Died  at  Stalhami,  aged  103,  Isabella  Perowne. 

25. — A  Jews'  Synagogue  was  opened  in  the  parish  of  St.  George^ 
Tom  bland,  Norwich. 

26. — The  announcement  was  madie  that  tiile  Norwich  Cricket  Club 
had  "  engrafted  an  archery  branch  "  on  their  own  "  excellent  establish- 
ment." The  memibers  of  the  Archery  Club  were  permitted  the  use 
of  the  Norwich  Cricket  Ground  on  certain  dftys. 

AUGUST. 


4. — ^Died  at  the  Deanery,  in  his  83rd  year,  the  Very  Rev.  James 
Turner,  D.D.,  F.S.A.,  Dean  of  Norwich,  Master  of  Pembroke  Hall, 
Cambridge,  and  rector  of  Sudboume  and  Orford,  Suffolk.  He  waa 
installed  Dean  of  Norwich  on  June  24th,  1790.  His  remains  were 
interred  in  the  Cathedral  on  August  12tb.  Dean  Turner  was  succeeded 
by  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  George  Pellew,  Prebendary  of  Canterbury  and  of 
York,  and  third  son  of  Lord  Viscount  Ezmouth.  Dean  PeUew  was 
installed  on  December  13th. 
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11. — ^A  libel  action,  Maitland  v,  Kiimebrook,  was  tried  at  the  Nor- 
wich. AaaizeB,  before  Lord  Chief  Baron  Alexander.  The  plaintiff  was 
an  attorney  living  at  North  Walsham,  and  the  defendant  one  of  the 
proprietors  of  the  *'  Norwich  Merctuy."  The  libel,  whidh  the  defendant 
admitted',  was  contained  in  a  letter  published  in  the  "  Mercury.''  The 
plaintiff  had  provoked  and  carried  on  a  newspaper  correspondence,  and 
because  the  defendant  published  the  replies  of  adversaries  of  the  plain- 
tiff's own  creation,  the  plaintiff  sued  him  for  damages,  which  the  jury 
asseaeed  at  one  farthing. 

^Exchange  Street,    Norwich,   was   first   opened  to  the  public. 

There  was  no  communication,  however,  with  St.  Andrew's  Street,  and  it 
was  not  until  April,  1829,  that  operations  were  commenced  for  the 
removal  of  the  old  buildings  at  the  north  end  of  the  new  thorough- 
fare. That  portion  of  the  street  was  opened  to  the  public  on  May 
2 1st,  1832;  sikI  public  business  was  for  thB  first  time  transacted  in 
the  Post  Office  erected  there,  on  June  25th,  1832. 

^The  members  of  the  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  Listitution,  the  new 

title  by  which  the  Norwich  Society  of  Artists  established  in  1805  was 
known,  oelebrated  the  opening  of  their  new  gallery  in  Exchange 
Street  by  dining  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr. 
J.  B.  Crome,  with  Mr.  Stark  in  the  viceohlair.  The  first  exhibition  in 
the  new  gallery  was  opened  on  the  13th,  and  was  visited  in  state  by 
the  Mayor,  Sheriffs,  and  Aldermen. 

26. — ^Mr.  Greorge  Grout  was  elected  freemen's  Sheriff  at  Norwich. 


SEPTEMBER. 

1. — ^Mr.  William  Martin,  a  native  of  Norwich,  audi  the  painter  of  the 
two  large  pictures  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall — ''  The  death  of  Lady  Jane 
Grey "  and  "  Queen  Eleanor,  Ckmsort  to  Edward  L,"  was  lodging  in 
indigent  circumstances  at  the  Trowel  and  Hajnmer  public-house,  St. 
Stephen's,  whence  he  issued  a  circular  on  this  date,  asking  for  8ul>- 
scriptions  for  two  engravings — "  Literior  of  an  English  Cottage  Home  " 
and  ''  Children  going  to  bed."  The  Corporation,  on  February  24th, 
1829,  voted  him  a  grant  of  100  guineas. 

12. — Died  at  his  seat  at  Terrington,  near  Lynn,  in  his  9l8t  year, 
Sir  Andlrew  Snape  Hamond,  Bart.,  a  post-captain  in  the  Royal  Navy, 
formerly  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia^  and) 
subsequently  Commodore  and  Conmiander-in-Chief  in  the  River  Med- 
way.  He  was  many  years  Comptroller  of  the  Navy,  twice  member  of 
Parliament  for  Ipswich,  and  one  of  the  Brethren  of  the  Trinity  House. 

29. — ^The  ceremony  of  swearing  in  the  Sheriffs  of  Norwich  was  per- 
formed at  the  Guildlhall,  amid  a  scene  of  great  disorder.  The  windows 
of  the  lower  court  had  been  screwed  down,  to  prevent  persons  entering 
by  that  way  before  the  arrival  of  the  magistrates.  The  court  wiae 
crowded,  the  heat  intolerable,  and  the  Mayor  (Mr.  lliurtell)  ordered 
the  windows  to  be  broken.  Upon  the  Sheriffs-elect,  Mr.  Stevenson  and 
Mr.  Grout,  presenting  themselves,  the  latter  was  objected  to,  on  the 
ground  that  he  was  not  a  freeman;  and  Mr.  Stevenson  declined  to 
serve  unless  he  received  legal  indemnity  from  his  colleague.  The 
Recorder  (Mr.  Alderson)  disposed  of  the  legal  difficulty  in  Mr.  Steven- 
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8on*B  case,  but  the  uproar  waa  so  great  that  an  adjournment  faad  to  be 
made  to  the  Aldermeo'a  Chamber,  where  the  Town  Clerk  administered 
the  oath  to  Mr.  Grouty  notwithstanding  a  protest  by  Col.  Harvey.  At 
a  meeting  of  the  Common  Coimcil,  on  October  2nd,  a  notice  signed  by 
eigihi  of  the  "  Purple  and  Orange  ^*  Aldermen  was  read,  intimating  that 
any  act  done  by  the  Council  would)  not  be  valid,  as  one  of  the  Sheriffs 
was  improperly  ^ected.  They  therefore  declined  to  attend  the  meet- 
ing. The  Mayor  complained  that  he  was  being  set  at  diefianoe,  and 
threatened  to  appeal  to  a  Mgher  power.  On  NoYember  8th  a  motion 
was  made  in  the  Court  of  King's  Bench,  to  show  cause  why  an  informa- 
ti<m  in  the  nature  of  a  quo  warranto  should  not  be  filed  against  Mr. 
Grout,  to  show  by  what  authority  he  exercised  tihie  oftice  of  Sheriff; 
the  Court  granted  a  rule  7iisi,  On  February  24th  the  Corporation 
unanimously  conferred  on  Mr.  Grout  the  freedom  of  t!hie  city.  The  case, 
after  being  several  times  bef<H'e  the  Court,  was  finally  disposed  of  on 
June  28th,  1830,  when  Mr.  Justice  Bailey  delivered  judgment,  and 
said  that  the  Court  were  of  opinion  that  it  was  essential  to  the  validity 
of  election  to  the  office  of  Sheriff  that  thie  individual  chosen  should 
be  a  freeman.  Judgment  of  ouster  was,  therefore  entered.  Retaliatory 
proceedings  were  taken  in  the  Court  of  King's  Bench  by  the  other 
political  party  against  Mr.  Alderman  Patteson  for  holding  tbe  offioe  of 
Treasurer  of  the  city,  and  against  Mr.  Alderman  T.  S.  I>ay,  for  acting 
as  Com  Inspector.  A  rule  nisi  was  obtained  against  Mr.  Patteson  on 
May  30tlb,  1829,  and  was  made  absolute  on  July  4th,  after  that  gentle- 
man had)  resigned  the  treasurership. 

29. — The  6th  Inniskilling  Dragoons  marched  from  Norwich  for  Ches- 
terfield and  Manchester. 


OCTOBER. 

6. — A  troop  of  the  12th  Lancers  arrived  at  Norwich,  from  Canterburv. 

7. — ^Died,  aged  72,  at  New  York,  Mr.  Joim  B.  Murray,  eldest  son  of 
Dr.  Johii  Murray. 

9. — Died,  aged  74,  at  his  residence,  in  Carlow,  Major  John  Beevor, 
formerly  of  the  9  th  Dragoons,  and  for  30  years  inspecting-officer  of 
Yeomanry  Cavalry  in  the  diartriots  of  Waterford  and  Wexford.  He  was 
second  son  of  Sir  Thomas  Beevor,  of  Hethel. 

11. — The  Norwich  Com  Exchange,  "  one  of  the  finest  edifices  of  its 
kind  in  Europe,"  was  opened  to  the  public.  "  Mr.  Riches,  merchant,  of 
Norwich,  bought  of  Mr.  Riches,  of  Thorpe,  the  first  sample  of  com 
(barley)  in  the  new  building,  for  which  he  gave  ISs.  6d.  per  ooomb." 
A  commemorative  dinner  was  held  in  the  Elxchange  on  November  28th, 
at  which  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P.,  presided,  supported  by  the  High 
Sheriff  (Sir  W.  B.  ffolkee),  Lord  Lyndock,  Lord  Neville,  Lord  Suffield, 
Mr.  Edmond  Wodehouse,  M.P.,  and  other  prominent  personages. 

18.* — "  The  proprietors  of  the  Norwich  Cloth  ESstabliphnient  have 
taken  a  contract  for  supplying  the  two  battalions  of  Portuguese  troops 
lately  formed  at  Plymouth  out  of  the  refugees  from  that  distracted 
country  with  jackets  and  trousers.  These  troops  are  intended  to 
accompany  the  young  Queen  of  Portugal,  whither  she  will  Portly 
proceed  to  claim  the  Crown.'' 
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25.* — "  Tbe  portrait  of  Mr.  Alderman  Francis,  paimted  by  Lane,  wa« 
hung  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  this  week." 

*"  Died  lately  at  Wimbotsham,  near  Downliain  Market,  aged 

52,  Mr.  William  Henry  Ware,  many  years  composer  of  music,  and 
director  of  the  orchestra  at  Covent  Garden  Theatre,  and  one  of  the 
masters  of  the  Royal  Academy,  Woolwidh." 

29. — ^Died,  at  his  son'ft  house,  in  Southampton  Street,  Bloomsbury, 
aged  79,  Mr.  Luke  Hansard,  many  years  printer  of  the  Journals,  private 
Bills,  &c.,  of  tile  House  of  Conunons.  "  He  was  born  at  Watton, 
served)  his  apprenticeship  with  Mr.  White,  printer,  of  Norwich,  was 
afterwards  an  assistant  of  fhe  late  Mr.  John  Grouse,  who  originally 
established  the  Norfolk  Chroniglb  in  the  year  1761,  and  had  ever 
since  been  a  much  attached  and  valued  friend  of  all  his  successors." 


NOVEMBER. 

3. — The  following  curious  incident  was  recorded  as  having  taken 
place  at  Tunsteadi  on  ihja  date.  A  Chelsea  pensioner  was  about  to  be 
married  to  a  widlow,  and  **  early  in  lihle  morning  the  parties,  accom- 
panied by  three  witnesses,  repaired  to  the  orofls-ways  in  the  road  a 
short  distance  from  the  village,  where  the  intended  bride  crossed  the 
rood  in  puris  naturalibus,  and  was  received  on  the  opposite  side  by 
the  bridegroom,  wibo  entertains  ih&  idea  that  by  the  due  performance 
of  this  cer^nony  he  is  discharged  from  all  liability  of  paying  the  debts 
of  the  former  husband." 

4. — ^Lord  NeviUe,  rector  of  Berghapton,  sent  a  letter  to  the  Norfolk 
Chroniglb,  denying  a  statement  made  by  Mr.  Cobbett^  at  a  dinner  at 
Maidstone,  tihiat  he  (Lord  Neville)  was  ''  rector  of  a  parish  in  Norfolk 
and  at  the  same  time  enjoyed  half-pay  as  a  captain  of  Dragoons.''  His 
lordship  wrote :  "  I  admit  being  rector  of  a  parish  in  Norfolk,  but  I 
assure  you  upon  my  word  that  a  considerable  time  before  I  took  orders 
I  resigned  my  commission,  and  consequently  ceased  from  that  time  to 
enjoy  either  half  or  full  pay." 

9. — ^The  King's  letter,  "  authorising  collections  to  be  made  for  the 
building  and  enlarging  of  dhiurches  and  chapels  (instead  of  by  briefs, 
aa  formerly),"  waa  read  in  the  churches  in  the  city  and  county. 

15. — A  hamper  conveyed  by  Messrs.  Mar«h  and  Swan's  London  van 
from  King's  Lynn,  was  found  to  contain  the  dead  body  of  a  young 
woman,  supposed  to  have  been  taken  from  a  grave  at  Lynn. 

*"  Mr.    Suckling's   beautiful    yaoht,   the   Marmion,    has    lately 

arrived  at  Buckenham  Ferry,  to  be  laid  up  for  the  winter.  In  Decem- 
ber last  she  was  laid  down  and  built  upon  his  estate  at  Woodton, 
imd'er  his  immediate  plans  and  directions,  and  in  May  last  dragged  from 
thence  upon  a  sledge  to  the  water's  edge  at  Carrow  Bridge,  to  the  sur- 
prise of  the  natives,  who  assembled  in  great  number.  She  dropped 
down  the  river  and  boldly  cleared  out  to  sea,  on  her  passage  to  London, 
wlhtich  voyage,  though  blowing  very  fresh,  she  performed  much  to  the 
satisfaction  of  those  on  board.  She  afterwards  went  to  Calais,  made 
two  journeys  to  Holland,  and  sailed  many  times  up  tlie  canals." 
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29. — ^Mr.  B.  H.  Nor^te  was  elected  assiBtant-surgeon  of  the  Norfolk 
and  Norwich  Hospital,  in  the  room  of  Mr.  Henry  Carter,  previously 
elected  surgeon,  on  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Martineaw. 

Died  at  his  house  in  St.  Giles'  Street,  Norwich,  aged  72,  Mr. 

John  Hammond  Cole,  an  Alderman  of  the  Great  Ward  of  Mancroft, 
He  was  Sheriff  in  1797;  Mayor  in  1811;  Receiver  of  Stamp  Duties, 
Treasurer  of  the  Boys'  and  Girls*  Hospital,  and  of  the  Norwich  Dispen- 
sary, and  Treasurer  and  Secretary  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Savings 
Bank. 

DECEMBER. 

1. — Died  at  New  York,  aged  64,  Mr.  James  Valentine  Murray,  third 
son  of  Dr.  John  Murray,  of  Norwich. 

4. — ^The  Norwidhj  Brunswick  Coostitutional  Club,  ''for  preserving 
the  integrity  of  the  Protestant  Constitution,  and  upholding  the  prin- 
ciples which  placed  the  House  of  Brunswick  upon  the  Throne  of  these 
realms,"  was  formed  at  a  meeting  held  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel. 

6.— Died,  aged  48  years,  Capt.  Sir  William  Hoete,  Bart,  R.N.,  K.C.B., 
eldest  son  of  the  Rev.  Dixon  Hoste,  of  Godwic^  Hall.  '*  He  was  among 
the  many  brave  youths  from  tibiis  coxmty  on  board  the  Admiral^s  flag- 
ship, the  Vanguard,  at  the  memorable  battle  of  the  Nile." 

8. — ^Master  W.  R.  Grossmith,  "  the  celebrated  young  Roecius,  9^ 
years  old,"  gave,  in  the  Concert  Room,  St.  Groorge's,  Norwich,  has  enter- 
tainment, *'  consisting  of  rapid  transitions  of  dress  and  characters." 

19. — ^Died  at  Yarmouth,  aged  79,  Mr.  John  Wateosi,  Mayor  of  that 
borough  in  1786.  In  1799  he  was  elected  Town  Qerk,  and  resigned 
the  office  in  1822. 

20.* — "  Diedi,  last  week,  at  Lakenham,  aged  46,  Mr.  Roger  Jean,  an 
eminent  miniature  painter,  leaving  a  wife  and  seven  dhildren  to  lament 
his  loss.  Although  Mr.  Jean  possessed  very  superior  abilities  as  a  minia- 
ture painter,  owing  to  his  long-continued  illness  his  latter  days  were 
embittered  by  most  distressing  privations,  aind  his  wife,  a  well-educated 
woman,  is  left  in  very  destitute  circumstances." 

24. — The  weather  on  Christmas  Eve  was  described  as  '*  very  cloee 
and  warm."     The  w^hiole  month  was  remarkable  for  its  unusual  mildness. 

26. — ^Mons.  Batty  opened  his  Circus  at  the  Pantheon,  Ranelagh 
Gardens,  Norwich. 

30. — A  *'  grand  match  of  cocks  "  was  fought  at  the  New  Inn,  Aylsham, 
between  gentlemen  of  tlhat  town  and  of  North  Walsham.  The  sport 
was  continued  on  the  31st  North  Walsham  won  9  battles  out  of  12. 
The  winning  cocks  were  "  fed  "  by  Stafford,  of  Norwich. 


1829. 


JANUARY. 


1. — Died;  aged  76,  Mr.  Philip  Meadows  Martineau,  one  of  iha  sur- 
geons of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  from  its  foundation  in 
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1772.  "  Pre-eminently  sucoessful  as  an  operator,  and  miost  intimatelj 
acquainted  witli  tihe  theory  of  his  profession,  Mr.  Martineau  was  cele- 
brated in  every  part  of  England  and  throughout  Europe.  He  directed 
hi  a  attention  to  cases  of  lithotomy  with  ddstinguiahed  success."  He 
was  buried  at  Thorpe,  on  January  9th. 

10. — Cocke  J  Lane,  Norwich,  was  for  tlbe  first  time  accorded'  its  new 
designation,  "  London  Street." 

14. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions,  it  was  ordered  thiat  the  east 
end  of  Norwich  Ca&tle,  including  the  south  end  buttress,  be  put  into 
proper  repair,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  £600. 

17.* — "The  sales  at  Garraway's  and  the  Auction  Mart  of  landed 
estates  in  Norfolk  last  year  exceed  £110,000.  The  principal  Norfolk 
estates  sold  in  London  during  the  last  12  months  were  as  follow:  — 
WaUington  Hall,  1,724  acres,  with  house,  gardens,  &c.,  £41,000; 
Clippesby  Hall  1,100  acres,  with  house,  &o.,  £48,110;  Mr.  Watson's 
estate  at  Saxling^m,  137  acres,  with  bouse,  &c.,  £7,000." 

21. — A  meeting  of  the  medical  practitioners  of  the  city  and  county 
was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  "  to  petition  the  Legislature  upon 
the  inoreasing  difficulties  of  pursuing  anatomical  studies  in  the  public 
schools." 

31. — ^Mr.  Alexander  Tliurtell,  nephew  of  the  Mayor  of  Norwich,  was 
returned  fourth  wrangler  at  Cambridge.  He  was  of  Caius  College, 
and  was  educated  by  Mr.  Bowles  (formerly  of  Norwich  Theatre),  at  the 
Academy,  Yarmouth. 

Norwich  Theatre  was  opened  for  the  season.     Mons.  Deoour,  a 

"  strong  man,"  exhibited  feats  of  strength  and  juggling. 

^A  disastrous  fire  occurred  on  tftue  premises  of  Messrs.  Trivett 

and  Cozens,  ironmongers.  Exchange  Street,  Norwich.  The  12th 
Lancers  rendered  efficient  service  in  saving  adjoining  jwoperty.  The 
Norfolk  Chroniclb  Office  narrowly  escaped  destruction. 


FEBRUARY. 

7.* — "  So  great  is  the  panic  in  Lynn  in  the  minds  of  the  credulous 
with  reference  to  the  resurrectionists,  that  an  individiual  who  was  con- 
signed to  the  grave  had  round  his  coffin  13  iron  hoops,  and  in  the  lid 
50  screws." 

9. — ^A  brig  of  100  tons  burden  was  "  raised  "  at  Mr.  T.  Batle/s 
staith)  at  Carrow,  Norwich.  Upon  the  stem  of  the  vessel  was  the 
inscription :  "  This  is  the  first  seaborne  vessel  that  was  ever  built  in 
Norwich.  Began  January,  1829,  by  Thomas  Batley,  and  tlie  first  bolt 
was  driven  by  C.  Brown,  Esq.,  Alderman  of  this  city."  The  vessel, 
which  was  named  the  Spring  (Capt.  Brook),  was  launched  on  May  28th. 
She  had  two  masts,  brig-rigged  fore  and  sdiooner-rigged)  aft,  and  was 
intended  for  the  general  trade. 

11. — Downftuam  Theatre  was  opened  by  Mr.  Smedley,  in  consequence 
of  Mr.  Fislier  declining  that  portion  of  the  circuit.  "  The  painting  of 
the  ceiling,  together  with  thje  panelling  and  ornaments  in  front  of  the 
boxes  and  gallery,  have  a  very  lively  effect,  and  give  it  the  appearance 
of  a  neat  and  modern  theatre." 
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14. — ^Heigham  House,  Norwich,  was  opened  under  the  management  of 
Mr.  Jollye,  formerly  of  Loddon,  as  a  retreat  for  insane  peraoos. 

An  extraordinary  marriage  took  place  at  Yarmouth.      A  boy, 

15  years  of  age,  the  son  of  a  respectable  tradesman,  absconded  from 
his  home  and  married  a  Mrs.  Bull,  a  widow,  aged  43,  the  mother  of 
five  children.  **  The  fact  was  ascertained  by  application  to  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Browne,  D.D.,  at  Gorleston." 

15. — Lieut.-Col.  Harvey  conveyed  to  London  a  petition  signed  by 
8,920  of  the  inhabitants  of  Norwich  against  the  claims  of  the  Roman 
Catholics.  It  was  presented  in  due  course  in  the  House  of  Commons. 
On  the  ITthi  the  Mayor  ivnd  Aldermen,  and  the  members  of  the  Common 
Ci  uncil  of  Norwich,  adopted  petitions  in  favour  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
claims. 

21. — The  ''African  Roscius''  (known  also  by  the  name  of  Eeene) 
appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  as  Othello.  On  subsequent  evenings  he 
performed'  the  part«  of  Mungo  ("*  Tlie  Padlock  "),  Oroonoko,  Bajazet 
("  Tamerlane  "),  RoUa  ("  Pizzaro  "),  Alambra  ("  Paul  and  Virginia  "), 
and  Sambo  ("  Live  when  you  can  "). 

28.* — "  In  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  last  week,  an  information  wa« 
filed  against  Robert  Hudson,  a  paper  manufacturer,  of  Norwioh,  for 
arrears  of  duty  on  a  quantity  of  paper  removed  from  a  mill  at  Lyng 
without  bearing  the  Excise  mark.  A  verdict  was  returned  for  the 
Crown — damages,  £300.  The  defendant  is  now  in  prison  on  a  former 
conviction  for  penalties  to  the  amount  of  £1,000.'' 


MAROH. 

5. — The  Westacre  Staghounds  had  a  remarkable  run.  Hie  meet 
was  at  Watton,  wihere  the  stag  was  turned  off,  and  led  a  field  of 
between  60  and  70  to  Ovington,  Shipdham,  Whinbergh,  over  Reymer- 
ston  Common,  touching  Southbergh,  to  Carbrooke,  crossing  Griston 
Common,  to  Thompson  Heath.  Here  there  was  a  short  check,  which 
was  hit  off  in  good  style,  and  away  they  went  for  Tottington,  on  to 
Wretham>  leaving  the  decoy  on  the  left',  thence  to  Kilverstone  and 
Brettenham.  Heaths,  to  the  left  of  Croxton,  and  to  the  River  Ouze, 
which  was  crossed  between  S  ant  on  Downham  and  Thetford.  Only  jiine 
horsemen  forded  the  river ;  they  dashed  away  across  the  open  in  the 
direction  of  Barton  Mills,  where  another  check  occurred.  They  then 
passed  over  Wangford  Warren  to  Lakenheath  Common,  straight  for 
Bramber  Hall,  and  the  stag  was  killed  in  the  plantations  of  Mr.  Edward 
Bliss,  after  a  run  of  three  hours  and  three-quarters.  (The  hounds  were 
advertised  to  be  sold  at  the  first  Newmarket  meeting,  April  22nd.) 

22. — Died  at  Diss,  aged  105  years  6  months,  Mrs.  Philip  Baoon. 

23. — ^A  prize-fight  took  place  at  Thurton,  between  Garratt,  the 
Suffolk  champion,  and  Mendham',  the  Norfolk  Youth,  for  £10  a  side. 
They  were  also  backed  for  £25.  Mendham  was  seconded  by  Ned 
Painter,  and  Garratt  by  Wigg.  Thirty-five  rounds  were  fought  in  1 
hour  25  mins.  Garratt  was  the  winner.  '*  The  crowd  to  view  the  fight 
was  very  large,  and  consisted  of  a  due  mixture  of  the  sexes." 
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APEIL. 

8. — Died  at  Shotediam,  Mr.  Robert  FelloweSj  aged  87.  He  was  for 
many  years  an  actire  magistrate  of  the  county,  and  represented  Nor- 
wich in  Parliament  fromi  1802  to  1806. 

13. — ^Two  troops  of  the  7th  Dragoon  Guards,  under  the  command  of 
Capt.  Nugent,  arriyed  at  Norwich,  to  replace  the  l2iSbi  Lancers,  ordered 
to  York. 

18. — ^The  execution  took  place  on  Castle  Hill,  Norwioh,  of  John 
Wood)  (41)  and  Thomas  Butler  (29),  for  Eiheep  stealing,  and  of  Richard 
Everett  (28),  for  horse  stealing.  "  The  number  of  women  present 
amounted  to  at  least  two  to  one  man,  and,  what  was  yet  more  remark- 
able, crowds  of  women  brought  young  children  with  them." 

20. — ^Miss  Foote,  of  Drury  Lane  Tlieatre,  commenced  an  en^^^nrement 
at  the  Theatre  Royal,  Norwich,  where  she  appeared  as  Letitia  Hardy 
("  The  Belle's  Stratagem  "),  Voriella  ("  The  Weathercock  "),  Rosalind, 
Zephyrina  ("  The  Lady  and  the  Devil "),  Violante  ("  The  Wonder "), 
Arinette  ("  Hie  Little  Jockey  "),  Beatrice,  and  Maria  Darlington  {"  A 
Roland  for  an  Oliver  "). 

21. — ^A  vessel  of  313  tons  was  launched  from  tihe  yard  of  Messrs.  H. 
Fellows  and  Co.,  Yarmouth. 

23. — ^A  new  suspension  bridge,  erected  over  the  Bure  at  Yarmouth, 
by  Mr.  Robert  Cory,  jun.,  was  opened  with  much)  ceremony.  The  con- 
tractor was  Mr.  Godfrey  Goddard.     (See  May  2nd!,  1845.) 

MAY. 

1. — ^Mr.  T.  O.  Springfield  was  elected  Mayor  of  Norwich. 

3. — ^The  freedom  of  Norwioh  was  conferred  upon  Mr.  Eklward  Hall 
Alderson,  barrister-atrlaw,  eldest  son  of  Mr.  Robert-  Alderson,  Recorder 
of  the  city. 

^The  Norwich  Corporation  voted  a  grant  of  £100  to  the  Norfolk 

and  Suffolk  Artists'  Society,  "  to  assist  in  enabling  them  to  enlarge 
tibeir  premises  and  to  purchase  oejsts  and  models,  with  the  view  to 
the  further  promotion  of  the  fine  arts  in  this  part  of  the  country." 

^An  illuminated  clock  was  ordered  to  be  placed  "  on  the  top  of 

the  Guildhall,  next  the  Market  Place." 

14. — Thie  body  of  a  woman  named  Gooderham  was  found  murdered 
in  Broome  Lane,  Diss.  After  an  inquiry  lasting  six  days,  dxuring  which 
41  witnesses  were  examined',  the  Coroner's  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
"  Wilful  murder  against  some  person  or  persons  unknown." 

20. — ^Died,  aged  71,  Mr.  John  Dawson  Downes,  of  Lowestoft  (formerly 
of  Yarmouth),  **  a  gentleman  well  known  to  the  sporting  world,  and  in 
this  county  as  the  only  constant  follower  of  that  noble  diversion, 
hfawking." 

23.* — [Advt.]  "  Cocking :  A  double-day's  play  of  cocking  will  be 
fought  between  the  gentlemen  of  Swaffham  and  Wisbech,  on  Wednes- 
day, May  27th,  at  the  Coffee  Pot  Inn,  Downhain,  for  £10  a  battle  and 
j550  the  odd,     Feeders;  Leech  for  Swiaffham;  Foster  for  Wisbech." 
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county  club,  with  Lady  Suffield,  was  present^  and  20  or  30  gentlemen's 
carriages  were  on  the  groundi,  whilst  hundreds  of  spectators  were 
gathered  around/'     Scores  :  Maiylebone,  64 — 78 ;  Norfolk,  95 — 48. 

10. — Miss  Paton  re-appeared  at  Norwidb  Theatre  for  one  night,  as 
Agnes  ('*  Der  Freischutz  ")  and  Diana  Vernon  ("  Rob  Roy  "). 

11. — Died,  Mr.  Richard  Gumey,  of  the  Bowling  Green  Inn,  Niwwich, 
aged  48.     (The  "  retired  coachman,  with  one  leg,"  in  "  Lavengro.") 

13. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  at  Norwidi,  before  Mr.  Baron  Garrow, 
Ireland  Watts  and  Robert  Watts  were  dhbu'ged  on  an  information  filed 
by  the  Attorney-General,  with  obstructing  Custom-house  officers  in  the 
discharge  of  their  duty.  Capt.  De  Lafosse,  the  officer  at  Mundesley, 
traced  contraband  goods  to  the  house  of  tibe  defendants  at  Antingham. 
Having  obtained  a  writ  of  assistance,  he  proceeded  to  the  house  with 
Lieut.  Lee,  several  of  the  coastguard,  and  a  peace  officer.  Admittance 
was  demanded,  and  the  defendants  offered  resistance.  The  captain 
tlhon  drew  his  pistol  and  threatened  to  fir^,  when  Robert  Watta  bared 
his  breast,  exolaiming,  "  Fire,  and  be  d d."  Capt.  De  Lafosse,  fear- 
ing he  could  not  enter  the  house  without  bloodshed,  withdrew  his  men. 
Mr.  Kelly,  for  the  defence,  submitted  thiat  the  captain's  authority  did 
not  permit  him  to  search  the  house,  but  the  special  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  guilty.  In  the  Court  of  King's  Bench,  in  November,  Mr. 
Kelly  moved  for  a  rule  to  show  wlhjy  there  should  not  be  a  new  trial,  on 
the  prround  of  the  invalidity  of  the  officer's  writ.  Lord  Tenterden  held 
that  this  might  be  a  question  of  great  importance  on  public  grounds, 
althoug'hi  in  the  individual  case  it  was  of  little  consequence.  Rule 
granted.     (There  is  no  further  record  of  this  case.) 

14. — ^At  the  Norwich  Assizes,  before  Mr.  Justice  Parke,  John  Strat- 
ford (42)  was  found  guilty  of  the  murder  of  John  Burgees,  an  inmate  of 
Norwich.  Workhouse,  by  poisoning  him  with  arsenic,  on  March  2nd!. 
The  execution  took  place  on  the  roof  of  the  new  Gaol,  on  August  17th. 
After  hanging  an  hour,  the  body  was  removed  to  the  lower  court  at 
the  Guildhlall,  where  it  was  publicly  exposed  for  two  hours.  Thence 
it  was  conveyed  to  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital,  where  Mazzotti, 
the  modeller,  took  a  cast  of  the  head;  and  on  the  18th  Mr.  Crosse 
commenced  a  series  of  anatomical  lectures  at  the  dissection  of  tihle 
body.  A  public  subscription  was  started  for  the  widow  and  family  of 
the  culprit. 

25. — ^Mr.  Charles  Middleton  and  Mr.  Samuel  Shalders  Beare  were 
nominated  for  the  office  of  freemen's  Sheriff.  At  the  poll  "  the  parti- 
sans of  Mr.  Beare  announced  upon  their  cards  tbiat  they  gave  one 
shilling,  but  aa  soon  as  they  found  that  their  opponents  were  giving 
2s.  6d.,  tlhley  outbid  the  '  Purples  '  by  offering  2«.  6d.  and  a  pot  of  beer. 
At  three  o'clock  the  '  Purple  and  Orange  '  party  headed  tlbeir  opponents 
by  64.  The  *  Blues  *  went  to  work  in  purse  and  person,  and  placed 
themselves  in  a  majority.  The  '  Purples,'  finding  they  could  not  regain 
the  advantage,  at  5.30  informed  the  Mayor  they  did  not  wish  to  put 
tiheir  opponents  to  any  further  expense.  Beare,  1,200  ;  Middleton, 
1,023." 

A  singular  wedding  took  place  at  Fakenham.     The  bridegroom 

was  Thomas  Hudson,  aged  79,  and  the  bride  Martha  Frary,  a^ed  21. 
They  were  followed  to  church  by  an  unfortunate  cripple,  driving  his 
curricle  of  dogs.     Inunediately  after  the  hymeneal  )uiot  was  tied,  the 
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bricHegroom  was  torn  from  his  fainting  partner,  thrown  into  an  open 
cart,  decorated  with  ram's  horns,  and  drawn  through  the  principal 
streets  of  the  town,  amidst  the  firing  of  guns  and  tlhe  shouts  and 
ridicule  of  the  people." 

29. — The  Corporation  of  L3mn,  according  to  custom,  assembled  at 
the  Guildhall  on  St.  John's^lay,  and  went  to  St.  Margaret'9  Church. 
"  Groups  of  persons  assembled  at  an  early  hour  to  witness  the  bearing 
of  the  branch  to  the  house  of  the  Mayor-elect,  Mr.  William  Bagge." 


SEPTEMBER. 

2. — The  new  Roman  Catholic  church  of  All  Saints,  Norwich,  was 
opened  by  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Weld,  Bishop  of  Amycloe.  "  The  ringing 
of  thie  bells  of  St.  Giles'  church  on  the  occasion  has  been  made  the 
subject  of  a  great  deal  more  exultation  on  the  one  hand,  and  more 
lamentation  and  indignation  on  the  other,  than  it  really  merits.  The 
truth  is  that  the  bells  were  set  out  by  the  ringers  upon  speculation,  and 
they  were  afterwards  handsomely  rewarded  by  the  Catholics  for  their 
liberalism,  the  venality  of  which  is  dii^usting  enougIL" 

4. — ^The  body  of  a  woman,  named  Ann  Coe,  buried  two  days  pre- 
viously, in  Fincham  churchyard,  was  disinterred  and  stolen.  "  The 
churchyard  is  very  near  the  turnpike  road.  The  coffin,  containing  tlhe 
shroudi,  was  found  in  the  churchyard',  superficially  covered  with  mold." 

8. — The  Corporation  of  Yarmouth  voted  £1,000  towards  the  builcRng 
of  a  dhAirch  in  that  borough. 

11. — ^An  auxiliary  of  the  "British  Society  for  Promoting  the  Prin- 
ciples of  the  Reformation  "  was  formed  in  Norwich.  Under  its  aus- 
pices a  great  meeting  was  held!  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  on  October  21  at, 
at  which  some  disturbance  took  place. 

21. — Thie  Rev.  Edward  Valpy,  D.D.,  resigned  the  appointment  of  head- 
master of  tibe  Norwich  Free  Grammar  School,  which  he  had  held  since 
1811. 

23. — Mary  McMullen,  ei%eA  61,  walked  76  miles  in  24  hours,  on  a 
measured  half-mile  of  the  Gaywood  Roa<l  near  Lynn.  She  performe<] 
the  like  feat  at  the  Ranelagh  Gardens,  Norwich,  on  October  12th,  and 
at  North  Walsham  on  Marc!h'  8th,  1830.  At  the  Ranelagh  Gardens, 
on  April  26th,  1830,  she  walked  100  miles  in  24  successive  hours. 


OCTOBER. 

8. — ^At  Swaffham  Races,  Mr.  Shearman  '^  macbe  a  match  to  trot  his 
noted  bull  a'  mile  in  4^  minutes  the  day  before  the  fair,  and  Mr.  Gould 
is  in  treaty  to  purdbaae  him  to  run  over  a  short  stag©  in  the  Stamford 
coach  from  SwafFham  to  Narborough.  Mr.  Farrer  made  a  match  with 
Mr.  Cooke  that  he  will  produce  a  pair  of  working  oxen  that  will  beat 
any  pair  of  horses  he  can  prodlice  to  plough  an  acre  of  land,  to  take 
place  tihte  day  before  Swaffham  fair." 

11. — Died  in  Union  Place,  Norwich,  aged  102,  Mr.  Charles  Kingaby. 
He  left  a  widow,  aged  98,  and  a  dau^ter  in  her  70th  year. 
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14. — Tbe  election  of  an  Alderman  to  fill  tlie  yacancy  caueed  by  the 
dieatli  of  Mr.  Alderman  Steward,  on  October  11th,  resulted  in  the  return 
of  Mr.  Marshall,  who  received!  246  votes,  against  207  recorded  for 
Mr.  Turner.  "  Both  sides  bought  votes  as  fast  as  possible.  From  SOs. 
to  £10  and  £15  waa  given." 

^A  severe  gale  occurred  on  the  Norfolk  coast,  and  several  lives 

were  lost.     At  Brancaster  the  preventive  servioe  picked  up  291  casks 
of  hraoMly  and  Geneva. 

20. — ^A  new  vessel,  the  Indian  Maid,  was  launched  from  the  Souih 
G&tes  Dockyard,  Lynn,  and  christened  by  Miss  Ayre,  daughter  of  one 
of  the  owners. 

22. — ^The  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Horticultural  Society  was  formed 
at  a  meeting  held  in  the  old  Library  Room,  Norwich,  under  the  presi- 
dency of  Mr.  Edward  Lombe,  of  Great  Melton.  Mr.  Lombe  was  elected 
president^  Mr.  R.  Crawsbay  vice-president,  Mr.  John  Eitson  treasurer, 
and  Mr.  Elias  Norgate  secretary.  The  first  show  took  place  at  the 
Swan  Lm,  on  November  25th. 

30. — ^A  fire  which  occurred  at  Messrs.  Squire,  Hills,  and  Sons'  distil- 
lery, Norwidi,  did  damage  to  the  amount  of  £2,000. 

31. — Mr.  nniomae  Cubitt,  of  Honing  Hall,  was  presented  by  the 
yeomanry  of  the  Tunstead  and  Happing  Htmdred  with  a  silver  viase, 
in  recognition  of  Has  46  years'  active  service  as  a  magistrate. 

NOVEMBER. 

9. — ^Died  at  Aldborough,  aged  95,  Mrs.  E.  Dyball,  a  remarkable 
woman,  "  who  practised  as  midwife  at  Thurgarton  near  50  years,  and 
left  148  child!ren,  gprandohildren,  great-grandchildren,  and  great-great- 
grandchildiren,  besides  42  who  have  died"  (tic). 

17. — ^A  400-ton  vessel,  called  the  Duke  of  Cumberland,  was  launched 
from  the  dockyard  of  Mr.  F.  Preston,  at  Tarmoutht. 

18. — ^A  gang  of  convicts,  when  travelling  by  coach  from  Lynn  to 
London,  made  a  desperate  effort  to  escape.  During  the  greater  part 
of  the  journey  the  keepers  stood  over  them  with)  cocked  pistols.  On 
tihie  coach  arriving  in  town  a  London  mob  endeavoured  to  rescue  the 
prisoners,  "  but  the  keepers  presented  so  formidable  an  appearance 
that  they  were  able  to  lodge  the  convicts  in  Newgate  previous  to  their 
removal  to  the  hulks." 

20. — ^Mr.  Silvers,  tide  surveyor  at  Yarmouth,  after  a  dhese  of  five 
miles,  captured  on  Breydon  a  39  ft  smuggling  galley,  maimed  by  a 
crew  of  nine  hands.  The  smugglers  effected  their  esoape,  but  left 
behind  them  283  half  ankers  of  proof  brandy,  and  about  6,000  lbs. 
of  tobacca 

23. — ^The  centre  end  south  wing  of  Cromer  Hall,  the  seat  of  Mr. 
Geo.  Windham,  was  destroyed  by  fire.  Tbie  damage  was  estimated 
at  £12,000. 

24. — ^During  a  severe  gale  off  Yarmouth,  a  vessel  fotmdered,  and 
eight  hands  perished. 

28.— The  Rev.  Tliomas  Kidd,  M.A.,  Trinity  College,  Cambridige,  was 
elected  by  the  Court  of  Aldermen  head  master  of  the  Free  Grammar 
School,  N(»^Ghl 
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DECEMBER. 

13. — Died  at  East  Dereham,  aged  85,  Mr.  James  Philo,  who  hadi  filled 
the  office  of  parish  clerk  for  fifty  years.  {"  The  dignified  High  Church 
clerk  "  in  "  Lavengro.") 

21. — The  Grim.  Con.  action,  Muskett  v,  Gumey,  tried  at  the  Thet- 
ford  Assizes  in  1818,  was  re-opened  in  the  Court  of  King's  Bench,  when 
further  eyidence  was  adduced  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff,  to  whom  the 
jury  awarded  £2,000  damages.  (May  17t!h,  1830 :  "  Married,  at  St. 
Mary's,  Marylebone,  Richard  Hanbury  Gumey,  to  Mary,  only  daughter 
of  Mr.  William  Jary,  of  Burlingham.") 

^A  meeting  of  200  insurers  in  the  Norwich  Equitable  Li«urance 

Office  was  held  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  Norwich,  "  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  into  consideration  the  conduct  end  management  of  the  funds 
of  the  society,  and  of  dissolving  the  institution,  with  the  riew  of  the 
just  redisti'ibution  of  the  funds,  the  formation  of  a  new  society  under 
a  more  protective  management  and  control.''  Mr.  Skipper  was  elected 
registrar  and  secretary  of  the  new  society. 

26. — The  pantomime,  '' Punch's  Festival,  or  Harlequin  GhristmAS- 
box,"  was  [Hroduced  at  Norwidb  Theatre,  under  the  superintendence  of 
Mr.  T.  Hill,  of  Drury  Lane  Thentre.  Mr.  Th^ne  painted  *'  a  grand 
moving  panorama^  commencing  with  a  view  of  the  intended  Port  of 
Norwich  (ships  lying  in  the  basin),  leading  through  the  valley  of 
Thorpe,  embracing  Col.  Harvey's  house  (Thorpe  Hall),  Hinsby's  Gai> 
denf,  and  intermediate  scenery  to  Lake  Lothing,  and  concluded  with 
the  grand  junction  lock  at  Lowestoft  in  its  present  state."  The  last 
scene,  "  Norwich  a  Port,"  concluded  with  "  a  grand  display  of  fireworks 
by  Chevalier  Soutlhiby,  of  the  Royal  Gardens,  Vauxhall,  and  the  London 
theatres." 

28. — Died  at  Lynn,  Mr.  Benjamin  Smith,  aged  93.  "  He  was  a  man 
of  rather  eccentric  habits.  His  gravestone  had  been  placed  in  the 
churchyard  of  St.  Margaret's  nearly  ten  years  before  his  death,  having 
only  a  blank  for  his  age  and  day  of  decease.  In  his  personal  habits  he 
was  frugal  almost  to  parsimony,  but  his  benevolence  was  only  boimd 
by  his  means.  He  entirely  rebuilt  St.  James's  almshouses  for  12 
widows,  and  an  abode  for  the  Reader ;  and  erected  and  partly  endowed 
another  almshouse  (called  the  Weeleyan  almiAiouse)  for  six  poor  women." 


1830. 


JANUARY. 

1. — Died  at  Yarmouth  the  Rev.  H.  R.  Bowles,  one  of  the  ministers 
of  the  Unitarian  chapel  in  that  town.  He  was  master  d  the  Yarmouth 
Academy,  and  formerly  an  actor  on  the  Norwich  staga 

5.— Died  at  his  bouse  in  St,  Stephen's,  aged  86,  Mr.  James  Eeymer, 
city  surgeon,  and  for  upwards  of  fifty  years  surgeon  and  apothecary  to 
tbe  Norwich  Bethei.    He  w«e  known  a«  "  tbe  father  "  of  the  Norfolk 
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and  Norwioh  Benevolent  Medical  Society  (established  in  1786),  and  '^  in 
his  capacity  of  accoucheur  introdiuced  no  less  than  8,000  children  into 
tha  world,  and  repeatedly  attended  three  <and  four  generations  in 
succession." 

5. — At  the  Norwich  Consistory  Court,  the  suit,  Meaohen  v.  Carter, 
was  tried.  The  parties  lived  at  East  Dereham,  and  tlie  dispute  arose 
about  the  use  of  a  pew  in  tlie  church.  The  defendant  was  proceeded 
against  for  **  quarrelling,  cOidding,  and  brawling  in  church,"  and  the 
court,  in  giving  judgment,  declared  him  excommunicate,  directed  him 
to  be  imprisoned  for  three  days,  and  condemned  him  in  oasts. 

10. — ^During  a  severe  storm  from  the  N.N.E.,  the  streets  of  Cley- 
nextrthe-Sea  were  inundated  in  places  to  tlie  depth  of  six  or  eight  feet, 
and)  several  families  were  rescued  from  the  upper  windows  of  the 
houses.     Many  vessels  were  wrecked  along  the  coast. 

11. — The  Relief  Committee  of  the  Norwich  Court  of  Guardians  deter- 
mined to  erect  two  looms  in  the  Workhouse  for  the  employment  of 
persons  who  might  apply  for  relief  on  the  ground  of  not  being  able  to 
obtain  -work-  From  these  looms,  at  a  subsequent  date,  work  was 
deliberately  cut  and  destroyed.  On  the  12th  the  riotous  conduct  of 
the  weavers  necessitated!  the  calling  out  of  the  7th  Dragoon  Guards ; 
and  on  the  13th  Mr.  John  Wright,  one  of  the  principal  master  manu- 
facturers, had  vitriol  tlirown  into  his  face  in  St.  Faith's  Lane.  Mr. 
Wright,  who  was  dreadfully  injuredi,  discharged  a  pistol  at  his  assailant, 
who  escaped.  The  Corporation  offered  a  reward  for  the  apprehension 
and  conviction  of  the  miscreant.  Riohard  Nockolds,  who  was  executed 
for  arson  on  April  9th,  1831,  confessed'  to  the  perpetration  of  the  out- 
rage. The  distress  continued'  throughout  the  winter,  and  on  February 
6th  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  at  which  a  relief  fund  was 
started,  and  nearly  £3,000  raised.  At  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions,  on 
March  lOth,  Lord  Suffield',  in  hds  charge  to  the  Grand  Jury,  suggested 
means  for  the  alleviation  of  public  distress.  Mr.  Cobbett  came  down 
to  Norwich  and  lectured)  at  Ranelagh  Giirdens  on  March  12th  and  13th, 
on  "  The  State  of  the  Country."  Half-a-crown  admission  was  charged, 
and  "  he  pocketed  about  £50,  which,  all  things  considered,  was  about 
as  much  as  he  could  well  expect"  A  common  hall  was  held  on  March 
17tli,  "  to  consider  the  unprecedently  distressed  situation  of  the  country, 
and  Parliament  was  petitioned  on  the  subject.  Mr.  W.  J.  Utten 
Browne,  in  the  course  of  the  proceedings,  described  Mr.  Cobbett  as 
**  one  whose  name  it  was  pollution  to  pronoimce,  and  who  had  crawled 
up  from  the  very  dregs  of  the  people  to  a  slimy  popularity."  In  the 
report  of  this  raeeting  the  term  *'  Liberal,"  as  used'  in  a  political  sense, 
appeared  for  the  first  time.  On  May  intli  the  weloome  announcement 
was  made  that  some  of  the  principal  houses  in  Norwioh  had  brought 
gros  de  Naples  and  other  silks  to  such  a  state  of  p>erfection  that  they 
had  a  decidled  preference  in  the  market,  and  that  so  numerous  were  the 
orders  tihat  scarcely  a  loom  in  this  important  branch  of  the  weaving 
trade  was  unemployed. 

16. — A  great  meeting  of  freeholders  of  the  county  was  held  at  the 
Shirehall,  Norwich,  presided  over  by  the  High  Sheriff  (Mr.  Andrew 
Fountaine),  at  which  a  petition  was  adopted  for  presentation  to  Par- 
liament, praying  for  the  repeal  of  the  mialt  duties.  (Meetinscs  for  the 
same  end  were  held  in  all  parts  of  the  ooimty.) 

19. — A  prize-fight  took  place  at  Thurton,  between  T.  Riches,  11  st., 
and  John  Clarke,  15  St.,  for  a  purse  of  £10.     The  former  wiae  seconded 
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by  Ned  Painter  and  Loveday,  and  the  latter  by  Gale  and  Mike  Fenn. 
Seventy-two  rounds  were  fought  in  1  hour  26  minutes.  Riches  won. 
"  Hundreds  of  persons  from  Norwich  padded  it  through  the  snow  to 
witness  this  exhibition  of  science.'' 

19. — Mr.  Marsham  EHwin  resigned  the  chairmanship  of  the  Norfolk 
Quarter  Sessions,  and  was  thanked'  by  the  magistrates  for  the  impor- 
taoit  services  he  had  long  rendered  to  the  county.  At  the  April  Sessions 
Mr.  John  Weyland  was  elected  in  his  place. 

22. — ^A  great  fall  of  snow  occurred  in  the  Lynn  district.  The  London 
coaoh  ran  into  a  drift  at  Tottenhill.  The  snow  was  almost  up  to  the 
lamp-irons,  and  the  vehicle  was  hauled  out  by  teams  of  agricultural 
horses. 

25. — ^Miss  S.  Booth  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  as  Widow  Cheerley 
("  The  Soldier's  Daughter  ").     Her  other  impersonations  included  Little

FEBRUARY. 

8. — The  roads  in  various  parts  of  the  county  were  rendered  impas- 
sable by  deep  snow.  The  Fakenham  coach  wafi  three  days  on  its 
journey  from  London. 

16. — ^Died,  Dr.  Robert  Gooch,  of  Bemers  Street,  London,  libra;rian 
to  the  King.  Dr.  Gooch,  who  was  in  his  45th  year,  was  born  at 
Yarmoutihi,  and  married  the  eldest  daughter  of  Mr.  N.  Bolingbroke,  of 
Norwich. 

26. — ^At  three  oclock  in  the  morning,  John  Brooks  and  William 
Brooks,  awaiting  trial  in  Norwich  Castle  for  a  highway  robbery  at 
Middleton,  attempted  to  escape.  They  were  confined  in  Bigod*s  Tower, 
from  the  siunmit  of  whidh  William  Brooks  endeavoured  to  lower  him- 
self by  means  of  his  blanket  and  rug.  The  improvised  rope  gave  way, 
and  Brooks  fell  a  distance  of  70  feet.  His  thigh,  pelvis,  left  arm,  and 
the  whole  of  the  ribs  on  his  left  side  were  broken,  and  a  large  tumour 
subsequently  formed  at  tihe  back  of  his  head.  Notwithstanding  his 
terrible  injuries,  Brooks  recovered,  and  at  the  Summer  Assizes  at  Nor- 
wich was  borne  into  court  on  the  back  of  a  warder  to  take  his  trial. 
It  was  stated  that  he  was  permanently  crippled  and  quite  disabled,  but 
Mr.  Justice  Parke  sentenced  him  to  transportation  for  life. 

27.* — "  Private  Flood,  7th  Dragoon  Guard's,  who  was  tried  by  court- 
martial  for  sleeping  at  his  post  at  Norwich,  was  sentenced  to  receive 
300  lashes,  but  his  Majesty  was  graciously  pleased,  in  consideration  of 
the  long  imprisonment  he  had  undergone,  to  remit  the  infliction  of 
the  punishment." 

MARCH. 

20 .*— [Advt.]  "  Dr.  Johnson's  Hotel  and  Tavern,  Bolt  Court,  Fleet 
Street.  Anthony  Beck,  late  of  West  Lexham,  haa  taken  the  above 
house,  and  begs  leave  to  inform  his  Norfolk  friends  and  the  public  in 
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general  tbat  he  has  used  every  exertion  to  render  it  worthy  their 
support  and  patronage,  and  to  assure  them  that  he  has  paid  due  atten- 
tion to  that  grand  desideratum  of  Norfolk  gentlemen,  wines  and  spirits 
of  the  best  quality,  and  good  and  well-aired  beds.  N.B. — ^Within  10 
minutes'  walk  of  Smithfield  Market  and  the  Theatres." 

20.* — ^*  We  are  informed  that  it  is  in  contemplation  to  establish  a 
pack  of  foxhounds  in  the  western  part  of  Norfolk,  and  that  the  kennel 
is  to  be  at  Litcham.  In  consequence  thereof,  the  largest  of  the  Kemp- 
stone  hiounds  will  be  disposed  of,  but  the  Kempstone  pack  will  not  be 
given  up.  They  will  return  to  their  original  standard  of  small  beagles, 
which  are  better  adapted  for  elderly  sportsmen,  and  will  not  hunt  the 
same  day  as  tibe  foxhoundb  do.'' 

22. — A  public  meeting  was  hold  at  Yarmouth,  to  protest  against  the 
determination  of  his  Majesty's  Commissioners  for  Building  Churches 
to  erect  a  churoh  there  in  opposition  to  the  desire  of  the  inthabitants. 
The  imposition  already  in  force  of  2s.  in  the  pound  on  houses  and 
grounds,  and  a  duty  of  28.  a  chaldron  on  coals  consmned)  in  the  town, 
for  the  support  of  the  church  and  chapel,  was  considered  oppressive. 

29. — The  Common  Council  elections,  which  commenced  at  Norwich 
on  this  date,  gai^e  the  '  Orange  and  Purple '  party  the  ascendancy. 
'  The  trade  in  votes  was  unblushingly  pursued  on  both  sides,  and  tihe 
prices  that  were  given  towar<to  the  close  of  eadi  day's  polling  were  of  ^ 
a  heavy  amount." 

30. — ^A  steeplechase  took  place  for  a  silver  cup  valued  at  30  gs., 
from  Fritton  Church  to  Gorleston  Churdb,  a  distanoe  of  four  miles. 
Horses  were  run  by  Mr.  Hector  Munro,  Mr.  J.  Fowler,  Mr.  S.  Palmer, 
and  Mr.  Moor&  The  race  was  won  by  Mr.  Munro's  entry.  In  the 
evening  "  the  gentlemen  of  Mr.  Munro's  hunt  ddned  at  the  Bear  Inn, 
and  the  company  were  much  gratified  with  an  excellent  local  and  appro- 
priate song,  tlhe  production  of  Mr.  Burton,  of  the  Norwich  Theatre 
Royal,  and  repeated  by  that  gentleman  in  the  course  of  the  evening 
with  increased  effect." 


APRIL. 

3. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  the  King's  Arms  Inn,  E^t  Dereham,  it 
was  decided  to  establish  a  pack  of  foxhounds  in  that  part  of  the  county, 
and  to  solicit  landowners  to  preserve  foxes. 

*"  Last  montSh  a  number  of  persons  left  North  and  South  Lop- 
ham  in  waggons,  on  their  way  to  embark  at  Liverpool  for  the  United 
States  of  America.  Between  100  and  200  persons  are  emigrating 
frcHii  these  ptirishes,  a  considerable  sum  of  money  having  been  bor- 
rowed on  security  of  the  rates  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their  passaf^ 
(about  £6  10s.  per  head),  and  to  furnish  eacfti*  family  with  the  clear 
sum  of  £5  on  their  landing  at  New  York." — [Advt.]  "  Emigrants  to 
North  America.  The  Preston,  A.I.,  Thomas  Woodthorp  master,  burden 
300  tons,  being  well  fitted  with  berths  between  d^eoks,  and  having 
excellent  accommodation  for  cabin  and  steerage  passengers,  will  sail 
from  Yarmouth,  on  the  15th  inst.,  for  Quebec.  For  passage  or  freight 
apply  at  the  Counting-house  of  Isaac  Preston,  Esq." 

5. — j^i  the  Sheriffs'  Guildhall  Court,  Norwich,  the  only  jury  available 
were  so  long  engaged  in  considering  a  verdict  that  nine  solioitors  in 
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oourt  yolunteeredi  to  form  a  jury  to  try  the  next  cauaa  TLofle  sworn 
were  Meesrs.  J.  B.  Daveney,  H.  Miller,  G.  Dye,  R.  Ficklin^  C.  S. 
Oilman,  Colman,  Lawter,  and  Marston.  Thiree  laymen  made  up  the 
requisite  number.  ^^  The  swearing  of  the  jury  of  legal  gentlemen  caused 
much  laughiter,  and  what  appeared  most  singular,  after  hearing  evidence 
on  botib  sidles,  they  oould  not  agree  to  a  verdict,  but  recommended  tzhe 
withdrawal  of  a  juror,  which  was  done  accordingly.  Such  a  jury  was 
never  heard  of  before  in  Norwich." 

10. — John  Simmons,  aged  31,  and  William  Lovet,  20,  convicted  at 
Thetford  Assizes  of  burglaries  at  Thorpe,  were  executed  on  the  Gast^e 
Hill,  Norwich.  Oadcraft  was  tihe  executioner.  "After  the  execution 
the  bodies  were  laid  out  in  the  mill-yard,  and  the  different  classes  of 
prisoners  were  marched  past." 

*"  A  few  weeks  since  a  pike  was  caughit  in  the  North  River, 

near  St.  Benet's  Abbey,  whiob  weighed  36  lbs.,  the  extreme  length  of 
which  was  49  inches.  It  measured  25  inches  in  girth.  This  astonishr 
iug  fish,  the  largest  ever  caught  in  this  county,  wia«  presented  to  his 
Majesty  by  Mr.  H.  N.  Burroughes,  of  Burlingham." 

12. — ^Mr.  Power,  of  Covent  Garden  Theatre,  commenced  a  short  en- 
g&gcment  at  Norwich  Theatre,  in  the  part  of  Dennis  Brulgruddery. 
His  other  impersonations  were  Teddy  the  Tiler,  Larry  (''  More  Blunders 
than  One"),  Dr.  O'Toole^  Alessandro  Massaroni  ("llble  Brigand ''),  and 
Teague  ("  Honest  Thieves  "). 

13. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Paving  Aot  Commissioners,  a 
report  was  received  from  the  Lighting  and  Watching  C<Hnmittee  on  the 
proposals  of  the  agents  of  thie  Norwich  Gas-Light  Company  for  extendi 
ing  their  works  through  the  principal  streets  of  the  city.  There  were 
then  four  males  of  main  and  service  pipes  supplied  with  oil  gas ;  it  was 
proposed  to  extend  the  pipes  to  twelve  miles,  and  to  supply  "  purified 
coal  gas."  It  was  explained  that  tihie  adoption  of  the  proposal  would 
result  in  the  abolition  of  900  old  oil  lamps  and  the  substitution  of  gas 
lamps,  at  an  increased  annual  charge  of  ^500.  At  an  adjourned  meet- 
ing on  April  30th,  the  scheme  was  adopted,  and  tenders  were  invited 
for  carrying  it  into  effect.  In  May  the  Norwich  Gas  Company  pur- 
chased five  acres  of  land  near  BicAibp  Bridge,  on  which  to  erect  works 
for  supplying  the  whole  city  with  coal  gas. 

19. — ^Three  troops  of  the  1st  Royal  Dragoons,  under  the  command 
of  Major  Martin,  arrived  in  Norwich,  to  replace  the  7th  Dragoon 
Guardb.  Thie  headquarters  of  the  regiment  marched  in  on  May  15th, 
from  Manchester. 

21. — ^Mrs.  W.  West,  of  Drury  Lane,  appeared  at  Norwioih  Theatre,  as 
Portia.  Her  other  parts  included  Ed-mond  ("  The  Blind  Boy  "),  Juliana 
("  The  Honeymoon  "),  Mrs.  Beverley,  Ellen  Enfield  ("  Falls  of  Clyde  "), 
and  Therese. 

23. — ^The  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions  petitioned  the  Lord  Chancellor 
to  order  the  removal  of  the  Lent  Assizes  from  Thetford  to  Norwich. 
On  May  3rd  the  Corporation  of  Norwich  adopted  a  similar  petition. 

The  birthday  of  King  George  IV.  was  celebrated  for  the  last  time. 

MAY. 

1. — ^Mr.  John  Angell  was  elected  Mayor  of  Norwich. 
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3. — The  Corporation  of  Norwich  petitioned  the  House  of  Commons 
to  introduce  Icgittlation  for  remitting  tine  punishment  of  death  **  in  all 
cases  except  murdfer,  arson,  burglary,  highway  robbery,  and  offences 
attended'  with  violence." 

13. — ^The  foimdati on-stone  of  the  new  Market  House  at  Lynn  was 
laid  by  the  Mayor  (Mr.  William  Bagge). 

15. — Williams  King  was  publicly  whipped  in  Norwich  Market  Place 
for  stealing  a  pewter  pot. 

^Died  at  his  iiouse,   in  Chapel  Field,   Norwich,   aged  48,   Mr. 

Joseph  Gibson,  jun.,  who  served  the  office  of  Sheriff  in  1821. 

17. — A  portion  of  the  roof  over  the  pit  of  the  old  Theatre  Royal, 
Norwich,  fell  in  with  a  tremendous  crash.  The  workmen  who  had  been 
employed  there  during  the  day  had  just  left  the  building. 

22. — ^The  Rev.  William  Yonge,  Vicar  of  Swaffbaim  and  Chancellor  of 
the  Diocese  of  Norwich,  waa  presented!  by  has  paris^hioners  with  a  piece 
of  plate,  of  the  value  of  £100,  in  recognition  of  his  services  as  their 
resident  minister  during  the  period  of  60  years. 


JUNE. 


2. — Mr.  Burton,  comedian  ait  the  Theatre  Royal,  Norwich,  on  the 
occasion  of  his  benefit,  "  delivered  Listen's  celebrtaited  addresB^  riding 
on  the  be<2k  of  a  real  donkey.'' 

Died,  Mr.  Jeremiah  Lorkin,  aged  77,  "  well  known  some  years 

since  to  the  then  antiquaries  of  Norwich,  an  excellent  classical  scholar, 
and  conversant  with  the  science  of  numismatics.'' 

12. — ^A  writ  of  mandamus  was  issued)  by  the  Court  of  King's  Bench, 
directing  ihn  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  Norwich,  in  compliance  w4th 
the  Act  of  Parliament,  to  elect  twenty  persons  to  be  Guardians  of  the 
Poor.  The  Mayor  (Mr,  T.  0.  Springfield)  had  absented  liimself  from 
the  quarterly  assembly  of  the  Corporation  on  May  3rd.  The  transac- 
tion of  public  business  was,  in  consequence,  prevented,  and  at  a  special 
assembly  a  strong  vote  of  censure  was  passed  upon  his  worrfiip  for 
his  conduct. 

-A  grey  eagle  was  shot  in  Holkham  Park.     It  weighed)  9f  lbs., 


measured  2^  inches  round  the  smallest  part  of  the  leg,  3  ft  from  the 
point  of  thfe  beak  to  the  tip  of  the  tail,  and  7  ft.  2  in.  from  the 
tip  of  one  wing  to  the  tip  of  the  other. 

22. — Guild  Day  was  observed  in  Norwich.  It  was  stated  that  at  the 
Cathedral  the  civic  procession  "  passed  along  the  ruflh-atrewed  pave- 
ment into  the  choir."  In  consequence  of  the  serious  illness  of  the 
King,  it  was  doubtful  whether  the  Guild  feast  would  be  held.  Mr. 
Angell,  the  Mayor-elect,  issued  600  invitations,  and  until  the  guests 
actually  assembled  tliere  was  every  probability  of  the  abandonment 
of  the  feast. 

27. — Intelligence  was  received  in  Norwich  of  the  deaths  of  George 
rV.  The  news  came  six  hours  in  advance  of  the  mails,  by  an  express 
despatched  from  the  "  Sun "  newspaper  office  in  London  to  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  Norfolk  Chronicle.  The  great  bell  of  St.  Peter  Man- 
croft  Church  was  tolled      On  the  29th  the  High  Sheriff  (the  Hon. 
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Greorge  Mille«)  proceeded  on  horseback  from  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  accom- 
panied by  a  lUiarBhal  and  javelin-men,  and  other  officials,  to  the  Shire- 
hall,  where  the  accession  of  King  William  IV.  to  the  Crown  of  these 
realms  was  proclaimed,  and  three  cheers  given.  The  King  was  pro- 
claimed by  the  city  authoritie®  on  the  30th,  from  the  leads  of  tibe 
Guildhall.  The  procession  round  the  city  was  headed  by  the  band 
and  kettledrums  of  the  Ist  Royal  Dragoons,  and  five  troope  of  the 
regiment,  under  the  command  of  Lieut. -Colonel  Somerset.  "  The 
Colonel  politely  declined  the  Mayor's  invitation  to  himself  and  his 
officers  to  take  refreshments  at  the  Guilddiall  after  the  ceremony,  and 
the  offer  on  the  part  of  the  Corporation  to  present  the  non-oommis- 
sioned  officers  and  men  of  the  Royals  with  10  giuneas  with  which  to 
drink  his  Majesty's  health  was  also  d<eclincd,  on  tlhid  ground  that  the 
troops,  in  attending  tlie  civil  authorities,  had  only  perfonned  a  duty.'' 
There  were  similar  observances  at  Yarmouth  and  Lynn. 


JULY. 

6. — ^Mr.  William  Smith,  M.P.  for  Norwich,  in  an  address  on  this 
date,  intimated*  to  the  electors  that,  in  consequence  of  advancing 
years,  he  would  not  offer  himself  for  re-election.  He  bad  represented 
the  city  twenty-eight  years. 

A  grand  main  of  cocks  (three  double-days'  play)  commenced  at 

the  Maid's  Head  Inn,  Norwich,  between  the  gentlemen  of  Norfolk 
(Stafford,  feeder)  and  the  gentlemen  of  Suffolk  (Nash,  feeder),  for  £10 
a  battle  and  £100  the  odd.  Norfolk  won  by  two  battles  a  head  on  the 
main. 

6. — A  cricket  match  was  played  at  Lord's,  between  the  Marylebone 
and  the  Norfolk  clubs.  Tlie  latter  won  by  24  runa  Marylebone, 
43 — 78;  Norfolk,  87 — 58.  The  return  match  was  played  on  the 
Dereham,  groimd,  on  August  19th  and  20th,  when  Norfolk  won  by 
eight  wicket«.     Marylebone,  62 — 44  ;   Norfolk,  85 — 22. 

15. — The  funeral  of  the  late  King  took  place  on  this  date.  The  day 
was  observed  in  Norwich  "  with  the  complete  features  of  the  Sabbath;." 
The  Corporation  attended  service  at  the  Cathedral,  services  were  held 
in  other  places  of  worship,  and  the  great  bell  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft 
tolled  from  eight  o'clock  till  midnight. 

24. — At  the  General  Election  which  took  place  consequent  upon  the 
death  of  the  King,  Mr.  Richard  Hanbury  Gurney,  acceding  to  the 
urgent  a-ppeals  of  the  "  Blue  and  White  "  party  in  Norwich,  consented 
to  contest  the  city,  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  Robert  Grant.  On  this 
date  he  and  his  colleague  made  their  public  entry.  Col.  Peel,  who 
sought  re-election,  and  Vice-Admiral  Sir  Charles  Ogle,  Bart.,  the  other 
'*  Orange  and  Purple  "  candidate,  arrived  on  the  26th.  The  nomina- 
tion took  place  on  the  29th,  and  the  polling  commenced  immediately 
aft-erwards.  Throughout  the  election  great  excitement  prevailed,  and 
there  was  much  rioting.  The  poll  was  declared  on  the  30tb,  as 
follows:   Gurney,  2,363;   Grant,  2,279;   Peel,  1,912;   Ogle,  1,762. 

30. — The  election  at  Yarmouth  commenced,  and,  after  a  sharp  con- 
test, the  poll  was  declared,  on  the  31st,  as  follows :  The  Hon.  George 
Anson,  944;  Rumbold,  944;   Preston,  751;   Campbell,  754. 

31. — Lynn  election  took  place,  and  resulted  in  the  retnrn  of  Lord 
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George  Bentinck  and  Col.  Walpole,  with  78  and  73  votes  respectively. 
The  uuBuccefisful  candidate,  Sir  W.  B.  ffolkeB,  polled  8  votes. 


AUGUST. 

3. — ^Mr.  T.  W.  Coke  and  Mr.  Edmond  Wodehouee,  the  outgoing 
members,  offered  themselves  for  re-election  by  the  county.  Mr.  Coke 
issued  asx  address  on  this  date,  asking  the  electors  to  support  Sir 
William  ffolkes,  who  stood  as  a  third  candidate.  Mr.  Wodehouse  with- 
drew his  candidature  rather  than  involve  himself  and  his  supporters 
in  a  protracted  contest,  and  the  two  first^named  gentlemen  were  re- 
turned unopposed  on  the  6th. 

7. — ^An  inquest  upon  the  body  of  a  man  accidentally  killed  was 
held  in  the  porch  of  Earlham  church  by  Mr.  William  Bell,  Coroner. 

9. — ^Mr.  Samuel  Bignold  was  elected  one  of  the  Sheriffs  of  Norwich. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Norwich  on  the  body  of  John  Morse,  aged 

38,  who,  during  the  city  election  was  violently  struck  by  a  stone,  and 
received  such  injuries  that  he  died  on  August  6th,  a  verdict  of  wilful 
murder  against  eome  person  or  persons  unknown,  was  returned^  and 
the  Court  of  Mayoralty  offered  a  reward  of  £50  for  a  conviction. 

— • — Mr.  Kean  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  in  the  character  of 
Kiobard  III.,  previous  to  leaving  England  for  America,  and  to  his  final 
retirement  from  the  stage.  Uis  other  impersonations  included  Shy- 
lock,  Othello,  Sir  Edward  Mortimer,  Sir  Giles  Overreach,  and  King 
Lear. 

20. — Died  at  sea,  on  board  the  Lyra  Government  packet,  in  his  63rd 
year,  Mr.  Crisp  Brown,  Alderman  of  Norwich,  who  served  as  Sheriff  in 
1814,  and  Mayor  in  1817.  He  had  taken  a  voyage  across  the  Atlantic 
for  iL&  benefit  of  his  health,  ''  but  imhappily  sank  under  the  weiglit  of 
affliction  which  oppressed  his  mind.'' 

21. — ^The  King's  birthday  was  celebratedi  in  Norwich. 

25. — Died  at  his  house  on  Tombland,  Norwich,  Mr.  Henry  Carter, 
aged  40,  one  of  the  surgeons  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwicu  Hospital. 

31. — ^The  election  of  freemen's  Sheriff  at  Norwich  resulted  in  the 
return  of  Mr.  Isaac  Wiseman,  with  1,124  votes,  against  794  polled'  by 
Mr.  Charles  Middleton. 

SEPTEMBER. 

13. — ^The  foimdati on-stone  of  a  new  episcopal  chapel  at  Yarmouth, 
erected'  by  voluntary  subscriptions,  from  designs  by  Mr.  Sooles,  was 
laid  by  Mr.  Barth,  acting  for  the  Bishop  of  Norwich. 

21. — The  Norwich  Musical  Festival  opened  with  a  grand  concert, 
given  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall.  On  the  morning  of  the  22nd,  sacred 
selections  were  given,  and  in  the  evening  Mr.  Mori  conducted  a  concert. 
The  "  MessiaJi  "  was  performed  on  the  morning  of  the  23rd,  and  a  concert 
took  place  in  the  evening.  On  Friday,  24  th,  selections  of  saered  music 
were  given  in  the  mominj]:,  and  a  fancy  dress  ball  was  held  in  the 
evening.  The  principal  performers  at  the  Festival  were  Madame  Mali- 
bran,  Madame  Stockhausen,  Master  Phillips,  Mra  William  Knyvett, 
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Mr.  Braham,  Mr.  Vaughan,  Mr.  Terrail,  Mr.  E.  Taylor,  audi  Signer  De 
Begnes.     Sir  George  Smart  was  condiuctor. 

24. — ^A  dinner  was  held!  at  the  Com  Exchange,  Norwich,  to  celebrate 
the  return  of  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  M.P.,  and  Sir  Williami  ffolkee,  M.P. 

25. — ^Mr.  Brahajn  appeared!  at  Norwich  Theatre  as  Henry  Bcurtram 
("  Guy  Mannering  "). 

OCTOBER. 

2. — ^Bfalibran  appeared'  at  Norwidh  Thieatre,  in  the  character  of 
Susanna  ("  The  Marriage  of  Figaro  "). 

4. — ^A  twin  packet  waa  launched  from  the  shipyard  of  Mr.  John 
Lubbock,  at  Wells-next-the-Sea.  "  She  may  justly  be  called  a  twin 
steamer,  having  two  stems  and)  two  stem  posts,  with  a  tunnel  passing 
through  the  middle  ingeniously  constructed  so  as  to  make  her  very 
stiff  and  of  an  easy  draught  of  water.  The  vessel  was  built  for  the 
Aire  and  Caldier  Navigation  Company." 

9. — ^A  specimen  of  the  Ossifragus,  or  small  eagle,  was  shot  at 
Barton  Turf. 

IL — ^The  new  Beer  Bill  came  into  operation.  At  Lynn  "the  day 
was  kept  aa  a  jubilee  by  all  the  devotees  of  Sir  John  Barleycorn. 
Nearly  50  new  houses  were  opened'  for  the  sale  of  beer,  and  dnmken- 
ness,  rioting,  and  figtiting  were  prevalent  in  many  of  the  streets." 

23. — ^Mr.  J.  G.  Johnson  was  elected  assistantrsurgeon  at  the  Norfolk 
and  Norwich  Hospital,  in  place  of  Mr.  B.  H.  Norgate,  appointed  one 
of  the  surgeons. 

^A  county  meeting  was  held  at  the  Shirehall,  Norwich,  at  whicb 

it  was  decided  to  petition  Parliament  for  the  repeal  of  the  duty  <»i 
malt.  Great  disorder  waa  occasioned)  by  an  operative  in  the  gallery 
exhibiting  a  placard  bearing  tibe  words,  "  Englishmen,  remember  thie 
expensive  and  bloody  reign  of  George  IIL" 

NOVEMBER. 

2. — ^A  common  hall  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  petitioning  th^  Legislature  for  the  repeal  of  the  duty  on  coals. 
The  requisition  had  been  signed  wholly  by  persons  of  the  "  Purple  and 
Orange"  party,  much  opposition  resulted,  and  the  meeting  dissolved 
in  confusion. 

10. — Mr.  Edward  Hall  Alderson,  son  of  the  Recorder  of  Norwich, 
and  Mr.  John  Patteson,  son  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Patteson,  of  Drinkstone, 
Suffolk,  and  nephew  of  Mr.  Alderman  Patteson,  of  Norwich,  were 
appointed  Judges  of  the  Hig!h  Court. 

On  this  date  began  the  maohin^breaking  riots  and  stack  firing, 

which  gradually  extended  over  the  greater  part  of  the  county.  The 
first  fire  occurred  on  the  farm  of  Mr.  J.  Hill,  of  Briston,  and  a  reward 
of  jB1,000  was  offered  by  Sir  Jacob  Astley  for  the  discovery  of  the 
offenders.  On  the  16th  a  mob  destroyed  the  agricultural  machinery 
belonging  to  Mr.  John  Girling,  of  Paeton.  The  outrages  became  so 
numerous  that  tibe  principal  agriculturists  got  rid  of  their  threshing* 
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machines,  and  Col.  Wodehouse,  the  Lieutenant  of  the  County,  issued 
a  circular  to  tlie  niagi&trates,  requesting  them  to  swear  in  special  con- 
stables in  every  parish.  At  Melton  Constable,  on  the  22nd,  it  was 
feared  that  an  attack  would  be  made  upon  the  Hall,  but  the  gentlemen 
in  the  neighbourhood  went  to  the  assistance  of  Sir  Jacob  Astley,  and, 
meeting  the  rioters  at  Hindolveetone,  seized  the  ringleaders  and  con- 
veyed them  to  Walsingham  Bridewell.  Another  mob  assembled  on  the 
23rd,  and  further  arrests  were  made.  The  High  Sheriff  (the  Hon. 
G.  J.  Milles),  anticipating  a  further  attack,  despatched  a  messenger  to 
£lmham  Park,  requesting  the  assistance  of  the  gentlemen  of  the 
Norfolk  Hunt,  who  had  a  meet  there  that  day.  The  snunmons  was 
immediately  obeyed,  and  the  horsemen,  on  arriving  at  Melton  Con- 
stable, dispersed  the  rioters  and  made  several  arrests.  The  same  day 
dietachmenta  of  the  1st  Royal  Dragoons  were  sent  from  Norwich  to  do 
duty  in  the  disturbed  districts.  At  Norwich,  on  tho  29th,  the  mob 
destroyed  the  sawmills  of  Mr.  Calver,  at  New  Catton,  and  the  looms  at 
Messrs.  Willett's  factory  in  St.  Martin's,  and  broke  the  windows  of  tL.e 
silk  factory.  The  Sheriffs  and  the  magistrates  were  in  diaily  and 
nightly  attendance  at  the  Guildhall,  and!  the  Chelsea  pensioners  in  the 
city,  to  the  number  of  200,  were  called  out  to  assist  in  preserving  the 
peace.  On  December  4th  the  coimty  of  Norfolk  was  included  in  his 
Majesty's  proclamation,  offering  a  reward  of  £50  in  respect  of  eivery 
person  convicted  of  any  outrage  upon  property.  At  the  Norfolk 
Quarter  Sessions,  'held  on  December  18th,  two  Committees  were 
appointed,  one  for  East  and  the  otlier  for  West  Norfolk,  '*  to  arrange 
and  put  the  constabulary  force  on  the  most  efficient  footing  to  preserve 
the  peace  and  protect  tlie  persons  and  property  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  county."  The  thanks  of  the  Court  were  given  to  the  1st  Royals 
for  their  services,  and  to  the  Mayor  and  magistrates  of  Norwich  for 
their  cordial  co-operation  wiCh  the  county  authorities  in  the  sup- 
pression of  the  disturbances. 

20. — A  whale,  which  had!  stranded  upon  a  sandbank  four  miles  below 
the  harbour,  wa«  landed  on  the  common  staith)  at  King^s  Lynn.  "  It 
was  placed  on  two  trucks,  dragged  by  six  horses,  and  measured  21  ft. 
3  in.  in  length,  and  13  ft.  6  in.  in  circumference." 

25. — Mr.  Robert  Grant,  one  of  the  members  for  Norwich,  having 
accepted  the  office  of  Judge  Advocate  under  the  new  Administration,  a 
fresh  election  wa»  rendered  necessary,  and  the  writ  was  received  on 
this  date.  The  right  hon.  gentleman  was  returned  unopposed  on 
November  30th.  He  was  afterwards  appointed  a  Government  Comr 
missioner  for  the  affairs  of  India. 


DECEMBER. 

6. — Died  at  his  house,  St.  Giles'  Terrace,  Norwich,  Joseph  Stannaid, 
artist. 

11*. — "On  Sunday,  November  7th,  were  deposited  in  Lakenham 
churchyard  the  remains  of  Elizabeth  Watt«,  aged  24  years ;  and  on  the 
28th  of  the  same  month  a  brother  of  the  deceased  died.  He  expressed 
the  wish  to  be  buried  in  the  same  irrave  with  his  sister.  It  was  found 
that  the  grave  had  been  opened  and  the  body  of  the  sister  taken  away. 
The  shroud  remained." 
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11. — Died,  in  oonsequence  of  a  fall  from  his  horse,  the  Very  Rev. 
Edward  Mellish,  M.A.,  formerly  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  rector 
of  East  Tuddlenham,  vicar  of  Honingham,  and  Dean  of  Hereford. 

16. — Died  at  Costessey,  Captain  William  Bolton,  R.N.,  eldest  son 
of  the  Rev.  William  Bolton,  "  and  one  of  the  few  surviving  Norfolk 
heroes  who  accompanied  Nelson  in  his  deed*  of  fame." 

18. — It  was  announced  that  Mr.  Robert  Alderson  had  resigned  the 
Recordtership  of  Norwich.  Mr.  Isaac  Preston,  Steward  of  the  city, 
was,  on  the  23rd,  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Mr.  Fitzroy  Kelly 
was  appointed  Steward  on  February  3rd,  and  presented  with  the  free- 
dom of  the  city  on  April  29th,  1831. 

Ofl&cial  notification  was  given  of  the  completion  of  the  Gas 

Works  at  Bishop  Bridge,  Norwich,  and'  of  the  extemded  service  of  gas 
in  the  city. 

24. — ^A  frost  commenced  on  Christmafl-eve,  and  became  so  intense 
that  in  the  course  of  forty-eight  hours  the  mill-streams  and  rivers 
were  frozen  over,  and)  navigation  between  Norwich  audi  Yarmouth  was 
obstructed  by  ice.  On  the  night  of  the  26th  the  thermometer  fell  to 
zero,  "  a  degree  of  cold  never  before  observed  in  this  country."  On 
the  27th  there  was  a  suddten  change,  and  on  the  31&t  the  thermometer 
stood  at  48  degrees. 

25. — Died  at  Lakenham  Grove,  aged  74,  Mr.  Joseph  Gurney,  banker, 
of  Norwich.  At  the  funeral  in  the  Gildteiicroft  burial-ground,  "Mr. 
J.  J.  Gurney  and  Mrs.  Fry  offered  up  impressive  prayers." 


1831. 

JANUARY. 

1. — The  non-conmiissioned  officers  and  privates  of  the  1st  Royal 
Dragoons  were  entertained  by  public  subscription  at  dinner  at  the 
Assembly  Rooms,  East  Dereham,  in  recognition  of  their  services  during 
the  recent  disturbances. 

5.— Died  at  Hilborough  Hall,  aged  54,  Mr.  Ralph  Caldiwell.  "  He 
was  among  the  first  promoters  of  the  Norfolk  Foxhunting  Socdety." 

The  calendar  of  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions  contained  the 

names  of  205  prisoners,  of  whom  108  were  indicted  for  taking  part  in 
the  machine-breaking  riots  during  November  and  December,  1830. 
The  trials,  which  took  place  before  Mr.  Serjeant  Frere,  Lord  Suffield, 
and  other  magistrates,  concluded  on  the  12th.  Siity-seven  of  the 
rioters  were  found  guilty  of  machine-breaking,  and  41  were  acquitted 
or  otherwise  discharged'.  One  was  sentenced  to  14  years*  transportar 
tion;  8  to  seven  years;  1  to  two  years*  imprisonment;  1  to  fifteen 
months;  4  to  one  year;  5  to  nine  months;  10  to  six  months:  6  to 
four  months;  14  to  three  months;  8  to  two  months;  4  to  one  month, 
and  1  to  fourteen  days.  Fifty  were  charged  with  rioting  and  other 
outrages.     Of  these,  18  were  discharged  on  their  own  recognisances  j 
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9  were  acquitted,  and  23  oonvicted.  One  was  sentefnced  to  imprison- 
ment for  two  and  a  half  years;  2  for  two  years;  3  for  eighteen 
months;  4  for  one  year;  2  for  six  months;  3  for  four  nK>nth8;  4  for 
three  months;  2  for  one  month;  1  for  three  weeks;  andl  1  for  one 
week.  There  were  reserved  for  a  higher  tribimal  three  capital  offences 
of  machine-breaking,  and  five  or  six  oases  of  arson. 

17. — ^At  the  Norwich  Quarter  Sessions,  an  indictment  was  preferred 
against  one  William  Lamb,  for  receiving  a  bribe  at  the  election  of 
Mr.  Alderman  Steward.  The  Grand  Jury  made  a  presentment  that 
the  bill  of  indictment  should  have  included  Mr.  Charles  Turner  and 
Mr.  Samuel  Woodcock  Mealing,  as  there  was  conclusive  evidence  that 
tliey  had  bribed  the  defendant.  Tlie  Recorder  (Mr.  Preston)  adjourned 
the  case  until  January  31st.  A  further  adjournment  was  made  till 
February  1st,  when  the  Recorder,  after  a  long  legal  argument  with 
counsel,  decided  that  the  case  could  not  proceed.  A  rule  absolute  was 
obtained  in  the  Court  of  King's  Bench  against  Mr.  Mealing,  and  the 
case  came  on  for  trial  before  Lord  Lyndhurst  at  the  Norwich  Assizes 
on  July  29th,  when  the  jury  found  the  defendant  guilty,  and  recom- 
mended* him  to  mercy.  In  the  Court  of  King's  Bench,  on  November 
8th,  an  unsuccessful  motion  was  made  for  arrest  of  judgment.  Finally 
the  defendant  appeared  before  that  Court  on  November  23Td,  and  was 
sentenced  by  Mr.  Justice  Parke  to  pay  a  fine  of  £100. 

19. — The  honorary  freedom  of  the  city  was  conferred  upon  the 
Right  Hon.  Lord'  Viscount  Sidniouth,  on  the  occasion  of  a  visit  to 
his  son-in-law,  the  Hon.  and  Very  Rev.  the  Dean  of  Norwich. 

began 


year,  with  a  meeting  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  when  resolutions  were 
pasaedl  in  favour  of  the  measure.  On  March  19th;  the  Right  Hon. 
Robert  Grant,  member  for  Norwich,  presentedl  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons a  petition  signed'  by  7,000  citizens  in  support  of  the  Bill,  and  Sir 
William  ffolkee  presented  similar  petitions  from  the  inhabitants  of  the 
several  Hundredls  in  the  county.  A  great  meeting  took  place  at  St. 
Andrew's  Hall  on  September  29th,  at  which  it  was  d*ecided  to  petition 
the  House  of  Lords  on  behalf  of  the  Bill,  on  the  ground  "  that  the  tran- 
quillity and  happiness  of  this  kingdom  depend  on  the  complete  passing 
of  th;is  great  national  measure."  Tlie  Bill  having  been  thrown  out  by 
the  Peers,  a  requisition  was  presented'  to  the  Mayor  of  Norwich  for  a 
Common  Hall,  which  was  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall  on  October  18thu 
A  procession,  headed  by  bands  of  music,  started  from  the  Castle 
Ditches  at  ten  o'clock,  and,  after  parading  the  streets  of  the  city, 
arrived  at  the  Hall  at  noon.  About  5,000  persons  were  present,  and 
the  Mayor  presided.  Mr.  Thomas  Bignold,  jun.,  one  of  the  principal 
speakers,  moved  a  series  of  resolutions  expressive  of  the  "  ardent  hope 
that  such  constitutional  measures  as  may  be  completely  effectual  for 
the  attainment  of  this  most  important  object  will  be  forthwith  adopted 
by  his  Majesty,  under  the  advioe  and  with  the  assistance  of  his 
Ministers."  An  address  founded  on  the  resolutions  was  ordered^  to  be 
presented  to  the  King.  A  county  meeting  took  place  at  the  Shirehall 
on  November  19th,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  Anthony  Homond, 
"for  the  purpose  of  expressing  confidence  in  his  Majesty's  Ministers, 
and  of  adapting  such  proceedinus  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  to 
forward  the  great  measure  of  Reform."  On  the  26th  was  i^ued  for 
signature  "  the  Norfolk  Declaration,"  which  expressed  "  alarm  at  the 
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extensive  innovations  proposed  by  the  late  Reform  Bill,"  and  gratitude 
to  the  House  of  Lords  for  "generously  exercising  the  prerogative 
power  vested  in  them  for  the  good  of  th©  people,  andl  for  refusing  to 
concur  in  so  dangerous  an  experiment."  The  year's  agitation  closed 
with  the  issue,  on  December  3rd,  of  another  Declaration,  "  foimded  on 
a  constitutional  basis  and  manifesting  a  oonciliatoiy  spirit."  This 
mrovement  was  known  as  "  the  Conservative  Reform."  (The  word 
'*  Conservative,"  in  the  political  sense,  was,  on  this  occasion,  used 
locally  for  the  first  time.) 

21. — ^At  the  coimty  magistrates'  meeting,  Mr.  John  Stracey  re- 
introduced the  subject  of  the  removal  of  the  Lent  Assizes  from  Their 
ford  to  Norwich,  and  announced  that  Lord  Chancellor  Brougham  had 
addressed  to  the  Lieutenant  of  the  County  a  letter,  in  which  he 
promised  to  advise  the  Secretary  of  State  to  cause  the  Assizes  to  be 
held  in  future  at  Norwich'.  On  February  1st  the  Corporation  of  Nor- 
wich petitioned  the  Lord  Chancellor  in  favour  of  the  removal.  On 
Manroh  9th  the  Home  Office  intimated  that  the  Judges  of  Assize  for  tlie 
Norfolk  Circuit  proposed  to  hold  an  adjourned  Assizes  for  the  trial  of 
eight  prisoners  at  Norwich  on  March  24:th.  The  Assizes  were  held 
accordingly  on  that  date  by  adjournment  from  Thetford. 

26. — Died  at  his  house  in  Portland)  Place,  London,  aged  86,  Mr. 
Richard  Paul  Jodrell,  F.R.S.,  F.A.S.,  D.C.L.,  formerly  member  of  Par- 
liament  for  the  borough  of  Seaford.  "  It  may  be  regarded  as  an 
almiost  unprecedented  instance,  that  Mr.  Jodrell  had  lived  to  be  in 
possession  of  his  paternal  estates  80  years,  his  father  having  died  at 
an  early  age  in  1751."  He  was  distinguished  as  a  scholar,  and)  as 
author  of  "  The  Ulufltrations  of  Euripides  "  and  other  literary  works. 
Mr.  Jodrell  was  the  last  surviving  member  of  Dr.  Johnson's  Club. 


FEBRUARY. 

12. — Died  at  St.  George  Colegate,  Norwich,  James  Horth,  aged  42. 
"He  was  a  journeyman  dyer,  but  dtevoted  his  leisure  hours  to  the 
highest  branches  of  mathematical  science;  his  knowledge  of  astronomy 
was  profound;  he  was  deeply  read  in  the  modern  analysis  of  the 
French,  and  possessed  the  esteem  of  some  of  the  most  celebrated 
mathematicians  of  this  country." 

13.— Died  at  Bath,  Sir  Edward  Berry,  Bart.,  K.C.B.,  Rear-Admiral 
of  the  Red.  He  was  bom  in  1768,  and  was  fourth  son  of  a  London 
merchant.  On  December  12th,  1797,  he  married  Louisa,  eldest 
daughter  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Forster,  D.D.,  then  headi-master  of  the 
Norwich  Free  Grammar  School.  At  the  restoration  of  peace,  in  1814, 
Sir  Edward  returned  to  Norfolk,  and  took  up  his  residence  at  Catton, 
where  he  remained  some  years.  Thence  he  proceeded  to  Bath,  for  the 
benefit  of  his  health.  He  was  buried  at  Waloot  Church,  Bath,  on 
February  22nd- 

14. — ^Died,  aged  74,  Mr.  William  Betts,  Lieutenant  and  Quarter- 
master in  the  West  Norfolk  Militia.  He  entered  the  service  as  a 
private  on  April  29th,  1778;  was  appointed  Corporal,  July  I8M1,  1780; 
Sergeant,  June  10th.,  1790;  Quarter-master,  April  23rd,  1803,  and 
held  the  appointment  till  June  24th',  1829,  after  a  total  service  of 
51  years  57  days. 
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19.* — [Advt.]  "  The  annual  grand  main  of  cocks,  between  the 
gentlemen  of  Norfolk,  and  the  gentlemen  of  Suffolk,  will  be  fought  at 
the  Maid'fi  Head  Inu,  St.  Simon's,  Norwich,  on  Tuesday,  March  8tb, 
and  two  following  days  (three  double-days'  play),  for  £10  a  battle  and 
jBlOO  the  main.  To  comiuenee  fighting  each  day  in  the  morning  at 
12  o'clock,  in  the  evening  at  seven.  Feeders:  Stafford'  for  Norfolk; 
Nasli  for  Suffolk." 

23. — IHed  at  his  house,  at  Thor]>e,  Mr.  Michael  Stark,  aged  83. 
"  Mr.  Stark  was  a  native  t)f  Si  ot land,  and  descended  from  an  ancient 
and  honourable  family  in  the  county  of  Fife.  He  was  apprenticed  to 
a  dyer,  and,  having  l)een  engaged  in  London,  wa«  induced  to  come 
to  Norwich.  To  Mr.  Stark  Norwich  was  indebted  for  the  introduction 
of  many  valuable  discoveries  and  improvements  which  tended  con- 
siderably to  the  success  of  its  manufactures." 

27. — Died  at  the  Royal  Militarv  College,  Bagshot,  Captain  Charlee 
Stone,  paymaster  at  that  institution,  aged  84.  He  was  a  native  of 
Norwich,  and  served  in  the  IGth-  Light  Dragoons,  which  he  accom- 
panied to  America  in  1775,  and  was  personally  concerned  in  tlie  taking 
of  General  Lee.  On  his  pas8a.<je  home  from  America,  in  1781,  he  was 
captured  in  the  British  Channel  by  a  Frenoh  privateer,  and  carried  to 
France,  where  he  was  detained  a  prisoner  12  months.  In  178*  he  was 
appointed  Adjutiint  of  tlie  16th,  and  in  due  time  attained-  the  rank  of 
Captain.  He  was  appointed  paymaster  of  the  College  in  1802,,  and 
resigned  in  1827. 

MARCH. 

2. — The  freedom  of  the  city  was  presented  to  the  Hon.  and  Very 
Rev.  G.  Pellew,  D.D.,  Dean  of  Norwich. 

6. — Died  at  Dulwich  College,  aged  66,  the  Rev.  Ozias  Thurston 
Linley,  A.B.,  a  junior  fellow  of  that  institution,  and  formerly  a  Minor 
Canon  of  NonvicJi  Cathedral.  He  was  the  eldest  son  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Linley,  patentee  of  Drury  Lane  Tlieatre,  and  brother  of  Mrs.  Sheridan, 
the  first  wife  of  Richard  Brinsley  Sheridan. 

21. — Tlie  elections  for  the  Common  Council  commenced  at  Norwich. 
"  They  were  conducted!  upon  correct  principles,  the  voters  were  left 
free  from  the  temptation  of  corruption,  and  the  result  was  the  renewed 
ascendancy  of  tbe  *  Orange  and  Purple '  party,  who  won  the  represen- 
tation of  three  wards  out  of  four." 

24. — Tlie  grave  was  discovered,  in  the  south'  aisle  of  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  of  Rol)ert  Browne,  a  former  Mayor  of  Norwich.  Nothing 
remained  but  some  pieces  of  bones.  Upon  a  stone  was  the  inscription  : 
"  Of  your  charitie  praye  for  the  soule  of  Robert  Browne,  Esquire,  some 
time  Mayor  of  this  city,  who  died  1534." 

The  Norfolk  Lent  Assizes  (adjourned  from  Thetford)  were  held 

at  Norwich  for  the  first   time.     Mr.  Justice  Alderson,    an    honorary 
freeman  of  the  city,  was  one  of  the  judges. 

25. — At  the  Norfolk  Lent  Assizes,  at  Norwich,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Alderson,  Ricliard  Nockolds  was  indicted  for  setting  fire  to  stacks, 
the  property  of  William  Blake,  at  Swanton  ABbott,  and  Robert  H-nt, 
Josiah  Davidson,  and  David  Davidson  were  charged  as  nccessaricr. 
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The  jury  found  the  prisoners  not  guilty.  On  the  26th.  they  were  in- 
dicted for  setting  fire  to  a  stack  the  property  of  Richard  Ducker,  of 
the  same  place.  Nockolds  was  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  death ; 
Joaiah  Davidson  was  oonvicted  of  being  an  accessary  before  the  fact, 
recommended  to  mercy,  and  afterwards  res-pited;  Hunt  and  David 
Davidson  were  acquitted.  Nockolds  was  executed  on  the  Castle  Hill, 
Norwich,  on  April  9th.  His  body  wae  subsequently  exhibited  at  Lis 
cottage  oppo&ite  the  Barrack  gates,  Pockthorpe,  "and  a  considerable 
sum  of  money  waa  in  this  way  raised  for  tlbe  widow. ' 

26. — A  Bill  "  for  the  better  management  of  the  Poor  in  the  several 
parishes  and  hamlets  of  the  city  of  Norwich,"  had,  it  was  announced 
on  this  date,  been  presented  in  the  House  of  Commons.  The  principal 
object  of  the  measure  was  to  abolish  the  right  of  the  Corporation  to 
elect  Guardians.  It  was  read  a  first  time  in  April,  passed  through  its 
remaining  stages  during  tlhe  first  Session  of  the  new  Parliament,  and 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Court  of  Guardians  elected  under  the  new  Act 
was  held  at  the  Guildhall  on  October  4th. 


APRIL. 

5. — ^L3rnn  Market  Cross  was  sold  by  auctdon  for  £160.  It  had  long 
been  dilapidated.  "The  Market  Plaoe  in  its  present  state,  covered 
with  vegetation  sufficient  to  graze  sheep,  presents  a  most  melancholy 
appearance." 

8. — Mr.  Henry  Dover  was  elected  a  ehairmaii  of  Norfolk  Quarter 
Sessions,  in  the  room  of  Sir  K  H.  Alderson,  appointed  one  of  his 
Majesty's  Judges. 

11. — ^Miss  Smithson  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  in  the  character 
of  Juliet ;  and  on  three  subsequent  evenings  aa  Mrs.  Simpson  ("  Simp- 
son and  Co."),  Belvidera,  Mrs.  Oakley  ("  Thie  Jealous  Wife"),  and 
Theresa  ("  The  Orphan  of  Geneva  "). 

13. — ^The  new  roadi  from  Aole  to  Yarmouth,  saving  a  distance  of 
three  miles  five  furlongs,  was  opened  for  public  inq)ection,  «Mnd  was 
shortly  afterwards  used  for  traffic. 

14. — ^A  ballot  for  filling  up  the  peace  establishment  of  the  East 
Norfolk  Militia  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  before  Mr.  Isaac 
Preston,  D.L.  "  Substitutes  were  easily  obtained  from  £2  to  £3  per 
man." 

29. — The  nomination  of  Parliamentary  candidates  for  Norwich  took 
place.  Mr.  R.  H.  Gumey  and  the  Right  Hon.  Robert  Grant  were  pro- 
posed by  the  "  Blue  and  White  "  party,  and  Sir  Charles  Wetherell  and 
Mr.  Michael  Thomas  Sadler  by  the  "  Purple  and  Orange  "  party.  A 
poll  was  demanded,  and  opened  on  April  30th.  The  polling-booths 
closed  on  May  3rd,  when  the  result  was  declared  as  follows :  — Gumey, 
2,158;  Grant,  2,163;  Wetherell,  977;  Sadler,  964. 

^Yarmouth  election  commenced  on  this  date,  and  the  poll  closed 

on  the  30th.     Result:— Col.  Anson,   904;    Mr.  Rumbold,  903;    Mr. 
Colville,  549 ;  Mr.  Bliss,  543. 

30. — Lord  H.  Cholmondeley  and  the  Hon.  F.  G.  Howard  were  re- 
elected members  of  ParliaJiient  for  Castle' Rising. 
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MAY. 

L — ^This  day  (Sunday)  Mr.  Alderman  Leman  and  Mr.  Aldermaa 
Yallop  were  elected  to  be  returned  to  the  Court  of  Aldermen  for  ap- 
pointment to  the  office  of  Mayor  of  Norwich*  Mr.  Yallop  waa  choeen 
Mayor  on  the  3rd. 

2. — ^Lord  George  Bentinck  and  Lord  William  Lennox  were  elected 
without  opposition  members  of  Parliament  for  King's  Lynn. 

3. — ^The  use  of  the  ballot  box  at  meetings  of  the  Norwich)  Corporsr 
tion  was  discontinued,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Utten  Browne, 
who  characterised  it  as  ''  a  sneaking  mode  of  proceeding/' 

4. — Died  in  Harley  Street,  London,  aged*  69,  the  Viscountess  Nelson 
and  Duchess  of  Bronte,  ''widow  of  the  immortal  hero  of  Trafalgar." 
The  funeral  took  place  at  Littleh'am,  near  Exmouth. 

6. — Mr.  T.  W.  Coke  and  Sir  W.  B.  ffolkes  were  returned  un<^ypo6ed 
members  of  Parliament  for  the  county  of  Norfolk.  Mr.  Coke 
announced  that  he  would  not  again  seek  re-election. 

28.''^ — "  Last  week  a  lobster  was  taken  out  alive  from  one  of  the 
branches  of  the  river  Waveney,  at  Frenze,  in  this  oounty.  The  river 
is  intersected  by  several  looks,  and  the  place  where  it  was  taken  is 
nearly  40  miles  from  tibe  sea." 


JUNE. 

L — ^Died  at  Thorpe,  aged)  47,  Mr.  Marsham  Elwin,  of  Thuming, 
formerly  one  of  the  chairmen  of  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions. 

6. — A  vessel  named  the  Carrow,  of  80  tons  burden,  waa  laundied 
from  the  timber-yard  of  Mr.  Batley,  at  Carrow. 

^A    two    days*    cricket   match   commenced   on   Lord's    ground, 

between  Norwich  and  Marylebone.  Norwich!,  115 — 142.  Marylebone, 
145-67.  Betting  at  the  start  was  6  to  4  on  Marylebone,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  first  day's  play  the  odds  were  7  and  8  to  1  in  favour  of 
Norwich. 

ll.**^ — "  The  census  which  haa  just  been  taken  shows  that  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Norwich  number  60,998,  an  increase  in  ten  years  of  10,700. 
The  population  of  tJie  county,  exclusive  of  Norwich,  but  including 
other  boroughs,  is  331,014,  an  increase  of  36,934." 

20. — Mr.  Alderman  Patteson  resigned  hi%  seat  after  fifty  yearB* 
membership  of  the  Norwich  Corporation.  Mr.  Samuel  Bignold  was 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  created  in  the  Great  Mancroft  Ward. 

^A  meeting,  presided  over  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Gumey,  was  held  at  the 

Guildhall,  Norwich,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  a  subsoripti<Hi  for 
the  relief  of  sulterers  from  the  Irii^  famine. 

21. — Guild  Day  at  Norwioh.  Mr.  J.  H.  Yallop  waa,  for  the  second 
time,  sworn  in  as  Mayor,  and  afterwards  entertained  800  guests  at  the 
Guild  feast. 

22. — ^Mr.  Charles  Green  made  a  balloon  ascent  from  Richmond  Hill 
Gardens^  Norwiclhi^  in  oompany  with  Mr.  Rdohard  Crawsfaay,  and  ii} 
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1  hour  10  minutes  descended  upon  a  marsh  at  Ohj  near  Ade.  He 
made  a  second  ascent  from  the  some  gardens  on  July  2nd,  acccMupanied 
bj  Mr.  Alderman  Marshall,  and  descended'  at  Blofield.  Mr.  Crawshay 
accompanied  the  aeronaut  in  the  accent  at  the  opening  of  London 
Bridge  hj  the  King  on  August  1st.  Owing  to  a  sftrong  wind,  the 
ascent  was  made  with  great  difficulty;  the  aeronauta  barely  escaped 
with  their  lives,  and  on  descending  at  Charlwoodl  were  severely  bruised 
and  shaken. 


JULY. 


7. — The  first  stone  of  a  new  church  at  Tarmouth,  dedicated  to  St. 
Peter,  and  erected  on  a  site  granted  by  t3ie  Corporation,  was  laid  by 
the  Mayor  (Mr.  Edmund  Preston).  Mr.  Scoles  was  tfce  architect  The 
church  was  consecrated  on  August  16th,  1833,  by  the  Bishop  of  Win- 
chester, on  behalf  of  the  Bishop  of  Norwichi. 

23. — The  interment  took  place  at  Rainham  chundi  of  the  remains 
of  General  Loftus.  He  entered  the  Army  in  1770,  and  in  1775  em- 
barked with  the  17th  Light  Dragoons  for  America.  He  was  in  the 
action  of  Bunker's  Hill,  at  the  j^ttle  of  Bedford,  at  the  taking  of 
New  Tork,  at  the  battles  of  Pelham  Manor  and  the  White  Plains,  and 
led  the  Hessian  Grenadiers  across  the  river  Brunz,  where  he  was 
wounded.  He  was  wounded  again  in  the  attack  on  the  lines  at  King^s 
Bridge.  In  1794  he  raised  the  24th  Light  Dragoons,  largely  composed 
of  Norfolk  men;  in  1796  was  made  Major-Greneral  and  appointed  to 
the  English  staff,  and  in  1797  was  transferred  to  the  Irish  staff,  and 
commanded  a  brigade  at  the  battle  of  Vinegar  Hill.  He  commanded 
the  Ektstem  District  in  1809,  and  at  Htxe  time  of  his  death  was 
Lieutenant  of  the  Tower  and  Colonel  of  the  2Dd  Dragoon  Guards. 
Genei^l  Loftus  for  several  Sessions  represented  in  Parliament  the 
borough  of  Great  Yarmouth. 

25. — ^At  the  Norfolk. Assizes  held  at  Norwich,  before  Lord  Lyndhurst, 
an  indictment  was  preferred  against  seyeral  farmers  and  labourers  living 
at  Elddngthorpe,  for  having  conspired  to  compel  the  rector,  tlhe  Rev. 
Richard  Adams,  to  take  less  in  tithe  than  he  was  entitled  to  by  law. 
The  great  and  small  tithes  together  averaged  6s.  per  acre;  under 
intimidation  Mr.  Adams  signed  a  document  by  which  he  agreed  to 
accept  4s.  per  acre  during  his  life.  At  the  suggestion  of  his  lordship, 
a  settlement  was  arrived  at.  He  intimated,  however,  that  a  clergy- 
man had  a  right  to  his  tithes,  and  the  parishioners  had  no  authority  to 
dictate  to  him. 

26. — ^At  the  same  Assizes,  an  action  was  brought  against  the  Rev. 
Dean  Wood,  vicar  of  Middleton,  by  Mr.  Howes,  a  farmer  in  the  same 
parish,  for  a  libel  contained  in  a  pamphlet  published  by  the  defendant, 
entitled,  "A  Defence  of  the  Clergy,  founded  upon  facta"  The  jury 
returned  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff,  damages  £100. 

28. — Paganini  performed  at  a  concert  given  imder  the  management 
of  Mr.  Pettet,  at  the  Com  Exchange,  Norwich.  He  appeared  again  on 
the  29th,  and  on  the  30th  was  engaged  at  the  Theatre.  He  was  des- 
cribed as  "  the  fascinating,  but  by  no  means  fair-dealing,  foreigner.^'

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AUQUST. 

L — ^Mr.  Walhbok,  of  Druiy  Lane  Theatre,  commenoed  a  short  en- 
gagement at  the  Theatre  Royal,  Norwich,  in  the  oharaoter  of  Rolla 
("  Pizarro ").  His  other  impersonations  included  Don  Felix  (''  Hie 
Wonder"),  Sir  Edward  Mortimer,  Aleasandro  Maaaaroni  {"Tbie  Bri- 
gand '%  and  Daahall  ("  My  Aunt  *'), 

8. — ^A  cricket  match.  Lasting  two  days,  between  Marylebone  and 
Norwich,  c<Mnmenced  on  the  Norwich  ground.  Maiylebone,  96 — 109. 
Norwich,  69—94.  Lillywhite  and  Sir  St.  Vincent  Cotton  played  few 
the  former,  and  Fuller  Pilch,  W.  Pilch,  and  N.  Pilohi  for  the  latter  dub. 

10. — ^Tho  Ist  Royal  Dragoons  were  inspected  on  Household  Heatb, 
Norwich,  by  Generid  Sir  Charles  Dalbiac  ''  This  fine  regiment,  several 
of  whose  officers  are  sons  of  Norfolk  families,  haa  been  lately  aug- 
mented by  the  enlistment  of  a  large  number  of  Norfolk  men." 

18. — ^A  two-days'  cricket  match  commenced  on  the  Der^uun  ground^ 
between  BCorylebone  and  Norfolk.  Marylebone,  44 — 67.  Norfolk,  11 
— 38.  '^  Both  at  Norwich  and  at  Dereham  the  Noifolk  men  were 
evidently  beaten  by  the  system  of  bowling." 

30. — ^At  thie  election  of  freemen's  Sheriff,  at  Norwich,  the  candidates 
were  Mr.  John  Coaens  (1,086  votes)  and  Mr.  W.  J.  Utten  Browne  (506 
votea). 

31. — ^A  camping  match  took  f^aoe  on  Norwich  Cricket  Ground, 
between  Norwich  and  Blofield.  The  latter  gave  up.  ''Neither  the 
camping  nor  the  subsequent  wrestling  were  either  of  them  well  con- 
tested." 

SEPTEMBEB. 

6. — ^Died  at  Heigham,  Norwich,  aged  75,  Mr.  J.  Wataon,  one  of  the 
original  contractors  of  the  Norwich  mail  coaches  established  in  1785. 

8. — ^The  Coronation  of  Williami  IV.  and  Queen  Adelaide  was  cele- 
brated in  Norwich.  The  Corporation  attended  service  at  the  Cathe- 
dral, and  the  1st  Royal  Dragoons  fired  a  feu  de  joie  in  the  Market 
Place.  ''  This  day  waa  fixed  upon  to  pay  the  freemen  who  voted  for 
Messrs.  Gumey  and  Grant  their  sovereigns,  which  they  received  at 
different  public-houses,  pursuant  to  notice  circulated  by  handbills." 
A  dinner,  attended  principally  by  the  "  Blue  and  White  "  party,  took 
place  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall ;  and  the  **  Purple  and  Orange  "  freemen 
were  entertained  at  the  York  Gardens,  Pockthorpe.  Celebrations  were 
held  in  different  parts  of  the  oounty. 

10. — ^Mr.  Richard  Forby,  a  well-known  farmer  at  'nttleahall,  was 
gored  to  death  by  a  bull. 

19. — Died,  James  Twiddy,  parish  clerk  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Nor- 
wich. "  He  hiad  a  taste  for  poetry,  and  ocaaionaily  wrote  in  verse. 
His  prose  compositions  displayed  considerable  talent,  and  hia  leisure 
hours  were  chiefly  employed  in  reacfing  and  improving  his  mind." 

Three  troops   of   Norfolk   Yeomanry   Cavaliy,   raised   in   the 

western  part  of  the  oounty,  consisting  of  the  1st  or  Melton  troop, 
Capt.  Sir  Jacob  Astley ;  the  2nd,  or  West  Raynlilam  troop,  Capt.  Lord 
Townshend,  and  the  3rd'  or  ESmham  tioop,  Major  the  Hon.  George  John 
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Milles,  aasembled  at  Lenwade  Bridge  and  marched  to  Norwich,  on  their 
way  to  Yarmouth  for  six  days'  training.  The  band  of  the  Ist  Royals 
played  them  into  the  city,  where  they  w€re  billeted  for  the  night. 
The  uniform  of  the  regiment  consisted  of  a  scarlet  jacket,  dark  trousers, 
and  black  helmet. 

27. — ^Died  at  Harold'a  Croes,  near  Dublin,  aged  85,  the  Rev.  Philip 
Taylor,  upwards  of  60  years  minister  of  the  Unitarian  congregation  in 
Eustace  Street  in  that  city.  Mr.  Taylor  was  a  native  of  Norwich,  and 
grandlBon  of  Dr.  John  Taylor,  formerly  minister  at  the  Octagon  chapel. 

OCTOBER. 

1. — ^At  this  date  there  were  four  coadies  running  daily  on  the  road 
between  Lynn  andl  Norwich. 

12. — ^The  Cross  Keys  Bridge  aoid  embankment,  opened  on  this  date, 
afforded  direct  communication  between  Norfolk  and  Lincolnshire  and 
the  North  of  England.  By  these  works  nearly  18,000  acres  of  land 
were  recovered  fiom  the  sea.  The  opening  ceremony  commenced  with 
a  procession  of  carriages  over  the  Inridge  and  embankment,  and  con- 
clude with  a  dinner  in  a  marquee  erected  near  the  works.  Three 
hundred  guesta  were  present,  and  Sir  William'  ffolkes,  M.P.,  presided. 


NOVBMBBB. 

12. — In  accordance  with  regulations  passed  by  the  Court  of 
Mayoralty,  the  Aldermen  of  the  small  wards  in  Norwich,  accompaiiied 
by  the  parochial  officials,  p>erambulated  their  respective  wards,  for  the 
purpose  of  reporting  upon  their  sanitary  condition.  In  view  of  the 
cholera  outbreak  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  the  medical  men  of 
Norwich  divided  the  city  into  four  districts,  and  apportioned  a  certain 
number  of  their  body  to  each. 

20. — Services  were  resumed  in  Norwich  Cathedral,  after  eoctenaive 
repairs  to  the  fabric. 

DEGEMBEB. 

3. — ^At  a  general  meeting  of  the  county  magistrates,  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  receive  communications  from  the  justices  in  the 
different  divisions  and  Hundreds,  and  to  give  their  aid  and  assistance 
for  the  detection  and  apprehension  of  incendiaries.  Committees  were 
formed  in  every  Hundred  in  the  county. 

24.* — "  The  trade  for  turkeys  was  dull  this  Ghristmaa,  owing,  no 
doubt,  to  the  depressed  state  of  trade,  but  principally  to  ihe  operation 
of  the  late  Act,  which,  by  throwing  a  lai^  quantity  of  game  into  the 
market,  has  proved  a  losing  game  to  our  excellent  farmers'  wives,  and 
prevented  them  obtaining  anything  like  remunerative  prices." 

25. — The  Mayor  of  Norwich  (Mr.  J.  H.  YaJlop),  who  had  sent  from 
the  city  a  swan  specially  fattened  for  the  Royal  table,  received  from 
his  Majesty,  through  the  Duke  of  Sussex,  a  letter  thanking  him  for  his 
"  dutiful  attention." 
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1832. 


JANUARY. 

6. — The  Norfolk  Court  of  Quarter  SeBsione  made  renewed  efforts  to 
procure  the  removal  of  the  Lent  Assizes  from  Thetford  to  Norwich. 
The  Norwich  Court  of  Mayoralty,  on  the  14th,  adidressed  a  memorial 
to  the  Lord  Chancellor  on  the  same  subject;  and  it  was  officially  an- 
nounced on  March  3rd  that  the  Assizes  would  be  adjourned  from  Thet- 
ford to  Norwich,  as  in  the  previous  year.  On  Mardi  8th  the  Corpora- 
tion conferred,  the  honorary  freedom  of  the  city  upon  Mr.  John  Straoey, 
of  SprowBton,  "  in  testimony  of  the  sense  they  entertain  of  that  gentle- 
man's most  valuable  services  in  bringing  under  the  notice  of  the  Lord 
Chancellor  the  question  of  the  removal  of  the  Lent  Assizes  to  this  city." 
In  the  House  of  Commons,  on  the  15th,  Mr.  Grant  gave  notice  of  his 
intention  to  bring  in  the  Norwich  Assize  Bill,  aokb  on  April  3rd  the 
Bill  was  read  a  first  time.  The  second  read&ng  was  carried)  by  44  to 
13  on  May  23rd;  and  on  June  4th,  in  the  face  of  strong  opposition,  it 
was  read  a  third  time  and  passed.  The  Bill  was  reed  a  first  tdn^  in 
the  House  of  Lords  on  the  5th,  a  second  tdme  on  the  14th,  and  a  third 
time  on  the  18th.  The  Royal  assent  was  given  to  the  measure  on  the 
22nd,  and  on  the  23rd  the  intelligence  was  received)  in  Norwich  with 
the  ringing  of  St.  Peter's  bdls.  '^  It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  the  Lent 
Assizes  for  this  county,  jointly  with  those  of  Sufiolk,  were  held)  at 
Thetford  so  e«rly  as  the  reign  of  Henry  II.,  and  that  the  first  a.pplicar 
tion  for  their  removal  to  Norwich!  was  made  as  far  back  as  the  year 
1649.  Applications  have  been  frequently  and  unsuccessfully  repeated 
at  intervals  until  the  present  year." 

17. — ^A  Bill  for  eztenddng  the  time  for  completing  the  works  under- 
taken by  the  Norwich  and  Lowestoft  Navigation  Company  was  readi  a 
second  time  in  the  House  of  Commons.  It  afterwards  passed  throughi 
all  its  stages  in  both  Houses.  On  June  4th  juries  were  empanelled-  for 
the  purpose  of  hearing  and)  determining  claims  in  the  purchase  of  some 
of  the  land  required  by  the  company  in  making  the  cut  for  connecting 
the  rivers  Yare  and  Waveney.  The  directors,  on  July  7th,  accepted 
the  tender  of  Mr.  Thomas  Townshend,  of  Birmingham,  to  make  the 
cut  and  to  complete  it  by  December  1st. 

18. — Died  at  th©  age  of  102,  Mrs.  Twiddy,  of  Snailwell,  near  New- 
market, mother  of  Mr.  James  Twiddy,  formerly  parish  clerk  of  St. 
Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich.  She  was  a  native  of  Attleborough.  Within 
a  short  time  of  her  death  she  frequently  walked  six  miles  a  day. 

23. — Norwich  Theatre  was  re-opened  for  the  season.  Mr.  Power 
commenced  a  short  engagement,  during  which  he  appeared  in  a  round 
of  Irish  characters. 

28.* — [Advts]  "  A  great  main  of  cocks  will  be  fought  at  tlie  Black 
Boys  Inn,  Aylsham,  on  February  14th  and  15th,  between  the  gentlemen 
.  of  Norwich  and  Norfolk,  for  £5  a  battle  and  £100  the  odd.  On  Tues- 
day evening  a  turn-out  for  £10 ;  and  on  Thxirsday  a  grand  Welch  main 
by  1 6  subscribers  for  a  silver  tankard.  All  to  be  fought  in  silver  spurs. 
Feeders  :  Steward  for  Norwich ;  Overton  for  Norfolk." 
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31. — ^Mr.  Dowton,  of  Dniry  Lane  Tlieatre,  oommenced  a  four  nig'bts' 
engagement  at  Norwich  Theatre,  as  Sir  John  FalstalP.  His  other 
characters  included  Dr.  Cantwell  ("  The  Hypocrite "),  Adam  Brock 
r*  Charles  the  Twelfth  "),  Sir  Anthony  Absolute,  and  Abednego  ("  The 
Jew  and  the  Doctor").     He  afterwards  performed  at  Lynn  Theatre. 


PEBRUABY. 

4. — The  Norwich  Court  of  Mayoralty  memorialised  tibe  Committee 
of  Buying  of  the  East  India  Company  not  to  suspend  their  ''  usual  and 
constant  order  for  camlets  for  the  Chima  market/'  as  a  numerous  class 
of  the  manufacturing  population  of  the  city  derived  their  olhdef  sul> 
sistence  from  this  source.  On  March  21st  the  Bast  Indlia  Company 
invited  tenders  for  the  manufacture  of  5,000  pieoes. 

18. — Mr.  Thomaa  Foyson,  aged  53,  waa  accidentally  drowned  at  Nor- 
wich by  falling  into  a  vat  of  vinegar  which  he  was  in  the  act  of  gauging. 

22. — At  a  Lev^e  held  at  St.  James's  Palace,  the  King  conferred  the 
honour  of  knighthood  upon  Mr.  John  Harrison  Yallop,  Mayor  of  Nor- 
wich, on  his  presenting  to  his  Majesty  the  address  adopted  at  a 
Common  HaU  held  in  Norwich  in  the  previous  October,  on  the  subject 
of  tibe  Reform  Bill. 


MARCH. 

2. — ^The  funeral  took  place  at  Scole  of  Ann  Chapman,  aged  92. 
"  Her  hiead  was  placed  contrary  to  the  usual  way,  agreesibly  to  her 
desire,  which  sbe  hsA^  made  known  to  the  sexton.  She  was  47  years 
old  when  she  miarried,  and  her  husband  only  17.  She  had  18  children, 
13  sons  and  five  daughters,  all  of  whom  arrived  to  the  age  of  maturity. 
Five  of  the  sons  served  in  the  Army.  This  remarkable  woman  seldom 
took  more  than  two  or  three  hours'  sleep  of  the  twenty-four.  She 
could  see  to  thread  tibe  finest  needle,  and  she  retained  her  faculties  to 
the  latest  period  of  her  existence." 

6. — ^At  a  ploughing  match  at  Rouglbton,  John  Colman,  aged  92,  beat 
all  competitors,  and  was  awarded  the  prize. 

13. — ^Married,  at  St.  Cuthbert'si,  Thetford,  Mr.  Bussey,  schoolmaster, 
aged  29,  to  Mrs.  JudilftiJ  Millen,  agedi  78.  ''A  party  of  heroines 
attended  the  happy  couple,  and  performed  their  melodious  chorus  upon 
saucepans  and  kettles,  and  to  complete  the  band  a  watchman's  rattle 
was  added." 

14. — Beard,  the  guard  of  the  Red  Rover  coach,  "  m&de  an  attempt " 
to  play  Crack  ("  The  Turnpike  Gate  "),  at  Lynn  Theatre.  "  The  best 
advice  we  oan  give  him  is  to  stick  to  his  own  stage  in  future.  His 
comic  singing,  however,  was  good." 

20. — Three  troops  of  the  7th  Hussars,  commanded  by  Lieut.-Colonel 
Keane,  marched  into  Norwiohi  from  Birmingham. 

21. — ^Thds  day  being  appointed  by  Royal  proclamation  for  fasting 
and  htmiiliation,  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  Norwich  attended  ser- 
vice at  the  Cathedral,  and  collections  were  made  at  the  d^oors  for 
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charitable  usee.  Serviceg^were  held  at  the  parish  ohurcbes,  and  alms 
were  given  for  the  poor.  *  'llie  daj  was  similairij  observed  at  Yarmouth. 

23. — ^At  the  Lent  Assizes  at  Thetford  (held  there  for  the  last  time), 
before  Mr.  Baron  Vnughan,  the  lil)el  action.  Hunter  v.  Flatten,  was 
tried  by  a  special  juiy.  Defendant  was  steward  to  Sir  Thomas  Hare, 
and  aent  to  the  Norfolk  Ohbonigls  and  ''  Norwich  Mercury,"  for  pub- 
lication, a  paragraph  in  wliicli  he  described  the  plaintiff  as  **  a  person 
who  has  been  for  many  years  a  notorious  game  buyer  and  a  disgrace 
to  tihe  name  of  gentleman."  Tlio  Chroniclb  modified  the  expressions 
contained  in  the  paragraph ;  the  **  Mercury "  published  it  as  sent. 
Witnesses  for  the  defence  proved  that  they  had  seen  15  or  20  head  of 
game  on  tiie  plaintiff's  premises  at  one  time,  andi  that  he  had  stated 
"  he  would  buy  game  as  long  as  money  would  purchase  it,  as  the  gentry 
round  that  part  of  the  country  were  mean  humbugs."  The  jury  re- 
turned a  verdict  fcH:  plaintiff,  damages  one  fartiiing,  and  costs. 

24. — ^The  Ist  Royal  Dragoons  marched  from  Norwich  for  Canterbury. 

*''Died  lately  at  Loddon,  aged  86,  Thomas  Reynolds.       He 

presented  to  the  inhabitaiit«  and  cause<)  to  be  erected,  at  his  sole  ex- 
pense, in  1821,  a  ffnely-tonedi  (Mrgan  by  which  the  church  of  Loddon  is 
ornamented.'' 

26. — Mr.  T.  P.  Cooke  made  his  first  appearance  at  Norwich  Theatre, 
in  the  character  of  Martin  Heywood  ("  The  Rent  Day  ").  His  other 
impersonations  included  William  (**  Black-eyed  Susan "),  Long  Tom 
Coffin  ("  The  Pilot "),  the  Demon  ("  The  Fate  of  Frankinstein  "),  Sir 
Roderick  Dhu  ("  Lady  of  the  Lake  "),  and  poses  plcutique, 

30. — A  jury  empanelled  to  try  a  civil  action  at  the  Lent  Assizes  at 
Tbetford  had  a  remarkable  experience.  The  trial  commenoed  at  four 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  30th,  and  terminated  at  eight  o'clock 
on  the  evening  of  the  31  at,  when  the  jury  retired  to  consider  tiheir 
verdicU  They  were  locked  up  all  night,  and  did  not  find  a  verdict 
imtil  11  o^clock  on  the  morning  of  April  1st.  Tlie  case  came  before 
the  Court  of  King's  Bench  on  April  19th,  when  application  was  made 
for  a  new  trial,  on  the  ground  that  refreshments  had  been  given  to 
one  of  the  jmrorsl 

31. — ^Tlie  thanks  of  the  Norwich  Court  of  Mayoralty  were  unanimously 
voted  to  Lieut. -Col.  Somerset  and  officers  of  the  1st  Royal  Dragoons, 
'*  for  the  highly  satisfaotory  manner  in  which  they  had  conducted  them^ 
selves  Vhiile  stationed  in  the  city,  and  for  aiding  in  the  suppression 
of  riotous  and  tumultuous  assemblies,"  and  to  the  non-commissioned 
officers  and  privates  ^*  for  the  way  in  which  they  had  discharged  their 
duty  as  connected  with  the  peace  of  the  city." 


APRIL. 

2. — A  steepleohase  took  place  from  a  field  near  Wlieatacre  White 
House  to  Thurlton  Church  (distance  between  four  and  five  miles),  be- 
tween a  bay  mare,  the  property  of  Mr.  Charles  Duppa,  of  Kent  (owner 
up),  and  a  chestnut  horse  belonging  to  Mr.  Jolin  Carr,  of  Beales 
(ridden  by  his  whipper-in,  R.  Warner).  The  mare  won  easily.  Protest 
entered  On  the  same  day  another  steeplechase  was  ridden  from 
Gissing  Church  to  Thurlton  Churchy  between  "  the  celebrated  little 
grey  horse,"  tihe  property  of  Mr.  Charles  Ellis,  of  Shelfanger  Hall,  and 
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a  "grey  mare  of  hunting  celebrity,"  belonging  to  Mr.  Williams,  of 
DisB.     The  borse  won. 

5. — The  first  outbreak  of  cholera  in  Norfolk  occurred  at  Stow 
Bridge,  and  in  two  months  33  cases  were  reported,  of  which  13  ter- 
minated fat^ally.  The  di^ase  made  its  appearanoe  at  Cawston  on 
May  25th;  and  in  Crown  Court,  St.  Peter  Hungate,  Norwich,  on 
August  15th.  The  Board  of  Health  directed  the  bodies  of  all  persons 
who  had  died  of  cholera  to  be  interred'  within  twenty-four  hours,  the 
clothes  and  bedding  of  the  deceased'  to  be  destroyed,  and  surviving 
friends  to  be  indenmified  by  the  Corporation  of  Guardians.  The 
medical  men  of  the  city  gratuitously  superintended  the  parishes  allotted 
to  each.  On  September  12th  several  casee  were  reported  at  the 
Bethel,  and  eight  inmates  died.  The  last  official  return  was  made  on 
October  18th,  when  it  was  stated  that  the  total  number  of  cases  in 
Norwich  was  320,  and  the  deaths  128.  'flianksgiving  services  were 
held  at  the  Cathedral  and  parishi  churdLes  on  November  11th,  on  the 
termination  of  the  outbreak. 

9. — ^A  sloop  of  60  tons  burden,  intended  for  the  coasting  trade,  waA 
launched  from  Mr.  Thomas  Batley's  yard,  at  Carrow. 

12. — ^A  new  building,  known  as  the  Royal  Norfolk  and  Norwich 
Bazaar,  in  St.  Andrew'g  Street,  Norwich,  was  opened:.  It  was  erected 
for  the  encouragement  of  "  female  and  domestic  industry."  Goimters 
were  let  at  small  rents  to  "  respectable  females  recommended  by  the 
lady  patronesses." 

14. — Died  at  EsltVs  Terrace,  Kensington,  aged'  25,  the  Lady  Henrietta 
Ann,  wife  of  Mr.  Charles  Knight  Murray,  and  sister  of  the  Eku*l  of 
Rothes. 

15. — Died  at  hi®  house,  at  Southtown,  Yarmouth,  aged  69,  the  Rev. 
Edward  Valpy,  B.D.,  for  many  years  head  master  of  the  Norwich  Free 
Grammar  School.  He  was  rector  of  Thwaite  All  Saints  and  vicar  of 
South  Walsham  St.  Mary  the  Virgin. 

16. — Married!  at  the  Hotel  of  the  British  Ambassador,  Paris,  by  the 
Rev.  Tliomas  Sayers,  Mr.  Isaae  Preston,  Recorder  of  Norwidi,  to 
Frances,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  J.  Jephson,  Prebendary  of  Armagh,  and 
brother  of  Sir  Richard  Jephson,  Bart. 

23. — Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wood  (formerly  Miss  Paton)  appeared-  at  Norwiohi 
Theatre  as  Hawthorn  and  Rosetta  ("  Love  in  a  Village  ").  On  subse- 
quent evenings  they  played  the  parts  of  Tom  Tug  and  Wilelmina  ("  The 
Waterman  "),  Malcolm  and  Zelindia  ("  The  Slave  "),  Steady  and  Gillian 
("  The  Quaker  "),  Henry  Bertram  and  Julia  Mannerinp  ("  Guy  Manner- 
ing  "),  and  Masaniello  and  Princess  Elvira  (*'  Masaniello  "). 


MAY. 

1. — ^Mr.  S.  W.  Stevenson,  one  of  the  proprietors  of  the  Norfolk 
Chroniclb,  was  elected  Mayor  of  Norwich. 

3. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Common  Council  at  Norwich,  Mr.  W.  J. 

Utten  Browne  moved  that  a  petition  be  presented'  to  the  House  of 

Lords  against  the  Reform  Bill,  which  he  desoribed  as  "  a  tissue  of 

fraud!,  folly,  and  injustice,  hideous  in  its  anomaliee,  and  displaying 

more  profound  ignorance  of  sound  constitutional  law  than  any  other 
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production  he  bjul  ever  witnessed."  Tlie  motion  was  adopted  by  40 
votes  against  9.  An  address  to  the  King  was  circulated  in  Norwich  on 
May  12th,  acknowledging  ''  the  patriotic  course  adopted  by  his  Majesty 
in  rejecting  the  pernicious  and  unconstitutional  counsel  of  Ministers 
completely  to  overwhelm  the  free  deliberations  of  the  House  of  Peers 
by  creating  a  large  addition  to  that  body  pledged  to  carry  through  the 
mieafiure,  in  opposition  to  the  recorded  sentiments  of  the  large  majority 
of  that  right  honourable  House."  The  address  and  signatures  were 
inscribed  in  three  closely-written  columns  on  thirteen  yards  of  parch- 
ment. On  the  14th  a  public  meeting  was  held  at  St.  Andrew^s  Hall, 
"  for  the  purpose  of  adopting  such  measures  as  may  be  deemed  ex- 
pedient at  the  present  momentous  crisis  for  securing  to  all  classes  of 
the  people  the  benefit  of  the  Reform  Bill  brought  before  Parliament 
by  Earl  Grey  and  members  of  the  late  Administration."  A  "  Norfolk 
Address  "  to  the  King  was  circulated,  acknowledging  "  the  recent  proofs 
of  his  Majesty's  desire  to  maintain  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
House  of  Lords."  The  intelligence  of  the  passing  of  tlie  Bill  by  the 
House  of  Lords  was  received  at  Lynn  and  other  places  on  June  5tlh 
with  great  rejoicing.  The  celebration  at  Norwich  was  deferred  to 
July  5th,  when  a  procession  of  about  2,400  persons,  decorated  with 
blue  and  white  favours,  marched  from  the  Castle  Ditches  to  the  Cricket 
Ground.  A  oavalcadie  of  95  horsemien  was  headed  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Gumey, 
M.P.,  accompanied  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Windham,  Mr.  Anthony  Hudson, 
Mr.  W.  Foflter,  and  Mr.  Peter  Finch.  Dinner  was  served  for  2,000  in 
a  marquee  which  extended  the  length  of  the  field.  The  greatest  order 
and  regularity  were  observed  throughout  the  day. 

5. — His  Majesty  issued  a  writ,  upon  the  report  and  recommendations 
of  the  Committee  of  Privileges  of  the  House  of  Lordia,  certifying  that 
Col.  Wilson,  of  Didlington  Hall,  had  made  out  his  claim  as  the  oldest 
co-heir  to  the  Barony  of  Berners. 

12. — The  Norwich  and  Newark  Union  Coach  commenced  to  run 
daily  (Sundays  excepted),  from  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  Norwich,  tihrough 
Dereh«m,  Swaffham,  Lynn,  Boston,  and  Sleaford,  to  Newark,  where 
connection  was  effected  with  the  northern  coaches. 

27. — One  of  the  large  buildings  comprised  in  Messrs.  Grout,  Bay  lis, 
and  Co.'s  factory  in  Barrack  Yard,  Yarmouth,  was  destroyed  by  fire. 
The  building  was  five  storeys  high,  106  ft.  long,  and  55  ft  wide,  and 
its  erection,  in  1818,  cost  about  £7,000.  Between  400  and  500  girls 
employed  by  the  firm  were  thrown  out  of  work,  and  the  loss  sustained 
was  estimated  at  from  £12,000  to  £15,000. 

28. — The  Rev.  Arthur  Iveson,  of  South  Lynn,  was  murdered  by  a 
pistol  shot  fired  by  his  son,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Iveson,  a  person  of  un- 
sound mind.  The  deceased  was  rector  of  East  Bradenham  and  per- 
petual curate  of  Shouldham  and  Shouldham  Thorpe,  and  Tottenhill. 
At  Lynn  Quarter  Sessions,  on  July  9th,  Thomas  Iveson  was  placed  on 
his  trial  for  the  murder  of  his  father.  The  jury  found  that  he  was 
insane  at  the  time  the  crime  was  committed,  and  he  was  ordered  to 
be  detained  in  custody.  He  remained  in  Lynn  Gaol  until  September 
3rd,  when  he  was  removed  to  "  the  lunatic  asylum,  in  St.  Lawrence," 
Norwich. 

JUNE. 

16. — ^Dr.  Yelloly  resigned  his  office  as  a  pHysician  of  the  Norfolk 
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and  Norwich.  Hospital.     Dr.  Ekliward  Lubbock  was  elected  to  fill  the 
Ywoancy  on  July  ftb. 

16. — The  case  of  the  King  v.  the  Mayor  and)  Recorder  of  Thetford 
oaioe  before  the  Court  of  Kii^s  Bendhi  The  defendants  were  required 
to  show  why  thej  should  not  hold  a  weekly  Court  of  Pleas  at  the 
Guildhall,  according  to  the  charter  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  which  directed 
that  the  Court  should  proceed  according  to  the  rules  and  customs  of 
a  similar  Court  at  Norwich.  It  was  objected  that  the  affidavits  did 
not  show  the  existence  of  the  Norwich  Court  at  the  date  of  the  Thet- 
ford charter,  but  only  that  a  certain  Uourt  of  Pleas  was  granted  to 
that  city  by  a  charter  of  Charles  II.  On  the  other  side  it  was  alleged 
that  the  Thetford  Court  'had  actually  been  held  within  fifty  years. 
Lord  Tenterdem  :  The  charter  of  Charles  II.  may  have  confirmed  a  pre- 
vious grant.  We  think  the  objection  has  been  answered.  The  rule 
must  be  absolute. 

18. — Robert  Woodrow,  gamekeeper  to  Col.  Peel,  was  summoned 
before  th«e  magistrates  at  Thetford'  for  seizing  the  rods  of  two  persons 
fishing  in  the  river  of  that  town.  It  was  contended  that  Col.  Peel 
merely  hired'  the  manor  of  Mr.  A.  Baring,  and  that  be  could  not  show 
a  right  to  the  fishing,  the  river  being  navigable,  and),  as  suc^  prima 
facie  public  to  the  inhabitants,  w'hio  had  immemoriaJly  enjoyed  the 
right.  The  magistrates  decided  to  the  contrary  on  both  points,  and 
dismissed  the  complaint. 

19. — ^Guild  Day  was  observed  at  Norwich  as  usual.  The  Mayor-elect 
(Mr.  S.  W.  Stevenson)  entertained  830  guests  at  the  Guild  feast,  and 
gave  a  ball  at  thie  Assembly  Rooms  in  the  evening. 

26. — An  address,  congratulating  the  King  "  on  his  happy  escape 
from  the  late  atrocious  attax^k  on  his  Royal  person  at  Ascot,"  was  pre- 
sented to  his  Majesty  at  a  Lev6e  at  St.  James's  Palace  by  the  Mayor 
(Mr.  S.  W.  Stevenson),  the  Deputy-Mayor  (Sir  J.  H.  Yallop),  and 
Lieut.-Col.  Harvey,  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation  of  Norwiclk 

30. — ^The  electors  of  the  division  of  East  Norfolk,  constituted  under 
the  provisions  of  the  new  Reform  Act,  met  at  Norwich  for  the  purpose 
of  adopting  candidates.  The  friends  of  Mr.  Peach,  M.P.,  and  Locxl 
Henry  Cholmondeley,  M.P.,  the  Tory  candidates,  met  at  the  Rampant 
Horse  Inn,  and  the  supporters  of  Mr.  William  W.  Windham  and  Major 
Keppel,  the  Whig  candidates,  at  the  Angel  Inn. 


JULY. 

7. — Intelligence  was  received  at  Norwich  that  the  Right  Hon.  Robert 
Grant,  M.P.,  "  at  about  the  time  his  constituents  were  remembering 
him  in  Ih-eir  flowing  cups  at  the  Reform  dinner,"  had  issued  an  address 
to  the  electors  of  Finsbury.  On  the  13th  Lord  Stormont  and  Sir 
James  Scarlett  were  adopted  Conservative  candidates,  and  on  the  14th 
it  was  announced  that  Mr.  R.  H.  Gmmey  would  have  as  his  colleague 
Mr.  H.  Bellenden  Ker.  A  third  candidate,  Mr.  William  Eagle,  entered 
the  field,  but  his  principles  were  doubtful.  At  a  meeting  held  at  the 
Bowling  Green  Inn,  on  August  7th,  he  stated  that  he  belonged  to 
neither  party,  for  "he  looked  upon  the  Tory  as  a  highwayman  and 
the  Whig  as  a  pickpocket."  Mr.  E^le  retired  before  the  nomination 
took  place.  The  Conservative  candidates  made  their  first  public  appear- 
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ance  at  a  dinner  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  under  the  presidency  of 
Bfr.  J.  S.  Patteson,  on  July  17Ui,  and  from  that  date  onwards  prosecuted 
a  rigorous  canvaas.     {See  December  lOth.) 

16. — Died  at  Binham,  aged  98,  Mrs.  Elizabetb  Leake,  who  ''for  up- 
wards of  fifty  years  travelled  as  daily  post  from  Binham  to  Wells,  from 
which  employment  she  had  retired  about  H  years.'' 

23. — Died  at  Uardingham  Rectory,  aged  74,  the  Rev.  Walter  Whiter, 
M.A.,  formerly  Fellow  of  Clare  llall,  Cambridge.  He  was  instituted  to 
the  rectory  in  1797,  and  '*  was  the  author  of  some  ingenious  works  on 
literature  and  criticism,  and  more  particularly  of  the  '  Etymologicon 
Univeiwle,'  a  work  of  the  greatest  labour  and  research,  and  replete  with 
new  and  ingenious  views  of  the  origin  and  affinity  of  languages." 

28.* — "  Died  in  London,  of  cholera,  last  week,  Mr.  William  Willement, 
manufacturer,  of  Colcheeter.  The  deceased  went  to  London  on  the 
Saturday  previous,  waa  taken  ill  on  the  Sundiay,  and  dded  and  vns 
buried  on  Monday.     He  served  the  office  of  Sheriff  of  Norwich  in  1816." 

30. — Norwich  Theatre  re-opened  for  the  Assize  week.  Mr.  Gill,  a 
comic  actor,  who  afterwards  became  a  great  favourite  on  tihe  Norwich 
stage,  made  his  first  appearance  here.  Mr.  Braham  on  tliis  date  com- 
menced a  five  nights'  engagement,  and  appeared  in  a  round  of  his 
prinoipal  characters. 

AUGUST. 

6. — George  Borrow,  writing  to  the  NoitroLK  Ghronigiji  on  this  date, 
suggested  the  derivation  of  the  word  "  Twy."  "  Tory,"  he  wrote,  "  is 
composed  of  three  Irish  wordle^  and  doubtless  originated  amongst  the 
Irish  adherenta  of  Charles  II.  at  the  time  they  were  suffering  under 
the  sway  of  Cromwell  and  were  sighing  for  tlie  Restoration.  The  words 
are  Tar  a  Ri,  and  their  pronunciation  is  the  same  as  that  of  '  Tory,' 
or  if  there  be  any  difference,  it  consists  in  a  scarcely  distinguishable 
drawl,     llieir  meaning  ie,  '  Come,  0  King.' " 

^Died  at  £jaBt  Dereham,  «ged  73,  Mr.  Fisfher,  many  years  manager 

of  the  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  Company  of  Comediane.  "  Mr.  Fisher  made 
his  first  appearance  as  an  amateur  at  Norwich  Theatre,  in  the  character 
of  Lubin  ('  The  Quaker  *).  Mr.  Barrett,  who  wia«  then  manager,  was 
so  m^uch  gratified  with  the  performance  that  he  persuaded  him  to 
make  the  stage  his  profession,  and  offered  him  a  liberal  engagement, 
which  he  accepted,  and  remained  witti  the  company  some  years.  As 
nmnager  of  the  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  Company,  he  raised  it  to  a  degree 
of  respectability  equal  to  any  provincial  theatre  in  the  kingdom.  As 
a  manager  he  was  esteemed,  and  by  his  indefatigable  industry  he  has 
been  enabled  to  leave  his  sons  eleven  theatres,  many  of  which,  have 
been  recently  built  and  elegantly  decorated.  As  an  actor  he  displayed 
much  talent.  He  was  an  affectionate  parent  and  warm  friend,  and  in 
the  strictest  sense  an  honest,  just,  and  upright  man.'' 

14. — ^Messrs.  Bell  and  Deane,  divers,  engaged  in  exploring  the 
Guernsey  Lily  transport,  lost  off  Yarmouth  in  the  year  1799,  recovered 
one  of  the  brass  guns,  which  they  fired  in  token  of  success.  The 
Guernsey  Lily  was  returning  from  Holland  with  a  large  and  valuable 
freight  of  military  stores,  when  she  grot  upon  the  Cross  Sand  and 
^Qundered  in  Yarmouth  Roads,  as  nearly  as  possible  three  miles  due 
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east  of  the  jetty.     Many  of  her  gtoree  were  recovered,  little  the  worse 
for  an  immersion  of  33  yeaxB. 

28. — ^A  sharp  contest  took  place  at  Norwich  on  the  election  of  tibe 
freemen's  Sheriff.  Mr.  William  Foster  was  the  "Blue  and  White," 
and  Mr.  Ald>erman  Steward  the  ''  Purple  and  Orange ''  candidate. 
"Bribery  to  a  vast  amoimt  was  resorted  to,  and  the  last  few  votes 
cost  a  heavy  simi."  Result :  Foster,  1,282 ;  Steward',  1,275.  A  scrutiny 
was  demanded  by  both  sides,  and  was  commenced  by  the  Mayor  on 
September  8th.  After  an  enquiry  lasting  twelve  days,  Mr.  Foster 
was  declared  elected. 

30. — Died  at  Cringleford,  aged  50,  Mr.  John  StanifortAii  Patteson. 
He  was  eldest  son  of  Mr.  John  Patteson,  of  St.  Helen's,  served  t^e 
office  of  Sheriff  of  Norwich  in  1811,  waa  electedi  Alderman  for  the 
Great  Ward  of  Mancroft  in  1830,  and  was  Mayor  in  1823-4.  He  was 
also  a  magistrate,  and  a  deputy-lieutenant  for  the  county  of  Norfolk, 
and  held  the  Lieut.-Colonelcy  of  the  East  Norfolk  Militiai.  His  remains 
were  buried  at  St.  Peter  Mancroft  church,  on  September  4th. 


SEPTEMBER. 


1.* — ^"  At  a  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  Diss,  held  last  week,  it 
was  resolved  tlhat  the  present  peal  of  eight  bells  should  be  recast,  with 
an  additional  weight  of  metal.  A  subscription  was  opened  which, 
in  three  days,  amounted  to  all  the  money  needful,  without  any  diarge 
upon  the  church  rate  of  the  parish."  The  work  was  done  at  the  Down- 
ham  Market  Foundry.  The  bells  were  met  on  their  way  to  Diss  by 
a  large  concourse  of  the  inhabitants,  who  assembled  at  Roydon  White 
Hart,  and,  forming  in  procession  with  the  Diss  band  and  the  handbell 
ringers  at  their  head,  escorted  the  trucks  to  the  town.  The  treble, 
sixth,  seventh,  and  tenor  were  "maiden";  tlhle  others  needled  but 
sliglht  alteration.  The  tenor  weighed  23  cwt.,  and  the  total  weight  of 
the  peal  was  98  cwt  2  qrs.  10  lbs. — ^more  than  40  cwt  heavier  than 
the  former  peal.  The  bells  were  "  opened  "  on  January  7th,  1833,  by 
the  St.  Peter  Mancroft  Company,  Norwich,  and  by  other  companies ; 
public  dinners  were  held  at  tihe  different  inns,  in  celebration  of  the 
event,  and  a  silver-miounted  snuff-box,  made  out  of  the  polished  oak 
of  the  old  frame,  was  presented  to  the  rector,  the  Rev.  William  Manning. 

2. — ^Died  at  Norwich,  aged  67,  Hhe  Rev.  Joseph  Kinghom,  44  years 
minister  of  the  Baptist  congregation  at  St.  Mary's.  "  His  literary 
qualities  were  unwearied  diligence  and  deep  and  erudite  enquiry, 
especially  into  all  subjects  connected  with  theology  and  moral 
philosophy." 

4. — Mr.  Charles  Turner  was  elected  an  Aldlerman  for  the  Great 
Ward  of  Mancroft,  Norwich,  in  place  of  Mr.  J.  S.  Patteson,  deceased. 

11. — A  curious  incident  was  witnessed  at  the  marriage,  at  Guestwick, 
by  the  Rev.  J.  Blake,  of  Mr.  Samuel  Goldsmith,  miller,  of  Corpusty,  to 
Miss  Mary  Goldsmith,  of  the  former  place.  "Tlio  ceremony  being 
over  and  the  clergyman  about  to  retire,  the  gentlem-an  who  gave  away 
the  bride,  Mr.  George  Barton,  of  Wood  DaUing,  unexpectedly  took 
another  licence  from  his  pocket  and  called  out,  '  Stay,  sir,  and  mtairy 
me/     Th^  ceremony  was  again  repeated!,  and  Mr.  Barton  was  unitec( 
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to  the  bfrideamaid.  Miss  Hannaii  Goldsmith,  the  sister  of  the  other 
bride,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Goldismith  performing  in  their  turn  tbe  neceesaiy 
offices  for  this  couple,  l^e  village  bells  rang  gaily,  and  a  great  deal 
of  merry-making  followed  these  nuptials.^' 

OCTOBER. 

6. — ^Died  at  his  house,  St.  Giles',  Norwiob,  aged  73,  Mr.  William 
Burt  He  served  the  office  of  Sheriff  in  1814,  waa  elected  Alderman  oi 
the  Great  Ward  of  Mancroft  in  1815,  and  waa  Mayor  in  1820.  Mr. 
Edmund  Newton  waa  elected  Alderman  in  his  place. 

8. — The  Norwich  EUdon  Qub  held  its  firgt  anniTersajry  dinner  at  the 
Waggon  and  Horses  Inn,  Tombland. 

11. — Died  at  Hindolvestone,  Mr.  Thomas  Gardner,  groom  of  the 
Great  Chamber  to  the  King.  "He  had  the  honour  to  senre  in  that 
capacity  during  the  whole  of  the  late  reign,  and  also  in  the  reign  of 
George  III.,  having  held'  the  appointment  upwards  of  thirty-three  years." 

17. — The  first  revision  of  voters'  liats,  under  the  Act  of  2  William 
IV.,  c.  45,  commenced  in  the  Ekstem  division  of  tihe  county 
at  Long  Stratton;  the  revising  barristers  for  the  Western  division 
commenced  their  circuit  at  Thetford  on  the  25th.  The  revision  of  the 
Norwich  lists  commenced  on  tihe  22nd.  It  was  described  ''as  the 
vexatious  and  irritating  process  introduced  by  the  Reform  Bill " ;  and 
it  resulted  in  the  removal  from  the  city  lists  of  the  names  of  between 
300  and  400  persons  who  had  hitherto  been  accustomed  to  vote. 

23. — ^Mr.  Cozens,  of  London,  while  cftiiooting  on  the  esta.te  of  Mr. 
Hardy,  at  Letheringsett,  was  killed  by  a  gunshot  wound  acddentally 
inflicted  by  one  of  the  party. 

^A  general  court-martial,  of  which  Greneral  Sir  Robert  Macfarlane, 

E.C.B.,  G.C.H.,  was  president,  commenced  an  inquiry  at  the  Cavalry 
Barraoks,  Norwich,  into  charges  preferred  against  certain  privates  for 
disobeying  the  lawful  commamdlB  of  tihie  Colonel  of  the  7th  Hussars. 
At  a  parade  of  the  regiment  for  ball  practice  on  September  27th, 
Col.  Eeane  gave  the  word  "Attention,"  when,  to  his  surprise,  not  a 
man  obeyed  the  command.  Seizin cf  one  of  the  men.  Private  Philip 
Pitman,  he  miardhed  him  to  the  officers'  quarters,  and  had  him  tried' 
by  courtrmartial  for  insubordination.  He  waa  sentenced  to  receive 
200  la»hee,  which  were  ad'ministered  immediately,  in  the  presence  of 
the  whole  regiment.  All  the  men  were  armed  with  their  weapons, 
and  carried  ball  cartridge.  ThSa  action  on  the  part  of  the  Colonel 
restored  discipline  and  obedience  to  orders.  £Sach  prisoner  made  a 
long  written  diefence.  Their  principal  oomplaint  was  that  the  regiment 
was  overworked.  Colonel  Keane  replied)  that  what  had  been  ordered 
was  by  direction  of  the  War  Office ;  and  the  men  hadi  been  kept  con- 
stantly employed  in  consequence  of  tihe  prevalence  of  cholera  in  Nor- 
wich. The  court  concluded'  its  sittings  on  November  10th.  The  sen- 
tences, approved  by  his  Majesty,  were  as  follow :  — ^Private  John  Mar- 
tin, transportation  for  life;  Thomas  Almond,  seven  years'  transporta- 
tion ;  Henry  Bone,  seven  years ;  Charles  Eld  wards,  12  months'  im- 
prisonment; and  John  Clayson,  14  years'  transportation.  Five  non- 
commissioned officers  were  reduced'  to  tihe  ranks,  and  the  regimental 
sergt.-major  suspended     During  the  progress  of  the  CQurt-martial,  a 
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troop  of  the  1st  Dragoon  Guards  was  stationed  at  Dereham^  and  a 
detachment  of  the  12  th  Regiment  of  Foot  at  Wymondham. 

31. — ^A  mysterious  individlual,  known  as  "  The  Wandering  Piper," 
made  his  appearance  at  Norwidhf.  It  waa  stated  that  he  had  been  an 
officer  in  the  Army,  and  had  served  under  Sir  John  Moore  and  the  Duke 
of  Wellington,  and  was  piping  through  the  country  to  win  a  wager, 
one  of  the  conditions  of  whicfbl  was  that  he  must  subsist  up>on  unsolicited 
alms  given  by  the  public.  The  piper  gave  a  performance  at  the  Bell 
Inn,  Orford  Hill,  in  aid  of  the  newly-established  Lying-in  Charity.  He 
returned  to  Norwich  on  December  Ist,  and  gave  another  entertainment 
at  the  Norfolk  Hotel  for  the  same  charity.  He  re-appeared  in  Norwich 
in  1838,  having,  in  the  interval,  travelled'  the  British  Isles  and  the 
United  Statea  It  was  th^n  announced  that  his  name  was  Graham 
Stuartw  His  death,  occurred*  in  March,  1839,  at  Mercers'  Hospital, 
Dublin,  to  whioib  institution  he  bequeathedl  all  his  property. 

NOVEMBER. 

17. — ^The  officers  of  the  preventive  service  stationed  at  Branoaster 
seized  a  large  tul>boat,  containing  5,565  lbs.  of  tobacco  and  about 
650  gallons  of  brandy  and  Geneva,  the  whole  of  which  was  lodged*  in 
the  Customs-house  at  Wells-next-the-Sea. 


DECEMBER. 

2. — ^Th©  body  of  Saraii  Watling,  buried  in  the  churchyard  of  Swanton 
Abbot,  was  found  to  have  been  stolen  from  its  grave.  At  the  Norfolk 
Adjourned  Quarter  Sessions,  held  at  Norwich  on  March  6th,  1833, 
George  Ives  and  Nathaniel  Canham  were  indicted  for  stealing  the  body. 
The  prisoners  were  acquitted. 

10. — The  nomination  of  candidates  at  thie  first  election  in  Norwich 
under  the  Reform  Act  took  place  at  the  Guildhall.  The  nominees  of 
the  "Purple  and  Orangfe"  party  were  Lord  Stormont  and  Sir  James 
Scarlett,  and  of  the  '*  Blue  and  White  "  party  Mr.  Richard  Hanbury 
Gumey,  the  former  member,  and  Mr.  Charles  Henry  Bellendi&n  Ke-r. 
A  poll  was  demanded,  and  the  election  was  immediately  proceeded  with. 
In  the  afternoon  a  riot  occurred  in  tlie  Market  Place ;  the  **  Purple  and 
Orange"  booth  was  pulled  down,  and  a  bonfire  made  of  the  dihris. 
Tbe  "  Blue  and  White  "  band,  stationed  near  the  fire,  played  their 
favourite  tunes,  and  men  carrying  the  banners  of  the  pJarty  danced 
round  the  pile.  Stones  were  thrown  and  bludg'eons  used,  and  a  man 
had  his  arm  broken.  Many  other  persons  sustained  less  serious  in- 
juries. The  7th  Hussars,  who  had  been  removed  from  Norwich  to 
Wymondham  before  the  election  commenced,  were  recalled  to  suppress 
the  disturbance,  and  many  citizens  were  sworn  in  as  special  const-ables. 
An  officers'  guard  of  the  Hussars  was  posted  near  the  Guildball  through- 
out the  night,  and  anotlier  polling-booth  was  erected.  Voting  re- 
commenced at  eight  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  11th,  and  continued 
all  day;  the  books  were  again  opened  on  the  13th,  and  at  noon  the 
poll  finally  closed,  when  the  result  was  declared  as  follows  :  — Stormont, 
2,016;  Scarlett,  1,962;  Gumey,  1,810;  Ker,  1,766.  The  cftuuring  of 
the  n^w  members  took  place  on  the  14th;   on  the  aame  d!ay  theif

friends  and  supporters  dined  a4^  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  and  in  the  evening 
the  electi<Hi  bcJl  was  held  at  Chapel  Field  House. 

10. — Lord  Creorge  Bentinck  and  Lord  William  Lennox  were  returned 
unopposed  for  Lynn. 

^Lord  James  FitzRoj  and  Mr.  Franci«  Baring  were  returned 

without  oi^>06ition  for  the  borough  of  Thetford. 

13. — ^Mr.  Shaw's  granaries  on  the  Boal  at  King's  Lynn  were  destroyed 
by  fire.     The  loss  waa  estimated'  at  upwards  of  £2,000. 

16. — Sir  Jacob  Astley  and  Sir  William  ffolkes  were  nominated  at 
Swafiham  aa  candidates  for  the  representation  of  the  Western  Division 
of  Norfolk,  and  returned  unopposed.  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke  formally  took 
leave  of  the  electors,  on  his  retirement  from  Parliamentarv  life.  He 
hadi  represented  the  oounty  since  the  year  1785. 

17. — ^The  nomination  of  candidates  for  the  Elastern  Division  of  the 
oounty  took  place  at  the  Shirehall,  Norwich.  Lord  Henry  Cholmondeley 
and  Mr.  Peach  were  nominated  by  the  "  Pink  and  Purple,^'  and  Mr. 
W.  W.  Windhsam  and!  Major  Keppel  by  the  "  Blue  and  White  "  party. 
The  poll  was  opened  on  the  20th,  at  Norwich,  Yarmouth,  N(Hth  Wal- 
sham,  and  Long  Stratton,  and  closed  on  the  21st.  The  result,  wlhach 
was  not  offioiaJly  declared  until  the  24th,  was  as  follows : — Windham^ 
3,304;  Keppel,  3,261;  Peach,  2,960;  Cholmondeley,  2,852.  Tlie 
election  dinner  was  held  at  the  Assembly  Room,  Norwich,  \uider  the 
presidency  of  the  Hon.  Edward  Harbord. 

22. — ^Atkins'  Menagerie  was  exhibited  at  Norwiob.  This  was  the 
first  occasion  on  which  a  "  lion  tamer "  appearedl  with  a  travelling 
menagerie  in  the  city.  In  the  centre  of  the  show  was  introduced  a 
large  iron  cage,  into  which  the  keeper  entered  andl  put  the  animals 
through  their  performances. 


1833. 


JANUARY. 

4. — ^Lord  Suffield  resigned  his  chairmanship  of  the  Norfolk  Court 
of  Quarter  Sessions. 

11. — ^In  the  Court  of  King's  Bench,  the  Sheriff  of  Norwidb  obtained 
a  rule  niai  for  a  criminal  information  against  Mr.  John  Teasel,  oarpenter 
and  buildier,  a  Common  Councilman  of  Norwich,  for  having  taken  away 
one  of  the  poll-books  at  the  last  election  at  Norwich,  and  for  attempting 
to  tear  and  mutilate  it.  The  rule  was  discharged  on  the  31st,  on  the 
defend>ant  undertaking  to  answer  an  indictment  at  the  ensuing  Assizes. 
At  the  Norwich  Assizes  on  March  23rd,  before  Mr.  Justice  Bolland, 
application  was  made  on  behalf  of  the  defendant  to  have  the  case  tried 
by  a  county  jury,  upon  which  it  was  ordered  to  stand  over  till  the  next 
Assizes.  At  the  Norfolk  Assizes  on  August  10th,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Littledale,  the  defendant  was  placed  upon  his  trial,  and  the  jury  re- 
turned a  verdict  of  not  guilty. 
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16. — Died  at  Bracondale,  Norwich,  aged  80,  Mrs.  White,  mother  of 
Henry  Kirke  White. 

22. — A  meeting  waa  held'  at  the  Baptist  chapel,  Orford  Hill,  Nor- 
wich, presided  over  by  Mr.  John  Cozens,  at  wfhich  a  repwrt  was  made  by 
a  committee  appointed  "to  investigate  the  return  of  Lord  Stormont 
and  Sir  Jiames  Scarlett,"  to  the  effect  that  snfiicient  evidence  had  been 
obtained  to  warrant  the  presentation  of  a  petition  to  tibe  House  of 
Conmions  on  account  of  the  "  undue  election  "  of  the  members.  The 
Norwich  Election  Petition  was  opened  before  a  Committee  of  the  House 
of  Commons  on  March  2(>th.  The  ezamineiion  of  witnesses  commenced 
on  March  21st,  and  conoliid<ed  on  April  2nd.  Counsel  addressed  the 
Committee  on  April  drd,  andi  on  tihe  same  day  the  Chairman  (Mr. 
Charles  Shaw  Lefevre)  announced  that  the  Committee  had  resolved — 
(1)  Tbai  Lord!  Stormont  and  Sir  James  Scarlett  were  diuly  elected 
members  for  the  city  of  Norwicshl.  (2)  That  the  petition  of  John  Cozens 
and  othiers  was  not  frivolous  nor  vexatious.  (3)  That  the  opposition 
to  such  petition  was  not  frivolous  nor  vexatious. 


FEBRUARY. 

1. — ^The  portrait  of  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  painted  by  9.  Lane,  was  hung 
in  the  Conm  Exchange,  Norwich.  In  celebration  of  the  events  a  dinner 
was  held  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  presided  over  by  Major  Case,  who  said 
his  family  (had  been  tenants  on  the  Holkham  estate  for  63  years,  and> 
his  grandfather,  who  owed  much  to  Mr.  Coke,  d&ecl  worth  £150,000. 

2.* — ^[Advt.]  "  A  grand  main  of  cocks  will  be  fought  at  the  Black 
Boys  Inn,  Aylsham,  on  Febniary  12th,  and  two  following  days,  between 
the  gentlemen  of  Norwidhi  and'  Aylsham,  for  5  sovereigns  a  battle  and 
50  sovereigns  the  odd.  Feeders :  Stafford  for  Norwich ;  Overton  for 
Aylsham." 

5. — ^A  barque  of  220  tons  burden,  designed)  for  the  West  India  tradlei, 
was  launohedl  from  the  yard  of  Mr.  Preston,  at  Yannouth. 

22. — ^Died  at  Winfartihing,  Sarah  Jessup,  aged  101  years,  "  the  last 
30  of  which,  till  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  she  was  employed  as  walking 
post  from  the  Post  Office  cut  Diss  to  Winfarthing,  a  distance  of  four 
miles,  which  she  constantly  performed  in  all  weathers,  and  is  computed 
to  have  travelled  more  ttwan  13,400  miles.  She  was  married  in  the 
reign  of  George  II.  She  had  16  childiren,  who  multiplied  to  the  fourth 
generation,  so  that  her  children,  grandchildren,  and  great-granddhdldren 
at  the  time  of  her  decease  amounted  to  444.  Beside  these,  great^great- 
grandchildren,  some  of  every  degree  and  age,  to  the  number  of  200  and 
upwards,  followed  her  to  the  grave,  to  which  she  was  carried  by  her 
fotyr  sons." 

26. — ^A  desperate  affray  took  place  between  the  coastguard,  under 
Lieut.  George  Howes,  R.N.,  and  a  large  party  of  armed  smugglers,  at 
Cley-nextrthe-Sea.  The  ooastgisard  were  obliged  to  fire  sevenal  times 
in  self-defence.  The  contral]«,nd  goods  seised  consisted  of  127  half- 
ankers  of  brandy  and  between  3,000  and  4,000  pounds  of  manufactiired 
tobaooo. 

-At  a  public  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  under  the 


president  g^  the  Mayor,  it  was  decided  to  petition  tiie  House  of 
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Commons  to  protect  ohildren  employed  in  factories  from  severe  and 
injurioufl  labcHir,  by  limiting  the  hours  of  their  employment. 

26. — The  Lynn  and  Newmarket  mail  was  proceeding  through  Meth- 
woLd  when  the  coach  waa  upset  in  a  deep  drain,  and  one  of  the  horses 
falling  upon  Booty,  the  ooadmian,  he  wbb  suffocated. 


MAROH. 

19. — The  barque  Crawford  Davison  (Greorge  Sandford,  master),  from 
Hamburg  to  London,  with  40  horses,  of  the  value  of  £2,000,  on  board, 
struck  upon  Happisburgh  Sand  and  was  lost.  The  captain  and  crew 
were  saved.  All  the  horses  w^re  drowned,  and  their  carcases  sold 
for  £12. 

^At  a  special  general  meeting  of  the  subscribers  to  the  Norfolk 

and  Norwich  Museum^  plans  cund  specifications  prepared  by  Mr.  J. 
Brown,  architect,  were  adopted  for  the  erection  of  a  building  "  on  an 
eligible  site  in  Exchange  Street,  near  tbie  new  Post  Office,"  at  the  cost 
of  £1,500,  raised  in  shares  of  £50  each,  to  bear  interest  of  4  per  oent. 
''The  front  of  the  intended  building  will  be  similar  to  that  of  the 
Temple  of  Jupiter  Ammon."    The  first  stone  w«s  laid  on  May  27th. 

The  commissions  for  the  holding  of  the  first  Lent  Assizes  at 

Norwich  were  opened  by  Mr.  Baron  BoUand. 

21. — Selections  from  the  oratorios  of  ''The  Creation"  and  "Sam- 
son "  were  performed  at  the  Com  ESxchange,  Norwidhi,  under  the  dlreo- 
tion  of  Mr.  Mueller.  "  The  most  remarkable  feature  of  the  evening's 
performance  was  a  violin  ooncerto  by  Master  David  Firiier.  With  the 
exception  of  Paganini,  Eieswelter,  and  Mori,  no  suoh  violin-playing  has 
been  heard  within  our  walls." 

22. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  at  Norwich,  before  Mr.  Justice  Bolland, 
Mary  Wright,  aged  28,  was  found  guilty  of  the  murder  of  her  husband 
and  of  Richard  Darby,  by  poisoning  them  at  Wighton,  and  was  sen- 
tenced to  be  hanged  on  March  25th.  Pregnancy  was  pleaded,  and  a 
jury  of  matrons  were  empanelled,  who  returned  a  verdict  adverse  to 
the  prisoner.  By  direction  of  the  Court,  she  was  examined  by  Messrs. 
Crosse,  Scott,  and  Johnson,  surgeons,  upon  whose  certificate  she  was 
respited  generally.  The  prisoner  on  July  11th  gave  birth  to  a  fraiale 
ohild,  and  sentence  was  afterwards  commuted  to  transportation  for  life. 
The  unfortunate  woman  died  in  Norwich  Gastle  on  November  1st. 

28. — ^The  7th  Hussars  commencedi  tiheir  msroh  from  Norwich  to 
Glasgow.  The  Court  of  Mayoralty  on  the  16th  passed  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  regiment  for  the  ready  aid  they  had  given  to  preserve  the  public 
peace,  and  expressed  their  approbation  of  the  conduct  of  the  non- 
commissioned officers  and  privates  towards  the  inhabitants.  The 
Hussars  were  replaced  by  the  3rd  Light  Dragoons. 


APBIL. 

1. — ^The  Right  Hon.   Hoinutio,  Earl  of  Orford,  was  elected  High 
Steward  of  Great  Tarmoutb,  in  place  of  Viscount  Elzmouth,  deceased. 
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6. — ^A  private  still  was  di«ooyered  in  a  house  in  St.  Faith's  Lane, 
Norwich.  Fifteen  gallons  of  spirits  recently  worked  off  were  seizedL 
The  owners  of  the  still  were  finedl  £Z0  each,  and  in  default  of  payment 
were  sentenced  to  three  months'  imprisonment. 

9. — ^A  new  steasn  carriage  of  2-horse  power  was  exhibited  on  Foundlry 
Bridjge  Road,  Norwich.  It  is  said  to  have  answered  the  expectations 
of  the  inventor,  Mr.  Watts,  of  Rose  Lane. 

12. — Between  400  and  500  of  the  noblemen,  gentlemen,  and 
yeomanry  of  Norfolk  dined'  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  in  honour  of 
Mr.  Coke,  upon  his  retirement  fromi  the  representation  of  the  county. 
H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Sussex  presided. 

18. — ^A  trotting  match  for  £50  took  plaoe  between  Mr.  Brunning^s 
Queen  of  Diamonds  andl  Mr.  Mendham's  Jack  of  Clubs,  from  Tarmoutb 
Bridge,  via  Beccles  to  Halesworth.  "  The  mare  was  driven  in  harness 
by  her  owner,  who  weighs  16  st.,  and  the  horse  was  ridlcbn  by  Mr. 
Mendham  (11  st.).  Two  miles  beyond  Beccles  the  mare  gave  up.  The 
15  miles  from  Yarmouth  to  Beccles  was  done  in  45  minutes^  and  the 
whole  25  miles  in  1  hour  33  minutes,  by  Jack." 

24. — ^Died  at  his  house  ait  Greenwich,  aged  76,  Mr.  P.  J.  Enighta, 
for  many  years  a  well-known  shawl  manufacturer  at  Norwidb.  He 
served  the  office  of  Sheriff  in  1809. 

27. — ^Fuller  Pilch  advertised  himself  as  the  proprietor  of  a  public- 
house  and  pleasmre  gardena  on  Braoondale  Hill,  Norwich,  and  as  the 
lessee  of  the  Norwich  Cricket  Ground,  in  libe  management  of  which  he 
was  assisted  by  his  brother,  William  Piloh. 

^It  was  announced  that  the  county  justices  had  hired  the  house 

of  Mr.  Hawkes,  Betbel  Street^  Norwich,  as  lodgings  for  hi9  Majesty's 
Judges  of  Assize. 

^Mdlle.   Celeste  commenced  a  six  nights'  engagement  at  the 

Theatre  Royal,  Norwich.  "For  our  latitude  this  lady  exerte  herself 
too  much  in  the  pirouette,  considering  the  approximation  of  spectators 
in  a  provincial  theatre  to  the  stage." 


MAY. 

1. — ^Mr.  Alderman  Samuel  Bignold  was  elected  Mayor  of  Norwich. 

6. — ^Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wood  commenced  a  four  nights'  engagement  at 
Norwich  Theatre,  prior  to  their  departure  to  America.  They  appeared 
in  "  The  Barber  of  Seville  "  and  the  musical  farce  of  "  The  Quaker." 

7. — ^The  horses  of  the  Regulator  coadhi,  from  Holt  to  London,  started 
off  at  full  speed  from  Guist  Post  Office,  diuring  the  temporary  absence 
of  the  coaohmian.  A  girl  had  the  presence  of  mind  to  close  the  tollgate, 
which  the  horses  attempted  to  leap,  smashed  it  to  atoms,  and  fell. 
The  animals  were  severely  injured,  and  the  coach  greatly  damaged. 

16. — ^Mr.  Yates  and  Mrs.  Waylett  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  as 
Flutter  and  Letitia  Hardy  ("  The  Belle's  Stratagem  ").  They  afterwards 
acted  in  "  aari "  (opera),  "  Don  Giovanni,"  "  The  Four  Sisters,"  and 
"  Midas'"  (burletta).  Mr.  Yates  also  gave  his  entertainments,  ''  Por- 
traits and  Sketches"  and  "  Views  of  Life." 

V  9 
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JUNE. 

L — On  this  date  was  published  the  first  of  the  series  of  remarkable 
accounts  describing  the  ghostly  yisitationa  at  Syderstone  Parsonage, 
tlie  residence  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stewart,  ourate,  and  rector  of  Thwaite. 

3. — Died,  aged  101,  Riohard  Smith,  of  Swanton  Morlej. 

18. — ^The  Guild  Day  festiyities  at  Norwich,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
swearing  in  as  Mayoi*  of  Mr.  Samuel  Bignoldl,  were  attended  by 
Viscount  Stormont,  M.P.,  and  Sir  James  Scarlett,  M.P.,  the  latter  of 
whom  took  his  oath  as  an  honorary  freeman  of  the  oity.  The  Mayor 
entertained  1,100  guests  at  the  Guild  feast  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  and 
upwards  of  500  attended  the  ball  at  the  Assembly  Rooms^  where  the 
dancing  was  opened  by  the  Mayor  and  Miss  Wodehouse,  daughter  of 
the  Lord  Lieutenant. 

19. — ^Two  orange  and  purple  banners,  designed  by^  a  member  of  the 
College  of  Arms,  were  presented  by  the  ConservatiTe  ladies  of  Nor- 
wich to  Viscount  Stormont,  M.P.,  and  Sir  James  Scarlett^  M.P.  The 
ceremony  took  place  At  the  Guildhall,  where  a  large  company  was  enter- 
tained by  the  Mayor. 

20. — Upwardls  of  750  electors  in  the  '*  Orange  and  Purple  "  interest 
were  entertained  at  dinner  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich.  A  second! 
contingent^  numbering  1,000,  dined  there  on  the  2l8t.  Mr.  W.  J. 
Utten  Browne  presided  on  both  occasions,  and  Lord  Stormont,  M.P., 
was  also  present.     The  dinners  were  provided  by  public  subscription. 

JULY. 

7. — ^During  a  seyere  thunderstonn  "  a  fire-bell,  apparently  about  the 
size  of  a  man's  head,'-'  fell  upon  the  thatched  roof  of  the  Black  Tower, 
Butter  Hills,  Norwich.  The  middle  and  lower  rooms,  occupied  by  a 
person  named  Brooks,  and  the  upper  storey,  where  a  society  of  artisans 
assembled  for  astronomical  observations,  were  entirely  consumed. 
The  society's  valuable  apparatus  were  destroyed. 

15. — The  resuscitated  race  meeting  at  Holkham  was  attended  by 
10,000  spectators.  The  races  were  held  on  the  sands.  "  By  tihe  time 
the  hunters'  stakes  had  been  decided  the  tide  was  fast  approaching,  and 
the  leading  f>eople  retired'  to  a  booth,  where  dinner  was  served,  under 
the  presid>ency  of  Mr.  Brown,  of  Pudding  Norton.  Tbe  tide  retiring, 
the  company  again  occupied  the  sands." 

17. — ^The  Bishop  of  lincoln,  officiating  for  the  Bishop  of  Norwich, 
confirmed  2,000  persons  at  Blast  Dereham  church.  On  the  following 
day  his  lordship  administered  the  rite  to  2,068  persons  at  Norwich 
Cathedral;  and  on  the  19th  to  1,100  at  Redenhall. 

18. — A  single  wicket  match  between  Fuller  Pilch  and  T.  Marsdon 
took  place  on  the  Norwich  Cricket  Ground.  Pilch  won,  by  70  runs. 
The  return  match  was  played  on  Hyd^  Park  Ground,  Sheffield,  on 
August  5th,  when  Pilch  won  by  128  nm& 

20. — ^The  Norwich  Court  of  MayoraHy  elected  Mr.  W.  J.  Utten 
Browne  to  the  ofiice  of  Sheriff. 

A  duel  was  fought  on  the  North  Denes,  Yaimouth.  ''  The  com- 
batants were  Mr.  H.  B and  Mr.  C.  W ,  the  former  seconded 
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by  Mr.  J.  B and  the  latter  by  Mr.  W.  C ,  of  the  medical  pro 

fession  in  N .     At  the  first  shot  Mr.  W.'s  pistol  missed,  and  his 

antagonist  fired  in  the  air ;  at  the  second  Mr.  B.  again  fired  in  the  air, 
and  Mr.  W.  missed  his  aim.  Another  try  took  place,  Mr.  W.  again 
missing  and  his  antagonist  firing  as  before.  At  the  fourth  and  last 
Mr.  W.'s  ball  just  grazed  Mr.  B.'s  thumb,  when  the  parties  appeared  to 
have  been  satisfied,  for  they  shortly  after  left  the  groimd.  The  cause 
of  the  meeting  arose  at  Maxim's  Marine  Hotel  on  the  beaoh." 

AUGUST. 

27. — Mr.  Alderman  Steward  was  elected  freemen's  Sheriff  at  Norwich. 

29. — ^The  Norwich  Court  of  Guardians  held  a  meeting  to  take  into 
consideration  the  suggestions  contained  in  a  letter  received  from  the 
Mayor  (Mr.  S.  Bignold),  for  the  establishment  of  a  joint  stock  company 
for  spinning  yarn  on  a  scale  calculated  to  give  extensive  employment  to 
the  poor.  The  subject  waa  further  considered  at  a  meeting  convened' 
by  the  Mayor  at  the  Guildihall,  on  September  5th,  when  the  Norwiohj 
Yam  Company  waa  formed,  and  by  October  1st  a  capital  of  £26,000 
had  been  subscribed  in  shareB  of  £100  each.  (See  February  27th,  1834.) 

31. — ^A  severe  gale,  whiohj  caused  great  damage  to  shipping,  and 
resulted  in  the  loss  of  many  lives,  occurred  on  the  Norfolk  coast.  The 
Leith  smack  Earl  of  Wemyss  went  ashore  at  Brancaster;  a  heavy  sea 
broke  into  the  passengers'  cabin,  and  six  ladies,  a  gentleman,  and  four 
children  were  dirowned.  Among  the  deceased  were  Miss  Susan  Roche, 
a  yoimg  lady  of  great  musical  ability,  and  sister  of  Mr.  A.  D.  Roohe^ 
the  composer.     (See  October  16tih.) 


SEPTEMBER. 

17. — ^The  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Musical  Festival  (held  en  this  occasion 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital,  the  Blind  Institution,  the  Eye  Infirmary, 
and}  the  Dispensary)  commenced!  at  St.  Andrew's  HalL  The  principal 
vocal  performers  were  Madame  Malibran,  Miss  H.  Cawse,  Miss  Bruce, 
Master  Howe,  Madame  De  Meric,  Signor  Douzelli,  Mr.  Horncastle,  Mr. 
Hobbs,  Mr.  E.  Taylor,  and:  Mr.  H.  PhiUips;  conductor,  Sir  George 
Smart.  Selections  were  given  from  "  The  -Creation,"  "  The  Last  Judg- 
ment," "  The  Deluge,"  and  "  Israel  in  Egypt"  The  Festival  concluded 
on  the  20th  with  a  fancy  dress  ball.  The  total  receipts  were  nearly 
£5,000,  and  the  expenses  about  £4,200. 

20. — ^Died  at  Yaxham  Rectory,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Johnson,  rector  of  that 
pariah,  with  Welboume  annexed.  "  He  was  the  friend  of  Cowper,  and 
editor  of  his  letters  and  posthumous  works." 

30. — Died  at  Gorgate,  near  East  Dereham,  aged  77,  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Crowe  Munnings,  M.A.,  rector  of  Beetley-oum-East  Bilney.  He  was  a 
well-known  and  prominent  agriculturist. 

The  arrival  of  the  City  of  Norwich  trader  and  the  Squire 

(London  trader)  "rendered  this  date  ever  memorable  in  the  history 
of  the  city  by  its  being  the  day  on  which  Norwich  became  a  port." 
These  vessels,  the  first  that  had  entered)  the  Norwich  river  direct  from 
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the  sea  by  way  of  the  New  Cut^  were  towed  to  the  city  from  Surlingham 
Reach  by  a  steam  tug,  with  a  band  playing  and  colours  flying.  The 
river  banks  from  Carrow  "balance  bridge"  to  the  Foimdry  were 
thronged  by  thousands  of  citizens,  and  at  Rudrum's  Wharf  the  City  of 
Norwich  was  boarded  by  the  Mayor  (Mr.  S.  Bignold)  and  several  mem- 
bere  of  the  Corporation.  The  bells  of  St.  Peter  Manoroft  were  rung, 
and  the  directors  of  the  Norwich  and  Lowestoft  Navigation  entertained 
a  large  company  at  dinner  at  the  Rampant  Horse  Inn.  The  success  of 
the  Sblj'b  proceedings  was  marred  by  the  drowning,  in  Surlingham 
Reach,  of  a  lad  named  Allerton,  son  of  the  master  of  the  City  oi 
Norwich. 


OOTOBBB. 

4. — ^The  first  general  meeting  was  held  of  the  Harleston  Agricultural 
Society,  eatablisShed  by  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  land,  for  the 
encouragement  of  skill  and  for  promoting  and  rewaording  industry  and 
good  conduct  among  cottagers,  servants,  and  labourers. 

5. — ^The  head-mastership  of  Norwich  Free  Grammar  School  was 
rendered  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  T.  Kidd. 

13. — Died  at  Hethersett,  aged  36,  Mr.  Elias  Norgate,  first  secretary 
of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Horticultural  Society,  the  plan  of  which 
was  suggested  by  his  father,  Mr.  Thomas  Starling  Norgate. 

16. — An  inquiry  was  opened  by  the  magiatrates  at  Docking,  under 
authority  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  **  to  ascertain  for  hia  own  and  the 
public  satisfaction  whether  there  had  been  any  loss  of  life  by  culpable 
negligence  or  loss  of  property  by  dishonesty,''  on  the  occaaion  of  the 
wreck  of  the  Earl  of  Weniyss  smack  on  Brancaater  beach,  on  August 
30th.  As  a  result  of  tl^  inquiry,  Mr.  William;  Newman  Keeve  wae  com- 
mitted for  trial  on  the  charge  of  removing  from  the  wreck  certain 
property  which  he  alleged  he  was  protecting  on  behalf  of  his  father-in- 
law,  Vho  was  lord  of  the  manor.  At  the  Norfolk  Lent  Assizes,  held  at 
Norwich  before  Mr.  Baron  Yaughan  on  March  26th,  1834,  the  defendant 
was  placed  upon  his  trial,  and  was  defended  by  Sir  James  Scarlett, 
M.P.  His  lordsRip,  in  directing  an  acquittal,  said  the  evidlence  had 
utterly  failed;  it  was  unnecessary  for  Mr.  Reeve  to  say  anything  in 
support  of  his  dharacter,  for  nothing  had'  been  made  out  against  him. 
Amid  applause  in  court  the  Judge  added  there  was  not  the  slightest 
stain  upon  the  accused.  Another  case  arising  out  of  the  same  wreck 
was  tried  at  the  Norfolk  Summer  Assizes,  on  July  30th,  1834,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Bosanquet.  The  acoused,  Robert  Allen,  Charles  Oakes,  and 
James  Ward  were  charged  with  feloniously  taking  certain  articles  from 
the  wreck.     The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  not  guilty. 

21. — Tlie  West  Norfolk  Yeomanry  Cavalry  commenced  a  week's 
training  at  King's  Lynn. 

30. — Du  Crow's  Circus  Company  oommenced  a  season's  performances 
in  a  wooden  building  on  the  Castle  Meadow,  Norwich.  It  was  known  as 
"  The  National  Arena  and  Equestrian  Studio,"  and  was  the  first  of  the 
temporary  buildings  periodi(»illy  erected  in  this  locality  lor  entertain- 
mente  of  the  kind. 
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NOVEMBER. 


6. — ^Mr.  William  Dalrymple  was  presented  witfai  a  valuable  silver 
salver  hj  the  Mayor,  Sheriffs,  citizens,  and  commonalty  of  Norwich, 
in  acknowledgment  of  the  care  and  skill  he  had  displayed  in  the  per- 
formanoe  of  his  duties  as  surgeon  to  the  Great  Hospital  and  Dougfhty'B 
Hospital  during  the  period  of  28  years. 

9. — ^Died  at  St.  Michael  at  Coslany,  Norwich,  Ann,  widow  of  Leonard 
Atkinson.  ''She  was  born  in  this  parish  December  24th,  1728,  and  had 
scarcely  quitted  it  more  than  a  week  during  i!b»  space  of  nearly  105 
yearsL  Free  from  wrinkles  and  decrepitude,  she  possessed  her  faculties 
unclouded  till  within  a  few  months  of  her  decease." 

13. — ^The  50th  anniversary  of  the  Norwich  Public  Libriary  was  cele- 
brated by  a  diimer  at  the  WMte  Swan,  presided  over  by  Dr.  England, 
president  of  the  institution. 

15. — ^A  special  assembly  of  the  Norwidh  Corporation  was  held,  to 
take  into  consideration  the  application  of  Mr.  George  Long  and  Mr. 
John  Buckle,  two  of  the  Conmussioners  named  in  the  Municipal  Com- 
mission, for  the  production  of  charters  and  other  muniments  of  the 
Corporation.  A  resolution  was  passed  stating  that  the  Corporation 
had  no  wish  to  withhold  the  informjation  required,  "  but  they  protested 
against  the  Commission  as  illegal  and  unconstitutional,  and  denied  the 
right  of  the  Conmiissioners  to  make  any  inquiries."  At  the  opening 
of  the  Commission,  on  November  25th,  the  Sheriffs  (Mr.  W.  J.  Utten 
Browne  and  Mr.  Edward  Steward)  declined*  to  attend  or  to  allow  any 
of  their  officers  to  give  evidence  relative  to  the  constitution  of  the 
Sheriff's  Com^t,  on  the  ground  that  "  a  Commission  issued  by  virtue  of 
the  Royal  prerogative  alone  was  a  process  imknown  to  the  law  of  Eng- 
land, and  eminently  hostile  to  public  liberty."  The  inquiry  lasted 
twenty-two  days,  and  concluded  on  December  19th.. 

18. — ^Ducrow  advertised  the  representation  of  a  Spanish  bull-fight  at 
his  Norwich  circus.  **  To  prevent  any  misconception  on  the  part  of 
visitors  to  the  arena,  and  at  the  same  time  to  add  to  the  surprising 
nature  of  the  performance,  ladies  and  others  are  informed  that  the  bull 
is  impersonated  by  one  of  Mr.  Ducrow's  horses,  tutored  by  him  for  the 
purpose,  enveloped  in  an  elastic  skin,  and  so  managed  as  to  deceive 
even  the  keenest  eye." 

22. — ^Died  at  Guanajuato,  Mexico,  Lieutenant  John  Thomas  Borrow, 
of  the  West  Norfolk  Militia,  eldest  son  of  Captain  Borrow,  of  Norwich. 

28. — ^Mr.  George  Long,  Municipal  Commissioner,  held  an  inquiry 
into  the  affairs  of  the  Corporation  of  Castle  Rising.  Mr.  F.  Lane,  of 
Lynn,  the  Recorder,  stated  that  he  had  no  charter  nor  papers  of  any 
kind  to  produce.  The  Corporation  consisted  of  a  Recorder,  Mayor, 
one  alderman,  and  a  serjeant-at^maoe.  The  Mayor  and  alderman  served 
in  turn  the  office  of  Chief  Magistrate.  There  were  about  50  burgage 
tenants,  and  the  Corporation  property  was  about  £20  a  year,  arising 
from  land,  and  with  the  money  the  Mayor  gave  each  year  two  dinners 
to  the  leet.  The  Corporation  had  no  debts,  no  prison,  and  but  one 
offence  had  been  committed  in  the  borougb  for  a  number  of  years. 
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DEOEMBEB. 

23. — ^Two  leaden  casee  were  dug  up  from,  a  piece  of  ground  at  the 
east  end  of  WymondhAm  church.  One  measured  6  ft.  2  in.  in  length, 
and  contained  the  mummified  remains  of  an  adult  female;  the  other, 
16^  inches  in  length,  a  foetus  of  about  the  fourth  month.  The  examina- 
tion of  the  remains  was  conducted  in  the  church  on  December  27th,  by 
Mr.  John  Daliymple,  of  Norwich,  in  the  presence  of  sixty  scientific  asd 
medical  men.  ''As  the  mummies  were  taken  from  the  site  of  the 
original  choir,  the  female  was  moat  probably  nearly  allied  to  the 
founder  of  the  abbey,  William  De  Abbay  or  Daubeny,  who  died  in  the 
year  1166." 

24. — ^An  altar  piece,  copied  from  Rubens'  "  Descent  from,  the  CroflS," 
and  about  one-fourth  the  size  of  the  original  picture,  presented  to  St. 
Peter's  church,  Yarmouth,  by  Gol.  Maeon,  was  on  this  day  placed  in 
position  under  the  personal  auperintendenoe  of  the  donor. 


1834. 


JANUARY. 

3. — ^The  question  of  the  restoration  of  the  south  and  west  faces  of 
the  keep  of  Norwich  Castle  was  discussed  at  the  Norfolk  Quarter 
Sessions,  and  referred  to  the  visiting  justices,  who  recommended  that 
it  be  undertaken;  and  on  May  17th  the  tender  of  Mr.  Watson  was 
accepted  and  the  work  ordered  to  be  proceeded  with  at  once.  On  July 
28th  a  public  meeting  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  "  to  take  into  con- 
sideration the  expediency  of  instituting  an  inquiry  into  the  necessity 
for  covering  up  the  face  of  such  an  antient  relic  with  new  building," 
and  a  resolution  moved  by  Mr.  Samuel  Bignold,  and  seconded  by  "Mr. 
Stevenson,  expressing  regret  at  the  **  demolition,"  and  suggesting  that 
an  antiquary  and  architect  be  consulted  before  it  was  further  proceeded 
with,  was  unanimously  adopted.  A  deputation  was  also  appointed  to 
wait  upon  the  Gaol  Committee.  At  a  meeting  of  the  county  magis- 
trates, on  October  17th,  it  was  decided'  to  employ  Mr.  Blore,  a  well- 
known  architect  and  antiquary,  "  to  survey  and  report  upon  the  present 
state  of  the  Castle,  and  the  best  mode  of  proceeding  with  the  repairs." 
Mr.  Blore  reported  on  November  10th  that  the  masonry  was  in  a  very 
bad  state;  that  the  then  face  of  the  building  was  not  altogether 
original,  but  that  the  repairs  and  restorations  it  had  undergone  at 
various  periods  had  been  closely  assimilated  with  the  original  work. 
He  recommended  that  what  was  needed  to  be  done  should  be  judiciously 
inoorpora.ted  with  the  ancient  work.  It  was  finally  decided,  on  January 
9th,  1835,  that  the  visiting  justicee  be  authorised  to  continue  the  work 
as  origina'lly  intended,  and  that  they  be  empowered  to  consult  Mr. 
Blore  or  any  other  architect  they  might  think  proper  to  employ. 

9. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Corporation,  a  resolution  was  passed 
protesting  against  any  report  that  might  be  made  by  the  Municipal 
Commissioners  respecting  the  Corporation,  "  based  on  statements  so 
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utterly  unfit  to  justify  Parliament  in  legislating  on  so  important  a 
Bubject,"  and  inviting  tbe  various  Corporations  throughout  the  kingdom 
"  to  make  common  cause  with  them  in  endeavouring  to  diefeat  any 
design  that  might  be  in  contemplation  for  wresting  from  them  their 
antient  charters,  franchises,  and  liberties." 

12. — ^The  organ  of  Norwich  Cathedfal  was  reopened  l^  Mr.  Buck, 
after  its  thorough  reparation  by  Bishop,  of  Lisson  Grove,  London. 
The  sermon  on  the  occasion  was  preached  by  the  Right  Hon.  and  Rev. 
Lord  Bayning.  The  instrument  was  the  original  work  of  Father 
Schmidt. 

21. — ^The  first  of  the  Choral  Concerts  inaugurated  "  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  a  reserve  fund  for  the  support  of  the  choral  band  at  the 
Musical  Festival  and  for  maintaining  and  keeping  together  the  great 
body  of  musical  talent  existing  in  the  locality,"  was  held  at  St. 
Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich. 

25. — ^During  a  performanoe  by  a  company  of  comedtians  at  Cley- 
next-the-Sea,  a  pistol  was  fired,  and  the  ramrod,  which  had  been  left 
in  the  barrel,  entered  the  side  of  an  actor  named'  Leaay,  who  was 
badly  injured. 

27. — ^Bir.  Frederick  Vining,  of  Covent  Garden  and  the  Haymarket 
Theatres,  commenced  a  short  engagement  at  Norwich  Theatre,  where 
he  was  formerly  a  favourite  actor.  His  impersonations  included  Young 
Rapid  ("  A  Cure  for  the  Heartache  "),  Martin  Heywood  ("  The  Ren1> 
day  "),  Sidney  Maynard  ("  The  Housekeeper  "),  Templeton  ("  Deaf  afi 
a  Post "),  Frank  Bramble  ("  The  Poor  Gentleman  "),  and  Harry  Villars 
("  Open  House  "). 

FEBRUARY. 

6. — ^Mr.  Thomas  Jefferson  Hogg  and  Mr.  John  Buckle,  Municipal 
Commissioners,  opened  an  inquiry  at  the  Tolhouse  Hall  into  the  coi^ 
porate  affairs  of  Tarmoutk  After  sitting  for  20  days. the  CommiB- 
sioners  adjourned  sine  die, 

14. — ^A  fite  was  given  at  Yarmouth  Barracks  by  Captain  Manby,  "  to 
mark  the  close  of  the  labours  that  bad  so  long  engaged  his  attention 
for  saving  life."  This  was  the  twenty-seventh  anniversary  of  "the 
saving  of  the  first  crew  by  the  projection  of  a  rope  from  the  Bh(»e  by 
t&e  force  of  gunpowder,  and  thus  effecting  communication  with  a  vessel 
on  a  lee  shore.  By  this  expedient  upwards  of  600  British  sailors  have 
been  saved." 

26. — ^Died  at  Lynn,  Mr.  Ezekiel  Walker,  aged'  94.  He  waa  for  many 
years  a  regular  contributor  to  Nicholson  and  Tillock's  "Philosophical 
Magazine,"  and  published  a  collection  of  his  essays,  chiefly  on  electro- 
chemical subjects. 

27. — Tbe  ceremony  of  laying  the  first  stone  of  the  new  Yam  Factory 
at  Norwich  was  performed:  by  the  Mayor  (Mr.  Bignold).  A  procession, 
in  which  were  characters  representing  Bishop  Blaize,  shepherds  and 
shepherdesses,  together  with  80  wool  combers,  and  many  women  and 
children,  marched  from  Lakenham  to  the  site  of  the  new  building  in 
St.  Edmund's.  The  directors  and  shareholders  afterwarde  dined  ait 
the  Norfolk  Hotel. 
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MABOH. 

11. — ^Th'e  lake  at  Scottow  was  drawn  by  Sir  Henry  Durrani^  when 
fire  pike  oi  Urge  size  were  captured.  Tlie  finest  measured  4  ft.  in 
length,  2  ft.  3  in.  in  girth,  and  weighed  37  lbs. ;  the  smallest  was  3  ft. 
4  in.  long,  20^  inches  in  girth,  audi  weighed  18^  Iba  They  were  all 
taken  at  one  haul. 

-Resolutions  in  favour  of  the  repeal  of  the  Malt  Tkl  were  passed 


at  a  large  meeting  of  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  land  in  the  Hundred 
of  South  Erpingham,  held  at  the  Black  Boys  Inn,  Aylsham,  under  the 
presidency  of  Mr.  Robert  Marsham.  Similar  meetings  were  h^d 
throughout  the  oount^,  and  petitions  were  numerously  signed  in  every 
Hundred. 


22. — ^Miss  Kelly  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  in  her  entertainments, 
"  Dramatio  Recollections," ''  A  Study  of  Character,"  and ''  Mrs.  Parthian 
at  Home." 


APRIL. 

12.— William  Thirkettle,  27 ;  William  Pye,  32 ;  and  Gilpin  Reynolds, 
24,  were  executed  on  Castle  Hill,  Norwich,  the  first-named  for  the 
attempted  murder  of  his  wife,  and  the  others  for  arson. 

14. — ^The  two  troops  of  the  King's  Own  Light  Dragoons  marched  from 
Norwich  for  Hampton  Court  and  Kensington  Barracks. 

25. — ^The  Yarmouth  Port  and  Haven  Bill  was  considered  by  the 
House  of  Commons'  Committee,  presided  over  by  Mr.  William  Wind- 
ham. On  the  28th  the  petitioners  announced  the  abandonment  of 
the  Bin. 

30. — ^The  Bishop  of  Rochester,  officiating  for  the  Bishop  of  Norwich 
(who  was  then  in  his  90thi  year),  confirmed  1,700  persons  at  North 
Walsham.  On  subsequent  d^ys  1,000  were  confirmed  at  Holt,  and 
1,060  at  Diss. 

^Fifty-four  convicts,  sentenced  at  the  County  Assizes  and  Sessions 

to  transportation,  were  taken  on  board  the  Sarah  (Capt.  Moore),  lying 
in  Norwioh  river.  ''  The  hatchways  were  closed  at  twenty  minutes 
aftw  two  in  the  morning,  and  this  London  trader  sailed  immediately 
for  Lowestoft,  which  harbour  was  reached  about  eleven  o'clock;  in 
three  hours  the  vessel  was  out  of  sight  and  on  her  way  to  PortsmouHi. 
Their  being  sent  off  by  sea  (through  the  Norwich  and  Lowestoft  Navi- 
gation) instead  of  by  land  conveyance  will  be  a  very  considerable  saving 
of  expense  to  the  county  of  Norfolk." 

MAY. 

1. — ^Mr.  Charles  Turner  and  Mr.  William  Moore  were  returned  to  the 
Court  of  Aldermen,  who  elected  the  former  as  Mayor  of  Norwich  for 
the  year  ensuing. 

^May  Day  was  celebrated  at  Lynn  with  the  usual  display  of  gar- 
lands and  devices  emblematical  of  the  season,  hy  persons  arrayed'  in 
fancy  costumes.

5. — ^Two  troops  of  the  2nd  Queen's  Dragoon  Guards,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Major  Kearney,  marched  into  Norwich  BaoraokB  from  Notting- 
ham, to  relieye  the  3rd)  Dragoons,  who,  on  the  same  day,  marched  for 
Ipswich. 

8. — The  leading  postmasters  of  Norwich  announced  that  they  had 
reduced'  the  rate  of  posting  to  Is.  4d.  per  mile. 

13. — ^A  petition  to  Parliament  against  the  proposed  measure  for 
separating  religious  instruction  from  the  S3nBtem  of  education  hitherto 
prevailing  at  the  Universities  was  imanimoualj  adbpted  at  a  meeting 
Bummonedi  by  requisition  and  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  under 
the  presidency  of  the  Mayor  (Mr.  Bignold). 

16. — ^The  dwelling-house,  outbuildings,  and  corn  stacks  of  Mr. 
Helsden  Lamer,  at  North  Walsham,  were  destroyed  by  fire.  A  labourer 
named  Jeremiah  Cutting  was  buried  beneath  the  falling  roof  of  the 
stable  and  burned  to  death. 

21. — ^The  West  Norfolk  Agrioultural  Association  held  its  first  annual 
meeting  at  Downham  Market.  A  second  division  of  the  society  was 
formed  at  Fakenham  on  June  19tL 

26. — ^A  new  drama,  entitled,  "  Sir  Roger  de  Coverley,  or  the  Old 
English  Gentleman,"  written  by  Mr.  G.  Smit^  second  son  of  the 
manager,  was  produced  for  the  first  time  at  Norwich  Theatre.  It  was 
described  as  "  a  composition  which  exhibited  talent  of  no  common 
order." 

28. — ^The  King's  birthday  was  observed  in  Norwich  with  great  fes- 
tivity. The  first  business  at  the  special  Assembly  of  the  Corporation 
was  to  pass  an  address  of  congratulation  to  his  Majesty,  ^'  praying  him 
not  to  sanction  the  proposed  measure  for  admitting  Dissenters  to 
graduate  in  the  Universities  of  Oxfoird)  and  Cambrid|ge."  The  Mayor 
and  Corporation  then  went  to  service  at  the  Cathedral,  and  at  noon  the 
Queen's  Bays  fired  a  /eu  de  joie  in  the  Market  Place.  The  officers 
were  entertained  at  the  Guildhall,  the  sum  of  £6  was  distributed  among 
the  privates,  and  in  the  evening  the  Mayor  (Mr.  Bignold)  gave  a  dinner 
at  Chapel  Field  Housa 

29. — ^Died  at  Hingham,  aged  93,  the  Right  Hon.  Lord  Wod^ehouse. 
He  was  elevated  from  ai  baronetcy  to  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Lordb  in 
1797,  after  having  represented  the  county  for  many  years.  His  lord- 
ship was  succeeded  in  his  title  and  estates  by  Col.  Wodehouse,  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  the  county.  The  remains  of  tihe  deceased  nobleman 
were  buried  ait  Kimberley  with  great  pomp  on  June  9th. 

31. — ^At  the  close  of  the  Norwich  theatrical  season,  Mr.  George  Smith 
delivered  an  address,  in  which  he  lamented  that  "  theatrical  taste  had 
of  late  years  declined  in  the  city,  either  from  commercial  depression  or 
from  the  still  more  fatal  growth  of  indifference." 


JUNE. 

13. — Died  at  Southampton,  aged  65,  Rear-Admiral  Manby,  of  North- 
wold.  He  was  one  of  the  companions  of  Captain  Vancouver,  in  his 
voyage  round  the  world;  was  actively  employed  in  conveying  troops 
to  Ireland  at  the  time  of  the  Rebellion;    and  during  the  war  with 
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France  oomzoandedt  the  Bourdelaia,  Thalia,  and  Africaine  frigates  on 
▼arioufl  important  servioee.     Admiral  Manbj  was  a  native  of  Norfolk. 

17. — Guild  Day  was  obeerved  in  Norwich.  "  When  the  civio  pre- 
cession arrived  at  the  west  door  of  the  Cathedral,  the  nine  knocks  were 
given  according  to  immemorial  usage,  and  the  Corporation  passed  in 
regular  order  through  the  rush-strewn  nave."  The  Latin  oration  at 
the  porch  of  the  Free  Grammar  Sobool  was  delivered  by  Fred  Norgate, 
youngest  son  of  Mr.  T.  S.  Norgate,  of  Hethersett ;  Mr.  Charles  Turner 
was  sworn  in  as  Mayor  at  the  Guildhall,  and  entertained  800  ^^uests  at 
the  Guild  feast  held  at  St.  Andrew's  HalL  The  festivities  concluded 
with  a  ball  at  the  Assembly  Rooms. 

18. — ^The  great  cricket  match,  Y<»-kshire  v.  Norfolk^  for  100  gs.  a 
side,  commenced  on  the  Norwich  ground,  and  was  continued  on  the 
19th.  Among  the  players  were  Marsden,  Dearman,  and  the  three 
Pilches.  Norfolk:  1st  innings,  216  (Fuller  Pilch  87);  2nd  innings, 
91.  Yorkshire:  Ist  innings,  37;  2nd  innings,  97.  The  return  match 
was  commenced  on  Hyde  Park  Ground,  She  til  eld,  on  July  2  Ist,  when 
Yorkshire  won  by  123  runs.  Yorksliire :  Ist  innings,  191 ;  2nd  innings, 
296.  Norfolk :  1st  innings,  75 ;  2nd'  innings,  289.  Norfolk  abandoned 
the  match  in  consequence  of  the  rain.  "  Many  thought  that  with  three 
bats  to  go  in  and  Fuller  Pilch  still  standing,  the  game  might  have  been 
won  had  there  been  the  m«ans  of  playing  it  out." 

21. — ^A  severe  thiunderstorm  occurred.  Many  cattle  were  killed  by 
lightning,  and  the  tower  of  Redenhall  church  sustained  considerable 
damage. 

27. — Died  at  Yarmouth,  aged  92,  Mrs.  Hannah  DiboU,  "the  cele- 
l»rated  twisterer,  who  had  been  accustomed  from  childhood  to  rise 
every  morning  at  four  o'clock,  and  persevered  in  the  practice  till  within 
two  or  three  years  of  her  death." 

JULY, 

12. — ^The  public  gaalamps  in  Norwich  at  this  date  numbered  423, 
and  the  lighting  of  the  city  coet  upwards  of  £2,000  per  annum. 

18. — ^Mr.  Richard  Hanbury  Gumey,  formerly  one  of  the  Parliamen- 
tary representatives  of  Norwich,  was  presentcii  with  a  massive  silver 
candelabrum),  purchased  with  tlie  subscriptions  of  1,250  citizens,  chiefly 
of  the  working  classes,  "  in  testimony  of  their  regard  for  his  universal 
benevolence  and  sincerity  in  upholding  the  just  rights  of  mankind,  and 
of  their  admiration  of  liis  inflexible  advocacy  in  the  Senate  to  obtain 
for  his  country  a  salutary  reform,  in  the  House  of  Commons." 

19.* — *^  Died,  a  few  days  since,  in  his  62nd'  year,  Mr.  Philip  Mallet 
Case,  of  Testerton  House.  On  Sunday,  July  13tli,  his  remains  were 
deposited  in  the  family  vault  at  Dunton.  Tlie  procession  from  Tester- 
ton  to  the  place  of  interment  was  respectably  and  numerously  attended, 
and  it  is  computed  that  there  were  no  less  than  3,000  persons  present." 

26. — Died  in  Clarges  Street,  London,  aged  30,  Lord  James  Henry 
FitzRoy,  youngest  son  of  the  Duke  of  Gnifton.  His  lordship  was  a 
captain  in  the  10th  Hussars,  and  had  rei)reBented  Tlietford  sinoe  1831. 

*"  One  of  the  attractions  at  Norwich  Thfcatre  during  the  Assize 

week  was  the  unique  and  wonderful  invention  patented!  and  exhibited 
by  Mr.  H.  Childe,  called  Dissolvent  Views." 
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26.* — "Died,  last  week,  in  the  105ih  year  of  her  age,  Mary 
Wratham,  widow,  Downham  Market." 

27. — ^Died  at  Litcham,  Captain  Tbomaa  Edward  Hoste,  R.N.,  aged 
40.  He  waa  fifth  son  of  the  Rev.  Dixon  Hoste,  rector  of  Tittleshall 
and  Godiwick,  and  commenced  his  career  at  the  age  of  13,  on  the 
Amphion,  commanded  by  his  distinguished  brother,  Sir  William.  Hoste. 
In  1809  lie  joined!  the  Spartan  frigate,  served'  in  the  Mediterramean, 
Ireland,  and  South  America,  was  promoted  Conmiander  in  1825,  and 
was  for  a  short  time  employed  in  coastguard  service. 

31. — The  great  doors  at  the  west  entrance  to  Norwich  Cathedral  were 
taken  d^own  for  restoration  and?  repair.  "  They  had  maintained  their 
honourable  station  upwards  of  400  years,  and  had  received  nine  times 
that  number  of  knocks  on  the  Guild  Day  for  the  adimission  of  the 
Corporation  to  Divine  service." 

AUGUST. 

1. — ^The  termination  of  slavery  in  the  British  possessions  on  this 
day  was  celebrated  by  a  "  Negro  Jubilee  "  f^te,  given  at  Sheringbam 
by  Mrs.  Upcher  and  her  family,  and  by  special  services  at  the  ohurches 
and  chapels  in  Norwich. 

8. — The  Earl  of  Euston  was  elected,  unopposed,  representative  of  the 
borough  of  Thetford,  in  succession  to  Lord  James  FitzRoy,  deceased. 

^A  case  of  great  importance  was  tried  by  a  special  jury  in  the 

Sheriff's  Court  at  Norwich.  John  Burrows,  a  butcher,  had  refused  to 
pay  the  stallage  dharged  by  the  Corporation  for  his  meat  stall  in  the 
Market  Place,  on  the  ground  that  the  patent  of  his  freedom  exemptecl 
him  from  suoh  charges.  The  Corporation,  in  an  action  against  him, 
recovered  the  charges,  which  amounted  to  16s.  4d.,  and  defendant  had 
suffered  judgment  to  go  by  default.  The  special  jury  now  found  for 
the  full  amount  cladmiedL  Defendant  resi sited  payment,  and  in  the 
second  week  of  September  was  arrested  by  virtue  of  a  special  writ, 
taken  to  London,  and  by  Mr.  Baron  Alderson  was  committed  to  the 
Fleet  Prison.  At  a  quarterly  assembly  of  the  Corporation,  on  Sept. 
22nd,  Mr.  William  Wilde  moved  that  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Market 
Committee  not  to  collect  stallage  in  future  from  freemen  selling  pro- 
visions. Burrows  had  aoted  on  the  advice  of  the  Municipal  Commis- 
sioners in  this  matter,  and  these  proceedinirs  would  probably  be  his 
ruin.     The  motion  was  negatived  by  19  votes  to  9. 

9.* — "Workmen  excavating  at  the  lower  part  of  the  west  side  of 
Exchange  Street  have  found  a  number  of  human  skulls  and  bones. 
This  was  the  site  of  the  church  of  St.  Crowche  or  St.  Cross,  and  the 
public-house  by  the  name  of  the  Hole-in-the-Wall  was  built  upon  it. 
The  church  was  demolished  on  October  14th,  1551,  and  the  parish  con- 
solidated' with  St.  John  Maddermarket." 

18. — A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  at  which  Mr. 
Gibbs,  C.E.,  explained  the  facilities  and  advantages  of  a  projected  rail- 
road from  London  to  Dunmow,  and  thence  to  Norwich,  with  a  branch 
to  Cambridige,  and  an  ultimate  extension  to  the  North  of  Engiand. 
The  length  of  line  from  Whiteohapel  to  Norwich  would  be  97  miles ; 
the  cost  of  construction  and  compensation  for  land  £1,000,000,  and  of 
machinery,  depots,  Ac,  £600,000.     On  the  motion  of  Mr,  Samuel 
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BigiK>ld,  a  pirovisional  oommittee  was  formed  for  the  purpoee  of  pro- 
moting the  object.  On  August  30th  notice  was  given  that  application 
would  be  made  in  the  next  Sesadon  of  Parliament  for  the  construction 
of  "  the  grand  Elastern  Countiea  Railway  '  from  London  to  Norwich 
and  Yarmouth,  via  Romford,  ChelmBford,  Colchester,  Ipswich,  and  ESye, 
at  the  estimated  cost  of  £1,500,000,  to  be  raised  in  30,000  shares  <^ 
£50  each.  A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Guildhall  on  Sept.  13th,  for  the 
purpose  of  considering  the  expediency  of  forming  a  railway  from  Lon- 
don to  Norwich  via  Bishop's  Stortford,  Cambridge,  and  Buiy,  to  join 
the  trunk  of  the  Grand  Northern  Railway  from  London  to  York,  Leeds, 
and  HuU.  Mr.  William  Cundy,  C.E.,  deecribed'  the  plans,  stating  that 
in  less  than  18  months  the  railway  from  London  to  Norwich  would  be 
completed;  and  said  that  the  estimated  cost  was  £1,600,000.  A  local 
committee  was  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  merits  of  the  respective 
schemes.  A  public  meeting  of  the  county  gentry  and  representatives 
of  the  agricultural  and  commercial  interests  was  held  at  the  Guildhall 
on  October  16th,  at  whioh  the  committee  reported  that  the  line  prt>- 
posed  by  Mr.  Gibbs  wa«  best  entitled  to  the  support  of  the  city  and 
county. 

26. — ^Mr.  John  Marshall  was  elected  freemen's  Sheriff  at  Norwich  by 
817  votes,  as  against  585  recorded  for  Mr.  John  Culley. 

31. — ^A  terrible  panic  took  place  at  St.  Margaret's  ohurch,  Lynn, 
owing  to  the  failure  of  the  gas.  A  nuftL  was  made  for  the  doors,  and 
a  lad  who  fell  from  the  organ  loft  received  dfreadful  injuries. 


SEPTEMBER 

6. — ^Died,  aged  85,  Mrs.  Bray,  wife  of  Mr.  'Riomas  Bray,  "  proprietor 
of  the  Diss  and  Norwich  waggons  to  Ipswioh,  which  have  regulariy 
travelled  from  the  Star  in  the  Market  Place,  Diss,  to  the  Star  in  the 
Market  Place^  Norwich,  under  the  name  of  Bray,  for  more  than  a 
century  and  a  half." 

10. — Died,  aged  77,  Mr.  Edmund  Reeve,  of  St.  Augustine's,  Norwioh. 
He  served  the  oflSce  of  Sheriff  in  1796. 

15. — On  the  Abbey  Farm,  Thetford,  Sir  Richard  Sutton,  Bart.,  in  the 
presence  of  a  large  gathering  of  sportsmen,  killed  in  seven  hours  222 
head  of  partridges,  in  246  shots. 

OCTOBER. 

6. — At  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  John  Cozens,  merchant,  and  Joseph 
Colman,  solicitor,  were  summoned  by  George  Arthur  Dye  for  endeavour- 
ing, by  threatening  to  prosecute  an  action  in  the  Court  of  King's 
Bench,  for  supposed  acts  of  bribery  alleged  to  have  been  committed  by 
the  compladnant,  to  extort  from  him  a  large  sum  of  money,  viz.,  the 
sum  which  he  (Cozens)  had  expended  in  petitioning  the  House  of  Com- 
mons against  the  return  of  Lord  Yisooimt  Stormont  and  Sir  James 
Scarlett,  as  members  of  Parliament  for  Norwioh.  The  defendants  were 
committed  for  trial,  end  at  the  adjourned*  Quarter  Sessions  for  the  city, 
on  October  28th,  a  true  bill  was  foimd  against  them.  They  entered 
into  recognisancee  to  appear  at  the  Lent  Assizes^  which  w^re  held  in 
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Maroh,  1835,  before  Mr.  Baron  Yaughao,  whea  the  case  waa  settled 
without  proceeding  to  trial. 

9. — ^The  Hall  Concert  Room,  St.  George's  Bridge  Street,  Norwich, 
was  sold  bj  auction.  It  was  afterwards  converted  into  a  carpenter's 
workshop.  **  The  Hall  Concert  Society,  after  existing  for  upwards  of 
half  a  century,  has  been  disaolyed.  Without  the  assistance  of  this 
amateiu*  musical  society,  the  Norwich  Musical  Festival,  and  its  most 
prominent  feature,  the  chorus^  would  never  have  been  called  into 
existence.'' 

11.* — "Died,  lately,  at  Swaansthorpe,  aged  75,  Robert  Utting,  com- 
monly called  '  Blind  Bob.'  He  could  find)  any  place  to  which  he  was 
sent  in  Norwich,  and  was  for  more  than  50  years  postman  from  that 
city  to  Swainsthorpe." 

27. — The  Pilot  coach  was  on  its  journey  from  Norwich  to  Lowestoft, 
with  eight  outside  and  two  insidle  passengers,  when  the  leader  of  the 
unicorn  team  became  restive,  on  Bracondale  Hill,  and  turning  sharply 
into  Martineau's  Lane,  overturned  the  vehicle.  Mr.  Benson  Rathbone, 
of  Geldeston,  one  of  the  passengers,  sustained)  a  fracture  of  the  skull, 
from  which  he  died  an  hour  afterwards,  at  the  Pine  Apple  publio-house, 
at  Trowse.     Several  other  passengers  were  injured. 

NOVEMBER. 

4. — ^The  members  of  the  Orange  and  Purple  Club  (presi<lent,  Mr. 
W.  J.  Utten  Browne),  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  Norwich,  presented  a  piece 
of  silver  plate  to  Mr.  A.  A.  H.  Beckwith,  in  recognition  of  his  im- 
portant services  to  the  Conservative  cause. 

19. — ^At  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  Mr.  Samuel  Bignold  was  presented 
with  a  silver  candelabrum,  valued  at  £200,  "  to  perpetuate  the  remem- 
brance of  his  ability  and  independence  as  a  magistrate,  his  munificent 
hospitality,  and  his  important  public  services." 

^The  Hon.  W.  H.  Beresford  and  Mr.  W.  M.  Praed  were  adopted 

Conservative  candidates  at  Yarmouth.     Mr.  Beresford  afterwards  with- 
drew in  favour  of  Mr.  Thomas  Baring. 

26. — ^The  annual  meeting  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Museum  was 
held  for  the  first  time  "  in  the  new  building  in  Ebcchange  Street,"  which 
was  informally  opened  on  that  occasion.. 

29. — The  Rev.  A.  Sed^gwick,  M.A.,  F.RS.,  Woodwardian  Professor  in 
the  University  of  Cambridge,  was  installed  a  Prebendary  of  Norwich 
Cathedral. 

DEOEMBEB. 

2. — A  meeting  of  Nonconformists  was  held!  at  Edwardb'  Room,  Orford 
Hill,  Norwich,  in  defence  of  their  civil  and  religious  liberty.  Alarm 
was  expressed  at  the  dismissal  of  Lord  Melbourne  and  hia  colleagues 
from  office,  and  at  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  State  "  being  con- 
signed to  individuals  who  had  proved  themselves  the  enemies  of 
Reform  and  of  the  claims  of  Protestant  Dissenters."  The  Hon.  Edward 
Yemon  Harbord  was  requested  to  become  a  candidate  for  the  repre- 
sentation of  Norwich, 
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6. — ^Died  at  his  house  in  St.  Giles',  Mr.  WiUiaxn  Simpson,  Town 
Clerk  of  Norwich  and  Treasurer  of  the  County. 

8. — Died  at  Carlton  Hall,  Mr.  Thomas  Marsham.  "  He  commenced 
farming  with  slender  means,  and  notwithstanding  his  liberality  to  the 
labourers  on  his  estate,  and  his  hospitality  to  his  brother  farmers,  he 
accumulated  a  property  of  near  £30,000." 

13.* — "  Died,  last  week,  Mr.  Richard  Biingay,-  well  known  in  Norwich 
as  a  violin  player.  He  was  a  man  of  many  and  very  versatile  talents, 
which,  among  other  modes,  have  been  displayed  upon  the  stage  in  the 
character  of  Crack,  in  '  The  Turnpike  Gate,'  whiob  he  performed  with 
great  humour." 

15. — ^At  a  special  assembly  of  the  Common  Council,  Mr.  Beckwith, 
City  Chamberlain,  was  elected  Town  Clerk  of  Norwiob;  Mr.  Skipper, 
Speaker  of  the  Conunon  Council,  was  appointed  City  Chamberlain; 
and  Mr.  James  Winter  was  elected  Speaker. 

17. — ^Tbe  Orange  andl  Purple  Club  entertained  768  Conservative 
voters  at  dinner  at  St.  Anifrew's  HaU,  Norwich.  It  was  announced  by 
the  Mayor  that  Sir  James  Scarlett,  M.P.,  had  been  appointed  Lord 
Chief  Baron  of  the  Eixchequer.  Lord  Stormont  and  Mr.  Robert  Camp- 
bell Scarlett,  the  prospective  candidates  for  the  city,  were  received 
with  great  enthusiasm.  On  the  18th  dinner  was  served  to  1,004  Con- 
servative electors.     Mr.  W.  J.  Utten  Browne  presided  on  botb  ocasions. 

20. — ^Mr.  Richard  Hanbury  Giumey  and  Mr.  W.  Windham  were 
announced  to  be  the  "  Blue  and  White "  candidates  for  East  Norfolk. 
The  former  gentleman  addressed  the  merchants  at  the  Norwich  Com 
Exchange.  Lord  Stormont  and  Mr.  Scarlett  also  spoke,  and  were 
attacked!  by  a  disorderly  crowd.  Mr.  Gumey  went  to  the  assistance 
of  his  lordship.  On  the  22nd  Mr.  Eklward  Butcher  was  ordered  by  the 
magistrates  to  find  sureties  for  having  taken  part  in  the  disturbance. 
At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Orange  and  Purple  Club,  Lord  Stormont 
acknowledged  the  "  honourable  conduct "  erf  Mr.  Gumey. 

24. — ^Died  at  Cork,  Ma  jor-General  Sir  Robert  Travers,  elder  brother  of 
Sir  Eaton  Travers,  of  Ditchingham  Lodge,  and  of  Major  Travers,  of 
Hedenham  Hall.  He  was  riding  in  Patrick  Street,  Cork,  when  his 
horse  was  frijrhtened  by  the  band  of  Wombwell's  Menagerie.  The 
general  was  thrown,  and  received  fatal  injuries. 

27. — The  Hon.  E.  V.  Harbord  and  Mr.  Frank  Offley  Martin  were 
adopted  Liberal  candidates  for  the  representation  of  Norwich.

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6. — Norwich  Ellection — ^Lord  Yisoount  Stonnont  and  the  Hon. 
Robert  Campbell  Scarlett,  GonservativeB ;  the  Hon.  E.  Vernon  Harbord 
and  Mr.  Francis  Offley  Martin,  Liberalai,  were  nominated,  and  polling 
commenced  on  the  same  date.  The  books  remained  open  until  5.30 
p.m  on  the  7th,  when  the  result  was  deolared  aa  follows :  — Stormont, 
1,892;  Scarlett,  1,878  (elected).     Harbord,  1,592;  Martin,  1,585. 

7. — ^Lynn  Election — ^The  polling  commenced  on  this  date,  and  con- 
cluded on  the  8th.  Lord  George  Bentinck,  631 ;  Sir  Stratford  Canning, 
416  (elected) ;  Sir  John  S.  LUlie,  238. 

12. — The  nomination  of  candidates  f<^  the  representation  of  West 
Norfolk  took  place  at  Swaffham.  Mr.  William  Bagge,  the  Conserrative 
candidate,  was  escorted  to  tShe  town  by  a  procession,  headed  hj  the 
hunting  ^ablishment  of  Mr.  Henry  Yilleboia  Sir  William  ffolkes  and 
Sir  Jacob  Astley  were  accompanied  by  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke  and  niunerous 
supporters.  A  dispute  arose  between  Lord  Charles  Townshend  and  Sir 
Jacob  Astley,  who  were  ordered  by  the  justioes  to  enter  into  their 
recognisances  to  keep  the  peace  towards  each  other.  The  polling 
commenced  on  January  15th,  at  Swaffham,  Downham,  Fakenham,  Lynn, 
Thetford,  and  ESast  Dereham,  and  closed)  on  the  16th.  The  poll  was 
declared  on  the  19th.— ffolkes,  2,299;  Astley,  2,134;  Bagge,  1,880. 
The  two  first-named  were  elected. 

17. — The  nomination  of  candidates  for  the  EiuBt  Norfolk  Division 
took  place  at  Norwich.  Lord  Walpole  and  Mr.  Wodehouse,  Conserva- 
tives, entered  the  city  by  St.  Giles'  Gates,  escorted  by  between  three 
hundred  and  four  hundred!  horsemen ;  Mr.  W.  Windham  and  Mr.  R.  H. 
Gumey  (Liberals)  rode  at  the  head  of  196  moimted  supporters.  The 
polling  commenced  on  the  20th,  at  Norwich,  Yarmouth>,  Long  Stratton, 
and  Beepham,  and  concludied  on  the  21st.  The  poll  was  declared  on 
the  23rd,  as  follows:— Walpole,  3,188;  Wodlehouae,  3,474;  Windham, 
3,089 ;  Gumey,  2,879.     The  two  first-named  were  elected. 

^At  the  Norwioh  Court  of  Mayoralty,  Mr.  Alderman  Bignold  read 

a  letter  from  the  Bight  Hon.  Lord  Abinger,  Baron  of  Abinger  in  the 
county  of  Surrey  and  of  the  city  of  Norwich,  intimating  his  lordship's 
desire  that  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  would  permit  him  to  take  as 
the  supporters  of  his  arms  the  supporters  of  the  arms  of  the  city. 
The  Court  unanimously  granted  the  request.  It  waa  also  announced 
that  his  lordship  had>  appointed  as  his  chaplain  the  Bev.  Charles  Turner, 
son  of  the  Mayor. 

27. — ^The  supporters  of  Messrs.  Harbord  and  Martin,  to  the  number 
of  900,  were  entertained  at  dinner  at  St.  AndreVs  Hall  by  leading 
persons  of  the  Liberal  party.

19. — ^Married,  Mr.  J.  V.  Jermay,  of  Wroxham,  to  Mrs.  Sarah  Landi- 
more,  of  the  same  place.     ''  The  above-named  female  has  been  twice 
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marriedi  having  entered  the  matrimonial  state  at  the  age  of  14.  Skte 
became  a  widow  at  15,  and  is  now  a  wife  again  ait  17/' 

23. — ^Died,  at  New  Lakenham,  aged  66,  Mr.  William  Cole,  the  author 
of  "  Rural  Months,"  and  other  poema 

24. — ^The  Corporation  of  Norwich  voted  the  honiMrary  freedom  of 
the  city  to  the  Hon.  Robert  Campbell  Scarlett,  M.P. 

A.  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Corporation  of  Norwich  to 

prepare  a  menKnial  to  the  Postmaster-General,  for  an  acceleration  of 
the  mail  coach  service.  A  letter  was  received  from  Lord  Stormont, 
M.P.,  on  March  27th,  stating  that  the  Poetmaster^neral  had  made 
the  following  arrangements :  the  Norwich  and)  Yarmouth  letters  to  go 
by  the  Ipswich  mail  instead  of  by  the  Newmarket  coach,  the  Ipswich 
mail  to  arrive  at  Norwich  at  7.30  a.m..,  and  to  leave  Norwich  at  7  p.m. 

28. — ^Died  at  his  residence  in  Portman  Square,  London,  aged  78,  the 
Right  Hon.  and  Rev.  Earl  Nelson,  Duke  of  Bronte,  "bi-oirher  of  the 
hero  of  Trafalgar."  The  title  and  estates  descended  to  ^fr.  Thomas 
Bolton,  jun.,  son  of  Susannah  Nelson,  sister  of  the  first  t>vo  E?  rls,  sad 
of  Thomas  Bolton,  who  was  bom  in  1786,  and  mairied,  in  1821, 
Elizabeth,  daughter  and  sole  heir  of  John  Maurice.

14.* — "  At  Didlington  Hall,  the  only  place  in  Englfind  at  which  the 
antient  amusement  of  flying  hawks  at  herons  is  practised,  it  has  been 
customary  to  turn  off  the  birds  taken  alive,  with  a  ring  attached  to  one 
leg,  showing  the  time  and  place  at  which  they  were  captured.  In  a 
late  Bristol  paper  there  is  an  account  of  a  heron  having  been  shot  near 
Cajrmarthen  with  a  ring  round  one  leg  having  the  inscription :  *  Major 
Wilson,  Didlington  Hall,  Norfolk,  1822.' " 

APBIL. 

3. — ^Lord  Chief  Baron  Abinger,  one  of  the  Judges  of  Assize  at  Nor- 
wich, was  waited  upon  at  the  Judges'  lodgings,  in  Bethel  Street,  by  the 
Mayor  and  Corporation,  and  presented  with  an  address,  on  this  his 
lirst  visit  to  the  city  in  a  judicial  capacity. 

4. — ^At  the  Norwich  Assizes,  before  Mr.  Justice  Vaughan,  Johnstone 
Wardell,  aged  23,  a  bank  clerk,  was  chai^ged  with  embezzling  the  sum 
of  £1,431  188.  7d.  belonging  to  the  Governor  and  Company  of  the 
Bank  of  Elngland.  Mr.  Kelly  was  retained  for  the  defence  at  the  fee 
of  100  gs.,  and,  after  a  trial  lasting  ten  hours,  the  juiy  acquitted  the 
prisoner.  The  defence  was  that  the  accused  had  been  knocked  down 
and  robbed  of  the  money  on  the  Caatle  Ditches.  A  few  months  after- 
wards he  confessed  his  guilt  and  refunded  the  full  amount. 

7. — ^Three  hundred  emigrants  left  Yarmouth  Quay  by  the  Baltic 
(Captain  Newson),  Venus  (Captain  Simmons),  and  Wellington  (Captain 
Gilham),  for  Quebec.  The  Shannon  sailed  from  Lynn  for  Quebec  on 
April  16th,  with  90  emigrants. 

18. — James  Clarke,  aged  20,  was  executed  on  Castle  Hill,  Norwich, 
for  setting  fire  to  a  wheat  stack  at  Buxton.  ''The  most  singular 
feature  attending  the  ezeoution  was  that  an  old  man  named  Wyer,  a 
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penon  well  known  for  his  eccentricities,  declared  on  the  Hill  that  he 
would  take  the  sufferer's  place  for  five  shillinga  The  num  made  good 
his  word,  went  home  and  hanged  himedf." 

20. — ^Mr.  Macread^  commenced  a  four  nights'  engagement  at  Nor- 
widi  Theatre  in  the  part  of  Macbeth.  His  other  impersonations  in- 
cluded Hamlet,  Virginius,  Werner,  and  Puff  ("  The  Oitic ").  On  the 
23rd  an  outrage  was  committed  by  a  person  who  "  threw  a  chemical 
substance  capable  of  ignition,  in  different  ports  of  the  building."  A 
regard  of  20  gs.  was  offered  for  the  apprehenmon  of  the  offend'er. 

25. — ^The  West  Norfolk  and  Lynn  Hospital,  designed  by  Mr.  Angel 
and  bidlt  by  Mr.  Sugars,  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients. 

^A  troop  of  the  6th«  Inniskilling  Dragoons  arrived  at  Norwich 

Barracks,  and  were  followed  by  two  other  troops  of  the  same  regiment, 
from  Sheffield  and  Nottii^ham. 

MAY. 

1. — ^Mr.  Moore  and  Mr.  Steward  were  returned  to  the  Norwich  Court 
of  Aldennen  for  election  as  Mayor.    The  first-named  was  chosen. 

4. — The  2nd  Dragoon  Guards  marchedl  from  Norwich  Barracks,  on 
their  way  to  Liverpool,  for  embarcation  for  Dublin.  The  Mayor  and 
Corporation  testified  to  the  excellent  conduct  of  the  regiment,  and 
expressed  regret  at  their  departure. 

^The  Norwich  Corporation  agreed!  not  to  dispose  of  the  old  City 

Gaol  without  reserving  a  portion  of  the  site  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Norwich  Public  Library.  On  September  21st  a  lease  was  granted  of 
part  of  the  site  (70  ft.  by  70  ft.)  to  the  trustees  of  the  Library  for 
the  term  of  99  years,  at  the  annual  rent  of  £1,  "  for  tho  erection  of 
a  library  room  or  other  builcKng  connected  therewith*."  At  a  special 
meeting  of  the  subscribers,  on  October  29th,  the  contract  of  Messrs. 
Darkins  and  Blake  for  the  erection  of  the  new  building,  at  the  total 
cost  of  £1,820,  was  confirmed,  and  it  was  decided  to  raise  the  amount 
in  shares  of  £6  each. 

^The  honoraiy  freedom  of  the  city  was  voted  by  the  Corporation 

of  Norwich  to  Lord  Walpole,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  Edmond  Wodehouse,  M.P. 
Both  gentlemen  were  sworn  in  on  May  8th. 

5. — ^Died  of  dysentery  at  Calcutta,  agedl  70,  Mr.  Thomas  Hoseason, 
formerly  of  Banklands,  near  Lynn. 

6. — ^Died,  aged  69,  at  Pumival's  Inn,  Mr.  Linley,  "  son  of  the  writer 
of  the  music  in  '  The  Duenna,'  and  brother  of  the  first  Mrs.  Sheridan 
and  of  the  Rev.  0.  T.  Linley,  formerly  of  Norwich  Cathedral.  He  was 
a  good  oomposer  and  excellent  judge  of  music.*' 

8. — ^A  dinner,  attended  by  650  guests,  was  given  at  St.  Andrew's 
Hall,  Norwich,  to  celebrate  the  establishment  at  the  Rampant  Horse 
Inn  of  the  Ekist  Norfolk  Conservaitive  Association.  The  Elarl  of  Orford 
presided.  Prior  to  the  dinner  the  members  of  the  association  pro- 
ceeded to  the  Guildhall,  to  witness  €be  swearing  in  of  Lord  Walpole 
and  Mr.  Wodehouse  as  hon.  freemen  of  Norwich. 

9. — ^Died,  aged  66,  Mr.  William  Blanchard,  "  the  oelebrated  comedian, 
formerly  of  the  Norwich  Company." 
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11. — ^Mr.  Butler,  of  CoTent  Garden,  appeared  at  Norwich  llieaAre  in 
the  psjt  of  Hamlet.  He  perfonned  on  subsequent  eyeninga  the  parts 
of  Coriolanus  and  Darid  Duyigne  {''  The  Hazard  of  the  Die  "). 

18. — ^The  Bill  for  renewing  the  Yarmouth  Port  and  Haven  Aot,  which 
would  otherwise  have  expired  in  1836,  went  into  Committee  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  and  waB  finally  agreed  to  by  all  parties. 

26. — Died  in  Norwich,  aged  67,  Mr.  George  Lindley,  author  of  the 
"  Guide  to  the  Orchard  and  Kitchen  Garden,"  &c.,  and  father  of  Dr. 
Lindley,  Professor  of  Botanj  at  the  Rojal  Institution  and  the  Univer- 
sity of  London. 

26. — ^Died  at  his  house  in  Magdalen  Street,  Norwich,  a^ted  91,  Mr. 
Barnabas  Leman,  who  was  elected  Alderman  in  1797,  Sheriff  in  1804, 
and  twice  served  the  office  of  Mayor,  1813-1818. 

27. — Captain  Sir  EkEward  Parry,  R.N.,  the  celebrated  navigator,  made 
an  official  visit  to  Norwich,  on  his  appointment  as  an  Assistant  Com- 
missioner under  the  new  Poor  LawB  Amendment  Act^ 

29. — At  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  John  Pilgrim,  described  as  an 
attorney,  was  charged  before  Mr.  Samuel  Bignold  and  Mr.  £.  T.  Booth 
with  embezzling  the  sum  of  £6  13s.  belonging  to  hia  employers,  Messra. 
Sewell,  Blake,  Keith,  aad  Blake,  solicitors.  The  case  was  adjourned 
till  Saturday,  the  30th,  and  the  hearing  lasted  till  midnight.  On 
Sund!ay,  the  Slst,  the  magistrates  again  sat»  and  remanded*  the  defen- 
dant in  custody.  On  June  1st  it  was  stated  that  Mr.  ParramsiD, 
Governor  of  the  C^ty  Gaol,  had  handed  the  prisoner  over  to  the  custody 
of  the  Serjeant-at-Arms  of  the  House  of  Commons,  on  a  warrant  from 
the  Speaker.  The  Bench'  then  adjourned  the  hearing  sine  die.  In 
order  to  explain  these  proceedings,  it  is  necessary  to  state  the  follow- 
ing facts : — ^A  petition  had  been  presented  against  the  return  of  Mr. 
Dundas  and  Mr.  Kelly  as  members  for  Ipswich,  and  the  Committee  of 
the  House  of  Commons,  in  reporting  the  election  void,  passed  a  series 
of  special  resolutions  to  the  effect  that  John  Pilgrim  and  others  were 
guilty  of  bribery  and  of  absconding  to  avoid  the  Speaker's  warrant; 
that  Pilgrim,  having  at  length  been  served,  was  prevented  attending 
the  Committee  by  being  arrested  on  a  charge  of  embezzlement,  and 
that  the  conduct  of  the  magistrates  before  whom  he  was  charged 
appeared  to  the  Committee  to  be  a  breach  of  the  privileges  of  the 
House.  On  June  29th  it  was  moved  that  the  oommitting  magistrates 
be  sent  to  Newgate,  but  inatead  they  were  ordered  to  attend  before  the 
House  on  July  3rd.  That  order  was  discharged,  and  the  inquiry  waa 
referred  to  the  same  Select  Committee  that  waa  to  investigate  the 
charges  against  Pilgrim's  employers.  At  the  Norwich  Assizes  on 
August  8th,  before  Mr.  Baron  Bolland,  the  bill  in  the  case  of  embezzle- 
ment waa  respited  to  the  next  court.  A  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Cor- 
poration was  held  on  September  2l8t,  at  which  a  vote  of  thanks  was 
accorded  to  Mr.  Bignold  and  Mr.  Booth  "  for  the  performance  of  tbeir 
duty  as  magistrates,  which  led  to  their  being  sumimoned  before  the 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  charge  of  alleged  breach 
of  privileges  of  the  House,"  and  it  was  ordered  tlhat  their  expenses  in 
London  be  defrayed  by  the  city.     {See  March  29th,  1836.) 

31. — ^Died  at  his  house  in  Bedford  Square,  London,  Mr.  William 
Smith,  formerly  one  of  the  representatives  of  Norwich  in  Parliament. 
Mr.  Smith  was  first  elected  member  for  the  city  in  1802,  and  retired 
in  1830,  , 
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JUNE. 

3. — ^Mr.  Beajoham,  a  fayouritQ  actor  at  Norwidb  Theatre,  took  his 
final  leave  of  the  stage  after  a  service  of  more  than  half  a  century. 

6. — ^The  erection  of  gas  works  at  East  Derehazn  commenced. 

10. — ^A  new  drama,  entitled,  "  The  Puritan's  Sister,"  written  by  Mr. 
George  Smith,  wsjb  produced  for  the  first  time  at  Norwich  Theatre. 

14. — ^Died  at  Brighton,  aged  72,  Sir  John  Hairrison  Yallop,  an  alder- 
man of  Norwich.  He  served  the  office  of  Sheriff  in  1805,  and  of  Mayor 
in  1816  and  1831. 

15. — Sir  Edwardi  Parry,  R.N.,  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Norwich 
Court  of  Guardians,  and  laid  before  them  the  views  and  intentions  of 
the  Poor-law  Commissioners.  Sir  Eidward  also  visited  other  unions  in 
the  district. 

16. — ^Guild  Day  was  celebrated  in  Norwich  for  the  last  time.  The 
civic  procession  to  the  Cathedral  was  headed  by  the  regalia  borne  by 
the  respective  officers  on  horseback.  ''Snap,"  too,  made  his  final 
appearance.  Chambers,  the  senior  boy  at  the  Free  Grammar  School, 
under  the  Rev.  Henry  Banfather,  delivered  the  Latin  oration,  and  waa 
presented  with)  five  guineas'  worth  of  books  by  the  Mayor-eleot  (Mr. 
Moore),  who  made  a  similar  present  to  Norgsute,  the  orator  on  the 
preceding  Guild  Day.  In  the  course  of  the  proceedings  at  the  Guild- 
hall, it  was  decided  to  petition  the  House  of  Lords  a^inst  the  Bill 
to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  Municipal  Corporaitions  in  England  and 
Wales.  Elight  hundred  guests  attended  the  Guild  feast  at  St.  Andrew's 
Hall,  and  a  ball  was  given  at  the  Assembly  Rooms  in  the  evening. 

19. — Mr.  Richard  Shaw  was  elected  an  alderman  of  the  Northern 
Ward,  Norwich,  in  succession  to  Sir  J.  H.  Yallop,  deceased.  He  polled 
345  votes,  as  against  109  recorded  for  his  opponent,  Mr.  J.  Winter. 

26. — ^Petitions  were  presented  from  Yarmouth,  complaining  that 
bribery  had  been  practised  at  the  election  of  members  for  that  borough. 
They  were  not  election  petitions ;  they  did  not  complain  of  the  return ; 
and  did  not  impute  bribery  to  the  members  or  their  agents.  But  it 
was  alleged  that  two  guineas  had  been  paid  to  many  of  the  voters  at 
the  house  of  a  person  who  had  been  an  active  partisan  of  the  sitting 
members.  The  petitions  were  referred  to  a  Committee  of  the  House. 
On  July  30th  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  reported  that  Mr.  Pren- 
tice, one  of  the  witnesses,  refused  to  answer  certain  questions,  on  the 
ground  that  the  answers  would  incriminate  himself.  He  was  sent  to 
Newgate  on  August  6th.  On  the  same  day  the  Chairman  reported  that 
three  other  witnesses,  Messrs.  Preston,  Lacon,  and  Green,  had  refused 
to  answer  any  questions  at  all.  Mr.  Preston  was  brought  to  the  bar 
and  informed  by  the  Speaker  thait  the  House  had  decided  he  was  bound 
to  submit  to  be  examined  by  the  Committee  without  prejudice  to  his 
right  to  object  to  any  questions,  the  answers  to  which  might  tend  to 
criminate  himself.  Mr.  Preston  and  Messrs.  Lacon  and  Green  attended 
the  Committee.  They  objected  to  the  very  first  question  which  at  all 
tended  to  bear  on  the  matter,  because,  they  said,  the  answers  might 
criminate  them.  The  Committee  agreed  that  the  answers  would  have 
that  tendency,  and  discharged  the  witnesses  from  further  attendance. 
On  August  11th  Mr.  Prentice  was  likewise  discharged  from  Newgate, 
and  on  his  arrival  at  Yarmouth,  on  August  14th,  was  welcomed  by  a 
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large  crowd,  who  escorted  his  carriage  tlurough  the  town,  with  a  band 
playing.  At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  on  March  31st,  1836,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Parke,  Messrs.  Preston,  Green,  and  Lacon  were  charged  with 
tlie  alleged  acta  of  bribery,  but  eaoh  case  wsa  disposed  of  without  one 
of  the  persons  against  whom  the  charges  were  preferred  being  required 
to  enter  upon  any  defence  whatever. 

29. — In  consequence  of  the  general  recommoidatioa  of  the  Poor-law 
Commissioners  that  tlie  allowances  to  the  ''  surplus  poor  "  be  made  in 
kind,  instead  of  in  money,  the  labourers  at  Great  Bircham  'Aiid  Bircham 
Tofts  struck  work,  and  caused  a  riot,  upon  the  ground  that  labourers 
had  been  imported  from  neighbouring  villages.  The  houses  of  Mr. 
Ketton  and  Mr.  Hebgin  were  attacked,  and*  the  Melton  and  Rainham 
troops  of  Yeomanry  Cavalry  were  called  out  to  quell  the  disturbance. 
The  preventive  men  frcMn  the  coast  and  the  6th  LiniskillingB  from 
Norwich  were  also  summoned.  At  Walsingham  Qiui^rter  Sessions,  on 
July  10th,  several  persons  were  sentenced  to  terms  of  imprisonment  for 
participating  in  the  riot. 

JULY. 

6. — The  Royal  Mail  coach  from  Yarmouth  (through  Norwich)  to  Bir- 
mingham commenced-  running.  **  In  equipment  and  management  this 
coach  is  not  excelled  by  any  in  the  kingdom." 

Died  at  Vernon  House,  London,  from  the  effects  of  injiuies  re- 
ceived by  a  fall  from  his  horse  in  St.  James's  Park,  on  June  30th,  the 
Right  Hon.  Lord  Suffield,  aged  54.  The  intelligence  arrived  at  North 
Walsham  at  the  time  fixed  for  the  celebrati<m  of  his  lordship's  birth- 
day by  a  dinner  at  the  King's  Arm«  Inn.  The  body  of  the  deceased 
nobleman  reached  Norwich  on  July  15th,  and  remained*  at  the  Rampant 
Horse  Inn  that  night.  On  the  following  diay  it  waa  conveyed  to  Gun- 
ton,  and  buried  in  the  chapel  in  the  park. 

14. — ^A  handbill  waa  circulated  in  Norwich  anno%mcing  that  "the 
Dutch  Hercules,  Mynheer  Eouaewinkeler  van  Raachboomstadt,  pro- 
fessor of  gymnastics  and  Maitre  des  Armes  to  the  5th  Regiment  of 
Royal  Jaagers,"  would  give  his  "  celebrated  series  of  gymnastic  exer- 
cises "  in  Chapel  Field.     Some  thousands  of  persons  were  hoaxed. 


AUGUST. 

1. — ^Mr.  Charles  Kemble  made  his  first  appearance  at  Norwich 
Theatre  in  the  character  of  Julian  St.  Pierre  ("  The  Wife  ").  During 
the  remaining  nights  of  his  engagement  he  performed  the  parts  of 
Benedict,  Mercutio,  Colonel  Freelove  ("  The  Day  after  the  Wedding  "), 
Octafvian  ("  The  Mountaineers  "),  Potruchio,  and  Charles  Surface.  He 
afterwards  visited  Yarmouth. 

6. — ^Evidence  was  given  before  the  House  of  Lords  in  opposition  to 
the  Municipal  Reform  Bill  by  Mr.  K  T.  Booth,  Col.  Harvey,  Mr.  Isaac 
Preston  (Recorder),  and  Mr.  E.  Newton,  of  Norwich.  A  petition, 
adopted  a>t  a  meeting  of  the  freemen  on  July  11th,  and  aigned  by  1,600 
persons  of  both  parties,  had  already  been  presented,  praying  their  lord- 
ships *'  to  preserve  to  Norwich  the  privileges  granted  by  the  charters 
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of  700  yean  ago."  The  Bill  waa  passed  on  Septenobber  9th,  and  on 
October  3rd  the  Nobvolk  Cbboniglb  stated :  ''  St.  Michael  '  shone  no 
festive  holiday'  either  at  Norwich,  Lynn,  or  Yarmouth.  For  many 
centuries  until  this  annus  mirabili$  of  Z/t^ero/ism  the  Sheriffs  c^ 
Norwich  (from  1403),  the  l£ayors  of  Lynn  (from  1268)  and  of  Yarmoutih 
(from  1684),  were  sworn  into  office  on  new  Michaelmas  day.  .... 
Under  the  new  Auct  the  present  Mayors  and  Sheriffs  are  to  continue  to 
hold  their  respeotive  offices  until  January  1st  nezt>  and  their  imme- 
diate successors — one  Sheriff  until  the  firsts  and  fhe  Mayors  until  the 
9th  of  NoTember,  on  which  days  the  elections  of  Sheriffs  and  Mayors 
of  boroughs  will  in  future  take  place." 

7. — At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  before  Mr.  Justice  Holland,  Frances 
Billing,  aged  46,  and  Catlierine  Frarey,  aged  40,  were  found  guilty  of 
the  murder  of  Mary  Taylor,  of  Bumham  Westgate,  by  administering 
arsenic  to  her.  They  were  also  convicted  of  the  murder  of  Robert 
Frarey,  husband  of  the  last-named  prisoner.  The  execution  took  place 
on  the  Castle  Hill,  Norwich,  on  August  10th.  Frarey  was  dressed  in 
deep  mourning  for  her  husband,  and  wore  a  widow's  cap.  They  held 
each  other  by  the  hand  when  upon  the  scaffold.  ''  The  silence  which 
had  hitherto  pervaded  the  immense  concourse  who  stood  intently  gazing 
on  this  dreadful  exhibition  was  broken  by  a  piercing  shriek  when  the 
drop  fell;  then  all  was  still  again."  Mrs.  Billing  had  had  eleven  chil- 
dren, eight  of  wlhom  were  living  at  the  time  of  the  execution.  Both 
women  had  been  in  the  habit  of  consulting  reputed  witches  at  Bumham 
and  Sail     {See  April  Ist^  1836.) 

14. — ^Died,  aged  79,  Mr.  William  Mason,  of  Necton.  "  He  was  accom- 
plished in  literature,  and  was  one  of  the  favourite  scholars  of  the  late 
Dr.  Parr." 

22. — ^Died,  aged  78,  the  Hon.  George  Walpole,  second)  son  of  Horatio, 
first  Elarl  of  Orford  andl  fourtli  Lord  Walpole  of  Walpole.  He  com- 
manded the  troops  employed  in  suppressing  the  rebellion  of  the 
Maroons  in  Jamaica.  On  his  retirement  from  the  Army  be  went  into 
Parliament^  and  was  UndernSecretary  of  State  during  the  Fox  Adminis- 
tration in  1806. 

23. — ^Died,  aged  65,  Mr.  Fraitcia  Stone,  architect,  Norwich,  and  for 
nearly  30  years  Surveyor  of  the  CJounty  of  N<»folk. 

26. — ^The  last  election  for  the  office  of  freemen's  Sheriff  took  place 
at  Norwich.  Mr.  Paul  Squire  was  returned,  with  829  votes.  Mr. 
Edward  WiUett,  his  opponent,  polled  437. 


SEPTEMBEB. 

18. — At  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning,  Mr.  Green,  the  aeronaut,  who 
had  ascended  in  his  balloon  from  Vauxhall  Gardens,  London,  at  six 
o'clock  in  the  evening  of  the  17th,  descended  between  North  Runcton 
and  Hardwick,  about  a  mile  from  Lynn  South  Gates. 

22. — The  Duchess  of  Kent  and  Princess  Victoria,  on  their  way  from 
Burleigh  House,  Stamford,  to  Holkham  Park,  on  a  visit  to  Mr.  Coke, 
passed  through  Lynn,  and  were  received  with  great  enthusiasm.  The 
horses  were  removed  from  the  Royal  carriage,  wluch  was  dragged 
through  the  town  to  the  Duke's  Head  Inn.    The  relay  (^  horses  having 
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been  a&nt  towards  Gaywood,  the  populace  drew  the  carriage,  amid  most 
loyal  demonstrations,  to  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  town,  where  the 
horses  were  put  to  and  the  journey  resimied!.  At  Holkham  the  pre- 
ventive service  formed  a  guard  of  honour,  and  the  whole  of  the  tenantry 
were  in  attendance.  On  the  23rd  their  Royal  Highnesses  were  pre- 
sented by  the  inhabitants  of  Wells  with  a  loyal  address,  to  which  the 
Duchess  of  Kent  graciously  replied.  Their  Royal  Highnesaes  left  Holk- 
ham on  the  24th  for  the  seat  of  the  Duke  of  Grafton  at  Euston,  and 
passed  through  Swaff ham^  where  the  race  meeting  was  delayed  in  order 
to  give  the  large  concourse  the  opportunity  of  greeting  th^  future 
Sovereign. 

OOTOBEB. 

6. — Th»  Toung  Company's  yawl  Increase  was  launched  from  Tar- 
mouth  beach  at  one  p.nk,  with  a  crew  of  eight  hands,  Budds  (a  pilot), 
and  a  Mr.  Layton.  It  went  to  the  assistance  of  a  brig  flying  a  signal 
of  distress.  Layton  and  one  of  the  men  remained  on  board  the  brig. 
The  yawl,  when  returning  to  shore,  wsa  capsized  in  a  squall,  and  seven 
of  the  crew  drowned.  Two,  named  Brock  and  Emmers<m,  swam  for 
their  lives.  £mmerson  sank,  but  Brock  continued  swimming  until  be 
reached  Gorton  Bay,  where  he  waa  picked  up  by  a  vessel  after  he  had 
been  seven  hours  in  the  water  and  had  swum  fourteen  miles. 

10. — ^The  Revising  Barristers  (Mr.  S.  Gazelee  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Collins) 
commenced  an  inquiry  at  Norwich  as  to  the  settlement  of  the  new 
mimicipal  boundaries.  On  the  13th  they  announced  that  they  had 
decided  to  arrange  the  city  in  eight  wards,  based  upon  the  relative  pro- 
portions of  property  and  population. 

13. — ^At  a  convivial  meeting  at  the  Three  Turks  public-house, 
Charing  Cross,  Norwich,  William;  Cork,  an  artisan,  was  singing  "  the 
well-known  song  written  on  the  death  of  General  Wolfe,"  and  after 
repeating  the  word's,  "  And  I  to  death  must  yield,"  fell  down  and,  to 
the  consternation  of  the  company,  instantly  expired. 

23. — At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  Norwich,  under  the 
presidency  of  Sir  Jacob  Astley,  Bart.,  M.P.,  it  waa  agreed'  that  the  line 
of  railway  most  advantageous  to  Norfolk  and  Norwich  was  that  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  James  Walker,  engineer,  from  Yarmouth  to  Norwich  and 
thence  to  Cambridge  and  London.  A  similar  opinion  was  expressed  at 
meetings  held  at  Yarmouth  on  October  30th  and  at  Thetford  on 
November  3rd. 

28. — The  libraries,  works  of  art,  curiosities,  &o.,  of  Captain  Marryat, 
C.B.,  were  sold  by  auction  at  his  residence,  Langham,  near  Holt. 
*'  Captain  Marryat  has  broken  up  his  establishment  in  Norfolk  as  hiB 
devotion  to  literature  will  oblige  him  to  reside  constantly  in  London." 


NOVEMBER. 

1. — ^Died  at  his  house,  Buckworth,  near  Romsey,  the  Right  Hon. 
Elarl  Nelson,  aged  50.  He  was  bom  at  St.  Michael-at-Plea,  Norwich, 
and  married,  in  1821,  Frances  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heiress  of  Mr. 
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John  Maurice,  and  was  suooeeded  in  his  titles  and  estates  by  hi&  elckeBt 
son,  Horatio  Bolton  Nelson,  Viscount  Trafalgar,  aged  12  years. 

9. — The  schooner  Harriet,  on  her  passage  from  St.  Petersburg  to 
Liverpool,  was  lost,  with  her  crew  of  eight  hands,  off  Hunstanton.  "  The 
wreckage  washed  ashore  was  immediately  broken  up,  and  part  of  it 
converted  to  private  purposea  It  is  shocking  to  contemplate  the  law- 
less scrambling  of  the  wreckers  of  this  coast  to  obtain  possession  of 
their  prey,  in  which  they  appear  to  be  encouraged  by  the  conduct  of 
persons  whose  especial  duty  it  is  to  prevent  rather  than  to  encourage 
the  abominable  plunder  here  carried  on." 

14. — ^Extensive  flour  mills  at  Hardingham,  occupied  by  Messrs.  Taylor 
and  Tingay,  were  destroyed  by  fire. 

27. — ^Mr.  Charles  Turner,  Deputy-Mayor  of  Norwich,  was  presented 
with  a  piece  of  plate  by  the  subscribers  who  had'  placed  his  portrait  in 
St.  Andrew's  Hall.     The  portrait  was  painted  by  H.  P.  Briggs,  R.A. 


DECEMBER. 

1. — ^Messrs.  Collins  and  Gazelee,  revising  barristers,  commenced  at 
Norwich  the  first  revision  of  the  municipal  voters'  lists. 

7. — ^A  fine  male  specimen  of  the  sea  eagle  was  shot  at  Hunstanton 
Hall.  The  crop  and  stomach  contained  15  herring;  the  wings  from 
tip  to  tip  measured  7  ft.  3  in. 

9. — ^Professor  Sedgwick  commenced  his  course  of  lectures  on  geology 
at  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Museum.  Upwards  of  200  new  subscribers 
added  their  names,  in  order  to  have  the  privilege  of  attending. 

15. — ^Died  at  his  uncle's  house,  Lancaster  Place,  London,  Mr.  James 
Smith,  surgeon,  son  of  the  manager  of  Norwich  Theatre. 

22. — The  fii'st  general  meeting  of  the  proprietors  of  the  East  of 
England  Bank  was  held  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  Norwich,  the  Mayor  (Mr. 
W.  Moore)  presiding. 

^Forty  amateurs  de  bonne  chhre  presented  Mr.  William  Snow, 

"  the  Ude  of  Norwich,"  with  a  silver  gridiron,  on  the  occasion  of  his 
64th  birthday. 

24. — The  new  Octagon  chapel  at  Diss  was  opened.  Sermons  were 
preached  by  the  Revs.  J.  Alexander  and  J.  B.  Innes,  of  Norwich. 

26. — The  first  elections  under  the  new  Municipal  Reform  Act  took 
place  at  Norwich.  The  polling  conmienced  at  eight  polling-places  at 
nine  o'clock,  and  closed  at  four  o'clock,  "when  the  Mayor  went  round 
to  the  different  departments  and  received  the  boxes  from  his  deputies." 
The  method  of  voting  was  thus  described  :  "  The  voters  delivered  to  the 
deputies  their  signed  lists  containing  the  names  of  the  candidates  for 
whom  thoy  gave  their  suffrages.  A  clerk  entered  the  name  of  the 
voter  and  the  candidates  in  a  book,  and  the  list  was  then  deposited  in 
a  box  by  the  deputy."  The  election  resulted  in  tlho  return  of  the  Whig- 
Radicals  by  a  majority  of  eight. 
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1836. 

JANUARY. 

1. — ^The  fir»t  quarterly  meeting  of  the  new  CJity  Council  was  held 
at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich.     Mr.  T.  0.  Springfield  was  elected  Major. 

4. — ^The  first  act  of  the  Yarmouth  reformed  Town  Council  was  to 
remove  from  ofiice  the  Ekurl  of  Orford,  Lord  High  Steward  of  the 
borough,  and  to  elect  the  Earl  of  Lichfield  in  his  place.  The  Earl, 
writing  from  Wolterton  on  January  26th,  informed  t^  Mayor  that  the 
only  intimation  he  had  received  of  his  dismissal  waa  through  the  news- 
paper paragraph  in  which  it  was  announced,  and  added :  '^  The  honour 
which  your  late  Corporation  conferred  upon  me  was  received  with  pride 
and  gratitude.  My  dismissal  by  the  present  Corporation  confers  almost 
equal  honour,  upon.  Sir,  your  obedient  servant,  Orford.'^ 

13. — ^The  Norwich  Corporation  voted  an  address  to  his  Majesty,  eix- 
pressing  gratitude  to  him  for  effecting  the  moral  alterations  in  the 
state  of  his  Empire  called  for  by  the  progress  of  knowledge,  and  confi- 
dence in  his  Majesty's  advisers,  and  promising  to  make  effectual  for 
the  general  happiness,  comfort,  and  prosperity  of  the  citizens  the  new 
Corporation  Act,  under  authority  of  which  they  were  met  together. 

22. — Italian  opera  was  prodluced  at  Norwich  Theatre,  under  the 
management  of  Miss  Leslie.  The  works  included  "II  Barbiere  di 
Siviligia,"  "  La  Ceverentola,"  and  II  Don  Giovanni."  The  principal 
artistes  were  Madame  Carri  Paltoni,  Miss  M.  A.  Leslie,  Signor  De  Val, 
Sig^or  Paltoni,  Signor  Giubelli,  Signora  Cellini,  and  Signor  Tryano. 
Mr.  Schipins  wae  conductor,  amit  Mr.  T.  Jackson  leader. 

26. — ^A  meeting  waa  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  Lynn,  to  petition  Par- 
liament to  grant  a  Committee  to  enquire  into  the  distresses  of  agricul- 
ture. The  High  Sheriff  (Mr.  Hudson  Gurney)  presided.  It  was  repre- 
sented that  the  price  of  com  and  wheat  waa  barely  equal  to  whflt  it 
was  in  1793,  while  the  taxation  of  the  country  was  three  times  greater 
than  at  that  period.  The  meeting  agreed  that  the  prices  of  agricultural 
produce  be  raised  to  meet  existing  burdens,  or  such  burdens  be 
lowered  to  meet  existing  prices. 

FEBBUABY. 

1. — ^Mr.  Sheridan  Knowles  and  Miss  EUphinstone  made  their  first 
appearance  in  a  four  nighta'  engagement  at  Norwich  Theatre,  as  Master 
Walter  and  Julia^  in  his  play  "  The  Hunchback."  They  also  appeared 
on  ensuing  evenings  a«  St.  Pierre  and  Mariana  ("  The  Wife "),  Pierre 
and  Velerdera  ("  Venice  Preserved "),  William  Tell  and  Emma 
('*  William  Tell  "),  and  as  Petnichio  and  Catherine. 

7. — Died,  aged  71,  Mr.  Richard  Langton,  many  years  librarian  at 
the  Public  Library,  Norwich. 

17. — ^The  north  segment  of  North  Walsham  steeple  was  blown 
down.    The  bells  fell  in  a  mass  of  ruins. 
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17. — ^During  a  heavy  gale  at  Yarmouth  the  tide  overflowed  manj 
parts  of  the  Quay,  and  inundated  the  houses.  The  foundations  of 
several  buildings  fronting  the  beach  were  undermined  by  the  water, 
and  the  sands  presented  a  scene  of  devastation  and'  ruin. 

20. — A  facing  of  brickwork  by  which  the  aoutb  side  of  the  Guildhall 
had  been  disfigured  for  more  than  a  century  was  removed!  and  replaced 
by  a  beautiful  specimen  of  flint  work  and)  masonry,  from  designs  by  Mr. 
J.  Stannard,  architect. 

21. — ^Died  at  Ipswich,  aged  64,  Mrs.  Ck>ckle,  daughter  of  Mr.  Charles 
Roope,  of  Pulham  Market.  "  She  was  well-known  as  the  author  of  some 
valuable  works  on  female  education,  and  of  literary  and  poetical  pro- 
ductions." 

25. — ^The  Northern  and  Eastern  Railway  Bill,  for  making  a  line  from 
London  to  Cambridge,  and  thence  to  Notrwich  and  Yarmouth,  as  planned 
by  Mr.  Jam^es  Walker,  was  read  a  first  time  in  the  House  of  Commons. 
It  passed  the  remaining  stages,  and  was  read  a  third  time  in  the  House 
of  Lords  on  July  27th.  On  February  25th  also  the  Commons  Com- 
mittee on  the  Elastem  Counties  Railway  Bill  determined  that  the 
standing  orders  had  been  complied!  with.  This  Bill  was  read  a  fij^st 
time  on  Maroh  10th.  During  that  month  a  deputation  from  the  London 
directors  met  the  friends  and  supporters  of  the  line  at  Norwich,  Lynn, 
and  Yarmouth;  and  on  April  14th  petitions  in  favour  of  the  railway 
were  presented  in  the  House  of  Commons  from  Norwich  by  Lord  Stor- 
mont,  and  from  Yarmouth  by  Mr.  Praed.  The  second  reading  was 
carried  by  a  majority  of  74.  Mr.  Gladstone  remarked,  in  the  course 
of  the  debate,  that  the  petition  from  Norwich  ^'  had  been  got  up  by 
the  foulest  means — ^by  means  of  eating  and  drinking.  Every  person 
who  went  in  and  put  his  name  to  the  petition  got  a  good  lunch."  On 
May  2nd  and  3rd  Norwich  and  Norfolk  witnesses  gave  evidence  in 
favour  of  the  Bill,  whioh  was  read  a  third  time  on  June  1st.  It  was 
announced  on  July  2nd  that  the  Bill  had  passed'  through  all  stages  in 
both  Houses  of  Parliament. 


MABGH. 

1. — ^The  new  police  went  on  duty  for  the  first  time  at  Norwich.  "  The 
18  new  policemen  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  Wright  appeared 
for  the  first  time  on  Tuesdiay  last  in  an  uniform  dark  blue  dress  with 
waterproof  capes  similar  to  those  worn  by  the  police  in  London." 

5. — ^Died  at  his  house  in  King  Street,  aged  69,  Mr.  William  Taylor, 
"  a  gentleman  whose  intellectual  endowments  and  extraordinary  range 
of  varied  acquirements  had  gained  for  his  name  a  celebrity  which,  far 
from  being  confined  within  the  walls  of  his  native  city,  extended  itself 
widely  through  the  world  of  British,  European,  and  Trans-Atlantic 
literature.  The  friend  and  biographer  of  Dr.  Sayers,  the  associate  of 
Dr.  Southey  and  other  distinguished  characters,  Mr.  Taylor  stood  pre- 
eminent for  his  scholastic  and  critical  knowledge  of  the  great  writers 
of  Germany." 

12.* — *'  The  Gas  Company  of  this  city  (Norwich)  have  determined  to 
reduce  the  price  to  those  who  consmne  by  meter  from  13s.  per  1,000 
cubic  feet  to  lOs.  This  reduction  will  place  Norwich  in  a  much  better 
situation  than  almost  any  town  in  the  kingdom." 
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22. — Five  hundred  obildren  under  seven  years  of  a^  asBembled  at 
Si.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  and  underwent  the  83rBtein  of  exainina4i<m 
introduced  by  Mr.  Wildergpin,  the  originator  of  infant  schools.  On 
April  7th  a  public  meeting  wae  held  at  the  Guildhall,  at  which  it  was 
decided  to  establish  a  society  to  promote  the  extension  of  the  infant 
school  system  in  the  county  and  city. 

Died,   suddenly,   of  apoplexy,   while  hunting  with  Sir   James 

Flowers'  hounds  at  Tibenham,  Mr.  William  Chambers,  of  Norwioh,  who 
served  the  office  of  Sheriff  from  Michaelmas,  1834,  to  January  Ist  of 
this  year,  and  was  the  last  Sheriff  elected  under  the  old  system.  Mr. 
Chambers  was  in  his  45th  year. 

24. — ^Died  at  his  house  in  Bethel  Street,  Norwich,  aged  62,  Mr.  Robert 
Hawkes,  who  was  elected  Alderman  of  the  Mancroft  Ward  in  1818, 
served  the  office  of  Sheriff  in  1819,  and  that  of  Mayor  in  1822.  In 
consequence  of  Mr.  Hawkes'  death,  the  Judges  of  Assize,  whose  official 
lodgings  were  at  his  house,  were  invited  by  the  Very  Rev.  Dr.  Pellew 
to  stay  at  the  Deanery.  At  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions,  on  April 
8th,  the  thanks  of  the  county  were  accorded  to  Dr.  Pellew. 

29. — ^At  the  Norwich  Assizes,  before  Mr.  Justice  Gaselee,  the  oase 
of  John  Pilgrim  was  further  respited,  in  consequence  of  the  illness  of 
one  of  the  prosecutors.     (There  is  no  further  record  of  this  case.) 


APRIL. 

1. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  before  Mr.  Justice  Gaselee,  Peter  Taylor 
was  found  guilty,  as  an  accessary  before  the  faot,  of  the  murder  of 
Mary  Taylor,  his  wife,  at  Bumham  Westgate,  on  March  12thi,  1835. 
The  prosecution  arose  out  of  the  trial  of  the  women  Frarey  and  Billing, 
who  were  executed  as  principals  in  the  murder.  Taylor,  who  to  the 
last  protested  his  innocence,  was  hanged  on  the  Castle  Hill,  Norwich, 
on  April  23rd. 

At  the  same  Assizes,  before  Mr.  Justice  Gaselee,  John  Sucker 

(23),  Thomas  Bassett  (40),  Joseph  Bruce  (21),  Thomas  Dawes  (25),  and 
James  Staines  (37)  were  indicted,  Sucker  and  Bassett  for  the  murder  of 
William  Case,  on  November  30th,  1835,  and  the  other  prisoners  for 
aiding  and  assisting  in  the  commission  of  the  crime  while  poaching  on 
the  lands  of  Mr.  W.  L.  Jones,  at  Methwold.  They  were  found  guilty 
and  sentenced  to  death.  The  jury  subsequently  delivered  to  his  lord- 
ship at  the  Deanery  the  following  declaration :  "  Our  opinion  is  that 
the  prisoners  were  guilty  of  manslaughter,  not  murder,  and  it  was  our 
intention  so  to  find  had  we  not  been  called  upon  to  give  our  opinion 
as  to  the  facts."  The  execution  was  deferred  for  the  opinion  of  the 
Judiges  assembled  in  the  Court  of  Exchequer.  On  April  23rd  Lord 
Denman  st-ated  that  the  Judges,  after  hearing  counsel  on  both  sides, 
were  of  opinion  it  would  not  be  proper  to  execute  the  prisoners  for 
the  crime  of  mmrder. 

2. — ^A  vessel  of  500  tons  burden,  intended  for  the  trade  between 
EIngland  and  the  Mam'itius,  was  launched  from  the  ship-yard  of  Mr. 
Richardson,  Friars*  Fleet,  Lynn. 

4. — On  the  ocasion  of  the  presentation  of  a  piece  of  plate  to  the 
Rev.  A.  Goode,  of  Terrington  St.  dement,  800  villagers  accompanied 
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the  deputation,  with  flags  and  banners,  and  "  86  young  females  attend- 
ing the  Sunday  School  bore  branches  of  laureL"  The  plate  was  borne 
upon  S)  tray  by  "  two  respectable  parishioners,"  supported  by  "  some 
emblematical  characters,  one  of  whomi  personated  the  renowned  Tom 
Hickathrift,  the  Marshlandl  giant  of  the  olden  time,  and  the  bold 
defender  of  the  ancient  rights  of  Marshland  Smeeth.  The  representa- 
tire  of  Hickathrift  delivered  an  appropriate  speeohi." 

8. — ^At  the  Norfolk  county  magistrates'  meeting,  Mr.  J.  Brown  was 
elected  Surveyor  of  the  county,  and  Mr.  James  Watson  surveyor  oi 
bridge& 

^The  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  county,  accompanied'  by  Mr.  Samuel 

Bignold,  vinted  the  factory  of  the  Norwich  Yam  Company.  "  There 
are  now  300  workmen,  upwards  of  60  reelers,  and  about  200  children 
constantly  at  work  in  the  establisihment,  and  the  labour  bill  exceeds 
£200  a  week." 

^Francis  Widdows,  "  who  was  upwards  of  50  years  leader  of  the 

company  of  singers  in  St.  Mary's  chapel,"  died  at  Bounty's  Hospital, 
Norwich,  in  his  80th  year. 

13. — One  hundred  and  ninety-five  emigrantB  from  villages  in  the 
neighbourhood  embarked  at  Friars'  Fleet,  Lynn,  on  board  the  ship 
Anne,  bound  for  Quebec.  Mr.  Daniel  Gurney  distributed  among  them 
Bibles,  Prayer-books,  &c.  Large  numbers  of  emigrants  left  the  county 
during  the  spring.  By  May  17th  1,625  had  sailed  from  Tarmouth. 
From  the  same  port^  on  May  25th,  sailed  the  Morning  Star,  with  212 
emigrants,  chiefly  labourers,  from  Suffolk,  and  the  Brunswick,  with 
447  agriculturists  from  Ea<st  Norfolk.  By  July  2nd  the  total  number 
embarked  at  Tarmouth  for  Quebec  and  Port  St.  Francis  on  the  St. 
Lawrence  was  3,200. 

22— Died,  aged  72,  at  St.  John  Timberhill,  Norwich,  Mr.  J.  P. 
Cocksedge,  who  served  the  ofiice  of  Sheriff  in  1827. 

27. — ^Died,  aged  37,  "the  eccentric  and  whimsical  John  Gudgeon, 
the  celebrated  shuttle-maker,  of  Norwich." 

28. — In  consequence  of  the  Mayor  and  Sheriff  of  Norwich  having 
declined  to  extend  the  customjary  patronage  to  the  Theatre,  the  per- 
formance on  this  night  was  under  "  the  immediate  patronage  of  the 
Conservatives  of  Norwich."  The  pieces  produced'  were  "  The  Rivals  " 
and  •'  The  Mayor  of  Garrat." 

^The  three  troops  of  the  6th  Inniakilling  Dragoons  stationed  at 

Norwich  Cavalry  Barracks,  marched  on  their  route  to  Canterbury  and 
Brighton,  and  were  replaced'  by  three  troops  of  the  17tht  Lancers  from 
Manchester. 

30.* — ''  The  King  has  been  pleased  to  confer  the  honour  of  knight- 
hood on  a  native  of  Norwiob,  Dr.  W.  J.  Hooker,  Professor  of  Botany 
at  Glasgow,  and  a  Companion  of  the  Third  Class  of  the  Royal  Guelphio 
Hanoverian  Order." 

:  MAY. 

1. — ^The  celebration  of  May  Day,  which,  from  time  immemorial,  has 
been  observed  at  Lynn  by  children  parading  the  streets  with  garlands 
of  flowers  and  the  sounding  of  horns,  was  this  year  prohibited  by  the 
ftuthorities  of  the  borou^. 
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26. — ^Ifiss  Read,  a  native  of  the  ciij,  appeared  at  NcMrwibbi  Theatre 
aa  Belvedera  ("  Venice  Presenred '').  "  Her  performance  waa  marked 
hj  talent  and  feeling  very  creditable  in  bo  joung  an  actresa." 

36. — ^A  apecimen  of  the  common  plant  valerian  rubra  waa  exhibited 
at  the  show  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Horticultural  Society  with  the 
foUowing  inacription  upon  the  label  attached :  "  Thia  plant  waa  raiaed 
from  seed  found  in  a  cement  coffin  ddscorered  beneath  the  ruins  of 
Wjrmondham  Priory  church.  The  period  of  interment  is  proved  ante- 
cedent to  1300." 

31. — Married  at  Kensington,  by  the  Rev.  T.  B.  Murray,  the  Rev. 
George  William  Murray,  of  Merton  Colle^^e,  Oxford,  aasistant  minister 
of  St.  Peter's,  Pimlioo,  fifth  son  of  Charles  Murray,  formerly  of  Nor- 
wich, to  Marianne,  second  daughter  of  Major-General  Sir  William 
Douglas,  E.C.B.,  of  Timperdlean,  Roxburghshire. 


JUNE. 


4.* — "  Died  lately,  aged  68,  William  Brett,  an  ingenious  and  eccen- 
tric individual,  generally  known  aa  '  Duke  Brett,'  of  Swaffham,  by  trade 
a  shoemaker,  but  a  perfect  factotum  in  all  manner  of  handicraft^  and 
a  celebrated  opium-eater,  having  for  many  years  consumed  large  quan- 
tities of  this  drug  daily." 

8. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Town  Council,  Capt.  Money  moved 
a  resolution  in  favour  of  the  admission  of  the  public  to  the  discussions 
of  that  body,  "  because  it  would  make  the  members  more  measured  in 
their  lang^ge,  more  careful,  and  more  honeat."  Mr.  Burt  moved  a 
negative  resolution,  and  stated  that  "  if  they  could  not  restrain  their 
language  in  the  company  of  gentlemen  of  education  and  reiq>ectability, 
they  would  not  do  so  in  the  presence  of  a  achool  of  persons  casually 
admitted."    Capt  Money's  motion  waa  negatived 

28. — ^A  meeting  of  the  directors  and  proprietors  of  tibe  Norwich  Tarn 
Company  waa  held  at  the  Guildhall,  at  which  it  waa  stated  that  the 
faotcny  waa  incapaUe  of  supplying  even  one-third  of  the  quantity  oi 
yam  required  for  manufacturing  purposes  in  the  city  and  neighbo^u^ 
hood.  It  was  decided  that  the  capital  be  increaaed  by  the  creation  of 
700  additional  shares  of  £100  each.    (See  December  lat,  1836.) 


JULY. 

4. — ^A  novel  feat  of  pedestrianism  waa  performed  on  the  Norwidi 
Cricket  Ground,  in  the  presence  of  a  great  number  of  spectators. 
**  Sixty  yards  of  cord  were  wound  round  a  pole  one  foot  in  circum- 
ference. The  pedestrian  took  the  end'  of  the  cord  and  ran  round  tiie 
pole  until  the  whole  waa  off,  which  waa  to  be  completed  in  the  space 
of  four  hours,  the  distance  beinpc  computed  to  be  20  miles.  The  pedes- 
trian, John  Baldwin,  a  native  of  Norwich,  performed  the  arduous  task 
in  less  than  three  and  a  half  hours." 

7. — ^The  Yarmouth  Town  Council  ordered  the  removal  of  the  Market 
Cross,  upon  the  petition  of  certain  inhabitants  of  the  borough. 
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9.* — "  Died,  lately,  Mr.  William  Read,  fanner,  of  Dumpling  Green, 
East  Dereham.  His  remains  were  conveyed  to  the  grave  by  his  express 
desire  in  one  of  his  waggons,  drawn  by  four  of  his  best  !hjorse8,  of  which 
he  prided  himself  in  having  the  first  in  the  county,  and  attended  by  an 
immense  concourse  of  persons,  drawn  together  by  the  novelty  of  the 


scene." 


-Mr.  J.  Gotobed,  one  of  the  proprietors  of  the  Lynn  coach,  was 


fined  j£50  "  for  having  driven  away  the  coach  after  it  had  been  seized 
by  his  Majesty's  ofl&cers  of  Excise  for  oonveying  contraband  spirits." 

16.* — "Many  hundred  tons  of  oysters  have  been  caught  off  Cley, 
where  there  are  very  extensive  beds,  during  the  last  season,  and  sold 
to  the  Kent  dealers  at  less  than  sixpence  a  bushel." 

19. — The  Sandlringham  Hall  Elstate  was  sold  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Simpson, 
at  the  Auction  Mart,  London,  after  a  spirited  competition,  for  £76,000. 
It  was  the  property  of  Mr.  Henry  Hoste  Henly. 

29. — ^Died  at  Longford,  Derbyshire,  ViT.  Edward  Coke,  brother  of 
Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  of  Holkham.  Mr.  Coke  for  several  Sessions  repre- 
sented Derby  in  Parliament,  and)  was  returned  for  Norfolk  in  1807. 

AUGUST. 

1. — Norwich  Theatre  was  re-opened  after  thorough  renovation.  Gas 
light  was  used  for  the  first  time.  Mrs.  Yates  appeared  as  Rachaei 
("  The  Jewess  "),  and  in  the  petite  comedy,  "  An  Actress  of  All  Work," 
in  which  she  sustained  six  distinct  characters.  On  the  6th  Mr.  Tates 
appeared  in  conjunction  with  his  wife.  Norwich  Theatre  was  des- 
cribed as  "  one  of  the  handsomest,  most  comfortable,  and  best  lighted 
of  the  minor  theatres  in  this  kingdom." 

4. — A  two-days'  cricket  match,  between  Yorkshire  and  Norfolk,  com- 
menced on  the  Norwich  Ground.     Yorkshire  won,  by  25  runs. 


SEPTEMBER. 

6. — ^Died,  at  his  residence  on  the  Castle  Ditches,  Norwich,  in  his 
89th  year,  Mr.  Robert  Ward,  who  served  the  ofiBce  of  Sheriff  in  1800, 
and  was  for  upwards  of  45  years  a  member  of  the  Court  of  Guardians. 

13. — ^A  petition  by  Mr.  Samuel  Bignold  and  Mr.  William  Rackham 
on  the  one  part,  and  Mr.  T.  0.  Springfield  on  the  other  part,  having 
been  presented  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  relative  to  the  composition  of 
the  trustees  of  the  Norwich  charities,  the  matter  was  argued  on  this 
date  before  the  Master  in  Chancery,  who  ruled!  that  in  composing  the 
list  of  trustees  he  would  not  admit  more  than  four  Dissenters  out  of 
the  21 ;  further,  that  in  the  execution  of  their  official  duties,  the  trus- 
tees should  be  divided  into  two  classes,  and  that  none  but  those  who 
were  members  of  the  Church  of  England  should  have  a  voice  in  the 
presentation  to  any  Church  living.  On  December  23rd  the  Master 
presented  a  draft  report,  stating  the  composition  of  the  "  Church  list " 
and  of  the  "general  list."  The  former  contained  eleven  selected  from 
the  twenty-one  names  submitted  by  Messrs.  Springfield,  Finch,  and 
Willett,  and  t^  from  the  twenty-one  nances  submitted  by  Messrs, 
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Bignold  and  Rackham.  The  '.  general  list "  contained  twelve  names 
•ubmitted  bj  the  former  and  eight  hj  the  latter.  (See  March  ISth, 
1837.) 

20.— The  Norwich  Musical  Festival,  "  for  the  benefit  of  the  Norfolk 
and  Norwich  and  Weat  Norfolk  Hospitals,  the  School  for  ihe  Indigent 
Blind,  the  Eye  Infirmary,  and  the  Dispensary,"  commenced.  The  prin- 
cipals were  Madame  Garadori  Allan,  Miss  Bruce,  Miss  Rainforth,  Mrs. 
A.  Shaw,  Miss  Tipping,  Signora  Assandri,  Signor  Ivanoff,  Mr.  Hobbe, 
Mr.  Hawkins,  Mr.  H.  Phillips,  Mr.  E.  Taylor,  and  Signor  Lablach. 
Messrs.  Cramer  and  Blagrove  were  leaders  of  the  band,  and  Sir  George 
Smart  conductor.  Miscellaneous  concerts  were  given  on  the  evenings 
of  the  20th,  21st,  and  22nd;  on  the  morning  of  the  21st  a  selection  of 
sacred  music  and  ''The  Redemption";  on  the  22nd  ''The  Creation" 
and  *'  The  Seventh  Day  " ;  and  on  the  23rd  "  The  Christian's  Prayer  " 
and  "  Israel  in  Egypt."  The  Festival  concluded  on  the  night  of  the 
29rd  with  a  fancy  dreas  ball,  at  which  "masks  and  dominoes  "  were 
prohibited. 

^The  Wendling  Instate,  near  East  Dereham,  waa  sold  at  Garr»- 

way's,  by  Mr.  Spelman,  of  Norwich,  for  £14,000. 

29. — ^A  new  fire  escape,  invented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Arthy,  of  Caistor 
near  Norwich,  was  exhibited  in  front  of  the  Union  Office,  Surrey  Street. 
"  It  consists  of  a  jointed  ladder,  the  first  length  10  ft.  and  seven  others 
6  ft.  7  in.  long,  with  a  pulley  inserted  in  ihe  head  of  the  first  length, 
over  which  a  chain  passes,  to  one  end  of  which  a  large  basket  is 
attached,  and  two  rollers  are  affixed  to  the  under  side  of  the  top  length, 
to  enable  the  ladder  to  pass  freely  over  the  brickwork,  and  two  ropes 
are  attached  to  the  outer  sides  of  the  top,  to  guide  the  ladder  in  raising 
it,  to  bring  it  forward  where  projections  occur,  and  to  keep  it  from 
slipping  either  way.  After  the  ladder  is  raised  to  the  proper  height, 
the  ropes  pass  under  the  basket  to  keep  it  steady  in  going  up  or  down. 
The  machine  is  constructed  on  a  small  platform,  motmted  on  wheels, 
and  can  be  conveyed  with  great  rapidity  to  any  given  point." 

GOTOBEB. 

24. — Ole  B.  Bull,  the  Norwegian  violinist,  appeared  at  a  morning 
concert  held  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  Norwich.  Hie  vocalists  were 
Mdlle.  De  Angiole,  Signor  Curioni,  and  Mr.  Boohisa. 

NOVEMBER. 

1. — ^Municipal  elections  were  held  for  the  first  time  on  this  date, 
under  the  Municipal  Reform  Act.  At  Norwich  the  contests  in  the  eight 
wards  resulted  in  the  return  of  eight  Conservatives  and  eight  Whig- 
Radicals. 

-Died  at  Eing's  Lynn,  Mr.  Joseph  Waters,  for  many  years  a 


prominent  roerohant  in  that  town.     "  Hiis  melancholy  event  took  place 
owing  to  a  violent  fright  which  he  received  in  the  Theatre  on  that  day." 

4. — In  the  Court  of  King's  Bench  commenced  a  long  oourse  of  litigar 
tion  in  which  the  Corporation  of  Norwich  waa  concerned.  Sir  W. 
FoUett  applied  for  a  rule  to  sh^w  cause  why  a  quo  warranto  sbQuld  not 
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be  filed  caUing  upon  Mr.  Thomas  Brightwell  to  ahow  bj  what  authority 
he  claimed  to  exercise  the  office  of  Alderman.  It  was  explained  that 
after  the  passing  of  the  Municipal  Reform  Act  a  certain  number  of 
Aldermen  were  elected  for  the  city.  Instead  of  each  being  nominated 
separately,  they  were  all  proposed  and  elected  in  a  batch,  which,  it 
was  contended,  was  clearly  illegal.  The  court  granted  the  application. 
A  similar  rule  was  applied  for  against  t!he  Mayor,  Mr.  Springfield,  for, 
it  was  argued,  if  the  Aldiermen  had  not  themselves  been  properly 
elected,  they  could  not  elect  a  Mayor.  A  rule  was  also  granted  in  this 
case.  On  November  24th  the  rule  was  made  absolute  in  the  case  of 
Mr.  Brightwell,  and  enlarged  in  the  case  of  JAr.  Springfield.  In  the 
Bail  Court  on  the  same  date  Mr.  Kelly  obtained  rules  nisi  calling  upon 
fourteen  persons  to  show  by  what  authority  they  took  upon  themselves 
to  act  as  Aldiermen.  On  I>ecemher  19th  the  Attorney-General  applied 
in  the  Rolls  Court  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  Mayor  and  Corpora- 
tion  from  defraying  out  of  the  municipal  funds  the  expenses  incurred 
in  defending  the  quo  warrantos  in  the  Court  of  King's  Bench,  calling 
upon  Messrs.  Springfield  and  Brightwell  to  show  cause  by  what 
authority  they  held  the  offices,  the  former  of  Mayor  and  the  latter  of 
Alderman,  as  well  as  the  expenses  attending  the  presentation  of  a 
petition  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  to  appoint  new  trustees  of  the  funds 
of  the  public  charities,  the  management  of  which  was  vested  in  the 
Corporation.  The  bill  charged  the  defendants  with  applying  the  Cor- 
poration funds  wrongfully,  in  a  manner  inconsistent  with  the  duties  of 
a  Mayor  and  Corporation,  and  in  direct  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Municipal  Corporation  Act,  by  applying  them  for  the  aforesaid 
purposes,  in  consequence  of  certain  resolutions  to  which  the  corporate 
body  had  come.  The  effect  of  these  resolutions  was  that  the  City 
Treasurer  should  from  time  to  time  pay  out  of  the  city  funds  siuli  sums 
of  money  as  the  committee  of  the  Corporation  should  deem  necessary 
towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  quo  warrantos  and  petition 
above-named.  The  defendants  put  in  two  demurrers  to  the  bill,  and 
Lord  Langdale  said  he  would  consider  the  case  before  pronouncing 
judgment.     {See  January  13th,  1837.) 

5.* — "  We  wish  to  direct  the  attention  of  landowners  and  farmers  in 
Norfolk  to  the  extraordinary  success  which  hae  attended  the  attempt 
of  Mr.  R.  Crawshay,  of  Honingham  Hall,  to  cultivate  hope  in  Norfolk. 
A  sample  of  them  may  now  be  seen  at  Norgate  and  Co.'s,  which  com- 
petent judges  have  declared  to  surpass  the  growth  of  any  other  county 
in  the  kingdonk  Our  agriculturists  will  be  deeply  indebted  to  this 
gentleman  for  proving  to  them  that  a  valuable  plant  indigenous  to  the 
soil  may  be  cultivated  with  profitable  success  in  Norfolk." 

9. — ^Mr.  Thomas  Brightwell  was  elected  Mayor,  and  Mr.  John  Bate- 
man  appointed  Sheriff,  of  Norwich. 

23. — ^A  musical  festival  took  place  at  Fakenham  parish  church. 
"  The  Messiah  '^  was  rendered  in  the  morning,  and  "  Judas  Maccabeus  " 
in  the  evening.  The  soloists  were  suppliedl  by  the  choir  of  Norwich 
Cathedral.     ''  Admission,  middle  aisle,  Ss. ;  other  parts,  28." 

26.* — "  The  allotment  system  lias  been  tried  on  a  tolerably  larfe 
scale  in  the  parish  of  Attleborough,  by  Sir  John  Smyth,  Bart.,  of 
Woodmarston  Hall,  Surrey,  lord  of  the  manor  of  Attleborough.  The 
idlptments  are  let  at  iQoderate  reQts^  not  exceeding  the  rent  of  similar 
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laxMls  in  farm,  with  the  addition  of  the  tithea  and  other  chargea  which 
are  paid  by  the  laodlonL" 

28. — Sir  Jamea  Flower'a  hounda  met  at  Stow,  where  the  atag  waa 
turned  off  and  waa  ta-ken  at  Gaxboldiaham  Lings,  after  a  nm  of  five 
houra.  The  diatance  from  point  to  point  waa  about  eleven  miles,  but 
the  stag  ran  at  leaat  40  miles,  and  Uie  only  horsemen  up  at  the  finish 
were  the  huntsman  and  first  whip. 

29. — A  severe  gale  occurred.  A  large  wooden  building  erected  at 
the  Ranelagh  Gardens,  Norwich,  for  circus  performances,  waa  blown 
down  by  the  tremendous  violence  of  the  wind.  ''  The  great  oak  at 
Necton,  for  which  the  late  Mr.  William  Mason  was  offered  by  a  ship- 
wright at  Lynn,  in  1812,  120  guineaa,  had  two  arma  blown  off  it,  each 
the  size  of  ordinary  timber  trees."  Bame  and  wheat  stacks  were  blown 
down  at  Necton,  Ashill,  West  Bradenham,  and  Beeston.  At  Carbrooke 
a  windmill,  the  property  of  Mr.  Robert  Homes,  waa  wrecked,  and  hia 
son  killed. 

-The  Freebridge  Lynn  Hundred  Association  for  the  encourage- 


ment of  a^icultural  labourers  and  aervanta  was  formed  at  a  meeting 
held  at  the  Duke'a  Head  Inn,  Lynn.  Sir  W.  B.  ffolkes  waa  elected 
president;  the  Rev.  C.  D.  Brereton,  of  Little  Maaaingham,  secretary; 
and  Mr.  B.  Aldham,  treasurer. 

DECEMBEB. 

1. — ^The  directors  of  the  Norwich  Tarn  Company  Laving  obtained 
the  minimum  siun  necessary  for  commencing  their  new  works  on  the 
ground  purchased  of  Mr.  Youngman,  the  first  stone  of  \he  new  factory 
was  laid  on  this  day.  The  event  waa  celebrated  by  a  procession  in 
honour  of  Bishop  Blaize,  to  illustrate  the  pagan  story  of  Jason's  argo- 
nautic  expedition  to  Colchis  in  search  of  the  Golden  Fleece.  The  last 
celebration  of  the  kind  took  place  in  1783.  The  character  of  Bishop 
Blaize  waa  impersonated  **  most  appropriately,  both  aa  to  age  and 
gravity,  by  Ridhard  Dickerson,  comber,  who  had  taken  part  in  the 
former  procession.''  Starting  from  the  premises  of  the  company,  the 
proceasion  paraded  the  principal  streets  of  the  city,  and  halted  opposite 
Mr.  Bi^rnold's  house  in  Surrey  Street,  where  an  "  oratorical  acklress " 
was  delivered  by  the  senior  orator,  Edward  Warman.  At  noon  the 
procession  arrived  at  St.  Ekltnund's,  where  Mr.  Bignold  laid  the  founda- 
tion stone,  and,  in  addressing  the  company,  stated  that  the  building 
about  to  be  erected  would!  be  163  ft.  in  length,  by  42  feet  in  width, 
and  four  storeys  high.  As  the  works  already  in  operation  afforded 
employment  to  800  people,  this  mill,  which  would  be  one-third'  larger, 
would  yield  employment  to  1,200.  Upwards  of  £15,000  had  been 
raised  for  defraying  the  cost  of  the  works.  The  procession  afterwarda 
moved  by  a  circuitous  route  to  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  where  the  directora 
entertained  900  persons  who  had  taken  part  in  the  proceedings.  John 
Sell  Cotman,  who  had  sketched  the  pageant,  announced  the  issue  and 
sale  of  folio  prints  illustrating  the  event.  He  stated :  **  In  pure  regard 
of  the  children  of  the  industrious  poor  of  my  native  city,  I  give  my 
labour,  with  the  entire  profits  of  the  work." 

10.— The  skeleton  of  a  gigantic  whale,  taken  at  Plymouth  in  October, 
1831,  was  exhibited  on  the  Castle  Hill,  Norwich.  It  measured  86  feet 
in  length,  and  was  advertised  as  "  The  Prince  of  Whales  at  Home." 
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25. — ChriBtmas  Day  waa  ushered!  in  with  snowstorms  and  hailstorms, 
thunder,  and  lightning.  On  the  26th  th©  roadis  were  rendered  almost 
impassable  by  the  drifting  snow,  which,  in  some  localities,  was  from 
ten  to  twelve  feet  deep.  Soon  all  vehicular  traffic  was  stopped.  The 
Ipswich  mail  coach,  which  should  have  arrived  at  Norwich  on  Christmae 
Day,  dSd  not  reach  the  city  until  eleven  o'clock  on  the  night  of  the 
29th».  It  was  detained  at  Thwaite  Duke's  Head,  whence  the  letter  bags 
were  despatched  in  the  charge  of  mounted  messengers.  One  of  the 
passengers,  Capt.  Petre,  undertook  to  walk  to  Norwich,  a  distance  of 
twenty-eight  miles;  he  arrived  in  the  city  on  the  28th,  and  thence  pro- 
ceeded on  his  journey  to  Westwick  House.  The  Newmarket  mail  could 
get  no  further  than  Bury  St.  Eidmund'a,  and  all  other  public  vehicles 
were  delayed.  On  the  Dereham,  Fakenham,  and  other  turnpikes  gangs 
of  labourers  were  employed  to  remove  the  snowdrifts.  There  were 
many  shipping  casualties  on  the  Norfolk  coast.  Such  severe  weather 
had  not  been  experienced  since  1799.  The  thaw  conmienced  in  the 
middle  of  January,  1837,  and  high  floods  occurred  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Norwich  and  in  other  localities. 

26. — Ryan's  Royal  Circus  was  opened  for  the  season  in  a  large 
wooden  building  erected  at  the  Ranekgh  Gardens,  Norwich,  by  Mr. 
Bunn. 


1837. 


JANUARY. 

3. — ^Hannah  Manfield  (or  Saddler),  aged  50,  a  woman  of  eccentric 
habits,  residing  on  Denver  Common,  was  found  dead  in  her  cottage, 
with  her  throat  cut.  A  considerable  quantity  of  plate  hiad:  been  taken 
from  a  cupboard,  and  a  sum  of  money,  supposed  to  be  nearly  £20,  was 
also  stolen.  On  the  14th  Mr.  Wright,  a  police-officer  of  Lynn,  appre- 
hended at  Doncaster  John  Smith,  a^d  25,  John  Vamham,  23,  and 
George  Timms,  22,  who  were  committed  for  trial  on  the  oapital  charge. 
{See  April  6th,  1837.) 

5. — ^In  consequence  of  a  resolution  passed  at  a  special  meeting  of  tlhe 
Town  Council,  the  Mayor  of  Norwich  convened  a  meeting  at  the  Guild- 
hall on  this  date,  '^  to  take  into  consideration  the  sufferings  of  the  poor 
in  this  inclement  season,  and  to  adopt  measures  for  relieving  the 
same.''  A  public  subscription  was  opened.  At  a  general  meeting  of 
the  subscribers,  on  March  21st,  Mr.  W.  G.  Edwards,  one  of  the  secre- 
taries, reported  that  the  amount  subscribed  was  £2,008  7s.  3d.,  out  of 
which  a  grant  of  £300  was  made  to  the  Sick  Poor  Society ;  20,093  coal 
tickets,  and  37,831  bread  tickets  were  distributed,  and  £423  3s.  5d. 
was  placed  in  the  treasurer's  hands  to  meet  future  emergencies. 

7. — ^Wombweirs  Menagerie  was  exhibited  on  the  Castle  Meadow, 

Norwich.     The  proprietor  presented  to  the  Museum  fine  specimens  of 

a  lioness,  boa  constrictor,  racoon,  and  kangaroo.

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13. — ^In  the  Bolls  Court,  Lord  Langdale  gave  judjgment  in  tiiB  action 
the  Attorney-General  v,  the  Corporation  oi  Norwich.    He  said  that, 
as  far  as  regarded  the  quo  warrantos,  if  a  Corporation  was  not  allowed 
to  defend  an  election  diuly  made,  the  interests  of  corporations  would  be 
hazarded  in  every  case  wiiere  a  Mayor  or  other  officer  did  not  ohoee  to 
be  at  the  expense  of  defending  his  own  dection  against  a  rule  nw». 
It  was  not  a  reasonable  construction  of  the  new  statute  that  corporar 
tions  had  no  interests  whatever  in  tLe  diaritable  trusts  of  boroughs. 
It  was  true  that  the  adbiinistration  of  charitable  estates  was  distinct 
from  the  administration  of  borough  fundti,  and  that  neither  a  oorporar 
tion  as  a  body  nor  any  member  thereof  in  bis  corporate  capacity  ought 
to  be  trustees  of  such  estates ;  still,  a  corporation,  in  attending  to  the 
public  benefits  of  the  inhabitants  of  a  borough,  had  a  due  interest  in 
the  appointment  of  those  trustees.    Under  all  the  circumstances  of  the 
case,  therefore,  he  was  of  opinion  that  the  demurrers  must  be  allowed. 
At  Norwich  Assises  on  April  6tl^  before  Mr.  Justice  Parke,  the  case 
Rex  V,  Brightwell  was  tried  by  a  special  juiy.     This  waa  an  informiiitio& 
in  the  nature  of  a  quo  vforrcmtOy  (idling  upon  the  defendant  to  show  by 
what  authority  he  exercised  the  office  of  Alderman.     Mr.  Andrews,  f<H* 
the  defendant,  contended  that  if  he  was  not  a  good  Alderman  he  was 
not  a  good  Mayor;  and  if  he  had  not  been  lewdly  elected  Alderman, 
then  all  the  other  Aldermen  who  had  been  elected  in  the  same  way  were 
elected  equally  contrary  to  the  law,  and  all  the  proceedings  wbich  had 
taken  place  respecting  the  police  and  borough  rates  would  be  bad,  and 
the  Corporation  of  the  city  entirely  dissolved,  and  nothing  could  cure 
the  defect  but  a  fresh  Act  of  Parliament.     Mr.  Kelly,  for  the  Crown, 
urged  thtfut  the  law  of  England  had  fixed  from  time  immemorial  that 
corporate  officers  should  not  be  elected  in  one  batch,  but  that  they 
must  be  proposed  and  voted  for  separately,  and  that  all  elections  con- 
ducted in  any  other  way  were  null  and  void.      The  jury  returned  a 
verdict  for  the  Crown.     In  the  Court  of  King's  Bench,  on  April  19thi, 
application  was  nuide  to  move  a  rule  to  show  cause  why  the  verdict  for 
the  Crown  could  not  be  set  aside,  on  the  ground  that  the  election  was 
perfectly  fair,  and  there  was  no  pretence  for  saying  that  the  wishes  and 
intentions  of  the  electors  had  not  been  carried  into  effect.     A  rule  was 
granted.     In  the  Coiirt  of  Chancety,  on  May  6th,  the  case  assumed 
another  phase.     An  information  was  filed  against  the  Corporation  by 
Mr.  Samuel  Bignold,  alleging  that  they  intended  to  divert  their  fundlB 
from  corporate  purposes  by  paying  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  Town 
Clerk  and  other  persons  who  had  proceeded  to  London  to  support  a 
petition  presented  to  the  Lord  Chancellor,  in  order  to  secure  the  return 
of  certain  persons  as  trustees  of  the  charities  hitherto  vested  in  the  old 
Corporation ;  and  by  paying  the  expenses  arising  out  of  the  proceedings 
by  quo  warranto  in  the  cases  of  Mr.  Springfield  and  Mr.  Brinhtwell. 
The  further  hearing  was  adjourned  till  next  term.     On  May  22nd  it  was 
reported  to  the  Court  of  King's  Bench  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Town 
Coimcil  on  the  19th,  an  order  was  passed  "  that  £1,000  be  paid  to  the 
Town  Clerk  on  aooount  of  disbursements  by  him  relative  to  law  pro- 
ceedings,'' such  law  proceedings  being  the  matter  in  which  the  injunc- 
tion had  been  applied  for.     The  Lord  Chancellor,  on  the  24th,  granted 
an  order  to  restrain  the  payment  of  tJie  amoimt.     The  appeal  from  the 
decision  of  the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  allowing  a  demurrer  on  the  informa- 
tion filed  by  Mr.  Bignold,  came  before  the  Court  of  Chancery  on  May 
27th.     The  Lord  Chancellor,  after  adjournment,  gave  judgment  on  the 
demurrer  against  the  injunction,  and  confirmed  the  decision  of  the 
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Master  of  the  Rolls,  with  oosts.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Town  Council  on 
June  2n(i,  Mr.  Bignold  expressed  his  intention  to  carry  the  case  to  the 
House  of  Lords. 

13. — ^Died  at  St.  Gregory's,  Norwich,  aged  81,  Mr.  William  Lorkin. 
''He  w<aa  for  65  years  a  member  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  body, 
having  joined  them  soon  after  Mr.  Wesley  first  yisited  Norwich."  In 
1825  he  published  a  work  entitled  ''  A  ooncise  history  of  the  establish- 
ment of  Wesleyan  Methodism  in  Norwich." 

28. — ^The  influenza  epidemic  at  this  d^te  prevailed  in  city  and  county, 
and  cases  occurred  in  almost  every  family. 

^An  omnibus  "  upon  the  London  pkun  "  commenced!  running  be- 
tween Norwich  and  North  Walsham. 

^The  Magnet  coach,  from  the  Swan  and  Rampant  Horse  Inna,  was 

advertised  to  do  the  journey  from  Norwich  to  London,  through  Thetr 
ford  and  Newmarket,  every  night,  in  twelve  hours.  "  The  proprietors, 
in  returning  thanks  for  the  very  Uberal  patronage  bestowed  on  them, 
beg  most  respectfully  to  inform  their  friends  and  the  public  that  iJhej 
have,  at  an  additional  expense,  fixed  a  light  inside  this  coach,  which, 
having  given  such  universal  satisfaction,  will  be  continued." 

31. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  Conservative  party  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel, 
Norwich,  held  under  the  presidency  of  Col.  Harvey,  the  Marquis  of 
Douro  was  asked  to  become  a  candidate  for  the  representation  of  the 
city,  in  place  of  Lord  Viscount  Stormont,  M.P.,  who  had  acceded  to  the 
request  of  the  electors  of  his  own  county,  Perthshire,  to  offer  himself 
as  their  candidate  on  the  dissolution  of  Parliament.  The  requisition 
to  the  Marquis  was  signed*  by  1,600  of  the  electors  of  Norwich;  his 
lordship  complied  with  the  request  and  issued  his  address  on  February 
13th.  Lord  Douro  and  the  sitting  member,  the  Hon.  Robert  Campbell 
Scarlett,  commenced  a  personal  canvass  of  the  city  on  Jime  16th,  and 
in  the  evening  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Orange  and  Purple  dub,  at 
the  Maid's  Head  Hotel,  at  whiohi  they  were  unanimously  adopted  Con- 
servative candidates. 


PBBBUARY. 

24. — ^During  a  severe  gale  from  the  N.N.W.,  accompanied  by  heavy 
snow  squalls,  the  Rahy  Castle,  of  60  tons  burden  (Greensides,  master), 
went  ashore  at  Salthouse,  and  became  ai  total  wreck.  She  was  bound 
from  London  to  Stockton,  with  a  valuable  cargo.  The  crew  and  pas- 
sengers were  saved.  **  When  she  broke  up  the  beach  was  strewed  with 
spirits,  wine,  oranges,  nuts,  teas,  toys,  hampers,  boxes,  kc.  The  scene 
beggared  description.  The  most  outrageous  and  beastly  conduct  was 
exhibited.  Here  might  be  observed  a  group  broaching  a  spirit  cask, 
and  letting  it  run  into  their  oil-skin  hats,  shoes,  &c.  There  another 
stood  filling  their  pockets  and  handkerchiefs.  Plunder,  wholesale 
plunder,  appea^red  to  be  the  order  of  the  day,  in  spite  of  contingents 
of  coastguard  men.  Many  who  were  cSbarged  to  watch  the  property 
became  themselves  intoxicated.  Many  were  conveyed'  from  the  beach 
literally  dead  drunk,  and  it  is  with  disgust  we  add  that  many  women 
were  in  the  same  state."  The  cargo  of  the  Raby  Castle  was  worth 
£5,000;  about  £800  worth  was  recovered.  The  vessel  was  sold  by 
auction  for  £il. 
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MABOH. 

3. — ^A  fine  .Bpecimeu  of  the  sea  eagle  wafi  shot  at  Blickling.  It 
measured  from  tip  to  tip  of  the  extended  wings  7  ft.  3^  inchee^  and 
from  the  head  to  the  tail  3  ft.  Dowager  Lady  Suffield  presented  it  to 
the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Museum. 

13. — The  tolls  arising  from  the  Norwich  provisioii  and  cattle  markets, 
and  from  Tombland  F«ir,  were,  for  the  first  time,  put  up  to  public 
auction  and  let  for  the  term  of  two  years.  The  dues  and  stallage 
accruing  from  the  provision  and  vegetable  markets  were  let  to  Mr. 
Eccleston,  jim.,  for  £985 ;  of  the  cattle  market  on  the  Castle  Ditches 
to  Mr.  Liddelow,  for  £480 ;  and  of  Tombland  Fair,  Ac,  to  Mr.  Cooke 
for  £250. 

16. — Died  at  Jus  residence,  Chapel  Field,  Norwich,  aged  48,  Mr. 
Alfred  Pettet,  organist  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft  and  St.  Stephen'a  Mr.  S. 
Critchfield  was  elected  his  successor  at  St.  Peter*s,  and  Mr.  Harcourt 
was  appointed  organiert  at  St.  Stephen's.  A  performance  of  "The 
Messiah  "  was  given  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall  on  May  26th  for  the  benefit 
of  the  widow  and  family  of  the  deceased,  by  the  choir  of  the  Cathedral 
and  the  members  of  the  Choral  Society,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Buck. 

18.* — **  From  an  id<ea  that  when  the  new  Registration  Act  comes 
into  operation  the  fees  will  be  increased,  numbers  of  persons  have 
thronged  Yarmouth  parish  church  for  several  Sundays  past,  to  have 
their  children  baptised,  in  order  to  avoid  additional  expense." 

^Matters  were  brought  before  the  Lord  Chancellor  in  relation  to 

affairs  of  the  Norwich  charities  arising  from  the  Master's  report  assign- 
ing the  several  charities  to  certain  lists  of  trustees,  and  naming  the 
parties  to  execute  the  respective  trusts.  Tlie  only  new  point  noticed 
was  the  exception  taken  by  a  cross  petition  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Bignold 
and  Mr.  Rackham  to  the  Master's  report,  first  as  to  his  rejecting  en 
masse  every  individual  who  was  at  its  close,  or  ever  had  been,  a  member 
of  the  old  Corporation ;  and,  secondly,  in  not  assigning  to  the  Church 
list  the  Boys'  and  Girls'  Hospital  trusts.  The  Chancellor  decided 
against  the  cross  petition.  (The  leading  .charity  of  the  city,  the 
Bishopgate  Street  Hospital,  whose  revenues  formed  two-thirds  of  the 
whole  of  the  trusts,  was  secured  to  a  body  of  trustees  composed  ex- 
clusively of  members  of  the  Church  of  England.)  In  the  House  of 
Lords  on  April  24th  Mr.  Samuel  Bignold  endi  Mr.  William  Rackham 
appealed  from  the  order  of  the  Lord  Chancellor  referring  it  to  the 
Master  to  approve  of  the  trustees  of  the  charity  estates  of  the  Corpora- 
tion. Their  lordships  decided  that  they  had  jurisdiction  to  hear 
the  appeal,  and  time  was  given  for  the  respondents  to  prepare  their 
case. 

20. — ^Mr.  Villebois'  staghounds  had  a  remarkable  run.  The  stag 
was  uncarted  on  Bradenham  Green,  and  ran  to  Shipdham.  It  was 
then  headed  hack  to  Saham,  after  which  it  went  to  Ovingon,  and  thence 
to  Watton,  Seoul  ton,  Ellinjyham,  Cast  on,  and  Rocklands.  Bearing 
away  for  Attleborou^h  and  Besthorpe,  it  crossed  the  stream  and  went 
through  Snetterton,  Elecles,  and  Larlingford,  to  Roudham,  where  it  was 
taken  after  a  run  of  35  miles.  "  James  Lynn,  the  huntsman,  rode  his 
favourite  horse,  Cockfighter,  which  carried  him  at  least  eighty  miles 
that  day.     Whnt  makes  the  run  more  remarkable  is  that  the  deer  did 
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not  nm  nu>re  tlhan  200  jards  upon  any  roadB  during  the  whole  dis- 
tance." 

22. — ^A  fire  ocouired  at  Rollesbj  Workhouse,  which  completely 
destroyed  one  half  of  the  building.  "The  clause  of  the  Poor  Law 
Bill,  by  which  men  are  separated  from  their  wives,  being  carried  into 
effect,  caused  a  great  disturbance,"  andl  it  was  supposed  that  the  fire 
resulted  from  motives  of  revenge. 

27. — ^Mr.  G.  V.  Brooke  appeared  at  Lynn  Theatre  in  the  character 
of  Romeo. 

30. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  the  King's  Head  Inn,  Di^,  the  Rev. 
William  Manning,  rector  of  the  parish,  made  a  voluntary  commutation 
of  the  tithes. 


APRIL. 

5. — ^Died  at  his  house  in  Hereford  Street,  London,  the  Right 
Rev.  Henry  Bathurst,  Lord  Bishop  of  Norwich.  His  lordship 
was  in  the  94th  year  of  his  age,  and  had  been  Bishop  of  the 
diocese  for  32  years.  He  waa  appointed  in  1805  when  Bishop  Manners 
Sutton  was  translated  to  the  Archbishopric  of  Canterbury.  The 
funeral  took  place  on  the  14th  at  Malvern  Church,  Worcestershire, 
and  a  memorial  service  was  held  on  the  same  day  at  Norwich  Cathe- 
dral. A  funeral  sermon  was  preached  on  the  16th  by  the  Dean  of 
Norwich.  The  sale  of  the  late  Bishop's  effects,  by  Mr.  William 
Spelman,  commenced  at  the  Palace  on  June  26th,  and  concluded  on 
July  6th.  The  stock  of  wine  consisted  of  2,660  bottles,  and*  the  library 
of  2,000  volumea 

6. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  before  Mr.  Justice  Coltman,  John  Smith, 
George  Timms,  and  John  YamhaEn,  were  indicted  for  the  murder  of 
Hannah  Manfield  (or  Saddler),  on  the  night  of  the  2nd,  or  morning 
of  the  3rd  of  January.  The  trial  commenced)  at  10.20  in  the  morning, 
and  concluded  at  fifteen  minutes  past  midnight,  when  the  jury  re- 
turned a  verdict  of  guilty,  and  the  prisoners  were  sentenced  to  death. 
The  sentence  on  Vamham  was  commuted  on  an  ample  confession  by  the 
other  prisoners.  Large  numbers  of  persons  arrived  at  Norwiohi  on 
April  22nd,  to  witness  the  execution,  which,  however,  had  been  ordered 
for  the  29th.  A  full  descriptive  account  of  the  supposed  execution, 
and  of  the  behaviour  of  the  men  on  the  gallows,  with  a  copy  of  their 
confessions  and  their  "la^t  dying  words,"  was  hawked'  about  the 
streets  of  the  city.  The  capital  sentence  was  duly  carried  out  on  the 
29th.  The  procession  issued  from  the  oafitle  doors  at  noon,  headed 
by  «i  number  of  javelin  men  of  the  High  Sheriff's  posse.  Smith,  who 
was  in  the  last  stage  of  a  rapid  decline,  was  assisted  to  the  scaffold. 
"  After  the  bolt  was  drawn  and  the  bodies  swung  round,  a  piercing 
cry  of  horror  rose  from  the  dense  mass  of  people  of  both  sexes.  After 
hanging  the  usual  space  of  time  the  bodies  were  taken  down  and 
carried  into  the  interior  of  the  gaol,  when  all  the  prisoners  were 
brought  forward  to  view  them  in  the  place  where  they  lay." 

7. — North  Walsham  Steepleclhases  took  place  over  a  four  mile  course 
on  the  estate  of  Mr.  Bidwell,  at  Swafield.  The  heavy  weight  race  was 
won  by  Lord  Suffield's  Mettemioh  (Capt.  Lawrenson,  17th  Lancers), 
second  Mr.  Thompson's  Mungo  (owner) ;  and  the  light  weight  race  by 
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Mr.  Sandifordfs  Gulnoire  (Mr.  Bfowb)  ;  Mr.  Hornor's  O'Connell  (owner) 
second.  Lord  Suffield  presided  at  the  race  dinner,  afterwards  held  at 
the  King's  Arms  Lin,  and  presented  the  silver  tankard,  given  and  won 
bj  himself  in  the  heavy  weight  raoe,  to  Capt.  Lawrenson.  A  laige 
coloured  plate,  illustrating  the  start  of  the  eleven  horses  for  the  heavy 
weight  race,  "  with  a  distant  view  of  the  country,  from  sketches  made 
on  the  spot  by  George  Fenn,  animal  portrait  painter,  Becoles,"  was 
subsequently  advertised. 

11. — James  Greenacre,  w4io  on  this  day  was  found  guilty,  at  the 
Central  Criminal  Court,  of  the  murder  of  Hannah  Brown,  in  the  Edge- 
ware  Road,  was  a  Norfolk  man,  and  was  bom  in  1785,  at  North  Runo- 
ton,  near  Lynn.  His  victim,  whose  maiden  name  was  Gay,  was  a  Nor- 
folk woman,  and  was  in  the  service  of  Lord  WodeAnouae,  at  Kimberley 
Hall,  wbere  she  remained  four  years.  Greenacre  (who  was  executed 
on  May  2nd)  was  concerned  in  the  Cato  Street  Conspiracy. 

14. — Sir  James  Flower  closed  his  hunting  season  by  entertaining  his 
sporting  friendb  at  the  Swan  Inn,  East  Harling.  The  dinner  was  of 
the  most  sumptuous  character,  and  ''  a  band  of  fourteen  men  in  scarlet 
played  numerous  airs  and  concerted  pieces.'' 

19. — Mr.  G.  Y.  Brooke  (then  under  twenty  years  of  age)  made  his 
first  appearance  at  Norwich  Theatre  as  Romeo.  "His  performsiice 
was  of  that  superior  kind,  exhibiting  all  the  fervour  and  enthusiasm 
of  youth  attempered  by  that  discriminating  jud|gment  and  illumined 
by  those  nice  and  acute  perceptions  which  belong  to  the  faculties  of 
muoh  maturer  years."  He  afterwards  ai^>eared  as  Ion,  Othello,  Rolla^ 
Riobard  the  Third,  William  TeU,  Hamlet,  Rosenberg  ("EUa  Rosen- 
berg "),  Macbeth,  and  Teddy  ("  Teddy  the  Tiler  "),  and  concluded  his 
engagement  on  May  20th.  Brooke  was  re-engaged  for  two  nights'  per- 
formances, commencing  on  August  1st,  when  he  played  the  part  of 
Walter  Tyrrel,  in  a  new  drama  of  that  title,  and  of  Frederick  Bury 
("  The  Youthful  Queen  "). 

20. — ^A  nieeting,  presided  over  by  Col.  Harvey,  was  held  at  the 
Guildhall,  Norwidh,  when,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Gumey,  it  was 
decided  to  form  a  District  Provident  Society,  for  the  promotion  ci 
frugal  and  provident  habits  among  the  industrial  poor. 

^The  ship  Anne,  of  400  tons  burden  (Captain  John  Long),  sailed 

from  Lynn  with  171  emigrants,  for  Quebec^ 

22. — ^The  announcement  was  made  on  tiiis  date:  ''Hie  Eastern 
Counties  Railway  has  been  conmienced  in  good  earnest." 

24. — A  curious  wager  was  decided  at  the  Angel  Gardens,  New 
Catton,  Norwich.  ''Joseph  Turtle,  aged  60,  engaged  to  pick  up  100 
eggs  laid  at  a  yard  distance  from  each  other,  in  a  shorter  time  than 
David  Lambert,  aged  20,  should  pick  up  100  stones  at  the  same  dis- 
tance, which,  was  won  by  Lambert  only  by  half  a  minute." 

29. — ^Announoement  was  made  of  the  appointment  of  the  Rev. 
Edward  Stanley,  rector  of  Alderley,  Cheshire,  to  the  Bishopric  of  Nor- 
wich. Agreeable  to  the  conge  d'elire,  the  Dean  and  Cliapter  elected 
him  Bishop  on  April  29th;  by  Royal  command  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Divinity  was  conferred  upon  him  on  May  10th,  and  on  May 
11th  he  arrived  at  Norwidh',  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Stanley  and  his 
daughters.  On  June  29th  his  lordship  was  consecrated  by  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  and  on  the  same  day  did  homage  to  Queen 
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Victoria  ait'EenBingion  Palace.  The  enthronement  took  place  at  Nor- 
wich Cathedral  on  August  17th,  when  all  the  usual  ceremonies  were 
observed,  and  the  sermon  was  preached  bj  his  lordship.  "  The  interior 
of  the  Cathedral  presented  a  most  magnificent  coup  d'csil.  A  gallery 
had  been  erected  from  the  foot  of  the  railing  before  the  altar  up  to  the 
centre  of  the  east  window,  and  occupied  the  entire  breadth  of  the  east 
end.  It  afforded  accommodation  for  1,150  children  of  the  city.  All 
the  side  galleries  and  closets  were  filled  with  ladies  elegantly  dressed, 
and  even  the  walks  above  were  crowded  with  spectators."  At  five 
o'clock  the  Bishop  attended  a  dinner,  presided  over  by  the  Hig<h  Sheriff 
(Mr.  J.  Petre)  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel.  On  the  18th  the  Mayor,  Sheriff, 
and  several  members  of  the  Corporation  waited  upon  his  lordship  at 
the  Palace,  and  presented  him  with  a  congratulatory  address. 


MAY. 

3. — ^At  the  Norwich  Theatre  was  produced  for  the  first  time  "  an 
entirely  new  comedy,  written  by  a  gentleman  of  the  city,  called  *  Come 
of  Age,  or  the  Happy  Return.'  "  The  critic  of  the  Norfolk  Chroniglb 
described  it  as  ''a  play  without  a  plot,  and  a  comedy  without 
comicalily." 

4. — ^Mr.  Clifford,  wlho  had  been  for  thirty-six  years  a  member  of  the 
Norwich  Company,  took  his  farewell  benefit  at  the  Tlieatre.  Mr.  G.  V. 
Brooke  appeared  in  the  character  of  Yirginius.  Clifford  died  on  June 
8th,  aged  68.  "During  the  36  years  that  he  filled  the  office  of 
prompter,  -he  discharged  his  axduous  duties  in  a  way  that  ensured  him 
the  attachment  of  every  member  of  the  company.  A  man  of  highly- 
cultivated  intellect,  Mr.  Clifford  was  not  less  distinguished  for  his  good- 
ness of  heart,  manliness  of  disposition,  and  integrity  of  principle." 

11. — ^Mr.  Gepps,  of  the  White  Lion  Inn,  Beccles,  for  a  wager  of  £200, 
drove  his  "  celebrated  bay  pony  one  hundred  miles  in  twelve  hours. 
He  started  from-  the  Swan  Lm,  Harleston,  at  4  a.mi,  drove  to  the 
Rain  Lm,  Newmarket,  and  returned  to  the  Round  House  at  Denton, 
midway  between  Harleston  and  Bungay.  The  journey  was  performed 
35  minutes  within  the  time  stipulated.  "  The  pony  received  no  punish- 
ment from  the  whip,  yet  the  wantonness  of  the  act  is  much  to  be 
regretted." 

19. — ^Died  at  Eempstone,  Lieut.-General  the  Hon.  William  FitzRoy. 
He  was  the  seventh  son  of  Charles,  first  Lord  Southampton,  and  had 
served  in  the  campaigns  in  Holland  and  ESgypt.  Upon  retiring  from 
the  Army,  he  applied  himself  to  agricultural  pursuits. 

20. — ^Two  prisoners,  named  Smith  and  Middleton,  escaped  from  the 
Norwich  City  Gaol.  "  One  lowered  himself  by  a  rope  of  blankets  from 
the  cell,  and  the  other  leaped  down  a  depth  of  25  ft.,  by  which  he 
sprained  his  ankle,  so  that  they  got  no  further  than  Dereham,  where 
they  were  both  retaken  on  the  22nd." 

24. — ^At  Norwich  Theatre  was  produced,  for  the  benefit  of  Mr.  Smith, 
"  an  entirely  new  drama  written  for  the  occasion  by  T.  Dibden,  called 
*  The  Factory.'  "  The  performance  concluded)  with  a  new  drama,  also 
acted  for  the  first  time,  entitled,  "  Margaret  of  Ragensburg,"  written  by 
Mr.  G.  Smith.  The  plot  of  "  The  Factory  "  had  ei  local  setting,  and  the 
scenery,  painted  by  Thome,  "  consisted  of  accurate  views  of  the  Yam 
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Factories  at  Lakenham  and  St.  Edmund's^  and  tbe  intericHr  of  St. 
Andrew's  Hall  at  the  late  commemoration  of  Bishi^  Blaixe.'* 

24. — Th«  attainment  by  her  Royal  Hig-hness  the  Princess  Victoria  of 
her  legal  majority  on  her  eighteenth  birthday  was  celebrated  with  much 
enthusiasm.  The  Corporation  of  Norwich  held  a  special  meeting,  at 
which,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Bignold,  seconded  by  Mr.  Barwell,  an 
address  was  voted  to  her  Royal  Highneee.  The  members  then  jhx)- 
ceeded  in  state  to  the  Cathedral,  where  a  special  service  was  held  and 
the  sermon  preached  by  Prebendary  Wodehouse.  Upon  returning  to 
the  Guildhall,  refreshments  were  provided  by  the  Mayor,  wiko,  in  the 
evening,  gave  a  dinner  at  the  Swan  Inn.  At  Yarmouth  a  Royal  salute 
was  fired  in  the  Roads  by  his  Majesty's  revenue  cutters;  and  at  Sajst 
Dereham  the  West  Norfolk  Conservatives  celebrated  the  event  by 
dining  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  Ghajrles 
Loftus.     The  day  was  also  observed  in  other  towns  and  villages. 

25. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  under  the  presi- 
dency of  the  Mayor,  a  movement  was  inaugurated  for  the  erection  of  a 
monument  in  the  Cathedral  to  the  memory  of  Bishop  Bathurst. 

29. — ^The  birthday  of  William  FV.  falling  this  year  on  Sunday,  "was 
celebrated,  for  the  last  time,  on  the  following  day  (the  29 tb),  the  anni- 
versary of  the  Restoration  of  Charles  11. 


JUNE. 

3. — ^At  the  Assembly  Rooms,  Norwich,  was  exhibited  "  Monsieur 
Daguire  and  Co.'s  celebrated  grand  spectacular  revolving  dioramic 
panorama,  representing  views  of  the  city  of  Paris  and  the  conflicts  of 
the  memorable  days  of  July,  1830,  and  also  the  battle  of  Navarino." 
There  were  ten  views,  each  35  ft.  in  width,  and  the  whole  painted  on 
16,000  square  feet  of  canvas. 

7. — The  first  annual  general  meeting  of  the  proprietors  of  the  East 
of  England  Bank  was  held  '^  in  the  board  room  of  tShe  extensive  premises 
now  rapidly  completing  for  the  Bank  in  the  Old  Haymarket,  Norwich." 

10.* — ^Married!,  lately,  at  Stoke  Dammeral,  Devon,  Mr.  Charles 
Thurtell,  R.N.,  to  Ann-  Augusta^  yoimgest  daughter  of  Mr.  John 
Morgan,  surgeon,  R.N." 

21. — ^This  day  was  received  at  Norwich  intelligence  of  the  death  of 
his  Majesty  King  William  IV.  The  bells  of  all  the  city  churches  were 
tolled  throughout  the  day.  On  the  25th  (Sunday)  the  pulpits,  com- 
munion tables,  and  reading-desks  of  all  churches  were  draped  in 
black,  and  special  sermons  were  preached.  In  consequence  of  the 
funeral  taking  place  on  Saturday,  the  7th,  the  public  markets  at  Nor- 
wich were  held  on  the  6tk  On  the  day  of  the  interment,  the  shops  in 
the  city,  without  a  single  exception,  were  cloeed,  and  public  business 
entirely  suspended.  The  Mayor  and  Sheriff,  with  members  of  the 
Corporation,  attended  the  special  service  at  the  Cathedral,  where  the 
sermon  was  preached  by  Dean  Pellew. 

23. — The  accession  of  her  Royal  Highness  the  Princess  Alexandrina 
Victoria  to  the  Crown  of  the  United  Kingdom  was  proclaimed  in  Nor- 
wich with  the  customary  formalities.  The  members  of  the  Corporation 
assembled  at  the  Guildhall  and  took  the  oath  of  allegiance,  after  which 
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they  proceeded  to  the  le^ds,  where,  amid  a  scene  of  great  ent!busiasm, 
the  Mayor  read  the  Proclamaition,  and  "  God  save  the  Queen "  waa 
played  by  a  band  in  the  Market  Place.  The  civic  procession,  escorted 
by  the  17th  Lancers,  under  the  command  of  Major  St.  Quintin,  made 
a  detour  of  the  city,  and  the  Proclamation  was  read  at  various  places 
en  route.  The  accession  waa  officially  proclaimed  also  at  Yarmouth 
and  Lynn. 

27. — The  17th  Lancers,  command!ed  by  Major  St.  Quintin,  marched 
from  Norwich  Barracks,  and  were  replaced  by  three  troops  of  the  3rd 
Dragoon  Guards,  under  the  command  of  Major  Huntly. 


JULY. 

•  1. — Mr.  W.  J.  Utten  Browne,  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Conservative 
party  in  Norwich,  issued  his  address  as  Parliamentary  candidate  far 
Ashburton,  Devonshire.  (At  the  election  Mr.  Browne  polled  83  votes, 
against  98  recorded  for  his  opponent,  Mr.  Lushington.) 

6. — Notice  was  given  of  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Charles  Drake  as 
registrar  for  tihe  Conesford  district ;  Mr.  W.  P.  Nichols,  Mancroft  dis- 
trict; Mr.  William  Henry  Taylor,  West  Wymer  district;  and  Mr. 
William  Tawell  Boper,  Coslany  district,  under  the  new  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment for  the  registration  of  births,  dieaths,  and  marriages.  Mr.  John 
Oddin  Taylor  was  appointed  registrar  of  marriages  for  the  whole  of 
the  districts  above-named,  and  Mr.  Francis  John  Blake  was  superinten- 
dent registrar. 

9. — ^At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Town  Council,  addressee  of 
congratulation  to  the  Queen  and  of  condolence  with  the  Queen  Dowager 
were  unanimously  adopted. 

21. — ^The  elevation  to  the  Peerage  of  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  of  Holkham; 
by  the  names,  styles,  and  titles  of  Viscount  Coke  and  Earl  of  Leicester, 
was  announced  in  the  "  London  Gazette  "  of  this  date. 

24. — ^The  nomination  of  candidates  for  the  representation  of  Norwich 
took  place,  consequent  upon  the  death  of  the  King,  at  the  Guildhall. 
Arthur  Richard  Wellesley,  Marquis  of  Douro,  was  nominated  by  Sir 
Robert  John  Harvey,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Samuel  Bignold ;  the  Hon. 
Robert  Campbell  Scarlett  by  Lieut.-Col.  Harvey,  seconded  by  Mr.  E.  T. 
Booth;  Mr.  Benjamin  Smith  (son  of  the  late  member)  by  Mr.  Edward 
Trafford,  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  Dalrymple ;  and  Mr.  W.  Mountf ord  Nurse 
by  Mr.  J.  W.  Robberds,  seconded  by  Dr.  Evans.  Polling  commenced 
on  the  25th,  and  the  result  was  declared  on  the  26th,  as  follows:  — 
Douro  (C),  1,863;  Scarlett  (C),  1,865;  Smith  (L),  1,843;  Nurse  (L), 
1,831.  On  the  27th  the  newly-elected  members  dined  with  their  sup- 
porters at  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  and  the  chairing  took  place  on  the  28th. 

The  nomination  of  candidates  took  place  at  the  Town  Hall, 

Yarmouth,  and  the  polling  on  the  25th  resulted  as  follows: — C.  E. 
Rumbold  (L),  790;  W.  Wilshere,  779;  Lord  Baring,  699;  and  C.  S. 
Gambier,  685.     The  two  first-namedi  were  elected. 

Major  Keppel,  the  Liberal  candidate,  made  a  triumphal  entry 

into  Lynn,  accompanied  by  a  band  of  music  and  escorted  by  the  Holk- 
ham tenantry  and  the^tenantry  of  Sir  W.  B.  ffolkes.  The  nomination 
took  place  on  the  25th,  and  upon  a  poll  being  demanded  voting  com* 
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menced  at  once.     The  result  was  declared  as  follows: — Lofd  George 
Bentinck  (C),  473 ;  Sir  Stratford  Caniimg  (C),  389 ;  Major  Keppel  (L), 
367.     The  two  firat^naixied  were  declared  elected. 


AUGUST. 

4. — ^The  result  of  the  polling  at  the  West  Norfolk  election  was 
declared  at  SwaAham;  Mr.  William  Bagge  (C),  3»178;  Mr.  W.  L.  W. 
Chute  (C),  2,877 ;  Sir  W.  B.  ffolkes  (L),  2,838 ;  Sir  Jacob  Astley  (L), 
2,713. 

5. — ^The  nomination  of  oa>ndidates  for  Ekwt  Norfolk  took  place  at 
Norwioh.  Mr.  Eldmond  Wodehouse  and  Mr.  H.  N.  Burroughes  (Con- 
senratives)  entered  the  city  escorted  hj  upwanis  of  400  horsemen. 
The  Liberal  candidates  were  Mr.  William  Howe  Windham  and  Mr. 
Riohard  Hanburj  Ourney  (who  was  confined  to  his  bouse  by  a  serere 
attack  of  gout).  The  polling  was  held  on  the  8th  and  9th,  and  the 
result  was  declared  on  the  10th: — Wodehouse,  3,645;  Burroughes, 
3,523;  Windham,  3,237;  Gumey,  2,978.  The  majority  on  the  first 
day's  p>oll  being  170  against  them,  the  Liberal  candidates  withdrew 
from  the  contest.  Mr.  Burroughes  celebrated  his  return  by  giving  a 
fite  champHre  at  Burlingham  Hall  on  the  16th. 

12. — A  dreadful  murder  was  conmiitted  at  Aylmerton.  James  Moy, 
a  labourer,  after  rocking  his  infant  son  to  sleep,  cut  the  child's  throat 
with  a  pocket-knife.  At  the  inquest  the  Coroner's  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  wilful  murder,  and  the  prisoner  was  committed  to  Norwich 
Castle  to  await  his  trial.  At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  in  April,  1838,  before 
Mr.  Justice  BoUand,  the  jury  found  that  the  man  was  insane  and  in- 
capable of  pleading,  and  his  lordship  directed  his  detention  at  Thorpe 
Allium. 

23. — ^Died  at  Ramsey  Abbey,  Huntingdonshire,  Mr.  William  Henry 
Fellowes,  of  Haveringland  Hall,  aged  69.  ''He  was  for  upwards  of 
30  years  one  of  the  representatives  of  that  county  in  Parliametit,  and 
was  universally  esteemed  in  all  relations  of  life,  and  particularly  by 
his  extensive  tenantry,  to  whom  he  was  a  kind  and  indu^ent  landlord." 

24. — ^A  public  discussion  took  place  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich, 
between  the  notorious  Richard  Carlile  and  the  Rev.  John  Green,  a 
Dissenting  minister,  up>on  the  subject  of  the  validity  of  the  Scriptures. 
"  The  discussion  was  conducted  in  an  orderly  and  peaceable  manner. 
Mr.  Green  held  Carlile  firmly  to  the  point  on  all  questions,  and  com- 
pelled him  to  acknowled<]:e  himself  unable  to  overthrow  the  testimony 
he  quoted."  A  second  discussion  was  held  on  the  28th,  when  Carlile 
was  again  beaten  by  his  opponent;  and  on  the  29th  he  was  hooted 
from  the  Market  Place  for  attempting  to  address  a  meeting.  On  Jan. 
5th,  1838,  Mr.  Green  was  presented  with  a  set  of  books  purchased  by 
public  subscription,  "  as  a  testimony  of  esteem  and  gratitude  for  the 
very  able  and  satisfactory  manner  in  which  he  had  conducted  the 
controversy." 

26. — Royal  licence  and  authority  were  granted  to  Mr.  William  Blake, 
of  Swanton  Abbots,  to  assume  and  use  the  surname  of  Jex  in  addition 
to  and  before  that  of  Bkke,  and  to  bear  the  arms  of  Jex  quarterly  in 
the  second  quarter  with  those  of  Blake. 
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26.* — ^"The  Licarporation  of  Tunstead  and  Happing  oomprises  41 
parishes,  and  it  is  remarkable  that  there  is  not  one  able-bodied  men 
either  an  inmate  of  the  Workihouse  or  receiving  parochial  relief.  Sudi 
has  not  been  known  sinoe  the  Workhouse  waa  built  in  the  jear  1787." 

*"  Last  week  a  number  of  youngsters  at  Norwich  had  an  election 

for  the  members  of  the  Lilliput  Parliament.  The  polling  took  place 
at  the  Old  Library.  After  a  severe  contest,  during  which  it  was 
alleged  by  the  '  Purples '  that  a  great  dleal  of  cooping,  bribery,  treating, 
and  double  voting  took  place  on  the  part  of  the  *  Blues,'  and  that  sums 
to  the  amount  of  two  penoe  were  given  for  a  vote,  the  '  Blues  '  claimed 
the  victory,  and  chaired  their  members  on  the  following  day,  with  a 
splendid  procession,  banners  and  flags  flying,  end  the  band  playing, 
'  Wave  your  Blues  and  Whites.'  The  *  Purples  '  did  not  acknowledge 
this  defeat,  and  on  Tuesday  last  they  also  chaired  their  candidate  with 
a  procession  equal  in  grandeur,  after  which  the  leading  characters  dined 
at  the  Bell  Inn,  and  an  election  ball  took  place  in  the  evening,  at  which 
320  persons  were  present." 


SEPTEMBER. 


1. — ^Heavy  rain  and  hailstorms  occurred  throughout  the  county. 
''  At  Stibbard  and  Guist  during  a  severe  thunderstorm  £300  worth  of 
damage  was  done  on  several  occupations.  Barley  and  wheat  were  oom- 
pletely  beaten  out  by  the  hailstones,  which  lay  six  inohes  deep  in  places 
on  the  following  morning." 

9. — ^A  shocking  affair  took  place  at  Catton.  Mr.  Jonathan  Whitley 
Cooper,  an  attorney  practising  in  Norwich,  was  driving  in  a  gig  with 
his  clerk  (Thirkettle),  when  he  was  accosted  by  a>  man  named  Cbmelius 
Moor.  Mr.  Cooper  drew  a  pistol,  discharged  it  at  the  man,  and 
wounded  him  severely.  Moor  was  conveyed  to  the  Norfolk  and  Nor- 
wich Hospital,  where  he  died  the  same  night.  On  the  following  day 
Mr.  Cooper  was  apprehended  and  committed  to  the  Castle  on  the  dbarge 
of  killing  Moor,  and  also  of  shooting  at  a  man  named  Ford  near  the 
same  place,  on  the  same  evening,  with  intent  to  murder.  The  case 
caused  great  excitement  in  Norwich.  It  was  alleged  that  the  prisoner 
had  enterteined  malice  towards  the  deceased  arising  out  of  circum- 
stances connected  with  the  Norwich  election.  Mr.  Cooper  had  been 
professionally  engaged  on  the  Conservative  side,  and  it  was  steted  that 
the  deceased,  having  promised  to  vote  for  that  party,  voted'  for  the  . 
Liberals.  At  the  Coroner's  inquest  the  imputation  of  malice  or  any 
preconceived  design  was  so  completely  negatived  by  the  evidence,  and 
more  especially  by  the  dying  declaration  of  Moor,  who  was  quite  un- 
known to  the  prisoner,  that  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  manslaughter, 
which  so  greatly  excited  the  indignation  of  the  populace  that  they  were 
with  difficulty  prevented'  from  assaulting  the  jurymen  on  their  leaving 
the  Coroner's  court.  There  was  also  a  hearing  of  the  case  before  the 
Recorder  (Mr.  Preston)  and  another  magistrate,  with  the  result  that 
the  prisoner  was  committed  to  the  Castle  on  the  mittinvus  of  the  magis- 
trates, and  confined  in  one  of  the  felons'  cells.  Application  was  made 
to  the  county  magistrates  for  bail,  and  was  refused.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances, counsel  was  instructed  to  ap*>ly  to  the  Judge  of  the  Queen's 
Bench  for  an  order  on  the  Norfolk  justices  tp  admit  the  prisoner  to 
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bail.  Mr.  Justice  Littledale  made  the  erder  accordin^j,  and  ibe 
aocuaed  wa«  released  in  his  own  recognisances  of  JB500  and  four  sureties 
of  £100  each.     (See  April  4th,  1838.) 

17. — Died  in  Norwich,  aped  77,  Mr.  John  Whitaker  Robberds. 
He  was  elected  Alderman  in  1806,  served  the  office  of  SherifT  in  1807, 
and  was  Mayor  in  1814. 

25. — ^A  prize-fipht  took  place  at  Thurton  for  £5  a  side,  between 
Ostler  and  Cricknell,  well-known  Norwich  pugilists.  "  After  a  contest 
of  one  hour  and  a  quarter,  Ostler  havinjr  broken  a  bone  in  his  hand 
by  a  fall,  was  obliged  to  give  in,  and  Cricknell  was  declared  the  victor." 

**  What  was  termed  a  temperance  festival "  took  place  at  St. 

Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich.  Upwards  of  one  thousand  persons  were 
present,  and  five  hundred  applications  for  tea  tickets  were  refused- 
The  Lord  Bishop  of  Norwich  delivered  an  address.  Supper  followed, 
and  "  everything  was  conducted  in  good  order." 


OCTOBER. 

2. — Died  at  Rome,  Mr.  Henry  Bemes.  "  This  artist  was  not  long 
since  a  visitor  in  Norwich,  and  was  known  as  Mr.  Burlowe,  a  name  he 
took  to  distinguish  himself  from  his  brother,  the  celebrated  scidptor, 
which  branch  of  art  he  also  followed.  Amongst  other  works  of  his 
hand  is  the  last  bust  taken  of  Dr.  Bathurst,  our  late  venerable  Bishop, 
in  his  88th  year." 

8. — ^Died  at  Grosvenor  Street,  London,  in  her  75th  year,  the  Dowager 
Duchess  of  Leeds.  Her  grace  was  mistress  of  the  robes  to  the  Queen 
I>owager.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Mr.  Thomas  Anguish,  and  married 
the  Duke  of  Leeds  in  October,  1788. 

9. — ^Died  in  St.  Clement's,  Norwich,  aged  55,  Mr.  Richard  Shaw,  who 
was  elected  Sheriff  in  1818,  Alderman  in  1835,  and  was  one  of  the  Town 
Councillors  for  the  Seventh  Ward'. 

16. — ^M.  Thalberg,  "  the  extraordinary  pianist,"  appeared  at  a  concert 
given  at  the  Assembly  Room,  Norwich,  by  Mr.  Mori.  Miss  Fanny  Wood- 
ham  and  Mr.  Parry,  jun.,  were  the  other  performers. 

The  Bishop  of  Norwich  concluded  his  "  circuit  of  confirmations." 

The  total  numbers  confirmed  dining  the  circuit  were  3,354  males  and 
6,919  females. 

18. — ^Died,  at  the  age  of  77,  Mr.  James  Robinson,  of  St.  John 
Maddemiarket,  "  the  oldest  medical  practitioner  in  Norwich."  For 
38  years  he  filled  the  office  of  dty  Surgeon,  and  was  for  45  years  sur- 
geon to  the  House  of  Correction. 

23. — ^Mr.  R.  W.  Dowson,  of  Geldcston,  was  presented  with-  a  piece  of 
plate  by  the  agriculturists  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  "  as  a  testimony  of 
their  sincere  regard  and  high  estimation  of  hia  strict  integrity  in  mer- 
cantile pursuits  manifested  during  the  last  half  century." 

29. — At  St.  Swithin's  Church,  Norwich,  were  baptised  "  a  Jewish 
Israelite  and  his  two  children,  on  which  interesting  occasion  his  wife, 
who  from  Christianity  had  lapsed  into  Judaism^  was  a^ain  received 
into  the  Church." 
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NOVEMBER. 

9. — ^At  the  mfieting  of  the  Norwich  Town  Counoil  for  the  election 
of  Mayor,  Mr.  T.  0.  Spnngfield)  nominated  Mr.  Samuel  Shaldera  Beare, 
and  Mr.  Bignold  Mr.  William.  Martin  Seppings.  The  former  was 
elected,  by  28  votes  to  17.  Mr.  Maasey  moved  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  John  Francis  as  Sheriff,  and  Mr.  Rackham  proposed  Mr.  James 
Steward.    Mr.  Francis  was  appointed,  by  27  votes  to  12. 

11.* — "The  tobacco  manufacturers  residing  in  Norwich  have 
obtained  from  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  and)  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs  the  privilege  of  bonding  that  article  at  Yarmouth,  where  a 
warehouse  has  been  specially  fitted  up  for  the  purix)se,  and  is  now 
stored  with  manufactured  tobacco  of  the  value  of  about  £5,000  when 
the  duty  is  j>aid  on  it.  Mr.  Newbegin  and  Mr.  Wigham  are  the  first 
importers." 

18.* — "  By  the  official  accoimt  of  the  duty  on  hope  of  the  growth  of 
1837  we  find  Norfolk  makes  a  return  of  £48  10a  Od." 

21. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Town  Council,  it  was  agreed,  on 
the  motion  of  Mr.  Barwell,  to  appoint  a  committee  to  consider  the 
propriety  of  encouraging  the  establishment  of  a  school  of  design,  with 
the  view  to  the  improvement  of  the  manufactures  of  the  city.  {See 
May  9th,  1838.) 

29. — Died  at  his  house,  St.  Catherine's  Close,  Norwich,  in  his  92nd 
year,  Mr.  John  Morse.  "  This  justly  respected!  gentleman  was  Father 
of  the  old  Corporation  of  Norwich."  He  was  elected  an  alderman  of 
the  North  Mancroft  Ward  in  1777J  served  the  office  of  Sheriff  in  1779, 
and  was  twice  Mayor,  namely,  in  1781  and  1803. 

30. — ^The  24th  Article  of  the  Deed  of  Settlement  having  empowered 
a  general  meeting  of  the  members  to  make  bylaws  for  the  regulation 
and  government  of  the  Norwich  Union  Life  Insurance  Society,  to  be 
binding  when  confirmed  by  two  other  general  meetings  summoned  for 
that  purpose,  the  third  general  meeting  was  held  on  this  date,  with  the 
object  of  finally  confirming  the  bylaws  adopted  at  a  general  meeting 
on  November  2ndl,  and  confirmed  by  a  second  general  meeting  on 
November  16th.  An  extraordinary  degree  of  interest  was  manifested, 
and  deputations  arrived  at  Norwich  from  all  parts  of  the  kingdom. 
The  meeting,  which  was  held  in  a  booth  erected  in  Mr.  Bignold^s 
garden,  was  attended  by  about  300  or  400  persons.  Mr.  O'Connell, 
M.P.,  the  famous  Irish  agitator,  was  present.  "  On  this  occasion  his 
whole  course  was  pre-eminently  marked  by  good  feeling,  excellent 
temper,  and  discreet  judgment,  united  to  a  gentlemanlike  exercise  of 
his  acknowledged  tact  and  talent  in  furtherance  of  a  most  salutory 
object,  in  which  he  was  happily  successful,"  namely,  the  obtaining  of  a 
unanimous  expression  of  approval  of  the  reports  made  by  the  com- 
mittee for  revising  the  bylaws. 

^Mr.  O'Connell,  M.P.,  waa  entertained  at  dinner  at  the  Angel 

Inn,  Norwich,  by  members  of  the  Whig-Radical  interest.  Mr.  T.  O. 
Springfield  presided.  At  nine  o'clock  on  the  following  morning,  prior 
to  his  departure  from  the  city,  Mr.  O'Connell  addressed  a  large  meeting 
at  St.  Andrew's  Hall. 

DBOBMBBR. 

4. — In  th^  House  of  Commons  a  petition  was  presented  by  Sir  F, 
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Burdett  against  the  return  of  Messrs.  Rumbold  and  Wilahere  as  mem- 
bers for  Yarmouth.  It  was  alleged  that  the  grossest  bribeiy  had  been 
practised.     {See  April  28th,  1838.) 

14. — ^A  pauper  named  John  Cawdron  died  at  Norwioh  Workhouse, 
of  which  institution  he  had  been  an  inmate  47  years,  8  months,  3  days, 
at  the  cost  of  £350  IBs.  7d. 

16. — ^At  this  date  the  following  coachiee  ran  from  the  Norfolk  Hotd, 
Norwidi: — ^To  London,  the  Phenomena,  every  morning  at  6.30.  To 
Newark,  the  Union,  every  morning,  except  Sunday,  at  7.  To  Bir- 
mingham, the  Royad  Mail,  every  evening  at  7  (through  Lynn,  Spalding, 
&c.).  To  Lynn,  the  Day  coaoh.  To  Yarmouth,  coaches  three  times  a 
day.  To  Lowestoft,  the  Pilot,  every  afternoon.  To  Fakenham  and 
Wells,  a  coach  every  afternoon  at  4.     To  We44x>n,  the  Royal  George. 

18. — On  the  occasion  of  the  benefit  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Atkins^  at  the 
Royal  Amphitheatre,  Ranelagh  Gardens,  Norwich,  was  produced  "a 
grand  local  historical  and  romantic  original  drama,  written  expressly 
for  this  entertainment  by  Mr.  R.  F.  Rayner,  called  'Etheldrida^ 
Princess  of  Norwich,  or  the  Kings  of  Mercia  and  Eaat  Anglia  and  the 
Wild  Woman  of  Mosrwold  Heath.'  '* 

21. — ^The  load  of  Ghrietmas  fare  which  left  Swttffham  for  London  on 
this  date  **  did  not  reach  the  Golden  Cross,  (faring  Cross,  until  half- 
past  four  on  the  following  morning,  although  drawn  by  relays  <^  six 
honea  all  the  way  from  Brandon." 

25. — ^*  For  its  extreme  mildness*  and  sunny  brightness  this  waa  more 
like  May  Day  than  Christmas  Day,  with  the  thermometer  at  55  and  a 
southern  breeze." 

30.* — "  The  town  of  Diss  has  been  lighted  with  gas,  which  produces 
a  splendid  effect,  and  reflects  great  credit  on  Messrs.  J.  and  T.  Wbaite, 
ironfounders,  by  whom  it  is  supplied." 


1838. 


JANUARY. 

1. — ^The  weather  on  this  day  was  of  a  beautiful  and  spring-like 
character.  During  the  remainder  of  the  week  "  the  moon  in  her  first 
quarter  and  the  planet  Venus  made  the  evenings  most  brilliant.  Never 
in  the  memory  of  man  did  the  old  year  go  out  or  the  new  one  come 
in  with  such  splendour  as  the  last  and  the  present.  Both  days  in  all 
respects  resembled  April  or  even  May  much-  more  than  December  or 
January." 

3. — ^A  public  meeting  was  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  "  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  into  consideration  the  present  dreadful  condition 
of  the  negroes,  with  the  view  of  petitioning  both  Houses  of  Parliament 
for  the  abolition  of  the  system  of  apprenticeship."  The  Mayor  pre- 
sided, and  the  principal  speakers  were  Mr.  George  Thompson,  the  elo- 
quent advocate  of  the  negroes'  oause,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Fowell  Buxton. 
Similar  meetings  were  held  in  various  parts  of  the  county. 
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5. — ^The  nerw  Districpt  Schools  at  St.  Augustine's  Grates,  Norwich, 
were  opened  by  the  Lord  Bishop.  They  were  intended  to  acoommjodafce 
450  cluldren,  and  were  supported  bj  voluntaiy  subscriptions 

6. — ^Wintry  weather  set  in  with  great  severity.  The  frost  oonor 
menced  on  the  7th,  and  continued  to  increase  in  intensity  till  the  20th<, 
'*  when  the  thermometer  recorded  30  diegrees  below  freezing  point,  a 
depression  greater  than  in  the  intense  frost  of  1814,  when,  on  January 
9th,  it  stood  at  28  degrees  below  freezing.''  There  was  a  thaw  on  the 
21st,  but  on  the  23rd  the  frost  recommenced,  and  on  the  24th  the 
weather  was  bitterly  cold.  Remarkable  snowdrifts  occurred  on  roads 
neaor  the  coast.  **  The  river  at  Lynn  was  a  solid  bed  of  ice.  From 
the  eastern  side  to  the  opposite  shores  of  West  Lynn  and  North  Lynn 
persons  passed  and  r&-passed  with  the  same  facility  and  safety  as  if  it 
had  been  land.  A  similar  circumstance  had  not  occurred  for  half  a 
century."  A  second  thaw,  with  a  southerly  wind,  commenced  on  the 
29th,  but  on  February  Ist  the  wind  veered  to  the  east,  and  another 
frost  set  in.  From  Februal^  13th  to  the  15th  the  weather  was  so 
severe  that  water  indoors  was  frozen,  and  on  the  16th  the  thermometer 
stood  at  16  degrees  below  freezing  point.  A  decid>ed  thaw  took  place 
on  the  22nd,  but  on  the  23rd  a  fourth  frost  occurred.  In  the  week 
commencing  March  4th  a  rapid  thaw  was  followed  by  heavy  rains,  ice 
and  snow  vanished  with  surprising  rapidity,  and  business  was  resumed 
on  the  navigable  streams,  wihdch  for  so  long  had  been  impassable. 
Throughout  the  frost  "  the  poulterers  were  abundantly  supplied  with 
British  and  foreign  wild  fowl  of  all  d^escriptions." 

12. — ^Died  at  Downhami  Market,  in  his  69th  year,  Mr.  6.  W.  Lemon, 
son  of  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Lemon,  formerly  vioar  of  East  Walton  and  rector 
of  Gayton  Thorpe.  He  was  for  40  years  an  annual  contributor  to 
"  Fuloher's  Ladies'  Pocket  Book,"  and  wrote  for  the  newspaper  Press 
many  articles  on  a  variety  of  subjects. 

15. — ^The  members  of  the  Norwich  Madrigal  Society  held  their  first 
public  meeting  at  the  old  Library  Room,  St.  Andrew's  Hall.  .The  pro- 
gramme contained  a  composition  by  Mr.  J.  F.  Hill,  son  of  Mr.  John  Hill, 
the  Festival  chorus  maeter,  entitled,  "  I  saw  fair  Chloris."  "  It  is  a 
madrigal  truly  worthy  of  the  Elizabethan  age,  and  has  been  recognised 
as  such  by  the  London  Madrigal  Society,  into  whose  stock  it  has  been 
received.     Not  a  single  modern  phrase  is  to  be  detected." 

18.— The  old  Norwic(b  Glee  Club,  revived  under  the  title  of  "  The 
Norwich  Glee  and  Harmonic  Society,"  gave  its  first  concert  under  the 
conductorahip  of  Mr.  Harcourt,  organist  of  St.  Stephen's  church. 

22. — ^The  tide  in  Yarmouth  Harbour  wae  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 
**  The  bed  of  the  river  was  left  dry  more  than  20  feet  from  the  quay 
head." 

27.* — ^"  The  severity  of  the  weather  has  induced  several  families  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Holt  to  adopt  the  American  fashion  of  travelling 
in  sledges.    The  greatest  curiosity  is  caused  among  the  natives." 

FEBRUARY. 

5. — ^Norwich  Theatre  was  opened  for  the  season  with  the  engagement 
of  the  Boleno  family,  who  appeared  in  a  pantomime^ballet,  followed  by 
tableaux,  ico, 
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7. — At  a  general  meeting  oi  the  shareholders  of  the  Norfolk  and 
Norwich  MuBcum,  it  waa  resolved  "  that  the  property  lately  used  as  a 
public  library  be  purdiased,  and  the  building  committee  authorised  to 
wake  such  altera  lions  and  additions  thereto  as  may  be  requisite  for 
affording  accommodation  to  the  Museum,  the  Literary  Institution,  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  United  Medical  Book  Society,  and  any  other  insti- 
tution of  a  literary  or  scientific  nature  who  may  wiah  to  take  rooms 
under  the  same  roof  as  the  Museum,  the  money  to  be  raised  by  volun- 
tary donations  and  shares  of  £b  each,  bearing  interest  at  three  per 
cent,  per  annum." 

9. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Town  Council,  Mr.  Bignold  moved 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  draw  up  a  petition  to  both  Houses 
of  Parliament  in  favour  of  the  adoption  of  the  penny  postage.  The 
petition  was  adopted  on  February  22nd. 

16. — Died,  aged  83,  Mr.  Ekimund  Manning,  of  London  Street,  Nor- 
wich, "the  oldest  and  wealthiest  retired  ^tradesman  in  St.  Peter  Man- 
croft."  He  was  a  brazier  by  trade.  "  Some  property  which  his  father 
left  him  with  what  he  had  himself  industriously  acquired,  was  so  par- 
simoniously 'hoarded  during  his  long-protracted  life  it  accumulated 
the  immense  sum  of  £70,000,  of  which  between  £50,000  and  £60,000 
were  in  the  Funds.  His  annual  income  at  the  time  of  his  death  was 
upwards  of  £2,100  a  year,  and  his  expenses  were  probably  not  208. 
a  week.  The  great  bulk  of  his  property  was  left  to  distant  relations 
for  whom  he  affected  to  have  no  regard,  whilst  those  whose  expectations 
he  had  raised  (even  on  the  day  before  his  death)  had  reason  to  be  dis- 
satisfied. He  gave  to  Mr.  T.  S.  Norgate  £29,000,  and  to  the  Rev. 
T.  S.  Buckle  £U,500,  and  to  Mr.  Manning,  of  London,  £14,500.  The 
remainder  he  has  bequeathed,  in  various  sums,  from  £1  to  £300,  to 
friends  and  acquaintances  and  to  certain  charitable  institutions.  He 
also  bequeathed  £4,000  three  per  cent.  Consols  to  the  trustees  of  the 
charity  schools,  the  dividends  to  be  applied  annually  to  apprenticing 
poor  boys." 

19. — ^A  prize-fight  took  place  at  Bedingham,  between  Cricknell  and 
Balls,  of  Norwich.  '^  After  a  contest  of  53  minutes,  Balla  was  obliged 
to  give  in." 

24.* — "  Died  lately,  in  the  Workhouse  at  Downham  Market,  at  the 
advanced  age  of  100  years,  Samuel  Simpson.  He  retained  his  faculties 
to  the  last,  and  was  able  to  walk  with  astonishing  alacrity." 

^*"  We  cannot  but  lament  the  loss  which  science  sustains  in  the 

death  of  Mr.  Samuel  Woodward.  He  was  an  excellent  geologist,  par- 
ticularly as  regards  his  native  county.  His  principal  works  were  *  The 
Outline  of  the  Geology  of  Norfolk  *  and  *  Synopsis  of  British  Organic 
Remains.'  He  was  a  skilful  and  unwearied  antiquary,  and  through  his 
means  were  recorded  many  valuable  notices  of  Norfolk  antiquities." 

^The  ship  Benwell,  Captain  Moody,  300  tons  burden,  bound  from 

Newcastle  to  London,  with  a  cargo  valued  at  £20,000,  was  lost  on 
Sheringham  Shoals.  "  The  crew  of  eleven  hands,  two  male  and  five 
female  passengers,  were  landed  on  Bumham  beach  almost  in  a  state 
of  nudi^." 

MARCH. 

5, — ^Died,  aged  82|  Mr.  Edward  Roger  Pratt,  of  Byston  House,  near 
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Downham  Market,  "  of  whom  it  may  be  said  that  he  exhibited)  in  every 
relation  of  life  a  perfect  picture  of  the  old  English  gentleman."  On 
the  death  of  Sir  Jacob  Astley,  in  1817,  he  unsuccessfully  contested  the 
county. 

12. — ^Lord  Suffield's  staghounds  met  on  Crostwight  Common.  The 
stasr  crossed  the  road  to  Beeston  Kail,  and  ran  thence  by  Rackheath 
to  Wroxham,  Salhouse,  Woodbastwick,  Ranworth,  Burlingham,  Upton, 
and  Acle;  crossed  the  Bure  and  made  for  Stokesby,  Thrigby,  and 
Caister,  going  within  a  mile  of  Yarmouth.  He  then  took  to  Breydon, 
where  he  waa  secured.  Distance  from  point  to  point,  18  milee; 
country  covered,  from  25  to  30  miles. 

16. — ^At  the  meeting  of  the  county  magistrates,  at  Norwich,  it  waa 
decided  that  in  future  the  Quarter  Sessions  be  adjourned  to  SwalTham 
instead  of  to  Lynn. 

17. — ^Died  at  Diss,  in  his  83rd  year,  Mr.  Meadows  Taylor.  "  It  is  a 
singular  fact  that  Mr.  Taylor  and  his  uncle,  the  late  Mr.  Meadows,  had 
carried  on  business  aa  solicitors  in  the  same  town  and  the  same  house 
for  the  long  period  of  97  years." 

19. — Died,  Mr.  Thomas  Bray,  farmer,  of  Diss,  aged  79.  "He  wa« 
the  sole  proprietor  of  Bray's  Diss  waggon,  which  has  travelled  over  the 
road  under  the  -same  name  for  upwards  of  a  century.  He  waa  interred 
on  the  26th,  when  the  hearse  was  followed  by  his  children  and'  descen- 
dants in  eight  gigs." 

22. — ^Henry  Pettett,  a  convict  und^r  sentence  of  fifteen  years*  trans- 
portation for  horse  stealing,  broke  out  of  his  cell  at  Norwich  Castle. 
"  He  m^ude  a  rope  of  his  blanket,  which  he  tied  round  a  ring  in  his 
cell  and  the  rest  round  his  irons,  to  prevent  their  clanking,  and  let 
himself  down  into  the  arch.  Thence  he  proceeded  to  the  top  of  the 
Castle,  but  suddenly  falling  down  he  pitched  his  head  into  a  bucket,  by 
whioh  he  was  somewhat  seriously  injured." 

28. — ^In  a  letter  addressed  to  the  officers,  non-commissioned  officers, 
and  privates  of  the  Norfolk  Yeomanry  Cavalry,  Lord  Sondes  announced  • 
that  the  Government  had  disbanded  a  great  part  of  the  Yeomanry 
force  raised  under  precisely  similar  conditions  to  their  own.  He  added 
that  he  had  resigned  his  commission  as  Major-Commandant,  and  advised 
the  regiment  to  disband  themselves  and  not  wait  to  be  dismissed.  The 
Lord  Lieutenant  afterwards  appointed  Capt.  Loftus  to  the  vacant  com- 
mand ;  and  the  Dereham  troop,  partially  disorganized  by  Lord  Sondes' 
resignation,  was  re-formed!  in  the  Eastern  division  as  the  Hingham 
troop,  and  placed  under  the  command  of  Captain  Ives.  The  uniform 
of  the  regiment  at  this  date  **  was  like  that  of  the  2nd  Life  Guards, 
with  silver  instead'  of  gold  lace." 

Sir  James  Flower,  of  Elccles  Hall,  accompanied  by  Lady  Flower, 

arrived  in  Norwich  to  attend  the  Judges  of  Assize  as  High  Sheriff  of 
Norfolk.  He  was  escorted  to  the  Swan  Inn  by  a  cavalcade  of  farmers. 
At  Attleborough  and  Wymondham  crowds  of  people  welcomed  the  High 
Sheriff  with  bands  of  music.  Throughout  the  Assize  week  he  gave 
official  and  other  dinners,  upon  a  scale  of  princely  magnificence,  and 
the  festivities,  for  such  they  were,  concluded  with  a  bespeak  at  the 
Theatre,  where  "  Mr.  Martin  sang  the  song  of  the  Ecdes  Hunt,  *  The 
Apple-green  Coats  with  the  Collars  of  Blue.' " 

X  2 
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30. — Jyied  at  Little  Walsin^ham,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Jackaon,  aged  82. 

"  She  was  one  of  the  earliest  supporters  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodists  in 
Lynn,  and  often  enjoyed  the  honour  of  entertaining  the  venerable 
founder  of  the  society,  the  late  Rev.  John  Wesley,  Dr.  Coke,  and  others." 

31.* — "Last  week  waa  buried,  at  Diss  church,  Susanna  Baldry, 
widow,  in  the  104th  year  of  her  age.  She  was  bom  in  the  year  1734, 
in  the  seventh  of  George  II.,  and  was  a  subject  of  four  Kings  and  a 
Queen." 

*"  We  regret  to  announce  the  death,  in  his  77th  year,  of  Lord 

Bemers,  so  long  known  as  the  sporting  Col.  Wilson,  of  Newmarket. 
Hia  lordship's  falconry  establishment  at  Didlington  was  also  well 
known,  as  he  gave  annually  several  flights  of  hawka  at  the  Newmarket 
meetings."  His  horse  Phosphorus  won  the  Derby  in  1837.  His  lord- 
ship was  succeeded  in  his  title  and  estates  by  his  brother,  the  Rev. 
Henry  Wilson. 

APRIL. 

4. — At  the  Norwich  Assizea,  before  Mr.  Baron  BoUand,  Jonathan 
Whitley  Cooper,  gentleman,  was  plaoed  at  the  bar  charged  with  the 
wilful  murder  of  Cornelius  Moor,  at  Catton.  Mr.  Byles  and  Mr. 
Roberts  were  for  the  prosecution,  and  Mr.  Fitzroy  Kelly,  Mr.  O'Mally, 
and  Mr.  William  Cooper  for  the  defence.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict 
of  not  guilty  of  murder,  but  guilty  of  manslaughter.  A  verdict  of 
acquittal  was  taken  in  the  further  charge  against  the  prisoner  of 
maliciously  shooting  at  a  man  named  Ford.  He  wem  sentenced  to  be 
imprisoned  in  the  House  of  Correction  for  one  year. 

11. — ^An  election  petition,  presented  by  Mr.  T.  0.  Springfield  and 
others,  against  the  return  of  Mr.  Edmond  Wodehouse  and  Mr.  H.  N. 
Burroughes  for  East  Norfolk,  waa  withdrawn. 

16. — The  popular  burletta,  "Jim  Ctow,  or  the  Flight  to  America," 
was  produced  at  Norwich  Theatre.  Mr.  Dunn  appeared  as  Jim  Crow, 
and  '^  gave  the  celebrated  song  as  sung  by  him  upwards  of  3,000  times." 
"  We  dare  scarcely  give  our  opinion  of  this  composition,  finding  our- 
selves, as  we  do,  at  such  complete  variance  with  the  taste  of  the  great 
Metropolis,  which  has  run  wild  in  ecstatic  enthusiasm)  over  this  precious 
piece  of  jingling  nonsense." 

18. — Died  at  Binham,  aged  89,  Thomas  Row,  "  the  last  of  a  body  of 
wooloombers  who  had=  been  employed  there  from  time  immemorial." 

23. — ^The  cuckoo  was  not  heard  until  this  date,  "being  the  latest 
indication  of  the  vernal  season  since  1767,  in  which  year  it  did  not 
sing  till  Hay  7th,  and  the  latest  ever  known  in  51  years^  according 
to  the  late  Mr.  Marsham's  observations  at  Stratton  Strawless." 

28. — ^The  hearing  of  the  petition  against  the  return  of  Mr.  C.  E. 
Rumbold  and  Mr.  William  Wilshere,  as  members  for  Yarmouth,  com- 
menced before  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons.  "  A  compro- 
mise was  effected,  by  which  one  of  the  members  vacates,  and  Mr.  Baring 
is  to  succeed.  Counsel  for  the  petitioners  unfolded  a  scene  of  profligate 
corruption  to  an  unparalleled*  extent.  If  the  petition  had  been  prose- 
cuted with  the  vindictive  feeling  and  party  spirit  exhibited  en  a  former 
occasion,  the  committals  to  Newgate  would  have  been  so  numerous  and 
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the  proseoutions  bo  sweeping  as  to  have  oarried  ruin  into  maaj  of  the 
principal  families."  At  the  election,  which  took  place  on  August  23rd, 
Mr.  Baring  was  opposed  hy  Mr.  Wilshere,  and  the  poll  was  declared  as 
follows: — ^Wilshere,  735;  Baring,  702.  **  A  poor  man  who  fait  much 
interest  in  the  result  of  the  election  declared. that  if  Mr.  Baring  lost 
he  would  hang  himself  in  less  than  an  hour  after  the  poll  dosed,  and 
he  aotuall7  did  it." 

MAY. 

7. — ^Mr.  Sinclair,  of  Dnuy  Lane  and  Covent  Garden,  appeared  for  a 
short  season,  commencing  on  this  date,  in  a  round  of  operatic  parts  at 
Norwich  Theatre^  after  an  absence  of  seventeen  jears. 

9. — ^The  Norwich  Town  Council  adopted,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Bar- 
well,  a  memorial  to  the  Board  of  Trade  in  favour  of  the  establishment 
of  a  school  of  design. 

11. — ^A  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  oommenced  the  hearing 
of  the  petition  of  Isaac  Wiseman  and  others  against  the  return  of  the 
Hon.  Robert  Campbell  Scarlett  and  the  Marquis  of  Douro,  as  members 
for  the  city  of  Norwich.  The  principal  allegations  were  bribery  and 
corruption  and  the  improper  keeping  of  the  poll.  On  May  12th,  alter 
an  examination  of  the  poll-books,  the  Committee  passed  the  following 
resolution: — "That  Arthur  Wellesley,  commonly  called  the  Marquis 
of  Douro,  is  duly  elected;  that  Robert  Campbell  Scarlett  is  not  duly 
elected;  and  that  Benjamin  Smith  is  dkily  elected,  and  ought  to  have 
been  returned."  The  Orange  and  Purple  dub,  at  a  meeting  held  at 
the  Norfolk  Hotel,  on  May  30tli,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  W.  J. 
Utten  Browne,  voted  an  address  to  Mr.  Scarlett,  acknowled|ging  the 
services  he  had  rendered  to  the  Conservative  cause. 

18. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Town  Council,  Mr.  Brightwell 
moved  that  a  petition  be  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons  in  favour 
of  a  national  system  of  education.  The  proposed  petition  stated  that 
"  every  individual  in  the  country  in  early  life,  without  regard  to  sect 
or  party,  should  be  afforded  the  opportunity  of  obtaining  the  elements 
of  useful  knowledige  and  an  acquaintance  with  the  sacred  Scriptiures." 
Mr.  Barwell  seconded.  Mr.  Seppings  moved,  as  an  amendment,  the  in- 
sertion of  the  clause :  "  Your  petitioners  pray  that  you  will  not  sanc- 
tion any  schemes  of  education  which  do  not  includle  with  the  daily 
reading  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  a  full  measure  of  religious  instruction 
based  upon  the  Word  of  God,  nor  any  general  system  of  national  educa- 
tion which  does  not  secure  the  careful  assistance  and  superintendence 
of  the  National  Church."  The  amendment  was  negatived,  and  the 
original  motion  adopted. 

24. — At  Norwich  Theatre  was  performed  for  the  first  time  a  drama 
entitled,  "  The  Siege  of  Lynn."  Another  new  piece  was  produced  on 
May  31st,  called  **  Pickwick,  or  the  Sayings  and  Doings  of  Sam  Weller.'' 

26. — John  Folker,  a  mariner,  who  had  seen  much  active  service, 
died  at  Lynn  at  the  age  of  86.  "  He  was  the  only  survivor  of  the  many 
Lynn  seamen  who  fought  in  the  memorable  battle  of  April  12th,  1782, 
when  the  British  Fleet,  under  the  command  of  Sir  George  Bridjges 
Rodney  (afterwards  Lord  Rodney),  engaged  and  defeated  die  French 
Fleet,  under  Count  de  Grasse,  in  the  West  Indies.      Folker  steered 
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Admiral  Rodnej'a  flagship  through  the  whole  of  that  eTentful  conflict. 
He  waa  buried  in  St  Margaret's  churchyard,  and  was  carried  to  the 
grave  by  six  aeamen  on  a  bier  over  which  was  the  Union  flag,  auppcnrted 
by  aix  naval  warriors  who  had  aerved  on  board  the  British  Fleet" 


JUNE. 

2.* — '*  It  was  Mr.  George  Borrow,  formerly  of  this  city,  who  was 
arrested  in  Spain  for  publishing  the  Testament  in  Spanish  and  the 
translation  of  the  Grospel  of  St.  Luke  into  the  gipsy  language,  but  was 
liberated  at  Sir  George  Villiers'  request  Count  Ofalia  declared  that 
Mr.  Borrow  had  been  discharged  from  his  confinement  with  unspotted 
honour  and  reputation.  He,  moreover,  ordered  the  policeman  on  whose 
evidence  he  had  been  arrested  to  be  punished,  and  promised  the  ex- 
penses should  be  paid  by  the  Government.'' 

17. — Upwell  church  was  opened  after  restoration.  The  Bishop  of 
Norwich,  who  preached  the  sermon,  referred  to  "  the  boundless  munifi- 
cence of  the  Rev.  W.  Gale  Townley,  through  whose  exertionft  and 
mainly  at  his  expense  had  been  produced  one  of  the  most  richly  oma- 
mented  edifices  in  the  kingdom." 

19. — ^Pockthorpe  Guild  was  held  at  Norwidi.  "  The  annual  amuse- 
ments took  place,  and  the  '  Mayor,'  upon  taking  office,  delivered  an 
address  on  the  green  at  Patteson's  Cellar  House,  to  the  effect  that  he 
would  endeavour  to  remove  the  duty  off  tea  and  sugar,  which  was  re- 
ceived with  great  cheering.  The  evening  terminated  with  the  accus- 
tomed sports,  as  climbing  the  greasy  pole,  grinning  through  collars, 
and  a  variety  of  other  entertainments.  The  celebration  of  the  anni- 
versary of  Pockthorpe  Guild  can  be  traced  as  far  back  as  the  year 
1772." 

28. — ^The  Coronation  of  Queen  Victoria  was  celebrated  in  Norwich 
with  great  rejoicings.  At  half-past  ten  the  Mayor  and  members  of  the 
Corporation  assembled  at  the  Free  Sohool,  and  proceeded  thence  to  the 
Cathedral,  where  the  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  Stone, 
the  Mayor's  chaplain,  from  the  text,  "  And  who  knoweth  whether  thou 
art  come  to  the  kingdom  for  sucb  a  timje  as  this  ?  "  (Elsther  iv.  14.) 
The  "  Hallelujah  Chorus  "  was  rendered.  At  noon  a  troop  of  the  4th 
Dragoon  Guards,  under  Major  Makepeace,  formed!  up  in  the  Market 
Place  "  and  fired  a  feu  de  joie  with  their  pistols,  and  afterwards  gave 
three  cheers,  flourishing  their  drawn  swords  above  their  heads  in 
honour  of  the  Queen."  The  officers  then  retired  to  the  Guildhall, 
where  the  Mayor,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  company,  jHroposed  the 
Queen's  health.  The  parishioners  of  St  Peter  Mancroft  entertained, 
at  the  Com  Exchange,  750  poor  persons,  and'  similar  feasts  were  given 
to  the  poor  of  other  parishes.  One  thousand  workpeople  employed  at 
the  Tarn  Factory  dined  in  ten  parties  at  ten  publio^iouses,  and)  formed 
afterwards  an  imposing  procession,  with  Mr.  Bignold  at  their  head. 
In  the  evening  the  city  was  illuminated,  and  there  was  a  grand  display 
of  flreworks  in  the  Market  Place.  The  Mayor  entertained  160  guests 
at  dinner  at  Chapel  Field  House,  and  the  members  of  the  Orange  and 
Purple  Club  dined  at  the  Theatre,  "  whiob,  by  throwing  a  flooring  of 
boards  from  the  stage  over  the  pit,  was  converted  into  a  commodious 
banqueting  room.     In  the  background  was  a  drop  scene,  giving  a  view 
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of  St.  Andrew's  HaJl  on  a  banqueting  day"  Mr.  W.  J.  Utten  Browne 
presided,  and  many  ladies  who  graced  the  gathering  by  their  attend- 
ance were  provided  with  seats  in  the  dress  oirde.  Similar  celebrations 
took  place  at  Yarmouth,  Lynn,  and  other  towns  in  the  county.  Every 
village  commemorated  the  event,  "  and  everywhere  it  was  a  joyous 
day,  for 

The  sqmre's  wide  hall 

And  the  oottage  small 

Were  full  of  goodi  Engliah  cheer." 

On  the  29th  the  Corporation  of  Norwich  held  a  special  meeting,  and 
voted  an  address  to  the  Queen,  "  after  a  long  and  angry  debate,  in 
consequence  of  the  address  oontaining  sentiments  in  which  the  Con- 
servative party  could  not  concur."  The  result  was  the  framing  of 
another  address,  signed  by  5,000  freemen,  freeholders,  and  citizens, 
praying  her  Majesty  *'  to  preserve  inviolate  the  Union  between  Church 
and  State." 

28. — ^The  Norwich  Race  Meeting,  called  on  this  occasion  the  "  Corona- 
tion Races,"  took  place  on  Mousehold  Heath,  and!  was  attended  by 
30,000  spectators. 

JULY. 

6. — At  the  county  magistrates'  meeting,  at  Norwich,  a  resolution 
woB  adopted  for  the  erection  of  a  new  Shirehall  at  Swaltham,  and  at  the 
meeting  on  October  9th  a  committee  was  appointed  to  further  the 
scheme,  which  was  estimated  to  cost  £1,750.  On  January  4th,  1839, 
the  justices  ordered  the  oarrying  out  of  plans  prepared  by  Mr.  Browne, 
the  cost  not  to  exoeedl  £2,141. 

7.* — "  A  handsome  boat,  completely  fitted  out  as  a  phaeton,  has  been 
built  by  Mr.  Philip  Neale,  of  St.  Giles's  Gates,  and  is  now  exhibited  to 
the  public.  It  is  built  for  a  sporting  gentleman,  and  is  capable  of 
containing  bedding  and  luggage,  the  fore  part  being  enclosed  by 
hatches,  and  altogether  of  a  novel  description." 

11. — A  meeting  of  Norwich  camlet  weavers  was  held  at  the  Green 
Hill  Gardens;,  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  a  report  from  the  deputation 
sent  to  Yorkshire  by  the  union  to  enquire  into  the  truth  of  the  state- 
ment of  the  employers  with  reference  to  the  cause  of  the  redluction  of 
wages,  namely,  the  great  quantity  of  camlets  manufactured  in  and 
exported!  from  Yorkshire.  It  was  resolved,  after  hearing  the  deputa- 
tion, "  that  the  propooedl  reduction  was  perfectly  unnecessary,  and  that 
they  were  determined  to  support  a  strike  by  all  legal  means  in  their 
power."  Hie  business  of  Mr.  Robberds  was  obstructed  by  persons 
being  prevented  from  taking  work  at  reduced  prioes.  On  August  27th 
a  number  of  weavers  complained  to  the  magistrates  that  they  had  been 
subjected  to  intimidation  on  proceeding  to  work  at  Mr.  Robberds',  and 
on  the  29th  they  were  escorted  to  the  factory  by  a  large  force  of  police. 
The  military  were  held  in  readiness  in  case  of  disturbance.  In  conse- 
quence of  work  having  been  cut  from  the  looms,  the  houses  of  all  the 
weavers  were  strongly  guardled!^ 

19. — ^Mr.  Owen,  of  New  Lanark,  expoimded  ''  his  visionary  projects 
for  the  new  organization  and  classification  of  society,"  in  a  series  of 
lectures  which  commenced  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  on  this  date. 
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23. — ^A  remarkable  case  of  body-atealing  came  before  tbe  NcHrwioh 
magiiftratea.  Mary  Mazej,  the  widow  of  John  Maxey,  complained  th«b 
Mr.  George  Perowne,  a  veterinary  surgeon,  practising  in  the  parish  of 
All  Saints,  had  gone  to  her  house  during  her  absence  and  removed  the 
body  of  her  husband,  who  died  on  July  8th.  On  the  12th  she  saw  the 
body  at  Mr.  Perowne's,  where  the  deceased  had  formerly  worked;  and 
on  the  14th  she  saw  it  again,  but  the  heart  had  been  taken  out  and 
the  corpse  otherwise  **  cut  and  hackled."  On  the  15th,  accompanied 
by  the  mourners,  she  went  to  take  the  body  away  for  burial,  Init  Mr. 
Perowne  drove  them  out  of  the  yard  with  a  gun,  alleging  that  the  corpse 
was  hia  property,  and  that  he  had  paid  for  it  sixteen  yean  previously. 
It  was  af  terwaids  taken  to  the  steeple  of  All  Saints'  church,  where  it 
remained  without  a  shroud.  Mr.  Perowne  was  too  drunk  to  appear  at 
court  on  that  day,  but  he  waa  apprehended,  and  on  the  24th  taken 
before  the  magistrates,  to  whom  he  stated  that  he  had  purchased  the 
body  of  the  deceaaed  during  his  lifetime,  and  contended  that  it  waa 
his  property.  He  had  "  cut  it  up "  in  the  interests  of  science.  Hie 
magistrates  reminded  Mr.  Perowne  that  his  practice  did  not  require  a 
knowledge  of  the  anatomy  of  the  human  body,  and  that  his  premises 
were  not  licensed  for  anatomical  studies.  Mr.  Perowne  ref^ed  that 
he  was  a  member  ol  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital.  The  Bench  oomr 
mitted  him  for  trial  at  the  Assizesi,  which  were  held  on  August  6th, 
before  Mr.  Justice  Littledale,  who  said  he  understood  that  no  bill  would 
be  presented  in  the  case.  The  accused  waa  called  upon  and  formally 
discharged. 

30. — ^Mr.  Farren,  of  Drury  Lane  and  Oorent  Garden,  conmienoed  a  six 
nights'  engagement  at  Norwich  Theatre,  as  Lord  Ogleby  (''  The  Clan- 
destine Marriage ").  His  other  characters  were  Uncle  Fooale,  l^r 
Peter  Teazle,  Pierre  Galliard  ("  The  Soldier  of  102  "),  Admiral  King- 
ston ('*  Naval  Engagements "),  Robert  BramUe  ("  The  Poor  Gentle- 
man "),  Odbody  ("  Advice  Gratia "),  Sir  Abel  Hardy  ("  Speed  the 
Plough  "),  4c.     Mr.  Farren  afterwards  performed  at  Tarmouth  Theatre. 

^Violent  hailstorms,    accompanied  by   thunder   and   lightning, 

occurred  in  many  parts  of  the  county.  At  Cockley  Ciey  great  damage 
waa  done.  "  Pieces  of  ice  as  big  as  walnuts  were  found  lying  under 
the  hedges  next  morning,  and  the  turnips  were  out  into  shreds." 


AUGUST. 

1. — This  being  the  day  on  which  the  "negro  apprentices"  of  the 
West  Indies  were  admitted  to  freedom,  the  event  was  commemorated 
by  a  united  prayer  meeting,  presided  over  by  Mr.  Alexander,  at  Prince's 
Street  chapel,  Norwich. 

2. — A  ''foot-steeplechase"  took  place  at  MThitlingham.  The  com- 
petitors had  to  pa£s  several  times  through  the  river.  The  event  waa 
chiefly  remarkable  for  *'  the  perfect  deluge  of  base  coin  put  in  circula- 
tion by  the  swell  mob  from  London."  The  landlord  of  Whitlingham 
Gardens  alone  took  £4  worth  of  bad  silver.  Li  the  disturbance  wihich 
ensued  a  constable  named  Hansell  had  his  leg  broken. 

3. — ^The  High  Sheriff  (Sir  James  Flower)  arrived  at  Norwich  to 
attend  the  Judges  of  Assize,  Mr.  Justice  Parke  and  Mr.  Justice  Little- 
dale.     With  Lady  Flower  he  took  up  his  quarters  at  tbe  Norfolk  Hotel, 
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and,  SB  at  previous  Assizes^  dispensed  hospitalitj  with  most  ostentatious 
liberality. 

13. — ^Died  in  Norwich,  aged  38,  Mr.  Horatio  Beevor  Love,  portrait 
painter. 

17. — ^Died  at  her  house  in  Surrey  Street,  Norwich,  in  her  96th  year, 
Miss  Elizabeth  Lany,  the  last  survivor  of  the  three  daughters  and  sole 
children  of  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Lany,  rector  of  Mulbarton.  ''  On  both 
paternal  and  maternal  sides  ehe  was  allied  to  some  of  the  best  families 
in  Norfolk  and  Suffolk.'' 

21. — ^A  grand  bazaar  was  held  at  the  New  Inn,  Cromer,  in  aid  of 
the  fund  for  maintaining  the  "  defence  wall."  After  the  sale  **  the 
jetty,  the  Victoria  Parade  (between  the  walls),  and  the  cliffe  were 
thronged  with  fashionable  promenaders,"  and  in  the  evening  ''  120 
ladies  and  gentlemen  repaired  to  the  New  Lm  ball  room,  where  quad- 
rilles and  waltzes  were  got  up." 

28. — ^This  was  the  hottest  day  of  the  summer.  The  thermometer 
stood  at  83^  in  the  shade.  A  thunderstorm  occurred  in  the  evening, 
and  Mrs.  Roach^  a  schoolmistress  at  Wroxham,  was  killed  by  lightning. 
The  weather  on  the  29th  was  cold,  wet,  and  boisterous. 


SEPTEMBER. 

1. — A  white  sparrowhawk  was  shot  in  Lakenham  valley. 

6. — ^The  "  London  Gazette  "  of  this  date  contained  the  announcement 
that  the  Queen  had  granted  to  Mr.  Isaac  Preston,  of  Stanfield  Hall, 
Recorder  of  Norwich,  her  Royal  licence  and  authority  to  use  the  sur- 
name of  Jermy,  in  lieu  of  that  of  Preston. 

8.* — "  A  porpoise,  weighing  1  cwt.  and  upwards,  was  lately  taken  at 
West  l^merton,  near  the  free  staith  adljoining  lands  occupied  by  Mr. 
H.  M.  Thompson.  Its  length  was  5  ft.  3  in.,  and  after  being  boiled  it 
produced  5^  gallons  of  oil.  The  distance  from  the  sea  is  at  least 
25  miles." 

10. — ^Mdlle.  Placci  gave  an  Italian  concert  at  the  Assembly  Ro<Mns, 
Norwidh.  She  was  assisted  by  Signer  Paltoni,  Signer  Bogrey,  Signer 
Puzzi  (horn),  and  Mr.  Harcourt  (pianoforte). 

12. — ^A  public  meeting  was  held  in  Surlingham  parish  church,  pre- 
sided over  by  the  Rev.  E.  Day,  rector  of  Kirby,  in  aid  of  the  Church 
Missionary  Society.  Addresses  were  given  by  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  J.  T. 
Pelham,  lie  Rev.  E.  C.  Brewer,  Mr.  W.  Sparkes,  and  the  Rev.  J.  Patte- 
son.  Similar  meetings,  some  of  a  purely  secular  character,  were  held 
in  parish  churches  at  this  date. 

20. — ^Mr.  Joseph  Wiggins,  a  weU-known  and  popular  coaohmaji,  was 
presented,  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  Norwich,  with  a  handeome  silver  cup, 
**  in  testimony  of  the  respect  for  his  general  good  conduct  during  his 
dragmanship  of  eleven  years  on  the  Norwich  and  Lynn  road." 

21. — ^The  Norwich  fillover  weavers  passed  a  resolution  "that  the 
system  of  copying  patterns  from  manufactured  fillover  work,  as  is  now 
practised  by  Scotch  manufacturers,  is  the  principal  oause  of  the  depres- 
sion of  our  branch  of  the  manufacture,  and  loudly  appeals  to  the  Legis- 
lature for  their  interference." 


^    I 
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24. — ^An  extraordinary  riot  occurred  at  Stanfield  HaU,  the  Beat  (oi 
Mr.  iBaao  Jermj.  The  mob,  led  hj  a  person  named  Larner,  who  pro- 
fessed to  be  a  claimant  to  the  Stanfield  property,  took  forcible  posses^ 
sion  of  the  mansion.  The  4th  Dragoon  Guards  were  sununoned  from 
Norwich  to  aid  the  civil  power.  The  intruder  and  his  followers  were 
expelled  from  the  premises,  and  about  80  taken  into  custody  and 
lodged  in  Norwich  Castle.  At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  on  April  13th, 
1839,  before  Mr.  Justice  Vaugham,  70  of  the  accused  were  sentenced 
to  one  week's  imprisonment^  and  the  remainder  to  terms  varying 
from  three  months  to  two  months. 


OCTOBER. 

6.* — *'  A  female  specimen  of  the  Peregrine  falcon  was  lately  shot  by- 
Mr.  Walter  Roper,  of  Norwich,  whilst  it  was  in  the  act  of  stooping 
at  some  pigeons  at  Duke's  Palace  Bridge.  It  is  almost  an  unprece- 
dented occurrence  for  a  bird  of  retired  habits  like  the  peregrine,  and 
80  rare  in  Norfolk,  to  have  been  killed  in  the  centre  of  a  large  city." 

11. — During  a  gale  in  the  night,  2,000  sail  of  ships  sought  refuge 
in  Yarmouth  Roads.  '*  To  supply  their  wants  more  than  j&3,000  were 
laid  out  in  Yarmouth  on  Saturday  alone,  and  the  butchers  were  oUiged 
to  kill  every  bullock,  sheep,  <kc.,  that  they  could  getw" 

15. — ^The  Hingham  Troop  of  Yeomanry  Cavalry,  oommaoided  by  Capt. 
Ives,  were  presented  with  a  standard  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the 
county. 

20.''^ — "  The  match  trade,  which  for  many  years  has  been  an  excuse 
for  begging,  is  likely  soon  to  be  ruined  by  the  superior  demand  for 
lucifers  for  obtaining  an  instantaneous  light,  which  are  now  selling  at 
so  cheap  a  rate.  One  tradesman  alone  in  Norwich  (Mr.  Wiles,  oi  fix- 
changfe  Street)  has  had  delivered  this  week  by  water  and  land  darriage 
20,000  boxes." 

28. — The  Chartist  movement  commenced  in  Norwich.  Mr.  J.  K 
Stephens,  from  Asbton,  and  Mr.  Julian  Harney  addressed  meetings  in 
the  Market  Place  in  support  of  the  "  people's  charter,"  which,  amongst 
other  things,  demanded  universal  suffrage,  annual  Parliaments,  the 
ballot,  and  the  non-proi>erty  quaJificntion  for  members  of  Parliaments 
On  the  29th  a  meeting  was  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  the  use  of  which 
was  granted  by  the  Mayor. 


NOVEMBER. 

5. — ^A  meeting  was  held  at  Yarmouth  in  furtherance  of  the  move- 
ment for  decreasing  the  hours  of  shop  assistants.  The  employers  were 
asked  to  close  their  shops  at  eight  o^clock  from  Michaelmas  to  Lady 
Day,  and  at  nine  in  the  sunmier  months,  except  on  Saturday,  when 
they  should  close  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening.  Like  meetings  were 
held  at  Norwich  and  Lynn. 

9. — ^Mr.  John  Marshall  was  elected  Mayor  of  Norwich,  and  Mr.  Heniy 
Woodcock  appointed  Sheriff. 
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10. — ^The  completion  of  the  building  of  the  new  chimnev  of  the 
Yam  Factory  near  "Whitefriars  Bridge,  Norwich,  "  waa  celebrated  by  a 
band  of  music  placed  on  the  top  playing  national  airs  and  '  Grod  save 
the  Queen,'  accompanied  by  the  workmen  joining  in  chorus,  when  a 
flag  was  hoisted  and  several  guns  iired  from  the  top.  The  ahaft  is 
165  feet  high,  with  a  ooping  of  oast-iron  weighing  upwards  of  4  tons.'' 
Th.e  builders  were  Mr.  £yerett  Cattermoul  and  Mr.  C.  Darkins. 

22. — ^Tom  Allen,  'Hhe  faithful  servant  of  Lord  Nelson,"  died  at 
Greenwich  Hospital.  He  was  born  at  Burnham  Thorpe,  in  1764,  and 
joined  the  Navy  in  1793.  He  first  served  on  board  the  Agamemnon, 
under  the  command  of  Captain  Nelson.  After  the  death  of  Nelson, 
Allen  entered  the  eervice  of  Sir  William  Boston,  R.N.,  at  Costess^, 
and  by  the  influence  of  Sir  Thomas  Hardy,  one  of  the  Lords  of  the 
Admiralty,  was  enabled  to  end  his  days  at  Greenwich. 

24. — ^Died  in  Norwich,  Mr.  James  Lambe,  aged  56.  "He  was  well 
known  to  the  managers  of  the  Festivals  and  to  many  musical  people 
as  a  noted  and  accurate  copjdst.  His  endowments  were  not  of  an 
ordinary  kind.  He  was  a  ready  versifier,  with  considerable  humour 
and  some  share  of  imagination.  With  the  works  of  Shakespeare, 
Milton,  and  the  poets  of  Queen  Anne's  time  he  waa  intimately 
acquainted.  He  had  lived  on  terms  of  familiarity  with  Crabbe,  to 
whom  he  ha<]  acted  as  amanuensis.  Like  many  other  sons  of  genius, 
he  had-  endured  the  extremes  of  poverty;  but  under  every  privation 
and  under  many  temptations  he  uniformly  preserved  his  cheerfulness 
and  his  integrity.  His  latter  years  were  p^assed  in  comparative  com- 
fort, through  the  kindness  of  a  professional  gentleman,  who  gave  him 
constant  employment." 

26. — ^North  Walsham  was  lighted  with  gas  for  the  first  time,  in  cele- 
bration of  which  a  band  of  music  paraded  the  town  and  a  dinner  took 
place  at  the  King's  Arms  Inn.  The  gas  works  were  erected  by  Mr. 
John  Malem. 

^The  sloop  Volharden,  of  Flushing,  with  a  orew  of  nine  hand-s, 

was  brought  into  Yarmouth  Roads  by  the  Bad|ger  Revenue  cutter,  Lieut. 
R.  Perceval,  R.N.,  on  suspicion  of  smuggling.  Spirits  in  large  quanti- 
ties were  found  on  board.  Two  of  the  crew  were  sentenced  to  six 
months'  imprisonment  by  the  Yarmouth  magistrates  on  December  7th. 
Lieut.  Perceval  recommended  them  to  mercy,  on  the  ground  that  they 
had  rendered  valuable  assistance  to  the  Bad^rer  when  she  was  in  diffi- 
culties, and  the  sentences  were  commuted)  to  three  months'  imprison- 
ment. 

DEGEMBEB. 

3. — A  fine  specimen  of  the  little  bustard  was  shot  in  a  turnip  field  at 
Old  Buckenham. 

-Gushing  and  Smith,  Norwich  pugilists,  seconded  by  Cricknell 


and  Perowne,  fought  13  severe  rounds  on  Mousehold  Heath.    Through- 
out Gushing  had  the  advantage  of  his  opponent,  and  won. 

6. — ^The  Royal  Amphitheatre  and  Gircus  at  the  Pantheon,  Ranelagh 
Gardens,  Norwich,  opened  for  the  season,  imder  the  management  of 
Mr.  Atkins.  In  addition  to  the  circus  performiance,  equestrian  spec- 
tacles, ballets, ''  musical  soirees,"  and  comic  pantomimes  were  produced. 
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14. — 'nie  ''London  Gaxetto"  of  this  date  contained  the  aniKMiiioe- 
ment  that  the  4thi  Rojal  Irish  Dragoons,  a  portion  of  which  regiment 
waa  then  stationed  in  Norwich,  had  permission  to  wear  upon  their 
standards  and  appointments  the  harp,  crown,  and  star  of  tike  moat 
illustrious  Order  of  St.  Patrick. 

18. — ^Died  in  Friar's  Street,  Lynn,  Mrs.  Ann  Lamer,  aged  100  j^eara. 

22. — ^The  weight  of  turkeys  sent  hy  Messrs.  Mack  and  Co.'a.  van  from 
Norwich  to  London  on  this  day  was  6  tons  18  cwt. ;  hefore  the  end  of 
the  journey  the  load  was  increased  to  10  tons. 

26. — ^The  Theatre  Royal,  Norwich,  was  occupied  dKiring  the  Christ- 
maa  holidays  by  Mr.  Ducrow's  equeetrian  company  from,  the  Royal 
Amphitheatre,  London.  Among  the  pageants  produced  were  **  Gharie- 
magne,"  "  St.  George  and  the  Dragon/'  "  Mazeppa,"  end  ''  Timour  the 
Tartar.''     The  season  closed  on  January  26th,  1839. 


1839. 


JANUARY. 

5. — Died  at  Braconash,  aged  85,  Eliza>beth,  widlow  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Bemey,  and  third'  and  last  surviving  daughter  of  Sir  George  Duckett, 
Bart.,  of  Hartham,  Wilts.  '*  Mra.  Bemey  was  a  true  representative  of 
an  English  lady  of  times  past,  in  its  dignified!  and  most  attractive 
fornik"  At  the  funeral  at  Braconash^  on  the  15th,  the  hearse  was  pre- 
oediedl  by  ''  a  canopy  of  plumes  of  feathers,  borne  hj  a  mute  with  two 
others,  one  on  each  side." 

7. — A  severe  gale  raged  on  the  Norfolk  coast,  and  many  vessels  were 
wrecked.  Thirteen  sail  of  vessels  belonging  to  Yarmouth,  with  100 
hands  on  board,  were  mi<86ing,  and  at  a  public  meeting  held  in  the 
borough  on  the  23rd,  a  fund  was  started  for  the  relief  of  the  widows 
and  children. 

14. — ^At  Lynn  Quarter  Sessions^  before  the  Recorder  (Mr.  Martin 
John  West),  an  indictment  was  preferred  by  Dr.  John  Tweedale,  of  that 
town,  against  Mr.  William  Drake,  of  Elast  Dereham,  and  Mr.  James 
Bowker,  charging  the  defendants  with  provoking  him  to  fight  a  duel, 
and  with  common  assault.  Mr.  Drake,  a  cnlicitor,  was  employed  by 
the  Conservative  party  in  the  borough  to  attend  the  revision  of  the 
municipal  voters'  lists,  and  a  quarrel  arose  in  consequence  of  certain 
evidence  given  by  Dr.  Tweedale  as  a  charity  trustee.  The  defendant 
Drake  was  found  guilty  of  a  oommon  assault,  and  fined  £,h]  and 
Bowker  was  acquitted. 

The  agitation  for  the  repeal  of  the  Com  Laws  was  commenced 

in  Norwich  by  the  holding  of  a  preliminary  meeting,  at  which  a  peti- 
tion in  favour  of  the  movement  was  agreed  to.  A  common  hall  was 
held  on  February  7th,  presided  over  by  the  Mayor  (Mr.  J.  Marshall), 
when  the  Chartists  attended  and  created  a  great  disturbance.  A  reso- 
lution in  favour  of  repeal  was  adopted.     The  Town  Council  discussed 
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h  the  flubjeot  on  February  8th  and  lltlh^  and  a  motion  for  petitioning 

t  both  Houses  of  Parliament  for  a  total  repeal  waa  carried  by  26  votes 

1  to  20.     MeetiDgs  with  the  same  object  became  general  throughout  the 

f;  county. 

16. — Heigham  Episcopal  chapel,  Norwich,  was  consecrated  by  the 
t;  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  was  known  afterward's  as  the  chapel  of  the 

^  Holy  Trinity. 

;  2L — Died  at  Catton,  aged  38,  the  Rev.  Daore  Barrett  Lennard,  sixth 

son  of  Sir  Thomas  Barrett  Lennard,  of  Belhus,  Essex,  rector  of  St. 
Michael  at  Plea,  Norwich,  and  chaplain  to  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Sussex 

*  and  Lord  Western.     His  remains  were  interred  on  the  28th  "  in  a 

vault  near  the  altar  of  his  church." 

28. — ^Died  at  Hampetead,  Sir  William  Beeohey,  R.A.,  aged  86.  He 
wa»  a  native  of  Burford,  Oxfordshire,  and  in  early  life  settled  and 
married  in  Norwich.  Elected  an  associate  of  the  Royal  Academy  in 
1793,  he  painted  in  the  same  year  a  full-length  portrait  of  Queen  Char- 
lotte, who  honoured  him  with  the  appointment  of  Queen's  portrait 
painter.  In  1798  he  painted  an  equestrian  portrait  of  George  III., 
with  the  Prince  of  Wales  and  Duke  of  York,  reviewing  the  3rd  and 
10th  Dragoons,  attended  by  Lieut.-General  Dundas,  General  Sir  William 
Fawcett,  and  Major  George  Goldsworthy.  In  the  same  year  he  received 
the  honour  of  knighthood,  the  first  instance  of  its  being  conferred  on 
an  artist  since  the  time  of  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds.  At  St.  Andrew's  Hall, 
Norwich,  there  are  four  portraits  by  Sir  William,  namely,  those  of 
Admiral  Lord  Nelson,  Mr.  John  Patteson,  Mr.  Elisha  de  Hague,  and 
Mr.  J.  S.  Patteson.  His  son,  Capt.  Beeohey,  R.N.,  was  one  of  Capt.  Sir 
E3d*ward  Parry's  lieutenants  in  his  second  expedition  towards  the  North 
Pole. 


FEBRUARY. 

3. — ^This  day  (Sunday)  a  prize-fight  took  place  on  Costessey  Common, 
between  Rix  and  Clarke,  of  Norwich,  seconded  by  Cricknell  and  Blan6hr 
flower,  "  of  the  new  scientific  school."  Sixty-three  rounds  were  fought, 
in  1  hr.  20  mins.  Rix  was  the  victor.  "  Never  were  two  men  more 
severely  punished  by  eaxsh  other." 

6. — ^The  Rev.  W.  J.  Bakewell,  upwards  of  eleven  years  minister  of 
the  Unitarian  chapel,  Norwidb,  "  who  is  about  to  emlmrk  for  America," 
waa  presented  by  his  congregation  with  a  purse  of  105  so  vs. 

10.* — "  The  week  before  last,  in  a  little  more  than  three  days.  Sir 
Riohatrd  Sutton,  Bart.,  and  a  small  party  of  friend<8  shot  1,313  pheasants 
and  an  immense  quantity  of  hares,  rabbits,  partridges,  and  woodcock, 
on  his  estate  at  Lynford  and  Tofts."  (This  was  described  as  "  killing, 
not  tiporting.") 

^Mr.  William;  DaJrymple  resigned  office  as  one  of  the  surgeons 

of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital,  and  Mr.  J.  Godwin  John*8on  was 
elected  in  his  place. 

11. — ^A  trotting  match  took  place  at  Attleborough,  between  a  horse 
named  Scrosrgins,  belonging  to  Mr.  Ling,  of  Besthorpe,  and  a  cob  the 
property  of  Mr.  Robert  Large,  of  EJllinghami.  The  match,  waa  run  in 
two  mile  heats,  and  was  won  by  the  former,  in  the  presence  of  upwar^te 
of  3,000  spectators, 
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19. — ^Bfr.  Hotmn,  solicitor,  of  Lon^  Stratton,  while  driying  to  Nor- 
wich, was  robbed  of  a  pune  of  money'  and  a  case  of  bank  notes,  near 
Harford  Bridgea  One  of  his  assailants  pulled  him  back  in  the  gig  and 
covered  his  mouth  with  his  hand  while  three  others  rifled  his  pockets. 
At  the  Norwich  Quarter  Sessions,  in  April,  a  man  named  Daniel  Archer 
was  charged  with  the  offence,  and  acquitted. 

21. — ^The  litigation  respecting  the  Norwich  charities  entered  upon 
its  final  stage  in  the  House  of  Lords,  when  the  appeal,  Bignold  aod 
others  v.  Springfield  came  on  for  hearing.  Lord  Wynford  said  the 
question  he  had  to  propose  was  that  the  judges  should  state  their 
opinion  whether,  having  reference  to  the  74th  section  of  the  Municipal 
Corporation  Act,  the  administration  of  the  oharities  continued  in  the 
old  Corporation  after  August  Ist,  1836.  Mr.  Justice  Littledale  asked 
for  time  to  consider  the  question.  On  June  24th  the  House  decided  in 
favour  of  the  then  trustees.  Lord  Chief  Justice  Tindal  said  :  "  Upon 
the  whole  we  think  the  administration  of  the  charity  estates  did  not 
continue  in  the  persons  described  in  the  71st  section  of  the  5th  and 
fith  William  TV.  after  August  1st."  The  order  was  confirmed,  with  costs 
against  the  appellants. 

^The  Marquis  of  Douro  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons  a 

petition  signed  by  1,600  of  the  inhabitants  of  Norwich  for  leave  to 
bring  in  the  Norwidh  Improvement  Bill.  The  Bill  was  read  a  first 
time.  It  passed  its  second  reading  on  March  21st,  and  was  read  a 
third  time  on  June  19th.  The  object  of  the  Bill  was  to  repeal  the 
then  existing  Acts  and  to  substitute  a  more  effectual  provision  for 
the  better  p>aving,  lighting,  and  improvement  of  the  city.  At  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Town  Council  on  July  16th  it  was  agreed  to  petition 
the  House  of  Lordb  in  opposition  to  the  Bill  "  in  the  way  it  should 
come  from  the  Commons."  When  the  Bill  was  before  the  Committee 
of  the  House  of  Lords  on  July  23rd  objection  was  taken  that  the 
notices  on  the  part  of  the  promoters  were  insufficient,  and  the  Bill 
was  consequently  lost.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Paving  Commissioners 
on  December  17th  it  was  reported  that  costs  amounting  to  J&1,600 
had  been  incurred  in  opposing  the  Bill. 


MARCH. 


2. — Smallpox  was  reported  to  be  very  prevalent  in  Norwich. 
Within  the  preceding  month  one  hundred  persons  died  of  the  disease. 

5. — ^An  alarming  report  was  circulated  about  the  arming  of  the 
Chartists  in  Norwich,  where,  it  was  stated,  a  club  had)  been  formed 
for  the  more  extensive  distribution  of  pikes  and  other  weapons. 
"  Some  are  formed  like  a  common  halbert,  others  have  a  crescent  at 
the  bottom  and  the  blade  pointed  forward,  with  a  sharp  ed^^ 
supposed  to  be  designed  for  cutting  the  girths  or  reins  of  horses. 
It  is  said  that  about  60  will  leave  Norwich  armed  with  these  weapons, 
and  some  of  them  with  pistols,  for  the  north  of  EIngland."  At  a 
meeting  of  the  Town  Coimcil  on  March  1 1th  the  Mayor  said,  in  reply 
to  questions  by  Mr.  Bignold,  that  the  report  had  been  greatly  ex- 
aggerated. Pikes  had  been  manufactured,  but  there  was  not  a  great 
Dumber  of  them.    Meimwhile  the  Chartists  held  meetings  in  Norwich 
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Market  Place,  on  Mouaehold  Heatb,  and  elsewhere.  Li  August  pikes 
and  guns  were  taken  hj  the  police  from  various  persons,  and  on  the 
IQth  of  that  month  John  Dover,  the  keeper  of  a  beer  shop  in  St. 
Paul's,  was  apprehended  on  the  charge  of  giving  an  order  to  James 
Tillett,  a  smith,  to  make  pikes  for  unlawful  purposes,  and  was  bound 
over  to  appear  at  the  Assizes.  On  the  14th  the  Chartists  made  a 
demonstration  on  Mousehold  Heath;  the  police  force  was  strengthened 
in  consequence,  special  constables  sworn  in,  and  the  staff  of  the  West 
Norfolk  Militia  held  in  readiness  for  immediate  action.  On  Sunda7, 
the  18tAi,  the  Chartists  attended  the  Cathedral  service  in  a  body,  and 
were  appealed  to  by  the  Bishop  to  take  to  heart  the  words  of  advice 
he  addressed  to  them.  On  the  evening  of  the  same  day  they  attended 
St.  Stephen's  church  and  interrupted  the  preacher,  the  Rev.  P.  Booth, 
with  hisses  and  noise.  The  church  of  SS.  Simon  and  Jude  was  visited 
on  Sunday,  the  25th,  and  hundrede  were  unable  to  gain  admission  in 
consequence  of  the  crowd.  ''A  text  had  been  sent  to  the  R^v.  John 
Owen  by  some  of  the  Chartists,  with  a  respectful  request  that  he 
would  preach  from  it,  and  the  greatest  order  prevailed." 

8. — ^A  heavy  fall  of  snow  took  place.  The  Birmingham  mail  coach 
arrived  in  Norwich  ten  hours  late,  and  on  the  9th  several  carriers 
were  unable  to  reach  the  city. 

11. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Town  Council  a  petition  "  from 
certain  persons,  denominating  themselves  anglers,"  was  read,  request- 
ing that  means  should  be  taken  to  prevent  the  dragging  of  the  river 
for  fish.  It  was  stated  that  fishing  for  smelts  was  at  one  time  a 
source  of  income  to  many  persons,  several  boats  having  earned  ajs 
mudh  as  £23  a  year.  The  petition  was  referred  to  the  magistrates, 
who  were  asked  to  prohibit  illegal  fishing. 

16.* — "  A  fine  white-tailed  eagle  was  last  week  shot  on  Beachamwell 
Warren.  It  measured  between  the  tips  of  the  wings  7  ft.  5  ins.,  and 
weighed  10|  lb«.  It  has  been  preserved  by  the  Rev.  H.  Dugmore, 
of  Swaffham." 

20. — ^Fakenham  Steeplechases  took  place.  Among  the  other  meet- 
ings this  season  were  Eccles  Hunt  Steeplechases,  March  26th ;  North 
Walsham,  April  12th  ;  and  Bamham  Broom,  April  18th. 

21. — ^Died  at  his  apartments  in  London,  Mr.  Edmund  Henry  Barker, 
of  Thetford.  "He  had  rendered  valuable  services  to  literature;  in 
early  life  he  was  an  intimate  and  respected  friend!  of  Dr.  Parr;  and 
his  labours  on  the  Thesaurus  of  Stephens  will  remain  a  noble  monu- 
ment of  his  indefatigable  zeal  in  the  cause  of  Greek  literature."  He 
waa  buried  at  St.  Andrew's,  Holbom. 

24. — Died,  aged  85,  Mary,  wife  of  Captain  Richard  Browne,  of  the 
Cathedral  precincts,  Norwich,  and  eldest  daughter  of  Dr.  John  Murray. 

26. — ^The  troop  of  the  4th  Royal  Irieh  Dragoon  Guards,  stationed 
at  Norwich,  marched  thence  for  Clifton.  They  were  replaced  in  April 
by  two  troops  of  the  9th  Lancers,  commanded  by  Capt.  Fullarton. 

APRIL, 

1. — ^Mr.  G.  V.  Brooke  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  as  Sir  Edward 
Mortimer  {"  The  Iron  Chest ").  During  the  short  season  he  performed 
a  round  of  his  favourite  pharactens. 
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6.* — **  We  regret  to  find  our  anticipations  that  the  Bastem  Conntiet' 
Railway  is  to  terminate  at  Colchester  have  been  realised,  as  it  seems 
the  directors  have  come  to  the  conclusion  not  to  carry  it  furthM*, 
in  aocordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  Lancashire  proprietors,  who  hare 
so  great  a  stake  in  the  undertaking/'  On  May  6th  a  rule  nin  wss 
granted  in  the  Bail  Court  to  compel  the  C(Nnpany  to  proceed  with 
the  works  in  accordance  with  their  original  contract  with  the  public. 
(The  Act  of  Parliament  was  obtained  upon  the  representation  that  the 
line  should  be  carried  from  London  to  Yarmoutli.)  In  the  Court  of 
Queen's  Bench  on  June  22nd  Lord  Chief  Justice  Denman,  in  deliyering 
judgment  on  the  points  raised,  said :  *'  Upon  the  whole,  without 
coming  to  any  final  decision,  we  think  the  case  is  involved  in  such 
doubt  as  to  require  the  return  of  the  mandamus,  and  that  a  writ 
should  go  for  that  purpose." 

9. — At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  before  Mr.  Justice  Vauglian,  John  Hsil 
and  Wm.  Palmer  were  indicted  upon  the  unusual  charge  of  stealing 
a  bell  from  a  parish  church.  The  bell  was  lying  in  the  west  end  of 
North  Walshara  church,  land  the  prisoners,  with  the  assistance  of  a 
man  named  John  Daniels  (who  turned  Queen's  evidence),  took  it  away 
in  a  oart,  broke  it  up,  and  endeavoured  to  dispoee  of  the  metal  in 
Norwich.  The  prisoners  were  sentenced  to  one  year's  imprisonment, 
with  hard  labour.  (For  an  account  of  a  similar  theft  see  December 
28th,  1839.) 

10. — At  the  same  Assizes,  before  Lord  Chief  Justice  Tindal,  an  action 
was  brought  against  an  overseer  named  Burrell,  of  Lynn,  for  the 
recovery  of  a  penalty  of  £50  for  failing  to  deliver  a  signed  list  of 
persons  claiming  to  be  registered'  as  voters  under  the  Municipal  Reform 
Act.  A  verdict  was  given  for  the  plaintiff,  a  Mr.  King,  for  Uie  amount 
claimed. 

11. — Charles  Daines  waa  indicted*  at  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Vaughan,  for  the  wilful  murder  of  Elizabeth  Daines,  his 
infant  daughter,  by  poisoning  her  at  Hempnall  on  March  11th.  The 
prisoner  was  acquitted.  He  was  then  charged  with  attempting  to 
murder  his  wife  by  poisoning  her  with  arsenic^  found  guilty,  snd 
sentenced  to  death.  The  execution  took  place  on  the  Castle  Hill, 
Norwich,  on  April  27th.  "He  appeared  to  die  an  exceedingly  hard 
death.  He  clasped  his  hands,  and  raised  his  arms  several  times 
towards  his  breast,  as  if  in  the  act  of  prayer,  unquestionably  showing 
that  consciousness  had  not  left  him.  His  remains  were  buried  in  St. 
Michael-at-Th<Hn  churchyard.'' 

13.* — '*  We  understand  it  is  in  contemplation  to  revive  in  Norwich 
under  different  regulations  and  on  a  more  extensive  scale  those  annual 
art  exhibitions,  which  for  the  last  six  years  have  ceased  to  take  place. 
It  is  proposed  to  form  a  society,  through  the  medium  of  which  artiste 
and  amateurs  in  Norwich  and  its  neighbourhood  may  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  offering  to  public  inspection  and  patronage  productions  in 
any  department  of  art.  The  large  room  in  the  building,  lately 
occupied  as  a  bazaar  in  St.  Andrew's,  is  to  form  the  gallery."  (The 
exhibition  was  opened  on  Aug^ust  16th.) 

*"An    enormous    eel    was  lately   brought   to   Norwich  Fisb- 

market.    It  weighed'  25  lbs.,  and  was  sold  to  be  placed  in  the  collec- 
tion of  (i  Loncton  nfktumlist," 
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13.'— Died  at  Doughty^s  Hospital,  Norwich,  Elizabeth  Bentley,  ''  the 
Norwich  poetess,"  in  the  72nd  year  of  her  age.  She  was  bom  in 
the  parish  of  All  Saints,  and  wsm  the  only  child  of  Daniel  Bentley, 
a  journeyman  shoemaker,  who  died  in  1783.  Two  years  after  her 
father's  death  she  developed  a  taste  for  versification,  and  in  1791 
appeared  the  first  volume  of  her  poema,  dedicated  to  Mr.  Wm.  Drake, 
jun.,  M.P.  The  profits  of  the  publication  (from  the  contributi<His  of 
nearly  2,000  subscribers)  enabled  Iher  for  many  years,  with  the  income 
arising  from  a  small  school,  to  support  the  declining  age  of  her  mother. 
Another  volume  of  her  poems  was  published  in  1821. 

MAY. 

6. — ^At  tiie  sale  of  effects  at  Gunton  Hall,  very  high  prices  were 
realised  for  the  wine,  liquors,  and  ale.  Griffith's  port  (1830)  sold 
at  81s.  per  dozen;  Fontignac,  at  £S  per  dozen;  cura^a,  £13  per 
dozen;  brandy,  £9  per  dozen;  ale,  £4  per  barrel.  At  TattersalFs, 
49  horses  and  colts  belonging  to  Lord  Suffieldl  produced  £4,400,  and 
the  pack  of  47  couples  and'  13  bitches  with  their  whelps  £280. 

9. — ^The  Yarmouth  Town  Council  accepted!  the  tender  of  the  Rev. 
Mark  Waters  for  the  presentation  to  St.  George's  diapel.  The  mini- 
mum price  fixed  was  £620;  the  highest  tender  £661. 

14. — ^The  Purple  and  Orange  Club,  at  a  meeting  presided  over  by 
Mr.  W.  J.  Utten  Browne,  and  held  at  the  Maid's  R&ad  Inn,  adopted  an 
address  to  the  Queen,  expreesing  regret  at  the  threatening  aspect  of 
affairs  in  our  Colonial  possessions,  and  of  sedition  manifest  in  Eng- 
land, and  imploring  her  Majesty  to  summon  to  her  counsels  "  all  those 
upright  and  enlightened  statesmen  whose  consistent  advocacy  of  Con- 
servative principles  has  obtained  for  them  the  respect  and  oonfidence 
of  the  nation.''  On  the  23rd  the  Norwich  Town  Council  adopted  a 
counter  address,  ''thanking  her  Majesty  for  her  choice  of  ministers 
who  deserve  the  regard  of  the  nation  by  righteous  taxation,  by  extend- 
ing commerce,  by  improving  criminal  and  dvil  laws,  by  commuting 
tithes,  by  amending  the  Poor-laws,  by  granting  self-government  to  the 
people  by  municipal  corporations,  and  by  making  provision  for  national 
education.^ 

15. — ^By  the  fall  of  a  floor  at  Taverham  paper-mills,  a  man  and  a 
woman  were  killed. 

25.* — "  A  tomb  of  novel  construction  has  lately  been  erected  in  Diss 
churchyard.  It  is  constructed^  entirely  of  oaet-iron,  and>  for  neatness, 
security,  and  durability  excels  anything  of  tihe  kind  we  have  ever 
notioed." 

27. — ^The  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Literary  Institution  closed  its  rooms 
at  the  Assembly  House,  Norwich.  The  library  was  opened  at  the  new 
rooms  adjoining  the  Museum  in  St.  Andrew's  Street,  on  July  8th. 

The  Norfolk  Yeomanry  Cavalry  mustered  on  lliomage  Green 

and  marehed  to  Holt  for  six  days'  permanent  duty,  under  the  command 
of  Major  Loftus. 

JUNE. 

1.* — "  A  respectaUe  young  man  a  few  days  since,  at  Norwich,  undei^ 
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took  for  a  wager  that  he  would  take  the  ram  of  five  ehillinga  in  one 
hour  by  travelling  the  city  with  a  basket  containing  threadi,  tapes, 
cottons,  Ac,  which  he  accomplished,  and  proceeded  on  the  seoimd 
hour,  when  he  took  4s.  6d.  more." 

5. — ^The  Norwidh  Tonnsge  Bill  was  read  a  third  time  in  the  House 
of  Commone.  Hiis  measure  was  intended  to  proyide  a  new  mode  of 
Application  of  the  tolls  and  dues,  first  to  defray  the  expenses  of  obtain- 
ing the  Act ;  secondly,  to  pay  interest  on  all  sums  borrowed  under  the 
powers  of  the  Act,  and  to  promote  an  acoomulatiTe  fund  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  off  all  the  principal  monies;  and  thirdly  to  keep  in 
repair  bridges,  kc,,  to  free  Carrow  Bridge,  Duke's  Palace  Bridge,  and 
Foundry  Bridge,  to  keep  in  repair  St.  Andrew's  Hall  and  the  Guildhall, 
and  to  pay  for  any  permanent  iinproYement,  such  as  widening  streets, 
&c. 

7.— Died  at  Shadwell  Lodge,  in  his  86th  year,  Sir  Robert  John 
Buxton,  Bart.  He  had  suooesaiyely  represented  in  Parliament  for 
several  years  the  borough  of  Thetford,  and  the  boroi^  of  Bedwin, 
Wilts. 

IL — ^A  prise-fight  for  £25  a  side  was  fought  at  Pulham,  between 
Brassey  and  Bailey,  of  Norwich.  In  1  hour  8  minutes  72  rounds  were 
contested,  **  during  which  time  Bailey  never  bad  a  ohance."  Brass<y 
was  seconded  fay  J<Am  Stanfield  and  Charles  Utting,  and  Bailey  by  Jem 
Perowne  and  Bounce  Brown.  **  On  Sunday,  the  9th  inst.,  no  less  than 
five  of  these  disgp^aceful  soeoes  took  place  in  the  parish  of  Earlham." 

16.* — ^'A  full  length  portrait  of  the  rector,  the  Rev.  William 
Manning,  by  Mr.  Thomas  Ronds,  of  London,  formerly  of  Diss,  has  been 
placed  in  the  committee  room  of  the  Diss  Hospital,  the  result  of  a  sub- 
scription set  on  foot  by  the  inhabitants.'' 

22.* — ^'"The  Tour,'  a  poem  written  anonymously,  published  by 
Simpkin,  Marshall,  and  Co.,  and  printed  by  Cowing,  oi  Swaffham,  is, 
independent  of  its  literary  merits,  highly  creditable  to  the  West  Nor- 
folk press.  The  frontispiece,  Lake  Lucerne,  is  drawn  by  Wright,  ci 
Swaffham." 

26. — ^A  fire  occurred  on  ttue  [M^miaes  of  Mr.  Bush,  cabinet  maker. 
Roach's  Court,  Fisher's  Lane,  Norwich,  and  was  one  of  the  most  destruc- 
tive that  had  taken  place  in  the  city  for  many  years.  The  factory  was 
destroyed,  and  with  it  the  adjoining  house,  occupied  by  a  silk  weaver, 
who  lost  his  stock  of  silk  and  machinery.  "  The  fire  engines  were  not 
in  a  state  for  such  an  emergency,  and  many  of  the  leather  pipes  bad 
to  be  tied  up  with  handkerchiefs." 

JULY. 

6.* — "  Mr.  Smith,  who  has  mAnaged  the  Norwich  llieatre  for  the 
last  25  years,  has  retired  altogether  from  the  concern,  which  is  now 
in  the  hands  of  his  son,  Mr.  George  Smith." 

13. — ^A  person  of  eccentric  character,  named  John  Coe,  of  Chapel 
Street,  Crook's  Place,  Norwich,  died  on  this  date.  "  For  34  years  he 
was  a  trunk  maker  in  St.  Lawrence'.  Deceaaed  had  made  his  awn 
coffin  five  years  ago,  of  old  soap  chests  and  tea  chests,  and  had  polished 
it  np  so  that  it  lo^ed  like  mshogany.    It  was  composed  of  165  pieoes^ 
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and  on  the  lid  wsa  a  black  plate,  bearing  a  quotation  from  the  Burial 
Service.  The  deceased'  had  also  made  a  coffin  for  has  wife,  who  sur- 
vives him,  but  this  had  to  be  disposed  of  to  inter  the  remains  of  a 
poor  woman  whose  friends  could  not  find  the  money  to  purchase  one." 

15. — ^A  prize-fight  took  place  oh  Mousehold  Heatih,  Norwich,  between 
Brundlell  and  Thetford,  who  were  secondied  respectively  by  Perowne 
and  Cricknell.  Fifty-two  roundls  were  fought,  in  1  hour  15  minutes. 
Both  men  were  severely  punished.     Brundell  waa  the  winner. 

^Died  at  his  house,  Chester  Square,  London,  Mr.  Praed,  M.P. 

for  Ayleabuiy.  The  deceased,  who  was  in  his  37th  year,  was  Deputy 
High  Steward  of  Cambridge  University,  and  formerly  Conservative 
member  for  Great  Yarmouth. 

16. — ^The  "London  Gazette"  of  thia  date  contained  the  announce- 
mient :  "  The  Queen  has  been  pleaaed  to  grant  unto  Henry  le  Strange 
Styleman,  of  Hunstanton  Hall,  Elsquire,  her  Royal  licence  and  authority 
that  he  and  his  issue  may,  out  of  respect  for  the  memory  of  his  great 
grandmother,  Armine  Styleman,  eldiest  of  the  two  daughters  of  Sir 
Nicholas  le  Strange,  take  and  use  the  name  of  le  Strange  in  addition 
to  and  after  that  of  Styleman." 

17. — ^Two  musical  artistes  who  afterwards  achieved  much  local 
celebrity,  Madame  de  Belleville  Oury  (piani-st  to  H.R.H.  Princess 
Frederick  of  Prussia)  and  Mr.  Oury  (principal  violinist  at  the  Italian 
o^pera  in  Paris),  made  their  first  appearance  in  Norwich  at  a  matinle 
musicale,  given  at  the  house  of  Madame  Oury  Crook,  Chapel  Field, 
Norwich. 

20.* — **  A  fine  specimen  of  that  rare  and  exquisitely  beautiful  fish, 
tbe  Opah,  or  Zeu8  Imperialis  was  taken  alive  at  Hunstanton.  It 
measured  3  ft.  3  ins.  in  length,  1  ft.  10  ins.  across,  and  7  ins.  thick. 
It  was  purchased  for  Wisbech  Museum." 

25. — Died,  aged  66,  Mr.  William  Snow,  many  years  master  of  the 
Black  Bull  Coffee  House,  in  Norwich  Market  Place.  "  He  was  a  man  of 
superior  ability  in  his  profession  as  a  cook  and  purveyor  for  festive 
parties.^ 

29. — ^Mr.  George  Smith  commenced  thie  first  season  of  his  manage- 
ment at  Norwich  Theatre  by  engaging  Madame  Yestris  and  Mr.  Charles 
Mathews.  The  pieces  produced  during  the  visit  of  these  eminent  per- 
fonners  were  "  The  Welsh  Girl,"  "  Patter  versus  Clatter,"  and  "  Loan 
of  a  Lover."  . 


AUG-TTST. 

6. — ^A  correspondent,  in  a  letter  of  this  date,  called  attention  in  iSbe 
Norfolk  Chboniclb  to  the  use  of  dogs  as  aninuds  of  draught.  "  I  saw," 
he  wrote,  "  in  a  big,  overloaded  baker's  oart  this  week  a  di^ropor- 
tioned  dog,  willing  biit  quite  unable  to  pull  his  cruel  load  up  Market 
Place  Hill.  Let  the  inhabitants  of  Norwich  withdraw  their  custom 
from  any  baker  who  is  guilty  of  this  barbarism." 

14. — The  Fakenham  coach,  on  its  journey  to  Norwich,  was  descend- 
ing Guist  Hill,  when  one  of  tbe  leaders  fell,  the  pole  broke,  and  the 

coach  was  overturned.     The  only  person  Siieriously  injured  was  a  Mrs. 

T2 
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Flowers,  of  London,  who  Bottained  a  broken  thigh  and  received  a  serere 
wound  in  the  nevk. 

28. — The  Clej  estate,  the  property  of  Mr.  John  William  Tomlinson, 
wa«  sold  by  auction  in  London  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Simpson,  for  £32,000. 


SEPTEMBEB. 

2.— Died  at  Anneal^  Place,  Cambridge,  aged  61,  Mr.  W.  Wilkins, 
M.A.,  R.A.  He  waa  the  arduteoi  of  Downing  College  and  of  the  new 
buildings  at  King's,  Trinity,  and  Corpus  Christi  Colleges ;  the  Univer- 
sity College,  London,  and  tbe  National  Gallery  were  erected  from  his 
designs,  as  were  also  the  Shirehall  and  the  llieatre  Royal  at  Norwich. 
Mr.  Wilkins  graduated  as  a  member  of  Cuua  College,  oi  which  he  was 
afterwards  Fellow.  He  was  the  autlior  of  "  Magna  Grssda"  and  other 
works  on  architecture.  With  his  father,  Mr.  William  WiUuns,  F.S.A., 
he  resided  aome  years  in  Norwich. 

15. — ^A  cuckoo,  in  fine  plumage,  was  shot  in  the  gsrden  of  Messrs. 
Howes,  Red  Lion  Street,  Norwich. 

17. — ^At  the  Norfolk  and  Norwidu  Musical  Festiysl,  which  began  on 
this  date,  the  [MDgrsmme  included  "  Israel  in  IJgypt,"  the  new  oratorio 
"  Calvary,''  produced  on  the  19th  and  conducted  in  person  by  the  com- 
poser, Spohr;  Belecti<His  from  the  '  Redemption,"  and  the  ''Messiah." 
A  miscellaneous  concert  took  place  eadh  evening,  and  the  Fefltival 
concluded  with  a  fancy  dress  ball.  The  principal  artistes  were  Signora 
Persiani,  Signora  Placci,  Miss  Birch,  Miss  Hawes,  Madame  Stock- 
hausen,  Mr.  Hobbs,  Mr.  H.  Phillips,  Mr.  Balfe,  Mr.  Toung,  Mr.  Francis, 
Sipnaor  Tamburini;  Mr.  F.  Cramer  waa  leader  of  the  band,  and 
ProfesscH*  TaylcH*  conducted.  The  gross  receipts  were  £5,63d  Os.  5d., 
and  the  gross  expenses  £4,343  4s.  2d. 

^A  two  days'  race  meeting  commenced  on  Mousehold  Heath,  Nor- 
wich, and  was  attended  by  30,000  persons. 

23. — The  foundation^tone  of  Yarmouth  Hospital  was  laid  by  Mr. 
Simon  Cobb,  Mayor  of  the  borough. 

26. — ^Mr.  Hampton  made  a  balloon  ascent  from  the  Gas  Worka, 
Bishop  Bridge,  Norwich,  at  4.30  p.m.,  and  descended  prematurely  in 
a  field  at  Rackheath.  A  parachute  containing  a  monkey  was  detached 
from  the  car  as  the  balloon  passed  over  Mou0dK>ld  Heath. 

OOTOBBB. 

2. — A  great  demonstration  took  place  at  Norwich,  on  the  ocoasicm 
of  the  third  anniversary  of  the  ''  Teetotalist "  Society.  A  procession, 
headed  by  a  band  of  music,  started  from  Caatle  Meadow,  paraded  the 
principal  streets  of  the  city,  and  arrived  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall  at  five 
o'clock.  After  tea  tiie  Bishop  addressed  the  meeting,  and  "  declared 
in  the  most  positive  manner  his  deep  conviction  of  the  value  of  the 
society."  Mr.  Samuel  Wiseman  and  Mr.  James  Jarrold  were  presented 
with  silver  medals  by  the  temperance  worken  in  the  cily. 

8. — ^The  Norwich  Paving  Commissioners  adopted  ground  plans  and 
elevations  for  the  widening  and  improvement  of  Briggs  Street,  and  it

waa  agreed  that  the  ooet  be  met  proportionately  bj  the  trustees  of 
D'Oyley's  fund,  the  Paving  CommissionerB,  and  the  Tonnage  Commis- 
sioners. At  a  meeting  of  the  Paving  Commissioners,  on  December 
10th,  it  was  decided  to  carry  out  the  contemplated  improvements  on 
the  east  side  of  the  street,  and  that  conjointly  with  the  Tonnage  Com- 
missioners, they  should  spend  a  sum  not  exceeding  £2,000. 

9. — ^Mr.  Hampton  made  a  second  balloon  ascent  at  Norwich.  The 
balloon  was  filled  at  the  Gas  Works,  and  floated  thence  by  means  of 
guide  ropes  to  the  yard  of  the  Cavalry  Barracks.  Among  the  persons 
who  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  ascending  in  the  balloon 
while  in  its  captive  state  wa«  Col.  Harvey,  who,  on  September  7th, 
1826,  made  an  ascent  from  Richmond  Hill  Gardens  with  Mrs.  Graham 
(g.f;.).  Mr.  Hampton  was  accompanied  by  Mr.  William  Shalders,  jun., 
and  the  balloon  descended  on  the  estate  of  the  Rev.  T.  Mack,  of  Tun- 
stead,  ten  miles  distant  from  Norwich.  On  October  16th  Mr.  Green, 
the  celebrated  aeronaut,  then  on  a  visit  to  Mr.  R.  Crawshay,  of  Honing- 
ham,  ascended  in  his  ^*  Coronation  "  balloon,  from  Norwich  Gas  Works. 
"  A  parachute  with  a  cat  in  the  basket  was  thrown  out,  and  descended 
at  Cotton."  The  balloon  descended  at  Trunch,  alter  a  journey  of 
twenty-five  minutes'  duration. 

16. — At  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions,  William  Wales  waa  indicted 
for  nkaliciously  shooting  cattle,  the  property  of  Mr.  Robert  Mack,  jun., 
at  Hainford,  on  August  18th.  It  was  proved  that  the  prisoner  had 
shot  several  valuable  beasts.  He  had  already  served  seven  years'  trans- 
portation, and,  on  being  found  guilty,  was  sentenced  to  transportation 
for  the  term  of  his  natural  life. 

^Died  in  London,  Mr.  Charles  M.  Curtis,  aged  44,  an  artist  of 

considerable  merit.  He  was  a  native  of  Norwich,  a  brother  of  the 
accomplished  author  of  "British  EIntomology,"  and  for  several  years 
devoted  his  talents  to  drawing  objects  of  natural  history  and  to  the 
illustration  of  scientific  works. 

25. — ^The  centenary  of  Wesleyanism  was  conmiemorated  at  Norwich. 
On  the  28th  1,000  members  of  the  body  had  tea  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall, 
which  was  also  attended  by  1,200  children  from  the  Wesleyan  Sunday 
schools  in  the  city.  ,, 

30. — St.  Maiy's  Baptist  chapel,  Norwidh^  which  had  been  closed  for 
four  months,  for  the  purpose  of  enlargement,  was  re-opened'  for  public 
worship.  The  preachers  were  the  Rev.  Dr.  Andrew  Reed,  of  London, 
and  the  Rev.  Eustace  Giles,  of  Leeda  "  The  chapel,  which  is  now  one 
of  the  most  elegant  in  this  part  of  the  kingdom,  and  is  capable  of 
seating  more  than  one  thousand  persons,  was  densely  crowded  by  a 
congregation  amounting  to  nearly  1,600  persons." 


NOVEMBER. 

5. — ^At  Yarmouth  Quarter  Sessions,  before  the  Recorder,  Mr.  N. 
Palmer,  Fortunatus  Robert  Townshend  Crisp  was  indicted  for  publish- 
ing, in  a  paper  called  the  **  Paul  Pry,"  a  slanderous  and  maJicious  libel 
upon  Henry  Holmes  Baker.  Many  persons  in  Yarmouth  had,  it  was 
stated,  been  grossly  libelled  in  this  notorious  publication.  Defendant 
was  found  guilty,  and  ordiered'  to  pay  damages  amounting  to  £5.

9. — Capt.  Philip  John  Money  was  elected  Mayor,  and  Mr.  John  Bar- 
well  appointed  Sheriff,  of  Norwich. 

11. — Mr.  Arrow,  auctioneer,  of  Lynn,  was  seryed  with  an  Exdiequer 
writ  under  peculiar  circumstances.  Proceedings  had  been  taken 
against  several  individuals  in  St.  Margaret's  parish  for  non-payment 
of  Church  rates,  and  their  goods  were  distrained  and  put  up  for  auction 
in  the  Saturday  Market  Place.  Among  other  articles  offered  was  a 
silvcr-caaed  watch.  Mr.  Arrow  not  having  a  licence  to  sell  plate, 
offered  the  works  only,  and  proposed  to  make  a  present  of  the  case  to 
the  person  who  purchased  the  works,  and  in  this  manner  the  watch  was 
di8|>osed  of.  On  receiving  the  writ,  Mr.  Arrow  wrote  to  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Stiimps  and  Taxes,  giving  a  full  explanation  of  the  circum- 
stances, whereupon  further  proceedings  were  stayed. 

16.* — "  A  new  Paving  Bill  is  being  prepared  by  Mr.  C.  S.  Gilman, 
and  its  entire  management  is  to  be  entrusted  to  a  committee  of  in- 
habitants and  owners  of  property  in  Norwich  and  the  handets." 
Among  its  objects  were  the  prevention  of  the  erection  or  maintenance 
of  any  toll-gate  in  any  part  of  the  hamlets,  the  acquisition  of  powers 
to  widen  Briggs  Street,  Tlieatre  Street,  and  London  Street;  to  open 
a  carriage  way  through  the  Back  of  the  Inns  from  London  Street  to 
White  Lion  Street ; '  to  afford  public  carriage  conmiunication  from  the 
Back  of  the  Inns  through  Angel  Street  to  the  Castle  Ditches,  and  to 
effect  other  improvements  conducive  to  the  healthy  cleanliness,  and 
security  of  the  inhabitants.     (<SVr  January  3l0t,  1840.) 

22. — At  a  meeting  of  the  county  magistrates,  held  at  the  Shirehall, 
Norwich,  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  R.  Wilson  moved.  Lord  Wodehouse 
seconded,  and  it  was  resolVed  by  a  large  majority  to  ady>pt  the  new 
Constabulary  Act  throughout  the  county.  The  force,  known  as  the 
''Rural  Police,"  was  constituted  as  follows: — One  chief  constable,  at 
the  salary  of  £500  per  annum;  12  superintendents,  at  £100  each ;  and 
120  petty  constables,  at  £1  each  per  week.  Eadh  supei^intendent  was 
allotted  a  district  of  twelve  square  "miles.  On  January  3rd,  1840, 
Lieut.-Col.  Richard  Montague  Oakes  was 'appointed  Chief  Constable. 

23. — Ducrow's  Circus  was  opened  at  the  Ranelagh  Gardens,  Norwich. 

26. — ^A  meeting  of  the  insurers  in  the  Norwich  Union  Life  Office  was 
held  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  Norwich,  "  to  take  into  consideration  the 
examiners'  report,  agreeable  to  the  resolutions  of  the  meeting  held  on 
the  6th  inst.''  These  proceedings  arose  mainly  because  of  long- 
continued  personal  attacks  made  upon  Mr.  Bignold  by  Mr.  Bacon, 
editor  of  the  "  Norwich  Mercury."  **  The  character  of  Mr.  Bignold  was 
placed  on  the  highest  pinnacle  of  unimpeachable  honour  and  good 
fame ;  and  the  present  state  of  the  society's  affairs  is  founded  on  that 
firm  and  equitable  basis  of  adjustment  which  fully  warrants  its  mem- 
bers in  looking  forward  to  years  of  increasing  prosperity  and  success 
for  the  establishment." 

DECEMBER. 

21. — WombwelFs  Menagerie  was  exhibited  at  Norwich.  The  collec- 
tion had  largely  increased  in  extent  since  its  previous  visit,  and  in- 
cluded three  elephants.  "  In  consequence  of  the  rapid  growth  of  tihe 
enormous  elephant,  G.  W.  has  been  obliged  to  erect  the  largest  machine 
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in  the  form  of  a  waggon  that  was  ever  built,  so  ponderous  as  to  require 
six  roller  wheels  to  support  it,  and  from  12  to  18  horses  to  draw  it." 

21. — ^Died  in  St.  Stephen's,  Norwich,  aged  65,  Mr.  William  Moore. 
He  served  the  office  of  Sheriff  in  1824,  and  of  Mayor  in  1835.  Mr. 
Moore  was  the  last  Mayor  elected  by  the  old  Corporation  before  the 
Municipal  Corporations  Act  came  into  force. 

24. — ^The  weather  on  this  day  was  only  ten  degrees  colder  than  on 
June  24th.     "  The  thermometer  out  of  doors  remained  at  50." 

28.* — *'  One  night  last  week  some  persons  stole  from  the  church  at 
Swardeston  one  of  the  bells.  The  rogues  broke  the  heUl  to  pieces  on 
the  spot,  and  although  the  blows  must  hare  made  a  great  noise,  the 
villagers  were  not  alarmed,  and  the  sacrilegious  depredators  were 
enabled  to  carry  off  their  booty  unmolested." 


1840. 

JANUARY. 

1. — ^At  the  Norwich  Quarter  Sessions,  before  the  Recorder,  Mr. 
Jenny,  James  Ollett  Marshall  and  Jamios  Darkin  were  indicted  for 
publishing  in  a  paper  called* "  The  Searcher  "  a  libellous  article  on  Mr. 
Sparkall,  of  Norwich.  Marshall  was  sentenced  to  two  months'  im- 
prisonment, and  Darkin  fined  £6. 

4. — Died  at  Hempnall,  in  his  101st  year,  William  Reed,  cordwainer. 

7. — ^A  prize-figibt  took  place  on  Pulham  North  Green,  between 
Crioknell  and  Cain.  After  six  rounds  had  been  fought,  Cricknell  was 
taken  into  custody  by  the  "  Rural  Police,"  conveyed  to  Harleston,  and 
bound  over  to  keep  the  peace  for  twelve  months.  "  The  concourse  of 
persons  was  not  so  nmnerous  as  has  been  noticed!  on  similar  occasions. 
Whether  this  arose  from  the  necessary  secrecy  of  the  scene  of  action, 
on  account  of  the  declared  intentions  of  the  magistrates  to  put  a  stop 
to  these  demoralising  sights,  or  the  early  hour  (ten  o'clock)  the  com- 
batants set-to,  cannot  be  fully  determined.  But  that  these  brutal 
attacks  are  fast  declining  in  the  estimation  of  the  middle  classes  may 
be  fairly  presumed  by  the  paucity  in  number  and  the  circuitous  route 
taken,  by  many  of  them  to  the  battlefield." 

10. — The  Penny  Postage  "  came  into  operation  this  day,  according 
to  the  official  regulations.  Our  advertising  friends  and  correspondents 
will  also  be  pleased  to  observe  that  unless  the  penny  postage  be  pre- 
paid the  expense  of  them  will  be  doublb  on  their  orders  or  communioer 
tions.  Since  the  '  schoolmaster  has  been  abroad '  the  plural  of  penny 
19  twopence.  A  letter  not  exceeding  half-an-ounce  in  weight  may  he 
sent  from  any  part  of  the  United!  Kingdonu  to  any  other  part  for  one 
penny,  if  paid  when  posted,  or  for  twopence  if  paid  when  delivered." 
On  January  18th  it  was  announced  "  the  penny  postage  reduction  has 
about  trebled  the  number  of  letters  in  Norwich  and  in  other  towns, 
but  printed  ciroulars  have  formed  a  g^eat  proportion  of  this  temporary 
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increase.     A  tradeflman  in  this  city^  we  are  informed,  haa  sent  out 
several  thousaJidB  of  such  pennj  postpaid  ciroulars." 

15. — Died,  Mr.  J.  Purdj  Beacham,  aged  70,  for  54  years  a  highlj- 
respected  member  of  the  Norwich  Theatrical  Company. 

19. — ^A  severe  thuiderstorm  occurred.  A  stack  of  barley  at  Over^ 
strand  was  struck  by  lightning  and  entirely  consumed;  and  on  ihe 
20th,  during  a  heavy  gale  at  Carlton  Forehoe,  a  bam  was  blown  down. 
Ou  the  21st  the  thunderstorm  raged  with  increased  fury  at  Carlton 
Rode«  where  the  lightning  struck  the  premises  of  Mr.  James  Binger,  a 
miller,  and  set  the  thatch  roof  on  fire.  **  Hia  married  daughter  (Mis. 
Matthews)  was  struck,  and  her  clothes  set  on  fire  in  twenty  different 
places.  Her  sister  was  also  enveloped  Ln  flames.  The  ligtitning  in- 
flamed her  neck  and  shoulders,  ran  down  her  back«  her  side  and 
breast,  ran  down  her  legs,  and  burned  her  heels,  even  the  bottoms 
thereof,  but  neither  her  stockings  nor  boots  were  the  least  injured. 
Of  her  upper  apparel,  every  article  was  burnt  through  and  through." 

23.- -A  fine  schooner,  named  the  lotdy  Sondes,  was  launched  from 
the  shipyard  of  Mr.  Lubbock,  at  Wella-nextrtheSeai.  The  vessel  was 
built  for  Messrs.  R.  and  K  Brereton,  of  Blakeney,  snd  was  intended 
for  the  foreign  trade.  Thie  was  a  veiy  busy  year  for  Norfolk  ship- 
builders. From  Mr.  J.  Parker's  yard  at  the  ssme  town  was  launched, 
on  May  20th,  the  Saucy  Lass  schooner ;  from  Mr.  Joseph  Hastings'  yard 
at  Yarmouth^  on  June  16th,  a  vessel  of  200  tons  burden;  from  Mr.  F. 
Preston's  yard  at  Tarmouth,  on  July  16th,  a  fine  vessel  named  the 
Maid  of  Athens;  from  Mr.  Fellowes'  yard  at  Tarmouth  on  September 
15th,  the  Earl  of  Leicester  brig;  and  from  the  yard  of  Mr.  Ambrose 
Palmer,  Tarmouth,  on  October  28th,  a 'vessel  of  400  tons,  called  tbe 
Hamlet. 

28. — Steeplechases  took  place  at  Long  Stratton.  Among  the  other 
meetings  this  season  were  the  military  steeplechases  by  the  officers  of 
the  9th  Royal  Lancers  at  Shimpling  Hall  on  March  3rd;  the  Faken- 
ham  Steeplechases  on  March  13th,  over  a  four-mile  course,  with  t^e 
winning-post  on  Hempton  Green,  where,  in  the  heavy  weight  race,  the 
silver  cup,  value  £100,  witb  50  sovs.  added,  was  won  by  Mr.  Skelton's 
ch.h.  Colonel,  ridden  by  Wright  (sixty-five  years  of  age),  and  Mr.  J. 
Elmere's  br.h.  Lottery  (winner  of  the  Liverpool  stakes)  was  unplaced ; 
the  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  Steeplechases,  at  Diss,  on  March  17th;  the 
Loddon  Steeplechases,  on  March  27th;  and  the  Tarmouth  Steeple- 
chases, on  March  31st. 

31. — ^The  petition  for  the  new  Norwich  Improvement  Bill  was  pre- 
sented in  the  House  of  Commons  by  the  Marquis  of  Douro,  who,  on 
February  26th,  introduced  the  Bill.  On  the  previous  day  (February 
25th)  a  common  'h«all  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  at  which  it  was  resolved 
that  there  was  no  necessity  for  the  Bill,  and  a  petition  waa  drawn  up 
in  opposition  to  it. 

FEBRUARY. 

1. — Norwich  Theatre  opened  for  the  season  with  the  production  of 
"  Tlie  Lady  of  Lyons,"  in  which  the  part  of  Claude  Melnotte  was  played 
by  Mr.  G.  V.  Brooke.  "  When  we  see  the  huge  amphitheatre  which  is 
now  in  rapid  progress  towards  oom^pletion  on  the  Caatle  Meadow,  under 
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the  sanction  of  tihe  constituted  authorities,  for  the  reception  of  another 
batch  of  horse  riders  bo  soon  after  the  visit  of  Ducrow's  troupe,  and 
just  at  the  veiy  moment  the  players  are  come,  we  are  constrained  to 
observe  that  the  jewel  of  fair  play  does  not  appear  likely  to  be 
awarded  as  it  ought  to  be  to  a  class  of  her  Majesty's  servants."  On 
February  ith  Mr.  J.  Russell,  of  Drury  Lane  and  Covent  Garden,  ap- 
peared in  the  parts  of  Dominique  ("  The  Deserter  ")  and  Pat  Murphy 
("  The  Happy  Man  ").  Before  the  end  of  the  season  it  was  announced 
that  Mr.  6.  V.  Brooke  had  been  added  to  the  permanent  strength  of 
the  Norwich  Company. 

2. — A  remarkable  case  of  somnolence  was  reported  at  Norwich. 
John  Browne,  master  of  the  Yarmouth  Bridge  public-house.  Red  Lion 
Street,  who  died  on  this  day,  aged  39,  and  was  reputed  to  be  the 
heaviest  man  in  the  city,  had  been  constantly  afflicted  with  sleepiness. 
"  He  weighed  at  the  time  of  his  death  nearly  27  at.,  and  had  generally 
slept  away  his  time.  He  kept  awake  only  a  few  minutes  at  a  time, 
and  even  in  conversation  fell  asleep.  Browne  was  several  years  tiun- 
key  at  the  City  Gaol,  and  was  then  by  no  means  a  man  of  over  size, 
but  he  had  been  increasing  in  bulk  for  several  years,  notwithstanding 
the  rigid  temperance  which  he  obBerved,  living  entirely  upon  dry 
toast  and  tea.  His  ooffin  was  3  ft.  across,  6  ft.  long,  and  1  ft.  9  in. 
in  height." 

10. — ^The  marriage  of  her  Majesty  the  Queen  waa  celebrated  in  Nor- 
wich. The  Mayor  and  members  of  the  Corporation,  wearing  white 
favours,  attended  service  at  the  Cathedral,  wiie-re  the  sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Prebendary  Wodehouse.  After  service  the 
quarterly  meeting  of  the  Town*  Council  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  when 
congratulatory  addresses  to  -her  Majesty  and  Prince  Albert  were 
adopted.  At  one  o'clock  the  9th  Lancers,  under  the  command  of  Capt. 
Arthur  Williams,  entered  the  Market  Place  and'  fired  a  /"««  de  joie  with 
their  pistols ;  "  the  trumpeters  played  *  God  save  the  Queen,'  and  the 
soldiers  gave  three  hearty  cheers,  flourishing  their  sabres  in  the  air." 
Luncheon  was  afterwards  served  in  the  Council  Chamber,  "  the  principal 
object  on  the  table  being  a  large  wedding-cake,  lavishly  decorated." 
At  five  o'clock  one  hundred  gentlemen  dined  at  the  Swan  Inn,  under 
the  presidency  of  the  Mayor.  At  night  there  was  a  firework  display 
in  the  Market  Place.  On  the  staging  at  the  north-east  angle  of  the 
Market  Place  the  fireworks  were  prematurely  exploded;  a  rocket  was 
driven  through,  the  shutters  of  a  shop  on  the  Walk,  and  another  entered 
the  second  storey  window  of  a  house  in  London  Street.  A  man  was 
severely  wounded  in  the  face,  and  others  were  also  injured.  A  ball  took 
place  at  the  Assembly  Room,  "  and  in  conformity  with  the  wishes  of 
the  committee  of  the  Council,  the  pit  and  gallery  of  the  Theatre  were 
thrown  open  gratis."  The  pieces  performed  were  "  The  Wedding  Dav  " 
and  "Tlie  Illustrious  Stranger,"  followed  by  the  pantomime,  "The 
House  that  Jack  Built."  There  were  many  parochial  celebrations.  At 
Yarmouth  the  vessels  in  the  harbour  were  dtecorated  with  flags,  the 
Revenue  cutter  in  the  Roads  fired  a  royal  salute,  and  a  public  dinner 
was  held  at  the  Town  Hall.  At  a  county  miceting  held  at  the  Shire- 
hall,  Norwich,  on  March  2l8t,  at  which  Mr.  Henry  Villebois,  High 
Sheriff,  presided,  congratulatory  addresses  were  ordered  to  be  sent  to 
her  Majesty  and  Prince  Albert. 

12. — ^At  the   Norfolk   and    Norwich   Museum,   Mr.    William    Stark 
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deliTered  a  lecture  on  '*The  functions  of  the  brain  phrenologically 
considered/*  It  was  really  »  diefence  of  the  theory  of  phrenology,  and 
gave  rise  to  much  adverse  comment. 

15. — Died,  aped  31,  Mr.  George  Stannard,  younger  brother  of  Mr.  A 
Stannard,  the  Norwich  artist.  The  deceased  was  described  as  "lui 
artist  of  superior  talents.'' 

19.— Died,  in  his  108th  year,  Richard  Pattle,  of  Rudham.  "He 
was  a  poor  but  honest  man,  and  had  through  life  earned  his  bread  by 
the  sweat  of  his  brow,  and  was  so  respected  by  his  neighbours  that  l^y 
some  time  ago  employed  an  artist  to  take  his  likeness,  from  which  a 
print  was  published,  and  is  now  in  possession  of  most  of  the  neighbour- 
ing gentry  and  farmers.'* 

27. — A  fire  occurred  on  the  newly-erected  premises  of  Mr.  Thorrold, 
engineer  and  ironfounder,  near  Foundry  Bridge,  Norwich,  "and 
totally  consumed  all  but  the  bare  walls." 

MARCH. 

2. — Batty's  Royal  Circus  commenced  a  season  in  "  the  moat  elegant, 
spacious^  and  substantial  building  ever  erected  in  Norwich."  Ita  site 
was  on  the  Castle  Meadow.  One  of  the  principal  productions  of  the 
season  was  the  spectacle,  "  The  Council  of  Clermont,"  in  which  trained 
lions  and  leopards  were  introduced. 

7. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  land  in  the  Hun- 
dred of  Henstead,  held  at  the  Bell  Inn,  Orford  Hill,  Norwich,  under 
the  presidency  of  Mr.  Robert  Fellowes,  it  was  determined  to  present  a 
petition  to  Parliament  against  any  alteration  in  the  Corn  Laws,  llie 
question  was  discussed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Town  Council  on 
March  24th,  on  a  motion  by  Mr.  Marshall  that  a  petition  be  presented 
to  Parliament  "  to  repeal  the  present  laws  aJSecting  the  importation  of 
foreign  corn,  and  to  substitute  such  a  duty  as  tstkell  secure  to  the 
agriculturists  of  the  country  present  protection,  with  the  prospect  of  a 
progressive  diminution  of  that  duty  as  well  as  of  others  which  form 
our  commercial  code."  The  motion  was  negatived.  Mr.  Bell,  of  the 
"  Farmers'  Journal,"  delivered  a  lecture  in  Norwich  Corn  Hall  at  the 
close  of  the  nuirket  on  March  28th,  and  argued  that  the  theory  of  Free 
Trade  was  false  in  the  principle  on  which  it  professed  to  be  founded^ 
On  the  11th  a  public  discussion  took  place  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall  between 
Mr.  Bell  and  Mr.  Ackland,  one  of  the  lecturers  of  the  Manchester  Anti- 
Corn  Law  Lea^e.  Many  meetings  were  held,  for  and  against  repeal, 
in  different  parts  of  the  county. 

*"  Died,  lately,  Mr.  Robin  Wade,  of  Ditchingham,  a^red  102." 

*"  Mr.  William  Bagjre,  M.P.  for  West  Norfolk,  has  lately  pur- 
chased Col.  Say^s  estate  at  Crimplesham,  for  £35,000,  including  the 
timber." 

14. — At  the  Norfolk  Sheriff's  Court  at  Norwich,  a  jury  was  em- 
panelled to  assess  dama^^es  in  a  case  of  crim.  con.y  in  which  the  plaintiff 
was  Mr.  Edward  William  Trafford,  and  the  defendant  Mr.  Ellis,  a 
lieutenant  in  the  9th  Royal  Lancers  stationed  at  Norwich  in  1839.  The 
Attorney-General  (Sir  John  Campbell)  was  one  of  the  counsel  for  the 
plaintiff,  Mr.  Thesiger  was  leading  counsel  for  defendant,  and  Mrs. 
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Opie  was  a  witness  in  the  case.  Mr.  N.  Palmer,  barrister,  was  deputed 
by  the  High  Sheriff  to  preside.  The  damages  were  laid  at  £5,000,  and 
the  special  jury,  composed  of  county  gentlemen,  assessed  them  at 
£500.  On  August  4th  the  Royal  assent  was  given  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Trafford's  Divorce  Bill. 

20. — ^At  a  meeting  of  tbe  county  magistrates,  held  at  the  Shirehall, 
Norwich,  Mr.  Henry  Champion  Partridlge  and  Mr.  Isaac  Jermy, 
Recorder  of  Norwich,  were  elected  Chairmien  of  the  Norfolk  Quarter 
Sessions. 

29. — ^Died  in  St.  Giles*  Street,  Norwich,  aged  47,  Mr.  Christopher 
Edwards,  formerly  a  solicitor.  "  The  deceased  was  better  known  by 
the  appellation  Cutty  Edwards,  and  was  possessed  of  considierable 
talent  and  natural  wit.  No  man  experienced  more  the  vicissitudes  of 
fortune.  He  once  had  a  comfortable  property,  but  latterly  felt  the 
bitter  pangs  of  want." 

30. — Norman's  Sohool,  erected  in  the  parish  of  St.  Paul,  Norwich, 
by  the  trustees  of  Alderman  Norman,  who  died  May  lOth,  1724,  "  he 
bequeathing  his  property  upon  trust  for  ever  for  the  purpose  of  board- 
ing, clothing,  and  educating  the  sons  of  hi«  own  and  his  first  wife's 
relations,"  was  opened.  The  "  claimants,"  with  their  children,  marched 
in  procession  from  Chapel  Field  to  the  bowling-green  of  the  New  Inn, 
St.  Augustine's  Gates,  where  the  boys  were  regaled  with  buns.  A 
party  numbering  600  was  entertained  to  tea  in  the  school-room,  when 
Mr.  Samuel  Daynes  proposed  "  The  Memory  of  Alderman  Norman." 
On  July  28th  the  "  claimants "  presented  a  silver  cup  to  Mr.  Daynes, 
"  as  a  memorial  of  their  esteem  for  his  indefatigable  exertions  in  obtain- 
ing and  establishing  the  claims  of  those  who  could  prove  descent  from 
their  munificent  benefactor." 

31. — The  Judges  of  Assize,  Sir  James  Parke  and  the  Hon.  Sir  £>lward 
Hall  Alderson,  arrived  at  Norwich.  Their  loc^ngs  on  this  occasion 
were  at  St.  Catherine's  Hill. 


APRIL. 

1. — ^A  match  against  time  took  place  on  Swaffham  Racecourse.  **  Mr. 
B.  Land's  celebrated  chestnut  mare  Lady  Jane  was  backed  to  do  20 
miles  in  an  hour  for  100  guineas."  Odds  of  5  to  4  were  laid  against 
the  mare,  ''  but  &fhie  accomplished  the  task  with  the  greatest  ease, 
having  one  minute  and  a  half  to  spare,  and  trotted  in  the  last  few 
yards." 

6. — ^A  meeting  of  the  freemen  of  Norwich  was  held  at  St.  Andrew's 
Hall,  for  the  purpose  of  petitioning  Parliament  "  to  repeal  so  much 
of  the  Municipal  Reform  Act  as  d<ebars  freemen  of  the  right  to  be  en- 
rolled as  burgesses  under  the  same,  and  to  confer  on  the  freemen  and 
burgesses  of  all  cities,  boroughs,  and  towns  corporate  within  the 
operation  of  the  Act  the  right  to  vote  at  all  municipal  elections."  Mr. 
John  Culley  presided,  in  the  absence  of  the  Mayor,  and  the  petition 
was  adopted.  On  May  4th  the  freemen  went  in  procession  with  a  band 
of  music  and  numerous  flags  and  banners,  from  the  Pope's  Head  to  the 
Greyhoimd  Inn,  Surrey  Street,  where,  through'  Col.  Harvey,  they  pre- 
sented the  petition  to  the  Marquis  of  Douro,  M.P.,  who  promised  to 
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support  it  in  the  House  of  Commoim  llie  petition  to  the  House  of 
Lords  was  presented  by  Lord  Mansfield,  formerly  Lord  Stormont,  one 
of  the  members  for  Norwich. 

17. — Died  in  St.  George  Colegate,  Norwich,  aged  41,  Emily,  eldest 
daughter  of  J<^in  Crome,  founder  of  the  Norwidi  Society  of  Artista 
"  In  her  pictures  of  fish,  fruity  and  fiowers  it  may  be  justly  said  that 
no  one  ha«  represented  these  objects  with  greater  fidelity  to  nature, 
combined  with  a  tasteful  and  picturesque  manner  of  grouping  them." 

18.* — **  Children  who  are  sickly  are  taken  to  a  woman  living  in  St. 
Lawrence,  Norwich,  for  the  purpose  of  being  cut  for  a  sunposed  disease 
called  the  spinnage.  The  infants  are  on  a  Monday  morning  taken  to 
this  woman'a,  who,  for  threepence,  with  a  pair  of  scissors  cuts  through 
the  lobe  of  the  right  ear,  then  makes  a  cross  with  the  Uood  upon  the 
forehead  and  breast  of  the  oluld.  On  the  following  Monday  the  same 
barbarous  and  superstitious  ceremony  is  performed  upon  the  left  ear, 
and  on  the  succeeding  Monday  the  right  ear  is  again  condemned  to 
undergo  the  same  oerwnony,  and*  in  some  oases  it  is  deemed  necessary 
to  performi  the  ridiculous  operation  nine  times." 


MAY. 

2.* — "  Married  lately  at  St.  Peter's,  in  London,  by  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Grose,  George  Henry  Borrow,  Bsq.,  for  many  years  m  resident  in  Spain, 
and  a  native  of  Norwich,  and  only  surviving  son  of  the  late  Captain 
Borrow,  to  Mrs.  Mary  Clarke,  of  Oulton  Cottage,  in  Suffolk." 

3. — Died  at  Bath,  Mr.  Thomas  Manning,  of  Orange  Grove,  Dartford, 
and  formerly  of  Diss.  ''An  eminent  linguist,  he  accompanies)  Lord 
Amherst's  embassy  to  China^  and  was  considered  the  best  Siamese 
scholar  in  Burope,  Dr.  Morrison  and  Mr.  St.  Julien  being  his  only 
rivals.  He  was  able  to  speak  fluently  fifteen  languages,  and  mam- 
tained  a  correspondence  with  the  literati  of  the  world.  For  months  he 
resided  at  H'lassa,  in  the  kingdom  of  Thibet,  and  was  the  only  Bnglish- 
tnan  wiio  had  ever  penetrated  to  the  metropolis  of  the  Lama.  There 
he  spoke  during  his  sojourn  only  Latin,  and  on  his  departure  received 
the  benediction  of  the  Lama." 

6. — Died,  aged  76,  Mr.  James  Sillett,  of  King  Street,  Norwich.  "  As 
an  artist  he  stood  unrivalled  in  his  minute  and  accurate  delineations 
of  fish,  fruit,  and  flowers.  From  1781  to  1790  he  studied  from  the 
fijrure  at  the  Royal  Academy,  under  Professors  Reynoldte,  Barry,  and 
others,  whose  lectures  he  also  attended'.  He  began  to  exhibit  at 
Somerset  House  in  1796,  which  he  continued  at  intervals  for  upwards 
of  30  years,  part  of  which  time  he  practised  as  a  miniature  painter  with 
great  success.  He  afterwards  settled  in  his  native  city,  and  gained 
pre^minenoe  in  his  skilful  and  faithful  delineations  in  oil  and  water 
colours.  In  later  days  he  undertook  architectural  subjecta  In  1815 
he  was  President  of  the  Norwich  Artists*  Society,  of  which  he  was  one 
of  the  original  members,  but,  in  consequence  of  disputes  arising,  he 
and  two  other  of  the  original  members  quitted  it.  He  continued 
annually  to  exhibit,  although  he  never  afterwards  joined  the  society, 
whioh,  from  want  of  encouragement,  gradually  dissolved  in  a  few 
years.* 
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7. — ^A  public  mjeeting  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  "  to  take 
into  consideration  the  propriety  of  petitioning  Parliament  to  afford 
to  every  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  the  a<}vantage  now  enjoyed  by 
the  Metropolis  of  not  having  any  post  delivery  on  the  Sabbath  day.'* 

9.*—"  Married  lately  at  Catfield,  by  the  Rev.  J.  Prowett,  Mr.  John 
Curtiss,  aged  86,  to  Miss  Rogers,  an  agreeable  young  lady.  The  morn- 
ing was  ushered  in  with  the  ringing  of  bells  and  firing  of  guns.  A 
large  barge  was  prepared  for  the  acconmiodation  of  the  company  to 
row  on  the  lake  in  front  of  his  mansion.  In  the  evening  an  excellent 
band  of  music  tend^  to  the  great  amusement  of  hundreds  who 
assembled  on  the  cheerful  occasion,  when  all  the  younger  ones  joined 
in  the  rustio  dance,  which  was  kept  up  till  a  late  hour,  after  which 
there  was  a  grand  display  of  fireworka^' 

13. — ^Matthew  Rackham,  over  seventy  years  of  age,  started  from 
Norwich  at  four  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  walked  to  Yarmouth,  where 
he  arrived  at  nine  o'clock,  and  returned  to  Norwich  by  six  o'dock  in 
the  evening,  **  without  experiencing  any  fatigue,  although  he  had  to 
contend  with  an  adverse  wind  aocompanied  witb  rain  during  the  whole 
of  his  journey  out." 

18. — ^Mr.  6.  y.  Brooke  took  has  benefit  at  Norwich  Theatre  as  Hot- 
spur in  "  King  Henry  the  Fourth  "  (Part  1).  "  The  degree  of  estimar 
tion  in  which  this  young  actor  is  held  was  displayed  in  a  general  call 
for  him  at  the  end  of  the  piece,  a  proceeding  which  is  frequently  re- 
sorted to  in  London,  but  which  we  are  not  aware  of  having  seen  occur 
here  before." 

22. — ^The  remaining  troop  of  the  9th  Royal  Lancers  marched  from 
Norwich  Barracks,  under  the  command  of  Capt  WhaJley.  Two  trooos 
and  the  headquarters  of  the  8th  Royal  Irish  Hussars,  commanded  by 
Col.  the  Hon.  6.  B.  Molyneaux,  took  over  the  Barracks  on  June  6th. 

25. — ^The  Norfolk  Yeomianry  Cavalry,  commanded  by  Major  Loftus, 
commenced  permanent  duty  at  Cromer.  The  regiment  consisted  of 
three  troops,  namely,  the  Rainham  Troop  (Capt.  H.  B.  Caldwell) ;  the 
Hingham  Troop  (C^pt.  Ferdinand  Ives);  and  the  Holt  Troop  (Capt. 
John  Mott.  ''  The  uniform  and  appointments  assimilate  closely  in  cut 
and  other  details  with  those  of  her  Majesty's  regiments  of  Dragoon 
Guards.'' 


JUNE. 

1.— Died  at  Thetford,  aged  63,  Mr.  Thomas  Withers  Gill,  an  alder- 
man of  the  borough,  who  hiad  twioe  served  the  office  of  Mayor. 

^The  publication  commenced  in  bi-monthly  shilling  parts  of  "  The 

Eastern  Arboretum :  a  new  Botanical  Work  on  the  Trees  of  Norfolk," 
by  James  Grigor ;  illustrated  by  T.  Ninham.  London :  Longmsji  and 
Co.;  Norwich:  John  Stacy,  Old  Haymarket. 

4. — A  public  meeting,  preside  over  by  the  Dean,  was  held  in  Nor- 
wich, "to  receive  a  report  on  the  city  National  Schools,  established 
in  the  year  1708,  and  to  consider  the  best  means  of  advancing  the 
benevolent  objects  of  these  most  ancient  charitable  institutions."  Reso- 
lutions were  passed  pledging  the  meeting  to  support  the  schools, 
"  which  were  the  first  and  for  a  long  time  the  sole  meant  of  educating 
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the  children  of  the  poor,  aad  also  the  cause  of  similar  institutions  in 
later  years." 

5. — The  tender  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kent,  of  E^aat  Winch,  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  patronage  of  St  Mary's  Church,  Bury  St.  ESdmund's,  at 
3,000  guineas,  was  opened  and  accepted  by  the  Elcclesiastical  Commis- 
sioners. 

9. — ^Mr.  W.  M.  Warcup,  surgeon,  of  East  Dereham,  was  presented 
with  a  piece  of  plate  by  the  inhabitants  of  Swanton  Morley,  "  in  testi- 
mony of  their  respect  for  his  skilful  and  successful  treatment  of  the 
poor  of  that  parish  during  fourteen  months  when  typhus  feyer  of  a 
very  malignant  character  extended  itself  into  the  family  of  almost 
every  poor  person  in  the  village." 

^The  question  of  the  practicability  of  paving  Guildhall  Hill,  Nor- 

wiohs  with  wood,  "  in  order  to  prevent  the  noise  and  interruption  from 
carriages  passing  up  and  down  the  hill  during  the  holding  of  Quarter 
Sessions,  Assizes,  and  magistrates*  sittings,"  was  introduced  by  the 
Mayor  (Capt.  Money)  and  referred  to  a  Committee  of  the  Paving  Com- 
missioners, who,  on  October  13th,  reported  that  "a  wood  pavement 
was  not  suitable  for  declivities."  A  macadamised  road  was  thereupon 
ordered  to  be  made. 

13.* — "We  regret  to  find  some  of  the  finest  parts  of  the  antient 
church  of  Yarmouth  are  doomed  to  destruction.  Handbills  inviting 
tenders  for  the  work  have  for  some  time  been  in  circulation.  The  prin- 
cipal object  of  demolition  is  the  splendid  east  window  of  the  south 
isle,  one  of  the  most  elaborate  examples  of  a  highly-enriched  style  of 
architecture  in  the  county.  This  capacious  building  has  long  been 
suffering  from  the  effects  of  mutilations  which  every  admirer  of  our 
antient  ecclesiastical  architecture  must  lament.  The  modem  and 
ghastly  eastern  windows  of  the  north  isle  and  chancel  are  deformities 
which  would  disgrace  a  dilapidated  church  of  the  meanest  village.^' 

15. — ^^fr.  Farren,  of  Covent  Garden,  and  Mr.  J.  Vininc,  of  the  same 
theatre,  formerly  a  favourite  actor  in  the  Norwich  Company,  com- 
menced a  short  engagement  at  Norwich  TTieatre.  The  plays  in  which 
they  appeared  included  "  The  Clandestine  Marriage,"  **  The  Day  after 
the  Wedding,"  *'  The  School  for  Scandal,"  Ac. 

A  public  meeting,  convened  by  the  Mayor,  was  held  at  the 

Guildhall,  Norwich,  "  for  the  purpose  of  congratulating  her  Most 
Gracious  Majesty  and  his  Royal  Highness  Prince  Albert  on  their  late 
most  happy  escape  from  the  atrocious  attempt  at  assassination."  The 
address  was  moved  by  Col.  Harvey,  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Wright.  *nie 
notorious  Chartist,  Dover,  moved  a  direct  negative,  which  the  Mayor 
refused  to  accept.  The  address  was  then  adopted.  An  address  was 
also  agreed  to  by  the  Town  Council  on  the  15th,  and  on  the  21st  the 
Mayor  and  Corporation  attended  the  thanksgiving  service  at  the 
Cathedral.  Addresses  were  adopted  by  the  Corporations  of  Yarmouth 
and  Lynn,  by  the  clergy  of  the  diocese,  and  by  various  public  bodies 
in  the  city  and  county,  and  a  special  form  of  prayer  was  used  at  all 
the  churches.  A  county  meeting  took  place  at  the  Shirehall,  Norwich, 
on  June  27th,  at  which  congratulatory  addresses  to  the  Queen,  the 
Prince  Consort,  and  the  Duchess  of  Kent  were  adopted.  Dover  and  a 
party  of  Norwich  Chartists  occupied  the  gallery  and  created  much 
disturbance. 
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16. — John  Mountjoy,  the  pedestriac,  oommenced  a  series  of  remark- 
able feata  at  Norwioh.  At  Ranelagh  Gardens  he  performed  the  task  of 
t-aking  up  with  his  mouth,  without  touching  the  ground  with  his  knees, 
100  eggs  placed  a  yard  apart  and  dropping  them  into  a  bucket  of  water 
without  Inreaking  themi,  and  leaping  over  50  hurdles  4  ft.  high  placed 
ten  yards  apart,  making  a  distance  of  6^  miles.  He  undertook  to  do 
this  in  one  hour,  and  accomplished  it  in  58  minutes  56  seconds.  On 
June  22nd  he  began  his  walk  from  the  Shirehall  Tayem,  Castle  Ditches, 
to  Symonds'  Gardens,  Yarmouth,  and  back  twice  a  day  for  six  successive 
days,  a  distance  of  76  miles.  He  finished  the  undertaking  on  Saturday, 
June  27th.  After  he  had  crossed  Foundry  Bridge  on  his  last  return 
journey  he  was  followed  by  a  tremendous  crowd,  who  bore  the  toll  col- 
lectors before  them  and  made  a  free  passage.  The  only  remuneration 
Mountjoy  received  for  his  self-imposed  task  were  the  contributions 
prompted  by  the  generosity  of  the  public.  On  July  13th,  at  Ranelagh 
Gardens,  he  ran  a  mile,  walked  backwards  a  mile,  ran  a  wheelbarrow 
half  a  mile,  trundled  a  hoop  a  mile,  hopped  200  yards,  picked  up  with 
his  mouth  40  hazel  nuts  placed  a  yard  apart  without  putting  his  knees 
to  the  groimd,  and  jumped  over  30  hurdles  ten  yards  apart  within  five 
minutes  of  the  time  stipulated,  one  hour.  On  August  31st  he  started 
to  walk  to  London  and  baol^  by  way  of  Cambridge,  in  48  hours. 
Leaving  Ranelagh  Gardens  at  four  o'clock  in  the  morning,  he  reached 
Wymondham  at  5.5  and  Thetford  at  9.20,  Barton  Mills  before  11,  and 
Newmarket  at  12.45.  After  leaving  Newmarket,  he  incautiously  drank 
some  cold  water,  wbich  had  such  an  effect  upon  him  that  he  lay  for 
an  hour  and  a  quarter  outside  the  Swan  Inn  at  Bottisham.  Having 
somewhat  recovered,  he  resumed  his  walk  and  reached  Cambridge  a 
little  before  five  o'clock,  and  Melbourne  at  nine,  where  he  was  a^n 
taken  ill  and  obliged  to  lie  down  for  an  hour.  He  then  struggled  on 
to  Royston,  where  '^  he  was  obliged  to  lie  down  under  a  hedge,  with 
none  but  strangers  around  hink"  On  reaching  Buntingfoi*d  he  was 
advised  to  give  in,  but  he  pursued'  his  course  to  within  a  mile  of  Ware, 
when  he  was  obliged  to  relinquish  the  undertaking.  Mountjoy,  on 
September  10th,  jumped  144  hurdles  and  ran  twelve  times  round  the 
racecourse  on  Mousehold  Heath  in  1  min.  4  sees,  under  the  hour  (dis- 
tance not  stated);  and  on  September  13th  walked  20  miles  backwards 
and  20  forwards  on  the  Catton  Road,  starting  at  9  a.m.  and  finishing 
at  7.4  p.mi. 

18._IHed  at  Coltishall,  aged  62,  Mr.  Thomas  Stallard  Webb,  his- 
torical engraver  to  the  Queen.  "  For  the  long  term  of  38  years  this 
eminent  artist  most  assiduously  devoted  his  great  talents,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  late  l^omas  Holloway  and  Richard  Slann,  who  survives, 
exclusively  to  the  engraving  of  the  celebrated  cartoons  of  Raphael  from 
the  original  paintings  in  the  possession  of  her  Majesty,  the  last  plate 
of  which  series  was  completed  only  a  few  weeks  before  his  death.  TTiis 
splendid  work  will  carry  down  his  name  to  posterity  amongst  the  first 
artists  of  the  age." 

23. — ^The  foundation-stone  of  Christ  church.  New  Cotton,  was  laid 
by  the  Hon.  and  Very  Rev.  Dean  Pellew,  after  a  special  service  at  the 
mother  church  of  St.  Clement,  at  which  the  sermon  wa»  preached  by 
the  Hon.  and  Rev.  J.  T.  Pelham,  rector  of  Bergh  Apton.  The  archi- 
tect was  Mr.  Brown,  the  contractors  Messrs.  Wright  and  Cattermoul 
and  Messrs.  Watson  and  NeaJe,  the  site  was  given  by  Mr.  S.  D.  Page, 
and  the  entire  cost  of  the  work  was  £2,400.    "  More  than  300  years 
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have  elapted  since  a  parish  cburch  has  been  raised  in  this  city.  Of  the 
36  churches,  St.  Andrew's  is  the  last  that  was  erected,  or  rather  rebuilt, 
about  the  year  1500,  on  the  site  of  an  ancient  church." 

JULY. 

1. — On  the  opening  of  the  Eastern  Counties  Railway  from  Shoreditch 
to  Brentwood,  the  London  coaches  from  Norwich,  Yarmouth,  and  other 
places  in  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  there  transferred  their  passengers  and 
mails  to  the  trains  in  communication  with  the  Metropolis. 

4.* — **  He  very  antient  lectorium  or  reading^iesk  which  has  (or  many 
years  lain  neglected  in  Norwich  Cathedral  haa,  by  order  of  the  Hon. 
the  Very  Rev.  the  Dean,  recently  been  restored,  and  is  now  placed  in 
the  choir.  It  was  originally  adorned  with  figures,  which,  in  the  time  of 
the  usurpation,  were  destroyed  or  mutilated.  These  figures  have  been 
replaced  by  others  caat  in  brass  and  elaborately  chased  by  Mr.  John 
Herbert,  from  models  furnished  by  Mr.  OUett." 

9. — ^Died  in  St.  Stephen's,  Norwich,  aged  81,  Mr.  John  Stafford,  "  a 
man  well  known  in  the  sporting  world,  having  been  many  years  a  noted 
cock-feeder/' 

18  * — [Advt.]  "  The  public  are  respectfully  informed  that  the  Angel 
Inn,  Market  Place,  Norwich,  having  been  recently  disposed  of,  is  now 
refurnishing  and  fitting  up  with  every  convenience  for  the  reception  of 
families  and  commercial  gentlemen,  and  will  in  future  be  known  as 
the  Royal  Hotel." 

23. — ^In  recording  the  anniversary  of  an  Oddfellows*  Lodge  at  Lynn 
on  this  date,  the  Norfolk  CHBomcLS  stated :  **  llie  name  '  Oddfellows/ 
by  which  the  Order  is  distinguished,  scarcely  does  justice  to  the  insti- 
tution, as  corresponding  with  its  importance  and  its  noble  and  generous 
principles.  To  those  who  are  unacquainted  with  the  real  merits  of  the 
society,  there  is  a  sort  of  peculiarity  in  the  title  of  '  Oddfellows '  which 
may  seem  to  imply  something  of  buffoonery  united  with  thoughtless 
revelling." 

80. — ^Died,  aged  50,  Mr.  B.  Harrison,  many  years  a  popular  actor  on 
the  Norwich  stage. 

31. — ^Married,  Mr.  Charles  Fisher,  of  the  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  Com- 
pany of  Comedians,  to  Miss  Richardson,  only  daughter  of  Richard 
Richardson,  gent.,  of  Swaiield,  North  Walsham. 

^The  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  of  the  East  Norfolk 

Yeomanry  Cavalry  presented  to  Major  Charles  Loftus  a  silver  candelar 
brum,  in  **  testimony  of  the  sincere  regard  and  admiration  which  they 
bear  towards  him  both  as  their  commanding  officer  and  as  a  private 
gentleman."  The  presentation  was  made  by  Lord  James  Townshend, 
at  a  dinner  given  at  the  King's  Arms  Inn,  East  Dereham,  under  the 
presidency  of  Quarter-Master  Wood. 

AUGUST. 

1. — Sir  John  Patteson  and  Sir  Edward  Hall  Alderson,  the  Judges  of 
I,  arrived  at  Norwich. 
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3. — ^Mr.  Tates,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eeeley,  and  Mr.  Paul  Bedford  oom- 
menced  a  six  nights'  engagement  at  Norwioh  Theatre  for  the  Assize 
week,  in  the  new  drama,  "  Jack  Shephard/'  Mrs.  Eeeley  appeared  in 
the  title  rSle^  Mr.  Tates  as  Abram  Monday,  and  Mr.  Bedford  as  Joe 
Blueskin.  Mrs.  Eeeley  (nee  Goward)  was  formerly  a  member  of  the 
Norwioh  Company.  On  the  10th  Miss  IHlen  Tree  and  Mr.  George 
Bennett,  of  Covent  Garden  and  Drury  Lane,  appeared  in  Sheridan 
Enowles'  play,  *'  Love.''  Mr.  Bennett  was  the  son  of  an  old  aotor  on 
the  Norwich  stage,  and  of  Miss  Tree  it  was  said :  '^  She  is  indeed  one 
of  Nature's  noblesse,  an  histrionic  genius  of  the  first  order,  an  oma^ 
ment  to  her  arduous,  anxious,  and  ill-requited  profession." 

At   the    Norfolk  Assizes,   before  Mr.   Justice   Pattesoai,   John 

Randalsomo,  aged  40,  was  indicted  for  the  murder  of  his  wife,  at 
Thwaite,  on  June  19th.  A  singular  feature  of  the  case  was  that  none 
of  the  murdered  woman's  relatives  were  aware  that  she  was  married 
to  the  prisoner.  Randalsome  had  formed  an  illicit  acquaintance  with 
a  girl  namad  Punchard,  and  desired  to  be  rid  of  his  wife.  Having 
enticed  her  from  the  house  of  her  father,  with  whom  she  resided,  he 
woimded  her  severely  about  the  head  and  face  with  a  hedge  stake,  and 
threw  her  into  a  pond.  The  medical  evidence  proved  that  death  re- 
sulted from  drowning.  The  jury  rettirned  a  verdict  of  guilty,  and 
the  prisoner  was  executed  on  the  Castle  Hill,  Norwich,  on  August  22nd. 

— — The  new  Amphitheatre  and  Royal  Albert  Saloon,  Ranela^h 
Gardens,  St.  Stephen's  Gates,  Norwich,  was  opened.  "  The  building  is 
aftor  a  new  design,  constructed  with  great  solidarity,  and  on  a  con- 
siderably increased  scale  of  dimensions.  The  circle  is  about  150  feet 
in  circumference,  lighted  up  with  a  splendid  chandelier  of  20  gas 
burners,  Busi>ended  from  the  centre  of  the  cone,  which  is  glazed  from 
the  top  downwards  about  15  ft.  Round  the  spacious  arena  rise  lower 
and  upper  tiers  of  boxes  splendidly  fitted  up.  The  entrance  to  the 
circle  and  boxes  is  through  a  lofty  and  well-proportioned  saloon,  about 
70  ft.  long  and  30  ft.  wide.  The  fapade  of  the  building  presents  above 
the  principal  entrance  an  open  portico  of  three  arches  looking  into  the 
gardens;  and  there  is  an  exactly  similar  arcade  opening  internally 
towards  the  theatre."  A  portion  of  the  building  here  described  is  now 
the  Victoria  Station  of  the  Great  Eastern  Railway. 


.   SEPTEMBER. 

2. — ^At  the  King's  Head  Inn,  Diss,  the  brewery,  publio-houses,  man- 
sion, farm,  and  other  property  of  Mr.  Robert  Sheriffe,  of  Diss,  were 
sold  by  auction  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Simpson,  of  London.  The  brewery  and 
publio*houses  were  purchased  by  Mr.  Samuel  Farrow,  and  the  amount 
realised  by  the  three  days'  sale  was  £50,000.  "  The  great  increase  in 
the  value  of  country  publio-houses  apparent  from  the  enormous  prices 
which  have  lately  been  realised  for  this  description  of  property  leads 
us  to  believe  that  the  shook  which  the  trade  suffered  on  the  passing  of 
the  Beer  Bill  some  years  since  has  been  entirely  recovered,  and  that 
country  publio-houses  are  now  even  of  greater  value  than  they  were 
antecedent  to  the  passing  of  that  measure." 

9. — ^The  two  days'  annual  race  meeting  commenced  on  the  Mouse- 
hold  course,  Norwich. 
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10.— A  "  great  ringing  festival "  took  place  at  Heydon,  to  celebrate 
the  opening  of  the  new  peal  of  bells  put  up  by  Thomaa  and  Joshua 
Hurry,  of  Norwich.  Prizes  were  competed  for  by  the  ringers,  and  a 
"fanners'  ball"  concluded  the  festivities. 

12. — On  this  date  was  reported  the  discovery  of  the  remains  of  Sir 
Thomas  Browne,  in  the  church  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich.  "  Tlie 
bones  of  the  skeleton  were  found  to  be  in  good  preservation,  particularly 
those  of  the  skull.  The  brain  waa  considerable  in  quantity,  but 
changed  to  a  state  of  adipooere  resembling  ointment  of  a  dark  brown 
hue.  The  hair  and  the  beard  remained  profuse  and  perfect,  though 
the  flesh  of  the  face  as  well  as  of  every  other  part  was  totally  gone. 
With  respect  to  the  formation  of  the  head,  we  are  informed  that  the 
forehead  was  remarkably  low,  but  the  back  of  the  cranium  exhibited 
an  imusual  degree  of  depth  and  capcu^iousness.  Sir  Thomas  Browne 
died  on  October  12th,  1682." 

14. — Died  at  Honing,  Thomas  Holt,  aged  105. 

21. — ^M.  liszt,  the  celebrated-  pianist,  performed  at  two  grand  con- 
certs at  Norwich,  in  the  morning  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  and  in  the 
evening  at  the  Theatre.  The  other  artistes  were  Mr.  Mori,  Mdlle.  de 
Vamy,  Miss  Louisa  Bassano,  and  Mr.  J.  Parry. 

22. — ^Under  the  management  of  Messrs.  Hewlett  and  Trory,  a  morn- 
ing concert  was  given  at  the  Assembly  Rooma,  and  an  evening  concert 
at  St.  AndreVs  Hall,  Norwich,  at  which  the  performers  were  Madame 
Persiani,  Signer  Negri,  Signer  Rubini,  and  Signer  Puzzi.  "In  two 
consecutive  days  we  have  had  four  concerts  and  heard  four  of  the 
greatest  performers  of  the  present  day — ^Persiani,  Puzzi,  Rubini,  and 
Liszt." 

24. — From  a  meadow  near  Bishop  Bridge,  Norwich,  Mr.  Charles 
Oreen  ascended  in  the  Nassau  balloon,  accompanied  by  Mr.  R  Craw- 
shay  and  hds  sons,  Messrs.  F.  and  E.  Crawshay,  Mr.  Nicholas  Bacon, 
Mr.  Shalders,  and  Mr.  Andrews.  The  balloon  rose  at  four  o'clock,  and 
descended  at  Ave  o'clock,  at  Metton,  near  Felbrigg. 


OOTOBBR. 


1. — Died  at  his  residence  in  the  Lower  Close,  Norwich,  aged  90, 
Sylas  Neville,  M.D.  "  Of  this  venerable  gentleman,  for  a  great  many 
years  an  inhabitant  of  this  city,  living  as  he  did  in  a  state  of  perfect 
seclusion,  there  is  little  to  record  beyond  the  fact  of  his  having  been 
bom  in  London  and  having  taken  his  doctor^s  degree  at  Edinburgh,  in 
1775.  His  inaugural  essay,  *  De  Prognosi  in  Febribus,'  delivered  on 
the  occasion,  is  in  print,  and  bears  testimony  to  his  acquirements  both 
as  a  classic  and  as  a  pathologist.  During  many  years  and  to  the  last 
moments  of  his  existence.  Dr.  Neville  was  chiefly  indebted  to  the  kind- 
ness of  friends  around  him  for  the  means  of  subsistence.'^ 

5. — George  Edward  Scales,  known  as  a  common  informer,  procured 
the  conviction  of  a  coach  proprietor,  at  the  Norwioh  Police  C^urt,  for 
carrying  more  than  the  regulation  number  of  passengers.  Scales,  on 
leaving  the  Guildhall,  was  violently  assaulted  by  the  mob,  and  was 
escorted  to  his  home  by  twenty  police-officers. 
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6. — Col.  Petre,  of  Weetwick,  presided  at  a  meeting  at  the  Aflsembly 
Rooms,  Norwich,  at  which  was  formed,  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to 
animals,  a  society  known  as  ''  The  Animals'  Friend  Society." 

The  Countess  of  Leicester  sustained  a  compound  fracture  of  the 

leg  by  a  fall  from  her  horse  whdlst  riding  in  Holkham  Park. 

16. — ^A  brace  of  trout  was  taken  in  an  eel  net  at  the  New  Mills, 
Norwich.  The  female  weighed  6  lbs.  8  oz.,  and  was  23^  inches  in 
length;  the  male  was  4  lbs.  12  oz  in  weigfht,  and  23  inches  in  length. 

NOVEMBER. 

2. — On  Mr.  T.  R.  Buckworth'a  estate  at  Cockley  Cley,  near  SwafTham, 
"  a  party  of  several  gentlemen  killed  the  extraordinary  number  of  630 
head  of  game,  consisting  of  331  pheasflmts,  15  partridges^  176  hares, 
and  108  rabbits." 

5. — Gaslight  was  used  for  the  first  time  at  Harleston  ;  to  celebrate 
the  event  a  public  dinner  was  held  at  the  Magpie  Lm. 

6. — ^A  public  meeting  was  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich, 
presided  over  by  Mr.  John  Joseph  Gumey,  at  which  an  auxiliary  of 
the  British  and  Foreign  Anti-Slavery  Society,  for  the  purpose  of 
abolishing  slavery  throughout  the  world,  was  formed.  Mr.  Henrv 
B.  Stanton,  secretary  of  the  New  York  Anti-Slavery  Society,  was  the 
principal  speaker. 

9. — Mr.  Edward  Willett  was  elected  Mayor,  and  Mr.  Richaixl  Coaks 
appointed  Sheriff,  of  Norwich. 

^Died  at  his  residence,  St.  Margaret's  Placet,  Lynn,  aged  63, 

Mr.  John  Presoott  Blencowe,  who  hadi  several  times  served  the  office 
of  Mayor  of  that  borough. 

10. — ^The  Norwich  Polytechnic  Eixhibition  was  opened  in  the 
premises  known  as  the  Royal  Bazaar,  St.  And'rew's.  Tbe  exhibition 
consisted  of  scientific  objects,  paintings,  drawings,  machinery,  ko. 
Professor  Partington  delivered  a  course  of  lectures  on  arts  and  manu- 
factures. 

18. — ^A  county  meeting  was  held  at  St.  AndreVs  Hall,  in  furtherance 
of  the  movement  for  suppressing  the  slave  trade  in  Africa.  Hie 
High  Sheriff  (Mr.  H.  Yillebois)  presided.  The  Chartists  attended  in 
force,  and  "  gave  groans  for  the  Whigs  of  Norwich,  for  Mr.  J.  J.  Gumey, 
the  Bishop  of  Norwich,  and  Sir  T.  Fowell  Buxton."  The  ringleader, 
Dover,  moved  a  resolution  affirming  tibat  the  meeting  "  views  with  deep 
regret  the  many  proofs  of  despotic  slavery  now  increasing  at  home,  and 
it  therefore  pledges  itself  to  use  all  its  exertions  to  put  a  final  stop  to 
slavery  wherever  it  is  found  to  exist."  Tbis  waa  negatived,  amid  great 
uproar,  and  the  resolutions  drafted'  by  the  promoters  of  the  meeting 
adopted. 

22. — ^Intelligence  was  received  in  Norwich  of  the  birth  of  a  Princess 
(Prinoess  Royal).  The  bells  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft  were  rung,  and  next 
day  (Monday)  there  were  further  demonstrations  of  joy.  On  December 
2nd  a  special  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Court  of  Guardians  was  held,  '*  to 
drink  the  health'  of  the  Queen  and  the  Princess  Royal " ;  and  on  the 
same  day  the  Bishop^  in  celebration  of  the  birtl^  entertained  the 
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inmates  of  the  Workhouse.     Hie  Town  Council,  on  the  10th,  adopted 
a  loyal  and  dutiful  address  of  congratulation. 

22. — ^A  severe  ^ele  occurred  on  the  Norfolk  coast,  and  resulted  in  the 
loss  of  several  lives.     Ships  were  driven  ashore  at  Crom^*. 

DECEMBER. 

14. — A  young  man  named  William  Bunting  appeared  before  the  Nor- 
wich msgist rates,  charged  wit^  using  threatening  language  to  Mr.  R.  N. 
Bacon,  of  the  ''Norwich  Mercury."  The  defendant,  a  gro<Mn  in  the 
service  of  Capt.  Ives,  rode  ai  horse  named  Newman  Nogs  at  Long 
Stratton  steeplechases  on  December  9th.  The  animal  was  injured,  and 
had  to  be  destroyed.  The  complainant,  in  hi«  report  in  the  "  Mercury," 
insinuated  that  the  rider  **  had  too  much  nog  in  his  head  "  ;  and  Bunt- 
ing, taking  offenoe,  called  at  the  office,  and  threatened  to  horsewhip 
Mr.  BiMX)n.  It  was  alleged  that,  during  the  interview,  Capt.  Ives  rode 
backwards  and  forwards  in  front  of  the  office.  Defendant  was  ordered 
to  find  sureties,  and  keep  the  peace. 

26. — Navigation  between  Norwich  and  Yarmouth  was  obstructed 
by  the  frozen  state  of  the  river. 

28. — ^A  cricket  match  was  played  on  the  ice  on  Scoulton  Mere,  be- 
tween two  selected  elevens  from  the  parish  of  Hingham.  "Mr.  W. 
Waller's  side  went  in  first,  and  after  some  fine  play,  and  atill  finer  falls, 
were  out  for  66  runs.  Mr.  W.  Roberts'  side  then  took  the  bat,  and 
Rcored  170  runs  in  the  most  slashing  style,  hitting  the  ball  quite  off 
the  ice  in  all  directions.  Some  of  the  players  wore  skaits,  and  others 
their  stump  shoes,  &c.,  to  prevent  falling." 

30. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Bast  India  and  Colonial  Rooms,  Pall 
Mall,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  W.  L.  W.  Chute,  M.P.,  the  Norfolk, 
Suffolk,  and  Cambridge  Railway  Company  was  formed,  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  a  line  to  proceed  from  Yarmouth  to  Bishop's  Stortford, 
by  way  of  Norwich,  Wymondham,  Attleborough,  Thetford,  Newmarket 
and  Cambridge.  The  principal  promoter  was  Mr.  J.  W.  Rastrick,  and 
the  adoption  of  the  scheme  was  agreed  to  on  the  motion  of  the  Marquis 
of  Douro,  seconded  by  Mr.  Samuel  Bignold  The  estimated  cost  of 
the  line  was  two  millions,  and  of  locomotives  and  carriages,  £200,000. 

31. — ^The  weather  '*  was  warmer  and  more  brilliant  than  the  last 
days  of  May  are  sometimes  found  to  be."  In  the  previous  week  the 
thermometer  stood  at  eleven  degrees  below  freeaing  point. 


1841. 


JANUARY. 


3.—- A  severe  gale,  with  tihimder,  lightning,  and  hailstorms,  occurred. 

4. — A  correspondent  writing  to  the  Nobvolk  Chroniolh  on  this  date 
announced  the  disooveiy,  in  the  old  Library  Room  at  St.  AndreVs  Hall, 
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Norwich,  of  an  antique  chest  containing  the  remains  of  a  vialuable  col- 
lection of  Roman  and  English  coina.  John  Kirkpatrick,  in  his  will, 
dated  July,  1727,  made  the  following  bequest :  "  I  give  to  the  Mayor, 
Sheriffs,  citizens  and  commonalty  of  Norwich  all  my  ancient  MSS.  and 
all  my  medals  and  antient  ooins  of  silver  and  brass,  to  be  deposited  in 
the  library  of  the  new  Hall "  (the  GuildOiall).  The  coins  found  at  St. 
Andrew's  Hall  formed  the  remnant  of  that  collection. 

7. — ^The  thermometer  fell  to  zero  at  Norwidb.  The  cold  was  so 
intense  that  fowls  under  cover  were  frozen  to  death.  Great  distrefls 
prevailed,  and  meetings  were  held  at  Norwioh,  Yarmouth,  and  Lynn, 
to  adopt  measures  for  the  relief  of  the  poor. 

9. — ^Died  in  the  Cathediral  Precincts,  Norwidh,  in  his  77th  year,  the 
Rev.  Peter  Hansell,  one  of  the  Minor  Canons  of  the  Cathedral,  an  office 
which  he  had  held  for  upwards  of  fifty-four  years.  For  more  than  lialf 
a  century  he  was  minister  of  St.  John  de  Sepulchre.  His  remains  were 
interred^  on  the  15th,  in  the  south  transept  of  the  Cathedral. 

-Died,  aged  52,  Samuel  Thurston,  for  more  than  30  years  a  ringer 

at  St.  Peter  Manoroft,  Norwich.  "  As  a  practical  ringer  and  theorist 
combined,  the  art  has  lost  one  of  its  brightest  ornaments.  The  d^te 
tablets  erected  in  different  parishes  throughout  the  city  and  county 
record  his  fame  as  a  ringer." 

16. — ^AU  the  marshes  and  low-lying  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  Norwich 
were  flooded  upon  the  breaking  up  of  the  frost.  Owing  to  the  heavy 
state  of  the  roado,  the  mail  and  stage  coaches  were  delayed  several 
hoiurs  beyond  their  usual  time.  The  weather  was  remarkably,  warm  and 
brilliant  in  the  last  week  of  the  month. 


FEBRUARY. 

3. — ^Wintry  weather  set  in  with  increased'  severity,  the  rivers  were 
icebound,  and  navigation  was  completely  stbppe<}  at  Lynn. 

^The  Mayor  of  Norwicftn  (Mr.  Bid.  Willett)  entertained  a  large 

party  at  the  Royal  Hotel,  in  celebration  of  the  christening  of  the  Prin- 
cess Royal.  "Four  swans  formed  a  conspicuous  figure  in  the  second 
course,  and  the  ancient  and  costly  Corporation  plate  was  brought 
into  requisition  on  this  occasion.  Previous  to  the  removal  of  the  cloth 
the  beautiful  antique  massive  gilt  dishes  were  passed  round  with  rose 
water  in  them."  In  the  evening  a  ball  was  held!  at  the  Assembly 
Rooms. 

8. — Miss  £Illen  Tree  commenced  a  six  nights'  engagement  at 
Norwich  Theatre.  Her  impersonations  included'  Julia  ("The  Hunch- 
back "),  Letitia  Hardy,  Mrs.  HaJler,  Constance  ("  The  Love  Chase  "), 
Juliana  ("  The  Honeymoon  "),  and  Pauline. 

12. — ^Died,  at  Elast  Dereham,  in  her  101  art  year,  Mrs.  Carter,  widow 
of  the  Rev.  John  Carter,  formerly  minister  of  the  Independ'ent  chapel, 
Mattishall. 

^Died,  Sir  Astley  Paston  Cooper,  Bart.,  aged  78  years. 

27. — ^Died  at  Seaming,  aged  67,  the  Rev.  L.  Walton,  perpetual  curate 
of  Wendling  and  Longham,  and  many  years  master  of  the  Free  Gram- 
mar School,  Seaming. 
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MABOH. 

5. — ^The  Norwich  Philharmonic  Society,  established  on  the  dissolution 
of  the  Hall  Concert,  gave  its  first  concert. 

22.-1^6  Mayor  of  Yarmouth  (Mr.  S.  Palmer),  "  assisted  by  the  lodge  " 
of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, ''  laid  the  first  stone  of  the  Victoria  Hotel 
at  Yannouth.  Com,  wine,  and  oil,  emblems  of  plenty,  iirere  offered  and 
poured  upon  the  stone."  The  hotel,  and  adjoining  houses  known  ae 
Kimberley  Terrace,  were  erected  by  the  Victoria  Building  Company, 
"for  the  reception  of  families  of  tihe  highest  distinction." 

APRIL. 

5. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  before  Mr.  Justice  Bosanquet,  Charlotte 
Yaxley,  ali^u  Middleton,  aged  22,  was  indicted  for  the  murder  of 
Lavinia  Kerrison,  the  thirteen  months  old  illegitiniaite  child  of  her 
husband,  by  drowning  it  in  a  duck-pond  at  Yarmouth,  on  March  23rd. 
She  was  foimd  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  transportation  for  life. 

10. — Intelligence  was  received  at  Norwich  of  the  masaacre,  by  Malay 
pirates,  in  the  Straits  of  Timor,  of  the  crew  of  the  Pilot  Southseaman 
in  June,  1840.  The  captain,  fimt  officer  (Mr.  Gidney,  brother  oi  Mr. 
J.  W.  Gidney,  of  East  Dereham),  and  twenty-five  seamen  fell  victims 
whilst  gallantly  defending  the  ship. 

13. — Died,  aged  85,  John  Rayson,  of  Pulham.  ''  For  nearly  half  a 
century  he  had  been  deprived  of  the  use  of  his  legs,  but  this  did  not 
prevent  his  travelling  daily  between  Pulham  and  Harleston  as  post- 
man or  letter  carrier,  for  47  years." 

17. — ^A  new  "local  drama,"  entitled,  "Rose  Maynard,  the  Factory 
Girl  of  Norwich,"  was  produced'  for  the  first  time  at  Norwich  Theatre. 
"  The  piece  is  of  home  manufacture,  but  we  cannot  compliment  the 
weaver  of  this  dramatic  luarp  and  woof  of  his  judgment  in  laying  such 
a  fabric  before  an  audience  in  Norwich."  The  scenery,  by  Tbome, 
included  view«  of  St.  Saviour's  church,  the  Palace  Gate,  St.  Martin-at- 
Palace  Plain,  and  Whitefriars'  Bridge. 

27.— Died  at  South  Walsham,  aged  75,  Mr.  Henry  Codling.  "Un- 
assisted by  the  aid  of  any  tutor,  he  acquired  no  mean  degree  of  mathe- 
matioal  knowledge.  He  understood  the  doctrine  of  fiuxione,  and 
delighted  in  his  favourite  author,  Maolaurin.  He  was  a  constant 
annual  correspondent  with  the  '  Ladies'  Diary/  to  within  a  few  years 
of  the  close  of  his  life,  and  received  prizes  for  the  solution  of  the  most 
knotty  questions  contained  therein." 

28. — ^The  headquarters  of  the  8th  Royal  Irish  Hussars  marched  from 
Norwich  for  Manchester,  and  on  tIhe  same  day  two  troops  of  the  7th 
Dragoon  Guards  marched  in,  under  the  command  of  Major  Bolton. 

^Died  at  Chigwell  Row,  Mr.  Luke  Greaves  Hansard,  aged  61. 

"  He  was  printer  to  the  House  of  Commons,  and  eldest  son  of  Luke 
Hansard,  a  native  of  Norfolk." 

MAY. 

5. — ^The  Bishop  of  Norwich  confirmed  500  persons  at  Diss.    His 
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lordship,  in  tihe  course  of  this  visitation,  confirmed    10,464  young 
persons. 

IL — ^Mr.  Carter,  "the  celebrated  African  Lion  King,"  appeared  at 
Norwich  Theatre  "with  his  troupe  of  acting  animals,  consisting  of 
lions,  tigers,  leopards,  and  panthers,  in  a  new  drama,  entitled,  *  The 
Lion  of  the  Desert.'  "  Mr.  Carter  took  the  part  <f  "  AbdaJlah,  a  dumb 
Arab."  "It  requires  no  little  nerve  on  the  part  of  the  actors  and 
actresses  to  play  to  such  rough*  customers,  and  much  credit  is  due  to 
the  members  of  the  Norwich  Company  who  took  a  share  in  the  per- 
formance." 

17. — At  Norwich,  R.  Coates,  "  the  great  London  pedestrian,"  walked 
50  miles  in  twelve  hours;  on  the  18th  ran  50  miles,  on  the  19th  ran 
40  miles  backwards,  on  the  20th  ran  a  pair  of  wheels  22  miles,  rowed 
a  boat  10  miles,  jumped  300  flights  of  hurdles  placed  ten  yards  apart, 
and  threw  100  somersaults.  "  All  these  events  on  the  several  days 
were  performed  in  the  space  of  twelve  hours."  At  the  Green  Hill 
Gardens,  Norwich,  Coates  undertook  to  walk,  on  June  1st,  2nd,  and 
3rd,  fifty  miles  in  twelve  hours  each  day,  "  half  backwards  and  half 
forwards,  and  accomplished'  this  extraordinary  feat  the  last  d'ay  with 
ten  minutes  to  spare."  At  the  same  gardens,  on  June  30th,  he  com- 
menced walking  1,000  half  miles  in  1,000  successive  hours.  "  He  has 
to  walk  a  half  mile  every  succeeding  half  hour  day  and  night,  but  he 
has  the  privilege  of  walking  two  half  miles  together,  the  last  and  first 
part  of  the  hour."  Coates  was  credited  with  the  due  accomplishment 
of  the  feat.  On  August  lOtib  a  man  named  Charles  Thurlow  began  a 
walk  of  1,000  miles  in  1,000  hours  at  Richmond  Hill  Gardens,  Norwich, 
and  completed  what  was  said  to  have  been  a  genuine  performance  on 
September  21st.  Another  pedestrian  named  Henry  Raven,  started  to 
walk  the  same  distance  in  the  same  time  on  the  Lord  Nelson  ground, 
Lakenham,  on  September  29th,  and  completed  his  undertaking  on 
November  10th. 


The  Norfolk  Yeomanry  Cavalry,  under  the  conmiand  of  Major 

Loftus,  marched  into  Norwich,  headed  by  their  brass  band,  and  on  the 
following  day  proceeded  to  Yarmouth  for  a  week's  permanent  duty. 

18. — Sir  Jacob  Astley,  of  Melton  Constable,  Norfolk,  and  of  Seaton 
Delaval,  Northumberland,  took  'his  seat  in  the  House  of  Peers  as  Baron 
Hastings.  The  termination  of  the  long-pending  abeyance  of  the 
Barony  of  Hastings  in  favour  of  Sir  Jacob  was  celebrated  with  great 
festivities  at  Foulsham  and  Holt.  "According  to  the  date  of  his 
barony,  the  18th  of  Edward  I.,  1290,  next  below  Lord  de  Roos,  Baron 
Hastings  is  the  most  ancient  baron  of  the  United  Kingdom." 

20. — ^Mr.  G.  V.  Brooke  oomouenced  a  six  nights'  engagement  at 
Norwich  Theatre. 

JUNE, 

2. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  East  Dereham,  under 
the  presidency  of  Lord  Sondes,  it  was  agreed  "  that  in  consequence  of 
the  unprincipled  attacks  made  upon  the  owners  and  cultivators  of  the 
soil  by  the  employment  of  hired  agitators  to  inflame  the  minds  of  the 
lower  orders  of  society  against  them,  it  is  expedient  that  some  steps 
be  adopted  for  the  protection  and  defence  of  those  interests."     It  was 
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also  decided  to  form  an  aBBOciation  wiiioh.  was  known  as  the  Central 
Norfolk  Society  for  the  Protection  of  Agriculture,  and  was  affiliated  to 
tbe  British  A^cultural  Protection  Assooiation,  an  organization  which 
worked  in  opposition  to  the  Anti-Corn  Law  League. 

2. — ^A  meeting  waa  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  in  pursuance 
of  a  requisition  addressed  to  the  Mayor,  stating  that  '*her  Majesty's 
Ministers  had  been  guilty  of  an  act  of  gross  and  wanton  injustice  and 
spoliation  in  depriving  the  freemen  of  this  and  other  cities  and 
lM>roughs  of  their  vested  municipal  rights;  that  by  their  unremitting 
endeavours  to  uphold  and  perpetuate  in  all  their  unmitigated  harshness 
and  severity  the  heartless  and  oppressive  provisions  of  the  new  Poor 
Law  they  had  evinced  an  utter  diiBreg^ard  to  the  wants,  feelings,  and 
rights  of  the  poor,  and  that  their  reoent  attempts  to  deprive  the 
colonial  and  agricultural  interests  of  the  empire  of  a  just  protection 
under  the  specious  and  delusive  pretext  of  supplying  a  deficiency  in 
the  revenue  which  their  own  mismanagement  had  occasioned,  had 
rendered  them  wholly  unworthy  of  the  confidence  of  the  countiy.'' 
Between  two  thousand  and  three' thousand  persons  were  present,  and 
the  greatest  confusion  prevailed,  owing  to  the  action  of  a  large  body 
of  Cbartists,  led  by  the  notorious  John  Dover.'  It  was  proposed  that 
Col.  Harvey  should  take  the  chair,  but  the  Oh<artista  elected  one 
Matthew  Smith,  a  working  man.  On  the  latter  assuming  the  presi- 
dency of  the  meeting,  CoL  Harvey,  Mr.  Bignold,  and  other  gentlemen 
left  the  hall.  A  number  of  resolutions  of  a  revolutionaiy  character 
were  adopted,  and  Dover,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting,  ooDgratu- 
lated  his  followers  on  the  success  of  the  gathering,  remarking  that  *'  it 
had  cost  the  Tories  £20  for  bills,  and  the  Whigs  £20  for  bullies."  The 
proceedings,  which  were  of  a  very  orderly  character,  concluded  with 
three  cheers  for  Fergus  O'Connor.  Meanwhile  the  gentlemen  who  had 
convened  the  original  meeting  adjourned  to  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  where 
they  passed  a  series  of  resolutions  emphasising  the  statements  con- 
tained in  the  requisition.  During  the  whole  of  the  proceedings  the 
hotel  was  besieged  by  a  riotous  mob,  several  serious  assaults  were  com- 
mitted, and  on  the  3rd  some  of  the  rioters  were  charged  before  the 
magistrates. 

9. — ^Litcham  Races  took  place  on  this  date.  Among  the  other  local 
meetinpis  was  that  at  Blast  Dereham,  on  June  23rd,  where  the  com- 
mencement of  the  sport  was  announced'  by  the  ringing  of  the  church 
bells,  and  the  cup  was  won  by  Mr.  Colinan's  e.g.  Day  Star.  'Hie  trophy 
"  weighed  41  oz.,  and  contained  by  admeasurement  eight  pints  of 
Howard's  sparkling  champaign,  which  the  fortunate  winner  twice  filled, 
and  the  company  partook  of  it  with  true  English  feeling."  'Hmi  Yar- 
mouth meeting  took  place  on  July  20th  and  21st,  the  Norfolk  and 
Norwich  Races  were  held  on  Mousehold  Heath,  Norwich,  on  September 
8th  and  9th,  and  SwafTham  Raoes  on  September  15th. 

19.* — **  For  nearlv  the  middle  of  June,  so  cold  a  season  has  never 
perha^ps  been  experienced  as  during  all  last  week.  Fires  and  great 
coats  were  in  general  requisition,  and  coaohimen  and  guards  were  to  be 
seen  muffied  up  as  if  we  had  been  in  the  depth  of  winter." 

28. — The  Marquis  of  Douro  and  Mr.  Benjamin  Smith,  the  retiring 
members,  were  nominated  for  the  representation  of  Norwich  in  Par- 
liament. Dover,  the  Chartist,  nominated  a  third  candidate,  Mr. 
William  Eagle,  of  Lakenheath,  Suffolk.     "  Conservatives  and  Whigs,  in 
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the  show  of  hands,  voted  agaioftt  Eagle,  and  the  Sheriff  declared  ihe 
Marquis  of  Douro  and  Mr.  Smith  duly  elected."  Dover  thweupon 
demanded  a  poll  for  Eagle,  but  was  unable  to  deposit  one-third  of  the 
expense  (about  £200).  The  proceedings  were  temporarily  adjourned. 
'*  Dover  then  went  out  of  the  room,  and,  after  the  lapse  of  half  an  hour, 
something  took  place  which  our  readers  will  guess  by  the  result. 
Wiben  Dover  came  back  there  was  no  further  demand  for  a  poll — ^we 
believe  Dover  received  £50  to  withdraw  the  nomination."  "The  nunour 
quickly  spread  among  the  Chartists  that  Dover  had  ''  sold  "  them.  The 
mob  waylaid  him  in  Dove  Lane,  and  he  retreated  to  the  Guildhall  for 
protection.  The  windows  of  the  roomt  in  which  he  waa  supposed  to 
have  taken  refuge  were  demolished  by  the  stones  thrown  by  the  mob, 
and  the  police  who  went  out  to  quell  the  disturbance  were  assailed  by 
volleys  of  brickbats  and  other  missiles.  The  7th  Dragoon  Guards  were 
called  out,  the  Mayor  read  the  Riot  Act,  and  in  the  excitement  and 
confusion  Dover  left  the  Guildhall  unnoticed.  On  the  29th  the 
Chartists  assembled'  in  force  and  went  to  tihe  King's  Head,  St.  Greorge's 
Colegate,  where  Dover  lived  with  a  woman  nan^d  Charlotte  Humphrey. 
They  bur«it  into  the  house  and  fcund  him  armed  with  his  Chartist 
weapons,  which  were  wrested  from  him ;  he  was  knocked  down,  brutally 
belaboured,  and  hurried  to  the  river,  and  would  have  been  thrown 
from  the  bridge  had  it  not  been  for  the  piteous  intercession  of  one  of 
his  childi'en.  The  mob  were  moving  towards  the  Market  Place  with 
their  prisoner  when  he  was  rescued  by  the  police.  At  the  same  time 
a  detachment  of  dragoons,  commanded  by  Cornet  Crofts,  with  the 
Mayor  at  their  head,  rode  up,  a  coaoh  was  procured,  and  Dover,  having 
been  placed  inside,  was  conveyed,  imder  military  escort,  to  the  C^ty 
Gaol,  where  his*  serious  injuries  were  attended  to  by  the  surgeon  of  the 
prison.  On  the  30th  several  persons  appeared  before  the  magistrates 
and  were  punished  for  taking  part  in  the  disturbances.  Public  tran- 
quillity was  somewhat  restored  the  same  day  by  a  procession  in  which 
''  Philip  Augustus,  the  musical  pieman,"  and  **  Jerry,  the  luoifer  match 
seller,  in  a  military  costume,  with  an  inmiense  plume  of  feathers  in 
his  cap,"  were  "  chaired." 

28. — ^Lord  George  Bentinck  and  Sir  Stratford  Qanning  were  returned 
unopposed  for  the  borough  of  King^s  Lynn. 

Mr.  W.  Wilshere,  Mr.  C.  E.  Rumbold,  Mr.  Thomas  Baring,  and 

Mr.  Joseph  Soames  were  nominated  candidates  for  the  representation 
of  Yarmouth.  The  proceedings  were  marked  by  great  disorder,  "nie 
polling,  on  the  29th,  resulted'  as  follows: — Wilshere,  945;  Rumbold, 
943 ;  Baring,  501 ;  Soames,  494.  The  two  first  named  were  declared 
elected. 

30. — Thetford  election  took  place.  The  Hon.  W.  Bingham  Baring 
(Conservative),  86 ;  Lord  Euston  (Whig),  71 ;  Sir  James  Flower  (Con- 
servative), 71.  Before  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  on 
May  4th,  1842,  a  petition  was  presented  on  behalf  of  Sir  James  Flower, 
on  the  ground  that  several  votee  polled  for  Lord  Euston  were  bad,  as 
the  voters  had  lost  their  qualifications.  His  lordship  declined  to  take 
auy  part  in  these  proceedings.  The  objection  against  one  voter  having 
been  sustained,  Sir  James  Flower  was  placed  in  a  majority,  and  the 
Committee  then  passed  the  following  resolution  :  — "  That  the  Right 
Hen.  Henry  FitzRoy,  commonly  called  the  Elarl  of  Euston,  wae  not  dtily 
ekcte«l  member  for  the  borough  of  Thetford;  that  Sir  James  Flower, 
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Dart.,  W8i  duly  elected,  and  ouglht  to  ha^e  been  returned;  and  that 
the  Ccnimittee  have  altered  the  poll  by  striking  off  the  vote  of  William 
Biirlingrham  from  the  poll  of  the  Earl  of  Euston." 

JULY. 

5.— Mr.  William  Bagge  and  Mr.  W.  Lyde  Wiggett  Chute,  tihe  former 
members,  were  nominated  and  returned  unopposed  as  members  for 
West  Norfolk.  ''  The  town  of  Swaffham  was  one  blaze  of  pink  and 
purple,"  Hie  candidates  were  escorted  to  the  Shirehall  by  an  imposing 
procession,  and  after  the  nomination  tihe  election  dinner  was  held  at 
the  Assembly  Rooms,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Hon.  Francis  Baring. 

10. — ^Mr.  Bdmond  Wodehouse  and  Mr.  Henry  Negus  Burroughes,  the 
former  Conservative  members  for  East  Norfolk,  entered  Norwich  at 
tiho  head  of  a  great  cavalcade  of  freeholders,  and  were  nominated  at  the 
Shirehall.  Mr.  Palmer,  Recorder  of  Yarmouth,  and  Mr.  William  Wilde, 
Coroner  for  Norwich,  nominated  and  seconded  Sir  William  J.  H.  B. 
ffolkes  as  the  Whig  candidate.  The  polling,  on  the  13th,  was  declared 
as  follows : —Wodehouse,  3,498;  Burroughes,  3,437;  ffolkes,  1,379. 

12. — Died  at  Denton,  near  Harleston,  Sarah  Witton,  aged  100  years, 
**  leaving  twenty-nine  great-grandchildren  still  living,  they  being  the 
origin  of  one  daughter."  The  deceased  was  *'  the  daughter  of  John  and 
Eleanor  Middleton,  who  lived  to  attain  to  the  great  age  of  105  years." 

15. — Died  in  the  Chantry,  Norwich,  Monsieur  De  Rouillon,  *^an 
eminent  professor  and  teacher  of  French,  and  extensively  known  as  the 
author  of  several  grammatical  and  other  useful  literary  works." 

26. — At  the  Norwich  Assizes,  before  Mr.  Justice  Williame,  a  special 
jury  tried  the  important  action,  Palmer  and  another  v.  Irving,  chairman 
of  the  Alliance  Insurance  Company.  The  action  was  brought  by  the 
executors  of  a  person  of  the  name  of  Howes  to  recover  from  the  com- 
pany the  smn  of  <£1,503,  the  amount  of  a  policy  on  the  life  of  Howes. 
The  defendant  disputed  the  liability  to  pay,  on  the  ground  that  Howee 
had  suffered  from  consumption,  was  addicted  to  habits  prejudicial  to 
life,  and  that  tlie  policy  had  been  obtained  by  fraud.  After  a  long 
trial,  an  arrangement  was  arrived  at,  and  a  verdict  given  for  the 
defendant,  both  sides  to  pay  their  own  costs,  and  the  policy  to  become 
void.  Policies  with  other  offices  were  similarly  affected  by  the  result 
of  the  trial. 

28. — At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  before  Mr.  Justice  Williams,  John  Self, 
aged  20,  was  charged  with  the  murder  of  Jemima  Stimpeon,  aged  15, 
at  Wymond'ham,  on  July  17th.  Tlie  prisoner  killed  the  girl  by  striking 
her  on  the  head  with  a  spade,  and  afterwards  threw  the  body  into  a 
pond.  He  was  found  guilty,  sentenced  to  death,  and  on  August  14th 
executed  on  the  Castle  Hill,  Norwich. 


AUGUST. 

16. — The  two  troops  of  the  7th  Dragoon  Guards  marched  from  the 
Cavalry  Barracks,  Norwich,  en  route  for  Ireland.  On  the  25th  a  p<Mr- 
tion  of  the  13th'  Light  Dragoons,  recently  returned  from  active  service 
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in  India,  marohed  in.  The  headquarters  of  the  regin^nt  were  stationed 
at  Ipswich.  The  commanding  officer  was  Lieut.-Col.  Richard  Bnmton, 
youngest  son  of  Mr.  John  Brunton,  formerly  manager  of  Norwich 
Theatre,  and  brother  of  the  Dowager  Countess  Craven. 

17. — EiXperimentB  were  made  on  Yarmouth  beach,  in  the  presence 
of  coastguard  officers,  with  the  view  of  testing  the  capabilities  of 
Manbj's  mortar  and  Dennett's  rocket  in  carrying  out  a  line  for  effecting 
communication  with  stranded  ressels.  *'  The  result  of  the  experiments 
appears  to  be  that  each  apparatus  is  possessed  of  qualities  peculiar  to 
itself.  The  rocket  unquestionably  carries  the  furthest,  and  flies  with 
great  precision.  It  is  also  more  portable,  but  tihe  unanimous  opinion 
was  that  the  rocket  and  mortar  should  go  together,  and  so  far  from 
being  considered  rivals,  they  eftiould  be  regarded  as  coadjutors  in  pro- 
moting the  beneficent  object  which  each  must  have  in  view." 

26. — A  four-oared  match  between  London  and  Norwich  crews,  for 
£50  a  side,  took  place  from  Coldham  Hall  to  Thorpe  Gardens,  distance 
seven  miles.  The  crews  were  composed  as  follow  :  London — ^Lett 
(stroke),  Moulton,  Maynard,  Perry,  G.  Maynard  (cox.).  Norwich — 
William  Gurling  (stroke),  Henry  Gurling,  Clarke,  Tom  Lefevre,  W. 
Buttle  (cox.).  The  boats  started  at  4.30  p.m.;  the  Londoners  rowed 
the  distance  in  53  minutes,  and  the  Norwidi  men  in  66  minutes.  The 
London  boat,  the  most  perfect  specimen  of  a  four-oar  ever  seen  in  Nor- 
wich, weighed  124  lbs.  In  a  second  matoh,  on  August  28th,  in  Nor- 
wich-built boats,  from  Bramerton  to  Thorpe,  the  London  crew  won  by 
25  seconds.  On  the  same  day  a  match  between  London  and  Norwidh 
amateurs  (London  :  Messrs.  Chinery  and  Thompson ;  Norwich :  Messrs. 
Clabburn  and  Russell),  was  rowed  from  Postwiok  to  Thorpe  (two  miles), 
stakes  £10.  *^  The  striking  of  the  flags  was  nearly  simultaneous,  but 
the  Londoners  were  declared  the  winners." 

^A  balloon  ascent  was  made  from  Lynn  Gasworks  by  Mr.  Gypson, 

accompanied'  by  Mr.  Thomas  Oxley  and  Mr.  D.  Nelson.  A  second 
ascent  took  place  on  September  9th.  On  September  18th  Mr.  Gypson 
ascended  horn  Swaffham  Gasworks. 


SEPTEMBER. 

6. — ^Bfr.  and  Mrs.  Wood  commenced  an  operatic  engagement  at  Nor- 
wich Theatre.  The  productioDs  included  "  La  Somnambula,"  "  Pra 
Diavolo,"  "  Love  in  a  Village,"  and  "  The  Waterman." 

14. — ^The  Coltishall  Brewery  estate,  consisting  of  a  residence  and 
cottages,  53  inns  and  public-houses,  and  about  260  acres  of  land, 
formerly  the  property  of  Mr.  Robert  Howes,  deceased,  was  offered  for 
sale  by  auction,  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  Norwich,  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Simpson, 
of  London,  and  realised  about  £60,000. 


OCTOBER. 

13. — Van  Amburgh,  with  his  collection  of  trained  animals,  performed 
at  Lynn.     "The  elephant  arrived  covered  with  a  sort  of  coat  d  la 
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Mackin$o$h,  and,  to  prevent  injury  to  his  feet,  be  had  something  on 
in  tbe  vhape  of  boot«/'  !%«  show  aW  viBited  Norwich,  and  wac 
located  in  the  Ranelagh  Gardens.  "  As  a  menagerie  it  is  inferior  to 
Wombwell's ;  as  a  spectacle  it  is  scarcely  to  be  compared  with  Carter^s. 

IS. — ^At  the  Norwich  Quarter  Seesions,  before  Mi\  Isaac  Jenny, 
Recorder,  Jacob  Macro,  woollen  draper,  refused  to  take  the  oath  as  a 
nember  of  the  grand  jury,  "  because  Scripture  said  *  Swear  not  at  all.' 
The  Recorder :  Then,  sir,  I  think  it  right  to  fine  you  the  sum  of  £50, 
to  be  paid  to  the  use  of  her  Majesty."  The  fine  was  subsequently 
reduced  to  .€20. 


NOVEMBER. 

8. — An  eiceedinjrly  rare  fish,  the  raaigre  (sricenn  aquila)^  was  cap- 
tured off  Sheringham.  It  measured  5  ft.  2  in.  in  length,  weighed  68} 
lbs.,  and  was  preserved  by  Mr.  George  Johnson,  chemist,  of  Norwich. 

9. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Paving  Commissioners,  it  waa 
decided  to  try  the  experiment  of  paving  Briggs*  Street  with  wood.  It 
was  suggested  that  ''  pieces  of  fir  14  in.  or  15  in.  long,  having  been 
peeled,  be  put  down  as  they  grow,  with  gravel  between  each.'' 

Mr.  John  Marshall  was  elected  Mayor  of  Norwich,   and  Mr. 

William  Storey  appointed  Sheriff. 

10. — On  the  arrival  at  Norwich  of  the  intelligence  of  the  birth  of  the 
Prinoe  of  Wales,  the  Union  flag  was  hoisted  on  the  towers  of  St.  Peter 
Mancroft,  St.  Stephen,  St.  (jiles,  and  of  other  parish  churches,  and  the 
bells  of  St.  Peter  rang  rejoicing  ]>eals.  On  Sunday,  the  14th,  a  special 
form  of  thanksgiving  was  used  at  the  church  services;  on  November 
16th  and  December  4  th  the  Norwich  Town  Council  and  the  county 
magistrates  voted  addresses  of  congratulation  to  tlhe  Queen  and  Prince 
Albert ;  and  on  December  7th  the  Bishop  of  Norwich  gave  a  dinner  to 
the  inmates  of  the  Workhouse.  **  The  Queen  graciously  received  the 
congratulations  of  the  boys  of  Paston  Grammar  School,  North 
Walflham,  and  requested  that  an  additional  week  of  holidays  be  granted 
to  them  at  the  ensuing  Christmas  vacation,  in  commemoration  of  the 
happy  event." 

13. — On  this  date  was  published  the  judgment  given  in  the  Consis- 
tory Court  of  Norwich,  by  Mr.  Evans,  in  the  suit,  Loftus  husband  v. 
Loftus  wife.  The  suit  was  brought  by  the  Rev.  Arthur  Loftus,  of 
Fincham,  against  Mary  Anna  Ray  Loftus,  for  restitution  of  the  con- 
jugal rights  of  marriage.  The  Court  ruled  that  Mr.  Loftus  wa«  fully 
entitled  to  judgment,  and  admonished  Mrs.  Loftus  to  return  to  her 
husband. 

14. — Died  at  Blickling  Hall,  the  seat  of  the  Dowager  Lady  Suffield, 
John  William  Robert  Kerr,  Marquis  and  Earl  of  Lothian,  aged  48.  'Hie 
funeral  of  the  deceased  nobleman  took  place  at  Blickling  church,  on 
November  24th. 

16. — Clirist  dhurch,  New  Catton,  was  conReoratcd  by  the  Bishop  of 
Norwich,  and  the  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  J.  T. 
Pelham,  rector  of  Berghnpton.  "  The  (^lartistfl  marched  in  procession 
to  the  church  and  were  refused  admisRion,  and  then  commenced  every 
possible   description  of   insult   and   injury.      The   Bisihop  and  other 
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gentlemen,  on  leaving  the  church,  were  scandalously  assailed  by  the 
mob;  near  St.  Clement's  church  some  stones  were  thrown,  and  it  was 
witib  difficulty  that  the  crowd  was  kept  off.  The  Right  Rev.  prelate 
was  escorted  to  the  Palace,  and  at  the  gate  three  cheers  were  given  for 
his  lordtehip."  Eleven  arrests  were  made,  and  several  convictions  were 
recorded  during  the  two  days'  hearing  at  tihe  Police  Court.  The  ring- 
leader, a  man  named  Hewett,  was  committed  for  trial  at  the  Quarter 
Sessions,  and  on  January  4th,  1842,  the  Recorder  (Mr.  Isaac  Jermy) 
sentenced  him  to  two  calendar  months*  imprisonment,  ordered'  him  to 
find  two  sureties  and  keep  the  peace  for  twelve  months,  and  to  remain 
in  custody  until  such  sureties  were  forthcoming. 

17. — ^At  the  dinner  of  the  Mar  ham  Hunt,  held  at  the  Crown  Lin, 
Swaffham,  Mr.  Henry  Villeboi*  was  presented!  witlb  a  silver  candela^ 
brum,  weighing  200  oz.,  in  recognition  of  "the  liberal  and  sporting 
manner  in  which  he  had  contributed  to  the  general  amusement "  of  the 
members  of  the  Hunt. 

19. — ^A  meeting  of  landowners  and  others  was  held  at  Yarmoutih,  for 
the  purpose  of  considering  a  scheme  proposed  by  Mr.  Robert  Stephen- 
son, for  constructing  a  railway  from  Yarmouth  to  Norwich.  Two  other 
proposed  railways  were  before  the  public,  and  in  both  cases  it  was 
proposed  to  construct  brid<;e9  over  the  river.  Mr.  Stephenson's  rail- 
way, first  known  as  the  Valley  Line,  pursued  a  route  which  obviated  the 
necessity  of  crossing  the  river,  but  the  sdheme  included  a  plan  for 
diverting  the  course  of  the  stream  at  Thorpe  for  a  distance  of  about 
50  chains.  The  scheme,  which  was  estimated  to  coBt  £150,000,  was 
acfopted,  and  the  line,  the  first  to  be  opened"  in  Norfolk,  was  called 
afterwards  the  Yarmouth  and  Norwich  Railway. 

24. — ^The  celebrated  IMstin  family  gave  the  first  of  three  concerts  at 
the  Theatre  Royal,  Norwich, 

27.* — "The  memorial  statue  of  the  late  venerable  Bishop  Bathurst, 
by  the  far-famed  hand  of  Chantrey,  has  been  erected  this  week  in 
Norwich  Cathedral."  This  was  the  last  work  of  Chantrey,  who  died 
in  London  shortly  after  his  departure  from  Norwich.  "  The  estimate 
for  the  monument  of  Bishop  Bathurst  was  £2,500 ;  Chantrey  took  it 
for  £1 ,500 ;  the  block  of  Carrara  marble  alone  must  have  cost  him 
nearly  £1,000." 

The  Census  returns  were  published  on  thi«  date.     The  statistics 

affecting  Norwich  were  as  follow: — ^Houses,  inhabited,  13,889;    un- 
inhabited,   805  ;    building,    53  ;    persons — ^males,    28,014  ;    females, 
33,832;  total,  61,846.     The  population  of  Norfolk,  exclusive  of  Nor- 
wich,  was  350,775. 


DECEMBER. 

7. — A  flood  occurred  at  Norwich,  after  twenty-four  hours'  rain.  It 
was  the  sixth  that  had  taken  place  sincQ  October  5th.  "  The  waters 
were  as  high  if  not  higher  than  on  any  former  inundation  of  our 
marshes." 

23. — ^The  Phenomena  coach,  with  its  Christmas  load,  started  from 
Norwich,  drawn  by  a  team  of  six  greys,  "  wlhdoh  were  all  managed  l^ 
Mr.  Thomas  Wiggins,  in  a  style  which  wpuld  blkv^  don^  credit  to  ft 
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firat-raie  whip,  and  which  waA  never  before  attempted  bj  any  ooacb- 
man  on  the  road." 

24.* — '*  We  have  lately  had  exhibited  in  Norwich  a  new  syBtem  of 
■kaiting  on  the  saloon  in  tihe  Ranelagh  Gardens  and  at  the  Com 
Exchange.  It  is  called  Tachypoe,  and  is  a  kind  of  akait  each  running 
on  two  iron  wheels  about  six  inches  in  diameter,  and  fastens  on  to  the 
foot  in  a  similar  way  to  the  common  skait,  witlh  protection  to  the  legs 
up  to  the  knees.  With  these  persons  may  trayel  at  the  rate  of  nine 
mileft  an  hour  upon  the  oommon  road,  llie  Tachypos  is  invented  by 
Mr.  J.  Ayton,  of  this  city,  and  differs  considerably  from  the  Tadiypos 
lately  exhibited  at  the  principal  theatres  in  London.  "Riere  are  at  this 
moment  boys  exhibiting  upon  them,  and  are  cutting  round  the  comers 
and  corn-stands  with  all  imaginable  ease  and  rapidity." 

Wombweirs  Menagerie  arrived  at   Norwich,  and  was  exiidbited 

on  the  Castle  Hill.  The  collection  included  a  pair  (^  giraffes,  one  of 
which  was  killed  by  an  accidental  fall.  "  The  elephant  is  a  magnificent 
animal,  but  we  think  the  walking  exercise  whicb  Van  Amburgh's 
elephant  is  obliged  to  take,  instead  of  being  drawn  from  place  to  place 
by  some  twelve  horses,  conduces  to  a  dearer  complexion  and  a  better 
state  of  health."  For  the  first  time,  Wombwell  advertised  that  he  had 
a  keeper  "  who  goes  into  the  den  of  the  trained  lions  and  tigers." 


1842. 

JANUARY. 

7. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  county  magistrates,  held  at  Norwidi,  the 
Elarl  of  Orford  presented  a  petition  signed  by  a  very  large  number  of 
occupiers  of  land,  ^*  praying  for  a  considerable  dhange,  if  not  a  total 
abrogation,  of  the  police  force,  as  the  introduction  of  the  force  had  not 
decreased  either  the  number  of  robberies  or  cases  of  vagranoy,  while  the 
expenses  of  the  county  were  much  increased'  by  the  costs  arieing  from 
the  prosecution  of  persons  apprehended  by  the  police  for  offences  of  a 
very  trivial  nature.''  The  Rev.  J.  C.  Collyer  presented  a  counter 
petition  from  the  clergy,  landowners,  and  inhabitants  of  Reepham, 
"  praying  that  no  alteration  take  place  in  the  county  police,  which  had 
been  found  a  most  useful  body  in  that  part  of  tihe  county."  A  resolu* 
tion  was  unanimouely  adopted  affirming  that  great  benefits  had  been 
derived  from  the  introduction  of  the  police,  and  thanking  Col.  Cakes, 
the  Chief  Constable,  for  his  exertions  in  the  formation  of  tihe  force. 

8. — ^Deputations  from  the  various  agrioultural  societies  in  E^st  Nor- 
folk attended  a  meeting  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  Norwich,  at  which  the 
East  Norfolk  Agricultural  Association  was  formed,  for  the  exhibition 
of  stock  and  a;pjicultural  implements  in  Norwich  or  its  vicinity.  Lord 
Wodehouse  was  elected  president,  and  Mr.  EL  C.  Bailey  secretary.  The 
first  show  was  held  on  Norwich  Cricket  Ground,  on  September  13th. 
There  were  twenty-four  classes  of  live  stock,  and  four  entries  of  im- 
plements ;  800  persons  were  present,  and  the  sum  of  £40  was  taken  at 
the  gates.  Lord  Wodehouse  presided  at  the  dinner,  held  at  the 
Assembly  Rooms* 
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14. — ^The  Lynn  mail  ooach,  on  its  journey  to  London,  oTertumed  be- 
tween Melbourne  and  Royston,  and  Simpson,  the  ooachman,  was  killed. 

IB. — "  Died  last  week,  in  tihe  85th  year  of  his  age,  Mr.  Thos.  Leech, 
hosier,  one  of  the  oldest  inhabitants  of  Diss.  He  was  the  representa- 
tive of  the  venerable  Bishop  Blaize  in  the  last  procession  of  the  wool- 
oombers  held  at  Diss  at  about  the  same  time  the  like  pageant  was  ex- 
hibited at  Norwioh,  Diss  having  been  esteemed  a  great  manufactory  of 
hosiery,  and  one  of  the  chief  in  Norfolk  and  Suffolk.'' 

19. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  it  was  decided  to 
celebrate  the  christening  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  by  the  erection  of  an 
almshouse,  and  to  raise  £1,000  for  carrying  out  the  scheme.  At  an 
adjourned  meeting,  on  January  25th,  the  resolution  was  rescinded, 
because  ''  the  opening  of  an  alms-house  was  only  the  opening  of  a  pauper 
warren."  On  tihe  same  day  a  dinner  was  given  at  the  Royal  Hotel,  a 
ball  took  place  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  and  the  inmates  of  the  Work- 
house were  entertained. 


FEBRUARY. 

5. — ^Riohard  Cricknell,  the  Norwich  pugilist,  died  on  this  date.  "  He 
had  never  been  well  since  he  fought  with  Cain  (on  January  7th,  1840, 
g.v,) ;  the  injury  which  he  received  to  his  head  deprived  him  of  his 
reason,  and  he  had  since  been  in  the  Bethel." 

6. — ^Died  at  Budieiglh-Salterton,  near  Elxeter,  aged  70,  the  Rev. 
William  Gilpin,  who  had  been  twice  stationed  in  Norwich  as  Wesleyan 
Superintendent,  namely,  in  1809  and  1824,  during  which  periods  **  the 
great  chapels  "  in  Calvert  Street  and  St.  Peter  Mancroft  were  erected. 

9. — ^Died  at  his  seat  at  Thorpe  Lodge,  aged  87,  Lieut.-Col.  Harvey, 
a  magistrate  and  deputy-lieutenant  of  the  county,  and  a  justice  of  the 
peace  for  Norwich.  He  was  also  "  Father  of  the  City."  Born  in  1755, 
he  was  elected  Sheriff  of  Norwich  in  1784,  Alderman  for  the  Middle 
Wymer  Ward  in  1787,  and  Mayor  in  1792.  During  the  war  whidh  was 
terminated!  by  the  Treaty  of  Amiens  he  raised  and  commanded  a  troop 
of  Volunteer  Cavalry,  called  the  Norwich  Light  Horse,  which,  on  tfce 
renewal  of  hostilities  with  France,  was  augmented  to  a  squadron,  of 
wfhich  he  was  appointed  Major.  In  1824  he  became  by  seniority  Lieut- 
Col.  Commandant  of  the  3rd  Regiment  of  Norfolk  Yeomanry  Cavalry 
and  continued  at  the  head  of  the  corps  until  the  three  county  regiments 
were  disembodied.  In  1825-26  he  served  the  office  of  High  Sheriff  of 
Norfolk.  The  Thorpe  Lodge  estate  was  sold  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel, 
Norwich,  by  Mr.  CuUey  on  June  9th  and  lOtih.  The  amount  realised 
by  the  auction  was  £35,000  and  sales  by  private  contract  brought  the 
amount  to  £50^000. 

10. — ^Lord  Jooelyn  was  elected  unopposed  Member  of  Parliament  for 
Lynn,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  appointment  of  Sir  Stratford 
Canning  as  Ambassador  at  Constantinople. 

26. — ^A  prospectus  was  issued  inviting  the  public  to  subscribe  £800 
in  40  shares  of  £20  each,  for  tihe  purchase  of  a  steam  oarriage  (patented 
by  Mr.  W.  Parr)  to  run  for  hire  between  Norwich  and  Yarmouth. 
(There  is  no  further  record  of  the  proposed  undertaking.) 
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MABOH. 

T. — ^The  Norwich  weaver*  commenced  a  strike  to  enforce  a  return  to 
Utie  scheduled  prioes  paid  in  1836.  The  women  and  gfirls  emplo7ed  at 
Mr.  Wright's  factory  struck  on  July  19th,  and  paraded  the  streets  with 
almv-bozes;  and  on  August  22nd  the  jacquiurd  weayers  adopted  a 
similar  course.  In  the  latter  oase  Mr.  Hinde  and  Mr.  Steward  agreed 
to  their  demands,  and  Messrs.  Willett  and  Francis  urged  the  making 
of  mutual  concessions. 

^Died,  aged  86,  Elizabeth  Hawes,  widow,  of  Coltishall.     "She 

was  bom  and  reared  in  humble  life,  and  wa«  the  only  sister  of  that 
eminent  scholar,  Richard  Porson,  and  though  under  widely  (fifferrat 
circumstances,  her  mind  showed  trace«  of  the  relationship  in  per- 
ception, memory,  and  the  power  of  a{$plication.'' 

23. — ^Disturbances  took  place  at  Lynn  in  consequence  of  a  reduction 
in  the  wages  of  coal  porters  and  sailors.  The  rural  police  were 
summoned,  special  constables  sworn  in,  and  a  troop  of  the  13th 
Light  Dragoons  were  ordered  from  Norwich.  Several  of  the  ringi- 
leaders  were  sent  to  jail. 

26. — ^The  publication  of  Part  I.  of  Mr.  David  Hodgson's  "  Antiquarian 
Remains,  Prinoipmlly  Confined  to  Norwich  and  Norfolk,"  was  announced 
on  this  date. 

**'  A  plan  has  been  set  on  foot  for  the  establishment  of  an  Art 

Union  for  East  Anglia,  with  the  view  of  giving  encouragement  to  the 
fine  arts  in  this  county  and  its  vicinity.  The  exhibition  is  intended 
to  be  opened  at  Norwich  at  or  prior  to  the  Festival  week."  The  society 
was  known  as  tihe  E^st  of  E«ngland  Art  Union,  and  the  first  exhibition 
wa«  opened  **at  their  well-lighted  gallery  in  Exchange  Street,"  on 
July  27th.  The  exhibitors  included  J.  Stark,  J.  B.  Crome,  S.  B. 
Colkett,  M.  E.  Cotman,  A.  Stannard,  R.  Ladbrooke,  J.  B.  Ladbrooke, 
T.  Lound,  R.  Leman,  kc. 

APRIL. 

4. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assises,  before  Mr.  Serjeant  Atcherley,  George 
Barber,  aged  ten  years,  was  indicted,  upon  the  Coroner's  inquisition, 
for  murdering  John  SmitJh,  aged  eight,  by  throwing  him  over  Shotford 
Bridge  into  the  river  Waveney,  on  November  6th,  1841.  The  only 
direct  evidence  to  criminate  the  prisoner  was  his  own  confession,  which 
was  extracted  from'  him  by  a  witness  who  had  chained  him  up  and 
frightened  him  by  threats.  The  Commissioner  directed  the  jury  to 
acquit  the  prisoner,  who  was  afterwards  received  into  the  estaUieh- 
ment  of  the  Philanthropic  Society,  St.  George's  Fields,  London. 

5. — A  singular  case  was  tried  at  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  before  Lord 
Chief  Justice  'nndal.  The  defendants,  John  Utting  and  Anna  Bunn, 
were  indicted  for  conspiring  against  one  Daniel  Durrant,  of  Winterton, 
a  crimianl  then  under  sentence  of  transportation  for  life.  Durrant, 
at  the  Summer  Assizes  in  1841,  was  charged  with  committing  a  rape 
upon  Bunn,  on  whose  evidence  and  that  of  John  Utting,  a  constable 
«t  Filby,  he  was  convicted  and  sentenced.  Soon  afterwards  Durrant's 
wife  died  of  grief,  and  Bimn,  labouring  under  the  pangs  of  remorse, 
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confessed  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sidney,  of  Acle,  that  the  statements  which 
procured  the  conviction  of  Durrant  were  false.  It  was  furtftier  shown 
that  Utting  had  planned  with  Bunn  to  ruin  Durrant.  The  jury  now 
found  that  Durrant  was  not  guilty  of  the  charge  on  which  he  was  con- 
victed, and  returned  a  verdict  of  guilty  against  Utting,  while  Bunn, 
who  had  not  been  called  upon  to  plead,  was  discharged.  Utting  waa 
taken  before  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench,  on  May  9th,  and  was  there 
sentenced  by  Mr.  Justice  Patteson  to  twelve  calendar  months'  im- 
prisonment in  Norwich  Castle.  "  The  issue  of  the  prosecution  was  tlhat 
Durrant  was  restored  to  liberty  and  returned  home.  Only  three  years 
ago  he  would  have  been  executed  for  this  crime.  He  was  formerly  an 
innkeeper,  with  a  good /business.  Through  this  unfounded  charge  he 
has  lost  his  wife,  who  died  of  a  broken  heart,  and  he  and  his  three 
young  children  are  now  destitute."  Public  subeoriptions  were  made 
on  behalf  of  this  unfortunate  man. 

16.* — "During  the  A«izes  the  Norwich  Scholars  aacended  the  tower 
of  St.  Peter  Mancroft  and  made  a  grand  attempt  to  ring  6,729  changes 
of  Stedman's  Cinques.  They  attained  about  6,000,  in  four  hours  and 
a  half,  after  which  the  gudgeon  of  the  tenor  broke,  which,  with  the 
stock  and  implements,  weighs  5,000  lbs.  and  upwards.  It  fell  on  the 
beams  beneath  with  a  tremendous  crash,  but  sustained  no  injiuy.  The 
ringers  were  more  frightened'  than  hurt." 

*"  Messrs.  Whaites,  of  Ingham,  have,  in  two  days  during  the 

last  fortnight,  killed  116  couples  of  snipes;  on  the  first  day  54  couples, 
on  the  second  day  62  couplea."  Other  remarkable  feats  of  snipe 
shooting  were  recorded  during  tihe  year.  On  October  15th  Mr.  Robert 
FeUowes,  jun.,  killed,  on  Sir  William  Beauchamp  Proctor  s  marshes  at 
Langley,  60  couple;  and'  on  November  I7th,  at  Rockland,  Mr.  Richard 
Crawshay  killed,  at  one  shot,  four  snipe  on  the  wing. 

^The  publication,   by  subscription,   wa*  annoimoed  of  a  new 

tragedy,  entitled,  "De  Valencourt,  or  the  Fate  of  Eortremes,"  by  Mr. 
William  Henry  Hoskins,  principal  tragedian  and  deputy  stage  manager 
at  the  Theatre  Royal,  Norwich,  and  Mr.  H.  H.  Hoskins,  author  of 
"  The  Spaniards'  Ransom,"  &c.  The  publishers  were  C.  Mitchell,  Red 
Lion  Court,  Fleet  Street,  London  ;  Matchett  and  Co.  and  Bacon  and 
Co.,  Norwich.  The  play  waa  produced  at  Norwich  Theatre  for  the 
first  time  on  May  14th.  "  In  the  piece  there  is  an  imitation  of  Shakee- 
perian  language  and  dialogue;  there  are  many  striking,  and  some 
touching  passages,  but  allied  with  much  that  is  very  strained  and 
exaggerated." 

23. — ^Mr.  Abington,  "  a  graduated  member  of  Trinity  College,  Cam- 
bridge, and  alao  of  the  English  Bar,"  who  had  adopted  the  stage  as  a 
profession,  made  his  first  appearance  at  Norwidh  Theatre,  as  Hamlet. 

MAY. 

1. — ^A  serious  fire  occurred  at  Hillington  Hall,  the  seat  of  Sir 
William  ffolkes,  Bart.  The  fire  was  confined  to  the  servants*  apart- 
ments, which  were  totally  destroyed,  and  the  main  building  was  saved 
by  the  unroofing  of  the  intervening  structure. 

6. — Samuel  Wilkinson,  of  Mill  Street,  Peafield,  appeared  before  the 

Norwich  magistrates  and  stated  that  he  wished  to  sell  his  wife.     The 

AA 
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magittrates  referred  him  to  the  EecleaaBtical  Gouri,  bat  he  said  he 
would  effect  the  sale  and  take  the  risk.  On  the  7th,  at  or  near  the 
Pnusia  Gardens,  he  sold  Ihis  wife  for  a  guinea,  and  reoeived  a  sovereign 
on  account  On  the  10th  Wilkinson  was  bound  orer  to  keep  the  peace 
for  assaulting  his  wife.  In  the  course  of  the  hearing  the  following 
written  agreement  was  produced  : — 

"  This  is  to  satfy  that  I  Samyoul  Wilkerson  sold  my  wife  to 
Mr.  Goige  Springle  for  the  sum  of  one  pound  one  before  wito.68B.

Frederick  Cornish,  witness." 

7. — ^Died,  Mr.  George  Oooke  Tucker,  landlord  of  the  New  Inn. 
Cromer.  ''  The  present  flourishing  establishment  was  built  and  raised 
hy  him.  Possessed  of  a  peculiar  courteousness  of  manner,  and  endowed 
with  great  kindness  of  disposition,  he  was  alike  esteemed  by  the  resi- 
dent gentry  and  tihe  general  inhabitants  of  the  place  and  neighbour- 
hood.    He  had  reached  the  patriarchal  age  of  ninety  years." 

11. — ^Died,  aged  62,  Mr.  William  Norman,  Windsor  Place,  New 
Lakenham,  **  many  years  hair  dresser  to  his  late  Majeety  George  III.'' 

18. — ^At  Norwich  Theatre  was  produced,  for  the  first  time»  a  new- 
melodrama,  in  three  acts,  entitled,  ''The  Student  of  Jena»"  by  Mr. 
Wm.  Cooper,  B.A.,  barrister,  of  Norwich.  **  The  play  is  foimded  on 
the  romance  of  the  '  Diamond  Watch,'  a  piece  of  diablerie^  ^nanating 
from  the  Crorman  school." 

26. — Thurlow,  the  pedestrian,  commenced  a  walk  of  2,000  miles 
in  one  thousand  hours,  at  Richmond  Hill  Gardens,  Norwich.  (No 
further  record.)  Robert  Skipper,  "the  celebrated  pedestrian,  of  Nor- 
folk and  Norwich,  haying  been  absent  on  the  Continent  and  in  different 
oounties«  where  he  has  won  several  matches,  and  is  now  in  his  55th 
year,''  began  a  walk  on  June  21  st,  of  50  miles  per  day  for  twenty 
successive  days,  at  the  Green  Hill  Gardens,  St.  Augustine's  Gates, 
Norwich.  He  completed  the  task  on  Sunday,  July  10th,  "  and  did 
not  appear  to  be  in  the  least  distressed." 

28. — ^Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wood  commenced,  at  Norwich  Theatre,  a  five 
nights'  engagement,  prior  to  their  final  retirement  from  tlie  stage. 
The  operas  produced  included  "Fra  Diavolo,"  "MSdas,"  **La  Som- 
nambula,"  and  "  Norma." 

The  Norfolk  Teomaniy  Cavalry  assembled  at  Swaffham  for  eight 

days'  permanent  duty,  under  the  oommand  of  Major  Loftus. 

30. — Cricket  was  revived  in  Norwich  by  a  match  plaved  on  this 
date,  between  the  Norwich  Club  and  the  officers  and  privates  61  the 
13th  Light  Dragoons.  "  Conaiderable  fluctuation  has  for  the  last  few 
years  in  Norwidh  marked  the  practice  of  this  celebrated  manly  game, 
and  about  two  years  sdnce  nothing  appeared  more  probable  than  its 
extinction." 

JUNE. 

1. — Another  instance  of  the  holding  in  church  of  a  public  meeting 
for  secular  purposes  occurred  on  this  date.    The  inhabitants  of  Stoke 
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Holy  Cross  assembled  at  tbe  parish  church  to  disciiss  the  propriety  of 
establishing  a  benefit  society.  Mr.  T.  Brightwell  presided  over  the 
meeting. 

14. — ^Died,  aged  65,  at  Long  Island,  United  States,  Mr.  John  Hunt, 
engraver,  formerly  of  Norwich.  He  was  the  author  of  a  work  on 
British  ornithology. 

1 9. — ^A  severe  thunderstorm  occurred  at  Norwich.  "  The  wind;  blew 
a  perfect  hurricane.  Rushing  in  a  straight  line  for  Catton,  it  caught 
the  high  wall  in  St.  Clement's  Square,  and  blew  down  about  30  yard's 
of  solid  brickwork."  The  sails  of  Catton  mill  were  blown  off,  trees 
were  torn  up  by  the  roots,  and  the  river  suddenly  rose  above  the  banks 
in  places.  At  Harleston  a  marsh  mill  was  overturned  and  houses  were 
unroofed. 

21. — ^Died  at  the  Euston  Hotel,  London,  Mr.  Fred.  Yates,  aged  45, 
manager  of  the  Adelphi  Theatre.  He  married,  in  1823,  Miss  F. 
Bnmton,  granddaughter  of  Mr.  John  Brunton,  of  Norwich. 

30. — ^Died  at  Longford  Hall,  Derbyshire,  aged  88,  Thomas  William 
Coke,  Earl  of  Leicester.  His  lordship  was  bom  on  May  6th,  1753,  and 
was  returned  for  Norfolk  in  1776.  With  one  brief  intermission,  he 
continued  to  represent  the  oounty  until  1832.  He  was  created  Earl 
of  Leicester  in  1837.  He  married,  in  his  twenty-third  year,  Ihis  cousin 
Jane,  youngest  daughter  of  Mr.  James  Dutton,  who  died  June  2nd, 
1800,  leaving  no  male  issue.  After  remaining  twenty-two  years  a 
widower,  he  married,  February  26th,  1822,  Lady  Anne  Amelia  Eeppel, 
third  d&ughter  of  the  Elarl  of  Albemarle,  her  ladyship  being  then  19 
and  Mr.  Coke  70  years  of  age.  The  issue  of  the  marriage  were  Thomas 
William,  bom  in  1822;  Edward  Keppel,  1824;  Henry  Coke,  1827; 
Wenman  Clarence  Walpole,  1828;  and  Margaret  Sophia,  who,  at  the 
Earl's  death  was  only  ten  years  of  age.  T^he  remains  of  the  deceased 
nobleman  arrived  at  Swafflbiam  on  July  10th,  and  were  placed  in  the 
large  room  at  the  Crown  Inn.  From  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  until 
nine  in  the  evening  the  body  lay  in  state,  and  immense  numbers  of 
persons  passed  througlh  the  apartment.  At  nine  o'clock  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  11th,  mirffled  peals  were  rung,  and  at  eleven  o'clock  the 
funeral  procesision  started  for  Tittl-eehall.  It  passed  through  Castle- 
acre,  the  Lexhams,  and  Litcham.  "  At  every  spot  where  the  main  road 
crossed  the  oross  roads  were  carriages  in  waiting  to  fall  into  the  pro- 
cession, which,  marching  in  close  order,  was  two  miles  in  length."  At 
Tittleshall  dburch,  where  the  interment  took  place,  there  was  a  great 
gathering  of  the  personal  friends  and  tenantiy  of  the  deceased  earl. 

JULY. 

2. — ^Died  at  Hexham,  Northumberland,  aged  86,  Mr.  William  Cooke, 
formerly  of  North  Creake.  "  About  60  years  ago,  under  the  auspices 
of  Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  and  upon  the  estate  of  Earl  Spencer,  he  introduced 
into  Norfolk  the  drill  system  for  com.  He  subsequently  introduced 
into  tJhe  same  coimty  the  Northumberland  turnip  husbandry,  and,  in 
conjunction  with  Sir  Mordaunt  Martin  and  Dr.  Letsome,  established 
the  cultivation  of  mangold  wurzle  in  England.  During  his  latter  years 
he  devoted  much  time  and  his  high  mathematical  attainments  to  per- 
fecting the  plough." 
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4. — ^The  first  meeting  for  enforcing  the  Income-Tax  waB  held  at  the 
Shirehall,  Norwich,  when  ConunisBioners  were  appointed  for  the 
several  Hundreds  named  in  the  Act  of  Parliament.  Similar  meetings 
took  place  at  Yarmouth  and  Lynn. 

6. — Races  were  held  at  E^ast  Dereham.  The  other  meetings  this 
season  were  at  Norwich  on  July  12th  and  13th,  Downham  July  22nd, 
and  Yarmouth  September  6th  and  7th. 

9. — ^The  funeral  of  Lord  Townshend,  who  died  at  Hutton  Lodge, 
Yorkshire,  on  June  28th,  aged  56  years,  took  plaoe  at  Bintry  bhurch. 

14. — ^Major  Bozall,  of  Swaffham,  was  killed  at  the  brewery  of  Mr. 
Morse,  in  that  town,  by  the  fall  of  a  portion  of  the  roof. 

16. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  yeomanry  and  tenantry  of  both  political 
parties,  held  at  the  Swan  Inn,  Norwich,  it  wa«  decided  to  erects  by 
public  subscription,  a  monument  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Earl  of 
Leicester.     {See  January  7th,  1843.) 

23. — ^A  correspondent,  writing  under  this  date  to  the  Nobfolk 
CHROiaGLB,  complained  of  the  danger  and  annoyance  caused  on  the 
public  roads  by  vehicles  drawn  by  dogs.  "  If,''  he  wrote,  ^*  Parliament 
deemed  it  necessary  two  years  ago  to  pass  an  Act  prohibiting,  under  a 
seyere  penalty,  the  use  of  dogs  as  beasts  of  draught  or  burden  in 
London  and  its  neighbourhood  for  twenty  miles  around,  surely  the 
same  necessity,  as  well  on  the  score  of  humanity  as  of  personal 
security  to  the  public,  does  exist  in  reference  to  every  other  portion 
of  the  kingdom.'' 

24. — ^Died,  aged  60,  at  Himter  Street,  Brunswick  Square^  London, 
John  Sell  Cotman. 

AUGUST. 

1. — ^An  acrobat,  named  Alleni,  was  descending  a  rope  "  in  his  dhariot 
of  fire,"  at  the  Greyhound  Gardens,  Ber  Street,  Norwiclh,  when  his 
apparatus  failed',  the  rope  broke,  and  the  unfortunate  performer,  falling 
a  distance  of  thirty  feet,  was  seriously  injured. 

6. — ^A  correspondent  complained  that  the  **  imriyalled  tower "  of 
Norwich  Cathedral,  then  undergoing  restoration,  was  ''  under  the  care 
of  a  plasterer,  to  be  patcihed  and  pieced  in  his  best  manner  with  a 
compound  of  yillainous  ingredients  scarcely  tolerable  on  a  shop  front." 
Mr.  John  Brown,  the  Cathedral  architect,  replied,  on  August  10th,  to 
the  effect  that  the  substanoe  used  was  not  plaster,  but  ''  hydraulic 
oement,  calcined  limestone  and  sand,  whiolh  is  more  durable  than 
stone.''    Much  newspaper  oontroyersy  ensued. 

20.* — **  Last  week  a  block  of  granite  of  nearly  two  tons  weight  was 
fixed  on  the  south  battlement  of  Norwich  Castle,  oontaining  the  fol- 
lowing inscription: — "This  Royal  Castle,  built  by  William  Rufus,  as 
Enychton  testifies  in  his  Chronicle,  on  the  site  of  one  much  more 
ancient,  has  been  used  as  a  county  gaol  since  the  year  1345,  and  was 
finally  yested  in  the  magistrates  of  Norfolk  for  that  purpose  by  Royal 
grant  confirmed!  by  Parliament  in  1806.  The  omamiental  work  and 
facing  of  the  exterior  haying  fallen  into  a  state  of  extreme  decay,  the 
same  was  ordered  to  be  restored  at  the  expense  of  the  county  by  the 
Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  in  April,  1834.     Its  restoration  was  carried

into  effect  with  the  most  careful  adherence  to  the  details  of  the  anti'^nt 
work  in  Bath  stone,  aB  most  resembling  that  of  Normiandy,  which  had 
been  originally  used,  under  the  superintendence  of  tihe  visiting  justices, 
and  completed  in  1839.  The  battlements  and  corbel  table  were 
designed  from  the  best  discoverable  authorities,  as  no  portion  remained 
of  the  original  termination  of  the  building.  Anthony  Salvin,  Esq.,  of 
LfOndon,  architect;  Mr.  James  Watson,  of  Norwich,  stonemason."  [The 
Norfolk  Chronicui  expressed  regret  **  at  the  necessity,  if  any  such 
existed,  for  the  adoption  of  a  process  which  has  for  ever  hidden  from 
human  eyes  the  whole  exterior  of  this  celebrated  Anglo-Norman  keep."] 

27. — A  finner  whale,  discovered  stranded  upon  a  shoal  in  Lynn 
Roads,  was  secured  by  a  boat's  crew  who  fastened  a  rope  to  its  tail. 
When  the  tide  rose  the  whale  dragged  the  boat  with  great  velocity 
towards  the  town.  After  a  struggle  of  seven  hours,  it  was  landed.  It 
measured  50  ft.  in  lengtih.

30. — A  great  rowing  match  took  place  on  the  Yare,  at  Norwich,  in 
the  presence  of  thousands  of  spectators.  Tho  match,  which  was  open 
to  all  England,  was  for  a  subscription  cup  or  purse  of  £bO,  and  was  to 
be  rowed  in  four-oared  36ft.  boats,  by  amateurs.  Competing  crews 
were  entered  by  the  Leander  Club,  London;  King's  College  Club, 
London;  the  Cambridge  Amiateur  Club,  and  the  Norwidh  Amateiur 
Club.  The  odds  throughout  were  greatly  in  favour  of  the  Londoners, 
and  many  heavy  bets  were  made  on  Cambridge.  The  oourse,  about 
three  miles,  was  from  stakes  on  Bramerton  Conmion  to  a  spot  nearly 
opposite  Thorpe  Gardens.  *'  The  boats  started  two  and  two ;  tihe  first 
two  boats  were  started  100  yards  apart  at  the  same  time;  the  winning 
boat  of  each  pair  had  therefore  to  row  another  heat.  By  the  casting 
of  lots,  the  Leander  was  pitted  against  King's  College,  and  Norwich 
against  Cambridge.  The  Leander  had  the  lead  of  King's  College,  and 
Cambridge  the  lead  of  Norwich."  King's  College  and  Norwidi  won 
the  first  heat — ^the  former  in  22  minutes  30  secondsi,  and  the  latter  in 
21  minutes  30  seconds.  In  tihe  final  heat  Norwich  beat  King's  College 
easily.  The  winning  crew  were  composed  as  follow: — J.  Kidd,  9  st. 
10  lb. ;  J.  Wigham,  10  st.  9  lb. ;  W.  Clabbum,  11  st.  7  lb. ;  T.  Qabbum 
(stroke),  9  st.  2  lb.;  F.  Bolingbroke  (cox.),  8  st.  11  lb.  Trained  by 
Noulton. 

^The  Royal  squadron  accompanying  the  Queen  on  her  voyage 

to  Scotland  passed  Yarmouth  at  five  a.m.  On  the  return  of  her 
Majesty,  on  the  evening  of  September  16th,  several  yawls  put  out  to 
sea,  and  the  occupants  were  gratified  with  a  sight  of  the  Queen  and 
Prince  Albert  on  the  main  deck  of  the  Trident  steamer.  Loud  cheers 
were  given  for  the  Sovereign  and  her  Consort. 


SEPTEMBER. 

10. — The  publication  of  Part  I.  of  Mr.  Henry  Ninham's  "Picturesque 
Antiquities  of  Norwich  **  was  aniMunoed. 
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4. — ^The  first  meeting  for  enforcing  the  Income-Tax  was  held  at  the 
Shirehall,  Norwich,  when  Commissioners  were  appointed  for  the 
several  Hundreds  named  in  the  Act  of  Parliament.  Similar  meetings 
took  place  at  Tarmouth  and  Lynn. 

6. — ^Races  were  held  at  East  Dereham.  The  other  meetings  this 
season  were  at  Norwich  on  Jtdv  12th  and  13th,  Downham  July  22nd, 
and  Yarmouth  September  6th  and  7th. 

9. — ^The  funeral  of  Lord  Townshend,  who  died  at  Button  Lodge, 
Yorkshire,  on  June  28th,  aged  56  years,  took  plaoe  at  Bintry  bhurch. 

14. — ^Major  Bozall,  of  Swafiham,  was  killed  at  the  brewery  of  Mr. 
Morse,  in  that  town,  by  the  fall  of  a  portion  of  the  roof. 

16. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  yeomanry  and  tenantry  of  both  political 
parties,  held  at  the  Swan  Inn,  Norwich,  it  was  decided  to  erect,  by 
public  subscription,  a  monument  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Earl  of 
Leicester.     {See  January  7th,  1843.) 

23. — A  oorreapondent,  writing  under  this  date  to  the  Nortolk 
Chboniclb,  complained  of  the  danger  and  annoyance  caused  on  tAie 
public  roads  by  vehicles  drawn  by  dogs.  ^*  If,"  he  wrote,  "  Parliament 
deemed  it  necessary  two  years  ago  to  pass  an  Act  prohibiting,  under  a 
severe  penalty,  the  use  of  dogs  as  beasts  of  draught  or  burden  in 
London  and  its  neighbourhood  for  twenty  miles  around,  surely  the 
same  necessity,  as  well  on  the  score  of  humanity  as  of  personal 
security  to  the  public,  does  exist  in  reference  to  every  other  portion 
of  the  kingdom." 

24. — ^Died,  aged  60,  at  Hunter  Street,  Brunswick  Square^  London, 
John  Sell  Cotman. 

AUGUST. 

1. — ^An  acrobat,  named  Alleni,  was  descending  a  rope  "  in  his  dhariot 
of  fire,"  at  the  Greyhound  Gardens,  Ber  Street,  Norwidh,  when  his 
apparatus  failed',  the  rope  broke,  and  the  unfortunate  performer,  falling 
a  distance  of  thirty  feet,  was  seriously  injured. 

6. — ^A  correspondent  complained  that  the  "unrivalled  tower"  of 
Norwich  Cathedral,  then  undergoing  restoration,  was  "  under  the  care 
of  a  plasterer,  to  be  patdhed  and  pieced  in  his  best  manner  with  a 
compound  of  villainous  ingredients  scarcely  tolerable  on  a  shop  front." 
Mr.  John  Brown,  the  Cathedral  architect,  replied,  on  August  10th,  to 
the  effect  that  the  substanoe  used  was  not  plaster,  but  "  hydraulic 
cement,  calcined  limestone  and  sand,  whidh  is  more  durable  than 
stone."     Much  newspaper  controversy  ensued. 

20.* — *^  Last  week  a  block  of  granite  of  neaxly  two  tons  weight  was 
fixed  on  the  south  battlement  of  Norwich  Castle,  containing  the  fol- 
lowing inscription :  — "  This  Royal  Castle,  built  by  William  Ruf us,  as 
Enydhton  testifies  in  his  Chronicle,  on  the  site  of  one  much  more 
ancient,  has  been  used  as  a  county  gaol  since  the  year  1345,  and  was 
finally  vested  in  the  magistrates  of  Norfolk  for  that  purpose  by  Royal 
grant  confirmed  by  Parliament  in  1806.  The  ornamental  work  and 
facing  of  the  exterior  having  fallen  into  a  state  of  extreme  decay,  the 
same  was  ordered  to  be  restored  at  the  expense  of  the  county  by  the 
Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  in  April,  1834.    Its  restoration  was  carried 
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into  effect  with  the  moat  careful  adherence  to  the  details  of  the  anti<^nt 
work  in  Bath  stone,  as  most  resembling  that  of  Nonnandy,  which  had 
been  originallj  used,  under  the  superintendence  of  tibe  visiting  justices, 
and  completed  in  1839.  The  battlements  and  corbel  table  were 
designed  from  the  best  discoverable  authorities,  as  no  portion  remained 
of  the  original  termination  of  the  building.  Anthony  Salvin,  Esq.,  of 
London,  architect ;  Mr.  James  Wateon,  of  Norwich,  stonemason."  [llie 
NoBFOLK  Chboniclb  expressed  regret  "  at  the  necessitj,  if  anj  such 
eziated,  for  the  adoption  of  a  process  which  has  for  ever  hidden  from 
human  eyes  the  whole  exterior  of  this  celebrated  Anglo-Norman  keep.'']

10. — The  publication  of  Part  I.  of  Mr.  Henry  Ninham's  "  Picturesque 
Antiquities  of  Norwich  "  was  announced. 
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13. — ^The  Norfolk  and  Norwich 'Mugical  Festival  oommenoed.  Mw- 
oellaneoua  concerts  were  given  at  St.  AndtreVs  Hall  on  fhe  evenings  of 
the  13th,  14th,  and  16th.  The  morning  performanoes  included,  on 
the  14th,  Parts  11.  and  III.  of  the  "  Creation  ";  on  the  15th,  Parts  II. 
and  111,  of  "  The  Fall  of  Babylon  "  (composed  expressly  for  the  Festival 
by  Spohr) ;  and  on  the  16th,  "  Samson.  A  fancy  dress  ball  was  given 
on  the  night  of  the  16th.  The  artistes  engaged  at  the  Festival  were: 
Madame  Caradori  Allan,  Miss  Rainforth,  Miss  Maria  B.  Hawes,  Miss 
Bassano,  and  Signora  Pacini ;  Mr.  Hobbs,  Mr.  Phillipsi,  Mr.  Belfe,  Mr. 
Bradbuiy,  Mr.  Toung,  Mr.  Walton,  and  Signer  Rubini.  Professor 
Taylor  conducted.     The  surplus  amounted  to  £716  15s.  2d. 

A  oirous  company,  under  the  management  of  Madame  Duorow, 

commenced  a  series  of  performances  at  Norwich  llieatre.  "  The  whole 
of  the  stage,  43  ft.  square,  was  formed  into  a  circus  ring,  decorated 
roimd  with  appropriate  devices.  The  circle  was  rendered  moveable,  so 
that  dramatic  representations  similar  to  the  late  Astley's  Amphitheatre 
were  introduced."  These  included  "  The  Spanish  Bullfight^  or  the 
Muleteer,"  "  Mazeppa^"  "  The  Secret  Mine,  or  the  Hindoos  of  the  Ruby 
Cliffs,"  dec.  To  enable  the  audience  to  obtain  a  full  view  of  the  ring 
performances,  the  floor  of  the  pit  was  raised. 

14. — Died  at  Yarmouth,  in  his  49th  year,  Mr.  J.  B.  Crome.  ''  Besides 
inheriting  the  talents  of  that  well-known  *  Father '  of  the  Norwich 
school  of  painting,  he  possessed  literary  attainments  and  tJheoretical 
knowledge  which  conferred  both  honour  and  advantage  on  his  prac- 
tical pursuits  of  Art." 

24.* — "  The  Queen  has  been  dleaaed  to  grant  imto  the  Rev.  James 
Tooke  Hales,  of  Glazenwood,  in  EiSsex,  and  of  Thompson,  in  Norfolk, 
her  Royal  license  and  authority  to  assume  the  surname  of  Tooke  in 
addition  to  and  after  that  of  Hales,  and  to  bear  the  arms  of  Tooke." 

*"  Mr.  C.  F.  Hall,  of  Norwich,  has  been  appointed  second  leader 

of  the  orchestra  of  Drury  Lane  Theatre,  after  a  contest  of  skill.  He 
is  the  composer  of  two  ballads,  '  I  have  dream'd  of  hopes  defeated '  and 
*  The  Inconstant.' " 


OOTOBEB. 

8.* — *'  At  a  late  sitting  of  the  magistrates  at  Litcham  to  hear  appeals 
against  assessed  taxes,  Mr.  Lynee,  one  of  the  appellants,  aooused  the 
Surveyor  of  Taxes  of  partial  conduct.  He  alleged  that  Mr.  F.  Beck,  of 
Mileham,  owned  greyhoundis  for  which  he  was  not  charged  duty.  Mr. 
Beck  jumped  up  and  got  hold  of  Mr.  Lynes'  nose,  whidh  he  held  for 
some  time.  Mr.  Lynes  retaliated  by  striking  Mr.  Beck  several  blows 
on  the  head  and  face,  and  a  battle  ensued.  T^  police  interfered,  and 
Capt.  Fitzroy  ordered  the  parties  into  custody.  It  was  stated  that  there 
had  previously  been  a  quarrel  between  Mr.  King,  the  mflf^strates'  clerk, 
Mr.  Beck,  and  Mr.  Lynes,  and  Mr.  King  had  cSiaJlenged  the  latter  to 
fight  a  duel.  Mr.  King  acknowledged'  that  he  had  sent  a  challenge. 
For  the  fight  in  the  ma^ristrates'  room  Mr.  Beck  and  Mr,  Lynee  were 
bound  over  to  keep  the  peace  for  twelve  months.  Mr.  King  was  also 
bound  over  in  sureties  to  keep  the  peace  towards  Mr.  Lynes  for  twelve 
months."  At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  on  April  3rd,  1843,  the  action 
Lynes  v.  Beck,  for  assault,  was  tried  before  Lord  Chief  Justice  'Hndal, 
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and  judgment  was  given  for  the  plaintiff,  damages  one  shilling.  The 
Judge  remarked  that  the  assault  was  of  a  very  degrading  and  oon- 
tumacious  charaoter. 

11. — ^Died  at  his  house  on  Sooles'  Green,  Norwidh,  Mr.  Robert  Lad- 
brooke,  artist,  in  his  73rd  year. 

13. — ^Died  at  Tunbridge  Wells,  aged  55,  Sir  John  Jacob  Buxton, 
Bart,  of  Shadwell  Park,  Norfolk,  and!  of  Tockenham  House,  Wilts. 
He  served  the  office  of  High  Sheriff  of  Norfolk  in  1841-2. 

19. — ^A.t  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions,  Johnson  Hemnell  was  sen- 
tenced to  fifteen  years'  transportation  for  stealing  promissory  notes, 
gold,  and  silver,  to  the  amount  of  £150,  ijhe  property  of  Mr.  Harrison 
Wells,  of  Dilham.  On  the  night  after  his  conviction  the  oonvict 
accompanied  two  of  the  prison  warders  to  Seething,  where  he  showed 
them  a  garden  bank  in  which  £108  of  the  stolen  money  was  found  con- 
cealed. 


NOVEMBER. 

7. — ^An  inquest  was  held  at  the  Hare  Arms,  Stow  Bardolph,  on  the 
body  of  John  Vare,  who  died  under  singular  ciroumstancea  On 
October  24th,  at  the  Swan  Inn,  Downham,  ^^  he  recited  with  consider- 
able spirit  to  a  party  of  tradesmen  a  piece  out  of  *  Othello/  and  at  the 
finish,  where  Othello  dies,  deceased,  as  in  the  character,  fell  with  con- 
siderable violence  on  the  hearthrug  at  full  length  with  his  face  down 
wards.     He  complained  of  considerable  pain,  went  home,  and  died.'* 

9. — ^Mr.  Alderman  Mitchell  was  elected  Mayor,  and  Mr.  William 
Freeman  appointed  Sheriff  of  Norwich. 

18. — ^Died  at  Rawal  Pindi,  Lieut.  Richard  Edward  Frere,  13th  Liglht 
Infantry,  aged  25.  He  had  been  in  every  action  throughout  the  war 
in  Afghanistan,  was  repeatedly  wounded,  and  was  mentioned  with  dis- 
tinction in  dispatches. 

19.* — "Messrs.  Wells  and  Gardner,  of  Birmingham,  have  entered 
into  an  arrangement  with  T.  T.  Bemey,  Esq.,  of  Morton  Hall,  Norfolk, 
for  the  manufacture  of  his  patent  cartridges  so  much  approved  by 
gentlemen  and  sportsmen  generally,  and  have  appointed  local  agents." 

26.* — "  Sir  Robert  Peel  has  recommended  her  Majesty  to  grant  an 
annual  pension  of  £100  to  Mr.  John  Curtis,  the  eminent  naturalist  and 
author  of  the  great  work,  '  British  Entomology/  "  Curtis  was  a  native 
of  Norwich. 


DEOEMBEB. 

24. — ^A  singular  story  of  a  supposed  murder  was  published.  A 
human  skeleton  was  recovered  from  the  bed  of  the  river  at  Costessey 
Mills  by  a  "  didling  "  boat  owned  by  Messrs.  Culley.  The  circimistance 
was  recalled  that  a  Jew  pedlar,  known  as  "Old  Abraham,"  had 
mysteriously  disappeared  eight  years  previously.  It  was  also  remem- 
bered that  one  Robert  Page,  sentenced  to  transportation  for  life  for 
sheep  stealing  at  Drayton,  on  March  27th,  1834,  had  told  the  prison 
warders  that  if  he  were  taken  to  Costessey  he  could  show  them,  beneath 
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a  willow  tree,  "  something  that  would  make  their  hair  stand  on  end." 
B7  a  curious  coincidence,  the  skeleton  waa  found  beneath  a  willow 
which  overhung  the  river.  It  waa  stated  that  the  body  had  been 
staked  down  in  the  bed  of  the  staream. 

3L* — "During  last  week  the  coaches  and  vans  were  laden  with 
turkeys  and  game  for  London.  From  the  Magnet  Office  alone  upwards 
of  1,600  pcu^kagea  were  consigned,  containing  at  least  2,400  turkeys, 
besides  geese  and  game.  T^e  other  coaches  have  had  tbeir  share. 
One  manufacturing  firm  in  the  city  sent  1,000  Iba.  weight." 


1843. 

JANUARY. 

2. — Norwich  Theatre  opened  for  the  season  at  reduced  prices  of 
adruission,  namely,  boxes,  single  ticket,  4s.,  half  price  2s.,  family 
tickets  to  admit  six  £1 ;  upper  boxes  28.,  half  price  Is. ;  pit  la.  (no 
half  price);  gallery  fid.  The  entire  house  had  been  re-decorated  by 
Mr.  Thorne.  Mr.  Frederick  Vining,  of  the  Haymarket  Theatre,  Lon- 
don, and  his  daughter.  Miss  Vining,  appeared  on  the  16th  in  the  parts 
of  Benedict  and  Beatrice,  and  fultilled  an  engagement  of  seven  weeks. 
The  season,  one  of  the  most  successful  that  Mr.  Smith  had  experienced, 
was  chiefly  remarkable  for  the  large  number  of  "bespeaks"  given, 
amongst  otihers,  by  the  officers  of  the  13  th  Light  Dragoons,  the  Royal 
and  Norfolk  Hotel  Wine  Clubs,  the  Governor  and  Deputy-Governor  of 
the  Court  of  Guardians,  &c. 

5. — ^A  heavy  fall  of  snow  on  this  day  was  accompanied  by  lightning 
and  thunder. 

6. — The  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Norfolk  Flax  Society,  the  object 
of  which  was  "  to  promote  the  cultivation  of  a  plant  for  the  produce  of 
which  vast  sums  of  money  are  annually  sent  abroad,"  was  held  at  Nor- 
wich. It  was  stated  that  the  soil  and  climate  of  the  county  were 
''  equal  and  perhaps  superior  to  any  in  the  world  for  the  growth  and 
perfection  of  the  plant,  and  its  cultivation  would  be  more  profitable 
than  that  of  any  other  crop."  The  method  of  '"  forming  linseed  into 
compound  to  fatten  cattle"  was  demonstrated  in  a  booth  on  the 
Castle  Meadow,  and  an  exhibition  of  articles  manufactured  from  flax 
was  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall.  The  Hon.  W.  R.  Rous  was  President 
of  the  Society,  to  which  about  eighty  prominent  agriculturists  be- 
longed. M.  Demann,  a  Belgian  agriculturist,  was  engaged  as  the 
Society's  agent,  and  many  meetings  were  held  in  the  county  in  further- 
ance of  the  movement. 

7. — ^The  promoters  of  the  scheme  for  the  erection  of  the  Leicester 
monument  appointed  a  "  committee  of  taste,"  who  recommended  the 
building  of  a  column,  of  artistic  design.  At  a  meeting  held  at  the 
Norfolk  Hotel,  on  January  21st,  the  much  vexed  question  of  the  site 
was  discussed  and  a  decision  was  given  in  favour  of  Holkham  Park, 
mainly  by  the  votee  of  a  number  of  subscribers  of  ten  shillings  each  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Wells.     Efforts  were  made  to  secure  the  erection 
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of  the  monument  at  Norwich,  and  the  supporters  of  either  place  were 
invited  to  vote  upon  the  subject.  After  the  poll  a  aorutiny  was  held, 
and  on  August  5th  it  was  announced  that  322  votes  had  been  given 
in  favour  of  Holkham,  and  281  in  favour  of  Norwich. 

9. — ^Died,  aged  60,  at  Birmingham,  Mr.  Vaughan,  "the  highly 
respectable  musician  and  once  excellent  tenor  singer."  He  was  a  native 
of  Norwich,  and  when  quite  young  was  a  memb&r  of  the  choir  of  St. 
George's  Chapel,  Windsor.  He  was  afterwards  engaged  at  Westmin- 
ster Abbey,  St.  Paul's  Cathedtal,  and  the  Chapel  Royal.  On  the  death 
of  Mr.  Harrison,  in  1812,  Mr.  Vaughan  was  appointed  principal  tenor 
at  the  King's  Concerts  ojf  'Ancient  Music,  he  sang  at  most  of  the  pro- 
vincial musical  festivals,  and  was  a  member  of  several  musical  clubs 
in  the  Metropolis. 


PBBEUARY. 

14. — The  first  touring  circus  in  Norfolk  at  which  performances  were 
given  under  canvaa  was  that  belonging  to  Batty,  ''sole  proprietor  of 
Astley's  Royal  Amphitheatre,"  who  on  this  date  erected  at  Lynn 
Mart  a  tent  65  ft.  in  height  and  300  ft.  in  circumference.  It  was  the 
same  tent  placed  on  the  site  of  the  Royal  Exchange  when  Prince  Albert 
laid  the  first  stone  of  the  new  building,  and  on  that  oocasion  it  afforded 
accommodation  for  1,400  persons.  In  the  autiunn  of  the  same  year 
Richard  Sands'  American  circus  toured  the  county,  giving  one  perform*- 
ance  only  in  a  ''  spacious  pavilion  "  at  each  town  visited.  A  procession 
of  "  twenty-five  caparisoned  horses  "  was  a  featiure  of  the  show.  After 
this  date  the  circus  touring  system*  became  general  during  the  simimer 
and  autumn  months. 

22.— EHed  at  Caen,  Normandy,  aged  76,  the  Rev.  T.  D'Eterville,  "  a 
well-known  and  respected  inhabitant  of  Norwich  for  upwards  of  forty 
years,  who  retired  a  few  months  ago  to  end  his  days  in  his  native 
country."     [Borrow's  "  preceptor  in  the  French  and  Italian  tongues."] 

23. — ^The  ooach  from  London  to  Norwich,  driven  by  Thomas 
Wiggins,  ran  into  a  brewer's  dray  at  Tasburgh,  during  a  thick  fog  and 
was  overturned.  Mr.  Scott,  of  Newton  Maid''s  Head,  one  of  the  outside 
passengers,  was  jammed  between  the  coach  and  a  tree,  which  had  to  be 
cut  down  to  extricate  him,  Wiggins  was  thrown  head  first  off  the  box 
seat  and  severely  injured,  and  the  guard,  Thomas,  was  dashed  against  a 
tree  stump  and  killed  outright,  "  his  head  being  completely  split  open." 
It  was  not  until  January  22nd,  1844,  that  Wiggins  was  able^to  resume 
his  duties.  It  was  then  stated :  ''  So  highly  is  this  excellent  whip 
esteemed  along  the  line  of  road,  that  at  the  several  inne  where  the 
coach  stopped  to  change  horses  it  appeared  as  if  the  landlords  had 
determined  to  celebrate  the  circumstance  by  making  it  a  general  gala 
day." 

26. — Died  at  Cheltenham,  aged  60,  Major-General  Sir  John  Thomas 
Jones,  Bart.,  K.C.B.,  of  Cranmer  Hall.  He  served  in  the  Royal 
Engineers  during  the  campaign  in  Calabria,  and  was  present  at  the 
Battle  of  Maida  and  the  attack  on  Scylla  Castle;  in  the  Peninsular 
campaign  he  was  in  the  retreat  to  Corunna;  he  accompanied  the  ex- 
p)edition  to  Walcheren  and  was  present  at  the  red'uction  of  Flushing, 
served  in  the  campaigns  of  1810,  1811,  and  1812  in  the  Peninsula, 
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reoeived  the  medal  for  Badajos,  and  was  9hot  through  the  ankle  joint 
at  the  aiege  of  Burgas,  in  October,  1812.  He  entered  the  service  as 
second-lieutenant  on  August  30th,  1798,  and  retired  with  the  rank  of 
major-general  on  January  10th,  1837. 

T!. — ^Yarmouth  Orange  Fair  was  held.  "Like  the  generality  of 
fairs,  it  has  fallen  sadly  out  of  repute,  and  but  for  the  immense 
quantity  of  fruit  from  whioh  it  takes  its  name  anyone  might  have 
passed  the  Market  Place  without  noticing  it." 

MABOH. 

17. — At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Town  Co>uncil,  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  A.  Dalrymple,  a  petition  to  Pariiament  was  adiopted  in 
opposition  to  the  Income  Tax,  on  the  groimd  that  it  was  "unjust, 
unwise,  repugnant,  aiid  unproductive." 

18. — The  Watton  ooach,  on  its  way  from  Norwidh,  with  six  female 
outside  passengers,  stopped  at  Barford  Cock.  During  the  temporary 
absence  of  Allen,  the  coachman,  the  horses  started  off  at  full  gallop, 
and  were  not  stopp>ed  till  they  arrived'  at  Hlngham.  With  the  exc^ 
tion  of  a  wheel  being  taken  off  a  passing  vehicle,  no  damage  was  done. 

APBIL. 

d. — At  the  Norwich  Assizes,  before  Lord  Chief  Justice  Tindal,  was 
tried  the  case,  the  Queen  against  Ekfward  Painter.  The  prosecution, 
for  assault,  was  instituted  by  Mr.  Jeremiah  Cross,  oorn  merdiant,  of 
Norwich.  An  indictment  had  been  preferred  at  the  Norwich  Quarter 
Sessions  and  a  true  bill  returned,  which,  the  defendiant  removed  by 
writ  of  certiorari,  and  the  oase  now  came  on  for  trial  on  the  civil  side 
of  the  Court.  The  plaintiff,  in  June,  1842,  was  invited  to  the  Rising 
Sun  Inn,  kept  by  Mr.  John  Abel,  and  he  was  there  met  by  Painter,  who 
for  several  minutes  thrashed  him  with  an  aah  stick  so  severely  that  for 
a  considerable  time  afterwards  plaintiff  was  under  medical  treatment. 
For  the  defence  it  was  alleged  that  Cross  had  gprossly  insulted  the 
defendant's  daughter,  hence  the  thrashing.  The  jury  found  a  verdiot 
of  guilty,  and  on  May  10th,  when  defendant  appeared  before  the  Court 
of  Queen's  Bench  to  receive  judgment,  he  was  fined'  one  shilling  and 
discharged.  On  June  24th  the  following  advertisement  was  published  : 
'^  Ned  Painter  having  been  subjected!  to  the  expense  of  wanton  and 
persecuting  litigation,  his  friends  intend  giving  him  a  benefit  at  the 
Pantheon,  Royal  Victoria  Gardens,  on  which  oocasion  the  Stars  of  the 
Fancy  have  resolved  to  rally  round  and  support  an  old  and  tried 
veteran  of  the  Prize  Ring.  Among  the  prominent  professors  of  the 
Pugilistic  Art  who  will  appear  are  Tom  Spring,  Champion  of  England, 
and  Ben  Caunt,  the  modem  champion." 

7. — Great  excitement  was  created  in  Norwich  by  the  conviction  at 
the  Assizes  before  Mr.  Justice  Coleridge,  of  John  Harper,  a  well-known 
auctioneer,  on  the  charge  of  stealing  doth  entrusted  to  him  for  sale 
at  North  Walsham  by  a  Leedb  manufacturer  named  Jonas  Driver.  Mr. 
S.  Bignoid,  Mr.  Beckwith,  solicitor;  Mr.  T.  M.  Keith,  solicitor;  the 
Rev.  S.  Stone,  the  Rev.  W.  Hull,  and  other  prominent  citisens  testified

to  the  general  honesty  and  integrity  of  the  prisoner,  who,  amid  a 
strong  manifestation  of  feeling  in  Court,  was  sentenced  to  seven  years' 
transportation. 

7. — Mr.  Cobden,  M.P.,  Col.  Thompson,  and  Mr.  Moore,  representa- 
tives of  the  Anti-Corn  Law  League,  addressed  a  large  meeting  held  at 
St.  Andrew's  Hall,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Tillett.  A  body 
of  Chartists  created  some  disorder.  On  the  8th  a  meeting  of  farmers 
''  of  the  most  complete  party  complexion  "  took  place  at  the  Hall,  when 
Mr.  A.  Morse,  of  Swaffham,  "author  of  one  of  the  prize  essays  of  the 
League,"  presided,  and  addresses  were  delivered  by  Mr.  Cobden  and 
his  friends.  The  League  at  this  date  ^as  actively  promulgating  its 
principles  in  all  parts  of  the  county. 

15. — ^The  ship  Fhya  sailed  from  Lynn  for  Quebec,  with  emigrants. 
"  Whilst  the  population  keeps  increasing,  and  machinery  keeps  lessen- 
ing the  demand  for  manual  labour,  many  thousands  must  seek  to 
provide  for  themselves  and  families  in  distant  r^ions." 

20. — The  construction  of  the  Yarmouth  and  Norwich  Railway  com- 
menced on  this  date  on  the  Postwick  Hall  Farm  (in  the  occupation  of 
Mr.  Gillett),  near  Thorpe  Asylum.  The  excavation  of  the  New  Cut 
from  Trowse  Hythe  to  Whitlingham  Reach  was  begun  on  May  6tih. 
In  October  an  engine  with  ballast  waggons  was  running  between  Reed- 
ham  and  Yarmouth ;  and  in  November  another  engine  appeared  on  the 
Postwick  end  of  the  line.  "  Its  marvellous  facility  in  whirling  along 
any  nmnber  of  loaded  waggons  elicited  exclamations  of  astonishment 
from  the  many  hundreds  of  Norwich  people  who  went  out  to  see  it 
(See  April  12th,  1844.) 

In  the  waistband  of  the  trousers  of  a  notorious  housebreaker, 

named  James  Fisk,  who  was  apprehended  at  Surlingham  on  this  date, 
"  was  found  sewed  up  the  Lord's  Prayer,  written  backwards,  which  he 
carried  about  with  him  as  a  fancied  protection  against  the  power  of 
himian  law." 

-The  marriage  of  the  Earl  of  Leicester  and!  Miss  Whitbread, 


daughter  of  Mr.  S.  C.  Whitbread,  at  Cardington  church,  Bedfordshire, 
wafc  celebrated  with  great  rejoicings  at  Wells-next-the-Sea,  where  800 
school  children  were  entertained,  and  1,400  of  the  poor  inihabitants 
had  dinner  on  the  Buttlands. 

21. — ^At  Norwich  Theatre  was  performed^  a  new  drama,  entitled, 
"Mokanna,  or  the  Veiled  Prophet  of  Klhorassan,"  written  by  Mr. 
William  Cooper,  barrister,  and  originally  produced  at  Lynn  Theatre. 
An  anonymous  handbill,  printed  by  J.  Fletcher,  Upper  Haymarket, 
Norwich,  was  afterwards  circulated,  describing  the  play  as  a  "bare- 
faced exhibition  of  profligacy,"  and  calling  upon  the  citizens  to  de- 
nounce it.     The  strictures  were  grossly  unfair. 

25. — ^The  foundation-stone  of  St.  Mark's  church,  Lakenham,  was  laid 
by  the  Very  Rev.  Dean  Pellew.  The  architect  was  Mr.  John  Brown, 
and  the  builder  Mr.  James  Worman.  The  church  was  consecrated  by 
the  Bishop  of  Norwich  on  September  24th,  1844. 

28.— The  two  troops  of  the  13th  Light  Dragoons  mardhed  from 
Norwich  Barracks  for  Hounslow.  They  were  replaced  on  May  22nd 
by  the  Soots  Greys,  commanded  by  Col.  Clarke.  Mainly  through  the 
influence  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington  and  the  Marquis  of  Douro,  the 
headquarters  of  the  regiment  were  stationed  at  Norwich. 
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MAY. 

4. — Business  was  entirely  suspended  in  Norwich  on  the  occasion  of 
the  funeral  of  H.RH.  the  Duke  of  Sussex.  The  Corporation  attended 
service  at  the  Cathedral,  and  afterwards  assembled  at  the  Guildhall 
and  adopted  addresses  of  sympathy. 

6. — ^At  the  Norwich  Police  Court,  a  woman  nam«d  Kedge  complained 
to  the  magistrates  that  another  woman,  of  the  name  of  Clarke,  had 
bewitched  her  ''by  sending  her  and  her  children  a  vast  number  of 
vermin."  Clarke  replied  that  Mrs.  Kedge  had  harboured  her  (Mrs. 
Clarke's)  husband,  and  had  given  her  a  small  pieoe  of  paper,  whereon 
was  very  small  writing.  It  was  found  to  be  the  Lord's  Prayer.  Mrs. 
Kedge  acknowledged  having  given  this  to  Mrs.  Clarke,  and  said  it 
would  ''prevent  her  from  doing  her  further  injury,  fcH"  when  she  had 
herself  put  it  in  defendant's  hands,  all  danger  from  witchery  waa  over." 

1 3.* — "  One  day  last  week  a  steam  ooach,  constructed  on  a  new 
principle,  was  tried  at  Witton,  on  the  Yarmouth  road,  before  a  large 
concourse  of  spectators,  but  although  the  steam  was  put  on,  the  coach 
would  not  move  an  inch.  When  pushed  it  proceeded  a  short  distance 
and  stopped.  The  experimenters  at  last  lifted  the  coaoh  from  the  road, 
when  the  wheels  went  round  with  alarming  velocity."  On  May  27th 
the  carriage  was  advertised  for  sale  by  private  contract,  by  Mr.  Joe^h 
Emmerson  Bane,  at  the  King's  Head  Inn,  Blofield. 

The  Norfolk  Yeomanry  Cavalry,  commanded  by  Major  Loftus, 

oommenoed  their  annual  eight  days'  training  at  Fakenham. 

17. — The  inhabitantfi  residing  in  the  vicinity  of  Duke's  Palace  Bridge 
memorialised  the  Norwich  Town  Council  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to 
free  the  bridge  from  toll. 

18. — Died  at  his  residence  in  Union  Street,  Soutlh  Lynn,  Mr.  Peter 
Lewis  Daoheiix,  an  immigrant  from  France,  aged  83.  "  He  had  resided 
at  Lynn  for  many  years,  and  had  long  offioiated  as  Roman  Catholic 
priest  in  that  town.  He  was  a  schoolfellow  of  Bonaparte,  and  in  his 
boyish  days  had  many  a  scuffle  with  that  celebrated  personage." 

23. — ^Mr.  Braham,  assisted  by  his  son  and  pupil,  Mr.  Charles  Braham, 
gave  a  concert  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich. 

JUNE. 

13. — ^The  Norwich  Town  Council  decided,  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Barwell,  to  memorialise  the  House  of  Commons  in  favour  of  Mr. 
Rowland  Hill's  scheme  of  penny  postage. 

14. — Norwich  Theatre  waa  re-opened  for  a  limited  number  of  nights 
at  the  close  of  the  regular  season^  when  "  The  Tempest "  was  prod<uced 
from  the  original  text,  with  Miss  Grant  as  Ariel,  and  Miss  Vining  aa 
Miranda.  On  the  occasion  of  her  benefit,  on  June  27th,  Miss  Grant 
took  the  part  of  Tom  Tug,  in  "  The  Waterman." 

15. — On  opening  the  East  of  England  Bank  at  Lynn,  it  waa 
discovered  that  dxiring  the  preceding  night  upwards  of  J^4,000  had 
been  stolen.  A  clerk,  named  William  Henry  Sangar,  aged  nineteen, 
had  committed  the  theft,  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Spiller,  the  manager, 
and  had  absconded.     He  was  apprehended  on  «fuly  3rd,  at  Pooley 
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Bridge,  Ullawat^,  with  ^4,300  in  his  posseBBion.  At  Lynn  Quarter 
SeBBions,  on  July  I7th,  he^was  charged  before  the  Record'er,  Mr.  Martin 
J.  West,  with  stealing  £4,362  la  6d.,  and,  on  pleading  guilty,  was 
sentenced  to  fourteen  years*  transportation.  The  Recorder  expressed 
the  hope  tiiat  he  would  not  have  to  appear  at  the  Assizes  to  answer  the 
still  more  serious  charge  of  forgery.  He  was,  however,  indicted  at  the 
Norfolk  Assizes  on  August  3rd,  on  two  coynts,  for  forgery,  and  on 
pleading  guilty  was  sentenced  by  Baron  Alderson  to  transportation  for 
life. 

16. — For  nearly  three  hours  "  the  sun  was  surrounded  bv  a  brigfht 
and  beautiful  halo,  whilst  several  others  appeared  in  its  vicinity,  inter- 
secting the  main  one  in  several  directions."  A  similar  appearance  was 
observed  in  the  summer  of  1826. 


- —  JULY. 

1. — ^Tthe  fares  by  the  Royal  Norwich  mail  from  the  Star,  Haymarket, 
to  the  Belle  Sauvage,  Lu(%ate  Hill,  were  reduced  from  this  date  to 
16s.  inside  and  Ss.  outside. 

4. — ^Mr.  Charles  Gill  and  Miss  Vining,  two  popular  performers  with 
the  Norwidh  Company,  eloped  from  the  city.  "  The  attachment  between 
the  parties  has  been  of  long  standing,  but  it  was  opposed  by  the  young 
lady^s  friends,  on  account  of  the  disparity  of  years."  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Gill  appeared  at  Tarmoutih  Theatre  on  September  8th. 

^Died  at  North  Walsham,  Captain  Thomas  Withers,  R.N.,  aged 

73.  He  entered  the  service  in  1793,  joined'  Nelson  in  the  Agamemnon, 
which  formed  part  of  Lord  Hood's  fleet  at  tlhe  occupation  of  Toulon, 
and  took  part  in  the  reduction  of  Bastia  and  Calvi,  and  in  the  several 
actions  in  which  the  ship  was  engaged.  Li  1 796  he  joined  the  Captain, 
and  in  the  following  year,  in  the  battle  off  Cape  St.  Vincent,  had  the 
distinguisfhed  honour  of  commanding  the  division  which  boarded  the 
San  Nicolas,  and  from  that  ship  the  San  Josef.  He  was  made  lieutenant 
next  day,  and  soon  after  appointed  to  the  Terrible,  under  the  command 
of  Sir  Richard  Bickerton,  and  served  during  the  expedition  against  the 
French  in  Egypt.  In  April,  1803,  he  was  appointed  to  the  command 
of  the  Expedition  (44  guns),  and  was  chiefly  engaged  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean until  1804.  In  1805  he  accepted  employment  under  the  Trans- 
port Board,  and  in  1809  received  post  rank. 

8. — ^A  wihirlwind  occurred  at  Blakeney.  In  its  course  it  carried  awav 
several  yardlB  of  a  wall  two  feet  thick,  took  from  some  smacks  the 
hatchings,  which  were  blown  upon  the  marshes,  and  blew  a  man  off  tihe 
seat  of  a  threshing  maclhine.  The  stable  at  the  White  Horse  was  un- 
roofed, and  a  quantity  of  Mr.  Temple's  hay  was  blown  to  the  distance 
of  a  mile. 

15. — ^Arising  out  of  an  assault  case,  a  curious  story  about  witch- 
craft was  told  to  the  Norwich  masn^strates.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Curtis  alleged 
that  a  Mrs.  Bell  had  bewitched  them  three  days  after  Tombland  Fair, 
and  they  had  been  bewitched  ever  since.  "  Mrs.  Curtis  saw  Mra  Bell 
light  a  candle  and  flU  it  with  pins.  She  then  put  some  red  dragon's 
blood,  witih  some  water,  into  an  oyster-shell,  and  having  repeated  a 
form  of  words  over  it,  her  (Mr.  Curtis*)  husband's  arms  and  legs  were 
9et  fast,  and  when  he  lay  down  he  could  not  get  up  again  without 
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soniebody  helping  him."  The  man  made  a  similar  statement,  and  said 
that  to  Uie  dragon's  blood  and  water  Mrs.  Bell  added  some  parings  of 
her  own  nails,  put  the  mixture  over  the  fire,  and  muttered  an  inoantsr 
tion. 

19. — ^A  young  man  named  Robert  Smithson  "wagered  that  he  would 
run  over  the  nine  bridges  in  Norwich  in  twenty-five  minutes."  He 
performed  the  distance,  nearly  four  miles,  in  twenty-two  minutea 

24. — Died  at  Shotley  Parsonage,  Ipswich,  aged  91^  the  Rev.  Samuel 
Forster,  DJ>.y  formerly  head-master  of  Norwidh  Free  Grammar  School. 
On  resigning,  in  1811,  Dr.  Forster  became  private  tutor  to  the  son  of 
the  Marquis  of  Bristol.  Sir  Edward  Berry,  Nelson's  flag  captain  at  the 
Battle  of  the  Nile,  married  the  doctor's  eldest  dauglhter. 

29.* — "  In  the  melancholy  list  of  passengers  on  board  the  Pegasus, 
lost  off  the  Fern  Islands  on  July  19tih,  we  are  sorry  to  obs^re  the 
name  of  Mr.  Elton,  for  many  years  a  favourite  trage<)ian  in  the  Nor- 
wich Company,  and  latterly  holding  a  most  respectable  station  on  tbe 
London  boards.'' 

The  Assize  week  performances  at  Norwich  Theatre  opened  with 

the  appearance  of  Miss  Montague,  of  Drury  Lane,  as  Juliet.  On  July 
31  at  Miss  Clara  Novello,  Miss  Sybella  Novello,  Mr.  Manvers,  and  Mr. 
Stretton,  of  Drury  Lane,  performed  in  Belleni's  opera,  "  Norma,"  and 
in  "  Acis  and  Galatea  " ;  and  on  August  7th  Madame  Celeste  and  Mr. 
Webster  commenced  a  four  nights'  engagement  in  "  St.  Mary's  Eve," 
"  The  Woman  Hater,"  and  "  The  French  Spy." 

AUGUST. 

6. — ^Died  at  Gaywood,  aged  70,  Mr.  Thomas  Marsters,  for  many 
years  the  representative  at  Lynn  of  the  Norfolk  Chronicli.  "  He  was 
extensively  read  in  the  poets  and  classics,  and  his  taste  for  the  drama 
induced  him,  when  he  resided  at  Gaywood  Hall,  to  become  lessee  of 
Lynn  Theatre,  on  the  boards  of  which  he  oocasionally  performed  as  an 
amateur." 

9. — ^Norwich  and  many  parts  of  the  county  were  visited  by  one  of 
the  severest  thunderstorms  that  had  occurred  for  many  years.  It  was 
accompanied  by  a  hailstorm  which  did  immense  damage — in  the  city 
windows  and  conservatories  were  smashed,  in  the  county  garden  and 
field  crops  were  destroyed.  The  first  floors  and  cellars  in  Surrey  Street, 
St.  Stephen's  Street,  Rampant  Horse  Street,  the  Market  Place,  and 
London  Street  were  flooded,  and  in  places  nMrsels  of  ice  lay  from  four 
to  five  inohes  deep.  The  stormi  lasted  half  an  hour.  The  performance 
at  the  Theatre  was  stopped,  and  the  terrified  audience  in  the  gallery 
rushed  down  the  stairs  and  foundl  the  passage  filled!  with  water,  wihic^ 
prevented  their  escape.  The  river  at  Bishop  Bridge  rose  one  foot  in 
five  minutes.  At  two  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  tihe  10th,  the  rain  and 
hail  again  descended  with  great  violence,  and  "  a  surface  of  flame 
spread  across  the  heavens,  followed  by  a  clap  of  thunder  whidh  seemed 
to  lend  the  welkin."  Another  storm  occurred  on  the  15th,  and  on  t!he 
18th  waterspouts  were  observed  at  Rushall  and  Dickleburgh.  At  a 
meeting  at  the  Bishop's  Palace  on  the  19'th,  steps  were  taken  for  the 
relief  of  tihe  sufferers,  a  public  subscription  organized,  and  surveyors 
appointed  to  assess  the  damage.  In  September  the  Committee  re- 
ported that  the  total  losses  amounted  to  J^30,770  28.  3d.    In  some 
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parishee  a  voluntajy  rate  of  threepence  in  the  pound  was  paid  to 
assist  the  relief  fund.  The  contributions  from  the  perishes  amounted 
to  J^5,622,  and  indiyidfual  subscriptions  to  £4,391. 

16. — ^The  left  wing  of  the  Cavalry  Barracks  at  Norwich  was  destroyed 
by  a  fire  which  originated  in  the  forage  bam.  The  m>en  of  tihe  Scot<i 
Greys  succeededl  in  saving  the  remainder  of  the  buildings. 

31.— Died  at  Stisted  Hall,  Essex,  aged  87,  Mr.  Charles  Savill  Onley, 
bencher  of  the  Middle  Temple.  He  was  third  son  of  Mr.  Robert 
Harvey,  merchant  and  banker,  of  Norwich,  by  Judith,  daughter  of 
Capt.  Onley,  R.N.  Mr.  Onley  (then  Mr.  Charles  Harvey)  was  called  to 
the  Bar  on  November  24th,  1790.  In  1783  he  was  elected  Steward, 
and  in  1801  Recorder,  of  Norwich.  In  1804  his  portrait  was  painted 
by  Lawrence,  at  the  expense  of  the  Corporation,  and  hung  in  St. 
Andrew's  Hall.  In  1812  he  was  returned  to  Parliament,  and  at  the 
dissolution  in  1818  retired  from  the  representation  of  the  city,  but 
sat  for  Carlow  from  1820  to  1826.  It  was  in  December,  1822,  that  he 
took  the  name  of  Savill  Onley,  on  the  death  of  his  maternal  unole,  the 
Rev.  Charles  Onley,  through  whom  he  came  to  the  possession  of  a  fine 
estate  in  Essex,  besides  a  large  personal  property.  He  resigned  his 
Recordership  in  1826.  He  was  lieuteo ant-colonel  of  Col.  Patteson's 
battalion  of  Norwich  Volunteers,  enrolled  in  1808  as  a  regiment  of 
Looal  Militia.  He  married,  first,  Sarah,  daughter  of  Mr.  J.  Haynes, 
by  whom  he  had  issue  one  son,  Onley  Savill  Onley,  who  married  his 
cousin  Caroline,  daughter  of  Mr.  John  Harvey,  of  Thorpe;  and  two 
daughters,  Sarah,  married'  to  Mr.  William  Harvey,  and  Judith,  to  Mr. 
Charles  Turner.  Mrs.  Harvey  died  in  1800,  and  (he  married,  secondly, 
Charlotte,  sister  of  his  former  wife. 

SEFTEM^EB. 

7. — ^Father  Mathew  attended  a  temperance  festival  at  Norwich.  He 
addressed  a  meeting  on  St.  Martin-atrPalace  Plain  in  the  morning,  and 
a  public  gathering  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall  in  the  evening,  at  which  the 
Lord  Bishop  and  Mr.  J.  J.  Gumey  were  present.  On  the  8th  Father 
Mathew,  from  twelve  to  six  o'clock,  "  administered  the  pledge  to  all 
who  cared  to  receive  it."  The  Norpolk  Ciironiclb  observed' :  "  "We 
cannot  but  feel  that  the  members  of  the  Clmrch  of  England  are  pledged 
to  temperance  already,  and  have  therefore  no  necessity  to  repeat  tihe 
pledge  before  a  Romish  priest." 

11. — ^The  ESarl  of  Leicester  laid  the  foundation-stone  of  the  new 
quay  at  Wells-next-the-Sea. 

1 6. — A  platform  was  erected  on  the  summit  of  the  spire  of  Norwich 
Cathedral  by  a  party  of  Sappers  and  Miners,  to  support  an  observatory 
for  the  purpose  of  the  trigonometrical  survey  then  being  made  through- 
out the  kingdom,  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Ordnance. 

23.*— "Died,  lately,  aged  101,  Mr.  Robert  Holmes,  of  St.  Augus- 
tine's, Norwioh." 

27. — ^Died  at  Ramsgate,  Lieut.-6eneral  Beevor.  He  was  the  last 
surviving  son  of  Mr.  James  Beevor,  of  Norwich.  He  served  in  Flanders 
in  the  campaigns  of  1793-4-5;  in  1801-2  he  was  actively  employed  in 
Egypt,  and  he  took  part  in  the  protracted  operations  in  the  Peninsula 
and  Portugal. 
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OCTOBER. 

2. — Mm.  Fitzwilliam,  of  Covent  Garden  Theatre,  commenoed  a  six 
nights'  engagement  at  the  Theatre  Royal,  Norwich.  She  waa  described 
afi  tihe  first  comic  aotress  of  the  day  and  a  most  ax^complished  vocalist. 
On  the  7th  Mrs.  Fitzwilliara  was  joined  by  Mr.  Buckstone,  of  the  Hay- 
market  Theatre,  with  whom  she  appeared  in  "  My  Tender  Charge"  ai  d 
"  Foreign  Airs  and  Native  Graces." 

14. — In  a  case  before  the  comity  justices  at  the  Shirehall,  Norwich, 
in  which  the  keeper  of  Hellesdon  toll-bar  was  summoned  for  unlawfully 
taking  toll  in  respect  of  a  vehicle  called  a  "  wheel  machine,"  interesting 
particulars  were  given  of  the  contrivance,  which  belonged  to  a  Norwich 
mechanic  named  Matthew  Fish.  It  was  described  aa  "only  a  barrow 
worked  by  the  feet,  and  not  propelled  by  machinery."  The  carriage 
was  shown  outside  the  Court,  and  "  appeared  to  be  a  very  ingenious 
machine,  which  could  be  worked  at  the  rate  of  ten  milee  an  hour  on  a 
level  road."  It  had  three  wheels  and  two  levers.  Mr.  Repton,  the 
clerk  to  the  turnpike  trustees,  urged  that  the  narrow  wheels  cut  up  the 
road  more  than  those  of  heavy  carriages,  and  that  such  contrivances 
for  evading  toll  and  the  keeping  of  horses  were  increasing.  These 
oarringes  were  considered  a  nuisance  on  the  roads,  no  horses  liked  to 
pass  them,  and  the  Act  laid  a  heavy  toll  upon  them  to  {Movent  them 
running  on  any  turnpike  at  all.  The  matter  was  ultimately  settled 
without  a  conviction. 

16. — Carter,  the  "  Lion  King,"  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  with 
his  trained  lions,  ^c,  in  a  drama  foimded  on  the  adventures  of  Mimgo 
Park.  "  The  submissive  bearing  with  which  they  crouched  to  the  las(h 
and  the  utter  want  of  animation  and  spirit  which  they  exhibited, 
divested  the  exhibition  of  all  sense  of  danger." 

17. — A  severe  gale  occurred  on  the  Norfolk  coast,  several  vessels 
were  driven  ashore,  and  five  lives  were  lost  ofif  Bacton. 

23. — ^The  Norfolk  Yeomaniy  Cavalry  paraded  at  E'st  Dereham  and 
received  from  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  tIhe  county  a  standard,  in  com- 
memoration of  the  honour  conferred  upon  it  by  Prince  Albert,  in  allow- 
ing the  corps  to  be  called  after  his  name.  "  The  helmets,  w*hich  for- 
merly were  fronted  with  the  Maltese  Cross,  now  exhibit  the  Royal 
Arms." 

NOVEMBER. 

9. — ^Mr.  Freeman  was  elected  Mayor,  and  Mr.  George  Lovick  Cole- 
man appointed  Sheriff  of  Norwich. 

25. — ^Mr.  Murray  announced  the  publication  of  "  The  Correspondence 
of  William  Taylor  of  Norwich  (author  of  'Einglish  Synonyms')  with 
Robert  Southey,  Eeq.,  from  1791  to  1830,  with  a  memoir  of  lus  life 
and  works,"  bv  J.  W.  Robberds. 

DECEMBER. 

2. — A  meeting  of  landowners,  agriculturists,  and  merchants  of  tIhe 
county,  presided  over  by  the  High  Sheriff  (Mr.  Tyseen),  approved  the 
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sobeme  of  the  Norwidb  and  Brandon  Railway,  expounded  by  Mr.  G.  P. 
Bidder.  The  estimated  cost  waa  £380,000,  to  be  raised  in  19,000 
shares  of  £20  eaoh.     {Sec  July  29th,  1846.) 

9. — ^The  first  person  in  Norwioh  to  advertise  ''  patent  photographic 
portraits  "  was  Mr.  Beard,  of  the  Royal  Bazaar.  These  likenesses  were 
stated  to  be  "  surprisingly  correct,"  and  severe  chemical  tests  proved 
that  they  would  "last  to  infinity."  The  prices  raided  from  one  to 
two  guineas. 

^B£r.  Greorge  Pinson,  Govemor  of  Gressenlhall  Workhouse,  wat 

selected  by  the  visiting  justices  Governor  of  the  County  Gaol  at  Nor- 
wich Castle,  in  succession  to  Mr.  Johnson,  resigned. 

15. — ^Died  in  St.  Peter  Southgate,  Norwich,  John  Smith,  gardener, 
aged  102. 

16. — ^The  improvement  of  Briggs'  Street,  Norwich,  was  completed, 
and  the  Paving  Commissioners  were  paid  £700  by  the  trustees  of  the 
D'Oyley  fund. 

19. — Died,  Mrs.  EHizabeth  Barbara  Bulwer  Lytton,  widow  of  General 
Bulwer,  of  Heydon  Hall,  and  daughter  and  sole  Iheiress  of  Richard 
Warburton  Lytton,  of  Enebworth  Park,  Herts.  "  She  was  mother  of 
the  Ambassador  at  Madrid,  of  Sir  Edward,  who  succeeds  to  the  estates, 
and  of  Mr.  W.  L.  Bulwer,  of  Heydon  Hall.  I^e  literaiy  tastes  and 
acoomplishments  of  Mrs.  Bulwer  Lytton  may  have  had  an  influence  in 
early  life  upon  her  son's  mind.  Many  poems  of  hers  circulated  amongst 
her  immediate  friends  are  full  of  feeling  and  grace." 

26. — The  report  on  the  Christmas  trade  at  Norwich,  stated  that  the 
stage  coaches  conveyed  3,036  hampers  of  game  and  poultry  to  London. 
Sykes'  waggons  in  five  days  conveyed  to  t^e  Metropolitan  market  68 
tons  of  meat,  game,  and  poultiy,  from  Norfolk  and  Suffolk. 

^For  the  first  time  for  many  years,  Norwich  Theatre  opened  on 

Boxing  Day.  The  programme  included  "  The  Stranger,"  "  Cherry 
Bounoe,"  and  the  pantomime  ''Harlequin  Baron  Mimchausen."  The 
other  Christmas  attractions  were  Batty's  Equestrian  Company  at  the 
Pantheon,  Victoria  Gardens,  and  WombwelFs  Menagerie  on  tlhe  Castle 
Meadow. 


1844. 
JANUARY. 

9. — ^A  meeting  was  held  at  Norwich,  under  the  presidencr^  of  Mr.  T. 
Brightwell,  at  which  it  was  resolved  to  raise  a  subscription  to  pay  the 
legal  expenses  of  Mr.  John  Francis  and  of  four  other  recuaants,  pro- 
ceeded against  in  the  Court  of  Arches  for  failing  to  make  a  rate  for 
repairing  the  parish  church  of  St.  George  Colegate.  When  the  case 
was  heard  in  the  Ardies  Court,  coimsel  for  Mr.  Francis  protested  that 
upon  the  face  of  the  citation  it  did  not  appear  that  he  had  been  guilty 
of  any  ecclesiastical  offence  cognisable  by  the  Court,  neither  did  it 
appear  that  the  parish  church  was  in  need  of  repair.     These  arguments 

BB 
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were  oyerruled  by  the  Court,  whereupon  Mr.  Francis  took  the  caae  to 
the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench,  and  on  May  9th  Mr.  Justice  Demnan 
delivered  judgment  in  favour  of  the  appellant,  on  the  ground  that  the 
citation  was  bad,  because  of  there  being  no  adequate  allegation  of  any 
spiritual  offence. 

13. — Mr.  H.  J.  Wallack,  of  Drury  Lane  Theatre,  formerly  a  member 
of  the  Norwich  circuit,  and  Mrs.  Wallack,  commenced  nn  operatic 
engagement  at  Norwich  Theatre,  in  the  "  Barber  of  Seville." 


FEBRUARY, 

3. — ^In  the  Court  of  Elxchequer,  before  Lord  Abinger  and  a  special 
jury,  an  information  was  heard  against  three  persons  named'  Phillips, 
of  Swanton  Abbot,  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for  a  violation  of  the 
Ejxoise  laws  by  means  of  illicit  distillation.  The  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  guilty.  It  was  stated  that  defendants  had  rendered  them- 
selves liable  to  penalties  amounting  to  £12,000,  but  the  Crown  would 
be  satisfied  with  a  verdict  for  one  penalty  of  £200,  which,  trebled, 
amounted  to  £600.  Judgment  was  then  entered  for  the  last-named 
sum. 

^Permission  was  given  by  the  authorities  of  the  Norfolk  and  Nor- 
wich Hospital  for  the  formation  of  a  hospital  museum,  on  the  under- 
standing that  there  should  be  no  alienation  of  the  funds  of  the  institu- 
tion. On  October  19th  it  was  reported  to  tihe  Governors  that  the 
museum  had  been  completed,  and  an  inecription  on  vellum  was  voted 
to  Mr.  William  Dalrymple,  in  grateful  aoknowled'p;ment  of  his  donation 
of  his  entire  collection  in  anatomy  and  pathology,  and  to  Mr.  J.  G. 
Crosse  for  his  valuable  contributions.    (See  September  10th,  1845.) 

7. — John  Franklin,  "  known  by  the  name  of  Bill  Downey,  the  cele- 
brated Southtown  pedestrian,"  for  a  wager  of  £10  walked  from  the 
Duke's  Head  Inn,  the  Quay,  Yarmouth,  to  the  Shirehall,  Norwich,  and 
back,  in  eleven  and  a  half  hours. 

8. — A  meeting  was  held  at  North  Walsham,  for  the  purpose  of  form- 
ing a  Protection  Association  against  the  attacks  of  the  Anti-Corn  Law 
League.  Similar  assooiations  were  formed  in  other  pans  of  the  county, 
and  about  fifty  petitions  were  sent  to  Parliament,  praying  that  no 
alteration  be  made  in  the  state  of  the  law. 

10.* — ^"A  society  for  insurance  against  damages  by  hail  has  been 
established  in  Norwich,  an  influential  body  of  gentlemen  having 
accepted  the  office  of  directors,  and  numerous  parties  have  intimated 
their  intention  to  take  advantage  of  this  institution." 

13. — ^A  new  historical  play,  entitled,  "  Zopynis,  the  Hero  of  Persia, ' 
by  Mr.  William  Cooper,  barrister,  of  Norwich,  was  produced  for  the 
first  time  at  Norwidh.  Tlieatre. 

15. — ^  singular  person,  named  Jemima  Cock,  died  at  Long  Stratton. 
"  She  was  78  years  of  age,  and  was  known  for  many  years  as  a  letter- 
carrier  of  the  Post  Office,  and  although  no  scholar,  was  never  known  to 
make  a  mistake  in  ttiat  department.  She  once  travelled  the  country 
as  a  seller  of  rakee  and  other  implements.  She  wore  top  boots,  kindly 
given  to  her  by  gentlemen  of  the  village,  and  dressed  her  head  with  a 
Ibat  like  Mrs.  Twankey's  in  the  play  of  the  'Ladies'  dub,'  and  long

before,  and  at  the  time  of  her  demise  was,  by  order  of  the  parish,  made 
gorerness  of  the  clink.  She  leaves  no  relative  or  friend  to  mourn  her 
loss,  save  one,  and  those  placed  under  her  kind  attention  in  priaon- 
like  confinement,  and  the  poor  weary  barefooted  traveller  who  wandered 
thither  for  shelter  (and  repose)  from  the  fury  of  the  pelting  storm." 

20. — It  was  announced  in  the  "  London  Gazette  "  that  Sir  R  L. 
Bulwer,  Bart.,  in  compliance  with  a  direction  contained  in  the  will  cf 
his  late  mother,  Elizabeth  Barbara  Bulwer  Lytton,  of  Enebwortih, 
would  thereafter  use  the  surname  of  Lytton  in  addition  to  and  after 
that  of  Bulwer,  and  also  bear  the  arms  of  Lytton  quarterly  in  tibe  first 
quarter  with  hia  own  family  arms. 

26. — ^An  information  was  laid  before  the  Docking  magistrates  by 
Robert  Bullock,  a  common  informer,  against  Mr.  William;  Shearman,  of 
Bumham,  under  52  Geo.  III.,  cap.  93,  for  having,  on  November  17th, 
1843,  "  assisted  Mr.  Charles  E^dward  Overman  and  20  other  persons  in 
the  taking  of  a  hare  by  means  of  two  greyhounds,  the  said  act  of 
assisting  not  being  done  in  the  company  or  presence  and  for  the  use 
of  any  person  who  had  then  duly  obtained  a  certificate  in  his  own 
right  and  who  then  and  l^ere  used  his  own  dogs  for  the  taking  of  the 
said  hare,"  whereby  he  rendered  himself  liable  to  a  penalty  of  £20. 
Evidence  was  adduced  showing  that  the  dogs  which  ran  at  the  West 
Bumham  Ck>ursing  Meeting,  where  the  alleged  offence  took  place,  be- 
longed to  qualified  persons.  The  Bench  recorded  a  conviction,  against 
which  the  defendant  appealed,  at  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions,  held 
at  Norwich  on  March  13th.  The  Court  quashed  the  conviction. 
Twenty  other  cases  depended  upon  the  result  of  thi«  appeal. 

Died  in  London,  aged  73,  Mr.  John  Wright.     He  was  a  native 

of  Norwich,  and  going  early  in  life  to  the  Metropolis,  where  he  had  the 
superintendence  of  Hookham's  Reading  Rooms,  in  Old  Bond  Street, 
he  became  acquainted  with  many  of  the  leading  political  and  literary 
oharacters  of  the  day,  by  whose  support  he  entered  into  business  as  a 
publisher,  in  Piccadilly.  He  was  the  particular  friend  of  Gilford,  the 
poet,  and  the  rencontre  between  that  individual  and  Peter  Pindar  took 
place  at  Wright's  house.  He  was  afterwards  connected  with  Cobbett 
in  the  publicafion  of  the  "  Weekly  Register,"  but  this  terminated  in  a 
lawsuit,  in  whioh  the  latter  gained  little  credit.  Literary  pursuits  of 
various  kinds  occupied  Mr.  Wright's  attention  for  the  remainder  of  his 
life,  and  his  assistance  was  much  sought  after  by  publishers  and  others, 
in  affording  whioh  and  in  attendance  at  the  House  of  Commons  he 
gencraJly  spent  his  time.  He  was  supposed  to  have  had  the  superin- 
tendence and  correction  of  "Hansard's  Debates." 

28. — ^Died  at  Ingolville,  near  Havre,  Mr.  John  Morse,  formeriy  of 
Sprowston.  He  was  a  magistrate  and  deputy  lieutenant  of  the  coimty, 
and  served  tihe  office  of  High  Sheriff  in  1807.  His  remains  were  in- 
terred at  Sprowston,  on  March  12th. 

MABOH. 

5. — ^The  Norwich  Court  of  Guardians  passed  a  series  of  resolutions 

on  the  new  Poor  Law  Amendment  Bill,  expressing  regret  that  the 

measure  contained  a  olause  extending  the  powers  of  the  Poor  Law  Com^ 

missioners  to  places  hitherto  governed  by  local  Acts  of  Parliament,  and 

thereby  to  a  considerable  extent  repealed  those  Acts. 

^  BB  2 
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9.* — ^"A  rery  fine  specimen  of  the  ospray  or  sea  eagle,  in  full 
plumage,  meaauring  7  ft.  5  in.  from  tip  to  tip  of  tlie  wings,  was  lately 
shot  at  Weetwick  by  one  of  the  gamekeepers  of  Mr.  J.  Petre." 

16.* — **  Ministers  connected  with  the  party  which  seceded  last  May 
from  the  Scotch  Church  hare  visited  Norwich  this  week,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  detailing  their  yersion  of  the  differences  between  them  and  the 
Presbyterian  Establishment  and  of  raising  '  siller '  to  enaUe  them  to 
carry  on  their  system.*' 

25. — ^Lord  Ohief  Baron  Abinger  and  Mr.  Justice  Patteson,  Judges  of 
Assise,  airiyed  at  Norwich.  Lord  Abinger,  on  the  30th,  received  a 
deputation  of  the  principal  merchants  oi  the  dty,  who  represented  to 
him  the  unfairness  and  expense  attending  the  mod^  of  conducting 
bankruptcy  proceedings.  On  April  1st  his  lordship  was  taken  suddenly 
ill  at  Bury  St.  ESdmund's,  the  next  town  on  the  Assise  circuit,  and  on 
April  7th  he  died.  His  lordship's  political  connection  with  Norwich 
commenced  in  1832.  As  Sir  James  Scarlett  he  was  returned  with 
Lord  Stormont  in  1833  a  membw  for  the  city,  and  on  December  15tik 
received  the  honorary  freedom.  When  Sir  Robert  Peel  was  un- 
expectedly called  upon  to  form  a  Conservative  ministry,  the  office  of 
Chief  Baron  was  conferred  upon  Sir  James  Scarlett,  who  was  called  to 
the  House  of  Lords  by  the  title  of  Baron  Abinger,  of  Abinger,  in  the 
county  of  Surrey,  and  of  the  city  of  Norwich. 

30. — ^Died,  aged  81,  at  Wymondhami,  Mr.  John  Cullyer.  "  He  was 
an  excellent  arithmetician,  and  the  author  of  a  scientific  work  entitled, 
'  The  Gentleman's  and  Farmer's  Assistant^'  containing  tables  for  the 
measurement  of  land,  kc.** 


APBIL. 

4. — ^Hales,  the  Norfolk  giant,  was  exhibited  at  Tombland  Fair.  He 
was  8  ft.  in  heigbt,  and  weighed  33  stones. 

8. — ^Mrs.  Tates  and  Mr.  0.  Smith  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  in 
the  "  Christmas  Carol,"  produced  under  the  superintendtoce  of  its 
adaptor,  Mr.  ESdward  Stirling,  stage  manager  of  the  Adelphi  Theatre. 
Mrs.  Tates  was  a  granddaugihter  ik  Mr.  Brunton,  many  years  manager 
of  the  Norwich  circuit. 

11. — ^The  Norwich  Town  Council  completed  the  arrangements  respect- 
ing the  purchase  by  the  Corporation  of  the  Foundry  Bridge  tolls,  and 
empowered  the  City  Committee  to  negotiate  for  tihe  borrowing  of 
£8,000  for  the  purpose.  The  new  iron  brid^  which  replaced  the  old 
wooden  structure  was  opened  for  traffic  on  June  29th.  It  was  erected 
by  Messrs.  BradAey  and  Co.,  of  Wakefield,  from  designs  by  Mr.  C.  D. 
Atkinson,  of  the  same  town,  at  the  cost  of  £800. 

12. — ^Major-General  Pasley,  Government  Inspector,  accompanied  by 
the  Lord  Biiihop  of  Norwich,  and  several  of  the  directors,  proceeded  in 
**  a  train  of  carriages  "  from  the  Norwich  terminus  to  Yarmouth  by 
the  new  Yarmouth  and  Norwich  Railway.  This  was  the  first  train  that 
ran  out  of  the  city,  and  its  departure  was  witnessed  by  thousands  of 
the  inhabitants.     (See  April  30.) 

20. — ^The  Scots  Greys,  during  the  week  ending  this  date,  marched 
from  the  Cavalry  Barracks^  Norwich^  en  route  to  Eldinburghi 
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20.*—"  The  parififti  clerk  of  St.  Peter's,  Terrington,  has  caused  his 
coifin  and  gravestone  to  be  prepared,  although  in  excellent  health.  The 
former  he  keeps  in  his  sleeping  room,  and  uses  as  a  wardrobe,  and  the 
latter  stands  in  the  church,  ready  to  be  put  down  when  required.  The 
stone  contains  the  following:  — 

''This  aged  olerk,  long  ere  he  died. 

His  cofi&n  had  and  placed  by  his  bedside ; 

His  neighbours  all  well  know  the  truth  is  spoke — 

Twa«  made  of  Mr.  John  Perry's  best  oak; 

His  old  friend  Death  just  touoh'd  him  with  his  spear 

And  in  pure  kindness  laid  him  quietly  here. 

"  The  upper  part  of  the  stone  contains  the  name,  with  blanks  for 
cutting  age,  &c.,  when  the  time  of  his  dissolution  shall  take  place." 

24. — ^Died  at  Boyland  Hall,  aged  66,  the  Hon.  Frederick  Paul  Irby, 
C.B.,  Rear-Admiral  of  the  White.  He  waa  bom  April  18th,  1779,  and 
was  second  son  of  the  second  Baron  Boston.  He  entered  iAiB  Navy  in 
1791,  was  present  in  Lord  Howe's  action  on  June  1st,  1793,  at  Camper- 
down  under  Lord  Duncan,  and  afterwardls  saw  much  active  service. 
He  waa  severely  wounded  in  an  action  fought  with  a  French  frigate 
off  the  Isle  of  Los,  on  the  coast  of  Guinea. 

Died  in  Julian  Place,  Norwich,  aged  38,  Mr.  Thomas  Wiggins. 

"  He  had  been  proprietor  of  and  a  celebrated  whip  on  the  Phenomena 
coach  from  Norwich  to  London  for  several  years,  and  was  much 
respected  by  all  for  his  skill  as  a  coachman." 

30. — The  Yarmouth  and  Norwich  Railway  was  formally  opened  on 
this  date.  The  coimty  was  indebted  to  Mr.  R.  Stephenson,  tihe  cele- 
brated engineer  and  "  father  of  railways,"  for  the  introduction  of  the 
line.  He  and  his  friends,  supported  to  a  limited  extent  only  by  resi- 
dents in  Norwich  and  Yarmouth,  contemplated  it  as  the  commence- 
ment of  a  grand  line  from  the  east  to  the  west  of  England,  in  connec- 
tion with  other  systems  extending  north  and  south.  The  prospectus 
was  issued  on  January  15th^  1842 ;  the  Act  of  Paiiiament  obtained 
June  18th,  1842;  and  the  first  meeting  of  proprietors  held  at  the 
Victoria  Hotel,  Yarmouth,  on  August  5th,  1842.  The  total  cost  of  the 
undertaking  was  estimated  at  J&200,000.  The  first  half-yearly  meeting 
of  shareholders  was  held  at  the  Royal  Hotel,  Norwioh,  on  February 
26th,  1843.  Messrs.  Griss^l  and  Peto  constructed  the  line,  at  ^be  cost 
of  £10,000  per  mile.  The  rolling  stock  of  the  company  consisted*  of 
five  locomotives  and  a  number  of  passenger  carriages,  supplied  by  Mr. 
Wright,  of  London.  "  The  third  class  are  six-wheeled  carriages,  open, 
and  at  present  without  seats.  We  trust  they  will  not  long  continue 
so;  the  inconvenience  of  standing,  es-pecially  to  females,  during  a 
journey  in  cold  weather,  will  be  very  great."  Thousands  of  persons 
assembled  at  Thorpe  Station  to  witness  the  departure  of  the  first  train 
at  10.30,  himdreds  thronged  the  line  at  various  points,  and  a  great 
crowd  gathered  at  Yarmouth  to  see  the  arrival.  Hewlett's  brass  band 
occupied  a  third-olass  carriage  next  the  engine,  and  the  other  carriages 
were  reserved  for  200  guests,  specially  invited  bv  the  directors.  The 
train  started  amid  loud  cheers,  and  accomplished  the  journey  in  50^ 
minutes;  the  return  trip  was  done  in  44  minutes.  At  four  o'clock  a 
dinner  was  held  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  Norwich,  under  the  presi- 
dency of  Mr.  S.  M.  Peto,  supported  right  and  left  by  the  Mayors  of 
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Norwich  and  Yarmouth.     The  railway  waa  opened  for  public  traffic  on 
May  1st,  when  1,015  passengers  were  booked. 

MAY. 

4.* — "  Last  week  100  stand  of  arms  were  received  at  oiur  barracks 
for  the  Norwich  Enrolled  Pensioners.  The  dress  consists  of  a  peaked, 
glazed  cap,  with  Bcarlet  band  and  star  in  front,  a  blue  frock  ooat,  simi- 
lar to  those  worn  by  tjhe  French  infantry,  with  scarlet  epaulettes  edged 
with  brass,  and  dark  mixture  trousers  with  broad  red  stripes.  Ser- 
geants will  be  each  armed  with  a  light  carbine  and  cutlass.  The  whole 
will  be  called  out  oooaaionally  for  exercise  and  drill.'' 

6. — A  troop  of  the  4th  Light  Dragoons  arrived  at  Norwich. 

^The  Bishop  of  Norwich  confirmed  1,277  persona  at  the  Cathediral. 

18. — ^The  Norfolk  Yeomanry  Cavalry  commenced  eight  days'  per- 
manent duty  at  Holt. 

20. — ^Mr.  Govett,  formerly  assiatant  minister  at  St.  Stephen's  dhurch, 
Norwich,  **  whose  eccentricities  were  often  the  cause  of  great  pain  to 
many  members  of  the  congregation,"  was  baptised  at  Mr.  Brock's 
chapel,  '^with  six  young  ladies  whom  lie  had  persuaded  unhappily  to 
follow  his  errors." 

JUNE. 

1 . — ^The  season  terminated  at  Norwich  Theatre.  The  manager  (l£r. 
6.  Smith)  said,  in  the  course  of  his  customary  address :  *'  Having  been 
for  nearly  30  years  a  member  of  the  company,  I  am  most  reluctantly 
compelled  to  chronicle  the  one  now  closing  as  the  very  wonft;  season 
within  my  recollection." 

19. — Died  at  Knapton,  aged  59,  Mr.  Jeffreson  Mills,  Conmiander 
R.N.  He  served  from  1799  until  the  Peace  in  1815.  "  During  his 
career  he  assisted  at  the  capture  of  26  line  of  battleships,  18  frigates, 
and  21  sloops  of  war  and  privateers.  He  was  the  author  of  a  masterly 
vindication  of  Lord  Nelson's  proceedings  in  the  Bay  of  Naples." 

22.* — "  The  fatal  bail  by  which  Nelson  received  hiis  death  wound,  and 
whioh  was  in  the  possession  of  the  late  Sir  W.  Beatty,  M.D.,  R.N.,  at 
his  death  came  into  possession  of  Col.  Beatty,  II.M.,  and  his  brother, 
Mr.  Vincent  Beatty,  ci-devant  captain  of  the  late  24th  Light  Dragoons, 
by  whom  it  has  been  presented  to  her  Majesty,  and  most  graciously 
received.  The  ball,  with  the  particles  of  the  coat  and  epaulette  which 
were  forced  into  the  body,  is  neatly  and  elegantly  set  within  a  crystal 
oase,  which  is  appropriately  mounted  with  a  double  cable  coiled  around 
its  circumference.     It  opens  like  a  watch." 

24. — ^Madame  Vestris  and  Mr.  Charles  Mathews  commenced  a  short 
engagement  at  Norwich  Theatre,  in  "  Patter  versus  Clatter,"  "  Loan  of 
a  Lover,"  "  Grist  to  the  Mill,"  and  "  Follies  of  a  Night." 

JULY. 

13. — At  Marshani,  near  Ayl»hum,  were  nm^  10,080  changes  of  Oxford 
treble  bob  major,  *'  the  longest  peal  on  eiglii  bells  ever  completed  in 
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this  county."     It  was  oomposed  hj  Eversfield,  of  London,  and  rung  in 
5  hours  44  minutes. 

22. — ^Died  at  Longford  Hall,  Derbyshire,  whither  she  had  retired  for 
her  acooucliement,  Anne  Amelia  Dowager  Countess  of  Leicester,  wife 
of  the  Right  Hon.  Ed.  Ellice,  M.P.  for  Coventry.  The  third  daughter 
of  the  Earl  and  Countess  of  Albemarle,  and  bom  on  June  16th,  1803, 
she  married,  on  February  26tih,  1822,  Mr.  Thomas  William  Coke,  of 
Holkham,  who  was  created  Earl  of  Leicester  in  1837,  and  died  in  1842. 
Her  ladyship  married  Mr.  EUioe  on  October  25th,  1843. 

25. — ^A  cricket  match,  Marylebone  Club  and  Ground  against  Norfolk 
with  Fuller  Pilch,  commenced  at  Lord's.  Norfolk,  60 — 111;  Maryle- 
bone, 79 — 71.  The  return  match  commenced  at  Swaffham  on  Sept. 
5th.     Marylebone,  19—32 ;  Norfolk,  45 — 6. 

29. — ^The  celebrated  dwarf,  Tom  Thumb  (Charlea  Stratton),  made 
his  first  appearance  in  Norwich  at  the  Theatre  Royal,  where  he  was 
introduced  by  Mr.  Barnum,  the  equally  famous  showman. 

30. — ^Mr.  Justice  Williams,  in  charging  the  Grand  Jury  at  the  Nor- 
folk Assizes,  dwelt  upon  the  alarming  increase  of  incendiarism. 


AUGUST. 


1. — ^Madame  Celeste  and  Mr.  Webster  commenced  an  engagement  at 
Norwich  Theatre.  One  of  the  features  of  the  entertainment  was  tiie 
danoing  of  *'  le  Polka."  This  dance,  which  was  introduced  for  tihe  first 
time  in  Norwich,  was  described*  as  **  a  mixture  of  the  waltz  and  the 
cracovienne,  and  extremely  pretty  when  danced  well."  All  the  local 
dancing  masters  advertised  it,  and  it  gave  fresh  life  and  animation  to 
the  ball  rooms.  "  Nothing  was  more  wearisome,"  it  was  said,  "  than 
the  eternal  first  set  of  quadrilles,  and  comparatively  few  joined  in  the 
waltz ;  in  the  polka  we  have  a  dance  full  of  life,  elegant  in  its  figures, 
and  with  the  additional  charm  of  being  accompanied'  by  music  of  the 
most  attractive  character."  At  the  Norwich  Sessions  Ball,  on  Sept. 
16th,  it  was  a  great  attraction;  Mr.  Frank  Noverre  gave  a  "polka 
ball  "  at  the  Assembly  Rooms  on  December  2nd ;  and  at  Miss  BidwelFs 
ball,  at  the  same  place,  on  December  5th,  *'  these  ladies  danced  the 
polka  in  oharacter,  giving  a  good  delineation  of  Madame  Celeste  and 
Mr.  Webster." 

^A  sculling  match  took  place  between  Messrs.  Corby  and  Wig- 
ham,  from  the  New  Cut,  Whitlingham,  to  Mutford  Lock  and  back,  a 
distance  of  60  miles,  for  £25  a  side.  Corby,  the  winner,  rowed  the 
distance  in  10  hrs.  21  mine.,  the  whole  of  the  return  journey  being 
against  a  strong  wind  and  tide.     WiL'ham  gave  up  at  Buckenham. 

2. — At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  before  Mr.  Justice  Williams,  William 
Frost,  aged  35,  was  indicted  for  having,  on  April  8th,  at  Whitwell, 
murdered  his  four  children,  whose  ages  ranged  from  five  years  to  ten 
weeks,  by  striking  them  on  the  head  with  a  hammer.  Mr.  W.  P. 
Nichols,  Mr.  G.  W.  W.  Firth,  and  Mr.  Crosse  testified  to  the  insanity 
of  the  prisoner,  against  whom  a  verdict  of  not  guilty  was  returned,  and 
he  was  ordered  to  be  confined  in  the  Criminal  Limatio  Asylum,  St. 
George's  Fields,  London. 


440  NORFOLK  ANNAI^.  1844. 

3.* — "  About  60  cwt.  of  tea  and  coffee  have  been  brought  to  Norwich 
by  the  Yarmouth  and  Norwich  Railway  Company,  for  Messrs.  Woiton 
and  Co.,  of  London  Street.  We  should  not  be  surprised  if  that  prac- 
tice become  more  general  in  busy  weeks,  particularly  when  the  wind 
is  contrary  for  the  favourable  transit  of  the  wherries." 

^At  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Assizes,  before  Mr.  Justice  Alder- 
son,  the  action,  Cory  v,  the  Yarmouth  and  Norwich  Railway  Company, 
was  heard.  It  was  an  action  sent  down  from  the  Vice-Chancellor's 
Court,  in  which  the  plaintiff  sought  to  restrain  the  defendants  from 
carrying  passengers  from  their  railway  terminus  across  the  Bure  or 
Yare  to  Great  Yarmouth,  on  the  ground  that  the  right  of  the  plaintiff 
a»  proprietor  of  the  ancient  ferry  and  of  the  suspension  bridge  which 
supplied  its  place,  was  thereby  infringed.  At  the  suggestion  of  the 
Judge,  an  agreement  was  arrived  at  between  the  parties.  {See  May 
2nd,  1845.) 

7. — Intelligence  was  received  at  Norwich  of  the  birth  of  a  Prince 
(Prince  Alfred  Ernest  Albert,  Duke  of  Edinburgh).  The  belk  of  St 
Peter  Mancroft  were  rung,  and  the  Town  Council  in  due  course  sent 
to  the  Queen  a  congratulatory  address. 

9. — Great  festivities  took  place  at  EUingham,  near  Bungay,  in  cele- 
bration of  the  return  of  Col.  Smith  from  active  service  in  India. 

12. — ^The  opera  of  "  The  Bohemian  Girl "  was  performed  at  Norwich 
Theatre  for  the  first  time.  The  principals  included  Miss  Rainforth, 
Mr.  Harrison,  and  Mr.  Stretton,  of  Drury  Lane  Theatre ;  Mr.  Gilbeigh, 
Mr.  Duval,  4c.  The  numerical  strength  of  the  orchestra  was  mwe 
than  trebled  by  the  services  rendered  by  professional  and  amateur 
instrumentalists  of  the  city.  The  conductor  was  Mr.  C.  F.  Hall,  one 
of  the  leaders  of  the  Drury  Lane  orchestra.  "  Norma  "  was  also  pro- 
duced.    The  week's  performances  received  very  inadequate  support. 

19. — Killed  at  Sekerran,  Borneo,  aged  39,  George  Steward,  youngest 
son  of  Mr.  Timothy  Steward,  of  Great  Yarmouth.  He  was  in  the  East 
India  Company's  service,  and  volunteered  to  accompany  Capt.  Keppel, 
R.N.y  in  his  expedition  against  the  pirates  of  Borneo.  While  ascend^ 
ing  a  river  in  a  native  boat  he  was  surrounded  by  the  enemy  and  slain. 

Died  at  Bracondale,  Norwich,  aged  78,  Mr.  Roger  Kitson,  a 

schoolmaster,  who  sixty  years  previously  succeeded  Mr.  Massingham  at 
the  then  well-known  academy  in  St.  AjidreVs  Broad  Street.  He  had 
a  talent  for  poetical  composition,  and  belonged'  to  the  Confraternity 
of  United  Friars  and  other  literary  societies. 

21. — ^The  Norwich  Mechanics'  Institute  was  dissolved.  On  October 
27th  its  surplus  funds,  amounting  to  £120,  were  handed  over  to  a  new 
society,  known  as  the  Atheneeum,  in  which  the  Rev.  A.  Bath  Power, 
Mr.  J.  J.  Gumey,  and  other  gentlemen  were  interested.  The  society 
met  at  rooms  in  the  Market  Place. 

24.* — *'  The  operation  of  Lord  Brougham's  Act,  for  the  abolition  of 
imprisonment  for  debt,  has  had  the  effect  of  clearing  the  Norwich  Gaol 
of  all  the  debtors  exce}>t  one.  Its  operation  will  be  very  disadvan- 
tageous to  the  prisoners  sentenced  by  the  Coiut  of  Conscience  or 
Requests,  as  they  had  laid  a  part  of  their  time,  and  a  very  few  days 
more  would  have  exempted  them  from  future  liability,  whereas  now 
they  go  out  subject  to  otlier  proceedingK  and  executions  against  their 
goods." 
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28. — A  shocking  accident  occurred  at  Dereham  Theatre,  to  Mr. 
Dillon,  one  of  the  performers.  He  had  just  dressed  for  his  part,  and 
approaching  too  near  to  a  lighted  cancQe,  the  inflammable  material 
which  he  wore  immediately  caught  fire,  and  he  was  enveloped  in  flames. 
He  ran  about  the  stage  in  terror,  and  some  of  the  audience,  rushing 
forward,  eadeavoured  to  extinguish  the  fire,  but  they  did  not  succeed 
until  he  had  been  seriously  injured. 

31. — ^Among  Narwioh  improvements  completed  during  the  preceding 
twelve  months  were  mentioned  at  this  date  the  building  of  Victoria 
Street,  the  erection  of  new  houses  in  place  of  old  and  unsightly  ones 
near  St.  Giles*  Gates,  and  the  widening  of  the  street  in  that  locality ; 
the  reconstruction  of  the  Wensum  Street  and  Tombland  Corner;  and 
the  construction  of  the  embankment  between  Foundry  Bridge  and 
Carrow  Bridge. 

SEPTEMBER. 

9. — Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Kean  appeared  in  '*  Hamlet "  at  Norwich 
Theatre,  and  on  succeeding  evenings  played  in  "  The  Gamester," 
"  MacbetAi,"  "  The  Lady  of  Lyons,"  "  Richard  the  Third,"  and  "  The 
Stranger." 

^The   Royal    squadron    escorting   the  Queen  on  her  voyage  to 

Scotland  was  off  the  Norfolk  coast  from  7  a.m.  to  12  noon.  The  coast- 
guard fired  rockets  at  various  points,  which  were  answered  from  the 
Royal  yacht. 

11. — ^Died  at  Cheltenham,  the  Ven.  Henry  Bat  hurst.  Archdeacon  of 
Norwich  and  rector  of  North  Creake. 

12. — ^The  organ  at  St.  Nicholas'  dhurch.  Great  Yarmouth,  was  re- 
opened after  renovation.  The  instrumient  was  built  in  the  18th  cen- 
tury, by  Abraham  Jordan,  and  repaired  in  1812  by  G.  P.  England.  It 
was  finally  repaired  by  Messrs.  Grey  and  Davison,  of  Gray's  Inn  Road, 
London. 

19. — At  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  medical  profession  in  Nor- 
wich, held  at  the  Guildhall,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  J.  G.  Crosse, 
approval  was  expresf^ed  of  the  registration  clauses  in  Sir  James 
Graham's  Bi]l  for  the  better  regulation  of  medical  practice  in  the 
United  Kingdom. 

26. — ^The  new  chapel,  dedicated  to  St.  Edmund,  at  Walpole  St. 
Peter,  wa^  consecrated  by  the  Bishop  of  Norwich. 

^A  meeting  was  held  at  the  King's  Arms  Hotel,  East  Dereham,  in 

furtherance  of  a  scheme  for  constructing  a  railway  from  Wymondham 
to  Ihat  town,  with  extensions  to  Lynn  and  Downham.  Lord  Sondes, 
on  October  7th,  presided  over  a  meeting  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  at 
which  the  undertaking  was  approved.  It  was  estimated  to  cost 
£10,000  per  mile.     (See  December  7th,  1846.) 


OCTOBER. 

10. — Died  at  Norwich,  Mr.  Thomas  Turner,  "  a  well-known  amateur 
on  the  riv3r."     ^'  Agreeable  to  the  wishes  expressed  by  the  deceased, 
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he  was  conveyed  from  Carrow  to  lliorpe  on  board  a  sailing-boat,  from 
which  he  was  carried  on  the  shoulders  of  six  boating  men  in  blue 
jackets  and  white  trousers  to  his  last  resting-place  in  Thorpe  church- 
yard." 

16. — ^Van  Amburgh's  Circus  and  Menagerie  were  exhibited  in  a  large 
marquee  erected  in  Chapel  Field,  Norwich. 

17. — ^Dereham  and  Swaffham  Theatres  were  advertised  to  be  sold'  by 
a.uction,  "  under  the  will  of  the  late  Mr.  David  Fisher."  After  tihis 
date  there  are  no  further  recordis  of  the  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  Company 
of  Comedians,  so  long  under  the  management  of  the  Fisher  family. 

Mr.  Rush,  "  a  respectable  farmer,"  of  Hevingham,  was  acci- 
dentally kiP.ed  by  the  discharge  of  a  gun  "  left  in  the  kitohen  of  his 
house  by  his  son,  James  Blomfield  Ruab,  auctioneer  and  farmer,  of 
Wymondham." 

18. — ^M.  JuUien  gave  the  first  of  tihree  concerts  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall, 
Norwich. 

^6. — ^In  the  Arches  Court,  the  Rey.  William  Heniy  Henalowe,  per- 
petual curate  of  Wormegay,  was  suspended  from  the  ministry  for  three 
nK>nths,  ^or  refusing  on  two  occasions  to  bury  the  corpse  of  Sarah 
Bowden,  a  parieftiioner  who  had  been  baptised  by  a  minister  of  the 
Primitive  Methodist  persuasion.  The  case  was  brought  b^ore  the 
Court  by  letters  of  request  from  the  Bishop  of  Norwich. 

NOVEMBEB. 

9. — Sir  William  Foster,  Bart.,  was  elected  Mayor,  and  Mr.  John 
Betts  appointed  Sheriff  of  NorwicL 

24. — Died  at  his  residence,  St.  Catherine's  Cottage,  St.  John  de 
Sepulchre,  Norwich,  aged  73,  Mr.  Jonathan  Matchett,  senior  proprietor 
of  the  Norfolk  Chroniclb.  He  ihad  been  connected  with  the  journal 
for  51  years,  and  became  its  head  on  the  decease  of  his  father-in-law, 
Mr.  Stevenson,  in  1821. 

27. — Died  at  his  house  at  Costessey,  aged  69,  Mr.  Richard  Mackenzie 
Bacon,  principal  proprietor  and  editor  of  the  "Norwich  Mercury." 
Mr.  Baoon  was  the  editor  also  of  ''  The  Quarterly  Musical  Magazine 
and  Review." 

28. — Mr.  Tom  Cross,  the  celebrated  "gentleman  whip,"  driver  of 
the  Lynn  and  London  coach,  delivered  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  Lynn, 
a  lecture  on  Shakespeare. 

DEGEMBEB. 

3. — Died  at  Swafifham  Vicarap^e,  aged  92,  the  Rev.  William  Yonge, 
virar  of  the  parish  and  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese. 

5. — ^Mr.  Edward  Stracey,  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich,  the  respon- 
dent in  a  I  uit  respecting  the  tenancy  of  a  pew  in  the  parish  dhurch, 
was  taken  into  custody  and  lodged  in  the  City  Gaol  by  a  process  of  the 
Norwich  Ecclesiastical  Court,  because  of  his  refusal  to  pay  the  costs 

impnpod  bv  the  Court. 
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H.* — '  The  winter  has  set  in  most  severely,  with  an  intense  ground 
fro&t  and  the  wind  in  the  east.  The  navigation  of  the  river  between 
Norwich  9nd  Yarmouth  and  from  that  port  to  Beccles,  Bungay,  and 
Aylsham,  has  been  stopped  by  ice,  but  not  a  particle  of  snow  Ihas  fallen." 


1846. 
JANUARY. 

6. — ^The  Rev.  Charles  Chapman,  who  was  elected  vicar  of  the  parish 
on  November  5th,  1832,  preached  his  farewell  aermon  at  St.  Peter 
Mancroft  church,  Norwich.  The  Rev.  Thomas  Wilson,  M.A.,  was 
elected  to  the  vacant  living. 

7. — ^At  Norwich  Quarter  Sessions,  before  the  Recorder  (Mr.  Isaac 
Jermy),  John  Dover,  the  notorious.  Chartist  leader,  was  found  guilty 
of  receiving  stolen  silk,  &c.,  the  property  of  William  Martin  and  others, 
and  sentenced  to  fourteen  years'  transportation. 

13. — Cooke's  Royal  Cirous  was  opened  at  tihe  Amphitheatre,  Victoria 
Gardens,   Norwich.      During  the  season  various  "horse  spectacles, 
pantomime<t,  farces,  and  burlettas  were  produced. 

18. — ^Died  at  his  house  near  St.  Giles'  Gates,  Norwich,  Mr.  James 
Bennett,  a  man  of  great  scientific  attainments.  By  trade  a  watch- 
maker, '*  he  invented  an  instrument  for  performing  the  operation  of 
the  trepan,  which  was  mentioned  with  much  praise  by  Sir  Astley 
Cooper  in  his  lectures,  and  ever  afterwards  used  by  that  distinguished 
surgeon.  He  was  the  first  man  who  made  an  electrical  machine  in 
Norwich.  To  different  societies  he  sent  original  contributions,  and 
presented  articles  of  value,  particularly  the  splendid  anatomical  pre- 
parations of  the  late  Mr.  Stevenson,  veterinary  surgeon.  Castle 
Meadow,  which  were  given  to  a  museum  in  London.  He  took  great 
interest  in  witnessing  surgical  operations,  and  could  dissect  an  eye 
very  beautifully.  He  was  an  adept  at  music  and  drawing,  and  was  one 
of  the  original  members  of  the  Hall  Concert."  Mr.  Bennett  served  the 
office  of  Sheriff  in  1826,  and'  by  virtue  of  seniority  was  "  Father  of  the 
Common  Council."  He  was  the  oldest  surviving  "  brother "  of  the 
intellectual  and  benevolent  confraternity,  the  College  of  United  Friars, 
and  was  for  many  years  a  member  of  iJie  Castle  Corporation. 

25. — ^The  NoRPOLK  Chronicle  published  the  results  of  an  inquiry 
into  the  state  of  the  manufactures  of  Norwich,  and  in  its  eoinmnits 
stated :  "  Norwich:  has  lost  its  former  prominence  as  a  manufacturing 
city,  partly  in  consequence  of  the  hieh  price  of  coals  comj  ^ed  w^^^^ 
the  North  and  West,  and  partly  funii  improvi  ijniits  in  m^ichiner}'  being 
tardily  introduced.  We  regret  that  while  8,000  persons  are  employed 
in  or  connected  with  our  factories  and  mills,  a  large  number  are  con- 
stantly without  work,  and  this  is  likely  to  be  the  state  of  things  for 
some  time  to  come.'' 

26. — On  this  date  occurred  the  highest  tide  ever  recorded  at  Yar- 
mouth.    The  depth  of  water  on  the  bar  was  19  ft.  6  in.     A  severe  gale 
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prevailed,  and  several  vemeU  were  in  diatress.  'Hie  Phoenix  yawl, 
which  went  out  to  the  aasistance  of  a  brig  stranded  on  the  north  end 
of  the  Scroby  Sand,  was  lost,  and  seven  of  her  crew  drowned. 


FEBRUARY. 

19. — Died  at  his  residence,  Northrepps  Hall,  Cromer,  Sir  T.  Fowell 
Buxton,  Bart.     He  was  in  his  59th  year. 

23. — Died  at  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich,  Mr.  Thomas  Stannard, 
engraver,  aged  65. 

24. — ^The  Hon.  W.  B.  Baring,  M.P.,  who  had  accepted  the  office  of 
Paymaster  to  the  Forces,  was  re-elected  without  opposition  member 
for  the  borough  of  Thetford. 

28. — ^Mr.  Samuel  Lover,  author  of  "  Rory  O'More ''  and  other  Irish 
tales,  gave,  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  Norwich,  his  ''  Irish  Evening, 
illustrative  of  the  national  characteristics,  legends,  superstitions,  mirth, 
and  melody  of  his  country,  entitled,  '  Paddy  by  Land  and  Sea.' "  The 
entertainment  was  repeated  on  the  29th. 

^At  an  inquest  held  at  Costessey,  by  Mr.  Pilgrim,  one  of  the 

County  Coroners,  upon  the  exhumed  body  of  a  woman  named  Jane 
Biary  Lovett,  who  was  alleged  to  have  died  in  childbirth,  in  consequence 
of  improper  treatment  by  a  medical  man  named  Caches,  a  venfiot  of 
manslaughter  was  returned.  Mr.  Caches  contrived  to  escape  from  the 
custody  of  Inspector  Barrett,  concealed  himself  in  the  park,  and  ulti- 
mately absconded  from  the  neighbourhood.  He  was  re-arrested  on 
March  29th,  in  a  railway  carriage  at  Shoreditch,  and  sJb  his  trial  at  the 
Norfolk  Assizes  on  April  8th  the  jury,  by  direction  of  Mr.  Justice 
Patteson,  returned  a  verdict  of  not  guilty. 


MABOH. 

5. — Died  at  his  residence  in  the  Upper  Close,  Norwich,  Dr.  Warner 
Wright,  aged  70.  He  was  founder  of  the  Norwich  Dispensary,  and  in 
1804  was  chosen  a  physician  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital,  a 
position  which  he  resigned  in  1840.  For  many  years  he  was  visiting 
physician  to  the  Norfolk  County  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  to  the  Norwiob 
Bethel,  and  was  placed  upon  the  commission  of  the  peace  for  the  city 
in  1836. 

12. — John  Tawell,  indicted  at  Aylesbury  Assizes  for  the  murder  of 
Sarah  Hart,  at  Salt  Hill,  by  poisoning  her,  came  of  a  respectable  Nor- 
folk family.  "Augustus  Metcalfe,  who  served  the  office  of  Mayor  of 
Norwich  in  1716,  was  the  maternal  grandfather  of  TawelFs  father. 
Thomas  Tawell,  uncle  of  John  TawelFs  father,  served  tihe  office  of 
Sheriff  of  Norwich  in  1723,  and  died  during  his  shrievalty.  Tawell's 
father  was  a  shopkeeper,  and  had  resided  in  several  places  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Norwich."  The  convict,  who  was  a  Quaker,  was 
executed  on  March  28th. 

15.* — "The  frost  has  now  continued,  with  few  intermissions,  for 
eighteen  weeks,  a  longer  period  than  has  been  remembered  for  the  last 
thirty  years.' 


It 
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19. — ^A  meeting  of  the  principal  inhabitants  was  held  at  the  Guild- 
hall, Norwich,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Mayor  (Sir  William  Foster), 
''  to  determine  on  the  steps  to  be  taken  for  arresting  the  progress  of 
the  epidemic  diseases  so  extensively  prevailing,  and  for  mitigating  the 
sufferings  of  the  afflicted  poor."  It  was  stated  that  between  1,500  and 
1,600  persons  had  been  attacked  by  small-pox,  measles,  scarlet  fever, 
and  typhus.  The  attention  of  the  authorities  was  directed  to  the  iur 
sanitaiy  oonditicm  of  the  city,  and  a  fund  was  started  for  cleansing  and 
disinfecting  the  houses  of  the  poor. 

26. — Sir  James  Graham's  Bill  for  the  amendment  of  the  Law  of 
Settlement  was  considered  at  a  public  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall, 
Norwich.  Disapproval  of  the  measure  was  expressed.  The  Court  of 
Guardians  and  other  public  bodies  passed  resolutions  in  opposition  to 
the  Bill,  which  was  received  unfavourably  in  other  parts  of  the  county. 

29.* — "  A  salmon  trout,  measuring  23  inches  in  length  and  weighing 
5  lbs.,  has  been  taken  while  fishing  for  pike  in  the  river  Wensum,  near 
Hellesdon." 

APBIL. 

1. — ^Died  at  Winfarthing,  aged  80,  Mr.  Philip  G.  Browne.  "  He  waa 
author  of  '  The  Histoiy  of  Norwich,'  dec,  &c.,  and  was  parish  clerk  of 
Winfarthing  for  upwards  of  fifty  years." 

7. — ^At  Norwich  Assizes,  before  Mr.  Baron  Parke,  George  William 
Wilson,  formerly  cashier  of  the  Norwich  Court  of  Guardians,  was 
charged  with  embezzling  various  sums,  amounting  to  £1,245,  the 
property  of  that  body.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  not  guilty.  A 
further  charge  of  stealing  a  book  belonging  to  the  Guardians  was 
deferred  to  the  Summer  Assizes,  on  which  occasion  no  evidence  was 
offered,  and  the  prisoner  was  discharged. 

^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  before  Mr.  Justice  Patteson,  Robert 

Richard  Royal,  James  Barnard  Hall,  and  James  Mapes  were  indicted 
for  the  murder  of  Harriet  Candler,  at  Yarmouth,  on  November  18th, 
1844.  The  principal  witness  was  a  man  named  Samuel  Yarham,  who 
had  turned  Queen's  evidence.  The  jury  acquitted  the  prisoners.  {See 
March  27ih,  1846.) 

8. — ^Bawdeswell  church  was  consecrated  by  the  Bishop  of  Norwich. 
The  church  became  dilapidated  in  1740,  but  a  nortion  of  the  ruined 
building  was  fitted  with  pews  and  used  until  1843,  when  it  was  found 
necessary  to  rebuild  the  church,  at  the  cost  of  £1,400.  Mr.  J.  Brown, 
of  Norwich,  was  the  ardUtect,  Mr.  William  Gillham,  of  Rainham,  con- 
tractor, and  Mr.  Francis  Gushing,  of  North  Walsham,  subcontractor. 

14. — ^The  east  wall  of  the  chancel  of  St.  Julian's  churdi,  Norwich, 
fell  with  a  tremendous  crash,  whioh  greatly  alarmed  the  neighbourhood. 
'Hie  church  was  re-opened  on  January  18th,  1846. 

19. — ^The  foundation-stone  of  the  new  church  of  St.  John,  King's 
Lynn,  was  laid  by  the  Bishop  of  Norwich.  The  building  was  conse- 
crated by  his  lordship  on  September  24th,  1846. 

21. — ^Died  at  his  official  residence,  Woolwich,  Colonel  Sir  George  C. 
Hoste,  C.B.  He  was  the  third  son  of  the  Rev.  Dixon  Hoste,  rector  of 
'nttleshall,  and  was  gazetted  lieutenant  in  the  Royal  EIngineers  oo 
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December  20th,  1802.  He  was  attached  to  the  expedition  to  the 
Mediterranean  commanded  by  General  Sir  J.  Craig,  and  was  present  at 
the  battle  of  Biaida,  and  distinguished  himself  on  other  occasions  in 
Sicily,  Egypt,  and  Calabria.  He  was  employed  in  the  two  attad^s  on 
Antwerp  in  1813,  and  gained  the  rank  of  brervet-major  for  the  skill  and 
gallantry  which  he  displayed  in  leading  the  GuardlB  at  the  storming  of 
Bergen-op-Zoom.  At  the  battle  of  Waterloo  he  was  atttiched  to  the 
corps  led  by  the  Prince  of  Orange,  and  was  subsequently  upon  the 
personal  staff  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington.  F(m*  his  services  during  this 
campaign  he  received  the  distinction  of  C.6. 

26. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Shipwrecked 
Mariners'  Society,  held  at  the  Shirehall,  Norwioh,  Mr.  J.  J.  Gumey 
called  attention  to  a  new  form  of  life-preserver  made  and  presented  to 
the  society  by  a  reporter  of  the  Norfolk  Chroniclb.  "  It  consists  ol 
a  linen  jacket  covered  with  oblong  pieces  of  cork.  The  head  is  put 
through  a  circle,  and'  the  jacket  falls  down  at  the  back  and  the  front 
of  the  person  wearing  it,  leaving  the  arms  perfectly  free,  being  sus^ 
pended  from  the  shoulders  and  strapped  round  the  body.  Tliere  is  a 
semi-circular  thick  cork  collar  in  front  and  coming  under  the  chin, 
so  that  the  jacket  is  not  only  calculated  to  keep  any  person  afloat  in 
the  water,  but  also  to  keep  his  head  at  a  sufficient  elevation.  It  was 
agreed  that  the  jacket  should  become  the  property  of  the  society.*' 

MAT. 

2. — An  appalling  loss  of  life  was  occasioned  at  Yarmouth  by  the  fall 
of  the  Suspension  Bridge,  whioh  had  been  the  subject  of  so  much  liti- 
gation between  Mr.  Cory  and  the  Yarmouth  and  Norwioh  Railway 
Company.  A  clown  named  Nelson,  belonging  to  Cooke's  Equestrian 
Circus,  had  announced  that  he  would  perform  the  feat  of  sailing  in  a 
tub  drawn  by  four  geese  from  the  old  Draw  Bridge  to  the  Suspension 
Bridge.  Thousands  of  persons  assembled  to  witness  the  spectacle,  and 
upon  the  bridpre  itself  there  were  between  400  and  500.  The  bridge, 
which  was  the  chief  means  of  transit  from  the  railway  terminus  to  the 
town,  and  had  been  widened  to  admit  of  increased  traffic  by  a  foot- 
path constructed  on  either  side,  was  suspended  from  two  piers.  Just 
as  the  clown  was  entering  the  Bure,  at  ten  minutes  to  six  o'clock,  there 
was  a  rush  to  the  south  side  of  the  bridge,  the  suspension  rods  snapped, 
the  chains  gave  way,  and  "  the  bridge  fell  on  that  side  like  the  leaf  of 
a  table  let  down,"  pouring  the  crowd  upon  it  into  the  water.  A 
terrible  scene  ensued.  As  many  as  possible  were  rescued  and  conveyed 
to  the  Yauzhall  Gardens,  but  notwithstanding  the  efforts  made  by 
watermen  in  boats  and  upon  the  river  banks,  there  was  fearful  loss  of 
life.  An  inquest  was  opened  at  the  Church  Hall  on  the  3rd,  when  Mr. 
Cooke,  the  proprietor  of  the  circus,  intimated  that  he  would  at  once 
withdraw  his  company  from  the  town.  The  inquiry  was  adjourned 
from  time  to  time,  and  at  the  last  sitting  Mr.  James  Walker,  C.E.,  who 
had  been  sent  down  to  examine  into  the  cause  of  the  disaster,  re][K>rted  : 
(1)  the  immediate  cause  of  the  accident  was  a  defect  in  the  welding  of 
the  bar  whioh  first  gave  way ;  (2)  that  the  quality  of  the  iron  and  the 
workmanship  were  defective,  and  the  accident  would  not  have  happened 
had  the  work  been  properly  examined  at  the  time  of  construction ;  (3) 
the  widening  of  the  bridge  appeared  to  have  been  made  without  suffi- 
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cient  reference  to  its  original  strength  and  the  weight  which  it  had 
to  support ;  and  (4)  that  in  the  original  construction  of  the  bridge  tibe 
casualty  of  a  great  load  all  on  one  side  did  not  appear  to  have  been 
contemplated.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  in  accordance  with  Mr. 
Walker's  conclusions.  The  number  of  dead'  bodies  recovered  was  77 ; 
some,  however,  were  supposed  to  have  been  oarried  away  by  the 
current.  Nearly  all  the  sufferers  were  children  or  very  young  persons, 
but  it  was  related  as  ''  a  very  extraordinary  circumstance  "  that  "  Mr. 
Thomas  Bowles,  aged  84,  who  was  on  board  the  Royal  George  when 
she  sank,  and  who  is  probably  the  only  living  survivor,  should  have 
been  on  the  Suspension  Bridge  during  the  late  accident.  He  was  pre- 
cipitated into  the  water,  but  was  once  more  miraculously  saved." 

3. — ^The  Norfolk  Yeomanry  Cavalry  assembled  at  East  Dereham  in 
stronger  force  than  on  any  previous  occasion,  for  eight  days'  permanent 
duty. 

^The  last  troop  of  the  4th'  Dragoons  marched  from  Norwich 

Barracks,  and  were,  on  the  same  day,  replaced  by  the  7th  Hussars. 

5. — Died  at  West  Somerton,  aged  74,  "  Mr.  William  Hales,  father 
of  nine  children,  whose  united  heights  amount  to  57  ft.  6  in.,  including 
the  Norfolk  giant  and  giantess." 

7. — ^The  experiment  was  made  at  Norwich  Theatre  of  still  further 
reducing  the  prices  of  admission  to  2s.  6d.  for  dress  boxes,  and  to 
Is.  6d.  for  the  upper  circle. 

8. — ^Mr.  Walter  Morgan,  aged  23,  of  the  firm  of  Messrs.  Morgan,  of 
the  King  Street  Brewery,  Norwich,  met  with  his  death  by  falling  into 
a  vat  of  beer. 

10.* — "  A  handbill  has  been  published  in  Norwich  showing  that  out 
of  1,664  persons  who  have  had  small-pox,  1,536  had  not  been  vao- 
oinated,  and  only  128  were  vaccinated.  Out  of  506  who  had  escaped 
the  disease  altogether,  only  84  had  not  been  vaccinated,  and  422 
vaccinated.  Of  141  who  had  died  from  small-pox,  only  four  had  been 
vaccinated,  one  a  man  93  years  old;  the  other  three  were  suffering 
from  teething  or  were  otherwise  ill  when  vaccinated." 

24.* — "  The  Hanworth  Hall  estate,  comprising  a  mansion,  cottages, 
and  1,465  acres  of  land,  has  been  disposed*  of  by  private  contract  to 
Mr.  William  Howe  Windham,  of  Felbrigg  Park,  for  £65,000." 

26. — ^A  series  of  lectures  on  phonography  was  commenced  at  the 
Assembly  Rooms,  Norwich,  by  Mr.  Joseph  Pitman  and  Mr.  Reid.  "  Mr. 
Reid  appears  to  have  mastered  the  system  so  far  as  to  be  able  to  follow 
a  speaker,  but  no  reporter  has  yet  adopted  it." 

JUNE. 

2. — Mr.  Macready,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Ryder,  "  a  highly  respectable 
actor,"  commenced  a  three  nights'  engagement  at  Norwich  Theatre. 
He  appeared  in  the  characters  of  Hamlet,  Richelieu,  and  Macbeth. 

JULY. 

21. — Miss  Fitzwilliam  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  in  the  Assize 
week  performances.     She  took  the  leading  parts  in  ''  The  Belle  of  the 
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Hotel/'  ''  My  Little  Adopted/'  '*  Foreign  Ain  and  Natiye  GraceB/'  kc 
At  the  ooncluBion  of  the  aeason,  on  the  26th,  Mr.  George  Smith 
announced  to  the  audience  that  he  had  resigned  the  management  of 
the  circuit.  "  He  had  been,"  he  said,  '*  thirty-one  years  a  member  of 
the  Norwich  Company.  He  had  wituesaed  the  drama  in  its  high  and 
palmy  state;  he  had  seen  its  gradual  decline.  Many  had  been  the 
causes  assigned  for  this  decay — the  increase  of  Dissent  and  fanaticism 
on  the  one  hand,  errors  of  management  on  the  other,  and  the  reduction 
of  prices." 

29. — ^A  prize-fight  took  place  on  Mousehold  Heath,  Norwich,  between 
Jim  Woods  and  Ben  Clarke,  *'  the  Norfolk  Slasher,"  for  £5  a  side. 
Woods  was  the  favourite,  at  5  to  2,  and  obtained  "  first  blood,"  but 
in  the  second  round  Clarke  struck  him  a  severe  hkow  on  the  temple 
and  felled  him.  Li  the  third  round  Clarke  put  in  another  blow,  and  as 
his  opponent  was  falling,  struck  him  behind  the  ear  and  laid  him 
senseless.  Clarke  was  declared  the  winner,  after  a  contest  which  lasted 
only  five  minutes. 

The  Norfolk  Railway  was  opened.     The  directors  ran  a  special 

train  from  Trowse  to  Cambridge,  by  which  about  200  guests,  including 
the  Dean  and  Mayor  of  Norwich,  were  conveyed.  A  special  train  from 
London  brought  a  like  contingent  to  Cambridge,  where  luncheon  was 
served,  under  the  presidency  of  the  chairman  of  the  Eastern  Counties 
Railway,  Mr.  Henry  Bosanquet.  One  of  the  first  projects  for  a  long 
line  was  the  proposal  to  construct  a  railway  between  London  and 
Norwich,  via  Thetford,  with  a  continuation  to  Yarmouth.  A  pros- 
pectus was  printed  and  partially  circulated  in  1825,  but  the  scheme 
was  abandoned.  In  1835  the  prospectus  of  the  Elastem  Counties  (or 
Grand  Eastern  Counties)  Railway  appeared.  The  requisite  notices 
were  published  in  November  of  that  year,  application  was  made  in  the 
ensuing  session  of  Parliament  for  a  Bill,  and  the  first  Act  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  works  received'  the  Royal  assent  on  July  4:th,  1836. 
Up  to  1840  this  line  was  opened  only  as  far  as  Warley  Lane,  between 
Brentwood  and  Warley  Common.  In  1843  it  was  completed  as  far  as 
Colchester,  but  as  the  original  capital  was  more  than  expended  in 
carrying  the  line  that  distance,  all  hope  of  proceed inp^  to  Norwich  was 
abandoned.  In  1839  two  Acts  connected  with  the  Northern  and 
Western  Company  were  passed,  and  received  the  Royal  assent  on  July 
19th.  The  first  was  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  time  for  the 
purchase  of  land  as  far  as  Bishop's  Stortford,  and  the  second  was 
chiefly  to  confirm  an  agreement  with  the  ESastem  Counties  Company 
as  to  the  terme,  ^c,  for  passing  over  their  line.  In  1840  another  Act 
was  passed,  receiving  the  Royal  assent  on  June  4th,  for  reducing  the 
joint  stock  capital  to  £700,000,  giving  the  companv  power  to  raise 
£240,000  on  debentures  so  soon  as  one  moiety  of  the  capital  should 
be  paid  off,  and  abandoning  that  portion  of  the  line  between  Bishop's 
Stortford  and  Cambridge.  In  1840  the  idea  of  railway  communication 
between  Norwich  and  the  Metropolis  was  revived,  and  it  was  resolved 
to  form  a  company,  to  be  styled  the  Norfolk,  Suffolk,  and  Cambridge 
Railway  Company.  It  was  afterwardls  known  as  the  E^st  Anglian 
Railway  Company.  It  received'  the  support  of  the  landowners'  com- 
mittee in  Norfolk,  and  the  expense  was  estimated  as  follows:  From 
Bishop's  Stortford  to  Cambridge,  22  miles,  £572,000 ;  from  Cambridge 
to  Norwich,  63  miles,  £1,126,695 ;  from  Norwich  to  Yarmouth,  18 
miles,  £291,512.     After  the  opening  of  the  Yarmouth  and  Norwich 
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line  according  to  the  plan  of  Mr.  Stepihjenson,  the  project  for  the  East 
Anglian  Railway  was  dropped  for  a  time,  and  was  revived  by  the  pro- 
moters of  the  Norwich  and  Brandon  Railway,  the  prospectus  of  which 
was  published  in  1843.  The  capital  to  be  raised  was  stated  to  be 
£380,000,  in  19,000  shares  of  £20  each.  In  the  Session  of  1844  an 
Act  was  applied  for  and  received  the  Royal  assent  in  the  month  of 
June.  The  line  in  connection  with  that  from  Yarmouth  and  with 
that  from  Ely  to  Brandon  resulted,  and  it  was  known  as  the  Norfolk 
Railway.  Messrs.  Grissell  and  Peto  were  the  contractors,  and  Messrs. 
Stephenson  and  Bidder  the  engineers  in  chief.  The  works  were  com- 
menced at  Wymondham  on  May  17th,  1844,  and  finished  on  July  1st, 
1845.  The  first  through  train  to  London  started  from  Trowse  on  the 
morning  of  July  30th.  At  that  date  the  awing  bridge  at  Trowse  had 
not  been  completed.  Of  the  travelling  it  was  said  it  "oannot  be 
rendered  more  comfortable  than  it  is  upon  the  Norfolk  Railway." 

AUGUST. 

12. — ^The  foundation-stone  of  the  Leicester  monument  was  laid  in 
Holkham  Park  by  Lord  Cobome,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  gathering 
of  the  nobility  and  gentry  and  of  the  tenant-farmers  of  Norfolk. 

15. — Died  at  his  residence  in  Grolden  Ball  Street,  Norwich,  aged  78, 
Mr.  John  Angell,  who  served  the  office  of  Sheriff  in  1825  and  of  Mayor 
in  1830. 

16.* — "  Within  the  last  few  days  no  less  than  500  coach  horses  have 
been  sent  for  sale  at  Aldridge's  Repository,  owing  to  the  further 
opening  of  the  Northern  and  Eastern  Railway  from  Bishop's  Stort- 
ford  by  way  of  Ely  and  Thetford  to  Norwich,  and  the  consequent 
discontinuation  of  coaches." 

SEFTEMBEB. 

6. — ^The  Brundall  estate,  consisting  of  a  mansion  and  143  acres  of 
land,  the  property  of  the  Rev.  L.  B.  Foster,  was  sold  by  Mr.  Spelman, 
of  Norwich,  for  £12,500,  to  Mr.  T.  G.  Tuck. 

^The  Newmarket  mail  coach  was  overturned  at  Cringleford  Gate, 

and  of  the  six  outside  passengers,  all  of  whom  were  more  or  less  cut 
and  bruised,  a  lady  had  her  arm  broken  and  a  gentleman  sustained  a 
fractured  collar-bone  and  dislocated  arm. 

10. — ^The  museum  at  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  was  opened, 
under  the  presidency  of  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Norwich. 

11. — ^A  cricket  match  commenced  at  Swaffham^  between  the  Maryle- 
bone  Club  and  the  Norfolk  Club,  and'  concluded  on  the  12th.  "  Fuller 
Pilch,  the  hope  of  Norfolk,  was  beautifully  caught  for  seven  runs.  A 
great  damper  was  thrown  on  their  spirits  by  this  untoward  event,  and 
the  rest  of  the  side  did  little  to  retrieve  the  misfortune."  Marylebone, 
162;  Norfolk,  42—83. 

16. — ^Died  at  Yarmouth,  aged  69,  Mr.  Richard  Sutton.  "He  was 
very  eccentric,  and  had  such  a  love  for  mathematics  that  though  ex- 
tremely poor  he  had  often  been  known  to  sell  his  dinner  in  order  to 

procure  some  old  book  on  mathematics." 

00 
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16. — The  Norfolk  ajad  Nor widh  Triennial  Musical  Festival  conmienoed. 
The  principal  yocalisU  were  Madame  Grisi,  Madame  Caradbri  Allan, 
Miss  Etelby,  Miss  Poole,  Sip.  Mario,  Sior.  p.  Lablaclie,  Mr.  HobbA,  Mr. 
Hawkins,  Mr.  Machin,  Mr.  Bradbury,  and  Ilerr  Standijirl-  Mr.  T.  Cooke 
was  leader  of  the  band,  Mr.  Benedict  conductor,  and  Mr.  Turle  organist. 
The  prop^amme  included  selections  from  the  "  Stabat  Mater,"  "  The 
Seaaone,"  "  II  Don  Giovanni,"  PurcelFs  "  Jubilate,"  Mozart's  "  Requiem," 
"  Calvary,"  "  Midsummer  Night's  Dream,"  and  *'  The  Messiah."  On  the 
19th  a  ball  took  place  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall.  The  gross  receipts 
amounted  to  £5,432  9s.  6d.,  and  expensefl  to  £4,180  lOs.  9d.  The 
Sheriffs  of  London  (Mr.  Hunter  and  Mr.  Sidney)  attended  the  Festival, 
and  were,  on  the  19th,  entertained-  at  dinner  at  the  Royal  Hotel. 

27.* — "  The  Yarmouth  and  Norwich  Railway  Company  has  reduced 
the  charge  for  the  use  of  the  telegraph  and  dispatching  a  messenger  to 
any  part  of  Norwich  from  48.  6d.  to  28.  6d." 


OCTOBER. 

7. —  A  meeting  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodists  of  the  Norwich  circuit 
was  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a 
consolidated  fund  to  redeem  the  chapel  debts,  amounting  to  £6,900. 
It  was  proposed  to  create  a  capital  to  be  raised  in  6,900  shares  of  £1 
each,  the  payments  to  be  made  at  intervals  of  three  months  during  the 
ensuing  five  years. 

13. — ^Died  "  that  excellent  and  philanthropic  lady,"  Mrs.  Fry,  who 
for  many  years  *'  devoted  her  time  and  her  purse  to  ameliorate  the 
miseries  of  the  inmates  of  our  various  prisons." 

14. — Lord  SufReld  was  installed  Grand-Master  of  Freemasons  in  the 
province  of  Norfolk. 


NOVEMBER. 


1.*  — "  Mr.  Charles  Fisher,  who  for  the  last  two  or  three  seasons  has 
been  a  general  favourite  on  the  Norwich  circuit,  has  accepted  an 
engagement  at  the  Prince's  Theatre,  London." 

*"The  North  Walsham  Theatre,  which  eighteen  years  a^o  cost 

Mr.  D.  Fisher  £1,800,  has  hitely  been  sold  for  about  £400,  and  is  to  be 
converted  into  a  school,  to  be  conducted  on  the  National  system." 
The  school  was  opened  on  May  25th,  1846. 

4. — ^A  prize-fight  took  place  near  Harford  Bridges^  between  Ben 
Clarke  and  Smith.  After  a  contest  lasting  twenty  minutes,  the  former 
was  declared  the  winner. 

6. — ^Large  numbers  of  birds  were  attracted  by  Happisburgh  light 
during  stormy  weather  on  this  date.  Forty-five  dozen  larks,  eight  and 
a  half  dozen  starlings,  and  many  other  birds,  were  taken. 

7. — Trowse  Swing  Bridge,  erected  from  a  design  by  Mr.  Bidder,  was 
swung  across  the  river  for  the  first  time.  It  underwent  Government 
inspection  on  December  9tb.,  and'  the  first  trains  ran  over  it  on 
December  15th. 
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7. — Sir  Lawrenoe  Jones,  Bart.,  of  Cranmer  Hall,  was  murdered  by 
robbers  at  Macri,  in  Turkey.     He  waa  in  his  29th  year.     On  July  8th, 

1846,  his  remains  were  interred  in  the  family  vault  at  Sculthorpe. 

10. — ^Mr.  John  Betta  waa  elected  Mayor  of  Norwich,  and  Mr.  Jeremiah 
Colman  appointed  Sheriff. 

16. — ^Died,  aged  72,  Gregory  Robinson,  of  the  Bull's  Head  Inn,  Ber 
Street,  Norwich.  "  The  deceased  in  early  life  entered  the  Navy,  and 
was  with  Lord  Howe  on  June  Ist,  1794,  and  in  several  other  engage- 
ments. He  was  one  of  the  crew  of  the  St.  George  when  that  vessel 
waa  wrecked  on  the  coast  of  Jutland,  on  December  24th,  1811." 


DEOBMBEB. 

3. — A  public  meeting  waa  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  to 
consider  the  propriety  of  memorialising  the  Grovernment  to  open  the 
ports  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  for  the  admission  of  foreign^  grain 
free  of  duty,  in  consequence  of  the  apprehended  scarcity  of  food.  The 
Mayor  presided,  and  Mr.  Tillett  moved  that  a  petition  be  presented  to 
Parliament  for  the  immediate  repeal  of  the  Com  Laws.  A  similar 
petition  waa  adopted  by  the  Norwich  Town  Council  on  the  9th. 

12. — In  the  Arches  Court,  Sir  H.  Jenner  Fust  gave  judgment  in  the 
suit  Kitson  v.  the  Rev.  AHhur  Loftus,  vicar  of  Fincham  St.  Martin  .and 
rector  of  Fincham  St.  Michael.  The  case  came  before  the  Court  by 
letters  of  request  from  the  Bishop  of  Norwich,  and  the  articles,  in 
substance,  charged  Mr.  Loftus  with  gross  immorality.  Sentence  of 
deprivation  was  passed. 

^A  "  remarkable  and  unprecedented  "  occurrence  took  place  at 

the  meet,  on  Mulbarton  Common,  of  the  Norfolk  Subscription  Pack  of 
Staghounds.  A  bailiff,  on  behalf  of  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Steward,  of  Carlton 
House,  served  notices  upon  all  who  were  suspected  of  being  about  to 
commit  a  trespass.  "  The  eccentricity  of  such  a  proceeding  created 
much  amusement,  and  the  consequence  waa  a  change  of  position  was 
ordered." 

22. — ^The  van  "of  a  menagerie  travelling  through  Potter  Heigham 
overturned  into  a  ditch,  and  the  bars  of  the  tiger^s  cage  giving  wav, 
"the  animal  escaped,  after  biting  off  the  head  of  an  eagle."  The 
neighbouring  farmers,  armed  with  guns,  and  the  labourers  with  pitch- 
forks, went  in  pursuit  of  the  beast.  An  unsuccessful  endeavour  was 
made  to  entangle  him  in  a  sheep-net.  "  A  large  hamper  containing  a 
piece  of  flesh  was  then  placed  in  his  way.  Upon  his  jumping  in  to 
seize  the  food  the  lid  waa  drawn  down  and  soon  secured,  the  animal 
uttering  the  most  hideous  yells." 

24. — ^A  serious  accident  occurred  on  the  Norfolk  Railway  near  Thet- 
ford.  The  up-train  from  Norwich  waa  proceeding  at  a  rapid  rate  when 
the  engine  left  the  line  and  fell  down  the  embankment.  The  engine- 
driver,  named  Pickering,  was  killed  instantly,  and  the  stoker,  Richard 
E!ager,  had  both  legs  broken,  and  died  shortly  after  his  removal  from 
the  scene  of  the  accident.  None  of  the  passengers  were  seriously  hurt. 
The  accident  was  supposed  to  be  due  to  the  excessive  speed  at  which 
the  train  was  travelling — ^fifty-five  miles  an  hour. 
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26. — Norwich  Theatre  wab  opened,  under  the  management  of  Mr. 
Abington,  M.A.,  lessee  of  Southampton  Theatre.  The  circuit  also  in- 
cluded the  Cambridge,  Bury  St.  Edmund's,  Ipswich,  Colchester,  and 
Yarmouth  Theatres.  The  old  company  had  been  dispersed,  and  regret 
was  expressed  that  the  new  company  was  not  likely  to  maintain  the 
reputation  of  the  Norwich  stage. 

31. — ^The  customary  p>eals  were  rimg  at  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich. 
''  In  the  centre  of  the  circle  stood  the  celebrated  pitcher,  capaUe  of 
holding  seventeen  quarts,  which  was  moulded  by  John  Dearsley  in  the 
year  1749.  This  the  churchwardens  (Mr.  W.  Butcher  and  Mr.  Robert 
Fitch)  liberally  filled  with  punch." 


1846. 

JANUARY. 

6. — ^The  West  Norfolk  Agricultural  Protective  Association  held  a 
meeting  at  the  Town  Hall,  King's  Lynn,  under  the  presidency  of  Lord 
Hastings,  "  to  preserve  the  Com  Laws  from  further  violation."  A 
similar  meeting  was  held  at  North  Walsham  on  the  8th.  On  January 
20th  a  great  meeting  took  place  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  at 
which  addresses  were  delivered  by  Mr.  Cobden  and  Col.  Thompson  in 
favour  of  the  repeal  of  the  Com  Laws,  and  a  resolution,  moved  by  Mr. 
Geary,  and  seconded  by  Col.  Angerstein,  "  that  the  Com  Laws  and  all 
other  laws  designed  to  restrict  trade  und«r  pretence  of  protecting  par- 
ticular classes  are  unjust  in  principle  and  injurious  in  operation,  and 
ought  to  be  forthwith  abolished,"  was  carried  by  a  large  majority,  in 
face  of  an  amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  Wodehouse,  M.P.,  and  supported 
by  Lord  Hastings,  Mr.  Hamond  of  Westacre,  and  other  prominent 
Protectionists.  "  Reporters  from  all  the  London  daily  papers  attended 
the  meeting,  and  the  proprietors  engaged  special  trains  to  carry  back 
the  report  of  the  proceedings.  The  first  special  left  Norwich  Station 
at  8.45  p.m.,  and  reached  Shoreditch  at  12.40  a.m. ;  the  second  left  at 
10.29  p.m.  and  reached  London  at  2.38  a.m.  At  half-past  two  p.m. 
on  Wednesday  (the  21st)  we  received  the  '  Times  *  containing  the 
speeohes  to  the  extent  of  rather  more  than  four  columns." 

7. — ^Died  at  Malta,  aged'  77,  the  Right  Hon.  John  Hookham  Frere, 
of  Roydon  Hall,  eldest  son  of  Mr.  John  Frere,  formerly  member  for 
Norwich.  Mr.  Hookham  Frere  was  educated  at  Eton,  where  he  had 
Canning  as  a  school  companion.  When  very  young  he  evinced  a  love  for 
verse,  and  made,  when  only  an  Eton  school  boy,  his  clever  tranriation  of 
the  Anglo-Saxon  War  Song  on  the  victory  of  Athelstan,  written  when 
the  Rowley  controversy  was  at  its  height.  George  EHlis  gave  it  a  place 
in  his  historical  essay  before  his  "  Specimens  of  the  Poets,"  and  Scott 
invariably  spoke  of  it  as  something  more  than  a  mere  curiosity. 
Another  of  Mr.  Frere's  works  was  a  "  prospectus  and  specimen  "  of  his 
"  Intended  National  Work  by  William  and  Robert  Whistlecraft  of  Stow- 
market  in  Suffolk,  Hemp  and  Collar  Makers,  intended  to  comprise  the 
most  interesting  particulars  relating  to  King  Arthur  and  his  Round 
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Table " — the  precursor  and  orip^nal  of  Byron's  "  Beppo "  and  "  Don 
Juan."  "  I  have  written,"  says  Byron,  "  a  poem  of  84  octave  stanzas, 
in  or  after  the  excellent  manner  of  Mr.  Whistleoraft,  whom  I  take  to 
be  Mr.  Frere." 

17.* — '*A11  the  coaches  between  Norwich  and  London  have  ceased 
to  run,  fbe  last  being  the  mail  through.  Bury  St.  £ximund\  which  was 
discontinued  on  the  6th  inst.  Six  or  seven  coaches  direct  to  London 
from  Norfolk  have  been  discontinued,  and  about  700  horses  thrown  off 
the  rocul.  There  are,  however,  about  30  coaches  constantly  running 
from  various  towns  to  the  principal  stations  between  Yarmouth  and 
London.  There  are  many  omnibuses,  cabs,  and  flys.  Hie  railway  has 
very  much  increased  the  number  of  horse  conveyances  to  and  from  all 
the  towns  along  the  line.  In  fact,  horses  are  dearer  than  ever  they 
were  and  more  in  demand,  and  the  consumption  of  oats  is  not  likely  to 
be  diminished,  but  rather  increased."  The  adverse  effects  of  the  rail- 
way were  shown  in  the  following  paragraph,  published  on  April  25th : 
*'  During  the  droving  season  last  year  9,300  beasts  were  housed  at  the 
Bird-in-Hand  public-house,  Tasbiu^h,  and  the  landlord  purchased  for 
their  consumption,  and  for  horses,  <kc.,  60  tons  of  hay ;  but  so  great 
is  the  diminution  of  the  traffic  occasioned  by  the  Norfolk  Railway,  that 
during  the  present  season  only  twelve  beasts  have  been  taken  in,  and 
the  landlord  has  had  occasion  for  only  eight  and  a  half  hundredweight 
of  hay." 

21. — ^The  Norwich  School  of  Design  was  opened  by  Sir  J.  P.  Boileau, 
Bart 

31.* — *'  By  order  of  the  Mayor  and  magistrates  of  Norwich,  the 
shop-keepers  have  had  notice  that  no  goods  are  to  be  exposed  or  sold 
alter  ten  o'clock  on  Sunday  morning,  and  bakers  are  not  to  sell  or 
bake  goods  after  half-past  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon."  Several 
tradesmen  were  afterwards  charged!  before  the  magistrates  for  contra- 
vention of  the  order. 


FEBRUARY. 


2. — ^A  large  sea-borne  vessel,  heavily  laden  with  coal,  and  between 
60  and  70  tons  burden,  was  brought  up  to  the  head  of  the  navigation 
at  Norwich,  the  first  vessel  of  the  kind  that  had  ever  got  beyond 
Foundry  Bridge.  It  was  a  Dutch-built  craft,  drawing  only  two  feet  of 
water,  and  was  the  property  of  Messrs.  Bullard  and  Watts,  St.  Michael- 
atr€oslany  Bridge. 

6. — ^Mr.  D.  N.  Fisher  gave  the  first  of  three  subscription  concerts  at 
the  Assembly  Rooms,  Norwich.  The  artistes  included  Mdlle.  Schloss, 
Madame  and  Signer  F.  Lablache,  Mr.  W.  L.  Phillips  (principal  violon- 
cello), Mr.  D.  N.  Fisher  (leader),  Mr.  William  Stemdule  Bennett 
(director),  and  Mr.  James  Harcourt  (director  of  rehearsals).  "  The 
musical  world  of  Norwich  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  Fisher  for 
introducing  to  them  Mr.  William  Stemdale  Bennett.  As  a  pianist, 
Mr.  Bennett,  without  the  extravagance  and  with  less  fire  and  brilliance 
than  Liszt,  has  all  the  expression  and  musical  enthusiasm  of  th<at 
performer." 
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MABGH. 

27. — At  the  Norfolk  ABsizes,  before  Mr.  Justice  Maule,  Samuel  Yar- 
ham  was  indicted  for  the  murder  of  Harriet  Candler,  at  Yarmouth,  on 
November  18th,  1814.  The  prisoner,  who  at  the  Spring  AsBizes  in  1845 
turned  Queen's  evidence  against  three  other  men  (Hall,  Ma  pes,  and 
Royal)  charged  with  the  murder,  had  made  certain  admissions  which 
led  to  his  apprehension  at  Gloucenter,  where  he  had  gone  to  work. 
The  jury  found  him  guilty,  and  he  wajB  sentenced  to  death.  The 
eze^Mition  took  place  on  the  Castle  Hill,  Norwich,  on  April  11th  (Tomb- 
land  Fair-day),  in  the  presence  of  30,000  Bj>ectator8.  "  Eight  hundred 
persons  came  from  Wymondham  in  one  train;  it  was  found  necessary 
to  use  bullock-trucks  to  convey  the  people,  there  not  being  a  sufficient 
number  of  regular  carriages."  The  fancy  fair  (the  Sick  Poor  Reposi- 
tory) and  all  business  in  the  city  was  suspendied  during  the  morning. 
*'  After  the  execution,  gongs,  dnuns,  and  other  instruments  commenced 
their  uproar,  mountebanks  and  clowns  their  antics,  the  vendors  of 
wares  and  exhibitors  of  prodigies  their  cries,  while  the  whirligigs  a^id 
ups-and-downs  were  soon  in  full  swing.  The  public-houses  round  the 
Hill  were  crowded,  and  himdreds  tinished  the  day  in  riot  and  intoxica- 
tion. Royal  and  Hall  were  on  the  Hill  during  the  execution,  and  got 
jostled  by  the  crowd.  They  were  turned  out  of  the  Grolden  Ball  publio- 
house  and  other  houses  where  they  presented  themselves.''  Owing  to 
the  scandalous  character  of  the  proceedings,  a  public  meeting  was  held 
at  St.  Andrew's  Hall  on  April  l7th,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Mayor, 
when  it  was  decided  to  petition  Parliament  for  the  abolition  of  capital 
punishment. 

APRIL. 

1. — ^The  first  general  meeting  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Archaeo- 
logical Society  was  held  at  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Museum,  under 
the  presidency  of  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Norwich. 

8. — Died  at  his  residence  at  Lakenham,  aged  81,  Mr.  Thomas  Thur- 
tell,  formerly  an  Alderman  of  Norwich,  who  served  the  office  of  Sheriff 
in  1816,  and  of  Mayor  in  1828.  ''  He  was  universally  esteemed  as  an 
honest  and  upright  man."     (See  April  30th.) 

11. — George  Clarke,  a  Norwich  pedestrian,  commenced  a  walk  of 
1,500  miles  in  1,000  successive  hours,  "  a  mile  and  a  half  at  the  begin- 
ning of  each  hour,"  at  the  West  End  Retreat  Gardens,  Norwich.  (The 
result  was  not  record'ed.) 

16. — ^The  Rev.  R.  F.  Elwin,  of  Norwich,  was  presented  with  a  silver 
coffee  service,  in  recognition  of  "  his  promotion  of  the  objects  of  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  Musical  Festival  from  its  institution,  in  1824." 

18. — The  7th  Hussars  left  Norwich  for  Ipswich,  where  they  joined 
headquarters  and  marched  for  Hounslow.  They  were  succeeded  by  the 
6th  Dragoon  Guards  (Carabineers),  with  headquarters  and  staff.  "  Tliis 
regiment  received  its  nom  de  guerre  from  being  the  first  corps  which 
carried  the  modem  carbine." 

20. — The  Norwich  Board  of  Health  was  eRtablished  as  a  permanent 
institution  at  a  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall.     Among  its  objects  was 
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the  enoouragement  of  vaccination  amongst  tbe  poor.  The  Biahop  of 
Norwich  was  elected  president,  and  the  Mayor  vice-president. 

21. — Many  hundreds  of  {>erson8  attended  a  steeplechase  meeting  at 
Ea«t  Dereham.  **  The  course  from  the  Common  was  marked  out  by 
flags  describing  a  circle  round  the  country,  over  Mr.  Greenacre's  piece, 
across  Mr.  Neale's  land,  and  round  to  the  Common  again,  making  a 
distance  of  three  and  a  half  miles  in  two  rounds.'' 

^The  first  stone  of  the  Cromer  sear-wall  was  laid  by  the  vicar, 

the  Rev.  W.  Sharp,  in  the  presence  of  the  Elarl  and  Countess  of  Car- 
narvon and  Lord  Porohester.  The  contractors  were  Messrs.  Wright 
and  Cattermole,  of  Norwich,  and  the  engineer  Mr.  J.  Wright,  of  West- 
minster. On  the  same  day  the  first  pile  of  the  new  jetty  wa«  driven. 
The  ifforks  were  opened  amid  much  festivity  on  August  7th. 

23. — ^The  North  Cove  Hall  estates  were  sold  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel, 
Norwich,  by  Mr.  Simpson,  for  £36,960. 

29. — At  a  meeting  of  "  Ttie  Friends  of  Permanent  and  Universal 
Peace,"  held  nt  St.  AndreVs  Hall,  Norwich,  under  the  presidency  of 
Mr.  J.  J.  Gumey,  it  was  reaolvedl :  "  That  in  consideration  of  the  points 
now  at  issue  between  this  country  and  the  United  States  of  America, 
involving,  as  they  do,  the  question  of  war  or  peace,  an  address  be 
presented  to  the  magistrates  and  to  the  ministers  of  the  several 
denominations  of  the  city  of  Norwich  in  Connecticut,  and  generally  to 
the  people  of  the  United  States,  asking  them  to  use  their  endeavours 
to  avert  war." 

30. — At  the  Norwich  Police  Court,  Mr.  George  Thurtell,  horticul- 
turist, was  charged  with  assaulting  a  Mr.  Riches,  of  St.  George  Colegate. 
Mr.  Riches  was  the  Norwich  correspondent  of  the  "Daily  News,"  and 
he  hod  sent  to  that  journal  a  notice  of  Mr.  Thomas  ThurtelFs  death 
"'  and  a  private  communication  respecting  one  of  Mr.  Thurteirs  sons." 
Mr.  George  Thurtell  was  greatly  incensed  on  seeing  the  paragraph,  more 
particularly  as  his  father  was  not  dead  at  the  time,  although  he  had 
been  ill  for  some  weeks,  and  meeting  the  complainant  in  the  Market 
Place,  he  severely  chastised  him  with  a  whip.  The  Bench,  who  con- 
sidered the  paragraph  hitrlLly  impro]>er,  imposed  upon  the  defendant 
the  nominal  fine  of  one  shilling.     (See  January  5th,  1818.) 

MAY. 

8. — The  Norfolk  Yeomanry  Cavalry  commenced  eight  days'  per- 
manent duty  at  Cromer. 

9.* — '*  During  the  last  week  as  many  as  18  seaborne  vessels,  tna 
Lowestoft,  many  of  them  of  considerable  burden,  have  been  lying  at 
Foundry  Bridge,  Norwich,  laden  with  coke,  coals,  and  other  materials, 
for  delivery  at  the  railway  station.  This  proves  how  excellent  and 
how  practical  was  the  plan  of  our  late  fellow-citizen,  Mr.  Crisp  Brown, 
and  must  cause  universal  regret  that  it  then  failed." 

18. — ^An  inquest  was  opened  at  Happisburgh  by  Mr.  Pilgrim,  one  of 
the  County  Coroners,  upon  the  bodies  of  Jonathan  Balls,  his  wife,  and 
four  grandchildren,  who  were  believed  to  have  been  poisoned.  The 
bodies  had  been  exhumed,  and  were  placed  in  a  tent  erected  in  tbe 
churchyard ;  peace  ofiicers  were  sworn  to  prevent  the  incensed  villagers 
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from  rushing  into  the  tent.  Sevei*al  other  bodies  were  disinterred, 
and  in  nearly  every  instance  traces  of  arsenic  were  found.  At  the 
adjourned  inquiry  some  curious  facts  were  elicited.  Suspicion  pointed 
to  Balls  as  having  destroyed  his  wife  and  grand&hildren,  and  then 
poisoned  himself.  Hie  conduct  years  previously  had  been  suspicious, 
chile ren  having  died  suddenly  while  at  his  house.  What  number  of 
persons  had  been  thus  destroyed  it  was  impossible  to  aAcertain.  The 
juiy  found  that,  in  the  majority  of  the  cases,  death  resulted  from  the 
effects  of  poison,  but  how  it  was  administered  there  was  no  evidence 
to  show. 

26. — ^The  bells  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwich,  were  rung  on  the 
reception  of  the  news  of  the  birth,  on  the  previous  day,  of  a  Princess 
(Princess  Helena  Augusta  Victoria). 

3L— Died  at  Kimberley  Hall,  in  his  76th  year,  the  Right  Hon.  John 
Baron  Wodehouse.  He  was  bom  January  11th,  1771,  and  married 
November  18th,  1796,  Charlotte  Laura^  only  ohild  and  heiress  of  Mr. 
John  Norris,  of  Witton  Park.  He  succeeded  to  the  peerage  on  the 
death  of  his  father  in  1834.  He  was  made  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the 
county  and  Vice-Admiral  of  the  coast  in  the  room  of  Lord  Suffield  in 
1821,  and  he  had  also  served  as  Colonel  of  t/he  East  Norfolk  Militia, 
and  was  Steward  of  Norwich  Cathedral.  His  lordship  was  succeeded 
in  his  title  and  estates  by  his  grandson,  John  Gurdon  Wodehouse,  son 
of  Henry  Wodehouse  and  of  Anne,  only  daughter  of  Mr.  T.  T.  Gurdon. 
The  deceased  nobleman  was  a  staunch  Conservative.  "  He  was  of  com- 
manding appearance,  both  in  personal  figure  and  dignity  of  deport- 
ment. During  the  contest  for  the  representation  of  Norfolk  in  1806 
it  was  remarked  with  perfect  truth  that  three  finer  men  or  more  perfect 
gentlemen  than  Mr.  Windhiam,  Mr.  Coke,  and  Col.  Wodehouse  never 
presented  themselves  together  as  candidates  for  the  electoral  suffrages 
of  a  great  county." 


JUNE. 

6. — A  fire  occurred  at  St.  James's  Factory,  Norwich.  Upwards  of 
one  thousand  persons  were,  in  consequence,  thrown  out  of  employment. 

25. — ^The  first  meeting  of  a  new  archery  society,  known  as  the  West 
Norfolk  Bowmen,  of  which  Sir  William  B.  ffolkes  was  "  Prime  Warden, 
and  Lady  ffolkes  "  Lady  Patroness,"  was  held  at  Refifley  Wood,  near 
King's  Lynn. 

27. — The  first  excursion  train  from  London  arrived  at  Norwich.  It 
conveyed  800  passengers,  who  left  Shoreditch  at  one  p  m.,  and  reached 
Norwich  at  eight  p.m.  The  first  excursion  train  from  Yarmouth  to 
London  was  run  on  June  29th.  ^'  There  were  1,500  persons  when  it 
left  Trowse  Station  at  a  quarter  to  nine,  in  37  carriages.  The  passen- 
gers had  increased  to  2,000,  and  the  carriages  to  52,  before  it  reached 
London,  at  5.15  p.m."  The  return  fare  was  7s.  6d.  On  June  30th 
6,000  passengers  were  conveyed  by  two  special  cheap  trains  to  Yar- 
mouth and  back.  Hundreds  of  Nonconform ist  Sunday  School  ohildren 
were  taken  at  threepence  a  head,  and  the  return  fare  for  ordinary 
passengers  was  one  shilling.  Ten  thousand  persons  assembled  at 
Thorpe  Station  to  witness  the  return  of  the  excursionists. 
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JULY. 

3. — A  cricket  match  was  played  on  the  Norwich  Ground,  between 
eleyen  resident  members  of  the  Norwich  Club  and  the  Messrs.  Colman 
(eleven  brothers).  In  the  first  innings  the  club  headed  their  opponents 
by  five  runs  only,  and  in  the  second  innings  had  50  nms  to  get.  At 
eight  o'clock,  when  the  wickets  were  drawn,  they  had  obtained  22  runs 
for  four  wickets.  Scores :  The  Messrs.  Colman,  87 — 54 ;  the  Club, 
92 — 22.  Game  unfinished.  The  following  were  the  Colmans  :  — 
Samuel,  Joseph,  William,  Barnard,  Thomas,  Jeremiah,  Henry,  Eldward, 
James,  Robert,  and  John. 

4. — ^The  great  heat  on  this  day  so  affected  the  iron  Swing  Bridge  at 
Trowse  as  to  prevent  its  being  opened  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
river  traffic.  At  the  magisterial  proceedings  which  followed,  it  waa 
urged  in  defence  that  the  heat  caused  the  ironwork  to  expand. 

9. — ^The  first  direct  communication  from  Norwich  to  London  was 
made  through  the  medium  of  the  electric  telegraph. 

^An  experimental  trip  from  London  to  Rotterdam  was  made  by 

the  railway  company,  via  Norwich  and  Yarmouth.  The  railway  journey 
was  performed  in  3  hrs.  35  mins.  15  sees.,  and  was  more  successful  than 
the  trip  by  the  steamer  known  as  the  Norfolk.  On  the  return  voyage 
the  crew  were  under  the  influence  of  drink,  bad  weather  was  ex- 
perienced, and  the  vessel  got  out  of  her  course.  The  boiler  of  the 
engine  of  the  return  train  to  London  burst  when  a  mile  and  a  half 
from  Ely,  and  fbe  excursionists  alighted  from-  the  carriages  and  walked 
to  that  city.  The  Norfolk  afterwards  plied  regularly  between  Yar- 
mouth and  Rotterdam. 

12. — ^Died,  Charlotte  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Mr.  Lewis  Tonna  and  only 
daughter  of  the  Rev.  Michael  Browne,  Minor  Canon  of  Norwich  Cathe- 
djitl.  She  edited  "  The  Christian  Ladies'  Magazine."  and  was  the 
author  of  "  Letters  from  Ireland,"  and  of  many  religious  works. 

20. — Norwich  Theatre  was  opened,  under  the  management  of  Mr. 
Davenport,  who  had  become  lessee  of  the  circuit, '  in  place  of  Mr. 
Abington.  He  announced  that  "  he  would  be  able  to  avail  himself  of 
the  occasional  services  of  his  daughter,  the  eminent  actress."  The 
company  included  Mr.  L.  Melville,  Mr.  Henry  Loraine,  Mr.  Cooper,  Mr. 
Craufield,  and  Mr.  J.  Clarence.  It  was  said  to  be  better  th<an  Mr. 
Abington's  company,  but  inferior  to  that  of  Mr.  Greorge  Smith. 

27. — ^A  match  between  the  Norfolk  Cricket  Club  and  Marylebone 
commenced  at  Lord's,  and  finished  on  the  28th.  Marylebone,  117 — 
122;  Norfolk,  119 — 32.  The  return  match  was  played  at  Swaffham 
on  August  10th,  11th,  and  12th.  Marylebone,  52—149;  Norfolk, 
86—82. 

28. — Died,  aged  49,  Mr.  John  Hill,  nearly  20  years  chorus-master 
of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Musical  Festival. 

Died  at  Bath,  aged  58,  Lieut. -Col.  Rich«ard  Brunton,  youngest 

son  of  Mr.  John  Brunton,  manager  of  Nor\richi  Theatre,  and  brother 
of  the  Dowager  Countess  Craven.  He  entered  the  Army  young,  and 
went  through  the  Peninsula  War.  He  was  several  times  wounded,  and 
had  his  lip  shot  away.  "He  was  in  the  same  battle  in  which  several 
Norwich  men  were  wounded  in  the  leg,  one  of  whom  was  Mr.  R.  Blake. 
He  was  also  wounded  at  Waterloo,  in  defending  the  baggage  from  an 
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attack  by  the  enemv.  He  joined  his  regiment  (the  13th  Light 
Dragoons)  in  India  in  1819,  and  brought  it  home,  h-aving  the  command 
of  it,  about  five  or  six  years  since.  Whilst  lying  in  Norwich  with  the 
regiment,  in  1841  and  1842,  he  was  universally  beloved  hv  both  officers 
and  men."  Col.  Brunton  married  the  widow  of  Col.  Wallace,  but 
left  no  family. 

AUGUST. 

1. — ^The  first  consignment  of  foreign  beasts  were  sold  on  Norwich 
Hill  by  Mr.  Stephen  Fromow.  Dutch  bullocks  mad<e  £13  10s.  each, 
and  Dutch  lambs  from  9s.  to  208.  each.  "  No  doubt  a  regular  trade 
will  be  ultimately  established  here  in  foreign  stock,  but  whether  to  the 
advantage  of  any  party  except  the  foreign  importer  time  must  show." 

4. — ^Lord  George  Bentinck,  M.P.,  was  entertained  at  dinner  at  Lynn 
by  ''  the  friends  of  agrioultural  protection,  as  a  testimony  of  their 
esteem  for  the  public  integrity  and  perseverance  displayed  by  him  in 
the  House  of  Commons  during  the  recent  discussion  on  the  Com  Law 
Importation  Bill."  The  Earl  of  Orford,  High  Steward  of  Lynn,  pre- 
sided, and  one  of  the  principal  speakers  was  Mr.  Disraeli,  M.P.,  who 
had  a  most  enthusiastic  reception. 

19. — ^The  Provincial  Medical  and  Surgical  Association  held  its  anni- 
versary meeting  at  Norwioh.  Mr.  J.  G.  Crosse  was  President  for  the 
year. 

^Died  at  Ormesby,  Capt.  Richard  Glasspoole.     He  was  President 

of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Museum  in  1844-45,  and  a  large  contribu- 
tor to  the  zoological  department  of  that  institution. 

26. — Died  at  Norwich  Castle,  in  his  90th  year,  Mr.  William  Cole, 
formerly  an  attorney  at  Loddon.  "He  was  committed  to  prison  for 
debt  in  January,  1830,  and  remained  there  till  the  time  of  his  death, 
never  having  been  out  of  the  walls  of  the  prison  16  years  and  8  months." 

SEFTEMBEB. 

2. — Burgh  Castle,  the  ancient  Garianonum,  was  offered  for  sale  by 
auction  at  the  Bear  Hotel,  Yarmouth,  by  Mr.  Pettingill,  and  waa  pur- 
chased for  £1,500  by  Sir  John  P.  Boileau,  Bart.,  President  of  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  Arohceological  Society. 

GOTOBEE. 

17. — ^A  meeting  of  tenant-farmers  was  held  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel, 
Norwich,  presided  over  by  Mr.  Leamon,  of  Wliitwell.  After  addresses 
by  a  deputation  from  the  "  Total  Repeal  Malt  Tax  Association,"  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  form  a  district  branch  of  the  society  in  Norfolk. 

26. — The  railways  from  Lynn  to  Downham  and  from  Lynn  to  Nar- 
borough  were  opened  on  this  date. 

NOVEMBER. 

9. — Mr.  Jeremiah  Colman  was  elected  Mayor,  and  Mr.  Charles 
Winter  appointed  Sheriff  of  Norwich. 
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13. — The  London  miurketB  were,  for  the  first  time,  "  expressed  by 
electric  telegraph''  in  the  Norfolk  Chroniglb.  Discussing  the  possi- 
bilities of  "  this  wonderful  medium  of  communication/'  that  journal 
observed :  ''  A  division  in  the  House  of  Commons  after  any  important 
debate  may  be  communicated  at  all  stations  from  London  to  Yarmouth 
in  a  few  minutes." 

16. — The  firart  recorded  canary  show  in  Norwich  was  held  on  this 
date,  at  the  Greyhound  Inn,  Ber  Street,  when  300  specimens  belonging 
to  a  canary  club  were  exhibited. 

24. — ^A  trout,  weighing  9^  lbs.,  was  captured  in  a  net  near  the  New 
Mills,  Norwich. 

27. — ^The  Norwich  Corporation  delegated'  their  powers  to  the  Watch 
Committee  '^  to  appoint  a  fire  brigade  of  six  men,  whose  business  it  will 
be  to  attend  al]  fires  in  Norwich  with  the  Corporation  engine,  which  is 
to  be  managed  by  the  brigade  exclusively.  The  men  in  the  daytime 
(tre  to  act  as  common  policemen,  and  to  sleep  near  the  station  house, 
where  the  engine  is  kept,  each  night,  that  they  may  be  ready  in  oase 
of  alanu." 

DECEMBER. 

5.* — "  The  directors  of  the  Norfolk  and  Eastern  Counties  Railway, 
with  the  view  of  giving  the  poorer  classes  greater  facilities,  have  started 
a  fourth  class.     The  return  fare  to  London  is  7s.  6d." 

7. — ^The  Wymondham  and  Dereham  Railway  was  opened  for  goods 
traffic.  The  Bill  for  the  construction  of  this  railway,  which  was  applied 
for  by  the  Norfolk  Company,  was  strenuously  opposed  by  Norwich 
traders,  who  considered  that  a  direct  line  to  Dereham  would  be  to  their 
greater  advantage.  Tlie  Aot  authorised  the  Company  to  make  an 
extension  of  22^  miles  from  Dereham  to  Wells,  with  a  branch  line  of 
6^  miles  to  Blakeney,  making  the  total  from  Wymondham  40^  miles. 
Messrs.  Grissel  and  Peto  were  the  general  contractors,  and  the  electric 
telegraph  was  established  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Rev.  A. 
Bath  Power.     (Ste  February  15th,  1847.) 

Ig. — ^Winter  set  in  with  great  severity.  The  Dereham,  Swaffham, 
and  Lynn  coach  was  unable  to  leave  Norwich,  owing  to  the  great  depth 
of  the  snow. 

20. — ^A  fine  specimen  of  the  black  grouse  was  ahot  at  Swanton. 

^A  riot  occurred  at  Pulham  St.  Mary  Workhouse.     The  paupers 

made  a  preconcerted  attack  upon  the  bread  store,  and  were  with  diff- 
culty  driven  back  by  the  officials.  Thirteen  of  the  ringleaders  were 
committed  to  Norwich  Castle  for  terms  ranging  from  seven  days  to 
two  months'  imprisonment.     {See  January  5th,  1847.) 

26. — Norwich  Theatre  opened  for  the  Christmas  season  with  the  play 
of  "  George  Barnwell "  and  the  pantomime  "  Fortunio."  Mr.  Daven- 
port, "in  compliance  with  public  feeling,"  reduced  the  prices  of 
admission,  which  had  been  raised  on  his  taking  over  the  management. 

— _Many  of  the  road's  in  the  country  were  stated  to  be  "  half  a  yard 
deep  in  mud,"  and  almost  impassable.  *  Heavy  goods  in  large  quan- 
tities have  lately  been  sent  from  Norwich  to  London  and  from  thence 
to  Ipswich  by  rail,  196  miles,  instead  of  the  direct  route  of  40  miles 
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by  road,  the  mil  conveyance  being  cheaper  and  quicker.  It  would  be 
a  great  advantage  in  this  and  other  counties  if  a  general  Act  were 
passed  for  widening  aad  levelling  the  turnpike  roads  and  for  laying 
down  tramways  on  which  carriages  could  be  drawn  by  horses  or  by 
engines  of  small  power  to  the  principal  railway.  Unless  some  measure 
of  this  sort  be  carried  out,  the  common  roads  will  soon  be  of  little 
use,  and  not  worth  keeping  in  repair." 


1847. 


JANUARY. 

L — A  new  form  of  entertainment  was  introduced  at  this  date- 


**  Ethiopian  minstrelsy,"  the  precursor  of  tlie  Christy  minstrels.  The 
troupe  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre.  '*  The  band  oonsists  of  five 
harmonists,  with  black  faces  and  white  eyes,  black  coats  and  white 
cuffs,  black  trousers  and  white  waistcoats,  black  stocks  and  white 
collars.  The  instruments  are  a  violin,  two  'banjoes'  (instruments 
that  look  like  guitars  run  to  seed),  a  tambourine,  and  '  bones '  (a 
species  of  oastanet)." 

4. — ^Died  at  E^rlham,  in  his  59th  year,  Mr.  Joseph  John  Gurney. 
He  was  a  son  of  John  Gurney,  of  Earlham,  and  a  grandson  of  John 
Gurney  who  died  in  1770,  and  had  been  "  the  connecting  link  by  which 
the  hand-spun  yam  of  the  South  of  Ireland  was  brought  to  add  its 
stores  to  the  wants  of  our  artizans."  Mr.  J.  J.  Gurney  received  his 
early  education  under  the  Rev.  M.  Browne,  of  Hingham ;  he  then  went 
to  the  Academical  Institution  at  Oxford.  He  was  a  great  traveller. 
Several  times  he  visited  the  West  Indies,  travelled  twice  on  the  Con- 
tinent, made  a  tour  in  Scotland,  in  company  with  Mr.  Hoare,  for  the 
purpose  of  inspecting  the  prisons,  and,  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Fry,  he 
visited  Ireland  in  the  spring  of  1827,  in  order  to  personally  investi- 
gate the  condition  of  the  prisons  and  the  charitable  institutions  of  that 
country.  On  July  8th,  1837,  he  embarked  at  Liverpool  for  Phila- 
delphia on  a  Gospel  mission  to  parts  of  North-  America  and  the  West 
Indies.  Of  this  tour  he  gave  an  interesting  account  in  "  Familiar 
Letters  to  Amelia  Opie";  his  "Winter  in  the  West  Indies"  is  des- 
cribed in  "  Familiar  Letters  to  Henry  Clay  of  Kentucky."  He  wa« 
three  times  married ;  his  first  wife  was  a  daughter  of  Mr.  J.  Birkbeck, 
of  Lynn,  his  second  a  Wiltshire  lady,  and  his  third  an  American  ladv. 
Mr.  Gurney  was  the  author  of  several  works  in  addition  to  those  above- 
mentioned,  and  was  one  of  the  greatest  philanthropists  of  his  day. 
Memorial  services  were  held  at  many  places  of  worship  in  Norwich  on 
the  Sunday  following  his  death,  and  on  the  day  of  the  funeral  (January 
12th)  business  in  the  city  was  suspended.  The  interment  took  place 
at  the  Gildencroft,  when  the  rites  peculiar  to  the  Society  of  Friends 
were  performed. 

5. — Serious  acts  of  insulwrdination  were  committed  by  the  inmates 
of  Swainsthorpe  Workhouse,  "  on  the  ground  that  they  wanted  more 
victuals."     Damage  was  done  to  the  windows  to  the  amount  of  £30. 
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14.-r-The  use  of  ftnaertheticft — "  ethereal  fumee  " — ^waa  introduced  at 
the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  by  Dr.  Hull,  in  the  extraction  of 
teeth.     {See  December  30th,  1847.) 

23. — ^At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Swan  Inn,  Norwich,  the  Eaat  Norfolk 
and  West  Norfolk  Agricultural  Societies  were  amalgamated  under  the 
title  of  the  Norfolk  Agricultural  Society.  The  first  general  meeting 
of  the  newly-formed  society  was  held  on  the  same  day,  when  Lord 
Hastings  was  elected  President.  The  first  show  took  pLa^e  on  the 
Oicket  Ground,  Norwich,  on  June  18th,  and  for  several  years  the 
exhibitions  were  held  alternately  in  the  city  and  at  S  waff  ham. 

27. — ^Died,  aged  67,  Mr.  George  Fisher,  formerly  of  the  Norfolk 
and  Suffolk  Company  of  Comedians. 

31. — ^Died,  in  hi*  93rd  year,  the  Rev.  John  Oldershaw,  Archdeacon 
of  Norfolk.  He  was  bom  at  Leicester,  where  his  father  praotised  as 
a  surgeon,  and  was  educated  at  Oakham  Grammar  School  and  at 
Emanuel  College,  Cambridge,  where  he  proceeded  B.A.  in  1776,  and 
obtained  the  distinguished  honour  of  senior  wrangler  of  his  year. 
About  this  time  he  became  private  tutor  to  Charles  Manners  Sutton, 
who  was  afterwards  Bishop  of  Norwich  and  Archbishop  of  Canterbury. 
He  was  elected  a  Fellow  and  public  tutor  of  his  College ;  when  Sutton 
became  Bishop  of  Norwich  he  appointed  him  his  examining  chaplain. 
Mr.  Oldershaw  married  Anne,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Hynde  Cotton, 
Bart.,  of  Maddingley,  Cambridgeshire,  and  took  up  his  residence  at 
Harpley,  as  curate.  He  was  presented  in  1797  to  the  Archdeaconry 
of  Norfolk,  and  was  soon  after  nominated  to  the  rectory  of  Redenhall- 
with-Harleston.  Archdeacon  Oldershjaw  was  for  many  years  one  of  tbe 
most  active  magistrates  in  the  county. 

FEBRUARY. 

5. — At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  presided  over  by 
the  Mayor,  it  was  decided  to  open  a  public  subscription  for  the  relief 
of  the  distress  among  the  Irish  peasantry,  consequent  upon  the  failure 
of  the  potato  crop.  For  the  same  object  collections  were  made  in  the 
places  of  worship  in  oity  and  oounty. 

6. — ^The  warehouse  in  Rose  Lane,  Norwich,  belonging  to  Mr.  Kitton 
was  burnt  down,  and  its  contents,  consisting  of  barrels  of  grease,  resin, 
and  other  inflammable  materials,  destroyed.  Another  serious  fire 
occurred  on  the  same  premises  on  May  20th. 

15. — ^The  opening  of  the  Wymondham  and  Dereham  Railway  for 
passenger  traffic  was  celebrated'  with  great  festivities.  Mr.  Gidney, 
of  Dereham,  one  of  the  principal  promoters  of  the  line,  entertained  a 
large  company  at  luncheon  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  Norwich,  and  in  the 
evening  a  dinner  took  place  at  the  King's  Arms  Hotel,  Dereham,  in 
which  town  the  day  was  observed  as  a  general  holiday.  "  Along  the 
road  from  the  station,"  it  wa«  stated,  "  many  new  and  handsome- 
looking  houses  have  been  built,  far  superior  to  any  modem  houses  in 
Norwich." 

17. ^Died  at  his  residence  in  the  Cathedral  Precincts,  Norwich,  the 

Rev.  Canon  Edward  South  Thurlow,  rector  of  Houghton  le  Spring, 
Durham.     He  was  appointed  Prebendary  of  Norwich  in  1788. 
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25. — ^Tlie  Mayor  of  Norwich  (Mr.  Jeremiah  ColznAn)  turned  the  first 
aod  on  the  Norwich  extension  of  the  Ipswich  and  Bury  Railway.  The 
ceremony  took  place  on  Mr.  Cyrus  Gillett's  farm  in  the  parish  of 
Markshall.  Several  gentlemen  filled  barrows  with  earth,  which  other 
gentlemen,  including:  the  Sheriff  (Mr.  Charles  Winter)  wheeled  away — 
a  proceeding  which  elicited  from  Mr.  Willett  the  remark  that  ''  if  they 
went  on  at  that  rate  they  would  leave  little  work  for  the  navvies  to 
do."  The  oompany  then  assembled  for  luncheon,  under  the  presidency 
of  Mr.  A.  Ogilvie,  and  many  congratulatory  speeches  were  niade.  (See 
November  7th,  1849.) 

28. — ^The  shop  of  Mr.  Cooper,  silversmith  and  jeweller,  London 
Street,  Norwich,  was  lHt>ken  into  and  goods  of  the  total  value  of 
£2,000  stolen. 

MABOH. 

4. — Died  at  his  residence,  in  St.  Giles',  Norwich,  Dr.  Edward  Lub- 
bock, aged  43.  He  was  the  younger  son  of  Dr.  Riohard  Lubbock,  and 
was  educated  at  the  Free  Grammar  School,  under  Valpy.  He  com- 
menced his  medical  studies  under  Dr.  Skrimshire  at  Peterborough, 
became  a  student  at  Guy's  Hospital,  and  afterwards  proceeded  to 
Edinburgh  University,  where  he  took  his  degree  as  M.D.  His  devotion 
to  the  study  of  anatomy  and  physiology  led  him,  conjointly  with  Mr. 
Nichols,  to  establish  in  Norwich,  about  1830,  a  school  for  dissection. 
He  was  one  of  the  physicians  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  and 
of  the  Bethel. 

10. — ^A  public  meeting,  presided  over  by  the  Mayor,  was  held  at  St. 
Andrew's  Hail,  Norwich,  "  to  oppose  the  oppressive  operation  of  the 
present  Law  of  Settlement  up>on  the  industrious  poor."  Petitions  were 
presented  to  Parliament  praying  for  the  abolition  of  the  system,  and 
demanding  that  the  poor  should  be  relieved  out  of  a  national  fund. 

16. — Died,  in  his  92nd  year,  the  Rev.  Stephen  Allen,  for  56  years 
minister  of  St.  Margaret's,  Lynn.  **  In  early  life  Mr.  Allen  was  a  pupil 
of  Archdeacon  Paley,  and  by  his  mother's  marriage  with  the  celebrated 
Dr.  Burney  he  enjoyed  frequent  opportunities  of  mixing  in  that  brilliant 
circle  of  whioh  Madame  D^Arblay  was  at  once  the  life  and  the  orna- 
ment." 

24. — ^A  public  fast  and  humiliation  were  observed  in  Norwich. 

30. — ^An  inquest  was  held  at  Tibenham,  by  Mr.  Pilgrim,  one  of  the 
County  Coroners,  on  the  bodies  of  Mrs.  Pearson  and  Mrs.  Everett,  the 
wives  of  farmers  living  in  that  parish.  Several  deaths  had  occurred 
under  mysterious  circumstances,  and  in  these  two  cases  posi-mortem 
examinations  revealed  the  fact  that  death  was  due  to  arsenical  poison- 
ing. The  inquiry  was  several  times  adjourned,  and  on  May  13th  the 
jury  returned  a  verdict  to  the  effect  that  the  women  died  from  poison 
wilfidly  administered  by  some  person  or  persons  unknown. 

APEIL. 

3. — ^The  new  road  from  the  bottom  of  Long  John's  Hill  to  Lakenham 
Mills,  with  tftiie  bridges  and  viaduct  beyond  the  mills,  was  completed 
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by  the  contraotors,   Messrs.  Watson,  Wright,   and  Cattermoul,  from 
plans  prepared  by  Mr.  J.  Brown. 

17. — ^A  brig  of  150  tons,  named  the  Countess  of  Leicester,  and  in- 
tended for  the  southern  trade,  was  launched  from  Mr.  Tyrell's  ship- 
yard, at  Wells-neit-the-Sea.  She  was  classed  A  1  for  twelve  years, 
and  was  the  finest  ship  ever  launched  at  Wells. 

22. — ^The  new  County  Court,  for  the  recovery  of  small  debts,  was 
held  for  the  first  time,  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  before  Mr.  T.  J. 
Bircli,  the  Judge.  In  consequence  of  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Coinrt,  the 
old  Court  of  Conscience  was  abolished. 

30. — St.  Mark's  Schools,  Lakenham,  erected  from  designs  by  Mr. 
J.  Brown,  were  opened. 

MAY. 

1. — ^The  remains  of  the  Hon.  Isabella  Stafford  Jemingham,  who  died 
at  Genoa  on  January  1st,  were  interred  in  the  family  vault  beneath  the 
altar  in  the  chapel  at  Costessey  Hall.  At  the  same  time  was  interred 
the  body  of  the  Hon.  Frances  Stafford  Jemingham,  who  died  at  Paris 
in  May,  1838.  It  was  placed  by  the  side  of  the  remains  of  her  twin 
sister,  the  Hon.  Georgiana  Stafford'  Jemingham,  who  died  at  Leaming- 
ton in  1841. 

3. — ^Mr.  Davenport,  lessee  of  the  Norwich  Theatre,  was  fined  by  the 
magistrates  in  a  nominal  sum  for  assaulting  a  man  who  was  selling 
tickets  outside  the  Theatre  under  the  regular  prices  of  admission. 
The  sale  took  place  upon  what  was  known  as  a  "  ticket  night."  Mr. 
Davenport  alleged  that  by  this  system,  which  was  allowed  in  no  other 
town,  the  former  manager,  Mr.  Smith,  had  lost  in  twenty  years  £6,000 
from  the  treasury  of  the  circuit. 

15. — ^The  Norfolk  Yeomanry  Cavalry  commenced  its  annual  training 
at  Wells-next-the-Sea,  The  drills  took  place  in  Holkham  Park,  where 
the  regiment  was  hospitably  entertained  by  the  Earl  of  Leicester. 


JUNE. 

11. — ^The  Norwich  Small  Tenements  Bill  was  referred  to  a  Committee 
of  the  House  of  Commons.  On  the  12th  the  Committee  settled  the 
clauses  determining  that  the  owners  of  cottages  of  the  annual  value 
of  £6  and  under  should  be  rated  at  one-third  of  the  yearly  value  or  rent. 

28. — ^Mr.  Henry  Russell,  "from.  America,"  gave  his  entertainment 
at  the  Concert  Room,  Swan  Inn,  Norwich.  The  programme  included 
most  of  the  favourite  songs  of  the  popular  composer.  The  performance 
was  repeated  on  the  29th.  Mr.  Russell  made  a  return  visit  to  Norwich, 
and  appeared  at  the  Theatre  on  September  6th  and  8th. 


JULY. 


1. — The  railway  from  Reedham  to  Lowestoft  was  opened. 
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3. — ^The  Norwich  Chamber  of  Commerce  waa  announced  to  be  "in 
full  activity/'  It  was  formed  for  the  purpose  of  aaaociating  bankers, 
merchants,  and  other  persons  interested  in  the  trade  and  commerce  of 
the  city,  "  so  as  to  enable  theiu  to  promote  such  objects  as  may  be  best 
calculated  to  benefit  and  protect  commercial  interests,  and  to  further 
the  oarrying  out  or  attainment  of  such  measures  as  the  exertions  of 
individuals  may  be  less  adequate  to  accomplish." 

5. — ^Feargus  O'Connor,  the  leader  of  the  Chartists,  addressed  a  large 
meeting  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich. 

19. — ^Mr.  and  Mrs.  Keeley  commenced  a  week's  engagement  a4;  Nor- 
wich Theatre. 

26. — ^Madame  Celeste  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre  as  Madeline 
("  St.  Mary's  Eve  ")  and  Julien  ("  The  Cabin  Boy  "). 

28. — ^The  Marquis  of  Douro,  Mr.  Samuel  Morton  Peto,  and  Mr.  Jobn 
Humphries  Parry  were  nominated  candidates  for  the  representation  of 
Norwich.  A  poll  was  demanded,  and  the  election  took  plaoe  on  the 
29th.  The  poll  was  declared  on  the  30th,  as  follows: — ^Peto,  2,448; 
Douro,  1,727;  Parry,  1,572.  The  chairing  of  the  successful  candidatee 
took  place  on  August  2nd. 

^Thetford  Election  :  Tlie  Right  Hon.  W.  B.  Baring  and  the  Eari 

of  Euston  were  returned  unopposed. 

29. — Yarmouth  Election :  Lord  Arthur  Lennox,  834  ;  Mr.  Ootavius 
Edward  Coope,  813 ;  Mr.  Charles  Edmund  Rumbold,  729 ;  Mr.  Francis 
Henry  Goldsmid,  698.  The  two  first-named  were  returned.  (See 
February  7th,  1848.) 

The  Archaeological  Institute  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  com- 
menced its  annual  meeting  at  Norwich.  The  proceedings  concludect 
on  August  5tb. 

30. — ^Lynn  Election :  Lord  George  Bentinck  and  Lord  Jocelyn  were 
returned  unopposed. 

AUGUST. 

3. — ^East  Norfolk  EHection  :  Mr.  Edmond  Wodehouse  and  Mr.  Henry 
Negus  Burroughes  were  returned  unopposed. 

6. — ^Mary  Ann  Havers,  of  Norwich,  a  girl  in  humble  life,  who  possessed 
remarkable  musical  ability,  died  on  this  date.  She  was  educated  at  a 
school  supported  by  private  subscription,  where  singing  according  to 
the  Norwich  Sol-fa  system  was  taught,  and  she  became  one  of  the  best 
organizers  of  village  choirs  ever  sent  out  of  the  city.  Before  she  was 
fifteen  years  old  she  went  to  Southampton  to  give  instruction ;  thence 
she  was  invited  to  Salisbury,  and  met  with  successive  engagements  in 
Dorsetshire,  the  Isle  of  Wight,  Staffordshire,  Rent,  and  Warwickshire. 

9. — ^The  "  London  Gazette  "  announced  that  the  Queen  had  granted 
to  Robert  Blake,  of  Swafield,  her  Royal  license  and  authority,  in  com- 
plianoe  with  a  wish  expressed  in  the  will  of  the  Rev.  John  Kumfrey,  of 
Wroxham,  to  take  the  surname  of  Humfrey  immediately  after  that  of 
Blake,  and  to  quarter  the  arms  of  Humfrey  with  those  of  Blake. 

10. — ^The  railway  extension  from  Narborough  to  Swaffham  was 
opened. 
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10. — ^The  nomination  of  candidates  for  the  representation  of  West 
Norfolk  took  place  at  Swaffham.  Tlie  Conserv-atiye  procession  started 
from  Friars'  Thorns,  headed  by  the  candidates,  Mr.  William  Bagge 
and  Mr.  H.  L.  S.  le  Strange.  It  extend^ed  two  miles  in  length,  and  in- 
cluded 1,000  yeomen  on  horseback.  The  Whig  procession,  with  the 
oandidates,  Mr.  A.  Hamond  and  the  Hon.  Ed.  Eeppel  Coke  at  its  head, 
started  from  Swaffham  Splashes,  and  was  in  all  respects  as  imposing 
as  the  other.  At  the  nomination  the  show  of  hands  was  in  favour  of 
the  Conservatives,  and  Sir  William  ffolkes  demanded!  a  poll  for  Messr& 
Hamond  and  Coke.  The  polling  took  place  on  the  13th  and  14th.  The 
contest^  one  of  the  severest  that  had  ever  taken  place  in  the  coimty, 
resulted  as  follows: — ^Bagge,  3,113;  Coke,  3,052;  Hamond,  2,935; 
lo  Strange,  2,676. 

17. — ^Mr.  J.  B.  Wighami  and  Mr.  J.  L.  Barber,  members  of  the 
Norwich  Amateur  Rowiog  Club,  launched'  their  pair-oare<l  boat  at 
YilFequier,  on  the  Seine,  art  2.30  p.m.,  and  rowed  to  Paris,  where  they 
arrived  at  9  a.m.  on  August  24:th.  The  distance  was  upwards  of  300 
miles,  and  the  actual  time  occupied  in  rowing  was  57  hours  25  minutes. 
For  more  than  200  miles  the  men  rowed  against  a  current  which 
flowed  at  four  miles  an  hour.  "  Galignani'a  Messenger "  diescribed  it 
as  an  "unparalleled  feat*' 

28. — ^The  New  Adelphi  Theatre,  Victoria  Gardens,  Norwich,  was 
opened,  after  extensive  alterations  and  improvements,  imdier  the 
management  of  Mr.  R.  Grordon.  "  As  You  Like  It "  was  produced,  with 
Mr.  Fred.  Phillips  in  the  part  of  Jacques.  Mr.  Phillips,  who  came 
from  the  Royal  Pavilion  Theatre,  London,  was  subsequently  editor 
of  the  "  Norwich  Argus." 

30. — ^Mr.  Farren  and  his  son,  Mr.  H.  Farren,  appeared,  the  former  as 
Sir  Anthony  Absolute,  and  the  latt^  as  Captain  Absolute,  at  the 
Theatre  Royal,  Norwich. 


SEPTEMBEB. 

11*. — "At  Deopham,  near  HiAgham.,  a  skeleton  has  been  found, 
underneath  the  floor  of  an  old  bam,  which  was  being  pulled  down, 
and  it  is  supposed  to  be  the  remains  of  Thomas  Jolly,  aged  20,  the 
heir  of  the  estate,  who  was  missing  52  years  sinoe,  and  is  supposed  to 
have  been  murdered.  A  piece  of  his  dress  and  a  small  portion  of  his 
handkerchief  were  also  found." 

22. — ^Mdlle.  Jenny  Lind,  engaged  by  Mr.  George  Smith,  late 
manager  of  the  Theatre,  and  Mr.  C.  F.  Hall,  made  her  first  appearance 
at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich.  Mr.  Gedge  was  responsible  for  the 
payment  of  her  fee  of  £1,000,  of  which  amount  she  gave  £200  to  the 
charities  of  the  city.  Mdlle.  Lind  was  accompanied  by  Madame  F. 
Lablache,  Signer  Grardoni,  and  Signer  F.  Lablaohe,  and  Mr.  W.  Balfe 
was  director  of  the  concert.  She  appeared  again  on  the  23rd  and 
25th.  Mdlle.  Lind  stayed  at  the  Palace  as  t£e  guest  of  the  Bishop 
of  Norwich. 

30. — ^Died  at  Bath,  aged  65,  Mr.  Benjamin  Plim>  Bellamy,  for  many 
years  lessee  of  the  Assembly  Rooms  there.  Mr.  Bellamy,  some  30 
years  previous  to  his  death,  was  a  favourite  actor  on  the  Norwich 
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circuit.  On  vacating  the  stage  in  1819  he  took  the  editorehip  of  the 
''  Buiy  Herald,"  but  in  1823  went  to  Bath  and  resumed  his  original 
profession.  He  became  manager  of  the  Theatre  there  in  1827,  which 
he  soon  after  resigned  on  becoming  lessee  of  the  Assembly  Rooms,  and 
Master  of  the  Ceremonies. 


OCTOBER. 

12. — Mr.  George  Dawson,  of  Biimingham,  lec4:ured  at  the  Assembly 
Rooms,  Norwich,  on  "  The  Characteristics  of  the  Age." 

16. — ^The  Catfield  estates,  formerly  the  property  of  Col.  Cubitt, 
deceased,  were  sold  by  auction  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  Norwich,  by 
Messrs.  Spelman  and  Sons,  for  £27,930. 

A  report  was  presented  to  the  Governors  of  the  Norfolk  and 

Norwich*  Hospital,  upon  the  result  of  inquiries  made  into  certain 
serious  allegations  by  the  Messrs.  Dalr3rmple,  who  had  asserted  that, 
compared  with  other  hospitals  of  the  same  size,  the  utility  of  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  was  in  an  inverse  ratio  to  its  cost  of 
maintenance.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  for  a  week,  but  discussion 
upon  the  statement  and  report  was  avoided,  on  the  understanding 
"  that  suob  regulations  would  be  framed  from  the  two  documents  as 
would  improve  the  management  of  that  noble  institution." 

20. — ^Elihu  Burritt,  '*the  learned  blacksmith/*  of  Maswichupottn, 
U.S.,  delivered  a  lecture  at  St.  Mary's  chapel,  Norwich,  on  "  The 
Organic  Sinfulness  of  all  War." 

23. — A  high  tide  overflowed  the  salt  marshes  at  Wells-next-the-Sea 
and  drowned  240  ewes,  the  property  of  Mr.  Hudson,  of  Warham. 

25. — ^The  East  Anglian  Railway,  from  Lynn  to  Ely,  was  opened. 


NOVEMBER. 

9. — ^Mr.  G.  L.  Coleman  was  elected  Mayor,  and  Mr.  James  Watson 
appointed  Sheriff  of  Norwich. 

23. — The  Queen's  Speech  was,  for  the  first  time,  transmitted  to 
Norwich  bv  electric  telegraph.  "  Through  the  politeness  of  the  Rev. 
A.  B.  Power,  the  superintendent  of  the  electric  telegraph  along  th<) 
Norfolk  line,  the  Queen's  Speech  was  transmitted  to  us  before  4  h. 
p.m.  The  transmission  commenced  at  2  h.  15  m.  p.m.,  and  oiur 
reporter  took  it  down  till  the  transmission  was  finished  at  3  h.  45  m." 


DECEMBER. 


3. — ^Rajah  Brooke  of  Sarawak  was  entertained  by  his  old  school- 
fellows of  the  Free  Grammar  School,  at  a  dinner  held  at  the  Royal 
Hotel,  Norwich.  During  his  stay  in  Norfolk  he  visited  the  Earl  of 
Leicester  at  Holkhami,  the  'Earl  of  Albemarle  at  Quidenham,  and  Mr. 
H.  S.  Partridge  at  Hockham.

7. — Died  in  London,  aged  76,  Mr.  William  Dalrymple,  "  one  of  the 
most  eminent  of  general  practitioners  in  chirurgery  and  medicine  in 
Norwich." 

24. — ^Died  at  Yarmouth,  in  hi«  Slst  year,  Sir  George  Parker,  K.C.B., 
Admiral  of  the  Red.  He  entered  the  Navy  at  a  very  early  age,  and 
served  under  his  uncle,  Sir  Peter  Parker.  He  took  part  in  the  capture 
of  the  Cannanon  on  the  Malabar  coast,  and  was  senior  lieutenant  of 
the  Phoenix  at  the  capture  of  La  Resolve,  French  frigate,  and  of  the 
Crescent  in  her  gallant  action  and  capture  of  the  Rennon  in  1793, 
previous  to  which  he  brought  to  England  the  despatches  of  Admiral 
Comwallis.  In  1805,  when  commanding  the  Stately,  he,  in  company 
with  the  Nassau,  destroyed,  after  a  running  fight  of  two  hours,  a  line 
of  battle  ship  of  74  guns.  He  was  appointed,  in  1808,  to  the  com- 
mand of  the  squadron  in  the  Baltic,  and  on  his  return  to  England  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Al>oukir  (74),  which  he  commanded  in  the 
Walcheren  Expedition.  In  1841  he  attained  the  rank  of  Admiral  of 
the  Red. 

29. — Died  at  the  residence  of  his  son  (the  Rev.  W.  R.  Crotch),  at 
Taunton,  "  that  eminent  musician,"  Dr.  Crotch.  He  was  bom  in  Nor- 
wich in  1772,  and  in  his  twenty-second  year  was  appointed  professor 
of  music  in  the  University  of  Oxford.  In  1822  he  beoame  principal 
of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music. 

30. — Chloroform  was,  for  the  first  time,  used  in  a  surgical  operation 
at  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital.  "  A  young  woman  had  her  leg 
amputated  after  having  inhaled  the  fiunes  from  a  convenient  apparatu& 
She  became  perfectly  insensible  to  pain,  and  continued  so  throughout 
the  operation.  Her  sensations  were  apparently  of  a  very  happy  descrip- 
tion, as  she  partly  amused  herself  by  singing  psalms  in  a  very  clear 
and  distinct  voice,  and  partly  by  holding  lively  conversations  with 
imaginary  persons  during  the  performance  of  this  painful  operation. 
The  state  of  unconsciousness  appeared  to  be  more  rapidly  induced  by 
the  use  of  chloroform  than  is  usually  effected  by  spirit*  of  ether.  Its 
exhalation  also  was  more  easy  and  agreeable,  and  the  diuration  of  its 
influence  longer." 


1848. 
JANUARY. 

1. — ^Methwold  churohi  was  re-opened  after  restoration.  "  The  centre 
of  the  nave  has  been  given  to  the  poor,  and  the  outside  aisles  appro- 
priated to  the  rich." 

3. — ^Mr.  Aldridge,  "  the  African  Roscius/'  appeared  at  Norwich 
Theatre  in  the  character  of  Othello,  and  afterwards  as  Zanga  ("  The 
Revenge"),  Fabian  ("The  Black  Doctor"),  and  Bertram,  He  was  a 
native  of  Africa,  and  was  described  as  a  very  intelligent  actor. 

5. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Quarter  Sessions,  at  Norwich,  George  Thurtell 

(47),  horticulturist,  "  who  appeared  like  a  dying  man,"  pleaded  guilty 
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to  stealing  various  articles  from  the  house  ol  Mr.  Farr^,  oi  Sporle, 
where  he  had  been  entertained  as  a  guest  while  engaged  as  a  landscape 
gardener  in  laying  out  the  grounds.  The  prisoner,  who  was  a  son  of 
Mr.  Alderman  Thurtell,  of  Norwich,  and  brother  of  the  notorious  John 
Tliurtell,  the  murderer  of  Mr.  Wear,  was  sentenoed  to  twelve  months'  im- 
prisonment. He  died  before  the  completion  of  his  sentence  (July  26th). 

13. — The  elephant  belonging  to  Wombwell's  Menagerie  died  whilst 
being  exhibited  at  Norwioh.     The  animal  was  said  to  be  85  years  old. 

19. — ^Mrs.  Butler,  "  once  so  celebrated  aa  Fanny  Eemble,''  com- 
menced an  engagement  at  Norwioh  Theatre,  in  the  character  of  Mrs. 
Beverley.     She  appeared  also  as  Julia  (*'  The  Hunchback  ")  and  Pauline. 

28. — ^The  Yarmouth  Haven  and  Pier  Commissioners  determined  to 
oppose  at  every  stage  the  Norwich  and  Yarmouth  Navigation  Bill,  by 
which  it  was  sought  to  obtain  powers  for  improving  the  navigation  of 
the  river  Yare  by  straightening,  widening,  and  deepening  the  channel, 
so  as  to  admit  of  the  passage  of  seaborne  ships  from  Yarmouth  to 
Norwich.  Application  was  made  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  for  an  in- 
junction to  restrain  the  Corporation  of  Norwich  from  raising  funds  by 
means  of  the  borough  rate  to  forward  the  Bill,  which  went  before  a 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  on  May  2nd.  Counsel  for  th^) 
promoters  intimated  on  May  5th  that  they  did  not  intend  to  offer 
further  evidence  in  its  support,  whereupon  the  Bill  was  withdrawn. 

FEBRUARY. 

4. — The  driver  of  the  Brandon,  Fakenham,  and  Wells  coach,  be- 
numbed with  cold,  fell  from  the  box  seat  unknown  to  the  paasengers, 
ajid  was  severely  injured'.  The  accident  occxirred  at  Toftrees.  "The 
horses  proceeded  at  their  usual  pace,  turning  all  comers,  crossing 
Hempton  Common,  up  the  narrow  street  into  Fakenham,  and  passing 
several  carts  and  other  vehicles  on  the  way.  They  pulled  up  at  the 
Crown  Inn,  aa  usual,  and  waited  for  the  porters  and  ostlers.  The  coach 
stops  on  alternate  nights  at  the  Crown  and  Lion  Inns,  and  this  was 
the  proper  night  for  it  to  stop  at  the  Crown.'' 

7. — ^The  Yarmouth  election  petition  against  the  return  of  Lord 
Arthur  Lennox  and  Mr.  Octavius  E.  Coope,  on  the  ground  of  corrupt 
practices,  came  before  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons.  On 
the  14th  the  Committee  found  that  "  gross,  systematic,  and  extensive 
bribery  prevailed'  amongst  the  freemen  at  the  last  and  previous  elec- 
tions, and  considered  it  their  duty  to  express  to  the  House  their  unani- 
mous opinion  that  the  freemen  should  be  disfranchised,  and  that  no 
writ  should  be  issued  for  the  borough  until  legislative  measures  had 
been  taken  for  the  purpose  of  such  disfranchisement."  The  members 
were  unseated.  The  Disfranchisement  Bill  received  the  Royal  assent 
on  June  30th,  and  the  names  of  1,106  voters  were  struck  off  the  list» 
leaving  the  constituency  at  876.  On  the  same  day  the  writ  waa  issued 
for  the  election.  Mr.  C.  £.  Rumbold,  Mr.  Joseph  Sandars,  and  Mr. 
Bagshaw  were  nominated  candidates  on  July  7th ;  a  poll  was  demanded, 
nnd  the  result  was  declared  on  the  8th,  as  follows: — Sandars,  416; 
Rumbold,  386 ;  Bagshaw,  300. 

27. — Died  at  Hill's  Farm,  Attleborough,  Mr.  Theophilus  Smith,  aged 
68.     "  He  was  a  man  of  considerable  talent  and  mechanical  skill.    In 
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1841  he  had,  through  the  kindnees  of  the  Earl  of  Albemarle,  an  intro- 
duction to  Prince  Albert  at  Windsor  Castle,  when  a  variety  of  ingenious 
models  invented  by  Mr.  Smith  for  improving  the  construction  of  the 
plough  were  submitted  to  and  obtained'  the  approbation  of  his  Royal 
Highness,  and  a  patent  waa  subsequently  taken  out  for  what  has 
become  well  known  to  agrioulturists  as  *  Smith's  Patent  Albert  Plough.' 
Mr.  Smith  presented  two  poems  to  Prince  Albert,  addressed,  '  To  the 
Queen '  and  *  To  the  Prince  of  Wales,'  and  shortly  after  a  beautiful 
family  Bible,  elegantly  bound  and  emblazoned  with  the  Royal  Arms, 
was  transmitted  from  Windsor  Castle  to  Mr.  Smith,  with  an  inscription 
intimating  that  it  was  presented  '  by  command  of  her  Majesty.'  The 
Royal  autograph  and  that  of  Prince  Albert  were,  at  Mr.  Smith's 
request,  inserted." 


MABOH. 

4.* — ^*  Freehold  building  land  is  now  freely  selling  on  what  is  called 
Diss  Conmion,  for  building  purposes,  at  the  rate  of  £700  per  acre, 
which  before  the  railway  was  barely  worth  the  tillage." 

13. — ^The  16th  Lancers  arrived  at  Norwich,  from  Brighton.  Men 
and  horses  came  by  special  trains,  and  were  under  the  command  of 
Lieut.-Col.  Smyth,  C.B.  The  regiment  had  just  returned  from  India, 
"  where  it  had  shared  in  the  glorious  battles  of  Aliwal  and  Sobraon." 

18. — ^Intelligence  was  received  at  Norwich  that  the  Queen  had  given 
birth  to  a  Princess  (Princess  Louise  Caroline  Alberta).  The  Corporation 
sent  a  congratulatory  address. 

22.— Died  at  Thetford,  aged  107,  Mrs.  Catherine  Brand.  ''  She  was 
a  pious  Roman  Catholic,  and  her  first  marriage  was  on  the  day  of  the 
Coronation  of  GTeorge  III.,  to  Mr.  Main,  by  whose  name,  in  her  second 
widowhood,  she  preferred  to  be  called." 

23. — ^Died  at  his  residence  in  Surrey  Street,  Norwich,  Mr.  Eidward 
Temple  Booth,  aged  84.  In  1820  he  was  appointed  Sheriff,  in  1821 
Alderman,  and  in  1826  Mayor.  He  was  president  of  the  Norwich 
Union  Fire  and  Life  Insurance  Societies. 

30. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  before  Mr.  Baron  Pollock  and  a  special 
jury  was  tried  the  action  Jermy  v.  Rush.  The  plaintiff,  who  was 
Recorder  of  Norwioh,  sought  to  recover  damages  from  the  defendant 
for  a  breach  of  covenants  in  respect  of  the  lease  of  a  farm  at  Kettering- 
ham.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff  on  all  issues — 
damages  £420. 

APRIL. 

11. — ^Madame  Anna  Thillon  made  her  appearance  at  Norwich  Theatre 
as  La  Catarina  in  Auber's  opera,  "  Crown  Diamonds."  She  also  took 
the  part  of  Roxalana  ("  The  Sultana  "). 

13. — ^Died  at  Cromer  Hall,  aged  73,  Mr.  Henry  Baring. 

14. — Mr.  Sims  Reeves  made  his  first  appearance  in  Norwich  at  a 
concert  given  by  JuUien  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  imder  the  management 
of  Mr.  William  Hewlett. 
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MAY. 

10. — ^Ifr.  6.  V.  Brooke,  after  an  absence  of  seTeral  years,  appeared 
at  Norwich  Theatre  for  one  night,  in  the  character  of  Othello. 

15. — ^Mr.  Webster,  of  the  Hajmnarket  Theatre,  commenced  a  three 
nights'  engagement  at  Norwich  Theatre  as  Stanislaus  ("  The  Roused 
Lion  ")  and  Miohael  Bradshaw  (*'  Old  Honesty  "). 

22. — ^Mr.  Henry  Russell,  the  favourite  vocalist,  gave  his  entertain- 
ment at  Norwich  Theatre. 

23. — ^The  enforcement  of  the  regulation  of  the  Poor  Law  Commis- 
sioners for  the  separation  of  married  men  from  their  wives  in  work- 
houses, gave  rise  to  a  serious  disturbance  among  the  inmates  of  Nor- 
wich Workhouse.  The  rioting  was  resumed  on  June  16th.  A  police- 
man named  William  Callow,  while  engaged  in  removing  the  refractory 
paupers  from  tlie  Workhouse  to  tlie  Police-station,  was  struck  by  a 
stone  and  received  fatal  injuries.  A  verdict  of  wilful  murder  against 
some  person  unknown  was  returned  by  the  Coroner's  jury. 

27. — The  Norfolk  Yeomanry  Cavalry  assembled  at  Fakenham  for 
their  annual  training — the  last  in  the  history  of  the  regiment.  {Set 
May  19th,  1849.) 

28, — ^Died  at  Castleacre,  Ann  Stanford,  widow,  in  her  104th  year. 

30. — ^A  military  race-meeting  was  held  by  the  16th  Lancers,  on  land 
near  the  Heart's  Ekise  Inn,  Plum  stead  Road,  Norwich.  The  '*  Citizens' 
Races  "  took  place  over  the  same  course  on  the  31st. 

JUNE. 

26. — A  masquerade  and  fancy  dresa  ball  took  place  at  Norwich 
Theatre.  The  pit  was  converted  into  a  ball-room.  "  The  attendance 
was  moderate  and  not  very  select." 

^The  foundation-stone  of  the  Jewish  synagogue  in  St.  Faith  s 

Lane,  Norwich,  was  laid  by  Mr.  Joel  Fox.     The  building  was  conse- 
crated by  the  Rev.  Dr.  N.  M.  Adler,  Chief  Rabbi,  on  Sept.  6th,  1849. 

JULY. 

13. — ^The  Rev.  C.  Turner  was  elected  perpetual  curate  of  St.  Peter 
Mancroft,  Norwich. 

28. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  before  Mr.  Baron  Parke,  a  libel  action, 
Quarles  v.  Bacon  and  another,  was  tried.  The  plaintiff,  a  solicitor  at 
Fakenham,  claimed  damages  against  the  defendants,  proprietors  of 
the  "  Norwich  Mercury,"  for  stating  in  that  journal  he  was  guilty  of 
such  conduct  as  to  warrant  his  Y)eing  struck  off  the  rolls.  Tlie  jury 
returned  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff — damages  40s. 

AUGUST. 

4. — ^A  sculling  ma.tch  for  £50  a  side  took  place  between  Mr.  J.  L. 
Barber,  of  Norwich,  and  Mr.  Knight,  of  Wymondham.     The  distanoe 
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was  fifty-five  miles,  namely,  from  Thorpe  Gardens  to  Reedham,  thence 
through  the  New  Cut  and  Lake  Lothing  to  Mutford  Bri<]^e,  and  baxsk 
to  the  starting-point.  Mr.  Knight  started  at  6.56  a.m.,  and  Mr.  Barber 
at  7.1  a.m.  On  the  return  journey  Mr.  Barber's  boat  was  upset  during 
a  severe  thunderstorm  and  squall.  Resuming,  he  rowed  to  Cantley, 
where  he  was  taken  from  his  boat  almost  insensible  and  conveyed  to 
the  inn.  Mr.  Knight  reaohed  Thorpe  Gardens  at  3.39  p.m.,  having 
rowed  the  distance  in  8  hrs.  43  mins. — 1  hr.  34  mins.  less  than  it  had 
ever  been  covered  before. 

9. — ^Died  at  his  house  at  Langham,  Capt.  Marryat,  C.B.  He  wus 
well-known  as  the  author  of  several  works  of  fiction,  founded  principally 
on  the  naval  service.  He  was  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society,  a  magis- 
trate and  deputy-lieutenant  of  the  county  of  Norfolk,  and  was  in  his 
56th  year. 

11. — A  singular  accident  occurred  at  Mattishall.  A  boy  named 
Thomas  Ireson,  ten  years  of  age,  tied  himself  to  the  tail  of  a  cow,  and 
the  infuriated  animal  kicked  him  to  death. 

24. — St.  Nidhoks'  churoh.  Great  Yarmouth,  wajs  reK)pened  after 
restoration.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bishop  of  Oxford. 
Luncheon  was  served  at  the  Town  Hall,  and  was  attended  by  the 
Bishops  of  Norwich  and  Oxford,  Mr.  Baron  Alderaon,  M.  Guizot,  a 
former  Prime  Minister  of  France,  and!  by  many  other  distinguished 
guests. 


SEPTEMBEB. 

6. — ^The  Royal  Victoria  and  Albert  steam  yacht,  with  the  Qiieen  and 
Prince  Consort  on  board,  passed  off  Cromer  at  6.30  a^m.,  on  her  voyage 
to  Aberdeen.  The  coastguard  discharged  rookets  and  fired  from  the 
mortars  a  salute  of  seven  rounds. 

^Died,  aged  73,  Mr.  John  Palmer,  of  St.  Mary's,  Thetford.     "  He 

had  been  twenty  years  afflicted  with  rheumatic  gout,  and  for  the  past 
sixteen  years  had  never  left  his  bed  but  once,  on  which  occasion  he 
was  carried  to  the  poll  at  the  borough  election  in  the  summer  of  1842, 
in  the  contest  between  the  E^l  of  Euston  and  Sir  James  Flower,  when 
his  vote  on  the  Conservative  side  carried  the  election." 

7. — ^A  two-days'  cricket  match,  between  the  Marylebone  Club  and 
Ground  and  the  County  of  Norfolk  (with  Wisden)  commenced  at  Swaff- 
ham.  The  principal  scores  for  the  former  were  made  by  the  Hon.  E. 
Grimstone  and  the  Hon.  F.  Ponsonby,  and  for  the  latter  by  Mr.  Charles 
Wright,  the  Rev.  F.  French,  and  Wisden.  Marylebone,  84 — 76;  Nor- 
folk, 106—56. 

11. — ^The  East  Anglian  Railway  from  Lynn  and  SwafiFham  was  opened 
for  passenger  traffic  to  Dereham. 

^Miss   Helen   Faucit   commenced'   an   engagement    at    Norwich 

Theatre.  She  was  supported  by  Mr.  W.  Shelley,  from  the  Park 
Theatre,  New  York,  and  by  Mr.  H.  Farren. 

H.R.H.  the  Ihike  of  Cambridge,  who  visited  Norwich  for  the 

piurpose  of  attending  the  Triennial  Musical  Festival,  arrived  at  Trowse 
Station,  where  he  was  received  by  the  Mayor  (Mr.  G.  L.  Coleman)  and 
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the  Sheriff  (Mr.  J.  Watson),  who  were  attended  bj  the  principal  officers 
of  the  Corporation,  mounted.  "The  four  whifflers,  in  proper  dress, 
created  muoh  merriment  by  brandishing  their  weapons  to  keep  a 
a  passage,  but  they  had  not  the  agile  grace  of  the  old  retain^ii  of  our 
ancient  Corporation,  and  the  procession,  though  the  best  we  have  seen 
in  Norwich  since  the  Mimicipal  Reform  Act  passed,  fell  short  of  that 
imposing  dignity  which  graced  our  ancient  displays  of  civic  pomp. 
His  Royal  Highness,  who  was  the  guest  of  the  Bishop  of  Norwioh,  left 
the  city  on  the  15th. 

12. — ^Tlie  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Triennial  Musical  Festiral  com- 
menced at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  with  a  grand  evening  concert,  at  which 
selections  from  "  U  Matrimonio  Segreto "  and  from  "  Le  Nozzi  di 
Figaro  *'  were  given.  The  following  were  the  principal  items  in  the 
week's  prograirime  : — Sept.  13th,  "The  Christian's  Prayer"  and  seleo- 
tions  from  "  The  Creation  " ;  evening,  "  The  First  Walpurgis  Night " 
and  selections  from  "La  Clemenza  di  Tito";  Sept.  14th,  "Elijah"; 
evening,  selection  from  "  Fidelio,"  &c. ;  Sept.  15th,  "  Davidde  Peni- 
tente  "  and  "  Israel  in  Elgypt."  In  the  evening  a  dtess  ball  was  given, 
at  which  Jullien's  band  performed.  The  principal  vocalists  at  the 
Festival  were  Madlame  Yiardot  Garcia,  Madame  Castellan,  Mdlle. 
Alboni,  Miss  Anne  Williams,  Miss  Martha  Williams,  Mr.  Sims  Reeves, 
Mr.  Lockey,  Mr.  H.  Phillips,  Mr.  H.  Whitmore,  and  Signer  Lablache. 
Mr.  H.  Blagrove  was  leader  of  the  band,  Mr.  Benedict  conductor,  and 
Mr.  Harcourt  organist.  The  gross  receipts  were  £6,266  4s.  2d. ;  the 
gross  expenses  £4,598  10s.  7d.,  and  the  net  surplus  £667  13s.  9d. 

21. — ^Lord  George  Bentinok,  M.P.,  was  discovered  dead  on  a  footpath 
at  Thoresby,  about  six  miles  from  his  seat  at  Welbeck.  The  Coroner's 
jury  found  that  death  was  due  to  heart  disease.  The  deceased  noble- 
man  was  first  elected  for  King's  Lynn  in  1828,  in  succession  to  his 
tmcle,  Lord  William  Bentinck.  He  had  previously  acted  as  pHvate 
secretary  to  Mr.  Canning,  a  near  relative  by  marriage.  His  lordship 
was  the  reooguised  leader  of  the  Protectionist  party,  and  as  a  firm 
supporter  of  the  Turf  did  muoh  to  reform  the  abuses  which  existed 
upon  it  in  his  time.  The  vacancy  created  by  his  death  in  the  repre- 
sentation of  Lynn  was  filled  by  the  election  of  the  Hon.  K  H.  Stanley, 
who  was  retiurned  without  opposition  on  December  22nd:. 

23. — Under  the  provisions  of  the  new  Tavern  Act,  the  public-houses 
in  Norwich  were  closed  at  12  p.m.  "  The  streets  in  the  lower  parts  of 
the  city  and  all  round  the  Market  Place  were  crowded  with  persons 
returning  home  with  pots  of  malt  liquor."  On  the  25th  informations 
were  preferred  against  many  publicans  for  failing  to  close  their  houses 
at  the  prescribed  time. 

28. — Died  at  Pulham,  aged  43,  Mr.  R.  B.  Harvey,  a  well-known  flock- 
master,  who  did  much  to  improve  the  breed  of  sheep  in  Norfolk.  He 
was  a  frequent  exhibitor  at  the  shows  of  the  Royal  Agricultural  Society 
and  of  the  local  agricultural  associations. 


OCTOBER. 


17. — The  first  conviction  under  the  new  Act  for  preventing  the 
extension  of  diseases  in  sheep  was  recorded  at  Norwich,  when  Mr. 
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Bettgy  cattle  dealer,  of  Old  Buokenham,  was  fined  far  exposing  on  the 
Castle  Meadow  sheep  that  were  suffering  from  sheep-pox  or  variola 
oyinSb 

23. — ^The  Adelphi  'Rieatre,  Norwich,  was  opened  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Mr.  George  Smith,  formerly  lessee  of  the  Theatre  Royal.  The 
oompanj  included  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sidney  (Miss  J.  Trafford). 

3L — St.  Matthew's  church,  Thorpe  Hamlet,  Norwich,  at  which 
building  operations  commenced  in  the  second  week  in  August,  was 
"  f oimded  "  by  the  chairman  and  members  of  the  committee. 


NOVEMBER. 

9. — ^Mr.  Samuel  Bignold  was  elected  Mayor,  and  Mr.  Robert  Cham- 
berlin  appointed  Sheriff  of  Norwich. 

13. — ^A  salmon  weighing  9  ll».  was  captured  in  the  river  near 
Trowse  Bridge,  Norwich. 

21. — ^Died  at  Richmond,  Mr.  William  James  Achilles  Abington,  M.A., 
barrister-at^law,  of  the  Middle  Temple,  aged  41,  the  only  siirviving  son 
of  Mr.  William  Abington,  of  the  East  India  House.  The  d^eoeased 
gentleman  was  in  1845  lessee  of  Norwich  Theatre. 

28. — ^Madame  Dulcken,  pianist  to  the  Queen,  gave  a  grand  concert 
at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  Norwich. 

^Mr.  Isaac  Jermy,  Recorder  of  Norwich,  and  Mr.  Jenny  Jermy, 

his  son,  were  murdered  at  Stanfield  Hall,  Wymondham,  by  James 
Blomfield  Rush.  Mrs.  Jermy  Jermy  and  her  maid,  Elizabeth  Cbiastney, 
alarmed  by  the  report  of  the  firearm,  proceeded  to  the  assistance  of  the 
victims,  and  were  severely  woimded,  the  former  in  the  arm  and  the 
latter  in  the  hip,  by  another  shot  fired'  by  the  murderer.  Rush  was 
apprehended  the  same  night  at  his  house.  Potash  Farm,  by  Police- 
constable  Mortar,  of  the  Norwich  city  police,  and  conveyed  to  Wymond- 
ham  Bridewell.  The  first  examination  of  th«  prisoner  took  place  on 
the  29th,  before  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  R.  Wilson,  Mr.  Cann,  and  Mr. 
Parker.  He  was  afterwards  taken  to  Stanfield  Hall,  where  Mrs.  Jermy 
Jermy  identified  him  as  her  assailant.  Rush  was  further  examined  at 
Wymondham  Bridewell  on  the  30th.  At  the  adjourned  hearing  on 
December  2nd,  Emily  Sandford,  his  housekeeper,  gave  evidence,  and 
the  prisoner  was  committed  to  Norwich  Castle,  where  the  third  hearing 
was  conducted  in  private  on  December  5th.  The  final  examinations 
took  place  at  the  Castle  on  the  13th  and  14th ;  on  the  latter  date  the 
depositions  were  publicly  read,  and  the  prisoner  was  formally  com- 
mitted to  take  his  trial  on  the  charge  of  wilful  murder.  On  the  19th 
he  was  taken,  under  writ  of  habeas  corpus y  to  Stanfield  Hall,  where 
Chastney  gave  evidence  in  his  presence.  The  inquest  on  Mr.  Jermy 
and  Mr.  Jermy  Jermy  was  opened  by  Mr.  Press  at  the  King*s  Head  Inn, 
Wymondliam,  on  November  30th,  and  adjourned  sittings  were  held  on 
December  Ibt,  2nd,  and  5th.  On  the  ln<t-r;nij*Ml  day  tin*  Curuiier 
issued  a  warrant  for  the  detention  of  Emily  Sandford  in  Wymondham 
BridewelL  The  final  sitting  of  the  Coroner's  Court  was  held  on 
December  19th,  when  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  wilful  murder 
against  Rush.  The  funeral  of  Mr.  Jermy  and  his  son  took  place  at 
Wymondham  church,  on  December  5th.     (See  March  29th,  1849.) 
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DECEMBER. 

22. — Mr.  Prenderpafit,  of  the  Norfolk  Circuit,  qualified  ajs  Recorder 
of  Norwich,  in  the  room  of  Mr.  Isaac  Jermj,  deceased. 

26. — Pablo  Fanque's  Circus  opened  for  the  ChristnMis  holidays  at 
the  Victoria  Gardens,  Norwich.  (On  September  15th,  1849,  this  circus 
proprietor  was  referred  to  as  "  our  fellow-citizen,  Mr.  Darby,  o/mm 
Pablo  Fanque.") 

Norwich  Theatre  was  opened  for  the  season,  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Mr.  Charles  Dillon.  The  pieces  produced  were  "  Virginius," 
and  the  pantomime  '*  The  Naughty  Boys,  Smith,  Brown,  Jones,  and 
Robinson,  or  Harlequin  and  the  Great  Sea  Serpent." 

30. — St.  Mary's  church,  Norwich,  was  described  as  being  in  a  most 
disgraceful  and  dilapidated  condition.  ''It  was  re-pewed  in  1827  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Wodehouse,  and  was  then  one  of  the  neatest  parish 
churches  in  Norwich." 


1849. 


JANUARY. 

22. — ^Mdlle.  Jenny  Lind,  assisted  by  Miss  Dolby,  Signer  Belletti,  and 
Signer  Marras,  gave  an  evening  concert  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich, 
in  aid  of  the  charities  of  the  city.  On  the  23rd  she  sang  at  a  morning 
concert  in  furtherance  of  the  same  object.  The  total  receipts  amounted 
to  XI, 859  lis.,  and  £1,250  remained  after  the  payment  of  expenses. 
The  services  of  the  famous  jsinger  were  rendered  quite  gratuitously. 
The  Mayor  (Mr.  Bignold)  and  members  of  the  Corporation  waited!  upon 
her  at  the  Palace,  where  she  was  staying  as  the  guest  of  Bishop 
Stanley,  and  presented  to  her  an  address  expressive  of  the  thanks  of 
the  citizens. 


FEBRUARY. 

2. — ^Mr.  Miohael  Beverley,  of  Fornoett  St.  Mary,  a  popular  sports- 
man in  South  Norfolk,  was  killed  whilst  hunting  with  Mr.  Fellowee' 
hounds  at  Moulton.    He  was  in  his  60th  year. 

4. — ^Many  himdred  persons  assembled  at  Bacton  Wood  Mill,  North 
Walsham,  to  witness  the  baptism  by  immersion  in  the  mill  stream  of 
several  men  and  women  *'  who  had  embraced  the  faith  of  Mormonitee, 
or  Latter-day  Saints." 

13. — A  public  meeting  was  held  -at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  under  the 
presidency  of  the  Mayor,  at  which  resiolutions  w^ere  adopted  in  favour 
of  a  national  rate,  and  condemnatory  of  the  laws  of  settlement  and 
removal,  "  which  drove  the  poor  to  reside  in  large  towns  and  unjustly 
limited  their  field  of  labour."     Another  resolution  condemned  the  gross 
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inequality  in  the  asseesments  of  the  Tarious  parishes  in  England  and 
Wales  to  the  relief  of  the  poor.  A  petition  was  ordered  to  be  presented 
to  Parliament  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  resolutions. 

17. — ^A  severe  outbreak  of  cholera  was  recorded  at  Rudham,  where 
twentj-four  deaths  had  occurred  up  to  this  date.  "  Extreme  poverty 
and  dirt  had  muoh  to  do  with  this  awful  visitation." 

27. — ^The  agitation  for  the  repeal  of  the  Malt  Tax  was  re-opened  at 
a  meeting  of  the  farmers  of  West  Norfolk,  held  at  the  Market  Hall, 
Lynn.  It  was  decided  to  petition  Parliament  in  favoiur  of  the  repeal. 
Many  meetings  were  h«ld  with  the  same  object  in  other  parts  of  the 
county. 

28. — Died  at  Leyton,  aged  54,  Mr.  Charles  Fox,  engraver.  He  was 
a  son  of  Robert  Fox,  a  steward  on  the  Costessey  estate,  received  lessons 
in  drawing  from  Charles  Hodgson,  at  Norwich,  and  was  apprenticed  to 
Mr.  Edwards,  engraver,  of  Bungay.  "  His  exquisite  line  engravings 
are  well  known  by  those  who  value  the  highest  specimens  of  skill  in 
that  department  and  by  the  lovers  of  fine  English  prints." 


MARCH. 

13. — ^EJlihu  Burritt  addressed  a  public  meeting  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall, 
Norwich,  in  favour  of  the  settlement  of  national  disputes  by  arbitra- 
tion instead  of  by  force  of  arms. 

20. — ^The  railway  from  Dereham>  to  Fakenham  was  opened  for 
passenger  and  goods  traffic. 

25. — ^Died  at  the  Grove,  Holt,  in  his  64th  year.  Major  T.  A.  Girlinp^, 
formerly  of  the  5th  Fusiliers,  with  whom  he  served  in  the  Peninsula 
War.  He  was  for  some  years  adjutant  of  the  Norfolk  Yeomanry 
Cavalry. 

29. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  before  Mr.  Baron  Rolfe,  the  trial  com- 
menced of  James  Blomfield  Rush  for  the  Stanheld  Hall  murders.  Mr. 
Serjeant  Byles,  Mr.  Prendergast,  and  Mr.  Evans  were  counsel  for  the 
prosecution,  and  the  prisoner  conducted  his  own  defence.  The  case 
was  opened  at  nine  a.n^.,  and  the  Court  adjourned  at  seven  p.nL  On 
the  30th  Elmily  Sandford  gave  evidence,  and  was  in  the  witnessrbox 
nine  and  a  half  hours.  Her  examination  in  chief  lasted  two  hours,  and 
the  prisoner  subjected  her  to  seven  and  a  half  hours'  cross-examination, 
mostly  on  irrelevant  matters.  On  the  3l8t  the  Court  sat  from  nine 
a.m.  to  7.30  p.m. ;  and  the  case  for  the  Crown  was  completed  on  Mon- 
day, April  2nd.  The  prisoner  commenced  his  address  to  the  jury 
shortly  after  nine  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  3rd,  and  had  not  con- 
cluded when  the  Court  rose  at  ten  minutes  to  eight  o'clock.  "  It  was 
full  of  repetitions,  and  everything  material  might  have  been  said  in 
a  tithe  of  the  time."  The  address  was  resumed  at  nine  a.m.  on  April 
4th,  and  concluded  at  twelve  o'clock,  the  prisoner  in  the  two  days 
having  spoken  nearly  fourteen  hours.  Mr.  Serjeant  Byles  then  replied 
for  the  Crown.  The  Judge  smnmed  up,  the  jury,  after  a  few  minutes' 
oonsultation,  returned  a  verdict  of  guilty,  and  sentence  of  death  wafi 
passed.  Throughout  the  trial  the  Court  was  densely  crowded.  The 
jury  were  conveyed  each  night  to  the  Maid's  Head  Hotel,  where  the 
assembly-room  was  specially  fitted  up  for  their  aooommodation  as  a 
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Bleeping  apartment ;  and  on  Sunday,  April  Ist,  tkey  attended  morning 
and  afternoon  service  at  the  Cathedral,  under  the  escort  of  the  county 
ofRcials.     (See  April  21st.) 


APRIL. 

2. — The  garrison  steeplechases  of  the  16th  Lancers  took  place  at 
Stanninghall,  near  Spizworth. 

21. — ^The  execution  of  James  Blomfield  Bush,  for  the  Stanfield  Hall 
murders,  took  place  on  the  Castle  Hill,  Norwich,  in  the  presence  of  an 
enormous  gathering  of  spectators.  ThousaadB  of  persons  entered  the 
city  by  road — "  one  woman  who  had  been  confined  only  three  weeks 
trayelled  from  the  country  on  foot  fourteen  miles  during  the  previous 
night,  in  order  to  be  present " — and  many  thousands  more  were  brought 
in  by  the  trains.  Cheap  return  tickets  were  issued  from  London  to 
Norwich,  and  the  persons  who  availed*  themselves  of  the  facilities  were 
principally  members  of  the  "  swell  mob."  At  Attleboraugh  station 
the  London  detectives  who  travelled  by  the  train  transferred  the  gang 
to  an  up-train  ;  several  who  evaded  the  police  were  apprehended 
immediately  on  their  arrival  at  Norwich  and  conveyed  to  the  Police 
Station,  where  they  remained  in  custody  until  after  the  execution.  The 
culprit  was  hanged  at  noon,  by  Calcraft.  *'  The  greatest  silence  pre- 
vailed, the  solemn  stillness  being  only  broken  by  the  solitary  shriek  of 
a  woman  who  had  fainted  in  the  crowd." 


MAY. 

19. — ^Major  Loftus,  commanding  Prince  Albert'a  Own  Norfolk 
Yeomanry  Cavalry,  announced  to  the  officers,  non-ccHmnissioned 
officers,  and  privates,  that  the  Earl  of  Leicester,  as  Lord  Lieutenant, 
had  advised  the  authorities  that,  in  consequence  of  local  circimistances, 
it  wa«  expedient  to  disband  the  regiment.  Major  Loftus  complained 
that  the  Lord  Lieutenant  would  assign  "  no  cause  for  this  uncere- 
monious dismissal."  He  added* :  *'  My  duty  is  noiw  to  give  you  my  last 
word  of  command,  which  is  to  obey  tiie  orders  of  her  Majesty's 
Secretary  of  State  and  to  desire  that  you  deliver  up  all  your  arms, 
clothing,  and  accoutrements  to  the  respective  captains  of  troops,  who 
are  hereby  directed  to  forward*  the  arms  and  sword  belts  to  Comet 
William  Freeman,  at  my  store-room  at  Billingford.  And  I  have  to 
request  that  your  clothing,  saddlery,  Ac,  be  conveyed  to  Holkham 
HaJl,  when  his  lordship  will  have  the  opportunity  of  disposing  of  them 
as  he  and  Sir  George  Grey  may  think  proper,  for  I  shall  give  myself 
no  further  trouble  in  the  matter  after  the  ungracious  manner  in  which 
I  have  been  treated." 

20. — ^A  telegram  was  received  at  Norwich,  announcing  that  the  Queen 
had  been  fired  at  on  the  previous  (Saturday)  evening,  by  an  Irishman 
named  John  Hamilton.  The  National  Anthem  was  played  at  the 
Cathedral  and  at  most  of  the  parish  churches. 

24r. — ^Tlie  Queen^B  birthday  was  celebrated  with  much  rejoicing  in 
Norwich.  The  Sheriff  gave  a  dinner  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall  to  the  in- 
mates of  the  Workhouse  and  Infirmary.     The  16th  Lancers  paraded  in 
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the  Market  Place,  and  the  Corps  of  Pensioners,  under  Capt.  Cookbum, 
fired  a  feu  de  joie.  The  Mayor  entertained  a  large  party  at  luncheon 
at  the  Guildhall,  and  in  the  evening  gave  a  dinner  at  the  Assembly 
Rooms. 

25. — ^Died  at  Montreal,  Sir  Benjamin  D'Urban,  Commander  of  her 
Majesty's  forces  in  British  North  America.  He  saw  much  active  service 
during  the  Peninsula  War,  and  in  1829  became  Colonel  of  the  5lBt 
Foot.  He  was  a  native  of  Norfolk,  and  related  to  the  D'Urban  Blythes 
of  Massingham. 

26.* — "  One  day  last  week  a  fine  aturgeon,  weighing  3  st.  11  lbs., 
and  measuring  5  ft.  9  in.  in  length,  was  caught  in  the  river  at  North- 
wold,  twenty-eight  miles  from  the  sea." 


JUNE. 

5. — The  Rev.  R.  S.  Bayley,  of  Sheffield,  the  originator  and  pro- 
moter, gave  the  first  of  a  series  of  addresses  on  the  aims  and  work 
of  a  new  institution  in  Norwich  known  as  the  People's  College.  Com- 
modious premises  were  taken  in  St.  Greorge  Colegate,  where  students 
were  instructed  under  competent  masters. 

11. — ^Mountjoy  the  pedestrian  commenced  the  task  of  walking  from 
Norwich  to  Yarmouth  and  back  twice  daily  for  six  successive  days,  and 
completed  it  on  the  16th. 

20. — ^Mr.  G.  L.  Coleman,  of  Norwich,  was  presented  with  a  valuable 
piece  of  plate,  in  recognition  of  his  .efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
the  Mayoralty  in  1847-8.  The  presentation  wa«  made  at  a  dinner 
^ven  at  the  Norfolk  Hotel,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Mayor  (Mr. 
Bignold). 

^The  demolition  of  the  old  Guildhall  (or  Chwroh  Hall)  at  Yar- 
mouth commenced.     The  building  had  been  used  as  a  National  Sdbool. 


JULY. 

18. — ^The  annual  show  of  the  Royal  Agricultural  Society  of  England 
was  opened  at  Norwich.  The  show  ground,  which  comprised  about 
fifteen  acres,  was  on  the  old  Heath,  near  Ipswich  Road ;  the  trials  of 
implements  took  place  on  Mr.  Parker's  land  at  Bixley.  H.R.H.  the 
Duke  of  Cambridge  attended  the  show,  and  during  his  one  night's  stay 
in  the  city  was  the  guest  of  the  Mayor.  T^e  society's  dinner,  attended 
by  900  noblemen  and  gentlemen,  was  held  at  St  Andrew's  Hall  on  the 
19th,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Earl  of  Chichester.  The  show,  which 
lasted  two  days,  was  visited  by  22,000  persons. 

20. — **  A  gentleman  well  known  as  Champion  of  the  Yaxe  "  under- 
took to  row  100  miles  in  twenty-four  hours.  He  started'  at  12.35  a.m., 
and  rowed  to  Beccles  Bridge,  a  distance  of  40  miles,  and  returned  to 
Carrow  Bridge ;  he  then  pulled  down  the  river  to  Rockland  Dyke,  and 
back,  a  distance  of  20  miles,  finishing  at  8.28  p.m.,  and  completing  the 
whole  distance  in  19  hrs.  53  mins.  He  rowed  the  last  20  miles  under 
three  hours. 
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23. — ^Mr.  Martin  William  ffolkes,  eldest  son  of  Sir  William  ffolkes, 
Bart.,  of  Hillington  Hall,  whilst  fishing  at  Castle  Rising,  was  killed  by 
lightning.  '*  His  hands  were  not  closed,  and  part  of  a  cigar  he  had 
been  smoking  was  in  his  mouth/' 

24. — ^A  lecture  was  given  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  by  Professor  Isham 
Baggs,  of  the  Polytechnic  Institution,  London,  on  "  The  Economy  and 
Philosophy  of  the  Electrio  Light,  and  its  present  and  prospective  bear- 
ing on  the  vested  interesta  of  Gas  Companies.''  The  electric  light  waa 
shown  by  the  aid  of  a  powerful  voltaic  battery.  It  was  described  as 
'*  a  light  of  dazzling  lufetre  and  surpassing  brilliancy,  on  which  no  eye 
can  steadily  gaze.  The  figures  on  the  various  paintings  in  the  Hall 
appeared  to  start  from  the  canvas,  and  every  living  face  displayed  an 
almost  supernatural  brilliancy  and  expression.  The  gas  seemed  ex- 
tinguished amid  the  new  blaze  of  light. ^' 

27. — Lieut.  Gale,  R.N.,  "  of  Cremome  celebrity,"  made  a  balloon 
ascent  from  the  Cellar  Gardens,  Pockthorpe,  Norwich,  accompanied  by 
Mr.  A.  W.  Pashley,  of  Harleston,  and  Mr.  Nevey.  "There  was  a 
second  car  or  false  bottom  attached  by  a  rope  to  the  balloon,  and  when 
at  the  altitude  of  about  a  mile  this  waa  lowered  thirty  or  forty  feet. 
A  rope  ladder  was  fixed  to  it  from  a  trap  door  in  the  car,  and  by  th«t 
the  gallant  aeronaut  descended  into  the  lower  car,  from  whioh  he 
discharged  shells  and  other  pyrotechnics."  The  descent  waa  made  in  a 
field  near  Coldham  Hall. 


AUGUST. 

23. — A  grand  cricket  match,  between  an  eleven  of  All  England  and 
twenty  of  Norfolk  commenced  on  the  Norwich  Ground.     All  EngliJid, 
63—63;  Norfolk,  118—11. 

25.* — "  Several  of  those  new  coins,  the  florin,  have  found  their  way 
to  Norwich.  It  is  a  handsome  piece  of  money,  but  we  dislike  the  un- 
English  name.  We  also  protest  against  the  omission  of  the  words 
of  the  old  legend  intimating  that  our  beloved  Queen  reigns  by  'the 
Grace  of  God,'  and  that  she  is  the  defender  of  the  faith." 

Particulars  were  g^ven  on  this  date  of  the  marriage  of  the 

notorious  Lola  Montez,  "  the  ex-Countess  of  Lansfeldt,"  with  Mr. 
George  Trafford  Heald,  a  lieutenant  in  the  Life  Guards,  and  an  owner 
of  considerable  landed  property  at  Freebridge  Marshland  and  Walpole 
St.  Peter. 

28. — ^The  Rev.  John  Woolley,  D.C.L.,  was  elected  head  master  of 
Norwich  Free  Grammar  School,  and  on  the  same  day  the  Rev.  Henry 
Banfather,  B.D.,  the  former  master,  was,  on  his  retirement,  presented 
with  a  valuable  piece  of  silver  plate,  subscribed  for  by  the  boys  and 
his  personal  friends. 


SEPTEMBER. 

4. — A  curious  incident  occurred  at  the  Asflemblv  Rooms,  Norwich, 
at  a  lecture  given  by  a  Mrs.  Hamilton,  on  *'  A  phrenological  analysis 
of  the  heads  and  speeches  of  three  of  the  speakers  at  the  8oir6e  given 
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on  the  16th  ult.  to  celebrate  the  opening  of  the  People's  College." 
Tlie  persons  referred  to  were  Mr.  J.  H.  Tillett,  Mr.  Wheeler,  and  Mr. 
J.  W.  Dowson.  The  lecturer,  amid  much  disturbance,  stated  that  Mr. 
Tillett  had  "  a  large  love  of  approbation,  too  little  veneration,  and  a 
large  portion  of  self-esteem  " ;  Mr.  Wheeler  had  "  little  veneration  or 
philo-progenitiveness " ;  and  Mr.  Dowson's  head  "  showed  beautiful 
Christian  development."  Mr.  Tillett  rose  from  his  seat  and  described 
the  lecture  as  '^  a  mass  of  rhodomontade,  as  an  imposition,  as  non- 
conclusive,  and  as  most  of  it  foreign  to  the  subject.  He  denounced  this 
lecturing  on  heads,  and  asked  what  would  be  thought  if  he  brought 
down  a  phrenologist  to  lecture  on  the  heads  of  his  opponents  ?  " 

4. — ^A  balloon  asoent  wa»  made  from  the  Cavalry  Barracks,  Norwich, 
by  Mr.  Green,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Rush,  of  Elsenham  Hall,  Essex, 
*'  who  was  desirous  of  trying  some  experiments  with  a  new  instrument 
called  an  aneroid  barometer  invented'  by  himself,  and  the  first  ever 
made  on  the  new  principle."  The  balloon  descended  in  a  field  at  West 
Newton. 

6.— The  death  of  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Edward  Stanley,  Bishop  of 
Norwich.,  occurred  at  Brahan  Castle,  near  Dingwall,  Ross-shire.  The 
body  was  conveyed  from  Invergordon  by  sea  by  the  steamer  Duke  of 
Sutherland,  and  landed  at  Yarmouth  on  the  19th.  It  arrived  at  Nor- 
wich on  the  same  day,  and  was  deposited  in  the  Palace  Chapel,  where 
it  lay  in  state  on  the  20th,  and  was  interred  in  the  centre  of  the 
Cathedral  nave  on  the  2l8t.  "Anthony  Sparrow  (60th  Bishop),  ob. 
1685,  was  the  last  prelate  buried  in  the  Cathedral."  Bishop  Stanley 
waa  the  second  son  of  Sir  J.  T.  Stanley,  of  Alderley,  Cheshire,  and  was 
born  January  1st,  1779.  He  was  elected  to  the  vacant  see  of  Norwich 
on  the  death  of  Bishop  Bathurst  in  1837.  "  His  lordship  was  a  Liberal 
in  politics,  but  more  of  the  Whig  than  the  Radical,  and  although  too 
conciliatory  to  Dissenters,  he,  of  late  years  in  particular,  showed  him- 
self devoutedly  attached  to  the  Church."  He  was  Clerk  of  the  Closet 
to  the  Queen,  President  of  the  Linnean  Society,  and  one  of  the  Com- 
missioners appointed  in  1848  to  enquire  into  the  state  ol  the  British 
Museum. 

8. — A  meeting  of  medical  practitioners  was  held  at  the  Guildhall, 
Norwich,  to  consider  the  best  means  of  preventing  the  spread  of 
cholera.  Rooms  were  hired  in  different  parts  of  the  city  for  dis- 
pensing medicines,  and  special  forms  of  prayer  were  used  in  all  the 
churches  and  chapels.  November  15th,  the  day  appointed  for  thanks- 
giving "  for  deliverance  from  the  scourge  which  has  lately  visited  this 
land,"  was  observed  in  Norwich  by  the  entire  suspension  of  business. 
All  classes  of  citizens  attended  the  services  held  at  the  Cathedral  and 
the  parish  churches. 

OCTOBER. 

2. ^Victoria  Gardens,  Norwich,  for  so  many  generations  the  popular 

resort  of  the  citizens,  were  dismantled  on  this  date,  when  Mr.  William 
Wilde,  auctioneer,  sold  "  the  ranges  of  drinking  boxes,  seats  and  tables, 
the  scenery,  fittings,  and  machinery  in  the  theatre,  the  fittings, 
benches,  &c.,  in  the  circus  and  saloon,  the  materials  of  the  firework 
house,  the  porter  bar,  cake-room,  &o."    The  sale  was  held  by  order 
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of  the  directors  of  the  Ea«teni  Union  Railway  Company,  who  had 
acquired  the  property  a«  the  site  for  their  Norwioh  terminua. 

3. — ^Mr.  Joseph  Hume,  M.P.,  Sir  Joshua  Walmisley,  M.P.,  Mr.  George 
ThompBon,  M.P.,  Mr.  J.  H.  Parry,  Mr.  Fearpfus  O'Connor,  M.P.,  e.nd 
other  members  of  the  National  Reform  Association,  addressed  a  large 
meetinof  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  Norwioh,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
local  branch  of  the  association.     Mr.  J.  H.  Tillett  presided. 

22. — Madame  Sontag,  Siprnor  Calzobari,  Signer  BoUetti,  Signer  F. 
Lablache,  and  M.  Thalberg  appeared  at  a  grand  conoert  given  at  St. 
Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich.    A  second  performance  took  place  on  the  23rd. 

^A  public  meeting  was  held  at  the  Independent  chapel,  Diss,  for 

the  purpose  of  hearing  statements  from  Mr.  James  Everett  respecting 
the  expulsion  of  himself  and  Messrs.  Dunn  and  Griffith  from  the 
Wesleyan  Conference.  On  the  24th  a  similar  meeting  was  held  at  St. 
Andrew's  Hall,  Norwich,  when  resolutions  were  peseedf  oondemnatory 
of  the  action  of  the  Conference  and  expressive  of  sympathy  with  t/he 
expelled  ministers.  The  agitation  was  continue  until  June  22nd, 
1850,  on  the  19th  of  which  month  another  meeting  took  place  at  St. 
Andrew's  Hall,  at  which  the  Wesleyan  Reformers  uttered  "violent 
tirades  against  the  Conference,  the  Missionary  Committee,  and  other 
ruling  bodies  of  Wesleyanism."  In  December,  1850,  a  series  of  dis- 
turbances occurred  at  Lenwade,  where  the  services  of  the  chapel  were 
stopped  and  the  preacher,  the  Rev.  C.  Povah,  assaulted  with  stones  and 
burnt  in  effi^.  Magisterial  proceedings  at  Reepham  were  followed  by 
an  application  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  for  an  injunction  to  restrain 
certain  persons  from  interrupting  Mr.  Povah  and  other  ministers  in  the 
performance  of  religious  worship  at  the  Wesleyan  chapel,  Cawston. 
The  affidavits  read  disclosed  a  number  of  gross  outrages  upon  the 
ministers,  extending  over  the  period  of  six  months.  Issue  of  the  in- 
junction was  stayed  upon  the  defendants  entering  into  an  undertaking 
not  to  disturb  or  molest  the  plaintiffs  in  the  exercise  of  their  duties. 

26. — Immense  quantities  of  fish  were  caught  oflF  Yarmouth.  Tke 
herring  boats  had  from  100,000  to  200,000  fish  on  board.  Cartloads 
of  fish  were  taken  to  Norwich  and  sold  at  the  following  rates :  — Fresh 
herring,  10  for  one  penny;  boaters,  25  for  sixpence;  cod,  one  penny 
per  pound ;  soles,  from  three  halfpence  to  twopence  per  pair. 

30. — Died  at  Quidenham  Hall,  the  Earl  of  Albemarle.  Bom  on  May 
Uth,  1772,  he  married,  on  April  9th,  1792,  the  Hon.  Elizabeth  South- 
well, four  years  his  junior,  who  became  the  mother  of  sixteen  children. 
Mr.  T.  W.  Coke,  though  old  enough  to  be  Lord  Albemarle's  father, 
became  his  son-in-law  in  1822,  when  he  espoused  Lady  Anne  Eeppel. 
His  lordship  married  secondly,  on  February  11th,  1822,  Charlotte 
Susannah,  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Hunloke,  Bart. 


NOVEMBER. 

5. — Downham  Market  was  lighted  with  ffas  for  the  first  time.  The 
event  was  celebrated  by  a  dinner  at  the  Queen's  Head  and  bv  other 
rejoicings. 

6. — The  Oddfellows  of  the  Norwioh  District,  to  the  number  of  700, 
dined  at  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  W.  M.  Eitton. 
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7. — The  Norwioh  eztensioii  railway  of  the  Eastern  Union  line, 
completing  the  oommunioation  with  London  via  Ipswich,  Colchester, 
and  Chelmsford,  was  opened  on  this  date.  It  was  part  of  the  plan  of 
the  Eastern  Union  Company,  whose  Act  for  making  the  railway  from 
Ipswich  to  Coloheeter  was  obtained  in  1844.  The  line  was  commenced 
in  1845,  and  opened  on  June  11th,  1846.  In  1845  another  Act  was 
passed  for  making  a  railway  from  Ipswich  to  Bury  St.  Eidmund's,  and 
in  1846  an  Act  was  obtained  for  making  the  Ipswich  and  Norwich 
extension.  In  the  latter  year  an  Act  was  also  passed  for  the  amslgamar 
tion  of  the  Eastern  Union  and  the  Ipswich  and  Bury  Railway  Com- 
panies, and  by  the  two  united  the  Norwich  line  was  oonstructed.  Mr. 
Locke  was  the  engineer-in-chief,  Mr.  Bruff  the  resident  engineer,  and 
Messrs.  Mackenzie  and  Brassey  the  contractojs.  The  first  train,  oon- 
reying  550  ladies  and  gentlemen,  the  guests  of  the  directors,  started 
from  the  station  ("  constructed  in  part  out  of  the  old  Pantheon  "),  and 
proceeded  to  Stowmarket,  where  refreshments  were  served.  Trains 
from  Bury,  Colchester,  and  Ipswich  brought  600  more  passengers,  and 
the  three  trains  uniting  ran  to  Norwich,  where  they  arrived  at  4.30, 
the  band  of  the  16th  Lancers  playing  the  travellers  into  the  city.  A 
dinner  took  place  at  St.  AndreVs  Hall,  under  the  presidency  of  the 
Mayor  (Mr.  Bignold),  and  the  Sheriff  (Mr.  Chamberlin)  gave  a  ball  in 
the  evening,  at  the  Assembly  Rooms.  The  line  was  opened  for  the 
conveyance  of  cattle  and  goods  on  December  3rd,  and  of  passengers 
on  December  12th. 

9. — Mr.  Henry  Woodcock  was  elected  Mayor,  and  Mr.  James  Colman 
appointed  Sheriff  of  Norwich.  Mr.  Bignold  reminded  the  Council  that 
when  he  took  the  office  of  Mayor  a  distinct  assurance  was  given  that 
there  was  to  be  a  retention  of  the  system-  of  alternate  Whig  and  Tory 
Mayors  and  Sheriffs.  He  would  not  have  accepted  office  but  for  that 
assurance. 


DEOEMBEB. 


2. — ^The  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  S.  Hinds,  Bishop-elect  of  Nor- 
wich, took  place  at  Lam'beth  Palace.  His  lonfohip  was  installed  at 
Norwich  Cathedral  on  January  24th,  1850. 

-Intelligence  wa;ii  received  of  the  death  of  thje  Queen  Dowager. 


The  day  of  the  funeral,  December  13th,  was  observed  in  Norwich  by 
the  partial  closing  of  the  shops. 

20. — ^Died  at  Hampstead,  the  Ven.  Philip  Jennings,  Archdeacon  of 
Norfolk,  aged  66.  He  was  presented  to  his  office  in  1847  by  Bishop 
Stanley. 

27. — ^A  severe  gale  from  the  N.N.W.,  a  heavy  fall  of  snow,  and  a 

high  tide  prevented  railway  communication  with  Yarmouth.     The  line 

was  under  water  for  a  oonsiderable  distance.     The  trains  on  the  lines 

to  London  were  delayed  by  deep  snowdrifts.     An  omnibus  was  run 

between  Norwich  and  Yarmouth  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers. 

''  The  people  on  the  road  stared  with  wonderment  on  seeing  the  siz-in- 

hand  drawing  the  ponderous  vehicle  through  the  snow.''

JANUABY. 

3. — Mr.  Sims  Reeves  took  part  in  a  performance  of  ''  the 
at  St.   Andrew's  Hall,   Norwich.     The  other  vocalists  included  Misa 
Poole,  Miss  Kenneth,  Herr  Formes,  and  Master  Mann. 

10. — A  sculling  match  from  Bramerton  to  Whitlingham,  for  £10 
a  side,  between  R.  Buttle,  of  Norwich,  and  Aldred,  one  of  the  crew 
of  the  "  Young  Company,"  Yarmouth,  waa  won  easily  by  the  former. 

16. — Aylsham  was  for  the  first  time  lighted  with  gas,  an  event  cele^ 
brated  by  the  ringing  of  the  church  bells,  l^  the  distribution  of  beer, 
and  by  a  dinner  and  ball  at  the  Black  Boys  Hotel.  A  display  of  fire- 
works ended  the  festivities. 

18. — Acts  of  disorder  were  committed  by  the  female  faotory  hands 
in  Norwich,  owing  to  an  alteration  being  made  in  tho  working  houra 
They  broke  with  snowballs  the  windows  in  the  house  of  Mr.  Douglas, 
one  of  the  manufacturers,  and  waylaid  him  on  St.  Martin-at-Palace 
Plain.  To  save  himself  from  being  strij^^ed  naked,  he  took  refuge  in 
a  neighbouring  office. 

20. — ^Died  at  Ranworth,  the  Rev.  T.  B.  Greaves,  for  forty  years  vicar 
of  South  Lynn,  and  thirty-six  years  vicar  of  Wiggenhall  St.  Ciles.  He 
was  the  author  of  a  volume  of  poems  entitled,  "  Greavea^  Wild<emee8." 

28. — ^A  meeting,  convened  by  the  High  Sheriff  (Col.  Maaon),  on  the 
requisition  of  3,000  signatories,  was  held  at  Swaffham,  "  for  the  pur- 
pose of  adopting  means  to  seoure  the  return  of  a  Protective  policy/* 
The  railway  companies  ran  special  trains  for  the  convenience  of  persons 
desirous  of  attending  the  meeting.  The  High  Sheriff  waa  supported  hy 
Lord  Orford,  Lord  Sondes,  and  the  members  for  the  division.  A  reso- 
lution was  adopted  to  the  effect  that  the  depression  under  which  the 
agricultural,  commercial,  and  industrial  classes  laboured  was  owing 
principally  to  legislative  enactments,  an<}  nothing  but  a  return  to  a 
protective  policy  could  restore  the  p>ermajient  prosperity  of  agriculture, 
trade,  and  commerce.  It  waa  decided  to  present  to  the  Queen  and  to 
Parliament  a  petition  embodying  these  views. 

FEBRUARY. 

11. — ^A  public  meeting  was  'held  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  to  give 
the  citizens  the  opportunity  of  expressing  their  opinion  upon  the  new 
Water  Works  Bill.  A  resolution  was  adopted  in  its  favour.  On  the 
12th  the  Town  Council  agreed  to  petition  the  House  of  Commons  in 
opposition  to  the  Bill,  on  the  ground  principally  that  no  provision  was 
made  for  such  a  supply  of  water  as  the  inhabitants  required,  and  that 
the  scale  of  rates  was  too  high.  On  the  19thi  the  Corporation 
authorised  the  expenditure  of  £250  ''  to  d^efray  the  expense  of  defend- 
ing the  rights  of  the  present  Water  Works  Company  and  of  opposing 
the  new  Water  Work«  Bill  in  Parliament."    On  March  27th  Mr.  David 
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SteTenson,  C.E.,  Edinburgh,  held  a  publio  inquiry  at  the  Guildhall 
respecting  the  application  for  the  new  Bill,  and!  Bubeequently  made  a 
tour  of  inspeotion.  He  stated  that  Norwich  was  as  badly  supplied  with 
water  as  any  place  he  was  ever  in.  The  Bill  went  before  the  Committee 
of  the  House  of  Commons  on  May  2nd,  and  on  the  16th  was  reported 
to  the  House  of  Lords.  It  passed'  its  third  reading  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  June  3ni  Hie  Town  Council,  on  June  12th,  appointed 
a  committee  to  confer  with  the  promoters  of  the  Bill  as  to  certain 
clauses ;  and  on  June  15th  it  was  announced  that  the  promoters  had 
adopted  a  course  that  was  satisfactory  to  the  representatives  of  the 
Coundl.  Opposition  was  then  withdrawn.  The  first  general  meeting 
of  the  shareholders  of  the  Norwich  Water  Works  Company  was  held  on 
Octob^  15thy  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  Bignold,  chairman  of  the 
company. 

MABOH. 

13. — Festiyities  commenced  at  Shadwell  Court,  and  were  continued 
three  days,  in  celebration  of  the  coming  of  age  of  Sir  Bobert  Jacob 
Buxton,  who  was  presented  by  tho  tenantry  with  a  massive  silver  salver. 
The  band  of  the  2nd  Life  Guards  was  in  attendance. 

24. — Snow  fell  to  the  depth  of  12  inches.  A  dirift  occurred  in  the 
chalk  cutting  between  Narborough  and  Swaffham,  and  delayed  railway 
traffic. 

26. — ^Died  at  Lambeth,  aged  66,  Mr.  William  Bath,  President  of  the 
Money  Order  Office,  St.  Martin's  le  Grand.  He  was  Mayor  of  Yarmouth 
in  1824  and  1826,  and  was  the  first  Mayor  of  that  borough  after  the 
passing  of  the  Municipal  Beformi  Act,  when  he  ocoupied  the  oivic  chair 
during  two  successive  terms. 

APBIL. 

5. — ^At  the  Norfolk  Assizes,  before  Lord  Chief  Baron  Pollock,  Blofield 
John  Ri^  and'  Henry  Senior  were  charged  with  stealing,  embezzling, 
and  misappropriating  various  sums  of  money,  to  the  amount  of  £10,589 
18s.,  the  property  of  their  employers.  Both  prisoners  were  employed 
at  the  Diss  Bank.  The  proprietor,  Mr.  Dyson,  was  taken  seriously  ill 
in  the  month  of  December,  1848,  and  an  arrangement  was  made  that 
Mr.  Thomas  Lombe  Taylor,  son  of  Mr.  Meadows  Taylor,  a  former 
partner  with  Mr.  Dygon,  should  be  taken  into  partnership,  and  the 
partnership  commenced  in  1849.  On  January  19th  Mr.  Dyson  died, 
and  Mr.  Taylor  intended  to  dispose  of  the  business  to  the  firm  of 
Messrs.  Harveys  and  Hudson.  It  became  necessaiy  to  go  through  the 
accounts,  and  then  the  frauds  were  discovered-.  The  prisoners  were 
tried  on  a  charge  of  simple  larceny,  whereupon  they  pleaded  guilty, 
and  were  sentenced,  Riz  to  18  months'  and  Senior  to  12  months' 
imprisonment. 

^The  action,  Bemey  v.  Delane  and  Co.,  was  tried  at  the  Norfolk 

Assizes,  before  Lord  Chief  Baron  Pollock.  The  question  at  issue  was 
the  right  to  the  use  oi  the  stream  which  worked  Taverham  Mills.  The 
def end'ants  manufactured  the  paper  for  "  The  Tim^s  "  newspaper,  **  and 
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their  broadaheets  were  eyefy  day  scattered  round  the  terreatrial  globe, 
and  were  to  be  found  in  every  comer  of  the  earth."  In  order  to  carry 
on  their  business,  the  defendants  had  the  right  to  raise  the  stream 
behind  their  mills ;  they  had  not  only  raised  it  to  the  height  they  were 
entitled  to  enjoy,  but  very  much  higher ;  so  high  that  they  had  flooded 
the  lands  of  Mr.  Thomas  Trench  Bemey,  and  had  rendered  them  useless 
for  sheep  grazing.  The  case  was  ultimately  referred  to  Mr.  Russell 
Gumey,  and  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff  was  taken  on  account  of  the 
damage  laid  in  the  declaration,  subject  to  such  reference. 

17. — ^The  Mayor  of  Norwich  (Mr.  Woodcock)  having  offered  to  pro- 
vide an  illuminated  clock  and  clock  turret  at  tho  Guildhall,  on  condi- 
tion that  the  Corporation  removed  the  false  celling  in  the  Gouaoil 
Chamber  and  laid  open  the  old  roof,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  to 
aocept  the  clock.  It  was  made  by  Messrs.  Moore,  of  Clerkenwell, 
London,  and  fixed  in  a  turret  designed  by  Mr.  Kerr,  in  the  month  of 
October. 

30. — ^The  headquarters  ot  the  16th  Lancers  marched  from*  Norwich 
for  Hounslow. 


MAY. 

1. — Sultzer's  public  baths  were  opened  in  St.  Augustine's,  Norwich. 
In  the  course  of  six  months  they  were  used  by  10,943  persons. 

4. — ^Attention  was  directed  to  the  system  then  becoming  more  preva- 
lent than  ever,  of  driving  dogs  in  trucks  or  small  carts  along  the 
public  roads.  "  To  say  nothing  of  the  cruelty  to  the  dogs,  few  horses 
will  pass  them  without  risk  of  accident." 

6. — The  season  terminated  at  Norwich  Theatre.  The  house  was 
under  the  management  of  Mr.  Clarence  (afterwards  known  as  Mr. 
Clarcnoe  Holt). 

14. — ^The  Norwich  Town  Council  adopted  an  address  of  congratular 
tion  to  the  Queen  and  Prince  Albert  upon  the  birth,  on  May  1st,  of  a 
Prince  (Prince  Arthiur,  Ihike  of  Connaught). 

16. — ^Mr.  W.  Lee,  C.E.,  one  of  the  Inspeotors  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
opened,  at  the  Guildhall,  Norwich,  a  public  inquiry  into  the  sanitary 
state  of  the  city.     It  lasted  eight  days. 

A  sturgeon,  measuring  6  ft.  2  in.  in  length  and  3  ft.  6  in.  in 

girth,  and  weighing  15  st.  3  lbs.,  was  shot  in  the  river  Wissey,  near 
Hilgay  Bridge.  "  It  is  surprising  how  a  fish  of  this  size  could  get  up 
the  river  so  far,  as  it  had  to  pass  through  several  sluices." 

17. — ^Died  at  Mill  Hill,  Hendon,  aged  67,  Sir  James  Flower,  Bart. 
He  was  a  son  of  the  first  baronet,  by  the  eldest  daughter  and  oo-heireas 
of  Mr.  James  Squire,  of  Portsmouth.  In  1816  he  married  the  daughter 
of  Sir  Walter  Stirling,  Bart.  He  succeeded  hia  father  in  1834.  In 
1838  he  filled  the  office  of  High  Sheriff  of  Norfolk,  and  in  1843  was 
appointed  a  deputy-lieutenant  for  Herefordshire.  A  Conservative  in 
politics,  he  contested  the  representation  of  Thetford  with  the  Earl  of 
Euston,  when  a  "  double  return  "  resulted.  On  petition.  Sir  James 
was  declared  the  sitting  member.  The  first  baronet  was  an  alderman 
of  the  City  of  London,  who  filled  the  office  of  Lord  Mayor  in  the  year 
of  the  Jubilee, 
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19. — Lieut.  John  Allen,  conunander  of  the  Prince  of  Walea  Revenue 
cutter,  boarded  off  Happisburgh  a  Teesel  named  the  Sea  Flower,  of 
Hull,  and  found  her  laden  with  122  bales  of  oomtraband  tobacco  of 
50  lbs.  each,  the  duty  upon  which  amounted  to  £900.  The  veasel  and 
cargo  were  oonfiacatedL 

24. — ^The  headquarters  of  the  11th  Hussars  "arrived  at  Norwich, 
under  command  of  Gol.  the  Earl  of  Cardigan.  ''  This  regiment  has  a 
fine  appearance.  The  uniform  is  blue  jacket,  braided,  scarlet  trousen, 
and  beiEurskin  cap." 

The  Queen's  birthday  was  celebrated  at  Norwioh  by  the  Pock- 

thorpe  "Corporation"  parading  in  the  Market  Place,  ''the  'Mayor' 
and  '  Aldermen '  wearing  their  scarlet  gowns  and  bearing  themselves 
with  all  the  conscious  dignity  of  office."  The  Sheriff  of  Norwioh  (Mr. 
James  Colman)  entertained  the  inmates  of  the  Workhouse,  the  In- 
firmary, and  the  Boys'  Home  to  dinner  «it  St.  Andrew's  Hall,  and  the 
Mayor  (Mr.  Woodcook)  gave  a  dinner  at  the  Assembly  Rooms. 

29. — A  new  organ,  the  gift  ol  Col.  Mason,  was  opened  at  Necton 
ohuroh. 


JUNE. 

5. — An  eztraordinaiy  will  was  left  by  Miss  Margaret  Creake,  of  St. 
AndreVsy  Norwich,  whose  death  occurred  on  this  data  She  was  the 
last  of  three  sisters,  very  eccentric  in  their  manners  and  parsimonious 
in  their  way  of  living.  She  directed  that  her  relatives  who  chose  to 
prove  their  identity  should  receive  one  shilling  each;  a  legacy  of  £20 
was  left  to  one  neighbour,  and  of  £10  to  another.  She  directed  that 
£50  be  given  to  each  homeless  person  above  68  years  of  age  in  London, 
Ireland,  and  Scotland,  and  that  all  h^  real  estate  be  employed  in 
founding  a  hospital  for  aged  persons,  the  hospital  to  be  built  and  the 
inmates  habited  according  to  her  directiona  The  property,  valued  at 
£20,000,  being  insufficient,  the  wishes  of  the  testatrix  could  not  be 
carried  out  Upwards  of  1,000  persons  visited  the  late  residence  of 
the  deceased,  "  the  filthiness  of  whioh  was  beyond  description.  "  Shortly 
after  the  death  of  Miss  Creake,  a  chemist  named  Woolner,  with  whom 
she  had  been  intimate,  committed  suicide  by  poisoning  himself.  It  was 
then  rumoured  that  the  woman  had  met  with  her  death  by  foul  means. 
The  Coroner  (Mr.  Wilde)  ordered  the  exhumation  of  the  body  from  St. 
Clement's  churchyard.  An  examination  of  the  remAins  was  made  by 
Mr.  T.  W.  Crosse,  who  attributed  death  to  natural  causes. 

9. — ^Died  at  Norwich,  aged  60,  Mr.  John  Green  Crosse,  senior  surgeon 
of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwioh  Hospital.  Mr.  Crosse  was  a  native  of 
Suffolk,  and  received  his  early  professional  education  under  Mr.  Bailey, 
■at  Stowmarket.  After  a  distinguished  career  as  a  medical  student  in 
London,  he  became  demonstrator  of  anatomy  in  Dublin.  He  visited 
Paris,  where  he  made  himself  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  French 
schools  of  medicine  to  enable  him  on  his  return  to  publish  "Sk-  tches 
of  the  Medical  Schools  of  Paris."  He  settled  in  Norwich  in  1815,  and 
in  the  following  year  married!  a  daughter  of  his  former  master  and 
friend.  In  1825  he  was  elected  assistant-surgeon  of  the  Hospital,  and 
on  the  death  of  Mr.  Bond  succeeded  to  the  surgeoncy  on  August  25th, 
1826.    There  he  gained  for  himself  a  surgical  reputation  which  was 
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desoribed  aa  ''  not  local,  not  provincial,  not  Britiah,  not  European,  but 
univeraal."  Mr.  Croeae  waa  one  of  the  foundera  of  the  Pathologioal 
Society;  he  waa  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society,  a  Fellow  of  the  College 
of  Surgeona  of  England,  a  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  the  Univeraitiea  of 
Heidelberg  and  St.  Andrew's,  a  member  of  aeyeral  scientific  bodies,  and 
the  author  ol  many  valuable  profesaional  worka  and  papera.  Hia 
romains  w^e  interred  on  June  14th,  in  the  burial  ground  of  Norwioh 
Cathedral. 


JULY. 


9. — ^Intelligence  wsm  received  in  Norwich  <^  the  death  of  H.RwEL 
the  Duke  of  Cambridge.     The  bellt  of  the  city  churches  were  tolled. 

29.— Mn.  Charles  Gill  (Miss  Vining)  appeared  at  Norwich  Theatre, 
after  an  abeence  of  five  years,  and  waa  enthuaiaationlly  received  by  a 
crowded  house. 


AUGUST. 


3. — Comment  was  made  upon  the  altered  circumatancea  of  the 
Norwioh  Assize  week :  — "  Alterations  in  our  systemi  of  juriapnidenoe 
have  caused  some  change  in  the  character  of  our  Assizes,  and  diminiahed 
the  number  attending  them ;  whilst  changes  of  our  social  system  have 
led  the  higher  classes  to  join  less  in  the  popular  amuaementa  of  the 
people." 

10. — ^Potash  Farm,  formerly  occupied  by  James  Blomfield  Rush, 
waa  sold  by  auction  by  Mr.  Butcher,  for  £3,100.  The  purchiaaer  waa 
Sir  J.  P.  Boileau,  Bart 

17.* — "  Messra.  E.  and  R.  W.  Blake,  of  Norwich,  have  purchased  the 
Yam  Factory,  with  its  machinery,  for  £14,000,  under  direction  of  the 
Master  in  Chancery,  under  tlie  Winding-Up  Act.  The  stock  is  valued 
at  £7,219,  making,  with  the  purchase,  the  sum  total  of  £21,219." 

Died,   Hannah  Sarah  Hancock,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Thomaa 

Wigg  Hancock,  of  St.  Helen's  parsonage,  Norwich.  She  waa  bom  on 
November  8th,  1781.  At  eight  yeej^  of  age  she  compiled  a  dictionary 
for  children,  and  throughout  her  life  took  great  interest  in  music  and 
painting.  She  received  the  silver  medal  of  the  Society  of  Arts  in  1805, 
and  in  1807  was  granted  a  second  silver  medal  by  the  same  society 
for  an  oil  painting  after  the  design  by  Rubens  in  the  altarpiece  at 
Antwerp. 

Considerable    inconvenience  was  caused  at  Norwioh  by  a  strike 

of  the  firemen  and  engine-drivers  on  the  Elastem  Counties  Railway. 

24. — ^Died  at  Birkenhead,  Lieut.-Col.  Edwin  Cruttenden.  Of  an  old 
Norfolk  family,  he  was  bom  in  1784.  He  received  a  commission  in  the 
Royal  Artilleiy  in  1804,  was  stationed  ten  years  in  the  Mauritius,  and 
in  1814  was  engaged  in  the  capture  of  Oswego,  North  America.  He 
was  appointed  Ueutenantrcolonel  in  1841. 
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SEPTEMBER. 

20. — ^At  a  speoial  meeting'  of  the  Norwich  Town  Council,  nn  address 
was  ordered  to  be  presented  to  the  Bishop  of  Norwich  on  his  appoint- 

UcLi>ber  *Lii. 

28. — Died  at  his  residence,  James  Street,  Buckingham  Gate,  Lon- 
don, Mr.  Thomas  Amyot,  F.R.S.,  F.S.A«,  in  his  76th.  year,  He  was 
the  eldest  son  of  Mr.  Peter  Amyot,  of  St.  Peter  Mancroft,  Norwioh, 
and  wajB  articled  to  Meflsrs.  Foster  and  Unthank,  solicitors,  of  thait 
city.  On  the  accession  to  power,  in  1806,  of  the  Fox  and  Grenyille 
parties,  the  Right  Hon.  William  Windham,  Secretary  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  War  and  the  Colonies,  appointed  Mr.  Amyot  his  priyate 
secretary.  On  the  dissolution  of  tha4>  short-liyed  Administration,  he 
received  a  lucrative  Colonial  appointment  as  Registrar  of  Slaves  in  the 
British  West  Lidia  possessions,  a  position  which  he  continued  to  hold 
until  his  functions  gradually  ceased  on  the  passing  of  the  Slaveiy 
Abolition  Act.  Mr.  Amyot  was  interested  in  literary  pursuits  and 
archaeological  research.  He  married  Jane,  only  dau^ter  of  Mr.  Edward 
Colman,  surgeon,  of  Norwich,  by  whcMn  he  had  two  sons  and  six 
daughters. 

OOTOBEB. 

23. — ^A  fine  schooner  was  launched  from  Mr.  T.  l^rreirs  shipyard 
at  Wells-next-the^Sea. 

24. — ^"The  Times"  was  shamefully  hoaxed  on  this  date.  A  letter 
had  been  sent  to  the  editor,  with  the  intimation  that  a  Protectionist 
meeting  was  to  be  held  at  Lynn,, to  be  addressed  by  the  Hon.  E.  H. 
Stanley,  M.P.,  Mr.  D'Israeli,  and  other  gentlemen.  ''  The  limes  "  sent 
its  repnresentatives,  who  found  that  no  such  meeting  had  been 
announced  or  even  contemplated. 

27.— Died  at  Blickling  Hall,  the  Dowager  Lady  Suffield.  "  She  was 
bom  in  the  year  1767,  her  early  life  being  passed  during  one  of  the 
most  eventful  periods,  both  socially  and  politically,  which  have  marked 
our  history.  Her  father  was  John  Hobart,  second  Earl  of  Buckinghamr 
shire,  who  had  been  Ambassador  at  St.  Petersburg,  and  was  after- 
wards Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland.  In  1792  she  married  WiUiam 
Assheton,  second  Lord  Suffield,  and  in  1744  her  youngest  sister, 
Amelia  Ann,  was  married  to  Lord  Castlereagh.  ^'  In  consequence  of 
this  union  her  connection  with  the  political  world  was  maintained  even 
more  intimately  than  before.  Throughout  her  life  she  continued  to 
take  a  lively  interest  in  the  politics  of  the  oounty,  and  the  influence  of 
the  united  houses  of  Gunton  and  Blickling  iii  the  days  of  contested 
elections  was  not  lightly  esteemed  by  conflicting  parties."  In  1821 
she  became  a  widow,  and  thenceforth  devoted  herself  to  charitable 
works.  The  family  estates  descended  to  the  Marquis  of  Lothian,  her 
grand-nephew. 

NOVEMBER. 

2. — ^The  announcement  was  made  of  the  engagement  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  F.  Phillips  as  members  of  the  Norwich  Company,   under  the 
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management  of  Mr.  Josepb  CUurenoeb  Mn.  Phillipe^  who  was  pro{e»- 
nonallj  known  aa  Miss  Ellen  Daly,  had  acquired  Metropolitan  c^ebril^, 
and  "  was  equally  at  home  in  serious  work,  in  dcmiestio  ocxnedy,  and 
in  faahionable  life/' 

8. — ^The  ceremony  of  turning  the  first  sod  <^  the  great  undertaking 
known  as  the  Norfolk  ESstuaiy  Works  was  performed  at  Lynn  by  Sir 
William  ffolkes.  The  £arl  of  Hardwick,  the  Earl  of  Leiceeter,  Mr. 
R.  G.  Tounley,  M.P.,  and  Miss  Wodehouse  each  deposited  a  spadeful 
of  earth  upon  a  barrow,  which  was  wheeled  away  by  the  Mayor.  It 
was  estimated  that  150,000  aores  of  land  would  be  reclaimed  itoak  the 
sea  by  the  ooix^>l6tion  of  the  work. 

9. — ^Mr.  Henry  Woodcock  was  re-elected  Mayor  of  Norwicl^.  Mr. 
Edward  Blakely  was  appointed  Sheriff. 

11. — ^The  Norwich  Protestant  Associiution  held  a  meeting  at  St. 
Andrew's  Hall,  and  adopted  an  address  to  the  Queen  **  on  the  recent 
invasion  of  her  Majesty's  prerogative  by  the  Pope."  On  December  Tth 
the  clergy  of  the  diocese  presented  to  the  Bishop  an  address  upon  the 
same  subject;  and  on  December  14th  the  High  Sheriff  (Mr.  E.  R. 
Pratt)  presided  over  a  county  meeting  at  the  Shirehall,  when  resolu- 
tions condemnatory  of  the  action  of  the  Pope  were  adopted,  and  an 
address  voted  to  the  Queen.
